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GEORGIA  CONTROVERSY-

Mr.  Eterett,  from  the  Select  Committee  appointed  oii  the  subject, 
presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Select  Committee^  to  which  were  referred  a  message  of  the  Presi" 
dent  of  the  United  States^  of  the  5th  February,  with  accompanying  do- 
eumentSf  and  a  message  of  the  Sth  Februaryi  with  accompanying  docn- 
ments;  alsoj  a  report  and  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia^ 
with  accompanying  documents^  alsoy  a  joint  resolution  to  indemnify 
the  Creek  Indians  for  the  land  lying  between  the  Chatahoochie  river 
and  the  dividing  line  between  Georgia  and  Mabama;  alsoj  a  meS' 
sage  of  the  Fre^dent^  with  accompanying  documentsj  of  2d  M&rch, 
have  had  those  subjects  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report, 
as  foUows : 

The  cirilized  nations  of  Europe,  who,  at  different  periods,  discover- 
ed and  settled  the  various  portions  of  the  American  Continent,  found- 
ed, jnincipally  on  the  right  of  discovery,  a  claim  to  the  sovereignty 
over  the  regions  so  discovei*ed«  This  claim  of  sovereignty  does  n<^ 
appear,  at  least  in  the  case  of  the  English  Grovemment,  to  have  ex- 
tended, in  itself,  beyond  an  exclusion  of  the  claims  of  other  nations. 
The  Committee  are  not  aware  that  the  English  Government,  or  its 
representatives,  the  Colonial  Grovernments,  ever  assumed,  in  virtue  of 
this  claim  of  sovei'eignty,  to  exercise  tlie  power  of  internal  legislation 
over  the  persons  who  composed  the  various  Indian  tribes,  witliin  the 
regions  to  which  the  claim  of  sovereignty  extended.  These  tribes 
were,  on  the  contrary,  considered  and  treated  as  separate,  and,  to  a 
certain  degree,  independent  nations.  A  fiiendly  intercourse  with  them 
was  kept  up  by  means  of  confei*ences  and  councils ;  boundaries,  the 
right  to  establish  and  maintain  military  posts,  and  occasionally  the 
right  of  passage,  were  matter  of  stipulation,  by  formal  conventions, 
entered  into  between  the  Crown  or  Colonies  on  tlie  one  hand,  and  the 
Cbieis  and  Warriurs  of  tlie  tribes  on  the  other.  When  the  provisions 
of  these  treaties  were  broken  by  the  Indian  tribes,  or  when,  in  any 
other  way,  a  state  of  hostility  arose,  wars  ensued,  as  between  separate 
civilized  countries,  and  these  wars  were  concluded  by  treaty.  No 
doubt,  in  the  most  early  periods  of  our  history,  and  in  reference  to  the 
mnants  of  tribes,  which  had  ceased  to  have  a  separate  existence, 
sactions  may  have  occurred,  which  imply  a  different  principle  of 

ion  on  the  part  of  the  British  or  Colonial  Governments ;  but  it  is 
li^eved  that  no  attempt  was  ever  made  by  those  Governments^  or  any 
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of  fhein,  to  incorporate  the  Iiidian  tribes  into  tke  body  politic,  or  to 
carr J  the  right  of  sovereignty  {arther^  than  to  exclude  the  sovereignty 
of  other  free  States,  and  to  regulate^  at  discretion,  the  int^*cotir86 
with  the  tribes  thus  subjected. 

In  like  manner,  the  European  Governments  claimed,  in  virtue  of 
discovery,  a  right  in  the  soil  occupied  by  the  Indian  tribes.  It  is  not 
necessary,  nor  perhaps  possible,  to  define  the  precise  extetit  to  which 
this  claim  vas  carried,  in  all  instances.  It  is  well  known,  however^ 
that  it  was  a  claim  of  a  right  of  pre-emption  residing  in  the  Gk)vem» 
ment.  By  various  public  and  legislative  acts,  individuals  wore  dis- 
qualified from  acquiring  a  title  to  Indian  lands,  by  direct  purchase  of 
the  Indians ;  and  tlie  Government  recognised  a  right  of  occupancy  in 
the  Indians,  which  it  claimed  to  itself  the  exclusive  prerogative  of 
extinguishing.  This  well  known  fact  has  received  the  sanction  of 
judicial  decision,  (8th  Wheaton,)  in  the  case  of  Johnson  &  Graham's 
lessees,  vs.  Mcintosh.  Such  was  the  state  of  things  before  the  Revo- 
lution. 

In  the  event  of  the  War  of  Independence,  the  rights  of  the  British 
Government  devolved  upon  the  United  States.  But  a  grave  question 
arose,  whether,  in  reference  to  the  Indian  tribes  within  the  limits  of 
any  State,  the  right  of  exclusive  sovereignty,  and  exclusive  pre-emp- 
tion, formerly  vested  in  the  Crown,  passed,  in  virtue  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  to  the  Confederation  of  Statesr,  or  to  Urn  indi* 
vidual  States,  respectively,  within  the  limits  of  which  each  tribe  wsa 
situated.  On  the  one  hand  it  was  contended,  that  the  right  to  the  un- 
occupied lands,  and,  what  was  considered  the  same  thing,  the  land  oc- 
Cfipied  by  the  Indians,  having  originally  resided  in  that  Grovernioent, 
which  was  common  to  all  the  Colonies,  and  having  been  conquered 
flrom  that  Government,  at  the  joint  expense  and  efforts  of  all  the 
Colonies,  passed  to  the  C<mfederation :  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  urged, 
that  each  State,  becoming  independent,  succeeded,  within  its  own 
Hmits,  to  all  the  rights  formerly  vested  in  the  Crown. 

I'he  controversies  growing  out  of  this  difference  of  opinion  were  of 
the  most-serious  character.  They  were  one  chief  cause  which  retard- 
ed the  adoption  of  the  articles  of  Confederation ;  and,  under  the  Con« 
fbderation,  they,  formed  the  subject  of  some  of  the  most  embarrassing 
questions,  which  were  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the  Continentfa 
Congress. 

The  difficulties  thus  arising  were  of  too  great  magnitude*  to  be  set- 
tled by  any  positive  decision  in  favor  of  either  party.  They  were 
Sractically  obviated  by  successive  acts  of  cession,  on  the  part  of  the 
tates  laying  claim  to  extensive  tracts  of  unoccupied  Western  lands. 
Tlie  conditions  on  which  these  cessions  were  made  by  the  difibrent 
States  were  not  uniform ;  nor  did  Congress,  in  accepting  these  ces- 
sions, admit  that,  without  them,  the  confederacy  would  have  possessed 
no  title  to  the  unoccupied  lands.  It  was  a  settlement  by  compromise, 
between  conflicting  parties,  whose  Interests  were  too  important  to  «d 
mit  of  any  other  mode  of  adjustment 

Georgia  was  the  only  State,  having  large  claims  to  unoccupied' 
lat^  on  her  Western  frontiar,  which  did  not,  either  before  or  •Aoray^

Several  conditions  were  attach- 

fd  tolhisGtaaion,  among  others,  that  of  a  guaranty  to  Georgia  of  all 

the  remaiader  of  the  unoccupied  lands  which  she  cfaimed  to  the  West* 

Tfaeae  conditioos  were  not  satisfactory  to  Congress,  and  the  cesdioR 

was  not  accepted* 

In  1795  the  Legislature  of  Greof^a  proceeded  to  make  extensive  sale» 

if  thfi  unoccupied  lands  on  her  Western  frontier.     Great  embarrass* 

aMnfta  aro^e  relative  to  the  titles  acquired  under  these  sales,  and  at 

leagOi,  Vn  v%0^,  a  compromise  wafi  entered  into  between  Greorgia  and 

the  Umted  Statat ;  in  virtue  of  which,  and  on  conditions  mutually 

acceptable,  Georgia  oeded  to  tbe  United  States  all  her  right  and  tilte 

Westward  of  a  certain  line ;  and  the  United  States  ceded  to  Georgia 

aD  the  dahn?  right,  and  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  jurisdictiott 

and  soil  of  the  territory  East  of  the  SMd  Une ;  assuming,  at  the  same 

time,  t^  obligation  of  extinguishing  tlie  Indian  title  to  aU  the  lands 

East  eC  tbe  said  line,  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done  **  peaceably  and  on 

tsraaonableterms.^  These  articles  of  cession  were  concluded  between 

tbe  CommJasJoners  of  the  United  States  and  those  of  Georgia,  on  tbe 

94&  April,  1802.    At  this  time  the  Oconee  river  formed  the  Eastern 

hsatwiary  of  the  Cre^  Indians ;  and  the  quantity  oMand  occu^ed 

by  tiiemt  in  Geoi^a,  amounted  to  19,578,890  acres. 

In  pHrsuaace  t^  the  compact  of  1802,  and  but  a  few  months  aft^ 

ilacoQcimon,  a  treaty  was  made  between  tbe  United  States  and  the 

Cnwfcii  by  which  a  portion  of  land  was  ceded  by  the  Indians ;  and  a 

I  still  larger  portion  by  another  treaty  concluded  in  1805.     By  these 

two  treaties,  there  were  ceded  to  the  United  States^  for  the  benefit  of 

I  GMtfia9<,71St890  acres  of  land.

^^^  af  all  the  lands  poestsstd  by  the  Cneeks  in  the  Stateof  Georgia,  at 
^^H  tte  date  of  the  Convention  of  1802.  At  the  same  dato,  the  Chero- 
^^H  "Htaa  wefvin  possession  ef  7,152.110  acres  of  land,  wivbinihechar- 
^^m     IveAamdcottfeotioHllmits  of  the  state  of  Georgia.    Two  treaties 
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have  been  held  by  flie  United  States  with  flie  Ch^^okees,  in^rsnance 
of  tiie  compact  of  1802,  by  which  995,510  acres  of  lanabaTe  been 
acquired  to  Georgia. 

In  I82dy  a  sum  of  K  30*000  was  appropriated^  to  defray  the  expense 
of  holding  farther  treaties  with  the  Creeks  and  Cherokee,  fortiie 
purpose  of  fuifiiUng  the  compact  with  (Georgia ;  and  a  treaty  having 
been  concluded  with  tlie  Creeks  the  preceding  year,  it  was  deemed  ex- 

Gdienty  by  the  President,  to  make  the  next  effort  with  the  Cherokees. 
lis  was  accordingly  done  by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  D.  0« 
Campbell  and  James  Meiiwether,  as  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States.  They  repairwl  to  the  Cherokee  Country  in  Octo- 
ber, 1823,  and,  after  strenuous  efforts  to  prevail  on  the  Cherokees  to 
enter  into  a  treaty  of  cession,  they  received  a  positive  refusal.  The 
objections  made  by  the  Cherokees  appear  to  have  arisen  from  exag- 
gerated accounts  of  the  hardships  endured  by  their  countrymen,  who 
had  emigrated  beyond  the  Mississippi,  from  their  advancement  in  the 
arts  of  civilized  life,  and  the  consequently  inci^eased  value  which  they 
set  upon  their  lands. 

It  appears  that  the  Cherokees,  in  order  to  fortify  themselves  in 
tiieir  resolution  to  withhold  all  furtlier  cessions,  sought  to  engage  the 
co-operation  in  the  same  policy  of  their  less  civilized  neighbop,  the 
Creeks*  Overtures,  made  to  the  Cherokees  by  M'Intosh,  who  wsis 
allied  to  them  by  marriage,  in  order  to  persuade  the  Cherokees  to  a 
cession,  were  rejected ;  and  communications  were  had  by  the  Chero- 
kees with  the  Creeks,  by  way  of  counteracting  the  influence  of  M'hi- 
tosh.  In  the  Spring  and  Autumn  following  the  unsuccessful  attempt 
to  treat  with  the  Cherokees,  councils  were  held  in  the  Creek  nation, 
at  which  a  law  was  passed,  or  as  stated  by  the  chiefs  in  council  to 
General  Oaines,  a  law  originally  passed  on  the  Oakmutgee,  was  re- 
vived, making  it  capital  for  any  person,  in  authority  among  the 
Creeks,  ifi  cede  away  their  lands  without  the  consent  of  the  nation. 
This  law,  as  enacted  or  revived,  was  published  at  the  time,  in  a  news- 
paper in  Alabama. 

Such  was  the  state  of  things,  when,  on  the  1st  of  December,  1824, 
tiie  same  gentlemen,  authorized  as  United  States'  Commissioners,  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  same  object,  met  the  chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation  at 
Thle-cath-cha,  or  Broken  Arrow,  the  seat  of  the  National  Council  (^ 
the  Creeks.  At  this  council,  the  same  refusal  was  given  by  Uie  Creeks 
as  had  been  before  received  from  the  Cherokees.  ^  So  long,''  says 
Col.  Caiftpbell,  in  his  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  8th  January, 
18S5 ;  <<  as  the  negotiation  was  conducted  with  the  council  ge- 
nerally, no  answer  was  received,  otiier  than  a  prompt  rejection  oi 
ev^*y  proposition  that  was  submitted."  M'Intosh  acted  at  first  as 
speaker  of  the  nation,  in  giving  these  talks,  and  joined  the  other  chie& 
in  council  in  refusing  to  cede.  The  Commissioners  represent,  how- 
ever, that  tiiey  ascertained  that  tiie  wishes  of  a  large  majority  of  the 
chiefs  within  the  Georgia  UmitSy  with  M'Intosh  at  their  head,  were 
in  favor  of  the  cession ;  ana  they  state  that  a  treaty  could  have  been 
obtained,  signed  by  a  full  rqussentation  of  chiefs,  from  all  tiie  towns 
within  the  limits  of  Georgia.    Not  feeling  antliorized  to  condude  a 
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tEM^f  wtth  a  poctaon  of  the  cluefs,  tiie  Oomniissioners  a^oumed  the 
council,  OQ  the  18th  December ;  and  Col.  Campbell  was  appointed  to 
repair  to  Washington,  to  endeavor  to  procure  from  the  President  per- 
Qftissipn  <*  to  convene  the  chiefs,  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  to  ne- 
gotiate with  them,  exclusively,  if  thought  proper,  or  inclusive  of  a 
deputation  of  chie&  from  the  upper  towns,  if  such  a  deputation  should 
present  themselves  and  evince  a  desire  to  negotiate  to  a  further  extenf 

On  the  arrival  of  CoL  Campbell,  he  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  War,  asking  the  sanction  of  the  President  for  a  treaty  <'  to 
be  signed  by  the  chiefs,  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  provided  such 
treaty  be  accompanied  by  the  assent  of  the  other  cliiefs,  that  the  land 
to  be  abandoned  by  the  emigrating  party,  shall  be  immediately  sub- 
ject to  the  disposition  of  the  Government/* 

To  tilts  proposal  the  President  Mr.  Monroe,  declined  acceding,  but 
authorized  a  i^newal  of  negotiations  with  the  whole  nation.  (See  Do- 
cument No.  72,  p.  38,  vol.  4,  2d  session,  18th  Congress.)  A  meeting 
of  the  chiefv  was  accordingly  summoned  for  the  7th  February,  at  In- 
dian Springs,  within  the  limits  of  Georgia.  On  the  10th  of  the  months 
the  Commissioners  met  the  chiefs  and  warriors,  and  explained  their 
object.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  Commissioners  held  a 
separate  council  with  a  part  of  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  nine  of  the 
towns,  chiefly  within  the  limits  of  Georgia.  On  the  morning  of  the 
11th,  at  the  public  council,  Opothleyoholo,  the  speaker  of  the  nation, 
(M'lntosh  having  been  deprived  of  that  office  at  the  Broken  Arrow,) 
replied  to  the  talk  of  the  Commissioners,  on  behalf  of  Big  Warrior, 
the  bead  chief  of  the  nation,  told  them  that  no  treaty  could  then 
be  made  for  the  cession  of  lands,  and  invited  the  Commissioners  to  a 
meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  be  held  three  months  afterguards,  at  the 
expeiMe  of  the  nation.  He  declared  this  to  be  the  only  answer  he  was 
^thorized  to  give,  and  that  he  should  go  home  the  next  day.  On  the 
following  night,  the  chiefe  and  warriors  of  the  Cussetas  and  Soowoo- 
galoos  left  their  encampment  and  went  home,  by  orders  of  the  Big 
Warrior,  communicated  by  Opothleyoholo,  as  is  stated  by  the  latter. 
On  the  ISth  a  treaty  was  signed  with  the  M'lntosh  party.  During  its 
execution  Opothleyoholo  repeated  his  protest  on  the  part  of  the  Big 
Warrior,  and,  according  to  the  statement  of  Hambly,  the  interpreter, 
warned  M'lntosh  of  his  danger  in  breaking  the  law. 

A  large  number  of  signatures  is  appended  to  the  treaty,  but  it  is 
alleged,  both  by  the  National  Council  convened  the  following  Au- 
tumn, ,  and  by  the  Indian  Agent,  in  a  letter  written  the  day  after  the 
signature  of  the  treaty,  that  they  are,  with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh, 
and  perhaps  two  others.  Chiefs  of  low  rank,  or  not  Chiefs  At  all. 
Mclntoiili  himself  is  stated  to  have  been  but  tlie  fifth  in  rank  in  the 
nation.  Among  the  documents  accompanying  the  report  will  be  found 
a  list  of  Chiefs  present  who  refused  to  sign,  a  list  of  such  of  the  sign- 
ers as  are  Chiere,  and  a  description  of  all  the  other  signers,  made  in 
Dublic  council,  by  the  Head  Chiefs  of  the  nation.  It  is  apprehended, 
by  the  committee,  tliat  the  inspection  of  these  documents  can  leave  no 
doubt,  that  the  treaty  was  signed,  not  mci*ely  by  a  small  and  unau- 
thorized party  of  the  Creek  nation,  but  by  a  minority  of  the  Chiefe 
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who  attended  the  Council.  BM  fte  Mcintosh  purtjr  iqqvroitched  efiti 
to  a  moiety  of  tfie  nation,  the  circumstances  that  tfac^  acted  in  compli-' 
ance  with  the  eai-nest  wishes  of  the  United  States,  and  of  its  Commit* 
>  sionersy  and  that  tliey  were  sure  to  receire  the  countenance' of  the* 
witole  neighboring  population  of  Georgia^  would  have  given  tiiiAn  the 
ascendancy  in  any  conflict  with  the  o&er  portion  of  ttie  nation :  th« 
reverse  of  which  is  known  to  be  the  case. 

On  the  day  following  the  signature  of  the  treaty,  Colonel  Crowell. 
Die  Agent,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  follows  : 

Indian  Springs,  February  15,  I8ft5. 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  instructions  received  from  Colonel  Camp- 
bell, while  in  Washington  City,  I  notified  the  Chiefs  of  this  nation  to 
meet  the  United  States'  Commissioners  at  this  place,  on  the  7th  instenV 
for  the  purpose  of  treating  with  them  for  their  lands^ 

Tour  letter  of  the  18th,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  instructions  to  the 
Commissioners,  did  not  reach  me  until  the  6ttu  On  the  arrival  of  the 
Commissioners,  I  informed  them  I  was  ready  to  obey  their  orders  or 
all  points  touching  the  negotiation,  and  cheerfully  co-operate  with  them 
in  eflfecting  the  object  of  their  mission. 

Yesterday  a  treaty  was  signed  by  Mclnto^  and  bia  party, 
alone*  Being  fully  convinced  that  this  treaty  is  in  direct  opposition 
to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  instructions,  which  I  have  a  copy  o^  I 
feel  it  to  be  my  bounden  duty,  as  the  Agent  of  the  Government^  to* 
apprize  you  of  it,  that  you  may  adopt  such  measures  as  you  may  ^eem 
expedient,  as  to  the  notification ;  for»  if  ratified,  it  may  produce  ^ 
horrid  state  of  tilings  among  these  unfortunate  Indians.  It  is  pfbpcie 
to  remark,  that,-  with  tiie  exception  of  Mcintosh,  and.  perhaps,  two 
others,  the  signatunes  to  this  treaty  are  either  Chiefs  of  low  grade,  tM^ 
not  Chie&  at  all ;  which  you  can  perceive,  by  comparing  them  to  tiiose: 
to  other  treaties,  and  to  the  receipts  for  the  annuity ;  and  these  signers 
are  from  dght  towns  only,  when  there  are  fifty-six  in  the  nati<Hk 

I  beg  you  to  be  assured  ^at  I  pursued,  strictly,  your  instructkma 
in  relation  to  this  negotiation ;  and  although  the  treiaty  kaa  not  bMst* 
made  in  conformity  with  tiie  instructions  of  which  I  have  been  fiir*  . 
nished,  yet  I  think  it  can  be,  at  no  distant  day,  to  the  raitire  satis-^ 
faction  of  the  Government  I  have  made  these  hasty  remari^s  fnwtt 
conviction  of  duty,  to  apprize  you  oi  the  manner  in  which  k  was  ac- 
comf4ished ;  and,  if  it  be  thought  necessary,  I  can  give  you  all  tiio; 
particulars  pending  the  negotiation.  A  deputation  of  Head  Chiefs  an 
desirous  of  visiting  Washington,  to  have  a  full  and  fair  understanding 
relative  to  »

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ttkortly  alter  ^e  writing  of  this  letter,  the  Agent  repaired  in  per^ 
am  tft  WashiBgton.  After  his  dq^arture,  and  on  the  £3d  of  the  months 
a  Cowdl  of  the  Creek  nation  was  held  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  which  a 
pvolaat  against  tiie  treaty  of  the  Indian  Sjnings  was  adopted,  and  the 
UsIb  above  lauded  to  were  prepared.  These  tfocuments,  however,  did 
Ml  Rack  Washington  till  ^r  the  ratification  of  the  treaty. 

The  treaty,  meantloie,  was  expedited  to  Washington.  The  Presi- 
teitof  Dm  Uwited  States,  then  about  to  retire  in  a  few  days  from  office, 
rrfomd  the  treaty  to  the  Senate,  with  the  lettw  of  the  Indian  Agent 
aboTe  alluded  to.  It  is  out  of  the  power  of  this  committee^  and  not 
wifliin  dieir  province^  to  assign  the  reasons  which  prevented  flie  Sraate 
tram  beai^  influenced  by  the  representaticms  made  by  the  Agent,  as  to 
the  Bwde  m  which  the  treaty  had  been  effected.  No  testimony,  within 
the  knowledge  of  die  committee,  had  arrived  from  the  Creek  Nation,  to 
oartehorate  bis  statements ;  and,  on  the  Sd  of  March^  the  last  day  of 
the  GOttstitatiQiial  existence  of  the  then  organized  Senate,  the  advice 
mti  eaasent  of  that  body  were  given  to  its  ratification.  It  was  accord- 
uigfy  ntiSed  by  the  President  on  the  seventh  of  March,  under  th^o 
uiMBspecting  impression  that  the  treaty  was  negotiated  in  good  faith, 
irilh  competent  parties.  On  the  next  day,  the  protest  of  ttie  Chie&, 
asnemUed  ia  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  the  documents  accompa- 
njimg  it  were  received  at  Washington,  by  the  Agent,  and  submitted 
to  die  Department  of  W  ar. 

OeoBTal  Mcintosh,  after  signing  the  treaty,  does  not  appear  to 
liaTe  rcttained  at^Aomc.  A  few  days  after  the  signature  of  the  treaty 
he  P0fmredf  in  company  with  Etome  Tustanuggee  and  other  Chiefs, 
to  Mfliedgeville,  and,  tis  appears  from  an  extract  from  the  executive 
joarmil*  puUisfaed  among  the  documents  submitted  to  die  committee, 
nweived  mm  aodienee  from  the  Grovemor  of  Georgia  in  the  executive 
rhawihrr>  They  stated,  among  other  things,  their  apprehensions  of 
haoMllty  from  the  part  of  the  nation  opposed  to  the  treaty,  and  in- 
^okrillhe  protection  of  the  United  Stat^  and  of  Georgia.  This  pro- 
tection was  promised  them  on  the  part  of  Georgia,  by  the  Governor, 
who  also  liMmated  to  them,  that  *^  in  the  business  of  the  treatjv  the 
fiPMiiMit  eo«M  not  but  consider  it  the  act  of  the  nation,  provided  the 
whole  eoofetry  was  ceded ;  that  what  ought  to  be  considered  the  act 
ef  1km  oatiniii  would  still  be  a  question ;  tiiat  the  Government  might 
ho  ^fitt  wen  disposed  to  consider  the  act  of  Mcintosh  and  his  frieads 
aaowhftOBe.^ 

n»  4my  after  this  audience  a  letter  was  written  to  Governor 
Tmip^  l^lburof  the  Chiefs  of  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  by  Chilly 
*  in  which  they  allude  to  the  existence  of  the  law  above  men- 
ised  at  Pole  Cat  Springs,  (denying,  however,  its  obligation, ) 
_  that  *<  this  law  was  passed  to  prevent  Mcintosh  from  selling 
'  ^  expressing  their  fears  that  attempts  would  be  made  to  put  it 
tfon  ;  and  acceding  to  a  propoisal,  which  appears  to  have 
\  hy  fte  Governor,  that  a  mesaen||er  should  be  seat  by  the 
'  to  tboee  opposed  to  the  treaty,  warning  them  against  any 
'  aslaf  Tkrfence*  Accordingly,  on  the  26th  inst.  Colonel  H.  G,  La- 
4m  aid  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  was  despatched  with  a  talk 
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to  fhe  ChieCsand  head-men  of  Cusseta  and  Took-an-batchee ;  the  for- 
mer being  the  town  of  Little  Prince,  who  succeeded  Big  Warrior  as 
the  Head  Chief  of  the  whole  Creek  Nation,  and  the  latter  the  town  of 
Opotl\)eyoholo,  the  Speaker  of  the  nation.  Colonel  Lamar  met  the 
Chiefe  of  these  towns  in  separate  councils  held  in  each.  Either  at 
this  time,  and  while  they  had  not  heard  of  the  ratification  of  the  trea- 
ty, and  tiie  consent  given  by  Mcintosh  to  survey  the  lands,  they  en- 
tertained no  designs  of  violence  against  Mcintosh ;  or  they  qhose  to 
deceive  Colonel  Lamar  as  to  their  intentions  ;  or,  finally,  the  talk  of 
the  Little  Prince  was  misconceived  by  Colonel  Lamar,  which  is  stated 
by  Hambly,  who  interpreted  between  tiiem,  to  have  been  the  case. 
fie  returned  perfectly  satisfied  with  their  state  of  feeling  on  the  sub*' 
ject  of  the  treaty,  and  expressed  the  opinion,  that  when  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty  was  known  they  would  acquiesce. 

During  the  absence  of  Colonel  Lamar,  Chilly  Mclntodi^  on  his  way 
back  to  his  home,  was  met  by  Colonel  Miller,  and  another  Chief  of 
the  same  party,  at  Flint  river,  who  informed  him  that  they  had  beelk 
driven  off  by  those  opposed  to  the  treaty,  and  that  vengeance  was 
threatened  against  the  Chie&  who  signed  it  This  affair  was,  how- 
ever, represented  to  Colonel  Lamar,  by  the  Little  Prince,  as  having 
sprung  from  some  trifling  cause,  and  was  supposed  by  Colonel  Lamar 
to  have  been  designed,  by  creating  alarm,  to  prevent  the  ratification 
of  the  treaty^  but  not  as  threatening  opposition  should  the  treaty  be 
ratified. 

On  the  Slst  March,  Governor  Troup  issued  his  proclamation,  an- 
nouncing tiie  ratification  of  the  treaty.  On  tlie  29th  he  addressed  a 
letter  to  Mcintosh,  requesting  his  permission  to  survey  the  territory 
ceded  by  the  treaty.  On  the  6th  of  April  Mcintosh  answered  the  Cio- 
vernor  tiiat  the  Chiefs,  (meaning  those  of  his  party,)  would  convene  on 
the  10th,  and  that  he  would  submit  to  them  the  proposal  to  survey  the 
land.  On  the  12th  of  April  the  consent  of  Mcintosh  and  his  party  to 
the  survey,  was  given  in  a  letter  to^the  Governor,  in  the  following 
terms:  <<Some  differences  existing  between  the  present  Agent  of 
the  Creek  nation  and  myself,  and  not  having  any  confidence  in  his 
advice,  I  have  determined  to  act  according  to  the  dictates  of  my  besf 
judgment,  which  results  in  the  determination  to  agree  to  the  request 
of  your  excellency  in  giving  my  consent,  and,  in  behalf  of  the  natioo 
who  signed  the  treaty,  tlieir  consent,  that  the  land  lately  ceded  to  the 
United  States,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  may  be  run  off  and  surveyed 
wheneveryou  may  or  the  Greneral  Government,  think  proper  to  do  so. 
If  the  General  Government  of  the  United  States  have  no  objection, 
and  the  Agent  of  the  Creek  nation,  with  the  party  he  influences,  does 
not  make  any  objection  or  opposition  to  running  and  survejring  the 
land,  myself  and  the  Chiefs  and  Indians  wl>o  were  in  favor  of  the  late 
trca^,  do  not  object    We  give  our  consent'* 

In  consequence  of  the  conditional  nature  of  this  assent  to  tiie  sur- 
vey, the  following  letter  was,  on  the  18th  April,  written  by  Governor 
Troup  to  General  Mcintosh  : 
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<'  MiUedgevUle,  nth  j9pni;  18£5. 

Dbar  Grnebal  :  In  one  of  your  late  letters  you  say  something 
about  the  consent  of  the  United  States^  or  if  the  Agent  and  the  hos- 
tiles  do  not  make  opposition.  Pray^  explain  to  me  your  meaning. 
We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  United  States,  or  the  Agent,  or  the 
hostiles,  in  this  matter  :  all  we  want  is  the  consent  of  the  friendly  In- 
dians, who  made  the  treaty.  If  we  wanted  the  consent  of  the  United 
States,  we  could  ask  it 

Tour  friend, 

G.  M.  TROUP.'* 

Without,  however^  waiting  for  an  answer  to  this  letter,  and  on  the 
same  day  on  which  it  was  written.  Governor  Ti*oup  issued  his  pro« 
clamation,  stating  that  « the  assent  of  the  Indians  had  been  obtained 
to  the  running  and  surveying  of  the  country,**  and  calling  the  Legis- 
lature together  to  take  the  proper  measures  for  those  objects. 

To  the  above  letter  Mcintosh  replied  in  the  following  manner : 

Creek  MiiHan,  ^5th  Jlpril,  1825. 

Deab  Sir  :  I  received  your  Excellency's  request  yesterday,  dated 
the  18th  instant,  and  hereby  state  to  you  that  my  only  meaning  was 
not  to  act  contrary  to  stipulations  made  between  our  Nation  and  the 
United  States*  Government ;  and  we  do  hereby  absolutely,  freely,  and 
fully,  give  our  consent  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  to  have  the  boundary 
belonging  to  said  State  surveyed,  at  any  time  the  Legislature  of 
Georgia  may  think  proper,  which  was  ceded  at  the  late  treaty  of  the 
Indian  Springs.  Signed  in  behalf  of  the  Nation,  and  by  the  consent 
of  the  Chiefs  of  the  same.

It  is  necessary  to  observe,  that  Mcintosh,  in  addition  to  the  license 
assumed,  in  this  letter,  of  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Creek  nation,  of 
which  liis  party  formed  but  a  small  minority,  appears  to  have  been 
guilty  of  deception,  in  reference  to  the  views  of  that  party.  At  a 
Council  with  tliem,  held  by  General  Gaines,  the  Genenu  was  inform- 
ed that  Mcintosh  never  consultdi  them  on  the  survey,  and  that  tiiey 
never  gave  their  consent 

It  may  here  be  proper  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  more  particularly 
the  relative  strength  of  the  two  parties,  as  far  as  existing  data  enable 
it  to  be  done.  By  the  documents  forwarded  from  the  Council,  held 
on  the  £5d  February,  it  appears  that  the  Chiefs  who  signed  the  trea- 
ty, were  from  the  following  five  towns  :  Coweta,  Broken  Arrow, 
New  Yauco,  Sand  Town,  Hitchetee.  But  it  is  to  be  observed,  that 
the  Chiefs  from  Broken  Arrow  could  have  had  no  authority  to  sisn, 
on  behalf  of  that  town,  for  tlie  representative  of  the  Head  Chief  ojf 
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that  tdwn»  and  one  of  the  principal  ChieCs  of  the  Nation^  was  ()rc- 
sent,  and  refused  to  sign.  From  a  document^  prepared  in  Coancii  of 
tlie  Creek  nation,  it  appears  that  of  tbe  fifty-two  individuals,  who 
signed  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  Mcintosh  was  the  only 
Head  Chief,  he  being  the  fifth  in  rank  in  the  Nation  ;  that  five  were 
Chiefs  of  inferior  degree,  and  these  six  all  of  one  town,  Coweta ;  that 
twenty-six  were  oflicers  called  Law-raenders,  or  Law-makers,  but  not 
not  Chiefs :  fourteen  wei-e  broken  Chiefs,  four  were  Indians  possessing 
no  rank  whatever,  and  two  were  jiersons  wholly  unknown  to  tiie  Council 
of  the  Creek  Nation.  These  individuals  were,  exclusively^  from  eight 
towns,  out  of  fifty -six,  of  which  the  Nation  is  said  to  consist  The  son  of 
the  Big  Warrior,  and  the  son  of  the  Little  Prince,  w  ere  both  at  tbe  Indian 
Springs,  and  refused  to  sign.  The  nephew  and  representative  of  the 
Chief  fourth  in  rank,  Hopoy  Uadgo,  was  present,  and  refused  to 
sign.  William  Barnard,  the  principal  Chief  of  the  Uchees,  refused 
to  sign  ;  John  Stidham,  a  principal  Chief  of  the  Lower  Towns,  Opoth- 
leyoholo,  Chief  of  the  Tookaubatchees,  with  other  leading  Chiefs, 
forming  altogether,  it  is  conceived,  a  representation  of  a  large  majo- 
rity of  the  Nation,  were  present,  and  refused  to  sign.  On  the  day 
after  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  General  Ware  represents  it  as  the  opi- 
nion of  one  of  the  Chiefs,  who  signed  the  treaty,  that  the  party  oppos- 
ed to  it  numbered  4,000  warriors,  the  party  friendly  not  more  than 
500,  the  former  having  been  increased  *<  by  numbers  long  cloaked 
under  the  garb  of  friendship,'*  who,  since  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  join- 
ed the  hostile  party.  The  Indians  of  the  treaty-making  party  wh0 
received  rations  in  Grcorgia,  did  not  exceed  about  400  men,  women, 
and  children,  although  it  appears  from  spmc  of  the  documents  sub- 
tnitted.  that  efforts  were  made  to  increase  the  number. 

The  intelligence  of  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  of  Ge<)rgi{^ 
relative  to  the  survey,  reached  the  Chiefs  of  the  nation  assembled  to 
receive  their  annuity,  and  seemed,  says  the  Agent,  in  a  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  27th  April,  1 825,  to  add  to  their  melancholy  and 
distre.ss«  They  denied  that  their  consent  to  the  survey  had  ever  been 
asked  or  given,  and  those  residing  in  the  ceded  territory  particularly 
requested  the  Agent  to  make  to  the  Secretary  of  \Vai'  their  decided 
objection  to  the  surveying  of  the  lands,  until  they  could  remove  from 
them.  They  also  asked  permission  to  send  a  deputation  to  Washing- 
ton, the  following  Winter,  for  tlic  puqKisc  of  understanding  the  views 
of  the  Government  relative  to  their  future  prospects. 

It  was  at  tliis  period,  probably  in  consequence  of  the  news  received 
of  the  ratification,  and  the  projected  survey,  that,  in  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  the  Little  Prince,  as  Head  Chief  of  the  Natiour  direction  was- 
given  to  a  certain  number  of  those  filling  tlie  office  of  law -menders,  to 
take  tlie  life  of  M'Intosh,  and  two  other  Chiefs  of  Coweta,  in  pun- 
ishment for  tlie  violation  of  the  law  of  the  nation.  This  was  effected 
on  the  morning  of  the  SOth  of  April,  by  a  party  of  Indians  residing  in 
the  ceded  territory,  who  destroyed  the*lives.  burned  the  dwellings, 
and  plundered  the  property  of  the  Chiefs.  The  tidings  of  this  tragi- 
cal occurrence  were  coramimicatcd  to  the  Vresident  of  the  United 
States,  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  in  a  letter  of  May  3d,  and,  two 
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days  after,  ortlei^s  arc  issued  by  the  Governor  to  the  Major  Generals 
of  the  5tb,  6tb,  and  7th  Divisions  of  the  militia  of  Georgia,  to  hold 
their  divisions  ready  to  march  at  a  moment's  warning,  in  case  •*  the 
United  States,  bound  by  the  Constitution  and  the  treaty  to  repress  and 
punish  hostility  among  the  Indians,  and  maintain  peace"  on  the  bor- 
ders of  Greorgia,  should,  by  any  means,  fail  of  their  duty  in  those  re- 
spects. On  the  same  day  the  Secretary  of  War  was  informed,  by 
Governor  Troup,  of  the  measures  which  had  been  adopted  for  defence 
and  protection,  «  until  the  authority  of  the  United  States  could  be  ef- 
fectually interposed  for  those  purposes.*'  A  deputation,  consisting  of 
Chilly  M'lntosh,  and  others  of  the  same  party,  also  hastened  to  Wash- 
ington, and,  on  the  17th  of  May,  addressed  four  letters  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  War,  soliciting  protection  and  revenge,  and  the  interference 
of  the  General  Government  to  chastise  the  cMefs  and  warriors  oppos- 
ed to.  the  treaty,  and  preferring  charges  against  the  Aecnt. 

Thus  was  the  interference  of  the  General  Go^ernqient  Invoked  by  , 
all  parties  to  this  affair,  by  the  Gt)vernor  of  G^rgia^  ^^®  M'Intosh 
party,  and  by  the  Head  Chiefe  of  the  Creek  Nation.  The  despatches 
from  GovernorTi*oup  were  received  at  tlie  Departn^entpf  War,  on  the 
15th  and  17th  of  May,  and,  on  the  I8thj  orders  were  s<^t  to  General 
Gaines,  then  in  or  near  Georgia,  to  repair  to  Millcdgevillc,  ••for  the 
purpose  of  consulting  with  Governor  Troujion  the  measures  proper  to 
be  adopted  in  i*eference  to  the  actual  posture  of  ^flairs,  on  his  arri* 
val,"  and,  if  necessary,  to  call  out  the  militia  of  Georgia  in  defence  of 
the  frontier,  then  supposed  to  be  tlireatened  with  invasion.  In  conse- 
quence, also,  of  the  charges  made  against  the  CrceH  Agent,  by  the  Go- 
vernor oi  Georgia,  and  by  the  deputation  of  the  Mcintosh  party,  Maj. 
T.  P.  Andi-ews  was  despatched,  on  the  20th  of  May,  as  a  Special 
Agent,  to  inquire  into  these  charges. 

These  orders  were  promptly  carried  into  effect,  by  the  repairing  of 
General  Gaines  and  Major  Andrews  to  MHledgeville,  and,  subse- 
quently, to  the  Creek  Agency,  where,  also,  in  consequence  of  the 
united  demand  for  the  effectual  interference  of  the  General  Grovern- 
ment,  above  alluded  to,  a  jiortion  of  the  regular  army  of  the  United 
States  was  ordered,  in  tlie  course  of  the  Summer.  The  correspond* 
ence  which  took  place  between  Governor  Troup  and  General  Gaines, 
became,  unfortunately,  of  such  a  character,  as  to  cause  expressions  of 
dissatisfaction  to  be  made  by  the  GK)vernor,  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
In  a  long  letter,  dated  7th  August,  1 826,  and  an  inquiry  of  the  Presi- 
dent, in  these  words.  *<Now,  Sir,  suffer  roe,  in  conclusion,  to  ask, 
if  these  things  have  been  done  in  virtue  of  your  own  instructions,  ex- 
press or  implied,  or  by  autliority  of  any  warrant  from  you  whatsoever : 
ancfif  not  so  done,  wlictlier  you  will  sanction  or  adopt  them  as  your 
own,  and  tlius  hold  yourself  responsible  to  the  Government  of  Geor- 
gia ?'» 

On  the  SOth  of  August  an  answer  was  returned,  by  the  Secretary 
of  W^ar,  in  which  the  Governor  is  informed,  that  the  President,  «*Koe|}- 
ly  regretting  the  different  views  of  the  treaty,  concluded  last  Febru- 
ary, at  the  Indian  Springs,  whicli  the  Governor  had  entertained,  from 
those  which  the  President  had  found  himself,  upon  the  most  dclibc- 
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rate  consideration,  and  under  tlie  most  solemn  respoasibilities,  com^ 
pelled  to  take,  was  anxiously  desirous  to  avoid  any  things  which,  die* 
tated  by  no  absolute  necessity,  might  liavc  a  tendency  to  render  wider 
diflTcrenceSy  in  his  belief,  otherwise  easily  reconcileable.''  Declining, 
for  this  reason,  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  numerous  topics  contain- 
ed in  the  Governor's  letter,  the  Secretary  of  War  further  stales,  on  be- 
half of  the  President  that "  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  ful- 
ly aware  of  its  duties  to  the  people  of  Georgia  ;  among  which  is  that  of 
paying  due  respect  to  tlie  station  of  their  Chief  Magistrate ;  a  duty,  if 
possible,  still  more  indispensable,  is  that  of  a  constant  and  faithful  at- 
tention to  their  interests,  and  an  earnest  solicitude  to  fulfil  all  the  duties 
of  the  Union  to  them."  At  tlie  close  of  the  letter,  the  Secretary  of 
"War  informs  the  Governor,  that  •<  the  subject,  in  all  its  aspects, 
would  be  submitted  to  Congress,  at  the  appros^cbing  Session ;  and  all. 
the  instructions '  of  the  officers  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  their 
conduct  under  them,  .would  be  subject  to  the  animadversions  of  that 
body  upon  them,  for  approbation  or  censure,  as  they  might  appear  to 
have  deserved.**  In  consequence  of  another  letter,  published  by 
General  Gaines,  the  Governor,  on  the  3 1st  of  August,  wrote  to  the 
Department  rf  War,  and  demamled  of  the  President,  the  arrest  of 
that  officer.  The  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  reply,  referred  tlie  Gov- 
ernor to  hi9  letter  of  the  3Dth,  in  which  was  made  known  the  pur- 
pose of  the  President  to  submit  the  conduct  of  General  Gaines,  with 
every  other  matter  connected  with  the  subject,  to  the  consideration  of 
Congress,  and  informed  the  Governor  that,  as  the  President  knew  no 
sufficient  necessity  for  departing  from  that  course,  the  demand  for  tlie, 
arrest  was  not  acceded  to.  In  a  letter  from  the  Department,  to  Gene- 
ral Gaines,  of  the  same  date,  that  officer  was  informed,  that  the- 
President  disapproved  his  conduct,  in  writing  and  publishing  the  let- 
ters which  had  produced  the  demand  for  his  arrest;  and  a  copy  of 
this  letter  was  enclosed  to  the  Governor. 

This  refusal  of  the  President  to  arrest  General  Gaines  is,  by  one 
of  the  resolutions  refeiTed  to  this  Committee,  characterized  as  an 
<<  abuse  of  office,**  nihich,  *<if  not  properly  atoned  for,  will,  and  ought 
to  leave  this  lasting  i-eproach  upon  the  Nation,  that  even  in  Republics 
the  law  affords  no  protection  against  the  views  of  power  and  the  re- 
sentments of  ambition.'*  The  Committee  consider  it  their  duty  to 
state,  that,  (while  they  deem  the  conduct  of  General  Gaines,  in  writing, 
and  publishing  the  letters,  deserving  of  the  disapprobation  which  it 
received  from  the  President,)  they  perceive  no  grounds  for  ascribing 
the  refusal  to  arrest  General  Gaines,  "to  views  of  power,  or  resent- 
ments of  ambition.**  On  the  contrary,  they  regard  it  as  their  duty  to 
express  the  opinion,  that,  throughout  the  whole  of  this  difficult  and 
delicate  transaction,  the  conduct  of  the  Executive,  towards  Greorgia, 
has  been  respectful,  temperate^  and  conciliatory. 

In^j^ursuance  of  his  instrucfions,  the  special  Agent,  Major  Andrews, 
raiaft^  to  the  Creek  Nation  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Crow- 
cU.  Tlie  special  Agent  was  furnished  with  the  testimony  taken  against 
the  Indian  Agent  by  the  Georgia  Committee,  on  the  state  of  the  Re- 
public; of  which  testimony,  it  is  observed  by  the  Committee  on  the 
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state  of  the  Republic,  that,  being  ex-partCj  it  alioald  be  received  with 
much  allowance.  Having  suspended  Mr.  Crowell  from  the  Agency, 
Major  Andrews  proceeded  to  inquire  into  the  foundation  of  the  charges 
against  him.  The  result  of  this  inquiry  and  examination  is  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  special  Agent,  and  other  documents  forming  a  part 
of  the  series  of  papers  submitted  to  the  Committee,  to  which  reference 
is  now  respectfully  made.  However  much  it  is  to  be  regretted,  at  any 
time,  and  on  any  occasion,  that  a  request  should  be  addressed  from  the 
authorities  of  a  State  to  the  Executive  of  the  Union,  without  success, 
the  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  a  removal  of  tlie  Indian  Agent^ 
without  examination  or  inquiry,  would  have  been  deemed,  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States,  an  arbitrary  exercise  of  power.  In  ordering 
an  inquiry  into  the  foundation  of  the  charges  against  the  A^ent,  the 
Committee  conceive  that  the  President  but  did  an  act  of  justice  due  to 
every  citizen,  however  humble,  and  certainly  not  the  less  due  to  an 
individual  who,  by  a  former  administration,  bad  been  placed  and  sus« 
tained  in  a  responsible  oflBice,  and  had  been  elected  by  the  people  of  a 
sovereign  State,  as  their  sole  Representative  to  the  Congress  of  the 
Union,  The  result  of  the  inquiry,  the  defence  of  the  Indian  Agent, 
the  testimony  collected  by  the  Special  Agent,  and  his  report  thereon, 
as  well  as  the  doings  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  and 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Greorgia,  andtlie  replies  of  Messrs.Meriwether 
and  Campbell,  are  herewith  submitted,  and  contain  all  the  means  ne- 
cessary to  enable  the  House  to  form  an  opinion,  whether  the  Indian 
Agent  could  have  been  removed  from  office,  without  sacrificing  the 
great  principles  of  right  and  justice.  The  Committee  will  only  add 
the  expression  of  flieir  belief,  that,  in  declining  to  remove  the  Indian 
Agent,  the  Executive  was  actuated  by  no  feelings  of  <<  contempt  for 
the  opinion  of  G^rgia,  or  of  disregard  for  the  welfkre  of  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  community.^' 

In  pursuance  of  tlie  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  the  Legislature 
of  Georgia  assembled,  and,  on  the  9th  of  June,  passed  an  act  <<  to  dis- 
pose of,  and  distribute  the  lands  lately  acquired  by  the  United  States 
of  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians.''  By  this  act,  tlie  whole  of  the  ceded 
territory,  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  was  made  subject  to  the  Legis- 
lative and  Criminal  Jurisdiction  of  the  State;  the  land  was  divided 
into  sections,  districts,  and  tracts  of  S02i  acres  each  ;  one  hundred 
district  surveyors,  and  ten  surveyors  of  district,  reserve,  and  sectional 
lines,  were  appointed  to  be  chosen,  and  a  land  lottery  organized,  by 
which  the  said  tracts  should  be  disposed  of  to  the  citizens  ct  Georgia. 

The  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs  had  guarantied  to  the  Indians  the 
undisturbed  possession  of  the  land  till  September,  1826.  This  guar- 
anty, with  the  course  which  events  had  taken  among  the  Indians,  and 
the  serious  and  fatal  consequences  likely  to  flow  from  the  immediate 
introduction  upon  the  lands,  of  so  large  a  body  of  surveyors  and  their 
necessary  attendants,  had  led  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
through  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  make  known  to  the  Governor  of 
Georgia,  the  expectation  ttiat  the  survey  would  be  suspended  till  the 
decision  of  Congress  was  known  on  the  subject ;  and  this  course  was 
adopted  by  the  Governor. 
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On  repairing  <o  the  Creek  nation,  General  Gaines  bcld  councils  both 
with  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  the  Chiefs  of  the  naiion  ojiposed  to  the 
treaty.  The  former  were  assured  of  the  protection  of  tlic  United 
States  against  farther  violence.  The  latter  were  urged,  with  the 
greatest  earnestness,  to  accede  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  tlie  Indian 
Springs.  To  this  proposition  no  importunity  could  induce  tliem  t« 
listen  ;  and  while  they  uniformly  professed  an  intention  to  submit  to 
the  power  of  the  United  States,  if  called  into  action  against  them, 
tbey  as  uniformly  persisted  in  doalmng  that  they  would  accept  no 
compensation  for  the  laud«  '^at  might  be  thus  wrested  from  thcm^ 
in  a  compulsory  ejEecution  of  that  treaty. 

Unable  to  jirocure  fmm  the  Creeks  an  acqirtcscence  in  the  treaty 
of  the  Indian  Springs,  General  Gaines  received  frohi  them,  in  the  open 
council  4if  the  nation,  a  written  instrument,  whereby  a  certain  num- 
ber of  Chiefs,  deputed  to  Washington  for  that  purpose,  were  au- 
'4barized  to  negotiate  a  treaty  for  a  further  cession  of  lanfi%  The  de- 
putation ai'rivcd  at  Washington,  and  a  negotiation  was  open^  by  the 
Secretary  of  War.  It  immediately  appeai*ed,  however,  that  a  mi^* 
prehension  existed,  as  to  the  extent  of  their  powers  in  regard  to  a 
cession.  In  his  conferences  with  them,  at  Broken  Aitow,  Gene« 
ral  Gaines  had  first  proposed  to  them  to  enter  into  a  treaty  on  the  basis 
of  a  cession  of  all  their  lands  in  Georgia.  This  pi^iposition  they  re- 
jected. General  Gaines  then,  of  his  own  accord,  and  without  instruc- 
tions, (as  he  informed  them  at  the  time,)  proposed  a  treaty,  on  the  ba» 
sis  of  a  cession  of  their  lands  East  of  the  Chatahoochie.  They  de- 
clined acceding  to  this,  on  the  ground  that  a  part  of  their  deputatton 
was  already  gone  to  Washington.  The  written  instrument  just  allad* 
ed  to  was,  however,  drawn  up,  setting  foi'th  the  authority  giNxn  to  their 
deputation,  to  accede  to  "  the  last  proposition  of  the  President,  made 
by  General  Gaines."  By  this  <*  last  proposition,"  the  deputation  de- 
clared that  they  understood  the  unauthorized!  one,  which  made  the  Cha- 
tahoochie the  boundary.  General  Gaines  had  understood  his  authorized 
} proposition  to  be  meant,  viz :  that  which  proposed  a  cession  of  all  tlie 
ands  within  the  limits  of  Georgia.  It  appears,  howpver,  from  the 
documents,  that  such  was  not  the  case. 

The  misapprehension  of  the  powers  of  the  Creek  Deputation  formed 
a  serious  obstiicle,  in  the  outset,  to  the  progress  of  the  negotiations. 
It  was  in  this  jmsture  of  affairs,  that  tiie  meeting  of  Congress  took 
place,  and  it  appeals,  from  the  opening  message  of  tlie  President, 
that  he  still  anticipated  tlie  necessity  of  making  the  transactions,  in 
relation  to  the  Treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  the  subject  of  a  special 
message.  Fortunately,  h<)wever,  the  Indian  deputation  was  at  last 
brouglit  to  consent  to  a  treaty,  by  whicii  all  the  land  East  of  the  Clia- 
talioochic  was  reeled,  and  a  poHion  also  West  of  it  To  this  treaty, 
after  an  intci*val  ofsonjo  weeks,  a  supjdementitl  article  was  added,  by 
which  the  cession  was  extended  to  a  new  line,  which,  as  it  was  sup- 
posed by  many  persons  (pralified  to  judge,  would  include  all  the  lands 
within  the  limits  of  Georgia. 

The  negotiatitins  by  which  this  treaty  was  efiVcted  were  carried  on, 
during  almost  the  whole  of  the  ^e^ssion  of  Ccmgrcss,  and  rendered  it 
af  course  inexpedient  to  agitate  tlie  subject  of  the  transactions  in  rela- 
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turn  to  Ibe  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs.     The  happy  teimination  of 
an  affair  which  had  assumed  an  alarming  aspect,  was  matter  of  gene- 
ral congratulation.     The  mass  of  pa]>ers  and  documents  herewith  sub- 
in\tted«  and  not  of  later  date,  was  communicated  to  a  committee  of 
the  Senate,  while  the  treaty  was  before  that  body.     But  Uie  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty,  and  the  sanction  given  it  by  the  appropriations  made 
to  carry  it  into  effect,  supei-seded,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  the  ne- 
cessity of  inquiring  tjito  the  subject  of  the  treaty,  which  was  now  de- 
clared **  to  be  cancelled." 

The  quantity  of  land  occupied  by  the  Indians,  in  the  State  of  Geor- 
gia* and  ceded  by  this  treaty  for  the  benefit  of  that  state,  amounts, 
by  computation,  t^  about  4,700,000  aci'es.  The  cession  was  procured, 
at  an  expense  to  the  United  States  of  g  800,000,  including  the  present 
worth  of  the  annuity  of  2  20,0C0  per  annum,  which  formed  a^part  of 
the  price. 

By  the  first  article  of  this  treaty,  the  treaty  of  tho  Indian  Springs 
was  **  declared  to  be  null  and  void  to  every  intent  and  purpose  what- 
soever;" and  every  right  and  claim  arising  from  the  same  was 
«*  cancelled  and  annulled"  by  the  new  treaty. 

This  new  treaty  received  the  sanction  of  the  Senate,  by  a  Very  lal-ge 
majonty  of  the  votes  of  tliat  body,  and  tlie  appropriations,  necessary 
to  carry  it  into  effect,  passed  unanimously  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, with  the  exception  of  ten  dissenting  voices,  nine  of  which  were 
those  of  the  Alabama  delegation  and  thegreaterpartof  thatof  Greo^gia* 
In  the  whole  course  and  progress  of  this  affair,  in  the  perseverance 
and  assiduity  of  the  Executive  in  pursuing  the  negotiations,  and  in  the 
ample  provisions  made  by  Congress  to  carry  them  into  effect,  the 
CotiUDittee  perceive  strong  indications,  on  tlie  part  of  every  branch 
of  tbe  /cgislati  ve  authority  of  the  United  States,  of  a  desire  to  redeem 
the  [dedge  of  the  compact  of  1802,  to  promote  the  interests,  and  gratify 
tbe  wishes  of  Georgia. 

In  iMjrsuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  the  Western  line  fixed 
by  it,  was  duly  run.  Before,  however,  it  could  be  ascertained,  whe- 
ther, by  this  line,  any  part  of  the  lands  within  the  chartered  limits  of 
Georgia  were  left  out,  it  was  necessary  that  the  boundary  line  between 
Georgia  and  Alabama  should  also  be  established.  Commissioners  on 
tbe  part  of  these  two  States  w  ere  apiwintcd.  But  the  circumstance 
that  a  direct  line  to  Nickajack,  fi-om  the  first  bend  of  the  Chata- 
faoocbie  above  Cchee  Creek,  would  intersect  that  river,  inducei!  the 
Commissioners  to  depart  from  the  letter  of  the  compact  of  1 802,  and 
to  propose  some  other  point  more  accoi^dant  with  its  spirit,  which,  it 
was  supposed,  did  not  admit  of  carrying  the  line  East  of  the  Ciiata- 
faoochie.  In  endeavoring  to  settle  on  some  other  point,  tlie  Commis- 
sioners of  Georgia  and  Alabama  disagreed,  and  the  lormcr  ran  An^ex 
forte  line,  on  the  authority  and  at  tlie  expense  of  Georgia  alone. 

Between  the  Georgia  line,  and  the  line  ascertainwl  by  the  Treaty 
"rf  Wasiiington,  it  appears,  by  computation,  that  there  remain  un- 
C3eded«  about  198,632  acres  of  Ci*eek  lands.  How  much  this  quantity 
nay  be  reduceil,  on  the  final  settlement  of  the  line  between  Georgia 
and  Alabama,  the  Committee  have  no  documents  which  enable  them 
fo  decide* 
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It  18  in  respect  to  this  small  tract  of  barren  land  that  the  existing 
controversy  has  arisen.  The  surveyors  of  Georgia,  in  the  month  of 
January  last,  having  passed  the  line  of  the  Treaty  of  Washington, 
were  interrupted  by  a  party  of  Indians,  acting  under  the  orders  of 
the  Head  Chief  of  the  Creek  Nation,  who  remonstrated  with  them,  in 
a  letter,  written  at  their  request,  by  the  agent;  and  they  have  since 
api)eal(M]  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  protection  against 
encroachment  on  those  lands,  which  were  guarantied  to  them  by  the 
treaty.  The  surveyors  of  Georgia  appealed  to  the  Governor  for  the 
support  of  a  military  f'^rce.  The  Governor  of  Georgia  has  address- 
ed a  remonstrance  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  apparently 
representing  these  interruptions  as  an  invasion  of  the  territorial  rights 
of  Georgia,  which  may  end  in  bloodshed.  It  has  been  stared  in  the 
public  prints,  that  a  military  force  was  called  out  in  Georgia  to 
support  the  surveyors. 

The  President  has  promised  to  the  Creek  Nation  to  maintain  the 
faith  of  the  country,  pledged  by  the  IVeaty  of  Washington  ;  and  tlie 
Governor  of  Georgia  has  also  been  made  acquainted,  that  the  Pi*esldent 
will  feel  it  his  duly  to  carry  that  treaty  into  effect.  Ordei-s  have  ac- 
cordingly been  given  to  the  District  Attorney  and  Marsiial  of  the 
District  of  Georgia,  to  arrest  and  prosecute  those  who,  contrary  to 
the  treaty  of  1 826,  and  the  law  regulating  the  intercourse  with  the 
Indians,  have  been  engaged  in  surveying  the  lands  not  ceded. 

The  right  to  regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Indians,  was 
one  of  the  first  Federal  rights  exercised  after  the  commencement  of 
the  Revolution.  On  the  1 2th  July,  1775,  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Continental  Congress,  «<that  Commissioners  be  appointed  by  this 
Congrenss,  to  superintend  Indian  Affairs  on  behalf  of  these  Colonies;*^ 
and  the  Indians  were  divided  by  the  same  resolution  into  the  Northern, 
Middle,  and  Southern  Departments.  In  the  latter  department,  the 
Creek  Indians  were  included. 

By  the  articles  of  Confederation,  Congress  had  the  exclusive  power 
of  making  treaties ;  at  that  time,  and  it  is  believed  at  all  times,  the  on- 
ly mode,  in  a  state  of  peace,  in  which  the  relations  with  Indian  tribes 
have  been  conducted  in  the  United  States.  Congress  had,  also,  the 
power  <<  of  regulating  trade,  and  managing  all  affairs  with  the  Indians, 
not  members  of  any  of  the  States  :  provideid^  that  the  legislative  right 
of  any  State,  within  its  own  limits,  be  not  infringed  or  violated.'' 
This  express  proviso,  and  the  proviso  implied  in  the  words  <<  not  mem- 
bers of  any  State,"  were  the  sources  of  much  embarrassment  under 
the  old  Confederation.  Georgia,  particularly,  claimed  the  right  to 
treat  with  the  Creek  Indians  concerning  peace,  lands,  and  the  other 
objects,  that  usually  form  tlie  matters  oflndian  treaties,  and  in  order 
to  eNtablish  her  right  so  to  do,  she,  by  the  treaty  of  Galphinton,  in 
1785,  stipulated  that  the  Indians  of  the  Creek  nation  were  <<  members 
of  the  State"  of  Georgia.  In  what  sense  they  could  have  been  «  mem- 
bers of  the  State,''  this  Committee  'loesnot  understand;  and  the 
right  of  a  State  to  enter  into  these  treaties  with  the  Indians,  was 
Btrenuously  resisted  by  Congress. 
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At  length  the  Constitution  was  adopted.  The  treaty-making  pow- 
c>r  was  again  vested  in  the  United  States.  A  treaty,  duly  ratified, 
became  tlie  supreme  law  of  the  land,  <^any  thing  in  the  Constitution^ 
or  laws  of  any  State^  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.^'  By  the  Con- 
federation,  the  powers  of  the  Congress  for  regplating  trade  and  man* 
aging  affairs  with  the  Indians  were  limited,  (as  has  just  been  observed,) 
by  tlie  proviso  <*  that  the  legislative  right  6f  any  State,  within  its  own 
limits^  should  not  be  infringed  or  violated/'  No  such  limitation  is 
found  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  omission  was 
not  undesignedly  made.  It  was  one  of  the  changes  expressly  intro- 
duced, to  prevent  the  continued  collision  of  Federal  and  State  powers, 
which  had  so  long  existed  to  the  injury  of  the  public.  The  grant  of 
unqualified  power  to  regulate  commerce  with  the  Indians,  the  exclu- 
sive right  of  repelling,  by  force,  their  hostile  encroachments,  and  the 
exclusive  power  of  treating,  were  necessarily  so  many  infringements 
npon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  individual  States,  and  upon  the  power  of 
the  State  Legislatures.  If  any  authority  be  wanted  to  confirm  these 
principles,  it  may  be  found  in  tlie  4ad  number  of  the  Federalist,  a  pa- 
p^  written  by  Mr.  Madison.  Comparing  the  powers  granted  to 
Congress,  by  the  present  Constitution,  with  those  of  the  Confederation, 
he  says,  "the  regulation  of  commerce  with  the  Indian  tribes,  is  very 
properly  unfettered  from,  two  limitations  in  the  articles  of  confedera- 
tion, which  render  the  /provision  obscure  and  contradictory.  The 
power  is  there  restrained  to  Indians  not  members  of  any  State,  and 
is  not  to  violate  or  infringe  the  legisJative  right  of  any  State  within  its 
limits.  What  description  of  Indians  are  to  be  deemed  members  of  a 
State,  is  not  yet  settled ;  and  has  been  a  tpiestion  of  frequent  perplcx- 
i^  and  contention  in  the  Federal  councils.  And  bow  the  trade  with 
the  Indians,  not  members  of  a  State,  yet  residing  within  its  legisla- 
tive jurisdiction,  can  be  regidatcd  by  an  external  authority,  without 
80  far  intruding  on  the  internal  rights  of  legislation,  is  absolutely  in-^ 
comprehensible.  This  is  not  tlie  Only  citse  in  which  the  articles  of 
confederation  have  inconsiderately  endeavored  to  accomplish  imiiossi- 
bilities,  to  reconcile  a  partial  sovereignty  in  the  Union  with  a  com- 
plete sovereignty  in  the  Statt^ ;  to  subvert  a  mathematical  axiom,  by 
taking  away  a  part  and  letting  the  whole  remain.'* 

To  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  thus  Resignedly  framed 
on  these  points,  Georgia  became  a  party,  and  thereby  relinquished, 
if  she  previously  possessed  it,  all  power  to  treat  With  the  Indians,  and 
all  right  to  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  them. 

The  powei^  conferrcid  on  the  General  Government,  in  reference  to 
thip  Indians,  are  to  be  viewed,  not  more  as  confciTing  authority,  than 
as  implying  and  imposing  burdens.  With  their  exclusive  rights,  in 
relation  to  the  Indians,  devolved  on  the  United  State>s  the  great  duly 
of  defending  the  States  against  savage  violence.  In  the  discharge  of 
tUa  duty,  is  laid  the  foundation  of  tiie  military  establishment  of  the 
United  Statbs.  llie  first  armies  raised  after  the  adoption  of  tlic  Con- 
stitution, were  fordefence  against  the  Indians.  And  in  this  way,  the 
ohfer  States  of  the  Union,  who  struggled  in  their  infancy  alone  and 
i^naided,  against  numerous  and  powerful  tribes  of  savagjcs;  have  been 
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charged  vitb,  perhaps,  the  greatest  single  item  of  pubKc  expenditure^ 
in  the  fulfilment  oftlie  trust  and  duty  of  carrying  on  the  relations  of 
the  Union  with  the  Indians.  But^he  power  and  the  burden  must  be 
reciprocal,  and  the  State^  which  claims  the  right,  by  uncontrolled  le- 

fislation,  of  causing  an  Indian  War, ^cannot  reasonably  call  on  the 
fnion  to  sustain  tlie  burden  of  carrying  it  on. 
The  first  law  regulating  the  intercourse  with  the  Indians,  passed 
after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  was  approved  July,  1790.  Af- 
ter prohibiting  the  Indian  trade  to  all  but  licensed  persons,  it  gave  to 
the  President,  the  power  to  make  such  order,  respecting  the  tribei^ 
surrounded  in  their  settlements  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States^ 
as  to  secure  an  intercourse  without  license,  if  he.  deem  proper ;  and  the 
same  law  declared  that  no  sale  of  Indian  lands  to  an  individual  or  a 
StatD,  whether'having  the  right  of  pre-emption  or  not  should  be  va- 
lid, unless  made  and  executed  at  a  public  treaty,  held  under  the  au« 
thofity  of  the  United  States.  The  duration  of  this  act  was  limited 
to  two  yearsi  and  another  law  was  passed,  approved  1st  March,  1793, 
by  which  the  survejring  of  lands,  belonging  to  any  Indian  tribe,  by 
marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  was  prohibited.  All  purchases  and 
grants  of  land,  or  claims  and  titles  to  lands,  <'jnot  made  by  a  treaty 
or  convention,  entered  into^  pursuant  to  the  Constitution,^'  were  de- 
dared  to  <<  be  without  validity,  in  equity  or  law."  This  act,  limited 
to  two  years,  was  supplied  by  that  of  May  19,  1796,  by  the  first  arti- 
M^  of  which  tlie  Indian  bouiidary  line  was  declfltred  and  defined  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Cayahoga  river  on  the  Lake  Erie,  to  the  St  Mary's. 
At  ibis  time  the  Oconnee  formed  the  boundary  line  between  Georgia 
and  the  Creeks.  By  this  law;  the  prohibition  of  surveys  is  ispecifi^- 
cflJIv  re-enacted,  and  all  right,  title,  and  claim,  of  whatsoe\  er  nature  oir 
kind,  of  persons  settling  or  surveying  lands  secured  to  Indians,  by  a 
treaty,  is  vested  in  the  United  States,  on  conviction  of  the  offender. 
This  law  was  limited  to  three  years,  and  its  provisions  were  substan- 
tially i<e-enacted  by  that  of  Sd  March,  1799^  By  the  law  of  SOtti 
March,  180£,  the  previous  l^islfltion  on  this  subject  was  re-enacted 
without  limitation  of  time,  and  has  remained  to  the  present  day^  and 
still  exists  unrepealed.      ^  y 

It  is  not  known  to  the  Committ^,  that,  until  rec^ently,  either 
Georgia  or  any  other  State,  Has,,  since  the  aidoption  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, exercised  or  claimed  the  right  to  treat  with  independent 
tribes  of  Indians,  except  by,  authority  and  consent  of  the  United 
States,  or  has  exercised  any  act  of  legislation  over  tjh^in/  or  has 
claimed  to  do  any  act  or  thing  forbidden  by  the  law  of  1802.  The 
Committee  believe,  that  the  State  of  Georgia  has  -not  only  ac(|uie8ced, 
until  lately,  in  the  validity  of  this  course  of  legislation,  but  that  her 
intelligent  luid  prominent  citizens  have  given  it  their  express  itanc- 
tion.  In  the  talk  of  Messrs.  Can»pbell  and  Meriwether,  to  the  Chero- 
kees,  in  182S,  these  gentlemen  say,  ^<  the  sovereignty  of  the  pountry 
which  you  occupy,  [a  considerable  part  of  which  is  in  the  State  of 
Georgia,]  is  in  the  United  States  alone,  no  State  or  foreign  pow^r  can 
enter  into  a  treaty  or  compact  with  yqo.  These  privileges  have  pass- 
ed away,  and  your  intercourse  is  restricted  exclusively  to  the  United 
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States.'*  In  a  letter  dated  March  10,  1824«  addressed  by  the  Geor- 
gia delegation  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  tlie  Secretary  of 
War,  the  Committee  understand  the  delegation  to  say,  that  the  Cher* 
okeed  are  <<to  be  viewed  as  other  Indians,  as  persons  suffered  to  re- 
side within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  United  States,  and  subfect  to 
every  restraintf  which  the  policy  aivi  power  of  the  General  CbvemmenU 
require  to  be  imposed  on  t&m,  for  the  interest  of  the  Union,  the  inter- 
est of  a  pai'ticular  State,  and  their  own  preservation/' 

From  these  considerations,  tiie  committee  are  brought  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  property  in,  and  jurisdiction  over,  the  lands  oocupied 
by  th^  Creelfis  within  the  State  of  Grem*gia,  are  not  exclusively  pos- 
sessed by  that  State,  but  are  subject  to  the  rights  guarantied  to  the 
Creeks,  or  reserved  to  the  United  States,  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  ;  by  the  compact  of  180£;  by  the  provisions  of  law;  or 
by  treaty. 

It  remains  only  to  ask,  whether  the  occupancy  of  the  small  portion 
of  lands,  now  in  controversy,  is  reserved  to  the  Cxeek  nation^  and  on 
wfasit'  right  Georgia  claims  to  survey  it  ? 

Georgia  claims  the  right  to  survey  it  under  the  treatjr  of  the  Indian 
Springs ;  but  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  iio  right  nor  title  could 
vest  under  that  treaty,  for  the  following  reasons,  in  brief : 

Firit.  That  treaty  was  negotiated,  not  only  contrary  to  iustructioiu^ 
but  on  a  basis  expressly  forbidden  by  the  Executive,  whra  previously 
submitted  for  his  sanction. 

Secondly.  The  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs  was  concluded  by  a 
party  of  the  Creek  nation,  not  authorized  by  the  Creek  nation  to  trait 
ibr  the  cession  of  any  lands. 

Tliirdly.  The  treaty  was  concluded  by  a  minority,  not  merely  of 
the  principal  chiefs  of  the  nation,  but  by  a  minority  of  the  cliiefs  pre- 
sent, and  without  regard  to  the  protest  of  the  head  chiefe,  made  by 
their  n^presentative,  both  before  and  at  the  moment  of  executing  the 
treaty. 

Foart^y.  Supposing  tiie  Commissioners  authorized,  and  the  cbiefs 
empowered  to  treat,  such  authority  and  power-could,  in  no  circum- 
stances, extend  beycmd  a  cession  of  the  lands  occupied  by  the  chiefs 
treating,  and  those  who  empowered  them;  whereas,  by  the  treaty  of  the 
Indian  Springs,  a  small  party  assumed  to  themselves  the  right  to  cede 
away  nearly*  all  the  lands  occupied  by  the  nation. 

F^thhji  If  the  Creek  nation  was  a  party  to  the  treaty  of  the  In- 
dian Springs,  then  it  has  been  declared  null  and  void  by  the  two 
parties  to  it,  viz  r^the  United  States  and  the  Creek  nation  ;  if  the 
JCreek  "nation  was  not  a  party  to  it,  then  it  is  no  treaty  at  all,  for  it 
pnrpdirts-on  its  face  to  be  negotiated  with  the  Creek  nation. 

For  these  reasons,  on  which  the  committee  ai^  prevented  for  want 
of  time  fhom  enlarging,  they  are  of  opinion  that,  by  a  treaty  like  tliat 
of  the  Indian  Springs,  the  Creek  nation  could  not  be  divested  of  its 
Tight  of  occupancy,nor  Georgia  vested  with  a  ri^t  of  possession,  and 
that  the  lands  West  of  the  new  ti*eaty  line,  having  never  been  ceded 
away,  are  reserved^  the  Creek  Indians  by  the  ti-eaty  of  Washing- 
ton, and  that  the  survey  of  them  is  contrary  to  law. 
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The  committee,  however,  arebappy  to  add,  that  theinconvenienge 
resulting  from  this  circumstance,  is  much  less  than  wast  apprehended. 
In  a  letter  of  GU)venior  Troup  to  Messrs.  Cobb  and  Berrien,  dated 
4th  May,  1826,  it  is  stated,  that,  <<  unless  all  the  sources  of  informa- 
tion here  shall  prove  erroneous  and  deceptive,  the  State,  (if  the  valid- 
ly of  the  new  treaty  be  admitted,)  has  been  defrauded  of  one  million 
or  acres  of  he^  best  lands/*  But  if  the  Western  boundary  of  Greorgia 
were  rnn|  accoi'ding  to  a  rigorous  construction  of  the  compact  of  180^, 
it  would  pass  in  some  points  East  of  the  Chataboochie,  and  thus  give 
her  a  boundary  which  she  mi^t  consider  less  advantageous  tiian  the 
line  drawn  by  the  treaty  of  Washington.  If  the  Western  boundary- 
line  be  run  according  to  the  interpretation  put  upon  the  compact  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Alabama,  it  would  leave  Georgia  less  than  she 
MOW  claims.  But  gi*antirig  the  ex  parte  line,  run  by  the  Georgia 
Commis3fonerfly  to  !^  the  true  Western  boundary  of  the  State,  the 
quantity  of  unceded  land^  by  the  only  com]mtation  the  committee  has 
seen,  is  198,632  aci-es*  and  that  of  a  poor  quality,  being  about  one 
ninety -eighth  part  of  the  lands^  the  Indian  title  to  which  the  United 
State*?,  in  1802,  covenanted  to  extinguish  fof  Georgia,  as  soon  as  it 
iCould  be  done  reasonably  and  peaceably.  ' 

The  small  quiintity  jpf  land  in  controversy,  xind  its  trifling  value, 
render' it  probable  that  the  Indians  Avill  agree  to  cede  it  Inasmuch 
a^the  quantity  depends  on  the  direction  \v1iich  the  line  between  Ala- 
bama and  Georgia  may  take,  it  were  to  be  wished  that  this  line  should 
be  first  run.  It  appears,  however,  that,tlic  Executive,  from  mi 
earnest  desire  to  meet  the  wishes  of  Georgia,  has  instructed  the  Agent 
to  urge  the  Creeks  to  a  cession  of  all  the  land  East  of  the  line  which 
Georgia  has  established  for  herself.  The  preliminary  steps  for  this 
^cession  require  no  appropriation ;  and  the  committee  deem  it  inexpe- 
dient, by  now  making  an  appropriation  for  the  final  purchase^  either 
to  fix  on  an  inadequate  or  on  an  unnecessary  large  sum.  It  is  the 
result  of  the  best  view  which  the, committee  have  been  able  to  take  of 
the  subject,  that  no  legislation  upon  it  is  at  this  time  necessary. 
'  In  conclusion,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  they  have 
given  to  this  important  subject  aU  the  time  and  attention  they  could 
command  at  tliis  advanced  stage  of  the  session.  They  have  felt  how 
many  great  interests  are  concerned  in  the  subject;  the  powers  of  the 
Union,  and  the  manner  in  whicli  they  have  been  exercised  ;  the  right3 
and  interests  of  a  sovereign  State  ;  and  the  protection  due  from  the 
strong  and  the  prosperous  to  the  feeble  remnant  of  a  once  formidable^ 
race.  Notwithstanding  the  collisions  of  opinion,  which  can  rarely 
be  avoids  where  such  interests  are  involved,  the  committee  think  it 
may  with  justice  be  averred,  that  in  the  general  result,  while  the  Con- 
stitutional powers  of  the  United  States  have  been  assorted,  the  great 
objects  desired  by  Georgia  have  been  attained,  and  tlie  public  senti- 
ment of  the  world  has  not  been  disregarded,  whicK  requires  a  tender- 
ness and  moderation  in  disposing  of  the  rights  of  those  whom  Provi- 
dence has  placed,  without  the  means  of  resistance,  at  our  discretion. 
Such  are  the  views  which  the  committee  hM  prejpared  themselves 
to  submit  to  the  House.     By  the  message  and  accompanying  docu- 
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ments'yesterdaj  referred  to  th^  committee,  it  appears,  (if  the  GoT^m- 
or  of  Georgia  correctly  represents  the  other  authorities  and  people  of 
the  State)  that  the  prospect  of  a  prompt  and  amicable  termination  of 
existing  difficulties  is  less  flatteiing  than  had  been  hoped.  To  the 
letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  informing  the  Grovernor  that  the  PreJ- 
sidetit,  in  conse<]^ence  of  the  remonstrance  and  appeal  of  the  Indians^ 
>¥ould  feel  himself  compelled,  if  necessary,  to  employ-  all  the  meanfi 
voder  bis  control  to  maintain  the  faith  of  the  nation,  by  carrying  the 
treaty  of  Washington  into  effect^  the  Grovemor  has  returned  a  direct 
d^ance.  Instead  of  submitting  the  decision  of  the  question  to  tlie 
tribunal  provided  by  the  Constitution,  he  has  issued  oi*ders  to  the 
Attorney  and  Solicitor  Genend  of  the  State  to  tdke  all  necessary  and 
legal  measures  to  effect  the  liberation  of  the  Surveyors  who  may  be 
arrested  under  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States ; 
and  has  directed  them  to  bring  to  justice,  by  indictment  or  other- 
wise, th^  officers  of  the  United  States,  or  others,  concerned  in  arresting 
the  Surveyors^  as  violators  of  the  peace  of  Georgia.  He  has  order-* 
ed  the  Major  Generals  of  two  divisions  of  militia  to  hold  the  regi- 
ment^  and  battalions  within  their  resx)ective  commands,  in  readiness 
to  repel  any  hostile  invasion  of  flie  territory  of  Qeorgia,  and  he  has 
declared,  in  substance,  that  he  shall  regard  the  attempt  of  the  Ufifted 
States  to  sustidn  the  Indians  by  force,  (which  it  will  become  tlvelr  sa- 
cred duty  to  do^  should  all  other  means  fail,)  in  tiie occupation  j)f  the 
lands  reserved  to  them  by  the.  treaty  of  Washington,  as' an  attack 
upon  tbe  territory,  the  people,  and  the  sovereignty  of  Creorgia, 

The  committee  will  not  take  upon  themselves .  to  express  any  opi- 
nion  on  the  subject  of  counsels,  so  much  to  be  deplored.  They  have 
no  apprehension  that  the  People  of  Greorgia  will  engage  in  violent  col- 
lision with  the  Union^  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  a  titie  to  a  small 
strip  of  barren  Iftnd,  acquired  under  an  instrument^  which,  by  a  \tivy 
large  majority  of  the  other  House  of  Congress,  sanctioned  b;^  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  .this  House,  lias  been  declared  «  null  and  void.'^ 
If,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  contemplate  so  disastrous  an  event,  the 
committee  tiiist  the  law  of , (the  land  will  be  maintained,  and  its  fjaith 
preserved  inviolate.  The  committee  recommend  tiie  adoption  of  the 
folio  wing,  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  procure  a  cession  of  the  Indian 
lands,  in  the  State  of  Georgia. 

MeMolvedyThi^tf  until  such  a  cession  is  procured,  the  law  of  theland^ 
as  set  forth  in^the  treaty'of  Washington,  ought  to  be  maintained  by  all 
nocessary  constitutional  and  legal  means. 


The  above  report  having  been  read,  Mr.  Dbatton  moved  to  strike 
out  all  after  the  woi-d  <*  Committee/'  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  to  insert  the 
following  : 

Beport,  that  they  have  considered  the  repoi*t,  resolutions,  docu- 
ments, and  messages  referred  to,  all  of  which  ha\^  been  printed  and 
laid  upon  the  table  of  this  House,  to  which  tiiey  call  the  attention  of 
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its  members  fi>r  c^ecific  and  detailed  information ;  and^  after  maturdjr 
reflecting;  Cipon  the  principles  and  facts*  contained  in  those  papers^  they 
have  arrived  at  certain  conclusions,  th^  nature  and  extent  of  which 
are  fully  expi^essed  in  the  following  readutions^  which  they  therefore 
li^  leave  respectfully  to  submit : 

1st  BesUved,  That  the  State  of  Georgia  iiossesses  the  right  to  the 
floil  and  to  the  jurisdiction  over  the  lands  within  her  limits,  which  are 
in  the  occupancy  of  the  Cr^k  Indians. 

2d.  Resolved^  That  the  State  of  Georgia  has  the  right  to  extinguish 
the  title  to  the  lands  of  the  Indians  within  her  territory,  and  to  le|pa» 
late  for  them  iti  all  cases,  subject  to  the  right  of  Congress  to  «<  regur 
late  commerce  with  the  Indian  tribes.*^ 

Sd.  Eesfivedf  That  surveying  lands  in  the  occupancy  df  the  Iadian% 
within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  by  the  authority  of  Ik^ 
I^islature,  is  not  an  interference  with  the  right  of  Congress  to  «^  ror 
gulate  commerce  with  tlie  Indian  tribes.'' 

4tii.  Mesolved^  That  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs  having  beea 
executed  and  ratified  by  the  Creek  Indians,  and  having  been  executed 
and  ratified,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  in  the  manner  prescrib- 
ed by  the  constitution,  ^d  never  having  been  fcoustitutionally  repeiU* 
ed,  all  the  rights  which,  under  it,  were  conveyed  to  the  State  of  Qeatr 
gia,  are  unimpaired  at  this  time. 

5tb.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested 
to  extinguish  the  claim  which  is  set  up  by  the  Creek  Indians  to  the 
lands  in  their  occupation  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  which  were  not 
comprehended  in  the  treaty  of  WashJDgton.

8im:  The  submitting  to  you  a  complfthit  against  an  officer  under 
jmt  anUMrity,  it  will  not  be  understood,  that  I  am  actuated  bv  aoj 
odier  iBotive,  than  the  desire  of  making  you  intimately  acquainted  witb 
a  Ban,  who  would  seem  so  far  to  be  an  utterstranger  to  you.  Tou  will 
•ee  in  the  sequel,  dark  and  mysterious  things  unveiled,  andi^n  such 
iilgk  authority,  that  no  man  dare  to  shot  his  eyes  againstthem.  The 
naked  statement  which  I  make,  will  pass  for  nothing — it  is  so  intend- 
ed— kilt  the  sacred  and  solemn  appeal  which  I  know  has  preened  ii^ 
Will  make  an  instantaneous  and  lastiiq;  impression.  It  comes  from  a 
sacred  soarce,  vhere  piety  and  devdtion  unite  with  patriotism,  to  bring 
caJprits  of  every  kind  to  justice. 

Toa  are  no  stranger  to  the  virtues  of  Mr.  Capers,  who,  blending 
the  finest  talents  and  accomplishments  with  tio  ordinary  eloquence, 
steadB  irst  among  Christian  ministers  in  this  Souttiern  country.  I 
Imre  said  to  him,  that  his  oath,  which  he  has  tendered  in  support  of 
lus  memorial,  is  no  better  than  his  word,  aftd  that  yeu  will  so  consider 
it ;  so  of  the  rest— he  b  the  voucher  for  them  all,  and  a  better  you 
auuMit'have.  If  the  memorial,  therefore,  speaks  truth,  why  have  you 
a  mn  in  a  confidential  p/ace,  without  morals,  without  dignity,  with- 
est  evea  the  exterior  of  religion,  forcing  by  insolent  authority  the 
pesoefiil  nmisters  of  the  gospel  from  their  hallowed  places*  and  pur- 
«BI^  the  idol  mammon,  with  a  zeal  which  never  tires,  in|all  places  and 
mmmsf  all  nuen.  This  is  my  general  im'pression  oi  his  character,  col^ 
leeled  from  rumor,  as  well  as  from  the  evidence  which  will  be  submit- 
ted to  you.

BesolTed  to  pre^r  it^  worthless  as  it  is,  if  it  can  be  made  to  weigh  a 
in  the  scale  of  the  memorial,  I  shall  not  regret  it 
;Crowell,  the  Agen^  not  being  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  of  Geor- 
iHit  an  officer  of  the  UnitedBtates,  abandoning  his  station  did,  fiw 
'  parpos^rqudrtotheseatofGovernmentof  Georgia, witbthe 
▼lew  and  intent  to  use  his  influehce  in  behalf  of  one  of  the  candi- 
at  the  late  election  for  Governor,  and  did  s6  use  it  in  the  most 
Mem»  IMhlic^  and  grossly  indelicate  mannf^;  thus  intdrmeddling  in 
me  potMicai  affairs  of  a.State,  to  which  be  ought  to  haVe  been,  as  he 
WW,  in  fiiMrtf  a  stranger  and  an  alien ;  and  thus  comproniitting  the 
C^rernnicat;  whose  ag^it  he  was^  in  a  matter  in  which  the  highest 
iitereste  of  die  Stales  were  i^ivolved ;  no  less  interests  than  the  free* 
Asm  mmi  JuAfWiici^nce  (^  the^elective  firanchise.

Memorial  of  the  Rev.  W.  Capers^  containing  charges  against  the  Cruk 
Jigentf  Colonel  Crowell, 

MiLLEDGEYUJ^Ey  Geo.  January,  Sth,  1824. 
To  the  Hon.  Johi^  C.  Caihoun, 

Secretary  of  War: 

Sir  :  Agreeably  t6  a  resolution  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of 
the  South  Carolina  Conference,  confiding  to  ray  discretion  whether  or 
not  to  lay  before  the  Government,  previous  to  the  next  sitting  of  the 
Conference,  a  statement  of  the  wrongs  which  have  been  imposed  on 
our  missionaries  among  the  Creek  Indians ;  it  appearing  to  me  that 
further  procrastination  might  jeopardize  the  existence  of  the  mission, 
and  could  not,  probably,  avail  any  good,  I  submit  tiie  following  me- 
morial of  our  grievances,  and  of  all  the  facts  ard  circumstances 
which  relate  thereunto,  as  have  coroeto  my  knowledge,  to  the  end 
that  the  President  may  be  informed  of  the  injuries  we  suffer,  and  may 
take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  cause  to  be  restored  to 
us  that  dearest  prerogative  of  freemen,  ttie  liberty  to  worship  (rod  aC' 
cording  to  the  dictates^  of  our  conscience.     This  liberty,  as  I  hope  to 
shew,  has  been  taken  away  from  us  at  the  instigation  of  Colonel  John 
Crowell,  Agent  for  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians'.    The  act  itself,  by 
which  We  have  been  thus  deprived,  may  be  stated  in  these  words,  vii  : 
At  the  National  Council,  held  at  Thia-katch-ka,  (Broken  Arrow,) 
in  the  Creek  Nation,'  Jurre   15  and  22,  in  tlie  year  J822,  tlie  Big 
Warrior  did,  in' council,  forbid  ns  to  preach  at  our  mission-honse,  op 
elsewhere  in  the  nation ;  or  in  any  way  except  privately;  or  in  the 
absence  of  every  other  person  than  our  own  family,  to  worship  Grojd. 

For  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  which  have  come 
to  my  knowledge  in*relation  to  this  transaction,  and  which  are  evi- 
dence in  this  unrighteoiis  act  of  Big  Warrior,  (or  of  the  council,) 
was  performed  at  the  instance  of  the  U.  S,  [Agent]  Colonel  John 
Qrowell,  I  beg  your  patience  : 

1.  Ifirst  entered  the  Creek  nation  in  Sejitembcr,  1821,  and  preach- 
ed in  the  presence  of  several  Indians  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Spain,  a 
white  man,  distance  from  Thla-katch-ka  32  miles;  on  the  t'ederal 
road.  On  the  second  day  after  this,  I  first  met  with  the  chiefs  Mcin- 
tosh and  Lovett  I  was  introduced  to  Mcintosh  by  a  letter  from 
General  John  Mcintosh,  of  thin  State,  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel, 'who 
visited  the  Indians  for  a  religious  and  cha'i^ble  end  only  ;  anil  after  a 
full  and  unreserved  couvei'sation,  I  left  With  these  chiefs,  to  be  shown 
to  Big  WaiTior,  Little  Prince,  and  otliers,  letfers  frcnn  Gevernor 
Clark,  General  David  Meriwether,  and  General  Mitchell,  all  of 
Georgia;  in  tvhidi  letters  I  was  spoken  of  only  as  in  thatfrdm  Gen. 
Mcintosh.  1  also  left  with  them  a  paper,  Subscribed  by  myself,  the 
preamble  of  which  began  as  follows,  viz  :  <*The  Bishops  and  South 
Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  hav(D  sent 
William  Capers,  their  son,  to  talk  with  their  red  brothers  ef  tht 
Creek  nation,  and  to  say  to  them,  who  shall  sit  down  among  theii 
red  brothers  and  teach  tiieir  children  to  read  and  WTite,  and  teact 
them  other  good  things.  And  William  Capers  further  says,  that  his 
athers  ain?  all  good  n»cn,  w  ho  worship  God,  and  serve  him,'*  &€•  &c 
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After  tbis,  and  without  further  ivitercourse  with  the  Indians,  the 
Agent  being  absent  in  the  St^te  of  Alabama,  I  wrote  to  him,  signify- 
ing the  object  of  my  visit,  and  enclosing  your  kind  introduction,  and 
a  copy  of  the  paper  left  with  Lovett,  and  I  returned  home. 

2.  Notified  by  an  obliging  letter  from  the  Agent,  of  the  meeting 
of  a  council  of  chiefs,  in  November  following,  I  again  visited  the  na- 
tion. At  the  agency,  and  thence  tb  Fort  Mitchell,  (60  miles,)  I  had 
the  Agent's  company  ;  arid,  for  the  benefit  of  his  amnsel  only,  1  boar- 
ed  at  the  same  house  with  him,  during  the  several  days  which  were 
employed  in  conducting  an  agreement  with  the  council.  During  all 
which  time,  although  I  took  not  a  single  step  without  him,  and  was 
careful  to  manifest  the  greatest  defereinre  to  his  suggestions  and  ad- 
vice, he  never  gave  nte  the  slightest  intimation  of  any  indisposition 
on  the  part  of  the  Indians  tp  allow  of  preaching  among  thenu  And  this, 
although  he  did  several  thnes  signify  their  aversion  to  the  instruction 
of  their  children  in  agriculture  and  the  art^  of  common  life,  and  re- 
commended Die  to  omit  any  pi'oposal  on  this  head  until  a  future  day, 
when  thcfr  prejudices  shall  have  been  overcome  by  acquaintance. 
He  did  indeed  say  to  me,  just  before  I  appeared  in  cpuncil,  tliat  Big 
Warrior  had  made  some  inquiry  whether  I  was  connected  with  those 
missiontiries  who  some  time  before  had  visited  them ;  or  in  some  other 
way  had  expressed  himself  so  as  to  intimate  that  an  ungracious  recol- 
lection of  those  gentlemen  might  weigh  in  his  mind  against  what  I 
might  propose ;  but  this  too,  when  I  met  it  by  saving  that  I  also  was 
a  missionary,  and  that  with  respect  to  our  religious  intentions  there 
could  be  no  material- difrei*ence  between  myself  and  the  gentlemen  al- 
luded to,  was  waived,  by  his  referring  the  old  matter  of  requiring  the 
children  to  work,  or  demamling  too  much  land  ;  and  he  then  positively 
answered  me,  that  he  apprehended  no  difliculty  i  meaning,  as  I  under« 
stood  him,  that  no  objection  was  entertained  on  the  score  of  religion. 

5.  In  my  conversation  with  the  council,  although  I  was  every 
where  met  with  questions  which  evidenc«d  a  suspicipn  that  our 
motives  might  be  interested,  not  one  word  was  uttered,  (or,  if  spoken, 
was  not  interpreted  to  me.)  to  intimate  the  slightest  indisposition  to 
our  religious  intentions,-  nor  indeed  to  signify  any  care  at  all  on  the 
subject  And  tliis,  although  they  were  treating  with  one  who  de- 
clared himself  a  missionary,  sent  to  tliem  by  Bishops  and  a  Confer- 
ence of  Ministers.  And  yet  further,  after  my  proposals  had  been 
accepted,  Big  Warrior,  in  the  very  act  of  announcing  to  me  that  ac- 
ceptance, adverted  to  their  refusjit  of  former  missionaries,  and  said 
that  it  had  been  in  consequence  of  their  too  high  demands  for  land, 
and  requiring  the  children  to  work,  (thus  confirming  the  constructions 
given  to  hid  intiniations  given  to  the  Agent,  as  before  said.)  but  utter- 
ed not  one  word  against  religion  ;  not  one  word  against  preaching. 

4*  When,  in  December  following,  I  first  pitched  a  tent  on  the 
site  where  our  Mission  House  new  stands,  (distant  less  than  one  mile 
from  Little  Prince,  Tustunnuggee  Hopoi,)  and  less  than  two  miles 
from  Lovett,  and  about  66  miles  fi-om  the  Agency,  I  preached  on  the 
Sabbath  day ;  and  believe  it  was  generally  known  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  by  no  one  objected  against,  that  I  did  so.  After  this,  dur- 
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ing  the  month  o(  Decetnbery  I8£ly  and  January  and  February^  18£Sf 
Mr.  Hill,  (then  our  resident  Miusionarv)  preached — howjoften  lkno>¥ 
not;  and,  during  the  followirfg  mqutlis  of  March  and  April,  Mr. 
Haniill,  (who  succeeded  Mr.  Hilly)  preached  twice.  My  preaching 
was  not  more  frequent,  as  is  honestly  explained  in  the  report  of  tlie 
Miissionary  Committee,  lierewith  forwarded,  marked  No.  1. ;  but  it 
was  performed  occasionally,  and  as  a  matter  of  right,  during  the  five 
monuis  together,  without  being  objected  to.-  . 

5.  When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smitli,  who  had  been  appointed  to  the  Mis- 
sion with  Mr.  Hamill,  an'ived  there.  May  4,  1822,  and  found  that  a 
congi'cgation  of' from  fifty  to  seventy  persons  could  regularly  tie  had, 
who  understood  our  language,  he  applied  to  Little  Prince,  to  know 
whether  the  having  public  woi*ship  eveiy  Lord^day  would  beofiensive, 
and  was  answered,  (as  he  anstvered  me,)  that  be  had  a  right  to  pi*each 
as  much  as  he  pleased,  and  was  welcome  to  do  so.  This  reference  to 
Little  Prince  was  impolitic,  and  witliout  my  advice ;  but  it  serves  to 
shew  what  were  his  views,  and  probably  those  of  the  Chiefs  in  genei*al, 
with  respect  to  our  religious  liberties.  He  could  not  have'been  unin- 
formed of  what  had  been  done,  living  as  he  does  within-  a  niHe  of  us ; 
and,  if  Averse  toourpi*eaching,  he  could  have  desired  no  fairer  oppor- 
tunity to  signify  his  aversion. 

6.  During  all  this  time,  I  believe  the  A g^nt  was  never  nearer  to 
us  than  the  Agency,  (60  mile.s) ;  or,  if  hearer,  at  least  not  to  remain 
any  time.  Indeed^  I  think  he  was  .scarcely  at  all  even  at  the  Agency  ; 
but  absent,  either  on  business  at  Washington  City,  or  in  Georgia. 
Pretty  certainly,  ( he  had  not  been  very  nigh  to  the  nation,  from  the 
time  of  Mr.  Hamill's  arrival  there,  in  March,  until  about  the  l£th 
June.  Or  perhaps  he  might  have  t'>uched  at  the  Agency  after  his 
return  from  Washington,  and  fi'om  that  place  issued  his  order  to  post- 
pone the  yearly  Council,  from  about  the  1st,  to  the  1 5th  June,  between 
which  dates  there  was  a  cock-fight  in  Uanoock  county,  Geoi'gia, 

7.  Having  been  advised  that  the  annual  Council  woult^  be  held 
about  the  Ist  June,  and  judging  it  iro|K)rtant . to  be  pres^it  at  tlie 
Mission  at  that  time,  I  was  on  my  way  tiuther,  when  I  stopjied  at  tlie 
house  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ralls,  about  fifteen  miles  from  Columbia,  S.  C. 
on  the.road  leading  to  Augusta.  This  gentleman  tohi  me  that  Coh^nel 
Crowell,  the  Agent,  on  his  way  from  Washington  City,  had  stopped 
there  a  few  days  befoi*e ;  and  that,  in  answer  to  some  inquiry  by  Mr. 
Ralls  relative  to  the  Mission  among  the  Creek  Indians,  he  (the  Agent) 
i*eplied,  that  there  existed  an  agreement  between  the  Indians  and  my- 
self not  to  permit  preaching  in  the  nation.  This  Mr.  Ralls  relateil  with 
evident  concx^rn,  and  desired  me  to  explain.  Up  to  this  time;  although 
I  had  been  mortified  by  his  profane  swearing,  and  (as  I  thought)  giv- 
ing countenance  to  some  profane  and  vulgar  pei'sons  while  we  were 
together  at  Fort  Mitchell,  I  never  entertained  a  thought  that  the  Agent 
could  meditate  evil  against  ns. 

8.  I  hastened  to  the- Mission,  and  was  glad  to  learn  that  the  post- 
ponement of  the  Council,  until  the  15th  Jiiae,  had  been  ordered.  I 
was  glad  of  this,  because  1  desired  to  have,  not  only  tlie  Opinion  of 
my  brethren,  th^  resident  Missionaries,  with  respect  to  the  past,  but 
also  their  aid  in  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  present  dis{>ositions  of  the 
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Indians  towards  us.  Both  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Hamill  assured  me 
that  they  knew  ik)-  reason  to  suspect  the  least  dislike  towards  our 
preachings  among  any  of  the  Indians  whom  they  knew ; .  all  of  whom^ 
they  believed,  regarded  it  as  a  matter  of  course.  Tliey  could  remem- 
ber no  single  instance  to  the  contrary;  nor  could  our  mutual  obser- 
vations detect  the  slightest  intimation  of  affence.  This,  up  to  the  time 
of  the  Agent's  arrival  in  our  neighborhood. 

9.  The  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  Agent,  as  Mr.  Smith  and 
myself  were  passing  the  watei-ing  place  neai*  his  house,  I  overheard  a 
child  say  to  another^  that  the  Agent  intended  to  put  a  stop  to  Mr. 
Smith's  preaching.  The  next  day  we  were  visited  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Compere,  >^o  was  come  out  to  treat  for  a  Mission  in  the  name  of  the 
Baptist  church,  and  had  passed  the  preceding  night  in.the  same  house 
with  the  Agent.  This  gentleman  .complained  of  the  Agent's  profanc- 
ncss ;  and  said-that,  among  other  remarks,  severely  animadverting  on 
Mr.' Smith's  preaching  at  the  Mission  House,  he  (the  Agent)  said,  that 
Mr.  Smitli  would  send  more  souls  to  Hell,  than  ever  he  could  get  to 
Heaven,  and  that  he  should  desist  from  pi*eac!ung,  or  he  would  drive 
him  out  of  the  nation.  ' 

I  asked  Mr.  Compere  whether -he  was  certain  that  the  Agent  said 
he>  himself  would  drive,  and  not  that  the  Indians  would;  and  was 
answered,  that  he  was  certain  the  Agent  spoke  in  the  first  person.  I 
farther  inquired,  whetlier  he  knew  any  gentleman  present,  and  was 
referred  to  M«.  Webb,  of  Clinton,  Graorgia,  a  gentleman  of  amiable 
character,  and  a  mspcctablc  attorney.  .The  day  following  was  the 
Sabbath,  and  Mr.  Webb  came  over  to  preaching.  To  my  inquiries 
relative  to  the' advices  of  Mr.  Compere,  he  evidently  answered  with 
reluctance,  and  rather  as  a  mediator  than  in  strict  testimony.  He 
could  not  say,  positively,  that  the  Agent  affirmed  he  would  drive  us 
out  of  the  Nation — ^perhaps  he  mighl;  have  used  another  form  of  ex- 
pression. He  did  say,  that  preaching  was  all  fudge,  dr— d  nonsense, 
or  something  like  that ;  but  perhaps  it  was  rather  because  he  chose  to 
seem  profane,  than  becaqse  he  intended  to  take  measures  against  us. 
That  he  himself  was  inclined  to  tliink  so.  A  letter  from  this  gentle- 
man, written  at  niy  request,  is  herewith  forwarded,  marked-  No.  2. 
I  have  not  obtsvineil  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Compr^re,  because  I  am  told 
that  his  situation  is  peculiar;  he  being  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  Big  Warrjon  who  ia  said  to  be  very  devoted  to  the  Agent;  espe- 
cially since  the  late  disturbances,  principally  between  the  Agent  and 
Mcintosh.  If^  however,  his  evidence  is  judged  to  be  indispensable^ 
it  shall  be  had.^ 

10.  After  what  was  related  by  Mr.  Compere,  and  Mr.  Webb,  I 
determined,  as  the  best  expedient  to  prevent  any  intentions  against 
us  by  the  Agent,  to  use  the  first  opportunity  toobtain  from  the  Chiefs 
in  Council,  a  declaration,  that  our  religious  privileges,  as  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  should  not  be  molested.  There  >Va3  one  of  the 
Chi^s,  whose  distance  from  us  had  not  permitted  our  obtaining  any 
evidenci^  of  his  friendliness ;  and  it  was  thought  to  be  important,  to 
ascertain- his  feelings  towards  us,  before  any  thing  should  be  attempt* 
ed  witli  the  Council.    This  Chief  was  Big  Warrior.     I  havo  stated. 
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that  my  mtcniew  with  Mr.  Webb  was  on  Sunday.  The  Council 
began  on  Saturday ;  and  Big  Warrior,  with  a  number  •t  bis  men, 
^as  encamped  at  the  distance  of  about  six  hundred  yards  from  our 
house.  The  Indians,  during  these  two  days,  were  freely  and  in  com- 
panies at  our  house.  Eren  while  our  congregation  was  collecting, 
oia  Sabbatli,  and  during  our  worship,  there  were  not  a  few  of  them 
about  Us ;  and,  we  believed,  not  a  few  of  Ihose  who  belonged  to  Big 
Warrior's  encampment.  From  these  circumstances  we  concluded, 
that  if  Big  Warrior  had  not  been  previously  informed,  he  could  not 
then  be  ignorant  of  ourpreaching.  Late  in  tlie  afternoon,  I  visited 
him,  attended  by  my  brethren  ;  and  after  a  long  and  entirely  pleasant 
fconvcrsation,]  I  requested  toi^now,  whether,  in  any  respect,  either  erf 
our  conducting  our  establishment,  or  in  the  conductofatfy  individual 
attached  to  it,  their  had  occurred  any  thing  which  he  wished  to  be 
corrected.  To  this,  he  immediately  replied,  and  with?  at  least,  tho 
a])pearance  of  candor ;  I  thought  him  perfectly  candid  ;  that  he  itad 
inquired  conceioiing  us,  and  was  well  pleased  with  all  he  heard  of  us. 
II.  The  next  morning,  Monday*  June  I7th,  1822,  I  appeared  be- 
fpre  the  Council ;  and  after  having  made  some  statements,  which 
were  well  /eceived,  relative  to  the  general  interests  of  our  establishinent, 
I  remarked,  that  it  was  almost  wholly  dependent  on  collections, 
which  then  were  making  anM)ng  religious  people  in  South  and  North 
Carolina,  and  Georgia ;  that  much  roust  depend,  for  the  success  of 
the  collections,  on  the  religious  character  of  our  institution ;  and^ 
that  I  had  heard  an  idle  rumor,  which  I  had  too  mucii  confidence 
in  them  to  believe,  against  our  preaching ;  but  which,  should  it  cir- 
culate in  the  States  among  those  who  could  not  know  them  as  well  as 
I  did,  might  embarrass  tii6  collections,  and  otherwise  operate  harm- 
fully :  to  prevent  which,  I  desired^.. that  they  would  qiake  a  declara- 
tion that  we  should  not  be  prevciitcd  from  worshipping  God,  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  our  conscience.  To  this,  the  Agent  briskly  and 
angrily  replied  ;  refusing  to  have  what  I  said  interpreted.  A  sharp 
altercation  ensued  between  us,  in  which  he  discovered  moiHj  warmtii 
than  I  remember  ever  to  have  seen  exiiibited  in  a  dispute  where  one  of 
the  parties  was  not  personally  injured,'  Among  other  expressions  of  • 
a  like  character,  which  are  not  distinctly  remembered,  he  objected 
against  our  being  allowed  to  preacli,  on  the  ground  that  preaching 
would  breed  insubordination,  or  insurrection,  (which  of  the  wonis  I 
am  not  certain,)  among  tlie  negroes ;  and  at  the  close  of  all,  it  was 
with  an  air  of  triumph,  that  he  said,  *« now  you  may  have  it  inter- 
preted, if  yon  will,  but  1  know  how  it  will  be."  He  was  not  mis- 
taken :  Big  Warrior  sternly  objected  against  it;  and  nothing  that  I 
could  say^  wa§  of  any  avail.  Finding  it  to  be  in  vain  to  insist  on 
the  liberty  to  preach,  I  asked  in  what  icsser  instances  we  might  be  i 
indulged,  and  proposed  several  modes,  to  all  which,  uniit  I  desceml- 
ed  t6  our  praying  togcjther,  Jn  the  absence  of  all  persons  not  belong- 
ing to  our  family,  I  was  sternly  answered  <<No.'*  There,  theA^cnt, 
(who  before  this  had  been  silent,)  anticipated  Big.  Warrioi^'s  reply, 
and  said  to  the  Interpreter,  as  he  was  about  to  interpret  my  words. 
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««Tt;W  B»  ^arrior^  I  wish  tbem  to  be  allowed  that  mUch ;''  and  the 
ChVeC  repHed  *«  Yes.** 

1  aBsareyon,  that  in  introducing  thissabjecttotlie  Council,  I  used 
the  utmost  precaution  of  which  1  was  capable,  not  to  insinuate  the 
slightest  inqdication  of  the  Agent ;  and  that,  although  my  own  feelings 
were  cruelly  outraged,  I  maintained'  the  utmost  delicacy  I  could  to- 
wards  him,  during  all  this  transaction.  And  I  further  affirm,  that  I 
Mieveit  wpuld  be  contrary  to  the  evidence  of  my  senses,  and.  the 
plaioest  reason,  to  suppose  that  the  Agent  was  not  moved  by  his  own 
individual  hostility,  with  an  intention  to  prevent  preaching,  in  the  part 
which  be  acted  in  this  afiTair.  1  beg  leave  furtiier  to  say,  in  justice 
to  my  excellent  brethren,  that  no  objection  could  reasonably  be  en- 
teruoned  against  ihdr  preaching,  and  not  against  preaching  in  gene- 
raL  The  venerable  Isaac  Smith  has  been  too  long  known,  and  loved, 
and  honored,  in  South  Carolina,  particularly  in  Camden  and  Colom** 
bia,  (I  refer  you  to  Mr.  Carter,  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
South  Carolina,)  to  be  accused  of  inadequacy  or  rant ;  and  Mr.  Ha- 
mill  is  a  man  of  sound  understanding  and  knowledge,  and  mild  and 
uDoflending  in  his  address.  In  truth,  I  have  never  heard  an  objec- 
tion pretended  against  either  of  these  gentlemen,  whose  preaching 
tbe  Aont  has  so  zealously  silenced.  IrVhy  have  we  provoked  his  en- 
nit^  r*l3  he  an  unbeliever  in  the  troth  of  Christianity  ?  Or,  is  it 
beca^  our  preaching  in  tUe  neighborhood,  might  injure  some  interest 
to  ^  store  at  Fort  Mitchell  ? 

12.  In  tlie  d^berations  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  imme- 
diately subsequent  to  this  event,  it  was  determined  to  submit  pa* 
tiently  to  oar  circumstances,  and  to  use  every  proper  endeavor  to  con* 
ciliate  the  Agent,  in  hope  that  he  might  be  won  ;  or,  if  not,  that  we 
might  acquire  som^cbnsideration  amang  the  Indians  to  prevent  their 
being  farther  inflamed  against  us,  in  the  event  of  our  eomplaining 
to  the  President ;  for  we  all  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  same  influence 
wbi^h  had  so  suddenly  deprived  us  of  our  religious  liberty,  might,,  if 
provoked,  drive  us  out  of  the  nation ;  and  that  as  in  the  one  case,  so  in 
the  other,  it  might  be  done  with  the  authority  of  the  Chiefis.  We  had 
a  most  difficult  and  delicate  part  to  "act.  .  Our  Mission  was  supported 
by  collections  obtained  from  a  religious  people  for  a  pious  end ;  and 
its  importance  would  be  estimated  according  to  its  probable  religious 
tendency.  There  v.  as  already  no  excess  of  goodieeling,  (particularly 
in  Georgia,)  towards  the  Indians,  and  we  could  not  render  them  jus- 
tice in  this  afiair,  without  exposing  the  Agent.  We  used,  however, 
every  precaution  not  to  implicate  km^  and  suffered  the  conjecture 
generally  to  prevail,  that  thelncKans  had  acted  upon  some  bar- 
baraus  prejudice,  or  had  been  instigated  by  the  vulvar  white  men  who 
mix  amiong  them.  We  relied  wholly  upon  persuasion.  To  the  Con- 
ference, however,  no  disguise  could  be  used  ;  and  a  rule  of  the  Con- 
ference required,  and  it  was  generally  expected  by  our  people,  that  a 
bithfal  history  of  the  Mission,  for  the  year  preceding  each  sitting  of 
the  Cmferenoe,  should  6e  reported,  and  published.  We  obtained  a 
eonkutment  of  the  report,  with  leave  to  suppress  the  Agent's  name, 
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and  afterwards  delayed  its  publication.  It  has  been  published  lately^ 
and  is  tiiat  document  marked  No.  I. 

13.  Our  last  hope,  short  of  our  appeal  to  tlie  Government,  was 
placed  upon  a  beltef  that  the  Agent  was  not  unfriendly  to  the  separate 
existence  of  our  £ichooI ;  and  that  when  he  should  know  that  we  must 
either  be  allowed  our  religious  liberty,  or  that  the  school  also  might 
be  relinquished/ he  would  yield  his  opposition.  In  this,  also,  we  have 
been  disappointe<l.  Some  time  early  in  April  last.  I  received  aletter 
fitim  Mr.  Uamill,  who,  after  the  event  of  June  I7th,  1822,  was  remov- 
ed  from  Asbury,  and  has  been  employed  in  a  Mission  to  the  new  set- 
tlements, in  some  of  the  upper  counties  of  the  territory  last  obtained 
from  the  Creek  Indians,  which  letter  is  berowith  forwarded,  marked 
No.  3,  About  the  same  time  Mr.  Smith,  also,  in  a  letter  which  un- 
fortimately  had  been  mislaid,  informed  me  that,  from  all  that  he  could 
learn,  we  might  expect  to  be  restored  to  the  liberty  of  public  worship, 
by  an  act  of  the  Council,  in  May  following.  This  he  said  was  in  no 
part  owing  to  any  agency  of  his  own  :  he  had.  been,  according  to  my 
advice,  entirely  sile^tt  on  the  subject ;  but  he  understood  that  several 
of  the  Chiefe  had  signified  an  intention  to  have  our  privileges  restored 
to  us,  as  formerly.  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  Council,  but  antici- 
pating its  meeting.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Smith,  requesting  him  to  see  the 
Agent,  and  to  solicit  his  assistance :  and  at  the  same  time,  I  addressed 
to  the  Agent  a  letter,  of  which  the  accomimnying  paper,  No.  4,  is  a 
true  copy. 

To  Mr.  Smith's  solicitations,  (see  his  letter  to  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, marked  No.  5,)  thp  Agent  replied  that  he  would  not  use  his 
influence  for  us.;  and  1o  my.  letter  he  has  never  deigned  to  make  any 
reply  at  all.  In  the  enil,  there  was  noUiing  said  about  us  in  the  Coun- 
cil ;  but  afterwards,  (as  I  learned  from  Mr.  Smith.)  a  i-eport  was  put 
afloat  which  must  have  been  founded  on  the  contents  of  my  letter  to  the 
Agent,  tliattbe  School  was  about  to  be  discontinued.  Which  report, 
when  Mr.  Smith  contradictecT,  and  asked  Lovett  why  nothing,  had 
l)ecn  said  respecting  us  in  the  Council,  he  w^9  told  by  that  Chief,  that 
they  had  held  a  talk  with  the  Agent  at  his  house,  aiid  tlicy  had  agreed 
that  we  should  not  be  allowed  to  preach. 

In  that  talk,  what  part  is  it  probable  that' the  Agent  actoil  ?  Not 
long  after  his  public  talk,  June  17,  1 822,  he  told  Mr.  Smith  some 
pretty  things  about  patience,. and  intimated,  (as  the  good  old  gentle- 
man understood  him.  and  charitably^  believed,)  that  he  was  very  sorry 
for  my  having  mentioned  the  subject  of  preaching  to  the  Council: 
that  if  I  had  said  nothing  about  it,  no  objection  would  ever  have  been 
made,  and  that  he  still  hopped  we  might,  by  and  by,  be  permitted  to 
pi*each.  But,  after  all  this,  when  the  most  respectful  reference  was 
carried  up  to  him,  he  said  that  he  would  not  use  his  influence  for  us ; 
and  straightway  holds  a  private  talk  upon  oqr  aflairs  with  some  of  tlie 
principal  Chiefs  !  Was  he  afraid  of  consequences  that  he  should  have 
another  public  talk  upon  this  subject  ?  Why  did  he  not  apologize  to 
Mr.  Smith  ?  why  not  invite  him  to  be  present  ?  or,  at  least,  before  or 
after  this  private  talk^  why  not  some  word  said  or  written  to  him,  or 
to  myself,  if  it  was  held  with  good  intentions  T    Was  it  from  personal 
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oBenc©  I  Ho ;  witnesses  are  not  a  few,  who  could  testify  that,  in  Gtcofa 
gia,  at^east,  the  Agent  has  spoken  in  terms  of  more  than  bare  appro- 
bation  of  Mr.  Smith  ;  and  of  myself^  I  have  never  heard  of  his  speak- 
ing harm. 

In  coodosion  :  ftat  the  facts  in  ev^idence  in  this  memorial  are  m»t 
more  full  and  explicit,  is  probably,  owing  to  the  peculiar  situation  of 
the  subject.  Tlie  Indian  language,  and  our  circumstances  in  general, 
render  it  very  easy  for  the  Agent  to  hide  himself  from  our  observa- 
tion ;  and  we  have  felt  ourselves  to  be  bound  in  conscience  not  to  in- 
vite tbe  objections  of  those  to  whom  he  is  known  as  the  representative 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  I  should  add,  tJiat  a  scruple 
to  compladn  to  the  Crovernment  of  what  we  regarded  to  be  persecution 
for  righteousness  sake,  and  a  fear  of  provoking  greater  injuries  before 
oar  compliant  should  be  answered,  and  our  mistaken  confidence  in  the 
efficacy  of  an  innocent  deportment,  have  all  operated  to  prevent  our 
searching  after  evidence,  or  careftilly  to  take  down  at  tbe  time,  that 
wbicb  is  referred  to.  That  more  is  not  repeated^  of  the  Agent's  lan- 
guage to  me  before  the  Council,  June  17,  1822,  will  not,  I  ho|)C,  be 
regarded  unsatisfactory.  At  first,  the  effect  produced  upon  the  indi- 
ans  by  the  violence  of  his  manner,  was  such  as  to  alarm  me  for  my 
safety  ;  and  afterwards,  I  was  too  deeply  engaged  with»Big  Warrior, 
and  too  much  pained  by  Ae  melancholy  result,  to  employ  my  mind  in 
minute  recollecUons.  In  any  other  matter,  should  the  statements 
nade  be  deemed  inconclusive,  or  requiring  explanation  or  support,  I 
beg  to  be  informed. 

I  on)y  add  farther,  that  it  would  be  in  vain  for  the  Government 
tr»  speak  to  the  Indians,  through  Col.  John  Crdwell,.on  this  subject. 
Tlie  man  who,  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ralls,  cojild  assert  the  existence  of  a  fact 
which  he  could  not  be  mistaken  never  did  exist :  the  man  who  could 
act  as  Col.  CrowcU  did  towards  me,  in  June,  1822,  and  presently  af- 
terwards, and  repeatedly  intimate  to  Mr.  Smith  a  fi'iendly  desii*e  to 
have  ns  reinstated  in  the  i-ights  which,  by  his  own  ho.stility^  had  been 
wrested  away  from  us ;  and  again,  without  any  offence,  pretended  or 
alleged,  could  declare  that  he  would  not  use  his  influence  for  us,  and 
straightway  hold,  (as  I  believe  he  did,)  a  secret  conference  to  counter- 
act tlie  better  intentions  of  some  who  would  have  served  us  :  the 
man  who,  in  Milledgevillc,  can  speak  admirable  things  of  the  mis- 
msm,  (as  he  has  done  to  me,)  at  tlie  same  time  that- he  is  carrying  on, 
(as  bis  conduct  has  evidenced^)  an  inveterate  persecution  against  it  in 
tbe  nation  :  who  meets  me  tiere  with  respectful  civility,  ^nd  then  en- 
tertains roe  with  swearing  and  contempt— rth is  man  cannot  do  justice 
wbere  religion  is  concerned.  We  believe  him  to  be  an  enemy  to  the 
Gospel ;  that  he  abuses  his  authority  and  his  influence  to  oppugn  it, 
and  we  pray  to  be  delivered  from  him.  That  we  will  be  heard,  we  ^ly 
«■  the  well  known  character  of  the  Government,  as  well  as.  the  par- 
ticular fact,  that  prisviously  to  my  fulfilling  the  wishes.of  the  Bishops 
v^  tbe  conference,  by  instituting  a  mission  among  the  Creek  Indians, 
I  ba4  jour  countenance,  and  I  went,  to  them  bearing  a  letter  from  the 
Secretarj  of,  War  to  the  Agent.  It  is  true  that  I  could  not  succeed 
a«  we  all  then  des!i*ed,  and  still  desire.    They  would  agree  to  have 
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their  children  instructed  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  ;  but 
an  agreement,  (the  best  we  could,  and  having  all  its  stipulations  ap- 
proved by  the  United  States  Agent,)  was  concluded  with  them,  in 
hope,  and. with  an  intention. to  accomplish  as  soon  as  possible  all  that 
is  di^sired  both  by  the  Govei-nment  and  the  Church. 

From  the  beginning  of  our  mission  until  this  time,  it  has  cost  us 
eight  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  clotliing  of  the  children.  Our 
school,  as  you  may  suppose  under  such  circumstances  as  we  have  suf- 
fered; has  not  steadily  maintained  its  number  of  scholars.  This  has 
fluctuated  between  thirty  and  sixty -Ave;  but  I  know  no  school,  which, 
for  propriety  of  conduct,  and  improvement  in  manners  ^nd  learning, 
might  take  precedence  of  ours.

Postscript. — I  beg  leave  to  add  a  word  more  to  what  has  been 
said  in  the  1 2th  paragraph  of  this  moniorial.  I  have  intimated  tiiat 
it  was  apprehended,  by  the  Missionary  Committee, and  myself,  that 
the  mission  might  suffer,  for  the  separate  act  of  our  preferring  to  the 
Government  a  just  complaint  against  the  Agent  n  e  did  fear,  and 
we  are  not  yet  without  apprehension,  lest  as  soon  as  the  Agent  shall 
know  that  we  have  complained  against  him,  he  should  excite  the  In- 
dians to  prove  his  innocency  by  acts  of  greater  violence.  Is  this  un- 
charitable ?  If  I  have  stated  truly  the  history  of  his  conduct  towards 
us,  might  we  not  apprehend  that  neither  mercy  nor  good  faith  should 
protect  us  under  his  power  ?  Yes  !  even  now,  we  anxiously  afid  with 
fear  make  our  appeal  to  Government  to  secure  us  in  the  dearest  rights 
of  freemen — against  whom  ?  Might  we  not  complain  if  our  complaint 
was  uttered  against  tlie  Indians  only  ?  We  are  native  Americans ; 
and  Qur  venerable  missionary,  who,  more  tlian  any  one  of  us,  is  in- 
jured, fought  long  and  fought  bravely  to  be  fi*ee.  Next  to  his  God 
be  loves  his  country,  and  in  this  we  are  with  him.  We  have  offended 
no  law-^no,  not  even  of  the  Indiuns.  We  have  been  most  urtrighteou- 
ly  oppressed  ;  but  who  has  done  it  ?  If  the  Agent  of  tlie  United  States^ 
Government,  so  against  all  right,  both  civil  an'd  moral,  against  his 
country  and  against  religion,  has  done  this,  what  may  he  not  do  ? 
And  if  he  could  and  can  do  moref  is  there  no  alternative  but  that  we 
must  suffer  what  is,  or  be  exposed  to' worse  ?  Can  he  not  be  made  to 
apsvier,  without  the  citation  itself  being  used  as  a  watchword  to  des-  ** 
troy  ?  I  am  grieved  to  say  tiiis,  and  a  great  deal  else,,  that  has  been 
said.  I  never  before  accused  any  man.  My  tongue  is  undefiled.  It  is 
used  to  prayer^  and  loves  to  intercede,  although  I  speak  thus.

The  Missianary  Committee  report  to  the  Conference  die  progreaa 
ef  their  Mission  among  the  Creek  Indians  for  the  last  twelve  mondis. 

b  thb  i^c^pwt,  your  committee  r^ret  to  mention  some  unpleasant 
iacideids.  The  **  strong  man  armed,''  cannot  be  dispossessed  and 
foiled  without  a  struggle.  But  although  we  have  not  been  so  happy 
as  ta  escape  (qppositiont  and  are  not  yet  able  to  rejoice  in  a  pemct 
prosperity,  we  trust  that  all  the  circumstances  of  the  Mission  consid- 
ered  tc^ether,  will  be  regarded  to  urge  your  <<  patient  conlinuanee  in 
weU  doing,^  rather  than  to  discourage  you  from  ^*  striving  against 
sin.**  Tonr  committee  honestly  assure  you,  that  they  entertain  no 
doobt  of  complete  success  at  no  distant  time. 

Immediately  after  your  last .  meeting,  brother  HamU,  who  was 
'  lied  with  brother  Smith,  in  the  mission,  went  out  to  Asbnry, 
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and  antil  brother  Stnith  should  arrive  there,  was  put  in  charge  of  tiie 
Mission.  He  found  the  buildings  to  be  by  no  means  so  advanced  as 
vfe  had  expected.  Some  time  previous  to  brother  Hill's  leaving  the 
Mission  placo^  to  attend  the  Conference  a  year  ago,  several  of  the 
workmen  were  dismissed  ;  and  those  who  were  continued  at  work  up 
to  the  time  of  his  departure,  were,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  very 
slothful.  On  brother  Hill's  leaving  Asbury,  and  until  brother  Ha* 
mil's  arrival  there,  (a  period  of  one  month,)  almost  nothing  was 
done  ;  and  afterwards,  the  superintendent  thought  proper  not  to  em- 
ploy many  hands ;  the  experience  of  the  first  two  months  had  proved 
that  they  could  not  be  governed,  and  that  they  would  mutually  hinder 
each  other.  In  these  circumstances,  our  work  could  not  progress 
rapidly,  but  under  brother  Hamil's  industrious  oversight,  tlie  dwel- 
ling house  was  made  tenantable  on  the  4th  of  May,  the  day  of  brother 
Smith's  arrival  there. 

We  now  were  soon  called  to  encounter  difficulties,  much  more  seri- 
ous and  severe  than  Uie  worrying  sloth  of  workmen,  and  all  the  tem- 
poral perplexities  of  so  heavy  an  establishment  could  be.  Our  re- 
ligious privileges  were  threatened,  and  the  utmost  care  and  ability 
of  the  Superintendent,  could  not  secui*e  to  the  Missionaries  liberty  to 
assemble  and  preach  to  the  many  blacks,  and  a  few  whites  and  Indians, 
who  desired  the  benefit  of  public  preaching. 

Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  the  Missionaries  at  the  last 
Conference,  the  Superintendent  unreservedly  disclosed  to  them  what 
were  his  views,  as  to  the  roost  prudent,  and,  probably,  successful 
course  to  be  pursued  in  reference  to  this  subject.  At  the  beginning, 
he  went  to  the  Indians  in  the  character  of  a  MnisteTf  sent  to  them 
by  Bishops  and  a  Conference  of  Mnisters.  Prior  to  any  conversation 
with  them  on  the  subject  of  his  mission,  he  preached  before  several  of 
their  people  at  the  house  of  a  white  man  in  their  Nation.  And  after 
bis  agreement  with  them,  when  he  first  pitched  a  tent  among  tbem, 
he  diuly  observed  the  usual  morning  and  evening  devotions,  and  on 
the  Sabbath  day  he  preached  to  the  workmen.  He  would  have  the 
resident  Missionaries,  also,  never  to  lose  sight  of  the  great  religions 
object  of  the  Mission,  and  desired  that  they  should  on  no  account  re- 
linquish, nor  seem  to  put  ofi*,  their  ministerial  character.  But  at  the 
same  time,  he  suggested  their  probable  neighborhood  to  those  ^  who 
choose  darkness  rather  than  light,^*  and  who,  to  avoid  being  reproved 
by  it,  might  seri*etly  prejudice  the  Indians,  and  so  frustrate  our^iious 
purposes.  On  this  account,  it  was  his  advice,  that,  until  the  Mission- 
aries should  have  acquired  some  consideration  witb  the  Indians,  and 
could  cause  tiiemselvcs  to  be  understood  to  them,  they  should  be  as 
cautious  in  exercising  the  functions  of  the  ministry  as  might  consist 
with  the  maintaining  of  their  proper  character. 

Previous  to  brother  Smith's  arrival  at  Asbury,  brother  Hamil, 
under  the  impression  of  this  advice,  seconded  by  his  own  observa- 
tions at  the  place,  thought  proper  to  preach  once  or  twice  only,  and 
without  giving  much  publicity  to  his  appointmeilta.  This  course, 
brother  Smith  seems  to  have  regarded  as  savoring  too  much  of  world- 
ly prudence,  oratbest,  as  falling  below  the  standard  of  apolostolical 
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.  zeal  and  courage,  lu  the  evening  of  life,  he  conld  not  contemplate 
the  scene  about  him,  so  inviting  of  his  labors,  and  content  himself 
\(rith  tardy  preparation  for  a  futura  time.  His  gray  hairs,  but  more 
his  fervent  charity,  prompted  him  to  an  expedient,  which,  if  it  was 
not  S9  safe,  yet  should  rather  be  admired  for  its  piety  than  censured 
for  want  of  success.  He  applied  to  Little  Prince,  to  know  whether 
or  not  the  hkving  public  worship  at  the  mission  house  every  Sabbath 
dayy  would  oflTend  hisi  or  his  Nation,  and  on  beir<g  assured  that  it 
would  be  inoffensive,  he  publicly  announced  that  there  would  be 
preaching,  and  for  several  successive  Sabbaths,  did  preach  to  consid- 
erable congregations. 

Perhaps^  in  this  instance,  our  excellent  brother  misplaced  the  point 
of  danger.  He  felt  himself  safe  in  the  permission  of  Little  Princ^ 
whereas  it  was  always  believed  that  the  Indians  themselves  would  not 
object  against  our  preaching,  unless  at  the  instigation  of  others.  But 
it  must  be  allowed  to  have  been  no  unreasonable  expectation,  that  the 
positive  permission  of  tlie  fii'st  Chief  of  the  Nation,  would  intimi- 
date any  who  might  choose  to  oppose,  or,  at  least,  would  oblige  a  can- 
did hearing,  before  an  attempt  against  us  should  bo  allowed  to  inter- 
fere with  our  privileges.  It  may  also  be  considered,  that,  up  to  this 
time,  nothing  liad  occurred  to  mark  any  individual  as  an  enemy  to 
the  mission ;  and  it  was  yet  to  be  proved,  whetlier  the  cautious  ad- 
vice of  the  Superintendent  was  founded  on  a  sound  discretion,  or 
whether  it  did  not  rather  proceed  from  a  too  suspicious  anxiety. 

Late  in  the  month  of  May,  and  very  soon  after  the  Superintendent 
had  been  informed  of  the  course  then  pursued  at  Asbury,  he  was  told, 
-by  a  very  I'csponsible  gentleman,  that,  in  a  recent  conversation  with 
a  certain  individual  of  great  influence  over  the  Indians,  it  had  been 
gravely  asserted,  ^at  •<  a  special  agreement  existed  between  the  In- 
dians and  uSf  against  preaching  in  their  JMation.^^  The  Superinten- 
dent was  now  on  his  way  to  Asbury.  On  arriving  there,  he  was 
careful  to  know  whether  the  invention  of  *^  a  special  agreement^*'  had 
yet  been  communicated  to  the  Indians ;  whether  ihcy  were  offended 
at  our  public  preaching ;  and  whether  or  not  some  decisive  measures 
could  be  taken  to  secure  the  Mission  against  the  designs  which  he  now 
apprehended  this  influential  and  so  knowing  person  might  cherish  to 
its  injury. 

That  the  Indians  were  not  yet  informed  of  «  a  special  agreement 
against  preachingj^^  was  probable,  from  the  fact  that  its  author  had 
been  for  several  months  absent  from  the  Nation  :  but  it  was  more 
certainly  ascertained,  by  the  increased  friendliness  that  was  manifest- 
ed, both  to  the  Superintendent  and  tlie  resident  Missionaries,  by  the 
Indians  generally,  and  their  principal  Chiefs  in  particular.  In  the 
meantime,  the  number  of  blacks  who  attended  preaching;  the  af- 
fecting interest  which  they  generally  took  in  the  sacred  service ;  and 
tliere  being  several  of  them  ali*eady  awakened,  and  in  deep  concern 
for  the  salvation  of  their  souls,  rendered  it  impossible  to  retrace  our 
steps,  unless  upon  absolute  necessity. 

In  tliis  state  of  things,  the  only  alternative  was  to  persevere  in  our 
religious  services,  as  though  no  evil  were  apprehended,  or  to  apply 
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to  flie  National  Council  for  an  eiqdidt  declaration  of  our  rights^  on- 
der  the  name  of  contradicting  their  reported  avOTsion  to  our  preach- 
ing. To  the  former  of  these,  the  Superintendent  might  have  been 
inclined,  but  for  tiie  following  reasons  : 

Although  the  most  inquisitive  watchfulness  could  detect  no  iatima* 
tion  against  us  among  the  Indians,  the  individual  just  alluded  to,  had 
been  only  one  day  in  the  neighborhood  before  it  was  saiA  that  he  in- 
tended to  put  a  stop  to  our  preaching ;  and  on  the  next  day  the  Super- 
intendent obtained  unquestionable  evidence  of  his  having  bitterly  and 
lirrfanely  sworUf  that,  either  preaching  should  be  discontinued,  or  the 
Missionaries  driven  out  of  the  nation.  As  it  could  not  be  supposed 
that  fliis  man,  (however  lost  to  Christianity,)  had  no  sense  of  charac- 
ter ;  or  that,  along  with  his  contempt  of  religion  and  the  principles  of 
free  government,  he  could  mistake  the  color  of  his  own  skin— it  was 
concluded  that  he  would  not  proceed  openly  to  execute  his  threat,  al- 
though he  might  secretly  urge  the  Indians  to  do  so.  To  prevent  this, 
nothing  appeared  more  likely  than  the  contemplated  declaration : 
And  that  such  a  declaration  might  be  expected,  was  inferrible,  not 
only  from  the  general  good  disposition  of  the  Indians,  and  the  explicit 
permission  of  Little  Prince,  but  also  from  the  Big  Warrior's  unquali- 
fied approbation  of  the  Missionaries  and  all  their  proceedings,  in  a 
free  conversation  with  the  Superintendent,  only  the  evening  i>efore 
the  subject  was  mentioned  to  the  Council.  This  last  oircumstance 
quieted  all  apprehension.  It  was  confidently  believed  that  our  swear- 
ing adversary  had  been  too  busy  with  other  matters  during  the  three 
or  four  days  of  his  presence  in  the  neighborhood,  to  instil  the  poison 
of  his  prejudice,  or  else,  that  he  chose  to  postpone  it  until  the  Super- 
intendent should  be  absent  from  the  Mission* 

Assured  of  the  good  will  of  the  Chiefs,  and  regarding  it  impossible 
that  a  white  man,  of  some  pretension  to  character,  should  openly,  and 
without  a  cloak,  blaspheme  religion,  and  oppose  us  in  the  right  of  the 
most  reasonable  and  highest  prized  liberty  of  freemen,  the  Superin- 
tendent appeared  before  the  council;  ajid  after  a  satisfactory  coilver* 
sation  relative  to  the  Mission  in  general,  he  suggested  the  desired  de« 
claration.  But  how  sadly  was  he  disappointed  !  Nothing  could  coun- 
tervail the  cruel  rancor  of  a  settled  infidelity.  He  was  interrupted, 
and  could  not  obtain  an  interpretation  to  the  Council,  until  after  a 
sharp  dispute,  in  which  he  was  told  to  his  teeth,  that  preaching  would 
breed  confusion  and  insubordination  !  And  was  told  this,  with  a 
Voice,  and  countenance,  and  gestures,  that  put  all  argument  to  rest. 
Upon  this,  the  Big  Warrior  objected  a|;ainst  our  preaching ;  and  af- 
ter a  fruitless  efibrt  to  reason  the  Chief  into  a  better  mind,  the  Super- 
intendent  withdrew  his  proposal.  This  unhappy  afikir  transpired  the 
seventeenth  day  of  June  last. 

Anticipating  the  probable  disconragement  which  this  sad  occurrence 
would  produce,  and  apprehesive  of  a  fearful  subtraction  from  the  cent 
collectionft,  the  Superintendent,  before  he  left  the  Council,  gave  them 
to  understand  how  seriously  the  Big  Warrior's  objection  would  em- 
barrass the  Mission ;  and  that,  on  this  account,  much  less  than  we  had 
intended,  might  be  expected  from  us. 
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Preaching  was  naw  entirely  suspended  :  and  that  we  might  not  be 
•apposed  indifferent  to  so  severe  a  privation,  several  or  our  workmen 
were  dismissed ;  and  the  Mission  altogether  was  put  into  such  a  state 
as  to  intimate  its  being  in  danger  of  total  abandonmetit 

At  as  early  a  day  as  was  convenient,  a  meeting  of  your  committee 
was  called  :  at  which,  after  resolving  that  the  committee  had  no  an« 
tbority  to  put  a  period  to  the  mission ;  and  that,  in  hope  of  better  clr- 
cuoMtances,  our  best  efforts  should  be  used  to  support  the  establishment 
at  Asbary— -a  letter  was  addressed  to  tlie  principal  Chiefs,  proposing, 
that  inconsequence  of  the  serious  embarrassments  now  thrown  upon  u% 
and  which  must  operate  against  our  funds,  the  undertaking  f<H*  a 
school  at  Tuccabatchee  should  be  postponed  until  after  your  present 
meeting. 

Whether  Big  Warrior  construed  the  committee's  letter  into  a  first 
•tep  towards  our  relinquishing  Tuccabatchee,  or  whether,  from  some 
otlwr  cause,  it  was  not  long  after  this  event,  until  an  agreement  was 
privately  concluded  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Compere,  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  (in  favor  of  whose  Mission  our  Superintendent  had  used  his 
best  efforts  with  Big  Warrior ;)  and  the'^ace  at  Tuccabatchee  was 
transferred  to  the  Baptist  Missionary.  Although  the  privacy  with 
which  this  business  was  managed,  under  the  circumstances  then  ex- 
isting, may  not  appear  to  be  very  amiable,  your  committee  do,  by  no 
means,  regret  the  event  Both  they  and  the  Superintendent  would 
have  acquiesced  cheerfully  in  the  measure,  if  those  concerned  in  it 
had  thought  proper  to  consult  them.  It  will  be  recollected,  that,  at 
ftrst,  it  was  only  in  compliance  with  a  request  from  Big  Warrior, 
and  to  avoid  oflbnding  him,  that  a  school  at  Tuccabatchee  was  agreed 
for. 

At  Asbury,  the  check  which  was  sustained  by  the  event  of  the  17th 
June,  was  not  suffered  to  arrest  our  efforts,  beyond  what  the  uncertain* 
ty  of  support  in  our  novel  circumstances,  and  the  producing  a  suitable 
impression  of  our  severe  disappointment,  were  thought  to  require. 
As  soon  as  the  spirited  resolutions  of  the  committee  were  kpown,  and 
increasingly  with  their  good  effect,  the  work  was  resumed.;  and  on 
the  fifth  day  of  August  the  school  was  opened.  It  began  with  twelve 
scholars ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  quarter,  there  were  thirhr- 
three  Indian  children  at  school.  Of  these,  the  greater  number  could 
spell  in  two  syllables ;  and  there  were  three  of  them  who  could  spell 
creditably  in  three  syllables.  Nor  was  their  improvement  in  man- 
ners, cleanliness,  and  docility,  less  creditable  than  their  rare  ad- 
vancement in  learning  to  spell.  That  their  number  was  not  greater, 
did  not  proceed  from  any  indisposition  of  the  Indians  to>have  their 
children  instructed,  but  was  solely  owing  to  our  restricted  circum- 
stances. Many  applications  were  made,  and  some  by  persons  from  a 
distance ;  but  while,  as  yet,  it  could  not  be  known  how  far  tfie  late 
disaster  might  reduce  our  funds,  and  because  we  were  then  pacing  fif- 
teen dollars  by  the  barrel  for  com,  we  judged  it  proper  to  limit  the 
number  of  pupils  much  below  the  demand  for  instruction,  and  our  own 
wishes  to  impart  it. 

For  the  same  reasons,  brother  Hamil  chose  to  be  employed  on  a 
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mission  ia  the  newly  settled  coanties  of  Monroe  and  Houston,  rather 
than  to  remain  at  Asbury — wheret  for  the  present^  brother  and  sister 
Smith  were  thought  to  be  adequate  to  the  duties  of  the  school.  His 
choice  of  employment  was  approved ;  and  the  result  has  been  altogether 
happy.  He  returns  seventy-five  members  of  tlie  chlirch,  in  his 
mission. 

During  the  second  three  months  of  our  school,  every  thing  there  has 
been  progressively  improving.  The  school  has  gradually  been  in- 
creased to  fifty-five  scholars.  Some  of  the  children  are  bi^nning  to 
read.  They  are  generally  more  attentive  to  school  than  was  expect- 
ed ;  are  easily  governed ;  and  appear  to  be  affectionately  attached  to 
their  instructors.  But  what  we  esteem  the  best  of  all  is,  that  several 
oftliese  children  give  lively  evidences  of  their  being  under  gracious 
impressions.  In  the  devotions  of  the  family,  they  have  frequently 
been  much  afiected;  and  several  times,  have  continued  two  or  three 
hours  together,  weeping  and  praying  to  God.  They  are  remarkable 
for  flieir  care  to  avoid  whatever  they  know  to  be  sinful ;  they  retire,  of 
of  their  own  accord,  daily,  for  secret  prayer ;  and  they  lose  no  op- 
portunity to  be  instructed  Ml  the  rdigion  of  the  Grospel. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  pecuniary  in-* 
terests  of  the  mission.  The  expenditure  for  the  year  now  closed, 
may  exhibit  a  lareer  amount  than  has  been  expected ;  but  this  amount 
may  not  be  considered  as  an  average  for  future  years.  Our  buildings 
have  cost  a  great  deal ;  and,  erected  under  the  most  unfavorable  circum- 
stances, the  cost  of  these  has  been,  indeed,  excessive.  We  were,  also, 
obliged  to  give  an  extra  price  for  provisions  ;  which,  if  laid  up  at  the 
proper  time,  (as  now  has  been  done  for  the  ensuing  year,)  would  have 
cost  the  mission  much  less. 

Your  Committee  forbear  to  add  more.  May  He  who  has  called  the 
persecuted  happy,  enable  your  faith  and  patience ;  and  subdue  speedily 
the  worst  calamities  of  tiie  mission^  into  a  <<  working  together  for 
good,"  to  the  praise  of  his  grace,  and  the  furtherance  o(  his  blessed 
cause  among  men.

P.  S.  The  Committee  very  much  regret  that  it  is  not  in  flieir 
power  to  state  accurately,  (and  therefore  they  do  not  report  at  all,)  the 
quantity  of  clothes  that  have  been  furnished  by  Ladies'  Societies  to 
our  mission  school.  This  defect  in  the  report  has  been  occasioned  by 
the  impracticability  of  having  the  clothes  carried,  in  large  parcels,  to 
the  mission  place ;  and  there  not  being,  in  a  single  box,  such  an  assort- 
ment as  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  school ;  so  that  our  Agents  in 
Milledgeville,  with  whom  the  clothes  were  deposited,  could  not  serve 
the  orders  of  the  Missionaries  vnthout  opening  a  number  of  boxes. 
In  this  way  the  bills  were  mislaid,  and  the  clothes  intermixed,  before 
our  wish  to  make  a  distinct  report  of  them  was  known. 

The  Committee  thankfully  acknowledge  their  obligations  to  the 
ladies  for  their  very  valuable  and  generous  assistance;  and  beg  their 
continued  countenance  and  aid.

CLlNTOiTy  25/A  JVor.  1823. 

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  tliat  I  should  com- 
tnonicate  to  you  the  observations  made  in  my  presence  by  the  Hon. 
John  Crowelly  Agent  for  Indian  Affairs  in  the  Creek  Nation,  on  the 
subject  of  the  mission  then  recently  established  in  that  nation  by  the 
Methodist  Society,  I  have  to  state,  that  I  was  in  company  with  CoL 
Crowell,  and  some  other  gentlemen,  at  Fort  Mitchell,  near  the  Cha- 
tahoocbie  river,  some  time  in  tiie  month  of  June,  IS'^S,  and  during  a 
general  conversation  which  was  supported  by  the  company,  to  some 
pai'ticular  inquiry  which  was  made  relative  to  the  praspects  of  the 
mission,  and  the  pi*obability  there  was  of  its  doing  good.  Col.  Ci'oweH 
observed,  that  the  school  might  do  good,  provided  it  was  not  spoiled 
or  destroyed  by  preaching  ;  but  it  was  perfect  nonsense  to  talk  of 
preaching  to  a  parcel  of  uninformed  savages  ;  and  that  he  was  sur- 
prised that  men  of  sense  should  even  tliink  of  such  a  thing.  He  fur- 
ther observed,  that  a  stop  must  be  put  to  the  preaching ;  and  If  it  was 
not  done,  the  whole  set  would  b«  driven  or  ordered  out  of  the  nation ; 
for  such  proceedings  would  not  be  tolerated. 

I  do  not  recollect  to  have  heard  CoL  Ci*oweIl  state,  in  that  conver- 
sation, from  what  source  the  objection  to  preaching  came,  but,  in  a 
subsequent  conversation  which  he  had  in  my  presence  during  the  same 
visit,  and  a  few  days  after  the  one  just  mentioned,  he  did  observe, 
that  the  Indians  objected  to  preaching  in  the  nation^  and  that  the  Big 
Warrior  was  particularly  hostile  to  it. 

In  closing  this  communication,  permit  me  to  observe,  that  tiiis 
statement  could  not  have  been  elicited  from  me  but  by  a  direct  appeal 
made  to  me  on  the  subject,  and  the  importance  which  you  seem  to  at« 
tach  to  it ;  for,  although  the  observations  were  made  in  the  presence  of 
many  gentlemen,  and  could  not  have  been  intended  in  any  res|iect  as 
confidential  to  me,  as  I  was  at  that  time  an  entire  stranger  to  Colonel 
Crowell,  yet  I  hold  in  such  utter  abhorrence  any  communication 
which,  by  any  possibility,  might  tend  to  the  destruction  of  personal 
harmony  between  individuals,  that  I  should  never  have  said  any  thing 
to  you  on  the  subject,  had  not  the  Rev.  Mr.  Compere,  who  was  also 
present  at  the  time,  given  you  the  information,  and  referred  you  to  me 
iu  support  of  his  statement     If  tliis  statement  corresponds  with  the 
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one  made  to  yoa  hy  Mr.  Compere,  liLs  recollection  and  mine  agrees ; 
if  it  does  not,  I  have  to  observe,  that  this  contains  the  purport  of  Col. 
OroiKreirs  observations  oq  that  subjectt  according  to  mj  best  recollec- 
tion, and  if  you  consider  it  necessary,  I  am  willing  to  give  to  it  the 
additional  validity  of  an  oath.

Yellow  River  Missioir,  Georgia* 

My  Dear  Brother  :  I  reached  my  station  in  due  time,  and  am  now 
on  my  appointments.  A  considerable  |iortion  of  the  country  which  I 
occupy  lies  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  red  men,  and  I  find  the  school 
is,  in  general,  very  pojiular  among  them,  as  the  following  circum- 
stance will  show. 

Yesterday  I  fell  in  company  with  the  public  interpreter,  Samuel 
Hawkins,  and,  after  some  conversation,  I  inquired  whether  or  not  he 
knew  how  the  school  prospered,  and  how  the  Indians  were  pleased 
with  it.  He  replied,  tliat  the  Indians  wen*  generally  well  pleased 
with  it ;  and  that  General  McIuto.sh  and  himself  wished  a  school  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  nation^  where  they  lived.  This  he  said  before 
he  knew  who  I  was.  After  which,  he  observed,  the  General  and 
himself  had  been  conversing  on  the  subject  a  day  or  two  before,  and 
bad  determined  to  apply  to  you  for  a  school.  **True,''  said  he,  <<we 
at  first  agreed  with  Mr.  Capers  for  only  two  schools,  and  supposed 
that  would  do,  until  we  knew  how  they  would  succeed ;  but  we  are 
BOW  so  wcH  pleased,  that  we  want  at  least  one  more/*  He  referred 
to  the  conduct  of  the  last  cotmcil,  saying  «<  Some  of  our  old  men  would 
not  have  preaching,  but^'  said  he,  *<  I  think  the  missionaries  ought  to 

E-each  to  the  children,  as  well  as  teach  them  to  read  and  write.** 
e  went  on  to  give  some  reasons  why  the  red  men  would  not  suflTer 
you  to  introduce  agriculture  and  mechanics ;  but  said  that  if  they 
could  get  a  school,  they  would  let  you  preach,  and  learn  the  children 
to  work  also.  The  lands,  he  says,  are  good  ;  provisions  plenty  and 
cheap.  You  yv\l\  observe  in  the  above  remarks,  that  you  are  the  per- 
son of  whom  he  principally  speaks,  and  who  is  recognised  by  them  as 
having  the  superintendence  of  the  school  now  in  o|)eration,  and  of  all 
thai  may  in  futui*e  be  established  among  tliem.  Hawkins  wished  to 
know  of  me  whether  or  not  I  should  see  you  soon.  I  told  him  I  sup. 
posed  not  He  then  requested  me  to  give  you  informatiim  by  letter, 
and  wished  you  to  let  them  know  whether  you  could  establish  a  school 
among  them  or  not  A  few  lines  addressed  to  Gen.  Mcintosh  woukl 
answer  the  purpose.

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I  make  the  above  communication  in  compliance  with  Hawkins*  re- 
quest If  it  should  be  of  any  use,  I  will  be  gratiiied  ;  if  not  I  shall  be 
clear. 

Perhaps  the  Lord  is  about  to  o|)en  a  great  and  effectual  door  among 
these  sons  of  the  forest.  A  few  words  more»  and  1  am  donQ.  If  con- 
venient^ might  it  not  be  well  for  you  to  be  pi*esent  at  tlie  meeting  of 
the  council  ?  I  believe  some  of  the  chiefs  would  be  gratiffed,  and  I 
think  your  feelings  would  be  different  from  what  they  were  the  irth 
June  last. 

A  letter  from  yoo  would  be  gratifying  to  the  writer  of  this.

MiLLEDGEVILLE,  .^ay  22,  1823. 

Sir  :  I  had  intended  being  present  at  the  Indian  Council,  and  ex*. 
pected,  there  or  at  the  Agency,  to  have  conversed  with  you  on  the 
subject  of  our  charitable  intentions  towards  thatjieople;  but  the  ill 
health  of  my  son  prevents  nie. 

I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  announce  to  you.  tliat  unless  something 
can  be  done  to  i*ecover  the  religious  librrty  of  our  missionaries,  shorts 
Zy,  there  is  little  prospect  that  wc  shali  be  able  to  extend  any  further 
the  benefit  of  schools  to  the  Creek  Natiim.  And,  indeed,  the  proba- 
bility goe.s  farther — that  even  the  estHhlishment  we  have  already  set 
up.  will  linger  for  sup|)ort.  At  the  last  Annual  C<mfei*ence  it  rei|uir- 
ed  my  best  efi<)rts,  with  the  aid  of  Brother  Smith,  to  persuade  the 
preachers,  generally,  to  continue  their  patnMiage  ;  and  this  could  by 
no  means  have  been  acconiplisiied,  but  for  the  ex|)ectation  tliat  the 
known  benevolence  of  our  institution,  and  worthy  character  of  our 
missionaries,  would,  u]ion  a  little  farther  acquuihiance,  produce  a  pro- 
per effect. 

If  the  present  state  of  things  should  unhappily  continue  until  an- 
other confu'ence,  it  will  not  surprise  mc  if  tlie  whole  supi)ort  of  tho 
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cstablishmeiit  now  5uit  np,  be  given  to  another  object  Our  people  are 
not  used  to  give  much  care,  to  a  circuitous  prosecution  of  a  religions 
object ;  and  we  have  great  demands  made  upon  us  at  home,  and  in 
the  Floridas,  as  well  as  among  other  tribes  of  Indians,  who  manifest 
no  disposition  to  restrict  our  religious  liberties.  This  is  an  instanct 
which  has  neither  example  nor  counterpart,  among  any  people,  to 
whom  the  charities  of  Christianity  have  been  extenddi. 

Ton  are  not  a  stranger,  Colonel,  to  the  interest  I  feel  in  the  con* 
tinuance  aud  support  of  our  efforts  for  the  Creek  Indians*  You  know 
something  of  the  labors  and  privations  I  have  cheerfully,  and  even 
gladly,  endured,  to  serve  them ;  and  you  will  appreciate  the  assur* 
ance  I  now  make  to  you,  that  this  communication  had  not  been  made 
liy  me,  if  necessity  required  it  not

Rev.  Isaac  Smith  to  Rev.  iVm.  Capers* 

AsBUBT  School,  Fort  Mitchell, 

20th  September^  1823. 

Dear  Brother  :  As  you  are  shortly  to  meet,  to  take  into  consi- 
deration the  state  of  this  mission,  that  you  may  have  it  in  your  power 
to  form  as  just  and  correct  a  judgment  of  the  present  state,  as  exist- 
ing circumstances  will  admit  of,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent 
I  now  state  to  you  what  I  know  and  believe.  When  I  nrst  came  to 
the  station,  the  4tl]  of  May,  1822,  1  shortly  appointed  preaching  at 
the  mission  house,  by  the  consent  of  the  Little  Prince.  The  Agent 
at  that  time  was  away,  not  having  returned  from  Congress.  Imme- 
diately after  his  return,  I  was  told  that  we  would  not  Be  allowed  the 
libcHy  of  preaching  in  the  nation.  At  the  sitting  of  the  Council,  in 
June  following,  Brother  Capers,  supposing  tlie  report  to  be  without 
foundation,  applied  to  the  Chiefs  to  contradict  it :  the  altercation  that 
took  place  at  that  time,  he  will  inform  yon.  After  the  breaking  up 
of  the  Council,  I  had  frequent  talk  with  the  Agent,  who  advised  me 
to  go  on  with  the  school ;  he  said  he  had  no  doubt  but  after  one  or 
two  years  wc  should  have  liberty  to  preach.  From  his  conversation 
I  concluded  that  he  would  use  his  influence  to  get  us  the  privilege  wc 
wanted.  We  went  on  with  our  school,  hoping  that  at  the  next  Coun- 
cil, which  sat  last  May,  we  should  be  at  liberty  to  hold  meetings. 
The  disposition  of  several  of  the  chiefs  appeared  friendly  towards  our 
mission*  At  the  sitting  of  the  Council  I  received  a  letter  from  the 
SoporinteiMlent,  with  a  letter  for  the  Agent,  and  one  for  Gen.  Mcln- 
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tosh.  He  stated  in  his  letter  to  rae  the  subject  he  had  wrote  to  them 
on.  I  went  immediately  to  the  Agent,  and  delivered  his  letter.  We 
bad  some  conversation  on  the  subject.  I  then  stated  to  him  my  de* 
sire  of  obtaining  his  influence  among  the  chiers.  He  replied,  that  he 
did  not  doubt  but  that,  if  he  applied,  they  would  grant  his  request,  and 
blame  him  afterwards.  A  few  more  words  passed,  which  left  me  un* 
Aw  the  impression  that  he  would  not  do  any  thing  for  us.  Shortly 
after,  I  saw  him  at  the  Council  Square ;  he  asked  me  if  I  had  given 
General  Mcintosh  his  letter,  and  what  he  said.  I  informed  him  that 
I  gave  the  letter  to  the  General,  in  company,  which  prevented  me  trom 
saying  any  thing  to  him,  or  lie  to  me.  I  then  observed  to  the  Agent, 
that  I  considered  hfs  influence  more  than  I  did  the  influence  of  many 
others  ;  he  replied,  (as  I  thought  not  well  pleased  at  my  speaking  to 
him  again,)  tliat  he  was  not  going  to  use  his  influence.  I  concluded 
it  best  to  say  no  more  to  him,  or  to  any  of  the  chiefs,  whom  I  believed 
would  be  influenced  by  the  Agent  so  far  as  not  to  admit  us  as  ministers 
unless  we  were  recommended  by  him.  It  is  a  subject  of  weight  on  my 
mind,  to  see  these  people  deprived  of  the  means  of  salvation,  through 
the  influence  of  those  that  our  Government  sends  to  open  the  way  for 
their  instruction.  That  God  will  direct  you  in  all  your  councils,  and 
that  infinite  wisdom  may  instruct  and  order  all  your  proceedings,  is 
the  prayer  of  your  brother  in  Christ.

MiLLEDGEYiULE,  Jatiuory  9,  1824. 

Sir:  Along  with  the  memorial  and  other  papers  forwarded  to  you» 
I  beg  leave  to  address  you  this  note. 

The  length  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  conversation  be« 
tween  the  United  States*  Agont  for  the  Ci'eek  Indians,  and  otiiers,  at 
Fort  Mitchell,  in  June,  1822,  may  very  probably,  to  one  not  interest- 
ed, prevent  a  precise  i-cuiembrance  of  the  words  which  were  spoken. 
Perhaps,  too,  in  tlie  matter  now  submitted,  the  doctrine  of  mercy  and 
good  feeling  may  ^lot  be  viewed  by  tlie  amiable  Mr.  Webb  as  dictat- 
ing the  same  course  which  t«  my  mind  it  does.  That  gentleman  may 
vcrpr  virtuously  prefer  to  say  no  moiv,  than  he  should  be  jjositively 
obliged  to  say,  against  an  individual ;  while  I  regard  it  due  to  the 
many  who  nve,  deeply  inteif  sted  in  the  fate  of  the  mission,  to  exhibit 
a  faithful  and  thorough  disclosure  of  that  individual's  conduct.  At 
any  rate,  I  am  not  quite  satisfied  with  Mr.  Webb's  letter.     I  did  in- 
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tend  to  frofose  certain  interrogatories  to  him,  which  might  render 
Us  tftstimony  more  full ;  but^  upon  reflection,  I  conclude  to  sabniit  it 
%s  it  is;  choosing  to  leave  with  you  to  determine  in  what  respects  tho 
evidence  may  be  inconclusive. 

Perhaps,  also,  tlie  Reverend  Mr.  Coirtpere  might  answer  to  inter- 
rogatories put  to  bim  at  your  order,  with  more  safety  than  he  could 
make  a  voluntary  communication. 

1  have  ssud  in  the  memorial,  tliat  we  never  sought  after  objections 
against  the  Agent  I  must  here  add,  that  we  might  probably  have 
been  informed  of  bis  conduct  towards  us  in  the  secret  conference  which 
he  held  with  the  principal  Chiefs,  in  May  last,  by  General  M'lntosh^ 
or  Little  Prince ;  but  we  have  referred  to  neither  of  them.  Between 
Mcintosh  and  the  Agent,  it  is  well  known,  there  has  been  a  serious 
dispute;  and  to  have  gone  to  Mcintosh's,  which  is  fifty  miles  from 
nar  mission  place,  might  itself  have  given  umbrage;  while tiie  prox- 
imity of  Little  Prince  could  avail  us  nothing,  in  a  conversation  which 
might  reach  the  Agent  as  conveniently  as  it  could  be  nttered. 

There  is  a  subject  which  I  had  intended  not  to  notice  to  the  Presi- 
denl^  but  which  I  find  cannot  be  left  out  of  view  without  veiling  some 
part  of  the  memorial.  Why  should  a  dispute  between  the  Agent  and 
M*Intosh  attach  Big  Warrior  to  the  former  ?  And  wliy  should  Big 
Warrior,  even  before  this  dispute,  be  more  the  Agent's  friend  than 
M'Intosh  ?  Perhaps  you  may  have  heard  that,  for  some  [time]  past^ 
there  has  been  much  ill  feeling  between  these  two  Chiefs.  M'Intosb's 
popularity,  it  is  said,  has  been  a  wound  to  Bi^  Warrior;  and  Big 
Warrior's  influence  formidable  to  M'Intosh.  Now  it  is  notorious  that 
Big  WBrrior'a  interests  lie  quite  out  of  the  way  of  the  Agent ;  while 
M*Intosb  and  his  son  may,  perhaps,  regard  the  store  and  tavern  of 
the  Agent,  or  his  brother,  as  taking  away  a  large  income  from  them. 
Hence,  any  diflTerencc  between  the  Agent  and  M*lntosh  may  be  agree- 
able  to  Big  Warrior,  by  gratifying  his  ambition  ;  and  the  disagree- 
ment betwe^  the  two  Chiefs  may  not  be  discouraged  by  the  Agent, 
because  it  might  bring  the  influence  of  Big  Warrior  to  support  the 
store  and  tavern  establishments,  near  Fort  Mitchell,  lliat  this  is 
positively  so,  I  do  not  affirm,  bat  it  agrees  with  what  I  have  heard ; 
and  is  probable  enough,  in  my  opinion,  to  justify  the  remarks  in  the 
memorial. 

Presuming  on  your  recollection,  I  have  not  made  any  references  in 
the  postcript  of  the  memorial.  I  beg  leave  now  to  say,  that  Mr. 
Hayne,.of  the  Senate,  or  Mr.  Mitchell,  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  Congress,  are  probably  able  to  answer  any  inquiries  whidi 
may  be  judged  proper.  I  also  refer  to  General  Thompson,  a  Repre« 
sentative  of  this  State. 

After  the  present  month,  I  will  probably  be  in  Charlestx)n,  Sonth 
Carolina,  until  the  first  of  March.  I  will  be  glad  to  obey  you^  wish»ii

Rev.  fVm.  Gapers  and  Gorcemor  Troup^  of  Georgia.

Sir  :  Your  letter,  of  the  twcntj-fiftli  Febiniary,  communicating  the 
charge  preferred  against  me  bj  the  Reverend  Mr.  Capers,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Creek  Mission,  as  well  as  a  letter  from  Governor 
Troup,  of  Georgia*  complaining  of  ray  having  interfered  in  the  poli- 
tics of  the  State  over  which  he  p^e8ides,  has  been  received. 

In  ray  reply  to  the  charges  of  Mr.  Capers,  I  deem  it  unnecessary 
to  follow  the  memorial  in  all  its  details;  I  shall  therefore  confine  my 
remarks  to  the  most  material  charges  therein  contained. 

In  the  Summer  or  Fall  of  1821,  while  I  was  ab^nt  on  business 
connected  with  my  office,  as  well  as  of  a  private  nature.  Mr.  Capei*s, 
witli  some  other  member  of  his  church,  visited  the  Creek  nation,  with 
a  view  of  obtaining  from  tbe  Chiefs  permission  toi  establish  schools 
among  them.  The  Chiefs  with  whom  he  conversed  in  relation  to  it, 
however,  told  him  that  no  arrangement  could  be  made,  or  agreement 
entered  into,  on  the  subject,  in  the  absence  of  tlie  Agent,  nor  without 
the  approbation  of  the  National  Council.  Mr.  Capers  then  left  the 
Nation,  leaving  a  letter  for  me,  stating  the  object  of  his  visit.  Shortly 
after  my  return,  I  with  much  pleasure  answered  his  letter,  apprizing 
htm  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  National  Coui  cil.  At 
the  Council  Mr.  Capers  attended ;  and  in  every  conversjvtion  with 
him  on  the  subject  of  his  mission,  I  endeavored  to  convince  him  of  the 
hostility  and  prejudices  of  the  Indians  against  all  such  establishment!:, 
and  urged  upon  him  the  propriety  of  yielding,  as  much  as  possible,, 
with  the  hope  that  the  establishment,  if  once  put  into  operation,  with 
proper  management  might  overcome  prejudices,  and  reconcile  them 
to  things  which,  at  tliis  stage  of  mental  improvement,  their  feelings 
and  prejudices  revolted  at 

It  was  with  some  difficulty  that  I  prevailed  upon  the  Chiefs  to  hear 
his  proposals,  observing  that  they  had  consented  for  me  to  procure 
for  them  a  schoolmaster,  and  they  understood  this  man  was  a  mission- 
ary. I  insisted  on  their  hearing  his  terms,  before  they  condemned 
him,  which  they  finally  did  ;  whi(^h  were  presented  in  writing,  and 
explained  to  the  Cliiefs,  when  many  of  the  articles  were  objected  to 
by  the  Indians.  Mr.  Ca|iers  then  agreed,  and  did  the  next  day  pre- 
sent another  instrument  leaving  out  the  most  objectionable  features. 
The  Council,  apprehensive  that  this  instrument  might  not  be  entirely 
clear  of  fault,  or  that  it  might  be  susceptible  of  a  diffei'ent  construc- 
tion from  what  they  understood,  requii^ed  the  insertion  of  an  article, 
which  authorized  the  Agent,  at  any  time  upon  it  being  required  of 
him,  to  remove  the  establishment  from  the  Nation.  Pending  the  ne- 
gotiation, and  about  the  close  of  it,  Big  Warrior  inquired  of  Mr. 
Capers  if  he  intended  to  preach;  to  which  Mr.  Capers  replied,  that 
he  wished  to  do  so,  and  that  the  society  to  which  he  belonged  also 
wished  and  exjiected  it  Big  Warrior  said  he  could  not  consent  (o  it ; 
that  other  missionaries  had  made  the  same  application,  and  had  been 
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reCii«eA«  Mr.  Capers,  finding  that  he  could  not  remove  the  objections 
oC  the  Chfef  to  preaching,  then  observed,  that  he  would  not  do  any 
^\ng  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  nation  ;  if  he  did,  the  Agent  was 
anthorixed,  by' an  article  in  the  instrument  just  offered,  to  remove 
tli«a  firooi  the  nation.  During  the  conversation  I  was  perfectly  silent, 
except  when  appealed  to  by  one  of  the  parties.  .  This,  1  thinks  is  the 
substance  ef  what  passed  at  this  meeting,  between  Mr.  Capers  and 
the  Coaocil. 

I  am  constrained,  from  a  sense  of  justice  to  my  own  feeling^  to 
Bake  this  statement  of  facts  m  reply  to  the  assertion  of  Mr.  Capers, 
**  that  not  one  word  was  spoken  ahout  preaching.'*  In  corroboration 
of  this  statement,  allow  me  to  refer  you  to  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the 
memorial,  which  states,  <«  when  Mr.  Smith,  who  had  been  appointed 
with  Mr.  Hamill,  arrived  there,  and  found  that  a  congregation  of 
from  fifty  to  seventy  could  be  had,  who  understood  our  language,  he 
applied  to  Little  Prince  to  know  whether  the  having  public  worship 
every  Lord's  day  would  be  offensive.**  Now,  1  would  ask,  why  make 
this  application  to  Little  Prince,  if  no  objection  had  been  made  to 
jireacfaing;  or  if,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Capers,  that  not  o^e  word  had  been 
said  on  the  subject  ?  Was  it  because  Big  Warrior,  who  made  the  ob- 
jections to  preadiing,  resided  at  a  considerable  distance  fn)m  the  mis. 
sioD  hoase,  and  they  determined  to  avail  tliemselves  of  that  circum* 
stance  to  reconcile  ftie  Little  Prince,  who  resided  in  their  immediate 
neighborhood,  and  by  that  means  cause  a  division  between  the  two 
head  ChieCs,  with  the  hope  of  silencing  the  opposition  of  Big  Warrior, 
at  the  hazard  of  eiery  thing  like  harmony  and  good  feeling  in  the 
Council  f  Will  not  tlie  conduct  of  these  men,  in  this  affair,  justify 
the  conclusion,  that  they  were  determined  by  some  means  or  other  to 
cibtain  their  object,  regardless  of  the  consequence  that  might  result 
from  ft  ? 

The  statement  made  fey  Mr.  Compere,  that  I  would  drive  the  mis- 
sionaries  oat  of  the  nation,  if  they  did  not  desist  fi*om  preaching,  is 
false.  Whenever  I  have  made  any  remarks  upon  that  subject,  they 
ivere  made  in  reference  to  what  the  Indians  would  do,  and  not  that  I 
woald,  of  my  own  accord,  drive  them  out :  a  reference  to  the  letter 
af  Mr.  Webb,  on  that  subject,  will,  I  flatter  myself,  satisfy  you  of  the 
iaoorrectness  of  Mr.  Compere's  statement 

It  is  quite  probable,  and  I  am  willing  to  admit  that  I  did  say,  as 
related  by  Mr.  Webb,  that  preaching  was  fttdge.  I  have  on  more 
than  one  occasion  made  the  same  remark,  and  in  presence  of  Mr, 
CqMTs,  but  it  was  made  when  si)eaking  on  the  subject  of  preacliing 
in  the  Creek  ^lation  ;  and  I  appeal  to  his  candor,  to  say  whether  the 
leamrk  was  not  mkde  in  reference  to  the  effect  liiiely  to  be  produced 
kf  preaching  to  uninformed  savages,  wlio  neither  understood  tlicir 
luUMMgef  not  believed  in  the  truth  of  their  doctrines.' 

fhitre  likewise  said  to  Mr.  .Capers,  and  others,  that  it  was  my 
mnion,  that  the  only  means  by  which,  thrtse  people  could  be  christian* 
igtif  WMB  hy  making  an  impression  upon  the  rising  generation  by 

m  at  edocation,  and  tliat  I  viewed  any  attempt  to  effect  a  change 
Hie  old  Indians  as  labor  in  vsun. 
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The  reason  given  by  Mr.  Capers  for  not  obtaining  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  Compere,  in  support  of  his  naked  statement,  is  not,  I  conceive, 
a  very  substantial  one,     Would  it  not  have  been  more  candid  aad 
ma^animous  in  him,  to  have  stated  ^hat  was  e\ddently  the  fact,  that 
the  letter  t)f  Mr.  Webb,  the  gentleman  to  whom  Mr.  Compere  refer- 
red him  for  the  trutii  of  his  statement,  contradicts  it  in  the  mos^  ma- 
terial points ;  or,  at-all  events,  Mr.  Webb  did  not  hear  me  use  the  ex- 
pressions attributed  to  me  by  Mr.  Compere.  ,  At  a^  meeting  of  the 
Chiefs,  in  June,  1820,  Mr.  Capers  attended,  and  stated  to  them  that 
some  mischievous  pei*son  had  put  an  idle  rumor  in  circulation,  th^t 
the  Chiefs  had  objected  to  their  preaching,  and  desired  tliat  they 
wonld  make  a  declaration  that  they,  should  not  be  prevented  from  wor- 
shipping God  according  totlie  dictates  oi  their  conscience.  Before  thi3 
was  interpreted  to  the  Chiefs,  and  believing.  Mr.  Capers  had  allusion 
to  me,  I  did  remark  to  him,  with  some  warmth,  that  the  rumor  was 
not  an  idle  one  ;  that  it  was  a  fact,  and  I  had  mentioned  it  as  such ; 
and  1  was  astonisheid,  as  well  as  mortified,  to  hear  him  make  this  il- 
liberal statement,  as  he  could   not  have  forgotten  the  verbal  under- 
standing between  himself  and  the  Chiefs  on  that  subject     You  will 
observe  that  Mr.  Capers   was  endeavoring  to  make  it  appear  that  I 
bad  circulated  a  falsehood,  which  produced  the  sharp  reply  from  me 
to  him>  None  of  this  alteixation,  however,  was  interpreted  or  under- 
stood by  the  Indians,  it  could  not  therefore  have  influenced  them  in 
their  answer  to  Mr.  Capers  on  the  subject  of  preaching.  That  I  re- 
fused to  have  interpreted  what  Mr.  Capers  said,  or  wished  to  commu- 
nicate to  the  Chiefs,  on  this  or  any  other  occasion,  is  untrue  ;  for  as 
soon  as  our  short  altercation  was  over,  the  interpreter,  agreeable  to 
my  direction,  did  interpret  and  explain  to  the  Chiefs,  every  thing 
which  Mr.  Capers  required  him  ta  communicate.    That  I  objected 
in  the  council  to  the  Missionaries  being  allowed  tlie  liberty  of  preach- 
ing«  and  used  the  words  attributed  to  me  in  the  memorial  on  tiiat  oc- 
casion, I  do  declare  to  be  false.     After  the  communications  of  Mr* 
Capers  had  been  explained  to  the  Chiefs,  they,  without  hesitation,  de- 
clai-edthat  they  would  not  allow  him  to  preach,  reminding  him  of 
his  having  violated  the  verbal  agreement,  or  understanding,  which  ex- 
isted between  them  in  relation  to  preaching.     Mr.  Capers  then  ob- 
served that  he  was  apprehensive  his  religious  brethren  would  not 
continue  their  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  School,  unless  the 
Missionaries  were  allowed  to  preach,  to  which  Little  Prinpe  replied^ 
they  were  at  liberty  to  leave  the  Nation  whenever  they  thought  pro- 
per, and  unless  they  wei*e  disposed  to  continne  4he  School,  wiUiout 
preaching,  they  should  leave  the  country. 

This  is  the  same  chief,  who  Mr.  Capers  states  gave  Mr.  Smith 
permission  to  preach  ;  finding  every  effort  to  remove  their  objections 
to  preaching  had  failed,  Mr.  Capers  then  demanded  it  as  a  matter  of 
I'^ght,  guarantied  to  every  citizen  by  the  Constitution  of  Hhe  United 
States,  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience* 
To  this,  tlie  Big  Warrior  replied  with  great  warmth,  that  his  suspi- 
cions were  about  to  be  confirmed ;  that  notwithstanding  the  many 
good  things  that  were  promised  in  the  outset,  tiiey  had  banlly  finished 
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their  house,  befoi^  fhey  had  changed  their  tone,  from  asking  for 
privilege^  to  demanding  tiiem  as  a  right,  and  told  Mr.  Capers  that 
he  did  not  think  the  Constitntion  of  the  United  had  any  reference  to 
the  Creek  Indians  in  that  particular,  and  that  he  should  not  permit 
him  to  preach. 

The  Memorialist  asks,  •<  Why  have  they  provokeil  my  enmity  ?*• 
**  Is  he  an  unbeliever  in  the  truth  of  Christianity  ?'*  "  or  is  it  because 
our  preaching  in  the  neighbourhood  might  injure  some  interest  in  the 
Store  at  Fort  Mitchell  ?"  In  answer  to  the  first  interrogatory,  I  take 
much  pleasure  in  stating  that  they  have  not  provojced  my  hostility  to 
the  ciuse  of  Christianity,  a  cause,  for  which  I  have  ever  entertained 
the  highest  respect  and  veneration,  or  to  the  legitimate  and  practica- 
ble objects  of  the  Mission  ;  neither  can  they-— and,  as  regards  the  se- 
cond, I  am  not  aware  that  Mr.  Capers  is  clothed  with  any  powers 
which  imperatively  bind  me  to  adopt  him  as  my  father  Confessor — a 
confession  thus  extorted  might  have  too  much  the  appearance  of  in- 
quisitorial coercion.  I  have  been  taught  to  believe  that  the  Govern- 
ment under  which  we  live,  guaranties  to  every  free  man,  the  inesti- 
mable privilege  of  worshipping  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his 
conscience. 

In  answer  to  the  third  interrogatory,  I  regret  the  necessity  of  re- 
pelling, with  scorn  and  indignation,  the  illiberal  insinuation  that  I  am 
interested  in  the  store  at  Fort  Mitchell.  I  defy  Mr.  Capers,  or  any 
other  roan,  to  put  his  finger  on  a  single  official  act  of  mine,  that  would 
justify  any  honest  man  in  believing  that  I  had  any  interest  in  that, 
or  any  other  mercantile  establishment,  either  in  or  out  of  the  Creek 
Nation ;  and  I  declare  all  such  charges  to  be  utterly  destitute  of  truth. 

In  reply  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Capers,  that  I  held  a  private 
talk  with  the  Indians  in  my  house,  I  have  to  remark,  that  it  is  usual, 
after  ilie  adjournment  of  a  council,  (or  some  of  the  head  chiefs  to  spend 
9l  day  or  an  evening  with  me  at  my  quarters ;  but,  tliat  I  held  a  pri- 
vate talk  with  them  in  my  house,  on  the  subject  of  preaching,  or  that 
it  was  even  incidentally  mentioned  in  my  hearing,  is  false  ;  if  the  sub- 
ject was  mentioned  at  all,  it  must  have  been  among  the  chiefs,  and 
not  interpreted  to  me ;  at  all  events,  I  do  not  now  recollect  to  have 
heard  the  subject  mentioned.  Mr.  Capers  seems  to  think  that  it  is 
my  duty  to  notify  him,  or  some  one  of  the  missionaries,  to  attend  ev- 
ery meeting  I  have  with  the  chiefs,  in  order  to  prevent  any  unfavora- 
ble impressions  being  made  in  relation  to  the  mission  ;  although  I  shall 
not  object  to  Mr.  Capers,  or  any  other  person  attached  to  the  mission, 
from  making  any  statement  they  wish  to  the  chiefe,  relative  to  the  in- 
stitution, I  nevertheless  do  not  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  notify  them 
of  every  meeting,  or  even  to  communicate  to  them  what  passed  in  the 
meeting  in  their  absence. 

I  have  been  requested,  by  Mr.  Smith,  to  use  my  influence  wifli  the 
Chiefs,  to  allow  him  to  preach;  but  I  deny  having  made  him  any 
promise  to  do  so.  I  have  uniformly  told  him  it  would  be  improper  in 
jnc  tt>  insist  on  their  doing  an  act  so  much  against  their  known  will ; 
ahostiNty  which  had  been  much  increased  by  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Ca- 
pers; in  his  demand  at  the  late  meeting,  in  Juno,  18P-2;  for  if  granted 
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under  the  influence  of  my  authority,  tbey  would  censure  me  fo>  it ; 
but  have  persuaded  him  to  progress  wi^  the  School,  and  that  in  all 
probability,  the  Indians,  at  some  future  day,  would  grant  them  that 
pi'ivilege.  Mr.  Capers  expresses  some  apprehension  that  I  may,  so 
soon  as  tlic  charges  reach  me,  excite  the  Indians,  to  what  he  calls 
acts  of  greater  violence,  and  asks  if  that  is  uncharitable.  In  reply, 
I  will  say  that  it  is  uncharitable,  and  illiberal  in  the  extreme,  and 
there  is  not  the  least  foundation  for  such  apprehension,  except  in  his 
splenetic  imagination, 

I  deny  having  excited  or  attempted  to  excite  the  Indians  to  any 
acts  of  violence,  against  him  or  any  6ne  attached  to  the  Creek  Mis- 
sion;  but  to  the  contrary,  havp  used  all  proper  means  to  reconcile  the 
Indians  to  the  establishment  of  the  School,  by  pointing  out  to  them 
the  benefits  that  would  result  from  it,  if  properly  conducted.  I  have 
also  spoken  in  terms  of  respect  and  veneration  of  Mr.  and  Mrs«  Smith, 
the  individuals  who  have  the  immeiliate  charge  of  the  School.  With 
regard  to  my  having  treated  Mr.  Capers  with  contempt,  I  will  bare- 
ly i*emark,  that  I  am  not  conscious  of  having  done  so,  either  in  orout 
of  the  Creek  Nation. 

That  I  may  have  used,  at  some  unguarded  moment,  profane  language 
in  bis  presence,  is  possible  Enough ;  but  I  assure  him  that  it  was  not 
done  with  any  intention  of  outraging  his  pious  feelings,  or  even  a  wish 
on  my  part  to  seem  profane,  as  he  seems  to  think. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  unreservedly  declare,  that  so  far  from  enter- 
taining any  hostility  or  unfriendly  feelings  towards  the  Creek  Mis- 
sion, that  I  have  felt  great  solicitude  for  its  success  and  prosperity, 
and  have  given  my  most  hearty  sanction  and  support,  to  what  I  con- 
ceived to  be  the  important  and  practicable  objects  of  the  institution. 
In  doing  this,  I  flatter  myself  that  I  have  done  all  that  was  expected  of 
me,  by  the  Government,  in  relation  to  it  I  have  certainly  done  all  that 
I  have  been  instructed  to  do ;  I  have  received  no  instruction  from  the 
Government  on  the  subject  of  preaching.  I  did  not,  therefore,  consider 
it  to  be  my  duty,  or  proper  to  have  urged  the  Indians  to  do  what,  at 
this  stage  of  mental  improvement,  their  feelings  revolted  at;  more 
especially  when  they  had,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  manifested  such 
unequivocal  hostility  to  preaching  ;  ^for  I  look  upon  it  as  a  paramount 
duty  of  an  Indian  Agen^  next  to  obeying  the  instructions  of  his  Gov- 
ernment, so  to  conduct  himself  in  the  discharge  of  his  ofiicial  duties, 
as  well  as  in  other  respects  towards  the  Indians,  as  will  be  best  caU 
culated  to  secure  their  confidence.  If  then  my  conduct  towards  them 
has  been  such  as  to  cause  them  to  be  devoted  to  me,  as  represented  by 
Mr.  Capers,  it  only  goes  to  prove  that  I  have  discharged  the  duty  of 
my  appointment  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Indians  ^  imd  I  cani^ot 
conceive  with  what  propriety  that  circumstance  should  be^miMie  the 
foundation  of  a  complaint  againt  me.  In  addition  to  the  solicitude  I . 
feel  for  the  pros])erity  of  the  school',  I  have  made  great  efibrts  to  im- 
prove  the  condition  of  these  unfortunate  people  in  other  respects,  and 
it  is  \iith  much  pleasure,  tliat  I  can  sa;  to  you,  that  my  efforts  iiave 
been  attended  with  as  much  success  as  could  have  been  expected,  under 
existing  circumstances.    In  order  to  enable  me  to  begin,  and  ph>se-t 
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CBte  so  de^rable  an  object,  t  preTailed  upon  the  Chiefs  to  appropri- 
ate a  suflScient  sum  of  money,  out  of  their  annuity,  for  an  ample  sup- 
ply  of  fanning  utensils,  spinning-wheels^  looms,  &c.  for  the  whole 
Nation*  I  have  taken  great  pains  to  Convince  them  of  the  advantages 
of  settling  in  the  country,  ahd  give  up  their  towns,  which  has  had  the 
beneficial  effect  of  giving  them  a  more  correct  idea  of  the  advantages 
of  separate  property. 

When  I  first  went  into  the  Agency,  it  was  a  rare  circumstance  to 
seea  plougli  in  use  by  an  Indian,  and  Indian  Corn  was  selling  for  about 
fifteen  dollars  per  barrel ;  it  is  now  no  new  thing  to  see  ploughs  in  use 
in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  corn  is  not  worth  .more  than 
about  two  and  a  half  dollars  per  barrel. 

The  great  mail  road  which  leads  tiirough  this  nation  is  not  only 
well  supplied  with  comfortable  hodses  of  entertainment,  but  it  may  be 
considered^  during  the  Fall  and  Winter,  as  a  market-house  for  such, 
articles  as  the  Indians  grow,  and  the  road  and  bridges^  are  kept  in  the 
best  possible  condition,,  which  is  certainly  a  great  convenience  for  the 
great  number  of  travellers  on  that  road.  These  people  .are  also  be- 
coming cotton  planters,  and  I  flatter  myself  that  they  will,  in  a  short 
time,  be  competent  to  manufacture  to  the  extent  of  their  own  wants  at 
home.  I  have  stated  these  facts  in  order  to  show  you  that  I  have  not 
been  unmindful  of  the  welfare  of  these  people,  and  that  my  exertions 
to  improve  their  condition,  in  some  of  the  arts  of  civilized  life,  have 
been  attended  with  no  inconsiderable  success. 

Having,  as  I  apprehend,  satisfactorily  met  and  answered  the  un- 
founded and  frivolous  charges  exhibited  against  me  by  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Capers,  I  now  beg  leave  to  make  a  few  remarks  in  reply  to  the 
bitter  philippic  of  Governor  Troup. 

Having  heard  one  side  of  this  controversy,  he  ventures  to  express 
his  general  impression  of  my  character,  that  I  am  *<  without  morals, 
without  dignity,  without  even  the  exteriors  of  religion,  forcing,  by  in- 
solent authority,  the  peaceful  ministers  of  the  Gosi>el  from  their  hal- 
lowed places,  and  pursuing  the  idol  mammon  with  a  zeal  that  never 
tires,  in  all  places  and  among  all  men.^'  But  what,  let  me  ask  you, 
is  the  evidence  upon  which  he  ventures  to  rest.so  all-destroying  a  sen- 
tence against  mo  ?  It  is  the  ex  parte  statements  of  Mr.  Capei*s,  and 
what  he  has  collected  from  rumor. 

To  the  fii*st  branch  of  this  evidence  I  have  already  replied,  and  not- 
withstanding Governor  Troup  has,  by  an  allusion  to  what  would  be 
*«8een  in  the  sequel,"  attempted  to  pi-e-occupy  your  mind  with  hostile 
impressions,  I  trust  I  have  not  failed  in  shewing  that  no  foundation 
existed  for  them. 

To  the  second  branch  of  the  Governor's  evidence,  (I  mean  rumor,) 
I  will  barely  t'dmark,  that  it  is  a  species  of  evidence  so  convenient  in 
its  character  to  be  resorted  to  by  accusers  of  a  certain  description,  that 
if  allowed  to  have  any  weight,  in  this  or  any  other  investigation,  inno-^ 
cence  will  cease  to  constitute  a  shield  against  persecution. 

Governor  Troup  would  induce  yon  to  believe  that  hfe  ♦<  writes  with- 
out  resentment,'*  and  that  his  *<  naked,  brief,  and  impotent  accusa- 
tionsr,**  are  intended  to  pass  for  nothing,  and  yet  **  if  it  can  be  made  to 
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weigh  a  feather  in  the  scale  of  the  memorial,  he  shall  not  pegi*et  it/^ 
Restrained  as  I  am  from  recrimination  upon  Grovemor  Troup,  by  the 
respect  which  is  due  to  his  office  and  the  people  of  Georgia,  as  well 
as  to  the  department,  I  consider  it  fortunate  that  the  palpable  dis- 
crepancies above  noticed  are,  of  themselves,  amply  sufficient  to  por- 
tray the  motives  by  which  he  has  been  actuated  in  these  denunciations/ 
But  what  is  the  Governor's  own  accusation  against  me  ?  ^<  That 
Mr.  Growell,  the  agent,  not  being  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  of  Geor- 

Jna,  but  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  abandoning  his  station,  did, 
or  political  purposes,  repair  to  the  Seat  of  Government  of  (Jeorgia, 
with  the  sole  view  and  intent  to  use  his  influence  in  behalf  of  one  of 
the  candidates,  at  the  late  election  for  Governor,  and  did  so  use  it  in 
the  most  open,  public,  and  grossly  indelicate  manner,  thus  intermed- 
ling  in  the  political  affairs  of  a  State  to  which  he  ought  to  have  been, 
as  he  was,  in  fact,  a  stranger  and  an  alien,  and  thus  compromitting 
the  Government,  ^hosc  agent  he  was,  in  a  matter  in  which  the  highest 
interests  of  the  States  were  involved,  no  less  interest  than  the  freedom 
and  independence  of  the  elective  franchise/' 

ITiat  I  am  no  <*  inhabitant"  of  Georgia  is  not  correct ;  the  seat  of  my 
agency  being  within  the  chartered  limits  of  that  State.  That  I  am  an 
officer  of  the  United  States  is  true  5  but  that  I,  in  a  <<  grossly  indelicate 
manner,''  opposed  his  election,  I  deny.  That  I  openltf  and  boldly  did 
80, 1  admit.  In' doing  this,  I  may  have  acted  imprudently,  by  pro- 
voking his  resentment ;  but  how  my  doing  this  could  compromit  the 
Government,  whose  agent  I  am,  in  relation  to  the  free  and  indepen- 
dent exercise  of  the  elective  franchise  in  Georgia,  I  confess  I  tiave  yet 
to  learn. 

By  becoming  the  agent  or  officer  of  the  United  States,  for  particu- 
lar purposes,  I  do  not,  I  humbly  conceive,  surrender  my  rights  as  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  the  State  in  which  I  live,  except  so  far 
as  the  exercise  of  such  rights  are  expressly  incompatible  with  the  office 
or  agency  thus  held  ;  if,  then,  there  be  no  legal  or  sensible  distinction 
between  an  Indian  Agency  and  any  other  office  of  public  trust,  I  am  a 
citizen,  and,  as  such,  have  a  right  to  express  my  opinions  upon  men 
and  measures  in  relation  to  political  affairs ;  and  I  disclaim,  without 
reserve,  the  right  of.  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  exercise 
any  control  over  me,  in  the  free  exercise  of  my  rights  in  such  cases. 

There  is,  certainly,  then,  no  express  or  implied  incompatibility  be- 
tween the  office  of  Indian  Agent  and  that  of  opposer  to  Gt)vernor 
Troup,  in  his  canvass  for  public  suffrage.  " 

In  conclusion,  1  regret  much  the  necessity  of.  noticing  an  idea 
thrown  out  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Capers,  in  the  following  words  : 
<<  Can  he  not  be  made  to  answer,  without  the  citation  itself  being 
used  as  a  watch-word  to  destroy  ?"  I  can  hardly  believe  that  Mr. 
Capers,  a  man  hitherto  devoted  to  other  avocations  than  those  of  poli- 
tics, weighed  well  the  import  of  the  term  which  be  has  employed  on 
this  occasion. 

But  what  are  we  to  think  of  Qovemor  Troup,  who,  if  his  own 
statement  is  to  be  believed,  examined  the  document  with  a  critical  eye, 
and  gave  it  his  sanction  by  making  it  the  foundation  of  serious  charges 
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igalnaitiift  1  He  has  none  of  those  extenuating  circumstances  to  offer ; 
he  cannot  plead  ignorance  of  the  dangerous  consequences  to  be  ap- 
w^iended  from  the  introduction  of  the  principle  into  our  free  and  en* 
lightened  institutions,  that  the  accused  are  not  to  be  heard  in  their 
own  defence,  or  eveo  of  being  apprized  of  the  nature  of  the  charges 
brought  against  him*

8iB  :  The  President  has  perused,  with  intention,  your  letter  of  the 
l%th  March,  in  explanation  of  the  charges  which  had  been  presented 
against  you  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Capers,  and  he  directs  me  to  inform  you 
that  he  most  deeply  regrets  that  any  misunderstanding  should 
take  place  between  you  and  Mr.  Capers,  and  the  other  members  at- 
tached to  the  Methodist  Mission,  in  the  Creek  Nation.  The  Presi- 
dent takes  deep  interest  in  the  success  of  every  effort,  the  object  of 
^hicb  is  to  improve  the  .condition  of  the  Indians,  and  desires  that 
erery  aid  be  furnished  by  the  Indian  Agents,  in  advancing  so  import- 
mnt  an  object,  and  he  trusts  that  your  conduct  will  be  such  as  to  avoid 
the  posribility  of  complaint,  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  engaged 
in  ^is  benevolent  work. 

Ton  wiU  give  a  decided  countenance  and  support  to  the  Methodist 
Mission,  as  well  as  to  any  other  society  that  may  choose  to  direct 
its  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Creek  Indians.  It  is  not 
Goocelved  that  they  can  have  any  just  cause  of  apprehension  against 
tiie  privilege  of  preaching  among  them ;  and  you  will  use  a  decided 
inlnence  with  them,  to  reconcile  them  to  its  exercise,  on  the  part  of 
4e  niissioD.  '  The  Department  feels  confident  that,  by  proper  efforts 
en  your  part,  you  may  secure  to  the  mission  the  right  of  preaching 
wmumg  the  Indians,  which  is  deemed  to  be  so  essentially  connected 
witb  the  objects  of  the  Sdciety. 

I  am  dilwted  ^by  the  President  to  furnish  you  with  a'  copy  of  the 
letter  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Capers,  on  the  subject  of  the  charges  which  he 
#  lias  presented.

Sir  :  I  herewith  enckise,  l^y  the  direction  of  the  President,  a  copy 
of  the  reply  of  Colonel  Croweli,  the  Agent  to  the  Creek  nation,  in 
answer  to  the  charges  which  were  brought  against  him  in  your  letter, 
of  the  8th  January  last ;  and  the  answer  of  this  Department  to  the 
Agent 

The  President  regrets  that  there  should  be  any  misunderstanding 
between  yourself,  and  the  society  of  which  yoii  are  a  member,  and  the 
Agent*  But,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  charges,  and  the  re- 
ply, he  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  foundation  on  which  to  take  any 
measure  against  him,  particularly,  as  his  general  conduct,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties,  has  been  marked  by  promptitude  and  ac- 
curacy, as  far  as  they  have  come  witliin  the  knowledge  of  the  De- 
partment . 

The  President  directs  me  to  state,  that  he  feels  a  deep  interest  ia 
Ae  btoevoleht  object  which  your  society  has  in  riew. ;  and  has  on  aU 
occasions  given  every  support  in  his  power  to  whatever  tended  to  the 
civilization  and  improvement  of  llie  unfortunate  Aborigines  in  our 
neighborhood.  He  cannot  but  regret  that  you  had  not  communicated 
to  the  Department,  at  an  earlier  period,  the  diifiulties  which  you  have 
enumerated,  so  that  specific  instructions  might  have  been  given  to  the 
Agent  for  bis  guidance,  in  order  to  remove  the  objections  of  the  In- 
dians to  your  preaching,  and  that  of  the  members  of  your  society  in  the 
nation.  Nor  can  he  think  that  the  reason  which  you  have  assigned 
why  an  earlier  complaint  against  the  Agent  was  not  made,  entirely 
satisfactory,  particularly*  as  the  report  of  the  Missionary  Committee, 
of  the  progress  of  their  mission  among  the  Creek  Indians,  so  far  back 
as  February,  1823,  was  calculated  to  give  that  publicity  to  your  dis- 
content, in  relation  to  the  Agent  a  concealment  of  which  is  stated  as  a 
reason  for  not  communicating,  at  an  earlier  period,  your  complaints 
to  the  Government.  Had  an  earlier  compiunication  been  made  to  the 
Government  it  is  believed  that  much  of  the  ill-will  which  has  been 
ftince  excited,  would  have  been  avoided. 

Tour  letter  would  have  been  replied  to  sooner,  had  it  not  been 
thought  due  to  a  fair  investigation,  that  Colonel  Crowell  should  have 
an  opportunity  of  replying  to  tlie  charges  made  against  him.  It  is 
an  invariable  rule  with  the  Department  never  to  condemn  without 
bearing  both  sides ;  and  it  could  devise  no  way  in  yrhich  this  could 
be  done,  but  by  furnishing  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and 
thus  fui*nishing  an  opportunity  of  meeting  them  fully  and  distinctly. 
Colonel  Crowell  having  received  permission  to  visit  the  Seat  erf  Go- 
vernment for  the  adjustment  of  his  accounts,  before  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  your  letter,  no  measure  could  be  taken  till  after  his  arrival 
here,  towards  the  end  of  February.    The  delay  which  has  since  occur- 
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T^  \i«ka  been  caused  by  the  heavy  p«^SB  of  duties  i^hich  attends  the 
bepariinent  during  the  session  of  Congress,  and  which  conipletcly  en- 
grosses its  time  ;    Vrhich  will,  I  trust,  be  considered  a  satis&ctory 
reason.

ikply  of  the  Eev.  Wrtu  Capers^  to  the  defence  of  Col.  Groxvell.

Sir  :  Toor  letter  of  A^rch  30th^  on  the  momorial  sent  up  to  your 
Bepartoieiit,  hy  rojself,  complaining  against  Ciilouel  John  Crowcll, 
Agettf  for  the  Creek  Indians,  together  with  a  copy  of  his  reply  to  the 
BMDoria),  and  of:  your  letter  to  him,  reached  me  at  this  ptace,'On  the 
15th  instant.  I  h^ye  perusied  the  whole  with  ftxed  attention;  and 
intliout  presuming  an^xception  to  the  measures  which,  have  ^een  ta-^ 
im,  and  ^hich  I  suppos^-  to  be  finaU  I  h^g  your  indulgence  for  tliis 
leter  ;  constrained,  not  for  my  personal  separate, reputation,  but  out 
of  respect  to  that  relation  which  my  poor  name  sustains  to  the  mis- 
sion, fod  to  the  ChfircA.        \  .  .^ 

That  the  Pivsident  «< cannot  [think]. the  reason  assigned  why  an 
eorlifir  CMiplaint  against  the  Agent  was  not  made,  entirely  satisfac- 
tofj^'*  I  deeply  regret.  And  I  regret  more^  th^t  the  reason  for  this 
«iiOtttd  be,  that  **  the  Repoi't  of  the  Missionary  Committee^  so  far  back 
as  February,  182S,  was^  calculated  to  give  that,  publicity  to  our  dis- 
cooieBt^lp  relation  to  the  Agent,  a  concealment  of  which  is  stated  as 
a  reason  fof  not  cofAmunicating,  at  an  earlier  period,  our  complaints 
to  tbe  Croverjmient"  I  most  ^deeply  regret  this,'becau8e  the  memo- 
rial had  assented  that  the  report  made  to  the' conference,  (and  our  an^ 
ntial  conferences^  are  held,  with  closed  doprs.)  was  recoinmittw-d,  and 
tke  pAlication  of  it  delayed,  until  a  shqrt  time  before  the  memorial 
wa3  sent  up  to  you.  Indeed,  I  think  you  were  among  tlie  lirst  ^ho 
saw  ftc  published  report  .Why  rrcjlit  coutd  not  have  been  given  to 
IM  HMinorial  in  this  instance,  I  do  ndt  .presume  to*  ihquii*e ;  but  lest 
it  dhfmU'be  supposed  that  the  assertion  was  unfounded,  I  beg  leave 
to  r^ter  you  to  the  ficcpnip^nyjlng  certificate. 

-  Qf  the  kindly  dispositions^  of  our  venerated  President  and  your 
BeparlOKnt,  towards  the  object  of  missionary  labors,  permit  me  to 
declare,  my  joyful,  thorongb^cqavhctipn-  And  th^t  we,  who  have  at- 
Utmpi^  something  toward^^the  imji^)vement  of  the  Creeks,  may  not 
lie  «iMier  an  iinpntiktion  which  should,  if  it  couU  be  maintained,  for- 
frit  frobi  o«r  mission  yoiir.  desired  countenance,  and  mkke  us  an  ex- 
a^lijj^  it  ta  boused  af^lnst  the  humane  policy  of  the  present  admin- 
fftndkkfh  ^flS^r  me  a  few  remarks  on  Colonel  Crowell>  letter. 
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What  may  hare  passed  between  Ook  Crowdl  and  Big  Warrior^, or 
other  chiefs^  previous  to  my  conversations  in-  the  council,  t/ never 
pretended  to  know,  and  I  have  no  where  affirmed  ;  but  I  have  alw|iy.6 
saidy  that  Colonel  Crowell  never  signified  to  me,  ^at  the  Indians 
were  averse  to  our  preaching,  or  to  our  religious  liberty  in  any  re* 
spect ;  and  that  nekher  Big  Warrior,  nor  any  other  chief,  did  so  say 
to  me,  either  before  the  council,  orduring  the  negotiation  between  the 
Indians  and  myself,  fids  is  one  of  the  important  facts,  and  the  first 
in  order,  which  Colonel  Crowell  flatly  and  -circumstantially  contra- 
dicts. He  must  have  contradicted  it>  or  else  the.  testimony  of  the 
Bevei*end  Mr.  RallsT  would  haire  been  insurmouptable;  he  could  con- 
tradict it  pretty  safely,  because  there  were  no  other  witnesses  present 
than  such  as  he  cou^d  cH>ntrol.  But  I  beg  you,  Sir,  to  take  the  trou- 
ble of  comparing  what  Colonel  Crowell  has  said,  ^and  although  he 
says  ^<  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  follow  the  memorial  in  all  its  de- 
tails/' he  is  circumstantial  enough  on  this  capital  point,)  with  what 
you  shall  find  on  the  7th;  8th,  9th,  and  10th,  pages  pfthe  accompany- 
ing pamphlet*  CoL  Crowell  says  that  my  terms  *<  Were  presented 
in  writing,  and-  expls^ined  to  the  ChieJs,  vxhen  many  pj  the  articles 
were  (Ajeded  to  by,  tKe  Indiam.**  Tl^e  pn^iosals  altogether  consisted 
of'  but  Jive  articles. 

Vlease  compare  tjhe  terins  submitted  to  the  Indians,  (page  7  and  8 
of  the  pamphlet,)  with  the  articles  of  agreement,  (page  9  and  40j)  and 
see  whether  I  relinquished  or  gained  in  the  negotiation.  <<The  Cottn- 
cil,  (says  Col.  Crowell,)  apprehensive  that  this  instrument  (meaning 
the  articles  of  agreement,)  oiight  not  be  entirely  clear  of  faqlt,  or  tiiat 
it  might  be  Husceptible  of  a  different  construction  from  what  they  un- 
derstood, requir^  the  insertion  of  an  article  whtcK  autkarisced  the 
Jigentt  at  any  time  uppn  its  being  required  of  him^io  remaroe  the  esta- 
blishment from  the  Motion.**  Pray»  where  is  t^is  article  contained  ? 
If  requireu  I  will  produce  the  original  paper,  with  the  Chiefeatici  the- 
Agent^s  signature.  But  how  bareface4  is  thi9  assertioii. ,  Colpnel 
Crowell  means  by  it  nothing  more  than  to  make  an  {impression, of  his 
possessing  a  high  personal  popularity  with  the  Indians  ;-  but  he  was 
most  unfortunate  ;  for  if  you  tui*p  to  the  pamphletagain,  ^^ou^vill  'find 
that  the  only  article  which  j^efers  to  the  Agent  at  all,  is  contained^ 
not  in  the  articles  of  agl*eement,  but  in  the  proposals  which,  I  sulbif^it- 
ted  to  the  Council ;  and  this  was  the.on(y  ime  ( *♦  many  artici-esi**) 
objected  to  ;  in  discussing  which,  one  of  the  Chiefs  suggested  to  fix  a 
ratio,  to  determine  the  quantity  of  land  we  shoqld  odcupy^  and  ^he 
number  of  our  cows,  rather  than  leave  it' to  the  A.gent's  adjudicatioiu 
The  postcript  to  the  agi*eement  cannot  pass  for  thjB  Agent^s  article,; 
it. was  added  only  to  secure  the  Indians  against,  a  liability  for  damn- 
ges  in  the  event  of  such  a  disagreement  as  should  put  a  perkid  to  th^ 
Mission,  and  has  no  reference  whatever  to  a  third  party**. 

But  Col.  CroWell  proves  that  he  states  the  facts  truly,  (and  even 
that  I  rcferi'ed  to  this  speciararticle  to  seal  a  promise  of  silence -froni ' 
preaching,)  by   a  Inference  to  the  memorial,  itself.     The  memorial 
states  that  Mr.  Sinith  applied  to  Little  Prinpe  to  know  whether  the 

♦  For  pamphfctrefeired  to,  seepages  64  to  S3,  inclusive,  of  ttodocumeitt 
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liaving^  public  worship  every  Lor^^s  day,  would  be.  offensive  ;  and. 
Col.  Grpwell  triiHnpliantly'asks  «*  why  make  this  application  to  Little 
Prince,  if  no  objection  had  been  made  tb  preaching  V*  But  where  did 
Col.  Crowell  learn  that  Mr.  Capers  applied  to  Little  Prince  ?  Waa 
the  application  made  w;th  hi^  knowledge  or  advice  ?  Or  did  lie  not 
disapprove  of  it,  on  the  very  ground,  that  our  liberty  to  preach,  was 
as  well  ascertained,  i^nd  no  more  a  question,  than  the  libei-ty  of  others 
to  swear  ?  I  in  my  turn,  app^  to  the  memorial.  The  very  next 
sentence  following  Col.  CrowelPs  quotat|^on  shall  answer  him. 

I  confess  I  know  not  which  most  offends  me.  this  gentleman's  ^tate« 
ments  of  matters  oF  (act,  or  his  reasoning  on  them.  Tour  patience, 
eicellent  Sir,  a  little  farther.  From  the  inference  ta  Mr.  Smith, 
Col.  Crowell  proceeds:  •«  Was  it  because  Big  Warrior,  whomad^  the 
objection  to  preaching,  resided  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
mission  house,  and  they  determined  to  avail  themselves  of  that  circum* 
stance,  to  reconcile  the  Little  Prince,  who  resided  in  their  immediate 
neighborhood^  and  by  that  means  cause  a  division  between  the  two 
bead  Chie&f  with  th^.hope  of  silencing  the  opposition  of  Big  Warri- 
or,  at  the  hazard  of  every  thing  like  harmony  and  good  feeling  in  the 
Council?  Will  not  the  conduct  of  these  men,  in  this  affair,  justify  the 
conclusion,  that  they  weredetermined,  by  some  means  or  otilier,  to  ob- 
tain tlieir  objectt  regardless  of  the  conisequehces  that  might  result 
from  it?  Truly  the  ColonePs  logic  might  justify  thi^  conclusion;  but 
^*the  condiid  of  ihest  men*'  cannot  I  feel  that  I  condescend  in  notice- 
ing  it  seriously.  Col.  Crowell  conjradicts  my  statement  of  what 
I  knew  and  believed  from  the  Indians,  concerning  tJiei'r  opinion  on 
the  subject  of  our  preaching ;  then  he  proceeds  to  prove,  by  a  garbled 
qtiotation  of  the  memorial,  and  a  reasoning  upon  it  that  should  scan- 
dalize a  boy  of  twelve  years  oldy  that  my  statement  is  untrue,  and  that 
.  he  giv^  th^  honest  history  of  the,  facts  in  questiot^ ;  then,  forsooth ,  he 
has  fixed  falsehdod  upon  me,  and  assumes  that  Mr.'  Smith  and  myself 
(** pie$e,meiC^)  knew  the  facts  to  liavp  existed  according  to  his  state- 
ment of  them,  an^  concerted  to  overrule  them,  by  tampering  with 
Little  Prince.  But  upon  what  authority,  all*  this  ?  When  did  ^*thest 
mtii**  acknowledge  that  they  knew  Big  Warrior  tobb  hostile  to  preach- 
mgt  an4  that  Little  FriAce  alone,  was  friendly  ?  Quite  otherwise.  In 
•my  report  to  the  Sq^^  Ca.  Conference,  February,  1822,  and  ever  cKnce, 
i  haVe  asserted  othei*wise.  ,  Please  refer  to  page  1 .  and  12  of  Uie 
pamphlet,  anid  to  an  extract  pf  a  letter  to  llie  Missionary  Committee, 
under  date  of  Npvemb^r  17,  1821,  published  in  the  5th  volume  of  the 
Methodist  Magazine  at  page  75.     Please  refer  also  to  n\y  journal, 

fiublished  in  the  same,  volume,  particularly  rty  proposals  left  with  Mc 
ntosh  and  Lovett,  September  4th,  1821,  (at  page  273,  collated  with 
the  remarks,  under  date  of  November  4tb  and  5thr(page  275,)  and  the. 
ooncluding  sentences,  under  the  date  of  November  t,' and  see  if  I  have 
ever  been  cciimitted  in  this^  no^lter.  ^ 

For  the  Misdion^s  sake,  I  beseech  you  to  take  this  trouble ;  and 
then  consider,  that  before  I  made  the  proposition  to  the  pouifcil,  June 
IT,  18C2,  which  sa  outraged  Col.  Crowell's  feelings,  I  took  Messrs. 
Smith' and  Hamill  with  me  to  Big  Warrior's  tent,  (he  having  encamped 
nigh  to  our  house,  see  the  memorial,)  at  a  time  when  I  could  not  have 
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supposed  him  tp  be  iginoi*ant  of  our  preaching,  in  order  to  satisfy  mj- 
self,  not  whether  he  would  relinquish  prejudices/  which,  on  CoU  Crow- 
ell's  statement,  1  should  have  known  him  to  entertain  from  the  begin- 
ing.  but  whether  he  had  recently  imbibed  any.  ^ 

Now  then,  1  oflTer,  in  support  of  the  fnemorial,  against  the  charge 
of  falsehood,  so  bravely  fixed  on  me  by  Col.  Ciwell,  these  facts  :  ia 
all  my  conversations,  from  November,  1821,  up  to  this  timef  both 
with  the  Bishops,  and  before  the  Missionary  C'ommittee,  and  the  Con- 
ference, to  my  most  intimatefriends,  and  to  all  othei's  ;  in  public  and 
in  private^  I  have  always  spoken  the  same  thing,  although  I  could  not 
have  foreseen  what  has  transpired  between  Col.  Cro well  and  myself* 
My  journal,  written4'rom  day  to  day,  at  the  time,  is  strictly  consonant 
to  ail  that  I  have  spoken  or  written  to  others  j  and  my  interview  wifli 
Big  Warrior,  on  the  evening  of  Sunday,  June  16,  1822,  in  presence 
of  Messrs.  Smith  and  Hamill,  after  having  preached  publicly  at  noon 
in  the  mission  house,  and  when  I  could  not  have  supposed  him  iguprant 
of  our  public  worship,  either  on  that  day  or  tiie  Sabbaths  preceding, 
corroborates  all  the  rest. 

But,  if  I  devised  a  falsehood  in  November,  1821,  and  framed  my. 
journal  to  support  It,  and  wrote  to  tlie  Missionary  Committee, and  re- 
ported to  the  Cmiference,  and  conversed  «very  whei'C,  for  two  full 
years  together,  so^as  always  to  conceal  it,  and  finally  confirmed  it  by 
an  oath,  what  could  have  been  my  induceifient  ? ,  -And,  if  I  were  so 
depraved,  and  yet  was  always  believed,  because  I  wastob-cra/^j/  to 
commit  myjiclf,  why  did  I  take  witnesses  with  me,  when  I  went. tf>  Rig 
Warrior.  June  4  6,  1822,10  ascertain  whether  or  not  tliat  Chief  had 
been  excited  to  object  to  preaching  ?  Upon  Col.  Croweil's  statement, 
1  should  have  knowii  that,  at  my  first  word,  the  mask  would  be  torn 
from  me,  and  before  my  brethren,  1  would  have  been  convicted  of  h 
lie,  told  a  hundred  times,  and  upbraided  ^nth  breach  of  treaty.  But  did 
Big  Warrior  so  ? 

But  more  directly  to  Col.  Cro^ell.  He  who  cannot  possibly  have 
an  interest  in  misi-epresenting  this  matter,  gives  a  cii*cumstantial  ac- 
couiit  of  my  negotiation^  with  tlie  Indians,  and  affi^rms  positively 
against  me.  -   " 

Is  it  the  natural  distinction  between  truth  ,and  falsehood;  that  tb<^ 
former  cannot  for  one  single  separate  time,  state  alransactioit  witli-" 
out  being  convicted  by  its  own  w^ords  ;  and  that  the  latter  may  speak' 
almast every  day,  for  two  years  tr>geth€;r,  in  publ-ic  and  in  private,  and 
never  once  utter  a  contradiction  ?  If  s5,  tlietriith  is  with  Col.  Crow- 
ell,  and  the  falsehood  may  bcwfth  me.    Hear  liim>r  **  It  waswith  some 
difticulty,  that  I  prevailed  upon  the  Chiefs  to  heai'  his  |>rojK)sals,.ob- , 
serving  thatthey  had  consented  for  me  to  procui-cthem  a  sx^lioolmas-. 
ter,  and  they  understood  this  man  was  ^  4nission?iry.  .  1  Insisteil  oh 
their  hearing  his  terms  b(5f(n*e-they  comlemned  him,  which  they  finnlly 
did;  which  were  presented,  in  writing,.and  explained •  to  the  Cli^efe^ 
when  many  of  tJie  articles  were  objected  to-by"  the  Indian^..    Mr.  Ca- 
pers then  agreed,  and  did,  the  next  day,  present  anotherinsti*umeqt, 
leaving  out  the  most  objertiondble  features.  .  The  Council,  apprehen- 
sive that  this  instrument  might  not  be  entirely  clear  of,  fault,  or  that 
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it  misWt  be  sosceptible  of  a  different  constraction*  ft^m  what  ibey  uh* 
isx^UH^f  required  the  insenion   of  an  article^  which  authorized   the 
AgenU^at  any  time,  upon  its  being  reqnired  of  him  to  remove  the  es- 
tabUshmcRt  from  the  nahoh."    Tlie  Chiefs  could  scarcely  be  prevailed 
upon  to  bear  me^  because  1  was  a  missionary;  and  >^hen  tliey  did  h^ar 
me,  thof  objected  to  'many  of  the  articles  ;  and,  on  the  day  after  this  au- 
dience, 1  presented  another  instrument^  from  which  the  most  exctpixoim- 
hU features  of  the  former  one,  were  omitted.     Kow  does  not  this  in- 
tend, that  there  were  certain  tnmtonary/ea^Tires  in  the  former  instru- 
ment, which  gave  o&ence;  and  that  the  second  instrument  was  accept- 
ed, because  it   wad   free  from  those* missionary  features,  or  articles, 
wbkh  gave  offence  ?  and,  considering  the  whole  scope  of  Col.  Crow- 
ell's  letter,  is  there  not  a  plain  intimation,  that  the  offensive  articles 
and  features,  contained  in  the  proposals,  were  of  a  religious  charac- 
ler  l    Was  this  so  ?     See  the  proposals  submitted  to  the  Council,  No- 
veinb^  7,  1%^1,  at  page  7,  of  the  pamphlet,  and  please  compare  them 
with  the  articles  of  agreement,  executed  on  the  8th  Novembej^,  (page 
9^  of  the  pamphlet.)  is  the  latter  stripped  of  any  missionary  features, 
coatainedin  the  former?     There  is  not  any  article  of  the  proposals 
omitted  from  (he  agreement  j  nor  any  **  objectionable  features^*  left  out, 
except  that  one^  which  subjected  us,  in  case  of  our  occupying  more 
land,  or  owning'  more  stock'  than  the  Indians  should  iq)prove,  to  the 
adjudication  of  the  agent.     **  The  most  exceptionabk  features^'  then, 
and  the  *^many  articUs  objected  tOj^^  an^ount  to  this ;  that. the  Indians 
preferred  a  fixed  ratio  for  the  increase  of  our  posdes^ons  among  them, 
rather  t^an  coo^de  in  the  umpirage  of  the  agent.     The  validity  of 
his  other  remark,  concerning  an  inserted  articles  Ihave  already  , con- 
sidered;  and  fortliis,  I  have  his  own  signature,  with  his  own  hand. 

Here  I  dismiss  Colonel  Crowell's  fetter.  Upon  the  first  view  of  it. 
I  thought  I  would  examine  every  part  of  it  in  order,  but  as  where- 
ever  the  memorial  Is  contradicted,  (and  such  delicate  ])hrases  as  •*  ut- 
terly destitute  of  truth,"  *•  false.*'  &c.  give  courage  to  the  Colonel, 
and  grace  his  communication  quite  often  enough,)  the  facts  lie  pretty 
much  at  his  bidding,  I  forbear.  If  I  have  not  proved  that  he  speaks 
at  random  ;  if  the  memorial,  Which  I  had  the  hon()r  to  send  up  to  you, 
is  not  admitted  to  possess  intrinsic  evfdence,  which  his  letter  cannot 
claim,  I  cogid  not  jusjtify  my^t*lf  by  saying  more  :  and,  indeed,  Jf  I 
have  done  in  this  letter' wlntt  I  tliink  I  have,  it  may  be  dtie  to  myself 
not  to  proceed  farther,  unless  1  could  know  that  Colonel  Crowell's 
having  denied  ine  the  truth,  does  not  deprive  me  of  it. 

Suffer  me.  Sir.  to  repeat  to  you  that  an  establishment  has  been  set 
up  in  the  Creek  Nation,  with  a  view  to  nieet,  in  all  respects,  the 
wishes  of  the  Government.  My  propost^ls,  left  with  Mclntpsh  and  Lo- 
▼ett,  September  4,  1821,  will  satisfy  you  of  this;  and,  although  wo 
have  condescended  to  the  Indians  so  far  as  to  keep.-out  of  immcdiato 
view  husbandry  ahd  the  mechanic  arts,  we  never  could  have  consented 
to  so  much,  at  our  own  exclxisive  cost,  and  also  bargained  a^'ay  with 
it,  our  religious  liberty.  I  again.solemnly.  declare  that  all  the  diffi- 
ciiltie6  w)jich  were  repi'esentBd- to  me  by  llie  Agctit,  or  others,  as  op- 
pqsiag  the  establishment  of  a  mission  amongihe  Creek  Indians^  were

8urh  as  referred  to  Iandfi^  sbo'iis,  cattle,  fields,  kc*  exclusivity ;  and 
never  awakened  a  suspicion  in'mj  mind  that  tliey  urould  not  allow  us 
to  preach.  If  preaching  was  mentioned  at  all  by  Col.  CroweJI,  (»id 
I  have  no  recollection  that  it  was«)  it  never  could  have  been  stated  in 
this  light  .  That  he  might  have  expressed  his  own  opinion  of  the  im« 
probability  of  converting  the  Indians  by  preachiiig'to  them,  I  care  ^ot 
to  admit ;  and  what  should  it  prove  1  A  mere  opinion  of  the  white 
man,  and  in  nothing  connected  with  the  prejudices  of  the  hidi^tos,  er 
the  terms  of  my  agreement  with  them. 

We  have  spent  aboiit  9fOOO  dollars.  We  love  our  children,  aiid 
they  love  lis.  How  shall  we  gtf  back  ?  HoW  can  we  go  forward  ? 
Believe  me,  with  Colonei  Crowell  as  the  Agent,  heither  I  nor  my  bre- 
thren, generally,  expect  better  than  a  covered  counteraction  of  our 
religious  endeavors.  Our  hands  hang  down;  we  are  discouraged* 
He  has  proved,  beyond  all  doubt,  that  he  would  rather  the  school  be 
broken  up,  and  tlie  whole  establishment  vacated,  than  he  s»y  one  sin- 
gle word,'  however  respectfully  and-  earnestly  solicited,  in  favor  of 
our  ]|^reaching.  Thi«  much  is  established  by  his  own  letter  in  vindi- 
ratioli  of  himself.  See  what  he  sa>s  for  lumself  against  so  much  of 
the  memorial  as  refSefrs  to  his  conduct  in  May  Ikst.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  iTth  inst  has  been  received; cover- 
ing a  joint  certificate  of  members  of  the  South  -Corolina  Conference, 
and  members  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  said  Conference,  and' a 
report  made  before  the  fiishop  and  South  Carolina  Conference,  of  ^ist 
February,  1 822.  Your  letter  and  its  references  have  been  read  at- 
tentively. I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  convey  to  you 
the  assurance  of  his  qordiar  approbation  in  the  mission  and  school 
among  the  Creeks,  his  high  respect  fbr,  and  entire  confidence  in  you 
and  the  conference  under  tlie  directions  of  which  you  act ;  atid  nis 
deep  I'egret  that  any  ipisunderstanding  should  exist  b^t^een  you,  or 
any  other  mefnbers  of  the  mission,  and  the  agent.  I  amdireciiHi  to 
assure  you  tliat  it  is  the  determination  of  tlie  Department  to  sustain 
those  benevolent  designs  of  improving  the  condition  of  oor  IrrtiiUns, 
by  all  the  means^  in  its  po^er ;  and  that  you  may  cof^fide  an  the  assur^ 
ance  tbat  no  influence  unfriendly  to  the  'prosperity  of  the  Asbury 
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If  ifMion  will  be'pMtnitted.  The  agent  has  already  been  reqaii*ed  togiye 
jbik  every  assisltaiice  of  whiph  His  office  and  influence  will  admit,  and 
a  scrupfiloas  execution  of  this  requisition  will  be  exacted  of  him.  1 
am  led  to  holier  therefore,  that  your  fears  of  having  youl*  religious  en- 
deavors counteracted  by  the  agent  will  not  be  realized,  and  that  as  the 
views  of  the  Government  have  been  so  fully  conveyed  to  him,  he  will 
discover  a  readiness  to  carry  them  into  successful  operation.  I  should 
be  happy  if  it  will  suit  .your  convenience  to  return  by  the  Way  of 
Wasbingtoht  if  you  will  do  so  ;  indeed,  I  think  it  desirable  that  you 
should,  t  will  be  happy  to  se.e  you  at  my  house,  where  the  subject  6i 
your  letter  can  be  more  generally  discussed.

'^My  chief  object  in  addressing  yoa,  at  this  tim^,  is  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter,  written  at  Baltimore,  and  to  express  m^  re- 
gret that  you  should  have  been  so  situated  as  Qotto  be  able  to  return 
by  the  way  of  Washington*  I  wished  much  for  the  pleasure  of  a  per* 
sonal  acquaintance  with  you.  espcciMly  ^  I  am  solicitous  that  the 
views  of  the  Secifetary,  on  the  occasion  of  your  recent  misunderstand- 
ing with  the  Agent  should  be  fully  in  your  possession.^  I  have  to  re- 
pwt  to  you  the  assurance  of  my  sincere  belief  that  you. will  be  greatly 
disappointed  in  the  dispositions  of  Col.  Crowell  towards  you  ahd  your 
mission.  I  conversed  with  him  ft^ely  on  the  subject,  and  thought  tlien 
yoti  would^not  meet  Wit|i  the  embarrjassments  yoi^  appear  yet  to  appre- 
hehdl  But^  since  the  Secretary  has  acted  so  decidedly,  and  issued  in- 
struction3  so  conclusive.  I  feel  toy  assurance  tcy  be  .doubly  sure,  and  my 
hopes  quite  confirmed^  that  in  the  place  of  djscord,  there  will  be  har- 
mony, and  co-bpemtion  instead  of  opposition. 'f

A  Report  made  before  the  Bishops  and  Smitli  Carolina  Corferewceofibc 
Methodist  Episcopal  Churchy  at  their  annual  muting^  held  in  Ju* 
gusia^  Febr^ary  21,  1822.        '  ' 

To  the  Bishopsaiid  the  Cor^erence  .-^  .  . 

The  duties  confided  to  me  at  your  last  meeting,  involving  omny 
part  a  high  responsibility,  and  on  that  of  the  Church,  a  most  precious 
interest,^  require  that  I  lay  before  you  a  report  of  toy  ti^hsactions^ 

In  doing  th^s,  I  bless  Godf  t4iat,  by  his  most  gracious  providence, 
and  the  ki»d  offices  of  many  breihi*en  and  friends,  f  have  riot  to, dis- 
appoint all  your  expectations ;  although  there  cannot  be  sheWfi  you 
the  full  accomplishment  of  your  wislics; 

In  carrying  out  our  labors  into  a  distant,  imtricd  fieldj  where  ti\e 
cUaracter  and  circumstances  of  the  work  are  |iecii liar,  and  where  no 
probable  foi*esight  could  prepare  against  evei-y  embarrassment,  yctu 
did  not  exi)ect  of  your  agent,  success  without  mistake.  And  1  a^m 
happy  to  know,  that  what  mistakes  ha^e  happened,  are  attributalmi. 
to  no  bad  motive)  nor  liave  followed  fi*om"' indifference;  mor  have  been 
induced  by  rashness.    I  Jbnow  your  charity  will  cover  them. 

The  instructiohs  given  me  at  the  last  Conleroncc,  required,    .     ^ 

1st.  That  1  should  ti'slvcl  extensively  within  tlje  -Confei-ence  Dis- 
trict, to  do  the  work  of  a  missionary  in  such  places  as'are  destitute  ; 
to  subserve  the  general  objects  of  the  Missionary  Society,  by  fur^ming 
societies  auxiliary  to  it ;  to  institute  Sunday  schools,  and  instniet-tlie 
youth ;  to  preach,  and  make  coUectidns  in  aid  of  the  estaUishmenl 
of  a  Mission  or  Missions  among  the  Indians  ;  and, 

2dly.  To  visit  tlie  Indians  ;  and  to  use-  k\\  proper  mean!)  to  -esta- 
blish a  Mission  or  Missions.among  them. 

Of  that  part  ot*  my  dutj'  which  has  employed  me  witliin  the  Contfe- 
rencc,  except  ^'hat  immediately  i*etates  to  the  duty  assigned  me 
abroad,  I  can  say  biit  little.  '  Bot  little  has  been  done. 

To  have  given  my  labors  much  to' destitute  places^  would  iiave4>een 
to  diminish  the  oollections.  '  '      -       •  '     . 
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Missionary  flocieties,  and  Sunday  schools^  whether  rendered  in- 
convenient by  want  of  neighbophood  in  country  places,  or  by  some 
less  wholesome  cause,  are  almost  entirely  confined  to  towns  and  ci- 
ties. But,  every  where,  I  have  been  in  haste  ;  and  have  no  where 
rested  long  enough  to  accomplish  much  for  this  object  I  regarded  it 
my  great  work,  to  stir  up  some  excitement  in  favor  of  Missions  ;  to 
catch  the  charity  of  a  willing  moment ;  and  to  institute  a  mission 
4UDong  the  Indians, 

In  choosing  between  duties,  my  discretion  invariably  has  been 
guided  by  the  supposed  preference  of  the  senior  Bishop ;  the  general 
reading  oCmy  instructions ;  and  the  opinions  of  others,  as  well  as  my 
own  opinion.  Indeed,  it  would  seem,  that  several  instances  of  ser- 
vice were  mentioned  in  the  instructions,  to  authorize  what  I  might  do 
therein,  rather  than  to  define  the  measure  of  my  duty. 

Until  the  2Sd  April,  my  labors  were  given  to  that  part  of  the  Con- 
fkrence,  which  lies  South  of  a  line  drawn  from  Beaufort,  by  Waynes- 
boro', to  Milledgeville.  Beaufort,  Waynesboro',  Louisville,  Saun- 
dersville,  Ir^inton,  Dublin,  Savaimah,  Sunbury,  Darien,  and 
St  Mary's,  and,  pretty  generally,  the  principal  Societies  of  the 
intermediate  country,  were  visited  ;  with  what  probable  success,  in 
reference  to  tlie  Mission,  may  be  inferred  from  the  amounts  collected. 

I  had  intended  now  to  visit  the  Indians.  I  felt  the  disadvantage  to 
which  I  was  put,  on  acconnt  of  our  not  having  undertaken  any  thing 
among  them ;  and  wished,  earnestly,  to  be  able  to  speak  of  positive 
engagements,  and  occurrences,  rather  than  of  a  proposed  undertaking 
which  we  only  hoped  to  realize,  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  whlch^ 
no  certain  pl^ge  could  be  given.  I  believed  this  important  to  our  ob^ 
taining  means ;  and  necessaiy  to  rouse  tiie  feelings  of  the  people  into 
attachment  to  the  cause. 

But,  upon  strict  examination,  my  instructions  were  found  to  con- 
vey no  adequate  authority  for  tlic  work  I  intended.  The  general 
phrase,  *^  to  use  all  proper  meanSj*^  could  not  warrant  my  doing  fliose 
particular  acts,  which,  by  the  economy  of  the  Church,  are  seliaratr it 
to  the  Episcopal  office.  I  might  engage  for  the  institution  of  a  mis- 
sion :  but,  to  fulfil  that  engagement,  nothing  efficient  could  be  done, 
•without  a  special  order  from  a  Bisliop. 

That  I  was  always  assured  of  the  Bishop's  generous  temper,  and  of 
your  kind  reliance,  could  ^not  relieve  this  embarrassment  It  was  not 
tliaM  feared  to  be  responsible ;  but  I  felt  my  duty  to  the  Church.  I 
wished  to  have  more  explicit  instructions :  and  for  this  I  could  look 
only  to  the  Bishops. 

Perhaps  it  was  unhappy  that  |  felt  delicacy  of  asking  authority  in  a 
matter  of  so  great  importance :  and  altbougii  I  wrote  to  the  Bishopsp 
for  this  end  only,  yet,  if  I  asked  at  all,  tliey  did  not  hear  me.  It  was 
late  in  March  when  I  received  their  answer— only  to  learn  that  I 
should  have  been  more  distinct :  it  ncitiier  authorized  me  to  employ  a 
Missionary,  nor  to  expend  any  jiart  of  tiie  collections.  I  hastened  to 
correct  my  error  in  two  letters  to  Bh^op  M^Kendree ;  but  his  kind  re* 
ply  did  liot  reach  me  until  the  20th  June. 

In  the  mean  time  I  removed  my  family  from  Savannah  into  Sumtar 
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Bistrict ;  and  made  an  excursion  thence,  to  Georgetown  and  Cbarles-*^ 
ton.  On  this  tour,  I  was  occupied  five  weeks  :  I  trust,  to  some  a^* 
vantage*  I  was  happy  in  conversing  freely  with  the  ^Brethren  My- 
ers, Kennedy,  and  otiiers  ;  and  felt  it  a  great  encouragement  that  they 
Approved  the  course  I  had  taken,  and  concurred  in  my  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Bishop  to  make  the  offer  of  our  services  first  to  the  Creek 
Indians. 

It  was  immediately  upon  my  return  fi*om  this  excursion,  I  received 
Bishop  M'Kendrce^s  welcome  letter.  By  this,  I  was  authorized  <«  to 
choose  a  man  or  twOf  and  employ  litem  among  the  Indians^  to  teach 
them^  and  their  children**  The  Missionary  Committee  was  appointed 
as  my  counsel  in  the  work ;  the  Creek  Indians  were  preferred ;  and 
a  letter  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  their  Agent  I  was 
made  fi*ee  indeed ;  and  longed  to  see  the  wilderness  which  was  to  be- 
come a  fruitful  field. 

But  as  my  attention  was  now  drawn  chiefly  to  the  Creek  Indian^, 
and  it  was  thought  there  were  peculiar  difficulties  in  the  way  of  esta- 
blishing a  mission  among  them,  I  judged  it  best  not  to  adventure  up- 
on this  business  before  I  had  fully  secured  the  probable  means  of  suc- 
cess. I  therefore  made  an  excursion  into  Geoi^ia,  passing  through 
Camden,  Columbia,  and  Edgefield,  in  South  Carolina.  On  this  tour 
I  visited  Washington,  Elberton,  Lexington,  Athens,  Salem,  Madi8»>n, 
and  Greensboro' ;  every  where  preaching*  and  making  collections  for 
the  mission.  I  did  not,  however,  learn  much  concerning  the  peculiar 
prejudices  against  which  I  was  seeking  to  be  prepared ;  but  was  well 
advised  what  names  might  recommend  me  to  the  Indians.  I  return- 
ed to  my  family  on  the  4th  August ;  and  on  the  14tfa  set  out  alone  for 
the  Creek  nation. 

On  my  way,  I  preached  and  made  collections  at  Wrightsboro', 
Warrenton,  iPowelton,  Sparta,  Milledgeville,  and  Clinton.  At  Mil- 
ledgevillc  I  obtained  letters  from  Grenerals  Meriwether  and  Mitchell : 
the  latter  of  whom  had  lately  been  Agent  for  tlie  Creeks.  These, 
and  a  letter  from  Greneral  John  Mcintosh,  (sent  me  sometime  earUer,) 
were  intended  to  assure  the  Indians  of  my  cbai*acter  and  good  inten-> 
tions ;  while  the  Secretary's  letter  to  the  Agent,  and  one  from  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Georgia  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation,  gave  me  the  ad|^ 
vantage  of  our  Government's  influence. 

It  was  here  too,  that  I  met  with  our  brother  Colonel  Richard  A. 
Blount^  whose  laudable  2eal  made  him  my  companion  ;  and  to  vriiose 
very  useful  aid,  I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  myself  much  indebted. 
With  liim,  I  pui-sued  my  journey  ;  and  on  the  evening  of  the  31st 
August,  reached  the  Agency  on  Flint  river.  Here  we  had  the  morti- 
fication to  learn  Uie  Agent's  absence  in  Alabama ;  and  were  advised 
that  notliing  could  be  concluded  on,  until  his  return.  We  neverthe- 
less set  out  the  next  morning,  and  were  presently  among  the  Indians. 
The  following  day  being  Sabbath,  we  rested,  and  I  preached  to  a 
small  company.  Several  Indians  were  present,  but  they  could  not 
understand  me.  On  Monday,  September  3,  we  reached  Fort  Mitch- 
ell^ and  were  informed  of  a  general  meeting  of  the  Cowetas  at  one  of 
their  towns  in  that  neighborhood.    Thither  we  repaired  on  tiie  next 
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dayt  and  ssm  Blclntosh  and  Lovett  I  conrersed  freely  with  them ; 
and  confided  to  their  care  my  letters,  and  a  written  avowal  of  our  ob- 
ject, and  the  terms  of  its  accomplishment  The  whole  manner  of 
these  chiefs  was  such  as  to  assure  me  of  their  approbation.  I  very 
much  wished  a  conversation  with  Tustunnuggee  Hopoi,  and  had  in- 
tended to  visit  the  Big  Warrior ;  but  the  Agent's  interpreter  being 
absent  at  Pensacola,  I  chose  to  confide  in  Mcintosh  and  Lovett,  ra* 
tber  than  risk  a  misinterpretation. 

t  was  now  assured  that  nothing  conclusive  could  be  done,  without 
a  general  council  of  the  chiefs  ;  and  that  the  agent  was  the  only  pro- 
per organ  for  convening  that  cooncil.  I  WTote  him  a^full  length; 
enclosing  the  Secretary's  letter,  and  a  copy  of  my  proposals  to  the 
chiefs ;  and  very  reluctantly  returned  home. 

But,  although  this  visit  could  not  accomplish  a  treaty,  it  was  of 
'  great  consequence^to  one.  Now,  and  never  before,  I  ascertained  the 
ground  of  the  objections  that  had  been  made  by  this  tribe  against  mis- 
sionary establishments  :  and,  in  our  after  transactions  in  their  coun- 
cil, it  was  by  the  knowledge  now  had,  that  I  was  able  to  avoid  their 
jealousy,  and  to  gain  their  confidence. 

After  this,  it  became  my  principal  care  to  procure  a  suitable  per- 
son to  accompany  me  before  tiie  council ;  and  to  remain  as  your  mis- 
sionary. Early  in  the  year  I  had  thought  of  brother  Christian  G. 
Hill ;  and  more  latterly,  had  signified  to  him  my  wishes.  I  now  be- 
lieved it  necessary  to  go  into  his  circuit,  and  arrange  with  him  for 
this  important  undertaking.  Our  arrangements  fell  out  in  happy  co- 
incidence with  the  meeting  of  the  council ;  and,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
Jfovember,  I  was  again  among  the  Indians. 

I  submitted  to  the  council  the  following  proposals : 

'<  The  Bishops  and  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  by  Wiixiam  Capbrs,  propose  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek 
iMMtionj  to  institute  and  support  a  schooU  or  schools^  in  the^aOonj  upon 
theterms  following^  to  wit : 

1st  The  place  or  places  where  said  school  or  schools  may  be  lo- 
cated, shall  be  chosen  or  approved  by  William  Capers,  or  by  such 
o|her  person  as  may  be  appointed  to  act  for  the  Conference  on  this 
behalf. 

£d.  Neither  William  Capers,'nQr  his  brethren,  nor  any  other  per-  ' 
son  foahim  or  them,  shall  claini  land,  nor  any  other  thing,  that  now 
belongs  to  the  Red  People;  only  the  Rod  People  shall  allow  the 
teacher  or  teachers  to  use  so  much  ground  as  may  be  necessary  to 
raise  bread  and  vegetable  for  themselves  and  the  children  with  them. 
And  g{iall  also  allow  them  to  keep  such  stock  of  any  kind  as  may  be 
necessary  to  them  ;  and  to  build  and  ocxupy  convenient  houses. 

3d.  Every  Red  mrfn  shall  be  left  altogether  free,  to  send  his  chil- 
dren to  school,  or  not  to  send  them,  as  he  may  please;  but,  when 
children  are  sent  to  school,  they  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
teacher. 

4th.  Neitlier  William  Capers,  nor  his  brethren,  nor  any  other  per- 
sott  on  his  or  their  account,  shall  demand  pay»  or  claim  any  equivalent 
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whatever,  for  services  rendered  the  Red  People,  or  tlieir  diiMren,  by 
the  teachers,  ot  by  any  other  person  employed  at  the  school  or  schools* 

5th,  Should  itt  at  any  time,  be  complained  that  the  teacher  or  teadi- 
ers  shall  have  obtained  more  stock,  or  cultivated  more  land  than  the 
convenience  of  the  school,  and  the  support  of  their  families  and  the 
children,  may  require,  such  teacher  or  teachers,  so  complained  against, 
shall  be  required  to  give  an  account  thereof  to  the  Agent ;  and  shall 
forfeit  to  the  Red  People  ail  such  stock  as  he  shall  determine  to  ex- 
ceed the  uses  contempllated  in  tlie  second  item  of  this  agreement.  And 
for  every  acre  of  land,  so  adjudged  to  be  unnecessarily  cultivated, 
said  teacher  or  teachers  shall  forfeit  a  sum,  not  exceeding  — — >  doK 
lars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Agenf 

After  this  had  been  distinctly  interpreted,  I  only  avowed  our  mo- 
tives, and  invited  the  Chiefs  to  satisfy  themselves  of  my  sincerijty,  by 
any  examination  they  might  please;   pledging  myself  to  answer' 
pi^mptly  to  all  their  interrogatories. 

They  asked  me  many  questions ;  and  these  were  ingeniously  put, 
but  no  exception  was  taJ^en  to  our  great  object ;  and  I  was  able  tm  an- 
swer satisfactorily. 

The  second  and  fifth  items  of  my  proposals  were  then  discussed  ; 
and  it  was  concluded,  with  my  consent,  to  specify  the  quantity  of 
ground  and  the  number  of  cows  to  be  used  within  the  first  year  of 
the  establishment ;  and  to  fix  upon  a  ratio  for  the  enlargement  of  otir 
fields,  and  in  the  increase  of  our  cattle,  proportionate  to  the  increase 
of  the  school. 

The  Big  Warrior  now  pronounced  the  Council's  acceptance  of  tlic 
proposal  made  them ;  apologized  for  their  refusal  of  the  Presbyterian 
Missionaries,  and  subjoined  his  own  request,  that  I  would  extend  our 
agreement,  for  a  school  at  Tuccabatchee,  as  well  as  the  one  intended 
at  Coweta. 

Our  negotiation  resulted  in  tlie  following  articles  of  agreement : 

•Articles  of  Agreement  between  William  Capers^  on  behalf  of  the  Bish^ 
ops  ana  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Ckurchf 
(f  the  one  part,  and  the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  JV*a<um,  in  Council,  c/ 
the  other  party  to  wit : 

Abticle  Ist  It  is  agreed  that  the  said  William  Capers,  of  the 
fir«4t  part  shall  institute,  or  cause  to  be.  instituted,  two  schools  in  the 
Creek  nation ;  the  one  to  be  located  at  such  place  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Coweta  as  the  said  William  Capers  shall  choose;  the  other 
to  be  sitnate  at  such  place  in  the  neighborhood  of  Tuccabatchee,. as 
shall  be  chosen  by  him,  or  by  such  other  person  as  he,  or  the  Con* 
ference  aforesaid,  may  appoipt ;  which  said  schools  shall  go  ^o  ef- 
fect, the  one*  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  next ;  the  othcr« 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  following. 

Article  2d.  That  every  Indian  who  may  wish  to  send  his  or  her 
child  or  children  to  school,  shall  be  free  to  do  so ;  and  the  teacher 
in  charge  of  the  schools,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  provided  for 
said  children  comfortable  lodging  and  sufficient  food ;  and  hmmdSf 
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and  thoa6  «fl8ociatc|d  with  hinif  shall,  at  all  timeSf  treat  Ifae  children 
committed  to  their  care  with  becoming  tenderness  and  regard. 

Abticl^  5d.  That  neither  William  Capers,  nor  the  teachers,  nor* 
other  person  or  persons  Tor  him  or  them,  shall  demand  of  the  Creek 
nation,  nor  of  any  individual  thereof,  any  equivalent  whatever  for 
services  rendered  at  the  schools. 

Articxb  4th.  That,  for  the  sustenance  of  the  teachers,  and  the 
children  with  them,  said  teachers  shall  be  allowed  to  cultivate  a  piece 
or  pieces  of  land  attach  of  the  schools  :  Provided,  that,  during  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  they  shall  not 
plant  more  than  ten  acres  of  land  at  either  school,  nor  ever  after- 
wards shall  cultivate  more  than  ten  additional  acres  of  land  for 
every  twenty  children  that  may  be  under  their  care. 

Article  dth.  That  it  shall  be  allowed  the  teachers  to  have  such 
stock,  iif  any  kind,  as  may  be  necessary  to  their  comfort,  and  the 
support  of  the  children  with  them  :  Provided,  that,  during  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  they  shall  not  possess  a 
greater  number  than  twelve  milch  cows,  nor  afterwards  more  than 
six  additional  milch  cows  for  every  twenty  children  at  school. 

Akticxb  6th.  That  there  shall  be  built,  at  each  of  the  places  cho- 
sen for  a  school,  a  house  thirty  feet  long,  by  twenty  wide,  and  such 
other  houses  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  accommodation  of  the  teach- 
tra  and  children. 

JDone  at  Thia-katch-ka,  on  this  eighth  day  of  November,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-one.

Postscript  to  the  aborce  agreement^  concluded  on^  and  inserted^  before 

signedf  to  wit : 
It  is  fiirtl{er  agreed  between  the  above  parties,  that,  whensoever 
either  of  the  above  named  schools,  or  any  teacher  of  said  schools,  shall 
have  become  offensive  to  the  nation,  such  school,  or  teacher  of  a  school, 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  nation. 

In  pur  present  circumstances,  the  institution  of  two  schools  may 
seem  excessive ;  and  the  objects  provided  for  in  onr  treaty  with  the 
council  may  appear  too  restricted  to  warrant  the  undertaking  of  any 
thing  at  all. 

I  b^  leave  to  lay  before  you  the  reasons  that  determined  me  in  the 
one  case,  and  some  of  tliose  that  operated  upon  the  t^hole  of  this  ne- 
gottatioo* 

1st.  I  coold  not  avoid  a  second  school,  without  refusing  a  direct 
requeM  Anom  the  Big  Warrior,  before  all  the  ceuncil  j  and  for  such 
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a  refusal  I  coald  reake  no  apology,  without  giving  him  and  fhe  conn* 
cil  to  understand,  either  that  we  were  unable  to  inititute  two  sdiod$, 
or  that  we  expected  to  obtain  better  terms.  But  if  I  had  confedsed  in- 
ability to  establish  two  schools^  tliey  might  have  doubted  our  being 
able  to  one.  And  for  the  same  reason  that  they  would  not  then  alknv 
%ks  better  terms,  they  would  not  consent  to  anticipate  better. 

Sd.  The  Big  Warrior,  while  he  is  acknowledged  to  hold  ei|ual  rank 
with  Tustunnuggee  Hopoi  (the  Little  Prince)  and  divides  with  him 
the  chief  authority,  seems  to  have  a  controlling  influence,  and  can 
scarcely  be  destitute  of  the  feelings  of  rival  jealousy,  or  the  pride  of 
pre-eminence. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  the  latter,  (who  lives  near  the  centre  of  the 
nation,)  the  one  school  should  be  located ;  and,  of  course,  his  more  im> 
mediate  friends  would  have  the  benefit :  therefore,  to  refuse  a  second 
school  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Big  Warrior,  might  forfeit  bis 
approval  of  the  first;  or  even  might  produce  his  hate. 

dd.  Our  ability  to  support  two,  or  more  schools,  can  be  proved  on- 
ly by  actual  experiment  Tlie  funds  that  ought  to  accrue  from  the 
cent  collections,  would  support  a  greater  number :  and  our  people 
cannot  be  uiiable  to  the  contribution ;  nor  our  preachers,  to  call  them 
to  it.  If  we  sleep  over  our  duty,  what  shall  rouse  us  ?  I  believe  our 
ability  will  be  found  adequate,  just,  and  only  as  it  may  be  urged. 

In  conducting  this  negotiation,  it  was  necessary  always  to  keep  in 
view,  the  unhappy  jealousies  that  had  gotten  up  among  the  Indians. 
Those  subjects,  which,  by  some  mismanagement  of  friends^  or  by  the 
contrivance  of  enemies,  were  become  matter  of  suspicion,  I  studious- 
ly avoided  :  and  what  was  acknowledged  to  be  innocent,  or  even  good, 
I  dwelt  upon. 

The  jealousy  of  the  Indians,  would  refuse  any  application  that 
might  give  to  the  white  man  a  claim,  upon  the  least  part  of  their  ter- 
ritory. Nor  would  they  allow  him  to  introduce  among  them,  a  fo- 
reign interest,  to  be  improved  upon  the  privileges  of  their  free  commu- 
nity. 

For  their  common,  but  exclusive  right  to  the  soil,  they  are  on- 
ly  less  jealous,  than  for  their  personal  freedom :  and  I  believe  they 
are  not  without  apprehensions  for  both. 

The  terms  on  which  the  other  establishments  have  lieon  set  up,  and 
which  so  especially  pi-ovide  for  having  the  children  employed  in  agri- 
culture and  mechanic  arts,  seem  to  the  Creek  Indians,  a  suspicious 
contrivance  to  prepare  them  for  enslavement.  Of  this,  I  hadlieen  as- 
sured before  I  appeared  before  the  council ;  and  it  was  confirmed  to 
me  by  the  Big  Warrior's  apology.  The  Missionaries,  he  said,  ^sked 
for  so  much  landj  and  talked  so  mudi  of  the  work  the  diildren'  should 
doj  that  tlie  Indians  were  alarmed  for  the  consequences^  and  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  them.  But  against  the  establishment  of 
schools,  not  a  word  has  been  objected^':  they  even  desired  them»  Nor 
have  they  excepted  to  our  religious  intentions :  their  ignorance  of  re- 
ligion has  never  carried  them  beyond  indifference  to  it.  Their  pre- 
judices  are  of  another  character ;  and  refer  to  the  peculiar  policy  of 
the  State  of  Georgia,  and  the  undet*standing  between  that  State  and 
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tiie'Creneli'a]  Government,  to  extinguish  the  Indian  claims  East  of  the 
Chataboochle.  I  had  no  alternative  therefore,  but  to  treat  for 
schools  only,  or  not  to  treat  at  alL  /  dare  not  mention  agriculture  and 
mechanic  arts. 

Iri  coming  down  thus  far,  to  the  peculiar  jealousies  of  this  tribe,  I 
fbared  we  might  lose  the  patronage  of  Government;  and  that  many, 
who  will  have  the  Indian  to  plough  before  he  may  pray,  would  decline 
their  assistance.  I  apprehended  the  expense  of  the  undertaking 
would  fall  exclusively  on  you ;  and  that  you  would  be  put  to  many 
disadvantages.  But  I  could  not  know,  hriw,  at  any  future  time,  the 
Indians  might  consent  to  other  terms,  unless  upon  proofs  that  a  stran- 

fsr  cannot  give.  Acquaintance  only,  can  give  the  Indian  confidence, 
our  integrity  must  be  illustrated  by  your  life ;  and  that  life  must  be 
emploj^ed  where  he  can  obsen^e  it  How  else  shall  the  Indian  be  as* 
surtA  of  your  good  intentions  ?  How  shall  he  distinguish  between 
you  and  others,  so  as  .to  appreciate  your  motives,  while  lie  detests  a 
suspect^  policy  ?  While  then  I  had  before  me,  the  only  terms  on 
which  a  Mission  can  now  be  introduced,  I  saw  that  nothing  could  be 
gainefl'by  po6t[K>nement  Either  these  people  must  be  left  to  them- 
selves, hopeless  of  the  blessings  of  the  Christain  faith,  or  we  must  con- 
descend to  them,  beyond  what  has  been  done  for  others.  Pardon  me 
if  I  thought  amiss,  &at  you  would  make  their  greater  wretchedness, 
(he- reason  for  your  greater  zeal.  I  knew  no  men  more  i*eady  than 
yourselves  to  condescend ;  n6ne  more  accustomed-  to  arduous  duty  ; 
none  less  inquisitive  of  what  may  be  convenient 

As  to  the  cost  of  our  undertaking,  howeyc;!'  you  may  sometimes  waive 
your  right  of  temporal  things  of  those  who  i^eceive  of  you  spiritual 
things;  and  preach  with  indefatigable  labor,  for  less  than  food  and 
raiment,  no  personal  feelings  need  interfere  with  this  work.  You 
may  enlist  your  very  poverty  into  its  service.  By  the  little  you  claim 
for  yourselves,,  you  may  ask  the  more  for  the  destitute  abroad.  <'Ask 
and  you  shall  receive.'^  God  himself,  **  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,'^  will 
open  the  hearts  of  many  to  give, 

But  although  so  much  is  omitted  in  our  agreement  with  the  Indians, 
let  it  not  be  thought  that  all  tliis  is  lost  Notwithstanding  the  way 
is  not  opened  to  the  utmost  of  our  wishes,  it  is  opened  far  enough  to 
set  us  at  worfcr  and  by  d6ing  what  we  can,  we  may  acquire  stj^ength 
to  do  all  we  desire. 

The  people  who  confide  their  children  to  us,  while  yet  we  are  stran** 
gers,  wilt  not  reflise  our  serving  them  farther,  when  they  shall  have 
become  satisfied  of  our  sincere  friendship.  Cautious  of  strangers,  none 
are  more^open  to  friends.  Too  often  imposed  upon  by  fair  profes- 
sions, th^y  may  hesitate ;  but  experience  will  give  them  unlimited  re- 
liance. Confiding,  as  I  do,  in  the  discretion  and  good  conduct  of  the 
missionaries ;  the  benevolence  of  our  object ;  the  piety  of  our  mo- 
tives; and,  above  all,  relying  on  the  providence  of  Grod,  I  have  no 
fear  for  the  result  of  our  undertaking.  At  the  beginning,  I  would 
not  propose  too  much,  lest  I  should  fall  under  suspicions,  against 
which  a  stranger  could  refer  to  no  facts  to  prove  his  iunocency.  But 
already,  a  very  short  history  li^s  brightened  our  prospects,  in  a  work 
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^liere,  tlie  longer  we  are  employed,  the  more  rapid,  and  the  more 
easy  and  extensive,  will  be  our  success. 

Immediately  upon  concluding  our  agreement,  I  returned  into  Geor- 
gia»  to  employ  workmen,  and  procure  supplies. 

In  this  1  found  some  difficulty  ;  chiefly  owing  to  my  want  of  expe- 
rience in  such  transactions;  and  did  not  return  to  Coweta,  (where 
bi*other  Hill  had  remained,)  until  the  9th  December.  Two  days  were 
then  employed  in  selecting  a  site ;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  l2th 
December,  we  pitched  oqr  tent  on  the  summit  of  a  high  and  beautiful 
hill,  one  mile  West  from  tlie  Chatahoochie  river,  and  equidistant  North 
from  Fort  Mitchell.  Here  is  th«  head  of  naTigation.  The  river  is 
witliout  swamp ;  but  skirted  by  rich  lands,  well  timbered  with  oak 
and  hickory.  Opposite  us  this  richer  land  reaches  out  to  the  base  oi 
our  hill ;  which  rising,  perhaps  an  hundred  feet  higher,  discovers  a 
high  broken  pine  land.  The  situation  is  beautiful  and  convenient ; 
and  promises  healtlifulne^s. 

I  cannot  omit  to  mention  here,  with  how  solemn  feelings  we  occa« 
pied  this  place  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  We  had  been  encamped 
by  the  road  at  Fort  Mitchell ;  and  from  that  place,  moved  slowly 
with  our  baggage,  to  this.  Scarcely  a  word  passed  by  the  way  : 
We  mutually  prefen-ed  our  meditations.  Upon  halting  bn  the  summit 
of  the  hill,  we  kneeled  down  and  prayed.     I  prayed  aloUd.     The 

{»rayer  over,  we  still  continued  on  our  knees.     It  was  a  time  of  so* 
emn  joy ;  and  we  blessed  God  for  the  consolation. 

On  the  evening  of  the  14th  December,  our  workmen  and  goods 
arrived.  I  remained  until  the  18th  ;  and  then,  by  a  circuitous  route, 
through  Grcorgia,  returned  to  my  family  at  Georgetown,  S,  C. 

I  was  sorry  not  to  visit  Tucabatchee,  but  the  delays  I  had  experi-* 
enced  in  my  late  business  in  Georgia,  consumed  the  time  that  should 
have  been  occupied  on  this  duty. 

At  Asbury*,  our  work,  though  not  so  advanced  as  was  at. first  ex- 
pected, is  now  in  considerable  forwardness.  Sevc^ral  smaller  houses 
are  finished  ;  and  our  principal  building  can  be  made  tenantable,  in 
all  next  month. 

In  giving  effect  thus  far,  to  your  benevolent  intentions,  althongfa 
we  could  not  avoid  every  discouragement,  I  congratulate  you  on  Ae 
hopeful  prospect  that  has  been  o|)ened  before  us. 

What  are  the  difficulties  to  be  apprehended  in  this  work,  compared 
with  those  that  have  been  overcome  by  the  Gosjiel  in  other  place  a 
True,  we  can  be  so  precipitate,  as  to  miss  of  thcj  end  by  over-leaping 
the  means.  We  can  be  so  indiscreet  as  to  alarm  a  jealousy  that  would 
drive  us  from  the  work.  We  can  be  so  ra«A,  as  to  provoke  the  fury 
of  those,  whom  meekness  and  forbearance  would  tamo  into  gentleness 
and  love  :  but  I  avow  it  my  candid,  strong  conviction,  that  the  field 
into  which  you  sent  me,  *<  is  white  to  harvest,^^  Let  but  the  laborers 
go — '<  wise  as  serpents  and  harmless  as  doves  :**  let  them  be  animated 
with  «  »eal  according  to  knowUdgCf^*  and  they  shall  reap  abundantly, 

*  The  name  of  the  Mission  place  in  the  Dcighborfaood  of  Coweta ;  that  in  the  neig^. 
horhbod  of  Tuccabatchee,  is  called  M'Kendria. 
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It  were  prepostei-ous  to  expect,  that  savage  men,  who  know  no- 
thing of  the  gospel,  should  seek  to  be  benefited  by  its  influence.  We 
cannot  expect  tliejr  will  greet  the  man  of  God  on  his  lirst  approach 
tothcra.  They  know  not  his  character;  and  they  cannot  appreciate 
his  wortli.  But  believe  me— these  same  satage  men  see  with  hofh 
their  eyes,  arid  ;ftidge  upon  evidence.  They  are  shrewd  and  discern*- 
ing.  When  Chistfity  shall  have  appeared  before  them|  *^  buffering 
hng,  and  shewing  kindness-^^etking  not  Iter  ffivn^  nor  ea^ly  praooked;^* 
if  they  exclaim  not,  /<  The  Gods  are  come  down  to  us  in  the  like^ 
ness  of  men,^*  they  wiHsltl^ast  ^* worship  God;  andfeport  that  God 
is  in  you  of  a  trutL^^  ' 

In  the  work  upon  whi^h  we  have  Entered,  there  are  no  idol  tem- 
ples to  be  razed ;  no  superstitious  forms^-^no  haiefuf  rites — ^no  damn- 
ing doctrines  of  a  false  religion  to  be  exploded.  We  go  to  a  People 
among  whom  I  haVe  riot  been  able  to  discover  any  thing,  identified 
under  the  name  of  religion. 

But  has  riof  "  the  true  Lights  thht  lighteth  eivery  mdh  that  cometk 
into  the  worldj^^  shined  into  their  hearts  also  ?  Tiiey  are  riot  so  in 
darkness  as  to  wof^hipf  a  shadow,  nor  are  they  so  enlightened  as  to 
discern  ^  the  glofy,  bf  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.** 

But  there  are  a  people  among  tne  Indians  who  give  additional  in- 
tere.^  to  6ur  enterprise.  There  arc  there  ntany  sla'Oes — ^many  who 
have  beein  born  and  bred  among  them  ;  and  many  more  that  have 
been  carried  from  the  States.  These  all  entertain  the  strongest  pre- 
deliction  for  us.  They  all  speak  our  languafee-^they  aU  acknow- 
ledge the  divinity  of  our  religion  ;  and  some,  whom  1  have  seen  and 
conversed  with,  were  fortnerly  members  of  some  Church. 

I  believe  there  are  riot  fe^er  than  one  buifdred  blacks,  intheneigli- 
borhood  of  Asbury  ;  and,  in  some  other  neighborhoods,  there  are 
^till  greater  numbers.  How  strong  are  the  claims  of  these  people 
upon  us  I  Among  f  Eem  your'  Missionaries  will  probably  find  the  first 
fruits  of  their  labors. 

When  some  of  our  own  conntrymen^hatt  have  understood  better 
the  tendency  of  a  religion  which  commands  the  obedience  of  servants, 
we  may  hope  for  equal  success  among  thousands,  who  now,  in  a  Chris- 
tian land,  ai*e  without  Christian  instruction.'  But,  among  the  Indiaris, 
no  groundless  jealousies  suspect  the  gospel  of  exciting  men  to  blood.. 
Where  the  gospel  is  not  known,  it  at  least  cannot  be  misiifterpretdk 

Before  1  conclude  this  report,  I  beg,  leave.pto  call  your  attention  to( 
the  means  of  supporting  our  Missions.; 

It  is  but  tori  well  known  how  partially  the  resolutions  of  th^  tas^ 
Corifei^nce  have  operated.    The  cent*  collections,  have,  been  much 

•  The  cent  coUection  iff  a  contribution  of  one  cent;  weekly.  ^  It  is  recommended 
tliat  no  individual  contribute  nidre,  in  tkU  uxn/,  unless  by  subscribinc^  for  poor  or  de- 
pendent persons  ;  but  a  subscription  of  a  halfor  quarter  cent  should  oe  received.  ^ 

Those  persons  who  may  choose  to  serve  the  Missidn  interest,'  beyond  the  contribu- 
tion of  one  cent  weekly,  or  50  cents  yearly,  may  do  so  by  donation,  directed  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Missions,  or  to  the  Treasui^of  the  Misnonary  Committee.  Or 
their  charity  may  be  ^ppUed  to  support  Missionaries  within  the  conftrence  district,^  by 
forwarding'  the  amount  they  would  give  to  the  Stewards  of  th^  coDf^renge*  Any  t^r- 
telling  preacher  would  afford  a  safe  conveyance  for  tbis.

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neglected.     In  many  places  the  subject  has  scarcely  been  name&v    I 
wish  r  could  mention  this,,  without  blame  to  some  of  the  preachers;  , 
but  I  beHeve,  the  truth  will  blame  tliem. 

I  entreat  the  Confei-ence  not  to  abandon,  but  to  enforce  the  reso- 
Iuti<yds  of  its  former  fitting.  I  beg  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  preach- 
ers hi  ch^rg^y  not  only  to  name  those  resolutions  to  their  congrega- 
tions — but  eamesty  and  afffectiotiatcly  to  insist  on  a  becoming  regard 
to  them.  And  that  this  be  made  their  duty,  under  circumstances  thai 
will  ensure  complianco. 

Early  after  our  agreement  with  the  Indians,  I  took  the  liberty  to' 
address  a  Circular  to  the  ladies  of' our  con^gations — ^requesting  they 
would  assbciate  themseWes  t6  aid.  our  Missions  by  providing  clothes 
i6p  the  children*  These  clrcdars  were  sent  to  the  towns  and  such 
^^ufous  <!:ountry  plates,  as  I  was  acquainted  with.  The  effect  has  beenr 
as  was  expected  :  clothes  will  be  supplied  ;  and,  in  some  of  these  so- 
cieties it  is  contemplated  to  aid  us  with  money. 

The  collections  i  was  charged  to  make,  have  an|)0unted  t6  three 
tliousand  five  liundred  and  sixty-two  dollars.  In  obtaining  this  suniy 
iio  man's  feelings  have  been  violated. ,  Chai4ty  lias  been  fon^  from 
no  one.  If  the  i>reseht  shameful  deficiency  of  the  c«iit  collections^ 
<)blige  YOU  to  cohtinue^/or  a  tinU,  this  mode  of  obtaining  moneys,  "^^  it 
i^  not  aisct*edited«  Your  Ageht  might  ask  agidn  of  the  same  poopfo^ 
and  they  would  give.  But  let  if  be  understood  that  we  areliot  beg- 
gars by  design.  Hereafter,  we  must  see  to  it,  that  an  efficient  system' 
supply  our  wan^,  in  an  Ordiliary  way, 

1  lay  befoi*e  the  Conference,  and  very  respectfully  submit  to  the* 
Bishops,  what  hais  occurred  to'*  me,- and  is -approved  by  the  Missionar

•  For  the  pi^Sfent  year,  (1852,)  die  author  is  required  to  continue  the  collectionB- 
«8fop  the  las^  yeur ;  and  he  confidently  relies  on  the  charity  of  hit  brethren,  and  the 
friends  of  reh^on  generally,  to  meet  the  wants  cHTtHe  Mission.  After  this,  it  is  believ- 
ed, .Aat  Mis^onary  Societies,  and  the  cent  collections,  will  produce  a  sufficient  support. 

Donations  to  tlus  object  wiU  be  i>eceived  thankfully.*  and  shall  be  carefully  accouilt-

The  underwritciv^  Ministera  of  thf  Smith  CaroliM  ConfiMfence'^f 
the  Methodist  E^nacopal  Church,  and  loembers  oi  the  Misaioiitry 
Committee  of  said  Conference,  do  certify^  that  a  ci^j  of  a  meuiofial 
sent  up  to  the  Department  of  War,  by  oar  chairmain,  tbe  Rev.  WH- 
liam  Capers,  haying  been  read  to  us  in  committee  at  our  lastnwelliigy 
beld  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  on  the  irth  February  last,  aa  an 
i^ccompaniment  of  our  report  to  tlie  Conference^  was  by  as  and  by  all 
the  committee  approved,  and  is  approved,  as  &ir  as  we  have  any  know- 
ledge, as  giving  a  faithful  account  of  the  views  which  ^  opMnmittee 
hfive  entertainedy  and  measures  which  it  has  taken  or  directed,  ^ith 
respect  to  the  causes,  continuance,  and  probable  issue  of  thedlflBculties 
which  have  been  throfwn  in  the  way  of  our  mission  among  the  Creek 
Indians.    And,  particularly,  that  the  statements  therein  contained 
respecting  the  ifiegotiation  between  brother  Capers  and  the  Indian 
Council,  in  November,  18£l,  and  the  details  of  tbe  transaction  of  June 
t7th,  1822,  are  the  same  which;  from  these  dates  respectively,   we 
have  always  heard  him  state  until  now ;  and  tliat  the  representations 
made  in  the  memorial  respecting  the  deliberations  and  conclusions  of 
the  ^Missionary  Committee,  in  July,  1822,  founded  upon  Uie  unhappy 
{^air  of  ]  7tii  June,  and  also  our  subsequent  deliberations  and  dedsioiis, 
particularly  in  June,  1823,  ai^  justly  and  truly  set  forth,  (whether 
mistaken  oi:  not,)  the  Committee  always  concurring  with  our  beloved 
and  tried  brotlier  in  tbe  opinion  that  an  appeal  to  the  GrovenuBent 
ought  to  be  its  last  resort,  and  thisforthereascms  given  in  the  memorial* 
And  we  faKher  cei^ify  the  fact,  as  stated  b^y  brother  Capers,  tiiat 
he  did  obtain  leave  to  recommit  our  report  made  to  the  Conference  in 
February,  1 823,  for  prudential  reasons,  and  that  its  publication  was 
delayed  until  a  late  day  of  that  year,  as  stated  in  tite  menioriaU 
'  The  underwriters  farther  certify  tlieir  unqualified  belief^  that  tbe 
memorial,  altogether,  i^  "a  faithful  history  of  tlie  misfortunes  of  tlie 
Mission,  and  gladly  assert  that  it  was  (Produced  at  the  instance  and  in 
behalf  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  acting  witli  no  other  design,  wish, 
or  intention,  than  to  promote  the  interests  of  religion.

J^oroember  15,  1832. 

The  ilividing  line  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  Alabama 
never  having  been  run,  in  conformity  with  the  articles  of  agreement 
and  cession  eniered  into  on  the  £4th  day  of  April,  1802^  between  the 
Conmissioners  of  tlie  State  of  Georgia,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Com* 
nmsjoners  of  the  United  States,  on  the  other  pai*t,  from  the  mouth  of 
Ddiee  Creek,  on  the  Chatahoochie  river,  tlience  in  a  direct  line  to 
Nadoyackt  on  the  Tennessee  river ;  and  as  it  is  now  in  contempla- 
tiM  ta  bold  a  treaty  for  the  acquisition  of^  lands  from  the  Indians, 
which  most  bound  upon  said  line ;  and  as  it  is  hi^ly  important  to 
fte  two  States,  for  various  considerations,  that  said  line  should  no  lon-i 
ger  renaia  undefined  by  the  proper  and  usual  marks  :  and  tlie  Legis* 
lature  being  of  opinion  that  said  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  ren- 
der it  obligatory  on  the  United  States  to  cause  said  line  to  be  ruu,  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  General  Government : 

Bescived,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  take  as  speedy  mea- 
sures as  possible,  to  present  this  subject  to  tho  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  bring  the  same  before  Congress,  if  necessary,  for  the 
porpeee  of  procuring  tl»e  said  line  to  be  run  as  early  as  possible. 

Besolvedf  That  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  appoint  ti\  o  fit  and 
proper  persons,  one  of  whom  siiall  be  an  artist,  to  accompany  such 
person  or  persons  as  n^ay  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States- 
to  nm  aaid  Hne. 

Mesotttdf  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  communicate  the  above 
nrolutions  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  solicit  the 
concurrence  of  that  State  to  the  same,  and  to  appoint  one  or  more  per- 
sons to  attend  to  the  running  of  said  line.

Report  (f  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  treat  with  the  Creek  Indians. 

City  of  Washingtoit, 

ZthJanuaryt  1835. 

Sir  :  The  Commissioners  appointed  by  tlie  General  Government 
to  hold  a  treaty  with  the  Creek  Nation  of  iVidianSt  for  tlie  acquisition 
of  territory,  met  at  the  Broken  Arrow,  an  Indian  town  on  tfie  Gha- 
tahoochioy  on  the  29th  November  last.    The  negotiation  was  com^ 
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I m  lit  Bc«M*6r; wM  fke  Ci^fs  of  the^rtioe,  In  nirni- 
btrateottvobiiiiArtd.  There  w«re  in  attetid&BC(v  lK>wevery  from 
§ix  to  tn  thossand  of  the  inbabitanls  of  the  country.  Our  nreceod- 
iags  werenecessarOy  protracted  on  accoimt  of  oar  expoeed  sttitatioDy 
flt  tn  iBclement  season^  and  the  obstaeles  whicli  we  had  to  encounter. 
&iTiiif  Gontiniied  in  season  from  1st  to  the  l8th  of  December,  we 
resohred  apon  a  temporary  adjournment^  that  we  might  be  enabM  to 
cofimtfnicate  with  the  Government  upon  points  materially  affecting 
onr  fiitore  operations.  For  tbia  purpoaey  1  have  visited  this  place, 
and  now  do  myself  the  honor  of  submitting  to  the  Department,  as  well 
flie  praceedbiffs  whiph  have  already  occurred,  as  the  prospective  ar- 
rmgeaents  which  we  hope  to  effect, 

from  the  di&ciissions  which  have  been  had,  great  in  number  and 
Ttnety^iipon  the  subject  of  our  relations  with  ihe  Indian  tribes  within 
the  Units  of  States,  we  are  very  certain  that  we  db  not  err  ii?  con- 
do^Bgttiat  it  is  tfie  Wish,  as  well  as  the  policy,  at  the  Government, 
that  ^  hind  claim  of  such  tribes  should  be  extinguished,  and  their 
itmoval  dfected.  To  produce  such  desired  end,  the  Commissioners 
have  exerted  every  mean  which  it  was  in  their  power  to  contix>L 
Badtheanaiorities  and  people  of  the  nation  been  left  to  the  free  and 
ureslrained  exercise  of  their  own  inclinations  and  judgment,  we  be- 
lieve that  oar  success  wpttld  have  been  commensurate  with  our  wishes 
and  pnq^oMtionB.  From  the  outset,  it  was  impossible  not  to  perceive 
t  Tfry  stitiung  difference  between  the  sentiments  and  deportment  of 
Ae  Chiefa  of  the  upper  and  lower  towns.  This  local  distinction  ap- 
l^ies  itself  to  the  settlers  upon  the  Tallapoosa,  and  those  upon  the 
ChatahooehJe.  The  former  are  principally  under  the  control  of  die 
B%  Warrior,*  and  the  latter  of  General  Mcintosh.  Tlie  former 
wo^  stubborn  and  unyielding,  while  the  latter  considered  our  propo- 
sttlon  as  reasonable,  and  were  disposed  to  its  acceptance.  A  treaty 
corid  have  been  obtained,  signed  by  a  large  majority  of  the  Chiefs 
wMan  tlie  Georgia  limits,  craing  the  territory  which  they  occupy. 
vA  we  doubt  not  but  that  th^re  woald  have  been  a  striking  unanimity 
eathe  part  of  the  population,  but  for  the  threats  and  intimidating  lan- 
guage whitdi  bad  been  industriously  circubtted.  These  are  contain- 
ed in  the  written  proceeding  of  ih»  two  meetings,  held  by  a  poi*tion 
of  the  Chiefe^  at  Tbckabatchee,  in  May,  and  at{tlie  Pole  Cat  Springs, 
m  November  kst  The  first  of  these  meetings  seems  to  have  been 
produced,  in  some  measure,  by  a  communication  made  by  John  Ross, 
a  Cherokee  Chief,  to^the  Big  Warrior,  immediately  after  his  return 
from  this  ptaoe,  in  the  Spring  of  the  last  year.  His  communication 
Was  accompanied  by  manuscript  copies  of  the  whole  proceedings 
Which  occurred  4ihortly  previous,  with  that  tribe*  liVith  the  precise 
tenor  of  Rosses  letter  we  could  not  inform  ourselves,  but  understood 
diat  it  proposed  a  concert  of  action  between  the  t>v'o  tribes  ;  that  it 
eamesof  advised  a  resistance  of  the  policy  of  the  Gm  ernment,  and 
and  that  its  forther  aim  was  to  depreciate  Mcintosh^  and  to  destroy 
his  standing  and  influence.  The  cofirse  prescribed  seems  to  have 
been  ac^npuloiisly  pursued,  for,  at  the  meeting  at  Ttickabsitchee,  the 
I  was,  to  <*  follow  the  pattern  of  the  Chcrokecs,  and,  on  no 
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ebang^  nor  otherwin.''  TVm  mm^wMB  attwHled  codwih^ljr  tif 
cbiefe  wthiB  the  AbibaM^  Umi^  Tbt  procedliBCfi  ^  tbi»  vocititig 
were  in  the  presence  ell  tmi  red«eedte  wvttiiif  by^  Cs^teio  Wettei^ 
the  sub-agent,  mi  Cftrriedl,  shortlj  afber«  in  June,  to  the  Broken  Aiw 
row,  by  the  Big  Warrior,  and  submitted  for  sanction.  No  objectiet 
was  made,  exc^  by  Mcintosh ;  neither  do  we  understand  t£tt  atqr 
direct  sanction  was  obtained*  The  time  which  trans^red  betwoin 
the  period  of  this  meeting,  and  the  subsequent  meeting  at  the  Pole 
Cat  Springs,  in  November,  sieems  to  have  been  industriously  euiploy« 
ed  in  confirming  the  decision  of  the  upper  town  Chiefo,  and  in  exciting 
and  cberishinK  the  fears  and  alarms  of  Mcintosh  and  his  adherents. 

The  second  meeting  at  the  Pole  Cat  Springs  was  at  the  house  of 
the  sub-agent,  and,  as  on  the  {M-^ious  occaaion,  be  was  the  writer  off 
the  state  paper,  and  immediately  afterwards  caused  both  to  be  pub* 
lished  in  the  newspapers  of  Alabama.  A  paper  containing  these  pub*' 
lications  accompanies  this  statetoient  Of  the  existence  of  these  pro* 
ceedings  by  which  the  question  was  prejudged,  and  the  commissioii 
forestalled,, we  had  no  knowledge  until  we  obtained  itcasuaUy  onoup 
way  to  the  treaty.  Under  these  disadvanti^es,  the  negotiatbtt  was 
commenced,  and  the  joumaji  of  our  proceedings,  herewith  fiurwsbedy 
will  serve  to  shew,  to  some  extent,  tbe  manner  in  which  it  wan  pur* 
sued.  The  Commissioners  were  dqiejndent  solely  upon  their  own  ex- 
ertions. They  derived  no  aid  from  the  principal  agent,  and  encoun^ 
tered  the  perfidious  c^pofdtion  of  his  assistant  1  may  not,  Bir,  havts 
a  prq)er  apprehension  of  the  duties  and  obligations  of  tte  agentfa 
department ;  but  according  to  my  convictions,  a  furtherance  of  the 
views  and  policy  of  the  Government  should  form  its  paramount  cond* 
deration.  The  agent,  however,  entertains  a  diflferent  sentimentr  and 
professes  to  pursue  the  course  of  strict  neutrality.  As  against  the 
agent,  we  make  no  charge  of  interferehce.  But  that  Ci^tam  Wilfcef 
has  prostituted  the  duties  of  his  oflke,  and  wantonly  intermeddled^  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  alleging.  If  these  people  are  capable,  they  are 
not  inclined  to  draw  the  distinction,  md  ther^Ebre  give  to  the  conduct 
of  Captain  Walker  the  sanction  of  the  agenf  s  department 

I  have  thus.  Sir,  enumerated  some  of  the  caaaes  which '<q[ierated» 
what  our  adversaries  are  pleased  to  regard  an  entire  defeat  We 
are  far,  however,  from  considering  that  we  have  failed  in  laying  tbe 
ground  work  of  the  most  pleasing  and  satisfactory  success.  The  let- 
ter which  I  had  the  honor  to  afUress  to  the  DepartoMnt,  from  Au* 
gustayin  November,  1823,  in  which  allusion  Is  made  la  the  senti- 
ments  of  Gren.  Mcintosh,'  has  been  used  as  an  insivumenl  in  the 
bands  of  his  enemies,  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  his  influence,  att4 
of  bringing  him  into  contempt  among  his  own  peoploi  Satisfied,  at 
I  am,  that  nothing  which  Ji  then  said, or  which  I  shall  now  any,  ought 
rightfully  to  have  such  tendency »  I  shall  proceed  to  detail  apme  &v^ 
ther proceedings,  with  which  that  individual  is  particularly  connect* 
ed.  So  long  as  the  negotiation  was  conducted  with  the  eoonoU  gen-' 
orally,  no^nswer  was  received,  other  than,a  prompt  rejection  of  eve* 
ry  proposition  which  was  submitted.  We  were  aware  that  individuale 
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Siting  \u  coQocii  acquiesced  in  euch  refusal,  who  are  heartily 
AUyoued  to  a  cession,  but.  were  held  in  restraint  by  the  intimidating 
laiigmge  ef  the  adverse  party.  We  made  access  to  a  number  of 
chie&  of  tbia  description,  and  received  from  them  a  full  disclosure  of 
their  feriings,  wishes,  and  difficulties.  A  treaty  could  have  been  ob- 
tained, signed  by  a  full  representation  of  chiefs  from  all  the  towns 
witbia  the  limits  of  Georgia.  The  population  contained  within 
those  limits  is  represented,  by  the  agent,  to  be  about  ten  thousand  $ 
ami,  also,  to  be  the  one- half  of  the  w^ole  nation.  Such  treaty  would 
have  extinguished  the  Indian  claim  to  all  land^  within  the  limits  of 
Georgia,  and  would  have  cfiected  the  removal  of  that  number  of  In* 
dians  beyond  the  Minsiasippi.  To  the  conclusion  of  such  a  treaty, 
at  the  time^  and  under  the  circumstances,  two  difficulties  presented 
themselves.  We  had  conimence<l  our  negotiation  with  the  entire  na- 
ttoB,  represented  by  a  National  Council.  After  doing  this,*  we  were 
not  fuUy  satisfied  that  a  treaty,  obtained  from  a  divided  council,  sib- 
ling at  a  different  place,  would  have  met  the  sanction  of  the  Govern* 
meut  Its  rejection  would  have  reduced  its  signers  to  the  grade  of 
connon  Indians,  and  perhaps  have  exposed  their  persons  to  the  se« 
terest  vengeance  of  the  opposing  party.  It  was,  therefore,  thought 
most  expedient  to  come  to  a  tem|iorary  adjournment^  and  con&ult  the 
Government  in  relation  to  tiie  exigency.  The  authority  of  the  Ex* 
ecutive  b  asked  to  convene  the  chiefs  within  the  limits  of  Georgia ;  to 
Megotiate  with  them  exclusively,  if  we  think,  proper,  or  inclusive  of  a 
deputation  of  chiefs  from  the  Up])er  Towns,  if  such  deputation  should 
present  themselves,  and  evince  a  disposition  to  negotiate  to  further 
extent.  The  success  of  any  future  operation  depends  solely  upon 
the  decision  to  be  made  upon  tliis  proposition.  The  grant  of  such 
Authority,  with  jxisitlve  certainty,  will  result  as  I  have  stated.  If  it 
be  considered  as  inconsistent,  or  impolitic^  then  any  further  prospect 
of  acquiring  lands  of  the  Creeks,  by  the  process  of  negotiatiqn,  may 
be  considered  as  closed.  .  Much  conversation  was  held  with  Gencrstl 
Mcintosh  concerning  the  details  and  consequences  of  such  an  ar- 
rangement. He  is  the  only  Indian  witli  whom  I  have  ever  converse 
ed.  wiio  seemed  to  comprehend  rightly  the  connexion  betwcten  the  ln« 
diati  tribes  and  the  Government  of  tlie  United  States. 

If  others  have  the  like  legal  view  of  their  condition,  they  l,)ave  ne* 
▼er  had  the  candor  or  magnanimity  to  express  it.  He  seems  to  ap« 
preciate,  very  feelingly,  the  manner  in  whidi  the  tribe  baa  been  cher- 
bihed,  aiid  the  very  humane  and  advantageous  jMiliry  suggesttd  by 
the  Tresidei^and  the  Department,  of  concentrating  all  tlie  tribes  iH 
c<Hiipact  settlements*  beyond  tho  Mississippi.  In  etfecting  this  de- 
sign, be  will  have  it  in  hw  power  to  b^  eminently  useful.  Uimsctf 
and  hia  feUowerSt  ten  thousand  in  number*  would  rorm  the  largest 
tribe  in  the  West,  and,  by  exaiuple  ai>d  inritntiiin,  would  induce 
others  to  join  them.  It  is  sanguinely  t>elie\'ed«  that*  eiren  at  the  out^ 
set  if.aurh  art angement  were  abMtt  to  occur*  tliat  the  uatipn  would 
asi  perniit  itself  to  be  divided*  but  that  the  whole  would  come  in,  and 
that  the  reoHival  would  begeneval  and  entiror  But  if  this  des^rnble 
fad  cuuld  aat  bt  produced  at  oiife,4he  eoiigrati>j|;  party  would  very 
rz 
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speedfly  drain  from  our  limits  those  who  might  remain*  For  c6n* 
siderattons  like  these,  I  view  it  as  matter  of  great  moment  to  main- 
tain Mcintosh  in  his  autiiority  and  influence,  and  in  his  estimation 
of  himself.  I  beg  to  be  pardoned  for  suggesting  that  I  consider  this 
much  his  due,  from  the  important  military  services  which  he  has  i*en* 
dered  the  United  States.  He  stands  very  diflferently  in  point  of  mer- 
it, ft'om  his  principal  opposer,  the  Big  Warrior ;  and  the  like  differ- 
ence  would  be  found  in  a  comparison  of  the  followers  of  the  one  with 
those  of  the  other.  He  has  been  to  the  West  himself,  and  has  the 
judgment  to  discover,  and  the  candor  to  acknowledge,  the  superioi* 
advantages  of  a  location  in  that  quarter.  He  would  have  preferred 
the  territory  selected  by  the  Choctaws,  but  has  no  objection  to  a  set- 
tlement still  further  West  llie  emigrating  party  are  desirous  that 
as  little  time  should  be  lost  as  possible*  They  will  send  out  an  ex- 
ploring committee,  and  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Spring  and 
Summer  of  this  year,  for  that  purpose*  They  are  desirous,  also,  that 
the  ))eriod  of  their  removal  should  not  be  beyond  the  next  Fall*  Such 
promptness  and  expedition  cannot  be  otherwise  tlian  acceptable  to 
the  Government.  It  will  be  particularly  so  to  the  States  which  are 
interested*  It  is  proposed  by  the  emigrants  themselves,  to  relieve 
the  Government  from  the  entire  expense  and  detail  of  transportation* 
A  particular  sum«  not  unreasonable  or  excessive  in  amount,  will  be 
stipulated  ioo  be  given,  which  they  will  receive  and  disburse  them* 
selves,  considering  itisa  tiill  indemnity  for  the  improvements  which 
they  abandon,  the  expenses  which  they  may  incur,  either  in  trans- 
portation or  the  purchase  of  necessaries  to  sustain  them  in  their  new 
settlement. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Government  of  the  Creeks,  we  could  not  ac- 
quire information  of  a  definite  and  satisfactory  character.  Their 
council  is  composed  of  a  great  number  of  chiefs,  of  various  grades  of 
authority*  The  Big  Warrior  is  head  chief  of  the  Upper  Towns,  and 
Mclntosli  of  the  lower.  He  is  also  Speaker  of  the  Nation*  The 
Little  Prince  is  highest  in  authority,  being  Head  Chief  of  the  Na- 
tion, and  has  heen  uniformly  the  friend  and  adherent  of  Mcintosh.  In 
the  present  negotiation  he  considered  himself  bound  by  the  sanction 
he  had  given  to  the  proceedings  at  Tuckabatchee  and  Pole-Cat 
Springs*  His  attendance  at  those  meetings  we  consider  to  have 
been  insidiously  procured. 

Hie  attendance  of  the  head  chief  of  the  Cowctau  Town  was  procur- 
ed In  like  manner,  at  the  last  meeting  at  Pole  Cat  Springs*  The 
name  of  this  chief,  nsasigned  (othe  proceedings,  is  TommeTustunug- 
ga.  I  received  the  statement  frcnn  himself,  that  he  had  bi'cn  taken  in, 
and  imposed  upon,  and  that  h&fihoitld  not  hold  himself  bound  by  the 
supitoscd  pledge.  This  Cowetau  Town  is  the  most  extensive  find  nu* 
merous  in  the  nation,  and  claims  Id  he  the  original  town  of  tlie  whole 
tribe*  and  that  all  others  are  its  branches*  In  proof  of  this  priority 
of  ^landing,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  yon  to  our  Journal,  which  contaips  a 
communication  fiHUii  tite  Council,  of  the  jtlth  of  December,  in  which 
they  say  that'Mlie  first  red  people  that  ever  visited  the  whites,  wf^re  ' 
frOui  the  Cowetau  Town/^    The  like  proof  was  conlainc4  i«  jan  ob- 
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servation  of  the  Little  Prince,  during  the  negotiation.  In  argument, 
an  old  treaty  was  referred  to>  which  had  been  concluded  between  the 
Creeks  and  the  State  of  Georgia.  Its  authenticity  was  denied,  on  the 
ground  that  ^^  no  Cowetaa  chief  had  signed  it."  Cowetau  is  on  both 
sides  of  tbeChatahoochie ;  contains  M'lntosh,  the  Little  Prince«  Tom- 
me  Tustunnugga;  and  extends  from  Broken  Arrow  to  the  Cherokee 
)»oundary.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  treaty  of  18£], concluded 
at  the  Indian  Springs,  is  sigaed  by  but  two  chiefs  on  the  Alabama 
side  of  the  nation.  The  fact  is,  that  M'Intosh  maintains  the  right  of 
the  Cowetau  Town  alone,  to  dispose  of  the  whole  country-  It  would 
seem  that  the  upper  towns  conceded  this  authority,  and  dreaded  its 
exercise ;  for  the  utmost  consternation  was  discoverable  wherever  it 
was  known  that  commission  [the  commissioners]  and  the  Cowetau 
chiefs  had  had  an  interview.  «. 

Thus,  Sir,  have  I  hastily  detailed  to  you  the  obstacles  which  we 
had  to  encounter  j  the  foundation  which  we  laid;  the  prospective  ad« 
vantages  which  are  held  out  to  us ;  the  manner  of  their  attainment, 
and  a  very  imperfect  history  pf  the  relative  powers  of  the  Creek  towns. 
I  shall  be  gratified  if  the  sketch  shall  be  found  to  contain  the  in- 
formation required.  If  it  does  not,  its  defects  may  probably  be  sap- 
plied  by  reference  to  myself;  and  [I]  hope  that  such  reference  may 
^he  made,  without  reserve,  as  often  as  necessary. 

I  would  add,  very  respectfully,  that  an  early  decision  is  desirable. 
It  is  in  contemplation  to  return, to  the  Creek  country,  re- assemble  the 
chiefs  by  the  5,th  February,  and  transmit  the  treaty  in  time  for  the 
adjudication  of  the  present  Senate.

A  young 
gentleman  who  resides  at  the  agency  reached  here  yesterday,  and  in- 
forms me  that  the  agent  received  communications  from  the  Depart- 
ment and  myself  at  the  same  time,  ant^  at  the  moment  of  setting  out 
for  Savannah  ;  that  he  will  be  here  on  the  1 5tb  inst.,  on  his  return.  I 
shall  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  of  the  interview,  to  acquire,  in 
detail,  all  the  information  necessary  to  our  future  operations.

Sir:  In  drawing  npyoor  instructioiis  as  Commissioner  to  treat 
With  the  Creek  Indians,  the  subject  of  exchange  of  territorj'  did  not 
escape  the  attention  of  the  De|)artment ;  but  there  is,  at  present,  no 
tractof  land  on  the  West  of  the  Mississippi  to  which  the  Indian  title 
is  extinguished,  that  could  be  offered  in  exchange.  Such  biding  the  , 
fact,  it  was  believed  that  no  art*angement  could  take  place  on  the 
principle  of  exchange  of  territory,  th«t  would  he  satisfactory  to  the 
Creeks.  If,  however,  yon  should  find  there  is  any  likelihood  of  mak- 
ing tlie  exchange,  the  Go\'ernment  wonid  prefer  that  to  any  other  ar* 
mngenent ;  bat  sach  an  arrangement  would  have  to  be  conditional 
upon  the  extinguishing  the  Indian  title  to  the  tract  that  may  be  de* 
sigsaled  West  of  the  Mississippi.     Should  any  such  tract  be  Condi- 
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tionally  designated.  West  of  our  settlements,  the  Govcmnient  would 
immediately  make  armngements  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian 
title,  in  order  to  put  the  Creeks  in  possession  of  it  The  enclosed 
sketch  will  show  the  present  Indian  boundaries  in  that  quarter,  which 
will  regulate  you  In  your  location  West.  Aould  an  enchangc  of  terri- 
tory be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  the  pending  treaty  with  the  Creeks*

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter,  of  the  5th  instant^  on  the  subject  of 
a  contract  to  be  made  for  supplying  rations  for  such  Indians  as  may 
attand  the  contemplated  treaty,  I  have  to  observe,  that  I  did,  while  at 
Washington,  give  you  the  best  information  1  possessed  in  relation 
to  this  subject.  I  will  with  pleasure  clo^e  a  qontract  for  you,  or  do 
any  thing  you  may  require  me  to  do,  in  relation  to  the  contract,  or 
any  other  matter  touching  the  business  of  the  treaty  that  I  can  con- 
sistently do.  But  it  must  be  distinctly  understooil,  that  it  is  tfi  be 
done  under  your  special  instructions.  Should  you  determine  to  ad- 
vertise for  proposals,  there  is  no  time  to  spare,  and  if  you  wish  me  (o 
close  the  contract,  you  will  direct  the  proposals  to  be  made  to  me  at 
the  Creek  Agency,  on  a  given  day^  for  rations  to  be  issued  to  the  In- 
dians, at  Broken  Arrow,  near  Fort  Mitchell,  lo  commence  on  the 
25th  of  November,  and  to  continue  as  long  as  the  Commissioners 
may  require.  Should  the  pi*oposal8  be  directed  to  me,  it  must  be 
done  on  or  before  the  1st  of  November,  as  1  shjall  be  absent  from  tliat 
date  to  the  20th  of  November,  on  business  in  Savannah. 

From  the  best  informatfoo  I  have  been  able  to  collect,  I  think  we 
may  reasonably  calculate  on  about  five  thousand  Indians  attendtitg 
the  treaty.

Sib  :  Since  I  wroltc  you  last,  I  have  had  an  interview  with  a  num- 
ber, of  the  head  chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nation  at  this  place.  .  I  stated  to 
them  that  Commissioners  had  been  appointed,  by  the  United  States,  for 
thoparpose  of  holding  a  treaty  witii.tii«A  for  tha {Hirchuse  of  the 
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laiifle  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  and  the  CommissionerB  and  my- 
self had  appointed  the  25th  Novemhei*  for  the  meeting,  and  at  tbi« 
place ;  but^  in  consequence  of  the  indisposition  of  seyerd  of  the  Head 
Chiefs,  they  opposed  to  fixing  u|>on  that  day.  1  then  urged  them  to 
as  early  a  day  as  possible,  and  we  finally  agreed  upon  the  6th  of  De- 
cember, as  the  earliest  day  they  would  consent  to.  Tou  will,  there- 
fore, consider  that  as  the  day  of  the  meeting,  instead  of  the  £5th  of 
November,  as  agreed  upon  between  us  at  Washington.

SiK :  I  have  declined  answering  yours,  of  the  20th  and  2rthultimo» 
knowing  that  I  should  have  an  interview  with  Major  Meriwether  at 
this  place.  Having  had  that  interview,  1  now  communicate  the  re* 
suit.  When  we  fixed  the  23th  November,  as  the  day  of  commencing 
our  negotiations  with  the  Creeks,  we  felt  that  it  was  a  more  distant 
period  than  was  well  suited  to  our  convenience.  It  is,  therefore,  with 
more  reluctance  that  we  ohtain  an  assent  to  a  postponement  of  the 
time.  The  6th  of  December  is  an  extension  of  the  time  which  will 
result  in  such  an  interference  with  our  engagements,  as  to  be  highly 
objectionable.  We  have,  therefore,  come  to  the  conclusion  of  suggest- 
ing  the  1st  of  December,  as  better  suited  to  ourselves,  and  which  we 
hope  will  in  no  wise  be  exceptionable  to  the  chiefs  or  yourself.  We 
are  of  opinion  that  a  contract  for  supplying  rations,  can  be  most 
economically  obtained  by  advertising  for  proposals.  Tour  intended 
ab!»ence,  as  mentioned  in  yours  of  the  20th,  will  occur  at  a  time  when 
the  proposals  should  be  opened,  and  a  contract  closed.  Wo  have, 
therefore,  advertised  for  proiiosals  to  be  delivered  to  ourselves,  at 
Milledgeville,  on  the  8lh  of  November,  at  which  time  a  contract  will 
be  reduced  to  form,  and  a  requisition  made.  About  that  time,  you 
will  probably  pass  Milledgeville^  on  your-way  to  Savannah.  Should 
this  be  th*  case,  we  shall  be  very  happy  to  have  the  benefit  of  yohr 
experience  and  jndgnv^nt  on  the  subject.  We  shall  be  obliged  to  you 
to  issue  a  friendly  invitation  to  the  chiefs,  to  meet  us  at  Briiken  Ar- 
row, on  the  ist  of  December.  It  will  be  matter  of  regret  if  tlie  time 
is  objected  to:  for  we  have  seen  ao  substantial  reason  given  by  the 
Nation  for  the  postponement.

Ton  liave  requested  tliat  the* whole  of  our  talk 
be  delivered  at  tbiii  time*  We  have  no  objtetion  to  go  fuHy  into  that 
sobjert.  and  altiioiigh  the  tiilae  allowed  is  very  short,  we  believe  we 
shall  be  able  to  comply  with  your  request.  Brothers;  we  now  pro-

We  ask  youV  bow  did  tb6  Muscogee  na^tion  come  bythis-'Country  ? 
You  came  from  the  We&t^  and  took  the  country  from  another  people^ 
who  were  in  possession.  After  living  here  a  great  many  years^  the 
people  from  over  tbe  bijf  waters  oamcf  iri  large  vessels  and>t06k  i^ome 
of  the  country  from  yoot  an^  set  up  their  own  GovMrnment,  and  inade 
laws»  and  madeya^  obey  tb^.  Ntnety-two  years  agothe  British  grant- 
ed a  charter  to  all  the  land  between  Savannah  and  Alatamaha  rivers^ 
up  to  their  heads»  find  thence  ixp  tbe  Westarn  Ocean.  Ttjen>  afterwards, 
sixty  years 'ago,  the  f&mt  British  Goveminent  extended  the  UiDits  of 
Georgia  to  St.  Mary's  river ;  thence,  along  the  Florida  line,  to  Mis-

,       AU  thi3  WHS  (jeorgia  'till  J80£*    l¥e  will  now  tell  you  bow  the. 
country  >  wefaave  described  happened  to  belong  to  tbe  United  Stgt^^  : 
About  fifty  years  ago;  s(  war  broke-out  betweeu  the  British  %nA  her 
own  people  who  were  here*    The  war  lasted  seven  y«ar»,  find 'the, 
British  were  conquered— r-you  took 'part  in  that  war,  and  w€re  <;on- 
quered  also.  All  the  country  which  was  conquered,  belonged  theii  to 
the  conquerors.    The  British  were  atl  driven  off,  and  you  would  have 
Qhared  the  -same  fate,  but  for  the  humanity  and  goodm*^  of  the  new 
Government,  which  wa^estlibllafied  after  the  war.

?lacef  irbera  tbey  would  be  fre»  from  interruption  and  distdrbance. 
!'oa  would  bave  some  encouragement  to  clear  fields  ^nd  build  good 
homes.  They  Would  be  yeurs,  and  yours  not  for  a  short  time ;  but 
for  yourselves  and  generations  afterwards.  You  flourish  best  when  at 
a  distance  from  the  settlements*  In  going  through  your  country, 
where  do.  we  find  the  most  improvements  ?  On  the  lines  of  the  States^ 
and  even  on  the  public  roads,  we  hardly  ever  see  a  field  or  a  house. 

.  You  retire  within,  in  order  to  get  clear  of  the  intrusions  and  en- 
croachments of  disorderly  whites,  who  sometimes  gather  upon  our 
frontiers.  But  even  in  the  interior,  the  state  of  your  improvements 
are  such  .as  to  shew  that  there  is  something  wrong ;  that  you  do  not 
consider  yourselves  at  home.  You  told  the  Commissioners  at  the  In- 
•diaa  Springs,  that  your  people  bad  quit  hunting,  and  settled  down  to 
the  industrious  use  of  the  axe,  hoe,  plough,  and  loom*  The  game  is 
gone,  but  still  we  find  you  ranging  in  parties  in  all  directions ;  some 
to  Florida,  some  to  the  Cherokee  and  Choctaw  nations,  and  some 
liave  gone  even  beyond  the  Msssissippi.  Brothers,  we  plainly  see, 
and  we  know  it  to  be  trdc,  from  the  talks  of  the  President,  the  Sec« 
retary  of  War,  the  Governor  of  (Georgia,  the  Georgia  delegation  in 
•Congress,  and.  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  for  years  past,  that  one 
4>f  two  things  mast  be  done:  you  must  come  under  the  laws  of  the 
whites,  or,  you  must  remove.  Brothers,  these  are  not  hard  proposi- 
tions. If  yoo  intend  to  be  industrious  ^nd  go  to  work  in  ear- 
nest, our  laws  will  not  be  burthensome.  But  the  difference  wonld  be 
so  quick  an»so  great,  that,  at  first  it  might  make  you  restless  and 
uneasy.  But  let  you  go  where  you  will,  a  change  in  your  condition 
wUI  be  the  study  of  Christians  and  the  work  of  the  Government 
firotliers,  we  now  tell  you,  what  we,  in  the  name  of  your  Father 
the  President,  ^ntyou  to  do.   We  want  thecountry  you  now  occupy. 

.  It  is  within  the  limits  of  Georgia  and  Alabama.  These  States  insist 
open,  having  their  lines  cleared.  The  President  will  do  this  by  giv- 
ing you  a  better  country,  and  will  aid  you  in  removing ;  protect  you 
where  you  may  go,  against  whites  and  all  others,  and  give  you  a 
solemn  guaranty  in  the  title  and  occupancy  of  the  new  country 
which  you  may  select.  We  now  leave  you  to  pause^  to  examine,  and 
decide.  This  talk  comes  to  you  full  of  friendship,  yet  it  is  of  serious 
and  impoHant  importt  By  deciding  for  yourselves,  it  may  prevent 
others  from  deciding  for  you.  We  want  an  answer  as  soon  as  it  may 
be  convenient  to  give  it  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Legislature  of  Georgia  are  both  in  session,  and  they  will 
want  to  know  what  has  been  done.  We  again  assure  the  nation  of 
our  friendly  feeling.

The  following  reply  was  this  day  received  from  the  Chiefs,  in  an- 
swer to  the  address  delivered  them  on  the  9th  inst. 

Thxb-catch-ca,- 

I  Uh  December f  1824. 

Friends  and  Brothers :  You  have  given  us  a  very  long  talk^  which 
we  will  now  answer  the  most  prominent  parts  of. 

Tou  tell  us  of  things  which  we  never  heard  before.  Tou  tell  us 
tliat  the  Muscogees  are  not  the  original  proprietors  of  this  soil ;  that 
they  came  from  the  West*  and  obtained  it  by  conquest  This  we  do 
not  know.  Froni  all  the  traditions  which  have  been  handed  down  to 
uis  from  our  forefathers,  we  have  been  impressed  with  the  belief,  that 
we  are  the  original  and  sole  proprietors  of  the  soil.  ]ftrothers,  the 
first  white  people  that  ever  landed  here,  found  us  here.  The  first  red 
lieople  that  were  known  to  visit  the  whites,  were  from  the  Coweta 
town.  We  are,  therefore,  under  the  conviction  that  our*peopleare  the 
original  proprietors  of  the  soil,  as  an  inheritance  left  tp  us  by  our  fore- 
fathers. As  proof  of  this,  every  sale  of  lands,  which  has  been  made  to 
the  whites,  has  been  made  by  the  Muscogees.  But,  admit  that  we  now 
hold  our  lands  by  right  of  occupancy  only ;  admit  the  claim  of  Georgia 
to  have  been  a  good  one  to  that  part  of  country  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  by  tiie  treaty  of  cession  of  1802,  a  stipulation  in  that  agree- 
ment declares,  that  the  United  States  will  extinguish  for  Georgia,  the 
Indian  title  to  the  lands  within  the  ceded  limits,  so  soon  only  as  it  can 
be  done  on  peaceable  and  reasonable  terms.  "This  certainly  admits 
the  claim  of  the  Muscogees  to  the  right  of  an  occupancy,  until  they 
are  willing  to  dispose  of  that  occupancy.  It  is  true,  that,  in  the  war 
between  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies,  that  many  of  our  people 
were  deluded  by  the  British,  and  pursuaded  to  take  the  side  against 
the  colonies.  But,  after  the  conclusion  of  that  war,  which  termina- 
ted in  favor  of  the  colonies,  a  new.  free,  and  independent  Govern- 
ment was  formed  and  acknowledged  by  all  or  many  of  the  European 
Powers. 

After  the  establishment  of  the  United  States'  Government,  they 
made  treaties  with  the  different  tribes,  and  the  first  treaty  entered  in- 
to between  the  Muscogee  nation  and  the  United  States,  at  New  York, 
in    August,    1790,  the  5th  article  of    which    here  follows,   viz: 
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*<  The  United  States  solemnly  guaranties  to  the  Creek  nation^  all 
their  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Westward 
and  Soitthward  of  the  boundary  line  described  by  the  preceding  arti- 
det''  expressly  guaranties  to  this  naiion,  all  the  lands  within  certain 
limits,  and  not  ceded  by  that  treaty;  a  part  of  which  lands,  are  the 
lands  which  Georgia  naw  claims.    The  Sd  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Fort  Jackson,  done  in  August,   1 8 14,  speaks  this  language:  <'The 
United  States  will  guaranty  to  the  Creek  nation,  the  integrity  of  all 
their  territory,  Eastwardly  and  Northwardly  of  the  said  line,  to  be 
ran  and  described  as  mentioned  in  the  first  article*''    At  the  treaty 
of  the  Indian  Spring,  in  January,  1821,  in  reply  to  a  request  made  by 
the  Chiefs  of  the  nation,  to  the  Commissioners^  for  a  guaranty  to 
the  remainder  of  their  lands,   the  Commissioners  said,  yerbally, 
''that  we  bad  already  a  sufficient  guaranty  in  two  former  treaties/' 
alluding,  undoubtedly^  to  the  treaties  of  New  York,  in  1790,  and 
Fort  Jackson^  in  1814.    Taking  into  view,  words  of  the  treaty  of 
cession  with  Georgia,  and  the  several  guaranties  in  treaty  stipula- 
tions between  this  nation  and  the  United  States,  as  well  as  the  letter 
of  the  Honorable  George  Graham,  acting  Secretary  of  War,  to  the 
Creek  Peputation,  dated  17th  March,  1817,  an  extract  of  which  here 
follows,  viz:  *«The  land  which  was  guarantied  to  you  by  the  treaty 
signed  by  General  Jackson,  and  your  Chiefs,  and  head  men,  on  the 
9th  of  August^  1814,  is  your  land,  and  your  Father,  the  President, 
who  holds  you,  and  your  nation,  fast  by  the  hand,  will  take  care  that 
no  part  of  it  is  ever  taken  from  you,  excepting  by  the  free  consent  of 
the  Chiefs  aiid  head  m^n,  given  in  Council,  and  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration;''  it  seems  to  have  been  distinctly  understood  by  the  con^, 
tracting  particS|  and  acknowledged  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  that  no  coercive  measures  were  to  be  appreliended  by  us ;  nor 
can  we  believe,  that  our  Father,  the  President,  will  act  otherwise  than 
in  good  faith,  in  the  strict  and  faithful  performance  of  treaty  stipu- 
lations.    Brothers,  we  have  already  parted  with  various  tracts  of 
our  land,  until  we  find  our  limits  quite  circumscribed  ;  we  have  bare- 
ly a  sufficiency  left  us.    The  proposals  to  remove  beyond  the  Mis- 
sissippi, we  cannot  for  a  moment  listen  to.  Brothers,  we  have  among 
us,  aged  and  infirm  men  and  women,  and  helpless  children,  who  can- 
not bear  the  fatigues  of  even  a  single  day's  journey.     Shall  we,  can 
we  leave  them  behind  as  ?     Shall  we  desert,  in  their  old  age,  the  pa- 
rents that  fostered  us  ?     The  answer  is  in  your  own   hearts.     No! 
Again,  we  feel  anafiection  for  the  land  in  which  we  were  born;  we 
wish  our  bones  to  rest  by  the  side  of  our  fathers.     Considering,  then, 
our  now  circumscribed  limits,  the  attachments  we  ha\e  to  our  native 
soil,  and  the  assurances  which  we  have,  that  our  homes  will  never  be 
forced  from  us,  so  long  as  the  Government  of  the  United  States  shall 
exist,  we  roust  positively  decline  the  proposal  of  a  removal  beyond  the 
Mississippi,  or  the  sale  of  any  more  of  our  territory.     Brothers,  we 
fell  gratified  by  the  friendly  disposition  manifested  towards  us  by  you^ 
and  as  we  met/ricndly,  so  we  hope  to  part

In  conversation  with  Col.  Crowell,  the  Agent,  the  Commissionera 
were  informed  that  the  two  publications^  dated  at  Tuckabatchee  and 
Pole  Cat  Springs,  signed  by  a  number  of  the  Uppertown  Chiefs, 
were  written  by  the  Sub-agenty  Captain  Wallcer ;  Uiat  the  first  was 
brought  to  this  place  in  Jane  last ;  no  signatures  were  obtain^,  bat 
the  Agent  understood  it  to  be  consented  to  generally.  It  was  then 
in  the  hand  writing  of  Captain  Walker :  the  last  meeting  wliere  the 
Pole  Cat  proceedings  occurred,  was  at  ^  alker's  house.  No  commu*, 
nication  was  made  to  the  Government  of  either  of  these  proceedings. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  his  ExcUlency.tlM 
Governor  of  Greorgia : 

Executive  Dbpartmeht, 

MUtdgeviUe,  9th  Dec  1824. 

GENTLEMEN :  The  Legislature  will  probably  adjourn  about  the 
18th  inst  andy  as  much  anxiety  is  manifested  to  know  whether  you 
have  any  prospects  of  concluding  a  Treaty^  I  have  sent  an  express 
that  this  letter  may  be  safely  delivered  into  your  own  hands.  If 
there  are  no  prospects  of  bringing  your  mission  to  a  favorable  termi- 
nation, be  so  good  as  to  apprize  me  of  the  obstacles  you  have  had  to 
encounter;  if  you  found  yourselves  anticipated  and  forestalled  by 
the  Indian  Council,  held  in  the  Spring,  of  which  we  received  tira 
first  notice  recently  through  an  Alabama  print.  Inform  me,  if  you 
please,  by  what  authority  that  Council  was  held  ?  whether  with  the 
knowledge,  countenance,  or  encouragement  of  the- Ag^nt  ?  was  the 
Agent  present  at  that  Council,  and  what  part  did  he  take  ?  who  drew 
up  their  state  paper  ?  were  the  proceedings  of  that  Council  made 
known  by  the  Agent  to  bis  Government,  without  delay,  and  was  it 
with  a  knowledge  of  these  proceedings  that  you  were  appointed  ? 
were  any  allusions  made  to  them  in  your  instructions  ?  You  will 
pardon  the  trouble  I  give  you.  There  is  no  absolute  right,  on  my 
part,  to  propound  these  questions ;  no  obligation  on  yours  to  answer 
them.  Nevertheless,  you  are  citizens  of  Georgia,  and  if  your  nego- 
tiations fail,  you  will  see  how  necessary  it  will  he  for  me  to  ^receive 
true  and  correct  answers  to  these  questions,  fhom  such  authoi*ity  as 
will  enable  me  to  use  them  in  vindication  of  our  rights  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. You  will  not  infer  from  any  of  them  thilt  hasty  inferences 
have  been  indulged  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States.    Hope  is  still  entertained,  that  all  will  be  right,  and  in  no 

5 vent  will  any  thing  be  sought  to  inculpate  the  Government  of  the 
hiitd  States,  but  strict  matter  of  fact.

PbINOETOIT^  NEAB  BbOKEN  ARROW9 

December  14, 1824. 

Sir  :  Your  express  arrived  here  on  Sunday,  and  found  us  ahsent 
on  a  small  excursion  up  the  river  on  business  most  importantly  con- 
nected with  our  mission.  We  did  not  return  till  yesterday,  and  then 
Jo  excessive  rain^  "^hich  has  greatly  retarded  our  operations.  Wo 
are  not  without  our  diflSculties  in  determining  what  shall  be  our  an- 
swer to  the  several  inquiries  which  you  have  propounded.  These  do 
not  arise,  however,  from  any  reluctance  to  make  to  you  a  full  dis- 
closure oC  our  proceedings,  and  the  obstacles  which  we  have  had  to 
encounter,  but  from  an  apprehension  that,  by  such  communication^ 
we  mightffarthe  present,  weaken  the  means  of  which  we  hope  success- 
fully to  avail  ourselves.  As  Agents  of  the  General  Government,  and 
as  citizens  of  Georgia,  we  cannot  regard  your  efforts  upon  this 
subject  in  other  than  the  most  favorable  light ;  and  at  a  time  more 
seasonable,  in  case  of  our  failure,  we  shall  be  prepared  most  hearti- 
ly to  co-operate  in  your  views,  and  upon  the  very  points  of  your  in- 
quiries. 

We  commenced  our  pegotiations  in  writing ;  as  far  as  it  has  pro- 
gressed in  this  way,  we  send  you  a  c^py.  This  method  has  been  a- 
bandoned,  as  too  formal,  and  liable  to  too  many  interruptions.  Our 
discussions  will  be  conducted  orally  for  the  future,  and  in  this  way 
we  shall  enjoy  advantages  which  will  probably  lead  to  success* 

The  proceedings  which  you  have  seen  published,  as  occurring  at 
TuCkebatchee,,  and  Pole  Cat  Springs,  were  evidently  intended  to 
forestall  us.  I'hey  have,  in  a  great  measure,  had  the  effect,  by 
spreading  alarm  throughout  the  nation,  by  the  miserable  farrago  of 
threats  which  they  contain.  For  some  time  past,  the  Cherokces  have 
exerted  a  steady  and  officious  interference  in  the  affaii*s  of  this  tribe. 
That  this  has  derived  additional  impulse,  and  that  we  are  now  en- 
countering a  daitf  interference,  most  active  and  insidious,  we  have 
no  doubt. 

We  decline  a,  specification,  in  the  hope  that  we  may  succeed  with- 
out it,  and  thereby  avoid  its  irritating  consequences.  l)eep]y  sensi- 
ble that  a  persevering  zeal  is  indispensable,  in  furtherance  of  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Government,  and  in  vindicating  the  rights  of  Georgia,  we 
will  communicate  again  by  expi*ess,  to  reach  you  in  the  forenoon  of 
Saturday,  if  such  step  should  appear  to  us  to  promise  any  advantage.

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On  thisdajy  December  the  Hth,  the  Commissioners  attended  the 
Council  and  found  them  engaged  in  the  earnest  discussion  of  the 
subject  of  the  treaty.  Eight  or  ten  chiefs  delivered  their  opiniohs  at 
considerable  lengthy  and  some  with  great  earnestness  and  vehemence* 
After  they  had  dosed,  the  Commissioners  were  invited  in,  and  hav- 
ing previously  arranged  with  the  Council  to  conduct  the  negotiation^ 
verbally  delivered  to  them  a  talk*  which  insisted^  in  strong  termst 
upon  the  acquisition  of  the  whole  country  by  exchange^  or  of  a  part 
by  exchange  or  purchase*  The  wishes  of  the  General  Government 
were  urged.  Efforts  were  used  to  convince  the  Council  that  such  ar- 
rangement was  indispensable,  whether  considered  in  relation  to  the 
United  States  or  themselves.  That,  for  the  safety  and  better  means 
of  defence  of  the  United  States,  and  to  enable  her  to  comply  with 
the  compact  with  Georgia*  it  was  necessary  that  the  States  should 
lie  together  in  a  compact  form.  That,  for  the  protection  and  im- 
provement of  the  nation*  it  was  necessary  they  should  go  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  States.  They  were  warned  against  the  talks  of  any 
body  except  the  General  Government ;  that  they  had  been  misled  by 
the  Cherokees^andothers^  whose  duty  it  waste  have  instructed  them 
better. 

Many  other  topics  were  also  urged,  and  documents  read,  showing 
the  rights  of  the  United  States  and  Georgia,  and  the  opinions  and 
wishes  of  the  Greneral  Gevernment. 

At  the  close  of  the  Commissioners'  remarks  on  the  above  subject, 
they  proposed  that  the  balance  of  the  negotiation  should  be  conduct- 
ed by  a  namber  of  chiefs,  to  be  selected  by  the  Council ;  and  that  the 
mass  who  were  standing  round,  and  occasioning  great  expense  in  ra- 
tions, should  be  discharged.  They  also  proposed  that  the  place  of 
negotiation  should  be  changed  to  some  room  which  should  be  more 
comfortable  and  convenient ;  and  that  the  Commissioners  would  pay 
the  expense  of  such  a  room.  To  the  whole  of  these  last  propositions 
a  flat  denial  was  received.  It  was  answered,  they  would  discharge 
none  of  their  people;  that  they  would  meet  nowhere  but  in  the 
square;  and  that  proceedings  should  be  in  the  presence  ef  all  who 
were  attending.  Two  chiefs  then  gave  their  answer  to  the  main  3ub- 
ject  of  the  Commissioners'  talk.  These  were  short  but  pointed,  con- 
sisting of  but  little  more  than  the  «<  emphatic  No."  The  Council 
were  then  informed  that  the  commissioners  could  not  take  such  an- 
swer as  conclusive ;  that  they  should  continue  the  negotiation  as  long 
as  they  thought  proper,  and  would  expect  to  meet  the  Council  again 
on  to-morrow. 

The  following  letter  was  addressed  to  the  agent : 

Sir  :  Having  been  instructed  by  the  War  Department  to  call  on 
you  for  any  information  or  assistance  which  we  might  need,  |)cnding 
the  present  treaty,  we  have  to  request  that  you  cause  to  be  produced 
to  us  certain  documents  transmitted  by  the  Cherokee  nation,  or  sdme 
individual  thereof,  to  this  nation ;  also  a  letter  purporting  to  have 
been  written  by  one  Charles  Casheda,  of  Tennessee,  to  the  Big 
Warrior.     We  deem  an  inspection  of  the  above  documents  material

to  US;  in  furthering  the  just  views  and  policy  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment* If  they  are  in  the  custody,  power*  or  control  of  yourself  or 
sub-agent,  we  shall  be  thankful  if  you  will  cause  them  famished  as 
soon  as  practicable.

To  which  the  following  reply  was  received  : 

Gbntlembit  :  In  reply  to  your  note  of  this  date,  in  relation  to  cer- 
tain documents  said  to  have  been  transmitted  to  the  nation  by  the 
Cberokees,  I  have  to  remark,  that  no  such  documents,  or  documents 
of  any  descriptfon,  from  the  Cherokees,  are  in  my  possession  ;  but, 
on  application  to  the  sub-agent,  be  has  delivered  to  me  the  enclosed* 
papers,  and  states  that  they  are  all  that  are  in  bis  possession.  He 
states,  that  the  letter  of  Casheda,  of  Tennessee,  to  the  Big  Warrior, 
he  believes  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Warrior. 

Mr.  Peck,  who  acted  as  Secretary  to  the  Creek  Council,  informs 
me- that  be  has,  in- his  possession,  the  correspondence  between  the 
Cberokees  and  the  United  States'  Commissioners  at  New  Town,  but 
tfaat  be  does  not  feel  himself  authorized  to  give  them  up  without  the 
consent  of  tlie^chiefs  from  whom  he  received  them.

JVbif. — ^The  pipers  furnished  were  a  letter  from  the  Cherokee  De- 
legation to  the  President ;  letter  from  D.  G.  Campbell  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War9  dated  28th  November,  1823 ;  report  of  Secretary  of  War 
to  the  ^President  ^  Secretary  of  War  to  Cherokee  Delegation ;  the 
Delegation  to  the  Secretary  of  War ;  President's  message  to  Con- 
gress. The  above  papers  were  in  manuscript,  and,  as  we  believe, 
in  the  liand- writing  of  John  Ross.

December  16,  1824. 

The  Commissioners  met  the  Council  again  on  this  day,  and  gave 
tbehi  a  talk.  Reference  was  had  to  the  treaties  of  Augusta,  Gal- 
phinton,  and  Shoulderbone,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that,  even  be- 
fore the  Revolution,  the  lands  which  the  nation  occupied  wei*e  not 
held  by  title,  but  reserved  to  them  simply  for  hunting  grounds.  Sub- 
sequent treaties  were  also  refierred  to,  and  many  arguments  urged  in 
favor  of  an  entire  or  partial  cession  of  lands.  A  distinct  proposition 
was  then  submitted,  that  the  United  States  would  give  lands  in  ex- 
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change  Tor  the  entire  possessions  of  tlie  Creek  nation/ acre  fi)r  acre^ 
and  to  indemnify  the  nation  for  tboik*  improvementst  and  the  expen- 
ses of  removaly  would  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars^ 
or  would  make  an  exchange  for  the  lands  within  the  limits  of  Greor- 
gia^  giving,  as  odds,  the  sum  pf  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  To 
these  arguments  and  propositions,  the  Little  Prince  replied  that  he 
bad  directed  his  warriors  several  times  to  tell  the  Commissioners 
that  he  had  no  land  for  sale,  but  that  he  would  not  believe  them, 
therefore  he  would  answer  himself.  He  said  he  should  llBten  to  no 
old  treaties.  That  at  New  York  the  nation  gave  up  land,  and  that 
General  Washington  gave  them  the  balance,  and  told  them  it  was 
theirs,  and  that  they  never  intended  to  spare  another  foot  The  Com- 
missioners then  laid  before  them  sundry  documents,  containing  evi- 
dence of  a  claim  in  favor  of  Blackburn  and  Houston,  of  Tennessee^ 
against  the  nation,  forwarded  by  the  War  Departmentf  and  then 
retired. 


No.  2. 

December  18, 18fi4. 

The  Commissioners  met  in  council,  and  asked  whether  tliey^  per- 
sisted in  the  determination  \fh\ch  they  had  expressed,  of  ceding  lands 
on  no  terms.  The  Big  Warrior's  deputy  answered,  that  he  would  not 
take  a  house  full  of  money  for  his  interest  in  the  land  i  and  that  we 
might  take  this  for  a  final  answer. 

In  regard  to  the  claim  from  Tennessee,  the  council  insisted  on  de- 
lay ;  stating  that  papers  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Big  Wjirrior, 
which  were  material.  They  said  further,  that  the  arrest  of  the 
claimants,  and  the  capture  of  their  goods,  were  uhder  the  order  of 
the  agent,  Col.  Hawkins ;  and  that  this  order  could  not  then  be  pro^ 
duced  ;  and  that  they  could  not  consider  the  claim  any  furtlier  at  this 
time. 

The  Commissioners  then  took  their  leave  of  the  Council,  and  re- 
tired. ^    . 

On  the  evening  of  this  day  the  Commissioners  consulted  as  to  the 
course  best  to  be  pursued.  Believing  that  ihey  had  been  defeated  by 
cotnbination  and  preconcert^  they  resolved  to  pursue  the  subject  by 
every  means  of  whicli  they  could  avail  themselves.  It  appeared  that 
the  most  active,  industi*ious,  and  insidious  means,  had  been  resorted 
to  for  montlis,  for  the  purpose  of  inspiring  confidence,  determination, 
prejudice  and  and  obstinacy,  in  one  part  of  the  nation,  (Upper  Town,) 
and  of  spreading  fears  and  alarms  in  tiie  other,  by  threats  and  Men- 
aces. These  were  frequently  repeated  in  the  course  of  the  negotia* 
tion.  The  Commissioners  found  themselves  overreached  in  the  se- 
lection of  the  place.  The  combination  had  every  opportunity  of  ex- 
erting its  devices,  and  the  Commissioners  had  but  few  facilities  of 
counteracVum.  We  satisfied  ourselves  that  a  treaty  could  be  obtain- 
ed from  the  chiefs  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  and  to  thft  extent  oC 
the  Georgia  claim.    The  basis  of  such  treaty  would  have  been  ex« 
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change  of  territory,  and  would  have  effected  the  removal  of  one  half 
4(  the  nation,  10,000.  The  Commissioners,  entertaining  some  doubts 
t>f  the'  validity  of  the  treaty  sigi^ed  by  individual  council,  and  fearing 
to  expose  such  part  of  the  chiefs  to  the  resentment  of  the  combination^ 
resolved  upon  a  temporaray  adjournment,  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing the  farther  instructions  of  tlie  Government  The  following  com- 
munication was  then  addressed  to  ttie  Secretary  of  War.  But  the 
Commissioners,  considering  that  the  business)  of  negotiation  requires 
id  be  precipitated,  and  that  the  least  delay  would  endanger  success ; 
and,  considering,  further,  that  the  subject  admits  of  better  explanation^ 
and  greater  detail,  by  a  pei*sonal  interview  with  the  Executive  o)hthe 
TJntoh,  determined  that  a  member  of  the  board  should,  with  the  least 
possible  delay,  proceed  to  Washington  City,  and  that  proceedings 
should  rest  until  his  return.  D.  G.  Campbell  being  selected  to  make 
the  visit  to  Washington,  the  board  adjounied,  and  resolved  to  set  out 
for  Georgia  the  next  day.

^<  Having  understood  from  the  Department,  this  morning,  in  a 
verbal  conversation,  that  the  President,  after  consulting  the  Cabinet, 
had  declined  granting  to  the  Commissioners  tlie  authority  which  was 
asked,  in  jny  communication  of  the  Bth  instant,  I  take  leave  to  pro- 
jiound  another  course,  and  to  request  that  I  may  be  instructed  hd- 
cordingly,  as  the  decision  m^y  be  made. 

<*The  facts,  heretofore  disclosed,  shew  a  willingness,  on  the  part 
of  the  Indians  within  the  Georgia  limits,  to  cede  their  territory,  and 
to  emigrate;  but  insurmountable  obstacles  present  themselves  to  this 
acceptance  of  a  treaty  thus  concluded.  It  is  now  proposed  to  rea»* 
semble  the  chiefs  of  the  whole  nation  ;  to  renew  the  ofiei*fl  ali-eady 
made  ;  to  obtain  the  entire  Creek  country,  if  practicable ;  but  if  this 
q^nnot  be  effected,  then  to  accept  a  ti'eaty,  signed  by  the  chiefs,  with- 
in the  limits  of  Georgia,  provided  such  treaty  be  accompanied  by  the 
assent  of  the  other  chiefs,  that  the  land  to  be  abandoned  by  the  emi^ 
•  grating  party,  shall  he  immediately  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Government  I  am  unable  to  perceive  any  objection,  to  which  this 
proposition  may  be  liable.  If  the  President  entertains  the  Kke  views, 
and  we  can  receive  siiecific  instructions  that  the  plan  proposed  coin- 
cides With  the  wishes  and  policy  of  the  Government  tfiave  a  sti-ong 
assurance  that  a  treaty,  highly  favorable,  may  shortly  be  obtained. 
iThe  special  message  of  tlie  President  which  you  mentioned  as  being 
about  to  be  made^  will  no  doubt  be  found  an  efficieat  auxiliary.^

Letter  from  the  Secretanj  of  War  to  Col.  Duncan  G.  Campbell,  Com- 
missioner, ^'c  ^c.  dated 

Dbpaktmbnt  of  War,  Jan.  13,  1825. 

Sir  :  I  am  directed,  by  the  Pre8ident,  to  inform  ycfU  tbat  Captain 
Walker,  the  sub-agent  of  the  Ci*eek  nation,  has  been  discharged  by 
his  order.  The  reasons  for  his  discharge,  will  appear  in  the  letter 
to  Colonel  Ci-owcll,  the  agent,  covering  the  discharge  of  the  sub- 
agent,  a  copy  of  wliich  is  hei'ewith  enclosed. 

The  Agent  was  instructed,  by  a  letter  from  this  Department,  of  the 
16th  July  last,  covering  an  extract  from  the  instructions  to  yourself 
and  Major  Meriwether,  to  obey  your  orders  on  all  points  coi«nected 
with  the  proposed  treaty,  as  wiU  appear  by  a  copy  of  the  letter  and 
of  the  extract  referred  to,  and  herewith  enclosed.  It  was  not  doubted 
by  the  Department,  but  that  he  would  zealonsly  co-operate  in  effect- 
ing the  object  of  the  Grovemmeni  in  authorizing  the  treaty  to  be  held. 
It  appears,  however,  by  the  report,  thatthe  Agent  neglected  to  inform 
you  of  the  previous  nieetings  and  decision  of  th6  Creek  Chiefs  at  To- 
kaubatche  and  the  R)Ie  Cat  Springs,  which  had  so  material  a  bearing 
on  the  negotiation,  and  that  the  Comfhissioners  had  to  rely  solely  upon 
their  own  exertions,  ii^ithout  aid  from  tiie  Agent,  who  assumed  a  neu- 
tral i^iosition.  It  also  appears,  from  the  journal,  that,  in  the  opiniou 
of  the  Commissioners,  the  Creek  Indians  had  been  misled  by  tbeChe- 
rokees,  and  others^  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  instructed  tfiem  better. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  President,  before  he  makes  any  decision  on  the 
conduct  of  the  Agent,  to  be  put  in  full  possession  of  all  the  facts  and 
f  Ircumstances,  which  may  enable  him  to  form  a  correct  opinion  as  to 
his  conduct  and  motiv^in  withholding  his  co-operation  ;  and,  particu- 
larly, whether  the  Agent  received  any  instruction  from  the  Commis* 
sioners  directing  his  general  or  particular  co-operation,  which  he  re- 
fpsed  or  neglected  to  fulfil,  and  who  are  referred  to  in  speaking  of 
^  others, *'  in  the  extract  from  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Commissioners  above  stated ;  and  pai-ticularly,  whether  the  Agent  was, 
and,  if  so,  by  wliat  particular  acts  of  his  were  the  Creeks  misled. 

It  is,  doubtless,  the  duty  of  the  Agent  to  watch  over  and  to  protect 
the  Indians  assigned  to  his-  agency,  and  to  advance  their  interest  in 
all  cases  undcf  the  treaties,  laws,  and  instructions  of  the  Department; 
but  still  he  i^  the  Agent  of  the  Gbvemment,  and  is  bound,  in  all  case.s, 
to  give  his  zealous  co-operation  in  effecting  its  views.  In  addition  to 
which,  in  this-case,  he  was  particularly  directed  to  obey  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Commissioners,  which  ought  to  have  excluded  all  doubt  as 
to  his  duty,  affording  all  the  aid  in  his  power  to  contribute  to  a  suc- 
cessful termination  of  the  treaty. 

The  Commissioners,  in  their  communication  to  ttie  Governor  of 
Geoi^ia,  speaking  of  the  difficulties  in  answering  his  inquiries,,  re. 
niark  that  these  (difficulties)  do  not  arise  from  any  reluctance  to  make 
toycw  (the  Governor)  a  full  disclosure  of  our  proceedings,  and  the  ob- 
stacles which  we  have  had  to'  encounter,  but  from  an  apprehension 
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that,  by  siieh  coimnunication,  we  might,  for  the  present,  weaken  the 
means  of  which  we  hope  successfully  to  avail  ourselves.  As  Agents 
of  the-  Genei*ftl  GUkTcrnment^  and  as  citizens  of  Georgia,  we  cunnot  re- 
gard your  eSbrts  upon  this  subject,  in  other  than  the  most  favorable 
light ;  and  at  a  time  more  i|easonable,  in  case  of  our  failure,  we  shall 
be  prepared  most  heartily  to  co-operate  in  your  views,  and  upon  the 
very  points  of  your  inquiries***  Again,  ♦<  that  we  are  now  encoun- 
tering a  daily  interference,  most  active  and  insidious,  we  have  no 
doubt.  We  decline  a  specification,  in  the  hope  that  we  may  succeed 
witliout  it,  and  thereby  avoid  its  Irritating  consequences/* 

The  Pi*esidcnt  i-equests  to  he  informed  of  the  nature  of  the  coipmu- 
oiration  which  was  withheld  from  the  Grovernor,  and  which,  if  it  had 
been  communicated,  would,  for  the  present^  weaken  the  means  of  which 
the  Commissioners  hoped  f^ccessfully  to  have  availed  themselves ;  and 
^hich.  at  a  time  more  seasonable,  in  the  case  of  a  failure,  they  pro- 
jiosed  to  make  known,  and  to  co-operate  with  his  views  on  tlie  points 
of  his  inquiries,  and  what  was  tlie  nature  of  the  means  referred  to ; 
and,  also,  what  was  the  nature  of  those  active  and  insidious  inter** 
Terences  which  the  Commi.^sioners  encountered,  bat  which  they  declin- 
ed specifying,  in  their  answer  to  the  Governor,  in  onkr  to  avoid  irii* 
tating  consequences ;  and  from  whence  such  interferences  came. 

The  pi*op<^ed  renewal  of  the  negotiation  renders  the  explanation 
the  more  desirable.  The  President  is  very  solicitous  for  its  success- 
ful termination  ;  and  a  full  disclosure  of  the  nature,  extent,  and  source 
of  the  opposition  at  which  the  Commissioners  hint,  will  enable  him  to 
adopt  such  measures,  as  the  factii  disclosed  may  require.

Letter  from  the  Secretai^y  of  War  to  Cdonel  John  CroweUf  Indian 

Agentj  ^'c  dated 

DbpaktmentofWar,  Jan.  13,  1825. 

Sir  :  I  herewith  enclose  a  letter  to  Captain  Walker,  discharging 
him  from  tlie  service  of  the  United  States,  as  sub-agent,  which  you 
will  cause  to  be  .delivered  as  speedily  as  practicable.  The  charges 
*  against  Captain  Walker  are,  generally,  that  he  aided  and  counte- 
nanced the  Indians  in  tljeir  opposition  to  tlie  treaty,  and,  particularly, 
that  he  penned  the  publication  of  the  Creek  chiel^,  at  Tokaubatchee 
and  the  Pole  Cat  Springs;  and  that  their  meeting  at  tlie  latter,  was 
at  his  house,  and  with  his  sanction  and  countenance.  In  afldition  to 
tlie  above,  it  appears,  by  verbal  statements  that  Captain  Walker  lias 
married  a  daughter  of  one  of  the  principal  Chiefs  of  the  nation^  which 
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creates  a  relationship,  fliatis  calculated  to  influence  him  improperly 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  Captain  Walker's  place  will  be  filled 
by  the  Department^  as  soon  as  a  suitable  person  can  be  selected.

Letter  from  Duncan  A  Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  fFar^  dated  14/A 

January,  1825. 

Washington  Citt, 

14th  January 9  1825,   * 

Sir:  I  have  received  yours  of  yesterday,  informing  me  of  the  re* 
moval  of  Capt  Walker  from  the  office  of  Sub  agent  of  the  Creek  Na- 
tion, and  asking  further  information  re.specting  the  position  assumed 
by  the  principal  agent ;  and  asking,  also,  an  explanation  Qf  certain 
passages  contained  in  the  commissioners'  journal. 

I  regard  the  impeachment  of  an  individual,  of  official  delinquency, 
as  matter  of /delicate  import.  I  did  not  therefore,  permit  myself  to 
become  the  accuser  of  Capt  Walker,  wn^lf  by  actual  observation, 
and  fnim  his  own  acknowledgment,  1  was  possessed  of  dii-ectand  ma- 
nifest proof  of  his  guilt.  Not  possessing  the  like  evidence  against 
the  agent,  I  cannot  consent  to  be  considerQd  his  accuser.  My  only 
allusion  to  this  officer  was  upon  tlie  ground  of  his  non  co-oiKsration, 
and  his  omission  to  restrain  his  sub-agent  iu  his  adverse  movements. 
This  was  in  compliance  with  the  coui'se  suggested  by  the  depart- 
ment, which  rec^uiredan  enumeration  of  all  the  difficulties  which  we 
had  encountered.  As  far  as  he  has  been  brought  into  question,  by  my 
reiwrt,  on  account  of  the  negative  course  which  he  professed  to  pursue, 
and  the  neutrality  which  he  assumed,  the  grounds  taken  have  been 
fully  sustained  by  the  Pi'esident  and  Department.  In  any  pi-oceed- 
ing* beyond  tliis/l  decline  an  agency.  It  only  remains  for  me,  then, 
to  give  explanation  to  cei*tain  passages  which  you  have  cited  in  the 
journal ;  to  limit  or  extend  their  bearings  as  the  state  of  facts  may  re- 
quire, and  to  answer  certain  questions  which  you  have  pro|)ounded. 

I  am  asked  •♦  whether  the  agent  received  any  instructions  from  the 
commissioners,  directing  his  general  or  particular  co-ojieration,  which 
he  refused  or  neglected  to  fulfil  ?"  The  power  of  tlie  commissioners 
to  coMrol  the  agent  was  derived  from  their  instructions ;  and  the  te-

nor  of  these  instructions  will  shew  the  extent  of  that  power*    Tbe  art 
tide  connected  with  the  subject  is  thfs  : 

<*The  pi-obable  amount  of  provisions  that  will  be  required  to  be  is* 
sued  to  the  Indians  while  treating  with  them*  and  the  pi'ice  at  which 
they  can  be  obtained,  can  be  ascertained  by  a  correspondence  with 
the  agent,  CoU  John  Croweli,  who  is  instructed  to  obey  yoyr  orders 
on  all  points  connected  with  the  proposed  treaty,  and  to  ta^e  sudft 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  the  Indians  to  meet  the  com-^ 
missioners  at  the  time  and  place  which  they  may  fix  on  for  holding 
it,  and  of  which  he  should  be  early  apprized.'^ 

The  construction  given  to  this  article  was,  that  it  limited  itself  U> 
the  provisions  which  might  be  needed  at  the  treaty,  and  to  the  assem- 
blage of  the  Indians*  Our  expectations  that  the  Agent  would  co-ope- 
rate, were  formed  from  our  convictions  of  his  duty  as  the  officer  of 
the  Crovernment  If,  as  appears  to  bo  the  fact,  his  convictions  were 
otherwise,  our  order  would  have  been  an  unavailing  process.  On 
rererence  to  the  journal,  I  find,  in  a  letter  which  I  addi*essed  to  the 
Agent  on  the  5th  September,  this  sentence  : 

**  I  shall  attend  Baldwin  Court  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  this  month, 
when  I  shall  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  any  matter  affecting  our  nego- 
tiation. We  are  greatly  concerned  for  the  result  of  our  mission,  and 
must  beg  you  to  pi*epare  the  nation  for  the  issue  we  desire.*' 

Whether  this  will  be  regarded  as  an  "  instraction,*'  *•  directing  a 
general  or  particular  co-operation,''  I  cannot  undertake  to  say.  It  is 
most  certain  that  the  Agent  did  not  so  regard  it;  or,  if  he  did,  then 
he  failed  to  <•  fulfil"  it :  for  neutrality  was  his  avowed  course  from  be« 
ginning  to  end. 

I  now  pi*oceed  to  an  explanation  of  the  allusions  contained  in  tbe 
letter  of  the  Commissionei*s  to  Governor  Troup,  of  Georgia^  The 
Legislature  of  that  State  being  in  session,  and  near  a  close,  tlie  Go- 
vernor communicated  with  the  Commissioners  by  express.  This 
happened  at  what  wo  considered  tiie  crisis  of  the  negotiation.  Tlie 
very  day  on  which  the  express  arMved,  was  sjient  by  the  Commission- 
ers at  Cowetaw,  a  few  miles  distant  from  the  treaty  ground,  on  busi- 
ness connected  with  the  treaty.  The  absence  of  the  Commissioners ; 
the  despatch  of  an  express  to  Greorgia ;  the  arrival  of  the  Grovcmoi*'s. 
expi*ess^rom  Georgia;  the  communication  had,  by  tbe  Commissioners, 
on  that  day,  with  some  of  the  Chiefs,  had  the  effect  of  producing  great- 
confusion  and  alarm  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  considei*efl  themselves 
our  adversaries.  This  was  manifested  by  the  hasty  departure  of  two 
messengers  to  tlie  Big  Warrior,  one  on  the  night  of  the  Idth,  and  the 
others  on  the  morning  of  th«  t4th  December.  One  of  these  messen- 
gers was  sent  at  the  instance  of  the  Sub-Agent  himself  The  Big 
Warrior  was  not  present  at  the  treaty,  bu^  seemed  to  be  represented 
by  a  Committee  of  (bur.  With  these,  the  Sub- Agent  had  constant 
intercourse;  and,  in  council,  they  wei*e  the  organ  of  the  opposition*, 
For  tliese  acts  of  interference  he  was  called  to  account  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  given  to  understand  the  danger  to  which  he  had  ex- 
posed himself.  The  withholding  of  these  facts  was  intended  to  have 
its  operation  upon  Walker,  and  to  be  made  the  price  of  his£o-|(pera«' 
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till.  TVieae  mre  some  of  the  "  insidioas*'  and  '<  daily  'mt^rfcrcnces*'  to 
vhicb  we  had  alkision  ;  and  this  is  the  individual  whom  he  intended 
to  designate.     The   business  of  negotiation,  always  intricate  when 

aiHea  to  Indians  and  their  advisei-s,  becomes  peculiar^  and  is  often 
[aenced  by  ctrcumstances  seemingly  unimportant. 
Thus,  Sir,  have  I  answered  the  several  points  upon  which  the  Pre- 
sident required  further  information.  In  doing  thiSt  I  have  had  re- 
fin^ence  alone  tn  facts  of  a  positive  chai*acter.  To  none  others  did  I 
CDimder  myself  warranted  in  resorting.  Impressions,  circumstances 
hicfdentally  occurring,  public  rumor,  or  newspaper  spficulations,  I 
have  not  considered  as  topics  proper  to  be  embodied  in  this  report*

Slit :  Tl%e  President  has  deliberately  considered  the  proposition  suU- 
mitted  by  tlie  Commissioners  to  treat  with  the  Creeks,  of  holding  a 
separate  treaty  Mrith  General  Mcintosh  for  a  cession  oftiiatportioo  of 
the  Creek  territory  lying  within  the  limits  of  Georgia :  and,  although 
be  is  very  desirous  of  acquiring  for  the  State  of  Georgia  the  land  in 
qoestion,  he  is  of  opinion  that  he  cannot,  with  propriety,  authorize 
tke  tilting  with  Gren.  Mcintosh  alone,  as  proposed  by  the  Commis^ 
sioners.  'there  could  be  m  objection  to  an  arrangement  witli  hiiQ 
to  ahahdon  the  country  which  he  now  occu|)ies,  and  to  settle,  with  his 
fi>ll«rwers,  on  such  tract  of  country  as  might  be  assigned  to  him  on 
Hm^  Went  of  the  Miasissip]fl^  but  the  President  is  of  opinion,  that  it  is 
HOC  in  the  power  of  General  Mclntosli  to  cede  any  |K>rtion  of  the  land 
brionging  to  the  Creek  nation,  without  the  assent  of  the  natiotr  itself. 
The  principle  on  which  such  cession  would  be  made,  witliout  such 
OitMent,  would  involve  the  idea,  that  every  individual  in  tlie  nation 
wo«ld  have  a  right  to  cede  to  tlie  United  States  the  particular  portion 
of  the  country  in  wbich  he  o^ight  be  in  actual  occupancy ;  and  would, 
in  eifect,  completely  destroy  that  degree  of  independence  which,  under 
tbe  lawsy  tr^aties^  and  usages  of  the  Government,  they  have  ever 
enjoyed. 

TboQgh  a  treaty  cannot  be  made^  for  these  reasons,  with  General 
Mcintosh  alotie  for  a  cession  of  tcn*itory,  yet  the  President  can  sec  no. 
ebj^tion  to  a  renewal  of  Qie  negotiation,  as  proiK>sed  byyourletterof 
1 1  tb  instant,  in  order  to  obtain  an  aiTangement  witik  General  McJntosb, 
widr  the  consent  of  the  nation,  for  the  cession  of  the  country  in  ques* 
tfooitod  yon  are,  accordingly,  in  conjunction  witli  Mfyof  Meriwo* 
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ther,  as  Commissionersy  authorized  to  renew  the  negotiation.  Tea 
will,  however*  distinctly  perceive  in  the  remarks  which  have  been 
made,  that,  whatever  arrangement  may  be  made  with  General  Mcln- 
toshy  for  a  cession  of  territory,  must  be  made  by  the  Creek  nation  in 
tlie  usual  form,  and  upon  the  ordinary  principles  with  which  ti'ealks 
are  held  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

In  the  renewed  negotiaticm,  you  will  consider  the  instructions  for- 
merly given  of  the  16th  July,  and  as  applying  to  the  renewed  nego- 
tiation, as  far  as  they  are,  in  their  nature,  applicable. 

The  agent  has  received  instructions  to  give  his  hearty  co*operafion 
in  the  object  of  the  negotiation,  and  to  obey,  in  every  respect,  the 
orders  which  you  may  give  under  your  instructions.     A  copy  of  the 
letter  to  the  agent  is  herewith  enclosed,  for  your  information.

Sin :  I  enclose,  by  direction  of  tbe  President,  a  copy  of  a  lette^ 
from  this  Department  to  Col.  Campbell,  one  of  the  Commissioners  to 
treat  with  the  Ci*eeks,  and  a  copy  of  his  answer  to  tlie  same.  I1ie 
nature  and  object  of  the  letter,  and  the  reply^  sufficiently  explain 
themselves,  and  will  require  no  particular  remarlvs. 

In  communicating  them,  however,  to  you,  I  am  directed  by  the 
President  to  state,  that,  although  he  sees  nothing  in  the  journal  and 
report  of  the  Commissioners,  or  in  the  answers  of  Col.  Campbell,  to 
impeach  your  motives,  yet  he  does  not  approve  your  Conduct  in  rela- 
tion to  the  late  treaty.  Though  it  is  the  duty  of  the  agent  to  protect 
and  cherish  the  Indians  confided  to  his  care,  yet  that  duty  never  can 
be  in  conflict  with  tlie  paramount  one  which  he  owes  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  which,  tm  all  occasions,  obligates  liim  to  give  his  hearty 
co-operation  in  effecting  its  views. 

The  Department  did  not  suppose  that  any  doubt  was  entertained  on 
this  point,  and  therefore  did  not  particularly  inculcate  thiK  duty  in 
its  instructions  to  you  in  relation  to  the  Creek  treaty.  The  extract, 
however,  from  the  instructions  to  the  Commissioners,  in  which  they 
are  informed  that  you  would  obey  their  instructions  on  all  points, 
which  was  communicated  to  you,  is  considered  as  sufficiently  indicat- 
ing the  views  of  the  Department  in  regard  to  your  duties. 

The  President  attributes  the  fact  to  a  misconception  of  your  duties, 
fliat  you  did  not  report  the  meeting  of  the  Indians  at  Tuckabatchee

and  the  Pole-cat  Springs,  either  to  this  Department,  or  to  the  Coon 
missioners,  and  that  you  did  not  adopt  decisive  measures  to  control 
the  conduct  of  the  sub-agent  in  his  opposition  to  the  views  of  tlie  Gro^ 
yemment. 

The  treaty  is  about  to  be  renewed,  and  the  President,  feeling  much 
interest  in  its  successful  termination,  looks,  wi$h  confidence^  to  your 
hearty  co-operation  with  the  Commissioners.  You  will  spare  no 
pains  in  preparing  the  Indians  for  the  meeting?  and  contributing  to 
the  successful  termination  of  the  negotiation ;  and  it  is  also  expected, 
that  you  will  cheerfully,  and  with  alacrity,  obey  such  instructions  as 
you  may  receive  from  the  Commissioners  in  the  fulfilment  of  tlieir  du- 
ties,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Department,  a  oopy  of  which  is 
herewith  enclosed.

Instructions  to  the  V.  5.  Commissioners  to  treat  with  the  Creek  Indians* 

Department  of  Wax, 

July  16th,  1824. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  a  commission,  to 
treat  with  the  Creek  Indians. 

At  the  late  session  of  Congress,  an  appropriation  was  made,  in  ad« 
dition  to  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  heretofore  made, 
for  the  same  object,  (which,  together,  make  a  sum  of  g  50,000,)  to 
enable  the  President  of  the  tJnited  States,  to  take  the  necessary  mea^* 
sures  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  title  of  the  Creek  Indians,  to  the 
land  now. occupied  by  them,  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of 
Georgia.  The  President,  desirous  that  the  object  of  the  appropria- 
tion should  be  accomplished  as  fully  as  practicable,  has  directed  the 
whole  amount  of  it  to  be  placed  subject  to  your  control,  and  he  anti** 
cipates,  from  your  prudence  and  abilities,  the  most  favorable  termi- 
nation to  the  proposed  treaty.  Tou  will  take  care,  however,  that  the 
whole  expenses  of  negotiation,  including  those  of  your  commission^ 
issues  of  provisions,  and  preaentsHinder  your  orders,  and  such  preli- 
minary expenses  as  the  agent  may  be  authorized  to  incur,  shall,  in  no 
eventv  exceed  the  sum  of  250,000.  The  probable  amount  of  provi- 
sions that  will  be  required  to  be  issued  to  tiie  Indians,  while  treating 
with  them,  and  tlie  price  at  which  they  can  be  obtained,  can  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  correspondence  with  tlie  agent.  Col.  John  Crowell,  who 
Is  instructed  to  obey  your  orders  on  ^1  points  connected  with  the 
proposed  treaty,  and  to  take  su^  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  pre- 
pare the  Indians  to  meet  the  Commissioners  at  the  time  and  place 
which  they  may  fix  on  for  holding  it,  and  of  which  he  should  be  early 
16 
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apprized.     The  enclosed  circular  will  be  strictly  complied  witb,  in 
contracting  for  the  provisions^  and  in  issuing  them. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Government  that  the  feelings  and  wishes  of 
the  State  of  Georgia  should  be  particularly  attended  to  in  any  treaty 
that  may  be  made  with  the  Creek  Nation.  The  particular  tract,  and 
the  extent  of  country,  therefore,  to  be  treated  for,  are  left  to  your 
sound  discretion.  The  sum  to  be  stipulated,  for  any  cession  that  may 
be  obtained,  must,  also,  be  lett  very  much  to  your  discretion,  taking 
into  consideration  its  extent,  and  the  quality  of  the  soil ;  but,  rather 
than  the  treaty  should  fail,  the  price  ought  to  be  liberal ;  but,  in  no 
event,  to  exceed  the  price  paid  under  the  treaty  of  the  8th  January, 
1 8€1^  with  the  Creek  Nation.  The  terms  on  which  the  land  was  then 
purchased,  were  considered  very  high.  ^For  the  purchase  made  by 
that  treaty,  the  United  States  stipulated -to  pay  S  200,000  in  specifi^ 
instalments,  and  they  assumed  to  pay,  as  a  further  consideration  for 
said  purchase,  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  in  five  annual  instalments, 
whatever  balance  might  be  found  due  by  the  Creek  Nation,  to  the  citi- 
zens of  said  State ;  which  balance  has  been  ascertained  to  amount  ta 
8 100,589;  making,  in  the  whole,  as  the  consideration  for  that  pur- 
chase, the  sum  of  8  300,589.  You  will,  therefore,  in  fixing  on  a  price 
for  any  cession,  which  may  be  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  Creek  Na- 
tion, in  no  event  exceed  the  price  given  by  that  treaty,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  quantity  of  land  ceded  by  it,  and  the  quantity  of  that 
proposed  to  be  ceded,  but  will,  if  possible,  obtain  it  on  more  reasona- 
ble terms.  The  quantity  of  land  ceded  by  the  Creeks,  in  the  treaty 
just  mentioned,  may  be  ascertained  from  the  surveys  which,  it  is  pre- 
sumed, have  been  made  of  it  by  the  State  of  Georgia.  To  ascertain 
the  quantity  which  they  may  now  propose  to  cede,  reference  must  be 
had  to  the  best  sources  of  information  that  can  be  obtained ;  particu- 
larly to  the  latest  and  most  autlientic  maps  of  the  State. 

For  the  expenses  of  negotiating  the  treaty,  you  will  draw  on  the 
Branch  Bank  at  Savannah,  of  which  you  will  give  the  Department 
notice.  The  Bank  will  be  authorized,  by  the  Treasury  Department, 
to  accept  your  drafts,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  8  50,000. 

Tour  compensation  will  be  at  the  rate  of  8  8,  and  that  of  yonr  Se- 
cretary, (whom  you  are  authorized  to  appoint,)  at  the  rate  of  8  5,  a  day, 
for  the  time  actually  engaged.  The  payment  will  be  made  on  your 
certificate  of  honor,  specifying  the  time  that  you  and  your  Secretary 
have  been  actually  engaged.  Tour  certificates,  in  like  manner,  wiQ 
be  a  necessary  voucher  for  presents  distributed  under  yonr  authority  •

Sn :  We  have  receired  your  communication  of  the  2(1  inst  and,  i& 
reply  thereto,  have  the  honor  to  state  that  all  the  information  which  We 
have  received,  in  relation  to  the  causes  which  obstructed  the  treaty 
lately  attempted  between  the  United  States  and  the  Creek  Indians,  has 
been  derived  &om  conversations  held  by  some  of  us  with  Colonel 
D.  G.  Campbell,  one  of  tlie  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  U.  States, 
and  who  recently  came  to  this  place  on  business  connected  with  the 
treaty.  Of  the  ardent  wish  of  the  Commissioners  to  procure  an  ex- 
tinguishment of  Indian  title  to  lands  in  Georgia^  we  have  no  doubt. 
Tou  will  doubtless  recollect  that  the  grounds  for  the  appropriation  for 
holding  a  treaty  with  the  Creek  Indians,  were  disclosed  in  a  commu- 
nication made  by  these  same  Commissioners,  (then  in  treaty  with  the 
Cherokees^  to  the  War  Department,  and  last  year  laid  before  the 
House  of  Representatives.  The  causes  of  a  fiulure  to  obtain  a  favor- 
able treaty  may  be  reduced  to  two. 

1st.  The  indifibrence  of  the  principal  Agent  in  afibrding  his  ai^ 
and  co-operation  to  the  Commissioners.  This  indifference  is  disco^ 
▼erable  from  the  following  circumstances :  As  long  ago  as  Novem- 
ber, 1823,  Colonel  Campbell,  (then  a  Commissioner  to  treat  with 
the  Cherokees,)  had  a  conversation  with  the  Agent  at  Milledgeville, 
in  Georgia,  soon  after  the  election  of  the  present  Governor  Troup,  in 
opposition  to  Captain  Talbot.  This  conversation  Colonel  Campbell 
detailed  to  one  of  the  undersigned,  and  is  in  substance  as  follows : 
Colonel  Campbell  inquired  of  the  Agent  what  prospect  there  was  of 
obtaining  a  cession  of  lands  from  the  Creeks.  The  Agent  replied 
that  the  time  had  been  when  he  thought  it  very  good ;  that  he  had  had 
every  thing  arranged  with  the  Indians,  and  ttieir  minds  properly  pre- 
pared to  make  a  cession  ;  but  that  then  he  was  indifferent  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  he  should  put  himself  to  no  trouble  about  it ;  that  if  timr 
noishes  had  been  accomplished,  (alluding  to  the  recent. election  of 
Georgia,)  he  believed  a  treaty  could  have  been  made,  but  that  it  was 
flien  yery  doubtful ;  that  he  did  not  wish  ^ly  friend  of  his  to  be  in- 
jured by  a  failure  of  a  treaty,  and  advised  Colonel  Campbell  to  re- 
sign, or  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  it  His  remarks  were  accompa- 
nied with  various  shrugs  and  allusions  to  the  recent  election,  which 
left  no  doubt  on  Cdonel  Campbell's  mind  as  to  his  meaning.  Cdo- 
nel  Campbell  very  properly  replied,  that  these  considerations  should 
have  no  influence  on  his  mind  ;  that  however  favorable  he  had  been  to 
the  election  of  Captain  Talbot,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  promote  the  inte- 
rests of  the  State  by  every  means  in  his  power,  without  regard  to  such 
local  political  circumstances. 

Colonel  Campbell  also  detailed  conversations  held  with  the  Agent 
at  or  near  Broken  Arrow,  the  late  ti^eaty  ground.  They  were  in  sub- 
stance, that  on  inquiry  as  to  the  course  which  he  should  pursue  in  re« 
lation  to  the  pending  treaty,  the  Agent  replied  that  he  should  be 
neutral;  that  although  he  would  aflbrd  no  special  aid,  he  would  throw 
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no  obstacles  ia  the  way;  that  he  had  collected  the  Indians,  and  the 
Commissioners  might  then  do  the  best  they  could ;  that  he  had  not 
been  instructed  to  co-operate  ^'ith  the  Commissioners,  and  that^  with- 
out such  instructions,  he  did  not  feel  it  his  doty  to  take  an  active  part. 
It  appears  that  this  statement  is  true,  and  that  he  never  had  received 
any  special  instructions  from  the  War  Department  on  this  subject. 
Accoi\)ingly  he  never  did  afford  them  any  aid  ;  on  the  contrary,  Co- 
lonel Campbell  stated  that,  from  a  variety  of  circumstances  that  caoEie 
under  his  own  observation,  he  was  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the 
Agent  was  net  friendly  to  a  treaty  of  cession. 

f  d.  The  inteiference  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  and  others,  dis- 
suading the  Creeks  from  making  a  treaty.  How  this  interference 
was  made,  the  committee  can  be  more  distinctly  informed  by  calling 
for  the  journal  kept  by  the  Commissioners,  (now  believed  to  be  in  the 
War  Department,)  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Cherokee  dele- 
gation in  this  city,  during  the  last  session  of  Ccmgress,  soon  after  its 
adjournment,  furnished  to  the  Creek  CbielGs  copies  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings and  correspondence  had  last  Winter,  and  which  were  laid  before 
Congress ;  that  this  led  to  one  or  two  councils  of  the  Creek  ChieGs^ 
in  mach  they  came  to  the  determination  to  cede  no  more  lands,  and 
published  a  manifesio  to  that  effect  in  the  Alabama  papers.  It  appears 
this  document  was  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  Sub- Agent,  Captain 
Walker,  (who  is  married  to  a  daughter  of  the  Creek  Chief,  Big  War- 
rior 5)  that  this  proceeding  was  known  to  the  principal  Agent,  and 
that  he  made  no  communicatioa  thereof  to  the  War  Department,  or  to 
the  C'Ommissioners,  until  they  pt^ocured  it  by  a  peremptory  order, 
(to  be  found  on  their  journal,)  to  be  produced  by  the  Sub-Agent 

From  conversations  held  by  Colonel  Campbell  with  some  of  the  un- 
dersigned, there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Colonel  Campbell  was  under 
the  belief  that  the  Sub-Agent  had  actively  interfered  to  prevent  a 
treaty ;  that  this  interference  was  known  to  the  principal  Agent,  and 
that  he  gave  no  information  thereof  to  the  Government,  nor  to  the 
Commissioners,  until  it  was  dragged  out  by  their  order  as  above  de- 
scribed. 

From  like  conversations  with  Colonel  Campbell,  and  from  other 
sources  of  information,  it  appears  that  several  brothers,  relations,  and 
connections  of  the  principal  Agent,  have  trading  establishments  in  the 
nation,  in  which  many  be^lieve  he  is  more  or  less  interested.  Whether 
this  be  fact,  we  cannot  state.  Colonel  Campbell  stated  that  aU  the 
conductors  of  these  establishments  were  inimical  to  a  treaty.  He  gave 
to  one  of  the  undersigned  one  remarkable  case.  He  stated  that  the 
Commissioners  determined  to  make  the  effort  to  enijst  one  of  these 

5 Mr.  Henry  Crowell,  a  brother  of  the  Agent,)  in  tiie  cause.  Mr. 
3rowell  appeared  at  first  not  disinclined,  but  subsequently,  after  con- 
sultation with  his  friends,  (it  is  not  remembered  whe&er  Colonel 
Campbell  stated  tlie  Agent  was  one  whom  he  had  consulted,)  he  re- 
turned, and  said  he  bad  determined  to  do  notliing;  but  insinuating,  at 
the  same  time,  that  were  he  to  try,  he  could  succeed  in  inclining  th« 
Indians  to  cede  lands ;  but  that  so  long  as  the  aflairs  of  the  State  of 
Georgia  were  in  the  present  hands,  he  would  not  do  any  thing  to  aid 
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in  establishing  their  popalaritfr,  and  finally  declined  interfering  on 
that  account 

In  relating  these  conyersations  it  is  not  pretended  that  more  than 
their  substance  is  given* 

Colonel  Campbell  is  distinctly  under  the  belief  that  the  Creek  In- 
dians, within  the  limits  of  Greorgia^  oYer  whom  the  Chief  Mcintosh  has 
influence,  are  inclined  to  cede  their  lands,  and  remove  beyond  the  Mis- 
sisippi.  They  form  about  one  half  of  the  nation.  The  principal  ob- 
ject of  Colonel  Campbell's  visit  here,  was  to  procure  authority  to  treat 
with  these  separately.  It  has  been  withheld,  as  we  understand. 
Colonel  Campbell  thinks  Mcintosh  and  his  party  in  great  dan- 
ger.  A  quarrel  is  existing  between  him  and  the  Big  Warrior, 
and  no  good  understanding  exists  between  hiih  and  the  Agent.  Un- 
less sustained  by  the  Government, .  Mcintosh  will  be  deprived  of 
his  power  in  the  nation,  and  probably  of  his  life.  This  is  greatly 
to  be  regretted,  as  he  enters  fully  into  the  views  of  the  &)vem- 
ment  upon  the  removal  of  the  Indians  over  the  Mississipppi.  Co- 
lonel Campbell  has  been  furnished  vdth  new  instructions,  (the  te* 
nor  of  which  can  be  procured  from  the  War  Department,)  and  has 
gone  to  make  another  effort  to  procure  a  cession  of  land.  Success  is 
hardly  probable ;  inasmuch  as  all  the  Alabama  Indians  are  opposed  to 
it,  and  as  the  Commissioners  will  again  have  to  encounter  the  in- 
trigues of  those  who  have  heretofore  interposed  their  Influence  to  pre- 
Tent  it  It  is  true  the  Sub- Agent  has  been  removed,  and,  as  is  said, 
the  principal  Agent  reprimanded.  But  the  Sub-Agent  is  yet  in  the 
nation,  with  all  the  connections  and  friends  of  the  Agent  having 
trading  establishments  there,  and  whose  opposition  is  well  known. 
It  is  also  doubtful  whether  the  reprimand  tf  the  Agent  is  calculated 
to  incite  in  him  any  zeal,  inducing  him  earnestly  to  co-operate  with 
tiie  Commissioners  in  the  object  of  their  mission.  Any  explanations 
upon  the  matters  in  the  foregoing  communication  the  undersigned  will 
be  happy  to  make  on  the  request  of  the  committee.

Su :  The  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  of  assembling  the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  natioRf 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  them  matters  of  importance  to  them- 
selves  and  the  Grovemment  The  day  of  convention  will  be  the  7th 
of  February  next,  Monday^  at  the  Indian  Springs.  We  are  desirous 
that  all  the  Chiefe  of  the  nation  should  attend,  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
transacting  public  business,  and  of  signing  treaties. 

Ton  will  cause  the  enclosed  iuvitation  to  be  circulated,  forthwith, 

amongst  the  chiefis»  and  broken  days  issued  accordinriy.    On  my  re* 

turn  to  Georgia,  which  will  be  in  a  few  days,  I  shall  probably  have 

occasion  to  a£iress  you  further  upon  the  subject  of  the  negotiation.    .

We  shall  expect  all  to  be  present,  on  the  day  appointed,  who  are  in 
the  habit  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  nation,  and  of  signing 
treaties.

On  this  day  the  Commissioners  met  at  this  place,  pursuant  to  ap- 
pointment, but  few  Chie&  having  arrived,  no  business  was  done.  The 
following  letter  was  received  from  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell : 
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IimiAir  Sfrinos,  Feb.  7thf  1825. 

Gentlkmen  :  Having  been  informedby  the  War  Department,  of 
the  renewal  of  the  negotiation  with  the  ^reek  Indians,  for  a  cession 
of  land,  and  being  instructed  to  obey  your  orders,  in  relation  to  the 
negotiation,  I  now  have  the  honor  to  i/rform  you^  that  I  will,  in  com- 
pliance with  my  instructions,  obey  siich  instructions  as  I  may  receive 
from  you  in  the  fulfilment  of  your  duties  under  the  instructions  of  Ihe 
War  Department,  and  cheerfully  co-operate  with  you  in  bringing  to 
a  successful  termination  the  present  negotiation.

The  following  reply  was  returned  the  next  morning : 

Ikdiak  Sprikgs,  Feb.  8fA,  1825. 

Sib  :  We  have  received  your  note  of  yesterday,  informing  us  of 
the  instructions  which  have  been  communicated  to  you  by  the  De- 
partment of  War,  upon  the  subject  of  the  negotiation  now  pending 
with  the  Creek  Indians.  A  successful  termination  of  the  business 
in  which  we  are  engaged^  is  every  way  desirable  and  important, 
whether  viewed  in  relation  to  the  policy  and  wishes  of  the  General 
Government,  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  or  the 
permanent  advantage  and  prosperity  of  flie  Indians  themselves.  With 
these  convictions,  we  enter  anin  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duties, 
with  increased  powers  and  emargea  instructions,  highly  favorable  to 
success*  Regarding  your  co-operation  as  an  essential  auxiliary,  we 
are  hai^y  to  be  informed  of  a  <<  cheerfulness  on  your  part  to  co-ope- 
1-ate  with  us  in  bringing  to  a  successful  termination  the  present  ne« 
gotiation.'^  We  shall  re-commence  our  proceedings  as  soon  as  the 
Chiefs  shall  have  arrived,  and  shall  expect  a  free  and  unreserved  in- 
tercourse with  you  during  their  progress.

Thubsday,  lOthf 

The  Commissioners  having  discovered  that  Chiefs  and  Head  Men 
had  convened  to  the  number  of  near  four  hundred,  prepared  a  large 
council  room,  and  gave  notice  to  the  Chiefs  that  they  would  meet 
them  at  twelve  o'clock.  The  notice  was  answered  by  a  message  from 
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the  Tuckabatchee  Chiefs,  that  they  were  not  ready ;  and  were  not  iis^ 
posed  to  meet  in  the  room  prepared  for  tlie  council,  but  were  dis« 
posed  te  hold  our  meetings  at  their  own  camp.  An  order  was  then 
issued,  calling  a  meeting  without  delay,  and  at  the  room  designate 
wii^n  the  chiefs  were  assured  that  all  intrusions  should  be  prevented, 
ana  that  no  white  man  ^ould  be  present,  except  the  Commissioners, 
Secretary,  and  Agent.  A  meeting  was  then  had,  at  which  the  Com- 
missioners gave  the  Chiefs  a  long  and  friendly  talk;  explair«ed  to 
them,  very  fully,  the  views  of  tlie  Government  in  proposing  their  re- 
moval ;  pointed  out  the  country  which  would  be  assigned  them  in 
the  fork  of  Arkansas  and  Canadian  rivers,  and  explained  its  advan- 
tages. The  late  message  of  the  President  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  was  then  translated  to  them,  and  explained.  They 
were  cautioned  against  all  other  talks  of  interested  or  pretended 
Mends,  and  told  that  they  had  no  safe  dependence  but  upon  the  Frew 
sident  The  message  was  then  put  into  their  possession,  and  directed 
to  be  interpreted  as  often  as  was  necessary.  At  the  close  of  the  Com- 
missioners' talk,  the  Agent  stated  to  the  council,  that  he  v^as  in- 
structed by  the  War  Department,  to  tell  them  what  was  the  wish  of 
the  Government  on  the  subject.  That  what  the  Commissioners  had 
told  them,  was  all  the  talk  of  the  President  That  the  President 
wished  them  to  sell  their  lands  and  go  beyond  the  Mississippi.  That 
it  was  his  wish,  also,  because  it  was  the  President's  ^ish,  and  that  if 
he  was  continued  Agent,  he  w  ould  go  with  them,  and  be  their  friend. 
He  stated  further,  that  the  reason  why  he  had  not  given  them  this  ad- 
vice at  Broken  Arrow,  was  because  he  was  not  instructed  to  do  so^ 
and  did  not,  therefore,  consider  it  be  his  duty. 

The  propositions  made  at  Broken  Arrow  were  repeated :  to  ex- 
change for  the  whole  country,  and  give  a  difference  of  6ve  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  should  be  considered  as  a  full  indemnity  for 
the  loss  of  improvements,  and  the  expense  of  removal.  ,  The  Chiefs 
were  then  advised  to  consult  among  themselves,  and  give  the  subject  a 
full  and  dispassionate  consideration.  The  Commissioners  then  re- 
tired. On  the  evening  of  this  day  the  Cowetaus,  Cusseataus,  Hitch- 
etas,  Soowagalaus,  Talladegas,  New  Yorkers,  Sand  Towns,  Thle- 
catcbkas,  aad  Big  Shoal,  met  in  a  council  of  their  own.  There  was 
a  numerous  representation  from  the  Coweta  and  Cusseatati  towns. 
The  subject  of  the  treaty  was  fully  discussed^  as  we  are  informed,  and 
have  no  doubt.  A  vote  was  taken,  and  was  unanimous,  with  ttie  ex- 
ception of  t>vo  incon^derab(e  Chi6fs,  in  favor  of  a  cession.  Those 
who  attended  were  free  in  their  intercourse  and  communications  with 
the  Commissioners,  and  seemed  to  feel  no  restraint  or  hesitation  in 
the  expression  of  their  feelings  and  assent,  upon  the  subject  of  a  sal6 
and.jremoval.

Friday,  llih. 

nrhe  Commissioners  met  the  council  at  12  o'clock.  The  Chiefii 
iRTore  requested  to  give  their  reply  to  the  talk  of  yesterday.  The 
head  Chief  from  Tuckaubatcbee  then  addressed  the  Commissioners  to 
the  following  effect :  We  met  you  at  Bi*()ken  Arrow,  and  then  told 
you  we  had  00  land  to  sell;  I  then  heard  of  no  claims  against  the 
nation*  nor  have  I  since.  We  have  met  you  here  at  a  very  sliort  no- 
tice, and  do  not  think  that  the  Chiefs  who  are  here  have  any  authority 
to  treat.  *  Gen.  M'Intosh  knows  that  we  are  bound  by  our  laws,  and 
that  what  is  not  doneii>  the  public  square,  in  general  council,^  is  not 
binding  on  the  nation.  I  am,  therefore,  under  the  necessity  of  re* 
peating  the  Same  answer  as  given  at  Broken  Arrow,  that  we  have  no 
land  to  sell.  I  know  that  tncre  are  but  few  from  the  upper  towns 
here,  and  manv  are  absentfrom  the  lower  towns. 

General  M'Intosh  knows,  that  no  part  of  the  land  can  be  sold  with- 
out a  full  council,  and  with  the  consent  of  all  the  nation;  and  if  a 
.  part  of  the  natioa  choose  to  leave  the  country,  they  cannot  sell  the 
land  they  have,  but  it  belongs  to  the  nation.  From  what  you  told  us 
yesterday,  I  am  induced  to  believe  that  it  may  be  best  for  us  to  re* 
move,  but  we  must  have  time  to  think. of  it;  and,  should  the  chiefs 
who  are  here  sell  the  land  now*  it  might  create  dissensions  and  ill 
blood  among  the  Indians.  I  have  received  a  message  from  my  head 
chief,  the  Big  Warrior,  directing  me  to  listen  *tQ  what  commissioners 
have  to  say ;  to  meet  tt\em  friendly  and  part  in  tlie  same  way ;  but  not 
to  sell  the  land.  I  am  {dso  instructed,  to  invite  you  to  meet  us  at 
.^roken  Arrow,  three  months  hence,  when  a  treaty  may  i)ossibIy  be 
taade,  and  to  return  home.  This  is  the  only  talk  I  have  for  you,  and 
I  shall  retunrtiome  immediately.    I  gave  you  but  mc  talk  at  Broken 
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*  Arrow,  and  shall  give 'you  but  one  h^re.    Such  is  tlie  fliessagc  I  liaVc 

.  received  from  my  liead  cfiief,  and  I  am  boii^d  to  obey>     To-mdrrow 
H  shall  leave  here,    t  have  now  said  all' I  Jiavclo  say ;  I  will  JisteiiL . 
to  any  thing  farther  you  have  to  say,  but  s&kll'i^iveno  fbrther  ansV^. 

^  The  chiefs  who  were  in  favor  of  cession,  bemg  vastly' superior  in 
grade  and  .numbers,  replied  to  this  talk,  and  started  that  the  jiatioil 

r  was  fully  repi'esented,  much  tnorc  so  than  is  usual  at  meetings  with- 
out the  nation,  and  that  they  \^ere  fully  authorized  to  make  a  treaty  ^ 
that  they  had  come  there  for  the/  purpose  of  making  a  treaty,  and 
should  do  so.  Finding  that  the  subject  was  undergoing  a  discussion, 
the  commissioners  retired  for  the  puqiose  of  removing  the^  restraint 
which  their  pi*esence  might-produce;  and,  after  some  further  debate 
among  themselves,  the  council  broke  up.  Previous  to  retiring,  tlie 
commissioners  informed  the  council  that  they  had  been  called  togeth- 
er by  the  authority  of  the  President,  on  business  of  importance :  that 
the  natipn  appeared  to  be  fully  represented,  aiid  that  if  any  of  Ihem 
thought  proper  to  leave  the  place  before  the  business  wa3  closed,  they 
should  conceive  themselves  fully  authorized  to  carry  on  and  conclude 
their  negotiation  with  those  who  remained. 

Satcrdax,  Wtu 

In  the  morning  of  this  day,  early,  the  cpmmissioners  were  inform- 
ed that,  in  tlie  course  of  the  previous  night,  a  part  of  the  Cussetaus 
and  Soowagaloos  had  broke  up  their  encamjiment  and  started  home. 
On  inquiry,  it  was  found  that  a  part  of  the  chiefs  from  those  towns 
had  secretly  left  their  encampment  after  midnight,  and  retired,  with* 
out  giving  the  slightest  intimation  of  their  intentions,  either  to  the 
commissioners  or  to  those  chiefs  of  the  other  towns  with  whom  they 
acted  in  concert  on  Thursday  evening,  and  in  council  on  Friday.  Be- 
ing wholly  at  a  loss  to  account  for  this  sudden  and  mysterious  move- 
ment,* the  commissioners  instituted  an  inquiry  into  its  cause.  The 
only  informsttion  obtained,  was  derived*  froni  a  half  brecid  Indian, 
who  stated  that  the  order  for  their  departure  came  from  Col.  Hambly 
the  interpreter.  The  following  order  was  issued,  and  the  messenger 
despatched.  *<The  chiefs  of  the  Cussetau  Town  having  assembled 
at  the  Indian  Springs,  under  the  authority  of  the  President,  and  then 
suddenly  retired,  under  order,  as  is  stated,  the  commissioners  de- 
mand that  they  state,  to  the  bearers  hereof,  the  reasons  of  their  leav- 
ing the  treaty  ground;  and  particularly  that  they  state  under  whose' 
order  they  are  acting.*'  At  2  o'clock,  having  prepared  a  treaty,'  in 
conformity  with  the  wishjt's  of  a  large  portion  of  the  chiefs,  the  com- 
missionerS  met  the  council,  when  tlie  treaty,  having  been  fully  inter- 
preted and  explained,  was  sigired  by  aH  the  chiefs  present,  except  the 
delegation  fi*om  Tuckabatchee,  and  one  chief  from  Talledega.  Dur- 
ing the  execution  of  the  treaty,  to  which  no  objection  had  been  made^ 
the  principal  cliief  from  Tuckabatdice;  Poyetjileyobolo,  addressed  tHe 
council  as  follows :  *<  I  have  received  instructions  from  my  head  chief, 
not  to  sign  a  treaty :  but  perhaps,  on  seeing  him,  we  may  yet  conclude 
to  join  yon,  and  all  be  friendst     I  wish  to  part  with  ;J%u  all  in  per- 
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^,       V^!    The  Tuclfebatchde  chiefs  tfien  took  friendly  leave 
oTtbe  coraSissioners  and  the  council,  and  retired.

He  comoiissioners  met  the  council :  when  an  additional  article  to 
the  treaty  was  interpreted  to,  and  signed  by^  all  the  principal  chie& 
present 

Soon  after  the  treaty  was  concluded.  Colonel  Williamson  returned^ 
and  made  the  following  report : 

Wm.  W*  Williamson  having  been  despatched,  under  written  autho« 
rity  from  the  United. States'  Commissioners  holding  a  treaty  witli  the 
Cr^ek  Indians,  for  the  purpose  "of  demanding  of  certain  chiefs  the 
reasons  of  their  leaving  the  treaty  ground,  and  of  ascertaining  under 
whose  authority  they  were  acting,  reports  to  the  commissioners  the 
occurrences  of  his  jaunt,  and  the  information  wiiich  he  acquired. 

The  infom^stnt  states,  that,  under  the  order  of  the  commiasioners, 
he  set  oat  from  the  treaty  ground,  on  Saturday  morning,  taking  with 
him  two  intelligent  half  bi*eed:  Indians^  one  of  whom  speaks  Eng- 
lish correctly. 

Having  pn^res^ed  upwards  of  twenty  miles  in  pursuit,  he  met  a 
Cowetau  Indian,  who,  upon  being  questioned,  stated  that*  he  met 
Tockabatchec  Hajo,  a  Ciissitau  chief,  who  told  him  that  they  had 
left  the  treaty ;  that  Colonel  Stedham  had  told  him  to  go;  that  Ham- 
bly  ssud  so;  and  if  the;^  did  not  go,  they  would  all  be  put  to  jail. 
(Colonel  Stedham  is  a  chief  of  Soowagoloo  towrt,  and  Hambly  is 
tJnUed  States'  Interpreter.)  The  informant  then  proceeded  a  few 
miles  onward,  and  overtook  the  son  of  old  Tuskenaha^  the  head  chief 
of  Cussetau.  He  stated  that,  the  overnight,  Colonel  Stedham  came 
t6  the  camp,  and  took  his  father  out,  and  th^t,  in  their  absence,  he  fell 
asleep,  and  When  he  awoke  he  found  that  all  were  gone,  and  word  left 
&r  him  to  follow.  The  young  man  then  referred  us  to  another  In- 
dian, who  was  travelling  with  him,  who,  he  saidj  was  riding  Sted- 
ham's  saddle.  The  person  referred  to  was  then  examined,  who 
stated,  that,  in  the  night,  a  white  man  c^me  to  the  camp,  and  called 
oat  S^ham,  and  had  a  conversation  of  some  len^.  At  the  close 
Stedhapa  returned  to  the  camp,  and  said  he  shoold  be  off,  and  would 
take  the  (examinant's)  saddle,  and  examinant  must  bring  on  his.  We 
then  proceeded  to  Flint  river;  forty  miles  from  the  treaty  ground. 
We  there  learned  that  the  retiring  party  had  crossed  tlte  river  about 
the  middle  of  the  day,  and.observed  that  they  were  then  out  of  dan- 
gtf  ,  and  could  not  be  overtaken.  We  found  that  the  party  had  stopped, 
and  some  were  resting,  and  others  amusing  themselves.  Search  was 
made  for  Tuckabatchee  Hajo,  who,  upon  being  questioned,  acknow- 
ledged that  he  had  made  the  statement  to  the  young  Indian,  as  before 
related,  and  confirmed  it  He  added,  that  Hambly  had  told  Stedham 
to  go,  and  to  take  old  Tuskenah  with  him. 

Another  old  Chief  was  next  examined,  Oa^a  Pochce,  who  stated 
that  Stedham  had  come  to  the  camp  in  the  night,  and  called  out  old 
Toskenah,  and  had  a  long  talk,  and  lold  him,  that  if  they  did  not  all 
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go,  tte  white  pe^k.woqld  h^vet^em  all  m  jsi^:  thatfhey^m^  stii^«, 
that ^gtit^^r^nde  all  nighty  afid  get^vSr  the  line^  or  they  woi^d  Jbe 
qyerfakeii."' '  They  tbeu  broke  up  and  set  out  v  .     ^  - ' 

*  AncRher  Indian  stated  that  Stedham  said  ^that  if  old  Xuskenah  anid  ,^ 
his  party  ^ere  brought  away,  what  were  left  eould  not  make  a  t|*eat7f  \ 

•  and  that  was  th^  reason  ttiey  came  off.    lliese  examinations  ^««rp    . 
bad  in  j^e  course  of  Saturday  night :  next  morning  we  sought  an  in* 

^terview  with  old  Tuskenah  himself.    He  was  found  extremely  uldU- 
posed  to  a  full  disclosure;  but,  upon  being  closely  questioned,  acknow-  ' 
ledged  that  Stedham  had  come  to  him  in  the  night  and  told  him  to  go  ;  • 
that  he  was  one  of  the  oldest  Chiefs,  and  that  a  treaty  could  not  be . 
made  without  him.    Odier  Indians  standing  by,  observed  to  Tuske- 
nah,  that  he  had  told  them  a  different  story  before.  He  then  acknaw-* 
ledged  that  Stedham  had  said  the  orders  came  from  Hambly,  and  that  * 
Stedham*s  information  was  as  he  had  before  stated.     He  said  that  he 
was  a  friend  to  the  Commissioners  and  the'  President,  and  had  no  no- 
tion of  going  off,  until  Stedham'  gave  him  the  talk.     In  the  course  of 
tiie  examination,  he  implicated  Foyeth-yeholo,  ajid  said  that  he  bad 
.    come  to  the  camp  and  told  them  to  go  and  break  up  the  treaty  for  the 
present,  and  they  would  meet  again  a  few  months  hence,  at  Brokea 
Arrow.  Poyeth-yohola  is  the  head  Chief  of  Tuckabatchee,  attending 
the  treaty. 

In  our  jaunt  we  received  certain  information  of  the  death  of  the 
Big  Warrior,  from  different  sources.  . 

The  Commissioners  then  convened  the  Chiefs ;  distributed  some 
presents ;  ordered  them  furnished  with  ratiohs  to  take  them  home ; 
advised  them  to  temperance  and  unanimity,  and  took  firiendly  leave, 
and  adjourned. 


CoU  CroweU  to  the  Secretary  of  War^ 

IsDiAK  Spbutgs,  Feb.  IS,  1825. 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  instructions  received  from  Col.  Camp- 
bell, while  in  Washington  city,  I  notified  the  Chiefs  of  this  nation  to 
meet  the  United  States'  Commissioners  at  this  place,  on  the  7th  instant, 
for  the  purpose  of  treating  with  them  for  their  lands. 

Your  letter  of  the  1 8th,  i^nrlosing  a  'copy  of  tjie  instructions  to  the 
Commissioners,  did  not  reach  me  until  the  6th.  On  the  arrival  of  the 
Commissioners,  I  informed  them  that  I  was  ready  to  obey  their  orders 
on  all  points  touching  the  negotiation,  and  cheeffuUy  co-operate  with 
them  in  eff*'cting  the  object  of  their' mission. 

Yesterday  a  treaty  was  signed  by  M'Intosk,  and  his  adherents, 
alone.  Being  fully  convinced  that  this  treaty  is  ki  direct  opposition  ' 
to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  instructions,  which  I  have  a  copy  of,  I 
feel  it  to  be  my  bounden  duty,  as  the  Agent  of  the  Oavemroent,  to  ap- 
prize you  of  it,  that  you  may  adopt  duch  measures  a»  you  may  deem

We  know  of  several  secret  meetings  convened  by  Mcintosh  ;  *the 
^  first  at  this  place,  another  at  Coweta,  the  fliird  at  Flint  river,  and  the 
fourth  at  the  Indian  Spring,  at  which  last  place  it  seems  he  has  too 
fully  succeeded  in  his  nefarious  scheme,  preluding  to  make  for  the 
purpose  Chiefs  wlio  have  never  beforo  been  known,  and  who  are  not 
now  recognised.  For  the  truth  of  this  statement  we  refer  you  to  our 
agent,  who  has  a  list  of  the  actual  chiefs  which  assigned  [signed]  the 
treaty,  among  which  there  is  but  one  principal,  (Mcbit^sh.) 

We  understand  that,  by  an  article  in  that  treaty,  that  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  to  be  paid,  as  soon  as  practicable,  by  the  United 
States'  Commissioners.  This  is  a  course  not  generally  pursued  by 
the  United  States'  Grovernment.  We  furthermore  know  that  this  ar- 
ticle was  not  read,  and  consequently,  not  interpreted  to  all  the  Chiefs 
present ;  that  is,  not  sft  the  time  of  signing  of  the  treaty.  We  think 
£200,000  the  price  of  Mclntcish's  treachery.  After , deducting  such 
an  amount  from  the  whole  sum  promised  to  take  us  away,  it  leaves 
but  a  small  pittance  to  defray  expenses.  In  fact  we^  cannot  think 
that  a  treaty  made  under  such  circumstances,  by  a  small  niinorify  of 
our  people,  will  be  ratified ;  at  le%5t  not  until  we  can  have  time  tii 
make  a  more  equitable  arrangement.  Wc  pray  you  to  defer  tlie  rati- 
fication for  the  present,  and  give  us  time  for  deliberation.  It  is  a 
great  undertaking  for  a  people  to  leave  a  country  that  has  been  en* 
deared  to  them  by  the  strongest  tics.  If  we  must  remove,  give  us 
time  for  preparation,  and  make  arrangements  for  a  distribution  of  the 
funds  necessary  for  41  t'cmoval.    .  /      '

Sir:  I  enclosed,  a  few  days  since,  to  Colonel  M'Kenney,  some 
papers  which  I  received  from  the  Head  Chief  of  the  Creeks,  protest- 
•ng  against  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  lately  concluded  with  a  part 
of  that  nation. 

I  am  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  under  which  this  treaty 
was  accomplished,  and  it  is  due  to  the  Creek  nation,  to  state,  that  I 
think  they  bava  just  grounds  of  complaint.  I  very  well  know  that 
those  who  signed  the  treaty,  with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh,  are  not 
Bead  Men  of  that  nation,  nor  have  they  been  considered  as  having 
any  weight  in  their  national  Councils^  but  it  may  be  said,  that  tho 
circumstance  of  the  treaty  having  been  ratified  by  the  Government, 
leaves  them  no  alternative  but  submission  to  its  provisions |  and  it 
consequently  becomes  my  duty  as  the  Agent  of  the  Government,  to 
c6-operate  in  carrying  it  into  eflTect,  which  shall  te  done  with  cheers- 
fulness.  It  18,  at  the  same  time,  mj  duty  to  protect,  to  the  utmost  of 
my  power,  the  lower  order  and  large  body  of  Indians  against  the 
abuses  of  their  leading  Chiefs,  and  others  in  their  employ ;  and  with 
this  view,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  provisions  of  thQ 
5th  Article  of  this  treaty,  which  stipulates  that  the  payment  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  first  sum  therein  provided  for.  shall  be  made  by  the 
Commissioners  negotiating  the  treaty.  Now,  it  is  proper  to  remark, 
(bat  this  article,  for  causes  best  known  to  the  Commissioners,  was 
not  read  or  interpreted  to  the  Council.  This  circumstance,  together 
with  the  fact,  that  this  is  a  new  stipulation  in  the  history  of  Indian 
treaties,  warrants  the  conclusion  that  there  must  have  been  some 
89€r^  motive  for  it,  and  my  mind  is  drawn  irresistibly  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  with  a  view  of  placing  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of 
Jilclntosh — and  perhaps  to  cover  some  promises ;  in  such  an  even^ 
from  my  knowledge  of  Mcintosh's  character,  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
aaying  that  the  funds  would  not  be  honestly  and  fairly  distributed. 

Under  these  impressions,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  the  Agent  of  the 
Cbvemment,  as  well  as  the  friend  and  protector  of  the  large  body  of 
Indians,  to  call  your  attention  to  this  matter,  under  a  full  conviction 
that  you  will  readily  discover  the  propriety  of  exercising  such  a  con- 
trol over  the  disbursement  of  this  money,  as  will  cause  justice  to  be 
done.  It  is  likewise  respectfully  suggested,  that,  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  justice,  that  the  money  be  distributed  at  some  suitable  point 
within  the  limits  of  the  ceded  country. 

In  submitting  to  your  consideration  these  remarks,  I  wish  you  to 
understand,  distinctly,  that  I  am  actuated  from  the  desire  alone  of 
kaving  a  just  and  equal  distribution  of  the  fund.

Sir  :  Toa  ^ill  see,  by  the  enclosed  proclamation,  that  eflbctiud 
Pleasures  will  be  taken  to  protect  the  Creeks  in  the  occupation  of  the 
eountry  lately  ceded  by  the  Treaty  o(  die  Indian  Springs,  so  that  qq 
barm  will  be  suffered  by  them  in  their  persons,  eoods,  or  eflS^cts,  be- 
fore their  final  departure,  under  the  provisions  of  that  treaty*  In  tlw 
mean  time,  they  are  asked  to  consent  to  the  survey  of  the  oo^ntryp 
finder  the  authority  of  the  State,  with  confident  expectation  it  will 
not  be  refused.  In  this  event  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Ldgis* 
lature  will  be  convened  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  of  May  next^ 
in  order  that  the  reouisite  measures  be  adopted  for  the  survey  a«d  di- 
vision of  the  lands.  To  the  execution  of  these,  the  nmning  and  mark- 
ing  of  the  line  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  Alabama,  is  indis- 
pensable, and  for  t|us  object,  you  are  most  earnestly  requested  to  ap« 
point  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  meet  Com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  State,  at  an  early  day 
and  convenient  place,  that  the  work  may  be  commenced  and  complet- 
ed without  delay.  It  will  be  for  you  to  decide  whether  the  State  of 
Alabama,  on  account  of  her  eventual  and  deferred  interest,  shall  b% 
consulted  or  not  Having  first  invited  the  State  of  Gkoi^a  to  press 
this  measure  upon  the  General  Government,  she  hasrecently>  for  some 
reason  unknown  to  me,  rescinded  her  resolution  and  retired  froaif  it; 

It  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  the  Indians  are  anxious  to  abandou 
tlie  country,  and  that,  if  no  obstacles  are  interposed,  tbey. will»  in^  the 
course  of  die  next  Autumn  or  Winter,  find  themselves  on  the  Western 
aide  of  the  Mississippi,  by  which  time  the  Government  of  the  State 
will  be  prepared  to  settle  and  organize  it ;  an  object  of  the  first  im- 
tance  to  Georgia,  and  of  no  little  consideration,  it  is  presumedt  wilh 
the  United  States. 

Be  pleased,  Sir,  to  make  known  to  me,  as  early  as  possible,  your 
determination  in  this  respect,  and  accept  the  assurance  of  my  high 
consideration.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Oborgia. — By  m$  Exedlency  George  M,  Troupe  Ckreermmr  miii  Com^ 
mander^n-rhitf  qf  the  Jrmy  and  J>nivy  of  ibis  SUiMh  mmd  jdf  thg 
Miitia  thereof* 

Whereas,  by  a  treaty  concluded  with  the  Creeks  at  Ae  Indian 
Springs,  on  the  12th  day  of  February  last,  their  claims  to  the  whole 
territory  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  were  ceded  to  the  Ueited 
States,  end  the  ratification  of  the  same,  by  the  President  and  Senate^ 
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haThig  bean  made  knbwn  f o  me,  b j  Whidi  tct  the  territory  afdre* 
said,  mccordi^f  to  tbe  8tipuUtion9  of  the  treaty  and  of  the  articles 
of  agreement  and  cession  in  the  year  1S02,  ii^illy  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September,  1826,  pass  into  actaal  possession  of  the  State 

And  whereas,  it  is  provided  in  said  treaty,  that  the  United  States 

diall  protect  the  Indians  against  tlie  encroacbments*  hostilities  and 

imposklons  of  the  whites,  so  that  they  suffer  mi  interruption,  molests- 

4ion,  or  injury*  in  their  persons,  goods^  effects,  their  dwellings,  or  the 

kmds  tbey  occupy,  until  their  removal  shall  have  been  accomplished, 

recording  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty : 

I  have  therefore  thought  proper,  to  issue  this  my  Proclamation, 
warning  all  persons,  citizens  of  Georgia,  or  others,  against  trespass* 
ing  or  intruding  upon  the  lands  occupied  by  the  Indians  within  the 
limits  (^  this  State,  either  for  the  puqiose  of  settlement  or  other- 
wise,  as  every  such  act  will  be  in  direct  violation  of  the  provision^ 
of  the'trea^  aforesaid,  and  will  ex|iose  the  aggressors  lo  the  most 
certain  and  summary  punishment  by  the  authorities  of  the  State  and 
of  tlie  United  States. 

All  good  citizens,  therefore,  pursuing  the  dictates  of  good  faith, 
will  unite  in  enforcing  the  obligations  of  the  treMy  as  the  supreme 
law,  aiding  and  assisting  the  magistracy  in  repressing  and  punish- 
ing any  disorder  or  violence  which  may  infringe  Its  provisions,  ihd 
alLolicers,  civil  and  military,  are  commanded  to  be  vigilant  in  pre- 
veating^ofences  under  it,  and  in  detecting  and  punishing  offenders. 

Given  under  my  hand,  and  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  at  the 
Stale' House,  in  Milledgeville,  this  twenty-first  day  of  March,  intBe 
jpaar  of  our  Lord,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty -five,  and  of  th^  ibr- 
ty-^math^  year  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of  America.

Sib  :  The  Governor  oC  Georgia  has  issued  his  proclamation  cob* 
vening  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  au- 
tiiorizmg  the  running  and  surveying  of  the  lands  acquired  by  the 
late  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  within  the  limits  of  Georgia ;  be 
states,  in  the  proclamation,  that  the  assent  of  the  Indians  had  been 
obtained.  This  document,  together  with  the  letter,  with  Mcintosh's 
name  to  it,  addressed  to  Governor  Ti*oup  on  that  subject,  reached 
this  place  when  the  chiefs  were  in  Genei*al  Council^  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  their  annuity  for  the  present  year,  when  I  communicated 
the  contents  of  the  proclamation  to  them ;  it  seemed  to  add  to  their 
melancholy  and  distress ;  and  declared,  tbatsofarfi*om  havin^f  given 
their  assent  to  so  illiberal  a  request,  that  they  had  not  been  consulted 
in  relation  to  it^  and  supposed  that  the  Governor  had  acted  upon  the

utiiority  of  Mclntoshy  and  (to  use  their  own  woKda^)  such  other 
names  as  be  could  steal.  The  chiefs,  and  particularly  ttose  residing 
on  the  ceded  territory,  have  requested  me  to  state  to  you  their  decid- 
ed objection  to  the  surveying  of  the  lands  until  they  can  remove 
from  then,  under  a  firm  conviction  that  the  Government  will  inter- 
pose its  autborityf  and  put  a  stop  to  this  unjustifiable  design  of  the 
€hivemor  of  Georgia.  It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  if  the  lands  are 
surveyed  by  the  State  of  Georgia,  it  will  be  impossible  to  prevent 
the  encroachments  and  impositions  of  the  whites,  which  the  United 
States  have  stipulated  for  in  the  8th  article  pf  the  treaty,  without  a 
strong  military  force.  Justice  and  humanity  require  that  the  protec- 
ting arm  of  the  Government  should  be  extendeu  to  these  now  he|p- 
kss  and  dejected  people. 

It  would  seem  that  Grovernor  Troup  has  assumed  to  himself  the 
powers  and  duties  of  Secretary  of  War»  in  K^gaid  to  the  affairs  of 
this  nation  :  I  can  frequently  hear  of  his  sending  his  aid-de-cam|)S 
and  others  in  the  nation,  holding  talks  with  the  Indians,  and  deaiing 
out  his  threats  to  them  ;  and  Mcintosh  seems  to  be  playing  agent 
under  him.  Believing  it  possible  that  the  state  papers  issued  by  them, 
in  relation  to  surveying  the  land,  may  have  escaped  your  observationt 
I  herewith  enclose  them  for  your  perusal. 

The  head  chiefs  of  the  nation  appear  to  be  in  great  distress  rela*  ^ 
five  to  their  condition,  and  are  desinius  of  sending  a  deputation  of 
chiebto.Washingtonnext  Winter,  for  the  purpose  of  understanding, 
fully  and  distincdy,  the  views  of  the  Government  in  relation  to  their 
future  prospects ;  and  have  requested  me  to  ask  your  permission  to 
do  so.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

GnonoiA*  By  his  Excellency  Qearge  M,  Troup,  O^roemor  and  Com- 
mander  in  Chief  of  the  Army  and  J^Tavy  of  this  State,  and  the  jUi- 
Uti^  thereof. 

-Whereas  by  a  treaty,  concluded  at  the  Indian  Springs  on  the  1 2th 
dagrof  February,  1825,  and  duly  ratified  by  the  President  and  Se- 
nate, the  Indian  claims  to  all  the  lands  occupied  by  the  Creeks  with- 
in the  limits  of  this  State,  were  extinguished  for  the  benefit  of  Geor- 
gia, by  the  United  States,  in  virtue  of  the  articles  of  agreement  and 
cession  df  the  year  1802,  whereby  the  title  to  the  same  has  become 
absolute  In4he  good  people  of  this  State,  subject  only  to  the  tenipo- 
rary  occupancy  of  the  Creeks,  preparatory  to  their  removal  beyond 
the  Mississippi : 

And  whereas  it  is  highly  important  that  the  territory  aforesaid 
Aould  be  organized  and  settled,  with  as  little  delay  as  may  comport 
with  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  to  this  eod,  the  assent  of  the

'raoriid  of  our  Chiefs  to  the  Legislature  of  your  State^  and  requeat 
the  favor  of  you  to  cause  it  to  be  laid  before  them,  witli  such  remarks 
of  your  approbation  as  you  may,  in  friendship  towards  us,  think  pro* 
^r  to  bestow. 

In  giving,  voluntarily,  our  consent  for  the  survey  of  the  land  in  the 
late  Treaty,  we  were  actuated  by  motives  of  friendship  purely  to- 
ward you  and  toward  your  people.  No  consideration  of  a  meroeiuMf*y 
nature  could  be  permitted  to  enter  our  breasts  when  a  favor  wis  asked 
of  us,  particularly  by  your  Excellency,  and  in  bc^lf  of  yeufe*  people. 
Vft  know  the  great  importance  it  was  to  your  people  to  be 
ready  to  occupy  the  country  immediately  after  our  removal  from  it, 
and  have,  with  true  hearts  of  friendship,  acceded  to  your  request. 
Vfe  would  have  thought  it  disgraceful  in  us  to  attempt  to  make  a  con* 
dition  founded  on  your  wants  or  desires,  a  price  for  onr  own  aoqui- 
escenccu

'  Sib  :  An  Indian  runner,  from  the  neighborhood  of  the  residence  of 
the  Indian  Chief  Mcintosh,  reached  this  place  to-day ;  and  states,  that 
a  party  of  about  three  hundred  warriors,  two  days  ago,  attacked  and 
put  to  death  Mcintosh,  and  one  other  Chief,  of  his  party.  My  ia- 
Ibrmant  likewise  states,  that  the  perpetrators  of  this  act,  reside  on  the 
lands  ceded  by  the  late  treaty  of  Indian  Springs,  Although  this  in- 
teUigeiH^  is  derived  from  a  source  not  to  he  entirely  relied  on,  I  never- 
^less  apprehend  it  may  be  true ;  for  in  addition  to  the  great  displeas- 
ure which  he  had  already  given  the  nation,  for  having  sold  the  land, 
contrary  to  the  wish  of  tiie  Chiefs,  his  having  given  the  Governor 
of  Geoi|pia  permission  to  survey  the  land,  before  the  time  had  expired^ 
Jby  tbe.treaty  stipulation,  and  before  they  could  conveniently  remove 
from  it,  was  well  calculated  to  augment  that  displeasure ;  and  there 
is-no  doubt  but  it  had  its  weight,  in  producing  this  catastrophe:  and 
I  cannot  disguise  the  foct,  that  I  entertain  great  fears  that  this  ajBair, 
M  true,  is  but  the  commeticement  of  that  dreadful  state  of  things  I 
apprehended  would  result  from  the  ratification  of  that  treaty;  and 
wbtcl^  I  communicated  to  your  predecessor.  As  soon  as  I  am  in  pos^ 
session  of  more  certain  and  correct  information,  relative  to  this  trans-* 
action,  I  will,  without  delay,  communicate  it  to  you*  If  Governor 
Troup  puts  into  execution  bis  threats,  the  whole  Creek  Nation  will 
be  oiVerrun  by  his  troops,  before  this  reaches  you.

Sir  :  Yesterday,  Chilly  Mcintosh,  sun  of  the  General,  and  bearer 
of  this,  came,  with  other  chiefs,  to  announce  the  death  of  his  Father. 
On  the  night  of  the  29th  uHimo,  whilst  reiiosing  in  his  bed,  the  sava* 
ges,  hostile  to  the  treaty,  in  great  numbers,  beset  and  fired  his  bouse, 
and  this  man,  whose  virtues  would  have  honored  any  country,  perished 
by  the  flames,  or  the  tomahawk.  The  old  chief  of  Coweta,  who  was 
pursued  with  the  same  vengeance,  and  for  the  same  objects,  pmshed 
with  him.  The  crime  of  Mcintosh  and  Tustunnuggee,  is  to  be  sought 
in  the  wise  and  magnanimous  conduct,  which,  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
produced  the  treaty  of  the  12th  of  February,  and  which,,  in  making  a 
cession  of  their  whole  country,  satisfied  the  just  claims  of  Georgia, 
reconciled  the  State  to  the  federal  Government,  and  made  haippy,  at 
least  in  prospect,  the  condition  of  the  Creeks ;  when,  by  the  last  of 
his  generous  actions,  he  had  given  his  consent,  in  union  with  his  coun* 
cil,  to  the  survey  and  appropriation  of  the  country,  only  to  gratify 
the  wishes  of  tlie  Georgians,  and  was  on  the  eve  of  departure  to  ex- 
plore the  new  home,  where  the  future  fortunes  of  all  are  to  abide,  fa^ 
met  the  stroke  of  the  assassin;  and  the  bravest  of  his  race  fell  by 
the  hands  of  the  most  treacherous  and  cowardly.  The  guilty  authors 
of  this  massacre  it  will  be  for  you  to  detect  and  punish  :  I  have  iom 
my  duty.  You  will  soon  read,  in  my  oflScial  correspondence  witfi 
your  Grovernment,  the  Indians,  and  the  Commissioners,  the  beginning, 
the  progress,  and  the  end,  of  this  frightful  tragedy,  4n  which  the  catas- 
trophe was  foreseen,  of  which,  ever  and  anon,  the  Grovernment  of  the 
United  States  was  distinctly  forewarned ;  which,  by  the  breath  of  its 
nostrils,  might  have  been  averted,  but  which  was  not  averted.  In 
despite  of  every  thing  attempted  to  the  contrary,  I  had  before  suc- 
ceeded in  maintaining  peace :  even  now,  at  the  very  moment  I'write, 
a  message,  of  which  you  have  a  copy,  is  despatched  to  the  surviving 
Chiefs  to  forbear  hostility.  I  believe  the  advice  will  be  taken  as  an 
order,  but  it  is  my  duty  to  inform  you  that,  to  keep  this  peace  longer 
than  I  can  hear  fmm  you,  will  be  impossible  to  any  efforts  of  yours 
or  mine,  unless  the  most  ample  satisfaction  and  atonement  sliail  be 
made  promptly  for  the  death  of  Mcintosh  and  his  friend.  The  Legis* 
lature  will  convene  in  a  few  days ;  and,  on  this  account,  I  have  defer- 
red any  measures  either  of  retaliation  or  protection.

Letter  from  Duncan  G.  Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  War* 

Washington,  Aih  May,  1825. 

Sm :  I  have  lately  received  from  the  Department,  and  Colonel 
McKenney,  communications,  touching  the  sums  first  required  by  the 
late  Treaty,  to  be  paid  to  the  Creek  Nation  and  General  Mcintosh. 
No  time  will  be  lost  in  reducing  these  draftoto  cash,  and  disbursing 
the  proceeds.  The  amount  which  shall  be  realized  will  be  diriy  re* 
ported  to  the  Department  of  the  Second  Auditor,  where  we  are  in* 
formed  we  are  held  accountable.. 

Tours,  of  the  23d  March,  under  the  direction  of  the  President, pre- 
scribes the  rule  to  be  observed  by  tfie  commissioners,  in  the  disburse- 
ment of  the  instalment  It  was  not  witlioiit  relirctance  that  the  com* 
missioaers  yielded  to  the  earnest  solicitations  of  the  chiefs,  in  taking 
vp6n  themselves  this  additional  and  highly  responsible  dqty.  In 
their  various  negotiations  and  intercourse  wifh  the  Indians,  they  are 
not  conscious  of  having  departed  frorti  •*  established  usage,*' or  the 
**  dictates  of  justice.'*  To  secure  a  distribution,  in  accordance  with 
tliese  principles  was  their  chief  motive  in  accepting  the  office.  No 
apprehension  need  be  entertained,  that  tlie  chiefs  will  not  **  readily 
receive  their  respective  portions.**  Accounts  of  their  discontent,  if 
not  wholly  unfounded,  have,  at  least  been  greatly  exaggerated.  They 
disclaim  the  feeling  themselves,  and  I  regard  as  criminal  all  attempts 
to  excite  it  or  to  establish  its  existence.  We  pn^wse  within  a  short 
period  again  to  assemble  the  chiefs.  It  will  be  our  object  at  such 
BODvention,  to  propose  a  purchase  of  the  remainder  of  theii*  tcrntory ; 
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to  reconcile  tho  whole  nation,  and  to  effect  their  entire  removal,  if 
possible,  agreeably  to  the  benevolent  scheme  of  our  late  Chief  Ma- 
gistrate.

Sir  :  The  intelligence  of  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  which  I  communi- 
cated to  you  by  last  [mail],  has  been  confirmed,  through  the  Little 
Prince,  with  the  additional  information  of  the  death  of  two  others,  by 
same  party. 

The  Prince  wishes  me.  to  inform  the  Government,  that  this  party 
of  warriors  acted  under  the  ordera  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the  na- 
tion ;  and  that  they  were  only  executing  a  law  of  the  nation  ;  and 
to  assure  you  that  no  hostility  or  unfriendly  feelings  are  entertained 
towards  tlie  Government,  or  any  white  person  whatever. 

Intelligence  reached  the  Prince,  two  days  ago,  that  th^  friends  of 
Mcintosh  intended  to  put  him  to  death,  and  had  likewise  threatened 
me.  As  soon  as  thisjiewfi  got  among  the  Indians<the  whole  nation 
was  under  arms,  and  in  motion,  and  it  was  with  some  difficulty  I 
could  restrain  them  from  pursuing  and  putting  to  death  the  whole 
party.  I  have,  however,  I  think,  succeeded  in  restraining  them  &*om 
further  acts  of  violence,  unless  they  should  be  urged  by  further 
threats :  in  that  event,  they  cannot  be  stopped. 
.  I  have  no  doubt  but  some  of  my  enemies  in  Georgia  have  endeavor- 
ed to  induce  the  friends  of  Mrlntosh  to  believe  that  I  had  been  instru- 
mental in  this  business ;  and  I  should  not  be  surprised  if  similar  re- 
Eresentations  should  be  made  to  .your  Department.  In  that  case  I 
eg  you  to  be  assured,  that  tliere  is  not  the  least  foundation  for  such  a 
Itelief.  *!  did  not  even  hear  of  such  an  intention  on  the  [mrt  of  the 
head  men,  until  the  intelligence  of  his  death  reached  me.

Crovcrnor  Trouf  : 

The  information  yon  have  no  donbt  received  by  Chilly  Mcintosh 
and  other  Indians^  will  be  confirmed  by  the  following  relation  of  the 
circumstances  attending  the  horrid  transaction  on  the  Chatahoochie 
and  Tallapoosa,  in  the  Creek  nation.  On  the  morning  of  the  SOth 
April,  several  neighbors  of  mine,  who  lodeed  on  tlie  banks  of  the 
Chatahoochie,  this  side  of  Mcintosh's,  aboufday  break  heai*d  the  war 
whoop,  and  they  supposed  from  2  to  400  guns  were  fired — the  houses 
were  on  fire  when  they  set  off.  An  intelligent  Indian,  Col.  Miller, 
who  has  fled  to  my  house,  together  with  about  150  others,  states  that 
he  supposes  there  is  upwards  of  400  warriors  of  the  hostile  party,  em- 
bodied on  the  Chatahoochie,  at  Mcintosh^  feasting  upon  all  the  cattle 
they  can  find,  hogs,  &c.  belonging  to  the  friendly  party :  states,  also, 
that  they  have  taken  Mcintosh's  negroes,  and  all  other  propeiiiy  they 
can  find.  They,  he  states,  intend  marching  toward  the  settlement  of 
the  whites  in  three  days ;  in  this  I  am  a  little  incredulous,  though  so 
far  as  the  resources  of  our  country  will  alfurd.  I  will  be  pi*epared* 
Major  Finley  Stewart  is  collecting  some  volunteers  to  go  out  and  re- 
connoitre tlie  country  ;  he  will  set  off  as  soon  as  practicable.  He, 
Col.  Miller,  supposes,  including  numbers  long  cloaked  under  the  garb 
of  friendship,  who,  since  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  have  joined  the  hos- 
tile piarty,  that  the  hostile  party  in  the  nation  largely  exceeds  4000 
warriors,  and  that  the  friendly  pai'ty  amount  now  to  only  about  500 ; 
they  implore  protection — ^they  need  it — tlicy  are  constantly  coming  iu 
—flay  the  roswl  is  covei'ed  with  othei^.

Snt :  Your  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  by  express,  is  this  moment  re- 
ceived. I  am  happy  to  learn  from  him  that  he  bore  to  you  orders  from 
General  Wimberly,  in  consequence  of  my  general  orders  to  him.  You 
are,  therefore,  already  on  your  guard,  and  you  will  not  hesitate  a  mo« 
ment  tf>  take  the  necessary  measures  :  first  to  make  safe  the  frontier, 
and  then  to  give  the  Agent  any  protection  which,  according  to  the 
evidence  before  you,  his  safety  ijl^all  demand ;  and  of  which.^  from  your 
proximate  situation  to  him*  you  will  be  the  exclusive  judge.  I  hope 
that  no  harm  has  befallen  him  ;.  and,  if  not,  you  may  assure  him  that 
any  force^  which  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  to  order  and  obedience 
any  militant  tribes  of  tbe  Creeks  within  our  limits,  ehatt  be  fiimMNid 
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jMromptly  under  the  ccMnmand  of  a  trusty  officer,  who  will  be  charged 
With  full  powers  to  act  efficiently  under  any  exigencies  which  may 
arise.  I  tibank  you  for  the  promptitude  with  which  you  have  commu- 
nicated tills  new  information  f  at  the  same  time  I  indulge  hope  that 
the  cause  of  alarm  luis  been  exaggerated. 

It  is  scarcely  to  be  believed  that  the  Agent,  from  whom  nothing  has 
been  heard,  well  knowing  the  contentions  which  agitate  the  country, 
and  the  imminent  perils  which  surround  him,  should  not  have  despatch-^ 
td  runners  to  roaice  known  to  this  Government,  officially  and  with** 
out  delay,  the  circumstances  which  your  letter  ^discloses  upon  the  au- 
thority of  a  respectable  traveller.  The  express  which  brought  it,  car- 
ries the  answer.

Macon,  6th  May ^  1825. 
His  Excellency  Geo.  M*  Tbovp  : 

Sir  :  I  havejnst  received  information  in  relation  to  the  existing  dis- 
"tarbances  among  the  Creek  Indians,  which  I  deem  sufficiently  impor- 
tant to  be  promptly  communieated  to  you.  A  Mr.  Freeman,  a  gentle- 
man no  doubt  of  high  character,  has  just  arrived  in  this  place  from  Ala- 
bapia  with  his  family,  lie  states,  that  the  Indians  appear  to  be  in  an 
alarming  state  of  excitement,  and,  from  their  general  demeanor,  so  far 
a^  it  rame  uiM|prhi«  ohs;ervati(m,  seem  determined  upon  mischief.  Their 
professions,  however,  as  &r  as  he  understood  thein,  are  entirely  friendly 
to  the  whites,  with  the  exception  of  the  Agent  On  his  destruction  both 
parties  seem  determined.  Mr.  Freeman  passed  by  Fort  Mitchell  on 
Wednesday  last,  at  which  place  he  saw  the  Agent,  who  informed  him 
that  while  at  supper  the  evening  before,  a  ininner  from  a  town  about 
thirty  miles  distant,  informed  him  that  on  that  night  he  was  to  be 
inurdei*ed ;  the  Agent  had  made  every  preparation  in  his  power  for 
his  defence,  and  stated  that  he  believed  his  death  had  been  determined 
on,  at  a  talk  which  was  held  on  the  Wednesday  week  preceding. 
He  had  communicated  to  the  Indians  the  ratification  of  the  tresity,  and 
suggested  to  them  the  propriety  of  selling  that  portion  of  the  territo- 
ry which  had  been  reserved,  and  to  go  in  a  body  beyond  the  Mis- 
sissippi. To  the  proposition  to  sell,  no  reply  was  given,  and  he  was 
asked  if  he  signed  the  treaty.  He  informed  them  that  he  had  signed 
it  in  the  character  of  a  witness.  After  the  talk  with  the  Agent  was 
over,  the  Indians  held  a  secret  one,  from  which  the  Agent  and  all  the 
white  residents  were  excluded ;  at  which  time,  the  Agent  Supposes^ 
all  their  schemes  of  mischief  were  devised.  Since  Mr.  Freeman  left 
Fort  Mitchell,  he  has  been  informed  that  the  time  on  which  the  Agent 
was  to  be  killed,  was  on  Wednesday  night,  and  not  on  Tuesday  night, 
as  communicated  by  the  ninner.     He  entertains  no  douht  but  their 
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purpose  is  executed  bero,re  this  time.  Itr  however^  he  shinild  he  mift- 
taken  in  his  appreliensions,  would  it  not  be  proper^  from  bis  pecuUiir 
perilous  situation,  to  afford  the  Agent  pnnnpt  and  efficient  relief? 
Both  parties  of  the  Indians,  thase  frietidly  and  those  hostile  to  the 
treaty,  are  alike  excited  against  him  ;  both  have  pronounced  the  same 
fate  for  him.  Col.  Crowell,  it  is  believ<rd,  could  command  between 
three  and  four  hundred  Indians^  and,  if  he  had  military  supplies  for 
them,  could  at  least  defend  himself^  altliough  the  hostile  party  is  for- 
midable; this  opinion  has  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Freeman,  but  a 
small  additional  foi*ce  could  do  no  injury. 

There  is  one  circumstance  more  strongly  Indicative  of  tbe  hostile 
design  of  the  Indians  towards  the  whites  generally,  than  their  war- 
like exhibitions.  It  is  this:  the  white3  who  have  been  resident 
among  tliem,  and  who  arc  acquainted  with  tlieir  habits  and  character, 
are  sending  their  faniilie^s  from  the  Nation.  The  Indians  hold  a  talk 
on  Monday  next ;  for  what  purpose  it  is  not  known.

Sir  :  1  enclose  this  morning^s  paper,  for  tlie  inspection  of  the  Pre- 
sident and  yourself.  Mr.  Macon,  I  understand,  is  a  respectable  man, 
and  a  relation  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Macon.  Mr.  B'lournoy,  whose  AR- 
davit  is  also  enclosed,  is  an  intelligent  man,  and  a  Baptist  preacher. 
A  volume  of  similar  testimony  can  be  obtained. 

Although  seventeen  days  have  elapsed  since  the  murder  of  M'Intosh 
and  other  Chiefs,  not  a  word  has  been  received  at  tliis  Department 
from  tlie  Agent.  Was  this  studied  silence  and  reserve,  amid  the 
greatest  distractions  in  the  Nation,  prescribed  as  a  duty  either  by  his 
commission  or  his  instinictions  ?

Georjgiaf  Baldwin  County : 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Harris  Allen,  one  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Inferior  Court  for  said  county,  Franpis  Flournoy,  who,  being  duly 
sworn,  deposetli  andsaith,  that  he  was  at  General  W^iiliam  M'lntosh^Sy 
in  the  Creek  Nation,  one.  of  the  Chiefs  of  said  nation,  on  the  morning 
of  the  30th  of  April  last,  when,  about  <lay-bi'eak,  a  party  of  Indians, 
(with  one  white  man  among  them,  whom  the  Indians  said  was  by  the 
name  of  Hudman,  as  well  as  I  recollect,  and  who  said  he  was  not  sent 
by  the  Chiefs  to  murder,  to  burn,  nor  plunder,  but  to  act  as  an  Inter- 
preter, and  preserve  the  ti^avellers^  should  there  be  any  thcrev)  con-

ibttng  .frMd  two  to  four  bandred,  who,  so  soon  as  they  had  closely 
surrbunded  the  General's  dweUlng  house,  and  fixed  a  guard  round  the 
house  which  I  was  in,  set  fire  to  the  dwelling  house^  and  immediately 
shot  the  General,  who  instantly  fell,  and  was  drawn  out  of  the  house, 
with  considerable  efiect  of  the  flames,  and  they  continued  firing  at  his 
corpse,  until,  I  think,  they  had  shot  more  tlian  fifty  balls  into  him. ' 
They  then  bet  fire  also  to  the  house  in  which  this  deponent  and  one 
other  white  man,  and  three  chiefs,  had  stayed  all  night,  and,  finding 
Thomas  (Etome)  Tustunnuggee  (a  Cowetau  Chier)  within,  they  ap- 
peared much  gratified,  and  shot  him  almost  as  often  as  they  had  done  . 
the  General,  and  this  deponent  drew  him  out  from  the  flames,  and  af- 
terwards assisted  two  otiicr  white  men  to  bury  them  both.  This 
banditti  were  busily  engaged,  from  the  commencement  of  tlie  horrid 
scene  until  a  late  hour  of  the  morning,  in  plundering  and  desti*oying 
every  thing  valuable,  as  well  the  pi*operty  of  the  while  men  who  were 

{resent  as  the  property  of  the  General,  tearing  the  frock  off  a  young 
ndian  female,  and  leaving  several  children  stai'k  naked;  carrying  off 
a  great  many  negroes,  hoi*ses,  and  cattle,  (as  they  themselves  told  me,) 
and  said  they  wei-c  ordered  to  destroy  wliatever  they  could  not  carry 
off;  and  I  saw  them  shoot  many  hogs,  which  they  left  on  the  ground. 
The  GeneraPs  Cherokee  wife  went  out  to  the  camp  of  the  hostiles  to 
beg  Trom  thema  suitof  white  to  bury  the  General  in,  which  was  denied, 
as  she  said,  and,  on  her  retui*n,  she  informed  me  that  these  Indians 
said  they  were  ordered  to  do  what  they  had  done  by  those  who  ruled 
the  nation  since  the  Big  Warrioi*^s  death,  and  thattliey  were  support- 
iti  and  encouraged  by  tlie  Agent.    I  observed  I  did  not  believe  that* 
She  replied  tliey  would  not  tell  a  lie  on  the  Agents  for  they  must  know  . 
it  would  come  to  his  ears,  and  they  would  have  to  answer  for  it 
About  11  o^clock  those  murderers  returned  again,  and,  after  ascer- 
taining that  a  plain  countenanced  old  man  could  undei*stand  some  En- 
glish, I  observed  to  him,  **  Old  gentleman,  is  this  the  way  your  people 
do  ?  go  to  a  man's  house,  and  shoot  him,  and  burn  his  house,  and  take 
away  every  thing  he  has,  and  carry  it  away,  or  are  these  bad  men  ? 
Wh^t  have  tliey  done  ?"     He  replied,  he  did  not  love  to  kill  them,  but 
tlie  heads  of  the  nation  said  so.    ,1  asked  if  intockchungaand  Thiocco 
Coscomico  were  the  heads  of  the  nation  ?  He  answered,  no ;  the  Little 
Prince  and  Hopoethyoholo  vverc  their  heads,  now  the  Big  Warrior  was 
dead.     I  replied,  these  wci-e  the  very  two  men  that  sent  word  lo  the 
Governor  that  those  Chiefs  should  not  be  liurt.     He  answei-ed  that,  at 
first,  they  did  send  that  word  to  tlic  Governor,  and  then  it  was  so ;  but 
since  that  U»e  Agent  had  altei'ed  it,  and  told  the  Council  that  thetnily 
way  to  get  their  land  back,  and  keep  it,  was  to  kill  ail  that  had  any 
hand  in  selling  it,  and  burn  and  destroy  all  they  had,  whicii  they  could 
not  carry  away ;  and,  after  that,  other  Chiefs  never  would  attempt  to 
sell  their  land,  for  fear  of  being  treated  in  the  same  way  ;  and,  when  they 
had  completed  the  above,  as  ordei-ed  by  the  Council,  they  would  send 
word  to  the  President  that  they  had  saved  tlieir  land,  anil  done  took  it 
back,  and  now  he  and  the  White  People  never  should  have  it  again. 
The  above  ailicle  ^as  confirmed  by  Col.  Hawkins' widow,  next 
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day,  a^  coming  from  the  party  who  minrderod  him,  adding  the 
of  Walker,  former  Sab-Agent,  to  that  of  CrowelL

Letter  from  CldUy  Mcintosh  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Washingtoit,  ITthMaiff  1825. 

Sir  :  A  hostile  party  of  Indians,  instigated  by  some  enemy  of  my 
father,  General  M'Intosh,  on  the  dOth  of  April  last,  attacked  his  house, 
and  murdered  him,  and  another  Chief  of  the  Creek  nation,  Etomme 
Tustunnuggee. 

This  calamity  has  fallen  upon  the  family  of  Gen.  M'Intosh,  from  his 
being  the  steady  friend  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  civilization  of 
bis  countrymen.  His  confidence  in  the  American  Goremment,  liis 
compliance  with  its  wishes,  and  his  sa])port  df  its  policy  and  measures 
for  civilizing  the  Indians  and  improving  their  condition,  gave  to  his 
enemies  the  pretences  by  which  they  have  excited  the  hostile  feelings 
to  which  he  has  fallen  a  sacrifice. 

His  family  and  friends  look  with  confidence  to  the  justice  of  the 
United  States*  Government  for  protection  against  further  hostility,  for 
a  just  revenge  on  the  ringleaders  in  his  murder,  and  for  the  punish* 
ment  of  those  by  whom  it  was  Instigated.  We  cannot  believe  that  the 
Crovernment  will  disappoint  their  just  expectations.  If  the  friends  of 
the  United  States  are  not  protected,  it  will  be  thought  safest  and  most 
advantageous  to  be  their  enemy.  This  opinion  the  Government  is  too 
wise  and  too  just  to  encourage. 

The  party  which  attacked  my  father's  house  killed  his  cattle,  and, 
as  far  as  they  could,  destroyed  all  his  property.  The  United  States' 
Crovernment,  which  has  received  so  much  benefit  from  the  faithful  ser- 
vices of  General  M'Intosh,  will  not,  I  trust,  refuse  to  indemnify  his 
femily  for  the  destruction  of  their  property,  when  the  occasion  of  its 
being  destroyed  is  remembered, 

I  beg  the  favor  of  you,  Sir,  to  inform  me  how  I  shall  proceed  to  ob- 
tain a  remuneration  for  the  pecuniary  loss,  which  has  accompanied  a 
much  more  afflicting  injury,  |an  injury  which  can  never  be  repaired, 
and  will  be  very  inadequately  ^toned  for  by  the  punishment  of  those 
who  perpetrated  or  promoted  this  murderous  outrage.

Sir  :  We  have  come  to  request  our  father,  the  President,  to  protect 
OS  agarost  a  hostile  party  of  Indians,  as  was  promised  by  the  Commis- 
sioners at  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  when  we  ceded  our  lands 
to  the  United  States. 

The  Commissioners  gave  us  a  good  talk  from  our  father  the  Presi- 
dent. They  told  us  that  you  wei*e  bound,  by  the  compact  of  J802,  to 
procure  our  lands  for  the  State  of  Georgia.  We  listened  to  the  talk  of 
oar  father,  and  did  all  he  desired.  We  made  a  fair  treaty  (or  the  sale 
oT  our  lands,  which  publicly  passed  the  Senate,  and  was  ratified  by  our 
father  the  President  Since  tlien,  a  hostile  party  has  attacked  the 
house  of  our  father,  Greneral  Mcintosh,  and  killed  him  and  Etomme 
Tustunnuggee. 

Ilie  Commissioners  told  us  that  you  would  protect  us  against  any 
attempt  to  injure  us ;  and  also  that  you  would  send  a  garrison  to  Cba- 
taboocfaie  river  to  prevent  any  encroachment  on  our  lands,  before  we 
remove  West  of  the  Mississippi.  This  never  was  done,  and  we  did 
not  ask  for  it,  because  it  was  not  thought  necessary.  Now  we  need 
assistance,  and  claim  a  performance  of  your  promises. 

We  ask  to  have  revenge  for  our  bl(N>d  spilt  by  a  hostUe  party  of 
Indians  ;  and  that  the  murder  of  our  father  General  Mcintosh,  atid  of 
£tomme  Tustunnuggee,  may  be  investigated,  and  the  ringleaders  pun- 
isbed« 

Without  your  assistance  we  cannot  settle  our  disputes.  We  ask 
yoa  to  investigate  them,  and  to  aid  in  removing  our  difficulties. 

We  ifow  look  for  your  protection  as  it  was  promised  by  the  Com- 
missioners. Without  it  we  cannot  prepare  to  go  West  of  the  Missis- 
aip{»L     About  one  tliousand  troops  will  be  necessary. 

If  our  Cather,  tlie  President,  does  not  protect  his  red  children,  we 
shall  be  oppressed,  and  many  of  us  will  be  killed.     We  hope  he  will 
not  deny  us  his  protection,  as  promised  by  the  Commissioners.     Wo 
have  trusted  his  promises,  and  think  he  will  not  deceive  us.

Letter  of  ChiUy  M:Iniosh^  and  others.  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  ^Cation. 

Washington,  ..¥£ry  17M,  1825, 

Sir  :  We  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  authorized  Agent  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Creek  nation.  Colonel  John  Crowdl,  is  not  trusted  by 
OB,  and  we  do  not  think  ourselves  safe  'm  his  hands. 
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Colonel  Crowell  has  always  been  opposed  to  General  McIntoBh* 
since  IdSS,  when  he  tried  to  have  him  broke  as  a  chief  of  the  Creek 
nation,  and  threatened  to  destroy  his  property*  He  was  offended  at 
General  Mcintosh  for  refusing  to  give  up  a  man  nametl  Stinson,  with- 
out an  order  from  the  head  Chiefs  of  the  nation*  Stinson  was  after- 
Urards  delivered  into  the  Agent's  custody^  and  was  tried  for  selling 
goods  in  the  nation  without  a  license,  of  which  he  was  acquitted  by 
the  Federal  Court  in  Georgia.  Colonel  Crowell  was  further  incensed 
against  General  Mcintosh  for  interfering  when  Crowell  drew  a  knife 
and  threatened  to  cut  the  thi*oat  of  a  man  called  Cells,  who  had  been 
adopted  by  the  Creek  nation. 

Colonel  Crowell  was  opposed  to  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs^ 
ftnd  tried  to  prevent  the  Creeks  from  selling  their  lands  to  the  United 
States.  He  sent  William  Hambly,  United  States'  Interpreter,  to  the 
council  to  say  that  he  wanted  to  see  the  Chiefs,  but  was  jealous  of  the 
C'ommissioners.  He  told  them  that  they  should  not  give  any  long 
answer  to  the  Commissioners,  but  only  say  ^*  they  had  no  lands  to  selK'^ 
That  the  Commissioners  would  threaten,  but  their  threits  would  all 
end  in  words,  as  soon  as  they  heard  from  the  Government.  Even 
after  the  treaty  was  freely  agreed  to,  he  did  not  cease  his  opposition^ 
He  sent  a  message  by  William  Hambly,  the  interpreter,  to  tell  sorao 
of  the  Indians,  that  they  should  go  away  across  the  line  that  night,  or 
they  would  be  taken  and  shut  up  until  they  signed  the  treaty*  This 
party  went  off  in  the  night,  as  they  were  told*  The  next  morning  three 
men  were  sent  after  them,  to  know  why  they  had  gone  away.  They 
told  the^e  men  the  message  they  had  received  from  Colonel  Crowell, 
which  was  the  reason  of  their  going.  One  of  these  messengers,  Ben 
Doulazau,  is  now  in  Wasliington. 

After  Colonel  Crowell  returned  from  Washington,  a  council  of  the 
Nation  was  called.  When  the  broken  hour  was  out.  Chilly  Mcintosh, 
and  several  of  the  friends  of  Gen.  Mcintosh,  attended.  They  called  on 
Col.  Crowell  for  rations,  which  were  refused  to  the  friends  of  General 
M'Intosh,  but  were  furnished  by  Colonel  Crowell  to  all  otiiers. 
Within  eight  days  after  this  Council,  a  hostile  party  attacked  the 
house  of  Creneral  M'intosh,  and  killed  him  and  £tommeTustiinnuggee. 

Colonel  Hawkins  and  General  Mitchell  were  e(|ual  and  kind  to  all 
the  Creek  nation,  and  favoi*ed  its  civilization.  Since  Colonel  Crowell 
has  been  Agent,  he  has  been  good  only  for  his  friends  and  favorites, 
*and  to  effect  his  own  purposes. 

Now,  Sir,  we  beg  our  father,  the  President,  to  send  an  Agent  whe 
will  be  a  friend  to  all  the  nation,  enually,  and  one  in  whose  hands  we 
can  feel  safe  to  go  W^est  of  the  Mississippi.  If  Colonel  Crowell  is 
continued  as  Agent,  we  fear  that  the  friends  of  General  M'Intosh  will 
be  sacrificed.

Fathbs  :  We  beg  to  know  from  you,  whether  Colonel  Crowell  re- 
ceived the  money  for  the  annuity  for  1825,  which  was  stipulated  to 
be  paid  to  the  Creek  nation,  by  the  treaty  of  Minei*al  Springs,  in 

Colonel  Crowell,  at  Broken  Arrow,  informed  tlie  Council,  that  he 
bad  made  an  arnuigement  with  the  Grovernment  of  the  United  States, 
that  erery  individual  of  the  nation  should  receive  an  equal  share  of  tlie 
money,  which  was  to  be  paid  under  tlie  late  treaty.     If  he  did  ififtka 
this  arrangement,  the  party  of  us  going  to  the  Western  country,  will 
not  get  awiugh  to  pay  our  expenses.     If  Colonel  Crowell  did  make  this 
arrang^nent  with  you,  not  one  would  go  to  the  Western  country  ;  be- 
cause, they  would  have  no  money  to  bear  their  expenses,  on  their  re- 
moval, and  none  to  pay  for  their  improvements. 

We  beg  leave,  also,  to  know,  if  tlie  United  States  will  not  pay  our 
expenses  here,  on  tlie  business  which  has  brought  us  to  Washington. 
It  is  business  in  which  tlie  United  States  is  concerned  equally  with  the 
Creek  nation. 

We  beg  to  be  informed,  to  day,  what  will  be  done,  by  our  Father, 
the  President :  because  we  are  to  leave  Washington  to-morrow.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  Governor  Trmip» 

Depabtment  of  War,  «¥a9,  18<A«  18^5. 

Sib  :  In  answer  to  your  several  letters,  received  at  this  DepaK- 
mcnt  on  tlie  15th  and  17th  instant,  I  am  Instructed  by  the  President, 
to  express  his  deep  regret  at  the  deaths  of  General  Mcintosh,  and  other 
Creek  Chiefs,  and  the  shocking  circumstances  with  which  they  were 
attended.  While  your  Excellency  is  understood  to  ascribe  the  cause 
of  these  events  to  the  criminal  conduct  of  the  Agent,  he,  by  despatches 
received  some  few  days  past,  states  to  this  Department,  that  your 
purpose  of  entaring  upon  and  surveying  their  Territory,  as  made 
known  by  your  proclamation,  had  produced  in  the  Chiefs  who  receiv- 
ed  it  wlien  assembled  in  General  Council  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
their  annuity,  feelings  of  melancholy  and  great  distress.  Exceptions 
to  your  measures  were  then  taken  by  them ;  tliey  declared  their  assent 
had  never  been  given,  and  that  it  had  not  been  asked.  Those  excep- 
tions were  communicated  by  the  Agent,  in  tlic  letter  above  referred  to, 
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together  with  the  request  of  the  Chiefs,  tliat  the  Govemment  would 
interpose  its  authority,  and  put  a  stop  to  the  contemplated  survey. 
Whatever  cause  may  have  produced  the  disturbances  and  bloodshed 
which  followed  so  soon,  upon  the  breaking  up  of  the  Council,  has  now 
become  a  matter  of  very  subordinate  considei*ation,  compared  with 
the  means  necessary  to  be  adopted,  to  prevent  their  repetition. 

Remote  from  the  theatre  of  action,  with  but  little  information,  and 
that  uncertain,  (for  we  have  not  heard  a  word  from  the  Agent,)  as  to 
the  extent  of  the  designs  of  the  Indians,  or  the  scale  on  which  their 
operations  will  be  conducted,  the  President  has  deemed  it  advisable, 
and  has  ordered,  accordingly,  General  Craines,  distinguished  alike 
for  his  military  skill  and  discretion,  now  in  Georgia,  to  repair  ftirth-. 
with  to  Milledgeville,  for  the  pur|)ose  of  consulting  with  your  Excel* 
lency,  on  the  measures  projier  to  be  adopted,  in  reference  to  theactual 
posture  of  affairs  on  his  arrival.  To  him  a  discretion  has  been  given, 
if,  in  his  judgment,  the  occasion  i-equi res  it,  to  call  on  you  for  sucl^ 
portions^f  the  militia  of  Georgia,  to  be  placed  in  the  service  of  the 
tfnited  States,  as  he  thinks  necessaiy.  To  march,  also,  such  portions 
of  the  regular  force  as  may  be  convenient,  to  the  scene  of  operations, 
and  take  command  of  the  whole.  By  his  instructions,  he  will  be  or- 
dered to  repel  any  hostile  attempt  that  may  be  made  by  the  Indians 
on  the  people  of  Georgia,  and  to  chastise  them  by  measures  of  reta- 
liation for  such  attempt,  till  sufferings  and  submission  shall  entitle 
them  to  clemency.  If  their  violence  has  been  limited  to  their  own 
tr«be,  the  course  to  be  pursued  is  not  without  its  embarrassment  The 
Govemment  of  the  United  States,  since  its  establishment,  has,  in  no 
case,  it  is  confidently  believed,  forcibly  interpiised  in  the  intestine 
feuds  of  the  Indians.  They  have  limited  their  interference  to  good 
offices  and  friendly  advice.  To  depart  from  this  policy,  sti*engthened 
by  time,  and  the  approbation  of  the  American  people,  involves  a  high 
and  delicate  responsibility.  On  the  other  hand,  to  surrender  the  In- 
dians friendly  to  the  views  of  the  United  States,  to  the  unrestrained  , 
ferocity  of  the  hostile  party,  is  too  shocking  to  humanity  to  permit 
Amid  theoe  opposing  difficulties,  the  General  is  instructed  to  enterthe 
Territory  of  the  Creeks,  and  extend  protection  to  the  friendly  party ; 
but  not  to  commence  hostilities  on  the  Indians,  unless  provoked  there- 
to, by  acts  on  their  part  which  may  justify  such  hostilities.  A  spe- 
cial measenger  will  be  despatched  to  Milledgeville,  on  Friday,  at  far- 
thest with  General  Gaines'  instructions. 

The  President  not  yet  being  informed  of  the  measures  adopted  by 
your  Excellency,  cannot,  at  this  time,  take  any  step  thereon.  Youi- 
promised  communication  will  relieve  him  from  the  difficulty,  and,  im- 
mediately on  its  arrival,  will  receive  his  prompt  attention. 

I  am  instructed  to  say  to  your  Excellency,  that  the  President  ex- 
pects,  from  what  has  jmssed,  as  well  as  from  the  now  state  of  feeling 
among  the  Indians,  that  the  prospect  of  surveying  their  Territory  will 
be  abandoned  by  Georgia,  till  it  can  be  done  consistently  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  treaty. 

From  the  charges  made  by  your  Excellency,  and  the  deputation 
here,  Major  Andrews  posscssinff*.  fmm  his  hicjh  character,  the  full  con- 
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fidence  of  the  Executive,  has  been  deputed  to  the  agency  to  inquire 
into  these  charges,  and  to  adopt  the  course^  in  reference  t6  the  Agent, 
which  he  may  deem  best  calculated  to  pnimote  the  public  service. 

Major  Andrews  is  the  bearer  of  despatches  to  General  Gaines,  and« 
a^  he  will  pass  through  Milledgeville,  if  you  have  any  facts  calcu* 
latent  to  criminate  the  Agent,  an  opiiortunity  will  be  fui'nished  your 
Excellency  to  communicate  them.

Sir  :  Intelligence  has  been  received  fi*om  the  Governor  of  Georgia 
of  very  serious  disturbances  existing  in  the  Creek  tribe  of  Indians, 
attended  with  the  mui*der  of  sevei*al  of  tlieir  Chiefs,  This  intestine 
feud  is  carried  on  by  a  party  hostile,  against  one  friendly,  to  the  late 
treaty.  The  number  of  warriors  of  the  former  party  is  stated  at  4,000^ 
of  the  latter  at  500.  It  is  probable  that  the  numbers  are  exaggerated ; 
bat  the  proportion  may  still  be  a  just  one,  presenting  a  fcai*ful  supe« 
riority,  which,  united  with  the  biwidy  acts  already  perpetrated,  and 
the  known  ferocity  of  tlie  Indians,  threatens  tlie  entire  destruction  of 
the  party  friendly  to  the  Uniteil  States.  In  tliis  alarming  state  of  af- 
fairs tliey  have  addressed  themselves  to  tlie  President,  soliciting  his 
protection.  It  is  stated,  furtliermore,  that  rumors  are  afloat  of  a  de- 
sign being  enteitaincd  by  the  hostile  Indians,  of  advancing  on  the  fron- 
tier settlements  of  Georgia.  Although  it  appears  highly  improbable 
tliat  so  rash  a  step  should  be  adopted  by  them,  yet,  from  tlie  high  ex- 
citement said  to  be  prevailing  among  them,  by  which  they  are  known 
frequently  to  be  directed,  ratlier  than  by  suggestions  of  prudence, 
8ucb  a  result  is  not  impossible.  Tlie  Governor  of  Georgia,  a(  ting  on 
the  possibility  of  its  occurrence,  has  adopted  measures  of  protection* 
and  has  ap|iealed  to  the  President,  requesting  him  to  take  sucfi  ste)M 
as  he  may  think  the  occasion  requires.  Remote  as  is  the  Presi«lent 
from  the  theatre  of  operations,  destitute  of  information  necessary  to 
his  decision,  as  neither  the  nature  of  their  designs,  nor  the  scale  of 
tlieir  operations  is  known,  he  has  determined  to  avail  himself  of  your 
services  in  tliat  quarter ;  and  an  oi*der  has  been  Issued,  sent  in  vari- 
ous directions  to  meet  you,  requiring  you  to  repair,  with  the  least  p<)s- 
sible  delay,  to  Milledgeville,  there  to  meet  your  instructions,  which 
are  as  follows  :  you  will  have  an  interview  with  the  Grovernor,  who 
has  been  ailvised  of  the  order  requiring  you  to  repair  to  MilhMlgevilleg 
and  substantially  of  the  uature  of  your  instructions;  from  him  you 
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"Will  acquire  all  the  information  in  his  possession,  and  you  will  freelj 
consult  with  him  u])on  measures  which  you  may  mutually  think  neces- 
sary  to  be  adopted  in  reference  to  the  actual  posture  of  affairs.  If  any 
hostilities  shall  have  been  committed,  or  there  is  reasonable  ground  to 
expect  that  any  are  meditated  against  the  i>ec#ple  of  Georgia,  you  will 
call  upon  the  Governor  tx>  place  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
8uch  portions  of  the  militia  of  that  State  as. the  exigency  of  the  occa- 
sion may,  in  your  judgment,  make  necessary.  You  ai*c,  also,  autho- 
rized to  cafl  to  your  aid  such  portions  of  the  regular  troops,  conve- 
nient  to  the  scene  of  operations,  wlierever  statimied^  a*  you  may  deem 
proper,  and  take  all  necessary  measures  as  to  supplies,  and,  generally, 
the  material  of  war,  so  as  to  give  the  utmost  efficiency  to  your  com- 
mand. 

Orders  will  have  been  given,  through  the  Treasury  Department,  to 
th^Bank  of  Savannah,  to  place  2  100,000  in  that  Bank,  subject  to 
your  drafts ;  and  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  use  of  so  much 
as  the  service  may  requii^e. 

If  hostilities  have  been  committed  by  the  Creeks  on  tlie  People  of 
Georgia,  you  will  in.stantly  cliastise  them  by  pui*suing  them  into 
their  own  Territory,  if  necessary.  And  you  \^ill  pursue  offensive  ope- 
rations till  you  have  inflicted  a  just  retaliation,  or  until,  by  their  en- 
tire submission,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  clemency.  If  hostilities  have 
not  been  commenced  against  the  People  of  Greorgia,  hut  a  reasonable 
ground  of  suspicion  of  hostile  designs  is  found  to  exist,  you  will  mai*ch 
into  their  territory,  and  be  governed  by  your  discretion  as  to  the  course 
to  be  pursued,  so  as  effectually  to  prevent  the  consummation  of  tlieir 
hostile  designs.  The  safety  of  the  People  of  Georgia  will  be  a  para- 
moimt  obligation,  which,  when  secured,  will  leave  you  at  liberty  to 
limit  your  offensive  operations^  so  as  to  save  the  unnecessary  eflTusion  of 
blood.  If  the  hostilities  of  tlie  Indians  have  been  confined  to  them- 
selves, the  course  proper  to  be  pursued  is  not  without  its  embarrass* 
ment.  The  Government  of  the  United  States,  since  its  establishment 
has,  in  no  instance,  it  is  confidently  believed,  interfered  forcibly  in  the 
intestine  feuds  of  the  Indians.  This  policy,  sti*engthened  by  time  and 
the  approbation  of  the  nation,  cannot  be  departed  fi-om,  without  in- 
volving  a  high  and  delicate  responsibility.  On  the  otiier  hand,  to  surr 
render  the  Indians  friendly  to  the  policy  of  the  United  States,  who 
have  so  many  claims  on  our  protectioh,  to  the  unrestrained  ferocity  of 
the  hostile  party,  is  too  shocking  to  humanity  to  permit,  if,  on  your 
arrival  at  Milledgeville,  you  asceKain  that  tlie  hostile  party  of  Indian^ 
are  still  embodieil,  and  that  they  are  still  perpetrating  acts  of  vio- 
lence against  the  friendly  party,  you  will,  with  a  suitable  force,  to  be 
obtained  in  the  manner  previously  pointed  out,  enter  the  territory  of 
the  Creeks,  and  extend  pi*otection  to  the  oppressed ;  but  you  will  not 
commit  hostilities  against  the  Indians,  unless  their  conduct  shall  make 
it  necessary.  On  the  contrary,  you  will,  if  possible,  i*estore  harmony 
by  your  friendly  advice,  or  prevent  theii*  violence  by  forewarning 
them  of  the  displeasure  of  the  President,  and  of  the  severe  retaliation 
it  will  become  your  duty  to  inflict.  To  protect  the  friendly  p^yfi-om 
violence  is  the  object  of  the  President,  in  dii*ecting  you  to  enter  the

territory  of  the  Creeks,  not  to  retaliate  what  has  been  done.  What- 
ever,  tlierefc»re,  is  necessary  to  fulfil  the  first  object,  you  will  perform, 
M  ith  whatever  disastrous  consequence  to  the  assailing  part>  it  may  be 
attended. 

At  the  point  at  which  that  is  accomplised,  you  will  forbear  ;  and, 
finally,  if,  on  your  arrival  at  Milledgeville,  such  a  state  of  pacification 
should  be  found  to  be  restored,  as  to  justify  an  opinion  that  the  Indians 
will  listen  to  your  suggestions,  you  may  then,  witliout  a  resort  to 
force,  convene  the  Chiefs  at  the  Agency,  or  at  any  place  you  choose, 
and  submit  to  them  the  considerations  that  you  may  think  best  calcu- 
lated to  secure  a  continuance  of  peace  ;  and  when  satisfied  that  this 
will  have  been  effected,  you  may  consider  the  duty  assigned  you  as 
fulfilled,. and  at  liberty  to  i*esumeyour  ordintir}'  duties. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  late  treaty,  3  200,000  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  to  disburse  among  the 
Chiefs.  If  it  has  not  been  disbursed,  it  is  ptKssible  that  it  may  be  an 
useful  instrument  in  your  hands  in  promoting  tlie  object  of  your  con- 
ference, by  representing  to  them,  that  any  further  violence,  on  their 
pai*t,  will  operate  a  forfeiture  of  the  share  of  the  Chief  who  remains 
contumacious.  I  have  caused  a  letter  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Com- 
missioners to  hold  this  money  subject  to  your  order.  Gi)vernor  Troup 
informs  us  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  Creeks  have  tied  their 
country,  from  an  apprehension  that  tJiey  might  become  the  victims  of 
their  enemies,  and  must  be  reduced  to  great  necessity  ;  humanity  re- 
quires tliat  their  calamitous  condition  should  be  mitigated  as  far  as 
praoticable.  You  will  cause  rations  to  be  distributed  to  them,  and 
those  that  are  disposed  to  return  to  their  country,  you  w  ill  take  under 
your  protectioA, 

The  President,  in  assigning  to  you,  Greneral,  these  large  discre- 
tionary powers,  finds  a  gimranty  to  the  fidelity  of  their  execution  in 
your  known  patriotism  and  prudence. 

You  will  advise  this  De|iartment  regularly  of  the  measures  you 
pursue,  and  their  results.

Instrmiions  to  Major  T.  P.  Jindrews,  Special  ^^gent^  ^-c. 

Department  of  War, 

JIfay  19,  18£5. 

Sir  :  The  President  has  directe<l  that  a  Special  Messenger  b^  sent 
with  despatches  to  Major  General  Gaines.  This  Agency  is  conferred 
upon  you.     You  will  proceed  forthwith  to  Milledgeville,  in  Georgia, 
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by  tlie  most  direct  route,  and  deliver  the  despatches  to  General  Grained 
in  person.  Should  he  not  be  in  Milledgeville,  you  will  proceed  to 
the  point  at  which  he  may  be. 

To  you  is  confided,  also,  the  very  delicate  and  responsible  trust  of 
examining  into,  and  reporting  u|M)n  certain  direct  and  specified 
charges,  which  have  been  made  by  Chilly  Mcintosh,  and  other  Creeks ; 
and  others,  6f  an  implied  character,  by  his  Excellency,  Governor 
Troup,  against  Colonel  John  Crowell,  the  Agent  The  letters  con- 
taining these  charges,  are  here^^ith  enclosed  marked  A,  B,  C- 

Immediately  on  your  arrival  at  Milledgeville,  you  will  address  a 
letter  to  Governor  Troup,  referring  to  his  implie<l  charges  against 
the  Agent,  and  inform  him  that  you  are  appointed,  specially  to  ex- 
amine them.  To  enable  you  to  execute  this  duty  with  effect,  you  will 
re<|uest  him  to  state  his  chaises  and  specifications  against  that  officer ; 
and  accompany  them  with  their  evidence,  or  refer  you  to  the  source 
or  sources,  whence  it  may  be  derived.  Having  possessed  yourself  of 
them,  you  will  proceed  to  the  Creek  Agency,  and  present  copies  of 
those  charges  to  Colonel  Crowell,  the  Agent,  and  hear  and  report  his 
defence,  both  upon  the  charges  which  Grovernor  Troup  may  make, 
and  those  which  are  specified  by  Mcintosh  and  others.  If,  from  the 
complexion  of  these  charges,  there  shall  appear  to  he  sulficient  founda- 
tion to  justify  the  measure,  you  will  suspend  the  Agent  until  the  plea- 
sure of  the  President  be  known.  But  as  the  excitements  of  the  In-, 
dians  are  such  as  to  require  great  caution  in  your  proceedings,  and 
as  it  is  not  impossible,  but  such  a  suspension  might  have  an  injurious 
effect  upon  them,  and  especially  so,  as  it  is  believed  Colonel  Crowell 
has  the  confidence  of  the  great  body  of  those  Indians,  you  will  be  care- 
ful, therefore,  in  any  s(ep  you  may  take,  in  reference  to  Col.  Crowell 
to  be  governed  by  an  exclusive  eye  to  the  maintenance  of  tiie  peace 
and  tranquillity  of  the  tribe.  Should  you  deem  it  important  to  sus- 
pi'nd  the  Agent,  you  will  yourself  receive  the  trust  and  turn  it  over  to 
Mr.  Triplet,  the  Subagent.  In  which  event,  the  assembling  of  the 
Indians  will  be  through  him,  but,  otherwise,  through  the  Agent,  Col. 
Crowell.  It  is  deemed,  however,  to  be  just,  no  less  to  the  character 
of  Colonel  Cro\%ell,  than  to  the  Government  and  all  parties,  that  the 
charges  which  have  been  preferred  against  the  Agent,  be  examined 
and  reported  upon.  This,  you  will  attend  to,  after  the  other  objects 
are  accomplished,  and  the  quiet  of  the  Indians  restored.  Should  tliat 
quiet,  however,  he  not  realized,  you  will  postpone  altogether  the  ex- 
amination of  Colonel  Crowell,  for  the  present. 

You  will  lose  no  time  in  executing  this  trust,  and  reporting  upon  it 
to  this  Department,  whose  further  instructions  you  will  wait  for.  You 
will  keep  a  Journal  of  your  proceedings,  and  accompany  your  report 
in  the  case  of  Colonel  Crowell,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  evi- 
dence which  you  may  collect  in  the  prosecution  of  the  inquiry. 

Your  expenses  will  be  advanced  to  you  on  an  approved  estimate  of 
them,  and  your  compensation  settled  on  your  return.

Sib:  Since  the  letter  written  you,  on  the  18th,  despatches  have 
been  received  from  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  copies  of  which  are 
herewith  transmitted  communicating  a  much  mcNpe  favorable  state  of 
things,  than  had  been  before  received.  The  President  has,  upon  this 
information,  decided  tbat  the  case  has  occurred,  anticipated,  and  re- 
ferred to,  in  the  paragraph  of  your  instructions,  of  such  a  state  of 
quiet  as  might  su|)ersede  the  necessity  of  force,  and  enable  tou,  by 
negotiation,  to  effect  the  object  of  the  Executive.  If,  therefore,  no 
events  have  subsequently  happened,  so  as  to  have  produced  any  of  the., 
contingencies,  on  which,  by  your  orders  of  the  18th,  you  were  autho« 
rized  to  resort  to  force,  you  will  consider  that  paragraph^  as  pointing 
out  the  line  of  your  duty. 

MBJq/r  Andrews,  worthy  of  the  highest  confidence,  who  has  been 
charged  with  a  special  mission  to  the  Agency,  will  receive  and  cause  to 
be  executed  any  orders  you  may  give  him  as  to  the  convention  of  the 
chiefs  of  tiie  Creek  tribe.  Should  a  convention  of  the  Chiefs  be  obtained, 
you  will  endeavor  to  impress  upon  them  the  propriety  of  yielding  their 
assent  to  the  treaty.  Among  the  inducements  that  you  may  offer,  you 
may  state  to  them,  that  the  President  has  already  suggested  to  Grover- 
nor  Troup,  the  necessity  of  his  abstaining  from  his  entering  into  and 
surveying  of  the  ceded  land,  till  the  time  prescribed  by  the  treaty  for 
their  removal,  and  the  immediate  payment  of  2200,000,  on  the  same 
scale  of  distribution  as  heretofore  adopted  in  the  distribution  of  their 
annuity.  If,  however,  you  cannot  succeed  in  this,  you  will  cause  the 
money  to  be  deposited  Su  the  Bank  of  Savannah,  subject  to  the  order 
of  this  Department^  The  Indians  should,  in  the  event  of  refusing  to 
receive  the  money,  as  the  evidence  of  their  acquiescence  in  the  treaty, 
be  duly  impressed  wkh  the  high  displeasure  of  the  President  at  their 
bloody  proceedings^^and  of  the  consequences  of  his  displeasure, 
should  they  ke  re-acted.    That  it  is  their  bounden  duty  to  remain 

r*et,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  granted  them  before 
ir  violence  was  known  here,  of  sending  a  deputation  of  their  head 
men,  the  ensuihg  Winter,  to  present  their  grievances  to  their  Father, 
the  President,  who  is  disposed  to  grant  them  every  indulgence  con- 
sistently with  his  ibwer,  and  the  public  interests.  I  have  caused  an 
order  to  issue  to  tne  commanding  officer  at  Baton  Rouge,  to  march 
the  four  companies  under  his  command  to  the  Agency.  You  will 
station  them  where  you  may  think  it  best  calculated  to  promote  the 
object  of  the  Executive  as  disclosed  in  your  instructions.

Benjamin  Hawkins  to  Oavemor  Trovf. 

Crbbk  NATION;  April  \%  1825. 

Sir  :  I  (<pel  It  my  duty  to  state  to  you»  that  being  at  the  Creek 
Agency  since  the  late  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs.  I  was  in  conver- 
sation with  the  Agenty  John  CrowelU  when  lie  told  me  when  I  went 
home  to  tell  the  Chiefs  of  the  upper  towns,  that  if  they  listened  to  the 
talks  of  Mclntoshy  that  he  would  sell  them  and  their  lands  in  less 
than  a  year,  and  told  me  I  must  say  every  thing  F^uld  against 
General  Mcintosh.  Mr.  Henry  Crowell,  in  the  j^senceand  hearina: 
of  the  Agent,  told  me  that  the  United  States'  Commissioners  offered 
bim,  just  before  the  late  treaty,  ten  thousand  dollars  and  five  miles 
square  of  land,  if  he  wo^ld  use  his  exertions  to  cause  the  nation  to  sell 
their  land;  but  he  said,  that  he  answered  the  Commissioners  by  say- 
ing he  would  have  nothing  to  doth  with  it  He  told  me  that  if  he  had 
done  as  the  Commissioners,  it  would  not  be  doing  justice  to  the  In- 
dians ;  but  if  he  had  done  so,  it  would  have  been  to  his  interest^  as  he 
would  have  got  a  great  deal  of  money. 

The  Agent  said,  that  me  and  my  brother,  Samuel  Hawkins,  ought 
to  collect  the  Indians,  when  General  Mcintosh  was  gone  to  Washing- 
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ton,  and  bnrn  down  his  honses  and  destroy  bis  property^  because  of 
bis  disposition  to  sell  the  land.

Colond  Crowd!  to  Colend  Wm.  EanMy. 

Creek  Agbnot,  Mgust  22^  1823. 

Sir  :  1  received  your  letter  by  Kitch^  giTiDg  u  account  of  the 
.  conduct  ofMcIntosht  in  relation  to  Stinson. 

I  should  be  glad  if  my  business  would  admit  of  my  going  to  Cha- 
tabochie  at  present,  but  1  am  engaged  making  out  my  accounts  for 
the  year  ending  the  3i8t  of  this  month,  and  cannot  leare  home  until 
after  that  time* 

I  wish  you  to  state  in  plain  and  positive  terms  to  the  Prince,  that 
I  call  upon  him  as  the  head  man  of  this  nation,  to  have  Stinson  tak- 
en and  Drought  to  pie,  at  all  hazards;  if  six  men  is  not  enough,  send 
six  hundred,  and  take  him  by  force,  if  be  has  to  destroy  Mcintosh  and 
his  whole  establishment  to  effect  it.  Tell  him  it  will  reflect  disgrace 
on  him  as  the  head  man  of  the  nation,  to  suffer  one  chief  to  prevent 
bis  orders  from  being  put  into  execution :  and  this  conduct  of  Mcin- 
tosh is  qotQ'suflibient  to  break  bim  as  a  chief.  If,  however,  he  dofB 
suffer  McAtosIr^  protect  this  man  in  violating  the  laws  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,' bis  p^Ron  must  suffer  for  it :  for  he  may  rest  assured  that 
the  Government  will  not  put  up  with  it ;  and  is  it  possible  that  he 
will  allow  the  conduct  of  one  man  to  do  so  serious  an  injury  to  his 
innocent  people? 

If,  however,  he  will  not  have  this  man  taken,  I  shall  adopt  such 
steps  as  will  ensure  his  arrest  and  pay  the  expenses  of  it  out  of  the 
annuity,  even  should  it  take  the  whole  of  it.  I  can  get  men  from 
Georgia  that  will  take  biro,  by  paying  enough  for  it^  and  rather  than 
not  have  him«  I  will  pay  every  dollar^  of  the  annuity  for  him.  1  shall 
inform  the  Government  of  Mcintosh's  conduct;  and  the  Presideiit 
will,  no  doubts  hold  th^  nation  accountable  for  it.    I  wish  you  to  im- 
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preas  upon  the  mind  of  the  Prince  the  difficultj  which  tins  transac-' 
tion  will  place  the  Nation  in^  should  this  man  he  protected  hy  an  In- 
dian. This  Nation^  since  ihe  war^  has  acquired  a  good  character 
for  their  good  heha?ior»  with  the  President,  and  I  should  dislike  for 
them  to  lose  or  tarnish  it  by  protecting  a  white  man^  in  violating  the 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  receipt  which  1  took  for  the  annuity,  and  the  one  from  Colo- 
nel Lovott,  for  beef,  has  been  miscarried.  I  enclose  another,  which 
you  will  get  signed,  and  return  to  me,  after  getting  the  names  of  those 
about  Fort  Mitchell ;  send  it  by  mail  to  Captain  Walker,  to  be  sign- 
ed by  the  Warrior,  &c.

At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Indians  friendly  to  General  Mcintosh, 
and  who  feel  themselves  aggrieved  of  the  injuries  done  by  the  Indians 
inimical  to  the  late  treaty  held  at  the  Indian  Springs,  the  follow- 
ing address  was  unanimously  agreed  to,  and  for  the  same  to  be 
published  in  the  Georgia  Messeo^r,  and  one  of  the  Milledgeville 
papers.

*  nthJUajif  1825. 

We  have  discovered*  in  the  Georgia  Messenger*  of  Macon^  of  the 

11th  instant,  a  letter  signed  by  our  agent*  Capt*  Crowell,  that  the 

party  of  Indiana  friendly  to  General  Mcintosh*  had  threatened  his 

Dfe,  and  also  the  life  of  Little  Prince*  who  is  our  principal  chief  at  this 

time.     We  acknowledge  ourselves  Greneral  Mcintosh's  friends  and 

party,  and  if  any  threats  of  tliis  kind  had  been  made*  it  has  not  come 

within  oar  knowledge :  therefore  we  believe  it  to  be  a  lie.    We  also 

see  in  the  same  paper*  information  derived  from  the  agency*  that  the 

UUmg  of  Mcintosh*  Tome  Tustennuggee*  and  the  two  HawkinSt 

was  not  intended  as  hostilities  against  the  whites — that  it  was  only  a 

fulfilment  of  their  own  laws  j  and  a  law  which  General  Mcintosh 

himself  bad  signed  and  declared  in  the  square  at  Broken  Arrow* 

during  the  late  treaty  at  that  place*  (this  law  ^as)  that  if  any  Indian 

chief  should  sign  a  treaty  of  any  lands  to  the  whites^  that  he  should 

certainly  suffer  death.    This  statement  is  positively  false ;  and  it  is 

only  made  use  of  as  a  pretext  for  the  cruel  murders  which  have  been 

committed. 

For  the  correctness  of  our  denial  to  that  statement*  we  will  appeal 
to  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  Col.  Campbell  and  Major 
Merriwether,  and  many  others  of  our  white  ft*iend8*  who  were  pre- 
sent during  the  treaty.  And  we  further  appeal  to  our  agent*  wbo^ 
we  believe*  will  do  us  that  justice  as  to  give  the  lie  to  any  such  re- 
port. It  certainly  would  have  been  very  inconsistent  for  General 
Brlclntosfa*  or  any  of  us^  to  have  signed  the  ti*eaty  at  the  Mineral 
Springs^  bad  such  a  law  as  that  come  within  our  knowledge ;  and  it 
is  very  droll,  too*  that  such  a  law  as  that  should  exist*  and  that  the 
Bmtional  clerk  and  none  of  us  should  have  any  knowledge  of  it  We 
hmre  been  in  the  habit  of  meeting  all  councils  that  concerns  the  nation, 
as  much  so  as  any  other  chiefs  of  the  nation,  and  if  such  a  law  had 
been  made,  we  should  have  known  it. 

We  understand  that  there  was  a  decree  of  that  kind  passed,  by  the 
Hig  Warrior  and  his  friends,  at  a  {llace  called  the  Pole  Cat  Springs, 
^wbicb  is  about  fiftyjpflte  West  of  Broken  Arrow.  Broken  Arrow  ib 
Ibe  capital  of  tbe/nalyn,  wiiere  all  business  of  a  public  nature  is 
tra^iacted :  therefof^  aa  Uiat  meeting  was  one  which  was  not  order* 
ed  at  the  capital*  and  not  a  general  one,  it  could  only  subject  those 
who  were  present.  It  is  right  for  us  to  state*  that  our  friend  Tomme 
Tuaiennaggee  was  present,  and  signed  the  decree;  but  we  have  often 
beard  him  say*  that  be  did  not  know  the  contents  when  he  made  his 
nark^  or  be  should  not  have  done  so.  And,  iis  for  General  Mcln- 
toA^s  ever  signing  or  sanctioning  any  such  a  law,  we  declare  it  to 
he  false :  for  when  be  was  told  of  It*  he  remonstrated  severely  against 

/it,  and  declared  that  they  were  unauthorized  to  pass  any  such  a  law  f 
Mif  that  such  a  thing  could  not  be  a  law :  for  it  was  impossible  for 
J^UckMbafcbetf  and  one  or  two  other  towns,  to  meet  and  pass  a  law  fbr 
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the  destruction  of  him  op  any  other  chief  who  was  not  present,  and 
particularly  at  a  place  where  the  national  council  should  not  have 
convened.  When  this  meeting  was  ordered,  there  was  no  doubt  in 
our  minds  that  it  was  not  intended  for  General  Mcintosh  or  any  of 
us  to  have  know  it  and  it  was  ordered  in  consequonce  of  the  Chero- 
kees  sending  the  Big  Warrior  and  his  friends  word  that  they  must  be 
mindful  of  General  Mcintosh,  or  he  would  sell  all  their  lands  from 
them.  The  Little  Prince,  who  stood  as  fair  as  any  other  chief  in  the 
nation,  could  not  have  had  any  knowledge  of  the  law,  or  at  least  be 
had  no  idea  that  such  a  law  would  be  enforced :  for  the  appointment 
which  he  then  and  now  holds,  requires  more  honor  and  truth  than  to 
have  written  the  following  letter  to  one  of  our  chiefs,  and  one  wbo 
signed  the  treaty.  Col.  Chilly  Mcintosh,  who  wasamonest  his  white 
friends,  in  consequence  of  the  severe  threats  which  bad  been  made 
against  all  who  signed  the  treaty  at  the  Mineral  Springs: 

*<  Jtfardi  4,  1825 My  ft  lend:  lam  very  sorry  to  hear  of  so  much 

fhss  amongst  my  People ;  I  wish  to  have  peace  amongst  both  my 
white  an^  rod  brethren.  I  hope  you  will  take  my  talk  and  coiue 
home,  and  not  be  uneasy :  for,  if  any  one  bad  threatened  your  life,  I 
would  cerUinly  have  heard  it.  There  is  some  that  will  talk  foolish 
when  drunk.  I  consider  you  my  son,  and  if  1  had  heard  any  sach 
talk,  I  would  let  you  know  it  I  wish  you,  and  all  of  you,  to  coaie 
home  and  live  as  brothers  and  fri^ds,  and  trust  our  great  father  for 
our  protector  and  friend.  I  have  heard  of  your  negroes,  and  have 
given  orders  for  them  to  be  fetched  home  as  soon  as  |iossible ;  this  maj 
assure  you  that  I  love  you — that  I  love  you  as  a  son,  and  wish  you 
home  to  your  family ;  they  are  all  well  at  present.

Although  it  is  seen  plainly  that  the  Little  Prince  has  and  did 
Ipledge  himself,  as  our  father,  that  no  hostilities  were  intended,  and 
property  should  be  restored,  he  has#  (althouglrii  pledging  himself,) 
from  good  authority,  ordered  and  decreed  th|ft  o^r  principal  chiefs 
amongst  os  should  be  murdered,  (and  that  in  a  cruel  manner,)  and  our 
property  ail  destroyed.  Such  ti*eatment  as  this  is  not  usual  frpm  the 
father  to  his  children;  at  least  it  authorizes  u$  not  to  acknowledge 
Mm  as  ear  father,  and  shall  receive  no  more  of  bis  talks.  We  have 
received  many  other  talks  from  him  to  the  same  amount— -<ai)d  that 
we  were  alarmed  for  nothing ;  and  all  the  fuss  which  had  been  made, 
was  in  oenaequence  of  an  affray  which  had  taken  place  with  a  few 
drunken  Indians,  which  acted  foolish ;  that  we  should  not  be  hurt  or 
interrupted.  Peace  was  what  he  wanted,  and  nothing  but  harmony 
should  exist;  for  us  to  come  home  to  our  families  and  plant  our  com. 
Now,  like  bogs  and  sif eep  toiling  to  the  slanghter  pen,  we  immediate* 
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ly  repaired  to  our  wives  and  children  :  and^  sure  enough,  what  was 
the  consequence  ?  only  a  few  days'  rest,  when  we  were  av^aked  from 
ear  sleep  with  theories  of  murder!  Mcintosh  Is  killed,  and  how  ma- 
ny more  we  donH  know.  Get  up  and  clear  yourselves  :  for  death  is 
your  portion;  the  woods  are  full  of  Indians ;  all  will  be  killed  who 
signed  the  treaty.  This  was  very  unexpected  news  to  us^  and  we  had 
a  right  not  to  expect  it ;  particularly  from  talks  had  at  Broken  Ar- 
row to  the  Governor's  Aid,  by  the  Little  Prince  and  the  Big  War- 
rior's chiefst  declaring  that  we  were  in  no  danger,  and  all  statements 
to  the  contrary  were  lies;  that  they  wanted  peace,  and  nothing  else 
was  intewled.  Of  coarse  we  expected  nothing  else ;  but  we  had  to 
fly  for  refuge  to  our  white  neighbors,  where  We  have  been  kindly  rer 
ccived  and  treatrd,  as  our  situation  requires.  Every  pledge  has  been 
forfeited  by  our  father  the  Little  Prrnco,  and  his  friends;  thereforey 
it  is  impossible  for  us  to  have  any  confidence  in  what  he  or  any  of  his 
friends  may  hereafter  talk. 

We  have  lately  received  a  talk  from  the  Deputy  Agent,  Captain 
Triplett.  We  are  sorry  iiis  talk  is  so  one-sided  ;  declares,  in  the' 
first  place,  that  we  must  go  home  and  tend  our  farms  j  that  we  shall 
not  be  hurt.  This  talk  was  made  in  the  presence  of  white  men, 
to  Benjamin  Marshall,  who  is  one  of  otir  chiefs  :  murdering 
should  cease ;  that  Mcintosh,  Tustunnuggee^  and  the  two  Hawkins, 
was  killed  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  nation  :  if  there  was 
a  law  for  them  to  be  understood,  that  taw  yet  exists ;  and  admit- 
ting we  should  take  this  talk  and  go  home,  we  should  receive  the  same 
fate,  for  we  are  guilty  of  the  same  breach,  and  should,  of  course,  re- 
ceive the  same  punishment  He  further  declares,  that  the  Indians 
were  cheated  out  of  their  land ;  that  we  \yere  all  fooled  by  the  Unit- 
ed States'  Commissioners,  for  they  had  no  lands  West  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, without  they  wt>uld  hereafter  buy  it  from  the  Indians  who  now 
reside  there ;  that  they,  meaning  the  United  States'  Commissioners, 
bad  got  our  lands,  and  they  did  not  care  what  became  of  us,  and  we 
would  not  get  any  assistance  from  the  whites.  Our  chief,  Benjamin 
Marshall,  asked  the  Captain^  if  this  murder  was  a  fulfilment  of  the 
laws  of  the  nation,  why  did  their  Council,  at  Broken  Arrow,  declare 
to  the  Governor's  aid.  Col.  Lamar,  that  there  was  no  hostilities  in- 
tended, and  that  they  would  protect  Mcintosh,  for  they  had  fought 
by  his  side,  and  liked  him  ?  His  repiv  was,  that  the  Governor's  aid 
bad  made  that  tatMiimself,  and  haa  went  home  with  a  lie  in  his 
month,  to  the  Goy^rrtor.  We  must  belie ve»  from  the  talks  we  receiv- 
ed ourselves,  that  ifte  Grorernor's  aid  has  spoken  nothing  but  the 
truth.  After  the  Captain  found  that  wc  were  not  satisfied,  he  ob- 
served to  a  white  man,  that  the  tree  was  only  to|)|>ed,  and  if  we  were 
Bot  satisfied  with  it,  the  limbs  would  be  taken  off.  It  is  impossible 
for  us  to  be  satisfied,  when  the  Captain  himself  has  declared,  in  his 
talk  to  uSf  that  the  Little  Prince  has  never  denied,  since  the  death  of 
Mcintosh  and  others,  but  what  he  had  ordered  it ;  and  he  would  ac- 
knowledge itf  for  it  was  perfectly  right.  If  we  are  to  be  governed 
by  this  talky  we  are  in  a  dreadful  situation ;  without  homes  or  friends, 
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or  e?eii  withoat  means  of  subsistence  i  driven  from  our  fkrmSf  and 
robbed  of  our  property,  and*  also,  the  moneys  arising  from  our  lands 
taken  and  given  to  our  enemies  :  we  have  too  much  confidence  in  our 
father,  the  President,  to  believe  any  such  tallu ;  he  has  never  deceiv- 
ed us  yet ;  we  have  his  promise  in  and  through  the  United  States' 
Commissioners*  and  shall  hold  it  sacred  until  we  find  out  to  the  con- 
trary. Our  little  father,  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  has  giveo  us  a 
talk,  of  which  we  shall  strictly  obey  until  he  may  talk  again.  We 
cannot  help  mentioning  that  we  are  fed  by  several  white  trtends,  wbot 
we  hope,  will  be  remunerated  at  the  Mineral  Springs,  whea  moneys 
shall  he  received  fbr  our  lands.  Nothing  but  justice  is  demandedy 
and  nothing  else  will  be  expected ;  and  we  hope  that  our  Great  Father* 
who  is  above  us  all,  will  cause  us  to  obtain  it 

We  are  now  stationed  in  Newnan,  in  Pike  county^  and  shall  re- 
main until  our  rulers  shall  order  otherwise.  We  hope  this,  our  com* 
munication,  will  be  published  in  the  newspapers  for  the  satisfaction  of 
the  world.

Sir  :  From  tlie  newspapers,  and  from  several  intelligent  Geor- 
gians, with  whom  I  have  recently  conversed,  I  find  that  the  murder 
of  Gicneral  Mcintosh,  the  principal  War  Chief  of  the  Creek  nation, 
has  produced  a  considerable  sensation  amoiig  the  frontier  inhabitanta 
of  Georgia ;  which,  added  to  the  strong  desire  hitherto  manifested  by 
many  of  our  citizens  ia  that  quarter  to  free  themselves  of  their  red 
neighbors,  may  possibly  lead  to  open  hostilities  between  them. 

To  correct  this  evil.  I  have  just  now  addi*e8sed  to  the  General  in 
Chief,  a  suggestion  that  instructions  might  be  given  to  Colonel 
Clinch,  of  the  4tli  Infantry,  to  take  a  suitable  position,  with  b  few 
companies  of  his  regiment,  at  Tookaubatchie.  th*at  being  the  princi- 
pal town  within  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Big  ^Varrior,  (the 
most  able,  influential,  and  honest  chief  of  the  natiouf)  and  there  to 
assemble  the  chiefs,  of  all  parties,  and  require  of  Ihem  a  pledge  to 
keep  the  peace. 

From  the  long  acquaintance  I  have  had  with  Colonel  Clinch,  in 
the, course  of  which  he  has  given  proofs  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  true  character  of  those  Indians,  with  a  talent  to  win  their  con- 
fidence, and  control  them,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  recommend  him  par- 
ticularly for  the  proposed  service. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  most  of  the  Indians  opposed  to  Mcln* 
tosh's  party,  and  to  the  late  treaty,  reside  within  the  territorial  li- 
mits of  Alabama,  and,  consequently,  within  the  Western  Department. 

I  have  this  morning  had  a  conversation  with  a  party  of  Seminole 
Indians,  beaded  by  two  Chiefs  ;  1  have  admonished  them  to  guard 
against  mischief  makers  that  may  come  among  tham,  either  from  the 
Creek  tiation.  or  elsewhere;  and.  as  they  value  their  lives,  to  re- 
strain their  bad  warriors,  and  respect  our  frontier  |)eople,  some  of 
whom  profess  to  be  alarmed  :  the  chiefs  promised  to  recollect,  and 
comply  with  my  admonition. 

1  have  directed  the  commanding  olBccr  at  this  place  to  co-operate 
with  the  l^rritorittl  authorities  in  giving  protection  to  the  frontier 
aettlers,  and  to  hold  a  company  of  Artillery  in  readiness,  for  this 
purpose.  I  have  advised  Governor  Duval  and  Colonel  Clinch,  and 
shall  advise  Colonel  Brook,  of  this  measure.  My  knowledge  of  these 
officers  warrant  me  in  saying,  that  they  will  be  prompt  anu  judicious 
in  the  adoption  of  whatever  measures  may  be  necessary  to  check  any 
hostile  movement  near  them,  or  within  the  reach  of  their  means,  and 
to  restore  harmony  among  the  Indians. 

I  can  perceive  but  little  ground  for  the  apprehension  entertained 
by  some  of  the  inhabitants,  that  an  immediate  Indian  war  is  at  all 
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probable ;  unless,  indeed,  sooie  evil  disposed  white  man  sbonld  at- 
tacky  or  otherwise  end^vor  to  invoIve.those  ill  fated  people  in  ano« 
ther  war  with  us ;  as  t  am  assured  that  the  principal  cbiefs  of  both 
the  contending  parties,  have  repeatedly  avowed  their  determination 
not  to  molest  the  whites.  Precautionary  measures,  nevertheless,  are 
always  proper,  in  reference  to  Indians,  and  often  tend  effectually  ta 
obviate  the  evils  ^f  war,  that  might  otherwise  occur,  under  circum* 
stances  of  great  excitement,  like  that  which  at  present  exists  in  the 
Crec4c  nation. 

I  have  advised  the  General  in  Chief,  by  mail,  of  my  measures ;  and 
shall  send  this  by  Lieut  Despinville,  who  goes  on  furlougli,  by 
water,  to  New  York,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  find  you  there,  or  at 
invest  Point,  sooner  than  if  it  were  sent  by  mail. 

I  shall  repair  to  Milledgeville,  as  directed  by  a  letter  from  the 
Adjutant  General,  received  this  day,  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable. 
Adverse  winds,  however*  prevent  my  leaving  this  place,  at  present, 
by  water,  and  I  learn  it  is  but  seldom  practicable  to  obtain,  here^ 
any  kind  of  land  transportation.

Major  T.  P.  Andrews  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

MiiXEDGEviiXE,  Geobgia,  Juue  £,  1825. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  received  your  letter  of  in^ 
structions  of  the  20th  ultimo,  and  left  Washington  on  the  same  day. 
I  reached  this  place,  with  the  mail,  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month. 

Inunediately  on  my  arrival  at  Milledgeville,  I  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Governor  of  Georgia,  a  copy  of  which  you  have  enclosed,  marked 
A.  I  received  last  evening,  the  enclosed  letter  marked  B,  in  answer 
from  the  Governor.  The  documents  and  evidence  rcferned  to  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  Governor's  letter,  I  am  told,  will  be  handed  to  me  in 
a  few  days.  So  soon  as  they  shall  have  been  received,  I  will*  should 
the  evidence  on  examination  be  of  a  serious  character,  suspend  the 
Agent  until  the  ftirther  pleasure  of  the  President  be  expressed,  unless 
I  find,  in  the  mean  time,  it  would  have  an  injurious  effect  on  theinterests 
of  tfie  Government  witli  the  Indians.  Should  I  find  that  the  suspension 
of  the  Agent  wou|^  have  an  injurious  effect  on  the  tranquillity  of  the 
Indians,  as  referred  to  in  my  instructions,  1  will  address  a  respectful 
letter  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  assigning  my  reasons  for  deferring 
the  suspension  of  the  Agent  until  further  instructions  are  received* 
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I  considered  it  necessary  to  state,  exjAcitly,  to  the  GoTernor,  the 
objects  of  the  Grovernment  in  sending  on  an  Agent,  and  the  extent  of 
jpower  with  which  he  was  vested,  in  consequence  of  excitements  ex- 
isting^ (»articalarly  in  the  Legislature  of  the  State  now  in  session.  I 
tbougtit  it  advisable  that  the  authorities  here,  should  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  determination  of  the  Ueneral  Government  to  lose 
no  time  in  investigating  the  causes,  &c  of  the  late  unhappy  dis- 
terbaaccs  among  tiie  Creek  Indians.  It  was  hc^  that  such  a  know- 
ledge might,  measurably,  do  away  the  excitements  referred  to,  and  it 
is  sriil  to  be  hoped,  that,  ho  soon  as  the  Governor  communicates  with 
the  Legislature,  in  relation  to  your  despatches,  they  will  have  the  happy 
effects  which  you  no  doubt  expected.    This  it  is  believed  he  wUl  do^ 
<*  so  soon  as  he  has  conferred  with  General  Gaines.^ 

At  Fayetteville,  N.  C  and  Augusta,  Geo.  1  sent  copies  of  the 
General  Order  directing  Gen.  Gaines  to  repair  to  this  place,  in  such 
a  way  as  to  ensure  his  immediate  receipt  c/one  of  them  at  either  St 
AugiKBtine,  Charleston,  or  Savaimab.  He  must,  Mierefore,  be  here 
as  soon  at  least  as  it  would  be  possible  for  me  to  find  him,  were  I  to  re* 
turn  to  Augusta,  and  tlien  perform  a  journey  of  dx  or  eight  days  in 
search  of  him.  He  is  expected  daily.  I  have,  therefore,  concluded  to 
remain,  and  attend  to  the  other  objects  claiming  my  attention — my  im^ 
mediate  attention  to  them  being  required  by  the  Sd  paragraph  of  my 
instructions. 

Although  I  have  already  collected  a  great  amount  of  information, 
chiefly  oi^y,  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  my  mission,  all  of  which, 
if  fbuud  to  be  coi-rect,  shall  be  in  due  time  communicated ;  yet  I  do 
not  feel  justified  (having  had  no  time  for  its  thorough  examination) 
to  communicate  details  to  the  Government.  The  affairs  of  Georgia, 
in  wAich  the  General  Government  is  concerned,  are,  unfortunately,  dA 
this  time,  connected  with  matters  of  a  local  and  temporary  nature,  in 
which  the  General  Government  has  no  interests  to  feel,  or  duties  to 
perform,  and  which  it  would  be  improper,  as  their  Ageni  to  allude  to 
m  a  particular  manner.  It  is  not  difficult  to  trace  the  excitements  in 
this  quarter  to  their  origin  and  first  cause ;  but  greatly  so  to  ascertain 
the  real  circumstances  which  have  taken  place,  and  to  point  out  their 
comequences  or  remedies.  The  Government  is,  no  doubt*  aware  of 
the  existence  of  a  law,  renewed  from  time  to  time,  in  this  State, 
(peculiar  to  it,)  by  which  all  telritory  acquired  by  the  State  is  dis- 
posed of  by  lottery.  Each  male  person,  of  age,  having  from  one  to 
three  or  four  tickets  or  chances  for  drawing  tracts  of  land  in  it  This 
Agrarian  law  is  the  first  cause  of  all  tlie  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the 
aatborities  of  Georgia,  to  acquire  possession  of  the  Indian  lands  with- 
in their  limits  :  for,  mast,  if  not  all,  public  men  in  Georgia,  seek  to 
recommend  themselves  to  their  fellow  citizens  by  a  displav  of  zeal  in 
procnrtng  lands  to  be  thus  disposed  of  among  the  i>eopie.  It  is  to 
be  feved  this  anxic^  has  recently  been  so  great,  that  it  has  produced, 
for  a  time,  an  oppoate  policy  towards  tlie  Indians,  on  the  part  of  the 
anthorities  of  the  State,  from  that  of  the  General  Government ;  which 
latter  policy  has  uniformly  been  characterized  by  justice  and  hii* 
manity. 
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I  have  been  engaged  makhig  arrangements  through  CoK  Crowelly 
(who  in  here,)  on  the  one  side,  and  Chilly  Mcintosh  on  the  other,  to 
prevent  the  occurrence  of  anj  act  of  revenge  or  hostility  between  the 
two  parties,  until  the  arrival  of  Gen.  Gaines,  and  until  the  Pi*esident 
Hhall  have  time  to  act  definitively.  The  number  of  Mcintosh's  party, 
compared  to  that  opposed  to  it,  is  so  inconsiderable,  that  I  should  not 
apprehend  any  acts  of  violence,  the  other  party  being  perfectly  quiet, 
were  it  not  for  the  assurances  of  assistance  and  revenge  which  liave 
been  freely  given  to  the  party  of  Mcintosh,  by  the  authorities  of 
Georgia* 

Before  receiving  a  letter<  this  day  received,  from  Col.  McKenney, 
of  your  Department,  I  had  requested  the  Agent  to  convene  a  general 
meeting  of  the  chiefs  of  the  nation,  at  their  usual  central  place  of 
meeting,  to  take  place  on  the  14th  instant,  which  was  the  shortest 
possible  dny  of  obtaining  a  genera/ meeting.  I  am  now  informed, 
(as  I  presume  by  your  authority,)  that  it  is  intended  General  Gaines 
should  assemble  the  Indians,  and  make  known  to  tliem  the  views  of 
the  Government.  This  arrangement  is  one  which  I  could  not  havo 
understood  from  my  letter  of  instructions,  and  not  having  seen  the 
instructions  to  the  General ;  but  which,  by  relieving  me  from  a  large 
share  of  my  anxiety,  gives  me  great  pleasure*  Should  the  meeting, 
as  already  notified,  be  too  soon  for  General  Gaines*  he  can  postpone 
it  at  his  pleasure.  But  he  could  not  obtain,  if  present,  a  general 
meeting  at  an  earlier  period 

In  the  absence  of  the  better  judgment  of  General  Gaines,  I  would 
urgently  suggest  the  propriety  of  continuing  the  present  arrange- 
ment of  concentrating  a  force  of  United  States*  troops  near  the 
Creek  nation.  The  present  state  of  the  Creek  Indians  towards  each 
otheTf  is  a  very  delicate  one  indeed  ;  as  it  regards  the  white  popula- 
tion, in  or  out  of  the  Indian  Territory,  they  have  nothing  to  fear- 
from  either  party.  Indeed  they  never  have  had  the  slightest  injury 
to  apprehend  for  a  moment.  But,  should  the  least  violence  on  the 
pai*t  of  a  single  intoxicated  Indian  of  the  nation,  or  on  tlie  part  of  a 
designing  one  of  Mcintosh's  party,  be  committed  I  am  fearful  it 
would  be  called  an  act  of  war  by  the  Creeks ;  and,  if  no  force  of  the 
United  States  were  piTsent,  that  it  would  be  followed  by  an  imme- 
diate  call  on  a  large  militia  force,  which  would  march  into,  and,  per- 
haps, exterminate  all  those  in  the  nation*  They  amount  to  at  least 
eight  or  nine-tenths  ot  the  Creek  Indians,  and  to  at  least  20.000  souls. 
Nothing  but  the  strongest  sense  of  duty  could  induce  me  to  commit 
sue  h  an  impression  to  paper.  But*  I  repeat,  if  the  United  States*  troops, 
now  under  orders*  are  recalled  from  this  quarter,  it  will  not  be  long 
before  « large  militia  force  would  be  called  out  and  mai*cbed  against 
the  Indians.  Pretexts  would  not  be  wanting ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared*  at 
this  time,  that  a  disposition  (if  not  an  intention)  exists  on  the  part  of 
Mcintosh's  party  to  bring  on  at*  war  with  the  other  party,  in  theex- 
pei  tation  of  assistance,  if  not  from  the  United  States,  from  Georgia* 
Should  a  militia  army  be  marched  into  the  Indian  territory*  there  ia 
reason  to  apprehend  that  ^<  humanity''  would  not  be  inscribed  on  its 
banners* 
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Colonel  Crowell  informs  me  he  has  made  yoo  acquainted  with  the 
TitiNH  of  tbe  Creeks  opposed  to  the  Mcintosh  party.    It  vould  ap* 
peair^   from  their  statements^  that  the  treaty  was  made  by  a  small 
number  or  real  '*  chiefs''  and  «<  head  men/'  (the  balance  of  the  sign- 
ors  being  unimportant  and  unauthorized  persons,)  and  by  a  very 
aniall  part  of  the  nation.     The  strength  of  the  party  which  has  se- 
ceded from  the  Indian  limits  and  retired  into  Georgiaf  is  so  small^ 
compared  to  the  opposite  party,  that  the  statement  would  appear  to 
be  correct;  but  1  presume,  as  the  treaty  is  no^  made  and  ratified, 
that  the  Government  would  not  wish  to  inquire  into  the  circumstan- 
ces attending  Its  formation.    Although  the  Indians  contend  that  their 
hinds  is  taken  from  theui  by  an  act  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  a  few  of 
their  own  people,  yet  they  do  not  entertain  the  most  remote  intention 
of  resisting  the  United  States'  authorities  in  taking  possession  of  it. 
Colonel  Crowell  informs  me  tliat  they  say,   ^'  if  tbe  President  con- 
tends a  treaty  has  been  made,  by  which  all  their  lands  are  ceded  to 
Georgia,  they  will  offer  no  resistance  to  taking  possession  of  it,  but 
will  go  out  of  their  houses  and  lay  down  and  die  near  them."   They 
are  fuily  sensible  of  their  weakness,  and  would  offer  no  resistance 
e?en  to  Georgia*     They  decline,  at  present,  receiving  any  part  of 
the  money  to  be  paid  under  the  treaty. 

I  have  ventured,  thus  early,  tofonaard  the  foregoing  observations, 
some  of  which,  when  time  and  better  light  has  enabled  me  to  weigh 
them  well,  may  be  found  iiiaccurate.  As  I  obtain  data,  I  will,  from 
time  to  time,  do  myself  the  honor  to  keep  you  informed  of  all  matters 
connected  with  my  visit  to  this  country. 

1  shall  leave  this  for  the  Indian  nation  immediately  after  seeing 
General  Gaines,  and  after  having  received  the  promised  documents, 
&c.  from  the  Governor  of  Georgia. 

1  cannot  find  that  a  single  reason  or  necessity  exists  why  the  Indian 
lands  should  be  surveyed  before  the  time  appointed  for  giving  posses- 
sion (September,  1826,)  shall  have  expired.  But  the  authorities  of 
this  State  appear  to  me  have  acted  so  precipitately,  and  have  commit- 
ted themselves  so  far,  and  now  shew  so  much  temper  on  tbe  subject, 
that  I  doubt  if  they  forego  their  intentions.  The  Indians  have  been 
harshly  dealt  with  in  the  manner  of  procuring  the  treaty,  and  every 
principle  of  good  faith  and  humanity  calls  for  forbearance,  until  the 
expiration  of  the  time  fixed  by  that  treaty. 
1  have  the  honor  to  be.  Sir,

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  send  jou»  herewith,  despatches  from  the 
Secretary  of  War  for  your  fixcellencjy  received  by  me,  on  the  28th 
instant,  at  Washington. 

I  presume  you  vrill  be  informed  by  the  despatches,  now  handed  to 
you,  that  I  have  been  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to 
examine  into  certain  implied  charges  against  Col.  Crowell,  the  Indian 
Agent,  contained  in  your  Excellency's  letter  to  the  President  of  the  — 
inst.  as  well  as  others  of  a  direct  and  specific  character,  made  by  Chilly 
Mclntoslu  and  other  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  Indians,  at  Washington.  To 
enable  me  to  perform  this  delicate  and  responsible  trust  with  effect, 
I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  be  pleaaed  to  furnish  me 
with  any  charges  and  specifications  which  you  may  have  to  make 
against  the  oflicer  referred  to ;  accompanied  by  any  evidence  in  your 
Excellency's  possession,  relating  thereto,  or  references  to  the  sources 
whence  such  evidence  may.  be  derived. 

Having  also  instructions  to  lose  ni>  time  in  an  effort  to  restore  the 
Creek  Indians  to  a  state  of  tranquillity,  the  President  having,  in  the 
mean  time,  as  your  Excellency  has  been  informed,  taken  prompt  and 
energetic  measures  to  provide  against  every  event  or  emergency;  and, 
knowing  the  great  anxiety  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  consult  the  wishes  of  the  People  of  Geor- 
gia and  of  your  Excellency,  in  relation  to  the  unfortunate  distur- 
bances  in  the  Creek  nation,  1  have  the  honor  to  request,  also,  that 
you  will  be  pleased  to  favor  me  with  any  information  or  suggestions 
which  may  enable  me  to  fulfil,  if  possible,  this  object  of  my  visit; 
assuring  you,  at  the  same  time,  that  they  shall  receive  all  that  re« 
spect  aud  attention  to  which,  coming  from  so  high  a  source,  they 
will  be  so  justly  entitled. 

Should  your  charges  against  the  Agent  (or  any  information  which 
you  may  be  pleased  to  possess  me  of)  demand  it,  I  have  to  inform 
you  that  I  shall  exercise  a  discretionary  power  vested  in  me,  unless 
the  excitement  among  the  Indians  forbid  a  resort  to  it,  by  suspend- 
ing the  Indian  Agent  ffom  all  his  functions,  until  the  further  plea- 
sure  of  the  President  be  expressed.  It  will,  however^  be  evident  to 
your  Excellency,  that  X  should  not  stand  justified  in  pursuing  so  de- 
cided a  course,  on  light  ground,  towards  a  gentklnan  who  has  here* 
tofore  enjoyed  the  full  confidence  of  the  Government  1  he  known 
high  sense  of  justice  of  your  Excellency  will  be  satisfied,  too,  should 
such  a  resort  appear  necessary,  it  would  be  due  to  Col.  Crowell  to 
place  him  in  immediate  possession  of  the  charges  made  against  him» 
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tut  be  mw  be  enabled  to  defend  himself  beforehis  GoTernment  with 
as  little  detoj  is  iiossible.

nenty  to  charge  the  Agent  superintending  the  afisirs  of  the  Creek 
Indians*  with,  first,  a  pre-determined  resolution  to  prevent  the  In* 
dians^  by  all  the  means  in  his  power,  from  making  any  cession  of 
their  lands  in  favor  of  the  Georgians ;  and  this  from  the  most  un- 
worthy and  most  unjustifiable  of  motives. 

Sdly.  With  advising  and  instigating,  in  chief,  the  death  of  Mcin- 
tosh and  his  friends. 

Tou  are  referred  to  the  documents  connected  with  my  late  message 
to  the  Legislature,  and  to  the  testimony  disclosed,  and  to  be  disclos- 
ed, before  the  committee  charged  with  the  investigation  of  the  sub- 
ject to  which  they  relate,  and  which  are  submitted  to  you.

Sift :  I  have  received,  by  Major  Andrews,  your  letter  of  the  18th 
instant.  The  dispositions  manifested  by  your  GovemnKnt  to  do 
right  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  subject  of  my  late  communi- 
cation, are  only  in  accordance  with  Jny  iust  expectations.  I  am 
happy  that,  in  the  general^  the  measures  deemed  best,  appear  to  be 
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toppropriate  and  jiidioious.  Pardon  me  for  inakih|S^  ait^etc^tieiu  In 
searching  the  arcliives  of  your  ofiice,  you  will  find,  at4ivtrs  timesy 
and  on  various  oreasions,  representations  made  of  the  cotidttct  of  the 
Agent*  all  or  any  of  which  should  have  disqualified  him  fs  a  comp^ 
tent  witness  against  the  Government  of  the  State  oJF  Georgia^  On 
the  recent  onef  of  the  ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  the  Indian  SprHigs^ 
yourselves  pronounced  upon  that  incompetency  in  terms  not  ta  be 
mistaken.  The  Agent  protested  against  the  Treaty.  Tito  Presi* 
d?nt  submitted  it  to  the  Senate,  and  the  Senate  ratified  it,  inxrontempt 
of  that  protestation.  If  a  single  declaration  of  the  Agent  had  been 
accredited*  the  President  would  not  have  submitted  it;  the  Setiate 
would  not  have  ratified  it.  The  last  of  your  prominent  acta,  tliere^ 
fore,  in  relation  to  this  individuaU  place  him  in  an  attitude  before 
yourselves*  which  should  have  decided  you  to  listen  with  great  cau- 
tion and  reserve  to  any  suggestions  of  his*  connected  with  any  sub- 
ject whatsoever.  Whilst*  on  the  one  hand*  he  presents  himself  before 
you  as  an  accuser  of  the  Chief  of  the  Government  of  Georgia*  and 
the  accusation  is  neither  more  nor  less  than  the  measures  takeji*  on 
bis  part*  have  been  the  only  exciting  causes  to  the  mischiefsand  crimed 
perpetrated  in  the  nation,  and  you.  on  the  other  hand,  so  far  su^in- 
ed  htm  iri  this  position*  as  not  only  to  receive  it  willingly  ami  to 
specify  it  distinctly*  but  to  make  it  the  basis  of  a  most  erroneous 
construction  of  the  treaty*  and*in  consequence  of  that  construction*  to 
address  to  me  a  most  extraordinary  request  of  the  President*  nficct- 
log  important  interests  here.  I  must  pray  yon  to  excuse  me  when  I 
say  to  you*  in  answer,  that  I  do  not  feel  myself  treated  in  8  very 
kindly*  or  very  generous  spirit,  and  that*  if  treated  in  the  most^Lind- 
)y  and  most  generous  spirit*  such  an  expectation  would  be  p|!onounc- 
ed  «t  once  as  unreasonable  on  your  part*  and  certainly  not  to  Jke  ful- 
filled on  ours,  la  it  possible  tliat  the  President  could  harve  consulted 
the  Indian  Treaty*  and  compared  its  provisions  with  those  of  tbe  ar> 
tides  of  agreement  and  cession*  and,  at  the  same  time*  have  indulged 
this  expectation  ?  Without  troubling  you  with  the  argument,  permit 
me' to  state  the4Saet.  By  tlic  Treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  Ae  In- 
dian claims  are  extinguished  forever.  The  article  iswerded^'in  the 
present  tense.  On  the  instant  of  the  ratification*  the  title  anitjoris- 
diction  became  absolute  in  Georgia,  without  any  manner  ofcxoeption 
or  qualification*  save  the  single  otitf  which,  by  the  —  articter  gives 
to  the  United  States  the  power  to  protect  the  Indians  In  their  persons 
and  efiectSy  against  assaults  upon  either  by  whites  or  Indians.  For 
this  purpose*  your  powers  arc  quite  ample*  and*  in  |n*oceeding  to  the 
survey  of  the  country*  you  will  only  fimi  aids  and  guaranties  on  the 
part  of  this  Qovernment*  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  article  ; 
beyond  this  you  cannot  pass  :  soil  and  jurisdiction  go  together*  and 
if  w^  have  not  the  right  of  both  at  this  moment,  we  can  never  have 
either  by  better  title.  If  the  absolute  property,  and  the  aiisolute  ju- 
risdictiont  have. not  passed  to  us*  when  are  they  to  come?  Will  you 
make  a  formal  concession  of  the  latter  ?  When  and  how  ?  If  tiie  juris^ 
dictidn.be  separated  from  the  property^  show  the  reservation  which 
separates  it  ^  tis  impossible.     You  have  the  same  remnant  of  it  in  this

Tu  these  poor  deluded  men  who  have  been  hostile  in  peace  and 

hostile  in  war»  and  the  opponents  of  the  treaty,  Gei^rgia  could  make 

o^oo  appeal.     From  Mcintosh  and  his  friends,'  who  made  the  treaty^ 

-  we  sought  permission  to  make  the  survey,  and  obtained  it.    Scrupu- 

leosly  regardful  of  the  stipulation  of  the  treaty,  we  ashed. them,  in 

aubstance,  if  the  survey  would,  in  any  manner,  interfere  with  their 

convenience  or  security  ;  and  they  answered,  no  :  a  ready  answer^ 

hccause  the  aurvey  would,  in  fact,  contribute  importantly  to  both. 

The  frequent  recurrence  to  the  conduct  of  the  Agent,  may  induce 
a  belief  that  the  influencing  motives  here  are  impure,  or  tainted  with 
prejudice.  It  is  not  so.  As  an  individual,  no  angry  feelings  have 
been  indulged  towards  him,  or  any  harm  desired.  As  a  public  offi- 
cer, the  moat  indignant  sentiments  ha%a  been  awakened  from  the  be- 
gtontng  ;  because,  as  soon  as  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office^ 
at  was  known  to  me  that  he  had  come  to  the  resolution  to  prevent  the 
Indians  from  ceding  any  lands  to  Oeorgia,  so  long  as  I  continued  in 
it:  a  resolucion  so  ungenerous,  and  unworthy  of  an  officer  in  any 
ttiil\fHt».that  I  determined  to  employ  all  honorable  means  to  effect 
hia  removal,  as  absolutely  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State. 
Yott  ought  to  have  removed  him  long  ago,  and  thus  have  spared  us 
all  the  evils  which  have  followed  your  omission. 

Be  pleased  to  present  my  respectful  compliments  to  the  President, 
tnd  assure  him  of  my  good  wishes  and  regard.  The  frankness  with 
vUch  it  is  ray  duty  to  communicate  with  him,  can  have  no  tendenc;^ 
te  weaken  them  on  my  part,  or  to  excite  distrust  of  their  sincerity 
•en  his*  Even  upon  thesnbjectof  intensest  interest  to  us,  upon  which 
tteopisions  of  the  President  are  known,  many  allowances  are  made 
i»r  the  inuneasurable  distance  which  separates  us.  In  treating  it,  I 
have  Bsed  strong  language;  but  he  will  not,  on  this  account,  believe 
Ibat  I  make  light  of  the  CFnion.  I  would  offer  up  my  life,  with  plea- 
eare,  tosostain  it  for  a  single  day.  The  fearful  consequences  con- 
'  atantly  in  sight,  kcjep  us  in  a  state  of  agitation  and  alarm.  I  strive 
to  stave  them  off,  ana  It  is  for  this  that  language  is  employed  sicken- 
iag  to  my  heart,  atidmbst  offeru$ive  to  a  vast  portion  of  the  common 
fuaily.  Who  can  belp  jl,  whea^they  see  wise  men  engaged  in  a  play- 
fuliieu  and  pass-time  like  this,  indulging  their  whims  and  oddities, 
and  phaotasies,  and  caoaingtMs  Union  to  tremble  upon  a  bauble  ? 

With  rq^rd  to  the  expenses  attendant  on  our  measures  of  defence^ 
af  Vhich  yon  are  instructed  to  say  nothing  until  thoite  measures  are 
.  eebmitted  to  you  iti  detail,  I  have  to  congratulate  you  and  myself,, 
that  they  will  be  ao  incensiddraUe  in  amount,  as  not  to  cause  much 
trooble  or  anxiety  io  either  of  us.  Whilst  1  took  the  precautionarj 
l^assvrea  to  make  nie  the  women  and  children  upon  the  frontiers,  I 
remembered  very  well,  that  we  had  been  pleading  at^foor  Treaanrj 
23 
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for  thirty  yeanit  for  similar  ezpenseSf  incurred  in  deFtfidi^s^  ottr-' 
selves  against  the  same  Indians.  I  feel  much  more  anxiety  ab^ut  the 
expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  the  friendly  ones,  who  have  sought 
refuge  within  our  settlements,  which  they  are  quite  willing  to  defray 
from  their  own  scanty  means,  but  which  justice  and  humanity  require 
you  to  defray  for  them.

Major  Andrews  to  the  Secretary  of  Wat. 

MiLKBDGETIIXEy  GEORGIA,  Jufie  7»  1825« 

Sir  :  The  newspapers  of  Milledgeville,  of  this  date,  which  are  en-» 
closed,  you  will  perceive  contain  letters  from  the  lower  part  of  the  State^ 
(Early  and  Dooly  counties,)  from  which  it  would  a|j>ear,  that  Indian 
depredations  are  apprehended  in  that  quarter.  It  is  to  prevent  those 
publications  from  having  too  much  weight,  that  I  now  address  you. 

I  have  conversed  with  a  gentleman  (Mr.  Caldwell,)  from  Fort 
Gaines,  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  those  alarms,  who  has  just 
arrived  at  Milledgeville.  It  is  his  opinion,  that  the  apprehensions 
expressed  through  Capt  Howard  and  Major  Richardson,  are  crea& 
ted  by  idle  fears  or  rumors  altogether.  He  has  just  passed  through 
the  Indian  settlements  in  that  quarter,  and  found  them  not  only  peacea**  * 
ble,  but  unusually  attentive  to  white  persons,  in  order  that  any  im- 

Jiression  of  their  unfriendliness  towards  the  whites,  created  by  their 
ate  internal  dissensions  and  violence,  may  be  dissipated.  Mr.  CJ  re* 
turns  home  through  the  same  counties  immediately,  and  does  so  witb«* 
out  Hie  slightest  apprehensions  of  interruption  from  the  Indians.  His 
remark,  in  closing  the  conversation,  was,  that,  <<  unless  the  whites 
commenced  to  defend  themselves  by  attacking  the  Indians,  no  difflcuU 
ties  would  occur  betw^n  them*''  ^ 

I  have  conversed  with  other  persons  of  the  highest  respectability 
and  intelligence,  who  live  near  tiie  Indians,  and  ^1  assured  that  no 
4lifficultles  ai  to  be  apprehended  from  the  Creek  nation.  Much^  as 
they  complain  of  the  intention  to  survey  and  take  their  lands,  resist- 
ance seems  not  to  enter  into  their  calculations  or  conversations.  Sen^ 
sible  of  their  weakness,  they  have  determined  on  submission  to  the- 
whites,  under  all  circumstances,  however  oppressive  they  may  view 
the  conduct  ofrGeorgia  towards  them. 
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Time  his 'iH>t  lessened  my  fears  as  to  the  intention  of  Mcintosh's 
party ;  «tid  jrdu  will  perceive,  by  the  short  message  of  the  (joveruor  of 
Georgia  to  the  legislature,  dated  the  6th  instant  and  published  in  the 
<<  Soutliem  Recorder/'  of  tiiis  date,  that  the  apprehensions  manifested 
in  my  letter,  of  the  £d  instant,  of  the  dispositions  of  the  authorities  of 
CSeor^a,  towards  the  Indians,  were  not  without  foundation. 

Tou  will  observe,  in  the  newspapers  enclosed,  a  part  of  a  series  of 
documents  which  accompanied  the  Governor's  late  message  to  the  Le- 
gislature.  When  they  ai*e  all  published,  it  will  give  tlie  General 
Govemment  pain  to  find  a  degi*ee  of  interference  on  the  part  of  tlie 
Governor  of  Georgia,  in  the  affairs  of  the  Indians,  who  have,  hereto- 
fore, been  considered  as  under  the  exclusive  care  and  protection  of  the 
General  Government,  which  has  never,  I  believe,  been  experienced 
from  the  Executive  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  Several  meet- 
ings calle<l  and  held  by  the  Aid-de-camjps  of  the  Grovemor  of  Georgia, 
weie  within  the  acknowledged  limits  of  Alabama,  and,  in  calling,  or 
holding  them,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  United  States'  Agents  were, 
in  any  manner,  consulted. 

The  temper  manifested  by  the  Governor  of  Greorgia,  in  his  letter  of 
the  Sd  of  May  last,  to  CoL  Joseph  Marshall,  a  half-breed,  is  not  cal* 
culated  to  allay  the  strong  feeling  of  revenge,  which  pervades  the  bo- 
som of  the  Indian,  or  harmonize  with  the  humane  views  of  the  Gene- 
ral Government,  in  preventing  further  bloodshed. 

The  correspondence,  generally,  will  shew,  that  if  the  killing  of 
M'lntosh  was  not  in  strict  compliance  with  the  laws  of  his  people, 
(which  it  is,  as  ydt,  impossible  to  determine,)  it  was  at  least  appre- 
hended by  himself  and  friends,  and  anticipated  by  the  Governor  of 
Georgia. 

General  Gaines  has  not  yet  arrived.  I  think  it  more  than  probable, 
that  he  is  on  his  way,  by  some  direct  route,  from  St  Augustine,  by 
private  conveyance. 

I  have  not  yet  received  the  documents  or  evidence*  promised  me  in 
the  letter  of  tbe  Governor,  of  the  31st  ultimo,  which  contains  his 
charges  against  the  Indian  Agent ;  and  have  not,  therefore,  been  able, 
even  if  General  Gaines  had  arrived,  to  proceed  to  the  Agency.

We  understand  that  hostile  intentions  have  been  manirested  Iby  i\%% 
Indians  op])Ositc  the  counties  of  Dooly  and  Early.  Considei*abl^  alarm 
prevails  among  the  white  inhabitants.  They  had  collected  tt^etber, 
and  were  about  building  a  fort  in  Early  county.  Despatches  were 
received  by  tlie  Governor  yesterday  by  express.  They  were  laid  be-^ 
fore  the  Legislature  immediately,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  tlie  Republic.  A  rejiort  from  the  committee  was  expect^ 
ed  to  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  at  5  o'clock.

Sir  :  I  trouble  you  on  a  subject  unpleasant  to  us  both,  yet  necessa- 

2.  From  6ome  recent  circumstances  which  have  transpired  among 
e  Indians  of  this  neighborhood,  the  white  inhabitants  arc  tlirown 
into  i^uch  a  state  of  alarm,  that  my  duty,  joined  with  their  im|M>rtunity, 
compels  me  to  acquaint  your  Excellency  of  our  situation.  It  is  true, 
no  act  of  violence  Ls  as  yet  committed,  but  they  have  visited  some 
houses  by  day  and  night  with  menaces  and  tlireats  ;  and,  fix>m  their 
sullen  countenances,  and  insulting  conduct,  from  their  seildiog  their 
women  and  children  out  of  the  way,  and  the  men  collecting  in  consid- 
erable bodies,  (which  1  understand  is  the  fact)  and  from  the  great 
prices  they  offer  for  arms  an  J  ammunition,  arid  various  other  circum- 
stances. 1  am  obliged  to  view  our  frontiers  in  great  danger ;  divided 
from  the  savages  by  a  line  of  but  a  hair's  breadth  for  60  miles,  with 
not  that  number  of  effective  men  to  guard  it  At  this  moment,  there 
are  more  than  90  families  at  my  house,  determined  not  to  return  to 
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tbeir  farma  wt9  ^^ere  is  a  sufficient  force  stationed  on  this  frontier  to 
annoy  the  Indians  to  peace.  For  the  present,  we  are  building  a  Fort 
to  defend  ourselves  as  well  as  we  can*  though  almost  destitute  of  men 
or  munitions  of  War.  We  wait  witli  hopeful  expectation  for  Execu- 
tive aid.  Meanwhile,  I  have  ttie  honor  to  be,  your  Excellency's  obe-

8n :   I  wish  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that,  according  to  orders 
to  me  directed  from  Gen.  M'Donald,  I  have  ordered  the  Militia  of  this 
county  out  for  inspection  and  review ;    and  have  ascertained,  (which 
my  returns  will  shew,)  that  we  are  entirely  unprepared  for  any  thing 
like  an  attack  from  the  Indians,  being  in  a  great  measure  destitute  of 
arms  and  ammunition.    I  also  wish  to  inform  you,  that  from  recent 
information  obtained  from  men  of  respectability,  that  the  Indians  de- 
sign making  a  descent  upon  this  frontier ;  and  from  the  circumstance 
of  their  sending  off  their  women  and  children,  their  threats,  and  great 
and  unusual  demand  for  powder  and  lead,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we 
are  in  considerable  danger,   and  entirely  unprepared  for  defence. 
This  county  has  a  frontier  of  near  sixty  miles  width,  quite  a  thin  popu* 
lation ;    and  provided  we  had  every  necessary  equipment,  we  should 
be  unable  for  our  own  protection.

Letter  from  Major  T.  P.  Andrews  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

MiiXEDGSViXLE,  Geo.  June  12,  1825. 

Sib  :  I  bad  the  hoQor  of  addressing  you  on  the  £d,  6th,  and  rth, 
instant  It  would  be  gratifying  to  know  that  my  letters,  and  their  en- 
closures, of  those  dat^,  as  well  as  the  present,  had  reached  you  in 
safety. 

.  In  my  last  letter  (of  the  7th)  I  had  the  honor  to  enclose  you  certain 
newspapers,  containing  the  message  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to 
the  Legislature,  of  the  6th  of  June,  and  sundry  letters  to  Governor 
Troup,  from  Early  and  Dooley  counties,  from  all  which  it  would  ap- 
pear that  serious  outrages  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  wero  apprehended 
by  hia  Excellency  in  those  counties ;  you  wero  apprised,  at  the  same 
time,  of  the  little  probability  of  any  real  danger  in  that  quarter,   I 
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bave  now  fhe  honor  to  report  that  I  have  heard  directly  tfom  those 
counties,  and  have  ascertained  that  the  alarms  made  known  through 
Major  Richardson  and  Captain  Howard,  were  created  by  idle  pumoi-s 
altogether.  The  Indians  of  that  neighborhood  have  been,  and  now  are, 
perfectly  quiet  and  peaceable. 

I  haver  now  the  honor  to  enclose  you  a  copy  of  another  message  from 
the  Governor  to  the  Legislature,  of  an  inflammatory  character,  datec|  , 
the  9th  instant,  as  well  as  of  all  the  documents  which  accompanied 
the  message.    You  will  perceive  that  his  Excellency  is  of  an  opinion^ , 
<*that  the  most  unpleasant  tidings  may  be  daily  expected'^  from  the  , 
frontiers  of  Georgia,  of  outragi'.s  by  the  Indians. 

I  regret,  exceedingly,  that  my  duty  to  the  Government  compels  me  - 
to  differ  in  opinioi^.  frequently,  from  the  Governor  of  an  important 
member  of  the  Union.  But  that  duty  compels  me  to  say  that  I  do  not 
think  there  is  tlie  least  danger  of  any  such  outrages  being  committed* 
llie  scene  of  this  last  alarm,  <<the  Indian  Springs,''  is  from  30  to  40 
miles  from  the  nearest  part  of  the  Indian  nation  ;  there  is  a  popula* 
tion  of  about  13,000  persons  between  that  place  and  the  Indians  in  the 
nation ;  added  to  which,  I  have  daily  intelligence  from  the  Creek  na*~ 
tion,  from  which  there  is  no  room  to  doubt,  that  the  party  in  opposi- 
tion to  that  of  M^ntosh,  (and  which  form  at  least  nine-tenths  of  the 
Creek  nation,)  are  perfectly  tranquil,  and  waiting,  with  the  utmost 
patience,  the  ulterior  intentions  of  the  Crovernment.  On  the  other 
hand,  although  M'lntosh's  party  have  been  warned,  in  an  exfdicit' 
and  proper  maimer,  of  the  wish  of  the  Government  that  they  should 
take  no  steps  until  General  Gaines  has  made  known  to  both  parties 
the  views  of  the  Government,  yet  you  will  find,  from  one  of  the  en- 
dosed  documents,  which  accompany  a  copy  of  the  Governor's  mes- 
sage, that  they  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  arm  themselves  immedi. 
ately,  and,  I  fear,  with  intentions  of  creating  disturbances.  From 
three  to  four  hundred  stand  of  arms  have  been  sent  off  by  the  Go* 
vernor,  to  the  Indian  Springs,  but  whether  for  the  militia  or  Mcintosh's 
Indians,  I  am  unable  to  determine. 

The  Gk>vemor  has  ordered  out  a  large  troop  of  cavalry  to  the. 
neighborhood  of  Early  and  Dooley  counties.  This  troop,  which  is 
from  one  of  the  frontier  counties,  may  prove  worse  than  useless  in 
that  quarter. 

The  Legislature  adjourned  yesterday,  after  having  passed  a  b^l 
making  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  surveying  tlie  Creek  lands, 
and  appointed  all  the  surveyors,  amounting  to  upwards  of  one  hun- 
dred.  The  survey  is  to  take  place  whenever  the  Governor  so  orders. 
It  is  my  opinion,  that  the  Governor  will  persist,  and  that  he  will 
shortly  order  the  surveyors  to  duty.    The  delicate  attitude  in  which 
such  a  determination  will  place  the  General  Government  and  the 
Creek  Indians,  (who  have  certainly  not  consented  to  the  survey,)  to-  , 
wards  the  State  of  Greorgia,  will  be  api»arent    It  is  for  the  wisdom  of  . 
the  President  to  avert  the  consequences.    But,  in  any  course  whicli 
the  Government  may  take,  it  will  labor  under  every  disadvantage,  in' 
having  to  treat  with  authorities  who  ap|iear  to  have  thrown  off  all 
proper  courtesy  towards  the  General  Government 
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I  have  Tidt  yet  received  the  specifications  and  evidence  to  support 
the  charges, of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  against  the 
Indian  Agent  The  report  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  Legislaturef 
which  contains  a  synopsis  of  the  evidence  taken  before  the  committee, 
will,  it  is  possible,  be  published  in  the  newspapers  which  go  by  the  next 
mail.  1  regret  to  inform  you,  that  the  authorities  here  have  determined 
to  publish  their  proceedings,  founded  on  an  ex  parte  testimony  altoge* 
ther,  without  giving  the  Indian  Agent  an  opportunity  of  cross  question- 
ing witnesses,  or  producing  testimony  in  his  defence;  or  the  General 
Gkivernmentfan  opportunity  of  examining  the  testimony  of  either  party* 
I  have  seen  most  of  the  testimony  taken  before  the  committee,  and 
neaHy  all  the  evidence  to  be  produced  against  the  Indian  Agent  I 
did  not  intend,  of  course,  to  express,  even  to  the  Department,  an  opi* 
nion  on  it,  until  I  had  thoroughly  examined  it  and  the  counter  evi- 
dence. But,  as  the  authorities  here  have  taken  a  course  which  must 
be  considered  as  an  unfair  one  towards  the  Agent,  first  taking  testimony 
by  putting  particular  questions  to  witnesses,  without  giving  the  Agents 
who  was  present  at  the  place  during  all  their  sittings,  an  opportunity 
of  cro^  questioning  or  examining  their  witnesses,  (witnesses  whose 
presence,  or  further  testimony,  he  has  no  power  to  procure,)  and  then 
publishing  the  result  of  this  must  incomplete  examination,  thereby 
forestalling  public  opinion,  and  attempting  to  injure  the  Agent  in  the 
estimation  of  the  public  and  of  his  Government  before  he  has  been 
made  acquainted  with  the  specifications  and  evidence  against  him, 
much  less  an  opfiortunity  of  defending  himself.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, I  feel  it  due  to  the  Government  and  to  the  Indian  Agent,  to 
report  my  opinion  of  the  evidence,  assuring  you  I  shall  lose  no  time  in 
reporting  on  ihefacts^  so  soon  as  all  the  evidence,  on  both  sides,  has 
been  adduced  and  properly  examined. 

Some  parts  of  the  evidence,  then,  is  of  a  very  light  and  unimportant 
character,  easily  destroyed  by  the  Agent ;  others  contradictory ;  a 
great  share  hearsay  evidence  only ;  and  the  most  imposing  part  may 
be  destroyed  or  weakened,  in  the  implication  of  the  persons  who  have 
given  it  by  the  testimony  which  the  Agent  will  produce  in  his  defence. 
On  the  whole,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  me  at  present  to  judge,  I 
flpiould  say  that  no  part  of  the  evidence  produced  against  the  Agent 
after  it  has  been  fairly  met  will  establish  either  of  the  charges  against 
him.  Should  it  eventuate  differently,  I  trust  it  is  scarcely  necessai^ 
to  assur^  you,  that  I  will  frankly  retract  or  correct  any  opinion  now 
given.  But  I  feel  myself  called  on  to  make  this  representation  df  my 
opinion,  from  the  unjust  course  which  the  prosecuting  party  has  taken 
to  forestall  public  opinion,  and  to  force(  if  possible,  a  premature  de- 
cision from  the  Government 

General  Gaines  is,  I  learn,  on  his  way  from  Augusta.  He  may^ 
therefore,  be  expected  to-morrow  morning.  I  wait  only  for  his  arri<» 
val,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Governor's  communications,  to  depart  for 
tiijB  Indlaii  nation.

Mewnan,  June  5^  1825. 

Dbab  Chilly  :  By  Morly  we  inform  you,  that  either  the  Chero- 
kees,  or  some  of  the  hostiles,  are  doing  considerable  mischief  on  Flint 
river  this  week  past.  There  has  been  in  a  party  of  Indians^  and  stole 
as  many  as  five  horses  from  the  whites,  of  wliich  the  white  People, 
and  some  of  our  Indians,  are  now  in  pursuit  of  them  :  they  have  guiie 
toward  the  Cherokee  nation.  After  arriving  at  Newnan,  we  con- 
cluded to  send  out  broken  days  to  all  our  friends  in  the  nation,,  to  meet 
at  the  Springs  the  15th  of  this  month,  agreeable  to  a  previous  notice. 
We  have  particularly  required  all  to  come  who  intend  joining  us. 
The  hostiles  are  still  doing  all  the  harm  to  us  they  can.  They  have 
driven  oif  some  of  Roily 's  cattle,  and  killed  a  good  many  cattle  and 
hogs.  It  appears  that  they  are  disposed  to  destroy  every  thing,  and 
leave  us  bare  of  any  thing.  As  for  the  quantity  of  stock  destroyed,  it 
is  not  ascertained,  but  considerable.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to  send 
you  word  what  the  hostiles  are  determined  to  do,  (that  is)  if  we  don't 
immediately  go  home  to  the  nation  :  that  they  intend  coming  after  us, 
and  have  us  tied  by  the  white  People,  and  carried  home— you  know 
we  must  be  very  fraid  of  tliat 

We  intend  sending  one  or  two  men  to  visit  their  meeting  at  Broken 
Arrow,  with  our  justification,  in  writing,  why  we  have  taken  the  steps 
we  have. 

When  we  left  you,  there  was  an  understanding  for  a  party  of  us  to 
go  and  drive  in  Rolly's  cattle,  but  the  meeting  at  Uie  Springs  is  so  near, 
that  we  have  postponed  it  until  afterward.  Nothing  more  until  w^ 
see  you  at  the  Springs. 

If  you  have  received  any  further  news  from  the  President,  or  the 
Governor  of  Georgia,  you  will  please  forward  it,  as  it  will  give  n$ 
considerable  satisfaction.

"We  have  kept  out  a  strict  guard  from  the  first  discovery,  and  shall 
continue  to  do  so  until  we  hear  from  you.    We  have  thought  proper 
to  give  you  thb  information,  and  hope  you  will  adopt  such  measures 
as  yon  may  deem  most  adviseable  for  our  future  safety.  We  are  with- 
out guns,  except  what  our  white  friends  have  loaned  us.     We  think 
tfadr  object  is  to  kill  some  of  us,  and  perhaps  burn  the  buildings  on 
'  thisjdaoo.

We  think  it  would  b6  adviseable 
to  keep  a  guard  at  this  place,  at  least  during  the  stay  of  the  friendly 
party.     Since  writing  the  above,  news  has  reached  here  that  four  In* 
dians  were  discovered  within  one  mile  of  this  place,  and  had  every 
appearance  of  beine  lurking  about  for  some  mischief

Mt  Fbiends  :  I  bare  this  inomen|;  received  yoar  letter,  and  have 
only  to  say  in  answer,  that  all  the  measures  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  that  part  of  the  Frontiers,  have  been  taken ;  and  that,  upon  the  first 
alarm,  the  proper  officers,  with  their  men,  will  be  at  their  posts.  They 
will  protect  you  within  our  limits,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  give 
protection  to  our  white  People.  I  cannot  pnt  arms  into  your  bands, 
because  1  have  advised  you  not  to  use  them,  but  in  necessary  self-de- 
fence, and  because  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  the  use  of  them,  for 
that  purpose,  so  bng  as  you  remain  within  our  limits.  Soon  you  will 
be  under  the  exclusive  protection  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  which  has  sent  a  Special  Agent,  and  has  ordered  a  Generel 
Officer  here  to  attend  to  your  safe^.  That  officer  has  not  come, 
though  every  day  expected.  When  he  comes,  you  will  bear.  In  the 
mean  time,  you  will  continue  to  listen  to  my  talk,  qp  far  as  I  am  now 
authorized  to  give  you  any  :  it  is  to  keep  peace  as  you  bare  done  from 
the  iirst,  and  until  you  hear  further  from  the  Government  of  the  Unit* 
ed  States.  Our  white  People  are  strong  enough  to  defend  yon  and 
themselves,  too,  and  I  believe  they  are  quite  willing  to  do  it.

Dear  Sib  :  I  have  only  time  now  to  say  to  you  what  great  alarm 
and  danger  exists  among  the  people  about  the  Springs  at  this  time. 
Three  or  four  Indians  were  seen  last  night  by  Esq.  B^bert  E.  Mar* 
tin,  late  of  Greensboro',  passing  repeatedly  round  his  house.  This  is 
the  house  occupied  by  General  Mcintosh  during  the  Spring  treaty. 

To-day,  again,  five  or  six  were  seen' within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
8prings«bya  Mr.  Strahan,  a  respectable  man,  creeping  in  the  woods. 

le  alarm  first  occurred  there  on  Sunday  night,  producing  much 
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noise  and  disturbance -amongst  the  dogs^  &c.  and  to  thd  annojance  of 
the  people^s  repose,  &c  The  chiefs,  on  Monday,  received  intimation 
oi  the  danger  from  the  friendly  party  at  Newnan,  dated  un  Sunday, 
saying  tliat  the  hostilcs  would  come  in  and  have  the  offending  chiefs 
tied  by  their  white  friend8f  taken  back,  and  killed,  &c«  Their  view 
ostensibly  is  to  kill  Chilly  Mcintosh  and  CoL  Millepw  The  whites 
in  the  ncighborho^Ml  are,  also,  in  great  alarm^  particularly  women  and 
children,  the  weak-minded,  and  cowardly.  They  are  now,  fortunately, 
too  late,  however  great  their  anticipated  support  from  white  persons. 
I  am,  myself;  immediately  marching :  our  regiment,  also,  are  advised 
oiibe  alarm,  and  volunteers  are  concentrating,  sufficient,  perhaps,  to 
afford  immediate  protection.  But  it  is  rather  a  singular  contingency  : 
no  danger  feared  to  the  whites,  and  much  doubtless  intended  our  red 
friends.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  certainty  w  continuance  per* 
baps  of  their  protection  by  tlie  whites  here,  except  relatively  for  their 
own  safety  and  quiet,  may  not  be  lasting  or  effectual.  But,  if  the  hos« 
^iiles  kill  them,  they  will  have  to  kill  a  few  white  men  at  least ;  this 
idU  open  the  eyes  of  all  to  their  regardless  acts.

Before  your  adjournment,  it  is  due  to  yon  to  place  you  in  posses^ 
sion  of  all  flie  information  received  at  this  Department,  and  so  soon 
as  received,  of  the  actual  state  of  things  upon  our  (hmtier,  and  firom 
which,  as  by  the  information  hitlierto  disclosed,  the  most  unpleasmt 
tidings  may  be  daily  expected.  Without  adverting  to  the  causes  or 
origin  of  them  at  all,  I  must  say  to  you,  that  it  is  my  deliberate  o^ 
nion,  that  die  United  States'  Government  will  be  directly  answerable 
to  Georgia  for  etery  drop  of  blood  shed  upon  this  occasion ;  and  I 
further  say  to  you,  what  has  been  more  than  once  said,  that  nq  State^ 
having  pretensions  to  even  limited  sovereignty,  ought  to  be  dependent 
on  another  for  tlie  protection  which  is  due  fram  a  Govei^nment  to  its 
citizens,  much  less  for  that  which,  from  the  information  communicated, 
seems  to  be  urgently  demanded  for  dur  frontier  inhabitants.  It  ul 
scareely  necessary  to  add,  tiiat  there  are  no  measures  which  yon  may 
constitutionally  HHtborize.  whioh  I  Will  not  execute  with  promptness 
ande^rgy.

Seport  and  resolutions  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  RepubliCf  ^< 
reference  to  the  conduct  of  the  Creek  Indian  Agent,  CapU  John  Cr&wdU 

Inr  Seitate,  Friday^  lOth  June,  1825. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  subjects  of  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  of  Creek  Indian  Af- 
fairs, in  relation  to  the  late  treaty  with  that  nation  ;  and  also  in  re- 
spect to  the  murder  of  General  Mcintosh  and  others  of  the  Creek 
chiefs ;  have  had  those  matters  under  their  serious  deliberation.  Tltey 
have  not,  indeed,  investigated  them  to  that  extent  that  could  have 
been  wishod ;  but  have  given  them  all  the  attention  which  their  other 
duties  and  the  length  of  time  would  allow.  In  addition  to  the  docu- 
ments accompanying  his  Excellency's  message,  at  the  opening  of  the 
session,  and  of  the  third  instant,  your  committee,  in  the  exercise  of 
the  power  given  them  by  resolution,  have  collected  such  further  evi-  • 
dence  as  has  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  has  been  within  their  reach. 
In  their  view  of  the  whole  subject,  your  committee  have  not  consider- 
ed themselves  precluded  from  that  part  of  the  evidence  which  has 
been  before  the  President;  because  it  is  so  supported  and  strengthen- 
ed  by  what  has  been  since  disclosed,  that  its  own  weight  is  greatly 
enhanced,  its  character  in  a  considerable  measure  changed,  and,  in  its 
turn,  tends  greatly  to  illustrate  the  latter.  On  the  same  principle, 
your  committee  have^  of  course,  received  some  evidence,  which  is  not 
now  in  point,  and,  therefore,  has  been  allowed  no  weight  ki  their  de- 
liberations. This  may,  or  may  not>  be  rendered  applicable  by  evidence 
hereafter  to  be  obtained ;  and  will,  of  consequence,  be  used  or  reject- 
ed accordingly  in  the  final  investigation. 

That  the  Agent  did  not  assist  the  United  States*  Commissioners  at 
tbe  first  negotiations  at  Broken  ArroWf  in  December  last,  or  evea 
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co-operate  wttfa  them,  is  confessed  by  himself.    The  only  apology  we 
have  heard  ofTered  for  that  conduct,  was  his  ignorance ;  that  he  sup- 
posed he  had  nothing  to  do  in  the  matter^  but  merely  to  assemble 
the  chiefs,  and  to  attend  to  the  rations.     Now,  we  deem  it  not  too 
much  to  assome,  that  a  man  of  the  intelligence  and  sagacity  of  the 
Agent,  who  had  been  five  years  in  the  office,  did  well  know,  what  the 
late  Secretary  of  War  had  condescended  to  tell  him,  that  <<  the  para- 
mount doty  which  he  owed  to  the  Government,  obligated  him,  on  all 
occasions,  to  give  his  hearty  co-operation  in  efiecting  its  vicws.^'  And 
we  further  presume  him  to  have  been  able  to  apprehend  that  the  ac- 
quisition of  territory  was  the  object  the  Government  had  in  view  in 
holding  the  treaty. 

But  he  was  moreover  expressly  and  repeatedly  informed  of  those 
▼iewsi^  and  of  his  duty  in  relation  to  them.  The  Secretary  of  War, 
on  the  16th  of  July,  18249  in  announcing  to  the  Commissioners  their 
recent  appointment,  instructed  them,  among  other  things,  first,  that  it 
was  '^  the  desire  of  the  Government  that  the  feelings  and  the  wishes 
of  the  State  of  Georgia  should  be  particularly  attended  to,"  and  the 
lcK:atioD  and  extent  of  the  territory  to  be  treated  for,  is  therefore  left 
at  their  discretion ;  and,  secondly,  that  the  Agent  was  instructed  to 
obey  their  orders  on  all  paints  connected  with  the  proposed  treaty. 
Of  this  instruction,  the  Agent  acknowledges  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
that  he  had  a  copy.  Early  in  August,  the  Commissioners  informed 
the  Agent  that  they  were  instructed  to  correspond  with  him  respect- 
ing the  treaty,  and  expressed  their  pleasure  in  the  prospect  of  a  free 
discussion  ofaUmatUrs  connected  with  the  subject*  And,  on  the  5th 
of  September,  they  again  addressed  him ;  informing  him  of  the  great 
concern  felt  for  the  negotiation,  and  specially  directed  him  ^^  to  prepare 
the  nation  far  the  issne  desired.^^  The  public  interests  were,  indeed, 
confided  to  his  charge,  little,  if  any,  less,  to  him  than  to  the  Commis- 
sioners themselves.  Was  it  not  for  the  letter  of  the  1 8th  of  «fanuary 
last,  from  the  lata  Secretary  of  War,  your  committee  would  express 
tbejr  astonishment  at  the  eRVontery  of  the  Agent  in  pretending,  if  he 
erer  did  pretend,  tliat  he  was  ignorant  either  of  the  nature  or  ex- 
tent of  bis  duties. 

It  remains  next  to  be  seen  how  he  performed  those  duties,  so  obvious 
in  themselves,  and  moreover  so  anxiously  and  repeatedly  enjoined 
upon  him.  It  is  naturaPto  suppose  that  an  officer  in  a  high  trust, 
knowing  thus  well  his  official  obligations,  if  he  intended  treachery, 
would  act  cautiously  in  an  enterprise  of  such  delicacy  in  the  man- 
ai^oieott  and  so  dangerous  if  detected.  His  obvious  course  would 
be  to  act  as  much  as  possible  through  the  instrumentality  of  others  ; 
concealing  bimaelf,  as  far  as  practicable,  behind  the  scenes.  In  the 
case  before  us,  it  accordingly  turns  out  that  most  of  the  mischiefs  have 
Wen  wrought  at  second  hand.  While  the  Agent  was  professedly 
Bcntral,  the  immediate  ostensible  actors  in  those  scenes,  have  been 
those  persons  nearest  connected  with  him,  and  most  in  his  confidence; 
and  most  of  them,  if  not  all,  in  some  way  dependent  on  him,  or  his 
continuance  in  office.  And,  although  positive  evidence  is  by  no 
means  wanting,  yct^  perhaps,  the  strongest  and  most  satisfactory 
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proof  of  his  guilt,  is  found  in  the  character  and  situation  of  those  10- 
mediate  instruments  of  mischief;  in  their  connexion  with  the  agent 
in  various  ways;  and  in  a  multitude  of  minor  circumstances— parts 
of  a  system  of  measures  which,  we  think*  he  instigated  and  Counten- 
anced, but  dared  not  openly  conduct ;  and,  if  so,  more  strongly  evlncj- 
ing  his  guilt  by  the  desire  of  concealment. 

In  the  month  of  May  preceding  the  appointment  of  the  Commis- 
sionersy  a  meeting  had  been  held  by  the  hostile  chiefs  atTookau- 
batrbee,  to  resist  the  views  of  the  United  States.   The  result  of  their 
meeting  was  by  the  Sub-Agent  reduced  into  a  kind  of  written  mani- 
festoy  declariig  that  they  would  not  dispose  of  their  lands.    These 
transactions  were  notorious  in  the  Nation,  but  the  Agent  made  n^ 
intimarion  of  tliem  either  to  his  Government,  or  t#  its  Commb- 
sioners.     When*  in  July,  1624,  the  Nation,  or  a  part  6f  it?  bad  as- 
sembled at  Broken  Arrow,  to  receive  their  annuity,  a  Council  was 
convoked,  at  which  the  Agent  was  present,  but  retired  with  all  other 
white  persons,  except  his  Sub- Agent,  and  Hambly,  his  Interpreter; 
that  the  former  of  these  might  read  a  long  communication  from  the 
Cherokees  exhorting  the  Creeks  not  to  dispose  of  a  foot  of  their  ter- 
ritory ;  of  this  the  Agent  gave  no  intimation,  of  which  your  Commit- 
tee are  appr|zed.    Nor  was  any  notice  taken  of  a  third  meeting  in 
November,  at  Pole  Cat  Spring,  (consisting  wholly  or  principally  of 
the  Ued  Sticks,  of  the  late  war,)  although  the  meeting  was  at  tlie 
house  of  the  Sub-Agent,  who  again  acted  as  Secretary;  and  published 
the  proceedings*    These  pi*ocecdings  amounted  to  a  renewed  decla- 
ration, that  no  land  shoul«l  be  sold.    During  all  this  period,  and  pre« 
viously  from  the  Fall  of  1823,  the  Committee  has  no  doubt  of  there 
having  been  on  foot  an  active,  continued,  and  steady  system  of  mea- 
sures throughout  that  country,  by  the  emissaries  of  the  Agent,  in  con- 
cert with  the  hostile  Indians,  to  forestall  and  defeat  the  views  of  the 
United  States'  Government ;  and,  in  doing  so,  to  sacrifice  the  interests 
of  Georgia,  and  even  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  Indians  them- 
selves.   The  constant  and  intimate  intercourse,  that  must,  we  sap* 
pose,  necessarily  exist  between  the  Agent  and  his  Sob-Agent,  pre* 
disposes  us  to  presume  a  concert  of  action  between  them*    And,  when 
we  see  the  active  and  continued  treachery  of  the  latter  is  known  to 
the  former,  and  no  measures  are  taken  either  to  restrain  such  con- 
duct, to  make  it  known,  or  avert  its  tendencies,  the  presumption  of 
their  being  confederates,  becomes  almost  irresistible.    The  Agent*a 
conduct  at  the  first  treaty,  was  in  exact  accordance  with  the  viewa 
we  impute  to  him*     His  assumed  neutrality  on  that  occastoa,  even  iC 
be  was  in  fact  neutral,  was  a  wilful  departure  from  duty }  and  if,  as 
your  Committee  believe,  his  neutrality  was  assumed,  it  was  super- 
adding duplicity  to  crime.    It  appears  that  these  facts,  most  of  them, 
were,  in  due  time,  made  known  to  the  Gk^vernment. 

A  removal  of  the  Sub- Agent  was  all  the  remedy  that  was  applied^ 
His  place  was  soon  filled,  (and,  it  is  understood,  at  tlie  instance  of  the 
Agent,)  by  the  present  Incumbent,  who  had  already  earned  th« 
Agent's  confidence  by  a  similarity  of  views,  and  particularly  by  aia 
opposition  sufiiciently  violent  ta  any  present  cessions  of  territory^« 
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BU  predecessor  doobtless  remained  there  to  continue  his  madiina- 
tions  in  secret;  eo  that  the  only  effect  of  the  measure,  however  well 
inteodedi  is  to  add  one  more  to  the  number  of  those  petty  tyrants, 
who  oppress  and  harass  the  Nation,  or  that  jiart  of  it  who  have  la- 
Tished  tiieir  blood  for  the  American  People. 

On  rceeif  iog^  the  renewed  and  still  more  peremptory  orders  of  his 
GQWomeotf  the  Agent  was  compelled,  apparently,  to  co-operate 
witb  tbf  Commissioners  at  the  second  treaty.    But,  in  his  tallc  to  the 
lodi$M,  it  is  curions  to  observe  witb  what  art  he  keeps  within  the 
letter,  and  out  of  the  spirit,  of  his  instructions.   He  had  aclcnowledged 
to  Major  Meriwether  that  the  proposal  for  their  removal  beyond  the 
Mississippi  would,  if  acceded  to,  be  highly  to  their  advantage;  that 
^  they  would  be  fools  if  they  did  not  accept  it/'  But,  when  address-^ 
ing  the  Indians*  he  draws  himself  carefully  within  the  shell  of  his  in^ 
atmctions,  and  nothing  appears  but  what  is  rigidly  official.     **  He  is 
instnicted,''  he  says,  '*  by  the  War  Department  to  tell  them'^  so  and 
soj  **that  what  the  Commissioners  had  told  them  was  all  the  talk  of 
the  Presjdeat;''  that  *^  the  President  wished  them  to  ^ell  their  land, 
and  go  beyond  the  Mississippi  ;^  that  *<  it  was  his  wish  also,  because 
it  was  the  President's  wish  ;^  and  *<  that,  if  he  was  continued  Agent, 
hcwwULgo  with  them,  and  he  their  friend-'*    Perhaps  it  was  impos* 
sible  forl^mau  ingenuity  to  have  suggested  to  the  imaginations  of 
that  aasssnbly*  a  greater  curse  than  his  friendship,  or  a  strongerar- 
euaMDt  againat  removal  than  the  prospect  of  being  accompanied  by 
Um*     When*  however,  nothing  could  stem  the  current  |  when  no* 
thing  that  oonld  be  said  or  done  in  the  council  or  out  of  it,  could  pre- 
veat  that  ooflsammation  so  devoutly  dreaded,  and  all,  or  nearly  a1l< 
the  Cfajds  Jkad  agreed  to  sign  the  treaty  on  the  next  day,  and  that 
iaatraiBent  was  actually  preparing,  no  time,  indeed,  was  to  be  lost : 
at  that  crilfcal  instant  a  desperate  measure  is  resorted  to — a  consi- 
derable number  of  the  Chiefs  are  sent  away  that  night     Hambly 
was  the  visible  agent  in  this  deed^r    The  same  man  whom  the  Com- 
aissiooera  informed  the  Government  was  unworthy  of  confidence, 
bat  who  remained,  and,  we  believe,  is  still  the  confidential  friend  and 
iaterprater  of  the  Agents  was  the  bearer  of  this  order,  as  it  was 
caUea,  aiad  of  the  ridiculous  falsehoods  that  induced  them  to  obey  it» 
We  cannot  4oubt  that  this  man  Hambly,  is  the  devoted,  implicit  in<» 
itramimtrrf  tbe  Agent    His  situation  of  interpreter  itself  implies  it 
fttf  (lo  take  ooe  instance  among  many  that  are  scattered  through  the 
evidence)  when  we  hear  thb  mere  interpreter  tell  Colonel  William- 
sof  tbnt  be    (Hambly)  was  tbe  proxy  of  the  upper  Chiefs,  and  in* 
vested  witb  power  to  sell  or  retain  their  patrimonial  territory — a 

Cwer  tbey  denied  to  so  many  of  their  principal  Chiefs  whom  they 
ve  even  attempted  to  murder,  and  some  of  whom  they  have  acta- 
allj  nuirdered  for  execating;  when  we  hear  him  moreover  boast- 
ing nf  bnviilg  defeated  the  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  dai-kly 
hintMg  tp  Williamson  that  Crowcll  beii^  continued  in  his  agency  or 
ne^  would  decide  him  (Hambly)  how  to  wield  this  tremendous  au* 
tbDffitjr;  tmQ  cpaolttsions  force  themselves  upon  us :  1st,  that  he  has 
aeitber  mmj  regard  for  truth  nor  ingenuity  in  a  lie;  andf  2d,  that 
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he  18  devoted,  body  and  soul,  to  hia  patron.  We  see  that  be  is  formed 
of  materials  base  enough  for  any  deed  of  darkness^  but  that  be  has 
not  the  talent  himself  to  contrive  the  means. 

The  treaty  was»  however^  signed  by  those  who  remained,  being 
iifty-two  in  number  of  the  ChieM,  bead-men,  and  warriors  of  the  na- 
tion, and  witnessed  among  others  by  the  Agent  himself,  and  in  his 
official  capacity.  It  is  well  known  that,  on  the  next  day,  he  denounced, 
to  bis  Government,  the  Commissioners  and  the  treaty ;  the  former  as 
having  transcended  their  instructions,  and  the  latter  as  being  a  nul- 
lity, for  the  want  of  the  signatures  of  those  very  Chiefs  who  had  thus 
been  sent  away*    And  it  is  equally  notorious,  that  he  followed  on  to 
Washington  himself,  at  the  heels  of  his  protest,  for  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  preventing  the  ratification  of  the  treaty.     By  those  two  acts 
alone  he  stands  recorded  in  this  dilemma.     He  has  either  officially 
sanctioned  a  pi*etended  treaty,  which  is  all  a  lie ;  or  he  has  endea- 
vored to  defeat  one  that  was  legal  in  its  form,  and  which,  in  its 
substance,  provided  for  objects  that  he  had  previously  acknowledged 
to  be  just  and  benevolent.    The  motive  of  the  Agent  for  such  an  ob- 
stinate opposition  to  tlie  acquirement  of  territory  by  Georgia,  within 
this  year  and  the  last,  is  believed  to  be  almost  universally  understood 
in  this  community.    In  the  evidence,  the  committee  find  traces  of  it 
in  the  occasional  insinuations,  more  or  less  distinct,  of  the  confiden- 
tial associates  of  the  Agent.    It  is  to  be  seen,  tliey  tliink,  in  the 
whole  course  of  Walker's  conduct  while  he  was  Sub-Agent^  in  that 
of  Triplett  before  he  was  Sub-Agent,  as  proved  by  the  testimony  of 
BraziU  and  since  he  has  been  in  that  office,  as  stated  by  twenty-foar 
of  the  Chiefs  and  Indians  atNewnan;  in  the  violent  declarations  of 
Henry  Crowell,  who  trades  in  the  nation  under  license  of  his  brother, 
the  Agent,  as  proved  by  Colonel  James  Blair  and  Harris  Allen, 
Esq.  as  well  as  the  language  held  by  Hambiy,  the  Interpreter*  to 
Colonel  Williamson.  But  as  we  have,  in  this  case,  the  avowal  of  the 
Agent  himself,  wesliould  not  advert  to  these  acts  or  sayings  of  his 
subalterns,  but  for  this  purpose  :  that,  if  an  unity  of  purpose  and  con- 
cert in  action  between  bim  and  them,  should  be  here  satisfactoritjr 
made  out,  be  ought  to  be  affected  by  their  sayings  and  doings  in  in- 
stances where  be  has  kept  himself  out  of  view.    Otherwise,  it  is  plain 
that  he  ought  not  to  be  prejudiced  by  any  thing  that  he  might  have 
said  or  done. 

His  own  avowal  above  alluded  to,  is  found  in  the  disclosures  of 
the  Commissioners  in  their  recent  examination.  He  had,  it  seenr^s^ 
during  the  administration  of  the  preceding  Governor,  zealously  be- 
stirred himself,  and  had  in  fact  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Indians*  t.Q 
a  cession  of  a  part  of  their  Territory.  He  did  not  then  labor  nndec 
any  of  those  <^ misconceptions  of  his  duty,''  which  ace  so  indulgent  v 
imputed  to  him  in  the  letter  from  the  late  Secretary  of  War.  &ti^ 
the  Executive  Administration  of  this  State,  having  passed  into  barid^ 
that  he  did  not  approve,  his  maxims  of  office  were  suddenly  chan^^i^ 
He  instantly  resolved  to  use  the  influence  which  his  office  gave  bani 
in  preventing  the  present  Administration  from  being  in  any  way  Oo^ 
cemed,  or  indeed  from  being  cotemporary  with  so  important  a  i 
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vice,  iiebad  <^  prepared  the  Indians/'  hesaid^  ^^  to  cede  part  of 
their  lands,"  he  **  had  the  matter  fixed/'  for  a  cession  of  the  lands 
it  vVas  understood  below  the  Federal  road;  distinctly  intimating^ 
however^  (says  Major  Meriwether,  in  which  he  is  corroborated  by 
Colonel  Caoipbdi,)  **  that  as  Troup  had  been  elected  Governor,  li6 
must  not  expect  success  to  attend  any  application  which  might  be 
made  to  the  Indians,  while  he  (Troup)  was  in  office."  Anticipating 
probably  that  repeated  failures  would  effect  a  change  in  the  politics 
of  the  State,  and  bring  into  the  Executive  Chair  at  the  next  election, 
a  man  of  liis  own  choice,  he  intended'doubtless»  in  that  event,  to  be 
more  propitious.  Accordingly,  w^e  find  it  intimated  to  the  chiefs 
who  were  sent  away  from  the  treaty  at  Broken  Ari*ow,  that  they 
Were  to  meet  there  again  in  a  few  months.  And  in  his  protest 
against  the  treaty,  he  states  to  tlie  late  Seci*etary  of  War,  his  belief 
that,  ^*  at  no  distant  day,"  a  treaty  could  be  made  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  Government.  Your  Committee  offer  no  codiment  on 
tikis !  They  trust  tliere  can  be  but  one  sentiment  on  this  subject  from 
the  foregoing  \ery  rapid  view  of  the  case,  if  it  is  a  fair  one,  and  we 
believe  it  is.  Of  this  however,  a  judgment  may  be  formed  from  tho 
evidence  itself.  That  part  of  it  which  the  Committee  have  collect^ 
cd,  is  herewith  reported,  so  that  the  whole  of  It  is  before  the  Houses 
Your  Committee  allow  no  weight  (for  certainly  none  ought  to  be  al- 
Jowed)  to  any  evidence  that  is  not  as  yet  brought  home,  at  least  by 
fair  presumption,  to  the  Agent.  Those  numerous  collateral  circum- 
stances that  are  scattered  through  it,  will  be  taken,  it  is  hoped,  at  their 
true  weight  and  no  more :  recollecting,  on  the  one  hand,  that  they 
[generally  tend  to  corroborate  and  support  what  they  do  not  distinct- 
ly prove ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  that  such  of  it  as  has  been  collect- 
ed by  the  Committee  is  necessarily  ex  partem  and  that  it  cannot  be 
known  how  much  of  it  the  Agent  may  be  able  to  controvert  or  ex- 
plain. Taking  the  evidence  collected  by  the  Committee,  with  these 
cautions  and  deductions,  can,  however,  hardly  tend  to  impair  the  ef- 
fect of  the  residue.  Your  Committee  think  they  see  enough  evidence 
which  they  deem  incontrovertible,  to  satisfy  the  General  Govern- 
ment on  the  question  of  the  Agent's  longer  continuance  in  office,  con- 
sidered either  as  a  question  merely  of  justice  to  him,  or  policy  to  the 
Country.  •  Whatever  doubts  may  heretofore  have  existed  in  the  mind 
of  the  Executive,  we  trust  will  shortly  be  dispelled  ;  and  that  a  clem- 
ency that  has  been  over  indulgent,  and  mistaken  in  its  extent,  and 
which  has  in  its  operation  been  cruelty  to  the  Indians,  and  that  has 
operated  as  an  urkindnoss  next  to  insult  to  Georgia,  will  no  longer 
be  suffered  to  be  thus  abused. 

On  the  second  branch  of  the  reference,  that  which  relates  to  tH 
conduct  of  the  Agent  in  respect  to  the  death  of  General  Mcintosh^ 
and  others*  your  committee  will  premise  the  notoriety  of  the  fact, 
that  there  had  existed,  for  some  years,  a  deep  and  rooted  enmity  be- 
tween them.  This  state  of  feeling  is  indicated  in  the  Agent's  letter 
to  Hambly,  of  the  22d  August,  1823.  We  find  it  asserted,  in  a  letter 
from  Samuel  Hawkins  to  the  Governor,  that  the  Agent  advised  tlie 
Indians  to  assemble  and  burn  down  the  houses  and  destroy  the  pro" 
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perty  of  Mcintosh.  Jesse  Cox  testifies,  that,  on  the  £Oth  of  Apriy/ 
the  Agents  in  speaking  of  the  Indians,  used'  the  following  words: 
•<  damned  cowards,  I  always  hated  them  ;  I  still  hate  them,  worse* 
and  worse.  Any  People  that  would  suffer  one  man  to  sell  their  na- 
tion* ought  to  die  and  go  to  helL  I  once  put  that  fellow  (meaning 
Mcintosh)  down,  where  he  ought  to  remain,  but  the  Big  Warrior 
and  Little  Prince  reinstated  him.  1  hope  the  Big  Warrior  is  now  in 
hell  fority  and  that  the  Little  Prince  may  soon  follow  him.'^  AJ>ra- 
ham  Miles  swears,  that,  on  the  2rth  of  April,  the  Agent  told  him  that 
Mclntosli  would  certainly  b^  killed  by  the  Indians  opposed  to  the 
treaty ;  and,  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  he  was  murdered.  We  are 
informed  in  a  letter  of  his  wifc^  of  the  3d  of  May,  that  tlie  leaders 
in  that  transaction  declared  they  were  supported  and  encouraged  in 
the  murder  by  the  Agent  and  the  Chiefs,  audit  appears^ by  the  affida- 
vit of  Francis  Flournoy,  that  one  of  those  wives  gave  him  the  same 
account,  on  the  morning  of  the  murder.  Anothei*  of  the  party  told 
Flournoy  tliat  the  Chiefs  were  sincere  when  they  sent  their  peaceful 
answer  to  tTie  Governor,  (by  Col.  Lamar*)  but  that  the  Agent  haiT 
altered  it,  and  told  the.Council  thaf  the  only  way  to  get  the  land  back 
and  keep  it,  was  to  kill  all  who  had  been  concerned  in  selling  it.  In 
giving  their  reasons  fop  the  act  to  Hawkins*  widow,  she  says  they 
included  the  name  of  Walker,  the  former  Sub-Agent,  as  having  also 
given  them  this  advice.  Kennedy  testifies,  that  a  rather  dark  com* 
Iilcxioned  man,  whom  they  called  Colonel  Crowell,  in  speaking  of 
the  Indians*  on.  the  Sunday  before  tlic  28th  of  May,  said,  <*damn 
them,.  I  wfsh  more  of  them  had  been  killed,  for  the  balance  would 
have  been  more  easily  managed.*^  This  witness  has  since  seen  the 
Agent,  and  has  sincet  tpld  some  of  the  members  of  theoommitteo  that 
he  is  now  satisfied- as  to  the  identity  of  his  person.  These  are  impos- 
ing facts,  but  your  Committee  would  again  remark,  that  theevidenco 
being  ex  parity  should  be  received  with  much  allowance. 

On  the  whole,  your  committee  does  not  see,  in  the  evidence',',  duflS^- 
cient'proof  to  j,4)stify  them  in  presuming  that  the  agetit' ordered*,  con- 
trived, or  instigated,  the  murder  of  General  Mclotosii  ^  MkA^  ui^til  th» 
contrary  shaJI  be  made  to  appear,  they  must  fully  beliere,  tliat  be 
knew  of  the  approaching,  event,  and  Could  have  prevented  ft ;  and 
hence,  as  well  as  from  the  gene^a^  tenor  of  the  testfmonyj  they  are 
compelled  to  infer  that  it  Yim  his  appi*obatioiy^  Tlie  Indians  proba- 
bly, derived  cncotiragement  aud  confidence  froitt  their  hdief  of  the 
Agent*s  approbation,  which  they  would  naturally  infer  from  his  si- 
knee  and  inactivity.  It  U  believed^  that,  if  tlie  Agent  had  been  re- 
moved from  office*  last  January,  General  Mcintosh  would  have  now 
been,  in  life. 

Before  dismfssing  tSe  subject,  it  is  proper  to  notice  an  insinuation 
of  the  Agent  (for  he  does  not  postttvcly  assert  it)  to  the  UepaHment 
of  War,  that  the  intended  survey  of  the  lately  acquired  territory  was 
the  immediate  cause  of  the  late  troubles  in  the  nation,  and  of  tiM> 
death  of  Qeneral  Mcintosh  and  his  friends.  The  committet  hardly 
need  to  advert  to  the  testimony  of  Miles  and  of  Flournoy  to  prove 
the  contrary.    All  the  evidence  eoniiectcd  with  the  subject^  within  the 
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reCBUectioQ  of  tbe  GOBimittee»  and  even  a  certificate  6t  certain  In- 
dians, lately  published,  for  another  purpose,  by  the  Agent,  €Oncnr  te 
disprove  this  charge.  We  submit  the  import  of  the  whole  to  be,  that 
it  was  said  by  the  hostiles,  and,  we  believe^  by  thp  Agent  himself, 
that  the  Chiefs  were  killed  in  pursuance  of  a  law  which  they  pre- 
tended was  made  at  the  Pole  Cat  Spring,  and  which  they  resolved  to 
put  in  execution  on  hearing  of  the  ratification  ef  tbe  treaty. 

The  total  effect  that  should  be  allowed  to  all  tbe  evidence^  must, 
«nd  will  of  course,  be  estimated  variously.  But,  witbeut  going be^ 
yond  what  is  found  on  tbe  files  of  the  War  Department,  in  the 
Agent's  own  acts,  in  tlie  official  correspondence,  and  in  his  own  dis- 
tinct  avowals,  your  committee  feel  assured  of  the  conclusions  that 
are  embodied  in  tbe  following  resolution,  and  which  they  therefore 
recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  House ; 

Besolved  by  the  Striate  €nd  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Georgia  in  (f£neral  ^ssemhhi  inet,  ana  it  is  hereby  resoived  as  the  sense 
of  the  same,  Tliat  the  present  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  tfao  Creek 
Nation  has  heretofore*  at  least  since  the  Fall  of  1823,  been  reeardleas 
alike  of  his  duties  to  the  Genet*alOovernment,and  of  the  well-being  of 
the  Indians  under  his  charge;  that  the  very  considerable  power  in.his 
bands  of  affecting  tlie  interestsof  this  State,  has  been  prostituted  to  pur- 
poses unworthy  in  themselves,  and  foreign  from  the  objects  of  his  ap- 
pointment; thaty  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  objects  of  private 
interest,  and  purposes  arising  in  the  strife  of  State,  polities,  have 
mainly  influenced  and  governed  his  conduct;  and  that  he  has  hence 
been  either  the  advocate  or  the  opponent  of  the  rigliU  of  thiis  State» 
as  those  rights  have  hapi^ened,  from  time  to  time,  to  coineidft  fritb»  or 
stand  opposed  to,  the  private  advantage  of  him  or  hisfll*ie<ids  and  his  po- 
litical predelictions ;  to  which,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  he  has 
long  been  and  now  is  willing  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of  the  General 
C^vernment,  and  the  happiness  and  safety  of  the  Creek  Indians-} 
jtbat  his  continuance  in  office  hitherto  has  been*  and,  hereafter,  will 
bot  greatly  to  the  injury  of  this  State;  and  that  the  confidence  of  a 
Jarge  part  of  the  Creek  Nation  is  now  so  irrecoverably  alienated 
from  him,  that  it  would^  hereafter,  be  impossible  for  him  to  administer 
;and  superintend  their  affairs  to  their  advantage  and  comfort,  even  if 
he  was  disposed  so  to  do ;  and  that  this  Legislature  do  request  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  remove  the  said  Agent  from  office ; 
and,  to  the  end  that  all  due  and  proper  proof  of  his  deUnqii^cy  may 
be  made, 

Be  it  further  resolved^  That  his  Excelleney  the  Governor  do  ap- 
point two  or  moi'O  fit  and  proper  ]iei^ons  to  collect  and  receive  evi- 
dence therisin,  and  that  such  persons,  when  so  appointed  by.bia  Exr 
cellency  the  Governor,  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  power  of  send- 
ing for  persons  and  papers,  and  of  examining;  witnesses,  that  is 
vested  in  either  or  both  Houses  of  this  LegislaUii^e* 

Mdbeitfurtlifir  resolved.  That  his  Excellency  tbe  Governor  be, 
and  he  is  hci-eby,  requested  to  transmit  to  the  President  ol  the  United 
States  a  copy  of  tjiis  report,  resolution,  and  the  accompanying  docu- 
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mentsi  or  sacfa  ptrts  thereof  ^9  arc  not  now  in  possession  o(  the 
President- 
Read  and  agreed  to.

Commissioner^  relative  to  the  improper  interference  of  John  Crowell. 
the  Governmental  Agent  for  the  Creek  ^atioKf  with  the  late  Treaty 
concluded  for  the  use  of  Georgia. 

1st.  PIpase  state  whetlier  or  not  you  havct  at  any  time,  beard  the 

?ndian  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  express  any  determination  to  restrict 
he  nation  from  ceding  lands  to  this  State,  so  far  as  he  might  have 
it  in  his  power ;  if  yea,  please  state  when  and  where  it  was  ;  ondef 
what  circumstances  this  resolution  was  avowed,  and  upon  what  con- 
dition it  was  predicated  P 

2d.  Relate,  if  you  pipase,  any  conversations  you  m$iy  have  had 
with  persons  connected  with,  or  in  the  employ  of,  the  Agent,  an4 
which  would  manifest  the  hostility  of  the  latter  to  the  interest  oP 
Creorgia  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government. 

Sd.  Hare  you  reasons  to  believe  that  the  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  was 
decidedly  inimical  to  the  cession  of  territory  by  the  Creeks,  and  that 
^e  interposed  obstacles  to  obstruct  such  cession  ?  If  so,  be  so  good 
as  to  state  what  are  the  grounds  of  that  belief. 

4th.  Relate  all  you  know  which  would  implicate  the  Agent,  Col. 
Gro^ell,  witli  having  improperly  intermeddled  with  the  interests  of 
this  State,  or  with  having  instigated  the  late  massacres  of  Mcintosh 
and  his  friends,  in  the  Indian  country.  Were,  or  were  not,  the  acts 
of  the  Sub-Agent  referred  to  by  you,  known  to  the  Agent  ^  if  yea, 
did  he,  or  did  he  not,  attempt  to  ripstrain  tbpm,  and  was  be  requested 
f  0  to  do  ? 

State  of  Georgia. 

Duncan  G.  Campbell  appeared  under  process  of  subpoena  before 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  and  being  sworn  in  the 
presence  of  said  committee,  and  furnished  with  interrogatories^  and 
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also  with  a  resolution  or  the  committep,  touching  the  inquiry  \vhich 
lias  been  instituted  into  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  for  the  Creek  na- 
tion.  answered  as  follows  : 

The  interrogatories  propounded  to  examinanty  seem  to  him  toatimit 
of  consolidation,  and  of  an  answer  of  more  general  tenor  than  tlio 
ioterrogatorics  themselves  would  appear  to  contemplate. 

They  require  the  relation  of  all  facts  within  the  knowledge  of  cx- 
aminanty  giving  to  shew  the  hostility  of  the  Agent  of  Indian  Aflairs 
*'  to  the  interests  of  Georgia^  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment/' 

They  require  the  belief  of  the  examinant,  and  the  reasons  of  it, 
whether  the  Agent  was  not  decidedly  inimical  to  the  cession  of  ter- 
ritory by  the  Creeks. 

They  require  the  statement  of  all  facts  which  would  implicate  the 
Agent  with  having  instigated  the  late  massacres  of  Mcintosh  and 
liis  friends  in  the  Creek  nation. 

They  require  to  be  related  all  conversations  which  examinant  may 
have  had  with  the  connections  or  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Agent* 
which  would  manifest  the  hostility  of  the  latter  to  the  interest  of 
Georgia,  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government. 

The  two  latter  requirements  of  the  interrogatories  may  be  briefly 
disposed  of  thus : 

There  is  no  fact  within  my  knowledge,  which  would  implicate  the 
Agent  with  having  instigated  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh  and  his 
friends  in  the  Indian  country. 

Of  the  persons  with  whom  I  have  conversed  upon  the  subject  of 
the  treaty  before  it  was  concluded,  1  know  not  \Ahich  of  them,  or 
whether  any  were  in  the  employ  of  the  Agent.  I  have  heard  indivi- 
duals, and  amongst  them  a  connection  of  the  Agents  make  declara- 
tions which  I  considered  inimical  to  the  interests  of  Georgia,  and 
the  policy  of  the  General  Government.  These  I  supposed  to  be  su- 
perinduced by  interest  or  prejudice,  or  botli ;  and  regarding  them  as 
silly  and  inconsistent,  and  perhaps  irrelevant,  I  omit  to  detail  them. 

These  two  latter  grounds  being  disposi!;d  of,  I  am  carried  back  to 
the  two  first,  and  they,  in  substance,  resolve  themselves  into  one. 
which  isdirectcd  to^ the  simple  inquiry  of,  whether  from  conversations 
which  I  have  had  with  the  Agent,  and  from  other  facts,  it  is  not  my 
belief  that  he  was  "  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Georgia 
and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,'^  as  connected  with  the 
cession  of  the  Creek  territory. 

I  cannot  resist  the  belief,  that  he  was  opposed  to  a  treaty.  I  had  a 
conversation  with  him  in  November,  182S,  just  after  Commissioners 
bad  returned  from  an  unsuccessful  mission  to  the  Cherokees.  We 
had  both  been  disappointed  in  our  wishes  and  calculations  as  to  the 
result  of  the  Governor's  election,  and  expressed  to  each  other  that 
disappointment  in  terms  of  feeling  and  regret.  In  the  course  of  con- 
versation, we  spoke  of  the  prospect  of  a  negotiation  with  the  Creeks 
for  a  cession  ot  territory.  Tlie  Agent  observed,  in  substance,  that  he 
had  bad  the  thing  fixed  :  and,  I  tliiiik.  added,  that  we  should  have  got 
the  land  b^low  the  Federal  Road.     He  advised  me  to  resign  my  ap- 
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pointment  ufi  United  States'  Commissionery  intimaiing  that  the  re* 
suit  of  the  election  had  operated  a  change  in  his  feelings  in  that  ro« 
gafd.  The  conversation  was  desultory^  and  regarding  it  as  the  efiu- 
sion  of  the  moment,  it  did  not  impress  me  so  strongly  as  that  1  am 
now  able  to  make  a  more  minute  detail.  1  did  not  consider  these  de- 
clarations at  the  time,  as  evidence  of  **  aottled  hostility  to  the  inter* 
ests  of  Georgia*  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,  or  of 
a  disposition,  decide<Hy  inimical  to  a  cession  of  territory  by  tbo 
Creeks."  On  this  accoiHit*  I  did  afterwards,  in  the  Summer  of  last 
year,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  to  my  colleague,  express  a  con- 
fidence that  the  Agent  would  <*  afford  us  all  the  facilities  within  bis 
control." 

The  written  correspondenco  >f  hich  I  conducte<l  with  the  Agent 
previous  to  the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  my  correspondence  with 
the  War  Department  in  January,  and  the  entire  proceedings  which 
occurred,  pending  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs  in  February,  I  per- 
ceive are  before  the  committee.  Fi*om  these  I  derive  the  fact  of  the 
Agent's  assumed  neutrality  at  Broken  Arrow,  which  the  President 
determined  to  be  incompatible  with  his  duty;  the  fact  that  he  fail- 
ed to  report  or  restrain  the  adverse  movements  of  his  assistant  agent; 
and  the  fact  that,  by  his  letter  of  the  13th  February  last,  he  aimed  to 
prevent  the  rtitification  of  a  treaty,  to  the  formalities  of  whicli  he  had 
before  made  no  objections,  and  which  had  obtained  the  sanction  of  his 
official  attestation. 

Having  given  my  belief,  and  the  reasons  of  it,  as  required  by  tlie 
interrogatories  exhibited,  and  perceiving  no  other  matter  material  to 
be  answered,  1  subscribe  these  my  answers,  and  submit  the  same  to 
the  committee.

Interrogat^Jiies  to  be  put  to  ^tajor  James  Meriwether  relative  to  the 
^genf,  CoU  CroJvelL 

1st.  Have  you  any  reasons  to  believe  that  the  Indian  Agent,  Col. 
i  Crowell,  has  improperly  interfered  with  the  rights  and  interest  of 

I  Georgia,  or  was  concerned  in  instigating  the  recent  murders  in  the 

nation  ?  if  yea,  please  state  what  are  the  grounds  of  that  belief. 

To  the  first  part  of  the  interrogation,  I  answer,  that  I  have ;  and 
tlie  following  are  tiie  reasons  of  that  belief. 
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In  a  convenation  I  bad  with  Col.  Campbell  the  second  week  in 
jlovember  last,  in  reference  to  the  dispositions  of  the  Agent,  Co- 
biiel  Crowell  to  promote  our  success  in  the  approaching  negotiation, 
ike  gave  me,  sobstantially,  the  following  account  That  Col.  Crow- 
dly  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  in  which  Gov.  Troup  was  elected,  said 
to  him  (Col.  Campbell)  ''  that  he  had  prepared  the  Indians  to  cede  a 
part  of  their  landa^''  or,  ^that  he  had  it  all  iixed,"  distinctly  intimating, 
however,  that,  as  Xi*oup  had  been  elected  Governor,  he  must  not  ex- 
pect  success  to  attend  any  application  which  niight  be  made  to  the 
Indians  ubile  be  (Troup)  was  in  office,  and  concluded  by  advising 
him  (Campbell)  to  resign. 

Taking  into  view,  however,  the  time  when,  and  the  occasion  upon 
which  this  declaration  wait  made,  I  attributed  it  to  the  excitement  of 
the  moment,  consequent  upon  his  disappointment  in  the  issue  of  the 
contest  between  Governor  Troup  and  Captain  Talbot  But  in  this 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  1  was  mistaken. 

Ist.  Because  Col.  Crowell  neglected  to  communicate  to  the  War 
Department,  or  the  Commissioners,  the  <'  Tuckabatchee  Talk,''  which 
I  believe  had  boon  held  principally  by  the  Chiefs  on  the  Alabama  side 
of  the  NatioBy  with  a  view  to  prevent  our  success,  in  the  Spring  of 
18S4»  and  was  known  to  the  Agent  as  early  as  the  month  of  June^ 
tfaereafier. 

2<L.  Because  he  assumed  a  neutral  position,  as  he  stated,  during  the 
negotiation  at  Broken  Arrow^  and  did  not  afford  us  that  aid  which 
ygnfe  had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  Agent  ef  the  Grovernment,  in  pro- 
moting its  views,  especially  when  he  frequently  declared  hisconvic- 
tiea  that  an  exchange  of  Territory  and  a  removal  to  the  West  of  the 
MLississippi,  would  essentially  benefit  the  Nation ;  and  when  the  pro- 
posal we  had  made,  or  intended  to  make,  was  communicated  to  him, 
he  observed  that  the  Indians  would  be  fools  if  they  did  not  accept  it. 
3d.  Because  I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  Col.  Crowell  knew  of  the 
■aoveawm,  by  which  the  departure  of  the  Cussetahs  from  the  Indian 
Springs  was  effected,  after  we  had  been  informed  of  their  willingness 
te  enter  into  a  Treaty.    The  reasons  for  which  belief,  are,  that,  from 
the  devotion  of  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  (whose  agency  on  that  occa- 
aioa  was  proven  to  my  satisfaction)  to  Col.  Crowell,  and  his  lodg- 
ing in  the  same  room  with  him,  I  cannot  believe  he  would  have  taken 
m  step  so  responsible  without  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  Agent* 
These  circumstances  may  have  made  a  stronger  impression  on  my 
miad,  than  they  might  have  done  on  others;  and,  if  they  be  too  strongs 
1  hope  it  will  be  made  apparent,  but  they  constitute  the  ground  of  my 
belief;  and,  as  such,  I  offer  them  to  the  Committee. 

To  the  latter  part  of  the  interrogatory  I  answer,  that  I  have  no  rea- 
son to  believe  that  he  was  concerned  in  tlie  recent  murders  in  the  Na- 
tjony  other  than  those  already  in  possession  of  the  Committee

Relate  any  facts  wliich  may  go  to  sJiew  the  determination  of 
tlie  hostile  Indians  to  murder  Mcintosh*  and  which  occurred  previ- 
ously to  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  of  Georgia>  to  ob- 
tain the  consent  of  the  Indians  to  survey  the  Territory. 

5th.  Do.  or  do  not,  the  Creek  Indians  hostile  to  the  treaty^  express 
at  this  time  their  firm  Vesolve  never  to  abandon  the  Territory  ;  and 
particularly  when  asked  whether  they  would  consent  to  have  the 
Territory  surieyed,  after  September*  1826,  do  they,  or  do  they  not. 
deny  any  more  right  on  the  part  of  the  State  at  that  time,  than  at  tho 
present  ? 

6th.  Were  any  of  the  Indians  who  murdered  Mcintosh,  painted? 

7th.  Were  there  any  guns  discharged  at  Chilly  Mcintosh. 
'  8th.  State  whether  or  not,  you  have  heard  the  Indians  say,  during 
your  stay  among  them,  that  Mcintosh's  giving  his  consent  to  have 
the  Territory  surveyed,  had  caused  or  hastened  his  death  ;  or,  on  the 
conti*ary,  have  they  not  uniformly  attributed  his  murder  to  his  ced- 
ing the  land  ? 

JinsTvers  of  Frauds  Floitrnay,  before  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 

Itepubfic* 

To  the  first  question  he  answers : 

Witness  was  at  General  Mcintosh's  the  morning  of  hf»  marder^ 
conversed  with  one  Ilutman,  a  white  man,  who  was  also  there;  ob- 
served to  Uutman  that  that  was  a  rough  way  of  doing  business.  He 
answered  yes.  but  it  was  their  way;  he  said  he  was  sent  by  the  head 
Chiefs  as  Interpreter,  &c. 

To  the  2d.  IIo  was  last  week  two  days  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
Creek  Nation,  and  mixed  much  with  the  Indians,  and  after  speaking 
with  them  on  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  they  answered  it  was  good;  it 
was  in  pursuance  of  a  law  he  helped  to  make  at  the  Pole  Cat  Springs, 
and  published  at  Broken  Arrow. 

Ta  the  3d.  A  little  before  the  ratification  of  tho  Treaty,  and  be* 
fore  Colonel  Lamar  went  out  to  the  Nation,  witness  was  in  the  Na* 
lion,  and  there  saw  a  white  man,  who  had  married  an  Indian  woman 
and  resided  in  the  Nation.  He  had  moved  with  his  stock  down  near 
the  Early  line,  and  gave  for  reason*  the  Indians  were  dissatisfied 
with  the  Treaty ;  that  Colonel  Joim  Crowell  had  gone  on  to  prevent 
the  ratification  of  it  ^  that  the  Indians  had  determined,  if  that  mea- 
sure failed,  to  kill  Mcintosh;  this  would  certainly  ]n*oducea  war, 
and  ho  wished.  In  that  event,  to  be  near  the  line  with  his  stock;  that 
he  might  conveniently  move  them  out  of  the  Nation. 
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Td  tiie  4th.  ifVitness  conversed  with  a  wliite  man,  and  several,  say 
fnioi  twelve  to  twenty,  of  the  hostile  Indians  last  week|  they  said^ 
*  that  the  Itidians  would  hold  themselves  in  readiness,  and  kilt  the  first 
fiurveyor  who  stretched  a  chain  across  the  land,  and  then  kill  all 
those  who  afterwards  came  to  survey  it.  Witness  asked  thera,  if 
they  would  not  allow  it  to  be  surveyed  after  the  time  was  out ;  they 
said  the  time  would  never  be  out;  that  those  who  made  the  treaty 
Were  dcaiU  and  that  there  was  now  no  treaty.  The  vi-hite  man  said^ 
that  one  of  their  chiefs  had  marked  the  size  of  his  foot,  and  said  the 
whites  should  never  have  that  much  of  their  land,  while  there  was 
an  Indian  living  in  the  Nation  ;  that  the  white  men  might  manure 
the  land  with  the  bodies  of  the  Indians,  and  walk  upon  their  bones. 
Witncf??^  then  asked  the  old  vrhite  man,  (whose  naiiie  was  liarol,  or 
TIarod,)  to  tell  him,  seriously,  whether  he  did  not  think  the  Indians 
would  consent  to  th^  survey  of  the  lands,  after  the  1st  of  September, 
18^6.  He  damned  the  day,  and  asked  the  tvitnesd  what  he  thought 
the  Indians  knew  or  cared  for  that  day  ;  they  would  a^  soon  the  whiter 
people  should  have  It  no\t  aS  thcri,  but  were  determined  tbey  never  , 
jshould  have  it. 

To  the  5th.  A  good  riiany  of  the  Indiahs  who  mdrdered  Mcintosh 
were  painted.  Witness  says  several*  perhaps  from  twelve  to  twen- 
ty, guns  were  shot  in  the  direction  that  Chilly  Mcintosh  and  Ken- 
nard  retreated  ;  the  Indians  said  they  had  discharged  these  guns  at 
two  men,  who  witness  is  cej'tatn  wasKennard  and  Chilly  Mcintosh. 
Witness  from  the  time,  distance,  and  direction,  hatd  previously  no 
doubt  of  the  fact.  Witness  never  heard  tll^  Indians,  or  any  of  them, 
fiuggestthat  Mcintosh  having  agreed  to  permit  the  land  to  be  sur- 
veyed, was  wlint  they  killed  him  for ;  the  reasbn  given  by  thehostiles 
to  witness,  and  in  his  presence  to  Mcintosh's  fainily,  and  others,  was^ 
uniformly,  that  he  had  broken  the  law,  which  was  frecjuently  explain- 
eil  to  mean  the  law  of  the  Pole  Cat  Springs ;  they  last  Mrfeek  suggest- 
vi\f  that,  if  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  survey  the  land,  it  would 
produce  diQiculty,  but  he  hever  before  heard  them  say  any  thing  about 
surveyings ;  and  on  thib  late  occasion,  he  did  not  learn  that  tlie  ques- 
tion of  surveying  ever  had  produced  any  difficulty.

The  exanvinant,  William  W,  Williamson,  being  called  on  by  the 
Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Republic,  to  answer  interrogatories 
exiiibited  to  liim  touching  the  conduct  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  John 
Crowcll,  and  others,  pending  the  different  negotiations  with  the  Creek 
Ipdians,  at  Broken  Arrow  and  the  Indian  Springs,  for  ansx^er  saitb: 
Ji'Jial  cjuittittOA;.  ^'na  at  Broken  AtTQW  aj^d  JIlo  Indiaa  ^u*i»£|i^ 
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pencltng  the  different  negotiations  with  the  Indians,  and  was  also 
«on)e  time  in  the  nation  in  the  interval  between  the  different  negoti- 
ations. 

On  my  way  to  the  nation  to  notify  the  chiefs  to  attend  the  treaty  at  the 
Indian  Springs^  it  was  nece8sary«  from  my  instrtictions,  to  apprize  the 
Agent  of  my  business,  and  to  obtain  all  the  necessary  information  as  to 
the  manner,  &c.  of  giving  out  broken  days  to  the  different  towns.  The 
Agent  stated  to  me«  that  he  had  received  instructions  on  the  subject 
from  Colonel  Campbell,  and  had  despatched  messengers,  and  he 
presumed  that  the  information  would  generally  be  known  in  time.  I 
stated  to  him,  the  Agent,  that  I  was  particularly  instructed  by  Col. 
Campbell  to  notify  the  Tuckabatchee  chiefs ;  that  he  deemed  their 
presence  all  important,  or  that  they  should,  at  least,  be  notified  by 
«  white  man.  The  Agent,  in  reply,  stated  th^t  the  Tockabatcliee,  or 
Upper  Town  chiefs,  were  in  council  at  that  time,  and  that  be  had 
despatched  his  brother,  Thomas  Crowell,  who,  he  had  nodoubt,  would 
find  them  in  council,  and  bis  notification  would  obviate  the  necessity 
of  my  going  apy^farthcr.  I  inquired  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell. 
the  object  of  the  meeting  at  Tuckabatchee.  H0  Mplied,  that  the  Go- 
vernor of  Alabama  had  made  a  demand  of  the  Big  Warrior  to  deliver 
up  the  murderers,  or  supposed  murderers,  of  a  family  within  the  limits 
of  Alabama,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  tlie  Big 
Warrior,  that  the  Governor  would  send  his  cavalry  into  the  nation, 
and  take  the  Big  Warrior,  and  have  him  hung;  and  that  the  Warrior 
was  in  great  distress,  and  had  convened  the  chiefs  on  that  subject. 

I  do  not  recollect  that  I  made  any  further  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  the  council,  after  leaving  the  Agency,  until  after  my  arrival  at 
Chatahootchie :  there  I  understood  that  tlie  friends  of  Gen.  Mcintosh 
were  excluded  from  the  council,  or  were  not  invited  ;  that  they  could 
learn  nothing  from  any  of  the  Indians  tliat  went  on,  or  were  going ; 
and,  from  the  circumstance  of  so  much  secrecy,  tlie  belief  was  that 
their  object  was  to  break  General  Mcintosh.  I  afterwards  made  Hi» 
same  inquiry  of  Colonel  Hambly :  his  reply  was  evasive.  I  then 
stated  what  I  had  heard,  relative  to  the  demand  of  the  Governor  of 
Alabama.  He  siro^ily  implied,  that  the  Big  Warrior  was  too  far  gone 
to  feel  any  thing  Mke  fear.  I  thouglit  I  iliscovered  considerable  re- 
fuctance  on  his  part,  in  giving  me  any  .^liitisfaction  as  to  my  inquiries 
on  that  subject,  and  I  pressed  the  inquiry  no  fuHher. 

I  had  frequent  c<»nversations  with  Colonel  Hambly,  the  Interpreter. 

In  the  course  of  our  conversations,  he  frequently  stated  to  mc  that 
the  Upper  Town  chiefs,  in  the  Square,  at  Tuckabatchee,  had  place<I 
the  power  entirely  with  him  ;  that  he  held  the  yea  or  nay  of  that  sec- 
tion of  the  nation  ;  and  that  if  he  (Hambly)  said  makea  treaty,  they 
would  do  so ;  and,  if  he  was  opimsed  to  it,  they  would  act  according  to 
his  wishes; 

I  received  the  information  from  Hambly.  of  the  Sub  agent.  Walker, 
being  dismissed.  We  had  considerable  conversation  on  the  subject 
of  Walki^r's  removal,  and  also  the  situation  of  Colonel  Crowell.  He 
(Hambly)  w«s  under  an  impression  that  he  (the  Agent)  was  strongly 
censured  by  the  Commissioners,  and  that  the  object  of  Col.  Camp- 
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belPs  visit  to  the  City  of  Washington  was  to  prefer  charg!(»  a^aiitst  tKi9 
Agent.  I  gave  him  thcstrongest  assurances  that  his  impressions,  as  to 
the  objectof  Colonel  Campbell*  was  all  a  mistake ;  that  he  had  no  such 
views.  I  was  induced  to  belipve,  from  various  circiifiiHtances«  wliirh 
I  deem  unneressary  to  statei  that  he  would  not  he  in  the  way  of  the 
Commissioners  in  the  pending  negotiation;  and,  in  all  ol'our  converse- 
tion,  when  speaking  as  to  the  stand  that  he  would  take,  he  generally 
concluded  by  the  same  remark*  that  he  did  not  know  what  he  would 
do  if  the  Agent  could  be  saved. 

We  also  had  lengthy  conversations  as  to  the  policy  of.  the  Gcnpral 
Oovernment  in  removing  the  Indians  We^t  of  the  Mississippi*  which 
he  believed  was  the  best  policy  that  could  be  adopted  for  the  interc<«t 
of  the  nation.  Tlie  claims  of  Georgia*  he  had  no  doubt«  would  bo 
satisfied;  and,  if  the  Indians  were  to  be  removed*  which  he  did  not 
doubt  the  sooner  the  bettf^r.  On  the  second  day  of  the  treaty*  he  pro- 
fnised  me  he  would  give  me  a  derinitc  answe^v  as  to  the  ground  he 
>youId  occupy  on  the  subject  of  the  treaty. 

After  the  convention  of  the  Indians  at  the  JSfinei[a^l, Springs,  there 
was  evidently  a  change  in  the  conduct  of  Hambly  ;  he  was  distant* 
and  reluctant  at  entering  into  a  ponversation  on  the  subject  of  the 
treaty. 

On  the  subject  of  the  sudden  departure  of  a  part  of  the  chiefs  from 
the  treaty  ground,  I  have  already  reported*  which  report  I  have  un- 
derstood was  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Conimittie. 

I  have  heard  a  great  number  of  the  Indians  that  could  speak  English, 
and  others,  as  stated  by  those  that  understood  the  English  language, 
^peak  in  the  highe3t  possible  terms  of  General  Mrlr.tosh.  The  old 
chief  Tuskcnsiha  and  Tuckabatchechajo*  two  of  the  Cusetas  that  lef$ 
the  treaty  ground,  stated  t»i  me,  through  James  Hands,  my  inter- 
preter* that  they  were  friends  to  Mcintosh*  and  to  tell  him  ths^t  their 
hands  and  hearts  were  with  him^  I  do  not  understand  the  language 
inyscif,  and  had  to  depend  on  my  Interpreter:  how  far  his  statement 
may  be  true*  I  cannot  tell.  I  do  not  know  that  I  ran  give  any  sub- 
stantial reason  for  tielieving  that  Hambly  would  subserve  the  views  of 
the  Agent.  I  did*  and  yet  believe,  that  Hambly  was  the  cau^c  of  the 
Indians  leaving  the  treatj  ground  at  the  Indian  Springs,  and,  under 
the  then  excitement  of  feeling,  and  the  statement  of  one  chief*  I  wa^ 
disposed  to  believe  that  Colonel  Crowell  was  privy  to  the  arrange- 
ment; and  it  is  from  that  circumstance*  connected  with  various  causes, 
that  would  not  bear  detailing*  that  induced  pae  to  believe  that  the 
j|gcnt  xyas  unfriendly  to  the  treaty. 

I  have  had  but  little  conversation  with  Henry  Crowell  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  treaty.  On  my  way  out  to  Broken  Arrow*  I  called  at 
^enry  Crowell's,  I  think  the  same  evening  that  he  arrived  home  from 
the  treaty  ground.  On  my  inquiring  the  prospects  of  success,  on  the 
subj^t  of  Ihe  treaty,  he  stated  to  me  that  the  Commissioners  would 
not  succeed  in  their  negotiation.  On  my  inquiring  as  to  the  reasons 
or  causes  of  failure*  he  stated,  as  one*  that  he  was  opposed  to  the 
freaty ;  that  no  land  should  be  ot^tained  under  ti\o  administration  qf 
l^overpor  Tfoup. 
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T.>  the  14tli  interrogatory,  he  answers.:  tliat  he  understood  in  the 
nation,  that  the  answer  received  from  Big  Warrior  disappoi^^ted  his 
friends  and  adherents-  His  advfce,  he  karnerft  was  to  soothe  Mcln- 
tosh:  for  that  he  had  the  power  to  sell  the  whole  territory.  This 
powei^,  it  was  said,  was  delegated  to  him  by  |iower  of  attorney*  in 
1817. 

To  the  15th,  tlie  witness  answers:  that  Hambly,  the  Interpreter, 
distinctly  &bit<^  to  Mni.  that  he  had  <lefeated  the  treaty  at  Broken 
Arrow;  that  he  once  thogght  the  Commissioners  would  succeed<  but 
^hat  he  had  used  every  effort  to  prevent  the  treaty,  and  had  pi*evailed.

1st.  Were,  or  wore  you  not,  at  the  store  of  Thomas  Crowell,  in  the 
"Creek  Nation,  on  the  £Oth  of  April,  of  the  present  year,  or  sometime 
fluring  that  mpntli  ?  If  so,  please  state  whether  or  not  you  saw  the 
United  States'  Agent.  Col.  John  Crowell  ?  If  yea,  please  s?ate  whc« 
thcr  or  not  you  licard  him  make  use  of  the  following  expressions,  or 
words  of  similar  import :  *^  Damned  cowards ;  [  always  bated  them ; 
I  still  hate  them,  worse  and  worse.  Any  People  that  would  suflTerone 
man  to  sell  their  nation  ought  to  die  and  go  to  Bell.  I  once  put  that 
fellow,  (meaning  Mcintosh.)  down,  where  he  ought  to  remain  ;  but 
the  Big  W^arrior  and  Little  Prince  reinstated  him.  I  hope  the  Big 
AVarrior  is  gone  to  Hell  for  it,  and  that  the  Little  Prince  may  soon 
follow  him.  When  I  was  at  Washington,  I  communicated  to  Gen, 
•Tackson  the  grievances  of  this  People  ^  he,  with  a  voice  of  wonder, 
asked  if  the  Creek  Nation  had  lost  all  spirit  of  resentment?*' 

2d.  If  you  did  not  hear  the  above  expressions  as  quoted,  relate 
what  you  did  hear  on  the  subject,  and  whether  any  persons  were 
present  ? 

To  the  first  question,  he  answers,  <*  I  was." 
To  the  second,  he  answers,  •*!  did.** 

To  the  third,  he  answers,  *»I  did  hear  the  Agent  make  use  of  those 
\^ords.'* 
To  the  fourth,  he  answers,  "  I  beard  nothing  more.'*

Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  see  the  Indian  A^nt,  Colonel  John 
Crowell  ?  If  so,  state  on  what  day  you  saw  him,  the  time  of  day 
when  you  parted  from  him,  and  the  place. 

Sd.  Please  say,  whether  or  not  you  saw  any  pakited  Indians  in  the 
Creek  country ;  if  so,  where  ?  how  many  ?  where,  and  what  direc- 
tion were  they  travelling? 

4th.  Did  you  understand,  while  in  the  Nation,  the  cause  or  causes 
of  the  excitement  among  the  Indians,  and  from  whom  P 

Mr.  Spencer  answers  to  the  first  question :  I  have  travelled 
through  the  Creek  Nation  twice,  within  about  six  months  last  past. 

To  the  second  :  I  saw  him  on  Friday  night,  the  fi9th  of  April,  at 
Thomas  Crowell's,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chattahoochee ;  did  not 
sec  him  the  next  morning. 

To  the  third :  I  met  several  Indians  about  ten  or  fifteen  miles 
this  side  of  the  Chattahoochee ;  there  were  twenty  or  thirty  of  them, 
some  of  them  were  painted ;  they  were  travelling  towards  Thomas 
CrovvelTs. 

To  th»ttfourth  :  I  understood,  as  I  went  out,  in  March,  their  dis. 
satisfaction  was  on  account  of  the  late  treaty.  Their  faces  were 
painted  red  ;  tiiere  was  a  ball  play  in  that  quarter,  as  I  understood, 
on  that  day  ;  never  understood  that  Indians  painted  for  ball  plays ; 
attended  once  a  small  ball  play,  and  the  Indians  were  not  painted  ; 
a  part  of  tliem  were  on  horseback ;  had  no  ball  sticks  or  guns  with 
them  ;  they  were  not  all  painted.  Witness  understood  the  ball  play 
was  at  or  near  Spains,  which  is  about  thirty  miles  this  side  of  the 
Chattahoochee.  The  Indians  were  going  in  the  contrary  direction 
from  the  ball  play.  Left  Thomas  Crowell  a  little  after  sunrise  ;  made 
but  a  short  stop  until  he  met  with  the  Indians,  which  he  thinks  was  be- 
fore twelve  o'clock ;  and  that  he  does  not  know  that  Colonel  Crow- 
ell saw  these  Indians.

1st.  If  you  are  privy  to  any  facts  or  conversations,  which  would 
show  the  hostility  of  Colonel  John  Crowell  to  the  interest  of  Georgist 
and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,  or  which  would  implicate 
liim«  Colonel  John  Crowell,  of  instigating  the  late  massacres  of 
Mcintosh  and  his  friends,  please  state  the  same,  fully  and  at  large. 

2d.  Please  state,  if  you  know,  the  relationship  which  exists  be- 
tween Henry  Crowell  ami  the  Agent,  C.olonel  John  Crowell. 
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Ansuvers  of  Harris  AUeUj  hrfore  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Allen  was  pi-esent  at  the  time  of  the  la&t  session^  he  thinks^ 
^heri  Henry  Crowell  was  conversing  with  several  persons  in  respect 
to  the  contract  for  pnivisions,  and  about  the  treaty^  and  whether  any 
land  would  be  obtained.  Henry  Crowell,  after «using  some  very  pro- 
fane language  on  the  subject,  said,  we  would  not  get  a  damned  foot  of 
land  5  and,  after  repeating  this  assertion,  he  said,  we  should  not  get 
any  land,  unless  some  particular  persons  (not  naming  them)  were 
damned  well  greased.  Witness  cannot  express  any  opinion  as  to  who 
was  meant  to  be  greased. 

Second  (luestion.  Witness  answers.  That  Henry  and  John  Cro- 
well were  known  as  brothers,  generally:  he  understands  Henry 
Crowell  resides  in  the  nation  ;  John  Crowell  was  not  present  at  the 
time,  and  witness  does  not  know  that  bis  name  was  mentioned  ^  un- 
derstands Henry  Crowell  trades  in  the  nation,  under  a  license  from 
bis  brotlter,  the  Agent.

1st.  Were  you,  or  were  you  not,  in  the  Creek  country,  immediately 
derore  or  since  the  late  treaty  ?  If  yea«  please  say  whether  or  not  you 
had  an  interview  with  Colonel  Jolin  Crowell,  his  agents,  or  connex- 
ions ;  and,  if  so,  w^hat  is  the  tenor  and  import  of  the  conversations 
heUl  With  you,  or  in  your  presence  and  hearing,  relative  to  the  treaty  ? 

2d.  Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  hear  any  thing  from  Colonel  Crow- 
e(K  his  agents  or  connexions,  w^hich  would  manifest  hostility  to  the 
policy  of  the  General  Government,  the  interests  of  Georgia,  or  the 
friendly  Indians,  and  which  wnuld  implicate  them  in  the  late  massacres 
and  disturbances  in  the  Creek  country  ?  If  yea;  please  state  the  same 
ftilly  and  at  large* 

To  the  first  interrogatory  exhibited  to  me  by  the  Committee,  I  an- 
swer :  That  I  was  on  my  return  from  Alabama  to  Georgia,  and 
called  at  Colonel  John  CrowelPs,  at  Fort  Mitchell,  on  the  27th  day 
of  April  last,  at  which  time  some  conversation  took  place  between 
myself  and  the  Agent,  respecting  the  late  treaty,  and  the  dissatisfac- 
tion of  a  part  of  the  Indians,  on  account  of  the  ratification  of  the 
name;  which  the  Indians  did  not  believe,  until  he  (Crowell)  returned 
from  Washington,  and  informed  them ;  which  information  appeared  to 
displease  a  part  of  the  Indians  belonging  to  tlie  Tuckabatchees,  &c. 
very  much. 

To  the  second  interrogatory,  I  answer):  That  Colonel  Crowell 
informed  me,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  tliat  General  Mcintosh 
was  at  that  time  at  his  residence,  with  a  guard  around  him,  and  that 
he  would  be  killed  by  the  party  opposed  to  the  treatjr.     And  further 
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stated,  that  there  was  not  one  Chief  in  the  nation,   who  knew  kUjr 
thing  about  sanctioning^  the  surveyinp;  of  that  part  of  the  land,  witicif 
falls  M'ithin  the  boundaries  of  Georgia^  except  McIntosb»  who  bad 
himself  atithorized  the  Governor  to  proclamate  the  same. 
Nothing  else  matet'ial  recollected^  in  answer  to  the  quesHons. 

A.  MILES. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Committee,  witness  further  states* 
that  he  understood  from  Crowell,  that  Mcintosh's  having  concur- 
red in  ceding  the  land,  was  the  cause  of  the  hostile  cfis|>osition  of  the 
Tuckabatclit'e  Indians. 

In  answer  to  an  interrogatory  frorti  the  Committee,  he  further  an- 
swers, that  Croweli  did  not  state  it  as  thougli  he  would  do  it ;  he, 
iiowever,  s|N>ke  very  confidently  of  it,  as  an  event  that  would  certain* 
ly  take  place  by  the  Indians.  Witness  says,  that  before  he  saw  Cro- 
weli, he  saw  certain  Indians,  who  said  they  belonged  to  the  Tucka- 
batchee  towns.  These  Indians  peemed  very  much  incensed,  and  saiit 
he  would  and  he  should  he  killed  :  they  gave  as  reason*  that  he  had 
been  instrumental  in  selling  their  lands,  without  their  consent.

During  last  ses- 
sion he  saw  Henry  Croweli  at  Mrs.  Huson's.  Witness  asked  him 
hfs  opinion  as  to  whether  we  should  get  any  land,  and  be  answered, 
with  an  oath,  that  he  did  not  think  we  should  get  one  foot     Be  al- 
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wmys  unierstDod  John  and  Henry  Cro^ell  were  brothers.  Crowell 
gave  no  rftsoa  for  saying  so,  that  the  witness  recollects.  Witness 
was  asked  whether  he  ever  told  any  person  that  Henry  Crowell  told 
bin  (the  witness)  that  it  was  true  be  was  here  with  proposals  to  fur- 
aisli  prorisions  for  the  treaty*  for  he  might  as  well  be  making  money 
as  any  body*  but  as  to  the  treaty*  he  would  be  damned  if  we  would 
get  as  nacfa  land  as  would  make  a  tnirying  ground.  Witness  an- 
sweredr  no  ^  I  never  told  any  person  so  as  I  know  of.

Ist  Have  yon  ever  been  present  at  a  council  of  the  Creek  Nation 
of  Indians  within  the  last  twelve  months  ?  If  yea*  please  state  where 
and  when  it  was  held. 

2d.  Did  the  Agents  Colonel  John  Crowell.  attend  said  council  ? 

3d.  Relate  all  you  know  that  came  within  your  observation  rcia- 
tive  to  the  conduct  of  the  Indians,  the  Agent,  and  other  white  men 
who  were  pre^nt  at  the  council. 

4th.  Did  you,  previous  to  the  proclamation^  observe  the  Agent  in 
conversation  with  Walker^  Doylo,  or  Hambly,  or  either  of  them  ? 

Jinswers  of  Elyah  M.  Amot  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Committer. 

To  the  first  question  he  answers: 

I  was  present;  in  July,  1824,  at  a  Council  of  the  Creek  Indians  at 
Broken  Arrow. 

To  the  second  question  he  answers :    I  did. 

To  the  third  question  he  answers  : 

It  was  announced  by  some  person  in  the  square  where  the  Council 
was  held,  that  something  was  to  be  read  or  communicated  that  they 
did  not  wish  the  white  people  to  hear*  Accordingly,  all  the  white 
people  retired  from  the  square*  among  the  re$t  Col.  Crowell  and  the 
witness,  leaving  ne  white  person  in  the  square  but  Hambly,  the  in- 
letyreter^  and  Walker*  the  Sub-agent.  Afterwards,  the  witness  be- 
in^  heliuid  the  cabin,  in  front  of  which  the  Council  was  held,  heard 
IValker  read  part  of  a  long  paper  which  was  translated  by  Hambly 
into  the  Indian  language.  The  following  was,  in  substance,  con- 
tained in  what  witness  heard  :  <<  We  speak  this  to  you  in  Council ; 
we  wish  you  to  live  like  the  Cherokces.  and  not  sell  your  lands,  or  a 
loot  of  them.''  Witness  understood  it  to  be  a  communication  from 
the  Cberokees.  Before  they  had  got  through  with  reading  it,  one 
Doyle^  a  white  man,  who  acted  as  marshal  on  the  occasion,  came  to 
witness  and  told  him  tliat  the  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  said  he  must  go 
away ;  that  be  must  not  hear  that  paper  read.  Col.  Crowell  was 
not  in  hearing  when  this  order  was  delivered  to  witness.  The  wit- 
ness then  went  away*  Witness  also  saw  them  reading  and  translat- 
ing another  piece,  of  which  be  heard  nothing,  but  understood,  ft^om 
27 
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the  tdk  ameng  them,  that  it  was  a  dNnnanicatioa  from  a  friend  ia 
Tennessee. 

To  the  fourth  interro^atorjr  he  answers : 

That  he  arrived  at  Thomas  CroweIl%  he  thinks^  or  Monday- or 
Tuesday  evening.  The  Council  commenced  its  sitting*  he  believes,  a 
little  before  or  after  he  got  there*  Col.  Crowell  was  there  when-  the 
witness  arrived.  The  Council  sat,  he  believes,  a  day  or  two  after 
witness  left  there*  Mcintosh  was  present  at  the  Council.  Witness 
understood  the  object  of  the  meeting  of  the  Indians  was  said  to  be 
to  receive  their  annuity  ;  at  least  they  did  there  receive  it.

1st*  Have  you  ever  heard  John  Crowcll  conversing  about  the  Creek 
Indians  ?    If  so,  when  was  this  7 
£d.  What  did  he  say  ? 

Witness  answers,  to  the  first  question,  that,  last  Sunday,  between 
breakfast  and  dinner,  he  heard  a  conversation  in  the  piazza,  either 
at  McComb's  or  Huson's,  between  two  persons,  one  of  whom  had  oa 
homespun  pantaloons,  and  the  other  being  a  man  of  rather  dark  com- 
plexion, whom  they  fi*equently  called  Col.  Crowell* 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  he  says  : 

That  Crowell,  speaking  of  the  Indians,  said,  **  These  Indians  are 
damned  fools ;  I  wonder  what  they  are  doing  here ;  I  will  have  them 
harnessed  and  taken  back."  He  was  asked,  by  the  |>erson  conversing 
with  him,  whether  he  did  not  think  the  lives  of  the  Indians  were  in 
danger  ?  He  answered,  no,  he  did  not  think  there  tlien  was  danger^ 
or  ever  had  been  danger*  He  was  asked  wivether  he  did  nojt  tinnk 
there  was  danger,  when  someof  them  were  killed  ?  He  said  Mcln- 
ttf^h  was  killed  in  pursuance  of  the  laws,  and  <<  damn  them,"  he  wish- 
ed more  of  them  bad  been  killed,  for  the  balance  would  then  have 
been  more  easily  governed.  He  was  asked  whether  he  did  not  consi- 
der himself  in  danger?  Crowell  asked  if  it  was  meant  the  laws  of 
this  State  ?  He  was  answered,  yes.  He  replied  he  did  not ;  that  he 
Considered  himself  out  of  their  reach*  He  was  told  it  would  cost  him 
a  good  deal  of  money*  He  said  he  expected  it  would,  but  he  expect- 
ed to  have  money  enough  to  pay  4bHt :  for  he  should  have  a  good  deal 
of  money  in  the  end,  let  the  thing  go  as  it  would.  The  gentleman 
told  him  he  believed  he  deserved  hanging,  upon  which  they  appeared 
to  be  both  very  mad,  and  walked  off. 

Witness  resides  in  the  seventh  district  of  Henry  County.  Hia 
brother  was  present  at  the  foregoing  conversation*

chieCs.  was  read  ;  and,  on  tbe  question  to  agree  thereto,  it  was  de- 
termined in  the  affirmative;  and  tbe  yeas  and  nays  being  required, 
are^yeas  31^  nays  18.     Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative,  are, 
Messrs.  Allen,    Baker^  Beall,  Blacksheart  Brown,  (of  Decatar,) 
Brown,  (of  Hancock,)  Cook,  Crawford,  Gamble.  Gibson,  Gilmore, 
Hardee,  Hardeman,  Holt,  Jones,  Little,  Maugham,  Maxwell,  Mc 
Crtmmon,  Miller,  Powers,  Prince,  Rawles,  Shaw,  Stocks,  Stokes, 
Taylor,  TIgnor,  Whitehead,  Wimberly,  and  Winn — 31.     lliose  who 
voted  in  the  n^ative,  are,  Messrs.  Blackstone,  Bezeman,  Cleveland, 
Coffee,  Johnson,  Mitchell,  Mobley,  Philips,  Sellers,  Strawn,  Swain, 
Sevilley,  Tennille.

A  message  waa  brought  from  Senate,  by  Mr.  Hansell,  their  Secre- 
taf7«' Informing  tbe  House  that  the  Senate  had  agreed  to  the  report  of 
fte  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
subject  of  tbe  conduct  of  the  Agent  of  Creek  Indian  Affairs,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  late  treaty  with  that  nation,  and,  also,  ip  respect  to  the 
amrder  of  Gen.  Mcintosh  and  others  of  the  Creek  chiefs ;  to  which 
they  desired  ironcurrence. 

Mr  Hardin  then  moved  to  concur  with  Senate  in  the  original 
report  and  resolutions,  as  read. 

Upon  which  motion  the  yeas  and  nays  were  required  to  be  record- 
ed, and  are,  yeas  64,  nays  28.

John  Crowett  to  Little  Prince* 

Creek  Agency,  July  25th^  1825^ 

Little  Prince  :  George  Stinson*  who  I  had  arrested  for  selling 
goodsy  without  license,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  Congress,  has  made 
his  escape  from  Doljell,  and,  Ipresume,has  returned  to  the  Creek  na- 
tion. The  President  of  the  United  States  has  directed  me,  in  all  cases, 
where  it  becomes  necessary,  to  arrest  a  white  man  in  tlie  Creek  nation, 
to  call  on  the  Chiefs  for  as  many  Indians  as  may  be  wanted  for  that 
purpose.  I  now  call  on  you,  as  tlie  head  man  of  the  nation,  to  order 
out  a  party  of  confidential  Indians,  and  have  him  taken  and  brought 
to  me  at  this  place,  in  course  of  next  week.  I  have  directed  Daniel 
Perriman  to  be  one  of  the  party. 

If  white  men  wish  to  live  in  the  Creek  nation,  they  must  not  violate 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  in  the  way  that  Stinson  has  done. 

About  one  Indian,  besides  Daniel  Perriman,  will  be  sufficient  to 
bring  him  to  this  place.

CM.  John  Crowell  to  Col.  fWUliam  HamHy^ 

Cbeek  AeENCTy  Mgust  22,  1823. 

Sir  :  I  received  your  letter  by  Kiich,  giving  an  account  of  the  con- 
duct ttf  MdnlOBfa^  relative  to  Stinson. 

1  sbodd  be  glad  if  my  Inisiness  would  admit  of  my  going  to  Cliat* 
takoochie  at  present ;  but  I  am  engaged  making  out  my  accounts  for 
the  year  eadiiig  Slst  of  tbis  month,  and  cannot  leave  home  until  after 
tliattiiiie. 

I  wish  you  to  state  in  plain  and  positive  terras  to  the  Prince^  tliat 
I  call  upon  him  as  the  head  man  of  tlie  Nation,  to  have  Stinson  taken 
and  brought  to  me  at  all  hazards  ;  if  six  men  is  not  enough,  send  six 
hundred,  and  take  him  by  force,  if  he  has  to  destroy  Mcintosh  and 
his  wliole  establbhment  to  eifect  it.  Tell  him  it  will  reflect  disgrace 
on  him  as  the  head  man  of  the  Nation,  to  suffer  one  Chief  to  prevent 
his  orders  from  being  put  in  execution,  and  this  conduct  of  Mcintosh 
is  quite  sufBcient  to  break  him  as  a  chief.  If,  however,  he  does  suffer 
Mcfntosb  to  protect  tlus  man  in  violating  the  laws  of  the  United 
Statefw  his  Nation  must  suff^  for  it :  for  he  may  rest  assured,  that  the 
Government  will  not  put  up  with  it,  and  is  it  possible  that  he  will  al- 
low the  conduct  of  one  man,  to  do  so  serious  an  injury  to  his  innocent 
people? 

If,  however,  lie  will  not  have  this  man  taken,  I  shall  adopt  such 
steps  as  will  ensure  his  arrest,  and  pay  the  expenses  of  it  out  of  tlie 
annuity,  even  should  it  take  the  whole  of  it  I  can  get  men  firom 
Georigia  that  will  take  him,  by  paying  enough  for  it,  and  rather  than 
not  have  him,  I  will  pay  every  dollar  of  the  annuity  for  him.  I  shall 
inform  tfie  Government  of  Mcintosh's  conduct,  and  tlie  President  will, 
uo  doubt,  hold  the  Nation  accountable  for  it 

I  wish  you  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  Prince,  the  difficulties 
which  this  transaction  will  place  the  Nation  in,  should  this  man  be 
protected  by  an  Indian.  This  Nation,  since  the  war,  has  acquired  a 
good  character  for  their  good  behaviour,  with  the  President,  and  I 
ahoold  dislike  for  them  to  loose  or  tarnish  it  by  protecting  a  white 
man  in  violating  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  receipt  which  I  took  for  the  annuity,  and  the  one  from  Capt 
Lorett  for  beef,  has  been  miscarried.  I  enclose  another,  which  you 
will  get  signed  and  return  to  me ;  after  getting  the  names  of  those 
about  Fort  Mitchell,  send  it  by  mail  to  Captain  Walker,  to  be  signed 
by  the  Warrior,  &c.

AN  ACT  to  dispose  of  and  distribute  the  lands  lately  acquired  by  tlie  United  States, 
for  the  use  of  Geoi*^ia,  of  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians,  by  a  lYoatj^  made  and  con- 
cluded at  the  Indian  Spii^ngf,  on  the  twelitli  day  of  February,  1825* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  arid  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Staie 
of  Georgia  in  General  Assembly  inet^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
autlwrity  of  the  same.  That  the  territory  acquired  of  the  Creek  Na- 
tion of  Indians  by  the  United  States,  for  the  use  of  Georgia,  as  de- 
scribed in  articles  of  a  treaty  entered  into  and  concluded  tet^een 
Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Chiefs*  Head 
Men^  and  Warriors,  of  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indiansi  at  the  Indian 
Spring*  on  the  f2th  day  of  February,  18S5,  shall  form  and  be  divided 
into  five  sections,  as  follows,  to  wit :  AH  tliat  part  of  said  territory 
which  lies  South  of  a  line  commencing  on  the  Flint  river,  opposite 
where  the  line  dividing  the  counties  of  Houston  and  Dooly  strikes  said 
river,  and  running  due  West  to  the  Chatahoochie,  shall  form  what 
shall  be  called  Section  the  First;  and  the  criminal  jurisdiction  there- 
of shall  be  attached  to  the  county  of  Dooly.  All  that  part  of  said 
terrftory  which  lies  North  of  the  line  aforesaid,  and  South  of  the  line 
commencing  on  Flint  river,  opposite  where  the  original  line  dividing 
the  counties  of  Monroe  and  Houston,  and  running  due  West  to  the 
-Chatahoochie  river,  shall  form  the  Second  Section^  and  the  criminal 
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j«r\«A\cUoii  tbereof  be^  and  the  same  is  liereby,  atta^lv^d  to  the  county 

ot  Houston.    And  all  that  part  of  said  territory  which  lies  North  of 

the  Vine  last  aforesaid^  and  South  of  a  line  commencing  on  the  Flint 

riTer,  where  the  original  line  dividing  the  counties  of  Henry  and 

Monroe  strikes  said  river,  and  running  due  West  until  it  strikes  the 

Chataboocfaie  river.  Bhall  be*  and  the  same  is  hereby,  called  the  Third 

Section;  and  the  criminal  jurisdiction  thereof  attached  to  the  county 

of  Pike.   And  all  that  part  of  said  territory  which  lies  North  of  said 

lioe^  and  East  of  the  Chatahoochie  river,  shall  form  the  Fourth 

Section;  and  the  criminal  jurisdiction  thei*eof  shall  be  attached  to  the 

coonty  of  Fayette.    And  all  that  part  of  said  territory  lying  West  of 

the  Chatahoochie  river,  and  East  of  the  dividing  line  between  this 

State  and  the  State  of  Alabama,  shall  form  the  Fifth  Section  ;  and  the 

crininal  jurisdiction  thereof  shall  beattachedto  the  county  of  Pike. 

Sec.  £.  •tfnd  he  il  further  enacted  by  the  atithoriiy  aforesaid^  That 
each  of  the  sections  herein  before  laid  out  and  described,  shall  be  di- 
vided into  districts  of  nine  miles  square,  as  near  as  practicable ;  the 
district  lines  running  parallel  to  the  lines  dividing  scctionsi  and 
crossed  by  other  lines  at  right  angles ;  and  said  districts,  so  laid 
•ot,  shall  be  again  subdivided  by  lines  to  be  run  in  like  directions  into 
square  tracts  containing  each  two  hundred  two  and  one  half  acres, 
Marked  and  numbered  according  to  the  plan  heretofore  pursued  under 
the  instructions  of  the  Surveyor  General. 

Sbc  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  fractional  parts  of  sur- 
vejSy  which  may  be  created  by  the  divisions  and  subdivisions  afore- 
aaicff.  shall  be  reserved  for  public  usesy  and  be  disposed  of  as  a  future 
Ije^slafure  may  direct. 

Skc  4.  And  4r  it  further  enacted.  That  one  hundred  district  sur- 
veyors shall  be  appointed  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Legislature  in  one 
general  ticket^  and  the  iierson  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  first  choice  of  districts,  and  in  the  same  order, 
agreeably  to  the  number  of  votes  each  surveyor  may  receive ;  and  in 
<3lse  of  a  tie  between  any  number  of  surveyors,  tiien  preference  in 
choice  shall  be  decided  by  lot,  in  presence  of  the  Surveyor  General. 

Skc  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  ten  persons  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  joint  ballot  of  the  Legislature,  neither  of  whom  shall  be  a 
district  surveyor,  to  run  and  plainly  mark  the  several  districts,  re- 
aprves,  and  sectional  lines,  herein  before  directed,  whose  duties  shall 
be  apportioned  by  the  Surveyor  General  as  nearly  equal  as  practica- 
ble ;  and  that  no  ticket  shall  be  counted  unless  it  contahis  the  names 
often  persons. 

Sbc.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  Tliat  no  ticket  for  district  sur- 
Teyors  shall  be  counted  unless  it  contains  one  hundred  names.  Any 
person  elected  a  surveyor,  who  shall  fail  to  perform  t)ie  duties  of  his 
ofice,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  considei'ed 
as  forfeiting  his  boncf,  and  himself  and  his  sureties  immediately  liable 
therefor. 

Sac.  7.  And  he  UfvailieT  enacted^  That  the  surveyors,  rcspeqtively, 
aball  give  bond»  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  the  Governor 
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'^  and  his  saccessors  in  office,  with  such  security  as  he,  or  a  majorttj 

,  of  the  Justices  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  such  sur- 

veyor may  k-eside,  shall  approvei  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act^  which  bond  shall 

^  be  deposited  in  the  Executive  office. 

Sfc.  8.  Jnd  b^  it  further  enacted^  I'hat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

;  surveyors  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  to  make  the  surveys  of 

the  sections^  reserves,  and  districts*  to  which  they  may  be  appointed, 
1^  in  their  own  proper  person ;  to  mark,  or  cause  to  be  marked,  plainly 

and  distinctly,  upon  trees,  if  practicable,  otherwise  on  posts,  ail 
stations  and  all  lines  which  they  may  be  required  to  run,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  surveys  of  their  respective  sections,  reserves, 
and  districts,  immediately  upon  being  required  so  to  do  by  the  Surveyor 
Creneral;  to  cause  all  such  lines  to  be  measured,  with  all  |)ossible 
exactness,  with  a  half  chain  containing  thiKy  three  feet,  divided  into 
fifty  equal  links,  which  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  Surveyor  General 
according  to  the  standard  in  his  office;  to  take,  as  accurately  as 
po9sible,  the  meanders  of  all  water  courses  which  shall  form  natural 
boundaries  to  any  of  the  surveys;  to  note,  in  field  books  to  be  kept 
by  them  respectively,  the  names  of  the  corner  and  station  trees,  which 
shall  be  marked  and  numbered  under  tlie  direction  of  the  Surveyor 
Greneral-— also,  all  rivers,  creeks,  and  other  water  courses,  whtch  may 
be  touched  upon  or  crossed  in  running  any  of  the  lines  aforesaid ; 
transcripts  of  which  field  books,  after  being  compared  with  the  ori- 
ginals by  the  Surveyor  General,  and  certiHed  and  signed  ou  every 
;  page  by  the  surveyor  returning  the  same,  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Surveyor  General's  office,  and  become  a  record.  And  the  district 
Surveyors  shall  make  a  return  of  their  surveys  aiid  works  within 
ninety  days  from  the  time  they  are  notified  to  enter  upon  the  dis- 

ft  charge  of  their  duties,  containing  a  map  of  their  district,  in  which 

shall  be  coiTcctly  represented  and  numb?rcd  all  lots  and  fractions  of 
said  district,  and  waters  therein  deliucattMl,  as  the  Surveyor  General 
may  direct ;  and  also  return  at  the  same  timi;  a  detached  jdat  of  each 
lot  and  fraction  which  said  district  may  contain,  ceiiiflrd  an<l  si.^ned 
by  such  surveyor,  which  plat  shall  bo  filed  among  the  records  of  the 
Surveyor  General's  office,  and  from  which  copies  shall  be  takon  to  be 
annexed  to  grants :  and  said  surveyors  shall  conform  to  such  instruc- 
turns  as  they  may  receive  from  time  to  time,  from  the  Surveyor  General, 
during  their  continuance  in  office:  Provided,  the  same  do  not  militate 
against  this  act.  And  the  surveyors  appointed  ro  lay  out  section,  re- 
serve, and  district  lines,  shall  make  return  of  their  works  to  the  Sur- 
veyor General  within  sixty  days  from  the  time  they  shall  be  required 
to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  of  all  such  surveys  as  shall  have 
been  made  on  the  East  si<le  of  the  Chatahoochie  ri\icr;  and,  as  to  the 
remainder  of  the  territory,  within  sixty  days  from  the  notification  of 
the  running  of  the  line  between  this  Slate  and  Alabama. 

Sec.  9.  Jind  be  it  ftuther  enacted.  That  the  district  surveyors  to  be 
appointed  by  this  act^  shall  receive  three  dollms  lor  every  mile  that 
shall  actually  be  run  or  surveyed,  as  a  full  compensation  for  the  du- 
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ii«ft  i^qnmd  of  them  by  this  act,  out  of  which  they  shlill  defrny  the 
^holeof  the  expenses  incident  to  their  offices;  and  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  Is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  issue  his  warrant 
on  theTreasory  In  favor  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  surveyors,  upon  his 
bein^  called  into  service,  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to 
enaUe  him  with  the  less  delay  to  enter  upon  his  duties ;  and  the  balance 
to  vhich  such  surveyor  may  be  entitled,  shall  be  paid  to  him,  in  like 
inanner,  upcin  his  producing  a  certificate  from  the  Surveyor  General^ 
setting;  forth  a  performance  of  the  work,  and  the  amount  due. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  enadedf  That  the  surveyors  who  may 
be  appointed  to  run  section,  reserve,  and  district  lines,  shall  receive 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  mile  they  may  run  and 
survey,  as  a  full  compensation  for  tltcir  service,  out  of  which  all  in- 
cidental expenses  shall  be  paid ;  and  the  Governor  is  required  to  issue 
bis  warrant  on  the  Treasury,  in  favor  of  each  of  said  surveyors,  for 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  upon  their  being  called  into  service, 
and,  in  like  manner,  to  pay  any  balance  which  may  be  due  when  the 
work  is  completed,  and  the  Surveyor  General  shall  certify  the  same. 
8bc.  1 1.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  territory  acquired  as 
aforesaid^  shall  be  disposed  of  and  distributed  in  the  following  man- 
ner, to  wit :  After  the  surveying  is  completed,  and  return  made 
thereof,  this  Excellency  the  Governor  shall  cause  tickets  to  be  made 
oat,'  whereby  all  the  numbers  of  lots  in  the  different  districts  intend- 
ed to  be  drawn  for,  shall  be  represented,  which  tickets  shall  be  put 
Into  a  wheel  and  constitute  prizes.  The  following  shall  be  the  de« 
scriptioD  and  qaalifications  of  persons  entitled  to  give  in  their  names 
for  a  draw  or  draws  under  this  act :  Every  male  white  person  of  18 
]rears  of  age  and  upwards,  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
an  inhabitant  within  the  organized  limits  of  this  State  three  years 
immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  including  such  as  have 
been  absent  on  lawful  business,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  draw ;  every 
nfate  person  of  like  description,  having  a  wife  or  legitimate  male 
cfiild  or  children  under  18  years  of  age,  or  unmarried  female  child 
•r  children,  resident '  as.  aforesaid,  or  who  were  born  and  have  ever 
since  resided  in  this  State,  shall  have  two  draws ;  all  widows,  with 
the  like  residence,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  draw  ;  and  wives  and  chil- 
dren, in  this  State,  of  persons  who  have  been  absent  from  this  State 
three  years,  shall  be  on  the  same  footing  as  to  draws,  as  if  the  said 
husband  was  dead,  and  the  title  to  such  lots  as  said  females  or  chil- 
dren may  draw,  be  vested  |>ermanently  in  them  as  though  they  were 
widows  and  orphans  ^  all  families  of  orphans  resident  as  aforesaid, 
or  who  have  rosioed  in  this  State  from  their  birth,  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  except  such  as  may  be  entitled  in  their  own  right  to 
a  draw  or  draws,  whose  father  is  dead,  shall  have  one  draw ;  all 
families  of  orphans,  consisting  of  more  than  two,  shall  have  two 
draws,  but  if  not  exceeding  two,  then  such  orphan  or  orphans  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  draw,  to  be  given  in  in  the  county  and  district 
where  the  eldest  of  said  orphans,  or  where  the  guardian  of  the  eld- 
est feoid^  :  Fnmdidi  Tliat  should  such  guardian,  or  such  orphan  or 
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orphans^  or  tfcf  eldest  of  soch  orphans*  renido  within  the  orgmniaed 
limits  of  thi.s  State^  thrn  such  draw  or  draws  sliall  be  given  in  in  the 
county  in  which  such  guardian  may  residoy  or  such  orphan  or  or- 

frhans.  or  the  eldest  of  such  orphans,  may  reside ;  all  widows^  of 
ike  residenoet  whose  husbands  were  killed*  or  died  in  the  service  of 
the  country^  or  on  their  return  march,  in  the  late  warsagaiqst  Great 
Britain  or  the  Indians,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  draw  exclusive  of  that 
otherwise  allowed  by  this  act  to  widows ;  all  orphans*  whose  fatbeim 
were  killed  or  died  in  the  service  of  the  country*  or  on  their  return 
march,  in  the  late  wars  against  Gi-eat  Britain  or  the  Indians,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  draw  exclusive  of  that  otherwise  allowed  by  tliis  act 
to  orpl^ans ;  and  all  men  who  have  been  wounded  or  disabled  in  the 
late  war  with  Great  Britain  or  tjie  Indians*  so  they  are  not  able  to 
procure  a  comfietency  for  a.  support*  in  consequence  of  their  wounds 
be  allowed  one  draw  in  addition)  and  they  shall  take  the  following 
oath  in  addition  :  I  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  was  wounded  in  the 
late  war  with  Great  Britain  and  the  Indians*  and  am  so  disabled  by 
the  same,  that  it  renders  me  unable  to  procure  a  suppi>rt  by  my  la- 
bor :  Providedf  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  entitle  any  person  or  persons  to  a  draw  or  draws  in  the  present 
contemplated  land  lottery,  who  may  have  been  fortunate  drawers  in 
any  previous  land  lottery,  except  such  persons  as  have  drawn  land  as 
one  of  a  family  of  orphans*  and  who  have  arrived  at  tlie  age  of  eigh- 
teen, but  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  draw,  and  the  remain- 
dor  of  such  families  of  urplians  sliall  be  entitled  to  one  draw  :  >*9nd 
pravidedf  That  all  widows  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  shall  have  one 
draw  in  addition  to  those  already  contemplated  by  this  act;  and  that 
all  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  were  not  fortunate  drawers  as  Revolu- 
tionary soldiers  in  the  late  land  lottery*  shall  be  entitled  to  two  draws 
as  Revolutionary  soldiers ;  and  those  who  drew  one  tract  of  land  in 
the  former  lottery  as  Revolutionary  soldiers,  one  draw  ;  Providedf 
That  the  citizens  of  this  State*  who  come  under  tliis  act  as  above 
contemplated,  and  who  volunteered  or  were  legally  drafted  in  the  late 
war  against  Great  Britain  or  the  Indians*  and  refused  to  serve  a  tour 
of  duty,  either  in  person  or  by  substitute*  or  who  may  have  deserted 
from  the  service  of  this  State*  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  not  bo 
'entitled  to  the  provisions  of  this  act*  as  above  contemplated,  nor  any 
of  those  who  illegally  avoided  a  draft*  by  removal  orothemise;  and 
that  no  person  or  pei-sons,  who  have  removed  from  the  organized  lim* 
its  of  this  State*  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  laws  of  this  State* 
or  who  have  ah.sconded  for  debt*  shall*  in  no  wise*  be  benefitted  by  this 
act.  and  who  have  not  paid  all  taxes  required  of  them.  In  case  any 
land  is  drann  by  minors,  the  grant  shall  issue  accordingly*  upon 
payment  of  the  usual  fees :  Provided^  also^  Nothing  hei*ein  contained 
shall  beconstrue<l  to  exclude  such  persons  as  by  tbp  provisions  of  thia 
act  are  allowed  a  draw  or  draws. 

Sec.  12.  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  sale  or  transfer  that 
any  person  entitled  to  a  chance  or  chances  iri  this  land  lottery  may 
make  of  such  chance  or  chances*  or  may  make  of  any  Iqt  or  lots.ef 
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land,  such  persons  may  draw  before  the  grant  or  grants  ot  the  same 
are  taken  out,  shall  be  void^  and  any  bond  or  obligaUon  or  letter  of 
attorney  given  by  said  person  to  make  titles,  sliall  not  be  binding 
on  such  person :  Jindfurther^  It  shall  be  Illegal  for  any  magistrate^ 
or  person  authorized  to  administer  an  oatht  to  administer  an  oath  to 
any  person  selling  his  chance  or  chances,  lot  or  lots,  conti*ary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  that  he  will  make  titles  to  the  same. 

Sec.  is.  And  he  it fariher  enacted,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  any  convict  in  the  Penitentiary*  to 
give  in  for  a  draw  in  the  present  contemplated  lottery  :  Provided, 
nevertheless,  That  the  child  or  children,  who  have  resided  in  this 
State  three  years,  of  any  said  convict,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  draw 
or  draws,  in  the  same  manner  they  would  be  entitled  if  they  were 
orphans*  and  may gbe  given  in  for  by  their  mother,  or  other  person  un* 
der  whose  cai*e  they  may  be,  and  the  grant  or  grants  shall  issue  ac* 
cordingly  to  any  lands  so  drawn:  Proroided,  no  such  convict  has 
drawn  in  any  of  the  former  land  lotteries  of  this  Sute  in  his  own 
name. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  lists  of  persons  entitled 
to  draws  under  this  act,  nhall  be  made  out  by  the  Inferior  Court  of 
each  county,  or  such  persons  as  they  may  appoint,  (not  exceeding 
two  to  each  battalion  )  within  two  months  from  the  publication  of 
this  act ;  and  said  Inferior  Court  of  the  several  counties  of  tliis  State,

posited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  respective  coun* 
ties ;  and  should  the  Inferior  Court  of  any  county  fail  to  take  in  such 
names  themselves,  or  to  make  proper  appointments,  by  the  first  day 
of  September  next,  then  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  (or  his  le- 
gal deputy  in  his  absence,)  in  such  connty,  may  make  such  appoint* 
roents :  And  said  Receivers,  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties,  shall 
take  and  nuhscribe  the  following  oath :  ^^  I  — — —  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  I  will  not  receive  or  register  any  name,  except  the 

(lerson  giving  in  shall  first  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  this  act :  So 
lelp  me  God.^'  Which  oath  any  Justice  of  the  Inferior  Court,  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  is  hereby  requii*ed  to  administer,  and  the  person* 
pr  persons,  taking  in  names  as  aforesaid,  shall  administer  to  all  appli- 
cants for  draws,  other  than  widows,  guardians,  or  next  friends  of  or- 
f^hans,  the  following  oath,  to  wit :  **  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 
hat  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United  States;  and  have  resided  in  this 
State  three  years  Immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  ex* 
cept  absent  on  lawful  business,  and  am  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  ;

that  I  have  (Of  have  not)  a  wife,  or  child,  or  children;  that  I  have 
ttot  given  in  my  name  fur  any  draw  or  draws  in  the  present  6intem« 
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plated  land  bttery  in  any  other  part  of  the  State;  that  I  hare  not 
drawn  a  tract  of  land  in  the  former  lotteries  in  my  individual  capa,- 
city,  or  as  an  individual  orphan ;  and  that  I  did  not,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, evade  the  service  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States*  in  the 
late  wars  against  Gi*eat  Britain  or  the  Indians/'  And  the  widows  of 
Revolutionary  soldiers  sliall  take  the  following  oath  or  aflirmationy 
(as  the  case  may  be,)  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  viz  : 
^<  1  do  solemnly  swear,  or  aiBrm,  that  i  am  the  widow  of  a  Revolu- 
tionary soldier  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief:  So  help  me 
God/'  The  following  oath  shall  be  administei*cd  to  all  married 
women  entitled  to  draws  on  account  of  three  years'  absence  of 
their  husbands^  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  viz:  **  I  do  solemnly 
swear^  or  affirm,  that  my  husband  has  been  absent  from  this  State 
three  years;  that  I  have  resided  the  three  last  years  in  this  State, 
except  absent  on  lawful  business,  and  am  now  a  resident  in  this  dis- 
trict ;  that  I  have  not  put  in  my  name  for  a  draw  in  the  approaching 
land  lottery  in  any  other  part  of  the  State ;  and  that  I  have  not  drawn 
any  tract  of  land  in  the  former  land  lotteries,  either  in  my  individual 
capacity,  or  as  an  individual  orphan,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
and  belief:  So  help  me  God."  The  following  oath  shall  be  adminis* 
tered  to  the  mother,  or  next  friend,  of  any  minor  or  family  of  minors* 
who  may  be  entitled' to  a  draw  or  draws  on  account  of  three  years' 
absence  of  their  father,  as  contemplated  by  the  act,  viz:  '^I  do. so- 
lemnly swear,  that  the  minor,  or  family  of  minors,  whom  I  now  re- 
turn, is,  or  are,  entitled  to  a  draw  or  draws  under  this  act,  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge:  So  help  me  God."  The  following  oath 
shall  be  admininistered  to  all  Revolutionary  soldiers,  who  s|iall  ap- 
ply for  draws  under  this  act :  ^*  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I 
served,  as  a  soldier  in  the  Armies  of  the  United  States,  during  the 
Revolutionary  War,  a  tour  or  tours  of  duty,  and  am  entitled  to  a 
draw  or  draws,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act:  So  help  me 
God.'*  And  all  guardians  or  next  friends  of  orphans,  or  children  of 
convicts  in  the  Penitentiary,  shall  take  the  following  oath:  <<And 
that  the  orphan^  or  family  of  orphans,  or  the  child,  or  children,  whom 
I  now  return,  is  (or  are)  entitled  to  a  draw  or  draws  under  this  act,  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge :  So  help  me  God."  The  following  oath  shall 
be  administered  to  all  widows:  ^*1  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm).! 
am  a  widow ;  that  I  have  i*esided  the  three  last  yeai*s  in  this  State,  ex* 
cept  absent  on  lawful  business,  and  am  now  resident  in  this  district; 
that  I  have  not  put  in  my  name  lor  a  draw  in  the  present  h)ttery  in  any 
other  part  of  the  State ;  and  that  1  have  not  drawn  land  in  the  former 
lotteries,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief:  So  help  me  God." 
That  all  idiots  and  lunatics,  entitled  to  a  draw  or  draws  by  this  act 
shall  be  given  in  by  their  respective  parents  or  guardians,  or  next 
friend,  who  shall  take  the  following  oath:  *•  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  the  person  whose  name  1  now  give  in,  is  an  Idiot,  or  lunatic ; 
that  he  is  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  upwards,  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  entitled  to  a  draw  or  draws  under  this  act ;  that  he 
has  not  drawn  land  in  any  of  the  former  land  lotteries  of  this  State 
in  his  oamei  or  as  an  individual  orphan :  So  help  me  God*" 
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8sc«  1 5.  J9nd  heitfmrther  enactedf  That  immediately  after  ^iie  pat- 
lage  of  this  act^  his  Excellency  tbe  Governor  shall  cause  the  same  to 
kc  pabliabod  hi  socfi  of  tbe  public  gazettes  of  this  State,  as  he  may 
think  proper  aad  shall  require  all  persons  entitled  to  draws  to  give 
in  their  names  to  the  persons  authorized  to  receive  them,  and  said 
persons  tafcisp  In  said  namest  shall  receive  twenty-five  cents  from 
each  of  said  applicants  for  each  draw. 

Sac  ]6w  Jnd  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  an j  person  entitled  by 
Hkis  act  to  a  draw  or  draws^  should,  by  absence  or  other  unavoidable

of  the  Governor  of  said  State,  for  the  time  being,  upon  the  application 
of  any  individual  against  the  tenant  in  possesnion  9f  the  land  ailegeA 
to  be  fraudulently  drawn;  or  against  the  drawer  thereof,  setting  forth 
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^  eirorai«\«nces  of  fraud  in  said  scire  Tacias  specialljr,  and  npon  re* 
tmn  cif  aa\A  ^cire  raciafi«  with  an  enlry  thereon  of  service  effected,  bjr 
ftny  sherifT  of  any  county  of  this  State,  by  leaving  a  copy  thermf 
with  tVie  person  named  as  defendant,  or  at  his  or  her  notorious  place 
offtbodc.  or  by  the  retarn  of  such  Sheriff,  that  the  defendant  is  not  to 
be  found  ;  upon  which'  returh  the  court  is  authorized  to  have  service 
perfected  by  an  order  for  throe  months*  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the 
public  jsrazettes  of  this  State ;  which  rule,  when  duly  published,  sb^l 
be  considered  as  sufficient  service  to  authorize  an  issue  to  be  made  up 
under  the  direction  of  the  court  to  try  the  question  of  fraud.  And,  in

Personally  appeared  before  me,  William  C.  Daniel,  Msyor  df  ihs 
rtove  named  city*  this  day,  William  Barnard,  of  the  State  and  cotin- 
ty  aforesaid,  yiho,  being  duly  swOrn,  deposeth.  and  saith  :  That  he 
was  at  the  bouse  of  Colonel  John  Crowell,  Creek  Agent,  at  the 
Agency,  In  compainy  with  MicRee  Barnard,  and  Timpoochee  Bar- 
nard, half  breed  Creek  Indians,  about  three  weeks  after  the  failure 
of  the  negotiations  at  Broken  Arrow.  This  failure  became  the  sub* 
ject  of  conversation  between  Colonel  Crowell  and  the  half  bi^eeds 
present ;  and  th6  former  remarked,  that  It  hiid  been  publicly  aitri- 
bated  to  him  ;  that,  for  his  part,  if  he  were  continued  the  Agent,  be 
would  be  willing  to  remove  with  them  West  of  the  Mississippi,  where 
game  would  be  more  abundant,  and  which,  he  thought,  a  better  coun- 
try than  that  at  present  occupied  by  tbe  Creeks.  He  further  inform- 
ed Michee  and  Timpoochee  Barnard,  that  another  treaty  would  be 
held  at  the  Indian  Springs,  and  that  he  believed  Mcintosh  would  sell 
^  the  lands ;  upon  which  Michee  Barnard,  showing  much  irritation* 
aaid,  that,  if  the  lands  were  sold,  Mclntosli  would  be  killed.  Colonel 
Crowell  then  observed,  that,  if  Mcintosh  was  to  be  lUled,  it  should 
be  done  before  the  lands  were  sold. 

Upon  the  same,  or  the  following  day,  Michee  Barnard  said  to  this 
deponent,  that,  when  he  returned  home,  he  would  despatch  runYiersto 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nation,  proposing  the  breaking  Mcintosh, 
before  the  contemplate  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  for  the  purpose 
of  defeating  it.

I  have  taken  measares  to  hold  a  conference  with  tiie  party  of  the 
unfortunate  General  Mcintosh*  on  the  20th,  i|t  tlie  Indian  Springs; 
and  with  the  Chiefs  of  the  Nation  at  the  Agency,  on  the  25tli  of  this 
month,  and,  I  have  reason  to  hope,  that  my  eflforts  to  adjust  the  ex- 
isting differences  will  not  be  unavailing :  for,  I  have  not  a  doubt,  that 
the  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the  Nation,  with  but  few  exceptions,  earn- 
estly desire  to  avoid  e^et^y  l^ind  of  hostility,  internal  find  external, 
as  they  are  well  aware  of  the  fatal  consequences  to  the  Nation,  that 
Qiust  result  from  a  war,  In  which  they  have  every  evil  to  apprehend, 
and  nothing  to  hope  for.  t  am  under  the  impression,  that  war  will 
be  avoided,  unless  it  is  produced  by  a  union  of  the  worst  of  men,  rpkite 
and  red,  who  we  view  as  our  friends* 

I  enclose,  herewith,  copies  of  k  correspondence  with  Governor 
Troup.  No.  1  to  4,  inclusively. 

I  had  declined  writing,  until  a  few  minutes  before  the  time  for 
closing  the  mail,  in  the  ejtpectation  of  hearit^g  from  the  frontier,  in 
which  I  am  disappointed.

Snt^:  In  carrying  info  dTect  th*  orders  of  Major  General  Wiittber- 
ly,  under  my  general  order  of  the  7th  Instant,  you  will  be  car^M  til 
act  strictly  on  the  derehsive.  Until  circumstances  shall  arise  to  jn^ify 
an  opposite  conduct.  If^  therefore,  upon  your  arrival  at  the  Akmi^ 
tiers,  you  find,  that  the  Indians  have  not  proceeded  to  acts  ofvio-% 
lence  or  outrage,  you  will  endeavor  to  pacify  them  by  the  assur- 
ance, that  your  presence  there  is  n9t  for  the  purpose  of  making  war 
upon  them;  but  to  protect  our  peo|ite,  and  others  within  ourlimit% 
in  their  persons  and  effects,  against  any  assaults  or  inroads  0|ion 
either;  atid  to  chastise  those  who  shall  be  mad  enough  to  attempt 
them.  If,  on  the  contrary,  you  shall  di^icover  that  they  have  already 
committed  acts  oJT  hostility  of  unequivocal  character,  you  will  treat 
them,  in  all  respects,  as  enemies,  pursuing  them,  if  necessary,  into 
the  country  occupied  by  them,  and  punishing  them  there.  Should  they 
have  merely  committed  depredations  on  the  property  of  our  people, 
Whilst  you  take  the  proper  measures  to  recover  ^'bat  has  be^n  taken, 
you  will  remembef ,  that  our  jurisdiction  is  cstabiislied,  and  the  cri- 
MMAal  laws-extended  over  the  country  ;  so  tliat  offenders  can  be  seiz* 
f d  and  bronght  to  justicejn  the  ordinary  manner.

Sir  t  In  reply  to  your  Excellency's  letter  of  ye^erday's  date,  I 
have  to  observe,  that,  although  it  is  n^t  my  pdrpose  to  enter  into4he 
discussion  of  any  matter  of  controversy  between  the  Government  ef 
Georgia  and  the  United  States,  not  immediately  Connected  with  the 
dutiea  confided  to  me  :  yet,  perceiving  as  I  di,  upon  this  occasion,  a 
direct  collision  between  the  views  of  your  Excellency  and  those  em- 
braced in  my  instructions  fitim  the  Department  of  War ;  a  collision 
tending  to  produce  much  embarrassment  in  our  Indian  relations,  and 
which  the  interests  oJ*  the  General  and  State  Governments  equaHj 
requtre  should  be  obviated  5  1  deem  it  proper  to  address  you  on  the 
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Mh||Mt»    Tmt  letter,  vbidi  I  shall  refer  to  the  Department  of  War» 
announces  your  intent iom  to  cause  the  line  to  be  run  between'this  State 
anil  Alabamaf  and  to  survey  the  public  lands  within  the  late  ceded 
Territoiy.    Dpoo  the  last  mentbned  subject,  I  am  distinctly  autbo- 
rized  to  state  to  the  Indians,  that  the  President  of  the  United  Statefi 
has  *^  suggested  to  Governor  TroMp  the  necessity  of  bis  abstaining 
froin  his  entering  into  and  surveying  the  ceded  land,  till  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  treaty  for  their  removal."    There  is,  perhaps,  no 
priari|ileof  natural  or  national  law  better  established  or  moreunl- 
versaiiy  admitted,  than  that  the  contracting  parties  to  a  treaty  pos« 
sess  the  riglit,  and,  in  a  case  like  the  one  in.  question,  tbfl  exdosive 
right,  of  expounding  and  carrying  into  effect  the.treaty.  The  decision 
of  the  Pres'idonty  in  this  case,  must  govern  roe,  in  my  intended  confer- 
ence with  the  Indians )   and  this  confereoce  most  necessarily  take 
place,  before  the  subject  can  be  submitted  to  the  President :  nor,  is  it 
probable,  that,  if  it  were  again  submitted,   it  would  undergo  any 
change.     I  cannot,  therefore,  but  express  the  confident  hope,  that 
70or  Excellency  may  see  the  propriety  of  abstaining  fronf  the  pro- 
posed surveys^  both  of  the  boundary  line,  and  of  the  land  within  the 
late  ceded  Territory,  until  the  period  arrives,  at  which  the  removal 
of  the  Indians  is  required.    In  the  expression  of  this  hope,  I  am  ao- 
toated  by  no  other  feeling,  than  that;of  an  earnest  desire  to  devote 
Biy4»eat  efforts  towards  an  amicable  Adjustment  of  the  existing  differ- 
ences with  the  Indians,  upon  just  priociiiles,  regarding  the  interests 
of  the  eUmtCf  as,  in  all  respectr,  the  same  as  the  interests  of  the  Union 
or  Oemeral  OovemmtnU    They  are  in  factihe  same;  as  different4Mii*ts 
of  one  great  animated  body,  through  which  the  vital  principle  of  life 
■inst  circulate  with  equal  freedom,  affording  equal  health  and  vigor 
to  each,  as  essential  to  the  preservation  and  efficiency  of  the  whole 
body  politic

8n :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that,  on  Sunday  night  last,  the 
IStb  infant,  General  Gaines  arrived  at  Milledgeville.  [  delivei*e(U 
next  nuirmng,  the  despatches  with  which  I  was  charged  for  him ;  on 
the  same  day,  I  addressed  a  note  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of 
Georgia,  stating  that  I  was  then  only  detain^  at  MilledgevQIe,  to 
receive  the  documents  and  evidence  referred  to  in  his  letter  of  the 
Slat  of  May,  prderring  charges  against  the  Indian  Agent  I  receiv* 
ed  that  mght,  from  the  Governor,  a  copy  of  the  evidence  taken  before 
the  Ceounittee  of  the  Legislature ;  but  have  not  yet  received  a  copy 
of  the  documents  :  I  however  left  Milledgeville  the  next  mommg^  the 
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14<h,  4M  Ov^nio^  having  pro^iiiM  to  forwlti^  im  a  cd^y  of  liie  ddeif- 
lueiitB  as  soon  as  possible.  On  getting  into  the  stage,  I  recdvetf 
tttm  theBect^tary  of  the  Oovernor,  the  enclosed  letter,  dated  the  I4tli 
inotant ;  from  which  you  will  perceive  that  his  Cxcel!6ncj  dwells.  In 
emphatie  terms,  on  the  importance  of  sospending  the  Indian  Agent, 
OB  the  anty  means 6/ obtaining  eonect  infarmathn  in  the  nation.  The 
Govi^rnor  contends  strongly,  that  so  long  as  the  Agent  is  in  antbt)- 
rity  over  the  Indians,  unbiassed  ^formation  cannot  be  etp^^ted 
from  either  the  Indians  or  the  whtte  men  and  half-breeds  in  tftie 
nation !  Although  I  do  not  enter  into  the  opinions  of  his  fixcellency, 
on  this  point,  yet,  as  the  only  object  of  the  General  Govemmeilt 
is,  as  he  very  justly  remarks,  <^the  a<«oertainment  of  truth,''  I  Mil 
disposed  to  do  away  every  obstacle  which  might,  by  any  ])ossibiIity^ 
or  In  the  opinion  of  his  Excellency,  prevent  the  accomplishment  of 
that  object.  I  shall,  therefore,  (unless  General  Gaines,  who  will  l>e 
li«re  in  a  few  days,  advises  a  contrary  course  on  account  of  the  Ihdfi- 
ans,)  suspend  the  Agent  from  the  ex^mse  of  his  ftinctions.  But,  as 
that  susjiension,  if  it  takes  place,  will  be  tlie  result  of  a  disposition  to 
comply  with  the  present  wishes  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  so  strong- 
ly and  repeatedly  urged  on  me,  and  to  destroy  any  pretexii  laihich 
might  hereqfter  be  seized  on  to  weaken  the  farce  of  my  report  to  Hie  O&o- 
cmmenf ,  if  it  should  not  meet  tlie  views  of  the  authorities  of  Georgia ; 
and.  wiU  not  proceed  from  any  present  impressions  of  the  guilt  of  tfab 
•A^nt,  or  any  real  neoeesity  for  the  measure.  I  shall  withdraw  that 
suspension,  so  soon  as  the  examinations  of  testimony  are  over,  provi- 
4ed  my  opinion,  after  mature  deliberation,  is  decidedly  in  favor  of  th6 
innocence  of  the  Agent.  .Should  a  contrary  impression  exist  In  my 
mind  after  the  examinations  are  closed^  his  suspension  will  of  course 
be  continued. 

Immediately  after  the  ratification  of  the  ti*eaty,  the  confidence  of 
the  Creek  Nation  in  the  Indian  Agent,  M^as  greatly  impaired  by  the 
fact  of  his  signing,  as  a  witness,  tiie  treaty  which  they  view  as  an  in- 
strument of  the  most  cruel  injustice  ;  for  some  time,  althoug-h  he  ne- 
ver was  in  personal  danger,  their  confidence  was  withdrawn  frbm 
liim.  But  having  ascertained  that  he  merely  signed  the  treaty  as  a 
witness,  and  had,  at  the  same  time,  written  an  ofiiciaUeltertohis  Gov- 
ernment, ginng  his  reasons  why  that  treaty  ought  not  be  ratified, 
their  confidence  (with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh's  party,  which  is 
small,)  was  fully  rcstoi'ed.  Although  I  do  not  think  that  a  short  sus- 
pension of  the  Agent,  during  the  examinations  of  testimony,  (as  it 
would  be  fully  explained  by  Ot^neral  Gaines  to  the.  Indians,)  could 
produce  any  ill  effects  on  the  Imliansor  the  interei^ts  of  Uie  Govern^ 
ment,  particularly,  whilst  General  Gaines  and  myself  remain  near 
tliem  ;  yet  as  the  Sub-ag«nt  has  not  been  lon^  appointed,  I  shall  con* 
sider  it  necessary,  tliat  the  Agent  be  immediately  restored  afiber  tlid 
cxamiiiatiuns,  provideil  tliey  result  in  bis  acquittal ;  indeed  it  would 
.  be  due  to  Col.  Crowell,  in  that.,fpenty  as  an  act  of  justice  of  the  most 
sacred  chai'actcr.  I  have  therefore  to  solicit  of  the  Department,  par-* 
ticular  instructions  for  my  government^  as  tp  tlie  course  I  jpropose  til 
pursuCf  and  in  eitlier  resuH  of  tlie  cxanliifstiQns  of  testimoBy.

Since  the  arrival  of  the  General  at  Milledgevilley  I 
have  conaidered  my  duties  as  confined  to  the  single  object  of  examin- 
ing into,  and  reporting*  on,  the  conduct  of  the  Indian  Agent;,  and  I 
take  thia  occasion  to  i*emark9  that,  although  it  will  be  a  laborious 
task,  and  one  which  will  necOvSsarily  require  some  time  for  its  com- 
pletioa,  no  delay  shall  t^e  place  which  can  possibly  be  avoided.

Oovemar  Troupto  Major  T.  P.  Jfndnws^ 

Executive  Department, 

MilUAgcoiUe,  June  14,  1825. 

Sir  :  In  the  conversations  held  with  yourself  and  General  Gaines, 
in  relation  to  the  objects  of  your  mission^^  you  were  pleased  to  ex«> 
press  a  desire  to  receive  from  myself  any  views  or  suggestions,  which 
might  usefully  contribute  to  the  results  which  were  most  desii*a- 
hie.  These  in  passing  have  been  hitherto, frankly  given.  As  it  is 
determini'd  that  one  or  both  of  yon  will  proceed  to  attend  the  convcn* 
tion  of  the  Indians  about  to  be  holden  at  Broken  Ari'ow,  aiid  the  In- 
dian  Springs,  it  becomes  my  duty'to  disclose  to  you,  in  a  special  man«> 
aer,  the  opinions  entertained  of  this  first  and  most  iippoi'tant  move- 
ment, so  that,  if  miscarriage  follow,  the  Councils  of  Georgia  will 
share  in  no  degree  the  responsibility  of  that  miscarriage.  It  is  known 
to  be  one  of  your  objects  to  elicit  from  the  convention,  the  truths  con* 
nected  with  the  late  and  present  disorders  in  the  Nation  ;  a  develop- 
meat  wliich  the  Councils  of  Georgia  cannot  fail  to  regard  with  very 
deep  concern.  It  has  been  more  than  once  asked  of  you,  thercPure, 
if  preparatory  to  this  moven^ent,  it  did  not  seem  to  you  as  indispen- 
sable to  suspend  the  Agent  from  his  functions,  under  the  authority 
vested  in  you,  by  your  GoveiTiment?  The  answers  given,  have  been 
received  with  pain  and  I'egrct,  because  tijey  indicated  an  intention  to 
ibrbear  the  exercise  of  the  power,  at  least  for  the  present,  whilst  it  1$ 
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^ainly  fereseen,  that  the  present  is  the  only  moment  at  which  flie  ex- 
ercise oC  it  would  be  of  any  value  to  you  or  to  us«  in  the  fulfifanent  of 
the  objects  of  your  mission,  and  for  this  very  obvious  reason :  Vb^ 
Agent,  in  virtue  of  his  offici&l  power^  exercising  a  controlling  influence 
ever  one  jiortion  of  the  nation,  has  already  assembled  that  porti<Mi ; 
and  you  see,  in  the  morning's  paper,  by  what  a  formidable  and  impos* 
ing  array  of  Chiefs,  he  stands  exculpated  and  acquitted.    Now  sir, 
I  appeal  to  your  good  sense  to  inform  me,  of  what  avail  will  be  the 
contemplated  convocation  and  catechising'oftiie  Indians;  the  Agent 
holding  to  his  commission,  and  wielding  his  accustomed  {lowers  ?     Is 
it  to  be  believed,  that,  under  like  circumstances,  they  will  reconsider 
their  minutes  and  utter  their  verdict  ?  Not  so  ;  in  matters  even  of  this 
kind,  they  have  sagacity  and  slirewdness,  and  a  decent  regard  for  the 
opinions  of  the  world.    Not  doubting  that  your  object  is  the  ascertain-* 
ment  of  truth,  it  is  hoped  that  you  suffer  no  obstacle  to  impede  yoar 
course  to  it;  the  most  formidable  of  all,  stands  directly  in  your  way. 
Tis  impossible,  tliat  the  faintest  ray  of  light  can  i*each  you,  when  it 
is  known,  that,  in  despite  of  all  that  has  transpired  of  crimination,  of 
inve^gation,  of  evidence,  and  of  exposure,  the  Agent  is  present  to 
them  in  his  robes  of  ermine,  yet  sustained  by  the  GovenunHit  of  the 
United  States,  as  if  his  purity  were  spotless,  and  his  name  unsullied; 
the  same  in  authority  as  he  has  always  been ;  the  same  whom  they  be- 
hoW  in  prospect,  to  be  their  leader  through  new  trials,  their  counsellor 
in  evil  times,  and  the  supreme  director  of  their  destinies  in  all  times; 
can  it  be  presumed,  that,  under  such  circumstances,  the  Indians  will 
speak  to  you  witlioiit  restraiirt?    The  documents  of  incontestibie  au- 
thority placed  in  your  posseasion,  prove  to  you  that  tbey  will  not 
No,  Sir,  the  way  to  tlie  accomplishment  of  the  ends  of  your  mission  is 
open;  suspend  the  Agent;  make  atonemeutto  the  friends  of  Mcln« 
tosh,  for  the  blood  shed  by  tlie  guilty  instruments  of  white  men ;  re- 
store the  friendly  diicfs  to  their  political  rank  and  power;  and,  my 
word  for  it,  you  will  find  truth,  and  enough  of  it  for  every  purpose; 
peace^  reconciliation,  and  union.

General  Gaiius  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Head  Quarters,  Eastern  D£partmk«\t, 

Indian  Springs^  June2idy  1825* 

Sir  :  I  arrived  at  this  place  the  17th  of  this  month,  and  have  since 
occupied  myself  in  efforts  to  ascertain  the  actual  condition  and  inten- 
tions of  the  friendly  Indians.  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  them 
with  tlie  views  embraced  in  your  instructions^  and  to  prepare  then 
for  an  ailjustment  of  their  differences  with  the  strong  party  of  the  na- 
tion opjfoaeA  to  thenu 
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Hieir  )(i«9es  mi  their  misfortunes^  generally,  bave  been^  in  most 
irt^fects*  ^ucfriis  they  were  represented  to  be  by  Chill v  Mcintosh  and 
his  associates,  from  \vho\n  you  have  beard. 

I  bare  accepted  proposals  for  subsisting  these  Indians  at  the  several 
places  Ihey  at  present  occupy  on  this  frontier,  at  12 J  cents  a  ration^ 
until  their  differences  are  settled  ;  i^nd  have  paid  2^,700,  being  some- 
thing mere  than  three  fourths  of  the  amount  of  rations  already  is- 
«nied  to  them.  The  vouchers  wiH  be  transmitted  to  the^ubsistence 
Department  forthwith. 

I  have,  moreover,  paid  to  Joseph  Marshall,  the  Peace  Chiefs  and 
Chilly  Mcintosh,  the  fFar  Chief,  the  sum  of  £2.000,  to  enable  them 
to  provide  for  the  sick,  naked,  and  distressed  old  men,  women,  and 
children  of  thetr  people,  driven  from  their  home^  by  the  party  op- 
posed to  them ;  and  for  this  sum  1  have  taken  their  acknowledgment, 
aecoantable  to  the  United  States,  the  amount  to  be  deducted  from  any 
money  that  may  be  due  to  theni  or  to  their  people.  (See  the  enclo- 
sure marked  O  )'  The  enclosure,  herewith,  marked  B  has  been  handed 
to  me  as  the  talk  of  the  Chiefsof  the^  Indians,  in  reply  to  my  address ; 
anemorandam  of  which  is  enclosed,  marked  A. 

I  cannot,  however,  refer  to  that  paper  as  the  actual  reply  of  the 
Chiefs.  Joseph  Marshall,  the  principal  Chief,  as  well  as  Chilly 
Mclntosb.  speak  English  tolerably.  Ifideed,  J.  Mai^hall  is  one  of 
the  best  interpreters  in  the  nation.  I  have  conversed  with  these 
Chicfc  frequently  and  freely,  and  they  both  expressed  a  desire  to 
tomply  with  the  wishes  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  They 
expressed  no  such  dissatisfaction  as  that  set  forth  in  the  paper  in 
question,  with  the  exception  of  two  subjects,  upon  which  I  find  they 
have  manifested  much  feeling  and  apparent  firmness  of  purpose. 
They  insist  on  a  rigid  measure  of  retaliation ;  they  demand  the  lives 
of  Chief  for  Chief,  and  warrior  for  warrior,  for  their  fallen  friends ; 
jmd  they  claim  and  insist  upon  the  S  200,000  being  paid  to  them,  as 
the  •'emigrating  party*' referred  to  in  the  treaty.  Their  letter  was 
mrri^n  by  a  lawyer  of  this  place,  whom  I  have  cautioned  against 
Bucb  mischievous  interference.  The  letter  evinces  much  of  the 
tone  and  tenor  of  the  pdUHcal  essays  of  a  State  political  party,  to 
which  flie  writer  is  said  to  belong ;  tlie  pressure  of  some  of  the 
leading  members  of  which  party,  upon  our  Indian  affairs*  tend  much 
I  apprehend,  to  counteract  the  desired  adjustment  of  differences  bc- 
-tween  the  Indians. 

I  have  now  to  lay  before  you  and  solicit  your  attention  to  another 
oorrespondence  between  Governor  Troup  and  myself,  herewith  en*, 
closed,  numbered  1  to  4,  inclusively. 

In  this  correspondence  you  will  find  that  I  have.scarcely  attempted 
^o  enter  the  field  of  controversy  thrttwn  open  by  his  Excellency.  I 
^uras,  in  truth,  unwilling  to  say  much,  lest  I  might  say  too  much;  and 
I  was  too  much  occn^ed  with  the  more  immediate  duties  of  my  pro- 
fyssiim^  to  embark  in  such  a  controversy  as  extensively  asi  might  pos- 
sibly have  embarked  upon  this  occasion.  I  am,  moreover,  decide^lly 
of  the  opinmo^  that  the  Grovemor's  merits  ai'e,  in  fact,  practically

Letter  from  Major  JSndrews  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Cr££k  Agency,  FirwT  Riveb, 

June  22,  lass. 

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  address  you,  on  the  18th  instant,  from  this 
place,  and  to  state,  that  I  would  forward,  by  next  mail,  copies  of  sooitt 
further  correspondence  between  the  authorities  of  Georgia  and  myself, 
which  are,  or  may  become,  necessary  to  a  correct  understanding  of 
the  matters  connected  with  my  mission.  I  accordingly  do  myseutlie 
lionor  to  enclose  you  that  corresfioiidence. 

The  day  after  my  arrival  at  Milledgeville,  I  received  the  enclosed 
note  (No.  l)from  his  Excellency  Governor  Troup,  introducing  to  my 
acquaintance  its  bearer  Col.  J.  H.  Lumpkin,  his  aid-de*camp,  a  gen- 
tleman of  respectability  and  talents,  the  warm  friend  of  uovemor 
Troup,  and  who  had  avowed  himself,  openly,  in  debate  in  the  Legis- 
lature, to  he  the  accuser  of  the  Indian  Agent :  I  had,  in  this  interview, 
a  desultory  conversation  with  Colonel  Lumpkin,  in  which  he  took  ^oc- 
casion to  suggest  the  immediate  suspension  of  the  Indian  Agent 

The  conversation  resulted  in  my  referring  him  to  my  letter  of  the 
31st  May,  to  the  Governor,  as  containing  a  reference* to  what  must 
be  considered  as  preliminary  to  the  suspension. 
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Ob  the  Sd  <^  IntiQ^  I  i*eceived  from  Colonel  Lumpkin  tbe  enclosed 
letter^  (No.  2,)  acconi|Miiiied  by  tbe  evidence,  so  far  as  it  had  been*  at 
ibmt  time,  taJten  by  the  commktee.  Not  feeling  myself  at  liberty  to 
«ct  or  form  opnions  on  papers,  not  placed  officially  in  my  possession, 
for  tbe  use  of  the  Department,  I  returned  the  documents  and  evidence, 
in  an  faour  or  two,  to  Ck>i.  Lampktn.  Tou  have  a  copy  of  my  note 
(No.  S)  returning  the  evidence.  A  day  or  two  after  returning  the 
aocameiito  to  the  committee,  Col.  L.  called  on  me,  and,  in  a  long  and 
stiii  noTB  desultory  conversation,  he  urged,  with  a  great  degree  of 
eamestoess,  the  suspension  of  the  Indian  Agent.  This  conversation, 
18  tbe  preceding  one,  resulted  in  my  referring  him  to  the  only  circum- 
stances which  would  justify  the  resort,  and  agiun  to  my  letter  of  the 
Slst  May,  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 

On  tiie  Sifay  1  received  from  Oovemor  Troup  his  letter  of  that  date^ 
(No.  4.)  A  copy  of  my  reply  (No.  5)  you  will  find  enclosed.  On 
the  same  day,  1  received  from  Col.  Lumpkin  the  enclosed  letter,  (No. 
6y )  a  copy  of  my  answer  to  which,  wHl  be  found  (No.  7)  enclosed. 

I  do  not  know  that  this  correspondence  can  be  of  other  importance 
tbaa  to  explain  what  has  preceded,  and  what  may  follow  it  But,  as 
as  it  may  be  useful  in  that  respect,  I  have  concluded  to  transmit  it. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  correspondence,  I  do  myself  the  honor 
to  send  you,  enclosed,  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  his  Excellency  the  Go- 
vernor of  Georgia,  (No.  8,)  dated  tiie  18th  instant,  in  answer  to  his 
commuiiicatiim  of  the  l4tb^  which  I  yesterday  forwarded,  as  well  as 
a  co|iy  of  my  letter  of  tbe  Slst  to  the  Indian  Agent,  (No.  9^)  suspend- 
ii^  him,  for  a  time,  from  the  exercise  of  bis  functions.

Sir  :  I  am  honored  by  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  this  evening. 

Colonel  Lumpkin  has  misapprehended  my  remarks  greatly,  for  I 
feel  satisfied  he  is  incapable  of  misrepresenting  them,  if  he  supposes  I 
bad  formed  any  opinion  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  Indian 
Agent,  or  would  form  one,  until  I  was  placed  in  possession,  in  an  offi- 
cii manner,  of  all  the  evidence  to  be  obtained  from  every  quarter, 
and  had  thoroughly  examined  it.  The  conversation  I  had  the  honor 
of  holding  \^lth  the  Colonel,  which,  it  appears,  was  at  the  request  of 
your  Excellency,  was  long  and  desultory.  I  can  only,  at  this  time,  re- 
collect the  result,  viz  :  that,  until  I  was  furnished,  officially,  with  the 
documents  and  evidence  referred  to  in  tlie  latter  part  of  your  Excel* 
lency*8  letter  of  the  31st  ultimo,  I  did  not  consider  myself  at  liberty 
to  form  any  opinion,  not  even  as  to  the  propriety  of  a  suspension  of 
the  Agent, 

I  beg  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  my  letter  of  the  31st  of 
May,  by  which  you  will  perceive  I  expected  to  be  able  to*  furnish  the 
Agent,  in  case  bis  suspension  was  decided  on,  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  and  specifications  made  against  him,immediate]y  on  his  being 
suspended,  that  he  might  be  «  enabled  to  defend  himself  before  his 
Crovernment  with  as  little  delay  as  ])osaible,"  and  that  his  suspension 
would  also  depend  on  the  present  state  of  excitement  among  the  In- 
dians.  This  course  your  Excellency  will  do  me  the  justice  to  believe, 
is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  my  Government. 

1  have  delayed  all  proceedings,  feven  to  a  formal  acknowledgment 
of  tlie  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3 1st  ultimo,)  waiting  to  be  furnished 
with  tlie  documents  and  evidence  promised  in  it;  so  soon  as  I  shall  be 
honored  by  its  receipt,  (if  Gen.  Gaines  shall  have  arrived,)  I  will  pro- 
ceed  to  execute  the  intentions  of  the  President,  as  made  known  to 
your  Excellency.

SiK :  Since  my  interview  witb  you  on  last  evening,  I  have  deemed 
it  necessary,  both  in  justice  to  yourself,  and  for  my  own  satisfiaction^ 
to  recapitulate  to  you,  concisely,  the  substance  of  a  conversation  which 
I  had  the  honor  of  holding  with  you  a  few  evenings  since.  When 
pressingon  you  the  propriety  of  suspending  the  Agent,  as  apreparato- 
ry  measure,  without  which  the  Government  could  not  reasonaoly  ex- 
pect to  obtain  the  truth  by  any  course  of  investigation,  I  understood 
you  distinctly  to  say,  that  yon  could  not  justify  yourself  to  your  Gro- 
vemment  for  such  a  proceeding ;  and  you  added,  that  what  you  had 
yet  seen  or  heard,  could  only  ainount  to  a  mere  suspicion  of  guilt, 
and  certainly  did  not  furnish  even  probable  cause  for  suspending  the 
Agent  Tou  adverted  then  to  the  grounds  on  which  the  A^nt  sought 
to  justify  himself  in  opposing  the  treaty*  namely  :  that  it  had  been 
negotiated  and  concluded  in  a  manner  different  from,  and  inconsistent 
with,  that  observed  heretofore  on  similar  occasions.  To  which  it 
was  replied,  that,  if  defective,  as  complained  of  by  Colonel  Crowell, 
that  the  cause  was  to  be  found  in  his  own  untiring  hostility  to  the  in* 
/terests  of  Georgia.  The  conversation  being  desultory,  I  have  not  a 
perfect  recollection  of  the  whole  of  it

Sir  :  I  am  favored  with  your  note  of  tliis  morning.  You  understood 
me  correctly  to  say  that  I  could  not  justify  myself  to  my  Government 
for  suspending  the  Indian  Agent,  unless  I  was  furnished  witli  the  spe- 
cifications and  evidence  to  present  them  to  him,  that  he  might  be  ena- 
bled to  defend  himself  with  as  little  delay  as  possible ;  and  until  I  had 
visited  the  Indian  nation  to  ascertain  whether  his  suspension  would 
have  an  injurious  effect  on  the  Indians,  or  the  interests  of  the  Govern- 
ment You  also  understood  me  corre<:tly  in  saying  that  I  viewed  the 
evidence,  which  I  had  been  able  merely  to  look  at.  as  amounting  to 
saspicion  only  ;  but  as  that  evidence  was  only  loaned  me,  and  detain- 
ed for  a  short  time,  I  had  not  felt  myself  at  liberty  to  take  up  a  set- 
tled opinion,  or  to  act  on  it  In  saying  as  you  did  frankly  that  the 
evidence  was  eoc  parte  altogetlier,  I  considered  you  as  expressing  the 
same  opinions.  Your  further  impressions  as  to  my  observations  on 
ihe  Agent's  case^  and  as  to  particular  expressions^  arise^  I  assure  you 
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firom  nnsafiprchension  as  to  their  import     My  remarks  on  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  formation  of  the  treaty  were  incidental,  he- 
ing  elicited   by  your  observations,  and  confined  to  the  statements  of 
the  Agent  as  to  his  opinions  of  those  circumstances. 

l^e  liability  of  mutual  misapprehensions  being  great,  in  all  con* 
-versations  v^hich  involve  numerous,  points  of  discussion,  I  trust  you 
will  not  consider  me  as  wanting,  in  any  degree,  in  that  confidence  or 
respect  which  is  due  to  your  character  and  talents,  in  stating,  that  I 
shouid  greatly  prefer  any  communications  which  I  may  have  the  hon- 
or of  holding,  on  official  matters,  being  in  writing.

Sn:*I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Excel* 
lency's  letter  of  the  ISth  inst.  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  evi- 
dence against  the  Indian  Agent,  taken  before  the  Committee  of  the 
Cteorgia  Legislatnre.  I  have  not  yet  received  an  official  copy  of  the 
documents  promised  in  your  letter  of  the  3 1st  of  May,  and  take  the 
liberty  of  urging  your  Excellency  to  furnish  me  with  them  as  soon  as 
possibie.  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  to  call  the  attention  of 
your  Excellency,  in  an  especial  manner,  to  the  necessity  of  furnishing 
the  Ageni^of  the  General  Government*  as  speedily  as  possible,  with 
•  any  additional  testimony  which  you  may  wish  to  ofier  against  the  In- 
dian Agent:  I  hope  to  get  through  the  examination  of  the  evidence 
•dhrd,  and  to  be  offered,  by  the  Indian  Agent,  to  rebut  that  with 
irfiieh  I  have  already  been  furnished,  in  about  three  weeks  :  the  ur- 
gency, indeed  necessity,  of  having  any  additional  testimony  which 
may  be  offered  against  him,  by  that  time,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  will  be  apparent,  as  a  fair  examination  must  form  the  wish 
of  your  Excellency,  as  it  does  that  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

I  have  to  acknowledge,  also,  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  I4th  instant,  which  was  handed  to  me  at  the  moment  of  my  de- 
parture for  this  place  from  Milledgeville.  I  am,  perhaps,  unfortu- 
nate, in  entertaining  different  opinions  of  the  matters  to  which  it  re- 
lates; and  particularly  as  to  the  importance,  the  justice,  or  necessity, 
of  suspending  the  Agent  under  present  circumstances.  After  an  at- 
tentive examination  of  the  testimony  taken  by  the  Committee,  and 
some  already  shewn  to  me  by  the  Agent,  and.  as  no  specifications 
have  been  presented,  I  do  not  think  that  the  suspension  is  demanded 
on  the  grounds  contemplated  in  my  letter  of  the  3 1st  of  May^  and  by 
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the  Government  I  di(ltlitnk«  the  determinatron  of  the  General  Go- 
vernmenty  and  of  its  Ajg^nt,  being,  as  yotir  Excellency  tuts  very  just- 
ly remarked*  *'the  attainment  of  truth."  that  the  presence  or  absence 
of  the  Indian  Agent*  at  any  place^  or  under  any  circumstances,  woald 
be  Immaterial  in  the  fulfilment  of  that  determination.  I  had  a  hope^ 
alsoy  thatf  as  your  Exceliency  is  seen  to  speak  in  doubting  language 
of  all  guilt  in  that  Officer,  in  your  message  of  tlie  Srd  inst.  being  af* 
ter  the  date  of  your  charges  against  him  ;  that,  as  be  has  been  acquit- 
ted, generally 9,  of  one  <»f  the  charges,  by  the  adopted  report  of  the  Le- 
gislatut*e ;  havino;  still  the  niipalling  influence  and  power  of  the  Execu^ 
tive  and  Legislative  branches  of  one  Government  against  him,  and 

,  tliat  too,  on  testimony  avowedly  ex  parte;  that.be  would  not  have  to 
complain,  during  his  trial,  of  any  acts  on  the  part  of  another^  which 
might  appear  to  partake  of  oppression. 

Your  fixed  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  his  suspension^  and  the 
manner  in  which  that  opinion  is  communicated,  will  compel  me  to 
that  course,  in  courtesy,  and  to  convince  your  Excellency  and  the  peo- 
ple of  Georgia,  that  the  General  Government  is  ^terrained  not  to  suf- 
fer even  a  supposed  difiiculty  to  be  in  the  way.  and  to  le^ive  no  course 
untried  which  may  elicit  the  free  unbiassed  testimony  of  all  persons. 
This,  even  towards  a  man,  w  ho,  so  far  as  the  investigation  has  been 
pursued  by  the  authorities  of  Grcorgia,  has  not  been  *^  informed  of  the 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accu^tion,  or,  ^^4xniJronted  toith  the  tvitnesses 
against  him,  or  had  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 

favor^^*  as  required  by  the  sacred  instrument  which  guards  the  right 
of  all*  even  the  most  humble.  rt- 

I  observed  before  leaving  Milledgeville,  that  parts  of  the  {estimo-    • 
ny  taken  before  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  had  been  published 
in  the  new8papei*s ;  audit  was  currently  reported  tlie  balance  >vas 
to  be  shortly  made  public  The  Indian  Agent  being  an  Ofllber  of  the    •&. 
General  Government,  1  presume*  (and  from  expressions  in  the  report  *i' 
adopted  by  the  Legislature,)  that  the  main  object  of  the  examination')''^^ 
was  to  place  the  General  Government  in  possession  of  the  eridencit. 
If  such  is  the  fact,  your  Excellency  will  nbt  I  feel  assured,  think'it 
improper  in  mo,  as  the  Agent  of  the  Government,  to  remark,  that  I 
trust  you  will  consider  it  as  due  in  courtesy  lo  the  Greneral  Govern- 
ment, and  in  justice  to  the  party  accused,  that  the  evidence  taken  by 
the  Committee,  and  now  in  the  official  charge  of  your  Excellency, 
avowedly  ex  parte,  should  not  be  spread  before  the  public,  aqd  pub- 
lic opinion  thereby  forestalled,  before  the  Agent  has  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  defending  himself,  or  the  General  Government  an  opportuni^ 
ty  of  examining  the  evidence  adduced  by  either  party.  The  frankness 
which  yo^r  Excellency  has  uniformly  invited,  emboldens  me  to  make 
this  suggestion  for  your  consideration.

tfae  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  re- 
Istfoa  to  the  charges,  specific  and  implied,  made  against  yon,  as  In- 
dian Agent* 

I  have  now  to  inform  yon  that  a  suspension  from  the  exercise  of 
yoKor  fonctions  as  Indian  Agent,  (until  all  the  testimony  to  be  collected 
in  the  Indian'  Nation  has  been  obtained  and  examined,)  has  been  de- 
cided on.  I  herewith  send  yon  a  copy  of  the  evidence  collected,  by  a 
Cmhmitte^  of  the  Greorgia  Legislature,  and  their  report,  as  adopted 
by  tha  Legislature.  Copies  of  oflier  documents,  promised  me  by  the 
GgfVonor  of  Cteorgia,  shall  be  furnished  you  as  soon  as  those  docu- 
ments are  received.  You  will  accordingly  turti  over  tiie  Agency  to 
the  Sub-Agent,  Capt  Triplett 

Jm  resorting  to  the  discretionary  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Presi-. 
dent,  .1  feel  it  due  to  you  to  state  frankly,  that  this  determination  does 
*  not  ]jnrooeed  from  any  present  impressions  unfavorable  to  your  inno- 
cence.   1  am  not  at  liberty,  in  my  present  peculiar  situation,  to  form 
a  settled  oj^nion  on  the  charges  made  against  you,  until  all  the  evi- 
dence to  be  collected  from  every  quarter,  has  been  received,  and  care- 
fully examined.    But  1  feel  it  due  to  you  to  say,  that,  so  far  as  I  amat 
libertj  to  take  up  apresent  impressioa,  it  is  in  favor  of  your  integrity 
and  bonor.  I  feel  it  due  to  you  to  make  this  statement,  in  consequence 
dF  the  course  (which  must  be  considered  an  unjust  one,  it  not  oppress- 
ive) pursued  towards  you  by  the  authorities  of  Georgia ;  my  impres- 
sions, too,  being  chieSy  grounded  on  the  ex  parte  testimony  taken 
kgstinst  you. 
Your  suspension  is  made  from  courtesy  to  the  authorities  of  Geor- 

Sa^  who  have  repeatidly  and  urgently  demanded  it,  on  the  ground 
at  it  would  be  impossible  to  elicit  unbiassed  testimony  in  the  Indian 
Nation,  whilst  you  are  in  the  exercise  of  your  functions.  It  is  done^ 
too,  from  a  desire  to  do  away  all  pretexts  which  might,  otherwise, 
hereafter,  be  seized  on  to  destroy  confidence  in  the  results  of  the  exa- 
minations. The  suqiension  will  be  withdrawn  so  soon  as  those  exa- 
^minations  are  concluded,  should  they  result  in  establishing  your  iiino* 
cence. 

As  the  object  of  the  General  Government,  in  this  examination,  is  the 
ascertainment  of  truth,  it  could  not  but  give  me  pain,  as  its  Agent,  to 
find  that,  in  taking  testimony  against  you,  all  the  usual  pi*e-requisite8 
were  lost  sleht  of  by  the  authorities  of  Georgia.  You  were  neither 
**  informed  y  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusations^^^  or  confronted  with 
witnesses  against  vou,  not  ha4  you  *•  compulsory  process  for  obtaining 
witnesses  in  yourfavor.^^  Theevidence  on  w^ich  the  harshest  opinions 
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have  been  foraaed  ipd  exprasaed,  was  not  only  es^farUf  bat  it  has  beett 
spread  before  tiie  public,  in  the  newspapers,  before  yea  had  been  In- 
fomi^  of  its  character,.or  had  an  opportunity  of  making  your  deftuMe  ; 
and  public  opinion,  thereby,  forestailetl,  before  the'  General  Govem- 
ment,  under  which  you  hold  your  appointment,  has  had  an.  opportunity 
of  examining  the  testimony  of  either  party.  The  course  which  you 
have  determined  to  pursue,  as  made^known  to  me,  in  the  copy  of  your 
letter  of  the  20th,  to  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
Greorgia,  to  take  further  evidence  against  you,  in  inviting  them  to  bd 
present  at  the  examination  of  your  voluntary  witnesses,  i»  of  an  opposite 
character,  and  cannot  fail  to  strengthen  the  belief  of  your  conscious 
innocence. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add,  that,  in  the  exalted  character  of  tli» 
President  of  the  United  States  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  you  ^avp  ti^ 
surest  guaranty  of  a  fair  trial,  and  a  just  decision  on  it.

Snt :  I  received,  this  morning,  the  note,  which,  in  the  absence  of 
<he  Secretary  of  War,  the  Pi*e8idept  of  the  United  states  directed  you 
to  address  to  me,  and  in  which  I  am  Informed,  flutt  <<the  project  of 
survOTing  the  lands  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  tha  Creek  Nation 
of  Indians,  at  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  before  tiie  expiration  of 
flie  time  specified  by  the  8tii  article  of  the  treaty  for  the  removal  of 
the  Indians,  will  be  wholly  upon  its  (the  Government  of  Georgia)  re« 

SionsibiliQr,  and  that  the  Government  (viz :  the  Government  of  the 
nited  States)  will  not,  in  any  manner,  be  responsible  for  any  con- 
sequences  which  may  result  from  that  measure.^'  A  very  fKendly 
iklmonition  truly !  So  that,  whilst  yon  refen*ed  your  resistance  of  the 
survey,  to  the  evils  aJready  produced  by  the  mere  effort,  on  the  part  of 
this  Government,  to  obtain  permission  to  make  the  survey,  and  when 
the  fact  of  that  cause  producing  tfiose  effects  is  disproven,  and  it  ia 
made  known  to  you,  that  nobody,  either  whites  or  Indians,  ever  con-' 
oeived  such  a  thing  as  possible,  before  you  had  assumed  it  upon  the 
fepres^taion  of  the  Agent  as  undoubtedly  true,  and  tliat  your  own 
Agent  had  fabricated  it  to  decdve  and  mislead  you — nevertheless, 
you  continue  to  issue  order  after  order  forbidding  tlie  survey,  as  if 
you  had  pre-determined,  from  the  beginning,  that,  under  no  circum- 
stances, should  we  proceed  to  the  sturvey  without  your  express  per- 
mission, first  had  and  obtained.  Nay,  more ;  you  repeat  this  order  to 
General  Gkunes,  who  is  charged  to  promulgate  it  to  the  iiostile  Indi- 
ttfts;  so  that;  whether  there  be  any  thing  obnqxious  in  the  survey  or 
not,  they  Hiay  o^eize  it  as  a  pretence,  under  the  authority  and  with  the 
SBpport  of  the  United  States,  to  scalp  and  tomahawk  our  people,  as 
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floon'ili  w)e  sImJI  attmpt  thttsorvof ;  and  tbat,  in  tmU  yoa  adopt  for 
the  Indians  gratultou3ly9  lui  imaginar j  wi'ong  done  to  thom ;  persuade 
themi  even  against  Urnbt  will,  diat  it  is  a  real  one,  and  then  leave  tiiesia 
toindnlge^  in  unbridled  fArji  the  most  tempestuous  passions;  and 
thisi  I  pi*esumey  is  the  meaning,  in  part,  of  the  responsibilities  which 
we  are  to  incur,  if  we  disregu*d'the  mandate  of  the  Oovemmeni  of 
tbe  United  States*     You  will,  ther^ore,  in  the  absence  id  the  jifscre^ 
tary  of  War,  make  known  to  the  President,  that  the  Legisiatufe  bav- 
iogt  in  concurrence  with  theea^ressed  opinion  of  the  Executive  com^ 
to  the  almost  unanimpusxoncluiion,  tiiat,  by  the  treaty^  tiie  jurisdicticMif 
together  with  tlie  soil,  passed  to  Oecnrgia,  and,  in  consequence  thereof 
authorized  the  Governor  to  cause  the  line  to  be  run,  and  the  survey 
to  be  made,  under  tl^  protection  of  our  own  laws,  it  becomes  me  ia 
candor  to  i^te  to  the  President,  that  the  survey  will  be  made,  and  in 
due  time ;  and  of  which  Miyor  General  Gaines  has  already  bad  suitt- 
cient  notice.     Whilst  in  the  execution  of  the  decrees  of  oui*  own  con- 
stituted authorities, :  the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  find 
nothing  but  frankness  and  magnanimity  on  our  part,  we  may  reason- 
ably claim  the  observance,  iftlike  dq;ree,  of  these  noble  qualities  on 
theirs.     When^  therefore,  certain  responsibilities  are  spoken  of  in  the 
communication  of  the  Presidents  we  can  rightfoUy  inquire  w|tat  re- 
sponsibilities ?    Georgis,  in  the  nmintenanoe  of  her  undoubted  rights, 
fears  no  responsibilities;  yet  it  is  well  for  Georgia  to  know  then|i,  sq 
fin*  as  tbqr  are  menaced  by  tint  United  9tate^    If  it  is  intended  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  Interpose  its  power  to  pre«* 
Tent  the  survey,  the  Govemment'oC  Geor^^a  cannot  have  too  einrlj 
or  too  distinct  notice.    For  bow  highly  €Wihonorable  would  it  he  for 
the  stronger  party  to  avail  itself  of  that  power  to  surprise  the  weak* 
cor.    If  the  Government  only  mean,  that,  omitting  its  constitutional 
duty,  it  will  not  pacify  the  Indians,  and  make  safe  the  frontier,  whilst 
Hxe  officers  of  Greorgia  are  in  peaceful  fulfilment  of  their  instructiona 
connected  with  the  survey,  it  is  important  to  the  Cbvemment  of 
Georgia  to  know^  it,  that,  d^ending  on  itself  for  safety,  it  shall  not 
depend  in  vain ;  but,  if  tibe  Government  of  the  United  States  mean, 
what  is  not  even  yet  to  be  believed,  that,  assuming,  like  their  Agenl^  . 
upon  another  not  dissimilar  occasion,  an  attitude  of  neutrality,  f^gn* 
•d  and  insincere,  it  will,  like  that  Agent,  harrow  up  the  Indiana  to 
the  commission  of  hostile  and  bloody  deeds ;  then,  indeed,  the  Govern-    ' 
BM^nt  of  Georgia  should  also  know  it,  that  it  may  guard  and  fenoe  ifa- 
nelf  against  the  perfidy  and  treachery  of  false  friends.    In  either 
event,  however,  the  President  oi  the  United  States  may  rest  content^ 
that  the  Grovemment  of  Gecngia  cares  for  no  responsibilities  in  the 
exercise  of  its  righf,  and  the  execution  of  its  trust,  but  those  which  be* 
long  to  conscience  and  to  God ;  which,  thanka  to  him,  is  equally  our 
God,  asthe  God  of  the  United  States.

Six  :  I  urired  at  this  place  in  tiie  morning  of  ttie  25fh.  The  In- 
dians hafe  flioce  been  assembling  in  ^reat  nnmbers,  but  tiiey  have  not 
yet  fnftati  to  receive  me  in  Counai ;  severd  of  their  Chiefs  being 
stil/ahent  They  manifesta  strong  disposition  to  bepeaceabletowara 
thdr  white  nnghbors,  and  to  abstain  from  further  hostilitf  toward  ttie 
party  of  their  own  people  driven  from  them.  They  are  evidently  mudi 
gnl^  to  And  that  tiie  President  ai  the  United  States  has  interposed 
Us  autbnit]^  in  the  adjustment  of  a  difSicutty,  in  vdiich  they  were  in- 
voivedy  witboat  having  estimated  the  magnitude  <ji  the  danger  which 
has,  and  stiU  may,  menace  tlmii#  Hiey  Inve  the  highest  confidence  in 
tbe^^  and  viuigiMvnimiji  of  the  General  Government;  which  can- 
■ot  be  loo  tngUy  vsdued,  or  top  scrupiiloiisly  maintained. 

After  do&g  my  letter  of  the  iSad,  at  Indian  Spring,  and  at  the 
Huoentof  my  departure  thence,  it  was  suggested  to  me  by  Colonel 
Brednaz,  an  intelligent  militia  ofllcer  of  Flint  River,  that  the  Chiefe, 
Marshal  and  C.  M'lntosb^  had  been  up  in  conferaice  witii  whtte  coun^ 
aellors  daring  the  night  of  the  20th ;  that  he  had,  by^  the!^  request, 
prepared  a  mter  for  them,  in  reply  to  my  address  to  them  in  Council ; 
that,  ha  bad  been  careful  to  writeonly  what  they  verbally  stated  to  liim: 
that  lAer  completing  the  letter,  h?  read  it  to  ti^em,  ana  they  appeared 
entirely  satisfied  with  its  contents ;  but  that  he  afterwards  learned 
tlMy  were,  (brsome  time,  duringthe  night,  in  Council  with  to  Ai^f/mncff, 
and  that  their  nocturnal  consultation  resulted  in  the  letter  enclosed  in 
Bune  of  the  S£d,  marked  B. 

«Cokmel  Brodnax  accompanied  Lieutenant  Bntier  and  myself,  in 
oar  first  (by^s  ioom^  froqa  the  Indian  Spring,  and,  in  thecourse  of  the 
iay^  Mentioned  several  other  circumstances^  corroborative  of  this,  and 
tf  another  fact,  that  I  had  previously  much  reason  to  suspect,  that 
greateSbrts  had  been  made  by  certain  evil  dispo^  white  men,  to  fo- 
Mit  and  profit  by  the  existing  dissensions  among  the  Indians,  and, 
ft»eby,  tocounteract  the  benevolent  views  of  the  Ihresident,  to  allay 
^h«ii*  He  promised  to  send  me  a  copy  of  the  letter  referred  to,  writ- 
tea  by  Urn  for  the  Chiefs^  prior  to  their  night  consultation.  In  tliat 
htler,  thqr  instructed  hiii,  as  he  assures  me,  to  say,  that  the  views  of . 
the  War  IKepartment,  as  communicated  by  me,  afforded  them  much. 
satfsEKtionf  and  that  they  would  willingly  comply  with  his  wishes ;  that 
tti^  were  very  desirous  to  obtain  retaliation  for  the  loss  of  tlieir 
CUeft ;  and  that  Oey  were  desirous  to  receive,  as  the  <*  emigrating 
pv^  lo  the  Utsaly,  Oe  Si200,000»  nowin  the  hands  of  the  Commis- 


Many  otfier  statements  of  similar  import,  representing  improper 
coadnct  m  thepoi  of  the  whites  toward  tiie  Indians,  were  made 
tememioficitod,  while  at  the  Indian  Spring,  and  since  my  departure 
frun  that  place ;  but  with  which  I  forbear  to  t(oid>le  yon^  unless  it 
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becomM  H60f«aE7  (and  it  bo  in  nqr  power  to  probe  and  otfl  them,)  in 
flie  course  of  my  cooferenoe$  with  the  Indums.  These  stfttenmili 
have  had  the  effect  of  jdacing  me  somewhat  mcure  upon  my  gnar€, 
^an  I  might  otherwifle  have  been.  Thus  may  I  have  been  a  fitUi 
more  particular  in  my  correspondence  with  the  Qem?gia  CommiesioQ* 
ers,  than  may  seem  to  have  been  advisable.  ▲  oontinnatkm  tt  ttet 
correspondence  is  enclosed^  herewith^  No.  1  and  2.

Sib  :  Since  our  arrival  at  thid  place,  we  have  been  joined  by  C^. 
Seaborn  Jones,  who  is  associated  with  us  in  the  Commission,  by  the 
Governor  of  Georgia. 

Iff  obedience  to  the  ijistrQctioBS,  (with  a  copy  of  which  you  have 
been  furnished,)  we  beg  leave  again  to  caJl  your  attenttbn  to  Aat  QM-t 
of  those  instructions,  by  which  it  was  contemplated  by  the  Governor 
that  we  would  be  admitted  to  a  free  participation  of  the  Council  e^ 
Indians  to  be  coiinected  at  Broken  Arrow,  as  well  as  that  latelyji^ 
at  the  Indian  Sf^rings.  We  would  repeat  the  request,  on  our  J{ar4 
that  we  may  be  admitted  to  that  Council.  9 

In  your  letter  of  the  21st  instant,  in  answer  to  a  tumilar  req|«efit 
made  at  that  place,  you  say,  <<  I  deem  it  proper,  therefore,  that  I  ^hw^ 
exercise  the  entire  control  of  every  subject  to  be  acted  upon,  andf  bf 
every  expression  utt»^  to  the  Council,  by  any  officer  or  citizen  pcur- 
mitted  to  address  it ;  whether  of  the  United  States,  or  any  individual 
State  or  Territory.  Without  such  control,  our  Councils  would  be  ish 
Tolved  in  confusion,  and  they  would  be  wholly  useless,  if  not  worse 
than  useless.'' 

We  call  your  attention  to  this  part  of  your  letter,  for  die  purpose 
of  correcting  a  mistake,  under  >^ich  you  have  fallen,  with  regard 
to  our  motives,  and  the  course  of  conduct  we  might  pursue  in  attending 
the  Council. 

We  have  been  particularly  instructed  ^<  not  to  interfere  with  the 
Council,  in  matters  disconnected  with  the  objects  of  our  miaaioi^  and 
which  appertain  exclusively  to  interests  and  relations  purely  poUticaU 
subsisting  between  the  General  Government  and  the  Indians.'' 

Permit  ua  to  assure  you,  Sir,  ttiat  we  shall  strictly  adhere  t<^  ttiose 
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nstraetkasyiidcttvlWy  avoid  any  iBfteifew  and  fliat  we  shall 

o^eot  only  to  vmke  sug^stions  to  joanel^  in  ttie  Council,  and  thit^ 
yon,  to  oMuB  all  ttie  ^ormatimL  which  can  be  acquired.  The  infor* 
natifin  thas  tcqoired^  will  be  of  an  official  character,  and  will  per- 
h«{M  be  more  sati^GM:toryy  than  any  derived  from  any  other  source. 

From  Mr.  E^BBan,  oar  Secretary!  you  will  receive  a  copy  of  the 
iMssage  of  die  Governor  to  the  Legislature^  with  the  accompanying

GnriXfiiuiir :  I  have  received  your  communication  of  yesterday's 
huiy  requesting  to  be  admitted  to  the  Council  convened  at  Broken 

I  am  under  no  such  mistake  as  that  you  ascribe  to  nie,  and  which 
79  m  pteaised  to  attempt  to  correct  /  In  your  letter  of  the  80th,  you 
claim  ^^a  fall  and  free  partimpation  of  the  Council  of  the  Indians.'' 
^Hiatever  may  have  been  your  meaning,  the  manifest  import  of  the 
^ipreasiong  osployed  by  you,  could  be  nothing  less  than  a  demand  * 
^  exercise^  without  conti*ol,  certain  privileges  before  the  Council. 
Tbefaxe  of  tills  construction,  is  strengthened  rather  than  diminished 
^}  joar  instractions  from  bis  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Georgia^ 
to  which  you  refer. 

Tou  say  «•  v^  have  been  particularly  instructed  not  to  interfere  with 
^  Coundl,  in  matters  dj^coanected  with  the  objects  of  our  mission, 
i»f  which  appertain  exclusively  to  interests  and  relations,  purely  po- 
^ticalf^ubsisting  between  the  General  Government  and  the  Indians.^ 

I  cannot  perceive  or  admit  of  the  existence  of  any  such  distinction* 
fhe  General  QoTemment  can  have  no  interests,  or  relations,  puretif 
Mi^tet,  either  with  the  Indians,  or  witii  atiy  other  people  or  NattoD, 
n  vUGhithe  State  of  Georgia  is,  not  concerned.  But  his  Excellen- 
?  dM  Govemor  of  Georgia^  deems  it  proper  that  the  State  should 
^  rmcsented  at  the  Council  at  Broken.  Arrow ;  arid  you  have  been 
lypofaited  for  that  purpose*    I  have  advised  you,  that  the  President 
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has  saeii  ftt  to  eonftde  to  m^  the  Bsclimve  mission  ti>  1i^ 
the  part  of  the  U&ited  States*  I  have  now  to  add^  that  the  duties  as- 
signed to  me,  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  with  which  yoa  are 
charged ;  with  the  exception  of  taking  testimony  as  to  the  conduct  of 
the  Agent  Tbus«  have  I  the  honor  to.  represent  Georgia,  with 
each  oftier  member  of  the  United  States,  in  the  Indian  (>muici1,  at 
Broken  Jtraw.  With  due  deference  and  respect  for  the  authorities  of 
the  State,  which  have  had  the  kindness  to  appoint  a  mission  to  afford 
me  aid,  which  the  General  Gov^mnent  appears  not  to  have  been 
aware  that  I  stood  in  need  of»  I  cannot  permit  myself  to  racogaise  ttut 
mission,  without  the  antbority  of  the  Preiident  It  would  afibrd  me 
great  satisfbction  topessesa  tiie  confidence  of  the  State  authorities ;  I 
can  hope  to  win  it  only  by  a  fsiitbfiil  discbarge  of  my  duty ';^  biit|,if  I  fail 
thus  to  win  itt  I  feel  convinced  that  I  dhtul  not^l  to  retain  yj/hfX 
willbeeqaally  gratifying  to  me,  the  conscious  persuasiopthfit  I  mm/ 
that  confidence. 

In  the  subsequent  paM  of  your  letter,  you  assure  me,  that  you  will 
strict^  aidhere  to  your  instructions,,  and  carefully  avoid  any,intiN-&r- 
ence ;  and  that  you  s6all. expect  only  to  make  sugg^tionstorme,  in  the 
Council,  tni  through  mey  to  obtain  w^  information  which  can  be  acqolr- 
ed.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  you  did  noi.  sooner  favor  me  with  tfaU 
moderate  definition  of  your  wishes  ^  A8»!n  this  case,  nonobjection  would 
bave  becQ  oflbred  by  me  to  ^our  requests  individually  and  uhoffioiaUj. 

You  are  entirely  at  liberty  to  attend,  as  any  otl^er  gentlemen  would 
he*  I  reserveito  myself,  however,  the  right  to  contra  every  subject 
tobe  acted  upon,  ^nd  ^very  expression  to  be  uttered  to  the  CopmA 
It  aflbrds  me  pleasure  to  ptofit  by4he  iuggestions  o£  toy  felbw  citi- 
zens :  but,  tnese  iufgestianSf  to  be  acceptoble  to  me,  mt^t  be  fibee 
of  every  thing  like  official  power  or  control. 

In  tendeling  to  ^ou  my  thanks  for  the  polite  ofier,  contained  in  your 
note  of  this  idhemoon,  I  have  to  observe,  that  I  shall  not  have  oc- 
casion to  send  despatches,  before  the  departure  of  the  regular  maiL

htteVf  he  has  bad  due  notice.

Sir  :  I  call  your  attention  to  a  letter  purporting  to  be  yours,  and 
add}-essrd  to  the  Agent,  in  extenuation  of  your  conduct  for  the  act 
of  sus))€nsion,  and  published  in  a  paper  here,  this  morning,  called 
the  Patriot.  If  this  letter  be  autlicntic,  you  will  consider  all  inter- 
course between  yourself  and  this  Govcrnnaent  as  suspended  from  the 
moment  of  the  receipt  of  this.

J^laJGr  Andrews  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Princeton,  rear  Broken  Arrow, 

Chatahoochie  Uircr^  June  SO,  1825. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  arrived  at  this  place  on 
Saturday,  the  25th  instant. 

I  have  been  incessantly  engaged,  in  obedience  to  my  instructions,' 
in  examinatioiii^  relating  to  tlie  afTairs  of  the  Indian  A4;enry ;  and  in 
rendering  puch  services  to  Major  General  (iaittes,  sis  wore  in  my 
p(>wcr.  The  full  Council  of  the  Creek  Nation  has  bcin  in  session, 
daily,  since  the  morning  of  Uio  25lh  ;  General  Gaines  having  arrived 
on  tl^e  same  day.     1  forbear  relating  the  results  of  the  Councils  with 
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Indians,  which  are  of  a^neral  character^  aa  they  win  of  OMrae  ko 
Blade  known  to  you,  by  the  Greneral. 

The  object  of  my  present  comnianication  is  chiefly  to  infom  yoa 
that  a  great  mass  of  testimony  has  been  collected  at  this  place^ 
from  the  Indians  assembled  in  council,  and  from  that  class  of  men 
called  in  this  country  <*  Indian  countrymen.''  I  have  found  tbo  troa- 
bie  of  taking  testimony  here  against  tlie  Agent,  in  a  great  measure 
taken  off  my  hands  ;  the  Grovernor  of  Georgia  having  sent  on  to  this 
place  a  board  of  (four)  Commissioners,  for  that  purposCf  as  well  as 
others.  The  Commissioners  have  not,  since  my  arrival  here,  placed 
me  in  possession  of  the  testimony  they  have  collected^  If  they  have 
collected  any,  and,  from  their  mysterious  course*  (which  it  may  be 
hereafter  necessary  for  General  Gaines  and  myself  to  advert  to,)  I 
am  not  able  to  say  whether  they  intend  doing  so,  although  that  idea 
has  been  constantly  held  out  to  me  since- their  appointment.  Deli* 
cacy  to  the  State  they  represent,  and  tliemselves,  dictates  that  I 
should  wait  to  learn  their  intentions^  without  urging  them  on  the 
subject. 

The  testimony  collected  by  the  Agent  from  individualst  and  shewn, 
but  not  yet  submitted  to  me,  as  well  as  that  which  I  have  obtained, 
by  the  fullest  and  most  particular  inquiries  to  the  Creek  Council, 
is;  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  of  the  most  satisfactory  character.  It 
goes  clearly  to  shew  that  the  Agent,  so  far  from  being  what  the 
charge^)  against  him  would  insinuate,  has  been,  and  is*  every  thing 
which  the  Grovernment  could  wish  him.  He  still  has  a  large 
amount  of  testimony  in  Georgjja  to  collect,  and,  although  neither 
General  Graines.  nor  myself,  or  any  disinterested  man  at  this  place,  en- 
tertains a  doubt  of  his  innocence*  1  shall  defer  withdrawing  his  sua* 
pension  until  after  he  has  collected  and  submitted  all  his  testimony, 
and  has  made  his  defence. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  Agent,  in  defending  himself,  will, . 
in  all  probability,  criminate  others  who  have  heretofore  stood  high 
in  the  confidence  of  the  Grovernment  In  shewing  that  he  was  not 
unfavorable  to  a  fair  treaty,  and,  indeed,  advised  one,  with  the  In- 
dians, he  will  shew,  by  his  testimony,  a  great  degree  of  unfairness, 
on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners,  and  those  about  them,  who  made 
the  late  treaty.  Tlie  information  obtained  by  General  Gaines  anil 
myself,  all  has  the  same  tendency. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  have 
flow  (being  in  want  of  the  same  privilege,  and  their  main  testimony 
being  taken,)  offered  the  Indian  Ag^nt  the  right  of  cross-examinations ; 
but  I  doubt  if  they  willciimpel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  in  Georgia 
fi>r  cross-examination.  Should  they  do  so,  a  great  degree  of  corruption 
at  the  formation  of  the  treaty  will  be  brought  to  light !  and,  whether 
their  witnesses  are  cross-examined  or  not,  the  greatest  degree  of  un- 
fairness towards  the  Ag^nt,  Deputy  Agent,  and  Interpreter,  will  be  ex* 
hibited  by  the  testimony  i^li*eady  collected.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
•tate,  that  I  consider  all  three  of  those  gentlemen,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain,  as  eflk^ient  officers,  and  faithful  servants^  and 
justly  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  their  Government. 
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I  expect  to  be  at  Washington  towards  the  latter  part  of  July,  or  the 
first  part  of  August ;  provided  I  should  not^  in  the  mean  time,  receive 
any  intimation  that  it  is  your  pleasure  I  should  remain  longrr  in  this 
country*  I  can,  therefore,  either  make  my  report  after  arriving  at 
Washington,  or  forward  it  from  Milledgevilley  according  as  your 
pleasure  may  be  expressed. 

I  bare  bad  a  further  correspondence  with  the  Governor  of  GiHir- 

flat  as  WAilas  one  with  the  Commissioners  herein  referred  to,  which 
have  not  had  time  to  forward.     They  shall  be  sent  on  by  the  next 
mail,  if  possible.

Oemral  Oaines  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 
Hbad  QuABTfiBS,  Eastern  Department, 

Creek  JNlzf/on,  July  1,  1825. 

Sib:  I  had  promised  myself  the  pleasure  of  sending  you  a  detailed 
report  of  my  conference  with  the  Indian  Council  at  this  place,  by  this 
day's  mail ;  but  the  time  of  closing  the  mail  has  nearly  arrived,  and 
my  report  is  not  completed* 

I  take  this  occasion,  however,  to  say,  that  the  Council  has  promis* 
ed  to  l>e  peaceable  and  to  be  Just. 

They  protest  against  the  treaty,  as  the  offspring  of  fraud,  and 
entered  into  by  persons  not  authorized  to  treat,  and  contrary  to  the 
deliberate  resolution  of  the  principal  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  Nation. 

They  refuse  to  give  any  evidence  of  their  assent  to  the  treaty,  ei- 
ther by  receiving  a  part  of  the  purchase  money,  or  otherwise  But 
they  have  deliberately  stated,  as  the  fixed  resolution  of  the  whole 
Council  and  Nation,  that  they  will  not  raise  an  arm  a<;ainst  the 
United  States,  even  should  an  army  be  sent  to  take  from  them  the 
whole  of  their  land  ;  that  they  will  readily  lay  down  their .  lives 
upon  the  land  in  which  the  bones  of  their  ancestors  are  deposited  ; 
and,  b^ing  too  feeble  to  resist,  they  will  die  without  resistance;  that 
the  world  shall  know,  that  the  Muscogee  Nation  so  loved  their  coun- 
try, they  were  willing  to  die  rather  than  sell  or  leave  it. 

lliey  appeal  thus  to  our  magnanimity,  and  I  cannot  but  say,  I 
trust  and  hope  their  appeal  will  not  be  unavailing.

Siu  :  I  do  myself  the  honor  to  enclose  ynii  a  letter  which  I  receired 
from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Geoi*;g^ta.  dated  the  28th  June, 
and  a  copy  of  my  answer  to  it*  hearing  this  date. 

My  duties  have  been*  and  still  are,  so  incessant  and  arduous^  that 
I  am  not  able  to  forward  you  some  correspondence  between  his  Ex- 
cellency and  myself*  as  also,  with  the  Commissioners  of  Greorgia.  I 
shall  send  the  ctirrespondence  referred  to.  as  soon  as  duplicates  are 
prepared^  for  I  am  nnwiDIng  to  risk  them  to  the  mall»  before  1  can 
make  duplicates,  for  fear  of  miscarriage.  It  will  be  impossible  to 
form  a  derided  opinion  as  to  my  course,  until  they  are  all  received* 

I  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  of  enclosing  you  several  inter* 
esting  papers,  viz : 

No.  1.  A  list  which  shews  the  rank  and  character^  or  grade,  of 
all  the  signers  to  the  late  treaty,  made  at  the  Indian  oi*  Mineral 
Springs,  in  Georgia. 

No.  2.  A  correct  census  of  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians*  she^sving 
the  number  of  Chiefs,  the  number  of  men,  including  the  Chiefs,  and 
the  number  of  women  and  children,  by  towns,  of  the  Nation;  with 
official  memorandums,  showing  the  number  of  persons  attached  to 
the  Mcintosh  party,  and  the  names,  &c.  of  the  first  five  of  the  «^^a- 
tio7ial  Chiefs  at  the  time  of  holding  the  treaty. 

No.  3.  A  report  of  the  speech  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Nation,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  late  Council  with  the  Chiefs  of  tbe  Creek  Nation,  as 
also,  that  of  the  head  of  the  Nation,  which  furnishes  a  synopsis  of 
the  views  of  the  Nation,  in  relation  to  the  causes  of  the  late  distur- 
bances, &c.  This  report  was  prepared  by  myself,  from  full  notes 
taken  as  he  spoke,  and  is  as  faithful  and  literal  a  report  as  I  was 
capable  of  making;  it  is  so  much  so,  that  the  fpur  Interpreters  em- 
ployed througitout  the  whole  Council*  have  unanimously  certified  it 
as  correct ;  one  of  them.  Hawkins,  being  an  Interpreter  from  Mcin- 
tosh's party,  brought  on  by  General  Gaines  from  Georgia,  and  who 
was  urged  on  him,  and  recommended  by  the  party,  as  their  Inter- 
preter. 

No.  4.  A  report  of  the  answer  of  the  same  Speaker,  on  the  part  of 
the  Nation,  to  wiiich  I  appiy  the  same  remarks  as  in  the  preceding^ 
paragraph,  and  whichjs  verified  in  the  same  manner.  Other  reports 
of  these  speeches  will  be  furni^ihed  you  by  General  Gaines ;  Mr.  But- 
ler, his  Aid-de-Camp,  having  also  taken  them  down  as  spoken. 

In  closing  this  letter,  I  trust  you  will  forgive  roe  for  making  a  few 
remarks,  which,  although  relevant,  may  not  be  altogether  applica- 
ble to  my  specific  duties.  From  the  extraordinary  temper  and  unrea* 
sonable  course  of  the  authorities  of  Georgia,  both  in  regard  to  Ma- 
jor General  Gaines  and  myself,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  I  sincerely 
believe  no  otHcer  of  the  General  Government  can  discharge  his  du- 
ties, in  this  quarter,  with  fidelity  to  his  own  Groveroment,  if  bis  du* 
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lies  relate  to  any  tbinjK^  which  has  the  most  remote  bearing  on  the 
State  af  Georgiay  without  incurring  the  disapprobation  of  the  au- 
thorities referred  to.  I  have  been  personally  acquainted  with  mosty 
if  not  all,  of  the  measures  and  acts  of  General  Gaines  in  tlie  late 
Coancil,  and  feel  a  pleasure  and  pride  in  saying,  that  those  acts 
and  measures,  so  far  as  I  am  capable  of  judging,  have  been  charac- 
terized by  consummate  prudence,  justice,  and  wisdom.  Every  thing 
wlilch  I  have  referred  to^  will,  in  due  time,  be  laid  before  you.  To 
show,  however,  the  general  course  which  the  authorities  of  Georgia 
bare  pursued.  I  will  state  one  fact  to  you:  I  was  present  at  an  offi* 
clal  conversation  between  General  Gaines  and  two  of  the  Georgia 
Conunissioners,  the  evening  preceding  the  breaking  op  of  the  Indian 
Council,  in  which  these  Commissioners  stated,  in  the  most  positive 
manner*  that  they  had  received,  by  express  from  the  Governor  of 
Georgia^  information  of  the  fact,  that  the  War  Depaiiment  had  giv- 
en permission,  in  a  letter  from  Major  Yandeventer,  to  the  Governor 
of  Georgia,  to  survey  the  Indian  territoi^  tvhenever  he  thought  proper  § 
and  that  they  wished  to  make  know*n  that  fact  personally  to  the  In- 
dian Council  before  thej^  adjourned,  and  to  inform  them  that  the  Go- 
vernor would  survey  the  land  immediately.  (When  the  Commission- 
ers first  presented  themselves,  they  demanded  <<  a  fiill  participation 
in  the  Indian  Council/'  which  the  General,  with  great  politeness  and 
firmness,  had  refused  them.)  On  this  occasion  he  renewed  that  re- 
fusal, but  with  the  same  urbanity  and  firmness  i.notwitlistanding 
which,  they  the  next  morning  presented  themselves  at  the  Council, 
and  again  renewed  thetr  attempt  to  communicate,  as  a  fact,  to  the  In- 
dians, what,  I  feel  assured,  has  never  been  sanctioned  by  the  Dt- 
partment  or  the  President.  General  Gaines  had  succeeded,  after  the 
most  intense  pains  and  the  most  anxious  labors,  (surrounded  by  a 
thousand  difliculties,  arising  alone  from  the  interference  of  the  most 
mischievous  and  dangerous  persons,)  in  securing  the  views  of  Go- 
▼ernment  and  humanity,  by  restoring  an  unfortunate  and  distracted 
people,  unable  to  protect  themselves  or  their  rights,  to  a  state  of 
tranquillity,  and  even  comparative  happiness;  and  I  feel  warranted 
in  saying,  that  if  he  had  permitted  the  intended  communications  of 
the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  be  made  known  to  the  Council,  it  would 
have  been  throwing  a  firebrand  among  this  much  injured  ))eople^ 
which  could  only  be  extinguished  at  a  vast  ex|)cn8e  of  bluod,  and  trea- 
sure, and  justice.  As  it  is,  they  wait  with  resignation  the  ulterior 
views  of  the  Government,  reposing  on  its  magnanimity  and  justice*

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'  '-TliriissoifQr  People  had  always  been  Mcttstomed  to  treatnn  open 
eiMUica%  fiEHoa  to  face  to  face^  in  the  Square,  and  to  bear  the  words  of 
the  President  But,  at  Broken  Arrow,  the  Commissioners  hdd  their 
Hi^iet  touiciits  in  every  place— 4n  a  great  many  places — in  the  hashes, 
and  behind  ihe  houses  and  fences*  They  could  not  count  the  number 
«ff  tlniihiMHDieils.  They  continued  their  private  meetings^  and  they 
^ifmtuptB  the  Upper  Ferry,  (Mcintosh's,;  whilst  the  public  council 
iMatfinVwnijioo.  .We  do  not  believe  they  were  authorized  by  the  Pre* 
aident  to  hfdd  suck  secret  councils. 

r^'  Wlit»ibe  Qhitb  were  in  Coundl.  in  the  Square,  they  sent  for  the 
Ci— miiMiioa^rs,  and,  at  last,  they  were  found  at  the  Upper  Ferry  in  a 
aecret  meeting*  When  they  first  arrived,  they  said  they  came  to 
"^i^Uhtfae  Chiefe  and  head  men,  a»  the  nation ;  but,  afterwards, 
*  they  only  held  secret  Councils,  and  not  with  the  head  men  of  the 
After  these  proceedings  the  Commissioners  adjourned  for  two 
•r  three  months,  and  said  they  would  then  come  back  and  treat  further. 
The  JGhiefs  tdd  them,  if  they  wished  to  return  in  three  months,  they 
would  give  them  the  hand  of  friendship  :  when  the ,  Commissioners 
aaid4hty  were  going  home,  the  Chiefs  summoned  all  to  the  Square,  to 
tekoA  eecemonious  and  friendly  leave  of  them.  But,  lo  !  the  Gommis* 
iiiiiei's  were  gone  t 

:  ^  JQtes the  Chiefs  had  returned  to, '  and  remained  at,  home  a  short 
ttee,4hey  had  a^meeUng  at  Tuckabatchee,  a  notice  came  suddenly, 
mAmij  ^i  few  broken  days  were  given,  to  meet  at  the  Mineral 
Spti»fs^m  Georgia.  They  threw  away  aU  other  business,  and  made 
arfiingmeBts  to  go  to  tfie  Mineral  Spring,  in  Gteorgia.  They  were 
&a.  ^  ji^hita  settiements— ^the  white,  man's  country.  The  Agent  ^d 
Interpreter  were  there  in  arooro>  but,  as  before,  tlify  could  not  speak 
tMhem.  A  handlul  of  Chiefs  were  told,  they  could  not  make  a  ^reatjs 
llecause  thejr  were  so  few,  and  neither  of  the  head  Cbiefii  of  tbe  nation 
ww^  present;  the  principal  Chiefs  were  at  home  in  the  nation. 
Jteliilesh  «as  not  a  principul  Chief.  Tlie  Little  Prince  and  the  Big 
Wjmteht  weirMhe  twoprinoipal  Chiefs  of  the  Nation.  As  a  proof  that 
Mdnlosh  was  not  a  principal,  much  less  bead  Chief,  thei;<e  had  been, 
ia9iaetiinftJiacfc»  a  di^te  between  the  Agent  and  Stinson,  who  had 
AfMMdQDurhged  hy  Mcintosh  to  come  into  the  nation  and  violate  the 
Jam  of  the-President  Mcintosh  came  before  the  National  Council, 
in  the  Square,  and  said  the  times  were  now  different  with  him  ;  that 
when  Mitchell  was  Agent,  he  did  pretty  much  as^he  pleased  ;  but  that, 
Mreaftef^he  would  never  do  any  thing  without  leave  of  the  principal 
Chiela  of  the  nation.  He(Pothley  Oholo)  knew  all  who  were  at  the  In- 
idaait  Springs,  andlhat  they  could  not  sell  the  land  honestly ;  he  and 
they  knew  the.  consequences,  and  he,  therefore,  ordered  tltem  all  off 
JhiMBe*  hy  direction  of  his  head  Chief,  the  Big  Warrior. 

After  coming  home,  th^  Agent  was  absent,  and  they  ordered  their 
•annital  meeting.  He  arrived,  however,  to  the  meeting,  and  they 
nodjerstood  tiiat  the  cheat  treaty  was  ratified,  and  the  first  of  the 
•on^  mentiimed  to  them  hy  the  Agent.  1  hey  concluded  tliat  it 
was  not  right  to  take  any  money,. as  they  had  sold  no  land.  The 
law  was  not  a  joke,  or  a  play  thing.     Mcintosh  wa?  potified,  but  he 
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would  iiot  attend  the  meeting  :  they  wanted  io  hear  hiw*  All  tte)aw 
wasprvippsed  by  himself.  It  was  for  the  whole  nation,  without  any 
exception.  He,  Mcintosh,  told  the  People  that  the  law  waif  nawe, 
and  that  it  was  not  for  any  pai-ticolar  person,  but  Tor  jeven;  Bodj^ 
half  breeds  ami  all,  and  even  for  the  Wttle  Prlnee  or  Big  "wafrion 
Atthottgh  he  had  loved  Mcintosh  formerly  mucfh,  on  fci»'CQtfdact  in 
•breaking  his  own  law,  and  refusing  to  come  to  tli^  mee^g,  tk€y  dtHM^ 
mined  that  he  should  mend  the  law  and  suffer.  This  Is  tbe^wa^f  Mi 
death  happened. 

When  the  law  wad  enacted,  the  law  said,  if  Feojdeof  la  partHfular 
town  would  not  put  the  law  in  force,  then  other  men  0(0U>ttH§mtm 
should  be  appointed  to  do  it ;  and  the  property  of  those  who  bt^ak^Mf 
law  is  foi*feited  to  those  who*  enforce  it.  The  law  only  tncltaled^llc^ 
beads  of  the  party,  who  broke  it  either  as  to  life  or  pnqperty,  timi  itt* 
rest  were  not  to  be  punished.  This  lav^was  only  to  iMhkfethehekdii 
of  a  town.  *  '^ 

Tbe  Chiefs  went  no  further  Aan  to  put  the  law  in  force.  Tbdr 
fooitsfa  people,  now  in  Georgia^  might  as  well  be  honie  witit  tlielrik«^ 
milies.  They  know  the  law,  a«d  know  that  tticy  are  safe,  i^  tbeJaw 
bas  been  mended.  They  know  very  well  it  was  only  tiie  law  wliich 
was  executed.  If  the  nation  wanted  to  take  more  lives,  they  ArigM^ 
bavedone  so  at  the  time  they  killed  Mcintosh  :  llierd  was  notfaidgto^ 
prevent  them.  •    "  '. 

Tbe  Nation  has  heard  reports  from  Geoii^ia  that  tbe  Agent  had 
caused  the  death  of  Mcintosh.  The  Agent  advised  them  to  tnke  tbo 
money  for  tlie  land,  He  knew  nothine  about  it,  and  had  notbhig  to 
d«>  with  the  killing  of  Mcintosh.  AH  that  Colonel  Crow'ell  told  tbeift 
waSf  that  he  bad  got  an  order  fi'om  tJie  President  for  an  equal  dhiskMft 
of  tlie  money,  and  advised  them  to  take  it*  But  they  would  hot  tab^ 
the  money  for  the  graves  of  their .  old  fathers  and  friends.  They  tob^ 
the  Agent  it  was  uf^less  to  advise  them  to  lake  tlie  money  :  for,  tt 
they  did  so,  their  lands  would  be  gone  forever.  "Tli^  weresori^  they 
could  not  take  his  advite  on  this  occasion,  as  be  had  generally  gtvea 
them  good  talks  before,  «bout  the  affairs  of  their  iiati<^.  IKiey  M^ 
peateft,  if  they  took  tbe  money,  tlie  land  was  gone 'forevetv^mdtk^ 
ahould  have  no  lands  for  their  children.  The  MucJogee  people  M^ 
their  hinds^  they  were  bom  on  tliem,  and  their  fathers  aitd  fri^nda'RM 
buried  under  them,  lliey  have  not  any  lands  for  sale.  If  a  ^peacea- 
ble People  liave  propert]',  tliat  property  ought  aot  ^to  be  tokei^/rotti 
them  without  theil*  consent  They  did  not  think  the  laiid  WouMlM 
taken  from  them  unless  they  sold  it.  ■,."•-. 

Poethley  Oholo concluded  by  saying  that  the  Muscogee  peopl^'to*^ 
their  landl-— it  waa  their  mother — ^they  wished  to  live  and  dlo^  on  it, 
and  be  buried  under  it  But  they  were  not  foolish  ;  they  used  ^no 
threats ;  intended  no  hostility ;  they  will  hold  out  to  the  white  pe^rfe 
the  hand  of  friendship,  and,  at  the  same  time,  suffer  them  to  knock 
tbem  in  tbp  head,  and  then  be  laid  on  their  beloved  land.  They 
bold  out  the  bapd  of  friendship  >  ^ey  ask  their  Great  Father  for  pro- 
tection; bat  wife  suffiaii'  )liiii|y  ujik  to  b»  etteaitilnalttf ;  and«t#be 
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«dd  t»  tbe  WfnrU  tlurt  tfie  Muscogee  pnenph  loved  their  landt  ^^i^^  down, 
ibit  died  tia  It  l^he  worfd  will  know  it,  and  will  see  that  the  Mus- 
oogee  natioli  woald  not  leave  behind  them  the  hones  of  their  people*

Tbe  Speaker  of  the  Council  has  told  you  the  tnith*  and  nothifig  biH 
tiietCiitk  TbeNatiiNi  lain  Council  in  the  Square,  and  Opoethley  0-. 
Molilis  been  authorized  by  the  whole  Nation  to  say  what  he  has  said* 
Oeik  Gaines  remarked  in  reply,  as  follows  :  (See  pp.  578  to  5S2.) 
-.%k^  I>ktle  Prince*  Brother :  I  have  a  few  words  to  say,  which  may 
^«piiifc.4Hit  into  a  long  talk.  What  is  the  reason,  if  you  had  a  talk 
IfMk  iny-  people  in  Georgia,  you  did  not  bring,  some  of  titem  to  con- 
Imii%  u»  \  You  may  tliink  tlie  others  told  tlie  truth,  but  if  we  were 
i»ee  to.fM^,  you  coiiUt  form  a  better  judgment. 
.  Yon  wece  appointed  tQ  come  out  and  make  peace  and  settle  jevery 
tbing.  If  you  had  brought  home  my  people,  and  put  us  face  to  face* 
joQ  woirid  soon  see  which  is  right  Those  l)eople  Kave  no  Itead  men 
oc  chiefs.  If  they  had  come  in,  he  would  kuow  what  to  say  to  them. 
I  -am  their  Chief* 

The  cMefe  and  head  men  of  the  Nation*  when  they  want  any  thing 
ik*ne  4iar  <»flr,  they  always  appoint  a  head  man.  to  do  it.  You  ai'esent^ 
by  the^lS-esident  in  the  same  way  :  Yon  have  had  a  long  journey  and 
tiresome^  1  kave,  four  or  five  times,  a])pointed  head  men  to  see  the 
l^renideiity  as  you  now  ^ee  me^  and  got^ite  men  to  write  my  orders 
tjfo  tbem* 

Tfi^re  were  two  principal  Chiefs  of  the  Nation  of  equal  grade.  The* 
Nnlieaare.liot'hostlles*  They  have  no  bostijie  intentirm  of  any  kind# 
Tbe  li^wsiiave  caused  all  this  noi^e,  and  1  am  sorry  they  were  the 
caiuie  of  trouble  to  you,  or  our  Great  Father  the  President.  If  the  tnitb 
had  b<^n  tohU  yon  would  not  have  had  any  trouble.  We  have  no  in** 
tentiollksto  interrupt  any  body  :  This  I  repeat  to  you.  Poethley^. 
Qhdo  bas  already  explained  to  you  that  it  wns  tlie  law*— a  strong' 
l^w^r^^and  now  ^1  is  over*.  The  law  is  mended*  9Qd  there  is  to  be  no 
OHire  diAculty  or  punishment.  _  We  never  had  tiiie  most  distant  idea 
ef^lM>teting  any  one  but  those  who  were  executed.  He  will  nerev 
parif^j|ny  one  to  di^ttirb  the  balance  of  them.  I  have  already  en^ 
ibiiaedthatit  was  a  law  of  the  Muscogee  Nation. 

/Jbe  white  peotde  have  laws,  and  if  a  white  man,  of  any  grade,- 
tms^resses  the  law,  would  be  not  be  executed  ?  He  was  surprised 
that  Ueoi^^  People  had  taken  up  the  affairs  of  the  Creeks,  and  made 
ndt  a  fuss  about  them.  It  was  an  Indian  law,  and  not  a  law  of 
CI^M*cia.  .  '  .

General  Gaines  notified  the  Council,  that  he  bad  just  received  a 
letter  from  the  Commissioners  of  Georgia,  who  reques&d  bim  to  take 
ineasut*es  to  send  three  or  four  named  chiefis  to  the  Tavenif  to  be  ex* 
amined  on  tlie  imrt  of  Geof^ia* 

Poethley  Oiiolo,  the  Speaker^  replied:  the  Greorgians  bav^  se* 
doced  a  few  of  their  chiefs  from  the  square,  into  private  councils^  at 
various  times  and  places.  Thb  is  the  cause  of  all  the  troubles  of  the 
Mu.9cogee  people.  The  cause  of  the  President's  anxiety  and  of 
your  visit.  The  chiefs  are  not  therefore  willing  to  meet  them,  «x- 
cept  in  the  square  or  council.  These  private  meetings  at  diSbrenfc 
places,  and  people  not  adhering  to  the  truth,  has  caused  all  tiieir  pre- 
sent unhappinrss  and  misfortunes.  They  do  not  know  what  furtbo* 
information  the  Georgians  want:  for,  if  they  gave  them  true  talks^ 
they  would  not  make  use  of  them.     It  is  not  such  as  tliey  want 

It  was  not  their  own  misguided  people  who  were  altogether  t9 
blame.  If  they  had  been  let  alone,  no  difficulties  would  have  happen-^ 
ed.  The  Georgians  are  to  blame  also,  and  now  tliat  their  woiindg 
are  about  to  be  healed  by  the  President  and  yourself,  new  diflfeoltieft 
would  happen,  if  we  go  into  private  council  with  the  Georgia  Com* 
missioners ;  and  it  would  all  have  to  he'done  over  again. 

If  it  had  ndt  been  for  the  intrigues  of  the  Georgia  people,  tbey 
would  not  now  have  been  called  from  their  crops,  and  homes,  and 
families ;  leaving  their  children  hungry.  They  will  find  no  com  upon 
their  return  to  tl^eir  homes.    Their  nation  has  been  in  confusion. 

This  quarrel  is  like  that  between  two  children;  the  one  being 
stronger,  puts  the  sticks  to  the  weakest ;  and  then,  be  threatens  to 
beat  him  again  if  he  tells  the  truth. 

He  believes  there  are  a  great  many  good  people  in  Georgia  ;  but 
tiiere  are  a  grtot  many  bad  ones  for  the  Indians. 

Many  persons  who  commit  no  crimes,  and  live  straight  lives,  bjr 
having  lies  told  on  them,  are  not  secured  from  ^ha^  by  their  imio- 
cenoe. 

Thejr  suppose  that  tfap  QMKt  l^^tHtyi&e  Master  of  Breath,  has  de- 
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'(^ree(r  that , Hie  Mnscogee  Nation  should  be  reduced  and  imposed  oh« 
Their  time  has  come  ;  and  what  the**  Breath  Giver''  ordains,  must 
happen.

Mtyor  Andrexos  to  Qorvernor  Troup. 

Princeton,  Indian  Nation, 

^  4iA /ttfy,  1825. 

Sir  :  I  take  advantage  of  the  first  possible  moment,  finom  incessant 
and  arduous  duties/to  do  myself  the  honor  of  receipting  tD  your  E2x- 
cellcncy,  your  three  last  letters. 
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Toar  Mtar  of  the  18tb  June,  was  received  from  the  Commiflsioti- 
trs  of  Georgia^  on  the  25tb  ult  It  was  my  determination  to  afford 
tiie  CkHDinissioners  of  Georgia,  (of  whose  appointment  I  had  been  jire- 
▼ioMaly  uppriaeA^)  all  the  attention,  which  my  duty  to  the  General 
Government,  and  my  respect  for  an  important  member  of  the  Unioii, 
Justified  and  demanded.  I  have  done  so,  so  far  as  my  sense  of  duty 
permitted  me  ;  bat  regret  to  inform  you^  that  I  have  not  had  the  pleas- 
«re  of  agreeing  with  the  Commissiii^ners  on  several  points  of  proced- 
ore. 

Ton  may  readily  imagine,  that  my  impressions  of  your  great  per- 
sonal honor,  were  not  at  all  weakened  by  the  receipt  of  tlie  note  of 
yoor  Excellency,  dated  the  27th  ult.  in  ^which  you  so  frankly  <f  cor- 
rect without  delay,  an  error  into  D^bich  you  had  fallen,''  on  one  par- 
ticular pcHiit,  relating  to  the  Indian  Agent;  and  regret  exceedingly^ 
that  a  sense  of  justice  will  not  permit  me  to  make  the  admissions  which 
you  appear  in  the  same  letter,  to  expect  of  me.  Tour  Elxcellency,' 
may  rest  aaeored,  that  I  did  not  intend  to  call  on  you  again  for  the 
qieclficatiens,  after  yon  had  expressed  in  your  letter  of  the  20th  June, 
yoor  determination  not  to  furnish  them.  In  my  answer  of  the  &Sip 
to  your  letter  last  rcfered  to,  I  adverted  to  the  circumstance,  merely 
with  a  view  to  shew  why  I  had,  previously  to  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ter, tiiought  I  had  a  right  to  expect  them.  Your  declining  to  present 
^tecifications,  which  was.a  matter  that  you  alone  could  determine  on, 
settled  the  question  ;  and  I  should  have  been  wanting  in  tlie  high  re- 
spect, which  it  is  my  duty  to  entertain,  and  which  I  ^ncerely  entertain, 
for  your  personal  character,  as  well  as  for  your  e^^alted  station  in  so- 
ciety, if  I  had  again  requested  thenvof  you. 

I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  28th  inst* 
which  has  given  me  pain  as  a  man,  but  which  causes  no  uneasiness  on 
my  part  as  an  agent,  or  officer,  of  tlie  Grenefral  Government  It  has 
given  me  paia  as  a  gentleman,  because  I  think  I  can  perceive  that 
yo«  fed  compelled  (I  presume  from  a  sense  of  public  duty)  to  trans- 
fer the  porstttt  by  the  authorities  of  Georgia,  from  the  Indian  Agent, 
ia  the  Special  Agent  of  the  United  States'  Gtovemment.  It  causes 
no  fui^Kiness  pn  my  part,  as  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  Government, 
beeaUBB,  I  cannot  suj^ose,  for  a  moment,  that  my  Government  will 
censore  me  for  doing  an  act  of  sacred  duty  to  the  Indian  Agent, 
at  the  same  time  that  I  perfinrmed,  in  suspending  him  from  his  func- 
tions, an  act  of  courtesy  to  yourself  and  Government,  which  you 
thought  necessary  to  the  ascertainment  of  unbiassed  testimony.  Had 
I  entered  into  feelings  of  denunciations  against  the  Indian  Agent,  be- 
fore his  trialf  or  suspended  him,  without  doing  him  present  justice  by  a , 
frank  expression  of  the  reasons  which  actuated  me}n  doing  so,  I  should 
indeed  have  apprehended  tiie  disapprobation  of  my  Government,  (to 
which  alone,  I  look  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties ;)  because  that  Go- 
vernment is  administered  by  men  pre-eminent  for  temperate  and  rea- 
sonable Councils,  and  who  could  not  be  induced,  by  any  considera- 
tioBs,  to  violate  the  rights  guarantied  to  every  citizen  of  our  Country, 
however  humble,  by  its  constitution,  and  by  the  immutable  principles 
of  justice. 
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Tour  Excellency  calls  on  me  to  avo^,  or  disavow,  the  letter  to  the 
Indian  Agent,  of  which  you  appear  to  complain.  With  the  eTception 
of  a  few  typographical  errors,  I  avow  it  as  my  letter.  I  send  you 
a  corrected  copy.  It  is  such  a  lotter  as  my  sense  of  justice,  im]ieri* 
ously  called  on  me  to  address  him,  in  performing  a  harsh  act  towards 
him ;  was  approved  of  by  my  best  judgment,  sucli  as  it  is ;  is  approbated. 
by  a  man,  who,  for  wisdom  stands  inferior  to  few,  and  in  honor  to 
none ;  and  such  a  one,  as  I  confi<lently  trust,  will  receive  the  appro« 
bation  of  my  Grovernment  It  is  such  a  letter,  as  from  my  letters  of 
the  31st  of  May,  8th,  18th.  and  2Sd  June,  to  yourself,  and  our  fre- 
quent verbal  communications^  as  well  as  those  verbal  and  v^itten  to 
your  Aid  de-Camp  and  friend,  Colonel  Lumpkin,  you  ought,  in  my 
opinion,  to  have  antici|)ated ;  and  such  a  one  as  I  was  convinced, 
^  for  the  honor  of  human  nature,^'  (to  use  your  own  eloquent  expres* 
^n,)  you  expected. 

Tour  Excellency  informs  me.  «*that,  iftlie  letter  is  authentic,'' I 
am  to  consider  all  intercourse  between  your  Government  and  myself  as 
«  suspended."  Be  it  so.  I  know  of  no  intercourse  between  your  Gki* 
Temment  and  myself  which  is  at.  all  necessary,  which  is  not  on  your 
pail  perfectly  voluntary  and  agreeable.  Being  an  oMcer  of  tlie  Gene« 
ral  Government,  I  can  go  on  to  dischal-g|e  my  duties  fearlessly,  accord* 
ing  to  the  dictates  of  my  conscience,  and  to  the  best  of  my  judgment ; 
and.  if  I  am  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  the  proscribed,  for  interposing' 
the  shield  of  my  Government,  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  atnan  ikKun* 
ed  to  be  condemned  without  a  hearing  or  trial,  I  wish  that  suspen- 
sion not  only  continued,  but  made  absolute  and  permanent 

As  your  Excellency  has  thought  it  your  duty  to  address  me  your 
letter  of  the  S8th  of  June,  I  have  felt  it  my  right,  to  reply  to  it ;  and 
to  inform  you,  that  I  can  now  see.  so  far^  as  the  examinations  have 
progressed — and  they  hav^  been  both  numerous  and  important — no- 
Cause  for  the  accusations  ag^nst  the  Agent,  unless  injiis  inflexible 
integrity  and  firmness  in  stemming  a  torrent  of  corruption,  disgrace- 
fiil,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  national  character.  A  sense  of  duty  com- 
pels me  to  say,  that,  in  using  this  expression,  I  have  not  allusion  to 
your  Excellency  :  for  I  sincei*ely  believe,  that  the  same  persons  ^ho 
bave  caused  this  outcry  against  the  Indian  Agent,  have  abused  that 
confidence  which  your  Excellency  was  compelled  to  repose^  in  conse- 
qu^ce  ot  your  official  station.    ;

Sim :  The  Creek  National  Coancil  hairing  adjonrned^  I  avail  my- 
«df  of  the  earliest  occasion  to  report  to  you  the  result  of  their  delibe- 
rations, which  you  will  find  in  the  resolution  enclosed,  herewith, 
nartieciA. 

I  regret  that  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  obtain  from  the  Cotm* 
cil  their  assent  to  the  late  treaty.  But  they  persisted  to  the  last,  in 
protesting  against  it,  as  an  act  the  nq^ation  of  which  was  alike 
pontrary  to  their  laws  andAeir  wishes. 

Their  resolution^  herewith,  was,  in  substance,  dictated  by  them- 
seltea.  and  written  by  a  respectable  Cherokee  half-breed,  who,  by 
ray  permission,  acted  as  their  clerk. 

The  resolution  first  ofi*ered  by  them,  of  which  this  is  a  substitute, 
adverted  particularly  to  the  law  forbidding  the  sale  of  land,  under  the 
penalty  of  death,  and  recited  the  fact  as  aflSrmed  by  them,  that  the  et- 
ecntion  of  Gtoneral  Mcintosh,  and  two  others,  was  in  consequence  of 
their  having  violated  that  law.  They  insisted  on  the  proiM*iety  of 
keeping  in  view  this  alleged  violation,  lest  they  should  be  supposed  to 
bftve  laid  aside  their  objections  to  the  treaty.  They,  however,  finally 
consented  to  omit  those  objectionable  parts  of  the  resolution.  Tkey 
repeated  thefa*  determination  to  remain  at  peace  among  themselves, 
and,  in  no  case,  to  raise  an  arm  against  the  United  States,  or  any  of 
its  citizens. 

In  my  first  address  to  the  Council,  I  required  fliem  to  explain  wl^y 
it  was  that  they  had  put  to  death  the  chieftain  best  known  to  us,  and 
most  highly  esteemed ;  why  they  had  taken  the  life  of  Mcintosh  and 
others,  destroyed  their  prq^y,  and  driven  their  families  and  friends 
into  a  neighboring  State?  In  reply  to  this  demand,  the  Council, 
ttoottgh  their  Spes^er,  Hopothl^oholo,  stated  as  follows: 

«^  We  still  regret  that  our  duty  to  our  laws,  to  our  country,  and  to 
our  posterity,  compelled  us  tf  enforce  our  law.  We  do  not  acknow- 
ledge that  we  have  done  wrong,  as  we,  as  well  as  the  white  people, 
have  our  own  laws  for  our  government  We  have  told  you  tiiat  we 
do  not  intend  violence  to  be  done  to  the  simple  few  who  pretend  that 
tiiey  have  taken  refuge  among  our  brethren  the  Georgians.  They 
:were  influenced,  misguided,  and  led  astray  by  the  chiefs  who  are  now 
no  more.  But  we  wish  it  to  be  understood  by  yourself,  by  your  peo- 
ple, and  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  that,  by  this  tndul- 
gence  and  forgiveness  on  our  part,  as  a  nation,  we  do  not  acknow- 
ledge the  trea^  they  have  attempted  to  make,  as  a  legal  treaty.  We 
now  proceed  most  respectfully  to  answer  your  question  in  regard  to 
the  SSOe.OOO  v^hich  you  have  stated  as  now  due.  We  are  sincerely 
sorry  to  dissent  from  your  opinion,  and  to  reject  the  advice  of  our  Fa- 
ther, who  had  the  goodness  to  send  yon.    We  do  not  acknowledge  the 
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treaty  made  by  Mcintosh  as  a  kgd  treaty^  He  Hdd  no  instructioiis 
.  from  usy  either  written  or  verbal,  to  cede  away  our  lands.  Wf  be* 
lieve  tiiat  the  President,  who  is  a  just,  virtuoos,  and  magnanimous  cfaiei^ 
authorized  the  commissioners  to  treat  with  the  Muscogee  nation.  Mc- 
intosh, Hawkins,  and  Tustunnuggce  Tomme,  were  not  the  nation. 
"We  therefore  infer  that  the  contracting  parties  did  not  act  agreeable 
to  the  usages  of  the  Uniteil  States  and  her  eonstitution*  The  Com- 
missioners obviously  treateil  with  a  trifling  minority*  The  promtaes 
of  this  minority,  ^ir  obligations,  are  not  binding  on  the  nation'. 
This  will  be  pain  to  the  President  and  Senate  of  tlie  United  Statee 
to  observe-  The  President,  when  he  appointed  you»  and  gave  you  the 
instructions  you  have  stated  to  our  Council,  must  have  acted  and  hav« 
Upoken  on  the  presumption  that  the  treaty  in  question  was  a  just,  le- 
gal; and  impartial  treaty.  Should  we  accept  the  money,  as  stipulated 
to  be  paid  to  the  nation  by  that  treaty,  we  sliould  be,  in  eflbct,  ratify- 
ing a  bargain  which  has  the  most  Injurious  tendency  to  our  countiy. 
We  speak  from  what  we  conceive  tlie  proper  state  of  the  subject  We 
are  ignorant  of  tlie  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  principles  by 
which  she  is  governed.  We  believe  that  a  nation,  however  strong, 
cannot,  without  violating  the  Taws,  the  rights  of  the  human  family, 
fiN*ce  a  tribe  or  nation  to  conform  and  acquiesce  in  a  bargain  which 
they  never  made.  We  are  the  sons  of  nature ;  Bmall  have  been  our 
advantages  :  and  we  speak  whatever  our  minds  dictate.  We  believe 
that  a  nation  who  have  been  led  into  error,  either  by  intrigue  or  mis- 
conduct of  their  officers,  have  a  rectifying  power  within  themselves  ; 
that,  because  they  have  been  imposed  upon,  by  misrepresentation,  by 
tiieir  officers,  it  is  no  reason  that  they  should  persist  in  an  error  to  the 
injury,  perhaps  destruction,  of  the  innocent  victims  who  have  been 
embraced  in  a  perfidious  act  of  parties  who  had  no  right  to  speculate 
on  their  peace,  happiness,  and  repose.  The  corrective  power  of  the 
United  States  ought,  in  this  instance,  to  be  applied  with  the  least  poa- 
sible  delay.  Laws  tliat  are  not  agreeable  to  justice,  to  a  constitution 
of  a  country,  can  be  repealed :  for  it  is  always  considered  that  they  are 
established  on  fairness,  and  for  the  benefit  and  honor  of  the  country 
which  has  enacted  them.^ 

In  giving  you  this  extract  from  the  reply  of  the  Council,  I  have  de- 
prived myself  of  time  to  furnish  otiier  interesting  views,  which  I  hope 
to  be  able  to  lay  before  you  by  the  next  mail. 

The  Georgia  Commissioners  ordered  to  this  place  by  his  Excellen- 
cy the  Ooremor,  (of  whose  correspondence  I  have  hitherto  made  re- 
port,) continue  to  interest  themselves  in  the  afiairs  of  the  Indians.  I 
can  no  longer  doubt  but  that  the  direx^t  tendency,  if  not  the  real  de- 
sign of  their  measures,  is  obviously  opposed  to  my  efforts— ^a  pacifica- 
tion of  the  late  contending  parties* 

These  Commissioners,  consisting  of  four  members,  ^ith  a  secretary 
and  marshal,  having  approached  me  under  the  garb  of  politeness  and 
patriotism,  could  not  but  receive  from  me  the  courtesy  due  to  the  high 
character  v^ch  they  were  understood  to  siistain.  Their  conduct  .waa 
sit  first  apparently  circumspect,  as  had  been  anticipated.    But  they 
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bave,  of  late,  laid  aside  much  of  their  reserve  and  circumspection,  and 
have  manifested  a  dispositioOf  on  several  occasions,  to  counteract  my 
efforts,  and  more  particularly  those  of  Major  Andrews,  the  Agent  of 
the-  Govemmentt  whose  labors  have  been  incessant,  and  of  whose 
unyielding  industry,  talents,  and  moral  intrepidity,  I  take  great  plea* 
sure  to  bear  testimony* 

The  journal  of  my  proceedings,  ^ich  my  aid-de-can^  and  acting 
secretary  will  shortly  comjdete  from  his  notes,  together  with  the  r^ 
pcirt  jof  Major  Andrews,  will  fuf'nisb  am^e  evidence  of  the  mischfev- 
ous  tendency  of  ihe  course  pursued  by  the  Georgia  Commissioners. 

These  measures  tend  directly  to  prevent  the  opposing  parties  finm 
re'^uiiting,  except  upon  the  principk  of  unconditional  submission,  oa 
the  part  <)f  the  nation,  to  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  to  the  extravagant 
pretensions  of  the  Grovernor  of  Greoi^ia. 

I  have  cecetved  no  report  of  the  actual  movement  of  the  troops. 
They  will  be  required  at  this  place,  or  upon  Flint  River,  until  ttie  in* 
judicious  project  of  the  (Governor  of  surveying  the  land  is  abandoned 
or  completed. 

Enclosed  I  send  you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  chiefe  and  warriors 
in  Georgia,  notifying  them  to  meet  at  Flint  Biver,  on  Friday  next, 
marked  B.

Ckneral  Oahies  to  ihe  Indian  Chiefs  and  fFarriors  in  Georgia* 

H£Ai>*QUABTERS,  EaSTBBH  DkFABTMEHT, 

Creek  ^geney^  Jidy  3,  1825. 

FriendSf  Chief Sy  and  Warriors :  I  have  seen  the  red  People  whom 
yon  suppose  to  be  your  enemies.  I  have  heard  them,  and  the  evidence 
th^  have  oQfered  in  their  defence. 

They  consist  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  Muscogee  nation,  and 
of  more  tiian  nine-tenths  of  all  the  chiefs  and  head-men  of  the  nation.  * 

I  met  them  in  council  at  the  Broken  Arrow,  the  usual  place  of  hold- 
ing the  Great  National  Council*  I  have  received  from  them  the 
liiost  deliberate  assurance  of  their  willingness  and  determination  to 
be  friendly,  and  to  be  just  to  you  and  to  the  United  States.  They 
assure  me  that  they  never  intended  to  injure  you  or  your  property. 
They  regret  the  necessity  which  they  believe  existed  for  the  measures 
they  adopted  against  those  charged  with  violating  their  laws.  Tliey 
invite  all  of  yoti  to  return  to  your  homes,  and  to  live  in  peace  with 
them  as  one  family.    They  promise  you  protection^  and  security  in 
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your  persons  and  property.  Tour  projierty  in  the  mttion^  and  that 
now  with  you,  will  remain  your  own.  Whaterer  has  been  destroyed 
or  taken  contrary  to  law  will  be  restored  to  you  or  paid  for,  as  soon 
as  it  can  be  ascertained  }  and  a  reasonable  time  will  be  allowed  to 
those  who  have  borrowed  money  from  their  national  treasury  to  re- 
imburse the  same. 

Assured  of  your  willingness^  to  comply  with  the  just  and  pacific 
wishes  of  your  Fatfier.  the  President,  and  to  prevent  a  ruinous  Var, 
which  none  but  the  worst  of  mis^^hief-makers  can  desire,  I  have  to 
request  you  to  meet  roe  on  Frid^  next^  at  Joe  Marshall's  Ferry,  on 
Flint  Riven  where  I  will  communicate  to  you  the  measures  taken  to 
ensure  an  exact  fulfilment  of  all  the  promises  which  have  been  made 
to  me  in  your  behalf,  and  for  your  suTisistence  at  the  military  post 
which  I  shall  establish  in  the  nation.

General  Gaines  to  (he  Secretary  of  War.

FVimX  Miver,  July  lOf  18S5. 

Sib  :  In  compliance  with  my  promise  to  the  chieb  of  the  Mcintosh 
party,  I  yesterday  met  tliem,  near  Marshall's  Ferry,  on  this  fiver. 
Having  ascertained,  early  in  the  day,  that  they  were  unwilling  to 
accede  to  the  pacific  propositions  of  the  National  Council,  1o  restore 
to  them  their  property,  and  to  receive  them  as  friends  and  bro-^ 
fliers,  I  endeavored,  by  the  various  arguments  which  the  peculiar 
and  extraordinary  circumstances  of  the  case  furnished,  to  convince 
them  of  the  propriety  of  their  immediate  comidiance.  Th^y  have» 
accordingly,  promised  to  return  to  their  homes,  upon  the  friendly  con- 
ditions ofibred  them,  as  soon  as  the  troops  shall  have  arrived  at  the 
Agency;  Tlieir  views,  as  expressed  by  their  principal  chiefs,  in 
coimcil,  are  containUl  in  the  paper  enclosed,  herewith,  marked  A. 

In  reference  to  this  paper,  as  well  as  that  enclosed  in  my  last,  from 
the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  I  have  to  remark,  that,  finding  it  to 
be  more  satisfactory  to  the  chiefs  to  employ  disintet^ted  per8ons<  of 
their  acquaintance,  to  commit  their  views  to  paper,  than  to  attach 
their  signatures  to  any  such  as  was  not  of  their  own  diction,  I  was  of 
omnion  that  it  was  better  to  indulge  them  in  their  wishes  in  this  par- 
ticular, and  bear  with  their  apparent  imperfections  in  point  of  form, 
than  to  operate  upon  their  suspicions  and  jealousies  (already  too  much 
excitdl)  by  urging  them  to  sign  papers  not  of  their  own  pi*oduction. 

I  am  well  aware  that  there  are  persons  near  me  who  may,  proba- 
l^Iy^  bbject  to  the  policy  or  propriety  of  my  having  sanctioned  the 
employment  of  the  young  Cherokee  civilian,  John  Ridge,  to  draw  up 
the  resolutions  of  the  Ci*eek  Council  at  Broken  Arrow.    My  defepce 
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of  tMs  measure  may  be  comprised  in  a  few  words.  John  Ridge  has 
acquired  the  advantages -of  civilization.  He  is  intelligent^  and  he 
is  honest ;  his  feelings  and  principles  are  those  of  an  American  citi- 
zen. He  is,  nevertheless^  very  laudably  devoted  to  the  true  interests 
of  his  red  countrymen  and  neighbors^  the  Cherokees  and  Creeks. 

Tlie  counsel^  or  oven  the  combination  of  such  men  as  John  Ridge^ 
cannot,  in  my  judgment,  constitute  a  fit  subject  for  the  grave  objec- 
tjon  or  apprehension  of  an  officer  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
I  should  rejoice  exceedingly  if  every  Indian  within  our  territorial 
limits,  were,  in  all  respects,  equal  to  John  Ridge.  '  It  appeared  to  me 
more^  proper  that  I  should  sanction  the  employment  of  his  pen,  than 
fliat  It  should  be  employed  without  such  sa.nction  ;  or  timt  white  per- 
sons, les.^  informed,  and,  perhaps,  less  virtuous,  should  be  employed 
in  his  place.  •      '  , 

I  have  ascertained,  beyond  a  doiibt,  that  the  chiefs  of  the  Mcintosh 
party,  never  assented  ^to  .Governor  Troup's  project,  of  having  the 
Jatid  irt  the  late  ceded  territorj^  surveyed  before  tiie  month  of  Septem- 
ber, 1826.  ^  Of  this  fact  I  was  positively  assui*ed  by  tlie  Council, 
tlirough  their  Speaker,  Joseph  Marshall.  They  stated  that  they  had 
heard  of  an  application  of  this  kind'  having  been  made  to  Gehc^ral 
.Mcintosh,  shortly  before  his  death;  but -that  he  replied  he  could  not 
give  his  assent''  without  assembling  and  consulting  his  chiefs  and 
warriors ;  and,  finally,  that  they  were  nev6r  assembled  or  consulted 
upon  the  subject.  In  corroboration  of  this  statement,  I  enclose, 
herewith,  markedB,  the  certificate.of  William  Edwards  and  Joseph 
IMTarshal),  who  accompanied^ the  express  to  Mcintosh,  with  the  Gover- 
nor's application  for  i)ermidsion  to  commence  the  Surveys  in  question. 
I  immedisltely  notified  the  Council  that  the  Gkxvernor  had  been,  and 
Would  again  be,  urged  not  to  commence  tlie  surveys  until  the  time  pre- 
scribed  by  the  treaty  for  the  Indians  to  mo^ne. 

It  is  reported  and  believed,  that  the  Governor  is  determined  to 
commence  the  surveys  forthwith,  and  that  h^  will  call  out  militia  to 
protect  the  survejojrs.  I  shall  lose  no  time  in  remonstrating  to  him 
against  the  measulce,  as  it  would  be  almost  cei-tain  to  produce  acts  of 
violence  upon  the  persons  or  prpperty"of  the  Indians.  The  militia 
once  assembled  in  the  Indian  country,  exritetl  as  they  may  be  sup- 
posed to  be,  would,  in  all  probability,  avail  themselves  of  the  first 
disturbance,  either  real, .or  fictitious,  to  attack  and  plunder  those 
whose  opposition  to  the  treaty  has  marked  them  as  enemies.  *  To  ar- 
rest tliis  evil,  I  shall  protest  against  the  militia  or  surveyors  being 
permitted  to  enter  the  Indian  country  ih  question. 

The  tardy  movement  of  the  troops  from  Louisiana  and  Pensacola, 
of  whase  advance  I  have  no  report,  adds  much  to  the  inconveniences 
under  which  I  labor.  The  continued  absence  of  thfe  troops  for  some 
weeks  beyond  the  time  at  which  I  had  reason  to  espect  them,  has  put 
it  into  the  power  of  the  pretended  friends  of  the  Mcintosh  party  to 
say,  that  the  promised  means  of  protection  is  withheld  from  them, 
and  that,  when  they  return  to  the  nation,  they  will  be  left  at  the  mercy 
of  their  enemies.  This  may  furnish  a  pretext  for  calling  out  the  mi- 
35 
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litia,  for  which  I  have  assured  the  Governor  tlicre  is  n6  sort  of  occa- 
sion, ^riiis  extraordinary  delay  of  the  troops,  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances, suggests  stmngly  the  propriety  of  a  ma^tim  that  can 
never  be  too  much  regarded,  that,  <<if  it  be  at  all  necessary  to  retain 
in  service  a  military  force,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  every  part  erf* 
such  force  should  be  held  at  all  times  ready  for  action,  in  peace,  as 
well  ^s  in  war.**  Thus  a  force  of  any  given  number  would  generally 
find  it  to  be  practicablOt  and  even  convenient,  to  march  within  a  day 
after  the  receipt  .of  an  order ;  or,  at  most,  within  three  days.  Thus 
wouTd  an  army  be  put  in  motion,  and  wielded  with  as  much  facility  as 
a  single  company,  or  a  single  individual.

9<AJWy,  1825. 

G£N£.RAt :  YouV  tajk  to-djiy  we  have  heard,  and  have  had  it  upder 
consideration.  We  do  not  doubt  but  what  you  have  acted  agreeable 
fb  your  instructions  from  the  President,  our  Father,  and  we  must  ex- 
press our  thanks  to  your  exertions  in  our  behalf.  We  are  sorry  that 
there  was  a  nccesfjily-  for  our  leaving  our  homes,  and,  if  every  thing 
should  have  gone  on  as  it  ought  to  ha\;e  done,  it  would  never  hav© 
been  the  case.  We  have  been  most  cruelly  imposed  on-  We  were 
of  the  opinion,  when  we  were  treated  With  for  the  late  land,  that  the 
President,  our  Father,  had  instructed  the  Commissioners  to  treat 
with  us  to  the  exclusion  of  others  of  the  Creek  nation ;  and,  particu- 
larly, that  we  were  to  be  protected  from  tlic  encroacliments  of  the 
whites,  and. the  hostilities  of  all  others,  which  certainly  implied  the 
Indians  who  were  our  enemies  in  ccmsequence  of  signing  the  late 
treaty.  When  we  signed  this  treaty^  we  calculated  to  move,,  in  a 
short  time,  West  of  the  Mississippi ;  but  now.  Sir,  in  consequence  of 
the  deatU  of  that  man  who  was  able,  and  had  wisdom  to  manage  for 
us  in  that  f^r  country,  we  most  sincerely  protest  against  leaving  the 
country  !  inasmuch  as,that  sacred  pi-om^se  which  was  made  to  us — that 
of  protection  and  satisfaction  ii\  the  event  of  depredation's  being  com- 
mitted— has  been  most  cruelly  violated.  That  promise  was  the  cause 
of  our  agreeing  to  tlie  treaty,  with  that  of  being  moved  peaceably  to  a 
far  cotintry.  This  promise  was  made  as  if  though  it  came  from  the 
President,  our  Father,  and  we  bad  no  other  calculations. 

The  consideration  of  the  treaty,  as  we  viewed  it,  has  not  only  been 
violated  in  our  case,  but  in  many  instances.  Therefore,  we  see  that 
the  President,  our  Father,  has  advised  measures,  and  you,  who  we 
liHve  every  confidence  in,  has  promised  tliat  those  measures  shall  be 
comjilied  with. 
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We  shall  acquiesce  in  your  propositions. .  It  will  be  necessary  for 
us  to  be  furniahed  with  pi*o visions -until  we  can  make  them.  We  urge^ 
if  it  is  consistent  witli  your  instructions^  for  .such  as  tliose  who  have 
families  and  stocks,  be  permitted  to  draw  provision  for  a  number  of 
days  together^  so  that  they  may  have  it  in  their  power  to  take  care  of 
their  property*  Th^ir  situation  to  you,  probably,  is  unknown.  Theii* 
cattle  and  property  is  very  much  scattered,  of  which  it  will  take  some 
time  for  uato  gather  it  together. 

We  further  beg  leave  to  state  to  you,  that  we  havt  rio  desire  to  go 
to  the  nation  until  your  troops  arrive,  and  are  stationed  at  the  post 
designed  for  them.  J t  will  be  very  inconvenient  for  us  to  get  provi- 
sions from  Fort  Mitchell.  It  will  be  tended  with  less  expense  to  the 
Crovertiment  for  provisions  to  be  deposited  on  the  Chattahouchie  in 
different  places,  or  on  Flint  river :  fpr  there  ar^  a  number  of  our 
People  who  have  crops,  and  will  liberally,  divide  with  us  who  have 
none.  Therefore,  we  request  that  you  make  a  small  station  of  your 
troops  somewhere  on  Flint'  river,  and  one  also  high  up  on  Chatta- 
houQhie  river,  say  at  General  Mcintosh's  Ferry.  It  will  not  be  need- 
ed very  long.  * 

On  taking  our  leave  of  you,  we  do  assure  you,  that  no  hostilities  on 
our  part  are  intended  to  the  Indians  in  the  nation,  should  they  conti- 
nue to  keep  to  the  promise  they  made  to  you. 

You  are  requested  to  inform  our  Father,  the  President,  of  thesame^ 
of  which  we  will  ever  be  your  most  humble  servants,  &c.

Sir  :  Yours  of  the  22d  uHimo  has  been  duly  received. 

It  is  a  Subject  of  regret  that  the  unfortunate  Indians  should  be  prac-  * 
tised  upon  by  others,  so  as  to  increase  the  difficulties  to  an  aQiicable 
settlement  of  the  differences  between  the  two  parties.  Taking  it  for 
granted  that,  left  to  themselves,  they  will  insist  only  on  the  t^^o  points 
referred  to  by  yoa  in  your  letter,  and  supposing  that  one  of  tbem  may 
be  accommodated  to  their  satisfactipn,  that  of  the  paynient  of  the  mo- 
ney,4t  is  hoped  they  yet  may  be  brought  to  hearkencto  your  admoni- 
tion,and  abandon  any  hostile  purpose.  The  first,  that  of  retaliation,  \s 
entirely  inadmissible;  and  you  will  say  to  them,  definitively,  that  it 
is  not  to  be  listened  to.  As  to  the  distribution  of  the  g  200,000  by  the 
treaty,  this  sum,  as  well  as  the  future  payments.  Were  intended  for 
thpse  who  actually  surrender  their  country  and  emigrate.  Those  who 
are  not  within  the  ceded  country,  who  surrendemothing,  and  who  do 
not  emigrate,  are  not  entitled  to  any  part  of  the  money.  In  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  S  200,000,  this  basis  was  intended  to  be  assumed;  and 
hence,  the  orders  were  si>ecifica]ly  given,  that  the  payment  should 
de^iend  upon  the  receivers  consenting  to  the  treaty  which  imposed-this 
condition  upoii  them-^tliat  of  yielding  their  country;  and  emigrating" 
peaceably.  But,  it  was  intended  for  all  the  Chiefs  in  this  predica- 
ment, atid  not  for  a  part.  .The  pretension,  which  is  set  up  by  a  frag- 
ment of  the  tribe,  for  all  the  moTiey,  because  this  fragment  is  disposed 
to  emigrate,  is  ifiadmissible.  The  money  is  designed  to  eihbrace  all 
the  Indians  of  the  ceded  country.  To  pay  the  whole  to  a  part,  and 
that  a  small  one,  would  be  to  do  an  act  of  injustice  to  the  remainder, 
and  to  i*ender  it  impracticable  for  them  to  remove.  Le^  this  be  ex- 
plained to  them,  and  perhaps  it  may  satisfy  them.  I  forbear  to  enter 
more  fully  into  the  various  subjects  referred  to  in  your  letter^  till  we 
hear  the  result  of  your  interview  with. the  hostile  party,  which  I  look" 
to  with  some  anxiety.  If  they  sh'ould  acquiesce  in  the  wishes  of  the 
Government,  by  agreeing  to  execute  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  and, 
as  a  consequence,  the  immediate  survey  of  the  land  ceded,  every  dif- ' 
Acuity  will  be  substantially  removed.  If,  on  tlie  contrary,  they  refuse 
the  one  or  the  other,  and  Groveraor  Troup  should  still  press  the  sur- 
vey, it  presents  a  very  grave  question  for  decision,  whose  conse- 
quences you  can  readily  appreciate.  This  question,  of  course,  will 
not  be  b*ettled  until  wc  receive  further  information  fi*om  you.

Sut :  In  my  laist^  dated  at  Flint  Rirery  July  lOth^  I  bad  the  l^nor 
to  Import  to  you  the  result  of  my  conference  with  the  Chiefs  or  the 
Mclntoab  party,  enclosing  their  written  assent  to  the  friendly  con- 
ditions of  a  re-union  with  the  great  body  of  the  Nation  of  Creek  In- 
dians. 

On  the  14th  inst  I  arrived  at  Monticello,  Georgia,  with  a  view  to 
proceed  to  Milledgeville,  and  thence  to  the  i^esidence  of  the  late  Com- 
missioners, Col.  Campbell  and  Major  Meriwether,  to  obtain  from 
them,  and  deposite  in  the  United  States  Branch  Bank  of  Savannah^  the 
200,000 -dollars  in  their  hands. 

While  at  Monticello  on  the  15th,  I  learned  that  Chilly  Mcintosh, 
who  had  failed  to  attend  the  conference  at  Marshall's  Ferry,  had  sent 
an  express  to  demand  of  the  Commissioners  the  £00,000  dollars,  and, 
that  Col.  Campbell  had  replied  that  he  would  visit  the  Indians  at  this 
place  on  the  16th.  I  immediately  returned  hither  in  the  expectation 
ef  meeting  the  Commissioners,  and  receiyipg  the  piuney ;  having  no 
doubt,  that,  after  removing  to  its  proper  place  of  deposite,*  this  ohly 
remaining  bone  of  contention,  and  putting  an  end  to  all  unauthorized  « 
councils*  the  Indians  would  quietly  return  to  their  homes,  and  submit 
to  measures  which  their.  Chiefs  in  Council  have  admitted  to  be  just; 
measures  which  must  tend  effectually  to  thwart  the  avaricious  and 
wicked  designs  of  a  few  desperate  half-breeds^  and  white  men ;  who,,  I 
am  now  convinced  entered  into  and  promoted  the  unauthorized  pro- 
ceedings/which  produced  the  treaty  at  this  place,  with  a  full  know- 
ledge of  their  Incompetency,  and  of  the  viciousness  of  their  designs^ 

1  am  now  well  convinc^  that  these  half-bloods,  with  all  Indians 
of  the  party  in  favor  of  the  Tres^ty,  amounted  to  not  haore  than  one- 
fiftieth  part  of  the  Creek  Nation ;  that  they  were  not  only  not  authoi% 
ized  to  treat  for  lands,  but  were  absolutely  prohibited  by  a  knowa 
UnVf  and  the  often  times  repeated  iviU  of  the  Nation,  from  entering 
into  any  sucfar  treaty ;  that  they  [have]  thus,  witliout  authority,  agreed 
to  cede  to  the  United  Stat^,  more  thanfimr-Jifths  of  the  wlr  jle  coun- 
try claimed  by  the  Creek  Nation ;  that  is,  the  whole  of  their  land  ly- 
ing within  the  ct' Artered  limits  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  East  of  Alaba- 
ma, and  near  two-thirds  of  that  within  the  last  mentioned  State  ;  that 
one  of  the  objects  of  this  party,  was  to  obtain,  by  fraud,  the  200,000 
dollars  in  question,  by  falsely  representing  themselves  to  be  <^the 
emigrating  party,'*  when  in  truths  they  did  not  constitute  more  than 
one-thirtieth  part  of  the  Indians  actually  inhabitating  the  ceded  lands 
referred  to  in  Georgia  and  JUabama:  consequently,  if  the  £00,000 
dollars  should  berpaid  to  this  sell-created  treaty-making  party— this 
ostensible  emigrating  party — ^then  it  must  be  evident,  that,  at  least 
twenty-nine  thirtieths  of  the  Indians  who  will  be  compelled  to  re- 
move, and  who  must  tlierefore  be  viewed  as  the  oduar  emigrating 
party,  would  be  deprived  of  their  lawful  share  of  the  2^0,000. 
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But  I  have  been  disappointed  in  ny  eflTorts  to  see  tlie  'Commission^ 
ers.  I  have  thei*efore  detached  my  Aid-decamp,  Lieut  Butler,  with 
an  order  to  visit,  and  receive  the  money  from  |them,  and  to  depoate 
at  Savannah  pursuant  to  your  instructions* 

Tq  correct  numerous  misrepresentations  that  have  been  made  up- 
on the  subject  of  my  conferences  with  the  Indians^  I  have,  with  some 
reluctance,  followed  the  example  of  His  l^xcellency  Governor  Troup^ 
and  oi*der  the  publication  of  my  letter  to  him  of  the  tenth,  referred  to 
in  my  last  to  you ;  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose,  herewith.  It  should 
have  accompanied  mine  to  you  of  the  same  date^  but  I  had  not  time  to 
prepare  or  obtain  a  copy. 

I  have  not  yet  received  His  Excellency's  reply*  Report  says  he  is 
resolved  to  proceed  with  the  surveys  of  the  ceded  Territory. 

From  a  deliberate  review  of  the  treaty/ with  my  instructions  from 
your  Department  of  the  18th  and  20th  May,  with  those  of  the  I5th 
June,  1825,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  inasmuch  i^  the  lat- 
ter, (enclosing  a  strong  admonitory  appeal  to  the  Governor's  discre- 
tion and  patriptism)  must  have  been  dictated  undep  an  impression 
that  the  Mclntdsh  party  had  assented  to  the  surveys  being  commen- 
ced previous  to  September,  1826  ;  and  that  this  little  party,  Blom, 
occupied  the  ceded  Territory,  witiiin  the  limits  of  G^rgia;  which 
was  not  the  fact,  in  either  case ;  1  cannot  bat  uiticipate  the  receipt  of 
orders,  absolutely  prohibiting  the  surveys  in  question,  and  I  have  deem- 
ed it  proper  to  make  my  arrangements  acconlingly,  and  to  persevere 
in  remonstrating  against  a  measure,  the  inevitable  tendency  of  which^ 
would  be  to  violate  the  treaty;  to  counteract  our  efforts,  in  extending 
promised  effectual  protectipn  to  the  friendly  Indians ;  and  to  produce 
a  war,  vexatious  and  expensive  to  the  United  States,  disgraceful  to 
those  by  whose  indiscreet  precipitation  it  may  be  pr6duced,  as  it  will 
be  disastrous  to  both  parties  of  the  Indians,  unnecessarily  and  crim- 
inally involved  in  its  horrors  and  consequences* 
.  Chilly  Mcintosh  *  and  a  few  others,  permit  themselves  to  listen  to 
8eci*et  and  unauthorized  council,. to  persist  in  the  favorite  schemes  of 
i*evenge*  ShoMid  tlie  surveys  be  commenced,  and  these  weak,  delad- 
.ed,  and  unprincipled  wretches  be  employed  with  an  undi^uiliued 
force,  some  pretext  will,  in  all  probability,  be  created,  for  pii^ating 
an  incursion  into  the  Nation,  against  the  pretended  fiostue  party; 
whose  li  ve^  and  property  may  fall  an  easy  prey  to  combined  treachery, 
rapine,  and  barbarism*  The  most  pi'obable  scheme,  will  be  for.  th^ 
half-bloods  to  massacre  a  white  man,  or  a  family,  on  this  frontier,  and 
obtain  proof  that  tlie  outrage  was  committedhy  the  Broken  Arrow,  or 
Tuckabatchee  Indians*  The  evils  of  an  exterminating  war  would 
then  cobimence,  and  it. might  proceed  to  an  incalculable  extent  before 
the  General  Government  could  arrest  its  pn)gress*  Our  regular 
forces  would  necessarily,  and  unavoidably,  be  engaged  against  the 

*  ChiUy  Mcintosh  is  without  any  decided  character,  either  good  or  bad ;  and  he 
would  be  perfectly  h  ciinlesa,  if  he  were  left  to  himself;  but  he  confides  in  the  coumel 
of  men,  whose  constant  purpose,  in  reference  to  the  Indians^  is^  to  confuse  and  diTide 
them,  and  profit  by  their  imsfortunei. 
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Indtaiis  fhQs  pot  in  tbe  wrong,  and  would  act  upon  the  principle  that 
*^  we  must  triumphy  right  or  wrong/* 

The  primary  duty  to  which  my  attention  has  heen  called,  « to  pro- 
tect  the  friendly  Indians  from  violence/'  canmit  be  efiectually  accom- 

SHsi^  as  required  by  the  treaty,  without  a  rigid  enforcement  of  our 
iws  regulating  intercourse  with  Indians  in  every  part  of  the  coun- 
try they  occupy f  ceded  or  unceded,  until  the  time  arrives  at  which  they 
are  required  to  depart  therefrom. 

Tbe  temperate  men  of  both  parties  with  whom  I  have  conversed, 
and  from  whom  I  have  heard,  in  this  State>  concur  in  the  opinion, 
that  the  8ur^'eys  ought  not,  nor  cannot  consistently  with  the  treaty, 
be  coihmenced  until  the  month  of  September,  1826;  Very  few  indeed, 
but  the  most  zealous  political  chieftains,  of  one  of  the  two  great  par- 
ties of  the  State,  attempt  to  sustain  this  favorite  project  of  Governor 
Troup.  One  of  the  most  able,  independent,  and<listinguished  men  of 
tiie  State,  friendly  to  the  Govemor^s  party,  unhesitatingly  expressed 
to  Dtehis  regret  that'  the  Groverhor  had  embarked  in  the  measure  of 
surveying  tlie  land,  previous  to  the  departure  of  tbe  Indians,  a^  it  could 
not  be  sustained. 

The  planters  and  farmers  of  all  descriptions  in  this  quarter,  a  class 
of 'the  coinmunitv  who  form  in  every  State  the  H^cuUan  pillars  of  tke 
ZThion,  are  very  generally  ip  favor  of  the  steady  and  undeviaj;ing 
course  of  even-handed  justice  and  eqOity.  At  least  uine-tenths  of 
tliose  with  whom  I  have  conversed,,  are  decidedly  in,  favor  of  fliis 
course.  They  do  i'ndeed  wish  to  obtain  the  land  treated  for,  bift  tiiey 
abhor  the  idea  of  resorting  to  fraud  and  deception  for  its  attainment. 
I  have  learned  that  some  of  the  half-bloods  in  this  quarter,  have  in- 
advertently disclosed  an  intention  of  making  a  secret  effort  to  kill  the 
Little  Fiince,  and  some  other  chiefs  in  the  Nation.  T.  have  told  them 
that,  if  they  attempt  such  an  outrage,  I  will  spize  and  punish  the  of- 
fenders; that  my  olgect  is  to  protect  the  friendly  and  peaceabUf  against 
the  vicious  of  bpA  partieSf  and  of  all  colors.  1  have  called  Colonel 
Chamber^s  attention  to  this  subject,  who,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  is, 
by  tbid  time,  in  the  Nation,  with'  the  Troops.  I  send,  hcrevs^itb,  to  the 
Adji^tant  General,  a  copy  of  my  orders  to  Colonel  Chambers. 

Should  Governor  Troup  abandon  his  rash  project  of  surveying  the 
land  before  he  is  authorized  by  the  treaty  to  take  possession,  I  shall, 
in  this  case«c  resume  my  inspection  of  the  right  wing  of  this  Depart- 
ment, aa^'soon  as  I  am  advised  of  the  arrival  of  the  troops  in  the  Creek 
Nation/ 

I  ha^e  drawn  pursuant  to  y oui^  letter  of  instruction,  dated  1 8th  May , 
on  flMg  Branch  Bank  of  the  United  States,  at  Savannah,  for  Si^tOOO. 
This  sura  has  been  in  part,.and  will  be  principally,  ap^icd  to  defray* 
ing  jthe  expense  of  subsisting  the  Indians,  with  some  incidental  ex- 
^  «s;  the  remaining  balance  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Assistant 
[imissary  dT  Subsistence,  ordered  to  this  place  to  settle  these  ac- 
With  perfect  respect,  I  have  the  honor  to  be,

Sir  :  The  excessive  heat  of  the  weather,  added  to  the  many  Ifacoj^ 
Teniencies  and  interruptions  which  I  havQ  daily  encountered  in  tbc 
course  of  my  visit  to  the  Oeek  nation,  has  deprived  me  of  the  plo^ure 
of  writing  to  your  Excellency  aa  often,  or-ks  fully,  as  I  have  been 
desirous'of  doing. 

I  have  now  the  honor,  without  entering  into  details  that  could  aflbrd 
but  little  interest,  to  communicate  to  you  the  result  of  my  conferences 
with  the  Indians.  After  meeting  in  this  State,  the  Chilis  of  Mcln- 
tosjh  party,  and^  at  Broken  Arrow,  those  of  tlie  opposite  party,  and 
hearing  their  respective  statements,  with  the  evidence  for  and  against 
each  party,  I  have  urged  them  to  an  adjustment  of  differences,  to 
^hich  they  have  mutually  assented. 

The  Mcintosh  party  demanded  retaliation  for  their  fallen  Chiefs, 
with  the  immediate  restoration  of  property  taken  or  destroyed. 

Theif*  demands  were  founded  on  the  8th  article  of.  the  treaty  of 
February  last,  which  promises,  on  our  part,  protection  to  the  emigrat- 
ing party,  against^  the  wliites  and  all  others,  which  party  they  {the 
followers  of  General  Mclntosb^)  assumed  themselv^  exclusively,  to 
be. 

Whether  this  provision  of  the  Treaty  was,  or  was  not,  intended  to 
protect  the  Creek  Indians  against  themselves,  or  to  protect  a  compa- 
ratively small,  purt  of  them  against  the  main  body  of  thenation^ 
were  questions  which  I  Was  happily  not  called  upon  to  decide  :  as,  iw 
the  event  of  hostilities  having  subsided,  my. instructions  simply  re- 
quired me  to  make  peace  upon  just  principles,  and  to  require  the  com- 
Iilainants,  as  well  as  the  opposing.party,  to  abstain, from  acts.of  reta- 
iation  or  violence.    The  reputed  hostile  party  consists  of  all  the  prin- 
cipal Chiefs,  and  of  nearly  foriy-^nine  fiftieths,  of  the  whole  of  the 
chiefs,  head  men,  and  warriors,  of  the  nation,  among  whom  I  recog- 
nized many  who  were  in  our  service  during  ilie  late  war,  and  who,  to 
Imy  certain  knowledge,  haveb^en  for  twenty  years  past  (^nd  I  tfiink 
tliey  have  been  at  all  times)  as  friendly  to  the  United  S^tates  a^any 
.  of  our  Indian  neighbors  could  have  been  known  to  be.    I  iiBy^^m  at 
Broken  Arrow,  the  usual  place  of  holdipg  the  great  ColinacU  of  the 
nation.*    I  coifld  not,  therefore,  but  view  thi^  supposed  hostMIe  pwty 
as,  in  fact  and  in  truth,  the  Creek  nation^  and  altogether  fr^  of  tl\e 
spirit  of  hostility  ascribed  to  them.     I  have  received  from  tlfl^m,.  in 
Uouncil  assembled,  die  most  deliberate^  assurance  of  theu'  detenpina- 
tioh  to  be  peaceable  and  friendly  towards  their  abseitt  People,  a.'^  well 
as  towards  the  United  -States.   . 

They  regretted  the  necessity  which  they  contend  existed  fo^f  the 
strong  measures  they  adopted  against  General  Mcintosh  and 
wrho,  they  affirm,  forfeited  and  lost  their  lives  by  having  violated  a  wL 
known  law  of  the  nation.    They  have  engaged  to  restore  propoiL 
taken,  and  to  pay  for  all  that  lias  been  destroyed  contrary  to  la\3 
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and  they  ptMiMl  to  ultow  i^  readonable  lime  for  fliOde  who  had  bor- 
irovred  am  run  off  with  fnohey  out  of  their  National  Treasuiy,  to 
teimbime  fli^  same.  Tlie  Council  strongly  and  unanimously  object- 
ed to  the  late  treaty  as  the  offspring  of  fraud,  entered  into  contrary  to 
the  known  laW,  and  determined  wifi  of  the  natioht  and  by  persons  not 
wthorisMid  to  treat  They  refUse  to  receive  any'part  of  the  consider- 
atioil  mimey  duo  under  the  treatjf  or  to  give  any  other  evidence  of 
tfieir  acquiescence  in  it  In  conclusion,  they  expressed  the  hope  that 
tfadr  white  fitiends  would  pity  their  deplorable  condition,,  anci  would 
do  them  the  justice  to  reconsider,  <<  and  undo  that  which  has  beea 
wrongfully  done/'  I  have^  pursuant  to  my  instructions  from  the  De- 
partment of  War,  endeavoml  to  convince  the  Council,  but  without 
success,  of  the  fallacy  of  their  objections  to  the  treaty,  and  to  dissipate 
tiieir  delusive  hopes  ,that  it  can  ever  be  annulled.  I  have  assured 
dieai  in  all  our  treaties  with  tlie  Powers  of  Eui*ope,  as  well  as  with 
nearly  fifty  Indian  nations,  tliere  has  not  been  one  instance,  to  my 
knowledge,  of  a  treaty  having  l^n  revoked  or  annulled,  after  being 
ddly  ratmedy  ^cept  by  the  free  consent  of  all  the  parties  to  it,  of  by 
war* 

*  I  yesterday  met  in  Council,  near  Joseph  Marshall's,  the  Chiefs  of 
Ifie  Mcintosh  party,  and  communicated  to  tiiem  the  proposition  of  the 
Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  which  they  acceded.  They  promise  to 
'return  to  their  homes,  as  soon  as  they  are  advised  of  the  arrival  of  the 
TTnited  States'  troops,  ordered  from  Louisiana  and  Pensacola  to  the 
Creek  Agency  at  Chattahoucliie.  Tlie  chiefs  of  both  parties  have 
'distinctly  and  solemnly  assured  me  that  they  will  remain  at  peace  witii 
each  other,  and  that  they  will,  in  no  case,  raise  an  arm  against  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  my 
"duty  to  notify  your  Excellency  that  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  call- 
ing into  service  any  part  of  the  militia  or  volunteers  of  the  State  over 
trtiich  you  preside.  Tlie  certificate  of  vf^hich  I  enclose,  herewith,  a 
Copj,  marked  A,  added  to  the  declaration  of  the  Chiefs  in  Council,  of 
whom  Joseph  Marshall  was  the  Principal  and  Interpreter,  prove  that 
your  Excellency  has  been  greatly  deceived  in  supposing  that  the  Mc- 
intosh party  ever  consentcid  to  the  surveying  of  the  ceded  territory 
being  commenced  before  tlie  time  set  forth  in  the  treaty  for  their  re- 
moval. This  fact,  giving  altogether  a  new  aspect  to  the  subject  of  tlie 
proposed  survey  of  the  land,  added  to  a  strong  conviction  on  my 
mind,  that  the  attempt  to  make  the  survey  would  be  a  positive  viola- 
tion of  the  treaty,  and  will,  under  existing  causes  of  excitement,  be 
certain  to  ^[iroduce  acts  of  violence  upon  the  persons  or  property  of 
niioflfending  Indians  who  we  are  bound  to  protect ;  it  becomes  my 
duty  to  remonstrate  against  the  surveys  being  commenced  until  the 
Indians  shall  have  removed,  agreeably  t/tbe  treaty.  I  cannot  doubt 
that  the  facts  disclosed  by  the  accompanying  certificate,  with  the  eon- 
current  testimony  of  the  Chiefs  in  Coi^ncil,  will  induce' your  Excel- 
lency, without  hesitation,  to  abandon  the  project  of  surveying  the 
told  before  the  month  of  September,  1 826.  This  will  be  particularly 
gratifying  to  me,  as  it  will  relieve  me  of  the  painful  duty  of  acting

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notin  eoneert  with  the  venerated  autborities  of  an  enUg^^idl  and 
patriotic  member  of  the  United  States,  io  whom  I  stand  pledged  h^ 
every  principle  of  honor,  and  under  the  solemnity  of  an  oathi  to  serve 
them  honorsd)ly  and  faithfully. 
I  offer  to  you  every  assuran<^e  of  high  consideration  and  respect^  .

Sib  :  Yours  of  the  4th  inst.  has  been  duly  received^  with  the  ac- 
companying documents; 

I  am  dii'ected  by  the  President  to  express  his  regret  at  the  fitilnre 
of  your  efforts  to  reconcile  the  Creeks  to  an  acquiescence  in  the  trea^ 
madeattbe  Indian  Springs,  as  it  was  his  sincere  desire  to  have  seen  ill 
carried  into  effe<;t  But  the  determined  opposition  of  the  Indians  to 
the  treaty  itself,  on  the  alleged  grounds  of  intrigue  and  treachenr 
on  the  part  of  the  portion  of  the  tribe  negotialitig  the  treaty,  as  weU 
as  the  smallness  of  their  numbers,  from  which  they  argue  its  invali- 
dity, and  their  solemn  appeal  to  tJ^ie  justice  and  magnanimity  of  the 
United  States,  creates  such  an  obligation  that  we  should,  at  least, 
paase  before  we  proceed,  oi*  permit  othen^  to  do  so,  until  these  allega- 
tions can  be  thoroughly  investigated,  and  their  effect  decided' by  the 
proper  authority,  tlie  more  especially  as  the  ftth  article  of  the  treaty 
gives  till  September  of  the  next  year  before  the  treaty  is  to  be  carried 
into  effect,  and  guaranties  them  fi*om  encroachmeut  till  that  time.  JX 
is  in  this  pasture  of  affairs  Governor  Troup  insists  that  he  will  sur- 
vey  the  lands,  A  collision,  by  overt  acts,  between  the  Executive  of 
the  Union  and  that  of  a  State,  is  so  against  the  tlieory  of  the  CondtU 
tution,  and  sotepugnant  to  the  feelings  of  the  President,  that  he  would 
determine  only  under  a. solemn  sense  of  duty,'  to  do  an  act  by  which 
so  serious  a  result  would  be  pt*oduced.  If  Governor  Troup  should, 
however,  persevere  in  his  declared  ^lurpose  of  surveying  tlie  lapd, 
against  the  repeated  reinons:trances  of  this  Department,  it  will  present 
one  of  the  most  unfortunate  events  which  have  yet  occurred  in  oui* 
history.  Its  possible  oQCurrence  has  induced  the  President  to  weigii 
it  with  the  deliberate  circumspection  •  made  necessary,  as  well  by  its 
serious  consequences,  as  its  high  responsibility.  His  decision  thereon 
has  been  made  and  transmittcil  to  Governor  Troup^  in  a  letter  of  this 
day,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose  for  yoiur  information,  and  by  which 
you  will  learn  the  lin6  of  conduct  which  he,  the  President^  has  pre- 
s(!lribed  to  himself. 
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It  isGitmitevoiifly  to  be  hoped  that  Governor  Troup  will  ^stain 
from  any  act  tiiat  may  make  it  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  the  st?p6 
soggestod  :  yet,  should  ho  persevere  in  sending  persons  to  survey  tlie 
la^  embraced  within  the  treaty*  you  are  hei*eby  authorised  to  em- 
I^oy 4fae  military  to  prevent  their  entrance  on  the.  Indian  territory  ; 
Wf  if  they  should  succeed  in  entering  the  country,  to  cause  them  to 
to  be  arrested,  and  turn  them  over  to  the  judicial  authority,  to  be  dealt 
with  as  the  law  direrts.

DXTFABTMEIVT  OF  WaR,  Jvly  21,  1825. 

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  25th  June,  addressed  to  Major  Vandeven- 
ter»  has  been  received.  The  answer  to  which,  has  been  intentionally 
delayed  till  the  result  of  General  Gaines'  interview  with  tlie  Indians 
at  Broken  Arrow  should  be  received,  as  the  President  had  anxiously 
b^edy  in  the  acquiescence  of  the  Indians  to  the  treaty,  to  have  found 
the  necessity  of  replying  to  your  inquiries  entirely  obviated.  But^ 
as  the. communications  from  Gen.  Gaines,  recently  received,  have 
entirely  destroyed  that  hope,  a  reply  has  become  necessary.  The  In- 
dians, to  Uic  number  of  1890,  inckiding  a  large  majority  of  their 
chiefs  and  head-men  of  the  tribe,  have  denounced  tlic  treaty,  as 
tainted  alike  >ritli  intrigue  and  treachery,  and  as  an  actof  a  very 
small  portion  (tf  the  tribe,  against  the  express  determination  of  a 
very  large  m^rity — a  determination  known  to  tlie  Commission- 
ers. They  urge  that,  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  an  instrument 
thus  obtained,  would  illy  becpme  either  the  justice  or  magnanimity 
of  the  United  States,  under  which  they  claim  to  take  shelter.  These 
are  allegations  presenting  a  question  beyond  the.  cognizance  of  the 
Executive,  and  necessarily  refers  itself  to  Congress,  wliosc  atten- 
tion  will  be  called  to  it  on  an  early  day  after  the  next  annual  meeting. 
Meanwhile  the  President,  acting  on  tlie  treaty  as  though  its  validity 
had  not  been  impeached,  finds,  by  reference  to  the  8th  article  of  the 
treaty,  the  faith  of  tlte  United  States  solemnly  pledged  to  protect  the 
Creek  Indians  from  any  encroachment,  tUl  their  removal  in  Septem- 
ber, 1826.  Hcthcreforedecides,  that  theentcring  upon  and  surveying 
their  lands  before  that  period,  would  be  an  infraction  of  the  treaty, 
whose  interpretation  and  execution,  should  it  remain  iincancened,  are 
alike  confided  to  him.     I  am,  therefore,  dh^ctcd  by  the  President^  to 
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gtate^  distinctly,  to  jour  Excellency  fta^  ftr  Ae  preseBt^  be  yM  nod 
permit  soch  entry  or  survey  to  be  made. 

The  ]^  die  Preddeiit  has  felt  in  coming  to  tUsdocisioii,  18  dimi^ 
ished  by  the  recollection  that  it.  interferes  witii  no  duty  imposed  on 

{our  Excellency  by  the  laws  of  Greorgia,  as  a  diseretioii  is  given  yov 
y  the  late  law  of  flie  Legislature,  in  prescribing  the  timft  when  tim 
lands  embraoed  in  tiie  treaty  shall  be  surveyed*  Under  all  flie  cir- 
cumstances, the  President  permits  himself  to  hope  that  yea  will  aoMi« 
esce  in  his  dn^ision.  As  General  Gaines  has  been  in  communicaoim 
with  you  on  this  subject,  and  as  it  is  the  wish  of  flie  PresideBt  ywi 
should  be  in  possession  of  eT^*y  measure  he  may  "find  himself  con« 
strained  to  take  fliereon,  I  am  directed  to  enclose  to  yoor  Excdtttacgr

Sib  :  I  have  the  lionor  to  inform  you  that  I  arrived  at  this  place  on 
the  >8th  instant,  from  Chatahoocbie  river,  via  the  Creek  Agency,  on 
Flint  river^  and  the  Indian  Springs,  in  Monroe  county,  Ge<irgia.  I 
left  (Sieneral  Gaines  on  the  17th,~at  the  latter  place,  where  he  will  be 
compelled  to  remain  for  six  or  ten  days,  to  counteract  the  efforts  of  de- 
sighmg  and  vicious  men,  on  the  Mcintosh  party  of  Indians.  Those 
Imlians,  from  the  interference  of  men  who  are  governed  by  unworthy 
motives^  have  become  somewhat  dissatisfied  and  restive,  and  but  for 
the  detmhination  of  the  General  to  remain  with  them  until  he  has 
he^rd  of  tiie  certain  arrival  of  his^tiroopsin  the  Nation,  were  likely 
to  have  proved  turbulent  and  mischievous.  He  had  previously  pro- 
mised not  to  require  them  to  return  to  the  Nation  until  his  troops  had 
arrived.  So  soon  as  he  has  kamt  the  ceWain  arrival  of  the  troops* 
he  wUl  insist  on  tiieir  going  into  the  Nation.  I  presume  the  Qenerat 
has  or  will  inform  you  of  all  particulars.

Tbe  cpnniiaaiQii  authorized  hy  the  jL^alatiire  to  take  further  te»- 
^ony,  will,  Amt  that  purpose,  {Mroceed  forthwith  to  the  nation,  bjoA 
i^pder  orders  to  make  a|l  possible  de^pc^h* 

You  fiave  iii(idely  mistaken  me^  if  you  belieTe  that  any  dispositbn 
euats  hereto  withhold  from  the  Agent  the  most  ample  means  for  jus^ 
tifying  himself  tp  his  Governipenti  much  less  any  desire  for  the  per- 
forma^ce  of  an  act  on  your  part  that  would  savor  (rf  egression ;  oii 
tb|e  contrary^  this  Government  desires  that  the  fairest  opportunity  shall 
be  afforded  the  accused  of  profiting  of  every  description  of  testimony; 
which  may  be  available  for  his  complete  vindication,  (ree  from  any 
obstacles  or  embarrassments  wjiiich  it  might  have  the  powek*  to  ipterr 
pose.     It  was  in  this  spirit  that  my  instructions  to  the  commission 
tvore  drafted  >  and  although  it  was  known  that  the  Agent  had  disclaim- 
ed tbe  authority  of  the  Government  of  Georgia  to  interfere ;  and  that, 
therefore,  there  w^  little  probability  of  seeking  tiie  benefit  of  a  partt* 
9uUr  instruction ;  nevertheless  an  instirudtion  has  been  given,  which 
will  admit  him,  at  h|s  pleasure,  to  be  present  at  the  investigation  on 
our  part,  and  to  exercise  the  right  of  cross-examination  fjreejy«   More- 
pver,  I  can  add,  with  great  sincerity,  that  it  will  give  me  pleasim,  at 
^y  time,  to  contribute  aids  andfaeiUties  to  his  d^ehce  i  for  whatever 
I  may  believe  of  the  guilt  or  innocatice  of  the  Agent,  1  trust  that  one 
}uid  all  of  us,  for  the  honor  of  our  human  nature,  would  giadlj^ 
fiee  him  vindicated  arid  juptified  against  such  charges  as  have  been 
preferred  by  this  Government     Whilst,  however,  this  assurance  is 
given,  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  you  have  very  much  misconceived 
the  sentence  of  my  message,  whi^h,  according  to  your  consti'uction  of 
it^  implies  doubt  of  the  guilt  of  the  Agent    No  such  doubt  exists. 
It  was  not  BwA  that  the  Agent  had  not  committed  crimes,  because  it 
\yaB  not  intended  to  say  sp.     It  was  enough  that  the  Agent  had  been 
charged  virith  the  commission  of  them ;  and  having  exhibited  the  diarg- 
es,  ipresume  you  would  not  have  been  insensible  to  tbe  indelicacy  of 
the  accuser  passing  sentence  upon  ttie  accused.    But,  whilst  this  was 
purposely  avoided  there,  I  can  very  freely  make  known  to  yon  liere, 
that  if,,  instead  of  passing  lipon  the  guUt  or  innocence  of  the  accused, 
I  h^d  been  stating  my  belief,  from  the  evidence  even  now  (disdosed> 
and  ex  parte  as  it  may  be,  I  should  have  said,  without  hesitation,  that, 

with  respect  tothe  one  charge,  I  believed  him  guilty  of  that  beyond  the 
pofssibility  of  refutation  ;  and  that,  with  regard  to  tiie  other,  he  was 
ao  far  innocent  only,  as  he  was  not  present  at  tlie  time  and  place,  in- 
flictiqg  the  blows  with  his  own  hands.    Taking  very  opposite  views 

oC^tbe  subject,  you  aeem  to  have  yielded  a  reluctant  and  ungracious 
skBScn^  to  the  suspensbn  of  the  Agent,  and,  indeed,  to  indulge  a  little 
tbe  language  of  complaint,  lest,  injury  might,  by  possibility,  result 
from  it  to  the  accused.    Be  persuaded.  Sir,  that  this  act  of  suspension 

is  .in  no  respect  personally  gratifyiilg  to  me,  nor  wei*e  feelings  of 
any  kind  connect^  with  ray  suggestion  oi  the  pi*opri^ty  of  it,  but 

those  which  yourself  must  have  indul^d  for  the  successml  furfilraenf 
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of  Oe  objects  of  yowr  missioii.  I  repeat  what  was  kiAre  alleged  'te 
support  of  that  suggestion,  that  it  could  not  be  conceited  how  it  wooM 
ke  posriblefor  you  to  make  aiky,  the  leasts  advance  to  the  altniimeiit  of 
truth,  or  to  the  pacification  of  the  Indians^  wititoat  It  as  a  ilrit  and  in* 
dispensable  measure*  The  friendly  chieis  had  already  givM  yoor  Go- 
▼emiaeat  to  understand  tiiat  they  would  ney^  consent  to^coaimit  Ikeai* 
selres  agam  to  the  protection  of  the  Agent :  and  yon  were  almost  pre^ 
sent  to  witness  thaty  by  the  poww  and  influ^ce  of  his-offlce^  the  bos^^ 
tile  cluefe  had  been  convolced^  and  a  declaration  of  tb^irniocenoe  ol 
tho  Agent  either  extorted,  or  otherwise  obtained,  and  this,  too,  just 
before  the  period  had  arrived  at  which  General  Gaines  and  yoursaif 
were  to  convene  the  same  Indians,  for  tiie.  purpose  of  obtaining  frona 
them,  fiurly  and  honestly,  the  truth ;  a  fact  well  known  to  the  Agmt,  bat 
which  fact  did  not  prevent  him  from  thus  forestalling  and  anticipating 
you. 

When  you  permit  yourseir  to  say,  that  the  Agent  ^  lias  not  been,  so 
far  as  the  investigation  has  been  pursued  by  the  authorities  of  Geor? 
gin,  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation,"  you  wiD 
suffer  me  to  answer,  that  this  has  been  no  omission  of  ours,  but  of 
yours.  It  was  part  of  your  duty  to  have  notified  the  Agent,  so^soon 
as  Che  charges  were  received,  of  the  existence  of  those  charges  f  and 
with  regard  to  specifications,  I  assure  you,  that,  unless  for  some  very 
useful  purpose  to  the  interests  of  Gemrgia,  I  would  not  take  the  tron* 
ble  to  set  down  to  paper  to  make  them.  The  Agent  ^  charged  with 
instigating  the  Indians  to  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  murder,  imd 
with  predetermined  resolution  to  prevent  the  Indians  from  makijog 
cession  of  their  territory,  so  long  as  a  certain  person  was  at  the  head 
of  the  Government  in  Georgia, ;  and  these,  in  all  reason,  are  specifi- 
cations enough. 

We  are  not  exhibiting  charges  against  the  Agent,  as  offending  the 
mat-tial  law,  to  which  a  long  detail  of  specifications,  ^cording  to  cos- 
torn,  may  be  subjoined.  If  your  Government  ^ants  further,  specifica- 
tion, it  must  seek  it  elsewhere;  and  this,  Sir,  is  ob^ously  the  mistak- 
en bias  under  which  you  and  your  Grovemment  labor.  Toii  are  wil- 
ling to  resolve  every  thin^  into  prejudice  against  the  Agent  for  his 
protection :  ,  Whereas  it  is  notorious,  that  the  prejudice  of  your  Go- 
vernment has  been  so  for  advantageous  to  him^  that  it  is  very  difficult 
to  subdue  it  by  any  kind  of  evidence.  '    . 

With  I'espect  to  the  right  of  confrontation  with  the  witnessesagainst 
him,  «<  there  is  abundant  time  for  that,  when,  after  the  firtft'ng  of  a 
true  bill,  he  shall  be  arrainged  at  the  bar  of  justice;  and  with,  regard 
to  his  **  not  having  com^qlsory  pro<^ess  for  obtaining  witnessesin  his 
favor,  a^  required  by  tite  sacred  instrument  whicH  guards  the  righ(^ 
of  all,''  I  pledge  you  my  word  of  honor,  {bat,*  whehever  I  shall  hear  of 
such  gross  injustice  being  done  him  by  any  competent  and  authorize 
tribunal  before  which  he  may  be  cited,  I  will  consider  it  as'  an  injmy 
dune  to  myself;  and,  if  dbneliy  a  tribnnal  within  our  jurisdiction,  and 
of  course  punishable .  for  offences  committed  under  our  Constitution 
and  laws,  so  far  as  dep^ids  on  me>  the  utmost  eflbrts  will  be  made 
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> 
tb-bring  to  iHitiishmiprit  all  or  an^  •public  agents  cohcerned  in  so  of- 
fending. 

The  (locnments  are  in  a  course  of  publication  by  oifler  of  the  Le- 
g'mlattire — having  previously  been  made  public  by  that  body  itself,  in 
the  most  formal  inanner,;it  is  not  seen  tliat  any  further  publication  of 
them  citti  operate  injuriously  to  the  Agent  .•'  for  it  vfould  seem  to  be 
betters  even  .on  bis  own  accoimt,  that«  after  so  much  had  been  made 
known  of  theip  contents^  all  sliould  be  known,  and  that  nothing  should 
be  left  fi>r  inference  or  con  jefcture  j  especially,  too,  as  the  public  un- 
derstanding the  character  of  the  evidence  to  to  e^  parte,  will  be  able 
to  dsttmate  it  at  what  it  may  bo  worths  It'may  be  proper  to  add,  that, 
by  a  s)iecial  and  po3itive  resolution,  the  Governor  is  directed  to  cause 
thma  ,to  be  distributed  through  all  the  counties  as  soon  as  they  are 
prirtted,  and  you  are  already  informed  that  the  printing  \vill  be  com- 
pleted in  ihe  course  of  to«day.

Biit :  I  do  myself  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the'receipt  of  your  let- 
ter of  the  20th  instant,  tliis  day  received  from  your  AJd-de«Camp, 
Colonel  Jones,  from  whom  I  have  also  received  a  copy  of  the  docu- 
ments which  accompanied  your  Excellency's  Message  of  tho  23d  0f 
May,  to  the  Legislature.^ 

Tour  Bxcellency  appears  to  entertain  an  impression  that  I  had  ex- 
pressed a  beji^fyin  my  Iptter  of  the  18th  instant,  that  a  disfositinn 
exists  on  the  part  of  the  anthorities  of  Georgia^  to  withhold  from  the 
Agent  the  ntieans  of  justifying  himself  to  his  Government,  and  that 
you  had  also  s!le^yli  a  wish  that  I  should,  by  complying  with  your  re>- 
peated'and  urgent  requests',  both  verbally  and  in  writing,  to  suspend 
tlie  Agent,  enter  into  proceeding^  against  hitn,Wore  his  trial,  which 
might  savor  of  oppression  ! '  At  the^ame  time  that  I  take  advantage 
of  ihe  first  possiUe 'moment  to  disclaim,  iti  the  fullest  manner,  enter*' 
taining  for  a  moment  a  belief  as  to  any  such  iti^jiositum  or  intention^ 
yet  your  Excellency  will  excuse  me' for  i*emarking  that,  although  I 
cmild  not,  for  in  instant,  entertain  a  belief  that  such  intentions  aerat- 
ed the  authonties  of  Greorgia,  that  their  acts  must  inevitably  have  that 
unittst  ami  oppressive  operation  on  the  Agent.  It  is  impossible  that 
authorities  so  exalted,  could  wish  to  act  oppressively  or  unjustly  to* 
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wards  an  humble  individual  under  trial ;  but  it  is  equally  im^ofisil^t 
for  an  unprejudiced  ])erson  to  vvithlioklth^  belief  tiiat  tkeii*  pixKmd* 
rngs,  (in  tite  absence  of  any  but  tb^  fairest  intentions^)  bttVe' had  thode 
effects  on  the  intci^ests  and  feelings  of  the  individual  pfeferiiMi  to; 

You  remark  that,  ♦'  by  the  i)ower  and  ihiluencc  of  hraciffijce,  tlie 
»<  hostile  chiefs  had  been  convoked^and  a  declaration  of  the  innocence 
**<  of  the  Agent  either  extorted^  or  otherwise  obtainedt  and  this,  too, 
«'  just  before  the  period  had  arrived  at  whichr  Gen,  Gaines  and  my-* 
**  self  wei-e  to  convene  the  same  Indians,  for  tfife  purpose  of/obtainifigt 
<"<  fi*om  tlieni,  ikirly  and  honestly,  the  truths  a  /act  ivdl  known  iiQ  the 
♦*  Sgenf,  bul  whicn  fact  did  not  prevent  him  from  thus  forestalling  and 
^*'anticiiyating  us,*'  I  am  satisfied  it  is  only  necessary  to  indoce  ymt 
to  do  him  justice,  in  ycair  gooA^opirrion,  in  relation  to'thatpai^ticuiar 
transaction,  to  remind  your  Exrce Ffenry  thiif  those  documi^ts  were' 
][^rOi*tired  by  the  Agent  from  the  Indians,  before  it  was  possible  for  the 
Agent  to  know  that  General  Gaincls;  or  air  Agent  of  the  Government,' 
tVere  ordered  here.  I  arrived  at  Milledgeville  on  the  51sfr  of  May^  and 
Gen.  Gaines  on  the  12th  or  fdth  of  June  ;  and  tbedocumeiitB  re/erred 
to,  as  procured  by  the  Agent,  from  the  Indians,  are  dated  oii'tho  14 tU 
of  May  !  Indeed  they  were  procured  from,  the  Indians  six  d*ys  be- 
fore General  Gaines*  orders  were  issued  at  Washinjfton,  and  the  ssime 
nmnber  of  days  before  I  was.  appointed  the  Special  Agent  of  thfe  Go- 
vernment.   They  were  siiown  to  me  the  day  I  I'eached  Milledgeville. 

In  yonr  remark,  that  it  was  part  of  my  duty  to  have  notified  the 
Agent,  so  soon  as  the  charges  were  rccciv^cd^of  the  existence  of  thpsc 
c  barges,  your  Excellency  inadvertently  overlooks  the  fa^t,  that^  in 
irty  letter  of  the  Slst  of.May,  tt  was  made  known  to  yqujthat  it  was 
expressly  contemplated  by  my  Government  that  the  spetiftcatlons  and 
evidence  fdiould  accompany  the  charges,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  (he  ac- 
(Hjse<l,- to- enable  him  ••'to  defend  himself  before  his  Government  with 
as  little  delay  as  jiossiblc,'*  It  was  so  contemplated  by  the  Gcnerar 
Government,  beraniso  of  the  intention  of  ha>'ing  a  fair,  ami,  conscqucnt- 
I3',  «»  a  spl*(ly  trial.'^  The  utter  impossibility  of  i*ep>jing  to  chai^e^ 
of  crHncs'ROl  datctlor  located j-i-efcrred  to  in  general  terms  only,  and 
the  cmis(Wpiei>t  injtJstic<5'th  the  accused,  is  Certainly  also  inadve'rtbntly 
ove*rl«ok€d  by  your  Excel lenry. 

Tour  Excellency  is  pleaseil  to  remark,  in  substance,  that;  wliertv 
**<  after  the  finding  of  a  true  bill,  the  Agent  sliall  be  arraigned  at  the" 
bar  of  justice,"  there  is  **  abundant  time  for  confronting  Jiiwi'wiHi 
the  witnesses  against  him  !''  You  i^emjirk,  also,,  with  regard  to  Iii»- 
»iot  having  •*  compulsory  process  for  obtainih^  witnesses  in  his  fa- 
wny^ as  refjuii-edhy  the  sacred  instrumeiit  which  guai-ds  tlie  rights  of 
ulf*  *^*  t4iat>.  wherever  you  sfiallJiearof  suxli  gross  injustice  being  done 
Miin  6y  any  com])etcnt-  and  authorized  tribunal  4)efoi'G  Which  he  may 
be  cited,"  you  wHl  •Vbring  to  punishment'all  or  any  public  Agent  con- 
rcrnctl  in  so  offending.'^  The  multiplicity  and  importance  of  your 
high  duties,  has  caused  your  Excellency  to  forget  that,  before  eveit 
the  Jiwling  of  the  bill  J  ^unA  consequently  before  the  IriaU  ih^^umskmtnt 
of  the  Coui*thas  been  lotidly  demanded  (the  dismissal  of  the  Agcfit) 
in  tlie  report  ami  resoltition  adopted  by  the  Legislature^ 
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I  did  not,  as  joiir  Excellency  seems  to  siippo^,  allude  to  t^e  public* 
<%aUon  of  tbe  evidence  in  the-jprm  of  a  document  or  pamphlet  j  I  )vas

be  holden  there,  on  the  25th  instant,  so  far  as  they  have  for  thcii*  ob- 
jects tlic  coliection  of  facts  and  development  of  truths^  as  connected 
with  the  late  disturbjoices  in  the  nation,  and  the  charges  exhibited  ^ 
tliis  Government  against  the  Agent  of  the  United  States  for  Indian 
Affairs.  Tliey  ai^e  instructed,  specially,  to  avoid  any  interference, 
iinless  solicited,  wiih^e  political  arfangements^or  negotiatbns  be« 
twecn  the'fJnited  States  and  the  Indians,  wjrich  appertain  exclusively 
to  the  relations  and  interests  subsisting  between  then),  and  to  which 
the  State  of  Georgia  is  no  .party. 

It  is  hoped,  anO  expected,  tliat  this  rtlcasuris  will  meet  yoor  concurr 
rencc  and  approbation.

Sir  :  I  have  this  moment  received  ypur  letter  of  the  23d  instan^ 
It  gives  me  great  pleasui*p  to  correct,  without  delay,  an  error  into 
which  I  had  fallen,  in  consequence  of  not  adverting  particularly  to  tlip 
date  of  the  certificate  obtained  fi-om  the  Indians  by  the  Agent,  and 
jpubiished  as  part  of  his  defence  in  one  of  the  last  pajiers.  From  a 
comparison  ot*  dates,  it  does  appear  that  that  certificate  was  ob- 
tained before  the  Agent  knew  that  yourself  and  Genei'al  Gaines  would 
proceed  to  Broken  Arrow  to  convene  a  council,  or  institute  an  inquiry. 
Whilst  this  correction,  therefore,  is  most  cheerfully  made,  you  can- 
not but  admit  the  utter  immateriality  of  it,  to  the  Agent,  for  any  ob- 
jects or  interests  of  his  :  for  tlic'fact  still  turns  out  to  be,  that,  whilst 
the  Agent,  in  procuring  that  certificate,  did  not  intend  to  forestidl, 
in  particular.  General  Gaines*  and  yourself,  in  making  a  certain  cx- 
iamination,  he  did  well  know  tliat  it  would  forestall  General  Gaines,^ 
or  yourself,  or  any  others  whom  your  Goyemnrent  might,  at  any  time, 
depute  to  make  any  examination  tliere :  and  tliis  is  the  fact,  and  the 
only  fact  of  any  consequence  to  the  argument 

On  the  subject  of  the  specification  to  which  you  have  again  called 
my  attention,  I  have  only  to  remark,  that,  if  your  Government  pleasea 
to  forbear  ftirther  inquiry  or  investigation  into  the  conduct  of  th« 
Agent,  eit|ier  because  it  derives  no  specifications  from  me,  or  because 
those  si)ecifications  are  not  precisely  such,  in  manner  and  form,  as  arc 
ligroeable  itself,  it  has  the  power,  to  do  so.  But  if  your  Grbvernment  has 
not  found  matter  enough  for  specifications,  (if  Indeed  they  be  at  all  ini- 
portant,)  in  the  public  accredited  documents  ;  or,  finding  it  tliere  in 
ample  abundance,  shall  not  choose  to  frame  them  for  itself,  I  assure 
you.  Sir,  I  would  not  know  where  to  proceed  to  look  for  it,  even  if  I 
believed  it  (as  I  do  not)  to  be  my  duty  to  furnish  thase  specifications. 

When  time  shall  have  disclosed  that  I  \yas  mistaken,  in  attributing 
]n*ejudice  to  your  Government  in  behalf  of  its  Agent,  although  that 
belief  has  not  been  assumed  upon  light  grounds,  and  is  sO  far  sustain- 
pA  by  the  occurrences  of  every  day,  I  assure  you,'  Sir,  1  shall  proceed, 
without  delay,  to  render  to  it  the  fullest  measure  of  justice  which  in- 
jured honor  could  i-equire  from  %  deceived  accuser.  ,

StlAJQR  T.  P..  Andrews. 

Sir  :  We  were  notalittlesurprisedtohear  from  yourself  this  evening, 
that  you  were  unacquainted  with  the  object  for  which  wc  were  taking 
test^nony.   Wc  wer^  tiien  of  opinion,  and  upon  examination  have  be- 
come confirmed  in  that  opir^ion,  that  the  papers  winch  have  been  sub- 
mitted, arc  sufficiently  -explicit.     By  a  reference  to  the  letter  of  the 
Governor  of  Georgia  to  you,  of  the  j20th  instant,  you  >\ill  iind,  he 
says,   **The  Commissionei*s  authorize(l  by  the  Legislature  to  take  fur- 
]ther  testimony,  will,  for  that  purpose,  proceed  forthwith  to  tlie  nation, 
and  under  orders  to  make  all   possible  despatch.'*    By  {\  rcfcrenco 
to  the  printed  documetits,  delivered  to  you  at  the  Agency  on  Flint  ri- 
ver, you  will  see  a  copy  of  the  resolution  referred  to.  To  these,  we  can 
add  nothing,  which  will  convey,  in  stronger  terms,  the  object  of  tak- 
ing the  testimony,  unless,  perhaps,  it  may  be  necessary  to  remind 
you  of  the  charges  preferred  by  the  Goveruiu'of  Georgia. 
'    While  .vou  seem  ignorant  of  the  object  of  our  appointnicjit,  wc  pre- 
sume that  does  not  pxtend  to  the  appointment  itself.    To  avoid,  how- 
ever, any  possible  mistake,  we  would  beg  leave  to  refer  to  tliC  conver- 
sation which  took  place  between  you  and  Col.  Jones,  at  the  Agency,  in 
which  you  inquired,  if  any  mutual  arrangement  had  been  made  be- 
tween  Col.  Crowell  and  the  Commissioners ;  whether  we  would  re-ex- 
amine the  witnesses  sworn  before  the  Committee,  to  enable  Colonel 
Crowell  to  cross-examine  them ;  and  whether  we  would  assist  him  to 
compel  witnesses  to  testify  who  migiit  lefuse.     We  would,  also,   re- 
mind you  of  the  inquiry  you  again  made  this  evening,  wliethcr  wc  and 
Col.  Crowell  had  made  any  ai-rangement,  &c. 

We  regret  we  have  been  compelled  to  betlius  minute,  and  feel  more 
regret  to  remak*k,  that  our  object  can  be  recognized^  when  it  is  neces- 
sary to  make  inquiries  for  the  benefit  of  Col.  CroweJl,  \q^{  injustice 
may  be  done  him,  and  when  inquiries  are  made  of  you  to  facilitate  the 
business,  and  quiet  conscientious  scruples,  you  should,  decline  to  give 
any  answer^  and  thereby  (we  hope  unintentionally)  throw  dilfipulties 
in  our  way,  already  sufficiently  obstructed.  Wc  would  beg  leave  fur- 
ther to.remark,  that,  while  theteslimony,  wliich  has  been  taken  agninst 
CoU  Cjowell,  has  been  made  public,  and  he  has  had  every  opportiniity 
\  of  seeing  ami  disproving  it,  (  if  in  his  power,)  and  wliile(>ur  instruc- 
tions are  positive  topci^mit  him  to  be  present,  and  cross-examine  the  wit- 
nesses, Complaint  has  been  made  by  you**  of  the  appalling  influence  and 
power  of  the  Executive  and  Legislative  branches  of  the  Government  of 
Georgia,"  you  have  not  thought  proper  to  ap{irise  either  the  Govern- 
or or  ourselves  of  the  testimony  which  <0»as  ali'eadv  been  siiewn  you 
by  th6  Agent,"  in  his  own  favor,  or  that  to  which  you  refened  to 
day,  which  had  beeii  shown  you  in  favor  of  Hamhlj'  tlie  Interpreter. 
Xs  wc  could  not  doubt  the  ascertainment  of  truth  to  be  the  object  of 
your  missions  we  could  not  be  insensible  of  this  difierence  ;  and  wc 
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hope  a  second  reading  of  the  papers  we  have  referred  to,  mil  satiny 
you  fully  of  the  objects  of  ourappQuitmenty  and  have  the  honor  to  be^

Gentikmen:  I  I'cccived  your  letter  dated  the  25th,  lasf  evening^ 
and  was  not  a  little  surprised  at  the  misapprehensiout  on  your  part,. 
Avhich  appears  to  have  rendered  such  a  letter  necessary. 

You  remark  that  ydU  were  surprised  to  hear  me  remark,  on  thp  25th, 
in  reply  to  your  observation  of  Colonel  Jones,  that  I  was  unacqiiaintr 
cd  witli  tlie  object  for  which  you  were  taking  testimony ;  I  must  deny, 
in  the  most  positive  manner,  having  made iiny  remark  wliich  "would 
fairly  Justify  such  a  construction.  In  your  oonversatidn  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Compere,  which  took  place,  accidentally,  in  my  presence,  he  re- 
marked, that  he  had  «  conscientious  sci*uplee  to  taking  an  oath,  unless 
in  cases  of  absolute  necessity/'  He  then  added,  that,  if  I  would  say 
tliat  I  viewed  his  giving  you  his  oath  as  such  a  case  of  necessity,  he 
would  give  it  My  reply  \yas,  that  it  was  a  matter  entirely  between 
yourselves,  which  I  dul  not  wish  to  interfere  in,  and  that  I  must  de- 
cline giving  an  opinion  as  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  an  affidavit,  as 
it  was  a  matter  I  did  not  wish  to  interfere  in,  being  incapable  of  forming 
a  judgment  on  it,  as  <<  J  was  Hnacqitainted  with  the  objects  or  uses  to 
XV hick  the  testimony  collected  by  yourselves  wa»  to  b& applied.**  You 
expressed  some  surprise  at  the  remark,  ai|d  I  took  occasion  tc^  add, 
that  I  did  not  know  whether  your  testimony  was  to  be  laid  befQii*e  the 
Executive  or  Legislature  of  Georgia,  the  General  Government,  or  its 
Agent,  or  tb  be  used  before  a  court  of  justice.  I  did  not  make  my  bc^ 
ing  unacquainted  with  these  objects  or  uses  a  matter  of  coniplaint, 
because  (  as  the  authoritrcs  of  Georgia  had  not  tliought  proper 
to  make  me  acquainted  with  tbeii*  particular  intentions  ps  to  the  use 
to  be  made  of  the  testimony  collected  by  yourselves,)  I  did  not  consi- 
der it  a  matter  on  whicli  I  had  a  i*ight  to  ask  information.  \s  it  has 
now  become  a,  subject  of  question,  and,  in  a  Qteasure,  of  discussion,  I 
beg  leave  to  ask  you,  distinctly,  to  wliat  objects  or  uses  the  testimony 
Tou  collect  will  be  api)lied  I  Whether  it  is  to  be  submitted  to*  tlie  Agent 
of  the  General  Government,  or  to  tlic  United  States'  Gm^ernment  di- 
i^ect  ?  or  whether  it  is  only  intended  to  produce  a  convicti(^  of  guilt 
in  the  Indtan  Agent,  before  the  Legislature.,  t|ie  Executive,  the  Peo- 
ple, or  the  courts  of  justice  in  Georgia?      I  am  more  particularly  in- 
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diKed  to  ask  these  quqstions,  to  convince  709,  tbat,  although  I  have  "* 
YO-examiiied  all  the  letters  and  sources  of  information  you  refer  me  to, 
as  well  &  your  letter  now  before  me,  I  am  still  totally  unacquainted 
with  the  plj^ts'or  uses  ta  which  the  testimony  to  be  collected  by  you 
is  to  he  appHed.  At  the  sanie  time,  I  disclaim  all  right,  on  my  part,  to 
receive  answers,  unless  perfectly  agreeaMe,  and  state,  distinctly,  that, 
since  my  interview  with  CoL  Jones  on  the  Flint  River,  I  could  not  en- 
tertain a  doubt  that  9we  object  of  your  appointment  was  to  criminate, 
if  possible,  the  Indian  Agent. 

Tou  miHit  certainly  excuse  me  for  declining  what  you  apjicar  to 
wish  mi  to.  attempt,  to  <<  quiet  the  conscientious  scruples''  of  theJRev. 
Mr.  Compere,  or  any  other  person,  on  any  subject.  I  told  that  revc- 
rend  g^ntle'toan,  immediately  on  your  leaving  us,  as  he  can  testify, 
that  I  ^ould  greatly  prefer  his  giving  you  an  affidavit,  if  consistent, 
on  reflection,  with  bis  religious  principles,  but  that,  in  saying  so,  i 
did  n6t  wish  to  be  considered  as  stating  my  bdief  as  to  its  absolute 
necessity.  Not  having  been  made  acquainted  with  that  necessity,  and 
having  also  previously  informed  him,  as  well  as  the  other  clergymen 
in  the  nation,  that  (respecting,  as  I  did,  their  characters  and  their  re- 
ligious scruples,)  I  should  view  conscientious  statements  from  them, 
without  their  making  oath  to  it,  as  all  sufficient,  so  far  as  their  testi- 
mony^was  to  be  applied  to  (tie  objects  of  my  mission. 

I  fe^ollect  the  inquiries  you  refer  to  as  made  of  Col.  Jones,  on  the 
Flint  River,  and  take  this  opportunity  of  i*emarking,  that  1  have,  as 
yet;  received  no  ajnswers  to  them,  particularly  as  to  the  intention  of 
the  Commissioners  to  summon  the  witnesses  already  examined  by  the 
committee,  ^to  afford  an  opportunity  of  cross-examination. 

I  dp  nqt  S€^  the  light  In  whiclk  the  Commissioners  wish  the  first  part 
of  the  tliird  pai^graph  of  theirletter  received.  If  no  insinuation  wa?*- 
intended  by  it,  it  appears  to  me  tliat  their  expressions  were  uncalled 
f9r,  and  unnecessary.  IC  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  intended  to  convey 
an  insinuation  of  a  disposition^  on  n»ypart,  to  act  in  an  unfair  or  im^ 
piirtiiH  flianner,  1  feel  called  on  to  say,  that  such  an  insinuation  is  not 
warranted  by  my  acts  or  inteivtions,  or  by  tinth  ;  and  tliat  a  repetition 
must  put  a  stop  tP.all  officioL  coii'espondence  between  us,  as  I  am  dc« 
termined  to.  avoid  all  official  coiTespondence  (wiiich  I  am  at  liberty  to 
avoid)  tliat  is  not  conducted  in  a  proper  spirit  of  courtesy  and  justice. 

fn  reply  to  the  latter  i>ai«t  of  the  same  paragi'apli,  I  would  remark, 
tliat  I  am  not  in  official  possessionr  of  the  evidence  you  reTer  to,  rc^ 
kiting  to,  the  Agents  having  returned  it  to  him  for  the'  present.  I  am. 
bowcyer,  informed  by  the  Agent,  that,  in  rfue'  time,  you  wift  have 
an<^portunity  of  cross-examining  his  witnc^es,  and,  consequently,  of 
seeing  that  testimony. 

The  cpdrse  pursued  by  Genc^^' Gaines  in  relation  to  the  United 
States'  interpireter,  is  one  ^hidh  is  conceived  to  be  entirely  between 
himself  aud  bis  Governnjent ;  and,  as  it  regards  the  statement  which 
i  made  to  him  (in  reply  to  liis  demand  for  it)  of  my  present  impres- 
sions in  relation  to  the  inteitpi-ctcr,  it  is  between  the  General  and  my- 
"^ itnd  oiH*  Government     It  will  readily  occur  to  you,  that  you  will 
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receive  a  great  amount  of  inraiHnation  (if  you  have  not  alt^ady)  not 
iaiiDcdiately  connected  with  the  particular  object  of  investigation,  but 
proper  to  be  submitted  to  your  Government.  Whether  siich  is  the 
fact  in  relation  to  youi-sdvcs  or  nbt,'  I  take  this  occasion  to  inform 
you,  that  I  sli<)uM  be  wanting  in  respect  to  the  Government  which  I 
have  tlie  honor,  on  a  particular  point,  to  i*epresent«  if  I  should  offer  ta, 
others  the  first  knowledge  of  a  gi*eat  deal  of  information  which  may 
incidentally  come  befoiii  me.  Such  is  the  case,  in  reference  to  the 
United  States'  Iiitcrpi^eter,  who  is  not  under  trial. '  The  President  ha» 
so  far  thought  proper  to  disregard  the  impressions  of  others  which 
have  been  laid  before  iiim,  and  to  continue  the  interpreter  •jfti  oSBac^. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  late  ti'eaty,  notwithstamling  their  iini>res- 
sions  against  him.  continued  to  avail  themselves  of  his  ^ei^'ice^  "(vhilst 
in  want  of  an  interpi'ctcr.  Uis  capacity  renders  his  service  necessary 
to  facilitate  business.  It  was  only  in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  his 
being  employed,  or  not,  as  an  interpi*eter,  on  the  present  occasion, 
that  1  have  given  an  opinion  to  the  General ;  and  I  understood  your 
body,  in  the  presence  ik  General  Gaines,  on  Saturday  eVening,  to  ap- 
prove of  his  employment,  with  the  precautions  which  the  General  has 
taken  on  the  occasion.

Obittxemen  :  Tour  letter  of  this  date  to  Gleneral  Gaines  has  been 
re/erred  to  pie,  as  well  as  the  subject  to  which  it  relates.  Colonel 
Williamson  was  present  in  the  Square,  yesterday,  when  the  Chiefs 
positively  refused  to  have  a  conversation  with  you,  or  suffer  any  ex- 
aniinationsy  except  in  public  in  the  open  Square  or  Council^  and  made 
no  objections,  or  was  not  understood  as  making  any.  I  have  the  honor^ 
therefore,  to  remind  you  of  the  determination,  and  to  inform  you  that  you 
shall  have  for  your  Clerk  all  the  facilities  which.have  been  enjoyed  by 
the  Gren.  and  myself,  in  our  own  written  intercourse  with  them,  which 
has  been  considerable.  We  will  be  happy  to  see  you  at  the  Square, 
at  tbe  hotfr  you  have  fixed  on.  Both  the  General  and  myself  will  take 
pleasure  in  affording  you  all  desirable  and  possible  facilities ;  but  all 
questions  put  to  the  Indians  must  be  in  writing,  that  they  may  be 
placed  on  record  by  all  persons  present  so  disfmed,  and  that  they 
may  not  be  subject  to  be  misapprehended.  This  is  a  course  which  the 
officers  of  the  General  Government  have  felt  themselves  bound  to  pur- 
sue, and  one  which  it  is  thought  is  due  in  fairness  to  the  Indians.

Indian  SpringSf  Mth  July^  1825. 

8im:  Several  of  the  half  breeds  of  the  Mclotosh  party  haveman- 
ifcated  a  desire  to  receive  information  upon  the  subject  of  the  land 
dbsagMNl  for  them  beyond  the  Mississippi. 
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Upon  tbia  sabjeet,  I  am  not  sufflcidntly  ftdvised  of  the  views  of 
your  Departroenty  to'aflTord  them  much  satisCiCtion.     I  have  described 
to  them,  as  well  as  to   the  principal   Chiefs  at  Broken  Arrow,  the 
character  of  the  country,  eeneraliy,  upon  the  Arkansas  and  Missos* 
rif  as  high  up  as  Council  Bluffs,  and  thence  towards  th6  St  Peter's* 
through  which  I  travelled  in  the  year  1822,  on  my  Western  tour  off* 
inspection.     The  Chiefs  all  manifested  considerable  interest  on  the 
account  which  I  gave  them  of  the  buffalo  and  other  wild  game  sben^ 
and  in  part  taken,  by  me  and  my  party,  in  some  sections  of  that  cbun^ 
try.     But  none  appeared  desirous  to  go  thither,  excepting  tome  few 
of  the  Mcintosh  half  breeds. 

I  am  fully  persuaded  that  the  system  propotoi  by  the  "Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  in  January  last,  for  the  removal  of  these 
Indians,  with  other  tribes  to  succeed,  must  be  comroitte4  to  the 
charge  of  an  officer,  capable  from  his  temper,  talents,  and  experiencet 
of  acquiring  their  confidencct  and  of  protecting  and  controlling 
them*  They  will  be,  as  they  have  been,  beset  with  sharpers.  No 
minors  or  orphan  children,  amidst  strangers,  require  more  the  aid  of 
a  faithful  guardian  and  commander,  than  these  Indians  will  when 
they  leave  their  aountry  and  friends ;  friends  who  have  contrived  to 
obtain  from  them  their  land,  and  who  are  now  looking  out  for  their 
money ;  but  whose  friendship  will  not  survive  the  loss  of  tbdr  money. 
This  guardianship  and  command  will  require  to  be  mi(ilary,*at  least, 
until  the  movement  and  new  settlement  is  accomplished ;  and  this 
wifl  be  the  work  of  at  least  a  year,  if  not  of  two  or  three  years*  The 
half  breeds  would  require  but  little  time,  but  the  Indians  are  usual* 
ly  very  tardy  in  moving  with  their  families. 

The  officer  charged  with  this  duty  would,  in  the  first  instance,  ^e* 
lect  from  the  half  bloods,  and  the  most  intelligent  Chiefs  and  War- 
riors, fi*om  fifty  to  one  hundred,  taking  one-or  two  from  every  town  or 
village.  He  would  accompany  them,  as  Commander  and  Quarter- 
master, to  tlie  tract  of  country  designed  for  their  residence^  where 
they  should  remain  until  they  make  themselves  well  acquaint^  with 
the  country  and  its  resources*  They  should  then  return  to  their 
families  and  friends*  and  communicate  to  them  the  result  of  their  in* 
quiries.  The  period  of  their  visit  should  be  confined  to  the  Win- 
ter and  Spring;  as  in  Summer  and  Autumn,  they  might  possi- 
bly be  frightened  at  the  unhealthiness  and  scarcity  of  water  of  somis 
parts^of  the  country  through  which  they  may  pass.  Great  care 
should  be  taken  to  render  them  comfortable«  and  protect  them  from 
the  possibility  of  an  attack  from  the  war  or  hunting  parties  they  may 
meet  with,  of  other  tribes. 

Should  these  pioneers  return  with  favorable  impressions,  I  am  per- 
suaded that  they  would  very  soon  fix  similar  impressions  on  the  minds 
of  their  families  and  friends.  In  this  case,  they  would  remove  willing- 
ly* and  would  probably  take  with  them  a  considerable  number  of  those 
who  now  look  upon  a  removal  to  the  Arkansas,  somewhat  in  ttie 
light  in  [which]  they  view  their  final  removal  from  this  world,  and  for 
a  similar  reasons  because  they  kmhv  little  or  nothing  aboutthe  place  of - 
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tbeipr  dettiiittioii.  They  have  had  reason  to  doubt  the  titiib  or  so 
iQiick'thstMs  been  said  to  them  by  a  species  of  <«  X,  Y,  and  Z,"  di- 
plpoMitiftflr  if  not  by  legitimate  commissioners,  with  their  '*  co-work- 
ers^'*  in  Ae  councils  that  produced  the  late  treaty*  that  they  are  full 
^Jealonsy  and  distrust*  I  am  therefore  decidedly  of  the  opinion 
tbaMbeif  should  be  permitted  to  see  and  to  judge  for  themselves ;  and 
tbi^ti^  for  this  purpose,  they  should  be  conducted  by  an  ofGcer  well  ac- 
^liiinted  with  them,  and  highly  qualified  to  govern,protect,  and  do  them 
justice.  Without  knowing  the  wishes  of  any  officer,  in  reference  to 
this  impleasant,  but  very  important  duty ;  and  without  knowing  whe- 
tbeir  an>  recommendation  of  any  such  officer  Would  be  acceptable  to 
..  your  Department,  a  sense  of  duty  suggests  to  me  the  propriety  of  say- 
^ing  that  there  is  not  in  the  Army  an  officer  better  qualified  for  the  pro* 
^posed  service,  in  all  its  various  details,  than  Captain  Daniel  £. 
Burcht  of  the  Quartermaster  Gep»eraPs  Department. 
/  His  Excellency  Governor  Troup  manifests  much  dissatisfaction  at 
fib. *< daring''  conduct  of  J.  Marshall  and  William  Edwards,  in 
giving  me  their  certificate,  that  Mcintosh  said  he  could  not  comply 
with  the  Croverqor's  wish  to  make  the  surveys  without  the  interven- 
tion of  a  Council,  and  that  no  such  Council  was  ever  assembled  or 
consulted  on  the  subject.  He  says  nothing  as  to  bis  purpose  to  com- 
mence the  surveys.

.  GcrotmoT  Troup  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

"^  EXBCUTIYE  DEFARTMEirr,  GEORGIA,

Si||:  In  communicating  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  tlie 
State,'  iappointed  under  the  resolutions  of  the  Legislature,  to,  take  the 
testimony  in  the  ca^e  of  the  Agent  for  Indian  Affkirs,  and  to  investi- 
^te  the  causes  of  the  late  disturbances  in  the  Creek  Nation,  it  might  * 
be  more  satisfactory  for  you  to  receive  it  without  comment.  The 
report  may,  indeed,  be  said  to  carry  with  it  its  own  commentary  ; 
ncTertbeles^,  aifew  remarks,  elucidatory  of  certain  parts  of  it,  not 
easily  understood  by  persons  removed  from  the  scene  of  action,  may 
not  be  deemed  objectionable. 
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I  think,  from  the  context  of  the  report^  hot  one  inpreesmi  ir3l 
be  made  upon  every  fair  and  unbiassed  mind,  thatt  wbateYM*  m«^ 
have  been  the  motives  which  governed  the  conduct  of  the  J^gents  on 
the  part  of  the  United  Statest  in  making  the  late  inveatigattons  ip 
the  Nation,  the  results  of  these  investigations  have  been  such  as  io 
warrant  a  belief^  that,  if  the  motives  had  been  snppression,  and  not 
the  development  of  truth,  no  other  results  could  have  followed.  Tlie 
refusal  of  the  Missionaries  (after  much  of  palterine  and  prevarica- 
tion,) to  verify  their  statements  by  oath  or  affirmation,  is  the  mopt 
remarkable :  for,  it  is  believed^  that  these  i(ame  M isaionariesr  some 
eighteen  or  twenty  months  ago,  were  quite  willing  to  subscribe  % 
paper  containing  a  long  string  of  charges  against  the  Agent>  which 
ought  to  have  been  sufficient  to  remove  him  from  office,  and  wbick 
they  would  have  substantiated  by  their  oaths.  Now,  that  they  are 
in  danger  of  being  oostedof  their  livings,  if  the  treaty  is4:arri^intp 
effect,  they  make  common  cause  with  the  Agent  to  rupture  the.  treii- 
ty,  and  will  swear  or  affirm  to  nothing  against  him.  Tbe  terror  of 
Lewis,  induced  by  menaces  of  the  friend  of  the  Agent,  and  which  de- 
termined  him  to  withhold  his  testimony,  and  his  eventual  flight  to 
avoid  giving  it,  after  measures  bad  been  taken  tp  coerce  hinut  will 
be  sufficient^  perhaps,  to  satisfy  you  how  very  inauspicious  to  the 
views  of  the  Commissioners  was  the  state  of  things  prevailing  in 
the  Nation.  The  same  hope  of  breaking  the  treaty  and  maintaining 
their  footing  there,  united  one  and  all  of  them-— the  red  man  apd  the 
white  man»  the  Christian  and  the  Heathen — in  a  common  boi|d  p(  in- 
terest, and  a  common  course  of  action. 

The  examination  of  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  and  corifidentMil 
friend  of  the  Agent,  formally  reported  to  you  by  your  own  Oomnis- 
sinners,  as  a  base  and  unworthy  fellow,  was  distinguished  for  it9  ipr- 
regularity ;  the  object  of  that  examination  was  to  lay  a  broad  foiin- 
dation  for  the  rupture  of  the  treaty,  by  shewing  it  to  be  the  afi3|M^ng 
of  bribery  and  corruption,  and  |lie  most  enormously,  wicked  ^Cpn^r^ 
vances,  and  to  traduce  the  characters  and  discredit  tbetestiQ^Qjiy  of 
some  of  the  most  respectable  men  among  us.  How  bad  mi^t  tt^t 
cause  be,  which  would  employ  such  an  instrument  to  accomplish  snch 
a  purpose. 

When  Toholo,  a  principal  Chief  in  the  Council,  made  a  talk,  de- 
tailing circumstances  connected  with  the  late  negotiations  a^  the  Ii^- 
dian  Springs,  Colonel  Williamson,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  Skho  ^|i3 
present,  and  who  had  also  been  a  close  observer  of  occurrences,  at 
the  Springs,  said  to  General  Gaines,  that  he  knew,  of  bis  t|^n 
knowledge,  the  statements  of  Toholo  to  be  false  ;  the  General  said 
that  he  would  not  believe  the  congregated  world  if  they  were  to  say 
so«.  Now  you  will  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing,  that  these  state- 
ments of  the  Indian  Chief  are  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  state- 
ments of  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  States,  and  their  Secreta- 
ry, of  Colonel  Williamson  himself,  of  all  the  friendly  Chiefs,  *an  j  of 
every  respectable  white  man  who  was  present  at  the  Indian  Springs. 
Tlie  refusal  of  General  Gaines  to  permit  a  separate  examination  of 
the  Chiefs  In  his  presence^  as  the  only  mode  of  extracting  the  trutfa» 
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iiid  kfter  baviog  more  than  once  promised  it^  is  as  anaccountable  as 
it  was  unexpected. 

*  It  is  nnderstood  that  the  Indians  could  produce  no  law  authorizing 
the  execution  of  Mcintosh.  Tet  General  Gaines  roust  have  taken 
(&r  granted,  the  existence  of  such  a  law :  for  he  passes  by  the  murder 
asjustifiable  hothicide.  The  whole  body  of  evidence^  as  you  will 
see,  completely  disproves  the  existence  of  the  law. 

Tbe'rnusal  of  General  Gaines  to  admit  the  Commissioners  of 
Oeof^gta,  as  such,  to  a  participation  of  the  Indian  Councils,  in  all 
Matters  touching  the  interests  of  Georgia,  was  a  wrong  done  to  the 
State,  and  an  indignity  offered  to  its  constituted  authorities. 

The  interdict  put  upon  our  Commissioners  by  General  Gaines,  to 
announce  to  the  Indians,  according  to  their  instructions,  the  resolu- 
tions of  this  Government  to  make  the  survey,  and  to  represent  to 
"themi  the  harmlessness  and  innocency  of  the  act,  whilst  the  General 
announced  the  resolution  of  his  own  Government  to  prevent  it,  was 
a  further  wrong  done  to  the  State,  and  a  disrespect  manifested  of  the 
authority  which  gave  that  instruction. 

.A  gentleman  of  clear  intellect,  pure  morals,  honorable  character^ 
and  great  prudence,  is  selected  by  the  Governor  to  hold  a  talk  with 
the  Indians ;  he  performs  that  duty  ;  makes  his  report ;  and  tliat  re'- 
port  Is  at  once  discredited  on  the  naked  word  of  the  Indians. 
'  General  Mcintosh  writes  three  several  letters  to  the  Gk>vemor, 
subscribed  by  his  own  proper  hand,  giying  his  assent  to  the  survey 
of  the  Country;  the  friendly  Chiefs,  Marshall  included,  repeatedly 
iassure  the  Governor  that  they,  one  and  all,  consent  to  tl»e  survey  ; 
a  certificate  is  obtained  from  this  same  Marshall,  and  a  white  man» 
to  prove  that  Greneral  Mcintosh  refused  his  assent  General  Gaines 
immediately  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  his  assent  was  never  given. 

The  admission  6f  free  communication  with  the  Indians  to  every 
other  description  of  persons,  and  the  denial  of  it  to  the  Georgia 
Commissioners,  was  a  further  wrong  done  to  Greorgia. 
.  Indeed,  Sir,  it  would  appear  from  the  reports  of  the  Commission- 
^THf  thitf  all  or  any  draCription  of  testimony  would  be  willingly  re- 
ceived on  the  one  side^  and  particularly  that  description  of  it  which 
imuU  exculpate  the  Agent ;  excuse  the  hostile  Indians ;  prevent  the 
survey  of  the  land ;  or  effect  the  abrogation  of  the  treaty.    And 
tbatf  on  the  other  side,  every  thing  was  to  be  discredited,  or  receiv- 
ed, at  best,  with  many  grainsjof  albwance ;  and  every  act  or  proceed- 
teJS  of  the  X3ommis8ioners  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  constituted 
lutborities  of  the  State,  resolved  into  corruption  or  depravity. 
-   When  General  Gaines  states  in  one  of  his  letters  to  the  Governor, 
tintt  the  hostile  party  outnumber  the  friendly,  in  the  proportion  of 
aomeihtng  like  ktty  to  one,  it  is  not  easy  to  understand  him.     If  it 
.b^mCf  as  the  General  seems  to  believe,  that  he  has  pacified  and 
reconciled  the  two  parties,  there  is  no  longer  any  Mcintosh  party  ; 
*lmt,  if  the  General  means  there  was  any  such  disproportion  between 
the  strength  of  the  parties  whilst  Mcintosh  lived,  he  is  widely  mis- 
taken. .  If  McIntoA  had  survived  to  this  moment  the  probability  is 
bu  party  froiiM  have  been  the  strongest. 
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Suffer  me  to  add  a  few  particulars^  which  make  the  condition  «f 
the  friendly  party  most  pitiable^  independently  of  no  atonement  be- 
ing offered  for  the  blood  of  Mcintosh:  the  money,  according  to  the 
construction  of  the  treaty,  is  taken  from  the  pockets  of  the  wivefl^f 
children,  brothers,  and  friends,  of  Mcintosh,  and  paid  oyer  to  the  hos- 
tile Chiefs  who  murdered  him,^contrary  to  every  principle  of  justijpe' 
and  stipulation  of  treaty^  as  if  you  intended  it  as  the  reward  of  gal- 
lant and  meritorious  acts  commanded  by  yourselves*  And  this  the 
folendly  Chiefs  cannot  but  feel  most  deeply.  Nobody  aajuainted 
with  the  Indian  character  can  ever  believe,  that  General  (James  will- 
make  either  a  safe  or  a  permanent  pacification,  until  the  offering  of 
blood  for  blood  has  fulfilled  the  law  and  the  usage  of  the  country. 
An  ephemeral  peace  may  be  patched  up  by  force  or  menace,  but  e3)he* 
meral  it  will  be,  making,  in  the  end,  the  catastrophe  Che  more 
bloody. 

1  had  written  you  of  a  certain  personage  of  the  State  of  South  Ca- 
rolina, having  intermeddled  in  this  matter,  according  to  information 
commiiiiicated  to  meajid  submitted  to  you.  There  is  a  strong  chain 
of  ( ori'oburative  circumntances.  as  you  will  see,  to  establish  the 
facts  there  alleged,  and  running  through  the  entire  mass  of  evidence. 
The  object  undoubtedly  was,  the  annulment  of  the  treaty. 

Wliatever  knavery  or  folly  may  suggest,  with  the  view  to  disan- 
nul the  treaty,  will,  of  course,  be  unheeded  at  Washington ;  but, 
indeed.  Sir,  1  very  much  doubt,  unless  you  have  looked  with  a  scru- 
tinizing eye  to  the  history  of  this  matter,  whether  some  of  the  self- 
interested  oppugners  of  the  treaty  may  not  lead  you  into  error.  I'he 
idea  that  the  majority  of  the  entire  Creek  Nation  is  alone  competent 
to  make  a  treaty,  is  the  most  fallacious  that  could  be  entertained ;  it 
is  so  far  from  true,  in  the  general,  that,  unless  by  merest  accident, 
it  never  happens  to  be  true  in  any  particular.  Tou  have  only  to  torn 
to  the  notes  of  Colonel  Hawkins,  whose  authority  you  cannot  dia- 

Sute,  to  be  satisfied  that,  according  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
ration,  the  most  important  public  affairs,  involving  vital  interests, 
are  determined,  not  by  a  majority,  but  by  a  minority,  and,  frequently, 
by  a  very  small  minority  of  the  nation.  In  the  whole  course  of  his 
long  residence  among  them,  he  never  knew  even  the  most  popular 
war  concurred  in  by  a  majority,  and  all  authorities  and  all  custom 
will  prove  to  you,  that,  with  regard  to  the  most  important  of  their 
national  acts,  having  relation  either  to  peace  or  war,  Coweta  mu9t 
take  the  head.  If  a  treaty  be  signed  by  the  Chiefs  of  Coweta,  it  is 
considered  good ;  if  not  signed  by  them,  good  for  nothing.  Gleorgia 
was  settled  in  *32,  in  ^SS  or  '34  j  the  first  treaty  witli  the  Creeks 
was  held  then,  I  think,  in '36,  and  again  in  '39.  I'he  Cowetas  are 
always  foremost  Their  Councils  are  invariably  hohlen  on  the  Cow- 
eta gi*ound,  and  General  Oglethorpe  paid  them  his  first  visit  there; 
lienc<^  it  is  stated,  in  the  evidence,  that  Mcintosh  had  the  power  to 
sell  the  whole  country,  and  hence  the  great  efforts  made  to  prevail  * 
on  theeld  Covireta  Chief,  Etome  Tustennuggee,  not  to  sell^tte  coun- 
try, effoKs  which  succeeded  at  Broken  Arrow ;  \m%  thia  ola  and  ill 
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&ted  Chieffauny  came  to  roe  afterwards*  as  you  read  ia  the  doca- 
BMitSt  to  aajr  be  bad  been  deceived  by  bad  white  men»  and  was  op* 
posed  to  the  sale  at  Brokeo  Arrow,  but  thea  bis  eyes  were  opened* 
aod  be  would  follow  the  advice  of  bis  Father^  the  President,  and  ^11 
the  lands.. 

Having  made  this  recapitutetion  and  commentary,  permit  me  to 
subjoitty  that,  for  the  gratification  of  a  few  mercenary  and  sordid 
cbairacters  in  the  Indian  country^  you  threaten  the  most  flagrant  in* 
justice  to  Georgia-  In  the  country  to  be  survdyed^  within  the  limits 
at  Georgia^  none,  qr  very  few  of  tlie  hostile  party  reside,  and  every 
oae  of  the  opposite  party  seeic  the  survey  as  a  measure  of  conveni- 
•ace  juid  interest.  The  survey  wiU,  in  the  first  instance,  extend  no 
liutlier  West  than  the  Chattahoochie,  the  act  of  the  Legislature  leav* 
ing  it  discretional^  with  the  Governor  to  run  to  that  river„  before  the 
fcoondary  line  between  Georgia  and  Alabama  shall  have  been  ascer- 
tained. Having  corresponded  with  tbe  Governor  of  Alabama  upon 
Ibis  subject,  and  received  his  assurance  that  tbe  Legislature  of  that 
State  wMl>  immediately  on  its  meeting,  in  November,  cordially  co^^ 
operate  with  Georgia  in  running  the  line,  and  there  being  difficulty 
ia  ascertaining  the  precise  points  at  which  that  line  will  commence, 
the  running  is  postponed  to  meet  tbe  wishes  and  expectations  Hf  the 
State  of  Alabama. 

The  evidence  which  remains  to  be  taken  by  the  Commissioners, 
will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  received.

Sn  :  I' bad  tiie  honory  under  date  of  this  instant,  frbm  this  plar^ 
(Milledgeville,  Ga.)  to  report  my  opinion  pf  the  result  of  the  exam- 
inations in  the  case  of  the  Indian  Agent,  Colonel  J.  Crowell.  I  now 
do  myself  tb«B  honor  to  furnish  you  with  the  details  on  which  that 
report  is  founded  t  These  details  consist  of  little  else  than  lists  of 
the  evidence  taken  against  and  by  the  Agcnt,~  and  of  some  which 
eamejincidentally  before  me ;  together  With  such  remarks  on  its  ex- 
amination and  comparison,  asuppeared  -necessary. 

The  first  class  of  evidence  which  I  shall  notice  is  that  taken  before 
tiie  Coitimittee  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  against  the  Agent,  as 
fidlows: 

(Te^finumy  J^ft).  fknd^.)  Teslipapny  dfCol.  Duncan  G.  Camp- 
bell, one  i^  the  ^IBhtted  States'  Commtssioiiehi  in  forming  the  late 
treaty*— tTiis*^document  is  in  the  shape ef  sm  affidavit,  taketi  before 
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the  Committee  of  the  Georgia  Legislature,  bqt  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  sworn  to  :  it  is  the  evidence  of  a  gentleman  of  standing  in 
society,  as  is  verified  by  his  late  employment  by  the  Grovemment, 

Colonel  Campbell  states  his  belief  that  Colonel  Crowell  was  op- 
posed  to  a  treaty.  liis  reasons  for  that  Jbelief  appeal*  to  be  founded 
on  a  conversation  which  he  asserts  he  had  with  the  Agent,  just  after 
the  Commissioners  had  returned  from  an  unsucc^sful  mission  to  the 
Cherokee.  That  alleged  conversation  appears  to  have  been  a  confi- 
dential or  political  one,  in  which  the  witn^s  states  tliey  both  express^ 
ed  themselves  in  terms  *<  of  feeling  and  regret'*  at  the  result  of  a 
recent  election.  He  states  that  ^  the  Agent  observed,  in  substance, 
<<  that  he  had  had  the  thing  fixed,  and,  I  THINK,  added,  that  we 
^<  should  have  got  the  land  below  the  Federal  Road.  His  advis- 
<<  ed  me  to  resign  my  appomtment  as  United  States'  Conunissioner,^ 
<<  intimating  that  the  result  of  the  election  had  operated  a  change  in 
'<  his  feelings  in  that  regards  The  conversatiwi,  (he  continuesf,)  was 
**  desultor}%  and,  regarding  it  as  the  dfusion  of  the  moment^  it  did 
'^  not  impress  me  so  strongly  as  that  lam  now  eniAIed  to  make  a 
^  moi*e  minute  detail.  I  did  not  consider  these  declarations,  at  the 
*<  timcy  as  evidence  of  <  settled  hostility  to  the  interests  of  Georgia, 
^'and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,'  or  <  of  a  dispositioa 
*<  decidedly  inimical  to  a  cession  of  territory  hy  theCrceks/  On  this- 
**  account  I  did,  afterwards,  in  the  Summer  of  the  last  year,  to  the 
**  Seci-etary  of  War,  and  to  my  colleague,  express  a  confidence  that 
'<  the  Agent  would  <  afford  us  all  the  facilities  within  his  controL'  '^ 
Colonel  Campbell  intimates  that  his  reasons  for  now  thinking  that  the 
alleged  expressions  of  the  Indian  Agent  show  he  was  **  opposed  to- 
a  treaty,''  are  founded  on  the  fact  of  <f  the  Agenfs  assumed"  neu- 
trality, <<  at  Broken  Arrow,  which  the  President  determined  to  be 
V  incompatible  with  his  duty.  The  fact  that  he  failed  to  report,  or 
^<  restrain,  the  adverse  movements  of  his  Assistant  Agent,  and  the 
**  fact  that,  by  his  letter  of  the  ISth  Februai'y  last,  he  aimedHo  pre- 
*'  vent  tlie  ratification  of  a  treaty  to  the  formalities  of  which  he  had 
^  before  made  no  objection,  and  wblah  bad  obtained  the  sanction  of 
<<  his  ofticial  attestation." 

It  is  important  tliat  the  date  of  this  alleged  conversation  should  be 
ascertained  and  borne  in  mind.  It  is.  ascertained  from  the  evidence 
of  Major  Mferiwfether,  (No.  2,)  who  states  that,  *mu  a  con  versa- 
**tion  I  had  with  Colonel  Campbell,  the  sfeco»ul  week  in  November 
*^last,  in  reference  to  the  (lisi>o8ition  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell^ 
**  to  promote  our  success  in  the  approaching  negotiation,  he  gave  me, 
** substantially, the  following  account:  *That  Colonel  CrowWI,  in 
^  the  afternoon  of  the  day  Qti  which  Governor  Troup  was  cfected, 
^  (which  was  on  the  6tli  November,  1823,)  said  to  him,  (Col  Camp-^ 
^^  bell, );  that  he  had  prepared  the  Indians  to  cede  a  part  of  their  landH 
**or  that  he  had  it  allfixed,'.  DISTINCTLY  INTIMATING, 
**  however,  that,  Us  Troup  had  been  elected  Governor,  he  must  not 
^expect  success  to  attend  any  application  which  might  be  made  to  the 
<^  Indians  while  he  (Troup)  was  iiiofliccj  and  concluded  by  advis- 
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,^  i»K   lu»»  (Cftmpbdly )  to  rengn.*'    Major   Meriwether   adds  : 
^T?akii^  into  Tiew  the  ttoie  when,  and  the  occasion  upon  which,  thb 
««  declaration  was  made,  I  attributed  it  to  the  exeUemmt  of  the  fMt- 
<<  imad  cooaeq^eat  u|io»,  bia  disappointment  in  the  issue  ot*  tbb  con- 
^<  test  b^weea  Governor  Tro«p  and  Captain  Talbot"    But  in  4|iis, 
Mivor, Meriwether  adds,  he  baa  reasons  to  believe  he  was  mistaken, 
Ist  Beowae.  «<  Colonel  Cr^well  n^Iected  to  communicate  to  the 
^  War  Oepartmeiit  or  the  Commissioners,  the  <  Tuckabatcbee  Tall^ 
^'  whicA  1  believe  had  been  held  principally  by  the  chiefs  on  the  Ala- 
^hoBa  side  of  the  ntttion,  with  a  view  to  prevent  our  success,  in  the 
<<  &prin|;  of  1824,  and  was  known  to  the  Agent  as  early  as  the  month 
<'ot  June  thereafter.    2d.  Because  he  assumed  a  neutral  position, 
^^  aa  be  stated,  duriag  the  negotiation  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  did  not 
<«  afford  us  that  aid  which  we  had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  Agent  of 
«( the  Government  in  promoting  its  views,,  especially  when  he  fre- 
^'ifueatly  declared  his  conviction,  that  an  exchange  of  Territory  and 
^<  a  removal  to  the  West  of  the  Mississippi,  would  essentially  benefit 
^<  the  natiofl;  and  when  the  proposition  we  had  made,  or  intended  to 
^'  make^  was  communicated  to  him»  he  observed,  that  the  Indians 
*^  woald  be  fods  if  tbey  did  not  accept  it     3d.  Because  1  have  rea- 
^sons  to  bdieve  that  Cot  Crowell  knew  of  the  movement  by  which 
^<  tha  d^arture  of  the  Cuasetas  from  the  Indian  Springs  was  effectbd, 
«<aftor  we  bad  been  informed  of  their  willingness  to  enter  into  a 
**  treaty :    The  reasons  for  which  belief  are,  that,  from  the  devotion 
<^of  fifambly,  the  Interpretier)  (whose  agency  on  tliat  occasion  was 
**  proven  to  my  satisfaction,)  to  Colonel  Crowell,  and  his  lodging  in 
*^  the  same  room  with  him,  I  cannot  believe  he  would  have  taken  a 
^<  st^  ao  responsible,  without  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  Agent 
^^  Tbeae  circumstances  may  have  made  a  stronger  impression  on  my 
**  mind  than  thegr  miglit  have  done  on  others,  and  if  they  be  too  strong, 
'^  I  h<^  it  will  ke  made  ^parent ;  but  they  constitute  the  ground  of 
^^mjr  belief,  and,  as  such,  I  oflbr  tliem  to  the  committee."    Major 
Jferiwetbei^s  evidence,  like  that  of  Colonel  Campbell,  does  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  sw^om  to.    Thus,  after  establishing  the  day  on 
which  the  alleged  conversation  was  held,  between  Colonels  Crowell 
and  Campbell,  Major  Meriwether  arrives  at  the  same  copclusion  of 
ila  present  importance^  but  assigns  different  reasons  for  arriving  at 
that  conclusion. 

Before  enteringinto  an  es^amination  of  the  reasons  assigned  by  eith- 
er Colonel  Campbell  or Maior  Meriwether,  in  support  of  the  inferences 
thqr  now  draw  from  the  alleged  conversatit)»i,  it  is  considered  neces- 
aaigr  to  refer  particulai*ly  to  the  conversation  itself:  The  Indian^ 
Agent  asserts^  m  the  most  po»tive  manner,  that  he  never  held  such  a* 
^conversation ;  and,  as  it  must  be  apparent  that  it  is  out  of  his  power 
to  prove  a  negative,  in  this  instance,  1  am  left  to  refer  to  such  docur 
.mentary  evidence  as  is  within  my  I'each,  which  may  go  to  show  the 
verity  of  tlic  evidence  of  Colonel  Campbell,  (for  Major  Meriw^tlier 
merely  testifies  to  the  same  as  a  heai^ay  conversation,)  or  of  the 
assertion  of  tlie  Indian  Agent^  Colonel  Crowell,  in  relation  to  the 
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alleged  conversation.  They  hare  all  been  men  of  hlf^  standttog 
heretofore,  and  who  hare  been  honored  with  the  oonfld&oe^  thefar 
fdlow-citizens  and  Oovemment. 

It  is  remarked  by  a  distinguished  yhntor  on  the  law  of  evideiice, 
'^that  a  negative  cannot  be  proved  :  But  where  witnesses  swear 
<<  aflbmatively  to  a  &cty  it  will  not  generally  ho  sufBcient  ti> 
**  disprove  it,  to  call  witnesses  who  mimly  deny  il*  hot  it  must 
<<he  done  by  proving  other  fiicts  contramctory  to,  or  inoonsist- 
<'ent  with  it,  and  'which  show  that  such  &ct  could  not  have  exist- 
^  ed.''  It  is  again  remarked,  by  another  and  still  more  distin- 
guished writer  on  the  same  subject^  *^  that  the  ftrst  and  lowest  proof 
<<  is  the  oath  of  one  witness  only  :  rad  there  is  that  sanction  and  re- 
^<  verence  due  to  an  oath,  that  the  testimony  of  one  witness  naturally 
<<obtaiaeth  credit,  unless  there  be  ^strongm*'  abearance  of  probtMt- 
<<  ity  to  the  contrary.  Now  that  which  sets  aside  his  craUt,  and 
<*  overthrows  his  testimony,  is  the  incredibili^  of  the  fact,  and  tins 
<<  repugnancy  of  his  evidence :  for,  if  the  fiict  be  contrary  to  all  man- 
<<  ner  of  experience  and  observation,  it  is  too  much  to  receive  it  upoa 
'<  the  oath  of  one  witness ;  or,  if  what  he  says  be  contradictory,  &at 
*^  removes  him  from  all  credit :  for  things  totally  opposite  cannot 
<^  receive  belief  from  the  attestation  of  any  man.''  Again  :  **Aa 
'^  essential  repugnance  is  an  intrinsic  discredit  to  testimony,  which 
<<  destroys  the  credence  which  might  otherwise  be  given  to  any  wit- 
<<ness,  on  any  question/' 

Acting  under  these  maxims,  I  have  sought  toit  such  otiier  evidence 
as  the  nature  of  the  case  has  tdlbrded.  The  only  evidence  applicdil^ 
which  I  have  been  able  to  obtain,  I  now  ref<u>  to  as  follows : 

In  the  letter  of  Colonel  Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  faring 
an  account  of  the  ill  success  of  the  negotiation  with  the  Cherokee 
tribe  of  Indians,  I  find  the  following  expression:  <« While  at 
<<  Newtown,  ttie  Seat  of  Govemnlent  of  the  Cherokees,  we  were 
'*  visited  by  a  deputation  fi*om  the  Creeks,  Oen^al  M4ntosh  at  the 
'^head.  Upon  tlie  subject  of  a  cession  the  Creeks  hold  a  very  differ- 
<<  ent  language.  From  information  derived  from  Mclntodi,  AND 
''SINCE  CONFIRMED  BY  THE  CREEK  AGENT,  tbepros- 
'^pect  (as  to  getting  land)  in  that  quarter,  is  much  ro(M*e  favorable  ?* 
This  letter  bears  date  on  the  28/A  MvembeTf  1823,  at  Augusta,  seven- 
teen days  after  the  alleged  conversation  which  Colonel  CampbeU  in- 
formed Major  Meriwether  he  had  had  with  Colond  Crowell ;  and 
which  he  now  believes  took  place,  and  has  testified  to  !  The  question 
naturally  presents  itself  whether  Colonel  Campbell  would  have  made 
,vse  of  an  expression,  in  an  official  letter  to. the  Government,  s<^ un- 
qualified, on  the  28th  November,  1823,  if  be  had  had  such  a  conver- 
sation, as  he  now  believes  be  had,  on  the  6th  of  the  same  month, 
seventeen  days  before,  with  Colonel  Crowell  ? 

In  a  letter  dated  at  'Washington;  in  Georgia,  on  the  27th  July, 
1824,  from  Colonel  Campbell  to  Colonel  Crowell,  he  commences  in 
the  endearing  terms  used  only  by  friends  having  the  cotifidence  and 
respect  of  each  other.  The  following  sentence  is  extracted  from  the 
letter,  vis :  <<  Being  instructed  to  correspond  with  you  upon  the  sub- 
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^jedkot  Utt  frq^osed  treaty,  J  am  bappn  ihai  an  acfuatntance  trtff 
««  wUharixeeJru  discussUmefaU  mattnsanmeeUdvnthfhesulriect!*^ 
Hoe,  aguo#  a  question  naturally  presentB  itsdf :  Is  it  probable,  if 
tlie  mgeatlmimMAio  Colonel  Cam^llthe  alleged  expressionsy  which, 
hj  d»wimg  u  ImA  motive,  would  have  disgraced  him  in  the  opinion  of 
aH  iHMraUe  mm,  fliat  C<donel  Campbell,  acting  as  a  United  States' 
CoauBiaiattier,  WfMdd  have  written  to  him  in  terns  of  endearment  as 
a  Aieadf  and  expressed  his  happiness  that  an  acquaintance  would 
^^aaflborize  a  free  discussion  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  auh- 
ject^— ttiat  subject  of  all  others  which  (if  the  evidence  of  CoL  Camp- 
Mi  is  correct)  tiie  Agent  was  disqualified  from  discussing  ? 

la  alettar  dated  the  8th  August,  1824,  at  Washiuffton,  Georgia, 
to  tfaa  Secretary  of  War,  from  Colonel  Campbell,  I  find  the  following 
WBtoiiiii  :  <<  A  youne  gentleman  who  resides  at  the  Agency  reached 
^tee  yesterday,  and  informs  me  that  the  Aeent  received  communi- 
**  cattoBS  from  the  Department  and  myself  at  the  same  time,  and 
^  at  the  BMwent  of  setting  out  for  Savannah ;  that  he  will  be  here  on 
^  the  15ft  instant,  on  his  return.    I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  oppor- 
^  taahty  of  tiie  interview  to  acquire,  in  detaU,  all  the  information  ne- 
^*  ccaoary  to  our  fbture  operations*   The  Agent  is  tnteUigiut  and  com- 
^  amatoative,  and,  I  am  gebtain,  will  ArroKo  us  aix  the  faci- 
'<  i.rnBs  WITHIN  HIS  GOKTRoi.  V*    Can  it  be  possible,  if  the  Agent 
Imd  amde  vse  of  remarks,  nearly  a  year  before,  of  so  extraordinary  a 
diaraptw  as  ttose  attributed  to  Colttnel  Crowell,  that  the  very  gentle- 
ana  to  whom  the  ronarks  were  made,  and  who  was  chosen  to  act  with 
liim  mi  file  v^  business,  which,  by  fliose  remarks,  he  must  have 
foreclosed,  would  have  made  use  of  as  strong  and  unqualified  an  as- 
sertion of  a  different  feeling  and  intention^  on  the  part  of  the  Agent, 
as  tiiat  contained  in  the  sentence  quoted  ? 

Am  orifpnal  letter  from  Colond  D.  O-  Campbell,  dated  Washing- 
ton, Geoi^  a4th  August,  1824,  to  his  friend.  Captain  T.  T.  Triplet^ 
Who  had  dkrei  propmals,  as  a  contractor,  to  furnish  rations  to  the 
Cooncil  to  be  held  at  Broken  Arrow,  is  herewith  submitted.  (In 
Ikandfnf  this  letter  to  me.  Captain  Triplett,  who  did  not  accept  its 
propositions,  stated,  ^t,  although  it  was  not  marked  private  or  con- 
idential,  he  would  not  have  ofieml  it,  or  permitted  it  to  be  made  use 
(rf,  if  it  were  not  to  assist  in  defending  the  character  of  a^  man  now  in- 
jmed,  as  he  thoo^t,  by  the  writer,  and  that,  too,  in  regard  to  a  cou- 
Tersation  which,  if  it  could  have  taken  place,  must  1ie  admitted  to 
have  been  oi  a  private  and  confidential  character.)  The  following  is 
extracted  from  said  letter,  viz  :  <<  My  brother,  hearing  of  the  prospect 
^<  of  a  treaty,  has  made  me  a  visit  all  the  way  from  Houston,  for  the 
^  purpose  of  sounding  whett^r  he  could  not  get  some  finger  in  the  lit- 
*^.tle  profit  which  is  to  result  No  man's  necessities  can  be  greater. 
^<  I  should  be  glad  if  you  and  he  could  understand  each  other  upon  the 
♦♦  subject,  and  unite  your  interests.  My  bejit  respects  to  our  friend, 
'<  Colonel  CroweU.  I  hope  and  ex^ct  a  pleasant  time  in  making  the 
^<  jaunt  to  his  countiy,  to  which  his  overflow  of  good  feelings  will  con- 

'  le,  that  a  man  who  enjoyed 


'<  tribute  not  a  little.^^    Can  it  be  possible,  \ 
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Colonel  Campbc^lPs  standing  in  90ci^9  would  send^  in  Axm^f  IBM^ 
such  feeling  and  firiendly  remembrance  to  a  man  who  had  aisbonored. 
himself  by  an  exposure  4»f  the  most  disgraceful  motives  wUch  could 
actuate  a  public  officer  ? 

In  a  letter  written  by  Colonei  D.  G.  Campbell  to  the  Seprctary  of 
War,  dated  tbc  14th  January^  18^5,  at  4he  Cily  of  Washington,  (in 
answer  to  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  called  on  Colonel 
Campbell  for  information  as  to  supposed  insinuations  against  tlie 
Agent  made  fay  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  in  their  Journal  of 
proceedings  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  in  a  letter  fi*om  tiiem  fo  the  Gro- 
yemor  of  Georgia,^  at  the  ^ame  time  that  the  insinuations  are  appa- 
rency kept  up,  in  the  first  part  of  his  letter,  against  the  Agent,  Colo- 
nel  Campbell  explicitly  states^  in  concluding  it,  that  «<  Walker  (the 
late  Sub-Agent)  was  the  individuals  they  inuiided  ta  de$ignate.^^  V 
the  conversation  now  alleged,  liad  been-  then  on  his  memory,  her^ 
was  a  call  that  should  have  elicited  it,  in  justice  to  the  United  States' 
Ck>vernment,  and  in  justice  to  the  Governor  of  Gteoi^ia !  Had  such 
a  conversatibn  been  made  apparent  to  the  President,  it  would  no 
doubt  have  produced  the  imfnediate  removal  of  the  A^ent,  as  an  act 
of  justice  to  the  State  and  Governor  of  Georgia  !  ts  tt  probable,  if 
such  a  conversation  had  been  held  between  Colonels  Campbell  and 
Crow  ell,  that  the  former  would  have  refrained  from  disclosing  it,  at 
that  timCf  more  tlian  the  present?  Indeed,  that  moment  was  i^  critical 
one ;  it  was  after  the  attempt  4o  make  a  treaty  at  tfroken  Arrow^ 
at  which  place  Colonel  Campbell  asserts  the  Agent  had  added  other 
evidences  in  support  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  unfriendly  to  a  treaty! 
It  was  at  the  moment  when  another  attempt  was  to  be  made  to  form 
a  treaty !  It  was  at  that  moment  that  the  charge-  should  have 
been  made— the  cause  for  which^  it  is  now  asserted,  had  existed  so 
long — ^to  have  enabled  the  Crovernraent,  if  the  assertion  was  sustained, 
to  ^ee  itself  from  an  Agent,  who,  if  the  charge  was  correct,  must  not 
only  have  been  at  that  moment  useless,  but  mischievous  ? 

In  a  letter  dated  at  Indian  Springs,  on  the  8th  of  February,  1825, 
from  the  Commissioners,  Colonel  Campbell  and  Major  Meriwether, 
to  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  the  following  sentence  is  found,  viz  : 
<<  We  shall  recommence  our  proceedings  as  soon  as  the  chiefs  shall  have 
arrived;  and  shMex^^tafreedndunriseroedintercoursewith  you  dur- 
ing their  progress  f*  Here,  again,  is  an  offer  otafree  and  unreserved  in- 
tercourse with  an  officer,  of  whom  it  is  n6w  said,  he  had  disqualified 
himself  from  acting  on  tlie  subject  on  which  that  free  intercourse  is 
so  freely  offered  ?  Can  it  be,  that  such  an  offer  would  have  been  made, 
at  the  n'itical  juncture  of  effecting  a  treaty,  his  o[q)osition  to  which  he 
had  so  criminally  expressed  ?  Would  not  the  Commissioners,  if  they 
entertained  the  opinion,  at  that  time,  which  they  now  express,  have 
resorted  rather  to  exptress  and  explicit  orders  to  tlie  Agent,  for  any 
services  they  inquired  of  him,  which  they  had  the  power  of  resorting 
fully  to,  by  the  instructions  from  the  Government  to  tliemselves  and 
the  Agent  ?  ; ' 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  at  the  same  time  Colonel  Camp' 
bell,  with  whom  the  convei*3ation  is  said  to  have  taken  place,  relates

iettj  la  resigu.^    It  becomes  important  to  ascertainj  here,  with  pre* 

ciakm^wltttit  was  that  Colonel  Cmwell  must  have  wished  Colonel 

Campbell  to  resign,  if  he  held  tliis  convcraatieu,  and  u^d  the  terma 

atkribnted  to  him.      Colonel  Campbell  says  it  was  <<  Ihs  appointment 

ma  United  States'  Commissioner.'^    Could  it  be,  that  Colonel  Crow* 

dl  meant  to  advise  Colonel  Campbell  to  resign  his  appotntment  as 

ConuBiasmer  to  the  Cherokee  Indians  ?   It  could  not  be :   for,  in  re* 

gard  to  Ibe  C^ierokee  Indians^  his  (Crowell's)  feelings  oi*  opinions 

could  bave  had  no  inftuencc  or  bearing  whatever  !    Besides,  Colonel 

CJampbell  states  that  the  mission  to  the  Cherokees  had  just  ended. 

What,  then,  do  Colmiel  Campbell   and  Major  Meriwether  intend 

taaay  Crowell  advised  Campbell  to  resign  ?  It  was  certainly  intend*- 

ed  to  assert  that  he  advised  him  to  resign  as  Commtssiooer  for  holding 

a  Treaty  with  the  Oredt  nation  of  Indians  !  Now,  if  it  appears  that  h^ 

Cdonel  Campbell,  did  not  hold  any  such  appointment,  at  the  time 

Crowell  is  said  to  have  advised  him  to  resign  it,  it  follows,  that  tiiia

^rt  sbewtbatthe  eommission  to  Colonel  Campbell  and  Major  Meii* 

*wctiier,  as  13.  S.  Commissioners,  to  treat  with  the  Creek  nation  of  In* 

dUsaa  was  daiedsnd  transmittedf  and  their  compensation  fixed,  on  the 

f  Ah  ^JiiIj,andacceptedonthe27tbJuIy^or8tii of  August,  ];8S4,  and 

eight  ornine  months  thereafter.  Theletterofthe  Secretary  of  War  to  the 

(Jommissieaers,  of  the  l6tii  of  July,  1824,  and  tb^^  of  Colonel  Carop^ 

bdl  to  the  Secr^ry  of  War,  of  tiie  arth  July,  and  of  tiie  8th  August, 

in  the  same  year,  shew  tbat  such  is  the  fact ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that 

Cokmel  Crowell  cooM  not  therefore  have  made  use  of  any  such  as  the 

lattn*  expression,  to  Colonel  Campbell;  and  consequentiy,  dii^.redit 

^t  part,  at  least,  of  the  testimony  of  Colonel  Campbell  and  Major 

Meriwether  against  Colonel  Crowell.      Indeed,  after  reviewing  the 

foscgoing  facts  luid  statements,  the  conclusion  in  relation  to  tbe  whole 

conversation,  alleged  to  have  taken  place  between  Colonel   Crowell 

and  Colonel, Campbell,  is,  that  it  could  not  have  taken  place.     It  is 

a  safe  maxim  in  life,  that  any  evidence,  however  imposing,  affecting 

to  disclose  what  must  have  been  a  confidential  communication,  if  it 

ever  took  place,  should  always  be  received  with  more  or  less  caution ! 

Although  a  respect'  for  that  maxim  might  have  created  some  degree 

of  cantKm,  on  my  ptrt,  in  believing  the  testknony  examined ;  nothing 

but  tl^  strong  drcumstances  and  facts  which  appear  to  rebut  the  testi- 
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mmj  of  Ckdmid  Gam^ll  mid  Miyor  Meriwe^,  cooM  have  ixAiA^ 
ed  me,  fr^m  their  high  charactersy  to  have  arrived  at  the  concluflloii 
now  statu.  Those  facts  and  circiinistance%  however,  appear  to  me 
to  constitute  an  ^^esgential  rtpugnancef'  and  (to  continue  ttie  worda 
of  the  jurist  already  quoted)  to  form  ^am  ifUrinrie  ii$eredie^  to  the 
testimony  of  those  gentiemen. 

Having  now  examined  all  the  points  which  present  themselves  in 
rdation  to  the  alleged  awversatUmf  I  proceed  to  examine  the  reasons  of 
Colond  Campbell  and  Major  Meriwet  her  for  attaching  present  im-' 
portance  to  that  conversation,  vrfiich  they  admit  was  thetetofore  view^ 
ed  as  proceeding  ^from  the  exeUement  of  the  momeiUff*  consequent 
vpon  Colonel  CrowelPs  disappointment  in  the  issue  of  a  political  oen« 
test     Of  Colonel  Cainpbeirs  reasons,  the  first  in  order  is,  ^  the  fad 
^  the  JIgenVs  assumed  n^trality  at  Broken  JirroWf  whidi  the  Prm* 
aetU  d^emUned  to  be  incompatible  vnth  his  duty.'^    It  is  a  fact  that 
the  President  of  the  United  States  did  not  <<  approve'^  of  the  conduct 
cf  the  Agent  in  assuming  a  neutral  position  at  Breken  Arrow  in  his 
official  conduct;  but  it  is  also  a  fiu^t,that  that  disapprobation  waa 
founded  alone  on  impressions  drawn  from  the  insinuations  contained 
in  the  Joumid  of  the  Commissioners,  and  a  letter  from  one  of  them 
to  tile  (3ovemment;  and,  at  the  same  time  the  Agent  admits  he  did 
assume  a  neutral  position  in  regard  to  the  treaty  at  Broken  Arro# 
in  his  qffidal  conduetf  it  is  shown,  by  a  great  mass  of  testimony,  that 
he  did  advise  the  Indians,  uw^idaUyf  to  consent  to  a  treaty*    If  the 
Agent  did  not  co-operate  (which,  hovirever,  does  not  appear,)  as  fidly 
with  the  Commissioners  in  thelatter  negotiations,  (except  as  to  taking 
the  treaty  from  Mcintosh,)  the  fault  might  be  measurably  considered 
their  own.    He  had  repeatedly,  by  writing,  oflfered  hte  co-operalion^ 
and  solicited  insthicHons  from  them,  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  given*    It  is  also  shown  from  evidence,  as  well  as  hie  defence/ 
that  his  declining  to  interfere  qffldaUy  to  effect  a  tueaty  at  Broken 
Arrow,  was  from  prop^  motives — a  wish,  on  his  part,  not  to  excite 
the  jealousy  or  ill  will  of  the  Indians,  that  he  might  continue  to  iiave 
that  influence  with,  and  confidence  from  them,  which  could  aSone 
render  his  services  useful  to  his  Oovermnent    Had  this,  also,  becsi 
shown  to  the  Government  by  the  Commissioners,  it  is  matter  of  doubt 
whether  any,  the  slightest,  censure  would  have  been  passed  on  lum.  By 
withholding  this  knowledge  from  the  Government^  which,  from  their 
understanding  and  talents,  I  am  bound  te  presume  must  have  been  pre^ 
sent  to  them,  uit  Commissioners  iidlicted  an  unjust  injury  on  the  Agents 
and  i|  does  not  appear  to  me  that  it  is  fair  to  .inflict  a  further  injury, 
by  referring  to  a  fm^mer  one  as  a  reason  for  so  doing.    That  the 
Agent  did  co-operate  ^itli  the  Commissionei*8*  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
whilst  there  loas  a  prospect  or  possMUty  of  the  Chiefs  generally  agree- 
ing to  a  treaty,  is  not  questioned  by  the  Commissioners,  and  is  indeed 
admitted  by  their  Journal.    The  second  reason  assigned  by  Colonel 
Campbell  is,  **  the  fact  that  he  failed  to  report  or  restrain  the  adverse 
movements  of  his  Assistant  Agent.*^    Before  itcan  be  considered  just 
to  charge  tlie  Agent  with  having  <<  fuled  to  report  or  restrain  the  ad- 
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▼erse  moyemento  of  his  Assistant  Agent,^'  it  should  be  shown  that  the 
Assistant  Agent  had  made  <<advei*se  movements/*  which  were  known 
to  tlie  AgmU    The  charges  against  Captain  Walker,  the  Sub^gentf 
on  which  he  was  displaced,'  were  niadc  by  the  Commissioners  thmiselves^ 
He  was  charged  generally. with  having  o]iposed  the  treaty  at  Broken 
Arrow,  and  with  faa\'ing  |)ermitted  a  meeting  to  be  helil  at  his  house, 
and  witli  having  sanctioned  the  Polecat  Spring  proceedings,  by  i-e- 
ducifig  thena to  writing  for  tlie  Indians;  but  it  docs  not  appear  tliat 
the  Jgent  had  any  knowledge  of  those  proceedings  in  time  to  have 
prevented  tl^ro*     The  Commissioners  themselves  never  asserted  it 
to  the  Government,  and  it  does  appear,  from  their  Journals,  that  he  co- 
operated to  the  utmost  of  his  power  with  the  Commissioners,  so  soon 
as  ttiose  transactions  were  refcrmi  to  by  the  Commissioners,  who  are 
also  sliown  to  have  known  of  them  before  they  arrived  at  Broken  Ar« 
row.  The  proceedings,  however,  of  Tuckabatcliee  and  Polecat  Springs^ 
do  noty  in  regard  to  the  pmnt  imder.  examination^  appear  to  be  of  im- 
portance.    They  are,  therefore,  considered  as  not  requiring  here  ^ 
serious  consideration.     Were  they,  however,  worthy  of  such  cousi- 
deralioin,  it  does  appear  that,  so  far  as  they  came  within  the  control 
etthc  Agent,  he  promptly  co-operated  with  the  Commiasioners.   The 
Commissioners,  in  my  opinion,  should  have  looked  to  other  and  more 
important  causes  which  impeded  or  destroyed  their  efforts  in  making 
a  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow.    It  appears  tliat  the  <<  consternation  and 
alarm"  into  which  the  Indians  were  tlirown  at  Broken  Arrow,  in 
perceiving,  (as  is  incontestibly  proven  by  the  evidence   submitted 
wi&  Hkia  report,)  the  intrigues  of  the  Commissioners  and  their  Agents  . 
"with  a  oorrupt  Chief,  instead  of  pui*suing  their  object  in  an  open  and 
frank  manner  with  the  Councils  of  tlie  nation,  were  the  chief  means 
of  preventing  a  treaty  on  that  occasion,  or  very  soon  thereafter.    It 
is  naturkl  that  i^n  ignorant  People  should  have  felt  alarmed  when 
they  observ*^  such  proceedings  going  on,  chvjly  at  night,  near  them, 
and  should  be  anicious  to  break  up  tlie  Council,  with  a  hojie  of  break- 
ing up  a  secret,  and,  to  them,  mysterious  intercourse,  which  they 
8upp(K;ed  was  pregnant  with  mischief  to  them.     Notwithstanding  tlie 
special  laws  of  the  nation  referred  to,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  believing 
that  a  treaty  might  have  been  formed  with  the  nation  at  Broken  Ar- 
ix)w,  or  soon  thereafter,  if  a  different  course  had  been  pursued  by  the 
Commissionera.    If  a  treaty  had  been  c6ncludcd  with  the  nation  or 
its  representatives,  in  full  open  Council,  no  law  of  the  nation  would 
have  been  violated ;  no  disturbances  grown  oiit  of  it     The  Indians, 
it  is  true,  were  appaXH^tly  firm  in  their  intention  to  cede  no  lands; 
but,  if  time  had  be^n  allowed  them,  and  pei-severance  manifested  on 
the  part  of  the  Con^missioners,  those  objections  could,  in  my  opinion, 
have  been  overcome,  because  they  could  have  been  convinced  that 
their  safety  and  happiness  depended  on  their  removal.    Their  vene- 
lutioB  and  fondness,  to  use  their  own  expression,  <<  for  the  lands  in 
which  the  bones  of  their  parents  and  children  are  buried,'^  is  deeply 
rpote^,  but,  when  other  arguments  were  exhausted,  that  i-espcct  for 
tbcTmi^nes  of  their  ancestors,  would  have  induced  tliem  to  suffer  a 
40 
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gtate  of  peace  and  tranquilFity  to  exi9t  over  tbein,  rather  ttiaube,  by 
an  ultimate  refusal,  the- cause  of  disturbing  them.  The  latter  feeling, 
on  the  part  of  the  Indians,  is  at  least  as  sti-ong  as  the  former  {  They 
are  botii  gi*ounded  on  the  same  veneration  ami  feeling.  This  impres* 
sion  is  strengthened  tvom  the  fact  stated  by  the  Commissionerf^  even 
as  late  as  the  ti*eaty  at  Indian  Springs,  notwithstanding  the  want  of 
confidence  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  towards  the  Commidsioners, 
which  had  been  created  by  the  couree  of  the  Commissioners  with  Mc- 
intosh, and  theii*  consequent  fears  and  jealousy.  In  their  Journal  of 
tlie  1  ith  Februai'y^  1825,  tliey  state  that  Poethley-Oliote  (who  wa3  in 
fact  the  chief  representative  of  the  nation  on  that  occasion,)  remarked 
as  follows  :  **  From  what  you  told  us  yesterday,  I  am  induced  to  be- 
lieve that  it  may  be  best  for  us  to  remove,  but  rtve  mustjiavt  time  to 
think  of  it;  and  should  tiie  Chiefs  who  ai'e  here,  sell  the  land  now,  it 
might  create  dissensims  and  ill  blood  among  the  Indians.'*  Again:  <<  I 
am  also  instructed  to  invite  you  to  meet  us  at  Bi*oken  Arrow  (the 
[National  Council,)  three  months  hence,  when  a  treaty  may  possibly 
be  made,  and  to  return  home."  This  much  is  admitted  by  the  Com- 
missioners, but  the  evidence,  hei^with^  shows  that  he  pledged  himself 
that  tlie  Council  should  be  held  at  the  expense  of  the  natum,  and  that  he 
was  instructed  to  say  so." 

•  The  third  reason  assigned  by  Colonel  Campbell,  for  attaching  jw^- 
sent  importance  to  what  he  had  heretofoi'e  considered  a  light  and  unim- 
portant conversation,  is  ^^  the  fact  that,  by  his  fCrowell'sJ  letter  qf 
the  ISth  February  lastf  he  aimed  to  prevent  the  ratification  of  a  treaty f 
'  to  the  formalities  of  which  lie  /uid  before  made  no  objection^  and  rvhtch 
had  obtained  tlu  sanction  of  his  affidal  attesUition.^'  In  remarking  on 
this  point  of  Colonel  Campbell's  testimony,  I  shall  be  compelled,  with 
deep  reluctance,  to  speek  freely  of  an  instrument,  which,  under  pre- 
sent circumstances,  must  be  considered  &s  among  the  8Uj)re'me  laws 
of  the  land ;  but,  believing  it  to  be  the  wish  of  the  Grovemmenty  that 
I  should  report  to  it,  all  important/ac/s  connected  with  the  investiga- 
tion, I  shall  do  so,  without  the  fear  of  its  displeasui*e.  I  cannot  be- 
lieve either,  for  a  moment,  that  the  enlightened  and  venerated  tribu- 
nal, proverbial  for  its  justice  and  its  wisdom,  which  has,  in  the  ab- 
sence perhaps  of  full  information  on  the  subject,  accorded  its  sanc- 
tion to  that  instrument,  could  disapprove  of  the  Grovfrhn>ent's  possess- 
ing itself  of  all  the  information  in  its  power,  which  time  and  the 
personal  examination  of  its  Agents  have  necessarily  or  incidentally 
elicited.  Believing  it .  therefore  to  be  the  wish  of  the  Grovernment 
that  I  should  do  so,  and  a  sacred  duty  on  my  part  to  comply  withtliat 
wish,  I  proceed  to  discbarge  it.  That  the  Agent  aimed  to  prevent 
the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  Indian  Springs  held  in  February  last, 
in  his  letter  of  the  ISth  February,  is  apparent ;  and,  although  every 
good  citizen  must  bow  with  respect  and  confidence  in  the  justice  and 
wisdom  of  the  high  authorities  who  set  aside  his  letter,  because  there 
was  not  snfficient  ground  at  that  time  for  refusing  to  do  so,  yet  I  am 
constrained  to  say,  that,  in  my  opinion,  he  but  discharged  his  dut^  to 
his  €rovemmenty  and  vindicated  his  own  integrity  and  honor  in  writ- 
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%n%  ibat  ktt^.  If  the  treaty  is  to  be  considered  as  having  been  made 
witb  the  Creek  Nation,  and  from  the  caption  of  it,  as  well  as  its  pro- 
fessing toaa}itire  lands  within  Alabama  as  well  as  Georgia,  ii  would 
a^ear  that  it  is  offered  as  a  treaty  with  the  Nation  ;  then  must  it  be 
considered  as  a  deception  on  the  Government :  for  it  is  appSn^ent^ 
froni  the  Tolame  of  evidence  annexed  to  tiiis  report,  as  well  as  to  the 
mimb  of  every   (lerson  acquainted  with  the  subject,  that  the  signers 
were  not  the  representatives  of  the  Nation ;  and  that  the  Nation,  or 
its  representatives  had  not  consented  to  it.  There  were  but  six  Chie& 
among,  the  fifty -two  who  signed  the  treaty,  and  but  one  of  those  a 
natioiial  chief,  (viz.  Mcintosh,)  and  he  only  ranked  as  the  5th  Chief 
oC  the  Nation  :  the  next  in  rank  among  the  signers,  (BtommeTustun- 
^^%See,)  was  from  the  same  town  as  Mcintosh.    There  are  fifty-six 
towns  in  tlie  Nation,  and  there  are  signer.*?  from  but  eight  of  them,  and 
many  oC  those  were  worthless  Indians  who  had  been  long  since  stript 
of  their  little  rank,  having  no  right  to  interfere  in  national  affairs^ 
and  who^:iever  4id  attempt  tointerfei'e  in  them  in  the  National  Coun- 
ciJs.    About  30  of  the  52  signers,  were  from  one  town,  (Coweta)  the 
town  of  Mcintosh*     Many  of  the  signers  returned  immediately  to 
ttie  Nation,  acknowledged  their  misconduct,  threw  themselves  on  the 
mercy  of  the  National  Council,  at  its  next  meeting;  and  were  forgiv- 
en.    Some  of  tlic  signers  are  not  known  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Nation^ 
nor,  as  tar  as  I  could  fearn,  to  any  white  man  or  half-breed  in  it.  Tho 
•  Lilttle  Prince,  was  **  highest  in  authority,  being  head  Chief  of  the  Na- 
tion/' as  is  admitted  by  the  Commissioners  themselves ;    the  Big 
Warrior,  since  dead,  was  next,  if  not  indeed  equal,  in  authority  with 
him ;  then  Hopoi  Had  jo,  of  Osweechi  Town,  and  Tuskehenahaw,  of 
the  town  of  Cusetau  :     All  these  Chiefs,  neither  of  whom  signed  the 
.  treaty^  were  superior  to  Mcintosh,  and  a  large  number  of  chiefs  near- 
ly equal  to  him  in  authority.     These  are  facts  with  which  persons  at 
all  acquainted  in  the  Creek  Natfon,  are  coinxrsant :  But,  from  Mcln- 
io^^a  being  a  half-breed,  and  conversant  with  our  language,  his  for- 
mer gal/ant  conduct  as  a  warrior,   his  intercourse  with  the  whites, 
and  his  anxiety  on  all  occasions  to  be  conspicuous ;  a  diffei'ent  opinion 
measurably  has  prevailed  with  the  public.     It  is  also  proved,  that 
Mcintosh  was  induced  to  sign  the  treaty,  and  to  induce  or  compel  his 
adber^its  to  sign  with  him,  from  large  douceurs  or  bribes  offered  or 
given  to  him  by  the  Commissioners,  at  the  same  time  Remarking  that 
he  forfeited  his  life  in  doing  so,  under  the  laws  of  his  Nation.     Tho 
promise  of  protection  wasaccordingly  held  out  to  himself  and  his  ad- 
herents in  the  treaty,   iand  it  is  even  shewn  that  tho  Commissioners 
pledged  tliemsclves  that  *«  troops  were  at  hand  to  protect  them."    Not- 
withstanding the  large  sums  oifiered  or  paid  him,  neither  himself  nor 
his  followers  could  be  induced  to  sign  the  treaty,  until,  at  their  in- 
stance, tliat  protection  was  stipulated.     It  is  shewn  too,  that  one  of 
the  Commissioners,  (Major  Meriwether,)  before  the  treaty,  had  com- 
mitted himseIC  by  signing  a  Joint  note  with  Mcintosh  to  a  merchant 
at  Milledgeville^  who  had  sold  goods  to  Mcintosh,  and,  in  that  way, 
firtoally  dqterminod  to  makcf a  ti-oaty.with  him,  before  visiting,  the 
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place  at  which  the  tredty  was  made.  No  unprejudiced  person,  alfler 
reading  the  mass  of  testimony  now  submitted,  can  withhold  the  be« 
liefy  that  the  treaty  made  at  the  Indian  Springs,  in  February  last  was 
in  fact  agreed  on  in  private^  in  the  nocturnal  interviews  between  the 
ComAiisaioncrs  and  Mcintosh,  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  the  preceding 
December  ;  and  is  the  same  which  Colonel  Campbell  applied  to  (he 
War  Dcpartjment,  in  his  letter  of  the  8th  January,  1825,  for  leave 
to  effectuate,  which  was  refused  by  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  of  the  18th  of  the  same  month.  In  his  letter,  wbidr  was  writ- 
ten at  the  City  of  Washington,  Colonel  Campbell  remarks :  <<  We 
liad  commenced  our  negotiation  with  the  entire  nation  represented  by 
a  National  Council ;  after  doing  this,  we  were  not  fully  satisfied  tliat 
a  treaty,  obtained  from  a  divided  council^  sitting  at  a  different  plac€f 
would  have  met  the  sanction  of  the  Government  Tbe  authority  of 
the  Executive  is  asked,  to  convene  the  Chiefs,  within  the  limits  of 
Georgia^  to  negotiate  with  them,  exclmivelyj  if  we  think  proper,*'  &c. 
••  The  success  of  any  future  operation  depends  solely  upon  the  decision 
to  be  made  upon  this  proposition.^^  <*  If  it  be  considered  as  inconsis- 
tent or  or  impolitic,  then  any  ftirthcr  prospect  of  acquiring  lands  of 
the  Creeks,  by  the  process  of  negotiation,  may  be  considered  as  clo- 
sed." <<  Much  conversation  was  held,  with  treneral  Mcintosh^  con- 
cerning the  details  and  CONSEQUENCESof  such  an  arrangement, 
&c."  (Colonel  Campbell,  represents  the  followers  of  Mcintosh  in 
he  same  letter,  to  be  ten  thousand  in  number  !  Tlie  late  disturbances* 
have  sliewn  them  to  amount  to  from  80  to  100  warrior^,  and  about  500 
souls,  including  mcn^  women,  and  children,  at  the  same  time  the  popu- 
latimi  of  the  Nation  is  upwards  of  20,600  persons  !)  The  Secretary  of 
War  replies  to  Col.  Campbell,  that  "the  President  has  deliberately 
considered  the  proposition  submitted  by  the  Commissioners  to  treat 
with  tlic  Creeks,  of  holding  a  separate  treaty  with  Geiieral  Mcintosh, 
for  a  cession  of  that  pbrtion  of  the  Ci-eek  Territory  lying  within  the 
limits  of  Georgia;  and,  although  he  is  Very  desirous  of  acquiring  for 
the  State  of  Georgia,  the  land  in  question,  he  is  of  opinion  that  he  can- 
not, witli  propriety,  authorize  the  treaty  .with  General  Mcintosh  alone f 
as  proposed  by  the  Commissioners.'*  Again:  *' The  President  is  of 
opinion,  that  is  not  in  the  power  of  General  Mcintosh,  to  cede  any 
portion  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Ci'eek  Nation,  witliout  the  assent 
of  the  J^ation  itself^*  And  again :  *«  Whatever  arrangement  may  be 
made  with  General  Mcintosh  for  a  cessioji  of  Tenitory,  must  be  made 
by  the  Creek  Nation  in-ihc  usual  form,  and  upon  the  ordinary  princi- 
ples with  which  treaties  are  held  with  the  Indian  tribes.*' 

Colonel  Campbell,  in  a  letter  addressed  from  Columbia,  Soutk 
Carolina,  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,,  states,  that  <vapplication, 
which  I  submitted,  lor  authority  toliold  a  treaty  with  a^vided  Coun- 
cil of  the  CreekSf  was  not  expi-essly  granted,  8uch  coursCf  by  a  ded* 
sion  of  the  Cabinetf  was  held  to  be  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  tta* 
tivns  and  Indian  usngjc  ;  every  other  facility,  however,  was  promptly 
airordcd.'*  Governor  Tix)up  forwarded  a  letter  bv  Colonel  Camp* 
bull,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  which  he  states,  tbat>^« 
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ttedi'^  can  he  immidiaidy  signed  upon  the  conditions  whidi  will  be  dis- 
do&fd  by  the  Commissioners;^*  and,  in  conclusion,  adds :  that  <*  the  i-csuft 
of  the  failure' to  effect  a  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow,  has  left  no  resourco 
but  the  single  one  of  seeking,  at  Washington^  a  direct  and  absolute  poW^ 
er  to  meet  the  emergency  by  signing^  with  Mcintosh  and  his  CMefSy  that 
treaty.^* 

In  the  psblisbed  extract  from  the  ExecntiTc  Journal  of  Georgia,  of 
the  i9tb  Ffebruary,  i825,  (five  or  seven  days  after  the  treaty,  and  be- 
toreits  ratification,)  Governor  Troop  says  to  Greneral  Mcintosh, 
Etimiine  Tustuiinugge,  and  othef*  signers  of  it,  as  follows :  '<  that,  in 
the  business  of  tlie  treaty,  the  President  could  not  but  consider  it  as  the 
act  of  the  nation  :  providedf  the  whole  cotmtry  was  ceded*  But  what 
might  to  be  ca^nsidered  the  act  of  the  nation^  would  be  still  a  question. 
The  Government  might  be  quite  well  disposed  to  consider  the  act  of 
Mcintosh  and  his  friends  as  such  a  one,  &C.'' 

Thus,  it  Is  seen,  the  Commissioners  having  failed  to  efibct  a  treaty 
with  the  Creek  nation  at  Broken  Arrow,  repair,  by  their  representa- 
tive. Colonel  Campbell,  to  Washington,   and  urgently  solicit,  in 
mmouot,  authority  to  treat  with  Mcintosh  alone,  whom  they  1*epresent 
as  the  bead  Chief  of  the  lower  towns  of  the  Creek  nation^  and  whose 
followers,  they  state,  amount  to  10,000  in  number,  (neither  of  those 
statements  \?ere  correct).    The  Governor  of  Georgia  demands  that 
anthority  for  tliem.   It  is  also  seen  that,  at  the  same  time,  every  anxie- 
ty is  manifested  by  the  General  Government  to  acquire  the  Creek 
lands  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  for  that  State,  that  such  an  extra-' 
ordinary  demand  could  not  be  acceded  to,  or  such  extraordinary  pow- 
ers granted.    Notwithstanding  all  this,  a  treaty  tins  been  signed,  in 
effect,  with  General  Mcintosh,  not  only  witliout  the  consent  of  the 
nation,  but  positively  against  it.     I  can  find  no  full  explanation  for  this 
strange  departure  from  the  instructions  of  their  Government.    The 
following  sentences  are  extracted  from  a  letter  of  the  Crovemor  of 
OeoFgiSLf  forwarded  by  express  to  the  United  States'  Commissioners, 
who  were,  at  the  time  of  writing  it,  engaged  in  treaty  at  the  Indian 
Springs.  The  letter  is  dated  on  the  1 2th  Feb'y,  1 825,  at  Milledgevilie, 
and  will  perhaps,  shewin  part,  and  in  part  only,  on  xyhat  authority  the 
Commissioners  departed  from  the  instructions  of  the  Pi^esid^nt.  *<  Gen- 
tl^nen,  accept  my  thanks /or  your  last  letter  by  express.-  .^despatch 
from  Mr.  Forsyth  Aas  this  moment  reached  me,  and  believing  it  may 
be  of  service  to  you,  I  hasten,  by  another  express,  to  place  you  in  pos- 
session  of  it.    Tliere  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  the  suggestion 
of  Mr.  Forsyt/t,  that  a  treaty  concluded  with  that  portion  of  the  tribe 
resident  in  Georgia,  for  the  cession  of  all  the  lands  within  our  limitSf 
would  be  approved  by  Congress.**  The  Commissioners,  in  reply  to  the 
Governor  of  Georgia,  make  use  of  the  following  expressions.     "  We 
are  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  <  long  agony  is  over/  and  that  we 
concluded  a  treaty  yesterday  with  what  we  consider  the  nation^  for 
nearly  the  whole  country,     Wo  arc  still  in  time  for  a  raitification  by  the 
present  Senate ;  and  beg  to  offer  you  our  sincere  gratulations  upon  tlie 
more  than  successful  issueof  a  negotiation,  in  which  you  have  been  an 
ardent  co-worker.'* 
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If  the  treaty  is  not  to  be  considered  as  having  been  made  bj  flie 
Creek  nation  or  its  representatives,  but  by  a  portion  of  the  nation  re- 
siding within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  as  is  now  contended,  by  what 
right  were  that  portion  of  the  nation  required  or  permitted. to  cede  a 
large  tract  of  country  wtthin  the  limits  of  Alabama,  or,  to  use  tlie  ex- 
pression of  the  Commissioners,  '<  nearly  the  whole  country^*  belonging 
to  the  Creek  nation  ?  Or  with  what  Justice  has  it  been  stated,  in  the 
caption,  that  it  was  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  *^the 
Chiefs  of  the  Creek  Mition  in  councU  assembled?^*  and  that  the  Chiefs 
of  the  Creek  towns  had  assented  to  it,  *' those  of  Tuckauhatchee  ex- 
cepted?^^  Or  on  what  grounds  has  the  demand  been  founded*  which 
claims  for  the  inconsiderable  party  of  Indians  attached  ti>  General 
Mcintosh,  the  whole  amount  of  the  money  stipulated  to  be  paid  by  the 
treaty  to  the  emigrating  part  of  the  nation  ?  Surely,  if  ^^ nearly  the 
whole  country*^  .htks  been  ceded  by  the  treaty,  <<  nearly  the  wtjole*^ 
nation  must  form  that  emigrating  party,  and  be  entitled  to  the  money 
stipulated  to  be  paid  by  tlie  treaty. 

Both  views  have  been  taken  of  the  treaty,  to  shew  that,  in  either 
case,  it  has  not  been  correctly  made  according  to  instructions,  and, 
therefore,  that  the  Agent  discharged  only  his  duty  in  <<  aiming  to 
prevent  its  ratiiication. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that,  although  the  Seci^tary  of  War  ex- 
.{Nressly  instructs  the  Commissioners  (in  his  letters. of  the  13th  Sep- 
tember, 1824,  and  21st  January,  1825,)  that  any  arrangement  en- 
tered into  in  relation  to  a  treaty  with  the  Creek  Nation  for  an  ex- 
change of  land  West  of  the  Mississippi,  must  be  <<  conditional  upon  the 
extinguishing  the  Indian  title  to  the  tract  that  may  be  designated 
West  of  the  Mississippi,"  yet  that  instruction  is  departed  from,  as  no 
such  condition  is  inserted  in  the  treaty. 

The  Agent  was  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  instructions  to  the  Com- 
missioners, and  must  have  seen  that,  in  this  respect,  as  well  as  others, 
they  had  departed  from  their  instructions,  and  cannot,  therefore,  be 
censurable  for  aiming  to  prevent  the  ratification  of  a  treaty  effected 
under  such  circumstance. 

The  additional  article  added  to  the  treaty  on  the  14th  February, 
1825,  (two  days  after  the  treaty  itself  had  been  executed)  which  pla- 
ced the  sum  of  225,000  in  the  hands  of  General  Mcintosh,  besides  the 
doceur  of  815,000,  v^hich  the  evidence  hcrewitS  proves  to  have  been 
stipulated  for,  if  not  paid  to  him  by  the  Commissioners,  will  serve  to 
throw  some  light  on  the  ^bject  That  sum  is  apparently  given  him 
for  two  reserves,  one  of  which  he  did  nbt  own,  and  the  other  not  being 
worth  a  fifth  part  of  the  money.  The  expression  in  the  journal  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  18th  December,  1824,  that  <<they  resolved  to 
pursue  the  subject  (the  treaty)  by  every  means  of  which  they  could  avail 
themsd'deSf^^  as  well  .as  the  evidence  of  Joel  Bayley  and  others,  and 
the  fact  of  holding  the  treaty  within  the  Georgia  limits,  fifty  miles 
from  tbe  CrediL  nation,  will  also  throw  light  on  this  particular  subject 

From  the  foreg4»ing,  it  may  be  inferred  that  no  crimtnalty  should  be 
attached  to  l^e  Agent,  for  ^*  aiming*  to  prevent  the  ratification  of  a 
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treaty,  to  thc/orma/i/te»  of  Which  he  had  before  made  no  objection, 
and  which  had  (Atained  the  sanction  of  his  official  attestation."  The 
aflMavit  of  Captain  T.  Triplett,  not  to  speak  of  the  defence  of  Col. 
Crowell,  explains  fuHy  and  satisfactorily  the  reasons  of  the  Agent  for 
affixing  that  attestation  to  it  Captain  Triplett^s  affidavit  is  corro- 
borated by  that  of  Colonel  Hambly. 

Having  now  examined  the  reasons  given  by  Colonel  Campbell  for 
attaching  impoi*tance  at  present,  to  a  conversation  which  he  had  heror 
tofore  considered  unimportant,  I  shall  next  proceed  to  examine  the  rea- 
sons of  Major  Meriwether^  which,  altliough  generally  of  a  different 
character,  have  enabled  him  to  arrive  at  the  same  conclusion.  Ma- 
jor Meriwether's  first  reason  is  as  follows:  ^< Because  Colonel 
Crowell  neglected  to  communicate  to  the  fVar  bepartment  or  the  Com- 
itdssioners  the  *  Tuckaubatchee  talkf*  which,  I  believe,  had  been  held 
pincipally  by  the  Chiefs  on  the  Alabama  side  of  the  nation,  with  a 
view  to  prevent  our  success  in  the  Spring  of  1824,  and  was  known  to 
the  Agent  as  early  as  the  month  of  June  thereafter.'^  jit  does  appear 
tiiat  Colonel  Crowell  did  not  communicate  the  <^  Tuckabatchee  talk" 
to  the  War  Department,. for  which,  in  consequence  of  the  i*epresenta-^ 
tion  of  the  Commissioners,  he  has  been  censured;  althougjb  his  mq* 
tives  were  not  impeached  in  this  neglect,  because,  as  it  is  presumed, 
it  was  not  usual  for  any  Indian  Agent  to  communicate  the  laws  of  In- 
dian nations  to  the  Government,  if  permitted  to  become  acquainted 
with  them ;  which  is  of  course  always  optional  with  the  Indians.  But 
his  not  notifying  the  Crovemment  of  this  law  being  of  a  peculiar  na- 
ture, was  attributed  to  a  misconception  of  his  duties.  It  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  true,  however,  that  the  Agent  neglected  to  inform  the  Com- 
missioners of  that  law:  for  tt  appears  from  the  letter  of  Colonel 
Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  at  the  City  of  Washington, 
on  the  8th  of  January,  1825,  that  the  Commissioners  obtained  a 
knowledge  of  both  the  Tuckabatchee  and  £ole  Cat  Spring  talks,  on 
their  way  to  the  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow  ;  and  from  the  evidence  of 
Captain  Triplett,  Colonel  William  Hambly,  and  Luther  Blake,  that 
tlmt  knowledge  was  obtained  ^rom  the  ^genU  who  handed  it  to  Ma- 
jor Meriwether  himself.  This  testimony  rebuts,,  it  is  thought,  in  a 
satisftictory  manner,  tne  testimony  given  on  the  particular  point  under 
examination  by  Major  Meriwether.  Major  Meriwether  states, 
also,  in  tibe  same  sentence,  that'  <<  the  Tuckabatchee  talk'/  was  held 
trith  a  view  to  prevent  the  success  of  himself  and  Colonel  Campbell, 
IN  THE  SPRING  OF  1824.  It  has  been  already  shown  that  nei^ 
tiier  Major  Meriwether  nor  Colonel  Campbell  wei*e  appointed  Com- 
missioners imtil  late  in  the  Summer  of  that  year.  It  is  scarcely  ne- 
cessary to  add,  that,  in  this  instance,  also,  Major  Meriwether  must 
lie  mistaken. 

The  second  reason  advanced  in  Major  Meriwether's  testimony, 
▼iz  :  the  neutrality  of  the  Agent  at  Broken  Arrow,  is  essentially  the 
same,  as  the  first  reason  advanced  by  Colonel  Campbell ;  I  i*efer,  there- 
fore to  my  remarks  on  the  latter.  The  third  reason  advanced  by  Ma- 
jor Meriwether,  is,  as  follows :    **  Because  I  have  reasons  to  believe, 
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that  CoL  Crowdl  knrw  of  the  nuvement  by  which  the  departure  ^  the 
Cusetahsfrom  the  Indian  Springs^  was  effected,  after  we  had  bun  infomim 
ed  of  their  wiUitigness  to  enter  into  a  treaty.  The  reasons  for  wbidi 
belief  are,  that^  from  the  devotion  of  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  (wh(^e 
agency,  ,on  that  occasion^  was  proven  to  my  satisfaction^)  to  Colonel 
Crowell,  and  his  lodging  in  the  same  room  with  him,  I  cannot  believe 
he  would  hare  taken  a  step  so  responsible^  without  the  privity  and  con- 
sent of  the  Agent." 

On  this  pointy  the  .evidence  annexed  to  this  report  is  strong*  and,  to 
ray  mind,  conclusive.  It  is  plainly  shewn,  .that  all  tlie*Chiefs  of  tbe 
nation,  who  went  to  the  Indian  Spring  treaty,  went  under  positive  or- 
ders fronn  the  two  head  Chiefs  of  the  nation,*  not  to  make  a  treaty  or 
sell  land,  but  to  meet  tlie  Commissipncrs  as  friends,  and  invite  them  to 
hold  a  treaty  three  months  thereafter,  at  the  capital  of  the  nation, 
Broken  Arrow ;  4he  expense  (f  which  Council, Poetldey  Oholo,  the  Speak- 
er of  the  nation^  CJicTntqsh  having  been  broke  as  Speaker^  J  was  im- 
strticted  to  sas/f  would  be  defrayed  by  the  nation.'^  It  appears,  also, 
that,  when  they  did  go  home,  they  went  off  by  the  orders  of  their 
Chiefs,  who. were  present,  Poethley  Oliolo  and  CoL  Stedham,and  that 
neither  the  Agent  nor  Interpreter  knew  any  thing  of  their  going.  It 
follows^  as  the  belief  of  Major  Meriwether  is  thus  shewn  not  to  be 
well  founded,  that  his  inferences,  drawn  from' that  belief,  should  be 
considered  as  rebutted.  On  this  particular  point,  the  departure  oC  the 
Cussetaus  from  the  treaty  ground,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  the  Com- 
missioners and  their  Agents,  contradict  each  other.  In  the  written 
report  of  CoL. Williamson,  who  was,  at  the  time,  in  the  employ  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  who  was  despatched  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  cause  of  the  departure  of  the  Cassetaus,  be  rqiorts  that  their 
departure  was  caused  by  the  orders  of  tiieir  Chiefs,  and  furnishes 
ground  of  suspidon  against  the  Interpreter*;  and,  in  the  letter  cf^CoL 
Campbell  to  tlie  Secretary  of  War,  of  the  l6th  February^  1825, 
(four  days  after  the  circumstance  alluded  to,)  he  makes  use  of  the  fol- 
lowing remarkable  and  conclusive  impression,  viz  : 

<<  There  is  notiiing  of  sing4ilar  import  in  the  whole  proceeding,  ex- 
cept tlie  sudden  and  mysterious  departure  of  the  Cussetaus  at  nig^t, 
after  solemn  assent  to  a  treaty.  The  explanation  given  to  this  moroe- 
rnientf  by  the  report  of  CoL  TFUliamson  at  the  condusum  of  the  jomrnalp 
I  hope  will  be  found  satisfactory.  The  step  was  far  from  being  volun- 
tary. These  Chiefs,  doubtless,  were  deluded  by  a  wily  andpeffUti- 
&US  individual,  in'the  service  of  the  Oavemment^  as  interpreter*^^  In 
this  letter,  CoL  Campbell  is  seen  to  differ  widely  from  the  evidence  of 
Major  Meriwether  :  for  he  appears  not  to  make  the  most  remote  allu- 
iiidn  to  the  Agent 

It  is  singular,)  that  Major  Meriwether  should  have  ,  drawn  infer- 
ences so  unfavorable  to  tlie  character  of  the  Agent,  from  the  circum- 
stance of  the  Interpreter's  <<  lodging  in  the  same  room"  with  him. 

if  such  a  circumstance  were  sufficient  in  itself  to  justify  unfavora- 
ble impressions,Hhe  Commissioners  wotdd  be  freely  suspected  of  he- 
TMOU8  oflGsnoes :  for  it  is  shewn  in  evidence,  that  the  late  Indian  Agent, 
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t>.  B.  Mitchell,  a  man  rendered  notorious  by  a  disgraceful  violati6h 
of  the  laws  of  his  cotintry^  not  only  roomed  with  one  of  the  Comtnis- 
stoners  at  the  Indian  Springs  during  the  time  of  hdlding  the  late  treaty 
there,  but  that  a  seat  was  carefully  reserved  by  that  Commissioner  for 
him,  always  next  to  himself  at  table.  It  also  appears  by  theevidence 
of  Richard  J.  Nicholls,  Esq.  that  General  Mitchell  had,  previous  to 
the  time  of  holding  the  trebtyi  apretty  accurate  knowledge  of  the  amount 
of  money  Genei^  Mcintosh  was  to  receive  frbih  the  Commissioners 
unilertbe  treaty. 

r  conclude  the  examination  of  the  testimony  of  CoL  Campbell  and 
Afajor  Meriwether  against  the  Indian  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  with  a  re- 
mark, that  it  also  appeal's  to  me  somewhat  singular,  that  the  evidence 
given  by  those  gentlemen,  which  the  prosecuting  parties  appe^  to 
rely  on  as  the  most  important  testiitiony  taken  against  him^  sftoiJd 
vot  be  sxvorn  to.  The  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  before  whom 
testimony  was  taken,  appears  to  have  verified  the  affidavits  taken  dur- 
ing their  sitting  in  a  formal  manner :  the  succeeding  affidavit,  (Ko.  3,) 
for  instance,  is  verified  with  these  words,  <^  answered,  sworn  to,  ana 
subscribed  before  me,  this  Tth  June,  18£5,"  &c.  Whereas  the  testi- 
mony of  Messrs.  Campbell  and  Meriwether,  appears  to  have  been 
subscribed  before  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  but  not  srtom  to. 

Having  concluded  the  examination  of  the  testimony  givto  by  the  two 
gentlemen,  who  acted  as  Commissioners  in  forming  the  late  treaty, 
agsiinst  the  Indian  Agent,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  notice  varioos  tesiimo- 
iiy,  which  appears  to  cast  a  doubt  on  their  motives  in  testifying  against 
the  Agent,  and  to  implicate  the  Commissioners  theYtiselves  as  honora- 
ble men  and  faithful  public  officers. 

John  H.  Brodnaxj  a  gentleman  of  great  respectability,  testifies  (see 
affidavit  No.  70,)  tliat  a  similar  treaty  to  the  one  made  at  the  Indian 
Springs  in  February  last,  could  have  been  made  at  Washington,  (if  the 
Government  had  felt  disposed  to  make  such  a  treaty,)  about  the  same 
time,  by  Gen.  McIntosh^  and  others,  who  had  bc^n  authorized  by  his 
party  to  go  on  for  that  purpose,  and  a  saving  of  about  Jifteen  thousand 
,  dollars  thereby  made  for  the  Government.  The  evidence  of  this  wit- 
ness, from  its  clearness,  and  the  character  of  the  witness,  carries  the 
conviction  of  its  tinith  with  it ;  and  is  corroborated  by  the  documents 
to  which  he  refers,  which  have  been  since  made  public.  This  witness 
states  that  Mcintosh  and  the  other  Indians  (seven  in  number)  were 

{irevenied  fi-om  going  on  to  Wasliington  to  offer  such  a  treaty.  These 
acts,  it  is  apparent,  must  have  been  known  to  the  United  States'  Com- 
mii^^ioners,  au<l  indeed  arc  referred  to  in  Col.  Campbell's  letter  of 
tlie  16th  February,  1825,  to  the  Secretary  of  War ;  and  it  appears 
that,  in  not  permitting  the  deputation  to  go  on  to  Washington,  and  in 
holding  a  treaty  with  the  same  party,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  the 
Government  has  been  put  to  a  very  great  expense,  and  a  foundation 
laid  for  very  deep  moral  and  political  evils. 

Documents  are*  now  in  my  possession,  not  connected  with  the  pre- 
sent investigation,  whfch,  howcvei*,  show,  that,  in  the  purchase  of  one^ 
of  the  rcsd-ves  which  the  Commissioners  of  the  late  treaty  were  aii- 
41 
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thorized  to  purchase,  tlie  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  wais  to  haf4 
been  given  for  it;  that  title  deeds  were  given  to  the.  Commission^ 
ersy  but  that  the  claimant,  up  to  this  time,  has  received  but  six  hun« 
dred  dollars  of  the  amount,  and  has  sought  for  the  balance  in  vain' 
from  the  Commissioners.  Wheth^ir  the  same  coufse  hais  been  pursu- 
ed in  the  purchase  of  other  reserves  or  not,  I  am  unable  to  say,  an 
this  is  the  only  case  which  has  come  unde^  ray  observation.  The  do- 
cuments have  been  placed  in  my  hands,  with  a  view  to  procure  for 
the  claimant,  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money.  It  woufd  appear^ 
also,  from  the  affidavits  of  Captain  Triplett,  Colonel  Hambly,  John 
Winslett,  Samuel  Srells,  and  Joseph  Hardage,  that  the  5th  article  of 
the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  which  places  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  who  effected  fhe  treaty, 
has  been  surreptitiously  introduced  into  it^  inasmuch  as  it  was  never 
read  or  intetpreted  to  the  Indians  who  signed  the  treaty,  or  those 
v^hb'^ere'  present  at  the  signing  The  five  witnesses  named,  consti- 
tute it  is  believed,  a  large  majority  (leaving  out  of  View  the  board  of 
Commissioners  and  the  Indian  Agent)  of  the  white  m^  wftd  were 
present  at  the  signing  of  the  treaty,  which  was  not  done  in  a  public! 
manner^  but  in  a  close  room  guarded  by  a  doorkeeper  !!  This  is  evi- 
dence of  so  serious  a  character,  that  1  s&ould  not  have  ventured  to  al- 
lude to  it,  on  light  gnmnds,  particularly  as  one  or  two  of  the  witnes- 
ses named, do  not  swear  positively ;  but  the  evidence  of  Captain  Trip- 
let!, whose  affidavit  on  any  subject,  is,  in  my  opinion,  entitled  to  as 
much  weight  as  thai  of  any  other  individual  whatever,  is  strong, 
clear,  and  positive,  and  appears  to  be  corroborated  by  that  of  the 
others.  The  character  of  the  5th  section  of  the  treaty  is  of  itself  suf- 
ficient, perhaps,  to  excite  moref  or  less  suspicion  as  to  its  fairness ; 
and  when  1  add  that  it  is  clearly  sbewn^  th$it  the  whole  amount  of  mo- 
ney placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  undef'  tlia't  article  of  the 
treaty,  (two  hundred  thousand  donai*s,)  Aas  been  diverted  from  the  pur- 
poses  for  which  it  was  placed  by  the  Gfcrverntrient  in  their  possession^  and 
used  m  mJ^cantile  speculations^  the  affidavit  of  Capt.Tripfctt  and  others 
will  appear  to  be  but  too  well  founded.  The  evidence'  of  Joet  Bailey  and 
John^  T#  Lamar,  prove  the  fact  last  alluded  to*  fiailey  gafve  his  testi- 
mony with  great  reluctance,  having  been  closely  concerned  m  afifairs 
relating  to  the  treaty  with  the  Commissioners,  aifrd  had  tCn  evident 
reluctance  to  disclose  any  thing  which  might  criminate  the  Commis- 
sioners ;  the  fact  of  the  Commissioners'  giving  him  ^  draft  on  titer 
house  of  McRinsey  &  Pouce.  for  part  of  the  money  due  hfm  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  the  affidavit  of  Mr.  Lamar,  who  is  a  merchant 
of  great  respectability,  .shewS,  that  Mr.  McKinsfey,  one  of  the  fii-m 
alluded  to,  acknowledged  to  him  that  the  firm  had  received  the  Unit- 
ed States'  draft  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  2ao,000  dolljirs,  had  ex- 
changed it  for  a  premium,  and  that  both  themselves  and  friends  were 
-at  liberty  to  use  it^or  any  part  of  it,  and  that  the  whole,  or  a  larg^ 
amount  of  it^  had  been  used  in  the  late  cotton  speculations.  These 
circumstances  are  also  notorious  in  Georgia,  and  spoken  of  frequently, 
as  well  as  the  fact,  thattlie  Commissioners,  in  paying  what  money  they 
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kuave  flisburoed,  have  passed  off  lai^e  amounts  of  bank  paper,  whicb,  m 
Georgia,  is  at  a  considerable  discount  The  evidence,  also,  of  Mica- 
jah  C.  Williamson,  which,  although  circumstantial,  is  strong,  goes 
to  shew  that  a  part  of  the  money  placed  in  the  hands  of  th^  Commis^ 
sioners,  has  been  used  in  the  purchase  of,  or  speculations  in,  negroesp 
by  Colonel  W.  W.  Williamson,  (the  relative  of  Colonel  Campbell,) 
^ho  is  shewn,  too,  io  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  U.  S.  Commission^ 
ers,  at  an  extravagant  salary.  This  witness  is  the  nephew  of  Col. 
W.  W.  Williamson,  as  well  as  the  nephew  of  CoL  Campbell,  and  of 
course  gave  evidence  reluctantly,  which  appeared  to  make  against 
those  gentlemen ;  but,  having  made  similar  statements  with  those  in 
liis  affidavit  to  his  friends,  and  being  called  on  to  testify  to  it,  and  be- 
ing a  man  of  great  integrity  and  independent  feeling,  gave  his  testi- 
mony when  it  was  requesteil. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  pass  judgment  on  the  conduct  of  the  United 
States'  Commissioners,  but,  from  all  that  has  been  shewn,  whether  it 
relates  to  the  eroidenu  of  the  Commissioners,  their  reasons  for  enter- 
taining their  belief  as  to  that  evidence,  their  conduct  in  making  the 
treaty,  or  the  facts  shewn  in  relation  to  the  money  placed  in  their  own 
hands  by  their  own  act,  the  conclusion  is  irresistible,  that  the  evidence  of 
CoL  D.  G.  Campbell  and  Major  James  Meriwether^  against  Cd.  Crow- 
ell,  ought  not  to  be  accredited ;  because  those  gentlemen  were  inter- 
ested, deeply,  in  destroying  th^  character  of  the  Agent,  to  prevent 
his  availing  himself  of  any  facts  or  information  within  his  knowledge 
or  reach,  and  making  disclosures  which  might  destroy  their  character 
with  the  Government  or  the  public 

(No.  S.)  Evidence  of  Francis  FUmmay. — ^This  evidence  is  in  itself 
unimportant,  beings  in  every  respect,  as  it  regards  the  charges  made 
against  the  Indian  Agent,  irrelevant.  This  is  the  second  affidavit 
£iven  by  witness  since  the  death  of  Mcintosh.  The  other  will  be 
found  at  page  111  of  the  pamphlet  herewith  submitted,  containing  the 
message  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  the  Legislature,  in  May  last 
It  does  not  appear  for  "what  purpose,  or  at  whose  request  ihcjirst  affi- 
davit of  Flournoy  was  taken.  It  would  be  found,  on  examination, 
tliat  the  two  affidavits  of  this  witness  are  contradictory  in  many  par- 
ticulars. It  is,  how  ever,  not  only  unnecessary  to  enter  on  a  minute 
comparison  or  examination  of  Floumoy's  testimony ;  but  I  consider  it 
due  tQ  the  Government,  that  its  Agent  should  not  descend  to  a  furtlier 
notice  of  his  testimony,  than  to  state  the  existence  of  facts  connected 
with  the  character  of  the  witness.  / 

The  witness,  Francjs  Flpurnoy,  is  now  a  travelling  pedlar  in  Gc^ 

fia.  He  was  at  the  house  of  Mcintosh,  at  the  time  the  laU^^fas 
illedy  violating  the  laws  of  his  country  in  selling  to  the/^ffan$ 
without  a  license.  He  had,  at  one  time,  a  respectable  standing  iii  so- 
ciety in  Georgia,  and  was  appointed  to  office  under  the  State  uovem- 
ment     Several  years  since,  however,  he  was  impeached  by  the  Le- 

f;islature,  found  guilty  of  frauds  practised  on  the  State  and  his  feU 
pw-citizens,  was  pronounced  guUtjf  of  perjury  and  other  crinuSf  and 
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disfranchised  for  twenty  years  by  that  Legislature.  Thfit  period  not 
having  expired,  hy  several  yetftSj  his  oath  could  not  now  nave  effect 
before  any  court  or  other  tribunal^  or  before  any  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  in  Greorgia.  Some  years  since  these  proceedings  were  had 
figainst  bim  by  tl^  Legislature  of  Georgia,  he  attached  himself  to  a 
bighly  respectable  religious  society  in  Georgia.  Acting  on  the- 
Christian  principles  of  repefitance  and  forgiveTtess,  that  church  ad- 
initted  him  to  its  fellowship,  and  even  permitted  or  tolerated  iiim  as 
a  travelling  teacher  of  the  Gospel :  but  that  respectable  church  ba9 
|iad  occasion,  since  doing  so^  ^u^ting  on  the  no  less  Christian  principle 
of  Justice,  to  expel  him  froiyi  that  palling  and  fellowship,  for  further 
and  more  recent  offences. 

This  witness,  acting  under  a  depraved  feeling,  or  at  the  instigation 
pf  others,  has  been  of  late  employed  as  an  evil  spirit  in  the  Creek 
Nation.  Shortly  after  he  had  returned  from  the  upper  part  of  the 
Creek  Nation  into  Georgia,  be  was  again  found  in  the  nation,  in  the 
lower  extrpnityi  adjoining  Early  and  Dooley  counties  of  Georgia, 
His  pretext,  even  a£f  avowed,  manifested  an  intention  of  violating  the 
United  States'  laws ;  but  even  this  criminality  was  aggravated  by 
attempts  at  violence  pi^  bis  p^rt,  on  the  female  part  of  a  family  of 
Indians.  He  was  threatened  by  the  head  of  the  family  with  the  exe« 
pution  of  an  Indian  law  for  his  ofiefice,  made  his  escape  from  the  na- 
tion, created  an  alarm  of  meditated  Indian  hostilities  in  the  adjoining 
counties  of  Georgia,  (Early  and  Pooley  counties,)  carried  the  in- 
formation of  the  alarm  created  by  himself  to  the  Grovernor  of  Greor-r 
gia,  was  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  bis  supposed  zeal 
and  services,  aqd  the  information  which  he  carried  and  communicated 
ito  the  Executive,  made  the  occasion  of  a  special  message  from  the 
Governor  of  Georgia  to  the  l4egislature. 

(Nq.4.)  Evidence  of  Jl,  Miles — ^This  affidavit  is  believed  to  be  the 
only  one  taken  by  the  prosecuting  party,  which  is  not  directly  dis- 
proved.   It  is  impossible,  however,  (unless  by  accident,  as  in  the 
case  of  Jesse  Coi;:,)  that  the  Agent  could  have  it  in  his  power  to  dis« 
prove  it  by  direct  evidence  ;  i^nd  whilst  at  the  same  time  the  Agent  de- 
nies having  had  any  such  conversation  with  Mr.  Miies«  it  is  admitted 
that  he  may  l^ave  had  an  opinion,  or  impression,  that  Mcintosh  would 
be  executed  by  the  Nation,  because,  it  is  seen  that  such  an  opinion  or 
y   impression  was  a  general  one  in  and  near  the  Nation,  and  prevailed 
V  \io  less  with  persons  generally,  than  with  the  Governor  of  Georgia, 
\^  United  Stat^'  Commissioners  who  made  the  late  treaty,  and  with 
GboK  Mcintosh  himself,  and  his  friends.    That  such  an  opinio^  or  im- 
prc^rfta  did  exist  with  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  with  Mcin- 
tosh nim:»lf  and  Ills  adherents,  and  with  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  will 
be  apparent  from  the  following  references  or  statements  of  facts. 

In  the  message  of  the  Gk)vernor  of  Georgia  to  tlie  Legislature,  of 
the  SSd  of  May,  1825,  is  found  the  following  sentence  :  <<  Having 
foreseen  that  troubles  might  arise  in  the  Indian  country /r^m  the  pro- 
cudings  at  Broken  Arrow  and  the  Indian  SpringSj  I  sought  an  early 
ppportunity  ^fte^  the  first  indipations  9f  tbemi  to  despatch  my  Aid^dQ- 
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Camp,  CoL  Lamar  into  the  Nation  with  a  talk  for  that  portion  of  the 
tribe  which  had  menaced  Mcintosh  and  his  friends  with  injury.^* 

The  opinion  is  frankly  given,  in  substance,  by  the  Agent  him* 
self,  in  bis  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  1 3th  February,  1 825, 
in  which  he  predicts,  that,  if  the  treaty  is  ratified,  <<  It  may  produce  a 
horrid  state  of  things  among  those  unfortunate  Indians.^*  It  is  referred 
to,  in  a  mebiorial  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  from  Gen- 
eral Mcintosh  and  his  adherents,  dated  fi5th  January,  18£5,  and  pub- 
lished in  the  pamphlet  containing  the  last  mentioned  message,  as 
follows  :  *<  It  is  painful  for  us  to  acknowledge  that  there  is  an  actual 
<*  necessity  of  calling  upon  our  Father  the  President  of  the  United 
^*  States  for  protection  ;  for  instance^  it  has  been  a  short  time  since  (de- 
<*  creed)  when  they  met  in  the  Grand  Council  S^uahe,  and  passed 
<<  AN  ORDER  70R  TflE  EXECUTION  OF  McJntosh,  and  any  other  of  his 
**chiefd  who  would  make  any  proposition  to  the  United  States,  in  favor 
**  of  selling  any  part  of  the  country ,  which  we  now  claim  ;  therefore  we 
**  have  been  compelled  to  guard  General  Mcintosh  since  the  Treaty  at 
<•  Broken  Jirrow  for  his  safety  / — this  is  not  alU  there  is  no  doubt  but 
f*  what  said  Coundlj  at  the  present  meeting,  will  pass  an  order f^t  the  dis^ 
**  mission  of  General  Mcintosh  and  many  otiiers  of  his  adherents.** 
(This  was  before  Mcintosh  signed  the  treaty.) 

In  the  journal  of  the  United  States'  Commissionci*s  of  the  nth  of 
Febniar}',  18£5,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  it  is  stated,  tliat  the  <<  hca(i  chief 
of  Tuckabatchee,'*  (Poetliy  Yo-ho-lo)  who  in  fact  was  the  principal  re- 
presentative of  the  Nation,  told  tiie  Commissioners  in  the  pre- 
sence  of  Mcintosh,,  as  follows ;  *^  General  Mcintosh  knows  tliat 
*<  no  part  of  the  land  can  be  sold  without  a  lull  council  and  with 
#<  the  consent  of  all  the  Nation  ;*'  and  again :  <<  should  the  Chiefs  who 
<<  are  here  sell  their  land  now,  it  might  create  dissensions  and  ill  blood 
^«  among  the  Indians.**  Col.  Haimbly,  the  Interpreter,  and  Captain 
Triplett,  tlie  present  Sub-Agent,  who  understood  the  Creek  language 
both  swear,  that  the  same  distinguished  Chief  (Poethley  Yohoio) 
**  reminded  Mcintosh,  when  he  was  about  to  place  his  signature  to  the 
^i  treaty,  that  he  was  aJfoiit  to  violate  a  law  of  the  jyifition  which  he 
*<  himseif  had  proposed,  and  warned  him  of  the  consequences.** 

In  the  letter  of  Col.  Campbell,  of  the  8th  of  January,  1825,  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  Col.  Campbell  remarks:  *«Thei*e  would  have 
<<been  a  striking  unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  population,  but  for  the 
**  threats  and  intimdating  language  which  had  been  industriously  circu- 
**lated.  These  are  contained  in  the  written  proceedings  of  ihe  two 
<*  meetings  held  by  a  portion  of  the  Chiefs  at  Tuckabatchee,  in  May, 
**and  at  the  Pole  Cat  Springs  in  November  last :"  again,  he  states, 
<*they  were  carried,  shortly  after,  in  June,  to  the  Broken  Arrow  {the 
*<  J^Tational  Council,  or  Capitalofthe  JSTation,)  by  the  Big  Warrior,  and 
^^.submittedfor  sanction.  JVb  objeclhn  was  mxide  except  by  McIntosK 
<^ neither  do  w^e  understand  that  any  direct  sanction  was  obtained." 
Again,  in  the  same  letter  :  **  much  conversation  was  held  with  Gene- 
♦*ral  Mcintosh, "concerning  the  details  and  coNSBquEKCBS  of  such 
<<an  arrangement,  (a  treaty  with  a  divided  Council.)    Again,  "I 
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<^  view  it  as  a  matter  of  great  moment  to  maintain  Mcintosh  in  his  aik* 
^<  tharitvscni  influencey  and  in  his  estimation  of  iiimself.'' 

The  Journal  of  the  Commissioners,  of  the  15th  Decembert  1824, 
speaking  of  the  Tuckabatchee  law,  or  talk«  (which  revised  the  law 
made  on^the  West  bank  of  the  Ockmulgee,  before  the  treaty  of  1821 , 
which  treaty  essentially  ^destroyed  that  law,)  under  which  Gene- 
ral Mcintosh  was  executed,  shews,  that  the  Agent  then  stated  to  the 
Commissioners  that  said  law  was  carried  to  Broken  Arrow  (the  Na^ 
tional  Council)  in  June,  1 824 ;  **  that  no  signatures  were  obtained,  but 
tilt  Jgent  understood  it  to  be  CONSENTED  TO  GENERALLY/^ 

In  the  letter  of  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  dated  at  Broken 
Arrow,  on  the  14  th  December,  1824,  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  they 
state,  that  the  Tuckabatchee  and  Polecat  Spring  proceedings  were  in- 
tended to  forestall  them,  and  ^  have,  in  a  great  measure,  had  the  effect, 
BY  SPREADING  ALiVRM  THROUGHOUT  THE  NAnON.'^ 

In  the  Journal  of  the  Comn^issioners,  of  the  l8th  December,  1824, 
at  Broken  Arrow,  is  the  following  remark:  <<The  Commissioners, 
«<  entertaining  some  doubts  of  the  validity  of  a  treaty  signed  by  indi* 
«•  vidual  council,  and  /taring  to  expose  such  part  of  the  Chiefs  to-the 
•<  resentnuntof  the  combination/'  ^e* 

In  the  letter  of  the  14th  January,  1825,  from  Col.  D.  G.  Campbell 
to  the  Secretary  of  War,  Colonel  Campbell  states,  that  the  <*very 
*«  day  on  which  the  express  (from  the  Governor  of  Cieorgia  to  the 
«^  Commissioners  at  Broken  Arrow]  arrived,  was  spent  by  the  Com- 
'Mnissioners  at  Coweta^  (Mcintosh's  town)  a  few  miles  distant  from 
*«  tlie  ti'eaty  gi*ound,  on  business  connected  with  the  treaty. '^  The  evi» 
dence  shews  that  this  was  a  secret  visit  toMcIntosh;  kept  secret,  b^* 
cause  of  the  apprehen^ons  of  Mcintosh. 

In  the  letter  of  the  Governor  of  Greorgia  to  the  Representatives  In 
Congress  from  Georgia,  dated  17th  February,  1825,  Governor  Troup 
says :  «*  1  understand,  further,  that  those  of  the  tribe  who  refused  their 
•*  assent  to  the  treaty,  threaten  injury  to  Mcintosh  and  his  Chief s.^' 

In  a  document,  dated  17th  February,  1825,  Inmiediately  after  the 
treaty,  signed  by  Chilly  Mcintosh,  and  by  several  others  of  the 
Mcintosh  party,  they  call  on  the  Crovemor  of  Georgia  to  kno«r 
'••  wliether  he  could  protect  them^  sliould  protection  be  necessary.*'  In 
another,  dated  20th  of  the  same  month,  they  state  that  they  are  io- 
lot* mcd  by  Chilly  McIntosh,^  that  the  Governor  wishes  to  see  Greneral 
Mcintosh^  pi*eparatory  to  sending  runners  on  to  let  the  par^  k^^Q^ 
that  he  (the  Governor)  is  ready  to  protect  them,  if  they  (the  filation) 
•^  should  attempt  to  carry  their  threats  into  execution.^'  In  the  same 
document,  those  Indians  say:  **  At  the  treaty  of  Broken  Arrow  the 
**>  Chids  got  jealous  of  Mcintosh,  and  threatened  to  kiU  him.*'  They 
refer  to  tlie  law  of  l*«)le<:at  Spni.gy  as  intended  to  prevent  GeneFtJ 
Mcintosh  from  sciltiig,  or  uH'ering  land  for  sale,  and  as  threatening 
**  if  ^wy  person  should  sell,  or  offer  land  for  safe,  guns  and  rope  should  be 
**  their  end.''  These  statements  are  from  the  son  and  adherents  of 
Mcintosh. 

in  an  extract  from  the  Executive  Journal  of  Georgia,  of  tlie  19th 
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J^ebruary,  ISSSy  seven  days  after  the  treaty  was  signed.  General 
Mcintosh  and  EtommeTustunnuggee,  and  others  of  Mcintosh's  adhe- 
rents,  are  represented  as  going  to  the  Executive  Chamber  of  Georgia, 
imd  stating,  among  other  matters,  that  ^  they  wanted  to  know  whether 
« they  coiUd  be  certain  of  protection  from  the  Oovermnent  of  the  United 
**  StaieSf  and  from  that  of  Qeorgia.*^ 

In  the  letter  or  addi*ess  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  of  the  26th  of 

February,  1825,  (fourteen  days  after  the  signing  of  the  treal^  ,  and 

before  its  ratification,)  addressed  to  the  Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  Took- 

aubatchee  and  Cussetau,  are  the  following  expressions,,  vfz:   '<In 

'^  Cbh^quence  of  the  apprehensions  expressed  in  a  Talk  delivered  by 

"  the  friendly  chiefs,  of  the  hostile  intentions  of  the  unfriendly  party 

'*  in  said  nation,  toward  Mcintosh  and  his  friends,  in  consequence  of 

^  the  late  treaty ;  and  in  compliance  with  the  promises  given  them^ 

"  that  erixerf  aid  should  he  afforded  them  within  the  power  of  this  Oo* 

^^vernntent;  it  is  thought  proper  to  send  a  friendly  talk  to  the  Chiefs 

<*  of  Tookaubatchie  and  Cussetau ;  at  the  same  time  forewarning  them 

<*  of  the  dang^  to  which  they  will  expose  themselves  by  any  outrage 

<<  committed  on  Mcintosh,  or  any  of  the  friendly  Indians,  in  conse- 

'^quenceof  said  treaty.     Accordingly,  Colonel  H.  G.  Lamar  is  de- 

**  spatched  with  a  talk  to  said  hostile  chiefs,  in  the  following  words, 

<*  to  wit :  <  To  the  Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  the  Tuckaubatchee,  &c.    I 

"  hear  bad  things  of  you  :  YOU  THREATEN  McINTOSH  AND 

"  HIS  PEOPLE,  because  they  listened  to  their  Father,  the  President, 

<<  and  peded  their  lands  to  the  Georgians.    Now,  I  tell  you,  take  care 

'<  and  walk  straight    Mcintosh  and  his  people!  are  under  my  protec* 

<<  tion,  as  well  as  under  the  protection  of  the  United  States.     If  any 

<<  harm  is  done  by  you,,  or  any  of  your  people,  to  Mclntosht  or  his 

<<  people,  I  will  treat  you  in  the  same  manner  as  if  you  were  to  come 

^  into  our  white  settlements  and  do  tlie  like.     I  will  pursue  you  until 

«  I  have  full  satisfaction.    Do  not  let  bad  people  persuade  you  that, 

«*  because  you  live  in  and  near  to  Alabama,  you  will  be  safe.     If  ^ou 

<<  commit  one  act  of  hostility  on  this  side  the  line,  I  will  follow  (into 

*«  Alabama,)  and  punish  you.'  '^ 

In  a  letter  from  Chilly  Mcintosh  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  dated 
Newnan,  Georgia,  3d  March,  1825,  the  day  on  i^hich  the. treaty  was 
ratified,  are  the  following  expressions,  viz :  **  Governor :  I  take  au* 
"  thority  to  inform  you,  since  we  left  you  we  hav'nt  got  home,  in 
'*  consequence  of  the  hostites.  I  met  my  friends  at  Flint  River,  Wm. 
*<  Miller  and  A.  Teistunnuggee,  and  they  tell  mo  that  they  run  them 
a  off— threaten  to  killtliem— cut  their  throats,  and  set  up  their  heads  by 
*<  the  road  for  a  show  :  they  are  determined  to  die  on  their  own  coun« 
<<try,  and  they  have  appointed  men  to  kill  seven  chiefs,  (Seneral 
'^  Mcintosh,  myself,  Joseph  Marshall,  Sam'I  Hawkins,  James  Island, 
"Etomme  Tustunnuggee,  and  Col.  Miller.*'  «  No  doubt,  thtg  are 
"  determined  to  destroy  us  if  they  can.  Myself  and  father  parted  at  the 
<*  Indian  Springs,  on  our  way  home.  Since  I  heard  the  news,  I  have 
'•despatched  a  runner  to  him,  NOT  TO  STAY  ONE  MOMENT 
^^AT  HOME.*'   And,  in  reply,  the  Governor  concludes  his  letter  tb 
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Chilly  Mcintosh,  under  date  of  the  5th  March,  1 8£59  as  fpllows  :  ^  I 
*Uiope  your  father  WILL  KEEP  OUT  OF  THEIR  WAT  until 
<<  they  are  brought  to  their  senses.'* 

Col.  Lamar,  the  Aid  to  Governor  Troup,  in  his  address  to  the  Cus- 
gctaus,  7th  March,  1825,  remarks  :  "We  have  understood  that^  in  com- 
*^  sequence  of  Mcintosh  and  others  having  signed  the  late  treaty f  you  art 
**  an jTi/,  and  wish  to  stain  your  hands  in  thtir  blood.**  Again :  ^*  If  you 
<<  should  murder  him,  or  any  of  his  men,  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  done, 
*'  your  white  brothers  will  revenge  their  death,  if  in  the  burning  of  your 
<'  houses,  or  at  the  expense  of  the  life  of  every  red  man  in  your  town.^ 
Again :  **^  We  have  heard  that  you  have  listened  to  the  counsel  of  bad 
<<  men,  tliat  they  have  wrought  among  you  an  angry  excitement^  and 
« that  Mcintosh  and  his  Chiefs  aro  to  be  the  victims  to  appease  your 
**  exasperated  feelings.** 

In  a  letter  fi-om  Urigadier  General  Ware,  of  the  Georgia  Militia, 
to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  dated  Newnan,  Ist  May,  1825,  he  states, 
on  information  received  from  one  of  Mcintosh's  most  intelligent  fol* 
lowers,  an  Indian  called  <<Col.  Miller,"  that  <<  the  hostile  party  in 
*<  the  nation,  (ihat  is,  the  Cree^  Nation,)  largely  exceeds  4,000  war- 
*<riors;  and  tlic  friendly  party,  (that  is,  Mcintosh's  followers,)  to 
*<only  500."  It  is  since  ascertained,  that  all  the  followers  of  Mcin- 
tosh, Including  men,  womeny  and  cliildrenj  do  not  much  exceed SOO  souls 
(iltpg^ther. 

Tlie  foregoing  facts,  together  witli  the  full  evidence  shewing  thte 
secrecy  of  the  meetings,  (held  chiefly  at  night  in  the  woods,)  between 
tlie  United  States'  Commissioners  and  Mcintosh,  obviously  dictated 
by  the  safety  of  the  latter;  the  alarm  and  flight  of  Mcintosh  from 
Broken  Ari*pw,  when  his  nocturnal  interviews  wci*e  discovered ;  his 
refusing  to  go  into  the  nation  after  the  treaty  was  Inade  for  some 
weeks,  until  he  thought  the  threats  of  the  Grovernor  of  Georgia  bad 
had  the  effect  to  deter  the  nation  from  the  execution  of  the  law ;  all  go 
to  shew  that  an  opinion  prevailed,  generally,  that  the  Creek  Mitiou 
intended  to  execute  Mcintosh ,  and  others f  for  a  violation  of  the  law  of 
the  nation;  and  that  tliat  opinion  was  particularly  entertained  by  the 
Governor  of  Georgia^  the  United  Stoics*  Commissioners  who  made  the 
treaty  with  him,  and .  by  JWr/n/osA  and  Ids  followers.  It  was  not, 
tlierefbre,  surprising  that  the  Indian  Agent  should  have  believed  they 
intended,  at  some  time,  to  do  so,  or  should  have  expressed  such  a 
beUof,  although  it  is  clearly  shewn  by  the  mass  of  teistimony,  herewith 
submitted,  that  tliey  kept  their  intention  and  time  as  secret  as  possible, 
not  only  fi-om  tlie  Agent,  but  from  every  white  man  in  th6  nation. 
Button  excepted,  who  was  only  informed  of  their  time  of  execution  and 
intention,  at  the  moment  tliey  applied  to  bini  to  accom]>any  the  party 
as  an  interpreter,  to  prevent  injury  to,  or  alarm  among,  the  white 
men  who  might  be  in  the  houSe  of  Mcintosh.  The  object  of  that 
secrecy  was,  to  prevent  the  immediate  knowledge  from  reaching 
Mcintosh,  and  thereby  enabling  him  again  to  make  his  escape. 

I,  therefore,  view  the  testimony  of  A.  Miles  as  fixing  no  criminality 
on  tlie  Agent;  and  since  it  has  been  shewn,  lliat  the  direct  threats  of 
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the  6<yvei*fH»r  of  ft  powerful  State;  and  all  his  official  influence,  could 
not  divert  the  nation  from  the  execution  of  its  intentions,  it  is  not  to 
be  presumed  that  the  Agent/  who  was  not  at  that  time  in  favor  with 
the  Bfttiony  or  in  its  confidence,  could  have  prevented  them  if  they 
had  been  positively  known  to  him,  unless  by  giving  information  to 
Mcintosh. 

(No.  5.)  Testhiumy  of  Harris  Mm— -The  testimony  of  this  witness 
is  irrelevant^  as  it  relates  to  Ifenry  Crowell,  and  not  to  JoAn  Cmwell, 
tbe  Indian  Agent.  The  witness  is  mistaken,  however,  wlien  he  un- 
derstands that  Henry  Crowell  is  a  licensed  trader  in  the  Creek  Na- 
tion. Thonuis  Crowell,  another  brother  of  the  Agent,  is  a  licensed 
trader  in  the  Nation ;  but  Henry  Crowell  keeps  a  tavern  stand  for 
tbe  accommodation  of  travellers  on  the  East  side  of  Flint  River,  on  a 
reserve  which  was  s|iecially  reserved  by  tlietreaty  of  the  Sth  of  Janu- 
aiy,  1821.  The  evidence  of  this  witness  does  not  appear  to  have 
bc^  sworn  to. 

.  (No.  6.)  Testimtniy  of  EUiah  M.  .tfmof.-— The  testimony  of  Nim- 
rod  Doyell  and  Jesse  Wall  rebut  the  testimony  of  this  witness.  Doyell 
was  not  tlie  Marshal  in  the  only  annuity  council  of  1824,  and  Wall 
has  been  the  Marshal  for  upwanls  of  two  years,  and  acted  on  thatoc- 
caiHon.  I  therefore  consider  the  testimony  of  Amos  as  entirely  dis- 
credited. 

(No.  7^.)  TtiiXvMm:^  of  Jesse  Cox. — Before  proceeding  to  examine 
tbe  testimony  of  Cox,  1  will  make  a  general  remark,  whicli  applies  not 
only  to  the  nature  of  tiie  testimony  or  examination  of  this  witness,  but, 
more  or  less,  to  that  of  several  others,  taken  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Legislature.  It  is  a  maxim  of  law,  as  laid  down  pai*ticularly  in 
the  la^  of  evidence,  that^  <^when  a  witness  is  admitted  to  testify,  after 
^  having,  tohl  his  story,  in  kis  awn  viatfj  and  in  his  own  language,  he 
«^  is  first  examined  by  the  Counsel  (or)  the  party  introducing  him,  as 
«<  to  tlie  knowledge  of  the  facts  in  question.  He  (the  Counsel,  or  tiie 
**j»ai-ty  introducing  him>  i^  not  permitted  to  ask  Attn  LEADING 
^*  QUESTIONS ;  that  is,  to  form  ilie  questions  in  siuJi  manner  as  will 
<•  instruct  the  witness  in  tlie  answers  to  give.*' 

It  will  be  seen  that,  in  this  case,  leading  questions  are  not  only  put 
to  tbe  witness,  but  every  word  to  tJohich  tJie  witness  tias  S7Vorhf  is  given 
to  Mm^  and,  of  course,  was  all  calculated  to  **  instinict  the  witness  in 
Ae  answei*s  to  give."  Accident,  however,  has  placed  it  in  the  power 
of  the  Agent  to' disprove  Cox's  testimony  by  direct  evidence.  Tbe 
dear  and  positive  affidavit  of  Drury  Spain,  rebuts  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Cox,  and  tlie  direct  testimony  of  Mr.  Sjmin  is  corroborated  by  the 
strong  circumstantial  evidence  of  Enoch  Jolinson*  I  consider  the  testi- 
mony of  Cox,  therefore,  as  entirely  discredited. 

(No.  8.)  Testimony  qf  Henry  Braxeal  —-Tlie  testimopy  of  tliis  wit« 
ness  is  irrelevant  to  we  case  of  tbe  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  as  it  re- 
lates solely  to  Captain  T.  Triplett  But,  as  Cantain  Trtplett  la  now 
the  Sub-Agentof  the  Creek  Natkm,  it  may  be  well  to  give  it  a  passing 
notice.  Witness  swears,  isi,  <<that  he  was  at  the  house  of  ITenry 
*^  Cro^'fl\,mlast  Decency  iotiie  Creek  Nation^  lltomas  Triplet^ 
42 
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<<  the  Sub'^gentf  was  there,  and  said,  if  they,  the  Indiana^  should  coae 
«<  to  him  for  advice  \vhile  Troup  was  Governor,  he  should  advise  them 
**  not  to  sell  their  lands.  This  was  before  the  attempt  to  hold  the  treatjf 
*^  at  Broken  Arronv.*^  ,TI|is  witness  discredits  hi^  own  testimony, 
-vvliich,  if  it  were  true,  would,amount  to  nothing.  In  the  first  place,  it 
will  be  seen,  by  a  reference  to  the  letters  and  journal  of  the  United 
States'  Commissioners,  who  held  tlie  treaty,  and  pafticularly  to  the 
letter  of  Col.  Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  the  8th  Janua- 
ry, 1825,  at  the  City  of  Washington,  that  they  melon  the  29th  of  JVb- 
vemhevj  opene<l  tlieir  negotiations  at  Bi*oken  Arrow  on  the  1st  ofOe- 
cember,  and  continued  in  session  until  the  18th  of  that  monih;  of 
coui*se  tlie  witness  could  not  have  seen  Captain  Triplett  at  the  house 
of  Henry  Crowell,  in  December  last,  **  before  the  attempt  to  hold  a 
treaty  at  Broke^i  Arrow,**  which  actually  took  place  on  the  29th  of 
J^Tovember  !  In  the  next  place,  he  speaks  of  Captain  Triplett  as  the 
Sub-Agent  ^*in  December^  18^4,"  when  it  is  known  that  Captain 
Triplett  succeeded  Captain  Walker,  as  Sub-Agent,  who  was  dis« 
placed  the  1 1th  of  January ^  1825,  by  letter  of  that  date  from  the  Se- 
cretary of  Wai',  and  to  take  effect  from  the  receipt,  by  Walker,  of  that ' 
letter.  Admitting,  however,  that  such  expressions  were  made  use  of 
by  Captain  Triplett,  in  December,  1824,  it  would  be  of  no  conse- 
quence, inasmuch  as  he  was  not  then  in  the  employ  of  tlieGovemment^ 
and,  being  a  private  citizen,  lie  had  a  right  to  entertain  or  express* 
whatever  sentiments  his  judgment  or  feelings  dictated,  without  being, 
at  that  time,  amenable  to  the  Government.  I  am  inclined,  liowever^ 
from  the  contradictions  of  \h^  witness,  and  the  character  of  Captain 
Triplett,  who  denies  the  conversation,  to  disci*edit  his  testimony  alto- 
gether. 

(No.  9.)  Testimony  of  John  C.  Kennedy. — ^The  evidence  of  this  wit- 
ness appears  to  have  no  direct  bearing  on  the  charges  against  the 
Agent.  Witness  relates  a  conversation  which,  he  says,  took  place 
between  <«  a  gentleman'' and  another  •^peraon,  being  a  man  of  rather 
**  dark  complcociofh  vhom  they  frequently  called  CoL  CrowelL**  If 
the  ccmversation  he  relates  did  Uike  place,  it  would  appear  to  have 
been  of  a  negative  character,  implying  rather  weakness  dian  criminal- 
ity  in  the  Agent  There  are,  however,  several  reasons,  each  in  them- 
selves sufticient  to  sliew  that  such  a  conversation  never  was  held  by  the 
Agent,  Col.  Crowell.  lnthefirstplace,tlie  witness  speaks  of  the  person 
whose  conversation  he  overh^o^l,  with  another,  and  who  ^^theyfre* 
<iutntly  called  Col.  CroncelU*^  as  of  a  person  not  known  to  him.  Again, 
he  8])eaks  of  Col.  Crowell  as  <«aman  of  rather  dark  comptexion;^ 
when  it  is  notorious  to  all  those  who  have  seen  the  Agent,  that  he  is 
not  only  of  a  fair,  but  unusually  fair  complexion*  Again,  he  speaks 
of  the  Agent's  having  stated  to  the  gentleman  he  conversed  witii,  that 
^*  lie  should  have  a  good  deal  of  money  in  the  end,  let  things  go  as  it 
**  would.*'  The  complexion  of  the  Agent  is  not  more  notorious  than 
the  belief  entertaine<1  generally  by  those  who  know  him,  that  he  is  poorj 
and  at  least  as  much  so  as  when  he  was  Appointed  Indian  Agent  by 
the  Government.    Mr.  Kennedy  also  states,  that  the  gentleoian  with 
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whom  the  penum  *^  tliey  called  Col.  Crowell,''  conversed  witb^  told 
him  that  ^  be  believed  he  (Cttmell)  deserved  banging  ;  upon  which 
they  appeared  to«,he  both  very  road,  and  walked  off."  Now,  if  agen- 
tkman,  possessing  such  an  opinion  ^r  the  Agent,  had  bad,  at  Uiat  time 
and  place,  such  a  conversation,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  the  affidavit 
of  tmtgenUemdn  would  not  only  have  been  obtained,  but  offered  to  the 
Committee,  who  were  well  known  to  be  at  the  time  in  session.  The 
witness  states  the  conversation,  overheard  by  him,  to  have  taken 
jdace  <'  either  at  JUcComVs  or  Husoii's.**  McComb's  and  Huson^s 
are  both  taverns,  and  both  within  about  200  yards  of  the  State  House 
at  Milledgeviile,  in  which  the  Committee  held  all  their  sittings.  If 
such  a  gentleman  had  a  conversation,  even  of  a  negative  characterf 
as  the  one  alluded  to  is  represented  to  have  been,  he  would  have  been 
sangfat  eut  and  found  in  five  minutes  time,  and  his  affidavit  taken. 
There  are  other  reasons  for  discrediting  the  testimony  of  Kennedy, 
viz.  1st,  he  has  given  to  Col.  Crowell  k  written  statement,  acknow- 
ledging, in  substance,  his  mistake  :  It  is  herewith  submitted,  sd.  I 
have  been  informed,  by  a  gentleman  whose  name  I  am  authorized 
to  make  use  of,  that  tliis  witness  stated  to  two  members  of  the 
Legislature,  after  having  given  his  evidence  against  the  Agent,  that 
be  had  seen  Col.  Crowell  after  giving  his  evidence,  and  <«  that  he  was 
<*  not  iwie  of  the  persons  between  whom  the  conversation  took  place, 
"  which  he  relates  In  bis  evidence  ;**  and,  farther,  that  Kennedy  was 
^<a  common  vagabond  in  the  place  wlierc  he  usually  resided,  so  much 
^*  so,  that  tire  children  were  in  the  habit  of  blacking  his  face  in  the 
*<  streets,  and  playing  divers  other  tricks  with  hiin.*^  The  gentleman 
who  makes  this  statement  (Major  O.  H.  Kenan)  is  of  the  highest  cha- 
racter — a  highly  respectable  membei*  of  the  Bar,  a  member  of  the  Le- 
gislature of  Georgia,  and  one  of  the  Committee  of  Investigation  be- 
lore  whom  tlte  testimony  was  taken.  In  addition,  I  remark,  the  evi- 
dence of  Kennedy  doed  not  appear  to  have  been  sworn  to.  This  tes- 
timony is,  therefore,  unworthy  of  credit. 

(No.  10.)  Evidence  of  Tlieraii  Spencer. — ^This  evidence  is  irrele* 
van t,  and  therefore  unworthy  of  consideration.  It  has  no  applica- 
tion to  either  of  the  charges  against  tlie  Agent.  I  cannot  see  with 
what  view  it  has  been  presented. 

(No.  11.)  Evidence  of  James  Blair. — ^The  evidence  of  this  witness 
is  irrelevant,  relating  to  Henry  and  not  John  Ci^well,  and  not  there- 
fore, requiring  fur^er  notice.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
sworn  to. 

(No.  12.)  Evidence  of  IF.  JF.  IFifliamson.— Ir  the  evidence  of  tbia 
witness,  before  the  commiiteej  in  answer  to  the  first,  second,  and  tiiird 
interrogatories  pot  to  him.  he  insinuates  (for  he  docs  not  assert  it) 
that  the  Ag^t  endeavored  to  deceive  him  as  to  the  time  and  object  of 
a  meeting  in  January,  1825,  of  the  Indians  at  Tuckabatrhee.  Wit- 
ness opposes  to  tlie  alleged  statements  of  the  Agent,  an  alleged  con- 
versation afterwards  held  with  the  Interpreter.  Witness  insinuates 
that  the  real  object  of  that  meeting  at  Tuckabatchce  was  •«  to  break 
Mcintosh/'  and  not  in  consequence  of  any  demand  or  request  of  the 
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Governor  of  Alabama.  Now  Mcintosh  (who  was  broke  as  Speaker 
of  the  Nation,  at  Broken  Arrow,)  was  not  broke  as  a  Chief j  at  the 
meeting  at  Tiickabatchee ;  and  the  letters  of  the  G«\'emor  of  Alaba- 
ma himself  will  shew,  that  stich  a  demand  or  request,  as  Is  referred  ^i 
by  witness,  was  made  on  the  Agent  and  Indians ;  and  it  is  well  known 
that  the  meeting  referred  to,  was  called  in  consequence  of  the  eommunu 
cations  of  the  Oovemor  of  Alabama.  The  insinuations  or  assertions 
of  witnesF,  on  this  imint,  are  therefore  unfounded. 

The  replies  of  this  witness  to  the  interrogatories  of  the  committee, 
from  No.  4  to  10,  inclusive,  are  irrelevant,  as  they  relate  not  to  the 
Agent,  but  to  Colonel  Hambly,  the  interpreter.  But  it  may  be  well 
to  givetlioso  answers  a  passing  notice.  It  appears  from  the  acknow- 
ledgments drawn  from  Lewis  Calfrey,  in  his  affidavit,  which  were 
given  by  that  witness  with  great  reluctance  and  evasion,  and  from 
the  second  affidavit  of  Drury  Spain,  which  corroborates  that  of  Cal- 
frey, that  the  witness  (Col.  W.  W.  Williamson)  had  put  the  integrity 
of  Col.  Hambly  to  a  severe  test,  by  an  offer  of  a  bribe,  m*  douceur,  of 
etghi  ihmisand  dollars.  I  view  his  evidence  given  before  the  commit'^ 
tee  (as  well  as  the  report  made  by  witness  to  the  United  States'  Com- 
missioners at  Indian  Springs,  in  Februaiy  last,  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
departure  of  certain  Indians  from  the  treaty  ground,)  as  intended  to 
destroy  the  character  of  HamUyy  to  prevent  tlie  Agent  from  availing 
himself  of  UamhUfs  testimony^  whidi  is  important^  in  the  present  in-- 
vestigutiont  and  toprercent  Hambly^  if  possible^  from  destroying  thecha^ 
racter  of  witness  (Williamson)  by  an  exposure  of  witness*  conduct. 
From  these  reasons,  as  well  as  the  vague  and  undefined  ans>\^rs  of 
witness,  and  for  reasons  hereinafter  stated,  the  answers  to  incerrogn* 
ties  fi-om  4  to  10,  inclu.sive,  are  unwortliy  of  credit  The  answers  of 
witness  to  questions  11  and  12,  are  rebutteil,  substantially,  by  his 
own  written  report  to  the  United  States'  Commissioners  at  Indian 
Springs,  as  published  with  their  journal  of  the  14th  of  February  last. 
In  that  rc{)ort,  he  does  not  say,  that  the  statement  of  one  chief  im-> 
]dicatcd  the  Agent  as  being  privy  to  the  departure  of  certain  Indians ; 
nor  does  he  state,  in  t!iat  report,  any  such  opinicm  as  is  given  in  the 
evidence  taken  before  the  committee,  that  the  Agent  was  unfriendly  to 
the  Treaty.  The  answer  to  tlie  13th  interrogatory  is  irrelevant,  as 
it  docs  not  relate  to  the  Indian  Agent.  I  do  not,  however,  believe 
the  witness  in, it.  The  answt?r  of  witness  to  the  14th  Interi-ogatory, 
is  shewn  to  be  unfounded  by  tlie  treaties  of  2£d  January,  18i8,  8th 
of  January,  1821,  and  the  late  treaty  of  12th  February,  1825,  and  by 
the  fact  that  no  such  power  was  ever  claimed  by  Mcintosh,  or  ac- 
knowledged to  be  ve^stcd  in  liim.  The  treaty  of  1818  is  signed  by  aH 
the  pi*incipal  chiefs  of  die  nation  !  That  of  1821  is  signed,  it  is  true, 
by  Uie  Mcintosh  party  chiefly ^  but  it  is  also  signed  by  the  JUitle 
Frincc^  {Tnstunnvggee  HopoiCf)  the  head  of  the  nation^  aiid  others  op^ 
posed  to  the  late  treaty >  The  chiefs  of  the  nation  assert,  that  the  treaty 
of  1821  was  not  made  by  the  nation,  or  by  its  full  authority.  The 
head  roan  of  the  nation,  (who  is  still  the  head  of  the  nation,)  as  well 
as  Mcintosh  and  others,  were  censured  by  the  next  National  Connpi) 
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for  having  made  that  treaty.  They  were  arraigned  before  tlie  coun- 
cily  and  contended  that,  by  making  that  treaty,  a  large  debt  due  from 
the  nation  to  Georgia,  which  could  not  otherwise  be  paid,  was  ex- 
punged. Thi»  plea,  which  was  a  fact,  (as  will  be  seen  by  refei^nce 
totfte  treaty  itself;)  together  with  the  high  confidence  which  the  na- 
tion entertained  of  the  integrity  of  the  Little  Prince,  who  had  signed 
the  treaty,  induced  the  council  to  overlook  the  offence  and  to  acqui- 
esce in  the  treaty.  This  evidence  is  particularly  disproved  by  the 
United  States*  Commissioners  who  lield  the  treaty  in  December  last, 
at  Broken  Arrovr,  and  who  made  the  late  treaty  at  Indian  Springs : 
for,  ahhough  it  is  intimated  an  idea  existed  that  the  Indians  of  one 
town  (^Cowe^a)  had  or  claimed  such  a  right,  on  the  ground  of  being  the 
ortginal  or  cddest  town  in  tlie  nation,  it  was  never  pretended  that 
Mcintosh  had  such  fo^er  in  virtue  of  a  ponu^er  of  attorney  given  in 
1817.  Besides,  in  making  the  late  treaty  with  Mcintosh  and  his  fol- 
lowers, the  idea  is  held  out  that  it  was  made  by  the  nation.  For  these 
reasons,  and  otiiers  stated  and  follovring,  1  consider  the  answers  of 
witness  to  the  I4th  ^ni  15th  interi-ogatories  as  unworthy  of  credit 

llie  evidence  of  witness  (Williamson)  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  awom  to  :  if  it  had  been,  I  should  be  disiiosed  to  discredit  it  al- 
together.    I  consider  the  evidence  of  witness,  who  was  in  tlie  employ 
of  t\w&  United  States'  Commissioners  at  Broken  Arrow  and  the  Indian 
Springs,  and  who,  by  his  acknowledgment  to  Micajah  C.  Williamson, 
received  a  large  amount  of  money  fitim  them  for  his  services,  in  any 
shape  as  onin'orthy of  ci-edit     He  isshewn,  by  the  affidavits  of  Coh 
'Wm.  Hambly,  Wm.  Lott,  Lewis  Calfrey,  and  Drury  Spain,  to  have 
oliered  bribes  to  tiiem  to  betray  whatever  of  confidence  or  influence 
might  be  possessed  by  the  two  former  with  tlie  Indians.    He  is  shewn, 
by  the  affidavits  of  J.  Winslett,  L.  B.  Nicholls,  and  J.  U.  Campbell, 
already  forwarded  to  the  Government,  to  be  a  man  of  intemperate  and 
unjust  feelings;  and  he  is  shewn,  it  is  thought,  by  the  sti*ong  ciraun- 
ttantial  testiffiony  of  Micajah  C-  Williamson,  and  by  geheral  report 
in  Georgia,  to  have  been  engaged  as  a  negro  speculator  on  part  of  tlie 
monefi  qf  the  Offvemment  placed  in  the  hands  of  tlie  United  States^ 
^4mmiMri€(ners*  , 

(No8.  13,  14,  and  15.)  These  papers,  which  it  is  believed  are  ge- 
miiiie,  shew  nothing  to  me  but  a  zealous  discharge  of  duty  on  tlie  part 
of  the  Agent,  under  an  ex(^itement  of  feeling  caused  by  the  opi)osition 
of  Mcintosh.  One  Stinson,  it  appears,  persisted  in  a  violatifin  of  tiic 
laws  of  Congress,  and  was  pertinaciously  sustained  in  that  conduct  by 
MclntDsii,  wlm  was  of  a  bold  and  daring  character.  It  therefore 
hecaae  the  duty  of  the.  Agent  to  meet  the  conduct  of  botli  fearlessly. 
In  doing  so,  it  is  apparent  he  used  warm,  and,  |>erhaps,  impro|)er  ian- 
gnage,  in  writing  to  the  head  of  tlie  nation  ;  but  it  should  be  rrcol- 
fccted  that,  in  such  a  case,  such  language,  whether  it  was  intended  to  be 
nsed  hterally  orfignratively,  became, in  a  manner,  necessary,  in  writing 
on  the  sobject  to  or  for  an  Indian.  The  letter  of  Judge  Cuyler  to  the 
Agent,  shews  the  criibinalitv  of  Stinson ;  and  the  letter  of  General 
McIntoBb  to  tlie  Gkivemor  of  Georgia,  dated  at  Acretown,  on  the  12th 
Aprils  18S5,  shews  with  what  little  ceremony  this  daring  and  unfortu- 
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nate  man  acted  in  setting  aside  and  violating  all  the  laws  of  Congress 
relating  to  the  Indians^  whenever  they  came  in  contact  with  his  own 
interests* 

Having  now  gone  through  the  examination  of  all  the  testimony  ta- 
ken before  the  committee  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  and  finding 
nothing  in  that  evidence,  or  any  part  of  it,  which  attaches  guilt  to  the 
Indian  Agent,  under  the  charges  made  against  him,  or  indeed  crimi- 
nality of  any  character,  I  next  proceed  to  make  a  brief  remarlc  on  the 
report  (No.  16)  of  that  committee,  as  adopted  by  the  Le^slature  of 
€reorffia«  The  report  is  founded  alone  on  the  evidence  which  has  been 
examined.  The  resolve  of  the  report  concludes  witli  a  request  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  «♦  to  remove  the  Jgentfrom  office!^ 
and  yet,  in  concluding  tlieir  examination  of,  and  reasoning  on,  the 
testimony  on  which  that  request  is  alone  grounded,  it  is  admitted  thgt 
the  evidence,  beiwg  ex  parte,  suovld  be  received  with  mucq 
ALLOWANCE ! !  Comment  on  this  re{iort,  on  my  part,  nught  be  deem* 
cd  invidious,  and  is  not  necessai(}'. 

Since  being  possessed  of  the  testimony,  taken  before  the  committed 
the  copy  of  an  affidavit  by  William  Bamardf  (No.  17,)  has  been  banded 
to  me  by  the  G^rgia  Commissionei*s.  It  is  not  certified,  but  is  in  the 
hand  writing  of  the  Secretary  of  the  BoM*d  of  Commissioners,  and 
is,  therefore,  considered  as  a  true,  copy.  The  written  statement  of 
Michee  Barnard  and  Timpoochie  Barnard^  highly  respectable  half-breed 
Indian  Chiefs,  who  are,  it  is  believed,  cousins  to  the  witness,  William 
Barnard,  rebut  his  stateuM^nt. 

I  next  proceed  to  the  charges  made  against  the  Agent,  by  the  four 
letters  signed  by  Chilly  Mcintosh  and  other  Indians,  dated  at  the 
City  of  Washington,  on  the  17th  May,  1825«  addressed  to  yourself, 
and  which  I  am  directed,  specially,  in  my  instructions,  to  examine. 
Those  charges  are  embracinl  and  mimbered  in  the  following,  letters, 
viz : 

1st  <<  Col.  Crowell  has  always  been  opposed  to  General  Mclntosb, 
since  1823,  when  he  tried  to  have  him  broke  as  Chief  of  the  Creek 
Nation,  and  threatened  to  destroy  his  property.  He  was  o^endcd  at 
General  Mcintosh,  for  refusing  to  give  up  a  man  named  Stin^n,  with* 
out  an  order  from  tlie  Head  Chiefs  of  the  Nation.  Stinson  was  after- 
wards delivered  into  the  Agent's  custody,  and  was  tried  for  selling 
goods  in  the  nation  without  a  license,  of  which  be  was  acquitted  by  the 
Federal  Court  in  Georgia.^* 

£d.  ^<  Colonel  Crowell  was  further  incensed  against  General  Mc- 
intosh, for  interfering  when  Crowell  di*ew  a  knife,  and  threatened  to 
cut  the  throat  of  a  man  named  ,  Srells,  who  had  been  adopted  by  the 
Creek  nation.*' 

Sd.  <«  Colonel  Crowell  was  op]K)sed  to  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  ' 
Springs ;  and  trie^  to  prevent  tlie  Creeks  from  selling  their  lands  to 
tlie  United  States.  He  sent  William  Hambly,  United  States'  Inter- 
preter, to  the  Council,  to  say  that  he  wanted  to  see  the  Chiefs,  but 
was  jealous  of  the  Commissioners.  He  told  them  that  they  should 
not  give  any  lon^  answer  to  the  Commissioners^  but  Only  say  '  they 
had  no  lands  to  sell/    That  the  Conittissioneni  would  threaten,  but 
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{heir  threats  would  all  end  in  words^  as  soon  as  they  heard  from  the 
Government.  Even  a%r  the  treaty  was  freefy  agreed  to,  he  did  not 
cease  his  opposition.  Be  sent  a  message  by  William  Hambly,  the  In- 
terpreter, to  tell  some  of  the  Indians  that  they  should  go  away  across 
the  line  that  night,  or  they  M'ould  be  taken  and  shut  up  until  they  sign- 
ed the  treaty.  This  party  went  off  in  the  night,  as  they  were  told. 
The  next  morning,  three  men  were  sent  after  them,  to  know  why  they 
bad  gone  away  ;  they  told  these  men  the  message  tliey  had  received 
from.  Col.  Crowcll,  which  was  the  reason  of  their  going.  One  of 
these  messengei"s,  Ben  Daulawza,  is, now  in  Washington/' 

4th.  «*  After  Col.  Crowcll  returned  from  Washington.^ a  council  of 
the  nation  was  called  ;  when  the  broken  hour  was  out^  Chilly  Mcln- 
tosh^  amd  several  ofthe  friends  of  General  Mcintosh,  attended.  They 
called  on  Col.  Crowell  for  rations,  which  were  refused  to  the  friends 
of  General  Mcintosh,  but  were  furnislied,  by  Colonel  Crowell,  to 
all  others.  Within  eight  days  after  this  Councilt  a  hostile  party  at- 
tacked the  house  of  General  Mcintosh,  and  killed  him  and  Etome 
Tustennugge.'^ 

5tb*  ^  Col.  Hawkins  and  Gen.  Mitchell  were  equal  and  kind  to  all 
the  Cre^  nation,  and  favofed  its  civilization.  Since  Col.  Crowell  has 
been  Agent,  he  has  been  good  only  for  his  friends  and  favorites,  and  to 
effect  his  o^n  purposes." 

•*Now,  Sir,  we  beg  our  Father,  the  President,  to  send  an  Agent 
viVio  will  be  a  friend  to  all  the  nation  equally ;  and  one,  in  whose 
hauds  we  can  feel  safe  to  go  West  of  the  Mississippi." 

6th.  <^If  Col.  Crowell  is  continued  as  Agent,  we  fear  that  the 
friends  of  Gen.  Mcintosh  will  bo  sacrificed." 

7th.  "  Washington,  May  17th,  18S5— Father  :  We  beg  to  know 
from  you,  whether  Col.  Crowell  received  the  money  for  the  annuity  for 
lb 25,  stipulated  to  be  paid  to  the  Creek  nation^  by  the  treaty  of  the 
Mineral  Springs,  in  1821.  .  Col.  Crowell,  at  Broken  Arrow,  informed 
the  Council  that  he  bad  made  an  arrangement  with  the  Grovernment 
of  the  United  States,  that  every  individual  of  the  nation  should  re- 
ceive an  equal  share  of  the  money  which  was  to  be  paid  under  the  late 
treaty.  If  he  did  make  this  aiTangement,  the  party  of  us  going  to 
the  Western  country  will  not  get  enough  to  pay  our  expenses.  If 
Colonel  Crowell  did  make  this  arrangement  with  you,  not  one  would 
go  to  the  Western  country ;  because  they  have  no  money  to  bear  their 
expenses,  and  none  to  pay  for  their  improvements. 

^  We  beg  also  to  know  if  the  United  States  will  not  pay  our  expenses 
here,  on  the  business  which  has  brought  us  to  Washington.  It  is 
business  in  which  the  United  States  is  concerned  equally  with  the 
Creek  nation. 

"  We  beg  to  be  informed  to-day,  what  will  be  done  by  our  Father^ 
the  President,  because  we  are  to  leave  Washington  to-morrow. 
CHILLY  M^NTOSlt, 
INTULI^SKEY  M^NTOSH,  his  xmark. 
BEN  DAULAWZA,  his  xmark. 
JIM  DAULAWZA,  his  x  mark. 
To  the  Hon.  James  Barbouii,  Secretary  of  fVar.^ 
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In  relation  to  the  first  clmrge,  it  does  appear  that  there  has  been  a 
mutual  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  Agent  apd  General  Mcintosh  ; 
and  it  appears,  nlso,  Trom  various  testimony^  that  it  arose  from  the 
integrity  and  firmness  of  the  Agent,  chiefly  in  i-efusing  to  permit  Mc- 
Intosliy  vf\\o  was  of  an  avaricious,  unjust,  and  oppi-essivc  disposition 
towai*ds  his  own  people,  to  defraud  them  of  the  money  coming  from 
the  Government,  througli  the  hands  of  tlie  Agent ;  a  practice  whicht 
it  appears,  had  been  tolerated  by  the  predecessor  of  the  Agent,  D. 
B.  Mitchell. 

The  particular  cause  of  difference  alluded  to,  about  Stinson,  it  ap- 
peal's also  existed,  it  is  understood,  that  Stinson  was  acquitted  by 
the  Court,  but  it  will  appear,  from  various  testimony,  that  the  Agent 
was  right  in  prosecuting  him,  and  that  he  ought  to  have  been  convict* 
ed  ;  particularly  fromtlie  letter  now  gixxn  by  the  United  States  Judge 
of  the  Court,  Judge  Cuyler,  to  the  Agent  The  evidence  of  Gen. 
Mitchell  and  Gen.  Mclntosii  perhajis  contributed  largely  to  draw 
from  the  jury  an  acquittal,  which  the  Judge  intimates  was  contrary  to 
law,  and  the  charge  by  the  Court  to  the  Jury.  The  Agent,  in  Stin- 
son's  case,  and  the  Government;  had  full  cause  of  complaint  against 
General  Mcintosh. 

The  Agent  admits  having  had  a  quari*e1  with  Cells,  or  Stalls,  bnt 
denies  the  interference  of  General  McIntosli,  who  was  pi^^^ent, 
and  the  consequent  inference.  Srells,  as  stated  by  the  Agent, 
refused  to  discontinue  an  afiVay  he  was  engaged  in,  in  the  yard  of  tlic 
Agency,  and  the  Agent  admits  having  threatened  him  personally 
fi*om  the  impulse  of  tlie  moment  Srells  has  given  an  affidavit,  which 
is  herewith  submitted,  higlily  in  favor  of  the  Agent  as  a  public  officer, 
but  declined  making  oath  to  their  personal  difference. 

The  whole  of  the  sd  charge  is  fully  disproven  by  the  mass  of  tes- 
timony now  submitted. 

The  4tli  charge  is  explained  and  rebutted  by  the  affidavit  of  E::ocli 
Johnson.  The  insinuation  towards  the  close  of  this  charge  is  dispro- 
ven by  the  testimony  generally. 

The  5th  charge  is  fully  and  clearly  dis^iroven  by  a  mass  of  the 
most  satisfactory  testimony. 

Tlie  6th  charge  or  request*  is  unworthy  of  attention,  as  well  as  the 
fears  expressed  in  the  conclusion  of  it  As  it  regards  the  information 
asked  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  last  of  these  four  letters,  I  state, 
that  it  appears  the  Agent  had  settled  tiie  annuity  for  1825,  in  April 
last,  at  the  National  Council  Bouse  at  Broken  Arrow,  within  a  mile 
or  two  of  Chilly  McIntoshN  dwelling,  who  must  have  been  present; 
and  that  General  Mcintosh,  his  father,  and  the  Big  Warrior,  had 
beenilele^ated  by  the  National  Council,  in  1884,  to  purchase  goods 
with  the  greater  part  of  the  annuity  for  1825,  which  were  purchased. 
These  facts  must  have  been  known  to  Chilly  Mcintosh,  one  of  tl>e 
writers.  As  it  regards  the  imjdied  charge  against  the  Agen^  con- 
tained in  the  second  inquiry  of  tliis  foui*th  letter,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  i^dfh^d..^  Department  tliat  the  arrangement  referred  to,  is  one 
iivhich  has  beSi^made  by  the  Government,  and  is  the  only  one  which,. 
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an  my  opinion,  coii}fI  be  made  consistently  vith  priqciplea  of  justice. 

.  I  now  proc(^  to  tfie  examination  of  a}r^ch  document^  or  papei*s  as 

are  coiltainedjn  a  panTphiet  furnished  oije  by  his  Excellency  the  Go- 

-  vemfor  of  Crcorgia,  as  appear  to  require  examination  or  noUce  in  this 

jnves^gationl     They  are  comprised  in  tlie  2d  part  of  the  pamplilet^ 

'  .anci  are  endorsed :  <^  Documents  oli  the  subject  of  the  murder  of  Gen. 
Mcintosh  and  other  friendly  Qhiefs  of  the  Creek  natipn ;  of  the  causes 
vfhich  produced  it,  &c.  &c. ;  accompanying  the  Governor's  measi^e 
^  the  opening  of  the  extra  session.''  -  , 

The  first  of  these  documents  appearing  to  require  nQtice,  marked  No. 
18,  i^  a  paper  dated  20th  February,  J  825,  signed  by  Etqnhne  Tustun- 
jmggee  Hoethe,  Marta  Tustunnuggee,  Tustunnuggee  Oche^  and  Siah 
Gray,  and  Chilly  Mcintosh  as  Clerk  of  the  National  Council,  calling 
on*  the  Governor  of  Georgia  for  protection,  and  which  makes  certain 
'statements  relative  to  the  danger^of  Mcintosh,  and  against  the  vali-^ 
ility  of  thelaws  of  the  Viationunder^  which  Mcintosh  was  afterwards 
executed.  *  A  few  brief  remarks  will  show,  clearly  the  incorrectness  of 
llie  sfat^ments.  The.first  signer,  Etomme  I'ustununggee,  who  Was 
afterwards  killed  with  Mcintosh  under  tlie  laws  In  question,  it  will 
1bfe  found,  not  only  sissented  to  one  of  the  renewals  of  those  laMrs  in 
1824,  httwiU  befmmdas  having  dffixedAissigmture  to  iU  The  fourth, 
Siah  (or  Josjah)  Gray,  who  signed  the  late  Treaty,  repented  doing 
so*  acknowledged  his  violation  otthe  law9,  ^turned  to  tlie  nation  long 
before  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  and't^as'  forgiven  by  the  nt^tion.  The 
^fifthi  signer.  Chilly  Mcintosh,  the;son  of  the  Gen^r&l,  although  digu- 
ing himself  as  the  Clerk  oT  the  National  Council  ip  Februai*y,  1 825, 
was  notoriously  broke  as  Clerk,  for  incompetency^  at  Broken  Arrow, 

' '  in  Dec^ihber,  1 824.  ,  He  never  was  a  (iliief  or  iieadman  in  the  nation 
■of  any  degk^^nd  js  shown,  by  the  testimony,,  fo  havd  spokeii  of  those

No  19.  The  extract  from  thb  Executive  Journal  of  Georgia,  dated 
19th  FeJl>rnai;y,  1825.^— There  is  the  fullest  evidence  herewith,  to  show 
th^  ^statcffle)it6  of  General  Mcintosh  t(f  the  Governor  (which  go  to 
show  that  the  opponents  of  the  late  tt'ieat^  were  the  ^hostile  Indians  in 
the  late  war,)  4irc  infcbrreci     It  is  the'  nation  whoroppo^  the  treaty, 

•  wfiich  was  made'by  but  one  national,  and  a  fevy,  inconsiderable  chiefs, 
audi  small  number  of  Indians  having  iioright  to  participate  in  such 
*  transaction^  unless  in  die  presence,  and  under  the  direction,  of  the 
head  JVbrtoAo/  CkiefSy  and  in  open  council  ofthe  natiorf.  Tliere  was 
hot,  I  have  ascertain^,  a  single  National  Chief.in  power  in  the  nation, 
wbo  had  been  ahostile,  or^red'stlck,''.durlng  the'  late  wars.  Gun  Boy, 
/0^  Jim' Boy^  excepted,  who  acknow1edge«r  he  was  a  hostile  in  the  war 
with  Great  Britain,  but  wIm)  is  shewn  by  tlie  original  certificate  here- 
with, sighed  by  Captain  R.  Irwin,  of  the  Georgia  Militii,  command- 
ing JPortXJaine^  in  1818,  tohavobeen'a  friendly  chief  in  thesueteed- 
ing  wars  with  the  Iildiarts. 

Jfo.  io.  The  report  of  the  Aid-de-Camp  of  the  Governor  of  Geor- 
gia^ to  tke  Governor,  dated  lOth  March,.ia25.— Isee,  no  reason  to 
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tliink  that  the  Aid  de-Camp  of  the  Governor,  mj^de  an^   intetitional 
niisstatements  to  the  Governor,  in  hi^.  report  of  his  interviews  with  thf 
(jussetati   and  Tuckaubatchee  Indians :'  On  *th^  contrary,  I  beJtcve 
tliose  Indians  did,  intentionally f  evade  the  ifiquiry.ot  Colonirt  Lamar, 
and  even  deceivehira  in  some  of  their  axpression$.    They  cohsidiered     ' 
the  Governor  as  having  no  right  to  send  iato  the  Nation  messages  or- ' 
threats  of  any  kind,  believing  the  Nation  under  tlie  protection  and  con- 
trol of  the  General  Government,  (or,  as  they  cxpi'ess  it,  »<  their  Great 
Father^  tlie  President,")  and  \vei*e  unwilling  to  communicate  their  in- 
tentions  to  the  Governor  or  his  Aid,  for  fear  tliat  their  intentions  of 
executing  Mcintosh,  might,  by  his  second  flight,  be  frustrded.   They 
were  therefore  unwilling  to  give,  him  a  candid  exposition  of  their  In- 
tentioiLS  toWa^*ds  Mcintosh.     The  talk  certified  "by  the  Rev./. Mr, 
Compere,  and  two  interpreters^  has  beeii  handed  to  me^  however,  ^s 
containing  what  the  Tiickaubatchee  Indians  assert  they  stated  to  th^ 
aid  of  the  Governor.-  ■-.'.'  ;     .' 

No.  21f  Letter  6f'Benjamin  Hawlqns  a'  half-breed,  bnctot  the  fol- 
lowers of  Mcintosh,  (and  the  brotlier  of  one  of  those^ixecuted; )  to  the 
Governor  of  Georgia.    In  thi^  letter,  which  is  dated  on  tlie  lOth'  of 
April,  1825,  the  writer  states,' rq^eafeiff^/that  he  Ifeld  a  conversation, 
since  the  late  treaty,  at  the  Agency j  with  the  Agent,  who,  he  states^ 
said  that  he;  the  witness,  and  his  brother,  Safttiuet  Hawkins,  (since  ex- 
ecuted,) **  ought  to  collect  the  Imlians,  when  General  MCIntosh  was^    ^ 
gone  to  Washington,  and  burn/down  his  "house  and  destroy  his  proper- 
ty, becai)se  of  his  cjisposition-to  sejl  the  land.*'    This  lettcV,  and  the, 
writer  himself,,  contradidt  the  statements  irtade  in.  the  letter.  The  wri- 
ter, (wiio  Was  employed  by  General  Gaines,  at  the  late  Councirin 
the  Nation,  as  an  interpreter,  at  the  request  of  the  Wiclntosh  pai-ty,) 
was  askeil  the  question,  diitinctly^  by  the  A^nt,'  in'the  presence  of 
General  Gaines,  and  several  other  jiersons,  besides  ihc  Special  Agent,  ' 
•<  Whether  he. had^eVen  been*at  the  Agency  fietweeh^tfie  dateof  tli& 
late  treaty,  1,2th  February,.1825,  ;,Jtnd  the  date  of  Ris'  letter,  loth  A- 
pril,  1825?"  to  which  he  replied,  rejicatedly,  **Ae  h'ndnoV^  This  an- 
swer is  of  itself  sufficient  to  shew  the  inaccuracy  of  his  statements^ 
but  thei*e  are  othei'  reasons  which,  in  my  opinion,  prove  .that  Such  a 
conversatioii  tou)d^  not'  have' taken  place,  \ii  :    The. writer  and  hiy 
brother,   (who  w;as  eieciited  with  Mclhtosli,  and  loif'the  salinc' cause,) 
wei-c  known  to  be  among  the  follow'ers  and  atlherents  of  Mcintosh, 
and  to  have  aided  largctyin  inducing  tlie  Thdians  to  sign  tlTe  late- 
treaty  !  If,  then,  the  Ageht  had  recommended  such  a  course  tpwards 
Mcliitosh,  it  is  not  in*obable'  tliat  he  wbuUl  have  dmie  so"  to  eitlrer  of 
his  adherents. .  ;     / 

ITieseparticidai' facts  anil  reasons,  together  with  the  cltaracter.of' 
Hawkins,  which  is  a  vicious'one,  Slnd  the  general  evidence  p^uc^, 
more  than  shew  that  the  state,ment8  of  Beiijamin  Hawkins  were  in- 
tentionally untrue,  and  founded  on  bad  motives: 

No.  22  and  23,  The  written  statements  of  Samuel  Hawlyms.— The,  * 
apparent  writer  of  these  statements  was  executed  by  the  Nation,'  about . 
the  time  with  Mcintosh,  beiiig  one  of  the  only  three  executed.  The  on- 
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ly  ^temehts  in  tliem,  or  a  serious  character,  arc  fully  dteproyen  by 
.  various  JGacts  of  the  aajiexetl  testimony^  The  statements^  however,  are 
intriosically  unworthy  of  attention,^,  as  there  is  little  doubt  they  were, 
in  fact,  the  statements  of  others,  »to  which  he,  was  made  to  aflBbc  his 
name,  as  he  was  incapable  of  writing  tli^m. 

No.  24.  Letter  of  Colonel  GrqwelL,  the  Agent,  to  Colonel  W.  Ham* 
bly,  the  Interpreter,  dated  22d  August,  1 833. — I  refer  to  my  remarks 
on  Nos.  13, 14,  and  15,  as  applying  to  this  letter,  which  is,  in  fact,  a  du- 
plicate of  one  of  them.  .  .  ^ 

No.  25.  Letter  from  Brigadier  General  Alexander  Ware,  of  the  ' 
Greorgi^' Militia,  to  the  Governor  of  Greorgia,  dated  Line  Creek, 
(Georgia)  May  1,  1625.— This  letter  appears  to  C4)ntain  no  evidence 
or  fact  bearing  on  the  pi'csent  investigation,  except  the  important  shew- 
ing of  the^  writer,  of  the.  compa^ive  strtjngth  of  the  parties  of  the 
Creek  ^f ation  in  favor  of,  >and  qpjiosed,,  to  the  late  treaty.  He  admits 
ihat  the  party^ttt /axu>r  of  tb^  treaty^  could  only  muster  500  warriors, 
whilst  the  party  opposed  to  it,  which  is,  ixifact^  the  J^TaHoup  could  mus- 
ter 4,000  warriors:  Further artd,  better  testimony,  however,  shews, 
•  that  the  whole  strength, pf  tlie  jmrty  infavorofihe  treaty  did  not,  and 
doe£{  not,  amount  tomoretlian  about  300.  soutSfivdndingmen,  women^ 
flnrfcAtWren,jWhil.st  the  population  of  the  Nation,  as  has  been  already 
stated,  amounts  to  upwards  of  20,600  persons. 

Tl^o;.  26  arid  27.  Letters  of  Peggy  ^d  Susa^nnah  Mcintosh,  two  of 
.  the  y^'lvcs  of  General  McJ[ntos1i,  and  of  Jane  Hawkins,  the  daughter  of 
IM^cIpto^h,  and  wife  of  Samuel  Hawkins  — If  these  letters  were  the  let- 
ters pf  the  persons,. whose  i^ames  are-  affixed  to  them,  they  would  be, 
from  their. peculiar  situations  and  feelings,  entitled  to  great  respect, 
.'  even  if  the  facts  they  state  wei-e  discredited  :  but^they  are  appau^ntly 
signed  by  Indian  y'omen,  rmther  of  w,hon%  can  toritCf  and  iires  the  ef- 
fusions ot  ^mischievous  and  .designing  man,  (Francis  Floumoy,) 
whose  character  discredits  all.  his  acts  and  assertions;  I  refer  to  the  re- 
marks already  mgde  (No.  5)  on  his  own  tjestipiony,  for  a  full  and  sat- 
isfactory knowledge  of  that  character.  , 

Np.  28.  The  letter  of  Gen.  Charles  J.,McDonald^  5f  thp  Geor^a 
Mili.tia,  to  tlie  Govf |iior  of  Georgia.— This  letter  goes  to  shew,  that, 
so  far  from  beit^g  concerned^  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  Nation, 
on  JMfcIntosh  andotliersy  or^recomineiiding  or  instigatir^g^be  Indians 
in  those  e^^ecutions,  the.Agent' was  involved  in  so  mucli  suspicion 
with  ,the  Indians,  because  of  his.  having  signed  the  treaty  as  a  witness, 
'it  w^vs  sup])9sed,  (at  tliC. moment  of  their  oxcitemiejit,)  by  the  Agent 
and  otliers,  that  he,  as  well  pothers,  were^nvolved  in  ereat  danger 
froip  them.  "  Time,  however,  haRshe^n,'al.thoughat  that  jicriod  they 
.  viewed  him  ^s  having  ^injured  them,  in  assisting  to  accomplish  the 
late  treaty,  that  they  never  did  intend  injury  to  him^self,  ot  any  ottier 
white  person  iff  or  out  of  the  Nation ;  and  thatr  their  confidence^has 
been^restoi^ed  to  him.  .

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Tious  to  the  date  of  it^  in  favor  of  the  Ag;crit*s  bdiig  in  any  manncgr 
leagued  with  the  nation  in  opposition  to  the  late  treaty,  that  siich  an 
jfnpression  did  not  exist  on  his  inind^  di  the  time  of  writing  this  letter ; 
for  his  Excellency  speaks  oi^^the  imminent  perils  v^hich  surround

No,  SO.  AflSdavit  of  Francis  Flournoy, — This  is  the  first  affidavits 
given  by  witness,  altbough  the  last  of  the  two  in  the  order  of  exami- 
nation.    The  two  affidavits,  if  examined;  will  be'  found  to  contradict  ^ 
each  other;  bu|,  for  tlie  reasons  stated  in  examining  his  first  affidavit^ 
(No.  S,)  it  is  unnecessary  to  eiiter  on  any  examination  of  them* 

No.  31.    The  presentment  of  the  Grand  Sury  of  the  U.S.  Circuit  > 
Court  for  the  Georgia  District,  atMilledgeville.— The  i;ecommenda'- 
tion^f  the  Grand  Jury  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  white  ppr-  • 
sons  in  the  Indian  Nation,  having  been  complied  with  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  that  pi*esentment  implicati^ig,  po  one  in  particular,  or  fuf-"

tunnugee  Uopoil,  (thelicad  of  tl^e  Creek  Nation^  and  who  sanctioned 
tlie  execution  of  Mcintosh,  and  otiiers,)  addressed  to  Chilly  Mc-  ' 
Intosh,  dated  4th  Mai*ch,  1825.  t  Tliis  letter  not  (mJy  invites  .Chilly 
Mcintosh  home,  offering  him  the  hand  of  friendship  and  fatherly . pro- ^ 
tection,  but^  as  printmlf  by  th,e  introduction^of  a  few  wofils,  is  made  to 
invite  the  whole  of  the  party  homeland  hold  out  the  same  offers  to  them.^ 
If  the  letter  weixj  cerrect,  as  printed,;  it  would  convict  the  Head  of 
the  Nation  of  a  great  degree  of  hypocrisy-  and  malTgpant  intention,  to- 
tally incompatible  with  his  general  character,  as  admitted  even  by  the 
McIi)tosh  Indians. ;  It,  tfiercfoi'e,  became  a  matter  of  interest,  as  Con- 
nccted  with  *tl)C  causes  leading  to  the  dcatli  of  Gen.  Mcintosh^  to.ascer- 
-  tain,  if  possible,  wlietlier  he  did  write  such  a^letter.  It  wasinterpi-etedtc*  . 
him  ill  the  Jatc  council  distinctty,  iu  the  presence  qf  tire.four  interpre- 
tersr  Avlio  attended  during  the  whole  council,  as  welfas  a  large  mHrf- 
her  of  white  persons,  and  the  xpiestion  asked  bfi  him,  in  open  Qoun^^ 
cii,  whether  he  had  written  the  letter  ?     He  admitted  frankly  having 
ordered  siich  a  letter  to  be  written  to  Chilly  M^ Intosh^  but  ilenicdiiav.  v» 
ing  authorized  the  introduction  of  Vny  \x ot Ah  which  wonkl  exteiulits 
dffers  to  any  otliers  of,  the  Mclnto^i  party.     (The  Little  Prince  do^ 
not  cither  write  or  speak  Enjgljsh.)     The  woman  who  Intcrimtred.  for 
him,  when  the  letter  \yas  written,  (Sukey  Xlandall,)-tiie  writer  of  the 
letter,  (John  O wens, )^ the  other  wliite  man  whosigned  the  letter' as  p, 
\vitiicss  with  Owens,  (JLomuel  B.  NichoUs,)  and  San^uel  Srells,  who\ 
cai'ried  tile  letter  to  Cliilly  Mcintosh,  wcresoiight  for  and  found.'  It 
will  b^  seen,  fiv>ra  their  affidavits  annexed  tothis.report^  .tliat  thty  cof- . 
rob^ratc  the  statements. of  thp  Little  Prince,   i^i  Aheir  £ull^  ex- 
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teat,  lis  to  1118  intentions  in  writing  the  letter  ;  a^d  that  Chilly  M'In- 
tosh,  who  was  invited  home  by  that  letter,  and  he  alone,  did  return  lioiiie 
in  comseqitenci  of  it,  where  he  remained;  protected  in  })caceand  secu- 
rity untfl  withiiil  a  few  days  of  his  father's  death,  when  lie  a^ain  left 
bonreaiid  jioined  his  fathcfr;  and  it  does  not  appear,  as  reported, 
that  the  Nation^  or  any  one  in  it,  have  ever  attempted  to  injure  him 
since  the  offer  of  protection,  either  at  the  time  of  his  father's  exe-cu- 
tion  or  afterward;^  except  in  his  own  friends'  assertions,  which  sire 
rootradteted  by  the  well  known  fact,  from  the  number  of  the  party 
sent  to  execute  tiie  General,  that,  if  such  bad  been  their  intentionf^, 
there  was  no'  obstacle  in  their  wa}^  in  putting  them  into  executioii. 

Having  now  gone  through  the  examination  of  all  the  evidenee  offer- 
ed-in  support -of  this  charges  pi-efcrred  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
of  Geoj'gia  against  the  Indian  Agent,^.  Colonel  Crowell,  I  shall  next 
detail  the  evidence  collected  during  the  examination*  It  will  consist' 
of  nttte  more  tbaf^  a  list  of  it,  hs  it  has  already  been  freely  adverted 
to.  This  class  bf  testimony  is  numbered  from  Mo;  SS  to  No.  93,  in- 
clusive«  * 

No.  33  is  a  letter  from  Judge  J.  ^uyIcr,'Uhited  States'  District 
Judge  forlhe  District  of  Georgia,  ami  on^of  the  Associate  Judges 
of  the  United  States'  Circuit  Qourt  for  South  Caroling  and  Georgia, 
to  the  tndiari  Ageiit,  dated  14th  July,  1825,  at  Savanivah. — This  let- 
ter relates  to  SttnsQn's  s^ffarr,  and,  is  heretofore  fuHy  refc^rred  to. 

No.  ^4 V  Affidavit  of  Captaiti.  Thomas  T^  Triplett,  Sub-^Agentfor 
t)ie  Cr^k  nation,  and  acting  Agent  during  the  siisp^n^ion  of  the  Agent* 
The  evidence  of  this  witness  is  entitled  to  full  credit,  i.fi  my  opinion, 
in  any  case,  frokn  the  character  oi  the  witness ;  and  js  entitled  to  pe- 
culiar credit  in  the  present  investigation,  inasmuth^  as  from  the  high 
character  of  the,witn?ss^  and  bis  present  situation,  if  the  Agent  had 
been  found  guilty  bf  any  charge,  an<l  removed  from  office,  the  witness 
would  have  had  at  least  as  good  a  chance  of -siicceeding  iiim  as  Agent, 
as  any  pjkM'  pei*soh.

I  have  no  liesitation  in 
giving  my  opinion,  that,it  was  intended  to  destroy  the  confidence  of 
the  CrovemmeMt'in  this  witness,  in  order  that  the  Agent  might  not  be 
enabled  to  avail  himself  of  important  facts>- within  the  knowledge  of 
this  witness,  ih  favor  of  the  Agent,  and  against  the  Commissioners 
and  their  Agents.  JELls  integrity  was  fully  tested  by  tlie  Agent  of  the 
Commissioners^  who  offered  him  a  bribe  of  8, 000  dollars.

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Creek  nution.^— Mr.  Smith  is  a  gentJeman  venerated  for  hi^  age  and 
his  vii^tues.  .He  was  a  Revolutionary  patriot  hi^t  for  the  last  forty 
years,  I  am  inforircd,  has  siistaineil  an  unblemished  chai'acter  as  a 
minister  of  the  Methodist  Churdi  in  tlie  Southern  couiihy.  For 
twenty-seven  yeai'S  of  that  time  he  resided,  I  am  informed,  in  dr^car 
one  place,  (Camden,  S.;  C.)  whei-e,  as  Well  as  in  the  Southern  country, 
.^enej'ally,  he  is  well-known,  and  not  on|y  respected  but  venerated 
for  his  pious  an(i  consistent  character  and' virtues.  This  gentleman 
answered  tlic  internjgatorias  of  the  Georgia  Commissioners,  under 
as  much  excitement  of  feeling  as  a  man  of  his  age  and  chairacter  was 
capable  of  entertaining;  The  interrogatories  were  intendeiV,  if  passi- 
bje,  ib  make  him  contradict  the  statements  of  his  letter,  which  had 
already  been  published.  In  addition  to  which,  one  ofthe  Coramis-' 
sioners,  Colonel  W.  Jourdan,  had  said  (after  delivering  the  inteiroga- 
torics  to  him,  but  before  they  were  answered,)  that  n(^twithstanding 
the  character  of  Mr.  Smith,  he  would  not  belieye  any  thing  he  would 
say,  even  if  he  were  to  make  oath  to  it.  ^  This  was  known  to  Mr.

AU  those  gentlemen  eijjoy,  it  is  believed,  the  full  confidence  of  their 
Societies.  'J'heir  testimony^  whicli  is  dccidiedly  in  favor  of  the  Agent, 
on  the  cliarges  pr^feired  against  him,  is  entitled  to  tlie  more  weight, 
as  it  is  understood  they,  have  not,  tirttil  of  Tate,  been  satisfied  with  the 
Agent,  on  one  account,  and  on  one  only,  viz  :  that  he  would  not  exert 
himself,  or.  compel  the  Indians  to  attend  preaching.  They;  at  the 
samctiine,  freely  acknt>wledge  his  friendly  care,  and  aid  in  the  Mis- 
sionary schools  of  tlie  nation.  ^  'n 

Kes?iiecting  the'  religious  scruples  of  those  gentlemen  who  would 
prefer  not  inaking'oatli,-i(nZe5S. in  cases  of  absolute  necessity ^  I  did  not 
urge  tliem  to  it  They  are,  however,  as  w\l\  be.  seen  by  their  sta:te- 
ments,  willing  to  do  sc,  if  deemoid  necessary,  by  tlie  Government  I 
considei-ed  their  chai*acters  and  calling.  miflScient  to  give  the  fullest

Such  cottncils  are  held  with  great  solemnity,  after  a  tedious  proba- 
tion, under  the  superstitious  observances  handed  down  to  them  from' 
generation  to  generation  ;  and  whatever  variant  opinions  may  be  en- 
tertained  as  to  the  veracity  of  individual  Indians,  no  person  who  has 
bad  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  their  customs,  can 
doubt  the  truth  of  statements  made  by  them  in  open  coundU  No  In- 
dian, in  a  state  of  intoxication,  or  other  irregular  practices,  will  even 
approach  the  council.  Every  Indian  in  it  is  presumed,  by  their  su})er- 
sti^ons  customs,  to  be  in  a  state  of  purification.  In  regard  to  the  pa- 
pers here  remarked  on,  there  is,  I  believe,  not  a  single  important 
statement  in  them,  which  is  not  corroborated  by  other  evidence.

Hill,  of  a  conversation,  held  on  the  25th  of  the  same  month,  between 
the  Indian  Agent  and  tlie  Little  Prince,  (the  head  of  the  nation,)  in 
regard  to  the  same  event ;  which  conversation  also  took  place  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Hodges,  Presiding  £lder  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Georgia,  who  is  also  one  of  the  signers. 

No.  93.  A  manuscript  note  in  the  hand- writing  of  Chilly  Mcintosh, 
son  of  General  Mcintosh,  and  the  apparent  writer  of  some  papers 
which  relate  to  the  late  disturbances  in  the  Creek  Nation.  Filed  to 
shew  that  the  writer  could  not  have  written  the  various  letters,  &c. 
published  as  his  productions. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  consider  it  projier  to  advert  to  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  investigations  were  conducted.  It  will  be 
obseiTcd,  from  my  correspondence,  that,  during  the  collection  of  tes- 
timony by  the  prosecuting  party,  the  Agent  was  not  permitted  to  exer- 
cise those  privileges  which  are  considered  as  vested  rights  in  alt  accus-^ 
ed  parties.  He  was  not  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him,  nor 
has  he  bad  any  opportuillty  of  cross-examining  them.  He  was  not  furr 
nished  with  the  means,  freely  exercised  by  tlie  prosecution,  of  compul- 
sory process  in  compelling  tiie  attendance  of  witnesses ;  nor  was  he 
even  informed  of  tiie  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusations,  until  the 
proceedings  had  against  him,  were  spread  before  the  public  in  pam- 
phlets and  in  the  newsiiapers,  and  until  his  dismissal  was  demanded 
on  those  ex-parte  proceedings.  On  the  other  hand,befoi*e  he  commenced 
the  collection  of  testimony  in  his  defence,  he  invited  the  Commission- 
ers, (appointed  by  bis  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  take 
furtlier  evidence  against  him,)  to  be  present,  and  to  exci*cise  the  right 
of  cross-examining  all  the  witnesses  whose  testimony  he  might  apply 
for.  The  Commisioners,  in  that  stage  of  the  proceedings,  held  out  to 
the  Agent,  in  their  written  correspondence,  a  corresponding  determi- 
nation to  permit  him  td  cross-examine  any  \vitncsses  tliey  might  ex- 
amine; and  even  encouraged  the  hope,  on  the  part  of  the  Agent,  that 
the  witnesses  who  had  been  examined  before  the  committee  of  the 
Legislatui'eof  Georgia,should  be  convened  for  his  cross-examinations. 

Whilst  I  feel  it  due  to  the  Agent  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fairness 
With  which  he  complied  with  his  offer,  (the  Commissioners  having  had 
in  the  Nation  all  the  opportunities  they  chose  to  enjoy,  of  examining 
bis  evidences*  and  of  cross-examination,^  I  am  compelled  to  sa^  that 
the  Commissionci's  of  Georgia  oidy  <*  fcept  tlie  woiil  of  promise  to 
his  ear.  and  broke  it  to  his  ho|>e  :"  for,  before  leaving  the  Nation,  they 
positively  refused  to  suffer  the  Agent  to  see  any  of  the  testimony  they 
had  taken ;  nor  have  tiiey  ever  attended  to  his  requests,  conveyed  to 
them  both  verbally  and  in  writing,  of  convening  the  witnesses,  exam- 
ined befoi*e  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  ior  cross-examination, 
althougli  they  had  full  power  to  do  so,  if  they  had  thought  proper. 

Itie*  prosecuting  party  liavc  therefore  had  evei'y  advantage  which 
the  ^<  compulsory  process*'  of  obtaining  witnesses  could  give  them ; 
whilst  tlie  Indian  Agent  could  only  avail  himself  of  x^otofan^testimo^ 
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ny.    Notwithstanding  this  vast  advantage  enjoyed  by  his  accusers  over 
biniy  it  is  considered  that  he  has  fully  succeeded  in  establishing  his 
entire  innocence  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him.

Relate,  if  you  please,  any  conversations  whiqh  you  may  have 
had  with  persons  connected  with,  or  in  the  emidoy  of,  the  Agent,  and 
which  would  manifest  the  hostility  of  the  latter  to  the  interest  of 
Georgia,  and  the  policy  of  the  O^ntl  Government. 

5d.  Have  you  reasons  to  believe  that  the  Affent,  Ooh  Crowell,  was 
decidedly  inimical  to  the  cession  of  territory  by  the  Creeks,  and  that 
he  interposed  obstacles  to  obstruct  such  cession  ?  If  so,  be  so  good  a^ 
to  state  what  are  the  grounds  of  that  belief. 

4th.  Relate  all  you  know,  which  would  implicate  the  Agent,  CoU 
Crowell,  with  having  improperly  intermeddled  with  the  interest  of 
this  State,  or  with  having  instigated  the  late  massacres  of  Mcintosh 
and  his  friends  in  the  Indian  country.  Were,  or  were  not,  tiie  acts  of 
the  Sub-agent,  referred  toby  you,  known  to  the  Agent  ?  If  yea,  did 
be,  or  did  he  not,  attempt  to  restrain  them,  and  was  he  requested  so 
to  do? 

State  of  Georgia: 

Duncan  O.  Campbell  appeared,  under  process  of  subpoena,  before 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  and  being  sworn  in  the 
presence  of  said  committee,  and  furnished  with  interrogatories,  and 
also  with  a  resolution  of  ^e  committee  touching  the  inquiry  which 
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has  been  instituted  into  tiie  conduct  of  thf  Agent  for  tke  Creek  Na^ 
tion/  answered  as  follows : 

The  interrogatories  propounded  to  examinant,  seem  to  hi|p  to  admit 
of  consolidation,  and  or  an  answer  of  moi*e  general  tenor  than  the  in- 
terrogatories themselves  would  appear  to  contemplate. 

They  require  the  reflation  of  all  facts  wiUiih  tiie  knowledge  of  exa- 
minanty  going  to  show  the  hostility  of  the  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs 
<<  to  the  Interests  of  Georgia  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment*' 

They  require  the  statement  of  all  facts  which  would  implicate  the 
Agent  with  having  instigated  the  late  massacres  of  Mcintosh  and  bis 
friends  in  the  Creek  Nation. 

They  require  the  belief  of  examinant,  and  the  reasomt  of  it,  whether 
the  Agent  was  not  decidedly  inimical  to  the  cession  of  territory  by  the 
Creeks. 

They  require  to  be  related  all  conversations  which  examinant  may 
have  had  with  the  connections,  or  persons  in  the  employ  of  tilie  Agent* 
which  would  manifest  the  hostility  of  the  latter  to  the  interest  of  Geor- 
gia, and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government  The  two  latter  re- 
quirements of  the  interrogatories  may  be  briefly  disposed  of  thus : 

There  is  no  fact  within  my  knowledge  which  would  implicate  the 
Agent  with  having  instigated  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh  and  his 
friends  in  the  Indian  country. 

Of  the  persons  with  whom  I  had  conversed  upon  flie  subject  <lf  the 
treaty  before  it  was  concluded,  I  know  not  which  of  them,  or  whether 
any,  vre^re  in  the  **  employ^*  of  the  Agent  I  have  heard  individnalSy 
and  among  them  a  connection  of  the  Agent,  make  declarations  which 
I  considereil  inimical  to  the  interests  of  Georgia  and  the  policy  of  tlie 
General  Gk>vernment  These  I  supposed  to  be  superinduced  by  inter- 
est or  prejudice,  or  both,  and  regarding  them  as  silly  and  inconsistent^ 
and  perhaps  as  irrevelant  I  omit  to  detail  them. 

These  two  latter  grounds  being  disposed  of,  I  am  carried  baek  to  fiie 
two  first,  and  they  in  substance  resolve  themselves  into  one,  which  is 
directed  to  the  simple  inquiry  of,  whether,  from  convei^sations  which 
I  had  had  with  the  Agent,  and  from  other  facts,  it  is  not  my  belief 
that  he  was  <<  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Georgia  and  the 
pdicy  of  the  General  Government, '*  as  connectal  with  a  cession  of 
Creek  territory  ? 

I  cannot  resist  the  belief  that  he  was  opposed  to  a  treaty.  I  had  a 
conversation  witii  him  in  November,  1825,  just  after  the  Commis- 
sioners had  returned  from  an  unsuccessful  mission  to  the  Cherokees» 
We  had  both  been  disappointed  in  our  wishes  and  calculations  as  to 
the  result  of  the  Govemor^s  election,  and  expressed  to  each  other  tbat 
disappointment  in  terms  of  feeling  and  regret  In  the  course  of  con- 
versation, we  spoke  of  the  prospect  of  a  negotiation  with  the  Creeks 
for  a  cession  of  territory.  The  Agent  observed,  in  substance,  that 
he  had  had  the  thing  fixed,  and  I  think  added,  that  we  should  have 
got  the  land  below  the  Federal  road.  Be  advised  roe  to  resign  my 
appointment  as  United  States'  Commissioqer^  intimating  that  the  re^ 
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salt  of  Ae  ekctioB  lad  operated  a  change  in  bis  feelings  in  that  re- 
gard* The  conrersation  was  desultory^  and  regarding  it  as  the  effu- 
sion of  the  OKMDen^  it  did  not  impress  me  so  strongly  as  that  I  am  now 
enabled  to  make  a  more  minute  detail*  I  did  not  consider  these  de^ 
clarations  at  the  time  as  evidence  of  <<  settled  hostility  to  the  interests 
of  Georgia,  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,"  or  of  a  dis- 
podtiofi  <<  decidedly  inimical  to  a  cession  of  territory  by  the  Creeks.'' 
On  this  accoant  I  did,  ailterwards,  in  the  Summer  of  last  year,  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  and  to  my  colleague,  express  a  confidence  that  the 
Agent  would  <<  afford  us  all  the  facilities  within  his  control.''  The 
written  correspondence  which  I  conducted  with  the  Agent  previous  to 
the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  my  correspondence  with  the  War  De. 
partni^it  in  January,  and  the  entire  proceedings  which  occurred 
pqHiing  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs^  in  February,  I  perceive  aro 
before  the  comipittee.  From  these,  I  derive  the  fact  of  the  Agent's 
issuflied  neutrality  at  Broken  Arrow,  which  the  President  determined 
to  be  incompatable  vrith  his  duty ;  the  fact,  that  he  failed  to  report  or 
restrain  the  adverse  movements  of  his  assistant  Agent ;  and  the  fact, 
tiiat,  by  his  letter  of  the  ISth  February  last,  he  aimed  to  prevent  the 
ratification  of  the  treaty,  to  the  formalities  of  which  he  had  before 
made  no  objection^  and  which  had  obtained  the  sanction  of  his  official 
attestation. 

Having  given  my  belief,  and  the  reasons  of  it,  as  required  by  the 
interrogatories  exhibited,  and  perceiving  no  other  matter  material  to 
be  answered,  I  subscribe  these  my  reasons,  and  submit  the  ^ame  to 
the  €OPiniitteftt

l^lvrtezatoriti  to  be  put  to  Major  James  J^nwetherj  relative  to  the 
Agent,  Colonel  CrowelL 

1st  Have  you  any  reasons  to  believe  that  the  Indian  Agent,  Col. 
Crowell,  has  improperly  interfered  with  the  rights  and  interests  of 
Geoi^ia,  or  was  concerned  in  instigating  the  recent  munlers  in  the 
nation  ?    If  yea,  please  state  what  are  the  grounds  of  that  belief. 

To  the  first  part  of  the  interrogatory  I  answer^  that  I  have,  and 
tiie  following  are  the  reasons  of  that  belief: 
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In  a  cotiversation  I  had  with  Colonel  CampbeH,  the  second  vreek 
in  November  last,  in  reference  to  the  diRposition  d  the  Agents  CoL 
Crowell,  to  promote  our  success  in  the  approaching  negotiation^  he 
gave  me,  substantially^  the  following  account : 

That  Colonel  Crowell,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  on  which  Gov. 
Troup  was  elected,  saidtohim,  (Colonel  Campbell,)  «that  he  had  < 
prepared  the  Indians  to  cede  a  part  of  their  lands, '^  or  <<  that  he  had 
it  all  fixed;"  distinctly  intimating;  however,  that,  as  Troup  bad  been 
elected  Governor,  he  must  not  expect  success  to  attend  any  applica- 
tion which  might  be  made  to  the  Indians  while  he  (Troup)  was  la 
office;  and  concluded,  by  advising  him  (Campbell)  to  resign. 

Taking  into  view,  however,  the  time  when,  and  the  occasion  upon 
which,  this  declaration  was  made,  1  attributed  it  to  the  ex«*itement  oC 
the  moment,  consequent  upon  his  disappointment  in  the  issue  of  the 
contest  between  Governor  Troup  and  Captain  Talbot  But  in  this  I 
have  reasons  to  believe  that  I  was  mistaken  : 

1st.  Because  Colonel  Crowell  neglected  to  communicate  to  the  War 
Department,  or  to  the  Commissioners,  the  <<Tuckabatchee  Talk,^ 
which,  I  believe,  had  been  held  principally  by  the  cliiefe  on  the  Ala- 
bama side  of  the  nation,  with  a  view  to  prevent  our  success,  in  the 
Spring  of  18S4,  and  was  known  to  the  Agent  as  early  as  the  month 
of  June  thereafter. 

£d.  Because  he  assumed  a  neutral  position,  as  he  stated,  during  the 
B^otiation  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  did  not  aflTord  us  that  aid  which  we 
had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  Agent  of  the  Government,  in  promoting 
its  views,  especially,  when  he  frequently  declared  his  conviction  tbkt . 
an  exchange  of  territory,  and  a  removal  to  the  West  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, would  essentially  benefit  the  nation ;  and  when  the  proposition 
we  had  made,  or  intended  to  make,  was  communicated  to  him,  he  ob«> 
served,  that  flie  Indians  would  be  fools  if  they  did  not  accept  it 

dd.  Because  I  have  reasons  to  believe  tliat  Colonel  Crowell  knew 
of  the  movement  by  which  the  departure  of  the  Cussetahs  from  the  In- 
dian Springs  was  effected,  after  we  hud  been  informed  of  their  wil* 
liogness  to  enter  into  a  treaty ;  the  reasons  for  which  belief  are,  that, 
fit>m  the  demotion  of  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  (whose  agency  on  that 
occasion  was  proven  to  my  satisfaction,)  to  Colonel  Crowell,  and  his 
lodging  in  the  same  i*oom  with  him,  I  cannot  helieve  he  would  have 
taken  a  step  so  responsible,  without  the  privity  and  consent  of  the 
Agent 

These  circumstances  m^y  have  made  a  stronger  impression  on  my 
mind,  than  tliey  might  have  done  on  others,  and  if  they  be  too  strong 
I  hope  it  will  be  made  appai*ent ;  but  they  constitute  the  ground  of 
my  l)elief»  and,  as  such,  I  ofibr  them  to  the  committee. 

To  the  latter  part  of  the  intciTogatory  1  answer,  that  I  have  no 
reason  to  believe  that  he  was  concerned  in  tlie  recent  murders  ia  the 
nation,  other  than  those  already  in  the  possession  of  tlie  committee.

1st  Were  you  at  General  William  Mcintosh's  on  the  night  of  his 
jnorder  ? 

£d.  It  yoQ  conversed  with  his  murderers  on  the  subject^  please 
state  what  cause  they  assigned  for  their  conduct  ? 

Sd.  Have  you  been  t*ecently  in  the  Creek  country  ?  If  yea«  state 
what  are  the  grounds  which  the  Indians  assign  for  the  murder  of 
Mcintosh. 

4th.  Relate  any  fact  which  may  go  to  shew  the  determination  of 
the  hostile  Indians  to  murder  Mclntosli,  and  which  occurred  previ- 
ously  to  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  of  Georgia  to  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  Indians  to  survey  the  territory  ? 

5th.  Do  or  do  not  the  Creek  Indians,  hostile  to  the  treaty,  express^ 
at  this  time,  their  firm  resolve  never  to  abandon  the  territory  ;  and, 
particularly,  when  asked  whether  they  would  consent  to  have  the  ter- 
ritory surveyed  after  September  1826,  do  tliey,  or  do  they  not,  deny 
any  riglit  on  the  part  of  the  State,  at  that  time,  than  at  the  present  ? 

6th.  Were  any  of  the  Indians  who  murdered  Mcintosh  painted  ? 

7th.  Were  there  any  guns  discharged  at  Chilly  Mcintosh  ? 

8th.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  heard  the  Indians  say,  during 
your  stay  among  them,  that  McIntosh^s  giving  his  consent  to  have 
the  territory  surveyed,  had  caused  or  hastened  his  death ;  or,  pn  the 
contrary,  have  they  not  uniformly  attributed  his  murder  to  his  ceding 
the  land  ? 

Mrwers  qf  Frauds  Flournoy  bd&re  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 

the  Repubtic 

To  flie  ist  question,  he  answers  :  Witness  was- at  Greneral  Mcln« 
tosh's  the  morning  of  his  murder ;  conversed  with  one  Button,  a 
white  man,  who  was  also  there ;  observed  to  Uuttout  that  that  was  a 
rough  way  of  doing  business ;  he  answered,  yes,  but  it  was  their 
way ;  be  said  he  was  sent  by  the  head  chiefs  as  Interpi*eter,  &c. 

To  the  2d.  lie  was  last  week  two  days  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
Creek  nation,  and  mixed  much  with  the  Indians,  and  after  speaking 
with  them  on  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  they  answered,  it^wns  good ;  it 
was  in  pursuance  of  a  law  he  heli)ed  to  make  at  tlie  Pole  Cat  Springs, 
and  published  at  Broken  Arrow. 

To  ttie  Sd.  A  little  before  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  and  before 
Colonel  Lamar  went  out  to  the  nation,  I  was  in  the  nation,  and  there 
saw  a  white  man  who  had  married  an  Indian  woman,  and  resided  in 
the  nation.  He  had  moved  with  his  stock  down  near  the  Early  line, 
and  gave,  for  reason,  the  Indians  were  dissatisfied  with  the  treaty ; 
that  Colonel  John  Crowell  had  gone  on  to  prevent  the  ratification  of 
it;  that  the  Indians  had  determined,  if  tliat  measure  failed,  to  kill 
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Mcintosh ;  this  would  certainly  produce  a  war,  and  lie  wished,  in 
that  event,  to  be  near  the  line  with  his  stock,  that  he  might  conve- 
niently move  them  out  of  the  nation. 

To  the  4th*  Witness  conversed  with  a  white  roan,  and  several,  say 
from  twelve  to  twenty,  of  the  hostile  Indians,  last  week*  They  said, 
that  the  Indians  would  hold  themselves  in  readiness,  and  kill  the  first 
surveyor  vrho  stretched  a  chain  across  the  land,  and  then  kill  all  those 
who  afterwards  came  to  survey  it  Witness  asked  (hem,  if  they 
would  not  allow  it  to  be  surveyed  after  the  time  was  out  ?  They  said 
tiie  time  would  be  never  out ;  that  those  who  made  the  treaty  were 
d^,  and  that  there  was  now  no  treaty.  The  white  man  said,  that 
one  of  their  chiefs  had  marked  the  size  of  his  foot,  and  said  the  whites 
should  nev3r  have  that  much  of  their  land  while  there  was  an  Indian 
living  in  the  nation ;  that  the  white  man  might  manure  the  land  with 
the  t^ies  of  the  Indians,  and  walk  upon  their  bones.  Witness  then 
asked  the  old  white  man,  (whose  name  was  Horal  or  Harod,)  to  tell 
him,  seriously,  whether  he  did  not  tliink  the  Indians  would  consent  to- 
the  survey  of  the  lands  after  the  1st  of  September,  1 826  ?  He  damned 
the  day,  and  asked  witness,  what  he  thought  the  Indians  knew  o^ 
cared  for  that  day  ?  They  would  as  soon  the  white  people  should  have 
it  now  as  then,  but  were  determined  they  never  should  have  it 

To  the  5th.  A  good  many  of  the  Indians  who  murdered  Mclntoah 
were  painted*  Witness  says,  several,  perhaps  from  twelve  to  twenty, 
guns  Were  shot  in  the  direction  that  Chilly  Mcintosh  and  Kennard 
retreated.  The  Indians  said  they  had  discharged  these  guns  at  two 
men,  who,  witness  is  certain,  were  Kennard  and  Chilly  Mclntosli. 
Witness,  from  the  time,  distance,  and  direction,  had  previously  no 
doubt  of  the  fact  Witness  never  heard  the  Indians  or  any  of  them 
suggest,  that  Mcintosh  having  agreed  to  Jiave  the  land  surveyed,  was 
what  they  killed  him  for.  The  reason  given  by  the  hostiles  to  wit- 
ness, and,  in  his  presence,  to  Mcintosh's  family  and  others,  was,  uni- 
formly, that  he  had  broken  the  law,  which  was  frequently  explained 
to  mean  the  law  of  the  Polecat  Springs.  They  last  iKeek  suggested, 
that,  if  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  survey  the  land,  it  would  pro- 
duce difficulty,  but  he  never  before  heard  them  say  any  thing  about 
surveying;  and,  on  this  late  occasion,  he  did  not  learn  mat  the  ques- 
Hon  of  surveying  ever  had  produced  any  difficulty.

2d.  Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  hear  any  thing  from  Col.  Crowell,  his 
agents^  or  connections,  which  would  manitest  hostility  to  the  policy 
o£  the  General  Government,  the  interest.of  Georgia  or  the  friendly 
Indians,  and  which  would  implicate  them  in  the  late  massacres  and 
disturbances  in  the  Creek  country  ? .  If  yea,  please  state  the  same  fully 
and  at  large.

To  the  first  interrogatory  exhibited  to  me  by  the  committee^  I 
answer :  That  I  was  on  my  return  from  Alabama  to  Georgia,  and 
called  in  at  Col.  John  Crowbll's,  at  Fort  Mitchell,  on  the  27th  of 
•  April  last,  at  which  time  some  conversation  took  place  between  my- 
seirand  the  Agent,  respecting  the  late  treaty,  and  tbe  dissatisfaction 
of  a  part  of  the  Indians,  on  account  of  the  ratification  of  the  same, 
which  the  Indiana  did  not  believe,  untH  he,  Crowd!,  returned  from 
Washing^n  and  informed  them  ;  which  information  appeared  to  dis- 
please a  part  of  the  Indians,  relating  to  the  TuCkab^chees,  &c. 
very  much. 

To  the  second,  answer :  that  Col.  Crowell  informed  me,  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  thaj;  Gen.  Mcintosh  was,  at  that  time,  at  his  residence, 
'with  a  guard  around  him,  and  that  he  would  be  killed  by  the  party 
opposed  to  the  treaty.  And  further  stated,  tliat  there  was  not  one 
Chief  in  the  nation,  who  knew  any  thing  about  sanctioning  the  siir* 
veying  of  that  part  of  the  land,  which  fails;  within  the  boundaries  of 
Georgia,  except  Mcintosh,  who  had  himself  authorized  the  Grovemor 
to  proclaroate  the  same. 

Nothing  else  material  recoll^ted  in  answer  to  the  questions.

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  committee,  witness  further  states, 
that  he  understood  from  Crowell^  that  Mcintosh,  having  concurred  In 
ceding  the  land,  was  the  cause  of  the  hostile  disposition  of  the 
Tuckabatchee  Indians. 

In  answer  to  an  interrogatory  from  the  committee,  he  further 
answei*s,  that  Crowell  did  not  state  it  as  tiiough  he  would  do  it  He, 
however,  spoke  y^ry  confidently  of  it,  as  an  event  that  would  cer- 
tainly take  place  by  the  Indians.  Witness  says,  that,  before  he  saw 
Ci'owell,  he  saw  certain  Indians  who  said  they  belonged  to  the 
Tuckabatchee  Towns.  These  Indians  seemed  very  much  Incensed, 
and  said  he  would  and  should  be  killed.  They  gave  as  reason,  that 
he  had  been  instrumental  in  selling  their  lands  without  their  consent.

Jlnswers  of  Harris  Allen  before  the  Committee* 

Mr.  Allen  was  present  at  the  timeof  the  last  session,  he  thinks,  when 
Henry  Crowell  was  conversing  with  several  persons  in  respect  to  the 
contract  for  provisions,  and  about  the  treaty,  and  whetiier  any  land 
would  be  obtained.  Henry  Crowell,  after  using  some  very  profane 
language  on  the  subject,  said  we  would  not  get  a  damned  foot  of  land  ^ 
and,  after  repeating  this  assertion,  he  said,  we  should  not  get  any  land« 
unless  some  particular  persons  (not  naming  them)  were  damned  well 
greased.  Witness  cannot  express  any  opinion  as,  to  who  was  meant 
to  be  greased. 

2d  question.  Witness  answers  that  Henry  and  John  Crowell  were 
known  as  brothers,  generally.  He  understands  Henry  Crowell ' 
resides  in  the  nation.  John  Cixiwell  was  not  present  at  the  time,  and 
witness  does  not  know  as  his  name  was  mentioned.  Understands 
Henry  Crowell  trades  in  the  nation  under  a  license  from  his  brother, 
the  Agent

1st  Aave  you  ever  been  present  at  a  council  of  the  Creek  liation 
of  Indians  within  the  last  twelve  months  ?

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Jhuwen  of  B.  M.  Jbnos  to  the  quesiians  propounded  bi^  the  Committee. 

To  the  1st  question  he  answers  :  I  was  present  in  July,  1824,  at  a 
council  of  tjie  Creek  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow. 

To  tbe  2d  question  he  answers  :  I  did. 
.  To  the  Sd  question  he  answers  :  It  was  announced  by  some  person 
in  the  square  where  the  council  was  held,  that  something  was  to  be 
read  or  communicated  that  they  did  not  wish  the  white  People  to  hear. 
Accordingly,  all  the  white  People  retired  from  the  square;  among 
the  rest.  Colonel  Crowell  and  the  witness,  leaving  no  white  persons 
in  the  square  but  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  and  Walker,  the  Sub-agent. 
Afterwards,  witsess  being  behind  the.  cabin,  in  front  of  which  the 
council  was  held,  heard  Walker  read  part  of  a  long  paper,  which  was 
translated  by  Hambly  into  the  Indian  language.  The  following  was, 
in  substance,  contained  in  what  witness  heard :  <*  We  speak  this  to 
you.  in  council.  We  wish  you  to  live  like  the  Cherokees,  and  not 
sell  your  lands,  or  a  foot  of  them.''  Witness  understood  it  to  be  a 
cooununication  from  the  Cherokees.  Before  they  had  got  through 
with  reading  it,  one  Doyle,  a  white  man,  who  acted  as  marshal  on  the 
occasion,  came  to  witness,  and  told  him  that  the  Agent,  Colonel 
Crowell.  said  he  must  go.  away;  that  he  must  not  hear  that  paper 
read.  Colonel  Crowell  was.iiot  in  hearing  when  this  order  was  deli- 
vereil  to  witness.  The  witness  went  away.  Witness  also  saw  them 
l*eading  and  ti*anslating  another  piece,  of  which  he  heard  nothing,  but 
understood,  from  the  talk  among  them,  liiat  it  was  a  communication 
from  a  friend  in  Tennessee. 

To  the  4th  interrogatory  he  answers :  That  he  arrived  at  Thomas 
CrowelFs,  he  thinks,  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  evening.  The  council 
commenced  its  sitting,  he  believes,  a  little  before  or  after  he  got  there. 
Colonel  Crowell  was  there  when  the  witness  arrived.  The  council 
sate,  he  believes,  a  day  or  two  after  witness  left  there.  Mcintosh 
was  present  at  the  counciK  Witness  understood  the  object  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Indians  was  said  to  be  to  receive  their  annuity ;  at  least, 
they  did  there  receive  it

the  Creek  Nation,  oh  the  twentieth  of  April  6f  the  present  year,  or 
some  time  during  tliat  month  ?  If  so,  please  state  whether,  or  not,  you 
saw  the  United  States'  Agent,  C6lonel  Crowell  ?  If  yea,  please  state 
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whether,  or  not,  you  heard  him  make  use  of  the  following  ^expressioia, 
or  words  of  similar  import ;  «  Damn'd  cowards,  I  always'hated  them ; 
I  still  hate  them  worse  and  worse.  Any  people  that  would  suffer  one 
man  to  sell  their  nation  ought  to  die  and  go  to  hell.  I  once  put  that 
fellow  (meaning  Mcintosh)  down,  where  he  ought  to  remain ;  but  the 
Big  Warrior  and  Little  Prince  reinstated  him — I  hope  the  Big  War* 
rior  is  now  in  hell  for  it,  and  that  the  Little  Prince  may  soon  firilow 
him.  When  I  was  at  Washington,  I  communicated  to  General  Jack- 
son the  grievances  of  this  People.  He  with  a  voice  of  wonder,  asked 
if  the  Creek  Nation  had  lost  all  spirit  of  resentment  ?"

Thomas  Triplett,  tlie  Sub-Agent,  was  there,  and 
said,  if  they  (the  Indians^  should  come  to  hin^  for  advice  while  Troup 
was  Governor,  he  shoula  advise  them  not  to  sell  their  lands.  This 
was  before  the  attempt  to  hold  the  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow.

1st  fl«Te  you  ever  heard  John  Croweil  conversing  about  the  Creek 
Indians  ? .  If  so,  'when  was  this  ? 
SL.  What  aid  he  say  ? 

Witness  answers  the  fir^  question :  That,  last  Sunday,  between 
breakfast  and  dinner,  he  heard  a  conversation  in  the  piazza,  either 
at  McComb's  or  Huson's,  between  two  persons,  one  of  whom  had  on 
bome'^pun  pantaloons,  and  the  other  being  a  man  of  rather  dark  com- 
plexion, whom  they  frequently  called  Colonel  Croweil. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  he  says,  That  Croweil^  speaking 
of  the  Indians,  said,  << Those  Indians  are  damned  fools;  I  wonder 
what  they  are  doing  here ;  I  will  have  them  harnessed  and  taken 
back/'  He  was  asked  by  the  person  conversing  with  him,  whether 
be  did  not  think  the  lives  of  the  Indians  were  in  danger.  He  an- 
swered. No ;  he  did  not  think  there  then  was  danger,  or  ever  had 
b^n  danger.  He  was  asked  whether  he  did  not  think  there  was 
dan]ger  when  some  of  them  were  killed  ?  He.  said  Mcintosh  was 
killed  in  pursuance  of  the  laws,  and,  damn  them,  he  wished  more 
of  them  had  been  killed,  for  the  balance  would  then  have  been  more 
easily  governed.  He  was  asked,  whether  he  did  not  consider  himself 
in  danger  ?  Croweil  asked  if  it  was  meant  the  laws  of  this  State?  He 
was  answered,  Tes.  He  replied,  he  did  not ;  that  he  considered  him- 
self out  of  their  reach.  He  was  told  it  would  cost  him  a  good  deal  of 
money.  He  said  he  expected  it  would,  but  he  expected  to  have  money 
enough  to  pay  that,  for  h^  should  have  a  good  deal  of  money  in  the  encC 
let  the  thing  go  as  it  woiild..  The  gentleman  told  him,  he  believed  he 
deserved  hanging ;  upon  which  they  appeared  to  be  both  very  mad, 
and  walked  off.  .    ' 

Witness  resides  ip  the  seventh  district  of  Henry  county.  His  bro^ 
ther  was  present  at  the  foregoing  conversation.

Mr.  Spencer  answers  to  the  1st  <)uestion  :  I  have  traTelled  through 
the  Creek  nation  twice  within  about  six  months  last  padt 

To  the  2d.  I  saw  him  on  Friday  night  the  29th  of  April,  at  Tliomas 
Crowell's,  on  the  other  sid^  of  the  Chattahoochee ;  did  not  see  bim 
the  next  morning. 

To  the  3d.  I  met  several  Indians  about  10  or  15  miles  this  side  of 
the  Chattahoochee,  there  were  20  or  SO  of  them,  some  of  them  were 
painted ;  they  were  travelling  towards  Thomas  Crowell's. 

To  to  the  4th  I  understood,  as  I  went  out  in  March,  their  dis- 
satisfaction was  on  account  of  the  late  treaty. 

Their  faces  were  painted  red ;  their  was  a  ball  play  in  that  quarter, 
as  I  understood,  on  that  day ;  never  understood  that  Indians  painted 
for  ball  plays;  attended  once  a  small  ball  play,  arid  the  Indians 
were  not  painted  i  a  part  of  them  were  on  horseback;  bad  no  ball 
sticks  or  guns  with  them ;  they  were  not  all  painted ;  witness  under- 
stood the  ball  play  was  at  or  near  Spain's,  which  is  abont  30  miles 
this  side  of  the  Chattahoochie ;  the  Indians  were  going  in  the  con- 
trary direction  from  the  ball  play ;  left  Thomas  CrowelTa  little  after 
sunrise,  made  but  a  short  stop  until  he  met  the  Indians;  which  he 
thinks  was  before  12  o'clock^  and  that  he  does  not  know  that  CoL 
Crowell  saw  the^  Indians.

Witness  has  heard  nothing  trota  John  Crowell ;  during  last  session, 
he  saw  Henry  Crowell  at  Mrs.  Huson's.  Witness  askM  bim  his 
opinion  as  to  whether  we  should  get  any  land ;  and  he  answered,  with 
an  oath,  that  he  did  not  think  we  should^get  one  foot  He  always  un- 
derstood John  and  Henry  Crowell  were  brothers.  Crowell  gave  no 
reasons  for  saying  so,,  that  the  witness  recotleds.  Witness  was  asked 
whether  he  ever  told  any  person  that  Henry  Crowell  told  him  (the 
witness)  that  it  was  true  he  was  herewith  proposals  to  furnish  pro« 
visions^for  the  treaty,  for  he  might  as  well  be  inaking  naoney  as  any 
body  ;  but  as  to  the  treaty,  he  would  be  damned  if  we  would  get  as 
much  land  as  would  make  a  burying  ground  ?  Witness  answered  no ; 
I  never  told  any  person  so,  as  I  now  of.  ,

The  ezaminant^  William  W.  Williamson*  being  tailed  on  ^  by  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Republic,  to  answer  interrogatories 
exhibited  to  him,  touching  the  conduct  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  John 
Crowell,  and  otliers,  pending  the  different  negotiations  with  the 
Crf^k  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow  and  tlie  Indian  Springs,  for  answer 
saith  :  That  examinant  was  at  Broken  Arrow  and  the  ln4ian  Springs, 
^  pending  the  different  negotiations  witli  the  Indians,  and  was  iilso  dome 
time  in  the  Nation  in  the  interval  between  the  different  negotiations. 

On  my  way  to  tlie  Nation  to  notify  the  Chiefs  to  attend  th#  treaty 
at  the  Indian  Springs,  it  was  nece^ary,  from  my  instructions,  to  ap- 
prize the  Agent  qf  my  business^  and  to  obtain  all  the  necassarv  infor- 
mation as  to  the  manner  of  giving  out  broken  days  to  the  uifferent 
towns.  The  Agent  Stated  to  me  that  he  had  received  instructions  on 
the  subject  from  Colonel  Campbell,  and  had  despatclied  messengers, 
and  he  presunaed  that  the  information  would  generally  be  known  in 
time.  '  I  stated  to  him,  the  Agent,  that  I  was  particularly  instructed 
by  Colonel  Campbell  to  notify  tlie  Tuckabatchee  Chiefs,  that  he.  darn- 
ed their  presence  all  important,  or  that  they  should  at  leaatbe  notified 
by  a  white  man.  The  Agent,  in  reply,  state^l,  tliat  the  Tuckalmtc^ee, 
or  Upper  Town  Chiefs,  were  in  Council  at  that  time,  and  ti^at  Jbe  bad 
despatched  his  brother,  Thomas  Crowell,  who,  he  Jiad  no  doubt^.^^ukl 
find  them  in  Council,  and  his  notification  would  obviate  the  necessity 
of  my  going  any  farther.^  '  ..   . 

I  inquired  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  the  object  of  tiie  meet- 
ing  at  Tuckabatchee;  he  replied,  tliat  the  Governor  of  Alabama  had 
made  a  demand  of  the  Big  Warrior,  to  deliver  up  the  purtleisrs,  or 
supposed  murdei*ers,  of  a  family  within  the  limits  of  Alabf|ma#  mdf  in 
the  event  of  a  refusal  on  tlie  part  of  the  Big  Warrior,  that  h^..  the 
Governor,  would  send  his  cavalry  in  the  Nation,  a|id  take  tke  Big 
Warrior,  and  have  Jiim  bung  ;  and  that  the  AVarrior  waa  in  great 
distress,  and  had  convened  the  Chicfis  on  that  subject.  .    ? 

I  do  not  i*ecoliect  that  I  made  any  farther  inquiry  on  the  subject  of 
the  Council,  after  leaving  the  Agency,  until  my  arrival  at  Chataboo- 
chee  ;  there  I  Mnderstood,  that  the  friends  of  Greneral  Mcintosh  were 
excluded  ft*om  the  Council,  or  wei*e  not  invited  ;  that  tfiey  could  learn 
nothing  from  any. of  the  Indians  that  went  on,  or  was  going.;  and 
from  tlie  circumstance  of  so  much  secrecy,  the  belief  was,  that  their 
object  was  to  break  General  Mcintosh.  I  afterwairds  m^e  tlie  same 
inquiry  of  Colonel  Hauibly  ;  his  reply  was  evasive.  I  then  stated 
what  I  had  heard  I'elative  to  the  demand  of  the  Governor  of  Alabama. 
He  aiiiiply  replied,  that  the  Big  Warrior  was  too  far  gone  to.fe(4mny 
thing  like  fear. 
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I  tttovgM  I  dkooYored  considaraUe  relaotance  on  his  part»  in  giv- 
ing me  any  satitfiiction  as  to  my  inquiries  on  ttiat  snbjecty  and  1 
praraed  the  inquiry  no  farther. 

1  had  Creqoent  conversatioin  with  Colonel  'Hambly^  the  Interpret 

Jb  the  conrse  of  our  conversation^  he  frequently  stated  to  me,  that 
tile  Upper  Town  Chiefs  in  flie  square  at  Tuckabaichee,  had  placed 
tk»  power  entirely  with  him ;  that  he  had  the  yea  or  nay  of  that  sec- 
tion of  the  Nation,  and  that  if  he,  flambly,  said  make  a  treaty,  they 
^wonld  do  so ;  and,  if  he  was  opposed  to  it»  they  would  act  according 
to  his  wishes. 

I  received  the  information  from  Hambly,  of  the  Sub-Agent,  Wi^- 
ko*,  ^i!!|S  dismissed.  We  had  considerable  conversation  on  the  sub- 
ject of  ^n^dker's  removal,  and  also  the  situation  of  Colonel  Crowell» 
lie,  Hambly,  was  under  an  impression  that  he,  the  Agent,  was. 
jlrcHigly  censored  by  the  Commissioners,  and  that  the  object  of  Colo- 
Mi  Campbell's  visit  to  the  City  of  Washington,  was  to  prefer  char- 
Es  against  the  Agent  I  gave  him  ttie  strongest  assurances  that  his 
pressions  as  to  the  object  of  Colonel  Campbell,  was  all  a  mistake ; 
Umt  he  had  n9  such  views.  I  was  induced  to  believe,  from  varibus 
circumstances,  which  I  deem  unnecessary  to  state,  that  he  would  not 
be  in  the  way  of  the  Commissioners,  in  the  then  pending  nej^otiation* 
And,  in  all  of  our  conversations,  when  speaking  as  to  the  stand  that 
he  v^oold  take,  he  generally  concluded  by  the  same  remark,  that  he 
did  net  know  what  he  would  do  if  the  Agent  conld  be  saved.  *" 

We  abo  had  lengthy  conversatioim  as  to  the  policy  of  the  General 
Government  in  removing  the  Indians  West  of  the  Mississippi,  which 
Uras  the  best  policy  that  could  be  adopted  for  the  interest  of  the  nation. 
Hie  clidms  of  Georgia  he  had  no  doubt  would  be  satisfied ;  and  if  the 
IndisiiB  were  to  be  removed,  which  he  did  not  doubt,  the  sooner  the. 
better.  On  the  second  day  of  the  treaty,  he  promised  me  he  would 
give  me  a  definite  answer  as  to  the  ground  he  would  occupy  on  the 
ralgect  of  the  treaty. 

After  tte  convention  of  the  Indian9  at  the  Mineral  Springs,  there 
was  evidentfy  a  ohuge  in  the  conduct  of  Hambly.  He  was  distant, 
and  reluctant  at  entering  into  conversation  on  the  subject  of  the  treaty. 

On  the  subject  of  the  sudden  departure  of  a  part  of  the  chiefis  from 
Ae  treaty  ground,  I  have  already  repcnrted;  which  report,  I  have  un- 
derstood, was  subject  to  the  control  of  the  committee. 

I  have  heard  a  great  number  of  the  Indians  that  could  speak  English, 
and  others,  as  stated  by  those  that  understood  the  English  language, 

Xk  in  ttie  highest  possible  terms  of  General  Mcintosh.  The  old 
r  Tuskanoggee  and  Tuckabatchee  Hadjo,  two  of  the  Cusetas  that 
left  the  treaty  ground^  stated  to  me,  through  James  Islands,  my  Inter- 
preter,  that  they  were  firiends  to  Mcintosh,  and  to  tell  him  that  their 
Mnd  and  heart  was  with  him.  I  do  not  understand  the  language 
myself;  and  bad  to  depend  on  my  Interpreter—how  far  his  statements 
may  be  tni^  I  cannot  tell.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  give  any  sub- 
itavtiai  leasoii  for  believing  that  Hambly  would  subserve  tiie  views 
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oftbcAgeKt  tdidl^  and  yet  b^eve,  fliat  Hambljr  was  the  caitte  of 
ilie  lodtan^  If^^ng  the  treaty  ground  at  the  Indian  Springs  and  on* 
der  their  eixiiMftent  of  feding«  and  the  statement  of  one  chiefs  I  was 
disposed  to  iMflleTO  tiiat  Colonel  Crowell  was  privy  to  tiie  arrange- 
ment ;  and  it  is  frmn  that  circumstance^  connected  with  varliMis  oth^ 
causes  that  would  not  bear  detailfng«  fliat  induced  me  to  belieire  that 
the  Agent  was  unfriendly  to  the  treaty*  I  liave  had  but  little  confer* 
sation  with  Henry  Crowell,  on  the  subject  of  the  treaty*  On  my  way 
out  to  Broken  Arrowy  I  called  at  Henry  CrowelPs,  I  think  the  saote 
evening  that  he  arrived  home  from  the  treaty  ground.  Qn  my  inquir- 
ing the  prospects  of  success,  on  the  subject  of  the  treaty,  he  stated  to 
me  that  the  Commissi<Miers  would  not  succeed  in  their  negotijition. 
On  my  inquiring  as  to  th6  reasons  or  causes  of  ftiilure,  he  stabdy  as 
6ne,  he  was  opposed  to  the  treaty ;  that  no  land  sliould  be  obtain^ 
ed  under  tlie  administration  of  Ctovernor  Troup. 

To  llie  14ti^  interrogatoryy  he  answers^  That  he  nnderstood  iq  the' 
nation,  that  the  answer  received  from  the  Big  Warrior  disappohited 
his  friends  and  adherents.  His  advice,  be  leameil,  was  to  soothe 
Mcintosh :  for  that  he  had  the  power  to  sell  the  whole  teiritory.  Th^ 
power,  it  was  said,  was  delegated  to  him  by  power  of  attorney  in  1 8 1  S> 

To  the  15th,  the  witness  answers,  That  Hambly»  the  Interpreter^ 
distinctly  stated  to  him  that  he  had  defeated  the  treaty  at  Broken 
Arrow ;  that  be  once  thought  the  Commissioners  would  succeed ;,  but 
tliat  he  had  used  eii:ery  effort  to  prevent  the  treaty,  and  had  prevailed*

LiTTLfi  Pbince  :  George  Stinson,  who  I  had  arrested  for  selling 
goods  without  license,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  Congress,  has  mai^e 
hi&  escaj»e  from  Dolsell,  and,  I  presume,  has  returned  tp  tUe  Creek 
Nation.  The  President  pf  the  United  States  has  directed  me,  in  lifl 
cases  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  arrest  a  white  man  in  the  Creek 
Nation,  to  call  on  the  Chiefs  for  as  many  Indians  as  may  be  wanted 
for  that  purpose.  I  now  call  on  you,  as  the  Headman  of  the  nation, 
to  order  out  a  party  of  confidential  Indians,  and  have  him  taken  and 
brought  to  me,  at  this  place,  in  course  of  next  week.  I  have  direct 
Daniel  Ferryman  to  be  one  of  the  party. 

If  white  men  wish  to  live  in  tlie  Creek  Nation,  they  must  not  vio- 
late the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the  way  that  Stinson  has  done. 

About  one  Indian,  besides  Daniel  Ferryman^  will  be  sufficient  to 
bring  him  to  this  place.  '

8tx :  I  received  your  letter  by  Kitcb^  giving  an  account  x>rtlie  con-, 
aott  of  Mcintosh  in  relation  to  Stinsidlk.  I  should  be  glad  if  my  bust-' 
aess  would  admit  of  my  going  to  Chattahoochee  at  present,  iHit  I  am 
mga^  in  making  out  my  accounts  for  the  year  ending  3 1st  of  tUa 
vontii,  and  cannot  leave  home  until  after  that  time. 

I  wish  you  to  sttfte  in  plain  and  positive  terms  to  the  Prince»  that  I 
oUl  upon  him  as  the  head  man  of  this  nation  to  have  Stiason  taken  and 
*krought  to  meatall  haxards;  if  six  men  is  not  enough^send  six  hundred, 
•nd  take  him  by  force  if  he  has  to  destroy  Mcintosh  and  his  whole  es- 
liblishment  to  effect  it  Tell  him  it  will  reflect  disgrace  on  him,  as  the 
%6aid  man  of  the  nation^  to  suffer  one  chief  to  prevent  his  orders  from 
hiing  put  in  exocutiont  and  this  conduct  of  Mcintosh  is  quite  sufficient 
If  break  him  as  a  chief.  If^  however,  he  does  suffer  Mcintosh  to  pro- 
Ittrtthis  man  in  violating  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  his  nation 
Itast  suflfer  for  it:  for  he  may  rest  assured  that  the  Oovemment  win 
Hat  put  up  with  it ;  and  is  it  possible  that  he  will  allow  tlie  conduct 
of  one  man  to  do  so  serious  an  injury  to  his  innocent  people  ?  I^  how* 
ever,  bo  will  ifot  have  this  man  taken,  I  shall  adopt  such  steps  aa^wiil  en- 
sure his  arrest,  and  pay  the  expenses  of  it  out  of  the  annuity,  even 
diould  it  take  the  whole  of  it  I  can  get  men  from  Georgia  that  will 
take  binit  by  paying  enough  for  it,  and,  rather  than  not  have  him,  t 
will  pay  every  dollar  of  the  annuity  for  him. 

I  shall  inform  the  Qovernment  of  Mcintosh's  conduct,  and  tbo  Pre- 
sident  will,  no  doubt,  hold  the  nation  accountable  for  it  I  wish  you 
to  impress  upon  tfie  mind  of  the  Prince,  the  dlfliculty  which  this  f  rans- 
action  will  place  ihe  nation  in,  should  tliis  man  be  protected  by  an  In- 
dian..  ThJ$  nation,  since  the  War,  has  acquired  a  good  character  for 
their  good  behaviour  with  the  President,  and  I  should  dislike  for  them 
to  loose  or  tarnish  it  by  protecting  a  white  man  in  violating  the  laws 
drthe  United  States. 

The  receipt  which  I  took  for  the  annuity  and  the  one  from  Colonel 
Lov^tt  for  Beef,  has  been  miscarried.  I  enclose  another,  which  you 
\eill  get  sigmkl,  and  return  to  me ;  after  getting  tlie  names  of  those 
about  Fort  Mitchell,  send  it  by  mail  to  Capt.  Walker,  to  be  signed  by 
th«  Warrior,  &c

Personally  a]meared  before  me»  William  C*  Daniell,  Mayer  of 
the  above  named  city*  William  Barnard^  of  the  State  and  oo«Aty: 
aibresaid,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith,  that  he  was  1^ 
the  honse  of  Colonel  John  Crowell,  Creek  Agent,  at  ^e  Agency,  hi- 
company  with  Michee  Barnard  and  Timpoochee  Barnard,  half-breed 
Creek  Indians,  about  three  weeks  after  Ae  negotiations  at  Brokeii 
Arrow.  This  fiulure  became  the  subject  of  conversation  between 
Colonel  Crawell  and  the  half-breeds  present ;  and  the  former  remark* 
ad  that  it  had  been  publicly  attributed  to  him ;  that,  for  his  pttrt,  if  he 
were  continued  the  Agent,  he  would  be  wUlin^  to  remove  with  fbem 
West  t>f  the  Mississippi,  where  game  would  be  more  abundant,  and 
which  he  thought  a  better  countrv than  that  atpresent  occupied  by 
the  Creeks*  fie  further  informed  Michee  and  Timpoochee  Baniardf 
«hat  ajKother  treatr  would  be  held  at  the  Indian  Springs,  and  that  he 
believed  Mcintosh  would  sell  tiie  lands.  Upon  Michee  Barnard 
showing  much  irritation,  said  that,  Jf  the  lands  were  sold,  Mcintosh 
would  be  killed.  Colonel  Crowell  then  observed,  that  if  Mcintosh 
was  to  be  killed,  it  dhould  be  done  before  the  lands  were  sold.  Upon 
Ibe  same  or  the  following  day^  Michee  Barnard  said  to  this  A^poneot 
ihat,  when  he  returned  home,  he  would  despatch  runners  totheObMb 
of  the  Creek  Nation,  proposing  the  breaking  of  Mcintosh  befortitiie 
contemplated  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  for  the  purpose  of  defiMit- 
Ingit.

Indian  Chitfs  to  the  Oavermr  of  Oeorgia. 

February  20,  18«5. 

OvB  Fatuk:  Itgires  us  great  satitfactioii  that  you  take  m  by 
Ae  band  as  yoar  red  cbildretiy  and  determine  to  protect  us  if  any  part 
of  ear  hair  shoald  be  injured  by  the^  hostile  Indians.  Yesterday  even- 
ing we  were  informed  by  Chilly  Mcintosh  that  yon  wished  to  see 
General  Mcintosh  before  his  return^  to  state  to  him  a  further  subject 
QpoB  the  which  we  now  stand  at  this  present  timet  for  fear  they  might 
do  injury  to^is  in  secretf  by  bad  advisers^  and,  if  we  thiniL  it  necessary^ 
^t  you  would  send  runners  on  to  let  the  party  know  that  you  are  rea- 
if  to  protect  us  if  they  should  attempt  to  carry  their  threats  into  ex- 
CDoHoB*  We  have  considered  the  subject^  and  determine  it  to  be  the 
test  plan,  to  afford  safety  to  our  bead  man  and  us.  If  yaii  send  the 
nmners  on  to  the  party^  we  want  a  few  lines  from  you  to  let  our  friend- 
ly penile  know,  that  you^  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  State  of 
Oeargia»  will  protect  us  in  case  the  bostiles  should  do  injury  to  us^ 
or  any  of  the  friendly  party. 

Our  Father :  At  the  treaty  of  Broken  An^w,  the  chiefs  got  jealous 
of  Mcintosh  and  threatened  to  kill  him :  the  charge  against  him  was, 
tbft  he  wanted  to  sell  land  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  Stated. 
In  1824^  a  few  chiefs  met  at  a  place  called  th6  Pole  Cat  Springs,  and 
passed  a  law  that  if  any  person  should  sell  or  oflfer  land  for  sate,  guns 
mad  rope  should  be  their  end :  this  law  was  intended  to  prevent  ^ne» 
reX  Mcintosh  from  selling  land :  but  it  was  not  agreeable  to  the  laws 
of  the  Nation  $  if  It  wan  Intended  to  be  the  national  law,  it  ought  t6 
kave  been  read  before  the  national  chieby  and  let  them  determine  It— 
not  eollact  a  few  chiefs  to  inake  a  law.  Could  an  Individual  State 
pass  a  law  to  extend  all  over  the  United  States,  or  one  county  make 
and  enforce  a  law  for  the  Government  of  the  whole  State  ?  The  guns 
«nd  rope  are  taken  from  the  pattern  of  the  Cherokecs.  Therefore  we 
4o  not  consider  it  a  law  of  the  nation  to  be  enforced  ;  it  is  merely 
law  among  themselves;  but  thbse  who  signed  their  names  to  the  pat^ 
tern  <^tiie  Cherokees,  determine  to  execute  the  law.  This  is  the  re- 
port from  some  of  our  friends.  If  they  determine,  wc  are  ready  to 
defend  ourselves,  and,  with  your  assistance,  they  will  find  a  great 
diflbrence  in  numbers.  Our  characteristic  disposition  is  to  treat  all 
mankind  as  friends,  brothers,  and  relations.  We  determine  never  to 
impose  on  any  man,  but  treat  all  as  friends. 
Nothing  more  at  presentf  but  remain  your  affectionate  children,

Several  Indtao  Chiefe  6f  the  Creek  NatipHt  tmonp  wIunw  wer« 
General  Mcintosh,  and  EtoQM  Tustuni^Ufrgee,  CbieTof  Qow^tan, 
came  to  the  Etectrtive  Chamber  to  hold  U  talk  with  the  Qovemqr  ; 
they  had  much  to  say*  and  the  iQeetiBg  lasted  aoqie  time  |  tto  sub- 
etance  of  ivhat  the  Indians  aaid  was,  that  tbejr  bad,  in  complUuice 
with  the  wishes  of  their  Father,  the  President,  and  their  brethren  ao^ 
fi'iends,  the  Georg;ians»  consented  to  give  up  their  Undtk  avid  ipiov^ 
across  the  Mississippi.  That,  before  thrir  departaA,  they  aboii|4 
have  a  great  many  difficoities  and  troubles  to  encounter;  that  tbeir 
women  and  children  must  suSbr  many  privations  in  passiiig  fron 
their  homes,  where  they  liad  some  comforts^  to  a  new  and  distant 
country;  that  they  must  suffer  great  loss  in  their  stocks,  and  otiier 
property,  &c.  &c. ;  hut,  notwithstanding  all  this,  they  were  willing 
to  listen  to  the  advice  of  their  Great  Father,  and  give  np  the  lands  ( 
tut,  in  doing  which,  oflfence  had  been  given  to  some  of  their  people  } 
and  as  there  were  bad  white  men  among  them,  who  were  endeavoring 
to  stir  up  their  own  people  to  do  them  harm,  and  more  especially^.  M 
the  Agent  was  among  their  worst  enemies,  and  they  could  expect  n9 
protection  or  support  from  him,  they  wanted  to  know  whether  they 
could  be  certain  of  protection  from  the  Government  of  tfai^  UnH^ 
States,  and  from  that  of  Georgia^  &d«  he. 

The  Governolr  answered,  that  he  was  happy  to  heikr  that,  in  com*- 
idiance  with  the  wishes  of  their  (xreat  Father,  they  had  finally  resolved 
to  give  up  their  lands ;  that»  their  Father  intendeid  notliing  but  for 
their  good ;  that  he  talked  the  language  of  truth  and  sincentyy  and 
that  wh^n  he  advised  them  to  move  across  the  Mississippi,  pM  the 
good  and  wise  men  of  the  United  States,  knew  that  it  was  the  bea^t 
advice  he  could  give  them  $  they  were  exchanging  lands  which  be- 
longed to  Georgians,  for  lands  whicli  were  better,  and  would  belong 
to  themselves  and  their  children  forever;  that  the  President  was 
wise  enough  to  know  all  the  difficulties  tliey  would  have  to  encounter^, 
but  he  still  thought  it  would  be  for  their  good ;  that,  with  regard  to 
their  women  and  children,  and  their  property,  the  Governor  thought 
ample  provision  had  been  made  by  ttie  treaty,  notonly.to  enable  then 
.to  remove  tbeir  women  and  children  in  comfort,  biit  to  cove^  any 
losses  they  might  sustain  by  the  removalf  &c.  &c.  and  (hat  with  re- 
gard to  protection  either.against  their  own  people,  who  were  hostile^ 
or  against  the  whites,  he  had  no  doubt  their  l<ath^,  the  Prc^iden^ 
would  afford  them  all  the  protection  their  situation  might  require^ 
That  as  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  they  should,  so  far  as  depended  on 
him,  find  protection  at  all  timei) ;  and  that  so  long  as  they  conduct 
themselves  well,  the  people  tif  Gh^orgia  would  he  ready  to  support 
him  iu  It,  with  all  tbeir  hearts  :  for  tbey  had  for  a  long  time  bci^i  the 
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Mpfids  of  Georgia  in  peace  and  war,  and  tbat  they  themselves  hadf 
fought  and  bled  for  Georgia  in  the  last  war,  and  tbat  the  Ge^ians 
Could  not  forget  tb^m,  &c.  &c« 

Here  General  Mcintosh  adverted  to  certain  events  of  the  last  wiQ*  | 
spoke  of  the  Big  Warrior  as  having  been  inimical  in  heart  to  tHb 
Vnit^A  States*  hut  joined  the  friendly  party  tlirough  fear ;  his  late 
opposition  to  the  treaty,  &c.  &c»;  of  a  certain  chief,  (Gun  Boy,)  the 
principal  leader  of  the  hostile  party  since  the  death  of  the  Big  War« 
i4or.Having  threatened  his  life,  and  his  endeavors  to  prejudice  the  In** 
d|atfis  against  him  and  his  followers ;  his  having  defeated  the  same 
diief  and  took  him  prisoner,  near  Fort  Gaines,  during  the  late  war ; 
1^  the  rights  of  the  friendly  party  to  dispose  of  the  land,  when  in' 
fbeh*  opinion*  and  that  of  their  Father,  the  President,  it  was  the  in* 
Merest  of  tiie  nation  and  that  of  the  United  States  for  them  to  do  so, 
fith  or  without  the  consent  of  the  hostile  party. 
• '  *ro  the  iMtcr  part  of  which  the  Governor  replied  :  That  It  was 
fiapossiblo  for  the  United  States'  Government,  in  all  their  transac- 
Qoifts  with  the  Creeks,  not  to  feel  a  diflTerence,  if  they  did  not  make 
any,  betyk^een  the  friendly  and  hostile  part  of  the  nation  :  That  in  the 
b^ifiess  of  the  treaty,  the  President  could  not  but  consider  it  as  the 
act  of  the  nation;  provided  the  whole  country  was  ceded.  But  what 
H^^^  to.be  considered  the  act  of  the  nation,  would  be  still  a  question. 
The  Government  miglit  be  quite  well  disposed  to  consider  the  act  ot> 
Mclntoi^b  and  his  friends  as  such  a  one.  It  would  not  be  expected 
thjat  all  would  nnite  in  the  s^le  of  the  lands  $  it  would  have  to  be  left 
Anally  to  the  President  and  Senate  to  decide  who  had  the  riglit ;  and, 
hi  making  this  decision,  there  was  little  doubt  that,  all  other  things 
being  equal,  they  would  give  a  preference  to  the  friendly  Indians. 
This  was  natnral:  for  although  a  treaty  of  peace  forgives  what  has 

gassed,  the  parties  to  it  cannot  forget,  and  the  people  of  the  United 
tates  (but  more  particularly  the  people  of  Georgia)  cannot  forget 
the  distinction  they  were  obliged  to  make  when,  in  the  late  war,  they 
fbond  Mcintosh  and  his  friends  fighting  on  their  side,  and  the  hostiles 
S^litig  on  the  side  of  their  enemies,  &c. 

Etome  Tustennuggee  at  the  close,  begge<l  leave  to  hand  the  Gover- 
nor a  paper  which  he  said  he  wished  him  to  keep,  for  that  he  bad 
been  deceived  by  white  men,  and  was  opposed  at  first  to  a  sale  of  the 
lands,  but  since  then  his  eyes  had  been  opened,  and  he  bad  listened 
to  the  voice  of  his  Great  B  ather,  and  that  now  he  approyed^^  in  all 
things,  of  the  talk  which  had  been  just  delivered,  &c.

His  Elcellency  Geo.  M.  Tboup. 

SiK:  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  of  the  26th  of  February 
last,  I  proceeded  to  the  towns  of  Cussetao  and  Tuckaubatchee,  for 
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the  falfthneot  of  tiie  d«ties  reqairod*  On  mj  arrtral  at  the  i  ^ 
place.  Oil  the  2d  insl*  I  judged  it  impracticable  to  wait  tlie  leogt£*o^ 
time  which  would  uoavoidably  be  coosamed  in  calling  the  chiefs*  I 
therefore  appointed  a  time  for  their  assemblage  by  my  retnm;  and 
continued,  without  delay,  to  Tuckaubatchee,  where  I  arrived  on  the 
fourth.  Fortunately,  the  chiefs  and  headmen  had  met  in  council  ^r 
the  purpose  of  reeulating  the  internal  government  of  the  town.  The/, 
were  immediate^  informed  of  my  arrival,  and  my  object ;  and  thM 
I  desired  to  see  them  in  council,  so  soon  as  they  were  prepared  for 
my  reception.  Their  reply  was,  that  they  were  ready,  at  any  timc^ 
to  hear  what  I  had  to  communicate.  Our  salutation  was  friendlyn 
and  they  gave  every  testimony  of  the  indulgence  of  the  most  ami(:abla 
feelings^  Ho-po-eithlea  Toholough,  seems  to  have  succeded  the  Big 
Warrior  in  authority,  for  the  present,  and  will  so  continue  un^, 
another  individual  is  designated  by  appointment.  I  will  not  pror 
tend,  in  tliis  reports  to  give,  in  full,  the  talk  I  there  delivered  in  cona*^ 
cil,  as  I  had  not  reduced  the  same  to  writing.  I  hope  it  will  Aillf, 
subserve  all  your  purposes  to  know  the  most  prominent  points  on 
which  my  remarks  at  that  place  were  predicatea.  I  Informed  thenpL 
the  reason  why  you  had  sent  the  communication.  I  stated  that  in^ 
formation  had  been  received  from  a  source  in  which  you  placed  rdi-  . 
ancc,  that,  in  consequence  of  their  being  adverse  to  the  treaty^  tbax 
Jiad  become  angry  with  Mcintosh  as  well  as  all  others  who  had  beea 
dutiful  in  obeying  the  wishes  of  the  President,  and  designed  pursu- 
ing them  with  vengeance.  That  if  this  report  were  untrue,  it  would 
be  to  the  mutual  interest  of  all  parties  to  so  understand  it ;  that  if  it  be 
true,  and  the  attempt  should  be  made  to  gratify  so  depraved  a  feelinj^ 
they  had  exposed  to  their  view,  the  penalties  which  would  beinciirred. 
by  so  rash  a  determination.  That  it  behooved  them  to  look  to  the  lessons 
«of  experience  which  the  divisions  and  hostilities  of  the  late.war  in  their 
nation  would  furnish ;  that  they  siiouM  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  evil  coun- 
sel of  bad  men,  and  listen  to  the  advice  of  their  Father,  the  President  ^ 
that  he  united  wisdom  with  goodness,  and  wiMild  point  out  dhe  only 
way  of  promoting  their  ultimate  happiness.  This  be  had  dona  to  hfe 
Council,  the  Congress,  as  well  as  in  his  instructions  to  his  Commia* 
sioners,  as  I  would  shew  from  documents.  That  not  only  the  Presi* 
dent  had  sup;ested  the  plan,  but  that  a  deputation  from  the  tribes  be- 
yond  the  Mississippi  was  now  on  the  way  to  Washington  City»  desire 
ing  the  consummation  of  the  same  object ;  and  that  all  the  tribes  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  and  the  Lakes^were  invited  by  their  red  brothets 
to  come  and  settle  on  their  land.  That  they  would  be  received  by  the 
ri^ht  hand  of  friendship,  and  could  there  indulge  a  perfect  security 
from  the  annoyance  of  the  white  n^an.  That  then  there  would  be  no 
conflicting  interests,  and  all  strife  would  cease  to  exist.  I  then  read  the 
document  expressive  of  the  President's  desire  of  a  successful  termina- 
tion of  the  treaty  ^  the  extract  from  the  National  Journal,  containing 
an  account  of  the  proceeedingsof  Indians  West  of  the  Mississippi ;  and 
concluded  with  your  communication.  They  heard  me  with  attention 
and  respect ;  and  when  informed  that  I  had  closed,  Ho-po-eithlea 
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To1k>Ioq^  nftd^the  following  reply,  in  aabstance.  Howtveiv  as  neap 
aa  memory  will  serve  me,  I  will  give  ydu  his  words  as  cemmunicated 
tp  me  tj  the  Interpreter.  He  said  he  was  glad  to  see  me^  and  gratified 
that  you  had  plac^  it  in  his  power  to  contradict  the  reports  which  had 
reached  Geor^a.  That  he  loved  his  white  brothers,  and  loved  their 
peace;  h^  also  loved  M'Intosh.  That,  on  hearing  the  false  tales, 
aboQt  his  wishing  to  spill  blood,  he  was  sick  at  heart  and  his  blood 
was  chjiied.  That  in  the  war  he  fought  with  M'Intosb  and  his  white 
brothers  to  subdue  the  hostiles,  and  succeeded  That  his  enemies  in 
war  were  now  under  his  authority,  and  tp  employ  them  against  his 
best  friends,  was  what  had  never  entered  his  mind.  Hp  loved  his  Fa- 
ther* and  would  never  offend  him.  That.not  one  muruijur  had  by  him 
been  placed  on  the  winds  to  be  carried  to  Georgia,  against  his  white 
or  red  brothers.  That  Mcintosh  having  made  the  treaty,  would  not 
sake  htm  his  enemy ;  he  stHI  loved  him  ;  he  spoke  with  one  ton^e, 
lie  never  deceived;  he  should  be  sorry  that  his  Father  should  hear 
siich  bad  things.  He  wished  his  ear  to  be  stopped,  and  pay  no  atten* 
tion  to  tham.  That  his  Father  had  told  Jiim,  while  Hawkins  was 
Agent,  to  throw'away  his  gun,  quit  the  chase,  and  cultivate  the  land. 
He  followed  bis  advice  and  knew  \t  to  be  good.  His  gun  was  now 
rusty,  he  could  not  see  to  shoot ;  instead  of  his  gun  he  used  the  plough 
and  the  hoe.  That  if  his  people  desired  war,  they  had  not  the  meen^ 
ofcarryinf^  it  on;  more  than  half  were  without  guns)  but  that  they 
never  thought  of  spilling  blood.  He  wished  me,  on  my  return  home, 
to  inform  the  Governor  these  things,  so  that  his  white  brothers  might 
not  be  disturbed..  To  which  he  subjoined,  that  he  had  met  me  as  a 
Mother;  he  hoped  I  was  satisfied,  and  we  would  part  as  we  had  met. 
He- then,  on  request,  appointed  Charles  Cornals  to  accompany  me  to 
Cussetau,  saying,  if  I  had  not  requested  it,  it  would  have  been  done^ 
ts  he  had  previously  determined  to  adopt  that  course. 

I  have  been  thus  particular,  in  order  to  place  it  in  your  power  to 
form  an  opinion  independent  of  my  own.  Previously  to  my  arrival  at 
Ttfckaobatchee,  from  gross  misrepresentations,  I  had  reason  to  suppose 
they  UNlulged  the  most  malevolent  feelings  towards  those  favorable  to 
the  treaty.  Indeed,  had  I  given  credence  to  reports,  my  conclusion 
would  haVe  been,  that  they  were  on  the  point  of  commencing  immediate 
hostilities ;  such  was  the  prevailing  feeling,  from  exaggerated  accounts, 
that,  on  application  to  two  half  breeds,  near-Fort  Mitchell,  to  accom^ 
pany  me  to  Tuckabatcliee^as  Interpreters,  they  declined,  through  fear, 
stating  that  they  had  understood  the  Tuckaubfitchees  were  determine- 
ed  to  enforce  the  law  passed  at  the  Pole  Cat  Springs^  and  it  beioe 
known  that  they  were  friendly  to  the  treaty,  and  relations  oC  CoE 
Miller,  although  fear  might  restrain  them  from  open  violence  to  their 

r arsons,  they  would  secretly  murder  them.  Ff  oip  all  the  discoveries 
was  capable  of  making,  I  can  arrive  at  no  other  conchision,  than 
(hat  the  feelings  of  this  town  have  been  totally  misconceived,  'How- 
ever, what  has  been  done,  will  have  the  good  eflfect  of  restoring  the 
mmdd  of  those  distnrbed,  to  their  accustomed  ease.  '       .

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On  the  7th  iiist.  in  conformity  to  previons  arrangement8»  tbe  C«9- 
Mikiis  assembled  in  council.  Finding  it  difficult  to  progr088  in 
business  by  verbal  communications^  I  detetmined  to  obviate  thedifll* 
tnHyf  by  writing  and  reading  to  them  tbe  following  addresst  oaly 
changing  the  language  ocfca8ionally»  that  it  might  be  the  better  adapted 
to  their  understanding :  .  - 

My  Friends  and  Brothers  : 

I  am  sent  here  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  reconcile  diffeiilties 
which  he  has  understood  exist  among  yout  and  in  doiiig  this»  I  shall 
talk  plain^  and  tell  you  the  truth ;  after  this  is  done^  if  you  are  deceiredp 
it  will  be  your  own  faulti  and  you' cannot  say  that  the  Governor  of 
Geoi^a,  through  me,  did  not  warn  you  of  the  only  way  to  avoid  error 
iuid  do  right.  We  love  you,  and  wish  to  live  in  peace.  We  wish  you 
to  love  one  another,  and  live  in  peace  also.  We  have  understood  that, 
in  consequence  of  Mcintosh  and  others  having  signed  the  late  treat/y 
you  are  angry,  and  wish  to  stain  jrou  hands  in  their  blood  ;  we  hope^ 
for  the  honor  of  your  nation,  for  your  own  peace,  happiness^  and  safety, 
that  these  reports  are  uhtrue.  If  they  be  true,  check  the  mad  career 
of  your  feelings^  If  you  do  not»  it  will  involve  you  in  calamities  ten- 
fold greater  than  those  from  which  you  have  narrowly  escaped  in  tke 
late  war.  M'Intosh  and  his  partv  have  acted  as  dutiful  children  in 
obeying  the  advice  of  our  wise  and  good  Father^  the  President  This 
I  shall  shew  you  by  documents  from  his  own  hand.  Then,  haviftg 
acted  in  obedience  to  the  will  of  our  Father,  if  you  should  murder  hiiOt 
Or  any  of  his  men,  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  done,  your  white  brotliera 
will  revenge  their  death,  if  in  the  burning  of  your  houses,  or  at  the 
expense  of  the  life  of  every  red  man  in  your  town.  But  in  all  tfai% 
the  innocent  would  not  be  punished  with  tlie  guilty.  Let  me  ask  yoo 
a  question :  Tou  have  a  rifle  that  has  long  procured  you  food,  and 
subdued  your  enemies;  it  never  fails  to  kill  when  properly  uirected. 
Suppose  you  level  it  at  a  deer.  It  snaps  or  fires  and  fails  to  kill ;  do 
you,  on  that  account,  break  or  throw  away  a  weapon  so  necessary  to 

Sur  ejci^tence  and  security  ?  And  why  should  you  wish  to  D*eat 
^Intosh  less  kindly  than  your  gun  ?  Has  he  not  been  your  friend  in 
peace  and  in  war  ?  Has  he  not  always  been  faithful  to  your  interests, 
and  dutiful  to  your  Father,  the  President  ?  The  treaty  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  advice  and  wishes  of  your  Father,  as  I  have  be- 
fore stated,  and  will  ultimately  work  the  independence,  and  in  theend 
the  happiness  of  tlie  Red  People.  And  shall  this  be  requited  with  the 
gun  and<tlie  rape  9  We  have  heard  so :  we  have  heard  that  you  bare 
listened  to  the  counsel  of  bad  men ;  that  they  have  wrought  among 
you  an  angry  exciteQnent ;  and  that  M'Intosh  and  his  chiefs  are  to  be 
the  victims  to  appease  your  exasperated  feelings.  Tou  are  warned  to 
turri  from  sucb  wicked  counsel,  and  be  Assured  no  friend,  true  to  the 
interest  of  the  red  man,  would  recommend  the  gratification  of  such 
feelings.  If  you  should  attempt  it,  your  nation  would  be  divided. 
Take  a^umber  of  reeds,  bind  them  close,  you  cannot  break  them; 
separate  them,  or  divide  theblinch,  imd  the  weakest  of  you  can  break 
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tli«iiiii  pleeef.  Tbb  wmM  be  the  oondition  wttb  yourpcyiptei  dir 
▼idedi  yott  wm\i  fall  withont  the  power  to  opake  one  mtnly  atrvgyle. 
¥<iii  wwM  be  sarroanded  by  white  nen^  whoy  by  reason  of  your  bad 
OMidttct,  yoa  woald  make  yoar  commoD  enemiea.  Tbey  ootnmlier 
the  ttees  in  yoar  forest  I  have  said  that  Mel  q tosh  and  those  who 
signed  the  treaty,  acted  in  strict  obedience  to  the  request  of  your 
Father*  Listen  and  learn  his  will,  and  in  future  let  it  guide  your  de- 
tenntnations.  [I  here  read  the  documents  shewing  the  views  of  th^ 
Praidenty  as  to  their  removal*  and  his  wish  for  the  successful  termir 
mation  of  the  treaty*  and  the  paper  shewing  the  wishes  of  the  Indiana 
feeyend  the  Mississippi*  and  made  a  few  remarks  on  those  subject^ 
«nd  proceeded.] 

Now  you  see  what  bad  men  have  told  you  is  untrue.  It  was  the 
wish  of  your  Father*  the  treaty  should  be  held  ;  the  land  ceded,  and 
ttat  all  of  you  9bould  move  beyond  the  Mississippi*  where  you  in  Al- 
lure could  not  be  disturbed  in  the  titles  of  your  land ;  where  the  buf- 
-fide*  the  bear,  and  the  deer*  could  be  chascMl  by  yoqr  young  men*  oii^ 
urbat  would  be  more  desirable*  they  could  settle  down  permanently* 
and  before  long  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  civilized  life.  These  are 
the  wishes  of  your  father.  He  is  wise  and  good.  He  studies  to  pro- 
mote your  happiness.^  Then  why  do  you  not  say*  Father  ^f  thy  will  be 
idoae."  By  so  doing,  yoa  can  select  yoar  country*  and  make  a  choice 
More  the  Cherokees*  or  any  other,  nation ;  the  President  wiH  give 
you  the  title  of  the  land  you  acquire  in  the  exchange.  No  nation* 
not  even  your  Father*  could  then  take  it  from  you.  No  disputes  would 
Ihea  exist  about  land.-  I  say*  then*  Ibten  to  what  your  Father  tells 
you  is  right*  and  you  will  do  well.  I  wish  you  now  to  inform  me 
what  1  must  say  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia*  and  what  must  he  sa^ 
to  the  President.  Must  I  tell  him  the  news  he  has  heard  of  your 
wishing  to  kill  Mcintosh*  and  his  men*  is  false  ?  Must  I  say  you  love 
them*  and  love  their  peace,  and  (bat  yea  are  reconciled  to  what  they 
have  done  7  Mast  I  say  yoo  will  punish  your  bad  men  who  attempt 
to  do  barm  to  those  who  signed  the  treaty  ?  I  hope  you  will  place 
it  in  my  powjur  to  tell  him  good  news*  so  that  in  future*  there  will  be 
no  disturbance  betwt^n  our  red  brothers*  or  between  the  white  and 
the  red  man. 

[I  then  read  your  communication*  and  Little  Prince  replied  in  a 
few  words*  by  unequivocally  denying  any  contemplated  hostilities  to 
those  who  signed  the  treaty.  He  further  stated*  that  the  circumstan- 
ces attending  the  flight  of  Col.  Miller  and  Arbicker,  originated  from 
causes  so  trifling  in  their  nature*  that  the  headmen  did  not  iudgeth^m 
worthy  of  notice^  and  that  they  ought  not  to  be  considered  as  indica- 
ting the  indalgence  of  unfriendly  feelings*  That  no  suclp  were  in- 
dulged.   He  appealed  to  bis  chiefs  to  confirm  these  statements.] 

I  have*  as  concisely  ^B  was  consistent  with  a  minute  detail  of  fiactp^ 
eommaBiciited  all  that  passed  in  coanciK 

My  own  opinion*  wbicb  is  partly  conjectural*  and  in  part  jSi^rmeA 
Drom  observation  and  conversations  bad  with  some  of  the  Indians*  ys 
this :   leave  them  to  themselves  i  if  tbey  clearly  undei-stand  tliat  itre 
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the  tvishM^of  the  President,  they  will  conforai  to  tl|em.  I  speak  of 
tfaein»  collecttTelj)  as  a  people.  They  have  no  correct  notions  of  oar 
Government  and  their  relative  connection  with  it  Their  coacloalon 
isy  that  the  powers  of  the  President  are  absolutet  and  tliat  be  bas  an 
unquestionable  right  to  coerce  obedience.  But,  independent  of  this 
notion  of  fear,  the  unlimited  confidence  reposed  in  the  wisdom  and 
Tirtue  of  the  President,  is  a  sure  guaranty  of  the  successful  accom- 
plishment of  his  wishes.  In  order  to  destroy  the  effects  of  this  infla« 
ence.  I  discover  that  the  belief  has  been  imposed  upon  them,  (at  least 
to  some  extent,)  that  the  Commissioners,  being  Georgians^  were  only- 
subserving  the  interest  and  wishes  of  Georgia*  There  are  a  nambw 
of'  white  men  settled  among  them,  who  heretofore  looked  with  plea- 
sure on  their  prospects  of  enjoying  the  benefits  of  a  permanent  loca- 
tion,  who  have  acquired  their  confidence  by  the  connections  they  have 
formed,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  their  influence  is  secretly  exerted  to 
excite  discontent,  and  inculcate  opinions  adverse  to  the  interest  of 
Georgia*  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Crovernment  There  is  another 
prevailing  feeling  among  them.  They  indulge  the  belief,  should  they 
move  beyond  the  Mississippi,  that  a  perpetual  warfare  with  the  tribei 
inhabiting  that  country  would  be  the  inevitable  consequence.  Ton 
ivill  discover  in  my  talk  to  them,  with  the  ^iew  to  produce  a  complete 
reconciliation.  I  endeavored  to  refute  that  opinion.  If  the  treatj  is 
ratified,  I  have  no  doubt  that  all  clamor  will  cease  :  for  in  proportion 
as  they  understand  the  wishes  of  the  President,  and  the  coarse  of 
conduct  our  Government  adopts  towards  them,  in  the  same  decree 
will  all  other  influence  be  diminished.  Added  to  this,  what  has  been 
done,  was  done,  no  doubt,  with  the  view  to  prevent  its  ratification. 
The  cause,  therefore,  which  produced  the  excitement,  will  ceaSe  to  ex- 
ist,  after  that  desirable  object  is  accomplish^  If  any  additional  in- 
formation should  be  desired  on  points  not  embraced  in  this  r^port^oa 
intimation  they  will  receive  a  prompt  consideration*

Benjamin  Eawkins  to  Oovemor  Troup. 

Cresk  Nation,  loth  Jp7%  18^5. 
To  Ooroemor  Troup : 

,  Sir  :  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  state  to  yon,  that,  being  at  the  Creek 
Agency  since  the  late  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  I  was  in  oonver- 
satibn  with  the  Agent,  John  Crowell,  when  he  told  me,  when  I  went 
borne,  to  tell  the  chiefs  of  the  Upper  Towns,  that,  if  they  listened  to 
the  talks  of  Mcintosh,  that  he  would  sell  th<»n  and  their  lands  in  less 
than  a  year,  and  told  me  that  I  must  say  every  thing  I  could  against 
Gen.  Mcintosh.  Mr.  Henry  Crowell,  in  the  presence  aBdliearing<>f 
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Ike  Agent,  told  me  that  the  United  States'  Comoiissioners  oBbred  him^ 
just  before  the  late  treaty,  ten  thousand  dollars  and  five  miles  square 
of  land,  if  be  vould  use  his  exertions  to  cause  the  nationrto  sell  their 
land  ;  but  he  said  that  he  answered  the  Commissioners  by  saying  that 
he  woqM  hare  nothing  to  do  with  it  He  told  me  that  if  he  bad  done 
a9  the  Commissioners  would  not  be  doing  justice  to  the  Indians ;  but, 
Ifbe  bad  done  so,  it  would  have  been  to  his  interest,  as  he  would  have 
got  a  great  deal  of  money.  The  Agent  said  that  me  and  my  brother, 
Samuel  Hawkins,  ought  to  collect  the  Indians,  when  Gen.  Mcintosh 
was  gone  to  Washington,  and  burn  down  his  houses  and  destroy  his 
property,  because  of  his  disposition  to  sell  the  land.

8amud  Eawkins  to  Qcroemer  Trony. 

Creek  Nation,  12tA  AprU^  1825. 
2b  Gfor  cmor  2Vo«p  : 

^lu:  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  on  this  occasion, 
believing  yon  to  be  the  friend  of  our  nation,  and  of  stating  to  you 
some  facts  which  relate  to  the  conduct  of  our  Agent,  Mr.  John 
Crowpll,  which  I  will,  at  any  time,  if  called  upon,  swear  to.  When 
the  Agent,  John  Crowell,  first  paid  money  to  the  nation  as  their  an- 
naity,  in  1821,  be  paid  It  in  hundred  and  fifty  dollar  bills  to  the  prin- 
cipal chiefe,  to  be  divided  by  them  to  their  respective  towns;  the  Big 
Warrior  told  the  Agent  at  the  time,  that  the  money  could  not  be  fair- 
ly divided  for  the  want  of  smaller  bills,  and  requested  the  Agent  the 
next  time  be  paid  them  off  to  bring  small  bills.  Before  the  Agent  • 
bad  ever  met  the  chiefs  in  council,  his  brother,  Mr.  Thomas  Crow- 
elly  brought  to  Fort  Mitchell  a  large  stock  of  goods,  and  when  the 
Agent  came  to  the  council  house,  he  told  the  chiefs  that  his  brother 
bad  goodst  and  that  he  had  given  him  a  license,  and  that  they  might 
buy  what  goods  they  wanted.    1  he  chiefs  having  what  money  was  to 

Sto  their  respective  towns  in  large  bills  of  fifty  and  hundred  dol- 
rs,  were  compelled  to  go  to  Thomas  Crowell  and  buy  domestic 
bomespun,  at  fifty  cents  per  yard,  of  the  same  description  of  goods 
tbat  General  Mcintosh  had  furnished  the  nation  at  twenry-five  cents 
per  yard,  only  a  few  months  ago,  or  to  make  an  unequal  division  of 
their  money,  or  go  to  the  settlements  for  change.  At  the  time  the 
annuity  was  paid  to  the  nation  in  1822,  the  Agent,  John  Crowell, 
again  paid  off  the  nation  in  fifty  and  hundred  dollar  bills,  and  when 
the  chieb  ashed  him  for  change,  he  said  his  brother  was  provided 
with  change  or  small  bills,  and  at  the  same  time  cautioned  the  chiefs 
against  counterfeiters,  and  said  there  were  a  great  many  counterfeit 
bills  and  many  suspicious' persons  about,  but  that  the  change  his 
brother  had  wad  genuine*    The  chiefs,  after  receiving  their  respect- 
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ive  MBoants  allowed  their  towa^  went  to  Mr.  ThomM  Crowdlt  tiMi 
Agent's  brother  and  asked  him  to  change  their  inonej ;  he  told  tbea^ 
•the  chiefs,  (myself  acting  as  interpreter,)  that  he  would  give  the 
chiefs  of  the  town,  each  five  dollars  in  cash,  but  that  thebatence  of 
the  money  must  be  laid  out  in  goods ;  some  of  the  chiefs  agreed  to  do 
so,  but  others  refused,  and  went  off;  to  those  who  boughtbis  goods, 
in  order  to  make  a  division  to  his  town,  he  charged  thirty  seven  and 
a  half  cents  per  yard ;  General  Mcintosh  had  goods  there,  and  seld 
homespun  at  thirty-one  and  a  quarter  cents  per  yard. 

I  can  further  state  that  I  was  the  interpreter  when  J.  Crowell'told 
the  chiefs  that  his  brother,  Henry  Crowell,  who  lires^at  the  Agency, 
wanted  to  make  fields  on  the  West  side  of  Flint  river,  and  said  the 
land  on  the  reserve  was  worn  out,  and  he  could  not  make  a  support 
on  it ;  but  his  brother  said  to  him,  that  he  did  not  want  to  clear  a 
field  for  the  Georgians,  and  he,  the  Agent,  asked  the  diiefs  if  they 
intended  shortly  to  part  with  their  lands.  The  Big  Warrior  re- 
plied, at  the  same  time  laughing,  that  bo,  the  Agent,  need  not  be 
afraid  that  the  nation  would  shortly  sell  their  lands  to  Georgia.  I 
have  since  understood,  from  the  head  chiefs,  that  no  direct  permis- 
sion was  granted  to  the  Agenf  or  his  brother  to  clear  a  field  on  the 
West  side  of  the  river;  but  the  Agent's  brother  has  a  large  field  on 
the  West  side  of  the  river,  and  has  rented  out  all  the  fields  on  the 
reserve*  I  remain  your  humble  servant,

From  same  to  same* 

Since  the  last  treaty,  I  have  been  told  by  a  number  of  the  chiefs  of 
this  nation,  that  Hambly,  the  Agent^s  interpreter,  (during  the  time 
the  United  States*  Commissioners  were  endeavoring  to  effect  a  trea* 
tv  at  Fort  Mitchell,)  came  to  the  square  and  told  the  Chiefs  early  in 
the  morning,  that  the  Agent  had  sent  him  to  tell  them  what  the  Com- 
missioners would  have  to  say  to  them,  and  it  was  the  Agent's  wish 
that  they  all  should  be  of  one  mind,  and  answer  the  Commissioner^ 
as  they  had  promised  him,  (the  Agent,)  by  saying,  that  <' We  have 
no  more  land  for  sale.'' 

I  bad  omitted  to  state  to  you  a  fact,  which,  heretofore,  has  been 
unusual  in  our  transactions  with  the  United  States.  In  the  year 
1822,  when  the  Agent  was  about  paying  the  nation  their  annuity,  he 
charged  between  sixty  and  one  hundred  dollars,  the  precise  sum  not 
recollected,)  and  deducted  it  from  the  annuity  of  that  year,  and  stat- 
ed that  his  reason  for  doin^r  so,  was,  that  he  had  to  pay  that  much  to 
a  person  to  go  to  Darien  or  Savannah,  to  bring  up  the  sum  of  the 
annuity.  It  was  submitted  to  by  the  nation,  but  considered  as  an 
imposition  and  unjust.

Sib  :  I  received  your  letter  by  Kitch^  giving  an  account  of  the  con- 
duct ot  Mcintosh  in  relation  to  Stinson-  •  \ 

1  should  be  glad  if  my  business  would  admit  of  my  going  to  Cha* 
tahoocbee  at  present,  but  I  am  engaged  making  out  my  accounts  for  , 

tbe  present  year  ending  the  thirty-first  of  this  month,  and  cannot 
leave  home  until  after  that  time. 

I  wish  you  to  state,  in  plain  and  positive  terms,  to  the  Prince,  thai  I 
call  upon  him,  as  the  head  man  of  this  Nation,  to  have  Stinson  taken  and  \ 

brought  to  me  at  all  hazards  $  if  six  men  is  not  enough,  send  six  hun-  . 

dred,  and  take  him  by  for<^  if  he  has  to  destroy  Mcintosh  and  his 
whole  establishment  to  effect  it.  Tell  him  it  will  reflect  disgrace  on 
him  as  the  head  man  of  the  Nation,  to  suffer  one  Chief  to  prevent  his 
orders  from  being  put  in  execution  i  and  this  conduct  of  Mcintosh  is 

Jnite  sufficient  to  break  him  as  a  Chief.  If,  however,  he  does  suffer 
Iclntosh  to  protect  this  man  in  violating  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  his  nation  must  suffer  for  it :  for  he  may  rest  assured,  that  the 
Government  will  not  put  up  with  it :  and  is  it  possible  that  he  will 
allow  the  conduct  of  one  man  to  do  so  serious  an  injury  to  his  inno- 
cent People  ?  If,  however,  he  will  not  have  this  man  taken,  I  sliali 
adopt  such  steps  as  will  ensure  his  arrest,  and  pay  the  expenses  of  it 
out  of  the  annuity,  even  should  it  take  the  whole  of  it.  I  can  get  men 
from  Georgia  that  will  take  him  by  paying  enough  for  it :  and«  rather^ 
than  not  have  him,  I  will  pay  every  dollar  of  the  annuity  for  him.  I 
shall  inform  the  Government  of  Mcintosh's  conduct;  and  the  Presi- 
dent will,  no  doubt,  hold  the  Nation  accountable  for  it.  I  wish  you 
to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  Prince,  the  difficulty  which  this  trans- 
action will  place  the  nation  in,  should  this  man  be  protected  by  an 
Indian.  This  Nation,  since  the  War,  has  acquired  a  good  character 
for  their  good  behaviour,  with  the  President,  and  I  should  dislike  for 
them  to  lose  or  tarnish  it  by  protecting  a  white  man  in  violating  the 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  receipt  which  I  took  for  the  annuity,  and  the  one  from  Colonel 
Lovett,  for  beef,  has  been  miscarried  I  enclose  another,  which  you 
will  get  signed,  and  return  to  me,  after  getting  the  names  of  those 
about  Fort  Mitchell;  send  it  by  mail  to  Capt*  Walker,  to  be  signed 
by  the  Warrior,  &c.

Qavemor  Troup :  The  information  you  have  no  doubt  received  by 
Chilly  Mcintosh  and  other  Indians,  will  be  confirmed  by  the  follow- 
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ing  relation  of  the  circomstances  attendisg  the  horrrid  transaction  on 
the  Chatahoochee  and  .Tallapoosa,  in  the  Creek  nation.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  30th  April,  several  neighbors  of  mine,  who  lodged  on  the 
bank  of  the  Chatahooche  this  side  of  McIntosh'Sf  about  day  break* 
heard  the  war  whoop,  and  they  soppose  from  two  to  (om  hundred 
guns  were  flred— the  houses  were  on  fire  when  they  set  oflT.  An  in- 
i^ligeiit  Indian,  Col.  Miller,  who  has  fled  to  my  house,  together 
with  about  150  others,  states,  that  he  supposes  there  is  upwards  of 
400  warriors  of  the  hostile  party  embodied  on  the  Chatahooche,  at 
Mcintosh's,  feasting  on  all  the  cattle  they  can  find,  hogs,  kc.  be- 
longing to  the  friendly  party ;  states,  also,  that  they  hare  taken  Mc- 
intosh's negroes,  and  all  other  property' they  can  find;  tliey,  he 
States,  intend  marching  toward  the  settlement  of  the  whites  in  three 
days.  In  this  I  am  a  little  incredulous,  though,  as  far  as  the  resources 
of  our  country  will  afford,  I  will  be  prepared.  Major  Finley  Stewart 
is  collecting  some  volunteers  to  go  out  and  reconnoitre  the  country ; 
he  will'set  off  as  soon  as  practicable:  he.  Col  Miller,  supposes,  in- 
cluding numbers  long  cloaked  under  the  garb  of  friendship,  who, 
since  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  have  joined  the  hostile  party,  that  the 
hostile  party  in  the  nation  largely  exceeds  4,000  warriors :  and  that 
the  friendly  party  amounts  now  to  only  500.  They  implore  protec- 
tion— they  need  it — they  are  constantly  coming  in — ^say  the  road  is 
.covered  with  others^  *

Gentlemen  :  When  you  see  this  letter,  stained  with  the  blood  of 
my  husband,  the  last  drop  of  which  is  now  spilt  for  the  friendshifi  be 
has  shown  for  your  People,  I  kiiow  you  will  remember  your  pledge  to 
us  in  behalf  of  your  nation,  that  in  the  worst  of  events  you  would  as- 
sist and  protect  us.  And  when  I  tell  you  that  at  day-light,  on  Satur- 
day morning  last,  hundreds  of  the  hostiles  surrounded  our  house,  and 
instantly  murdered  General  Mcintosh  and  Tomme  Tustunnnggee,  by 
shooting  near  one  hundred  balls  into  them,  (Chilly  and  Moody  Ken- 
nard  making  their  escape  through  a  window.)  They  then  commenc- 
ed burhing  and  plundering  in  the  most  unprincipled  way:  so  tiiat 
here  I  am  driven  from  the  ashes  of  my  smoking  dwelling,  left  with 
nothing  but  my  poor  little  naked  hungry  childeen^  who  need  some  im- 
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inttiiate  aid  froiti  our  white  friendsi  and  we  lean  upon  you,  while  you 
lean  upon  your  Government.  About  the  same  time  of  the  morning 
that  they  Committed  the  horrid  act  on  the  General,  another  party 
caught  Col.  Samuel  Uawkin.%  and  kept  him  tied  till  about  3  o'clock^ 
when  the  Chiefs  returned  from  our  house,  and  gave*orders  for  his 
exeaition  in  the  same  way,  and  refused  to  leave  his  implements  to 
cover  his  body  Up  with ;  so  that  it  was  left  exposedio  the  fowls  of  tho 
air  and  the  beasts  of  the  forests  ;  and  Jenny  and  her  child  are  here,  iii 
the  same  condition  as  we  are.  This  party  consisted  principally  of 
Oakfuskies,  Talledogaft.and  Muckfaws,  though  there  were  otbera 
%ith  them.  The  Chiefs  that  appeared  to  head  the  party  were,  In- 
lockunge,  of  Mockfaw  ;  Thloc-co-cos-co-mico,  of  Arpachoocbee ; 
Munt)auhf» — but  I  know  not  where  he  was  from }  who  said  they  were 
ordc(red  fo  do  it  by  the  Little  Prince  and  Hopoeitb-yoholo»  and  that 
ihey  were  supported  and  encouraged  in  it  by  the  Agent,  and  the  chiefa 
that  were  left  after  the  Big  Warrior's  death,  in  a  council  at  Broken 
Arrow,  where  they  decreed  that  they  would  murder  all  the  chiefs 
who  had  any  hand  in  selling  th(j  land  |  and  burn  and  destroy,  and 
take  away  all  they  h^d,  and  then  send  on  to  the  President  that  ht 
should  not  have  the  land.  I  hat^  not  heard  of  the  murder  of  anj 
others,  bht  expect  all  are  dead  that  could  be  catched*  But,  by  reason 
of  a  great  freshet  in  the  Chatahoochee,  they  could  not  get  CoK  Mil- 
ler nor  Hogey  Mctntosh,  nor  the  Darisaws,  and  they  and  Chilly  are 
gone  to  the  Governor.  Our  country  is  in  a  most  ruined  state,  so  far 
as  I  have  heard,  (though  by  reason  of  the  high  waters,  word  has  not 
circulated  fast,)  all  have  fled  from  their  homes  in  our  parts,  and  tak- 
en refuge  among  our  white  friends;  and  I  learn  there  are  riow 
at  General  Ware's  (near  this  place,)  from  150  to  200  of  them,  who 
arc  afraid  to  go  to  their  homes  to  get  a  grain  of  what  littld  corn 
they  have  to  eat,  much  niorc  to  try  to  make  any  more;  and  if  you 
and  your  People  do  not  assist  us,  God  help  us !  'we  must  die  either 
by  the  sword  or  the  famine. 

This  moment  Gen.  Ware  has  come  in,  and  will,  in  a  few  minutes^ 
start  with  a  few  men,  and  a  few  friendly  Indians,  to  try  to  get  a 
little  something  for  us  to  eat  I  ho|)e,  so  soon  as  you  read  this,  you 
will  lay  it  before  the  Governor,  and  the  President,  that  they  maj 
know  our  miserable  condition,  and  afford  us  relief  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, t  followed  them  to  their, camp,  about  one  and  a  half  miles,  tp 
try  to  beg  of  them  something  to  rover  the  dead  with,  but  it  was  de- 
nied me.  I  tried  aisp  to  get  a  horse  to  take  my  little  children  and 
some  provisions  to  last  us  to  the  white  settlements,  which  was  given 
up  to  me,  ard  then  taken  back ;  and  had  it  not  been  for  some  white 
men  who  assisted  in  burying  the  dead,  and  getting  na  to  the  white 
settlements,  wo  should  iiave  been  worse  off  than  we  were,  if  possible. 
Before  I  close,  I  must  remark,  that  the  whole  of  the  party,  so  far  ai 
I  knew  them  were  hostiles  during  the  late  war.

Jane  Hawktiis  to  the  United  States^  Commissioners* 

Fayette  County,  3d  Mat/y  1 825', 
My  dear  friends :  I  send  you  thw  paper,  which  will  not  tell  yoa  ar 
i^'e,  but  ir  it  kad  ten  tongues  it  could  not  tell  all  tlie  truth.     Oit 
the  morning  of  Xht  SOth  April,  at  break  of  day,  my  father^s  house  wa4 
flurrounded  by  a  party  of  hostile  Indian^t  to  tlie  number  of  several 
hundred,  who  instantly  fired  his  dwelling^,  aiid  murdered  hiro  an4 
Thottias  Tustunnuggee,  by  shooting  more  than  ones  hundred  balls  into 
them,  and  took  away  the  whole  of  father's  money  and  property  which 
they  could  carry  off,  and  destroyed  the  rest,  leaving  the  family  no 
clothes  (some  not  one  rag)  nor  provision.    Brother  CbHIy  Was  at  fa* 
ther's,  and  made  his  escape  through  a  window,  under  cover  -of  a  tra- 
velling white  man,  who  obtained  leave  for  them  to  come  out  that  way* 
It  being  not  yet  light  he  was  not  discovered.     While  those  hostiles 
were  murdering  my  beloved  father,  they  were  tying  my  husband. 
Col.  Samuel  Hawkins,  with  cords,  to  wait  the  arrival  of  Itockchnnga, 
Thiococoscomico,  and  Munnawana,  who  were  the  commanders  at  fa; 
tl)er*s,  to  give  orders  for  tbo  Colonel's  cieciHion  also,  which  took 
place  about  3  o'clock  the  same  day.    And  these  barbarous  men,  not 
content  with  spilling  the  blood  of  both  my  husband  and  father,  ta 
iitone  for  their  constant  friendship  to  both  your  nation  and  our  own, 
refused  my  hands  the  painful  privilege  of'  covering  his  body  up  in  tha 
very  ground  which  he  lately  defended  agaifist  those  hostile  murder* 
ers,  and  drove  me  from  my  home  strlpt  of  my  two  best  friends  in  one 
day — stript  of  all  my 'property,  my  provision,  and  my  clothing. 
With  a  more  nainful  reflection  than  all  these,  that  the  body  of  my 
poor  murdered  husband  should  remain  unburied,  to  be  devoured  by 
i\\t  birds  and  the  beasts.     Was  ever  poor  woman  worse  off  than  1  !* 
I  have  this  moment  arrived  among  our  whit«  friends,  who,  although 
they  are  very  kind,  have  but  little  to  bestow  on  me  and  my  poor  hclj>- 
Jesff  infanu  ^Imi  must  suffer  before  any  aid  can  reach  us  from  you  ; 
but  I  can  Hve  a  great  while  on  very  little,  besides  the  confidence  I 
have  on  you  and  your  Government     For  1  know  by  your  prorois^ 
you  will  aid  and  defend  us  as  soon  as  you  hear  from  our  situation'. 
These  murderers  are  the  very  same  lM)8titcs  who  treated  the  v/hites  tei^ 
years  ago  as  they  have  now  treated  my  husband  and  father;  who  say 
fliey  ai'O  determined  to  kill  all  who  had  any  hand  in  selling  the  land, 
and  when  they  have  completed  the  work  of  murdering,  burning% 
plundering,  and  destruction,  they  will  send  the  President  word  that 
tliey  have  saved  their  land,  and  taken  it  back,  and  that  he  and  the 
whi4e  people  never  shall  have  it  again;  which  is  the  order  of  the. 
heads  of  the  nation,  by  the  advice  of  the  Agent.     We  expect  that 
many  of  our  best  friends  arc  already  killed,  but  have  not  heard  by 
reason  of  the  waters  being  too  high  for  word  to  go  quick,  which  is 
the  only  reason  Colonel  Miller  and  others  on  his  side  of  the  river 
were  not  killed.     We  arc  in  a  dreadful  condition;   and  I  do  ndt 
think  ilftcre  will  be  one  car  of  com  made  in  this  part  of  the  nation  ' 
f  jr  the  w(^olc  of  the  friendly  party  have  fled  to  the  De  Kalb  and  Fa/- 
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«tte  couDties,  too  much  alarmed  to  retut*n  to  their  houses  to  get  a  lit* 
ile  grain  of  what  corn  they  left  for  themselves  and  their  familiea  to 
subsist  on,  much  more  to  stay  at  home  to  make  more ;  and  we  fear 
-every  day  that  what  little  provision  we  left  will  be  destroyed.  I  am 
afraid  you  will  think  I  make  it  worse^  but  how  can  that  be?  for  it  b 
worse  of  itself  than  any  pen  can  write.  My  condition  admits  of  no 
'equal,  and  mocks  roe  when  I  try  to  sneak  of  it ;  after  I  was  stript  of 
my  last  frock  but' one,  humanity  and  dtity  called  on  me  to  pull  it  off 
and  spread  it  over  the  body  of  my  dead  husband,  (which  was  allowed 
no  other  covering,)  which  I  did  as  a  farewell  witness  of  ny  affection. 
I  was  25  miles  from  any  friend,  (but  sister  Catharine,  who  was  with 
me,)  and  had  to  stay  all  night  in  the  woods  surrounded  by  a  thousand 
tiostile  Indians,  who  were  constantly  insulting  and  affrighting  «s. 
And  now  I  am  here,  with  only  one  old  coat  to  my  back,  and  not  a 
morsel  of  bread  to  save  us  from  perishing,  or  a  rag  of  a  blanket  to 
cover  toy  poor  little  boy  from  the  sufi  at  noon,  or  the  dew  at  night.  I 
am  a  poor  distracted  orphan  and  widow.

General  McDonald  to  Oavetiwr  Trtmp. 

Macon,  6<A  .Uatf,  18^5. 

Sir:  I  have  just  received  information  in  relation  to  the  existing 
disturbances  among  the  Creek  Indians,  which  I  deem  sufficiently  im^ 
portant  to  be  promptly  communicated  to  you. 

A  Mr.  Freeman,  a  gentleman  no  doubt  of  high  character,  has  just 
arrived  in  this  place  from  Alabama,  with  his  family  :  he  states,  that 
the  Indians  appear  to  be  \\\  an  alarming  state  of  excitement,  and  from 
their  general  demjeanor,  so  Ear  as  it  came  under  his  observation,  seem 
determined  up<m  miscliief.  Their  professions,  however,  as  far  as  he 
understood  them,  are  entirely  friendly  to  the  whites,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Agent:  on  his  destruction  both  jiartiesseem  determined. 

Mr.  Freeman  passed  by  Fort  Mitchell,  on  Wednesday  last,  at 
which  place  he  saw  the  Agent,  who  informed  him,  thaty  while  at  sup- 
^r  the  evening  before,  a  runner,  from  a  town  about  30  miles  distant^ 
informed  him,  that  on  that  night  he  was  to  be  murdered.  The  Agent 
bad  made  every  preparation  in  his  power  for  his  defence,  and  stated, 
that  he  believed  bis  death  had  been  determined  on  at  a  talk  which  was 
hald  on  the  Monday  week  preceding.  He  had  commiinicated  to  the 
Indians  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  and  suggested  to  them  the  propria 
ety  of  selling  that  portion  of  the  territory  which  had  been  rwrvcd, 
And  to  go  in  a  body  beyond  the  Mississippi.  To  the  proposition  to 
sell,  no  reply  was  given,  and  he  was  asked  if  he  had  signed  the  trea^- 
tf.    lie  informed  them  that  he  h^d  signed  in  the  cbar&cter  of  a  yjjto 
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ness*  After  the  telk  with  the  Agent  was  ovePf  the  Indians  beM  a  mr 
cret  one^  from  which  the  Agent  and  all  the  white  resMcnts  were  e3f:- 
cludedf  at  which  time  the  Agent  supposes  all  tlieir  schemes  of  mis- 
chi^  were  devised.  Since  Mr.  Freeman  left  Fort  Mitchell,  he  has 
been  informed  that  the  time  on  ^hich  th^e  Agent  wa?  to  be  killed,  waf 
on  Wednesday  night,  and  not  on  Tuesday  nighty  as  communicated  by 
|rhe  runner.  He  entertains  no  doubt  but  their  purpose  is  executed  be^- 
fore  this  time.  If^  however,  be  should  be  mistaken  in  his  apprehen- 
sions, would  it  not  be  proper,  from  hia  peculiarly  perilous  situation,  tf 
)i§brd  the  J^gent  prompt  and  etQcient. relief  ?  Both  parties  of  the  Indi- 
ans, those  friendly  and  those  hostile  to  tlie  treaty,  are  alike  excited 
against  him — and  both  have  pronounced  the  same  fate  for  him*  Col* 
Crowell,  it  it  believed,  could  command  betw^een  three  and  four  hun- 
dred Indians,  and  if  be  bad  military  supplies  for  them,  icould  at  least 
defend  himself  altlipugh  the  hostile  party  is  fprmidahle ;  this  opinio^ 
has  been  sugg^ted  by  Mr.  Fp^ipan,  but  a  small  additional  forcQ 
could  do  np  injury. 

There  is  one  circumstance  more  strongly  indicative  of  the  hostile 
design  of  the  Indians  towarjds  the  whites  generally,  than  their  warlike 
exhibitions.  It  is  this ;  the  whites  who  have  been  resident  among  them^ 
iand  who  are  acquainted  with  their  habits  and  pbaracter^  are  sending 
their  families,  froQi  the  nation^  The  Indians  hold  a  talk  on  Monday 
next^  for  what  purpose  it  is  not  known.

3p  *'  Tour  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  by  express^  is  this  qioiiient  re^ 
ceived.  1  am  happy  to  learn  from  him,  that  he  bor^  to  yoii  ordert 
j[rom  Gen,  Wimberly,  in  consequence  of  my  general  orders  to  biq^ 
You  are,  tberefiire,  already  on  your  ^uard,  and  you  will  not  hesitate  a. 
moment,  to  take  the  necessary  measures,  |irst  to  make  safe  the  fron- 
tier, and  then  to  give  to  the  Agent  any  protection  which,  accordioig^ 
to  the  evidence  he^ore  you,  his  safety  shall  demand  |  and  of  wbii^ 
from  your  proximate  situation  to  him,  you  will  be  the  exclusive  judge. 

I  hope  that  no  barm  has  befallen  him ;  and^  if  not,  you  may  assure 
bim  that  any  force  which  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  to  ond^r  and 
obedience  any  militant  tribes  of  the  Creeks  within  our  iimits,  shall 
be  furnished  promptly,  under  the  command  of  a  trusty  officer,  who 
will  be  charged  with  full  powers  to  act  efficiently,  under  any  exigen* 
pies  which  may  arise. 

I  thank  you  for  the  promptitude  with  which  you  have  communicat- 
ed tbis  pew  infprmatioii ;  at  the  same  timCi  I  in<)ulge  hope  tb||t  tl^ 
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cause  of  ilgrai  Jias  been  exaggerated*  li  is  scarcely  to  be  believed 
that  the  Agents  from  whom  nothing  has  been  heard,  wdl  knowing 
the  contentions  which  agitate  the  conntry,  and  the  imminent  perils 
which  surrQund  him,  should  not  have  despatched  runners  to  make 
known  to  this  Government  officially,  and  without  delay,  the  circum- 
stances  which  your  letter  discloses,  upon  the  authority  or  a  respecta- 
ble traveller*  The  express  which  brought  it,  carries  the  answer*

Georgia,  Baldwin  Cou.Nxr. 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Harris  Allen,  one  of  the  justices  of 
the  Inferior  Court  for  said  county,  Francis  Flournoy,  who,  being  du- 
)y  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith,  that  be  was  at  Greneral  Wm.  Mclu^<>sii's, 
in  the  Creek  nation^  one  pf  the  chiefs  of  said  nation,  on  the  morning 
of  the  SOth  of  April  last,  when,  about  day-break,  a  party  oi  Indians, 
(with  one  white  man  aijpong  them,  whom  the  Indians  said  was  by  the 
name  of  Hudroan,  as  well  as  I  recollect,  and  who,  said  lie  was  not 
sent  by  the  chiefs  to  murder,  to  burn,  nor  to  plunder,  but  to  act  as 
Interpreter;  and  preserve  the  travellers,  should  there  be  any  there,) 
consisting  of  from  two  to  four  hundred,  who,  so  soon  as  they  had  close* 
ly  surrounded  the  General's  dwelling  house,  and  fixed  a  guard  round 
the  House  which  I  was  in,  set  fire  to  the  dwelling  house,  and  immedi- 
ately shot  the  General,  who  instantly  fell,  and  was  drawn  out  of  the 
house  with  considerable  efiect  of  the  flames^  and  they  continued  firing 
at  his  corpse  until,  I  think,  they  had  shot  more  than  fifty  balls  into 
him.  They  then  set  fire,  also,  to  tlie  house  in  which  this  dcjioneut, 
and  one  other  white  man^  and  three  chiefs,  had  staid  all  night,  and 
findli^g  "i^ Thomas  Tustunnuggo  (a  Coweta  chief,)  within,  they  ap- 
peared much  gratified,  and  shot  him  almost  as  often  as  tlicy  had  done 
the  General ;  and  this  deponei^t  drew  him  out  from  Wn^  flames,  and 
afterwards  assisted  two  other  white  men  to  bury  them  both.  This 
banditti  were  busily  engaged,  from  the  commencement  of  the  horrid 
scene  iintil  a  late  hour  of  the  morning,  in  plundering  and  destroying 
^very  thing  valuable,  as  well  as  the  property  of  the  white  men  who 
were  present,  as  the  property  of  the  General ;  tearing  a  frock  off  a 
young  Indian  female, and  leaving  several  children  stark  naked  ;. car- 
rying  off  a  great  many  negroes  and  horses,  (and  catile,  as  they  them- 
selves told  me,)  and  said  they  wereoi-dered  to  destroy  whatever  they 
could  not  6arry  off;  and  I  saw  them  shoot  many  hogs,  which  they  left 
on  the  ground,  liie  General*s  Cherokee  wife  went  to  the  camp  of  the 
hostiles  to  beg  from  them  a  suit  of  white  to  bury  the  General  in,  which 
was  denied,  as  she  said;  and,  on  her  return,  she  informed  me  that 
those  Indians  si4d  they  were  ordered  to  do  what  they  bad  done  bj^

those  who  ruled  the  nation  since  the  Big  Warrior^s  death,  and  thejr 
M^ere  supported  and  encouraged  by  the  Agent  I  observed  I  did  not 
believe  that :  slie  replied,  they  woidd  not  tclf  a  lie  on  the  Agent :  for 
thej  must  know  it  would  come  to  his  ears,  and  they  would  have  to 
answer  for  it.  About  eleven  o'clock,  those  murderers  returned  again ; 
and,  after  ascertaining  that  a  plain  countenanced  old  man  could  un- 
derstand some  Enelish,  I  observed  to  him  :  <<  Old  gentleman,  is  this 
the  way  your  People  do  ?  go  to  a  man's  house  and  shoot  him,  and  burn 
his  house,  an^  take  every  thing  he  has  and  carry  it  away  ?— ^r  ar» 
these  bad  men  ?  What  have  they  done  ?''  He  replied,  he  did  not  love 
to  kill  tliem,  but  the  heads  of  the  nation  said  so.  I  asked  if  Intock- 
chunga  and  Thloco-cosco«mico,  were  the  heads  of  the  nation  ?  He 
answered,  no ;  Little  Prince  and  Hopoetbyoholy  were  their  heads,  now 
the  Big  Warrior  was  dead.  I  replied,  these  were  the  very  two  men 
that  sent  word  to  the  Governor  that  those  chiefs  should  not  be  hurt 
He  answered,  that,  at  first,  they  did  send  that  word  to  the  Governor, 
and  then  it  was  so ;  but,  since  that,  the  A^ent  had  altca^ed  it,  and  told 
the  council  that  the  only  way  to  get  their  land  back,  and  keep  it,  was 
to  kill  all  tliat  had  any  hand  in  selling  it,  and  bum  and  destroy  all 
they  had,  which  they  could  not  carry  away,  and,  lifter  that,  other 
chiefs  never  would  attempt  to  sell  their  land,  for  fear  of  being  treated 
in  the  same  way :  and  when  they  had  completed  the  above,  ^  ordered 
by  the  council,  tkey  would  send  word  to  the  President  that  they  bad 
saved  their  laud^  and  done  took  it  back,  and  now  he  and  the  white 
People  never  should  have  it  again.  The  above  article  was  con^med 
by  Colonel  Hawkins'  wudow.  next  day,  as  coming  from  the  party  wlio 
imirdered  him,  adding  the  name  of  Walker^  former  Sub- Agent,  to 
that  of  Mr,  Crowell.

PreseiUmenl  of  the  Grand  Jury. 

In  the  Circuit  Court  of  tlie  United  States  for  the  District  of  GeorgiOf 
at  JKlledgeville,  May  term,  1825. 

The  Grand  Jury  regret  that  they  find  it  necessary  to  ask  the  at- 
tention of  the  Court  to  recent  occurrences  within  the  circle  of  its 
criminal  jurisdiction.  In  the  territory  lately  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  by  the  Creeks,  at  the  ti-eaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  atrocious 
murders  have  been  commiited  upon  the  bodies  of  William  Mcintosh, 
Tome  Tustunnugge,  and  Colonel  Hawkins,  three  distinguished  Indian 
chiersy  at  all  times  the  friends  of  the  United  States,  and  just  about  to 
begin  a  journey  to  the  West,  to  explore  the  country,  preparatoiy  to  the 
removal  of  the  tribe,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  treaty. 
Numerous  parties  of  Indians,  the  friends  of  the  deceased  chiefs,  aj^d 
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tf  the  United  States,  have  been  driven^  destitute  and  naked,  into  the 
settled  parts  of  the  frontiers  of  this  State  for  protection  from  the 
vengeance  of  those  persons  who  had  just  sacrificed  tliose  chiefs.  It 
is  understood^  and  believed,  tliat  these  outrages  have  been  committed 
hy  large  bodies  of  armed  Indians,  principally  residents  of  Alabama. 
It  is  gi-eatly  to  be  apprehended,  and  feared,  that  thtj  have  been  insti- 

Sated  and  countenanced  by  white  persons.  The  Grand  Jury  have 
ue  confidence  in  the  vigilance  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  theGe- 
neral  and  State  Governments,  but  they  cannot,  without  a  violation  of 
thdr  own  duty,  refrain  from  calling,  through  the  Court,  the  attention 
of  both  Governments  to  the  situation  of  the  frontier,  and  to  the  con- 
wqucnces  of  tlie  atrocities  committed  on  the  lately  ceded  territory. 
Those  who  have  driven  the  friends  of  the  murdered  cliiefs  into  the 
settled  parts  of  the  State,  may  pursue  to  destroy  them  in  their  places 
of  refuge.  They  recommend  that  measures  of  necessary  precaution, 
for  Che  protection  and  succour  of  the  fugitives,  be  immediately  taken 
and  that  every  attempt  to  violate  their  asylum,  shall  be  instantly  punish- 
ed- Tlie  Grand  Jury  deem  it  necessary  to  the  character  of  the 
Government  of  their  country,  that  the  authors,  perpetrators,  aiders, 
and  abettors,  of  the  crimes  lately  committed,  should  be  sought  for,  and. 
when  ascertained,  prosecuted  and  severely  punished.  They  have  no 
langua^  strong  enough  to  mark  their  abhorrence  of  the  white  pia-- 
sons,  it  any,  who  have  seduced  or  irritated  the  unhappy  Indians  to 
perpetrate  this  tragedy.  They  recommend  the  severest  scrutiny  into 
tbe  conduct  of  all  white  persons  in  tlic  nation,  and  the  judicial  prose- 
cution of  each  and  every  one  of  them  against  whom  sufiicient  evidence 
to  justify  [it]  shall  be  discovered. 

The  Grand  Jury  request  that  a  copy  of  this  their  presentment 
should  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  another  to 
the  Governor  of  Georgia,  and  that  ihe  foregoing  b&  published  in  the 
newspapers  of  this  place.

At  si  general  meeting  of  the  Indians  friendly  to  General  Mcintosh,  and 
wh6  feel  themselves  aggrieved  of  the  injuries  done  by  the  Indians 
inimical  to  the  late  treaty  held  at  the  Indian  Springs,  tbe  following 
address  was  unanimously  agreed  to,  and  for  the  same  to  be  published 
in  the  Greorgia  Messenger,  and  one  of  the  Milledgeville  papers  : 

Pike  County,  Flint  River,  \7fh  May,  1825. 

We  have  discovered  in  the  Georgia  Messenger,  of  Macon,  of  the 
11th  instant,  a  letter  signed  by  our  Agent,  Captain  Crowell,  that  the 
party  of  Indians  friendly  to  General  Mcintosh  had  tlireateneil  his  life, 
and  also  the  life  of  the  Little  Prince,  who  is  our  principal  Chief  at 
this  time.  Wc  acknowledge  ourselves  Greneral  Mclntof^h's  friends 
and  party ;  and,  if  any  threats  of  this  kind  has  been  made,  it  has  not 
come  within  our  knowledge;  therefore,  we  believe  it  to  be  a  lie.  We 
also  sec  in  the  same  paper  information  derived  from  the  Agency,  that 
the  killing  of  Mcintosh,  Tome  Tustunnuggee,  and  the  two  Hawkins, 
was  not  intended  as  hostilities  against  the  whites;  that  it  was  only  a 
fulfilment  of  their  own  laws,  and  a  law  which  General  Mcintosh  him- 
self liad  signcdt  and  declared  at  the  square  at  Broken  Arrow,  during 
the  late  ti-caty  at  that  place.  This  law  was.  that  if  any  Indian  chief 
should  sign  a  treaty  of  any  lands  to  the  whites,  that  he  should  cer- 
tainly suffer  death.  This  statement  is  positively  false ;  and  it  is  only 
made  use  of  as  a  pretext  for  the  cruel  murders  which  have  been  com^ 
mitted. 

For  the  correctness  of  our  denial  to  that  statement,  we  will  appeal 
to  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  CoJ.  Campbell  and  Capt.  Me- 
riwether, and  many  other  of  our  white  friends  who  were  present  dur- 
ing the  treaty  :  and  we  further  appeal  to  our  Agent,  who  we  believe 
will  do  us  that  justice  as  to  give  the  lie  to  any  such  reports.  It  cer- 
tainly would  have  been  very  inconsistent  for  Gten.  Mcintosh,  or  any 
of  us,  to  have  signed  the  treaty  at  the  Mineral  Springs,  had  such  a  law 
as  that  come  within  our  knowledge.    And  it  is  very  droll,  too,  that 
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aocb  alaw  as  that  shoQld  exist,  and  that  the  National  Clerk  and  none 
of  OB  ihoald  have  any  knowledge  of  it.  We  have  heen  in  the  habit 
of  meeting  all  councUs  that  concerns  the  nation,  as  much  so  as  any 
other  chiefs  of  the  nation,  and  if  any  such  law  had  been  made  wo 
slmald  hare  known  it  We  understand  that  tliere  wa]9  a  decree  c^ 
that  kind  passed  by  the  Big  Warrior  and  his  friends,  at  a  place  called 
the  Pole  Cat  Springs,  which  is  about  fifty  miles  West  of  Broken  Ar« 
row.  Broken  Arrow  is  the  capital  of  the  nation,  where  all  business 
of  a  public  nature  is  transacted ;  therefore,  as  that  meeting  was  one 
which  way  not  ordered  at  the  capital,  and  not  a  general  one,  it  could 
oiAy  subject  those  who  were  present.  It  is  right  for  us  to  state  that 
oer  friend  Tome  Tustunmuggee  was  present  anfl  signed  the  decree,  but 
we  have  often  lieard  him  say  that  be  did  not  know  the  contents  when 
he  made  his  mark«  or  he  sliould  not  have  done  so ;  and,  as  for  Gen. 
Mcintosh's  ev^  stgiring  or  sanctionine  any  such  law,  we  declare 
it  to  he  false  :  for  when  he  was  told  of  it,  be  remonstrated  severely 
against  H,  and  declared  that  they  were  unauthorized  to  pass  any  such 
law,  and  that  such  a  thing  could  not  be  a  law,  for  it  was  impossible 
fbr  Tackaubatchee,  and  one  or  two  other  towns,  to  meet  and  pass  a  law 
lor  the  destinictioH  of  his  or  any  other  chiefs  who  were  not  present,  and 
particularly  ata  place  where  the  national  council  should  not  have  con* 
vened.  When  this  meeting  was  ordered,  there  was  no  doubt  in  our 
minds  that  it  was  not  intendeil  for  Oen.  Mcintosh  or  any  of  us  to  have 
known  it ;  and  it  was  ordered  in  consequence  of  the  Clierokees  sending 
tiie  Big  Warrior  and  his  friends  word  that  they  must  be  mindful  of  Gen. 
Mcintosh,  or  he  would  sell  all  their  lands  from  them.  The  Little 
Prtace,  who  stood  as  fair  as  any  other  chief  in  the  nation,  could  not 
have  had  any  knowledge  of  this  law,  or  at  least  he  had  no  idea  that 
such  a  law  would  be  enforced  3  for  the  appointn|ent  which  he  then,  and 
aow  holds,  requires  more  honor  and  tf'uth  than  to  have  written  the  fol- 
lowing  letter  to-one  of  our  chiefs,  and  one  who  signed  thetrea^,  Col. 
Chilly  Mcintosh,  who  was  amongst  his  white  friends,  in  consequence 
of  the  severe  threhts  which  had  been  made  against  fdl  who  sijj^ed  the 
treaty  at  the  Mineral  Springs.

Mif  friend  :  I  am  very  sorry  to  hear  of  so  much  fuss  amongst  my 

r^ple }  I  wish  to  have  peace  amongst  both  my  white  and  red  brethren, 
hope  you  will  take  my  talk,  and  come  home  and  not  be  uneasy  :  for 
if  any  one  had  threatened  your  life  I  would  have  certainly  heard  it. 
There  is  some  that  will  talk  foolish  when  drunk  :  I  consider  you  my 
son,  and  if  I  bad  heard  any  such  talk  I  would  let  you  know  it  I 
wish  you,  and  all  of  you  to  come  home  and  live  as  brothers  and  friends, 
and  trust  to  our  Great  Fatiier  for  our  protector  and  friend.  I  have  heard 
of  your  negroes,  and  have  given  orders  for  them  to  be  (etched  home 
as  soon  as  passible  ;  this  may  assure  you  that  I  love  you  as  a  son,  and 
wish  you  home  to  your  family.    They  ai'e  all  well  at  present

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Althmigft  it  18  6€eo  plainly  that  the  Little  Prince  haa  And  m  pietfgt 
blms^Ity  as  oar  father^  tliat  noliostilities  vrere  iutended,  andallprraer* 
tj  taken  should  be  restored*  he  tias  (although  so  pledging  himself)  from 
gomi  authority  ordered  and  decreed  that  our  principal  chiefs  amongst 
an,  should  he' murdered,  and  that  in  a  cruel  manner,  and  ourproperty 
all  destroyed  Such  trtetnient  as  this  is  not  usual  from  the  father  to 
kis  children ;  at  least  it  authorizes  us  not  to  acknowledge  him  as  our 
father,  and  shall  receive  no  mqre  of  his  talks.  We  have  received 
many  other  talks  from  him  to  the  same  amount ;  and  that  we  wera 
ilarmed  for  nothing,  and  all  the  fuss  which  had  been  made  was  In 
oonsequence  of  an  affray  which  had  taken  place  with  a  few  dmnkan 
Indians  which  acted  foolish  ;  that  we  should  not  be  hurt  or  interrupt* 
ed ;  peace  was  what  he  wanted,  and  notliing  but  harmony  shonld  eK-* 
ist  for  us  to  Come  home  to  oiif  families  and  plant  oar  com.  Now 
Kke  hogs  and  sheep  tolling  to  the  slaughter  pen,  so  we  immediately 
repaired  to  mir  wives  and  children—and  sure  enough,  what  wAs  thfr 
o<>nse(}uei)ce?  Only  a  few  day  rest  when  we  were  awaked  from  our 
sleep  with  the  cry  of  murder-^McIntosh  is  killed,  and  how  many 
moi^  we  dmit  know.  Get  up  and  clear  yourseives*  for  death  is  yoar 
portion — the  woods  are  full  of  Indians-^l  will  be  killed  who  signed 
the  treaty. 

This  Was  very  unexpected  news  to  us.  and  wo  had  a  right  not  to 
expect  it,  particularly  from  talks  Imd  at  Broken  Arrow  to  the  Ciover* 
Bor^s  Aid,  bj  the  Little  Prince  and  the  Big  Warrior's  cbiels,  declar- 
ing that  we  were  in  no  danger,  and  all  statements  to  the  contrary,  Vftrt 
li^ ;  thai  they  wanted  peace,  and  nothing  else  was  intended  ;.of  course 
we  expected  nothing  else  ;  but  we  had  to  fly  for  refuge  to  our  white 
neighbors,  where  we  have  been  kindly  received,  and  treated  as  our 
situation  requires.  Every  pledge  has  been  forfeited  by  our  father,  the 
Littk  Prince,  and  his  friends ;  thei^eforc  it  is  impossible  fiir  us  to  have 
afiy  con6dence  in  what  he  or  any  of  his  friends  may  hereafter  talk. 

We  have  lately  received  a  talk  fn»m  the  Deputy  Agent,  Captain 
Triplett.  We  are  sorry  that  his  talk  Is  so  one  sided — declares,  in  the 
first  place,  that  we  must  go  home  and  tend  onr  farms ;  that  we  shall 
not  be  hurt  This  taUc  was  made  in  the  presence  of  white  men,  to 
Benjamin  Marshall,  who  is  one  of  our  chiefs :  murdering  should  cease  ; 
that  Mcintosh,  Tome  Tustonnuggee  and  the  two  HawUns  was  killed 
in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  nation.  If  tliere  was  a  law  for 
tiiem  to  be  murdered,  that  law  yet  exists ;  and  admitting  we  should 
take  this  talk  and  go  home,  we  should  i*eccive  the  same  fate  :  for  we 
are  guilty  of  tlie  same  breach,  and  should  of  course  receive  the  same 
punishment.  He  further  decla)*es  that  the  Indians  were  cheatc^I.  out 
df  their  lands :  that  we  were  all  fooled  by  the  United  States'  Commis- 
sioners, for  that  they  had  no  lands  West  of  the  Missiasippi,  without 
fhey  would  hereafter  buy  it  from  the  Indians  who  now  reside  tliere  ; 
fliat  they,  meaning  the  United  States*  Commissioner,  had  got  our 
lands,  and  they  did  not  care  what  became  of  as,  and  would  not  got 
any  assistance  from  the  whites.  Our  chief,  Benjamin  Marshall,  ask* 
ed  the  Captain  if  this  murder  was  a  fulMment  of  tiie  laws  of  the  na- 
tioo,  why  did  their  council  at  Broken  Arrow  declaVeto  the  Governor's 
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Aid,  Col.  Lamar,  that  there  was  iio  hostilities  intended,  and  that  they 
would  protect  Mcintosh  ;  for  they  had  fought  by  his  side,  and  liked 
him.     His  reply  was,  that  the  Governor's  Aid  had  made  that  talk 
himaelt,  and  had  went  iMime  with  a  lie  in  his  mouth  to  the  Governor. 
We  must  believe  from  the  talks  we  received  ourselves,  that  the  Gnver- 
noi^'s  Aid  has  spoken  nothing  but  the  truth.    After  the  Captain  found 
that  we  were  not  satisfiedf  he  observed  to  a  white  man«  that  tlie  tree 
was  only  tapped,  and  if  we  were  not  satisfied  witli  it,  tine  limbs  would 
be  taken  off.     It  is  impossible  for  us  to  be  satisfied,  when  the  Cap- 
tain himself  has  declared  in  his  talk  to  ns,  tliat  the  Little  Prince  had 
never  denied,  since  the  death  of  Mcintosh  and  others,  but  what  he  had 
ordered  it,  and  he  would  now  acknowledge  it,  for  it  was  perfectly  right. 
If  we  are  to  be  governed  by  this  talk,  we  are  in  a  dreadful  situation  ; 
'Witliont  homes  or  friends,  or  even  without  moans  of  subsistence,  driv* 
en  from  our  farms,  and  robbed  of  our  proi)erty,  and  also  the  moneys 
ttrtsing  from  our  land  taken  and  given  to  our  enemies*     We  have  too 
much  confidence  in  our  Fatlter,  the  President,  to  believe  any  such  talks* 
He  has  never  deceived  us  yet;    we  have  his  promise,  in  and  through 
the  United  States'  Commissioners,  and  shall  hold  it  sacned  until  w# 
find  out  to  the  contrary.     Our  MHle  Father,  the  Governor  of  Georgia, 
has  given  us  a  talk,  cKf  which  we  sliall  strictly  obey  until  he  may  talk 
again. 

We  cannot  help  mentioning  that  we  are  fed  by  several  white  friends, 
who  we  hope  will  be  remunerated  at  the  Mincriil  Springs,  when  mor 
neys  shall  be  received  for  our  land.  Nothing  but  justice  is  demanded, 
and  nothiog  else  will  he  expected  ;  and  we  hope  that  pur  Great  Fa* 
ther.  who  is  above  us  all,  will  cause  us  to  obtain  it. 

We  are  now  stationed  at  Newnan,  in  Pike  county,  and  shall  remain 
nntil  our  rulers  shall  order  otherwise. 

We  hope  this  our  communication  will  be  jpublLshed  in  the  newspa- 
pers for  the  satisfaction  of  the  world.

Letter  from  Judge  Cuyler  to  CoL  John  CfowelL 

Sir:  I  received  yours  of  the  20th  ultimo,  a  few  days  ago ;  and^in  an* 
swer,  I  inform  you  that,  on  the  records  of  tlie  District  Court,  you  will 
find,  and  can  have  duly  certified,  a  certificate  of  probable  cause  for  the 
prosecution  against  Mr.  Stinson ;  I  did  not  keep  any  notes  of  the . 
evidence,  but  I  \ery  well  recollect  that  Gen.  Mitchell  and  Getu 
Mcintosh,  deceased,  were  both  sworn  as  witnesses. 

I  can  only  add,  that  I  was  perfectly  satisfied  of  the  guilt  of  Stinson, 
and  that  his  defence  was  not  sufficient  to  authorize  his  acquittal^  and 
I  so  charged  the  Jury. 

I  think  it  likely,  that  some  of  the  advocates  in  the  case,  has  a  de^ 
tailed  note  of  the  evidence,  and  from  them,  it  is  probable  you  can 
get  it.

Oapt.  Thomas  TripletPs  Testimony. 

Georgia,  BaxdwinCovntt. 

Personally  appeared  before  n^e,  Thomas  Tri^tt,  who  being  duly 
sworn,  says  that  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  Nation  nearly  three  years^ . 
during  the  latter  part  of  which  time,  he  held,  and  yet  holds,  the  office 
of  Sub- Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  Nation.  That  he  has, 
.  during  the  above  time,  had  many  opportunities  of  forming  a  correct 
judgment  of  the  official  conduct  of  Col.  Crowell,  Md  is  jenabled  to 
state,  most  positively,  that,  in  every  instance,  that  has  come  under 
this  deponent's  knowledge,  his  official  conduct  evinced  a  determina- 
tion faithfully  to  discbarge  his  duty  to  the  General  Government  and 
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to  ih%  Creek  Nation ;  and  this  deponent  has  never,  in  (he  least  degree, 
oboerved  any  thing  in  the  deportnoent  of  Col*  Crowell,  tliat  ooiild  in* 
duce  a  belief  tiiat  be  was  opposed  to  the  wishes  of  the  General  Go- 
v^mmlBnty  in  relation  te  a  cession  of  land. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  present  at  the  Creek  Agency  on 
flic  Flint  River  on  the  arrival  of  Major  Meriwether  at  that  place,  on 
bis  way  to  Broken  Arrow ;  Col.  Crowell  had  returned  a  day  or  two 
before  from  Savannah.  On  the  day  of  Major  Meriwether's  arrival  at 
tite  Agency,  the  Montgomery  paper  containing  the  Tuckabatchee  and 
Pole  Cat  proceedings,  was  presented  by  Col.  Crowell  to  Major  Meri* 
wetber.  And  deponent  has  heard  Colonel  Jones,  one  of  the  Georgia 
Commissioners,  say^  that  Colonel  Campbell  received  the  paper  at 
Twiggs  Court,  about  that  time. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  present  at  the  Council  of  Chiefs 
beld  at  Broken  Arrow  in  December  last,  on  the  first  day  of  their 
meeting  the  Commissioners  ;  that  he  heard  Gen.  M'Iritosh*s  talk  to 
the  Chiefs  ;  witness  understood  it  nearly  all ;  what  he  did  not  under* 
stand,  was  interpreted  to  him.  In  the  whole  of  that  talk,  M*Intosh  ex- 
horted the  Indians  not  to  sell  any  land,  and  expressed  himself  deci- 
dedly as  opposed  to  any  cession  of  land.  Witness  left  Broken  Arrow 
the  next  day. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  present  at  the  payment  of  three 
annuities,  and  the  Agent  uniformly  paid  the  Chiefs  in  cash  ;  that  pre- 
yious  to  the  pavment  of  the  last  annuity,  an  arrangement  was  made  by 
the  Chiefiiin  Council,  to  have  about  twenty  thousand  of  the  last  pay- 
ment vested  in  goods  under  the  direction  of  the  Big  Warrior  and  Mc- 
intosh, for  the  purpose  of  having  them  distributed  among  thi^se  poor 
Indiaas  who  were  unable  to  clothe  themselves.  The  goods  wore  pur- 
chased by  the  said  two  C|iiefs.  or  under  their  direction,  and  distributed 
by  the  Agent,  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  to  the  Nation.  That  the 
Agent  had  no  other  agency  in  the  transaction,  except  distributing  the 
guwis  as  aforesaid.  These  goods  were  all  purchased  out  of  the  Na- 
tion. Witness,  from  what  he  has  heard  the  Chiefs  frequently  say,  lias 
no  hesiation  in  expressing  his  belief,  that  the  other  annuities  paid  by 
the  Agent,  were  also  paid  in  cash. 

Witness  further  says,  that  he  has  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
affairsof  the  Ag^ntand  his  brothers ;  and  from  this  knowledge,  witness 
is  enabled  to  state,  that  one  of  the  Agent's  brothers  is  a  licensed  trader 
at  Princeton,  near  Broken  Ari*ow,  and  keeps  a  house  for  the  accom- 
modatton  of  travellers.  Witness  states,  the  other  brother  lives  on  the 
Flint  river,  and  Is  no  trader,  but  keeps  a  house  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  travellers.  Witness  is  satisfied  that  the  circumstance  of  their 
relationship  to  the  Agent^  gives  tliem  no  advantage,  nor  do  they  enjoy 
any,  tliat  are  not  enjoyed  by  others,  who  go  into  the  nation  and  com- 
ply with  the  laws.  Witness  also  states  his  confident  belief,  that 
the  Agent  has  never  refused  any  license  or  legal  privilege  to  any 
person,  who  was  desirous  of  residing  in  the  nation,  who  possessed 
fair  characters  and  were  willing  to  comply  with  the  laws ;  and  witness  is 
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certain  that  Col.  Cr'Otvell  is  in  no  wide  concerned  in  smy  stand  in  lift 
Nation,  or  trading  establishment,  and  derives  no  eoHiIumenty  or  ad<- 
vantage,  except  what  he  legally  enjoys  from  his  station. 

Witness  Further  states,  that  at  the  payment  of  the  annuities  of  182$, 
at  Broken  Arrow,  witness  was  present ;  after  the  money  had  lieeii 
paid  to  the  Indians  by  the  Agent,  and  they  went  out  of  the  square  to 
to  divide  it,  Mcintosh  went  among  them,  took  a  quantity  of  the  monej* 
by  V  iolcnce  from  them,  under  the  pretext  that  they  were  indebted  to  him  ; 
and  witnes«  heard  him  afterwards  declare,  that,  in  this  way,  be  bad  o^ 
tained  S  8,000.  Witness  says,  fi*om  bis  knowledge  of  Mcintosh's 
general  character,  he  states  him  to  have  been  a  man  of  an  avariciuuB 
4lisposition,  and  the  instance  above  stated  is  cliaracterisUc  of  him. 

Witness  further  says,  that  he  has  had  frequent  opportunities  of  b9-> 
coming  acquainted  with  the  Agent's  treatment  of  Mcintosh ;  and  witness 
states  that  the  Agent  uniformly  treated  him  with  justice^  although 
the  Agent  was  frequently,  from  a  sense  of  di^ty,  compelled  to  oppose 
his  views  in  relation  to  Stinson,  and  others ;  and  witness  states  big 
belief,  that  Mcintosh  was  influenced,  in  a  great  measure,  in  his  op- 
position to  the  Agent,  by  the  late  Agents  D.  B.  Mitchell. 

Witness  further  states,  that,  about  the  latter  part  of  August,  1824« 
he  received  a  fetter  from  D.  G.  Campbell,  one  of  the  United  States' 
Commissioners,  dated  24 th  August,  by  the  hands  of  Col.  Campbell's 
bi'other,W.  L.  Campbell,  suggesting  a  copartnership  between  witness 
and  his  said  bi*otlier,  in  the  supply  of  rations  to  the  Indians  at  Broken 
Ai^row,  during  the  Coiincil  to  be  held,  in  December  thered'ter ;  witness 
had  applied  to  the  Commissioners,  making  proposals  for  furnishing 
rations,  (he  being  then  not  in  public  employ ;)  this  letter  witness  has 
lianded  to  the  Si>erial  Agent,  Maj.  Andrews,  as  containing  things 
pertinent  to  the  matters  under  investigation. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  present  at  the  Indian  Springs  dur- 
ing tlie  meeting  in  Bebruary  last;  tliat,  during  the  whole  of  that  meeting 
of  the  Chiefs  at  tliat  place,  witness  roomed  witli  Col.  Crowell,  and  had  a 
full  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  course  of  bis  con- 
duct on  tliat  occasion  ;  has^  fi-equently  heard  Col.  Crowell  advise  the 
Indians  to  sell  their  lands,  and  go  across  tlie  Missiasiiq;>i,in  the  strongest 
terms.  Witness  states,  in  shoi't,  that  he  believes  verily,  the  Agent 
was  treated  witli  much  jealousy,  both  by  the  Commissioners  and  the 
Indians,  which  prevented  him  from  participating  so  fully  as  he  other- 
wise would  have  done,  in  accomplishing  the  views  of  tlie  Crovem- 
ment ;  and  tl|iat  witness  further  believes,  that  the  Agent  was  op- 
posed to  the  treaty,  because  it  was  made  not  in  conformity  to  the  in- 
structions nf  the  Government,  nor  was  it  made  with  Indians  authorized 
Jo  trfeat  for  a  cession  of  lands. 

Witness  further  states,  that  the  head  men  of  no  other  town  in  the 
Nation,  except  the  Cnwetau  head  Chief,  signed  the  treaty,  who  was 
M'Intosh  ;  Tommc  Tustenuggee,  was  the  second  in  rank  in  tlie  sams 
town,  but  not  a  National  Chief;  that  Mcintosh  was  the  fifth  Chief 
in  tlie  Nation.

¥ritMM  tottwr  88789  that  he  was  present  vrhen  the  treaty'  wan 
lagned*  Tbe  BHniciacript  treaty  was  read  section  by  ser.tion,  by  Co)« 
Campbell^  (and not  the  Secretary^)  to  tbe  Interpreter  Col.  Hambly,  who 
interpret^  it  as  read  by  CoK  Campbell;  tiiat  after  the  treaty  was  in* 
terpreCed  in  tbe  ananner  above  stated,  aiid  after  it  was  signed.  Col. 
CanipbeU  spedalfy  requested  Ciil.  Crowell  and  tbe  Interpreter  to 
witoess  Ita  executioii ;  that  they  went  to  tbe  table  and  signed  it  at 
witnesses  without  reading  it  over ;  that  neither  Coi.  Crowell  nor  tlie 
Interprstsr  had  an  cqiportanity  eC  reading  it ;  that^  after  it  was  signed 
aadwknoned,  C3oL  Crowell  requested  a  copy  of  it;  that,  after  Col. 
Crowell  and  witness  had  left  tlie  room,  witness  remarked  to  Col. 
Crowtii,  that  he  thought  he  had  committed  himself  by  signing  the 
treaty.  CoL  Crowell  replitxl  thai  he  had  merely  signed  the  treaty 
as  a  wHiKss  te  tbe  execution  of  it,  at  ConnnissionerK*  i*eqiies(,  and  with 
a  view  to  identify  the  paper  thereafter  :  for  that  he  might  be  called 
iipoii  again.  Col.  Crowell  further  remarked,  that  he  had  only  wit* 
■essed  the  signing,  as  he  woukl  have  witnessed  the  signatures  to  any 
Other  paper,  and  not  Intending  thereby  to  attest  the  correctness  of  the 
tranaihctiott^  as  being  in  conformity  to  the  instructions  of  the  Govern- 
ment,  «r  It^alljr  binding  on  tlie  Creek  Nation.  Col.  Crowell,  the 
next  OMimiog,  sent  on  to  the  War  Department  a  letter  protesting 
against  the  treaty.  .  Some  time  after  which,  in  ivitiiess'  presence,  Col. 
Crowell. received  a  copy  oi  the  treaty :  witness  took  it  from  him,  and 
commeiiced  reading  it  over  to  himself ;  when  he  read  as  far  as  the  fiftb 
srticlf^  it  striking  htm  as  being  strange,  be  called  Col.  Crowell's 
attention  to  it,  and  read  it  to  him,  who  immediat^y  said  that  that 
article  bfid  not  been  interpreted,  and  ad^ed  witness  if  he  had  heard 
it  read  by  CoL  Campbell,  or  interpreted  by  thelntei^pi<eter ;  witness 
replied  lie  had  not.  Both  Col.  Crowell  and  witness  were  strock 
witli  astonishment  when  they  discovered,  as  above  i^lated,  that  arti- 
cle in  tbe  treaty  ;  witness  also  asked  Col.  Hambly  if  the  fiftli  article 
(cxpiaioini;  it  to  him)J]ad  been  read  or  interpreted ;  to  which  he 
answered  it  had  not.  In  consequence  of  this  discovery,  Cd.  Crowell 
believing  it  to  be  his  duty,  determined  to  go  on  immediately  to  Wash- 
mgton  City,  and  urged  witness  to  go  with  him,  to  detect  and  expose 
tbe  imposition. 

Witness  further  states,  tliat  he  was  present  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Chiels  in  Council  atthe  Indian  Springs,  when  the  Commissioners  were 
present  ;  that  no  such  re(|uest,  as  that  contained  in  the  firth  article  of 
tbj>  treaty,  was  ever  hiade  by  the  Chiefs,  or  any  of  theift,  to  tlie  Com- 
Bussioners  ;  if  it  had  been,  witness  should  have  heard  of  it. 

Witness  furtlier  says,  that  the  day  before  the  treaty  was  signed, 
Poetlileyoholo  stated  to  the  Commissioners  in  council,  thM  they  were 
not  authorized  to  sign  any  treaty  there ;  that  his  head  Chiefs  had 
iiwti^ctod  him  to  come  there  and  receive  tlieir  talk,  and  to  return  an 
aaswer,  and  to  invite  them,  the  Commissioners,  to  meet  the  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  tlie.  Muscogee  nation,  three  months  hence,  at  their  Grand 
National  Council  S/|uate,  Broken  Arrow,  and  that  the  nation  would 
defray  tbe  expenses  of  the  meeting.     Col.  Campbell  ix'piied  to  him.

ttiat  it  was  impadeiice  in  him  to  talk  in  that  mannarto  htm  /flmt  they^ 
the  Commissionei'M,  had  met  them  there  to  make  a  treaty^  M<it  shoidd 
he  done.  Foethleyoholo  evinced  mucii  indignation  in  his  maaner,  hot 
made  no  reply,  and  retired  to  his  seat  Several  of  the  ChieCs,  Yobolo- 
micco  and  the  son  of  the  Little  Prince^  and  some  otber%  maiie  some  re- 
marks in  opposition  to  the  views  of  Mcintosh  and  his  party.  When  C<4* 
Campbell  stated  to  them,  tlirough  the  Interpreter*  that  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Agent  would  withdraw,  and  leave  them  to  fKaonas  the  omtter 
among  themselves,  and  when  tlie  Commissioiiers  and  Agent,  and  otiier 
white  men,  withdrew,  Mcintosh  and  his  friends  left  t£e  Oomicil  also, 
(evidently  declining  to  remain  there  without  the  while  oieiiy)  instead  of 
remaining  and  discussing  the  matter  with  the  Chiefo,  asoontempbUed. 
At  tlie  time  ahove  mentionedt  CoL  Campbell  abo  statedr  that  th« 
Chiefs  would  be  furnished  with  candles,  and  could  oontinoe  in  council 
at  night ;  at  night,  the  ChieEs  opposed  to  tiie  treaty,  came  to  where 
witness  was,  and  said  that  Mcintosh  and  his  fnends,  instead  of 
meeting  the  Commissioners  and  themselves  in  council,  had  gone  to 
Mcintosh's  house,  and  had  refused  to  meet  them  in  ooundi.  That 
nieht,  about  two  hundred  Chiet)}  went  off,  by  the  orders  of  Poethleyo- 
boTo,  as  witness  has  since  learned  from  him  and  the  other  Chiefis»*  On 
the  succeeding  day,  the  treaty  was  signed  as  before  stated ;  when  Mc- 
intosh was  called  upon  to  sign  the  treaty,  Poethleyoholo  advanced, 
and  met  him  at  the  table,  and  said,  ^<  My  friend,  you  are  about  to  sell 
our  country ;  I  now  warn  you  of  your  danger  !''  Ue  ften  shook  hands 
with  the  Commissioners,  and  immediately  left  the  room :  This  remark 
was  not  interpreted  to  the  Commissioners.  Witness  further  states, 
that  D.  B.  Mitchell  and  Col.  Campbell  roomed  together,  and  they 
wei-e  remarkably  intimate.  Col.  Campbell,  uniformly  kept  a  seat  for 
him  by  himself,  at  table.  Witness  believes,  frpm  what  took  place, 
that  General  Mitchell  was  an  active  instrument  in  the  hands  of  Uie 
Commissioners,  in  effecting  tlie  treaty. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  present  at  Broken  Arrow,  in 
April  last,  when  Col.  Crowell  informed  them  of  the  ratifeation  of  the 
treaty,  the  letter  of  Mcintosh  to  Governor  Troup,  andlheGovei^nor's 
proclamation.  Much  sorrow  was  manifested  by  the  Chjefe  in  council 
iqion  receiving  the  information.  CoL.Crowell  urged  them  to  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  tlie  treaty,  to  be  peaceable,  and  stated  to  tfiero, 
that  he  had  succeeded  in  getting  the  %  200,000  distributed  to  them  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  annuities.  They  declared,  one  and  nil,  that 
having  made  no  treaty,  nor  sold  any  land,  they  would  never  consent 
to  receive,  any  money;  that  they  would  die  on  th^rland  and  make  no 
resistance.  The  chiefs  had  no  friendly  conversation  with  the  Agent 
or  the  Interpreter,  because  they  believed  they  had  signed  the  treaty, 
lirom  what  white  men  had  said  to  them,  and  were  greatly  dissatisfied 
with  them-  Their  confidence  in  the  Agent  and  Interpreter  was  not  re- 
stored until  they  learned  tliat  the  Go^^ernor  of  Georgia  blamed  them 
too. 

Witness  further  states,  that,  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Mdmtosh 
and  others,  witness  has  no  hesitation  in  expressing  his  decided  con- 
viction and  belief,  that  he  was  executed  and  thjB  others  with  him,  for  a

viotfttionnf  A.known  law  of  the  Nation;  that  they  viewed  them  as 
traitors,  airf  executed  them  accordingly — and  the  chiefe  and  warriors 
hy  whom  they  were  executed,  all  of  them  resided  in  the  ceded  coun- 
try-;  that  witness  does  not  -believe  that  any  white  man  hut  Hutton 
ktieW  amy  thing  of  the  matter^  until  after  it  had  taken  place ;  nor  docs 
be  believe  that,  if  Col.  Crowell  had  known  of  it,  it  would  have  been 
in  Us  power  to  have  prevented  it»  except  by  apprising  Mcintosh,  and 
wqpng  tlieir  ^^ht.    That  the  cause  of  tliis  secrecy  of  the  chiefs,  in 
this  execution  of  the  law,  witness  has  since  understood  fi*om  them  to 
have  been  founded,  in  Uie  fear  that  Mcintosh  and  tlie  others  might  he 
apprized  of  their  intended  execution,  by  white  men,  and  the  execution 
of  tlic  law  be  defeated  by  their  flight     Witness  believes,  that,  if  the 
Governor  of  Georgia  hail  not  sent  his  Aid  into  the  nation,  and  thereby 
ktUed  Mcintosh  into  a  false  security,  that  he  would  have  provided  for 
iiis  own  safety,  and  not  have  trusted  himself  in^the  nation.

•Affidavit  of  Colonel  H'illiam  Hamhly. 

.  PmNCBTON,   ImDIAX  NaTION. 

PersonaUy  appeared  William  Hambiy  before  me,  Thomas  Triplets, 
acting  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  ^r  the  Creek  Nation,  who,  being  du- 
ly sworn,  says,  that  h6  is  the  pobHc  interprciter,  duly  qualified  and 
sworn,  for  the  Creek  Nation  ;  that*  he  has  acted  in  that  capacity  about 
five  years  ;  that  lie  has  resided  among  the  Creeks  rising  twenty  years ; 
Is  perfectly  acquainted  with  their  chai^cter,  customs,  laws,  and  lan- 
guage ;  that  he  has  uniformly  acted  as  ptibfic  interpreter  in  tlie  pub- 
lic councils  of  the  Nation,  during  tiic  first  meittione<l  time,  in  their 
Intercourse  with  the  whites  ;  that  he  Was  present  at  the  meetings  at 
Uroken  Arrow  and  the  Indian.  Sprihgs,  between  the  Chiefs  and  the 
.  United  fiftates'  Commissioners,  Colonel  Campbell  and  Mnjor  Meri- 
wether, and  interpreted  for  them  in  the  public  Coimcils.  During  the 
.Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last,  waspi*esent,  and  inter- 
preted for  the  Indians,  the  Commissioners,  and  tiie  Agent.  Mcintosh 
Sas  f^pointed  to  ^ve  their  talk  to  the  Coniniissioners.  So  long  as 
e  intercourse  between  the  Council  and  the  Commissioners  wa«  con- 
ducted in  writing,  Mcintosh  gave  the  answers,  and  some  of  the  Head 
Chiefs  signed  the  papers  containing  Uieir  answers,  with  him.  Wit- 
ness knows,  that,  in  consequence  of  Mcintosh  holding  private  talks 
with  the  Commissionei's,  the  Council  became  suspicious  of  him,  and 
broke  hlnji  from  being  any  longer  Speaker.  After  tWs,^  the  Commis- 
sioners pro{iosed  to  the  Council,  to  dispense  with  writings,  and  con- 
tinue  tlie  negotiation  verbally.  To  this,  the  Little  Priuce  assented, 
saying,  that  the  CouikiI  was  glad  of  the  coiirsc  proposed,  as  that  was 
the  riglit  plan,  and  tliey  liked  it,  because  they  could  conduct  it  better : 
and  added,  that  the  white  people  had  the  ad  vantage  of  them,  and  could 
50 
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write  btttci*.  The  Commissioners  in  tlicir  verbal  communications, 
reitet*ate(l  wliat  tlrcy  had  said  c<incerning  tlic  treaty,  and  addotl^  that, 
unless  the  Council  would  consent  to  dispose  of  the  land,  tlic  Georgia 
people  would  divide  the  Nation  into  cmmties,  and  extend  their  Jaws 
over  the  Indians  ;  and  they  were  not  sure,  if  the  Legislature,  which 
was  then  sitting,  knew  of  their  i^eAisal,  but  that  they  would  extend 
their  la>as  over  them  then.  The  Little  Prince  said,  that  lie  tHisted 
to  his  Father,  the  Pi^eslrfent,  for  protection  ;  that  lie  had  the  same  an- 
swer to  give  that'he  had  given  before ;  that  he  had-  no  iandn  to  di9ix>se 
of  for  money,  or  in  exchange  for  lands  over  tlie  Mississippi ;  that,  if 
the  Commissioners  did  not  believe  him,  here  was  a  ftill  Council  of 
chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nation,  and  they  could  ask  each  one  individually  : 
many  chiefs  then  stated  the  same  thing,  ami  mitotic  spoke  in  favor  of 
selling  their  lands.  .  Commissioners  further  told  tlie  Council,  that  Uiey 
should  be\%are  how  they  took  tite  talks  of  the  Cherokees,  and  design- 
ing white  men  in  the  Nation  ;  that  tlie  Cherokees  would  be  obliged 
to  take  their  talks  back,  and  remove  over  the  Mississippi ;  and  tliat  the 
President  would  not  hear  to  their  refusal,  and  had  dcjicnnincd  to  put 
them  over  the  Mississippi.  Commissioners  also  said,  tbey  were  not 
to  be  put  off  with  such  answers ;  that  they  would  meet  them  again,  and 
consider  deliberately,  before  they  gave  a  final  answer.  Little  Prince 
and  Poetlileyoltolo  said,  that  they  would  listen  to  all  their  talks, 
but,  that  they  had  but  one  answer  Ut  give  5  and  that  was^  that  thoy 
had  no  lands  to  sell.  That,  aftei*  Mcintosh  was  bi*oke,  he  slipped  off 
at  night,  and  went  to  Cowetau,  w  here  tlic  Commissioners,  followed 
liim,  and  were  gone  part  of  two  days.  When  the  Commissioners  re- 
turned. Major  Meriwether  only,  went  into  the  Council  S«|Uare,  and  ask- 
ed them  if'  they  had  changed  their  4uind8  relative  to  their  lands :  It 
was  rejilied^  that  tliey  had  but  one  talk  to  give  them,  which  they  had 
ali*eady  heard,  ami,  if  they  were  called  together  for  a  mouth,  they  w.oulil 
keturn  the  same  answer.  l'hefoi«going  is  the  substance  of  the  vci*h|d 
intercourse  between  the  Indians  in  Council  4ind  tlie  Commissioners, 
and,  in  many  instances,  tlie  very  words.  Tliat,  during  the  iimfs^Uke 
Council  was  in  scssion,,and  the  stayof  tbc  Cn^nissioners  at  Broken 
Arrow,  the  Agent  tpiartercd  with  Colonel  Campbell,  and  never  had 
any  private  intercourse  with  the  Indians,  but  pursued  .thc'cojursc  4iq 
had  informed  the  Conmiissionei's  lie  should  |uirsue.  Dnring.tlio  in«- 
tercoui*se  at  Broken  Arrow,  Captain  Bailey^  who  lived  at  the  Indian 
Springs,  one  night  nulc  up  with  Daniel  Perryman,  and  an  other, In- 
dian, and  inquired  for  tlie  Commissioners,  after  ^oing  to  their  quar- 
ters,  ami  not  Dndiiig  them  ;  and  stated  that  the  Commissioners  bad 
,  gdt  on  the  track  ol'  getting  some  land,,  and  that  he  \>4shed  to  aid  U^m ; 
and  had  offered  Pcrrymaa,  one  thousand  dollars  to  use  his  influence, 
finding  lie  w^as  a  smart  fellow ;  tliat  Perry  man  wanted  the  oiSer 
to  come  from  tlic  Commissioners;  ami  he,  Bailey,  had. brought  liim 
to  see  them.  That  witness^  understood  Bailey  to  be.  in  the  enydoy  of 
the  Commissioners  ;  knows  of  no  other  bribes  oQered  at  BrokeM  Ar- 
row, except  what  he  Iteard  from  Doyle.  Witness  further  states^  tliat 
Indians  reported  to  him  tliat- Commissioners  were  holding  secret 
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meetingfi  witli  Mcltito^ ,  at  C!^illy^s  housc^  at  night ;  wliicli  created 
umofig  them  a  gi^^t  deal  of  distrust  and  uneasiness.    At  the  firdt  meet- 
ifigat  Broken  Arrow,  on  account  of  Mcintosh  being  accused  by  the 
C!herokec8,  of  ^>lfering  land  to  tlic  Commissioners,  he  required  them 
to  state  to  the  Council,  whether  it  was  so,  adding  that  it  was  false, 
and  done  to  injnre  him  in  the  estimation  of  his  own  countrymen.    Col. 
CatnpbeH  then  rose,  and  stated  it  to  be  fiilse,   and  gave  his  honor  to 
the  Council;  for  the  truth  of  the  assertion.     It  was  in  consequence  of 
this  solemn  declaration  of  Colonel  Campbell,  as  well  as  a  spe^h  made 
by  Mclntoftfi,  that  he  was  appointed  S|)eaker  to  the  Council,   which 
he  held  only  a  few  days,  when  he  was  broke  as  before  stated.     That 
Colonel    Williamson,  just  before  the  meeting  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
inFebHiary  last,  came  to  Calfrey's,  and  tarried  ar  day.     Calfrey  lives 
oppiyaitft  to  witness,  af^d  twenty  miles  from  Broken  Arrow.     During 
the  day,  Calfrey  came  to  me,  and  said  he  was  authorized  by  William- 
son, (who  is  uiidei*stood  to  be  the  brotlier-in-law  of  Colonel  Campbell, 
snd  h\  the  employ  of  the  Commissioners,)  to  offer  witness  eight  thou- 
'sand  dollars^  if  he  would  persuade  the  Indians  to  sell  their  laud  to  tlie 
Commissioners.     Col.  Williamson  and  myself  started  in  company 
(bv  the  Indian  Springs ;  in  the  course  of  conversatiour  he  stated  that 
he  had  been  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  ta  conduct  the  Indian? 
over  the  Mississippi ;   that  he  was  to  have  the  money  to  be  appro - 
prtated  for  carrying  tJiem  over ;   that,  if  witness  would  use  his  influ- 
ence to  effect  a  treaty  and  a  removal,  he  would  divide  the  profits,  and 
would  pay  the  wages  of  any  other  "{lerson  who  might  be  employed,  out 
of  hi^half.     Witness  replied,  that  he  knew  that  there  were  Indians 
who  placed  nrach  confidence  in  him,  and  he  would  not  betray  thatcon- 
**  fidence,  but  that  he  would  not  opiiosc  them,  oi'-tbrow  any  obstacles  in 
*  the  way  of  a  treaty.     During  their  journey,  Williamson  also  stated, 
a  treaty  would  be  effected-  with  Melnlosh,  as  Colonel  Campbell  had 
stated  to  hinr  that  he  had  receired   indtructibna  from  ^vernment  to 
make  one  wfth  Mrint6sh,  if  he  could  not  get  the  consent  of  the  nation. 
On  Ifceir  arrival  at  the  Indian  Springs,  Williamson  repeated  the 
ofl^r  to  biin,  the  witness,  twice ;  and  stated,  that  it  was  in  the  power 
of  tife  Commissioners  to  do  all  he  had  promised^ 

Sif  ttncss  firrthef  says,  tliat  he  waR  informed  and  believer,  that  M'ln- 
lU)sh  and  the  Commissioners  he W  man>'  secret  meetings,  and  on  seve- 
ral pccftsions  ;  he  knowa  the  fact  himself;  quartering  in  an  adjoining 
room,  frequently  heard  them  conversing,  but  unable  to  state  its 
pur|)ort. 

Witness  knows  tliat  no  part  of  the  treat)-  was  ever  Interpreted  to 
the  chlefe  m  council,  until  they  were  required  to  sign  it ;  that  the 
chiefs  never  bad  an  opportunity  of  deliberating  upon  it.  General 
Mftcbf41  and  the  Commissioners  held  many  secret  consultations  with 
each  otbpr,  and  with  Rrintoshi  Witness  has  not  the  feast  doubt  but 
that  General  Mitchell  endeavored,  with  the  linowledge  and  consent  of 
the  Commissioners,  to  seduce  M'Intosh  and  others  to  sign  the  treaty. 
That  a  day  ^rtrvious  tq  the  signing  of  the  treaty,  Poethleyoholo  told 
^e  Commissioners  that  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  nation.  Little 
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Prince  and  Big  Warrior,  lm<l  sent  him  there  to  receive  their  talk,  and 
to  return  an  answer ;  tliat  they  hail  reqnired  him,  if  they  had  exchan- 
ged talks,  to  bring  down  tlieir  chters ;  and  that  he  invited  Ijie  t^oramis*. 
sionei*s  to  attend  a  full  council  of  tlie  nation  at  tlieir  national  council 
house  at  Thla-cach-ca,  (Broken  Arrow,)  in  three  n^ontiis,  and  then  \xfi 
left  tliem  ;  and,  at  night,  as  it  appeared  afterwards,  he  sent  off  tlioso 
that  did  depart,    "Witness  is  certain  that  the  Commissionel'S  h\*6  mis- 
taken when  they  remarked,  that  the  assent  of  the  chiefs  who  left  the 
ttesiiy  ground,  was  ohtaineil  before  their  depai-toro;  because  the' wit- 
ness knows  tliat  the  chiets,  and  tliose  always  in  the  most  unquiilified 
terms,  expressed  tlieir  decided  determination  to  make  no  treaty ;  and 
that,  as  to  the  chiefs  and  others  being  sent  off  by  white  men,  the  wit- 
ness has  no  hesitation  in  saying  he  believes  to  heentii'ely  unfounded. 
That  he  interpreted  tlie  talk  of  l3oL  Crowell  to  tlie  chiefe  in  council  at 
the  Springs  ;  that,  on  that  occasion,  the  Agent  irrformed  the  fnflians 
that  it  was  the  wish  of  their  GrOat  Father  that  tliey  should  sell  their 
lands  and  go  across  tlie  Mississippi ;  that  he  believed  it  to  be  best  for 
tliero  to  go ;  and  tliat,  if  they  would  conseiit  togo^  he  would  go  witii  them, 
and  be  tlieir  protector.  And  afterwards,  Colonel  Croweil  mentioned  the 
iianrctalkto  I'octbleyoliolo, '  when  that  chief  desired  him    never  to 
mention  so  disagreeable  a  subject  to  him  again  ;  that  tticy  liad  great 
confidence  in  their  Agent;  but  Ihc  chiefs  had  solemnly  determined 
never  to  ti'eat  for  lands  except  in  their  national  council  house.    Tlmt 
witness  is  unacquainted  with  any  effort  ma<ic  by  the  Agent  to  create 
any  opposition  among  tlic  Indians  as  t6  the  selling  of  tlicir  lairds : 
nor  does  he  believe  that  the  Agent  ever  held  any  council  with  them  for 
tliat  purpose  ;  if  he  had,  in  the  Jeast  degi*oc„  been  guilty  of  any  such 
conduct,  or  excited  or  advised  Uie  Indians  not  to  sell  their  land^^  the 
witness  is  certain  lie  should  have  known  it,  because  his  communica* 
tions  with  thenvare,  and  have  been,  of  t5e*  roost  extensive  cltaracten 

When  M'lntbsh  was  gding  to  sign  the  treaty,  PuethteyolKito  was^ 
pi:esent,  and  reminded  him  that  he  was  about  to  break  a  law  of  tlie 
nation  whicli  lie  himself  had  proposed ;  and  warned  him  of  the  conse- 
quences of  the  act.  He,  Poethlcyohole,  then  took  leave  and  departed*  . 
The  Agent  and^  the  witness  'were  required  by  the  Coimntssioners  to 
witness  the  signing^tif  the  treaty,  which  they  did.  It  was  understootd 
at  the  time,  that  the  witnessing  tlie  treaty  was  merely  witnessing  its* 
.  formal  execution,  find  not  attesting  tlie  correctness^  of  tlie  transaction. 
That  when  those  who^cre  called  tippn  to  sign  the  ti'caty  were  all  pro- 
sent,  witness  was  called  upon  by  the  Commissioners  to  inteqiret  thci 
treaty,  article  by  aKick ;  Colonel  Campbell  read  it  ovcr^  Witness 
has  every  reason- to  believe  tlmt  tlie  Qftli  ai^icle^  relating  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  SSOO,000  by  the  Commissioners,  at  tiic  req^uest  of  flie  In- 
dians, was  neijer  read  nor  interpi'cted  to  the' Indians;  if  it  had  been,  wit- 
ness thinks  he  should  have  recollected  it.  M'Intosh  was  presentliy 
the  table,  and  was  very  active  on  the  occasion  in  procuring  ^ghers. 
Witnes.^  says  further,  that  neither -of  tlie  principal  chiefs  of  tbenation 
signed  the  treaty ;  that  Poethleyoholo  represented  both  the  principal 
chiefs ;  that  many  broken  chiefs, .  and  Indikns  that  were  no  chiefs, 
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signed  the  treaty,  who  \vci*e  not  atithorized  to  sign  any  treaty  or  pnl>-  \ 
lie  acts.    Witness  states  further,  thatM'Intosh  hecame  opposed  to  tlie 
Agent  from  Uie  time  of  the  first  annuity  paid  hy  the  Agent,  hccausc 
the  Agent  refused  to  let  him  linve  the  control  of  the  funds,  as  he  was 
accustomed  to  have  during  tlic  agency  of  Greneral  Mitchell.     Wit- 
ness has  frequently  undei*stood  that  M^Intos-h  and  General  Mitchell 
ftimlslied  tJcorge  Stinson  with  goods,  and  directed  him  to  come  to  the 
nation,  and  sell  them  Nvithout  license,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  ;  and,  afterwards,  when  Stinson  was  prosecuted  for  it, 
Mcintosh  protected  him.  '  Tliis  was  another  cause  of  M'lntosh's  op- 
position to  the  Agent.     Witness  has  frequently  heen  in  company  with 
the  A^eni,  M'lntosh,  and  the  other  chiefs,  and  never  discovered  that 
the  Agent  ti*eated  M'Intosh  with  less  iTspect  than  others  ;  hut,  on  tlic 
contrary,  utways  appeared  to  treat  him  with  more  attention  than 
chiefs  of  Ills  grade.     Respecting  tite  death  of  M'intosh,  witneiss  has 
frfquciitly  heard  him  proclaim  the  law  in  council,  and  out  of  it,  that 
any  miin  who  sliQuld  dispose  of  any  land,  or  offer  to  do  it.  witliout  the* 
consent  of  tlie  wtiole  nation,  should  die  hy  the  law  :  heard  vMUntosh 
often  say  so'  three  or  four  years  ago,   and  since.     Witness  has  no 
doubt  that  it  is  one  of  the  fundamental   laws  of  the  nation,  enacted 
In  fail  councils,  and  re-caiacte^  in  every  town  council.     Acconling  to 
the  custonns  of  the  Creeks,  a  transgressor  of  the  laAV  is  punished  by 
a  set  of  nacn  called  law-makers  or  la\v-mendcrs,  answering  to  those 
who  execute  the  laws  in  civilized  counti-ies,  sheriffs,  &c.     Witness  has 
heanl  tlie  chiefs  say,  in  full  council,  that  M'Intosh  was  executed  for  a 
violation'  of  Xht  law,  by  order  of  the  principal  chieO).     From  witness* 
knowledge  of  tlie  laws  and  customs  of  the  Creeks,  he  has  no  hesita- 
tion in  saying, ^that  the  death  of  Mcintosh  was  occasioned  by  his  sell- 
ing the  land  without  the  consf^nt  of  the  nation,  in  violation  of  the  law. 
That  tlie  Agent  did  not  know  any  thing  about  it,  he  is  confident,  be- 
cause it  was  kept  secret  (even  from  the  witness)  frem  every  white 
nuin  except  Fluttpn.     Witness  docs  not  believe  if  the  Agent  had  known 
itj  all  hfs  influeuce  could  have  prevented  it. 

Witnek^was  present  and  interpreted  for  tlie  Agent,  when  he  inform- 
ed tlie  chiefs,  in  coiinciU  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  April  last, 
and  M'Intosh's  letter  to  Governor  Troup.     Thecouncil  said,  M'ln- 
tosh  had  informed  them  by  a  runner  of  his  letter,  but  did  not  believe 
him,  until  confirmed  by  the  Agent.  The  chiefs  sent  for  Mcintosh  to  at- 
tend the  council ;  the  answer  was,  that  he  would  not  attend  the  couiicil. 
When  they  were  informed  of  the  ratification  of  tlie  treaty,  and  tlie 
letter  of  Mcintosh,   general  consternation  and  distress  prevailed. 
^  Witness  thought  tJicy  manifested  more  exti-enie  sorrow  than  he  ever 
'  knew  them  to  manifest  on  the  most  sorrowful  occasions.  -  Thpy  con- 
sidcred  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  as  a  imtional  calamity.     I'he 
Agent  urged  tliemto  confofin  to  tlie  provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  that 
be  had  obtained  the  directions  of  the  Govemment  to  have  the  ^0,t)00 
dollars  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  several  annuities  had  been  dis« 
tributed ;  the  Chiefs  and  Hesidmen,  in  Council,  declared,  one  and  all, 
that,  •< having  sold  no  land  to  the  Government,  tliey  would  receive  no' 
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<<  money ;  that  tliey  would  not  use  force  against  tbeir  Great  Fat^r  ; 
*<but,  that  tliej  would  die  upon  their  beloved  land,  and  let  their  bd- 
^'  dies  enrich  the  soil  by  their  decay,  that  the  world  might  see  tfiat  ito 
<<  Muscogee  Nation  died  for  the  love  of  their  native  Ismd,  and  would 
<<  not  desert  the  graves  of  their  fathers/'  If  Mcintosh  bad  attended 
the  Council  when  summoned,  witness  is  enabled,  from  his  knowledge 
of  tlieir  customs,  to  state,  that  he  either  would  have  been  pardoned  op 
executed  on  the  spot,  in  the  square,  according  to  the  judgment  that 
the  Council  might  have  found  on  his  conduct;  and  this,  he  is  confix 
dent,  Mcintosh  knew.  His  refusing  to  attend,  taken  in  connexion 
with  his  signing  the  treaty,  his  letter  to  Governor  Troup,  and  iJie 
Governor's  proclamation  and  talk,  sent  by  his  Aid,  Colonel  Lamar, 
witness  has  no  doubt  accelerated  his  death.  Fix>m  witness's  knowledge 
of  the  character  of  Mcintosh,  he  docs  verily  believe,  if  he  had  been 
left  to  himself,  he  would  have  provided  for  his  own  safety  ;  but  that, 
in  the  opinion  and  belief  of  the  witness,  he  was  lulled  into  a  false  secu- 
rity by  tlie  inlerfei-cnce  of  Governor  Troup  ;  his  Aid,  Colonel  Lamar, 
having  mfsconceiyed  the  talk  of  the  Little  Prince  in  i-eply  to  the  Go- 
vernor's talk.  Witness  interpreted  for  Colonel  Lamar,  and  is  able  to 
state,  positively,  that  the  talk  in  the  X^ittlc  Ih'incc's  answer  was  ex- 
clusively confined  to  a  denial  of  arty  hostility,  or  intended  hostility,  to 
white  people  ;  and  Little  Prince  never  said  any  thing  at^l  respectin  j; 
the  intentions  of  the  (jouncil  in  regard  to  Mcintosh. 

Witness  fuKher  states,  that  he  was  present  at  the  Agency,  on  Flint 
river,  when  Major  Mei'iwetlier  arrived  there  ;  the  Agent  had  also  just 
arrived  from  Savannaii  with  witness.  The  Montgomery  paper,  con- 
taining the  fii-st  publication  of  the  Tuckabatchee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring 
proceedings,  liad  arrived  tlie  day  before  by  mail.  The  Agent,  in 
examining  the  pajiers,  found  this  one,  and  immediately  handed  it  to 
Abgor  Meriwether.  Witness  has  seen  the  i-eraarlc  in  Col.  CampbelPs 
letter  of  the  8th  of  January,  1825,  which  states  that  "of  the  existence 
of  these  proceedings,"  «<  we  had  no  knowledge  until  we  obtained  it, 
casuallv,  on  our  way  to  the  ti'eaty  ;"  tliat  witness  cannot  state  how 
Colonel  Campbell  obtained  a  knowledge  of  the  proceedings  ;  T>ut  he  Ls 
certain,  that  the  first  moment  when  it  was  in  the  Agent's  power  to 

5 resent  the  paper,  containing  tliem,  to  Major  Meriwetlier,  It  was 
one.  c:      - 

Witness  wishes  to  be  understood  as  meaning,  by  tlie  woihIs  "  first 
publication,"  in  regard  to  the  Tuckabatchee  piece^  only  that  it  was  Uic 
first  time  that  it  was  in  print ;  but  that  piece  lie,  tJie  witness,  heard  pro- 
claimed, and  assented  to,  in  full  Council,  at  Bi*okeu  Arrow,  when 
Mcintosh  was  pi-esent,  u.long  time  before  tlic  first  meeting  in  J>eceni- 
ber  last. . 

Witness  is  enabled  to  state,  from  his  knowledge  of  the  official  con- 
duct of  Colonel  Crowell,  that  he  considers  him  to  be  a  faithful  public 
officer,  and  worthy  of  his  trust;  that  Cotenel  Crowell  has  tlie  con- 
fidence of  the  Ciiiefs  and  Headmen  of  the  Nation,  a^d  has  never  heard 
any  complaint,  except  from  Mcintosh,  and  a  few  under  hi.s  immediate 
control.  '  ... 
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Witness  states  further,  that  he  hasrcad  that  part  of  the  tcstimonv 
'of  Colonel  Williamson,  taken  bcfoi-e  the  comnfittce  of  the  Legislature 
whicU  relates  to  himself;  and  he  most  positively  denies  having  any 
conv^-satbn.  like  that  contained  in  the  testimony  of  Williamsbn,  con- 
cerning  the  Tuckabatchee  Chiefs,  or  of  my  saying  I  had  the  control  of 
them,  or  that  I  would  do  any  thing  to  save  Colonel  Crowell.  AH 
that  part  of  Colonel  Williamson's  testimony  is  utterly  untrue  and  un- 
fouwlcd.  And  witness  further  says,  tliat,  from  his  intimate  know- 
ledge of  ail  tlio  circumstances  attending  the  intercourse  of  the  United 
^tes*  Commissioners  with  the  Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  the  Creek 
Nation^  and  their  rooted  hostility  to  treating  on  any  subject  of  na- 
tional concern  out  of  their  Grand  National  Council  Square,  and  their 
determination  not  to  sell  their  lands,  witness  has  no  hesitation  in  de- 
cIjMing  it  to  be  his  firm  conviction,  that  the  treaty  was  made  by  a  few 
Indians,  under  Mcintosh's  control ;  timt  Commissioners  knew  they 
were  treating  with  a  remnant  of  the  Nation,  and  they  wished  to  us<i 
unfair  and  fi-audulent  means  to  accomplish  their  object.

Testimony  of  the  jRev.  IsaoQ  Smitli, 

Asbury,  Creek  Nation,  July  5lhy  1825. 
Major  Andrews. 

•  -Agreablc  to  your  request  to  be  informed  of  the  general  con- 
duct, arid  of  what  I  believe  of  the  United  States*  Agent,  Colonel  John 
CrowcU,  you  will  please  accept  the  following  statement :  - 

Soon  after  I  came  to  this  station,  in  May,  1822,  we  had  jdifficulties 
to  encounter  whicii  were  unexpected^  originating,  as  we  thought,  in 
the  Agent's  declining  his  aid  to  obtain  permission  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel" ainonp;  these  people.  Our  grievances  wcm  sent  to  the  JPi-esident 
of  the  Vnited  States,  whose  advice  has,  I  hope,"  removed  our  grievances. 

I  have  nothing  against  him ;  I  believe  he  will  affiird  us  his  aid.  Ho 
has  always  appeai*ed  friemlly  to  the  school;  willing,  when  applied  to, 
to  do  all  he  could'to  promote  it.  I  believe  him  a  friend  to  the  civiliza- 
tion of,  these  people.  I  have  conversed  with  him  respecting  the  In- 
dians parting  with  tlieir  lands,  and  removing  beyond  tlic  Mississippi ; 
he  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  it  would  be  best  for  them,  as  they  would 
have  there  a  permanent  settlement,  wlHch  they  could  not  have  here. 
The  chkSs  of  the  nation  deny  hid  influencing  them  at  the  treaty  of 
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Broken  Arrow,  lield  in  December.  I  believe  they  speak  the  tmtti. 
Gencrsd  M'lntosh^s  death,  (so  unjustly  laid  to  him)  was  ordered  by 
the  chiefs  of  the  nation,  for  a  violation  of  tlieir  laws  :  a  law  wiiicb  he 
pi*oclainied  last  August^  in  siglit  of  our  house,  at  a  ball  play,  to  a  large  ~ 
assembly  of  Indians.  He  there  informed  tliem  of  tlie  law,  and  that 
whoever  broke  it  would  be  put  to  death.  His  son  Chilly  mentioned 
it  to  me  last  Summer  in  my  house,  and  after  the  appointment  of  the 
treaty  in  December,  he  observed,  that  no  land  would  be  sold,  as  the 
laws  foi*btd  selling  any  more. 

After  Colonel  Crowell  i*eturncd  fi*om  Wasliington,  I  was  present  at 
the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  the  £2d  April ;  I  heani  him  inform  tlie 
Chiefis  that  tlie  treaty  was  ratified.  He  advised  tliem  to  reconcile 
themselves  to  it ;  infoi*med  them  he  had^one  all  he  could  for  them  to 
have  the  JDoney  paid  as  usual ;  he  recommended  the  Chiefs  to  advise 
their  young  men  to  behave  peaceably  to\vai*ds  the  white  people  that 
passed  through  tiieir  counti*y.  The  couirtenances  of  the  Chiefs  spoke 
their  disappointment.  Knowing  tliat  thp  treaty  was  not  made  as  all 
other  treaties  had  been  made  with  them  ;  that  it  was  signed  by  only 
one  Chief,  who  had  any  right  to  sign  a  treaty,  they  did  not  believe  tlie 
Government  of  the  United  States  would  ratify  it ;  and  although  they 
were  told  it  was  ratified,  they  a|)pear  not  to  have  believed  it,  until 
told  them  by  the  Agent  Shortly  after,  they  i*equested  Colonel  Crow- 
ell to  withdraw  ;  they  informed  him,  that  it  they  wanted  him  they 
would  send  for  him,  which,  I  believe,  they  never  did.  Some  of  them 
were  much  displeased  with  the  Agent  for  signing  tlie  treaty- ;  they  ap- 
peared to  have  lost  their  confidence  in  him,  (for  a  time,.)  and  declined 
any  furtlter  communication,  l^e  Council  bi-oke  up  different  from 
any  I  had  seen  in  the  nation.  I  believe  General  McIntosh^s  death 
was  ordered  by  the  Chiefs  before  they  left  the  j^quare,  andjiersons  in- 
structed to  enforce  tlie  law. 

I  would  willingly  decline,  in  all  cases  where  it  can  he  dispensed 
withy  yet,  if  the  Government  consider  ft  necessary,  I  am  ready  to  be 
qualified  to  the  statement!  have  made.

AsBURT,  June  29thf  1825. 
To  Major  Andrews. 

Sir  :  Having  been  required  by  you  to  aSbrd  what  information  may 
be  in  my  power  relating  to  the  general  conduct  of  the  United  States' 
Agent,  but  more  particularly  with  I'cferenceto  the  two  specific  char- 
ges made  by  the  Georgia  Governor,  I  beg  leave  to  present  you  with 
ttie  following  statement :  As  it  regai*ds  the  general  conduct  of  that 
officer,  it  is  with  considerable  regret  that  I  cannot  state  that  he  is  free 
fi*om  the  charges  of  impropriety.  In  some  instances  I  have  thought 
we  have  had  just  causes  for  complaint  I  do  not  think  he  has  afforded 
us  those  facilities  in  liis  power,  that  might  have  removed  difficulties 
out  of  our  way«  in  the  discharge  of  tliose  duties  which  devolve  upon 
us.  But  it  is  due  to  this  Genueman  that  I  should  state,  that  I  hope 
and  believe  chat  all  those  causes  have^keen  i*emoved,  and  that,  at  this 
timc^he  enjoys  our  entire  coufidcnce.     ""\.^^ 

With  respect  to  tlie  unfortunate  affairs  whichJjave  so  distracted  this 
nation,  and  led  on  to  such  fatal  consequences,  rt^Aimot,  as  some  do, 
believe  that  Col.  Crowell  ought  to  be  implicated.  I^fcannot  believe  he 
was  so  strenuously  opposed  to  the  late  treaty.  On  thoSreturn  of  the 
Indians  from  Broken  Arrow,  I  was  informed,  by  some  otHfce  Chiefs? 
that  the  Agent  would  not  interfere  either  way.  ^V 

The  murder  of  Mcintosh  (as  it  is  called)  I  always  viewed^  th« 
entire  act  and  doing  of  the  Indians,  who  considered  that  chief  a^bav- 
ing  forfeited  his  life  to  his  country,  for  breaking  their  law.  The  la\N^"- 
der  which  he  suffered,  I  have  frequently  heard  of  as  a  law  of  th^  natiol^ ; 
but  especially  from  the  Big  Warrior,  who,  one  day,  sometime  after  tliP 
Cherokee  Indians  had  declined  treating  with  the  United  States*  Comi_ 
missioners,  particularly  informed  me  of  it.  After  these  Indians  met 
at  Pole  Cat  Springs,  it  was  more  frequently  talked  of  in  my  presence. 

In  a  day  or  two  after  the  meeting  at  which  the  Indians  were  inform- 
ed that  the  agreement  Mcintosh  made  with  the  Commissioners,  at  In- 
dian Springs,  had  been  ratified  by  the  United  States,  it  was  stated  to 
me,  by  some  of  the  chiefs,  that  the  Indians  had  no  friendjy  conversa- 
tion with  the  Agent  during  all  that  meeting.  As  such,  I  naturally 
concluded  they  would  not  have  admitted  him  to  their  secret  council, 
which  was  held  atthattimo^  for  the  purpose  of  planning  the  execution 
of  their  own  laws.  Since  that  meeting,  I  have  heard  some  of  the 
chiefs,  in  and  about  Tuckabachee,  declare,  in  council,  that  Col. Crowell 
knew  nothing  of  their  uitentions.    Indeed  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
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lie?e  that  his  signing  the  Treaty,  as  a  witness,  so  shook  their  confi. 
dence  in  him  foi;  tlie  time,  that  they  did  not  think  he  ought  to  be  trust- 
ed by  them.  This  is  all  I  know  or  believe  of  these  matters  ;  and . 
though  I  have  serious  objections  to  oaths  administered  on  slight 
erounds,  and  on  trifling  occasions,  and  when  I  do  not  th^nk  I  am  un- 
oer  an  actual  obligation,  yet  if  the  General  Gk^^'ernment  should  tliink  it 
necessary,  on  this  occasion,  to  give  validity  to  what  I  have  stated^  I 
shall  feel  I  am  bound  to  comply.

The  first  time  I  heard  of  the  killing  of  Mcintosh  was  on  the  day 
tlie  Chiefs  arrived  at  Tuckabatchee  with  the  information  to  that  ef- 
fect. That  morning  I  had  intended  to  go  to  the  Ufaule^  Town,  on 
business  relative  to  our  mission ;  but  was  informed  by  our  boys,  that 
the  Indians  were  gone  up  the.river  to  kill  Mcintosh  ;  and,  on  further 
inquiry,  was  told  that  this  was  known  among  our  boys  about  five 
days.  On  being  asked  why  they  did  not  tell  me  ?  was  answered, 
**  because  we  thought  you  would  tell  somebody  else.*'  I  have  written 
to  the  Editor  of  the  Intelligencer  in  reference  to  this  subject.  It  has 
been  published  with  my  name ;  and  it  was  done  so  to  give  information 
which,  with  the  exception  of  a  part  of  a  paragraph,  (the  circum- 
stances of  which  paragraph  I  have  already  explained,^  I  believe  to  be 
correct,  upon  the  information  I  have  received  from  uifierent  Chiefs, 
and  other  Indians,  in  the  Nation. 

Some  parts  of  the  interrogative  I  can  say  nothing  about,  as  I  know 
nothing  about  them.  As  it  respects  Colonel  Crowell  being  the  insti- 
gator of  the  murder  of  Mcintosh,  I  can  only  state  that  I  do  not  be- 
lieve it  for  two  reasons  :  1st,  The  principal  Chiefs  in  my  neighbor- 
hood deny  it  in  the  most  uuequivocating  terms ;  2d,  After  the  Agent 
met  the  Indians,  and  informed  them  that  the  treaty  was  ratified,  some 
of  the  Indians  called  at  our  place,  and  declared  that  the  Agent  and 
tliey  had  not  been  friendly  all  the  meeting:  for  that  the  Chiefs^had 
quarrelled  with  him  all  the  time. 

With  regard  to  any  further  inquiries  about  the  letter,  I  cannot  an- 
swer them,  as  it  is  before  the  public  *

Georgia,  Baldwin  County^ 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Wm.  Scott,  of  Jasper  county,  mer- 
chant, who«  being  duly  sworn,  says,  that  this  deponent  was  present 
at  the  Indian  Springs,  three  days,  during  the  week  of  the  treaty  ; 
that,  while  there,  he  frequently  heard  Captain  Roily  Mcintosh,  bro- 
ther of  the  General,  Captain  Joe  Marshall,  and  others,  of  the  In- 
dians, say  that  they  were  not  disposed  to  part  with  the  land,  and 
were  opposed  to  the  measures  taken  to  d*spose  of  it .;  and  Joe  Mar- 
shall stated  to  this  deponent,  particularly,  that  the  land  was  gone, 
and  hi9  regretted  its  loss  :  this  was  said  before  the  treaty  was  made. 
And  this  deponent  Further  says,  that  he  is  generally  acquainted  with 
the  Indian  character,  and  somewhat  with  the  Indian  tongue;  that, 
being  in  the  habit  of  trading  with  the  Creeks  for  upwards  of  twenty 
years,  this  deponent  believes  himself  able  to  form  a  correct  opinion  in 
relation  to  their  disposition  on  the  subject  of  Mclntosli's  conduct; 
that,  at  a  talk  at  Kennard's,  after  the  treaty  of  1821,  much  dissatis- 
faction prevailed  among  the  Indians^  and  threats  were  then  made 
against  Mcintosh. 

And  this  ^deponent  further  says,  that,  from  this  deponent's  know- 
ledge of  the  character  of  the  Creeks*  and  a  variety  of  indications  on 
their  part,  induces  him  to  believe  that,  if  it  had  not  been  for  Grover« 
nor  Troup's  interference  in  sending  into  the  nation,  and  requesting 
permission  to  survey  their  lands,  and  if  Mcintosh  had  not  granted  the 
permission,  and,  also,  for  Che  whites  to  come  into  the  nation  and  pur- 
chase the  Indians'  stock  and  reserves  of  plantations,  he  would  not 
have  been  executed ;  for,  although  there  was  much  dissatisfaction 
prevailing  among  the  Indians  in  consequence  of  the  treaty,  yet  this 
deponent  does  not  believe  (hat  would  have  caused  his  death  so  soon 
as  it  did  take  place.  And  this  deponent  further  says,  that  the  survey 
of  their  lands  they  have  always,  looked  upon  with  marked  disappro- 
bation ;  they  viewing  the  stretching  of  a  surveyor's  chain  across 
their  land,  as  an  actual  dispossession  of  it.

Personally  appeared  before  roe,  Owen  H.  Kenan,  who,  being  duly 
sworn,  deposethand  saith,  that,  some  short  time  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing oi  the  Creek  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow,  he  bad  a  conversation 
with  General  William  Mcintosh  upon  the  subject  of  the  Indians  dis- 
poning of  their  land,  in  which  conversation,  the  General  distinctly 
stated^  that  it  was  not  the  wish  of  his  people  to  sell  any  more ;  that 
they  had  not  more  than  they  wanted  themselves.    The  week  previous 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Indians  at  the  Indian  Springs,  he  again  had  ^ 
conversation  wUh  General  Mcintosh  in  Milledgeville,  ano  the  Gene- 
ral stated  that  he  was  going  on  to  see  General  Jackson,  to  ascertain 
if  be  would  protect  him  from  the  Indians;  that  they  had  understood 
be  wanted  to  sell  their  land,  and  they  wished  to  kill  him.    After  the 
treaty  bad  been  concluded.  General  Mcintosh  did  not  return  to  the 
nation,  but  went  to  Milledgeville,  for  the  purpose,  as  this  deponent 
understood,  to  get  the  Governor  to  protect  him  from  the  other  Indi- 
ans; and  be  further  understood,  that  the  Governor  had  promised  him 
protection.    The  day  after  theconvcrsation  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
Jose|)h  Marshall  stated  to  this  deponent,  that  it  was  not  his  wish,  nor 
the  wish  of  the  Indians,  to  sell  any  of  their  land,  and  inquired  of  this 
deponent,  if  the  white  people  would  take  it  from  them.

I  was  in  company  with  Chilly  Mcintosh  a  considerable  time,  on 
the  evening  of  his  arrival  in  Milledgeville,  after  the  death  of  his 
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father.  From  the  manner  in  which  he  related  that  event  I  tboagfat 
he  meant  to  give  the  impression^  that  the  killing  or  Mcintosh  aod 
Tostunouggee,  was  the  act  of  the  body  of  the  nation  who  were  op- 
|K>8ed  to  the  treaty.  He  was  asked^  in  my  bearing»  <' who  he  sup- 
posed was  at  the  head  of  the  business  ?  (or  a  question  of  similar  im- 
port^)  and  he  answered^  <^  he  did  not  know ;  the  hostile  chiefs  done 
it."  I  did  not  hear  him  mention  the  Agent's  name  as  being  in  any 
way  concerned  in  the  transaction,  until  after  he  had  been  in  town  a 
day  or  two.  In  the  mean  time^  insinuations  were  made  by  th«>se  un- 
friendly to  the  Agent)  that  he  was  the  instigator  of  the  disturbances 
among  the  Creeks,  and  Chilly  was  brought  up  to  testify  to  the  fact. 
It  was  remarked  by  myself,  as  well  as  others,  that  Chilly  must  have 
received  additional  particulars  since  his  arrival  in  Milledgeville^  for 
that  he  told  his  story  better.  He  made  no  hesitation  now  in  \aying 
the  blame  on  white  men.  It  was  my  firm  belief,  at  that  time,  that 
his  opinion  of  the  Agent's  interference  was  formed  after  his  arrival 
in  Milledgeville.

This 
conversation  was  after  the  Indians  had  been  notified  to  attend  at  Bro- 
ken Arrow,  to  meet  the  United  States'Commissioners,  for  the  purpose 
of  treating  with  them  for  their  lands,  in  Decembers  IB24.

Georgia,  Baldwin  Cotinty. 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Appleton  Rossetter,  Laird  W«  Har- 
ris, who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth. and  saith,  that  be  was  at 
the  Indian  Springs  for  several  days  pending  the  treaty.    Saw  the 
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Agents  CoL  Crowell^  in  conversation  with  several  Indiaiis»said  to  bo 
leading  men  of  the  nation,  amongst  whom»  Roily  Mcintosh  came  to 
the  Agent's  room,  when  Col.  Hamblj  (the  Interpreter)  was  requested 
to  ask  him^  if  be  was  disposed  or  willing  to  sell  the  land^  or  treat  for 
lands  on  the  Arkansas ;  to  which  he,  Mclntosb,  replied,  through  the 
Interpreter,  as  nearly  as  I  can  recollect,  that  he  was  not  so  disposend ; 
that  he  had  visited  that  country,  and  had  hunted  $here  three  seasons  ; 
that  the  musketoes  were  very  bad,  and  the  country  was  sickly,  the 
Indians  very  hostile ;  that  he  had  very  narrowly  escaped  from  them 
with  life,  two  or  three  times ;  that  he  had  been  sick  himself,  and  came 
near  dying:  to  which  the  Agent  replied,  that,  from  the  map  of  the 
country,  there  was  parts  which  was  represented  as  mountainous, 
and  tlici'e  was  no  doubt  with  him,  that  they  migiit  have  their  health 
among  those  mountains,  and  have  ample  hunting  ground  on  the  plains 
below  ;  and  he  would  go  with  them,  and  be  their  friend,  or  words  to 
this  impo'rt. 

I  lodged  in  the  Agent's  room  several  days  and  nights,  and  all  that 
was  said  by  the  Agent,  in  my  hearing,  was  to  induce  the  Indians  to 
sell  their  lands.

Geoboia^  Baldtcin  County. 

Personally  appeared,  Luther  Blake,  before  me,  and,  being  duly 
sworn,  says,  that  he  has  been  in  the  Indian  nation  about  two  years^  that, 
during  that  time,  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  become  somewhat  ac- 
quainted with  the  Indian  character,  customs,  and  laws,  and  particu- 
larly acquainted  with  the  official  conduct  of  Col.  Crow.ell,  as  Creek 
Acent ;  that,  from  bis  knowledge,  derived  from  a  daily  intercourse 
with  the  Indians,  of  the  dispositions  of  the  Chiefs  and  head  men  of 
the  nation,  witness  states  that  Colonel  Crowell  has  their  full  confi- 
dence; that  tbey  have  a  rooted  hostility  to  any  proposition  con- 
cerning the  sale  of  their  lauds,  or  an  exchange  of  their  territory  ; 
that  he  has  had  frequent  conversations  with  them  upon  that  subjectf 
and  ufion  the  sutyect  of  Mcintosh's  execution,  since  his  death  ;  that, 
in  relation  to  the  selling  of  their  lands*  witness  does  not  believe  it  to  ba 
possible,  except  by  actual  force,  to  remove  them  from  the  soil  they  occu-  . 
py ;  that  tiiis  opposition  has  been  of  long  continuance,  and  the  result 
of  a  determination  formed  in  full  council  of  the  nation,  as  he  has  been 
informed  by  almost  every  Chief  and  head  men  of  the  nation;  and  wit- 
ness does  not  believe,  that  the  Agent,  CoL  Crowell,  contributed,  in 
uny  d^ree,  to  this  determination :  for,  in  every  conversation  (and 
they  have  been  many)  which  the  Agent  has  had  with  the  Chiefs  on 
this  snbject,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  the  witness,  the  Agent  haa 
naiforaily  advised  them  to  comply  with  the  views  of  the  General  6o« 
TtrmDtnt,  and  ^change  their  lands  for  those  across  the  Missiaiifipi  j 
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and  that,  in  these  conversations^  Col.  Crowell  also  expressed  it  as  bis 
decided  conviction,  that  it  would  be  best  for  them  to  go  across  the  Mis- 
sissippi :  for  they  were  now  surrounded  by  white  roen^  who  would  never 
let  them  be  at  rest,  until  they  had  their  lands.  Witness  states  that  these 
conversations  took  place  as  well  before  as  since  the  meeting  at  Broken 
ArroWy  in  December  last.  Witness  states  that  he  was  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  nation  with  the  United  States*  Commis- 
sioners, at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last;  that  during  that  meet- 
'  ing,  the  Agent  was  almost  continually  with  some  one,  or  both  of  the 
Commissioners,  or  some  one  attached  to  their  commission^  and  never, 
as  this  deponent  has  every  reason  to  believe,  had  any  intercourse  with 
any  of  the  chiefs  during  that  lime,  separate  and  apart  from  the  Com- 
missioners ;  that  the  Conimissioners  were  absent  at  Coweta w,  and  at 
Chilly  Mcintosh's ;  to  the  latter,  of  which  place,  one  of  them,  Cot- 
Campbell,  used  frequently  to  resort,  and  where  he  usually  met  Gen. 
Mcintosh,  JoeMarshall.  and  some  others,  in  their  interest ;  that  so  fre- 
quent was  he  absent  at  that  place  of  a  night,  that  it  became  a  subject  of 
remark  ;  and  these  frequent  visits  created  much  distrust  and  suspicion 
among  the  Chiefs  and  bead  men  in  council,  at  Broken  Arrow  ;  during 
the  first  days  of  the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  he  delivered  the  written 
talks  of  the  Chiefs,  and,  during  the  meeting,  the  suspicion  was  so 
strong  against  Mcintosh,  that  he  became  alarmed  for  his  safety,  and 
run  away  to  Cowetaw  at  night*  and  never  came  back  again,  where 
the  Commissioners  went  to  see  him,  as  witness  understood  and  be- 
lieves; that  witness  was  present  at  the  council  at  Broken  Arrow^ 
when  he  heard  Col.  Campbell  state,  among  other  things,  that,  if  they 
did  not  consent  to  sell  their  lands  to  the  Commissioners,  Georgia 
would  divide  the  country  into  counties,  and  extend  their  laws  over 
the  Indians,  and  that  they  must  make  up  their  minds,  either  to 
sell  or  come  under  the  laws  of  Greorgia ;  that  they  might  take  their 
choice. 

In  regard  to  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  witness  was  in  the  vicinity  of 
Broken  Arrow,  occasionally,  for  several  weeks  after  the  making  of  the 
treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  in  February  last;  that  he  was  in  almost 
daily  intercourse  with  the  Chiefs  and  head  men,  and  never  heard  of 
their  meditating  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  nor  did  he  know  any  thing  of 
it,  until  after  he  was  executed ;  nor  does  witness  believe  that  any  white 
men,  except  Button,  knew  any  thing  of  it  until  after  it  had  taken 
place ;  that,  before  the  said  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  since^ 
but  before  the  signing  of  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  witness  has 
frequently  heard  Chilly  Mcintosh,  Joe  Marshall,  Ben  Marshall,  Roily 
Mcintosh,  John  Kerr,  (whose  Indian  name  is  Talassee  Hajo,)  Sam 
Miller,  Charles  Miller,  Col.  Wm.  Miller,  Josiah  Gray,  Alex.  Lasby, 
and  others,  who  signed  the  treaty  at  Indian  Springs,  in  July  last,  say 
that  no  land  would  ever  be  sold,  because  is  was  the  law  of  the  nation, 
that  the  first  who  proposed  it,  should  be  killed.  From  all  the  bead 
chiefs,  witness  has  often  heard  the  same  declaration,  before  and  since 
the  meeting,  aforesaid  at  Broken  Arrow. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  is  acquainted  with  James  Moss,  and 
lias  repeatedly  heard  him  say,  that  he  knew  nothing  respecting  the 
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▲gMit  to  his  prejudice,  and  the  last  tiine  he  heard  him  say  sn,  was  on  the 
6th  of  July  iiist.  although  at  the  same  time,  witness  hasevery  reason  to 
kelievoy  that  Moss  is  secretly  hostile  to  Col.  Crowell,and  would  go  all 
Ungtha  to  injure  him  ;  that,  a  Tew  days  after  John  A.  Peck  had  given 
kis  to  tiie  Commilsioners  of  Georgia,    witness  had  a  conversation 
with  him,  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  testimony,  when 
•aid  Peck  remarked  that  he  had  sworn  to  nothing  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  Agentt  Col.  Crowell ;  that  he  did  not  recollect  what  he  did  swear 
iOf  and  desired  witness,  on  his  i^eturn,  to  call  on  Col.  Seaborn  Jones, 
one  of  the  Commissioners,  who  took  his  testimony,  and  obtain  a 
copy  of  it,  and  send  it  to  him ;  witness  further  says,  that  he  does  veri* 
Ij  believe,  that  Henry  Finch  is  secretly  hostile  to  Col.  Crowell,  and 
would  not  hesitate  to  injure  his  reputation  and  standing  in  any  way : 
the  reason  of  this  belief  of  witness*  is  derived  from  the  many  deciara- 
tionii  and  Insinuations  made  by  said  Pinch  to  witness,  and  in  his  pre- 
sence, and,  afterwards,  acknowledging  them  to  be  untrue,  when  con- 
fronted with  others* 

Witness  further  says,  that  he  was  present  at  the  Creek  Agency,  Flint 
river,  on  the  night  when  Majr  James  Meriwether  arrives)  there,  on  hia 
way  to  Broken  Arrow,  in  Nov.  last ;  that  Col.  Crowell  had  arrived  a 
day  or  two  before  from  Savannah,  where  he  had  been  to  attend  the  trial 
of  Stinson.  On  the  day  of  Meriwether's  arrival,  but  before  he  arrivedf 
the  Western  mail,arrived«  which  brought  the  Montgomery  paper, 
containing  theTuckabatchee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring  proceedings;  witness 
himself  took  the  paper  out  of  tlie  bag,  and  gave  it  to  Colonel  Crowell ; 
opon  the  Colonel's  reading  the  paper,  he  remarked,  1  will  preserve 
tbisand  band  it  to  the  Commissioners  when  they  should  arrive;  a  few 
hours  afterwards,  Major  Meriwether  arrived,  and,  at  supper.  Col. 
Crowell  mentioned  these  proceedings  of  the  Tuckabatchee  and  I^ole 
'  Cat  Springs  to  Major  Meriwether,  and,  after  supper,  handed  the  pa- 
per containing  them,  to  him.  Witness  has  no  hesitation  in  saying,  from 
what  he  knows,  that  the  death  of  Mcintosh  and  the  others,  was  oc- 
casioned by  their  violation  of  a  law  of  the  nation ;  and  he  is  equally 
qpnfident  that  the  order  for  .their  execution,  was  a  secret  one,  issued 
to  a  bead  chief  of  one  of  the  Upper  Towns,  to  be  exe:!nted  ;  that  the 
reason  of  this  secrecy  was  to  prevent  the  escape  of  Mclntoslu  as 
witness  has  since  understood  from  the  principal  Chiefs.  Witness  fur- 
ther states,  that  the  statement  made  by  himself  and  Benjamin  B.  Mor* 
rill,  hereunto  annexed,  and  dated  Slst  May,  1825,  is,  in  all  its  parti» 
true.

I,  Luther  Blake,  do  certify  that  this  is  a  conversation  I  had  with 
Col.  William  Miller,  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Ci*erk  nations  of  in*

after  my  advising  him  logo  back  to  the  nation,  and  return  to  his  usual 
occupation,  that  Governor  Troup  had  advised  them  to  remain  here^ 
and  not  to  return,  until  they  had  revenge  for  what  had  taken  place^ 
Upon  my  assuring  him  there  was  no  danger,  and  that  he  ^ould  not 
be  injured,  he  stated  that  Governor  Troup  was  tlieir  friend,  and 
that  ho  had  advised  them  otherwise,  and  that  they  bad  Gov.  Troup's 
promise  that  tliey  sh«  uid  he  paid  tor  all  the  injury  they  had  sustain- 
ed  in  their  property.

Interrogatories  propounded  to  John  A.  Peck,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of 
John  Crofwelly  Agent  for  tlie  United  States  to  the  Creek  Indians. 

1st.  Are  you  acquainted  with  John  Crowell^  Agent,  as  above  stated? 

2d.  Did,  or  did  you  not,  reside  with  tiie  said  Crowell,  at  hia  resi- 
dence in  tlie  Creek  nation  ? 

Sd.  jEtow  long  did  you  live  with  the  said  Crowelii  or  in  tlie  same 
bouse  wirh  him  ? 

4th«  Were  you  not  on  very  intimate  terms  with  said  CrowelL  and 
had  you  not  a  great  deal  of  very  confidential  conversation  with  him 
in  relation  to  the  Indians,  his  duty  as  Agent,  his  views  about  the  In- 
dians selling  their  land,  the  conduct  of  said  Crowell  during  the  first 
treaty^  as  he  had  informed  you,  or  otherwise  knew  ? 

5th.  What  have  you  beard  said  Crowell  tell  said  Indians  about 
selling  their  land  ? 

6th.  State  your  opinion  generally  about  his  conduct  as  Agent  dur- 
ing your  stay  with  him,  and  whether  you  believe  the  same  to  hare 
been  correct  or  not;  and  whether  or  not^  he  did  always  evince  a  dis- 
position to  discbarge  bis  duty  correctly,  as  well  to  the  Government  as. 
the  Indians.

,  Answers  of  John  A.  Peck^  to  the  interrogatories  of  John  Crowell^  Agent 
to  Uie  Creek  Indians  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  taken  and 
sworn  to  before  we,  tlie  undersigned  Justice  of  the  Peacej  in  and  for 
said  county. 

To  the  Ist  Interrogatory  he  answers,  he  is. 

To  the  2d.  he  answers  and  says,  that  he  resided  at  the  same  board- 
ing house  with  the  said  Crowell,  and  was  in  his  employ. 

3d.  He  says  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  said  Crowell,  from  the 
5th  of  February,  1822«  until  the  month  of  April  last;  most  of  which 
time  he  resided  with  him. 

4th.  He  answers  and  says,  that  he  lived  on  intimate  terms  with 
said  Crowell,  and  frequently  had  confidential  conversations  with  him, 
a  great  deal  of  which  related  to  the  Indians ;  he  always  said,  he 
thought  it  was  best  for  the  Indians  to  sell  their  lands ;  and  have  fre- 
quently beard  him  advise  some  of  their  leading  men  to  do  so,  and  go 
West  of  the  Mississippi,  where  he  believed  they  would  find  as  good, 
or  a  better  country  than  they  then  had,  and  that  he  also  believed, 
that  they  would  be  provided  for  and  protected  by  the  General  Go- 
vernment 

5tb.  He  states  is  answered  in  his  answer  to  the  4th. 

6th.  As  far  as  he  knows,  and  from  what  he  believes,  be  says  his 
opinion  is,  that  said  Crowell  did  discharge  correctly,  as  Agent,  his  du- 
ty :  he  always  appeareil  disposed  and  anxious  to  discharge  his  duty 
to  the  General  Government,  and  to  act  correctly  towards  the  Indians. 

7th.  He  answers  and  says,  he  did. in  G^^neral  Council,  and  for 
which  he  was  very  much  blamed  by  the  Indians,  and  accused  of  not 
being  friendly  to  them. 

8th.  He  answers  and  says,  that  his  opinion  is,  that  Crowell  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  Indians  intention  to  kilt  Mcintosh  and  the  other 
Indiana^  neither  does  he  believe  the  said  Crowell  advised,  or  was  any 
-way  knowing  or  concerned  in  having  the  same  done. 

9th.  He  answers  and  says,  he  was  at  Broken  Arrow  at  tlie  treaty, 
and  was  acquainted  with  the  leading  men  and  chiefs,  and  wrote  for 
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then  at  that  time.  He  believcR  that  they  were  not  influenced  by  said 
Croweli's  advice  not  to  sell  tlieii*  lands ;  i^eitlier  does  be  believe  hUb 
attempted  to  advise  them  not  to  do  so ;  he  believes  said  CrowelPs  con- 
ducty  as  far  as  Ac?  knowSf  to  have  been  in  strict  accordance  with  htii 
duty. 

1 0th.  He  answers  and  sayst  he  was  at  one  or  two  annuities  o^ 
payings  of  tiie  Indians.  He  says  that  said  Crowell,  when  he  saw 
him,  al^vays  paid  them  in  money. 

1 1th.  He  answers  and  says^  that  he  dont  know  that  be  was  j  neither 
does  he  believe  he  was. 

I21h.  He  answers  and  says»  that  all  he  lieard«  was  that  William^ 
AV.  Williamsim  observed,  in  his  presence,  that  Hambly  was  a  fool  if 
lie  did  not  use  his  influence  in  getting  the  Indians  to  sell  their  lands: 
for  It  would  be  equal  to  six  or  eight  thousand  dollars  in  bis  pocket, 
or  something  to  that  cfiect;  which  conversation  took  place  at  Moss* 
Stand,  in  the  nation.

Creek  Agency. 

PersonsJly  appeared,  John  Buchanan,  before  me,  Thomas  Trip- 
lett.  acting  Agent  of  Indian  ASairst  who,  being  duly  sworn,  says : 
That  he  was  at  Broken  ^rrow  during  the  whole  period  of  the  meet* 
ingb»*tween  the  Chiefs  and  the  United  Statea'  Commissioners,  in 
D:cember  last,  except  the  two  or  three  first  days;  had  an  opportu* 
nity  of  witnessing  the  conduct  of  Colonel  Crowell  on  that  occasion  ^ 
saw  nothing  in  his  conduct  or  conversation  that  induced  a  belief  that 
he  was  opposed  to  a  cession  of  lands  by  the  Indians.  Witness  states, 
fliat  li&has  lived  upon  the  frontiers  of  Georgia  nearly  all  his  lifOi  and 
is  somewhat  acquainted  with  the  character  and  customs  of  the  Creek 
Indians ;  that,  about  a  year  ago,  has  fre<|uently  begird  among  the  In- 
dians, that  there  was  a  law  of  the  nation,  prohibiting,  on  pain  of 
death,  any  Indian  from  ofl*ering  to  sell  any  land  without  the  consent 
of  the  whole  nation;  understood  that  this  law,  that  was  made  on  the 
bank  of  the  Ocmulgee.  was  revived  at  the  great  meeting  in  July, 
1824,  at  Broken  Arrow;  understood  that  General  Mcintosh  was 
present  at  the  reading  of  the  law. 

That,  during  the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last, 
witness  slept  in  the  room  with  Captain  Walkert  who  was  sick,  and 
confined  to  his  room  during  the  time.  He  took  no  part,  as  far  as  wit- 
ness discovered,  except  be  heard  him  say  to  the  Indians  that  came 
to  see  bow  he  waa^  that  it  was  best  for  t'he  Indians  to  exchange  their 
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lands,  mud  moTetcross  the  Mississippi ;  andy  provided  they  sold  any 9  to 
nake  a  general  exchange. 

Heard  that  in  consequence  or  his  having  private  interviews  with 
the  CooiniissionerSf  or  some  of  those  in  their  employ*  concerning 
the  treaty,  that  Mcintosh  had  been  threatened  by  the  Indians  to  be 
ktlledy  and  would  have  been  killed  if  he  had  not  run  away  at  niglit| 
heard  tliis  both  from  Indian  countiymetaf  and  Indians  at  Broken  Ar- 
row; and  witness  verily  believesy  that  he  was  killed  for  signing  the 
treaty,  and  for  a  violation  of  the  law.  Witness  says,  that  he  is  par- 
ticularly acquainted  with  Colonel  Crowell,  and,  from  his  knowledge 
c»f  hiaa,  and  the  manner  he  has  discharged  his  official  duties^  witness 
verify  believes/  that  he  is  a  faithful  public  officer,  and  worthy  of  his 
tnisl.  Witness  states*  that  he  has  been  long  acquainted  i»ith  James 
Moss,  and  that  from  his  pei-sonal  knowledge  of  Moss's  general 
cbaractery  he  would  not  believe  him  on  his  oath  ;  knows  him  to  be 
Btcretly  the  enemy  of  Colonel  Crowell,  and  has  no  doubt  that  Mo98 
would  not  hesitate  to  resort  to  perjury  to  injure  him.  From  conver- 
sations with  Henry  Finch,  witness  verily  believes  that  he  is  extreme- 
ly hostile  to  Colonel  Crowell.  That  it  was  understood,  while  at  Bro- 
ken  ArroWy  that  frequent  private  interviews  were  held  between  the 
Commissioners  and  those  in  their  employ,  and  Mclntosbt  at  Chilly 
Mcintosh's  house ;  and  that  the  Commissioners  had  some  person  at 
^ork  with  Mcintosh  ail  the  time.

Personally  appeared  Lysander  Bordick,  before  me.  Tliomas  Trip- 
lett,  Acting  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs*  who,  being  duly  sworn,  says : 
That  he  has  b^n  mail  carrier  between  Milledgeville  and  Chatahoo- 
cbee»  about  four  years,  and,  for  the  last  year,  has  constantly  carried 
the  mail  between  this  place  and  Chatahoochee,  during  which  time  he 
has  been  much  with  the  Chiefs  of  the  nation,  and  in  the  company  of 
Colonel  Crowell  5  knew  nothing  respecting  the  intended  death  of 
Mcintosh,  nor  the  intention  of  the  Chiefs  in  relation  to  his  execo* 
tion.  Witness  does  not  believe  that  any  white  men  in  the  nation 
kaew  any  thing  on  the  subject,  until  after  it  had  taken  place,  except 
fltttton ;  the  reasons  for  his  belief  are,  that  he  has  often  since  heard 
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some  of  the  Chiefs  say  that  no  white  man  hot  Hotton  "knew  mnj 
thing  of  the  intended  execution  :  that  he  has  never  seen  anj-  white 
man  in  the  nation  who  intimated  that  any  did  knovf  of  it ;  and  that 
Witness  is  confident,  that*  if  such  had  been  tlie  case,  be  shooM  have 
known  of  it     Witness  further  states*  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with 
James  Moss  and  Henry  Finch  ;  has  often  heard  Moss  say  that  be 
knew  nothing  against  the  Agent,  Colonel  Cro well ;  that  be  could 
state  nothing  to  his  prejudice ;  has  heard  Moss  further  8ay»  that 
Colonel  Williamson  had  promised  him  that  he.  Moss,  sltouhf  have  a 
reserve  of  a  mile  square  of  land«  and  that  he  was  to  meet  William- 
son at  the  Indian  Springs  at  the  time  of  the  treaty,  and  that  Chilly 
Mcintosh  went  with  him  to  show  him  (he  good  land  on  the  Chata- 
hoochee,  and  that  he.  Moss,  had  marked  it  off.     I  took  it,  that  this 
was  for  his  influence  in  procuring  a  treaty  for  the  Indians ;  this  has 
ever  been  the  burthen  of  Moss's  ehaU  whenever  he  and  witness  has 
been  together.    That,  latterly,  witness  believes,  from  the  many  eon* 
versations  he  has  liad  with  Moss,  that  he  is  hostile  to  Colonel  Crow- 
ell  ;  and  witness,  from  his  knowledge  of  Moss's  character,  does  be- 
lieve that  he  would  go  all  lengths  to  injure  him-     Witness  also  krio^s 
that  Henry  Finch  Entertains  many  malignant  feelings  against  Colo- 
nel Crowell.    From  what  witness  has  beard  the  Indians  say«  when 
speaking  of  Colonel  Crowell,  witness  is  prepared  to  sayt  that  he 
has  their  confidence,  and  he  has  never  heard  them  say  any  tiling  con- 
cerning the  Agent,  but  what  was  in  bis  favor.

•Affidavit  of  John  WinsletL 

JPbinceton,  Indian  J>ration. 

Personally  appeared  John  Winslett,  before  me,  Thomas  Triplett, 
acting  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  nation,  who,  being  duly 
sworn^  says  :  That  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  nation  since  Septem- 
ber, 1811,  during  which  time  witness  has  become  pretty  wellac^ 
quainted  with  the  character,  customs,  and  laws*  of  the  Creeks ;  was 
present  at  Broken  Arrow  during  the  whole  meeting  between  the 
Chiefs  and  the  Commissioners?  in  December  last ;  had  an  opportu* 
nity  to  jadge  of  Colonel  Crowell's  conduct  and  disposition  in  rela- 
tion to  the  selling  of  the  land  ;  never  saw  any  thing  in  the  least  de* 
gree  which  could  induce  a  belief  that  be  was  opposed  to  a  cession  of 
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Itnlst  and  mw  fotbitijf  that  OQiilicted  with  bi«  duty  to  the  Creek 
aatioB  and  the  United  States;  he  always,  according  to  the  best  of 
witness*  knowledge  and  belief,  de^iit  justly  by  both.  Witness  un- 
derstood at  Broken  Arrow  treaty,  that  a  party  of  Indians  were  way- 
laying Mcintosh  to  kill  him  for  attempting  to  sell  the  land;  they 
suspected  him  in  consequence  of  hearing  a  private  conversation  be- 
tveea  him  and  the  Commissioners.  Mcintosh  made  his  escape  in  the 
Bi|^t,  out  of  a  window,  and  went  to  Cowetaw*  and  did  not  returh  at 
all.  Wasfiresent  at  the  Indian  Spring  treaty.  General  Mcintosh 
came  to  where  witness  was,  sat  down,  and,  looking  witness  in  the 
face,  asked  witness,  **  Are  you  my  friend  ?'*  Witness  replied,  that 
tiiey  had  always  been  ^'riendly.  Mclntosli  then  said,  I  can  sell  the 
land  fur  most  a  million  of  money ;  I  shall  then  have  plenty  of  moni^y, 
and  c«n  go  across  the  Miitoissippi.  Was  present  when  the  treaty  >^as 
r««d  ;  understood  that  the  United  States  were  to  give  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  boot^  acre  for  acre.  West  of  the  Mississippi,/oiir 
hundred  tiMNisand  dollars  for  payment  of  provisions  and  trausporta- 
tation,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  after  the  ratification  of  tho 
trea^,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  September,  16£6. 

At  the  time  Mcintosh  put  his  name  to  the  treaty,  one  of  the  Head 
Chiefs  reminded  him  of  his  being  about  to  break  a  law  which  had 
been  made  by  the  nation,  and  warned  him  of  the  consequences  that 
would  inevitably  result  from  it ;  and,  from  witness'  knowledge  of 
the  Indian  character  and  customs,  he  has  no  hesitation  in  saying, 
that  that  act  alone  was  the  cause  of  his  death,  though  it  was  accele- 
rated by  the  interference  of  the  Governor ;  and  so  far  from  believing 
that  the  Agent  instigated  bis  death,  or  was  instrumental  in  it,  I  veri- 
ly believe  all  his  influence,  had  he  known  of  it,  could  not  have  pre- 
vented it  That  two  of  the  Head  Chiefs,  Hopoye  Hajo,  and  Little 
Prince,  who  Is  the  Head  Chief  of  the  nation,  told  witness  that  Mcin- 
tosh was  executed  by  order  of  the  Council  of  the  nation ;  that  it  was 
a  matter  of  their  own  ;  that  no  white  man  knew  any  thing  about  it ; 
that  he  was  put  to  death  for  violating  a  law  of  the  nation ;  that, 
since  the  treaty  of  1821,  the  Indians  have  been  jealous  of  Mcln* 
tosh,  and  looked  upon  him  with  distrust,  and  it  was  with  consider- 
able difficulty  that  he  was  forgiven  for  participating  in  that  act ;  but 
Mcintosh  was  forgiven  for  that  act  in  consequence  of  saying  that  the 
nation  was  in  debt  to  Georgia,  and  that  was  the  cause  of  the  treaty 
of  1821 ;  and  that  any  man  should  die  who  should  thereafter  offer  to 
sell. 

Witness*  reasons  for  believing  that  the  interference  of  tlie  Gover- 
nor hastened  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  are,  the  excitement  produced 
among  tite  Indians  by  tlie  Governor's  proclamation  convening  the 
Legislature,  and  Mcintosh's  letter  to  the  Governor  giving  permis- 
sion to  survey  tiie  land.  Much  distress  and  consternation  prevailed 
among  the  Indians  when  they  were  apprised  of  these  facta. 

Was  present  when  the  treaty  was  read  and  interpreted  ;  docs  not 
recollect  of  hearing  the  5th  article  interpreted,  that  the  8  200,000 
was  to  b«  paid  to  the  Indians  by  the  present  Commissioners,  at  the 
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irqaeflt  of  the  Indians ;  thinks  and  believes*  if  it  had  been  interpreted* 
he  should  have  recollected  it    That,  previous  to  the  treaty,  he  had 
supposed  that  the  several  propositions  contained  in  the  treatv  wcMild 
be  submitted  to  the  Indians  in  Council.    That  witness  attended  par- 
ticularly to  passing  events*  and  is  confident  that  the  several  urticlea 
were  never  presented  to  the  Indians  in  Council ;  but  that  it  was  pri- 
vately arranged  between  Mcintosh  and  his  friends*  and  the  tbiefa 
knew  nothing  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  until  it  iifu/t  presented 
for  signature.   Is,  therefore,  certain  that  the  remark  of  the  Comini9* 
sioners,  that  the  chiefs  that  went  off  the  night  before  the  sirtiinip  of 
the  treaty  had  assented  to  it,  is  unfounded  and  untrue.    Witness  is 
strengthened  in  this  belief  by  the  uniform  denial  of  tboee  chieff  that 
aiiy  assent,  implied  or  express,  was  ever  given.    Witosss  views  the 
the  treaty,  to  be  an  unfair  one,  obtained  by  unfair  practices*  and  pur* 
chased  by  bribery  and  corruption      Witness  was  present  whefi  the 
Indians  first  shook  hands  with  (ieneral   Mitchell,  as  thrir  Agen^ 
on  the  West  bank  of  the  Ocmulgee ;  there  he  heard  the  law  first  pro- 
claimed, that  no  land  sh^ild  be  sold  by  any  chiefs  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  whole  nation  in  CounciL   Witness  has  had  an  oppcFrtanity 
of  becoming  particularly  acquainted  with  the  estimation  in  whichall 
the  Indians  hold  potonel  Crowell,  as  Agent.  The  uniform  justice 
that  has  always  marked  his  official  acts  and  conduct,  has  induced  the 
most  perfect  confidence,  on  the  part  of  all  the  Indians,  except  Mcin- 
tosh, and  a  few  others  under  his  influence,  in  Colonel  CrowelPs  eon- 
duct.    The  cause  of  Mc'Intosh's  opposition  to  Colonel  Crowell  is, 
that,  during  the  time  of  General  Mitchell  as  Agent,  Mcintosh  bad 
the  control  of  the  funds,  and,  in  certain  matters*  waSf  in  fact*  tihe 
Agent.    When  Colonel  Crowell.  became  Agent,  he  refused  to  allow 
Mclntoshito  have  any  control  of  the  funds;  in  consequence  of  whioli^ 
Mclntosb  disliked  the  Agent,  and  did  all  he  could   to  oppose  him. 
That  the  Agent  always  treated  Mclfitosh  with  attention  and  with 
justice,  and  appeared  todesire  to  conciliate  him,  by  treating  bimilMh 
distinguished  attention  on  all  occasions.   Witness  further  states,  timt 
he  (witness")  was  so  anxious  tliat  the  Indians  jihould  sell  tbo  hmd, 
that  he  used  all  his  induence  to  effect  a  sale  on  fair  terms;  was 
flriendly  to  Mcintosh,  and  coincided  with  Mclntosli  that  it  would  be 
best  to  ^ell.   Witness  also  states,  that  he  never  paid  Colonel  Crowell 
any^ money,  for  any  purpose  whatever.  This  last  remark  is  inteBded 
to  apply  to  an  observation  of  Wm.  Bowen.

FbiMiialljriippoftred  Jesse  Wall,  before  m%  Thomas  Triplets,  act- 
tog  Agent  or  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  nation,  who,  being  duly 
tworn^  deposeth  and  says,  that  he  )ias  resided  abcrut  two  years  in  the 
€fe^  nation  5  that  he  has  acted  as  Marshal  for  the  nation  since  that 
tnae^  was  present  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last,  jduring  the  time 
the  Commissioners  were  endeavoring  to  effect  a  treaty,  and  acted  as 
Marshal  to  the  Council.  That  hc^  knows  of  nothing  in  the  conduct 
Manner,  or  conversation,  of  Colonel  Crowell  that  manifested  that  he 
was  opposed  to  the  Indians  disposing  of  their  land,  nor  does  he  be^ 
Ueve  that  such  opposition  of  ColonelCrowell  existed;  bnt^  on  the  con« 
trary  ;  he  has  often  heard  the  Agent  say,  that  it  wouI(|  be  better  for 
tke  Indians  to  remove,  and  get  out  of  tlieway  of  the  troublesome 
wMte  people.  Never  knew,  nor  does  he  believe  that  Colonel  Crowell 
ever  held  secret  meetings  with  the  Indians  in  the  square,  or  elsewhere^ 
in  relation  to  the  treaty,  or  for  any  other  purpose.  Believes  if  such 
b|td  been  the  fact,  he  should  have  known  of  it.  Has  frequently  heard 
tlie  Indians  say  they  were  welt  satisfied  with  their  Agent,  and'liked 
Mfl»  betlbr  than  any  they  ever  had,  except  Hawkins,  for  that  the 
Ayent  always  paid  tltem  their  annuftiesin  money.  .From- witness's 
k|R>wM(f»*of  Colonel  CrowelFs  official  condiict,  he  is  prepared  to 
say,  Uiat  he  believes  Colonel  Crowell  treated  the  Indians  d\  dlike, 
tMl  with'jQstiee ;  that'he  believes  hfm  to  be  s^  faithfql  public  officer, 
tad  wHMTthy  of  his  trust. .  Has  often  heard  the  Indians  say,  that  the 
Mason  why  Mcintosh  fell  out  with  the  Agent,  wms  because  the  Agient 
i^ald  nei  permit  Mcbtesh  to  have  tlie  control  of  the  funds;  bat  al- 
ways'df^tri&ttt^  the  money  Mmseif :  fdrwbich|rea3on,  they  i^ald,  they 
liked  film  the  bf  tter.  Hds  frequently  seen  Mcintosh  and  Cdl.  Crow* 
eU  tegelker,  and  has  remarked- that  Mcintosh  was  treated  friendly 
kj^tte  Agen^  and  oftec  invited  by  him  to  drink  and  eat  with  him, 
iad'  wooid  often  ssnd  to  the.  Agent  for  the  newspapers;  ftnd,  nOtwitl^- 
•l^divig  theoppositien  of  Mcintosh,  he  never  saw  any  difference  in  the 
GMiuGt  df  the  Agent  towards  biuf ;  if  any  thing*  the  Agent  aopearcd  to 
p^  moreatlentUin  to  Mclntbsli  than  others  of  his  grade.  Witness  be- 
fiivefttbat,  after  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  was  known,  ahd  Mcln- 
XankfB  letter  to  <}overnor  rroup,  they  would  have  executedfiim  for  a 
vktetion  of  the  law^  He»rd  the  law  read  in  Council,  that  the  first 
Chief  who  should  offer  land  lor  sale,  should  be  put  to  deatli.  Thinks 
this  was  in  July  last.  Understood  from  the  general  talk  of  the  Indi- 
tes^ that  tlM^  did  not  believe  Mclntosli  would  ever  come  into  the  na- 
^ioo4igain,  as  liekneW  die  consequence  of  bia  conduct.  Witness  does 
Bel  believe  that  McIntoBti  wosld  tiave  trusted  himself  in  the  nation^ 
if  it'lMrf  not  been  for  Governor  Troup's  interference.  Witness  does 
Ml^eiieve  that  Colonel  Crowell  knew  of  the  intended  ejLecutton  of 
Ifcititoeh)  Off  bad  any  hand  in  bringing  it  about.  About  the  ratifica- 
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tion  of  the  treaty,  there  were  from  te&  to  fifteen  cwips  in  the  virili- 
ty of  witness's  residence.  When  the  news  arrived  of  the  ratificaUo^ 
of  the  treaty*  much  distress  prevailed,  and  much  sorrow  expressed. 
Heard  them  say  ihat  the  land  was  iiot  sold  by  tt»e  nation,  but  by 
Mcintosh,  and  the  Oowetaus;  and  that,  as  *hey  did  notsell  My  lan«, 
they  woAld  not  receive  any  money.  JESSE  WALI^.

Personally  appe>ared  before  me,*  Thomas  Triplett,  acting  Agent  cf 
Indian  Affairs  Sir  the  Greek  nation,  Nimrod  Doyell,  who,  being  duly 
9Worn,  says,  that  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  natlbn  aboitl  five  aoa 
twenty  years,  daring  which  time  he  has  acquired  aperfect  knowledge 
of  the  character,  laws,  and  customs,  of  the  Greeks,  and  aiit  imperfect 
knowledge  of  their  languaj^e.  Was  present  during  the  Council  i^ 
Broken  Arrow,  at^  which  the  United  States*  <;ommi8$ioners  endeft^ 
yored  to  induce  the  chiefs  to  dispose  of  their  land.  .  Was^  present  Ip 
the  Council,  4uri9g  the  various  tftlks  concerning  that  subject,  intlie 
liionth  of  December  last.^  That  Mclipitosh  was  appointed  to  give  the 
written  talks  of  the  Indians,  which  were  signed  iiy  himself  and  some 
other  chiefs.  The  c;bief9,  becoming  jealous  of  him,  said  he  should  n^ 
be  their  Speaker  any  bnger ;  atid  Mcintosh  told  witnefib  himsetf,  that 
they  bad  placed  another  in  his  place  so  soon  as  th6  propc^tion  w^ 
made  to  continue  the  talks  verbally ;  the  cause  of  tiiis  suspicion  wa% 
that  he,  Mcintosh,  was  holding  secret  talks  and  meetings  with  tiio 
Commissioners*  Mcintosh  told  witness  that  they  had  madehim  lud 
by  putting  another  in  his  place,  and  he  would  sell  the  land  to  tbe^oWM' 
missionera.  Upon  being  informed,  by  witoess, ,  that  much  dutcMs 
would  be  the  consequence,  Mcintosh  replied  he  did  not  car6;  that 
three  thousand  dollars  in  the  pockets  of  his.friends^  wonld  take  them 
any  where.  Mcintosh  also  asked  witness  if  be  had  any.^owdcr^ 
and^  upon  being  answered  in  the  affirmative,  he  said  :  wdl,  ke^ 
your  gun  in  order,  apd  when  yoa  hear  a  /u^s,  ixune  to  my  house-  A 
little  after,  he >yent  to  Cowetau,  in  the  night,  and  did  not  comeback 
again.  The  Cprnmissioners  went  to  Cowetau  to  see  him,  W  it  was 
well  understood ;  they  wentoi^  dsgr^  and  came  back  again  th^nol 
day  I  the  conversation' with  Mcintosh  was  before  he  went  away. 
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Atte  €QmtdI  held  some  (Ime  after  the  treaty  of  1821,  he,  Mcln* 
ttasby  proclaittiecf  the  law,  which  had  been  sanctioned  in  council,  that 
aa^  akan  who  sboald  sell  land,  should  be  kHIed  by  the  law ;  that 
Ibe  treaty  of  ]8£l  was  made  because  the  natidU  was  in  debt;  bol 
that  cow  being  out  of  debt,  the  law  shoaM  be  enforced ;  that  each 
p^rsdn  should  pay  a  tax  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  sliould  go  to  work; 
and  tbey  most  not  complain  bow  big  a  field  of  corn  they  made.  That; 
in  Ibe  vertel  talks  of  the  Cammissioners,  they  threatened  the  council 
ibat,  if  they  did  not  comply  with  their  demands,  the  Georgia  people 
would  extend  their  laws  over  the  nation.  The  Little  Prince  aaid 
that  the  President  would  protect  them,  and  would  do  justice  to  hie 
red  cbiMren ;  that  they  had  no  lands  to  sell,  and,  if  they  did  not  be-' 
lieve  him,  they  might  appeal  to  the  chiefs  in  council.  Some  of  the 
cbief»  said  they  had  the  same  talk  to  give  as  the  Little  Prince«  and 
Bone  oh(|ecte4  to  the  talk.  Befiire  the  council  commenced,  there  was 
a  Mr.  ^Bailey  down  at  Chilly  Mcintosh's ;  he  asked  witness  to  go 
ip  stairs  and  take  a  drink  ;  he  then  asked  "Avitnfiss  if  he  was  a  poor  - 
Man;  witness  answered ^be  was;  he  then  said  that  witness  could 
have  three  thousand  dollars  if  he  would  use  his  influence  with  the 
chiefs  to  get  the  land ;  he  further  said  to  witness,  that  he  must  not 
let  bia  left  hand  know  what  bis  right  hand  did.  Witness  replied 
that  be  was  a  poor  man  ;  that  three  thousand  dollars  would  not  do 
kba  much  good  ;  did  not  think  he  had  much  influence ;  that  he  would 
accompany  the  Indians  if  they  went  across  the  Mississippi.  Much 
etfabr  chat  took  place  between  them,  to  much  the  same  tniport  This 
man  Bailey,  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Commissioners.  Another  man, 
%y  the  name  of  Stroud,  who  lives  at  the  Flat  Shoals,  on  Fliiit  River^ 
«lso  caiq«  to  witness,  and  also  offered  witness  three  thousand  dollars 
ftir  bis  inBoence.  Stroud  was  sent  for  Col.  Campbell's  brother, 
whom  he  could  depend  upon.  Stroud  also  inquired  of  witness  who 
eoliM  brinji  Poethteyoholo  over,  (the  Tnkabatchee  chief;)  witness 
aaid  he  did  not  kilow.  but  finally  sent  him  to  a  man  by  tlie  name  of 
ftlmuel  Srells.  Witness  gave  Major  Meriwether  to  understand 
Ibat  be  was  acquainted  with  the  course  pursued  by  the  Commi^ion- 
•1%;  that  it  was  dishonorable ;  that  he,  the  witness,  knew  his  fathers 
Mhi  should  be  sorry  if  (as  he  was  afraid)  the  Commissioners  would 
disgrace  tbemselves.  Was  at  the  council,  and  the  residence  of  Col. 
Crowell,  daring  the  time  it  was  in  session,  at  Broken  Arrow,  in 
Becember  last ;  that  he  never  saw,  nor  does  he  believe,  that, Colonel 
Crowell  ever  threw  auy  obstacles'  in  the  way  of  the  treaty  or  Com* 
Aiailoners;  but,  on  the  contrary,  Col.  Crowell  inquired  one  day  of 
witness,  if  the  Indians  wonld  sell  the  land,  and  added,  he  thought 
they  had  better  tell  at  once,  as  the  white  men  would  always  plague 
them  for  it  Witness  is  prepared  to  say,  that  Col.  Crowell  has  the 
eoaidence  of  the  Indians.  Witness  has  been  present  when  the  an« 
iNiities  have  bten  paid,  and  the  Agent  uniformly  paid  the  chiefs,  ac- 
cording to  instructions  to  the  several  chiefs,  in  cash. 

The  Indians  have  frequently  remarked  the  dMTerent  mode  of  pay- 
ihg  their  annuities  by  Col.  Crowell,  and  tlielate  Agent,  General  Mit* 
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gpod9«  Freqatently  saw  McIato$h  ^rith  the  Ae^M  be- viitt  ^tevUril 
^1  by  tbe  Agent;  saw  no  distiiiction  in  tke  trtattneiit  •f  Mb  Mil 
Qlher  chteb  ^f  hi9  yrade.  Witness  states,  ttiat,  wtea  fte-tee^^^^  ll» 
mtifiqation  of  the  iretty  arrived^  i^nd  was  known  to  the  lviiiaaa»'lt 
creitted  great  distress  and  consternation,  and  they  aU,  within  Uin*- 
aervation^  auit  their  woH^  Witness  stftteSj  thai  be  never -hear4<»C^e 
int^ntien  of  the  chiefs  to  put  Mcintosh  to  deaths  ««til  fiwA^s  eitar 
tbe  party  had  started;  that  they  were  .?ery  seoiteC  abeat'il»  mod 
when  he  was  infonned  of  it^  he  asked  why  the  Mism  did  not  tsll 
bin  of  it  before;  he  rejdied  that  be  y^us  afrftid  witgeas^reiM  tail  «f 
it,  but  now  it  was  over,  and  could  not  he  {>revented.  •  WMjiesa  ^m 
heard^hetestimpny  of  Elijah  M.  Amos,  taken  before  ihaeMMiIlM* 
read ;  that  Mr*  Amos  is  mistaken ;  he,  the  witness,  did  aai  aat'tti 
maral^tl  to  the  council  at  Broken  Arrow,  at  the  time  iaeKtioMd  Iqr 
Aoaos ;  that  it  is  the  duty  of  tto  marslial  only  to^remave  whtte  per* 
sons  when  intruding  on  the  council;  that  witness  is  caaMgttKbst 
beneyer  had  any  conversation  with  Amasat  all,  daring  tbe  eomi^ 
cil,  (nor  at  any  ot^er  time.)

Affidavit  of  Joseph  Bardoge. 
PbU(C)&TOX,  I/9DUH  NATioir. 

IViwoaally  appeared,  Joseph  Hardage,  before  me,  Thomas  Trifdett, 
acting  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  tlie  Creek  Nation,  and,  being  duly 
awaati^  says :  4hat  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  Nation  between  thirty 
and  tasty  years,  daring  which  tii^e  be  says  he  lias  acquired  a  perfect 
bnavle^e  ef  the  Indian  character  and  customs,  nnderstands  their  lan» 
gaagjB^  SMI  can  talk  with  them,  in  the  Indian  language.  Deponent 
sMea,  that  he  has  frequently  had  conversations  with  the  Chiefo,  from 
the  highest  ta  the  lawest,  except  Mcintosh,  and  fliey  have  alwayti 
mairiifi'nted  the  most  perfect  conMence  in  Cd.  Orowdll  as  their  Agent  ? 
tUaconfidenice  was  crested  from  the  miifermly  correct  deportment  of 
tbeAnnt  generally,  and  particularly  f<ir  the  uniform  ihithfol  manner 
in  which  he  di^ributed  to  them  their  annuities.  From  circumstances 
.finch  have  come  to  his  Knowledge,  he  does  believe  that  the  canto  of 
litlntoA'at^pposition  to  Col.  Crowell,  was  because  Col.  Crowell 
maalil  not  allaw  him  to  control  the  disbursements  of  Ae  annuities,  as 
Mimoi  la  do  iind<^  Gen.  Mitcliell.  Another  cause  of  Mcintosh's  oppo- 
.  aWm  to  the  Agent  Is,  in  the  belief  of  the  witness,  prosecuting  Sttn- 
JM^  who  came  into  the  Nation-  as  a  trader,  by  the  instigation  of  Mc« 
.  in  daCance  of  the  law  of  the  United  States,  and  without  a  U- 
.Hi,  the  witness,  does  not  bdieve  that  Col.  Crowell  ever  gave 
^anyjast  cause  for  oppositioo  to  him;  and  if  he  had  acted 
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80  fbe  etiier  Cbtefe,  ibere  never  wcmld  hsve  been  any  diisatiMMitio^ 
lias  beard  the  Cbiefa  often  Baj,  that  the  Agent  distribnted  the  mon^y 
to  tbem  to  their  entire  satisftetioii,  and  in  a  far  different  way  to  thai 
of  the  late  Agents  Gen.  MitcheU,  wiio  was  accustomed  to  pay  a  Xvar^ 
portion  in  goods. 

.  Witness  was  present  at  Broken  Arrow  daring  tiie  tinie  the  Com-^ 
missioners  were  endeavoring  to  eflbct  a  treaty'  last  Winter ;  has  had 
freqaent  conversation  with  the  Chiefo  and  Indians,  on  the  subject  of  the 
treaty ;  never  heard  that  Col.  Crowell  was  opposed  to  it  in  any  waj ; 
nor  dois  witness  believe  that  he  made  one  single  effort  against  Its  ac- 
complishment ;  witness  was  hot  in  the  coonciL 

Witness  vnas  present  at  the  Indian  Springs  during  the  time  of  i9ie 
meeting  to  form  il treaty;  saw  C(d.  Crowell  Sere ;  was  in  the  obuncily 
and  heard  the  variows  talk  of  the  Commissioners,  the  Agent,  and; 
ttc  Clii^ ;  particularly  recoUects  the  talk  of  the  Agent,  who  smdto 
them,  in  substance,  that  the  President  desired  them  to  sdU  tlieir  land 
and  to  go  to  the  Mississippi ;  be  said  that  he  advised  them  to  go ;  that 
tiiey  were  surroaiided  by  white  men,  and  if  they  would  all  consent  to 
go,  he  would  go  with  them  and  be  their  friend^  and  that  they  woiild  be 
more  comfortable,  and  that  the  land  woiild  be  their  own ;  and  he 
thought  they  had  better  go.  Heard  Poethleyolpolo  say,  among  other 
tilings,  that  they  had  noland  to  sell;  that  he  had  given  them  but  one  talk 
at  Broken  Arrow,  and  should  give  them  but  one  talk  there ;  that  if  they 
were  disposed  to  sell,  they  could  not,  for  his  head  Chief  was  not  there. 
When  Mcintosh  was  going  to  sign  the  treaty,  or  had  signed-  i^ 
be,  Poethleyoholo,  said  lie  coold^  not  consent ;  bis  old  Chief  was  not 
there ;  he  wished  to  part  in  friendsliin  with  the  Cowetaws ;  I  am  going 
off  said  he ;  he  then  shook  hands,  and  he  and  his  party  dqiarted.  He 
is  acquainted  with  the  bead  Chieih  of  the  nation ;  th^^  were  not  more 
than  two  head  Chiefs  who  signed  tlie  treaty.  There  is  a  head  Qhief 
fiN*  eveiy  town,  and  there  are  Afty-six  towns  in  the  nation.  He  knows 
that  there  are  many  who  signed  the  treaty  who  were  not  Chiefs. 
Those  who  signed  the  treaty  do  not  compose  one-tenth  of  the  chiefs 
and  head  men  of  the  nation  f  and  those  that  did  sign,  were  under  die 
immediate  influence  of  Mclutoshs  and  hisjparty  is  v^ry  inconsiderable 
in  thcf  nation,  comiiosed  of  a  few  of  tlie  discontented  ones.  Does  not 
believe  that  the  Agent,  CoL  Crowell,  knew  of  the  departure  of  the  (ku- 
utauSf  uniOstUfeeehes  and  ParlacholoSf  and  eknvocolo$f  andlb^iOai, 
who  went  off  at  night  before  the  signing  of  thetreaty ;  but  he  bdieves 
they  went  off  at  the  request  of  Poetft^yoholo,  from  what  be  sahk' 
He  does  not  believe  they  ever  assented  to  the  treaty,  because  they  al- 
ways said  tbey  did  not  intend  tx>  sign  a  tr«^ty  or  sell  their  lands. 
Does  not  recollect  whetiier  the  article  of  the  treaty,  directing  tiielms- 
ney  to  be  paid  them  by  the  Commissioners  instead  t^  the  Agen^  was' 
ever  interpreted  to  them.  He  states  he  does  know  that  the  trea^ 
was  not  a  fair  and  honest  treaty,  made  by  the  nation ;  and  this  knoiiB» 
ledge  is  derived  from  the  circumstances  attenduig  the  transaction^ 
That  from  the  conversation  among  the  Indians  who  came, home  from' 
tiie  treaty,  and  other  chiefs  say,  that  they  did  not  believe  it  KMQt

Drarj  Spain  being  dulr  sworn^  befiire  Thomas  Triplett,  Eaq.  Actr 
kiS^Agent  of  Indian  Affiurs  for  the  Croek  Nation,  says:  that  Im  b 
well  acquainted  with  Jesae  Goxe,  qf  Jones  county^  in  Georgia;  tiiat^ 
when  the  said  Coxe^  on  bis  way  4o  Alabafina,  put  up  for  the  night  at 
HuHMS  Crowell's,  this  deponent  also  happened  there^  and  staid  all 
mi^U  that  Col..  Crowell  wa^.akio  there ;  that  he>  this  deponent,  CoL 
CroweD,  and  the  ^aid  Coxe,  were,  during  the  evenings  sitting  toge- 
Hier  oh  the  piazza;  that  ^hen  supper  was  annQunced,  this  deponent 
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foror.ba  ratiflid.  Witness  was  present  in  the  square  when  the  ftnnnitr 
was  paid  la  April  last  at  Broken  Arrow.  The  meeting  was  full.  The 
A^pent  ihfonned  them  the  treaty  was  ratified  :  when. they  received 
this  inforinatioQ*  a  great  deal  of  consternation  and  distress  prevailed 
among  tbenu  The  Agent  told  them  that  Mcintosh  had  giv^  flie  Go- 
vemor  pennission  to  survey  the  land,  and  had  hislett^  to  the  Gover« 
nor  of  Georgia  explained  to  them ;  they  were  very  melancholy  and 
sorrowful ;  and,  after  some  fime,  tiie  Little  Prince  said,  the  chiefa  * 

of  the  nation  bad  not  given  the  permission  ;  that  Mcintosh  had  sent 
the  same  word  to  them ;  that  they  knew  nothing  of  it  The  Council  • 
were  very  much  excited  against  Mcintosh — laid  the  selling  of  the 
land  til  him.  Witness  knows  that  the  law,  making  it  death  for  any 
chief  to  dispose  of  any  land,  was  sanctioned  at  Broken  Arrow  before 
the  treaty  wa9  signed.  Witness  has  heard  the  head  chi^  say  that 
they  held. a  Council,  and  appointed  men  to  kill  Mcintosh  ;  that  they 
9^d  it  was  a  piece  of  business  of  their  own,  and  that  no  white  man 
knew  ity  and  that  they  particularly  kept  it  from  the  Agent ;  and  wit- 
ness does  not  believe  that  the  Agent  knew  any  thing  of  it  until  afUur 
the  act  was  done.  Witness  further  says,  that  he  has  been  conversant 
with  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  for  four  years ;  and,  from  what  he 
knows,  he  believes  CoL  Crowell  to  be  a  faithful  public  officer,^  and 
worthy  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him.

The  said  Coacsb 
was^  not  at  the  supper  with  thia  deponent  tliat  night.  Aflpr  supper 
was  oter^  thh  d^neot  and  GeA.  Crowell  retired  to  the  sitting  room  ; 
there  was  no  oilier  person  there,  that  deponent  recoHeets.  Presentfy, 
Col.  Crowell  said  he  wonld  retire  to  Ue  noom,  anch  iirwt  eui  wtt^ 
that  view,  and  to  his  roooK  That  this  deponent  did  not  see  the 
said  Cose  and  Col.  Crowell  together,  after  supper;  and  did  not  see 
Coxe  again  thf^  uigbt;  nor  does  he  believe  tliat  he  quitted  his  mom 
that  night,  as  he  complnined  of  being  verv  tired.  In  the  mom- 
big;  this  deponent  rose  about  sunrise,  %nA  Cox  had  started  far  Abir- 
baina.  This  toolc  place  about  the  twentieth  oC  April  last  That  this 
deponent  has  seen  the  testimony  of  Coxe,  taken  before  the  Committee 
of  the  Georgia  Legislature ;  and  he  stately  most  positively,  that  be 
hcMKi  no  such- conversation  or  i^mai*ks.from  Cot*  Crowdl  as  are  at- 
tributed to  him  in  tife  testhnony  o£  Coxe.  Nor  does  he  betieve>  from 
the  above  ^ircumutaiices,  and  what  follows,  tiiat  any  soch  oonversa* 
tioR  orremariLS  were  ever  m^e  by  Col.  Crowell. 

And  this  deponent  further  says,  that,  a  few  days  after  Coxe  passed 
wiUibis  lamily  to  Alabama,  a  traveller  stopped  irtthis  deponent's 
house,  from  Alabama,  and,  in  the  course  of  conversation,  tlie  traveller 
said,  that  a  roan  from  Georgia,  by  th^  name  of  Coxe,  had  staled^  in 
Alabama,  fhat  Col.  Crowell  should  have  stated,  in.  his  hearing, 
the  conversation  contained  in.Coxe's  testimony,  before  the  committee^ 
In  the  lore  part  of  May  last,  Coxe  stopped  at  this  deponent's  house, 
on  his  return  from  Alabama.  This  deponent  then  stated  to  Coxe,  thai 
a  traveller  had  informed  deponent  that  he^  Coxe,  had  said,  the 
Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  in  a  conversatiin  with  him,  Coxe,  said^  that 
<<  the  Indians  wei*e  damned  cowar<)^  and  that  the  Agent  hated  them, 
worse  and  worse ;  that  he  had  once  put  down  Mcintosh,  h«t  the  Big 
Warrior  and  Little  Prince  had  reinstated  him,  and  hoped  the  Big 
Warrior  was  in  hell  for  i^  and  that  Little  Prince  wonld  soon 
follow.'^  This  deponent  then  asked  Coxe,  distinctly,  whether  he  ha4 
said  so,  or  had  heard  the  Agent  CoK.Crowellf  say  so»  or  any  thira^ 
like  it  To  these  questions,  Coxe  distinctly  answered,  he  never  ha3 
heard  the  Agent  say  any  thing  abont  the  subject,  but  ^(mt  1>^  Coxe^ 
had  said  he  had  heai*d  another  man  say  so.  And  ttiis  dq^on^iri4{|£^c>' 
says,  tjiat  he  was  at  Broken  Arrow,  when  ibe  United  States' (Sipn^ 
missioners  were  then  seeking  to  make  » treaty  with  the  Indian^ ; 

intimate  with  CoL  Crowell,  staid  mthe  tavern  with  him,  and  was  o 

in  his  oempany  ^  fi^uently  heard  him  converse  upon  the  tna^ty,  and^ 
never  h^ard  any  expression  escape^the  Asnnt  that  i>e  wasopp^ed  to 
the  trearty  j  but,  on  the  contrary,  heeril  hfan  f)pequen%  say  he  bet- 
Ifeved  a  treaty  would  be  eflboted,  Frpnr  tUe  langnage  of  CoL  Craw*-' 
ell,  as  well  as  bis  deportment,  this  dqponmt  was  satisfied  that  the 
Agent  was  favorable  to  the  project  of  the  Imttans  salting  tbelr  la&d^. 
That  it  was  understood  thast  the  United  Slates^  Commisaionem/tHitf 
need  tbi-eats  to  in*ocnre  the  treaty  j  aAd,*anong  othei%  th«l^  H  Htn 
Indmns  did  not  consent  to  the  treaty,  the  Qovernor  of  Georgia  would 
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lay  the  Iail4  off  into  coi|ntieS|  a^d  extend  the  laws  of  Geoi^ia  over 
tfaenoi.        ^  .  .  ^ 

Aii4.tlii^  deponent  further  says,  that  he  has  always  believed  that 
the  Agent  bad  the  full  confidence  ot  the  Creek  nation,  except  Mcln« 
tosh.  Tl\^  reasons  of  this  are  tliese  :  that  he  has  always  heard  the 
Jbd tan  Chiefs  speak  in  the  warmest  terms  of  affection  for  the  Agent, 
mA  never  heard  any  but  Mcintosh  speak  against  him.  The  cause  of 
Mcl^tpsh's  dislike  was  understood  to  be,  that  the  Agent  refused  to 
p9f  iia  (Mcintosh's)  drafts  on  the  Indians^  but  always  insisted  on  pay- 
ing the  annuities  to  the  Chiefs,  according  to  his  instructions.  This 
dkponent  further  says,  that,  at  the  first  annuity  CoL  Crowell  paid, 
Ifcintodi  presented  drafts  to  rising  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand 
hilars.  This  deponent  says,  that  he  has  been  ^-esent  at  the  payment 
of  everr  annuity  since  CoL  Crowell  has  been  Agent,  and  the  annuities 
kaY^  always  been  paid  in  cash  to  the  various  chiefs.  And  this  depo- 
nent further  says,  that,  from  this  deponent's  knowledge  of  the  official 
conduct  of  CoL  Crowell  for  five  years  past,  he  believes  him  to  be  a 
faitibful  public  officer,  worthy  the  trust  repc^ed  in  him.

FBUrcsTox,  Indiak  Nation. 

Personally  appeared,  Eiioch  Johnson,  before  me,^Thomas  Triplett, 
acUng  Agent  of  Indian  Aiffairsfort^p^eek  Natio\>  who,  being  duly- 
sworn,  saTs,  that  he  has  resided  in  tne  Nation  four  ^  ears;  during  that 
time,  witness  has  become  somewhat  acquainted  witii  the  character  and 
customs  of  the  Creeks;  was  present  during  the  whole  period  of  the 
tin^  of  the  session  of  the  council,  convened  at  the  request  of  the  United 
States*  Commissioners,  in  December  last;  had  an  opportunity  of  becom- 
ing partinilarly  acquainted  with  the  conduct  and  deportment  of  Col. 
Ci-owell,  and  has  reasons  to  believe,  and  does  verily  believe,  that 
Col.  Crowell  did  not,  in  the  hast,  interfere  with  the  Indians  in  rela- 
tion to  a  treaty ;  and,  from  the  great  excitement  among  the  Chiefs  at 
that  time,  witness  does  verily  believe,  if  CoL  Crowell  had  actively  co- 
operated with  the  Comnlissioners,  the  most  melancholy  consequences 
worid  have  resulted  to  the  interests  of  the  United  States'  Government ; 
that  he  never  knew  Col.  Crowell  say  any  thing  to  the  Chiefs  which 
could  induce  them  to  believe  they  ourght  not  to  cede  their  lands  upon 
'  '  54 
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fkir  terms;  tbat^  if  he  had,  he  should  have  known  it,  because,' being  in 
the  employ  of  CoL  Crowell,  as  a  mechanicy  he  had  every  c^portnnity 
.  of  becoming  acquainted  with  his  conduct  in  this  particular*  Witness 
does  not  believe  that  Col.  Crowell,  in  the  least  degree,  instigated  the 
Indians,  or  stirred  them  up  to  kill  Mcintosh,  nor  does  the  witness  be- 
lieve he  knew  it  until  after  it  took  place.  Has  frequently  heard  lb* 
Chiefs  say,  after  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  that  be  suffered  by  the  law  ; 
that  it  was  an  aSair  of  their  own,  and  no  white  man  knew  any  thing 
about  it,  except  Button.  Was  present  during  the  night  that  Jesse 
Coxe  staid  at  Thomas  CrowelPs,  on  his  way  to  Alabama,  in  April  last ; 
and  from  his  observation  and  his  general  i^ndance  during  the  time, 
henri  no  conversation  like  that  attributed  to  Col.  Crowell,  in  the  tes- 
timony of  CcMce,  which  he  has  seen  and  heard  read  ;  nor  does  he  be- 
lieve any  such  conversation  took  place ;  his  reasons  for  this  belief  ar^ 
that  Coxe  did  not  eat  supper  at  the  table  with,  Col.  CroweU,  but  sup- 
ped with  his  own  family  in  a  private  room  ;  was  not  out  of  his  room 
after  supper,  as  witness  recollects;  because  he  started  very  early  in 
the  morning ;  and  because,  soon  after.  Col.  Crowell  retired  t6  bis  own 
quarters  in  another  building ;  and  because  Col.  Crowell  seldom  visits 
ttie  bar-room,  and  seldom  visits  the  tavern,  except  to  eat  bis  meals,  and 
then  again  returns  to  his  own  q  uarters.  Witness  states,  that,  at  the  Ia9t 
annuity  meeting  of  the  Chiefe  and  Indians,  in  April  last,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  issue  rations  of  beef,  &c  to  the  Indians ;  that  he  issued,  to 
all  the  men  who  were  entitled  to  it — ^to  Gen.  McIntosh^s  friends  as 
well  as  others ;  did  not  refuse  to  issue  rations  to  any  men  that  were  here 
during  the  tinfe;  a  negro  once  came  for  beef  for  Chilly  Mcintosh,  he  had 
no  order  or  paper,  neither  did  he  know  bow  much  was  wanted ;  wit- 
ness told  the  negro  to  go  to  Mr«  Peck  and  get  the  i>aper,  and  to  ascer- 
tain the  quantity ;  witness  states  that  negro  never  returned.

Personally  appeared  Lemuel  B.  Nichols,  before  me,  Thomas  Triplett, 
Esq.  Acting  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  nation,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  says :  That  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  nation  about  five 
years  and  a  half;  has  had  an  opportunity  to  become  tolerably  well 
acquainted  with  tlie  character  and  customs  of  the  Creek  nation,  anA 
understands  a'little  of  their  language ;  was  here,  and  at  Broken  Arrww^ 
during  the  grand  Councils  in  December  last;  never  heard  Colonel 
Crowell  express  himself  as  opposed  to  a  cession  of  lands  by  the  Creeks ; 
he  has  never,  to  witness'  knowledge,  had  any  council  with  the  chi^ 
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for  4iie  purpose  of  excitiog  lodians  to  an  opposition  to  the  w^bes  of 
tbe  Genmd  Government  If  he  had  held  such  coundls,  witness  thinks, 
ttwm  bis  intercourse  in  the  iiation,  he  must  have  heard  of  it  Wt^ 
preseiit  at  tbe  Indian  Springs  at  the  time  of  the  treat;^  in  Febrti^ry 
fast ;  b^ard  pdond  Crowell  aiinounce  the  wishes  of  the  Government 
to  tiiem  in  Couneil,  and  heard  him  add«  that  it  was  best  they  should 
sell  dl  their  land^  and  go  across  ttie  Mississippi  together ;  heard  him 
alfio  say  to  the  Itidians  fliat  if  they  would  consent  to  go,  he  would 
go  with  them^  and  be  their  protector  and  friend*  Saw  Mcintosh  iu 
prii^te  council,  often,  with  the  Commissioners.  Did  not  hear  the 
treaty  read  and  interpreted  to  the  Indians,  for  their  deliberation,  in 
Council ;  nor  does  he  believe  that  it  was  interpreted  to  the  chieb  in 
pabKc  Council,  until  they  were  called  on  to  sign  it  Has  been  present 
at  the  payment  of  annuities,  two  of  them,  and  saw  Colonel  Crowell 

fKj  in  money.  These  annuities  were  paid  to  the'chieb.  From  the 
nowledge  of  Colonel  CrowelPs  official  conduct  witness  has  reason 
to  believe,  and  does  verily  believe,  that  Colonel  Crowell  is  a  faithful 
public  officer,  and  worthy  of  his  trust  Does  not  believe  fliat  Colonel 
'Crowell  instigated  the  death  of  Mcintosh ;  nor  does  he  believe,  ^t 
tbe  Agent  knew  that  it  would  take  place.  Has  always  he%rd  tbe  Indiaoi 
say,  since  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  that  he  was  executed  pursuant  to 
a  law  of  the  nation.  Supposed  that  the  goods  Mcintosh  distributed  to 
the  Indians  at  the  Springs,  belonged  to  Ueneral  Mitchell.  These  goods 
were  distributed  for  the  Ocmulgee  reserve,  as  witness  understood* 
Has  often  seen  Colonel  Campbell  and  Mitchell  in  close  conversation 
togeAer,  at  tiie  Springs,  during  the  treaty.

Affidaroit  of  Samuel  SreUs. 

Princeton,  Creek  Agenag. 

Samuel  Srells  states  that  he  came  into  the  nation  with  Col.  Haw- 
kins, and  lived  here  ever  since,  and  ha9  been  in  the  nation  some- 
where about  twenty  odd  years.  During  this  time  he  has  had  an  op- 
portunity to  become  pretty  well  acquainted  with  the  character  and 
customs  of  the  Indians ;  was  present  at  Broken  Arrow  at  the  time  the 
Grand  Council  met  to  consider  the  proposition  for  a  treaty  in  Dccem- 
ber  last ;  among  the  chiefs  and  head  men,  he  has  frequently  beard 
them  express  their  decided  opposition  to  disposing  of  any  more  land  ; 
and  he  has  heard  the  same  thing  often,  since  that  time.  He  is  par- 
ticularly acquainted  with  the  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  and  has  been  fre- 
quently with  him ;  he  never  heard  him  express  any  opposition  to  the 
treaty  to  him  or  oUiers.    In  relation  to  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  never 
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keafd  the  Agent  use  any  longaage,  which  could  induce  a  belief  that 
tlie  Agent  instigated  the  death  of  Mcintosh ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  I 
haye  always  unnerstood  that  Mcintosh  was  killed  for  the  violation  of 
his  own  lawy  or  of  one  in  which  he  had  a  hand  in  making ;  and,  on 
this  subject,  there  is  but  one  opinion  in  the  nation,  as  far  as  he  can 
learn,  with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh's  party.  He  was  also  present 
at  the  Indian  Springs  when  the  treaty  was  made ;  nerer  saw  any 
tMng  in  the  conduct  or  language  of  the  Agent  thstt  could,  in  the  least 
d^ne,  induce  a  belief  that  he  was  opposed  to  a  treaty ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  was  present  and  heard  the  Agent  tell  the  Indians  that  it 
was  the  President's  wish  that  they  should  sell  their  land  in  exchange 
$>r  other  lands  West  of  the  Mississippi ;  that  he  advised  them  to  go,  and 
held  forth  many  inducements  to  get  their  consent ;  and  he  recollects, 
particularly,  that  he,  the  Agent,  told  them  that  they  were  suri*oimded 
by  white  people  on  botii  sides,  and  thl[t  it  was  best  they  should  .go 
where  they  would  be  out  of  their  reach,  and  he  would  go  with  them, 
and  be  their  protector.  From  his  knowledge  of  the  Indians,  and  their 
conduct  since  Mcintosh's  death,  he  states  that  they  have  always  ex- 
pressed an  anxiety  to  have  it  understood,  as  the  fact  is,  that  the  ex- 
ecuting of  Mcintosh  and  the  others,  was  an  act  of  justice  to  satisfy 
the  law,  and  that  there  is  no  manifestation  of  any  hostile  views  against 
any  white  person.  They  are  very  kind  to  white  persons,  and  any 
alarm  that  may  exist  is  groundless. 

Before  the  CouncU  broke  up  in  Decemb^  last  at  Broken  Arrow, 
Mcintosh  went  off  to  Cowetan,  because  he  was  apprehensive  that  the 
Indians  wouU  kill  him,  as  they  became  jealous  of  him.  There  was  a 
considerable  excitement  against  Mcintosh  among  the  chiefs,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  belief  that  he  wanted  to  sell  the  land.  This  information  wsvs 
obtained  from  the  chiefis  and  other  Indians  at  the  time.  Was  present 
at  the  Ume  the  tr^ty  was  interpreted  ;  does  not  recollect  that  any 
thing  was  said  about  the  Commissioners  were  to  pay  the  money — the 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars — to  the  Indians,  excluding  the  Agent ; 
understood  the  treaty,  as  it  was  read,  in  this  way,  and  came  away  with 
such  an  Impression  that  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  to  be  given 
to  boot  in  the  exchange  of  lands  :  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
the  payment  of  possessions  and  removal ;  and  two  hundred  thousand 
after  the  ratification  of  the  treaty.  What  strengthens  the  belief  of 
the  witness,  is  a  previous  declaration  of  Mcintosh  that  he  would  sell 
theland,  but  they  must  give  most  a  million  of  dollars.

i^KMit  that ;  had  a  conversation  with  Doyell  afterwards  on  the  subject* 
and  Doyell  stated  that  his  motive  for  sending  Stroud  to  witness,  was  that 
he  wanted  some  other  person  to  hear  it  as  well  as  himself:  witnesu 
explained  that  he  means  by  the  word  if,  the  oB*ers  made  by  Stroud  ta 
Doyell.

In  relation  to  Mcintosh's  death,  since 
that  event,  he  has  frequently  heard  a  great  many  Chiefs  and  head  men 
of  the  nation  say,  that  Mcintosh  violated  the  law^  and  that  ^  his  own 
OMNitfa  was  the  occasion  of  his  death,''  as  they  expressed  it ;  and  hb 
farther  states,  that  he  never  heajrd  it  attributed  to  Colonel  Ci*oweIL

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Thomas  Triplett,  Acting  Ag^t 
of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  Nationt  William  Lolt^  who,  bemi; 
duly  sworn,  says,  that  he  was  raised  in  tlie  Creek  nation,  and  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  Indian  characteiv  customs,  laws,  and  language  ; 
was  present  at  the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last }  doen, 
not  know,  nor  does  he  believe,  that  the  Agent,  CoL  Crow^,  took 
any  part  against  the  Commissioners,  whatever ;  if  he  had,  witness  be- 
lieves that,  from 'his,  the  witness',  intercourse  with  the  Indians^  and 
their  unreserved  communications  with  him,  he  should  have  heard 
something  about  it. 

Witness  says  that  he  is  acquainted  with  Colonel  Williamson  ;  tiiat 
he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Commissioners.  After  the  broken  daya 
wei*e  given  out  for  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  Col.  WilliaaisoR 
met  witness  between  witness'  house  and  Moss'.  Col.  WillianMon 
olTered  witness  one  thousand  dollars  if  he  would  go  to  the  Springs,  and 
assist  them  in  getting  the  land ;  and,  if  they  succeeded,  a  miie  sqiiafe 
of  land.  This  offer  witness  understood  to  have,  been  made  by  the  aa^ 
thority  of  the  Commissioners.  This  offer  was  made  in  tbe  ppeseace 
of  James  Moss.    Witness  declined  the  offer. 

At  a  ball  play,  near  Mr.  Smith's,  was  present,  when  Mclntaeh 
got  up  on  a  wagon,  and,  extending  his  feet,  proclaimed,  that  any 
man  who  should  offer  to  sell  the  first  bit  of  land  as  large  aa  that  be- 
tween his  feet,  should  die  by  the  law ;  and  that  the  National  Csmuh 
cil  had  made  the  law,  and  a  roan  who  violated  it  should  die  by  th^ 
law.  Witness  has  frequently  heard  the  chiefs  say  that  there  was  a 
law  against  any  {lerson  offering  to  sell  land,  and  the  penalty  is  death. 
There  ai*e  many  penal  laws  in  the  nation  that  are  not  in  writing. 
The  few  written  laws  that  there  are,  witness  has  understood  Chilly 
has  run  away  with.  Witness  has  often  heard  the  Chie&  express  much 
i*egret  that  the  treaty  was  i*atified  ;  said  it  was  not  made  by  the  na- 
tion, but  by  Mcintosh  and  a  few  of  his  friends.  Witness  has  also 
heard  tlie  chiefs  express  an  opinion  that  tlieir  Great  Father  would  pro- 
tect them,  and  would  not  drive  them  off  tlieir  lands.  Witness  has 
always  heard  tlie  Chiefs  express  the  utmost  confidence  in  their  Agent 
and  are  attacited  to  him,  because  he  always  paid  them  their  annuities 
in  cash,  and  distributed  them  as  they  belonged.

that  they  wanted  me  to  talk  for  them.  That;  if  there  was  no  {lerson 
to  speak  English,  that  if  any  white  person^was  there,  that  they  might 
take  art  alarm,  and  run  where  no  injury  might  grow  out  of  it  I 
never  heard  the  least  hint  like  as  if  the  Agent  had  sent  the  Indians. 
I  am  sure  that  I  heard  no  person  signify  such  a  thing,  nor  do  I  be- 
lieve any  of  the  party  ever  made  such  statement  at  Mcintosh's,  or ' 
elsewhere.  I  always  heard  them  say  that  it  was  the  orders  of  the  Little 
Prince,  and  other  head  men  of  the  nation,  to  kill .  Mcintosh,  for  a 

breach  of  the  law  that  he  had  made  himself.

Personally  appeared  before  me,  the  subscriber,  Acting  Agent  for 
Indian  Affitirs,  John  Owens,  who  made  oath  on  the  Boly  Evangel- 
ists id  Almighty  God,  that  he  wrote  a  letter  about  the  4th  of  March 
last,  for  the  Little  Prince,  addressed  to  Chilly  Mcintosh,  inviting 
him  home  to  the  nation.  A  letter  bearing  that  date,  and  with  the 
mark  of  the  Little  Piincc,  and  witnessed  by  this  deponent  and  Lemuel 
B.  Nichols,  and  published  in  the  pamphlet  containing  the  message  of 
the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  the  Legislature,  has  been  shewn  to 
Um  :  this  deponent  believes  it  is  intended  as  the  letter  which  he  wrote 
for  the  Little  Prince,  as  he  has  heard  of  no  other  such  letter,  and  as  it  is 
SoaeraUy,  if  not  altogether,  the  one  he  has  himself  written.  The  de- 
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ponent  further  makes  oatb,  that  he  has  not  a  sufficiently  distinct  re- 
collection of  tiie  words  he  made  use  of^  to  say  whether  it  is  altogether 
the  one  he  did  write  :  but  that,  so  far  as  his  memory  serves  him,  it  has 
been  altered*  The  deponent  makes  oath  further,  that,  whether  the 
printed  letter  he  refers  to,  is  or  is  not  exactly  the  one  written  by  the 
deponent,  he  feels  quite  certain  that  it  is  not  correct ;  particularly, 
in  the  words,  <<  and  all  of  you,"  in  the  7th  line  of  it,  which  ought  not 
to  be  in  it  Deponent  furtfier  made  oath,  that  he  is  perfectly  satisfied 
that  the  Little  Prince  intended,  by  that  letter,  to  write  to  and  invite 
Chilly  alone  home ;  as  nothing  was  said,  at  the  time  of  writing  it, 
which  would  induce  deponent  to  believe  he  intended  to  invite  the  Ge* 
neral,  or  his  party,  back  to  the  nation.  Deponent  further  makes  oath, 
that  Chilly  did  return  home,  in  consequence  of  that  invitation,  where 
he  remained,  undisturbed  or  molested,  until  he  again  joined  his  father. 
The  deponent's  belief  as  to  the  intention  of  the  Little  Prince,  is 
strengthened  by  the  fact,  that,  if  he,  the  Little  Prince,  had  intended  to 
invite  General  Mcintosh  and  his  party  home,  he  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  deponent,  have  written  to  th^  General  and  his  party,  and  not  to 
Chilly  ortly.

Personally  appeared  before  me,  John  Clemens,  wlio,  being  duly 
sworn,  says,  that  he  had  an  interview  with  Chilly  Mcintosh  within  a 
day  or  two  after  his  arrival  in  Milledgeville,  and  succeeding  tlie  death 
of  his  father,  Gen.  Mcintosh,  in  which  conversation,'  he  told  tliis  de- 
ponent that  Gov.  Troup  had  ordered  him  on  to  Washington  with  the 
Chiefs ;  and,  after  detailing  the  manner  of  his  esciqie,  and  the  death  of 
his  father,and.EtommeTiistunnuggee,tliisdeponeniasked  him  how  they 
came  to  be  killed.  He  replied,  tliat  the  Indians,  did  not  wish  to  dis- 
pose di  their  lands,  and  were  dissatisfied  with  his  father,  and  those 
who  had  signed  the  treaty,  and  that  was  the  cause  of  their  death. 
Although  this  deponent  was  with  the  said  Chilly  for  nearly  two 
hours,  conversing  upon  the  subject  of  the  treaty  and  the  death  of  his 
father,  he  never  mentioned  the  Agent^s  name  as  being  in  any  degree 
opposed  to  the  treaty,  or  concurred  in,  or  knowing  of,  the  determination 
of  tlie  Indians  to  take  the  life  of  his  father*.  He  said  he  wanted  revenge, 
and  meant  to  have  it  That  he  had  apprised  all  that  had  signed  the 
treaty  of  their  danger,  and  had  ii^uested  them  to  meet  him.

The  President  pronounced  the  following  sentences  ; 

You,  Obadiah  Echols,  Reddick  Simms,  and  Francis  Floumoy,  after 
a  patient  examination  before  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  known  to 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  your  country,  have  been  found  guilty  of 
basely  conspiring  against  tlie  honor^  the  interestf  and  the  dignity  of  the 
People^  who  had  cottjided  their  propertij  to  your  trust  and  management. 
The  High  Court  of  Impeachment,  satisfied  and  convinced  of  the  infa- 
my  and  guilt  of  your  conduct,^ do  pronounce  and  adjudge  as  follows  : 

And  &at  you,  Francis  Pkumoy,  be,  and  you  are  hereby,  removed 
from  all  and  every  ofltce  held  by  you  under  the  authority  of  this  State, 
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or  any  county  thereof;  and  that  you  be  diBtjuaUfied  from  holding  and 
^joying  «»>y  #^  ofhonoTf  trust,  or  profit,  within  this  StatCf  for  and 
during  the  term  of  twenty  years.

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Thomas  Triplett,  Acting  Agent  of 
Indian  Affairs,  Lewis  Calffrey,  who,  being  duly  sworn  on  the  Holy 
Evangelists  of  Almighty  God,  in  due  form,  deposeth  and  saith :  Tliat 
lie  hath  no  knowledge  of  any  facts  having  a  bearing  on  the  two  cliarges 
miide  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia  against  the  Indian  Agent,  Colonel 
Crowell,  nor  has  he  a  knowledge  of  any  facts  which  would  induce  him 
to  believe  him  guilty  of  either. 

That  part  of  Wm.  Hambly's  affidavit,  taken  at  Princeton,  and 
dated  the  4th  instant,  being  read  and  shewn  to  deponent,  he  further 
made  oath,  that  CuL  William  W.Williamson  called  at  his  house  shortly 
before  the  time  of  holding  the  treaty  at  the  Mineral  or  Indian  Springs, 
in  February  last,  in  company  with  Mr.  James  Moss.  That,  the  morn- 
ing after  their  arrival.  Colonel  Williamson  requested  Mr.  Moss  to  ga 
up  <<  to  see  Uambly  :'*  Moss  delined  going,  as  he  stated  he  was  not  in 
the  habit  of  going  to  Cdlonel  Hambly's  house,  but  i-eferred  said  Wil- 
liamson to  deponent  They  both  intimated  a  wish  Uiat  the  deponent 
should  go  to  Hambly ;  said  Moss  having  told  deiionent,  the  night  pre- 
viously, tliat  Colonel  Williamson  stated  Hambly  could  get  eight  thou* 
sand  dollars  for  aiding  in  the  treaty.  Deponent  took  Col.  Williamson 
aside,  and  asked  him  what  he  should  say  to  Hambly ;  said  William- 
son told  him  to  say  to  Hambly  that,  if  he  would  favor  the  treaty,  he 
should  find  it  greatly  to  his  advantage.  Deponent,  accordingly,  did 
as  rec(uested,  and  stated  to  Colonel  Hambly  ttiat  it  was  his  (deponent's) 
opinion  he  would  get  eight  thousand  dollars,  if  he  would  exert  himself, 
or  be  in  favor  of  the  treaty  ;  and  brought  Hambly  down  to  deponent's 
house  to  see  Williamson. 

The  deponent  further  made  oath,  that,  the  day  after  the  interview 
between  deponent  and  Hambly,  and  the  latter  and  Williamson^  they 
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(WUliamson  and  Hambly)  left  deponent's  neighborhood,  in  company, 
for  the  Mineral  Springs.

Peraonally  appeared  before  me,  Thomas  Triplett,  Acting  Agent  of 
Indian  Affairs,  Druiy  Spain,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  deposetb  and 
saitb  :  That,  after  the  treaty  at  Indian  Springs,  Mr.  L^wis  Calffrey 
stated,  in  presence  of  deponent,  that  Col.  Wl  W.  Williamson  had  offer- 
ed Hambly  eight  thousand  dollars,  if  he  would  favor  the  said  treaty. 
The  remark  was  made  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Hambly,  as  well  as  that 
of  Mr.  James  Moss,  he  (Calffrey)  adding,  at  tlie  time,  in  a  remark  to, 
said  Hambly,  that  he  ought  to  give  him,  if  he  obtained  the  eight  thou- 
siEind,  one  thousand  of  the  amount  The  conversation  took  place,  also, 
in  the  presence  of  Henry  Crowell,and  at  the  house  of  Moss  &  Calffrey, 
-who  were  then  understood  to  be  in  partnership,  or  company. 

Deponent  further  made  oath,  that  said  Moss,  at  the  same  meeting, 
acknowledged  that  Col.  W.  W.  Williamson  had  promised  him  (said 
Moss)  a  reserve  of  one  mile  square  of  land,  and  that  he  (said  Moss) 
had  actually  laid  off  said  reserve,  or  ^<  blazed  it,''  on  the  Chatah'oo- 
chie  river,  at  tlie  same  time  that  Chilly  Mcintosh  had  laid  off  a  similar 
reserve  promised  him,  adjoining  the  one  laid  off,  or  blazed,  by  said 
Moss.  Said  Moss  remarked,  at  the  same  time,  that  Chilly  had  killed 
a  horse  riding  in  haste  to  get  to  the  said  reserve. 

Deponent  further  made  oath,  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  Col. 
J.  Crowell  and  James  Moss,  and  that,  from  frequent  conversations 
with  tlie  latter,  he  is  satisfied  he  has  a  settled  enmity  or  hostility  to 
said  Crowell,  and  from  the  most  unworthy  motives.  Deponent  has 
no  hesitation  in  saying,  tliat  he  does  not  consider  the  statements  of  said 
Moss  against  Colonel  Crowell,  whether  on  oath  or  otherwise,  as  enti- 
tled to  credit

JIffidavit  of  Jlajar  J.  H.  Brodnax. 

PfilNCBTONy    IlTBIAir  NaTIOIT 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Thomas  Tripiett,  Acting  Agent  of 
Indian  Afiairsy  John  H.  Brodnax,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  says,  that 
he  was  contractor  for  supplying  the  Indians  with  rations,  during  their 
meeting  at  Broken  Arrow  in  December  last|  that,  during  that  tine, 
witness  had  a  constant  intercourse  with  Col.  Crowell ;  heard  hiai  fre- 
quently converse  witli  Chiefs  upon  the  subject  of  the  treaty,  in  wliich 
he  heard  Colonel  Crowell  remark,  that  he  thought  they  had  better  sell 
their  lands  ;  they  would  have  to  sell  one  day  or  other,  and  now  their 
was  more  offered  tlicm  than  there  would  ever  be  again.  Col.  Crowell 
often  further  observed  to  the  Chiefs,  he  hoped  there  would  be  no  divi« 
sions  among  them,  but  that  they  would  all^o  together  to  the  West,  and 
he  would  go  with  them ;  from  tlie  above  conversations,  witness  believes, 
and  yet  believes,  that  Col.  Crowell  was  not  opposed  to  a  cession  of 
lands. 

Witness  understood  and  believes  that  the  Commissioners  bad  a  jni^ 
vate  interview  with  Mcintosh,  at  Cowetaw,  during  tlie  holdings  of 
the  meeting ;  this  fact  was  notorious  here,  and  never  contradicted. 

During  the  latter  part  of  January,  succeeding  the  meeting  at  Bra- 
ken  Arrow,  witness  was  called  on  by  Gen.  Mcintosh  to  go  with  him 
to  Joe  MarshalPs^  in  the  Creek  nation^  to  do  some  writing  for  him  $ 
that  witness  accordingly  did  go,  ami  that  he  did  draw  up  the  two  docu- 
ments* dated  25  th  January,  1 8£5,  signed  by  William  Mcintosh,  Speak- 
er of  Council,  Samuel  Hawkins,  and  Chilly  Mcintosh,  and  varioos 
other  Indians,  and  published  in  a  pamphlet,  containing  the  message  of 
the  Gbvcmor  of  Georgia,  of  s^Sd  May,  1 825,  and  the  documients  ac- 
.  compaiiying  it,  immediately  following  the  letter  of  D.  G«,  CaiiipbdU 
of  I6th  February,  1825,  to  Secretary  of  War.     That  Gen«  Mcintosh 
and  seven  others,  came  on  witli  witness  to  witness'  house,  and  there  botii    . 
documents  were  enclosed,  and  addressed  to  tlie  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  ;  the  packages  were  not  sealed,  as  witness  brieves ;  they  de- 
sired to  leave  them  unsealed,  in  order  to  sliew  them  to  the  Governor. 
That  Gen.  Mcintosh  and  seven  or  eight  others,  then  went  on  to  Mil- 
ledgevilie,  on  their  way  to  Washington  City,  with  a  view  of  con* 
eluding,  at  the  City  of  Wasliington,  a  similar  treaty  witli  the  one 
made  at  Mineral  Springs.  Gen.  Mcintosh  said  if  he  could  get  82000, 
he  would  put  his  country  in  pledge  for  its  re-payment,  and  that  no 
further  expense  would  attend  the  making  the  treaty ;  if  it  was  not 
made,  they  would  i*efund  the  money.     Heard  Mcintosh  further  say, 
that  the  reason  why  they  did  not  go  on  to  Washington  City  was  because 
the  CroVernor  of  Georgia  told  them  that  Colonel  Campbell  had  gone  on 
to  Washingtgn  City,  and  would  be  clothed  with  the  necessary  power 
to  make  the  treaty ;  if  tliis  should  not  be  tlie  case,  that  then  they  could 
'  go  on.     It  is  witness*  belief,  that,  if  these  Indians  had  went  on  to 
Washington,  and  our  Qovemment  had  treated  with  them,  a  similar 
treaty  might  have  been  concluded,  by  a  saving  of  all  the  expenses  at 
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Indian  Springs,  amfmnting  to  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which 
sum  includes  the  eleven  tlK>usand  dollars,  distributed  among  the  In- 
dians, as  Indians  told  him. 

Witness  was  present  at  die  Indian  Spring  treaty  in  February  last, 
and  was  invited  by  Mcintosh  and  his  party,  to  draw  up  tlieir  jvritings 
tor  them.  That  he  was  especially  desired  to  draw  up  a  memorial  to 
the  Commissioners,  requesting  them  to  make  provision  for  their  pro* 
tection,  as  they  had  been  threatened  the  evening  before  by  some  of  tiie 
Indians  at  the  Springs,  with  confiscation  of  property,  and  with  ropes 
and  gdns,  for  their  destruction  ;  that  he  accoMlingly  drew  upamemori- 
al  which,  he  believe.?,  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners,  and  which 
prodiiped  the  8th  article  of  the  treaty.  That  it  was  understood,  at  the 
Springs,  that  the  Commissioners  liad  informed  the  Indians  at  the 
'Springs,  that  tliei-c  were  troops  at  hand,  and  had  promised  them  pro* 
iection,  if  they  signed  the  treaty.  That  the  Indians  understood,  be- 
fore Colonel  Campbell  went  to  Washington,  that  a  meeting  would  be 
called  on  his  return  at  the  Indian  Springs.  That  Gen.  Mcintosh 
stated  to  witness,  that  the  expense  of  the  meeting  might  be  avoid- 
ed by  bis  and  his  commdes  going  on. 

Witneas  furtlier  states,  that  he  roomed  with  the  Agent  at  the  Indian 
Springs,  during  the  meeting  in  February  last,  and  was  with  him  as 
much  as  any  other  inan.  and  he  never  manifested  any  opposition  to  tlie 
Indians,  disposing  of  their  lands,  but  tlie  Agent  was  opposed  to  tlie 
lands  being  disp(^ed  of,  or  a  treaty  being  made,  with  a  remnant  of  the 
nation,  contrary  to  the  instructions  of  the  Grovemment,  and  so  express- 
ed himself  after  the  treaty  was  made.  That,  before  the  signing  the 
treaty,  witness  has  frequently  heanl  the  Agent,  at  the  Springs,  use 
similar  arguments  and  inducements  to  the  Chiefs  there,  to  effect  a  ccs- 
sion  of  lands,  to  those  above  stated  by  witness  to  have  been  used  at 
Broken  Arrow. 

.'t'bat  Gen.  Mitchell  roomed  with  the  Commissioners  at  the  Springs, 
during  a  part  of  the  meeting,  and  was  iu  frequent  conversations  with 
the  Indians ;  that  he,  the  General,  was  treated  with  such  attention  by 
the  Commissioners,  that,  on  one  occasion,  Col.  Campbell  was  so  par- 
ticular, that  he  held  the  chair,  to  be  occupied  by  General  Mitchell, 
in  ord^  to  prevent  its  being  occupied  by  any  other  person  at  the  ta- 
ble ;  what  induced  witness  to  remark  this  attention  particularly,  was 
a  knowledge  that  CoL  Campbell  and  Gen.  Mitchell  had,  theretofore, 
been  politically  opposed,  to  such  a  degree,  as  not  to  recognize  each 
other,  with  the  ordinary  salutations  and  recognition,  when  they 
met.

Pei"Sonally  appeared  befoi'C  me,  Richard  J.  Nichols,  Merchant,  of 
Milledgevilie,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  says,  that  lie  sold  to  Grcneral 
"William  Mcintosh  some  goods,  a  few  days  previous  to  the  Treaty  of 
the  Indian  Springs.  Not  complying  with  the  terms  of  payment, 
Major  James  Meriwether  called  to  know  if  witness  would  wait  ten 
days  for  payment,  which  was  agreed  to,  on  his  signing  a  joint  note 
with  General  M'Intosh. 

In  a  conversation  which  witness  had  with  General  D.  B.  Mitchell, 
about  the  sale  of  the  goods,  he  obsei*ved  to  witness  that  M'lntosli 
was  very  good  ;  that  the  treaty  would  put  into  his  (M*lntosb*s) 
jMicket  about  fifty  thousand  dollars.

affidavit  of  John  T.  Lamar. 

Georgia,  Baldwin  County. 

Personally  ap])eared  before  me,  John  T.  Lamar,  merchant,  of  Ma- 
con, Bibb  county,  who.  being  duly  sworn,  says,  that,  on  Friday  last, 
the  fifteenth  instant,  when  just  on  the  eve  of  leaving  Augusta,  Alex- 
and«^r  M'Kenzie,  of  the  firm  of  M'Kenzie  and  Ponce,  stopped  wit- 
ness, and  inquired  whether  witness  had  stated  that  a  report  was  in 
circulation  in  the  up  country,  that  General  Gaines  had  demajided  the 
g  200,000  of  the  Commissioners ;  that  diOiculties  existed,  on  the 
part  of  the  Commissioners^  as  to  the  payment  of  this  money,  and 
that  the  money,  or  a  part  of  it,  had  been  invested  in  cotton.  Wit- 
ness replied  that  he  had  stated  that  such  a  report  was  in  circula- 
tion. Alexander  M'Kenzie  then  stated  to  witness,  that  the  draft  of 
g  200,000  had  been  sold  to  the  Augusta  Bank,  at  one  and  a  half  per 
cent  pi*emium.  and  that  the  whole  of  the  principal  and  pi*emium  was 
at  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  in  said  bank.  M'Kenzie  also  stated 
to  witness,  that  he  had  sent  to  Col.  Campbell,  (his  brother-in-law,) 
at  Milledgevilie,  for  the  draft;  andthat  he,  M'Kenzie,  and  his  friends 
had  used  the  money  wlienever  they  wished,  say  from  thirty  to  thirty- 
fivethousand  dollars  at  a  time  ;  but  that  he  could  have  replaced  it,  and 
that  General  Gaines  could  have  had  it  whenever  he  had  made  the  de- 
mand. That  M'Kenzie  further  remarked,  that  the  use  of  the  money 
had  been  a  gain  to  the  citizens  of  Augtista  of  at  least  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

Witness  further  states,  that  he  was  in  Milledgeyille  during  the  late 
extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  Colonel  D.   G* 
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Campbell  was  also  there.  Witness,  during  bis  stay  tbere,  understood 
that  an  express  had  arrived  in  town^  bringing  the  news  of  a  further 
rise  of  cotton  :  Witness  being  himself  a  dealer  in  that  article,  be- 
came  anxious  to  learn  the  extent  of  the  news  said  to  have  arrived  ; 
but,  upon  being  told  that  the  express  had  arrived  to  Colonel  Cainp. 
bell,  witness  ceased  making  any  other  inquiries,  believing  Colonel 
Campbell  not  to  be  intci*es1ed  in  cotton  speculations,  and,  therefore, 
the  report  of  no  consequence. 

Witness  further  says,  that,  from  the  con versation  which  witness  had 
with  Alex^mler  M^Kenzie,  as  above  detailed,  witness  is  induced  to 
believe  that  the  express  which  arrived  in  Miliedgeville,  as  above  stat- 
ed, to  Colonel  Campbell,  was  the  one  stated  by  M^Kenzie  to  have 
been  sent  by  him  for  the  draft.

Indian  Springs^  July  14/A,  1825. 

Testimony  of  Joel  Baley^  given  to  T.  P.  Mdrews^  Special  JSgent  of  the 
United  Stales^  in  tlie  presence  of  Major  General  E.  P.  Gaines  and 
E.  G.  W.  Butler^  his  JUd-de-Camp. 

.  Witness  states,  he  has  no  knowledge  of  any  facts  or  circumstances 
which  would  induce  him  to  believe  that  Colonel  Crowell  was  unfavor- 
able to  a  cession  of  the  Indian  lands,  or  concerned  in  the  death  of 
General  M4ntosh  :  was  at  Broken  Arrow  in  December  last,  during 
the  whole  period  of  holding  a  treaty,  and  attended  at  the  request  of 
General  Mcintosh.  Witness  made  use  of  all  the  exertions  in  his 
power,  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  effect  a  treaty  :  At  first,  these  exertions 
were  voluntary,  and  afterwards  authorized  or  sanctioned  by  the 
United  States*  Commissioners.  Witness  recollects  to  have  made  pro« 
positions  to  Doyell,  an  Indian  countryman,  to  induce  him  to  favor  a 
treaty,  but  does  not  recollect  that  his  propositions  were  specific  as  to 
tunonnt :  made  other  propositions  to  the  Indian  chiefs,  but  does  not 
recollect  making  any  to  any  other  Indian  countryman  than  Doyell. 
Doyell  observed  to  witness,  that  he  would  prefer  talking  to  the  Com- 
missioners, on  which  witness  carried  him  and  turned  him  over  to  the 
Coounissioners.    Did  visit  the  Little  Prince,  one  night  during  the 
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treaty  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  company  with  Doyeil,  with  a  vie^  of 
making  some  propositions  to  him,  but  found  him  so  averse  to  making 
a  treaty,  that  he  left  him  without  coming  to  any  understanding.  Wenc 
with  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  United  Stateb'  Commissioners,  but 
was  not  directed  by  them  to  go,  although  acquainted  with  witness*  ob- 
ject and  intentions.  Made  some  propositions  at  Broken  Arrow  to  Gen. 
M  'Intosh,  by  aut!iority  from  the  Commissioners  ;  but  said  propositions 
only  contemplated  a  cession  of  such  of  the  Creek  lands  as  were  within 
the  limits  of  Georgia.  Had  much  negotiation  and  interchange  of  views 
with  General  Mcintosh  at  that  time,  who  agi*eed  to  sell  all  the  lands 
in  Georgia  to  the  United  States,  for  three  hundred  thousand  dollars^ 
and  for  forty  thousand  more,  to  be  paid  to  him,  viz :  twenty-five 
thousa^id  dollars  for  the  two  reserves  purchased  by  the  late  treaty,  and 
fifteen  thousand  as  a  remuneration  for  his  ti-ouble,  &c.  in  moving, 
which  he  said  would  be  greater  than  that  of  any  other  Indian.  The 
Commissioners  declined  acceding  to  the  proposition  of  Mcintosh  at 
Broken  Ari*ow,  until  they  could  hear  from  the  President  Colonel 
Campbell  had  an  interview,  about  this  time,  M'ith  M^Intosh^  and  ex- 
pressed a  wish  that  he  sliould  come  out  and  advocate  a  cession  of 
lands  in  open  Council.  Witness  took  him  one  day  from  the  house  of 
his  son  Chilly  to  the  Council,  but  was  disappointed,  as  M*Intosh  de- 
clined to  come  out  on  the  subject.  He  expressed  a  willingness  to  sign 
a  treaty,  at  tliat  time,  at  his  house,  but  objected  to  doing  so  in  the 
square,  as  he  feared  they  would  put  him  to  death,  in  consequence  of 
.  the  law,  if  he  did  so.  The  Commissioners  declined  taking  a  treaty 
at  his  house,  as  th^y  said  it  ought  to  be  made  in  full  open  Council,  in 
the  square.  M*lntosh  became  alarmed,  from  having  gathered  from 
some  source  the  intention  of  the  Indians  to  execute  him  at  Broken 
Arrow,  and  went  off  at  night  to  one  of  his  houses  on  the  Chatahouchie.- 

Witness  resided,  during  the  Treaty  of  Mineral  or  Indian  Springs, 
at  this  place,  keeping  a  public  house,  at  which  the  United  States' 
Commissioners  init  up,  as  well  as  all  persons  here  at  the  time,  enter- 
taining the  Indians  also,  as  well  as  the  Indian  Agent,  Col.  Croweii. 
In  consequence  of  his  engagements,  being  ci'owdcd  with  company,  he 
took  no  active  part  in  assisting  to  make  the  late  treaty,  and  knows 
very  little  of  what  i)assed  during  the  time  of  holding  it 

The  wliolc  amount  of  money  paid  me  by  the  Commissioners,  for 
expenses  at  the  late  treaty,  was  four  thousand  and  se^xnty-three  dol- 
lars.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  paid  me  immediately 
after  the  making  of  the  treaty,  a  draft  for  thirteen  hundred  dollars 
at  that  time  given  mc  by  the  Commissioners,  on  the  House  of  M^Ken* 
zie  and  Ponce,  of  Augusta,  and  the  balance,  (two  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-three dollai*s,)  was  paid  me  during  tlie  last  month,  by  Colonel 
Campbell  in  pei*son. 

The  whole  of  the  testimony  of  witness  is  given  in  reply  to  ques- 
tions put  to  him  by  the  United  States*  Special  Agent,  Maj.  Andrews. 
Witness  is  willing  to  make  oath  to  them  at  any  time,  it  being  now 
impracticable,  as  no  magistrate  Is  present.    In  witness  whereof  he», 
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said  witness^  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  or  signature,  the  day  and 
yeai*  above  written.

J^ffidavit  9f  Micajah  C.  Williamson., 
Georgia,  Crawford  County. 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  John  B.  Grace,  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Inferior  Court,  Micajah  C.  Williamson,  and,  after  being  duly 
sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangeiidts  of  Almighty  God,  deposeth  and  saith, 
as  follows  : 

Witness  returned  from  Alabama  to  Milledgeville  some  time  in 
March  last,  where  he  bad  a  conversation  with  William  W.  William- 
son, who  witness  understood  was  tlien  on  his  way  to  Charleston, 
South  Carolina;  witness  asked  Colonel  Williamson  what  he  made  by 
his  trip  to  the  Indian  nation,  having  understood  he  had  been  employ- 
ed by  the  United  States'  Commissioners ;  to  which  Col.  W.  replied,  a 
thousand  dollars.  Witness  went  a  few  weeks  afterwiffds  to  Wash- 
ington, Wilks  county,  to  the  residence  of  Colonel  D.  G.  Campbell, 
who  was  from  home  at  that  time;  and,  in  a  conversation  with  Mrs. 
Campbell,  the. lady  6f  Col.  Campbell,  at  that  time  stated  to  witness, 
upon  inquiry  made  by  him,  what  amount  of  money  Col.  W.  W.  Wil- 
liamson carried  to  Charleston ;  to  which  she  replied,  if  negroes  could 
be  purchased  on  good  terms,  he  had,  or  would  have,  at  his  command, 
a  draft  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  by  calling  on  Mr., 
McKenzie,  who  deponent  understood  to  be  Mr.  McKenzie,  of  the 
firm  of  McKenzie  &  Ponce,  of  Augusta,  because  of  the  relationship 
known  to  witness  as  existing  between  Colonel  Campbell  and  Mr. 
McKenzie,  being  brothers-in-law.  Witness  has  had  a  conversation, 
also,  at  Milledgeville,  with  CoK  Williamson,  after  his  return  from 
Charleston,  and  since  that  held  with  Mrs.  Campbell,  in  which  Col. 
W.  stated  he  had  purchased  negroes  and  brought  them  on,  and 
left  them,  as  witness  understood,  at  a  place  called  Richmond  Hill,  a 
idace  belonging  to  Col.  D.  G.  Campbell,  near  his  place  of  residence^ 
in  Wilks  county,  where  the  witness  understood  they  were  stopped  or 
quarantined  in  conseqnence  of  the  small  pox  being  in  Charleston 
about  tiie  time  the  negroes  left  there.  Witness  has  since  seen  a  p»rt 
of  the  negroes  in  Jasper  county,  near  the  residence  of  Colonel  Wil- 
liamson, and  another  part  at  bis  house  in  Monticello ;  the  number  of 
nq^roes  purchased  not  distinctly  recollected  :  witness  supposes  from 
twwty  to  thirty-ftve.    Witness  further  states  a  part  of  a  conversatioii 
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Col.  Williamson  said  he  had  with  Gov.  Troup  after  the  late  treaty,  as 
witness  understoofl,  when  Col.  Troup  mentioned  the  survey  of  the 
land  or  of  aslcing  leave  to  survey  tlie  same;  when  Colonel  Williamson 
stated,  as  witness  further  understood,  that  M^ntosh  could  or  would 
not  refuse  you  any  thing,  meaning,  as  the  witness  supposes,  the  Gover- 
nor, but  that  he,  M'Intosh,  was  afraid  of  being  killed  ;  and  stated  be 
had  lost  friends,  and  must  now  do  something  to  get  them  back.  Wit- 
ness states,  that  all  the  evidence  Jierein  given  was  elicited  by  verbal 
questions  put  to  him  by  Major  Andrews,  United  States'  Special 
Agertt,  who  called  on  witness  for  his  affidavit  Witness  gives  testi- 
mony in  this  case  reluctantly,  being  nearly  related  to  both  Colonel 
Campbell  and  Colonel  Williamson.

Affidavit  of  Solomon  Beltoiu 

Georgia^  Baldwin  County. 

Personally  appeared  befoi-e  me,  a  Justice  of  the  Inferior  Court,  So- 
lomon fielton,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  says :  On  the  irth  or  18th  of 
June  last,  he,  this  deponent,  hired  to  Colonel  William  W.  Williamson, 
in  Milledgeville,  a  small  wagon,  team,  and  driver,  to  convey  some 
negroes  and  their  baggage,  within  a  few  miles  of  Monticello,  in  Jas- 
per County,  where  he  wanted  them  to  go.  At  the  same  time,  he  went 
on  to  the  Indian  Springs  ^  and  had  to  be  there,  or  wished  to  be  there, 
on  the  20th  June,  when  General  Gaines  was  to  meet  the  Mcintosh  In« 
dians,  and  have  a  talk  with  them.  I  had,  just  before  this  applicntion 
of  Colonel  Williamson,  heard  that  Governor  Troup  had  apjiointed 
him  one  of  the  four  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  Georgia,  to  take  tes- 
timony  in  the  Creek  Nation  against  Colonel  Crowd],  the  Indian 
Agent.  I  asked  Colonel  Williamson  how  he  came  to  be  appointed  one 
of  the  Georgia  Commissioners.  His  answer  was,  he  did  not  know^ 
but  supposed  it  had  been  thi*ough  Col.  Campbell  to  the  Governor,  as  Col. 
Campbell  knew  he  was  well  acquainted  with  a  number  of  the  Chiefs  of 
the  Nation,  and  could  be  of  service  to  the  State,  in  procuring  testimony 
against  the  Agent  in  tlie  Nation ;  and  that  Colonel  Campbell  knew, 
that  he  ( Williaiison)  knew  better  how  to  managethe  Chiefs  than  any 
other  man ;  that  he,  Williamson,  was  with  Campbell  and  Mariwether 
when  they  held  their  first  meetiiig  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  when  they 
concluded  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  in  February  last ;  and  that 
he  knew  every  circumstance  concerning  the  treaty,  from  beginning  to 
end.  I  told  him,  I  was  satisfied  he  could  procure  no  testimony  to  esta- 
blish the  fact,  that  Colonel  Crowell  had  been  instrumental  in  the  death 
of  Mcintosh,  as  the  Governor  was  desirous  of  procuring  $  as  it  was 
well  known  to  many  respectable  citizens  in  Milledgeville,  that  Mcln- 
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tosh  came  here  before  Le  went  home  fi*om  the  treaty,  to  solicit  the 
protection  of  (Governor  Troup  against  the  Creek  nation,  forJiis  sign- 
ing the  treat/ ;  and  tliat  Mcintosh  had  no  fears  of  the  violence  of  tiie 
Agent  at  that  time ;  it  was  strange  that  Governor  Ti*oup  should  know 
more  of  the  Agent  after  Mcintosh's  death,  than  he  did  in  his  life  time ; 
and  this  was  provable,  as  Colonel  Zachariah  Lamar  had  told  me, 
that  Mcb tosh  complained  to  him,  soon  after  he  came  from  the  treaty, 
aiid  before  he  returned  to  the  Ration,  of  his  fears  of  violence  being 
committed  on  him,  if  he  was  not  protected  by  the  Governor,  for  having 
signed,  the  treaty.  I  further  observed  to  Colonel  Williamson,  that  a 
fui-ther  proof  of  the  innocence  of  Colonel  Crowell,  was,  that  when 
Chilly  Mcintosh  came  with  the  news  of  his  fathei^'s  death,  that  he 
charged  that  fatal  occurrence  to  the  chiefs  of  the  Nation,  for  his  fa- 
ther's signing  the  treaty,  and  not  to  Colonel  Crowell,  as  he  did  several 
days  after  ;  to  which  Colonel  Williamson  gave  an  unqualified  assent, 
and  said,  he  did  not  believe  the  Agent  was  guilty  of  Mcintosh's  death, 
any  more  than  he  wsis,  or  any  other  man  in  the  State  of  Georgia ;  and 
that  he  had  given  this  as  his  opinion  to  Grovernor  Troup,  who  did  not 
appear  to  be  pleased  with  it ;  that  no  testimony  could  be  procured  in 
the  Nation  to  establish  the  &ct  As  Colonel  Williamson  had  said^  he 
knew  every  circumstance  relating  to  the  treaty,  and  my  mind  being 
iropi*cssed  with  a  belief  of  the  improper  conduct  of  the  Commissioners, 
I  was  desirous  of  obtaining  any  information  which  would  correct  the 
opinion  I  had  formed,  (if  wrong ;)  .  I  therefore  asked  Colonel  Wil- 
liamson ^'hat  were  tlie  reasons  that  prevented  the  Commissioners 
from  making  a  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow  in  December  last  He  said 
the  Commissioners  found  the  chiefs  assembled  there,  would  not  sell 
the  l;uid,but  that  Mcintosh  and  his  party  were  desirous  of  sell- 
ing, and  that  the  chieis  became  so  jealous  of  him,  they  kept  a  watch 
over  him,  and  had  an  order  passed  in  Council  that  no  chief  shonid  hold 
any  conversation  secretly  with  a  white  man.  I  then  asked  Colonel 
Williamson,  how  tlie  Commissioners  brought  about  their  interviews 
with  Mcintosh,  after  that  order  was  passed.  Colonel  Williamson 
said,  that  General  Mcintosh  staid,  at  night,  at  his  son  Chilly  Mcin- 
tosh's, and  that  he  (Williamson)  also  staid  partially  there  ;  (hat  he 
and  Mcintosh  fixed  on  some  secret  place  some  distance  off  in  the  woods, 
where  Mcintosh  would  go  to  after  10  o'clock  at  night ;  that  he,  Wil- 
liamson; tlien  went  to  the  Commissioners,  and  informed  them  where 
Mcintosh  was,  when  they  would  have  their  horses  brought  out  and 
ride,  or  sometimes  walk,  to  the  place  whei-e  Mcintosh  was ;  when  the 
Commissioners,  with  Mcintosh  seated  between  them  on  a  log,  would 
give  him  his  cue  what  to  say  in  Council  the  next  day  ;  and  often  re- 
mained there  till  near  break  of  day  in  the  morning ;  and  at  this  meet- 
ing all  the  stipulations  in  the  treaty  were  proposed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  agreed  to  by  Mcintosh ;  where  it  was  also  agreed  by  the 
parties,  to  meet  at  the  Indian  Springs,  in  February,  where  Mcintosh 
could  consult  bid  friends  without  fear  of  consequences  from  the  chiefs, 
which  was  not  the  case  at  Broken  Arrow*  As  I  knew  how  the  treaty 
was  concluded,  I  made  no  further  inquiries  of  Colonel  Williamson 
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respecting  the  business,  and  will  only  add,  that  I  had  no' intention,  at 
the  time  of  making  then,  to  communicate  any  informatioa  receired 
^  from  him  to  any  one,  nor  have  I  now  withheld  one  expression,  or  add- 
ed onet  or  given  one  expression  more  or  less  importance,  than  it  ap- 
peared to  merit  at  the  time ;  or  should  I  now  depose  to  the  facts  ami 
circumstances  stated,  had  Colonel  Williamson  not  refused  to  testify 
or  answer  on  oath  the  interrogatories  put  to  him.

Meriwether,  but  ' 
shall  soon,  no  doubt,  and  will  immediately  infonn  the  Agent. 

My  best  respeots  to  our  friend  Col.  Crowell.  I  hope  and  expect  a 
pleasant  time  in  making  the  jaunt  to  his  Countiy,  to  which  his  over- 
flow of  good  feeling  wUl  contribute  not  a  little.

come  home  ;  and  they  also  received  orders  from  the  principal  Chiefii 
at  the  Springs.

I  have  already  informed  you  that  your  Great  Father  never  did  wish 
or  intend  to  make  an  unfair  or  dishonest  treaty  with  you  ;  but  you

Letter  from  the  Cherokee  Chiefs  to  the  Big  Warrior  and  Little  Priwx. 

New  Town,  Cherokee  Nation, 

In  General  Councilf  October  £4<A,  182S*> 

Friend^and  Brothers :  . 

We  have  this  day  went  tl^rough  a  painful  and  unpleasant  ceremony; 
your  Chief,  Wm.  Mcintosh,  arrived  here  soon  alter  the  commence^ 
nent  of  the  present  Council,  accompanied  by  seven  others  of  his 
countrymen,  including  his  son  and  Interpreter.  They  were  received 
by  the  Greneral  Council  as  friends  and  brothers ;  and  an  appropria* 
\mn  of  money  was  made  to  procure  forage  for  their  horses.  After 
Uaving  shewed  them  every  friendship,  we  did  not  expect  that  Wm. 
Mcintosh  had  any  ungenerous  disposition  towards  the  interests  of 
this  nation ;  but  we  were  mistaken.  Wo  find  that  his  visit  here  must 
have  been  entirely  through  speculative  designs.  He  has  used  intrigu* 
ing  language  with  some  of  our  Chief Sf  to  yield  their  land  to  the 
United  States'  Commissioners,  who  ai*e  now  here  for  that  object ;  and 
made  promises  of  pi*ocuring  a  large  sum  of  money  from  Uie  United 
States'  Commissioners  for  them,  in  which  he  proposed  to  participate 
himself,  for  his  trouble.  His  verbal  suggestions,  at  first,  was  not  tak- 
en  notice  of;  but  he  stUl  continued  in  tlie  same  course,  and  made  a 
written  communication  to  Mr.  John  Ross,  the  President  of  the  Na- 
tional  Committee,  on  tlie  subject,  promising  the  sum  of  nineteen  thou- 


Commissioners  for  two  dollars  per  acre,  and  suggested  the  idea  of  the 
ClierokeeSf  Creeks,  Choctaws,  and  Chickesaws,  all  to  suirender  up 
theh- country,  and  emigrate  West  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  there 
to  settle  themselves  under  one  Government.  The  letter  aforesaid  has 
be^n  exposed  and  read  in  open  Council  to-day,  by  John  Ross,  in  the 
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pTMence  of  VTou  McIntMb  j  Md  Ae  G«aeral  CouiicU  ham  dscric^ 
that  Wm.  Mcintosh  be,  and  is  hereby,  discharged  from  *ev^  handiif^ 
any  v(ri4x  in  our  amneUfp  hereafter,  as  a  Chief  connected  with  tlii9  N  a- 
tkoiu 

Brothers,  we  are  astonished  at  our  brother*s  conduct  at  &is  jdaoe  ; 
and  we  have  lost  all  confidence  of  his  fidelity  towards  the  int^r^ 
ests  of  the  red  brethren  East  of  the  Mississippi  Biyer ;  tbeieforcy 
we  advise  you,  as  brothers,  to  keep  a  strict  watch  over  his  conduct ; 
or,'*lf  you  do  not,  he  will  ruin  your  nation.

I  this  day  had  a  conver9ation  with  Col.  Stedham,  referred  to  ia    * 
the  Journal  of  the  Council  at  the  Indian  or  Mineral  Spring  tteaiy 
and  in  the  journal  and  affidavit  of  CoL  W.  W.  Williamson. 

*  An  interchange  of  Chie&  has  been  estid^lished  and  continued  fiom  the  tiaie  tfa«t 
tliere  was  but  one  Agent  (Col.  Hawkins)  for  the  four  nations. 

t  The  chasm  in  the  numbering  is  sUted,  bj  Mi^  Andrews,  to  be  acleneal 
■wely,  no  papen  beiiig  missing  from  the  series. 
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^  4r0t%tellr^^'*i)^y9  bdng  interrogated  tiirough  two  Iiiterpveteniy, 
okd^eimiparty^  (lie  himself  understanding  and  faking  English 
very  wei^/that  neither  himself  nor  his  friends  were  induced  by  either 
the  Indian  Agent,  CoL  Crowcll,  or  tiie  U.  S.  Interpreter,  Col.  Ham- 
U^  Jo  leave  Sic  treaty  ground  as  supposed  by  Colonel  Williamson; 
nor  indeed  by  any  white  man;  and  tliat  the  real  cause  of  his  leaving 
was  tbis.- 

The  Chicfii  went  to  the  treaty  referred  to,  with  a  determination 
not  to  cede  any  land,  and  that  on  tlie  day  of  the  night  he  left  the  trea- 
'ty  ground,  a  Inessage  was  i*eceived  fmm  the  Big  Warrior,  one  of  the 

rj  principal  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nati<m,by  Ojioethyohoio,  i.i  which 
directed  the  latter,  if  he  had  exchanged  talks  wiih  the  Commis- 
<i#ners,   to  return  home  immediately   witliout  signing  any  treaty. 
That  order,  and  his  own  determinations,  alone  induced  him  to  leave 
the  treaty  ground  and  Commissioners, 
In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  aflixed  my  signature. 

The  statement  of  Col.  Stedham  having  been  made  also  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  gentlemen-  whose  signatui^es  are  also  hereunto  aflSixed  as 
witnesses,

Hie  Cliiefe  of  Tuckabatchee  having  been  requested  by  CoL  Crow-* 
til  to  make  K  correct  statement  of  what  tliey  said  to  Col.  Lamar, 
have,  in  conformity  with  that  request,  called  uiion  me  to  set  it  down 
forthenu 

L,  COMPERE. 

The  following  is  what  was  said  : 

Col,  Lamar,  on  his  arrival  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  sent 
Charles  Cornells  to  inform  tlie  Chiefs  that  he  was  there  with  a  mcs- 
89^  from  tlie  Georgia  Governor,  and  would  wish  to  know  if  he  should 
5^0^  the  river  and  meet  them,  at  that  time,  in  the  square,  and  deliver 
it  to  them.    The  Chief,  in  reply,   observed  that  he  wiis  his  friend. 
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and  that  he  should  be  glad  to  see  him ;  that  he  was  always  gjJtt  to 
see  his  Georgia  friends.  On  his  arrival,  he  was  presented  wHh  all 
the  tokens  of  friendship  by  them. 

When  Col.  Lamar  entered  the  square,  the  Chief  states  he  did  not 
mippose  he  had  come  with  a  stiff  talk,  but  that  he  had  brought  ^och 
a  talk  as  he  should  be  pleased  to  hear;  but,  that  when  he  delivered 
it  he  was  struck  with  astonishment,  as  he  did  not  expect  any  such 
message. 

When  Col.  Lamar  observed  that  he  had  heard  that  the  Indians 
were  going  to  war,  and  that  he  was  come  to  make  peace,  tlie  chief 
answered,  that  he  did  not  know  any  thing  about  going  to  war ;  tfiat» 
after  the  last  war,  Gen.  Jackson  told  tiiem  they  had  but  a  smaH 
piece  of  land  ;  that  tliey  must  thi'ow  away  their  guns,  and  take  up  the 
plough,  and  the  hoe,  &c  ;  that  it  was  now  Spring  time,  and  he  was 
tliinking  about  his  farm,  and  not  about  a  war.  After  the  last  wany 
his  forefathers  told  him  m>t  to  go  to  war,  but  to  go  to  farming,  to 
raise  corn,  and  cattle,  and  hogs,  and  horses,  and  to  provide  for  his 
family  in  a  comfortable  manner.  That,  as  to  tiie  seiiing  of  his  land, 
lie  did  not  know  any  thing  about  it,  for  he  did  not  consider  any  trea- 
ty made  with  an  individual  would  stand ;  that  he  had  not  heard  of  his 
chiefs  selling  the  land,  and  he  did  not  thiok  it  would  be  a  good  ti-ea- 
ty  unless  all  were  agiTed  to  it. 

The  Chiefs  had  passed  a  law  forbidding  any  individual  to  sell  the 
land ;  that  this  law  had  been  sent  to  the  white* people  to  be  published, 
and  that  this  is  all  he  knows  about  selling  tlie  land ;  he  does  not 
know  that  any  of  the  land  is  sold.  When  his  two  chteCs  made  tlie 
law,  though  they  should  be  dead  and  gone,  it  is  the  law  that  their 
children  are  to  abide  by. 

The  talk  brought  by  Col.  Lamar,  he  did  not  thinic  was  the  talk  c^ 
the  Governor  of  Georgia,  but  was  Uie  talk  of  a  red  man  at  the  Ocote 
river. 

Pooth*le-ah-hoolah  says,  that  when  they  met  at  Fort  Mitchell,  be 
went  to  the  Agent's  house,  and  when  he  was  told  that  the  land  was 
sold  and  gone,  that  he  tlien  charged  tlie  Agent  with  working  against 
tliem,  and  that  ho  scarcely  had  any  friendly  talk  with  him  sdl  tlie 
time ;  that  he  considei*erd  he  was  sent  for  some  other  business,  and  not 
to  interfere  witli  their  laws ;  tliat  when  tliesc  were  passed,  they 
had  the  executing  of  thenu  And  that  as  to  what  Benjamin  Hawkim 
is  reporting  in  Milledgeville,  it  is  iierfectly  false;  for  that  ttie  Agent 
knew  notliing  of  their  meeting,  till  after  tlie  death  of  Mclntoslu

Gov.  iy<mp  to  the  Chiefs  and  Head  Men  o/Tookaubatchee  and  Cuss(ilak» 

I  hear  bad  things  of  yoiu  Tou  threaten  Mcintosh  and  his  people, 
because  they  listened  to  their  Father,  the  President,  and  ceded  the  lands 
to  the  Georgians.  They  acted  like  good  and  dutiful  children.  You 
opposed  yoursi'lves  to  the  wishes  of  your  Great  Father,  who  was  doing 
the  best  for  the  interests  of  his  red  people,  luid  would  not  sign  the 
treaty  $  but  this  you  did,  as  I  believr;  under  the  influence  of  bad  men, 
who  protended  to  be  your  friends,  bnt  who  cared  nothing  for  you. 
Now  I  tell  you,  take  care,  and  walk  straight ;  McIntoAh  and  his  peo- 
pie  are  under  my  protection,  as  well  as  under  the  pix)tection  of  the 
United  States.  If  any  harm  is  done  by  you,  or  any  of  your  people, 
to  Mcintosh  or  his  people,  1  will  treat  you  in  the  same  way  as  if  yoft 
were  to  come  into  our  white  settlements  and  do  the  like  ;  I  willpui'sue 
you  nntil  I  have  fiill  satisfaction.  Do  not  let  bad  men  persuade  you 
that,  because  you  live  In  a^d  near  to  Alabama,  you  will  be  safe.  If 
yon  commit  one  act  of  hostility  on  this  side  the  line,  I  will  follow  and 
punish  you  ;  but  I  hope  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  this,  and  tliat 
yen  will  take  comisel  of  wise  and  gooil  men,  and  so  conduct  yourselves, 
#»  the  fatui*e,  as  to  receive  the  approbation  awl  protection  of  your  Fa- 
tber,  the  Presiiknt,  and  titat  1  also  may  look  upim  you  as  friends,  and 
treat  you  accordingly.  This  message  will  be  delivered  t«  you  by  my 
snd^de-camp,  Col.  Lamar.

Wc,  the  undersignod,  chiefs  and  head  men  of  the  Creek  nation,  dp 
•ertify  and  declare,  that  we  determined,  o£  our  own  free  will  and  ac- 
cord,  to  put  to  death  the  chief  Mcintosh  ;  and  that  neither  the  Agents 
J^n  Cnowxll,  or  any  otlier  white  man,  were  the  instigators  or  abet- 
ting ;  npr  do  we  know  or  believe  that  he,  the  Agent,  knew  that  we  had 
imy  SttcJi  deugn  ;  nor  did  we  communicate  it  to  any  but  a  few  old  and 
6ead  meiu  We  determined  to  put  him  to  death  for  a  violation  of  a 
law  fifst  pro^sed  by  kim,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Big  Warrior  and 
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tittle  Prince  $  and  tlien  the  dtiferetii  towns  were  caIM  .  ujl^^nd  J|ie 
lawyers,. who  had  been  ]ii*eviously  made,  (by  Mclbtoshy  Big.t^^rnor^ 
and  l|it£ie  Prince,)  were  directed  to  put  into  execution  this  law  aga|mt 
any  chief,  or  other  pcrsoos?  who  broke  it,  howeycr  great  he  migjkth^ 
even  Big  Warriw^  LittU  Prince,  or  Mcintosh. 

Question  1.  Where  was  tlie  law  first  made,  totake  thclifeof  achiefof 
this  nation  who  should  sell  the  land  of  the  nation  without  tlie  consent 
of  the  nation  ? 

Airufer.  On  the  West  bank  of  the  Oakmulgee,  at  the  time  the 
land  belonged  to  them,  i.  e.  Indians. 

(fuestiofi  S.  Had  tlie  Agent  have  directed  you  to  kill  Mcintosh, 
would  you  have  done  it  ? 

Jinswer.  We  would  not,  for  he  was  not  placed  here  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

(fuestwn  3.  Did  any  white  person  know  it  ? 
Jinswer.  No  one  but  James  Button,  who  was  bom  and  raised  in 
the  nation,  and  considered  as  one  of  us,  whom  we  took  as  pi  inter- 
preter. 

Question  4.  Tlie  chief  who  commanded  the  party  tliat  executed  Mc- 
fntosh  was  asked  if  he  told  Mtlntosh's  wife,  oranyotlier  person,  Ihat 
the  Agent  dii^ected  him  to  do  so  ? 

JInswer.  No;  and  that  he  did  not  believe  his  men  had  done. «o; 
nor  had  he  heard  any  thing  about  it;  and  tlie  chief,  after  li6aAi0 
what  Chilly  Mcintosh  had  said,  relative  to  their  shooting  at  and 
pursuing  him  to  the  river,  contradicted  it,  and  said  they  neitlieridiot 
atlior  pursued  him — in  short,  made  no  exeHionato  catdi  biin*

DEFENGE  OF  OOL.  CROWELL*  INDIAN  AGENT. 

Major  T.  P.  Andrews, 

Special  Agent  oj  the  United  States  : 
In  presenting  for  your  examination  and  judgment,  and  the  final 
adjudication  of  the  Cfeneral  Gpovemmcnt.  the  testimony  collected  in. 
refutation  of  the  several  charges  which  his  Excellency  Gov.  Troup, 
in  his  official  letter  of  the  3 1st  May,  1825,  has  deemed  it  expedient  to 
exhibit  against  me,  as  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Creek  Nation^ 
I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  subjoin  the  following  remarks,  which,  in 
connexion  with  the  evidence,  com}M)se  the  defence  cJf  my  official  con- 
duct. Tlas  defence  is  submitted  under  many  difficulties  and  em- 
barrassments of  a  peculiar  nature,  arising  from  the  absence  of 
specifications  of  time,  place,  and  circumstances,  and  the  ai-bitrary 
eeurse  pursued  by  a  committee  of  the  Legislature — the  piH)ceedings 
of  which,  were  instituted  against  me  hy  the  State  audioritics,  under 
circumstances  evincive  of  a  settled  purpose  to  accomplish  the  object 
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of  His  Ettellcncy  ihe  Oovemor,  without  mciii^b  regard  to  the  mcfam 
resorted  to  in  its  attainment^  characterised  by  much  rancour  oC  pbrso- 
hal  feeling  and  oppression,  unusual  and  unprecedented  in  a  conntrf 
^njoying  the  practical  blessings  of  civil  HbeHy,  and  in  a  Growrnment 
boasting  of  the  equal  rights  of  tlie  citizen.  A  brief  reference  to  the 
report  of  this  committee  will  be  sufficient  to  shew  that,  ftxMi  titedne* 
sided  examination  of  witnesses,  whose  evidenceis  of  a  character  to  be 
excluded  from  everj  tribunal  wherein  justice  iknd  int^rity  pnesidesy 
this  body  has  come  to  the  settled  determination  that  <<  tlie  contiiMiafice 
in  office  of  the  present  Agent  of  Indian^  AflTairs,  hitherto,  has  been^ 
and,  hereafter,  will  be,  greatly  to  the  injury  of  the  State,  iatid  that  the 
confidence  of  a  large  part  of  the  Creek  Mation  is  now  so  irrecoYer- 
ably  alienated  from  him,  that  it  would  hereafter  be  impossibie  tor  him 
to  administer  and  superintend  their  affairs  to  their  advantage  aad 
eomfort,  even  if  he  was  difiposed  to  do  so.^' 

This  specimen  of  legislative  wisdom,  concIudeR  with  «  re^iKst  t» 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to  remove  said  Agent  fran  office. 
This  report,  marked  as  it  is  by  injustice,  is  isanctloned  by  tiie  Legia^ 
lature,  ^id  approved  by  His  Excellency  tite  Govemoi%  Thus,  on  the 
one  hand,  is  presented,  in  full  and  imposing  array,  the  Governor  cf  an 
important  member  of  the  Union,  actively  and  vigorously  aided  by  ibe 
Legislature,  susttaining,  with  a  pertinacity  that  is  deaf  to  aH  reason- 
ing, and  that  is  armed  against  all  conviction,  the  double  character  of 
accuser  and  judge;  demanding,  upon  an.cx-parte  evidence,  theBo- 
crlfice  of  his  victim. 

While  on  the  other  haiid,  is  presented  an  bumble  4ndividua1,  who  is 
accused  of  crimes  of  the  deepest  character,  involving  peifidy  to  hi 
Government,  and  the  murder  of  a  fellow  being,  asking  tite  common 
privilege  secured  to  the  most  abandoned  oulptit,  arraigned  at  tho^liar 
of  penal  justice,  of  being  heard  before  he  is  condemned  ;  yet  denied 
"the  constitutional  right  of  being -confronted  with  the  witnesses  who 
are  to  inculpate  him,  and  of  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  wttMs- 
ses  in  his  behalf :  ntiy,  the  report  of  the  committee,  ^nd  "even  the  ex« 
parte  evidence  thus  taken,  in  violation  of  every  known  and  ackAOwl- 
edged  itiaxim  of  criminal  jiirispnidence, .  and.  in  ^contempt  of  etery  - 
princij^le  of  public  justice,  is  presented  to  the  public,  in  a  Tariety  M 
lorms*  in  pamphlets,  and  in  newspapers,  accompanioi  by  the  sof^es- 
tions  of  the  prejudiced,  the  malicious,  and  the  designing;  and  subject  to 
the  grave  reflections  of  every  commentator,  whose  feelings  or  whose  in 
*terest  may  be  supposed  to  be  involved  in  tlio  result ;  fixing  tlMo^yafirt* 
Jjudlce  on  the  public  mind  which  the  most  conclusive  proof  may  he  wholly 
unable  to  remove.  Superadded  to  all  this,  is  the  withholding  frotai  me 
a  knowledge  of  the  testimony  collected  by  tlie  State  Commissioners  in 
the  Indian  Nation,  and  in  Alabama.  Under  all  these  appalling  dif- 
'ficulties,  I  am  about  to  maintain  a  conflict,  perhaps  an  unequal  one, 
with  my  accuser.  Indeed,  when  I  estimate  the  vast  difficulties'  by 
which  I  am  surrounded)  and  the  no  less  vast  weight  of  pK'judice 
whose  well  known  influence  u)K)n  the  human  mind  is  every  day  Mt 
and  acknowledged  ;  when  I  reflect  that  against  injustice,  whenalvn^ 
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aleiid^«biddf+i-«iiice  the  strongest  prooCs  are  haard  ^tti  indifer^ncq 

indrtiie  t}le«re«Bfc  reasoning  often  urgc|d  in  yain — ^I  am  fdmost  tempt^ 

to  twar.witb  bumble  resignation  to  the  mighty  powei*  hy  which  I  i^|ift 

adsaileiL  iBotr  when  my  mind  is  refreshed  with  the  epUye^i^id;  re* 

culleo^Mh  that  injustice  cannot  long  oppreps  t|ie  innoceHt  in  qur 

t^f^y  oottniry ;  that  no^prejudiee  can  contaminate  tlie  purii;y  of  tho^ 

idi»  \8rt|  to  pass  between  my  accuser  and  myself;  that  no  extrinsic 

drcaiatfitances  can  cloud  thSeir  reason  or  pervert  ttieir  judgment ; 

I  fed,  in  tho^epecollections,  an  assurance  that  no  difficulties,  iifce  tbo^ 

I^afe  mentioned,  will  be  suffered  to  seduce  that  judgment  which  is 

l^tded  by  truth  and  swayed  by  juMice.  The  opinions  I  may  advance^ 

iiul  tke  observations!  may  make,  will  be  submitted  in  the  spirU  which 

liekmgs  to  one  who  has  a  lively  sense  of  the  injustice  of  which  he  has 

hitherto  been  the  victim ;  yet  they  will  not  be  dictated  in  terms  of 

recrimination.  I  trust  I  have  a  juster  conception  of  what  is  due  to  the 

tiovermaent  of  my  country,  and  a  higher  respect  for  its  characterr 

th^n  4o  foUow  the  striking  example  which  my  ^cuser  has  plao^ 

bmrieBaB.    It  is  hoped  this  defence  will  receive  that  consideration  to 

Vhick  it  is  entitled.    It  is  believed  that  the  arguments  which  I  have 

DftlMl  to  roy  aid,  will  be  received  with  liberality,  and,  if  they  are  judgp^ 

to  be  nnataUe,  or  unsupported  by  facts,  such  a  denunciation  wiU  bo 

the  result  of  impartial  investigation  and  dispassionate  judgment* 

On  every  discussion,  and,  p^aps,  more  so  in  tliis,  tlian  in  any  qther, 

it  is  important  that  the  true  state  of  the  questum  should  be  correctljf 

tmderstood,  to  ascertain  whether  the  thing  is,  and  how  it  is  i  Acting 

under  th»  influence  of  tliis  observation,  it  is  conceived  the  true  quQt- 

tiem  to  be  presented  for  consideration,  are  these  : 

Fint*  Whether  there  ^existed  a  predilectioned  resolution  0|i  my 
fart,  to  prevent  tbelndians,  by  all  the  means  in  my  power,  from  making 
any  cession  of  their  lands  in  favor  of  the  Georgians,  and  tbia  from  , 
the  most  unworthy  and  uiyustifiable  of  all  motives  ? 

Second*  Whether  I  advised  and  instigated,  in  chief,  the  djeath  of  Me* 
Ififmlk  and  his  friends  ? 
'It  wtUJbe  perceived  that  the  two  specific  chsu'ges,  exhibited  by  his 
Excetteocy  tlie  Governor  of  Georgia,  at*e  fully  comprehended  in  ti^e 
hngfAng;-  qnertions ;  the  consideration  of  which  will  necessarily  in- 
tehrethefioUowing  points :

motives  entirely  of  a  personal  na^re  on  his  part;  >vh<^  taking  nth 
Tantage  of  his  high  station,  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  a  Statorhtta^ 
on  this  occasion,  sought  the  gratification  o(  personal  Mings  rfre9fn§^ 
menif  which  he  causelessly  entertains  against  m^T-^then  I  humbly^  i4»* 
prehend  the  high  authority  whence  these  charges  emanatei  \ritt  be 
disregarded,  and  its  consequent  influence  be  entirely  destpQye<W  Bo^ 
if  the  contrary  should  appear ;  if  his  Excellency  is  indeed  actd atod  by 
tiiose  nobU  impulseSf  which  characterizes  the  oooduct  of-  Urn  who  be- 
comes a  public  accuser,  to  subserve  the  ends  of  public  jusliee  ;  then 
every  adventitious  aid,  which  his  higtt  station  and  inflqeace^of  ^th;e 
can  give  him,  should  weigh  much  in  the  inve9tigAtion.  With  this

By  reference  to  the  documents  accompanying  tbeCMemer  of 
Georgia's  message  to  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  on  the  SSd^  Ma^ 
lastf  and  to  which  I  respectfully  invite  your  attention,  enough  will  te 
shewn  to  satisfy  every  mind  that  the  motives-of  his  BxedBeney  in  be* 
coming  my  accuser,  have  a  deeper  foundation  than  tbe  alleged  jinsoaii^ 
duct  imputed  to  me  by  the  charges*  Abundant  proof  is  ttrepe  Air- 
nished  to  establish  the  first  point  Commencing  with  G^veraor 
Troupes  letter  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  dat^d  AKIlodge- 
tille,  23d  December,  1824,  the  former  takes  occasion  i»  remai4&,  that 
<f  circumstances  have  transpired  of  late  to  make  an  impressioa  timt, 
ill  connexion  with  the  conference  just  held  with  the  Cre^&t^  there  has 
been  bad  conduct  somewhere*^'  ^  My  own  information,^'  he  proceeds  to 
state,  <«  had  before  fixed  it  where  the  responsibility  of  it  ought  to  rest 
Of  the  correctness  of  this  you  wUI  judge,  after  hearing  ttie df^apafid 
frank  exposition  which  will  be  made  to  you,  as  well' as <t»  the  Georgm 
detegation,  by  Col*  Campbell."  His  Excellency  declining  to  gi«e  a 
more  detailed  account  of  this  <*  information,'^  it  would  be4IBcult  to 
ascertain  on  whom  it  had  fixed  the  ^<  responsibility,^'  if  jt  wei^Aot^lbr 
fiiubsequent  expressions  contained  in  the  same  letter*  '^  A  treaty,''  be 
temanLS,  <<can  be  immediately  signed  upon  tbe  eoadttioo^  wbieh:  wiU 
be  disclosed  by  the  Commissioners ;  any  otiier  plan  le  effisotoato-ilie 
object  in  which  the  participation  or  interference  ofiheJigmd  i%  T^iGe- 
mitted,  will  tindottfr^ecUy  miscarry*'' 

Now,  it  is  obvious  to  every  just  mind,  that,  when  bis  BxoeHcflHqr 
imputed  the  failure  of  the  negotiation  at  Broken  Arrow  ^.**  bail  coll- 
ect somewhere,'^  and  gave  it  as  his  undoubted  opinion  <bat,  if  tbe 
^<  paiiiicipation  or  interference  of  the  Agent  is  permitted,  any  other 
attempt  would  undoubtedly  miscarry,"  that  the  responsibility  referred 
to,  was  intended  by  him  to  rest  upon  my  shoulders^  and.tiial -be^- 
tended  to  induce  such  a  belief  in  tbe  mind  of  tbe  Presidi^  -IC  tben 
such  were  his  intentions,  how  can  he  reconcile  it  to  4hose  netionaof 
propriety  which  are  presumed  to  actuate  a  public  aocu»er,  bl  witbhoM- 
mg  the  source  of  this  information  ?  Why,  it  may,  wilh  ih^mmifet^ 
feet  propriety,  be  asked,  why  di?i  he  withhold  tlie  partiei^ars  eC  this 
information,  when,  if  he  had  disclosed  these  particulars^  it  might  baVe 
been  shewn  that' such  information  w^  unworthy  of  a  pomeut'ac^AMi- 
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4eMliMi  tirtbstft  different  person  than  myself  was  intended  to  be  im- 
plicated i  Bat^  since  it  may  be  inferred  from  his  expressions,  <<  of  the 
eorr«elMB9-of  thid  you  will  judge  after  hearing  the  frank  and  clear 
tTftmU^a  KrfikA  will  be  made  to  you,  as  well  as  the  Georgia  delega- 
UfHh  if-C^*  Campbell/'  that  his  Excellency  intended  to  be  under- 
staid^  ttat  the  information  came  from  Col.  Campbell.     Under  this 
♦tor,  it  mav  be  ndcessary  to  refer  to  the  Governor's  letter  of  the  9th 
BeeeiBberv  I8d4,  sent  by  express  to  the  Commissioners  at  the  Indian 
SpritgSt  m'  which  he  desires  certain  information  concerning  my  con- 
duct **i»  relation  to  an  Indian  council  held  in  tlie  Spring;''  also,  to 
tMi^'^ply  of  the  Commissioners,  dated  14th  Dec.  1884,  in  which  they 
deeUtte  vpecifieations  in  their  answers,  except  by  remarking,  that, 
**  for  some  time  past,  tlie  Cherokees  have  exerted  a  steady  and  offi-* 
acioiis  tBtefferenoe  in  the  affairs  of  the  Creeks  ;  that  tliis  h;is  derived 
uridltlenal  impulse  I*'  and  adding,  that  they  were  then  <<  encountering 
Jtjlaltytiiterferenc^y  most  active  and  insrduons ;"  assigning  as  a  rea- 
mm  fi>r  notfiimurtiing  the  information  asked  for,  that  they  **>  might,  Tor 
the  J»rf9tfff(.iireaken  tlie  means  of  which  they  hope  successfully  to  avail 
thtnaetoeSf^  and  refer  their  answers  to  a  "  time  moi-e  seasonable.'^ 
ifow,  atiice  it  is  apparent  tiiat  I  am  no  **  Cherokee,**  and  consequently 
mi  inchided  in  the  appellative,  and  since  I  am  not  implicated  in  any 
part  of-  thfo-leiter^  it  would  seem  to  follow,  that  his  Excellency  re- 
iwrved  no  infinrmation  from  that  source  by  which  I  could  be  implicated, 
ualem,  hideeil,  his  mind,  already  clouded  by  prejudice,  should  have  lin- 
gered orvr  the  words  in  tlie  letter,  <<  daily  interference,"  until  an  im- 
IHTSsion  had  been  Created  that  these  words  referred  ^o  me.    It  may 
alao-be  inferred,  that  perhaps  Col.  Campbell,  at  a  subsequent  period, 
•Tailed  bimmlf  of  the  more  <<  seasonable  time"  mentioned  in  tlie  letter, 
ti^&mish  the  information  desired  by  his  Excellency,  particularly  as 
tiie  *^  future,"  being  the  contingency  upon  which  thst  communication 
depended,  had  taken  place.    Having  no  means  of  ascertaining  what 
teok  place  at  their  prti^e  interview,  except  what  may  be  iiiferi'ed 
/fm»  the  after  statements  of  Col.  Campbell,  in  his  letter  to  the  War 
O^Mtt^iaent,  of  the  14th  Janwry,  18£5,  in  answer  to  one  from  that 
IkfHiKiinnt,  callinc  for  exi>lanations,  and  dated  the  13th  of  the  same 
month,  I  will  barely  refer  to  it     In  tliat  letter.  Col.  Campbell  ex- 
imasly  etates  that  be  **  cannot  consent  to  become  my  accuser,"  and 
that  the  withholding  th^  facts  from  the  Governor  was  « intende^l  to 
have  ita  operation  on  Captain  Walker,  and  to  be  made  the  price*  of  his 
eo-operatioB ;"  that  the  allusion  contained  in  the  words  «*  daily  inter- 
Jhwnfee,"  was  to  Captain  Walker;  <<and,"  Colonel  Campbell  adds, 
««thfe  is  tbe  indrvidual  whom  we  intended  to  designate."     It  is  not 
€enc#hred  that  Col.  Campbell  would  so  far  commit  his  character  for 
vendfyf  MB  to  furnish,  on  the  23d  December,  the  information  alludrd 
to  bjr  hie  Excellency,  and  on  the  14th  January  theiTalter.  should  dr- 
eKM 4o  become  my  **  accuser;"  esiiecially  as  Col.  Csunp**^'*  was  the 
teiMTofliis  Excellency's  letter  of  the  23d  December,  aiuLwas  doubts 
Ion  acqiwanted  with  its  contents.     His  Excellency,  then,  is  involved 
i»4iijallleimtta  :  either  he  withheld  the  source  of  Ids  informcUion  from 
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flie  President^  under  a  conviction  that  its  authority  would  be  doubf^ 
and  therefore  so  worded  his  letter  as  to  induce  a  bdief  that  it  ii»| 
come,  from  Col«  Campbell ;  or^  he  has.  substituted  his  own  inferehces 
and  conclusions,  in  the  place  of  the  information  actually  ftirnisiied. 

Much  may  besaid  of  the  ingenuity  of  such  a  procedure,  but  little  in 
favor  of  its  justice.  Returning  to  the  examination  of  his  BxcdUeti- 
cy*s  letter  of  the  23d  December  :  The  exurt;ence  of  the  feelmgs  of  |icr- 
sonal  hostility  by  which  he  seems  to  have  been  influenced,  is  fitrtli^r 
discovei*ed  in  the  harsh  expressions  which  his  Excellency  has  thOii|(ht 
proper  to  adopt  in  reference  to  myself.  After  adverting  to  a  circum- 
stance in  connexion  with  the  ^<  proceedings  and  decrees  of  a  council  of 
Indians,''  and  after  asserting  that  those  decrees,  of  the  MAi  f^ad- 
vei'se character,'*  were  registered  in  the  "archives  of  the  A-geiicy,'* 
as  if  a  registry  of  them  flowed  as  a  necessary  consequence  frelh  tlieir 
enactment,  (which  assertion,  by-the-by,  does  not  comport  with  the 
fact, )  he  proceeds  to  remark,  in  i*efei*ence  to  a  council  of  Indiana,  that 
the  pi*ocedure  could  not  have  been  had  **  without  the  knowledge  or 
consent,  or  connivance,  or  command,  of  your  own  Agent,  was  certaiiii 
and  this  is  most  certainly  established." 

I  will  pause  here  to  inquire,  wh^re  is  the  evidence  upon  which  this 
certainty  so  conclusively  rests  ? 

In  ordinary  cases,  an  asserticm,  so  ])ositive1y  made,  implicating  th^ 
official  conduct  of  an  officer  of  the  Government,  places  the  p^r^^n 
making  it  under  a  moral  obligation  to  adduce  the  evidence  on  which 
it  is  founded.  Whether  his  Excellency  considers  himself  under  this 
obligation  or  not,  I  am  wholly  unable  to  say;  but  certain  it  is,  he  has 
hitherto  withheld  this  evidence,  if  indeed  any  ever  existed,  fi*om  the 
public  eye.     To  proceed  with  the  letter. 

He  then  reminds  the  President,  that  of  this  "most  perfldiotis^ 
treacherous,  and  boldly  insolent  conduct  you  had  timely  and  sufficient 
warning,  by  a  communication  which  I  had  occasion  to  make  totke 
Executive  Department  some  twelve  months  since,^  and  which  was  an- 
swered by  tiie  confirmation  of  tlvis  man  in  office.'*  <<  And  this  commu- 
nication (he  remarks)  was  made  with  tiie  foreknowledge  tliat  be  (the 
Agent)  would  so  uniformly  deport  himself^  whenever  the  intereMs  il 
Georgia  were  involved ;  and  with  the  intent  solely  that  you,  as  wdiasi 
ourselves,  foreseeing  the  evil,  might  remove  it  with  the  lea^t  delay,  aj| 
well  t\fi  the  least  inconvenience."  His  Excellency's  denunciation  of 
my  conduct  as  most  <<  perfidious,  treacherous,  and  boldly  insofent/' 
arises  from  a  vague  inference  of  his  own.  Because  the  Indiansrbelil'a 
council,  and  because  they  passed  flecrees  at  that  council*  heiti&rs'^iaf 
those  decrees  are  registered  in  the  <*  archives  of  the  Agency*  ;'*'iM 
from  that  inference  he  draws  another,  which  is,  that  this  procediti^ 
could  not  have  been  had  without  my  "  knowledge,  or  consent,  w  cbn- 
nirance,  or  command."  *•*;-! 

Now  an  inference  from  a  fact  is  allowable,  provided  tiie  fact  itself 
is  previously  established  ;  but  an  inference  from  a  fact  not  ekUtbBshed^' 
and  an  inference  from  such  inference,  is  waging  war  against4ittite6 
rules  of  logic,  and  all  the  dictates  of  justice.     Much  less  intclng^ix 
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than  jiifltly  IjlIIs  to  the  Idt  of  my  accuser,  it  appears  to  me,  would  have 
shown  him 'the  obvious  impropriety  of  i-cferring  to  the  communication 
Hnndfi  to  the  Executive  Department  ♦*sorae  twelve  months  since.** 
Asking  a  particular  reference  to  that  document,  which  is  to  be  found 
on  the  file^  of  the  Department,  appended  to  the  memorial  of  a  Mr. 
Caper8«  1  here  will  take  leave  to  i-emark^  in  relati(m  to  its  contents,  that 
his  jExceUcncy  felt  himself  called  upon,  in  the  harshest  terms,  to  pro- 
nounce me  unfit  to  be  Indian  Agent,  as  he  himself  alleges,  upon  th^ 
autfiority  of  **  rumor^*  alone,  professing  to  know  nothing  personally 
<^i&y  character ;  and  yet  be  says,  in  the  letter  above  quoted,  that  the 
^communication**  was  made  with  the  *< foreknowle^lgc**  that  I  would 
^.uniformly  deport  myself  adverse  to  the  interest  of  Georgia  f*  and 
tfcat  that  communication  was  intended  as  a  <^  timely  and  sufficient 
warning*'*    Now  a  reference  to  that  document  will  shew  that  It  re- 
lated to  a  dilfei'ent  and  distinct  transaction  fi^oni  that  about  which  he 
was  writing  to  the  President,  no  ways  connected  with  the  subject  of 
the  treaty,  or  the  land.     Whence,  then,  could  his  Excellency  have  de- 
rived this  <*  foreknowledge  ?**  and  how  Is  it  possible  he  could  have  in- 
tended it  as  a  <<  timely  and  sufficient  warning,**  and  how  much  less  pos- 
sible is  it  that  he  could  have  written  the  letter  •<  with  the  intent  only^ 
tliaty  <<  foreseeing  the  evil,*'  it  might  be  removed  ?    After  what  has 
transpired  in  regard  to  the  letter  which  he  addressed  to  the  Executive 
<«soaie  twelve  moiitlks  since,**  it  is  by  no  means  strange  that  he  should 
i^gain  descend  from  the  exalted  station  to  which  his  merit  or  his  fhr- 
tMnehas  elevated  him,  to  become  my  accuser  upon  the  authority  of  evi- 
dence one  degree  removed  from  rumor,  but  equally  weak  in  its  cha- 
racter and  application.     Apparently  not  satiafiod  in  attempting  to 
prejudice  the  mind  of  the  President  against  me,  and  to  procure  my  re- 
moval, in  theletter  just  considered,  his  Excellency's  next  object  seems 
t6  be,  to  iiifnse  a  portion  of  the  poison  in  the  minds  of  tlie  Georgia  de- 
tection*. Accordingly,  on  the  15th  February,  1805,  he  hiforms  them 
that,  «< from,  what  I  have  learned,  unofficially,  of  the  late  conduct  Of 
the  Agent  al^e  Indian  Springs,  Iris  hostility  to  the  interest  of  Geor- 
gia has  suffered  no  abatement     I  can  (says  his  Excellency)  by  no 
meoHS  votich  for  the  accuracy  of  tlie  i*eports  connected  with  it.     The 
Coianiissioners  must  know,  and,  if  founded  in  truth,  the  delegation 
will  be  satisfied,  that  the  Agent  will  leave  no  efforts  unessayed  to  de- 
taia  th«  Creeks  in  tlieirown  country  to  the  last  hour  limited  by  the 
treaty,  if  he  be  longer  continued  in  office."     He  then  adds,  **  Mcin- 
tosh anid  all  his  people  ai^e  willing  to  hurry  away.     The  Agent  can 
retard  and  detain  them  by  a  multiplication  of  obstat^lcx,  which  will  bo 
insaperable  to  them.**     It  Is  worthy  of  i^emark,  that  the  unofficial  iii- 
{Sonnation  which  his  Excellency  pi-oftsses  to  have  received,  and  which 
he  is  so  desirous  to  convey  to  the  Georgia  delegation,  was  of  such  a 
,futstioHable  character,  that  hie  could  by  no  means  *•  vouch  for  its  ac- 
ciirticy ;"  yet  he  is  willing  to  emboily  it  in  a  letter  to  the  Georgia  de- 
legation, and  becoQies  the  organ  of  its  currency  an<l  circulation^  and 
aubaugh  he  is  apparently  ho  extremely  uiiwiliing  to  vouch  for  its  ac- 
ciirac^v  yet,  upon  a  bare  supposition^  a  remote  piHibability  of  its  accu- 
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racy,  he  proceeds  to  give  it  as  his  opinion,  tbaty  if  1  am  continued  in 
office,  I  can  <<  retard  and  detain  tlie  Indians,  by  a  inaltiplication  of 
difficidties,  until  the  last  liour  limited  by  the  treaty ;  and  that  these 
difficulties  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  become  insuperable^'  Here 
seems  to  be  a  strong  dedire  manifested  to  effect  my  remoTal  at  all 
events :  and  as  an  additional  incitement  to  the  Gleorgia  delegatioii,  in 
Congress,  to  use  their  influence  frir  the  attainment  of  that  olgect,  they 
are  reminded,  in  conclusion,  that  they  <<  ai*e  much  concerned  in  the  re- 
moval of  the  Creeks."  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  more 
effectual  method  by  which  to  accomplish  a  favorite  object  than  is  here 
resorted  to  by  his  Excellency  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  my  removal ; 
and  it  proves,  to  my  mind,  that  there  is  no  report,  however  unstable, 
or  rumor,  however  vague,  whether  the  offspring  of  inventive  malice 
or  not,  which  my  accuser  would  not  arrest  in  its  way  to  oblivion,  and 
despatch  to  Washington,  to  be  placed  in  tlie  scale  against  me. 

Proceeding  in  the  examination,  I  next  refei*  to  his  Excellency's  let- 
ter  of  the  I7th  of  February,  1825,  also  addressed  to  the  Georgia  De*. 
legation  at  Washington,  and  immediately  following  his  of  the  15th  of 
same  month.  By  a  strict  examination  ot  that  portion  of  its  contents 
which  relate  to  Uic  present  inquiry,  and  comparing  therewith  the  re- 
port of  Col.  Williamson,  to  be  found  annexed  to  the  journal  of  die 
Commissioners,  it  will  be  found,  if  I  err  not,  that  his  Excellency^  in 
his  eagerness  to  effect  my  removal,  has  lost  sight  of  those  attributes 
which  elevate  man  in  tlie  >scale  of  being,  and  approximate  him  to  his 
Creator.  Unless  I  am  much  deceiv^,  his  Excellency  has,  iii  bis 
pursuit  of  an  object  which  appears  to  have  occupied  his  waking  bours, 
and,  I  would  infer,  has  disturbed  his  sleeping  ones  also,  grossly  commit^ 
ted  his  justice  in  this  matter. 

The  letter  referred  to,  commences  by  stating  that,  <<  what  was  stated 
<<  in  my  letter  of  the  15th,  in  relation  to  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  at 
<«  the  Indian  Springs,  as  rumor,  is  confirmed  as  matter  offacL  Pro- 
<«  fessing  good  intentions,  find  tendering  hearty  co-operation  to  the 
<<  Commissioners,  he  was  secretly  engag^  in  undermining  them.^ 
And,  after  informing  the  ddegation  that  the  Chiefs  were  all,  excqit 
the  Tuckabatchee  ones,  ready  to  sign  the  treaty,  and  that  while  tnd 
Commissioners  were  occupied  in  preparing  it  for  signature,  he  re- 
ports that  the  <<  Agent  ordered  a  portion  of  them  to  depart  by  night ;'' 
that  CoK  Williamson  was  despatched  in  pursuit  of  them,  to  advice 
them  to  return  ;  ^*  and  when  it  was  asked,  (says  his  Excellency)  why 
<<  they  had  thus  precipitately  turned  their  backs  upon  the  Commis*^ 
^'  sioners,  on  the  eve  of  the  signature,,  their  answer  was,  one  and  all, 
•*  by  order  of  the  Agent*'  Now,  if  this  statement  of  his  Excellency^ 
which  he  gave  two  days  before  as  rumor,  for  which  he  would  not 
vouch,  be  in  truth  confiitned  as  matter  of  fact ;  if  in  truth  I  did  give 
the  order  for  the  departure  of  the  Indians,  under  antf  circumstances  j 
then,  indeed,  shotdd  the  aet  be  branded  with  the  epithet  <<  perfidious  ;^' 
then,*  indeed,  he  stands  justified  before  the  world,  to  bis  constituents^ 
and  his  God,  for  all  the  observations  and  opinions  he  has  so  lavishly 
bestowed  upon  me,  and  all  the  persecutions  to  which  he  has  subjected 
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«ne^    Buty  if  it  should  appi^ar  thut  those  assertions  are.entirely  with- 

'out  foundatioii ;  if  it  should  be  made  manifest  that  the  Chiefs  who  had 

left  the  treaty  ground,  as  represented  by  his  Excellency,  gave  no  suc^ 

BRSiirer  as  stated  in  his  letter;  if  it  can  be  shown  that,  instead  of  <<  one 

and  allansw^ing  by  order  of  the  Agent/'  not  <<one  of  them"  gave 

any  such  ahswer|;  if  this  shoald  appear,  too,  frqjn  an  examination  of 

thereiiDrtkof  Ck>L  Williamson  ;  if,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  these  Chieb 

departed  by  order  of  Poethly  Toholo,  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Musco- 

Igee  Nation^ -and  Stedham,  the  Chief  of  the  Suwagalow  Town ;  what^ 

tiieii,  shall  be  said  of  a  man,  occupying  an  exalted  station,  and  at  the 

hietHi  trf  a  State  Oovemment,  laying  aside  all  ^ihose  high  feelings 

whidt  are  supposed  to  influence  the  conduct  of  those  whose  object  is 

Jastioe,  and  ^Mcending  to  become  the  vituperating  retailer  of  rumor% 

Without  any  foundation,  and  solemnly  ana  officially  attesting  to  the 

truth  of  ft  statement  as  <<  matter  of  fact^*'  which,  in  truth,  has  no  ex- 

iiitence  ;  thereby  giving  to  it  the  weight  of  his  authority  and  sanction, 

and  be  the  organ  of  its  circulation,  with  the  express  intent  to  destrmr 

the  confidence  of  the  General  Government  in  one  of  its  officers?    To 

shew  that  tliis  is  not  merely  hypothetical,  I  will  proceed  to  the  pro(£ 

Reference  to  the  report  of  Col.  Williamson,  which  states  that  her 

OoL  Williamson,  two  days  before,  tsd^ing  with  him  two  intelligent 

half  breeds,  proceeded  after  the  Indians  who  had  departed ;  that»  after 

]progressing  upwards  of  twenty  miles  in  pursuit,  he  <<  met  a  Cow* 

"^  etau  Indian,  who,  upon  being  questioned,  stated  that  he  met  Tuck- 

'*^abai:chie  HaiQo,  a  Cusseta  Chief,  who  tc>Id  him  that  they  had  left 

>*the  treiaty^  tliat  Colonel  Stedham  had  told  him  to  gc^^Hambly 

^^  said  so/'    The  report  then  goes  on  to  state,  <<  that,  a  few  miles 

f*  onward,  he  overtook  the  son  of  old  Tuskehenehaw,  who  stated  that 

'^  the  over  night  Col.  Stedham  came  to  the  camp,  and  took  his  fathm" 

*^  oiit,  and,  in  their  absence,  he  fell  asleep.    This  young  man  referred 

*<'i3ol.  Williamson  to  another  Indian  who  was  travelling  with  him. 

'*  l^bis  Indian  stated  to  Col.  WUIiamson,  that,  in  the  night,  a  white 

**  man  came  to  the  camp,  and  called  out  Stedham:  it  seems  they  con- 

H  Versed  some  time.      At  the  close,  Stedham  returned  and  said  he 

"^sbbtild  he  oWV    The  report  then  proceeds  to  state,  that  search  was 

inadfr  for  Tud^abatchie  Hadjo,  who,  upon  being  questioned  by  Wil- 

tianiseifi,  acknowledged  that  he  had  made  the  statement  to  the  young 

Ihdfan.     He  added  that  Hambly  had  told  Stedham  to  go,  and  to  take 

oM  Tuskenali  Y^ith  him.    The  report  then  proceeds  to  state  the  exa- 

mmation  of  another  Indian,  Osaapoche,  confirmatory  of  the  statement 

6f  the  others.  Williamson,  after  seeking  old  Tuskenah,  at  length  found 

bim^  according  to  the  report,  <<  extremely  indisposed  to  a  full  disclo^ 

sinre  ;^^'bflt,  upon  being  questioned,  he  acknowledged  that  Stedham 

lia^  said  that  the  order  came  from  Hambly,  and,  finally,  to  use  the 

expression  of  the  report,  <*  implicated  Poethly  Oholo  ;'*  that  this  Na- 

ttpncll  Chief  came  to  the  camp  and  told  him  to  go.  The  fact  that  these 

Chiefs,  head  men,  and  warriors,  who  departed,  were  sent  away  by  the 

JHrder  of  Poethly  Oholo,  without  the  knowledge  of  any  white  man,  is 

established  beyond  all  dispute,  by  the  solemn  declaration  of  theChkft 
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in  Council^  made  to  General  Gkiines,  by  the  certificate  of  Stedbani, 
and  by  the  testimony  of  Hambly,  Irereafter  referred  to.  It  will  be 
seeiiy  from  this  report,  that  there  i^  not  the  most  remote  intimatkm 
tliat  f'  the  Agent''  had  any  thing  to  do  with  the  departure  of  the  In- 
diansy  as  alleged  by  his  Excellency,  or  even  knew  of  it ;  but  thatthe  ob- 
ject of  the  whole  report  seems  to  be,  the  <<  implication''  of  Hambly 
and  Pocthley  Oholo  alone.  Referring  this  report  to  another  branch 
of  the  defence,  it  is  merel}  introduced  here  with  the  view  to  cstaUtsh 
the  fact  that  the  Agent  did  not  give  the  order  as  alleged.  It  will  be 
borne  in  mind  that  this  report  was  made  by  Williamson,  to  the  Com- 
Uiissioners,  on  the  14th  of  February,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  fifty 
miles  distant  from  Milledgeville  ;  and,  on  the  seventeenth  of  the  same 
tnonth,  his  Excellency  writes  his  letter  furnishing  the  Georgia  Dele« 
gation,  at  Wasliington,  with  the  informat!ion,  that,  what  he  had  stated 
on  the  15th,  on  lOitnor,  in  relation  to  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  attbe 
Indian  Springs,  was  *^  confirmed  as  matter  of  fact,"  It  will  also  be 
recollected,  that  his  Excellency  names  Col.  Williamson,  as  having 
been  despatched  after  the  Indians,  and  goes  into  other  particulars, 
wl\ich  proves  his  knowledge  of  tlie  rcjMirt.  Now,  these  facts,  taken 
in  connection  with  others,  that  he  kept  up  a  constant  communication 
with  the  Commissioners  at  the  Springs,  inferrable  from  the  repeated 
expresses  sent  by  him  to  the  Commissioners,  laden  with  questions  con- 
cerning my  conduct;  that  this  report  forms  a  part  of  the  documents 
to  which  the  Special  Agent  is  referred,  in  the  communication  ef  the 
81st  May,  to  Major  Andrews,  preferring  charges  against  me;  and 
that  his  Excellency's  letter  was  written  after  an  interview  with  Col. 
Campbell,  who  was  the  bearer  of  it ;  all  these  facts,  I  say,  furnish 
evidence,  not  to  be  rebutted,  that  his  Excellency  must  either  have  had 
a  copy  of  the  journal  of  the  Commissioners,  including  the  reiiort  of 
Williamson,  safely  deposited  in  the  archives  of  bis  Department,  when 
the  aforesaid  letter  was  written,  or  knew  of  its  contents  from  Colonel 
Campbell.  Thus,  it  is  apparent  that  his  Excellency  made  his  state* 
ment  to  the  Georgia  Delegation,  with  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  con- 
tents of  this  report,  and  yet  he  deliberately  alleges  to  the  Georgia  De- 
legation that  the  Indian  Chiefs  departed,  as  they  "  one  and  all  de- 
claimed/^ by  **theorder  of  the  Agent."  Now,  is  it  not  establi»faed  . 
beyond  all  controversy,  by  the  report,  that  the  Indians  who  did  de- 
part  while  the  treaty  was  preparing  for  signature,  did  not  fo  by  the 
order  of  the  Agent  ?  And,  if  his  Excellency  has  any  evidence  of  tlie  cor- 
rectness of  his  allegations  in  this  pai*ticular,  or  of  the  *<  rumor"  being 
<^  confirmed  as  matter  of  fact,"  he  has  hitherto  most  sedulously  kept 
it  back  ;  which  course  is  rather  a  strange  one,  considering  the  extra- 
ortlinary  solicitude  always  manifested  by  his  Excellency  to  procure 
inrulpatory  evidence  against  me.  That  he  had  no  warrant  for  the 
allegations  made  by  him  on  the  15th  and  17th  of  February,  is  most 
miiitifestly  established,  and  that  he  has^uniformly  exhiMted  an  assi- 
duity unequalled,  in  creatinga  prejudice  against  me,  cannot  be  doubt- 
ed by  those  who  have  pemsed,  with  ordinary  attention^  the  docmneatB 
presented  by  himself  to  the  public. 
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What  coDfidence,  then,  can  the  Government  place  in  those  allega- 
tionSf  or  in  the  atatements  of  a  man  who  resorts  to  these  means  to 
crush  an  officer  of  the  Government  ?    And  what  stronger  evidence 
can  be  added,  than  that  which  he  himself  has  thus  fornished,  to  prove 
the  existence  of  these!  motives  which  I  have  attributed  to  him  through- 
oot  Ibis  investigation  ?    It  cannot  be  necessary  to  adduc*e  other  ex- 
pressionsy  or  quote  other  extracts  from  his  official  correspondence,  to 
establish  the  temper  with  which  his  Excellency,  and  those  under  his 
immediate  influence,  have  conducted  this  persecution.  Yet  it  is  in  my 
power   to  enforce  the  view  I  have  taken  of  this  matter,  by  refer- 
ence to  his  Excellency's  letter  to  Mr.  Forsyth,  of  the  6th  April,  1825 ; 
his  message  to  the  Legislature  of  23d  May,  1825;  his  correspon^ 
dence  with  the  War  Department,  and  with  the  Special  Agent ;  by 
many  illustrations,  by  an  examination,  in  detail,  of  the  above  desig- 
nated oflScial  documents ;  and  more  expressly  by  the  repeated  and 
argent  request  of  his  Excellency,  that  I  should  be  suspended  from 
the  functions  of  my  office.     But  it  cannot  be  necessary.     If  I  am 
wrong  in  ascribing  to  his  Excellency  the  motives  I  have  done  for  his 
persecutioiis,  the  evidence  of  my  senses  have  deceived  me,  and  the 
error  is  incurable. 

The  course  pursued  in  coUtcHng  the  testimony  betrays  a  spirit  and 
purpose^  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  this  matter  was  entrusted,  in 
close  alliance  with  those  manifested  by  his  Excellency.  A  brief  his- 
tory of  the  transactions  cannot  fail  to  present  it  in  a  proper  light. 
On  the  2Sdo(  May,  1825,  his  Excellency,  in  his  message  to  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  of  Georgia,  calls  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  conduct  of  officers  in  the  pay  and  confidence  of  the  General  Go- 
vernment in  relation  to  Indian  AflTairs;  upon  which  a  jointcommit- 
tee  is  charged  with  the  matter,  and  this  committee  is  clothed  with 
power  to  coerce  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  tliey  accordingly  enter 
upon  their  duties,  and,  what  is  somewhat  extraordinary,  their  atten- 
tion is  exclusively  occupied  in  collecting  testimony  only  of  an  incuU 
paterj  character :  this  is  evident  from  an  examination  of  the  testi- 
ttiony  accompanying  the  report.  This  ex  parte  evidence,  thus  taken, 
witbaut  giving  the  accused  an  opportunity  of  cross-examination,  of 
being  confronted  with  the  witnesses,  or  of  being  informed  of  the 
charges  which  are  to  be  thus  investigated,  forms  the  foundation  of 
the  report  of  the  committee,  which,  in  due  time,  makes  its  appearance 
in  the  form  of  a  pamphlet,  and  is  circulated  through  the  country. 
Is  it  not  a  little  singular,  that  such  a  course  was  pursued  in  this  busi- 
ness*  if  the  object  of  the  committee  had  been  to  arrive  at  the  truth, 
or  if  it  liad  the  principles  of  justice  steadily  in  view  ?  But  it  is 
remarked  by  his  Excellency,  in  his  letter  of  the  20th  June,  1825,  to 
Major  Andrews,  (to  be  found  in  the  newspapers  published  by  order 
of  bis  Excellency,)  that  there  is  abundant  time  for  confrontation  with 
the  witnesses  against  the  Agent,  "  when,  after  the  finding  of  a  true 
KU,  he  shall  be  arraigned  at  the  bar  of  justice. '*  From  this  it  would 
appear,  tliat  it  is  intended  to  assimilate  the  proceeding  of  this  com- 
mittee to  the  finding  of  a  «<  true  bill"  by  a  grand  jury>  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  criminal  jurisprudence. 
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It  is  not  conceived  how  the  similitude  can  exists  since  it  is  unvtoal 
for  a  Grand  Jory^  in  finding  a  true  bill,  to  ask  for  judgment  against 
the  accused,  before  a  hearing,  or  to  publish  the  testimony  upon  which 
the  *^  true  bilF*  is  founded.  To  prove  that  this  judgment  was  asked 
to  be  awarded  against  me,  by  this  Committee,  it  will  only  be  necessa- 
17  to  adyert  to  that  part  of  their  report,  in  which  it  is  distinctly  re* 
quested  *<  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  remove  the  said 
Agent  from  office/'  This  proceeding  differs  from  the  proceedings  of  a 
Grand  Jury,  in  another  important  particular  $  in  this :  that  a  grand- 
Jury  is  bound  by  the  solemn  sanctions  of  an  oath,  the  terms  of  which 
distinctly  oblige  every  member  of  that  body,  to  exclude  from  their 
minds  every  feeling  of  <<  envy,  hatred,  and  malice,''  on  theonehandt 
and  <*fear,  favor^  afiection,  reward,  or  a  hope  thereof,"  on  the  others 
while  the  Committee  are  bound  by  no  such  obligations.  Again»  a 
Grand  Jury  pass,  in  finding  **  a  true  bill,"  only  upon  the  truth  or 
fklsehood  of  allegations,  alleged  with  all  lenl  certainty  as  to  time» 
place,  manner,  and  circumstance,  while  the  Committee  believed  itself 
competent  to  take  a  range  in  the  investigation,  limited  only  by  the 
inclinations  and  views  of  its  members,  and  felt  unrestrained  in  inciil« 
pating  other  persons,  whose  connection  with  the  Agent,  whether  re- 
mote or  intimate,  was  presumed  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  matters 
under  investigation.  Thus,  it  would  seem,  the  similitude  sought  to  be 
created  between  those  two  bodies,  does  not  exist.  It  is  apparent  that, 
in  whatever  light  this  proceeding  of  the  Committee  was  viewed  by 
bis  Excellency,  in  the  letter  referred  to,  it  never  could  have  entered 
into  the  views  of  the  Committee,  that  I  should  have  the  opportunity 
of  being  confronted  with  the  witnesses,  whose  testimony  was  thus 
obtained.  This  conclusion  gains  additional  strength,  from  the  total 
disregard  with  which  the  Commissioners  of  his  Excellency  (subse- 
quently appointed  to  take  testimony)  have  treated  my  request,  made 
to  them  through  my  counsel,  as  appears  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  let- 
ter which  Miy.  Rockwell  handed,  on  the  4th  of  the  present  montibt  to 
them,  in  which  they  were  respectfully  requested  ^*  to  cause  those  wit- 
nesses who  were  examined  before  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the 
Republic  against  me,  expartCf  to  be  convened  at  some  con veaient  placet 
in  Georgia,  at  an  early  day,  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  the  heneftt 
of  cross-examination."  While  on  this  subject,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  remark,  that  the  contempt  manifested  to  this  request  of  mine,  but 
til  comports  with  those  observations  of  his  Excellency,  in  bis  letter 
to  Maj.  Andrews,  before  referred  to,  denying  that  any  disposition 
exists  witli  himself^  or  others,  **  to  withhold  from  the  Agent  the  most 
ample  means  of.justifying  himself  to  his  Government,"  and  assertinc 
«'  that  it  will  give  them  pleasure,  at  any  time,  to  contribute  aids  and 
facilities  to  (bis)  the  Agenf  s  defence,"  and  induces  a  conviction,  thatf 
while  the  utmost  fairness  and  tender  regard  for  justice  is  prifesui 
by  the  authorities  of  Georeia,  in  relation  to  myself,  a  course  directly 
adverse  is  actually  pwrsuta:  and  this  remark  is  likewise  applicable  to 
the  course  pursued  by  the  Commissioners  above  alluded  to,  while  ia 
the  Creek  Nation  coUecting  testimony  there,  and  ia  Alabama,  against 
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me,  asa  brief  history  of  their  proceedingSt  in  connection  with  thie 
su^ecty  will  shew. 

When  I  became  first  acquainted  with  their  appointment  and  ob- 
jectsy  throogb  my  counsel^  who  casually  heard  of  the  appointment,  pre- 
vious to  his  setting  out  from  Milledgevilley  I  immediately  addressed 
them  a  letter,  dated  at  the  Creek  Agency,  June  20th,  1825,  a  printed 
copy  of  which  I  annex  to  this  defence,  stating  to  them,  that,  <<  although 
I  had  not  the  priTilege  extended  to  me  by  the  Legislature  and  Gov- 
▼emor  of  Georgia,  which  is  granted  the  culprit  on  his  trial,^  ye^ 
'<  bein^  desirous  of  aflTording  my  accuser  the  full  benefit  of  a  cros6-ex« 
amination  of  the  witnesses  to  be  adduced  in  my  behalf''  I  accord- 
ingly gave  them  an  invitation  to  cross-examine  my  witnesses,  upon 
the  receipt  of  which,  they  tendered  to  me  a  Kke  invitation,  in  their 
letter  of  the  25th  June,  1825,  f annexed  to  this  defence;)  a^,  on  the 
28th  of  the  same  month,  they  audressed  me  another  letter,  which  I  re% 
ceived  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  as  appears  by  the  sta^ent  of  my 
eoansel,  hereunto  annexed,  in  which  they  inform  me,  that  they  slnmld 
**  proceed,  on  that  day,  at  eleven  o'clock,  at  the  bouse  of  Kendall 
Lewis,  to  take  the  testimony  of  Kendall  Lewis  and  James  Moss ;  and, 
from  thence,  they  would  proceed,  forthwith,  to  Line  Creek,  and,  from 
thence,  to  Alabama,  to  tadce  the  testimony  of  witnesses  at  the  two  last 
named  places.''  The  reasons  why  I  was  unable  to  avail  myself  of  this 
polite  invitation,  are  given  in  my  reply  to  this  letter,  of  the  same  date, 
and  also  hereunto  annexed.  In  that  reply,  I  stated,  that  their  letter  Is 
received,  knnounqing  ihdr  intention  to  proceed  to  take  the  testimony^ 
of  Moss  and  Lewis,  at  Mr.  Lewis'8>  at  eleven  o'clock  that  day,  <<a 
distance  of  twenfy-six  miles"  from  Princeton,  where  we  then  were. 
I  then  informed  them  that,  '*  understanding  that  two  of  your  body 
set  out  in  the  direction  of  Lewis's  yesterday  afternoon ;  believin|;that 
you  were  apprised  that  Moss  was  in  the  vicinity  of  this  place,  in  the 
morning  of  yesterday,  and  knowing  that  my  counsel,  Miyor  Rock- 
well>  apprised  Mr.  Torrance,  in  your  presence  and  hearing,  that  it 
was  our  intention,  this  day,  at  the  breaking  up  of  the  Council,  to  take 
the  testimony  of  several  witnesses  $  to  which  arrangement  there  was 
no  objection  ;  under  all  these  circumstances,  I  must  be  permitted  to 
renmrk,  that  it  seems,  while  you  are  willing  to  make  a  parade  of  fair- 
ness in  the  manner  of  procuring  testimony  against  me,  while  you 
have,  in  a  formal  communication  to  me,  ofibredmetbe  privilege  ^ 
of  cross-examining  the  witnesses,  to  be  found  in  the  Indianlna- 
tioB,  you  take  such  measures  as  ^ectually  puts  it  out  my  power 
to  avail  myself  of  the  offer  :  holding  the  word  of  promise  to  my 
ear,  and  breaking  it  to  my  sense.  Considering  the  manner  in 
which  that  offer  was  made,  being  evidently  drawn  from  you,  by  my 
invitation  to  you  to  crow-examine  my  witnesses,  I  am  constrained 
to  believe,  that  you  never  seriously  intended  that  I  should  enjoy  the  ad- 
Taatage  of  a  cross-examination,  and,  that  yonr  offer  was  merely  a 
hollow  pretext  to  answer  some  hidden  purpose*"  In  that  letter,  it  is 
further  stated  to  them,  that  <<  they  were  doubtless  well  apprised,  that 
the  Council  met  that  day,  and  that  it  was  of  much  imoortancelhat 
I  should  be  present    That,  from  what  fell  from  some  of  you,  at  Mr* 
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Smith'flf  and  from  what  took  place  between  fon  and  the  Gieneraly  I 
expected  that  yoo  deemed  it  of  importance,  that  you  should  attend 
the  Council  also.  With  what  propri^y*  then,  (I  Inquired,)  could  you 
communicate  your  intention  to  me,  to  take  testimony  at  Lewises,  Line 
Creeky  and  at  Montgomery  *  If  you  were  sincere  in  your  invitation 
to  me,  to  be  present  and  cross-examine  those  witnesses ;''  and^I  con- 
cluded by  remarking,  that  **  I  had  hoped,  that  the  spirit  of  persecution 
and  oppression,  by  which  your  Grovernor  is  actuated  towards  me^ 
would  not  have  influenced  his  representatives ;  but,  the  course  you 
have  pursued  satisfies  me  that  thai  hope  is  illusive.*'    In  another 
letter,  of  same  date,  also  hereunto  annexed,  from  me  to  them,  I 
apprise  them,  specifically,  that  I  shall  proceed  to  the  examination  of 
certain  witnesses  therein  named,  at  a  certain  hour,  at  my  room.    In 
the  course  of  the  same  day,  I  received  a  letter,  also  hereunto  annex- 
ed, from  two  of  the  Commissioners,  in  answer,  denying,  in  the  most 
positive  terms,  the  notice  to  Mr.  Torrance  having  been  given  in  their 
presfince  or  hearing;  and  stating  that  they  were  unapprised  of  any 
such  intention  on  my  part.    They  also  informed  me,  that  the  invita- 
tion to  me,  is  given  by  the  express  direction  of  his  Excellency  the 
Grovernor.  In  this  letter,  an  occasion  is  also  sought  to  remark,  <<that 
they  were  instructed  to  say,  if  required,  that  <  reasonable  time  would 
be  given'  for  my  arrival  at  Lewis's ;"  they  then  decline  to  attend  the 
examination  of  my  witnesses,  at  <•  my  room''  expressing  the  great 
^*  delicacy  of  their  situation,"  of  attending  the  examination  or  wit- 
tiesses  in  my/'  private  apartments."  Now,  in  reference  to  the  Invita- 
tion  to  take  testimony  at  Lewis'sy'Line  Creek,  and  Alabama;  it  will 
be  borne  in  mind,  that  there  were  four  of  these  Commissioners ;  con- 
sequently, they  were  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  this  circumstance 
to  their  advantage,  by  dividing  themselves  and  going  in  difierent  di- 
rections, in  search  of  evidence;  this  they  did  not  fail  to  turn  to  their 
advantage,  as  will  be  seen  by  their  letter,  above  referred  to.    Two 
of  them  set  out  for  Lewis's,  Line  Creek,  and  Alabama,  taking  care 
to  give  themselves  sufficient  time  to  get  there  and  take  the  testimony^ 
before  it  was  possible  that  myself  or  counsel  could  arrive ;  leaving  di- 
rections with  their  two  colleagues,  not  to  give  me  notice  until  the  day 
after  their  departure ;  thus,  my  counsel  and  myself  had  four  hours, 
from  seven  o'clock  until  eleven  in  the  morning,  to  go  twenty-six 
miles  to  enjoy  the  gracious  privilege  granted  to  me  with  so  much  ap- 
parent fairness,  and  which  had  been  so  liberally  extended,  of  cross- 
examining  the  witnesses,  and  then,  <<  forth  with,"  to  proceed  to  Line 
Creek,  a  distance  of  seventy  miles,  and  to  Montgomery,  and  that 
too,  after  my  counsel  had  apprised  one  of  them,  Mr.  Torrance,  of  my 
intention  to  take  the  examination  of  several  n^itnesses,  as  appears  by 
the  statement  annexed ;  and  at  a  time,  too,  when  my  presence  was  es- 
sentially necessary  at  the  Council  of  the  Creek  Nation,  where  testi- 
mony was  also  to  be  procured.     What  was  I  to  understand  from  this 
course,  but  that  they  vrere  by  no  means  **  sincere"  in  their  invitation, 
and  that  some  hidden  purpose  was  to  be  accomplished  by  so  extraor- 
dinary a  procedure  ?  Did  it  not  clearly  evince  a  management^  pre* 
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concerted  and  matured,  by  which  they  would  be  enabled  to  hold  forth 
to  the  world  a  show  of  fairness  and  a  pretended  love  of  justice,  and^ 
at  the  same  time^  to  withhold  from  me  all  the  benefits  of  a  cross-ex- 
amination ?  And  yetf  this  invitation  to  me  was  in  accordance  <<with 
his  Excellency's  instructions  !''  If  I  had  not  before  been  fully  sen- 
sible of  his  Excellency's  desire  to  do  me  justice^  as  manifested  on  va- 
rious occasions,  this  signal  instance,  furnished  me  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, in  allowing  me  the  ample  time  of  four  hours  to  go  twenty- 
six  milest  and  then  enjoy  the  benefit  of  cross^xamination,  would  have 
been  calculated  to  remove  all  doubts.  In  directing  the  attention  to 
the  letter  of  two  of  the  Commissioners,  Messrs*  Williamson  and 
Jourdan,  I  am  particularly  struck  with  the  remark  denying  all 
knowledge  of  the  notice  given  to  one  of  their  body,  by  my  counsel^ 
and  that  they  were  not  present.  Now,  when  the  remark  in  my  let- 
ter was  made,  it  was  believed  that  they  were  all  in  the  room ;  whe- 
ther they  were  so  or  not,  cannot  be  material,  since  the  fact  is  esta- 
blished by  the  statement  of  my  counsel,  hereunto  annexed,  that  the 
notice  was  given  to  one  of  them,  Mr.  Torrance,  and  he  composing 
one  of  the  two  that  subsequently  went  to  Alabama  to  take  evidence, 
and  that  the  remaining  two  men  not  apprised  of  the  motive  by  their 
colleague,  forms  no  excuse  for  the  course  pursued  by  the  others,  wheii 
at  least  one  of  them  was  apprised  of  the  fact 

Upon  my  complaining  of  the  shortness  of  the  time  allowed  to  be 
present  at  the  examination  of  Lewis  and  Moss,  it  is  replied  to  me» 
that  they,  the  two  Commissioners*  **  were  instructed,  if  required,  to 
'say  that  a  reasonable  time  would  be^allowed  [me]  to  attend  at  Lew- 
is's :"  the  peculiar  value  of  this  information  may  be  estimated,  when 
it  is  recollected,  that  the  letter  convening  this  information  to  met  was 
received  long  after  the  lapse  of  time  limited  to  take  the  testimony. 
Passing  over  a  considerable  portion  of  this  letter,  relating  principally 
to  their  opinions  and  conceptions,  which  were  incorporated  therein,  for 
the  roost  obvious  purpose9, 1  will  barely  notice,  in  passing,  the  remark, 
that  **  the  delicacy  of  their  situation"  prevents  their  attending  at  my 
**  private  apartments"  to  witness  the  examination  of  my  testimony. 
Now  it  is  impossible  to  perceive,  from  the  remark  itself,  whence  this 
^*  delicacy"  could  arise,  when  it  is  notorious  to  all  those  who  were 
there,  that  the  building  which  they  chose  to  designate  as  my  <*  pri- 
vate apartments,"  was,  in  truth,  and  in  fact,  in  the  occupation  of 
several  persons  besides  myself,  and  was  the  only  convenient  place  for 
miles,  at  which  to  examine  witnesses ;  these  facts  these  gentlemen 
well  knew.  lam,  therefore,  constrained  to  believe,  that  the  reason 
assigned,  was  not  the  true  one,  by  which  they  were  influenced  in 
declining  to  accept  of  my  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  examination 
of  the  witnesses;  and  this  belief  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  ad- 
ditional fact,  that  they  attended  afterwards,  at  the  same  place,  the 
examination  of  Hambly,  Srells,  and  others.  By  reference  to  the 
statement  of  my  counsel,  Major  Rockwell,  hereunto  annexed,  it  will 
be  found,  tliat  these  Commissioners  were  not  satisfied  with  **  holding 
the  word  of  promise  to  my  ear^  and  breaking  it  to  my  sense,"  but

that  they  Were  also  determiDed  I  should  oot  eVen  be  permitted  to  see . 
and  examine  the  testimony  that  was  taken  by  them  in  the  nation,  and 
in  Alabama.    The  statement  is  this.    My  counsel  desired  to  be  per- 
mitted to  see  the  testimony  which  two  of  the  Commiatoners  had  tal^en. 
It  was  replied,  by  one  of  the  Commissioners,  that  the  testimony,  to 
the  examination  of  which  I  had  been  incited,  could  not  be  shewn  to 
me,  or  my  counsel.    Whence  all  this  mystery,  this  pertinacious  ad- 
herence to  a  system  of  persecution^  if  the  object  was,  that  **  aids 
and  facilities''  were  to  be  afforded  me  in  this  investigation  ;  nay,  if 
the  ordinary  and  most  common  civilities  were  intend^  not  to  be  lost 
sight  of?    And  yet)  his  Excellency  remarks,  much  pleasure  will  be 
taken  to  contribute  those  aids  and  facilities  in  his  (the  Agent's)  de- 
fence !    And  although  many  days  have  elapsed  since  those  Commis- 
sioners made  their  report  to  his  Excellency  f  and  although  |t  is  known 
to  him^  that  I  have  been  at  the  Seat  of  Government  for  days,  yet, 
up  to  this  time,  I  am  entirely  ignorant  of  the  import  of  the  testimony 
taken  in  the  nation,  and  in  Alabama,  by  the  Commissioners.     Now, 
the  withholding  of  this  testimony,  may  comport  with  his  ideas  of 
justice,  and  may  be  in  accordance  with   his  declaration,  that  *^  no 
disposition  exists  to  withhold  from  the  Agent  the  most  ample  means 
of  justifying  himself  to  his  Government,''  yet,  according  to  my 
weak  perception,  the  course  pursued  is  but  an  indifferent  mode  of 
establishing  that  the  *^  indisposition"  does  not  exist.    The  Commis- 
sioners, in  their  letter  of  the  35tii  June,  1825,  addressed  to  myself, 
and  before  referred  to,  I  am,  for  the  first  time«  apprized,  that  I 
**  would  have  been  permitted  to^be  present  and  cross-examine  the 
witnesses  before  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  had  a  request 
been  made.^'  Considering  the  source  whence  this  information  comes, 
the  time  when  it  was  eiven,  and  its  import,  it  was  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  me,  since  it  is  evident,  that,  coming  as  it  does,  alter  the 
report  of  the  committee  is  accepted  by  the  body  creating  it,  and  af- 
ter the  dissolution  of  the  creating  power,  1  had  an  ample  opportuni- 
ty of  availing  myself  of  the  information,  by  making  the  r^oest. 
Indeed,  from  what  took  place  on  that  occasion,  I  have  littte  dk>obtf 
if  I  had  preferred  the  request  to  be  heard,  and  thereby  admitted  the 
right  of  the  committee  to  inquire  into  my  conduct,  judging  from  tiie 
jdeclarati^ns  of  the  examining  member  of  this  commiSee,  (Colonel 
tiUmpkin,)  it  was  not  intended  I  should  have  been  heard  before  that 
body ;  consequently,  I  have  no  doubt  such  a  request  would  have  met - 
with  a  decided  refusal.    Thus,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  the  course 
pursued  by  the  committee,  and  by  the  Commissioners,  subsequently 
appointed,  has  been  characterized  by  all  that  warmth  of  temper  and 
disposition  to  oppress,  that  discourtesy,  and  disregard  to  justice, 
which  has  so  eminently  distinguished  the  whole  course  of  their  part 
of  the  investigation  ;  but  it  should  not  be  accounted  singular,  since 
the  disposition  of  his  Excellency  has',  on  so  many  occasions,  mani- 
fested itself,  and,  since  it  would,  perhaps,  be  requiring  too  much  to 
expect  that  those  bodies  would  depart  from  the  example  set  before 
them.   ,it  is  said,  example  is  more  powerful  ttian  precept;,  a  tmtfa. 
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ilrikingly  illustrated  in  the  above  prooeedings.    I  think  I  can  disco- 
ver a  maturity  of  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  committee  and  the  State 
Comniissiuners.  to  condemn  first  and  try  afterwards,  and  that  too^ 
on  ex  parte  testimony;  taken  in  violation  of  all  the  known  and  estab- 
lis/ud  luies  of  evidence.    That  this  determination  is  approved  of  by 
the  Supreqne  £xrcutive  Officer  of  Georgia,  is  manifested  by  the  ob- 
servations made  by  him  in  his  letter  to  Majpr  Andrews,  above  refer- 
red to.     ••If,  (says  his  ExccHency,)  instead  of  passing'on  the  gnilt 
or  innocence  of  the  accused,  I  had  been  stating  my  belief,  from  the 
evidence  even  now  disclo.seil,  and  ex  parte  as  it  may  be,  I  would  have 
said,  without  hesitation,  that«  with  respect  to  tlic  one  charge,  I  believ- 
ed Lim  guilty  of  that  beyond  the  possibility  of  refutation  ;  and,  that 
with  regard  to. the  other,  he  was  so  far  innocent  only,  as  ho  was  not 
present,   at  the  time  and  place,    inflicting  the  blows  with  his  own 
hands.''     I  have  said  ttie  purpose  of  the  committee  and  Commission- 
ers, in  cofulemning  first,  and  trying  iifterwards,  is  approved  of  by 
Ills  Kxcellency;  this  approbation  is  inferred   from  the  letter  above 
quoted,  since  it  is  conceived  tliat  he  is  not  at  liberty  to  condemn^  in 
others,  that  of  which  he  has  himself  furnished  the  example. 

Pursuing  the  order  prescribed,  it  now  becomes  necessary  that  I 
sliotild  examine  the  character  and  the  weight  of  the  evidence  adduced  in 
support  of  each  charge.  In  order  to  do  this,  with  any  regard  to  perspi- 
cuity, it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  character  and  weight  of 
the  evidence.  In  reference  to  the  first  charge  embraced  in  the  ques- 
tion, whether  thei*e  **  existed  a  predetermined  resolution  on  my  part, 
to  prevent  the  Indians,  by  all  the  means  in  my  power,  from  making 
any  cession  of  their  lands  in  favor  of  the  Georgians,  and  this  from 
the  most  unworthy  and  most  unjustifiable  of  all  motives  ;^  and,  se- 
cond, in  reference  to  the  second  question,  whether  I  *^  advised  and  in- 
stigated, in  chief,  tl»e death  of  Mcintosh  and  bis  friends?''  which 
comprises  the  second  specifie<l  charge  :  In  pursuing  this  course^  it 
will  be  necessary,  occasionally,  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee, and  the  testimony  collected  in  my  behalf.  The  first  charge 
sought  to  be  established  against  me,  isf  a  paKOETERiiiNED  besomt- 
Tioiv  to  prevent  the  Indians,  by  all  the  means  in  my  power,  from 
making  any  cession  of  their  lands  in  favor  of  the  Georgian^,  and 
this  from  the  most  unworthy  and  most  unjustifiable  of  all  motives. 
The  testimony  adduced,  in  support  of  thia  charge,  is,  first,  the  evi- 
dence of  Colonel  Campbell,  who  says,  upon  being  asked  concerning 
his  «' belief,"  touching  my  being  inimical  to  the  interests  of  Geor- 
gia, and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,  as  connected  with  a 
cession  of  Creek  territory,  **  I  cannot  resist  the  belief,  that  he  (the 
Agent,)  was  opposed  to  a  treaty.  1  had  a  conversation  (says  the  wit- 
ness) with  him  (the  4gent)  in  November,  1823,  just  after  the  Com- 
mist  loners  had  returned  from  an  unsuccessful  mission  to  the  Chero- 
keea:  we  had  both  been  disappointed  in  our  wif>hes  and  calculations, 
as  to  the  result  of  the  Governor's  clectioti,  and  expressed  to  each 
•tber  that  disappointment  in  terms  of  feeling  and  regret*  In  the 
cwrse  of  conversation^  we  spoke  of  the  prospect  of  a  negotiation 
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with  the  Creeks  (or  a  cession  of  territory.  This  AMit  observed",  in^ 
i^ubstunce,  tliat  he  had  h«d  the  thing  fixed,  and,  Ithinkf  added,  that 
we  should*  have  got  the  land  below  the  Federal  road.  He  advised  me 
to  resign  my  appointment  as  United  States'"  Commissioner^  MimaU 
ing  that  the  result  of  the  election' had  operated  a  ehange  in  his  feel- 
ings in  that  regards  The  conversation  wa9  desoltor  j,  and^  regarding 
it  as  the  expression  of  the  tnonunt,  it  did  not  impresi  mt  so  strot^ly  as 
that  I  am  i^orw  enabled  to  make  a  more  mimUe  detaiL  I  did  not  eonsid-' 
er  these  declaratbns,  at  the  time^ras  evrdence  of  settled  hostility  to 
the  interests  of  Georgia^  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Government, 
or  of  a  disposition^decididly  inimical  to  m  cession  of  territory  foy  the 
Creeks^  On  this  accoimt,  Idid^  afterwards,  in  theSammerof  last 
year,  to'tbe  Secretary  of  War,  and  to  my  colleague,  express  a  con- 
fidence that  tlie  ^ent  would  aflbrd  us  alHhe  facilities  within  his  con- 
trol.'' The  witness  then  refers  to  his  <<  correspondence  with  the^ 
Agent,  hefore  the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  the  War  Depart- 
ment, and  after  that  period^  including  ttie  entire  proceedinji^  which 
occurred  pending  the  treaty  at  the  InAan  Springs  /'  and  derives  the 
**  fact  of  the  Agent's  assumed  neutrality  at  Broken  Arrow,  whicU 
the  President  determined  to  bo  incompatible  wKh  his  ditty,**  from  *«  the 
fact  that  lie  failed  to  report  or  restrun  the  adverse  movements  of  his 
Assistant  Agent,**  and  the  fact,  **  that,  hy  his  letter  of  tlie  ISth  Febrtr- 
ary  last,  he  aimed  ta  prevent  the  ratification  of  a  treaty,  to  the  for- 
malities of  which  he  had  before  made  no  objection^  and  which  had  ob- 
tained the  sanction  of  his  officiah  attestation.'*  Denying,  as  I  do,  itr 
the  most  positive  manner,  the  ^*  declarations"  imputed-  to  roe  by  the 
witness,  I  propose  to  conf!ider  Ms  testimony  intwo  points  of  view : 

rst^  Substantively. 

2d.r  in  connection  witli  other  circumstances. 

Fir^^  Substiantively  considered.  The  first  obsw^ation  that  pre- 
sents itisel^  upcm  reading  this  testimony,  is,  that  the  witnessdisdoses, 
Hccordtiig  to- his  nwn  shewing,  a  private  and  conjideniial  communic^ 
tion  with  a  friend,  had  in  a  moment  of  ])eculiar  excitement  arising.. 
ft*oin  a  "tli«appointracnt,'*  in  which  the  witness  largely  sliared,  that, 
on  that  oceasbi^  "  we  (says  the  witness)  expressed  to  each  other  that 
disappoinlinent  hi  terms  o( feeling  and  regret.^ 

Now  it  appears  to  ine;  tlrat,  if  the  witness  had  acknowledgiedthe  influ- 
ence of  feclifigs  which  belong  to  one  who  con^ders  a  breach  of  confix 
denee  as^an  act  of  baseness,  be  would  have  kamed  the  value  of  si* 
lence  on  a  topic  in  whicli>  acconting  to  his  own  statement,  he  partook 
largely  ;  especially,  after  entering  *<  with  feeling**  int»l)he  disap- 
l^iiitment  himself.  Tlwnext  observaiUmi  is,  that  he  takes  care  to 
give  the  **  substance"  only,  of  tf^e  exceptionable  remarks  ;^  dleging, 
lor  so  doing,  Uiat  **  the  conversation  was  desultory  ,r  and  regarding  it  as 
the  effusion  of  the  moment,  it  did  not  impress  him  so  strongly  as  that 
be  is  now  enabkd  to  make  a  more  minute  detail.*^  He  says,  farther, 
he  <<  did  notconsider  these  ^cfarattons,  at  thetime,  as  evidence  of  set- 
tled hostility  to  tiie  interests  of  Georgia,  and  the  policy  of  the  Ge* 
Mral  Government^  and  inimical  to  a  cession  of  territory  by  iht  Ccteks^'^ 
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^er^^^ieo^  is  an  admission,  by  tbe  witness  himsetr,  that  the  <<declara- 
^isn^ao  rafbi*red  to,  were  the  effervesc^ce-of  excited  feeling,  and  yet, 
ii%j|^fi||dinself  called  upon  to^ve  the  <<  substance"  of  this  <«  efifusion  of 
teakwent,''  although  be  did  not  condder  it  as  of  sufficient  importance 
.wK  tre^ui*ed  in  the  memory,  or  evincing /<  a  settled  hostility  ito  the 
Interests  of  Georgia,  and  the  policy  of  the  Genera}  Government,  aiid 
"inimical  to  a  cession  of  Territory  by  the  Crecjts.** 

Another  observation  occurs  in  the  substantive  consideration  of  tiiis 
testimoiijr.  <<1  ftnnot  (says  the  witness)  resist  the  belief  that  the 
Agent  was  opposed  to  a  treaUf;^  and^  aqiong  other  reasons  assigned 
for  this  belief  is,  that  I  intimated  *^  tliat  the  result  of  thr  election  had 
operated  a  change^  in  my  feelings :  and  yet,  he  afterwards,  in  the 
Summer  of  last  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  to  his  colleague, 
expressed  a  confidence  that  the  Agent  would  **  afford  us  all  the/acilU 
ties  within  his  control^  Why,  I  would  ask.  If  his  belief  upon  this 
subject  was  not  to  be  resisted,  did  he,  contrary  to  that  belief,  express 
A  confidence  to  his  colleague,  and  the  Secretarr  of  War,  that  J  would 
afford  them  all  the  facilities  witliin  my  control  ? 

But,  considered  in  reference  to  ether  drcumstances^  there  is  a  su^spi- 
vcion  thrown  around  the  whole  testimony,  highly  injurious  to  the  cha- 
racter of  the  witness.  He  states  that  the  ^<  conversation  io<\k  place 
in  November,  1823,  just  after  the  Commissioners  had  returned  from 
an  unsuccessful  mission  to  the  Cherokees.'^  It  was  Immediately  after 
ihe  Governor's  election,  which,  according  to  the  public  records,  took 
place  on  the  6th  Novjember,  1823. 

Tlie  conversation  referred  to,  is  given  as  the  reason  of  his  belief. 
Now,  if  it  shall  appear  that,  durinigthesame  month  of  November  of  the 
Bam«  ;^ear,  from  Augusta,  this  witness  did  write  to  the  Secretary  of  Wai*, 
in  which  he  s^ys  :  I  gave  hiip  to  understand  that  <<  tbe  prospect"  in 
relation  to  getting  land  ^*om  the  Creeks  *^  was  much  more  favora- 
ble ,••'  in  wAiat  estimation  can  the  testimony  of  such  a  witness  be 
JieM,  even  although  he  gives  only  **  his  belief?'*  Here  is  the  proof. 
in  a  letter  of  witness,  dated  Augusta,  £8th  November^  1823,  to  the 
Secretary  at  War,  (and  to  be  found  among  the  documents  accompa- 
nying the  president's  message,  concerning  the  Cherokees,  numbered 
Igr,)  after  detailing  to  the  Department  of  War  the  result  of  the  un- 
«ucces8fuj  mission  to  the  Cherofcecs,  these  are  on  the  expressions,  <<  upon 
the  subject  of  a  cession, **  he  observes,  "  the  Creeks  hold  ^  different 
language  ;  from  information  derived  from  Mclnto^,  and  since  con- 
^nn^  £|f  the  Creek  Agent,  the  prospect  in  that  quarter  is  much  more 
favorable.  The  present  appropriation  (he  goes  on  to  state)  is  probar 
bly  inadequate.  If  it  couldhe  increased  to  8  50,00©,  and  directed  to 
the  purpose  of  holding  a  treaty  with  that  tribe,  the  expectation  of  ox^ 
tinguishing  the  title  to  the  wbole  territory  would  be  well  founded. 
I  regard  the  present  period  (tbe  witness  remarks)  as  auspicious  for  ^ 
compliance  with  the  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  of  1802,  as  for 
as  relates  to  die  territory  occupied  by  the  Creeks. *» 
.  It  will  be  recollected  that  the  conversation  bere  detailed,  took  place 
just  after  ^is  i-etyrn  from  an  unsiircessful  ipission  to  the  Chcrokc^.; 
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ftTid,  passing  from  Milledgevillc  after  the  Govcpnoi^s  «]<^tioily  ■  iij»4 
atter  tHe  *•  conversation/'  be  writes  to  llie  Secretary  of  War  tiiiit, 
from  information  derived  fjtrom  Mcintosh,  and  since  confirmed  imtho 
Creek  Agent,  the  prospect  in  that  quarter  is  more  favorable;  illy i 
convinced  is  he  of  the  favorable  prospect^  that  he  givea  it  as  his  o]mmii 
that,  if  the  appropriation  could  be  increased,  **the  expectation  of  ex- 
tinguishing the  title  to  the  whole  territory  would  be  well  founded  !** 
Now.  is  there  a  remaining' doubt  that  the  *<  inPonaation  from  Mcin- 
tosh," which  the  Creek  Agent  ** confirmed/'  ano^bidi  iwittced  the 
Mri^erto  <<  regard  the  present  period  as  auspicious/' refers  to  the 
identical  conversation  which,  in  his  testimony,  he  alleges  to  have  had 
with  myself  ?  Yet  he  gives  that  conversation  entirely  a  diflferentcharac* 
ter  !  Again  :  the  witness  says,  in  l^is  testimony,  that  ^  he,  the  Agent, 
advised  me  to  resign  my  appointment  as  United  States'  Commissioner.*' 
lliis  advice  was  given  in  November,  182$,  as  he  states.  Now,  by 
reference  to  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  Colonel  Duncan  G. 
Campbell  and  Major  James  Meriwether,  dated  July  l£fth,^  t8£4,  tlte 
Secretary  says,  •^Ihave  the  honor  to  enclose  you  a  Commission  to 
treat  with  the  Creek  Imlians.^'  How  is  this  inconsistency  to  be  re- 
conciled ?  The  witness  certainly  intended  to  convey  the  idea  that  I 
advised  bim  to  i^ign  his  appointment  as  Commissioneir  to  treat  witb 
the  Creek  Indians  /  He  could  have  intended  to  convey  no  other  i  I 
certainly  could  not  havcuadyised  hini  to  l^ign  his  appointment  as 
Cherokee  Conimissioner,  since  I  was  not  a  Cherokee  Agent;  and  an 
intimation  <f  that  the  result  of  theelecticm  had  operated  a  change  in  my 
feelings,"  could  not  have  been  considered  by  the  witness  as  of  the 
least  consequence  in  telation  to  any  negotiation  with  the  Cherokees, 
Besides,  he  hac[  just  returned  fi*om  an  unsuccessful  mission  tP  fliose 
Indians.  It  is  fsqually  certain  that  I  could  not  have  advised  him  to 
<' resign"  an  appointment  which  was  not  despatched  from  the  War 
Department  until  eight  months  afterwards,  and  which  he  had  no  ex- 
pectation of  receiving  until  after  the  receipt  of  one  from  the  War  Dor 
partment  in  reply  to  his  letter  of  28th  November,  giving  the  infbrma^ 
tion.  Again :  In  bis  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  the  14th  Janu- 
ary, in  answer  to  one  of  the  1  dth,  befoi*e  referred  to,  he  remarks,  «<  \ 
cannot  become  the  Agent's  accuser /' and  adds,  <<  My  only  allnaion 
to  this  officer  was  upon  the  ground  of  hi^  non-co-operation,  and  his 
omission  to  restrain  his  Sub-Agent  in  his  adverse  movements;"  and 
yet  tliis  letter  is  written  |n  reply  to  one  calling  upon  the  witness  for 
information  concerning  the  Agent,  and  this  call  was  madeahdan* 
swered  long  after  the  existence  of  the  alleged  <^  declarations"  which 
created  a  '*  beliet"  not  to  be  resisted,  tliat  I  was  opposed  to  a  treaty. 
put  sucii  are  the  inconsistencies  to  which  a  man  is  subject,  when,  for  tlie 
accomplishment  of  any  purpose,  whether  to  elevate  himaelf^  or  dqiress 
anotiier^  he  swerves  from  the  truth.  In  his  testimony,  he  refers  to  the 
written  correspondence  which  ho  conducted  with  me  previous  to  tho 
meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  iiis  correspondence  with  the  War  De- 
partment in  January,  and  the  entire  proceedings  which  occurred  pend- 
ing the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs  in  February;  as   the  senrtfn 
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wtieaiMio  derives  the  fact  of  tlic  Agent's  assumed  neutrality  at  Broken 

Ari^tlSI  wbitli  the  President  determined  to  be  incompatible  with  my 

^^tf^  ^^^^  f^^^  ^^^^  1^'  failed  to  re|K>i*t  or  i*estraiii  the  adverse 

iMjpeiiift  of  the  Assistant  Agent,  and  that,  by  **  my  letter  of  the  isth 

raKary**  last,,!  aimed  tp  prevent  the  ratification  of  a  treaty,  to  the 

fmnaUties  of  which  •<  I  had  before  made  no  objection,"  and  which  ha€ 

(he  remarks)  <*  obtained  the  sanction  of  my  ofticial  attestation.     Here 

are  three  derived  Jjcts,  evidently  the  i*esult  of  much  labor  and  care, 

bestowed  on  themllb  avoid  contradiction  with  other  sta^tements;  but 

it  is  perhaps  a  happy  circumstance  for  me,  thHt  a  confusion  of  purpose 

often  accompanies  the  devious  windings  of  artifice  and  mtsrepresen- 

tation,  by  which  both  are  detected  and  exposed.    Each  of  these  **  facts" 

will  be  considered  in  the  order  stated  by  the  witness,  and  in  connection 

vith  the  sources  whence  they  are  derived,  and  of  the  evidence. 

Ist.  As  to  my  assumed  neutrality  at  Broken  Arrow. 

Witness,  in  a  letter  dated  Washington,  Georgia,  July  £rth,  1824, 
to  myself,  and  to  be  found  in  the  printed  documents  accompanying  the 
Governor's  message,  2Sd  May,  1825,  after  announcing  his  appoint- 
menty  informs  me  thait  he  was  directed  to  cori*espond  with  me,  re- 
inarks^)  ^<I  am  happy  that  an  acquaintance  will  authorize  a  free  dis- 
cussion of  all  matters  connected  with  tlie  subject  ;'*  and,  on  the  8th 
August  following*  he  writes  from  his  I'csidence  to  the  Secretary  at 
War,  *<  that  a  young  gentleman  wlio  resides  at  the  Agency  readied 
'  here  yesterday;  he  informs  me  that  the  Agent  received  communica- 
tions from  th^  War  Department  and  myself  at  the  same  time,  and  at 
the*  moment  of  setting  out  for  Savannah  ;  that  he  will  be  here  on  the 
15ih  instant  on  his  return.  I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity 
of  the  interview  to  acquire,  in  detail,  all  the  information  necessary  to 
oup  futui-e  operations*  The  Agent  is  intelligent  and  communicative, 
and  I  AM  CERTAIN  will  afford  us  all  the  facilities  within  his  con^ 
iroU' 

On  the  6th  of  August,  I  addressed  him  a  letter  fi-qm  Augusta,  on 
my  way  to  Savannah,  where  I  was  going  on  public  business.   I  ap- 
prized him  that  1  was  informed  of  his  ikppointmcjit ;  that  my  attend- 
ance is  indispensably  necessary  at  the  court  in  Savannali ;  that  on 
my  return,  about  the  15th  August,  1  will  do  myself  the  honor  to  call 
on  him  at  his  residence,  and  make  the  necessary  arrangements  prepa- 
ratory to  tlie  meeting  of  the  Indians ;  and  I  expi'essed  a  lio|)e  that  a 
few  days  delay,  in  consequence  of  my  trip  to  Savannah,  would  not  in« 
terferewith  his  arrangements.     On  the  5th  September,   1824,  he 
writes  to  me,  and,  among  otlier  things,  states  he  shall  attend  Baldwin 
eourt  on  the  4th  of  that  month,  when  he  should  bo  glad  to  be  inform- 
ed of  any  matter  affecting  our  ncgociations,  and  concludes  by  adding, 
(<<  we  are  greatly  concerned  for  the  result  of  our  mission,  and  must 
(beg  you  to  prepare  the  Nation  for  the  issue  we  desire."   On  the  20th 
lof  the  same  month,  from  Princeton,  Creek  Nation,  in  i-eply  to  his  of 
Ithe  5tb,i  I  inform  him,  that  *^l  will  with  pleasure  close  a  contract  for 
'  yoa,  or  do  any  other  thing  you  may  i*equire  me  to  do  in  relation  to  the 
,  contraet,  or  any  other  roi^tter  toudhing  the  business  of  the  treaty,  that 
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X  can  conststehtly  do ;  but  it  must  be  distinctly  understood  ibat  it  if 
tahe  done  under  your  special  instruciums.**  On  the  £7th  of  the  sanie 
month,  I  write  him  again,  informing  him  of  the  time  when  it  vi^iild 
lie  roost  convenient  for  the  chiefs  to  meet  the  Commissioners  in  cooft^  ; 
-both  of  which  letters  are  acknowledged  to  have  been  receiv^ljr 
Colojiel  Campbell,  in  his  letter  •of  the  i3th  Octob^,  in  which  be 
fixes  the  first  of  Docember  following  for  the  intended  meeting  at 
Broken  Ai*row.  The  foregoing  contains  the  teqor  of  our  <<  writteu 
correspondence;^  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  I,  as  earij  as  the 
5th  September,  apprized  tl»e  witness  that  I  would,  <^  with  pleasure, 
close-  a  contract'^  ibr  the  Commissioners,  <«  or  any  other  thing/'  or 
any  other  matter  ^  touching.the  business  of  the  treaty,*^  that  I  <:ould 
«« consistently  do;"  but  that  it  must  be  distttictly  understood  that  what 
I  did  was  to  be  done  under  tlie  <<  ^lecial  instructions"  of  the  Commift- 
sioners.  Now,  it  is  not  intended  to  be  controverted  that,  to  a  certain 
estent,  at  the  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  I  did  ^*  assume  a 'neutral  po- 
sition.^' In  my  verbal  communications  with  the  Commissioners  I  in- 
formed tlkcm  of  my  intention  not  to  use  my  official  influence  in  council 
to  induce  tltem  to  dispose  of  their  lands,  but  that  I  would  not  throw 
any  obstacle  in  their  way.  I  was  influenced  to  this  course  from  the 
belief  that,  if  I  pursued  any  t)ther,  I  should  not  have  been dischai^ing 
my  duty,  eitiier  to  the  United  States  or  lo  the  Creek  Nation ;  since  if 
I  bad  pursued  the  course  expected  of  me  by  tlie  Commissioners,  (in  the 
absence  of  instructions,)  and  the  object  of  the  meeting  had  neyerthe- 
Jess  failed,  I  should  have  been  unable  tliereafter  to  aid  the  ulterior 
views  and  general  objects  of  the  Government  From  frequent  pre- 
vious conversations  with  the  various  chiefs  upon  the  subject  of  the 
proposed  cession,  in  whicli  I  endeavored  to  impress  upon  them  tiie 
necessity  as  well  as  propriety  of  tlieir  ultimate  removal,  as  will  be 
liercafter  shown  by  the  evidence  collected  in  my  behailf^  I  had  become 
convinced  that,  upon  this  subject,  there  was  much  excitement  among 
diem,  and  a  prejudice  against  a  cession  of  lands,  which  was  adhered 
to  with  all  tlie  suUen  pertinacity  so  peculiar  to  the  Indian  character* 
Jit  that  tittle^  Idid  not  conceive  it  to  be  within  the  scope  of  my  duty  to 
use  my  particular  influence,  after  ''  argument"  had  been  exhausted 
upon  them  in  vain,  to  accomplish  tlie  views  of  tlie  Commissioners; 
yet  I  was  willing  to  do  any  other  thing  that  I  could  consistently  do 
to  further  their  views ;  of  which  they  were  informed  in  my  letter  of 
the  5tli  September,  previous  to  the  meeting.  It  is  most  true,  tliat^^with 
the  liglits  only  furnished  him  by  the  Commissioners,  tlie  Pi^dent'^i^ 
determine  that  my  conduct,  as  represented  to  him  by  them,  was  incdVi- 
jmtible  with  my  duty.  But  had  he  been  apprized  of  aUiht  factSf  ^ 
subsequently  devclqied  by  the  testimony  hereinafter  referred  to,  I  feel 
the  utmost  confidence,  arising  fi*om  that  known  purity  of  intention  and 
chastened  sense  of  justice  for  which  he  has  been  always  distinguishc 
that  lie  would  not  have  pronounced  my  conduct  on  that  occasion  to  I 
<•  incompatible  with  my  duty.^*  The  second  fact  which  the  witne 
4leduces  from  the  correspondence  before  mentioned  is,  that  <^  I  failed  i 
report  o^*  restrain  tlie  adverse  movements  of  tlie  assistant  Agent*^' | 
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Tliese  adverse  movemenlB,  as  collected  from  the  sources  referre(|  t» 
by  the  witness,,  by  refei'ence  to  Colonel  Campbell's  letter  of  the  8th 
Janaary,  18£5^  t»  the  War  Department,  and  a  letter  from  the  Secre* 
tary  to  n^self,  of  tlie  IStl^or  14th  of  the  same  ntonth^  it  appears,  that 
the  charges  against  him  are  gencr»lty  that  lie  aided  a^  countenanced 
the  Indians  itt  their  opposition  to  the  treaty  }  and^  particidarly,  tiiat  he 
penned  the  publication  of  the  Creek  Chiefs  at  Tuckabatchie  and  the 
Pole  Cat  Springs,  and  that  their  meeting  at  the  latter  was  at  his  hous^ 
and  with  his  sanction  and  countenance^.  Now,  although  it  is  not  m7 
intention  to  defend  the  alleged  adverse  movements  of  the  assistant 
Agent,  since  his  case  has  been  disposed  of  by  tkeiH*oper  authorities; 
yet  it  falls  within  the  scope  of  this  defence,  to  advert  to  a  circumstance 
connected  with  this  impuited  ne^eet ;  it  is  this  :  that  the  witness  has 
not  only  in  bis  testimony,  but  also  in  his-  correspondence^  failed  en- 
tirely to  show  that  I  had  any  knowledge  of  them  f  consequently,  for-  , 
asmuch  bb  I  was  not  gifted  with  the  attribute  of  omniscience,  it  was 
impossible  that  I  could  either  «^  report  or  restnan^  what  I  did  not 
know.  But,  since  it  may  be  inferred  tliat  I  did  know  of  these  adverse 
movements,  unless  denied,  I  will  take  occasion  here  formally  to  deny 
any  knowledge  of  either  of  tiiem  which  would  have  enabled  me  to 
restrain  them.  In  relation  to  the  circumstance  attending  the  general 
charge,  the  proceeding  at  Tuckabatcbie,  and  the  more  recent  one  at 
the  Pole  Cat  Spring,  being  reduced  to  writing  by  the  assistant  Agents' 
which  last  is  said  to  have  taken  plaee  at  his  house,  my  knowledge  of 
each  of  them  was  obtained  after  they  had  severally  taken  place,  and 
the  last  happened  during  my  absence  at  Savannah^  on  [Hiblic  basiness; 
consequently,  it  will  be  perceived,  I  could  [not}  have  i*estrained  them ; 
but  the  true  proceedings,  as  published  in  tlie  papers,  were  reported  by 
me  to  Maj.  Meriwetlier,  one  of  tlie  Commissioners,  as  will  appear  by 
the  testimony  of  HamUy,  Blake^  Trlplett,  and  others,  aiid  referred 
to  particularly  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  defence.  Tliat  these  pi*o« 
ceedings  were  not  reported  to  the  GoTernment,  or  any  «>ther  law  of 
the  Nation,  is  most  true.  It  is  believed  that  neither  of  my  predeces- 
sors in  office  conceived  it  to  be  within  the  scope  of  their  duty  to  report 
the  laws  of  the  Creeks,  made  for  their  own  Government.  And  since 
tliese  laws  are  never  registered  in  the  arehives  of  the  Agency,  as  has 
been  erroneously  suppased  to  have  been  the  duty  of  the  Agent  to  do 
this,  why,  it  may  be  asked,  with  much  propriety,  did  not  my  imme- 
diate predecessor  inform  the  Government  of  the  law  which  appears  to 
have  been  made  on  the  West  Bank  of  tlie  Oakmulgee  river,  in  i8ia« 
by  the  testimony  of  all  the  Chiefs  in  council,  furnished  in  the  recent 
talk  held  with  General  Gaines,  and  the  testimony  of  Winslett,  here- 
inafiber  particularly  noticed  ?  It  is  well  known  tlie  Government  has 
never  required  it  of  them  or  me,  and  however  much  I  may  respect 
the  authorities  of  Georgia,  I  shall  not  require  of  them  concerning  the 
extent  of  my  duties,  especially  when  their  interest  may  be  supposed 
to  be  involyed  in  the  inquiry.  With  any  other  <<  adverse  movements*' 
I  am  wholly  unacquainted ;  nor  do  I  believe  that  any  other  exists. 

The  third  described  fact  la,  tiiat  he  (the  Agent)  <<  aimed  lo  prevent 
^  ratification  of  a  treaty,  to  the  formalities  of  which  he  had  before 
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made  no  objection,  and  uhich  had  obtained  tbo  sanction  of  his  officiat 
attestation.^'      If  it  is  intended,  by  this  fact,  ta  state  that  I  protested 
against  the  treaty  made  and  concluded  at  the  Indian  Springs,  on  tke 
12th  February,  18^5,  by  an  inconsiderable  (mrtion  of  the  Creek.  Na- 
tion, in  dii'ect  opposition  to,  and  violation  of,  tlie  instructions  of  the 
Grovernmcnt,  and  the  will  of  the  Creek  Nation,  after  having  witnessed 
tlic  *«  formalities*'  of  its.  exe€ution--^the  assertion  is  true.   Reference 
to  my  letter  to  the  War  Department,  on  tlie  13th  Ifebruarj,  1855, 
will  show  that  I  apprized  the  Secretary  of  War  tliat  the  day  before 
«<  a' treaty  had  been  signed  by  Mcintosh  and  his  adlierents  alon^  ;'' 
that  «*  being  fully  convinced  that  the  ti-eaty  is  in  direct  opposition  to 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  instructions,'*  of.  which  (  had  a  copy,  I  felt 
it  to  be  my  bounden  duty,  as  the  •*  Agent  of  the  Government  to  ap- 
prize the  War  Department  of  it,  that  the  Government  might  adopt  such 
measures  as  it  might  deem  expedient,  as  to  its  ratification.    I  further 
stated,  that,  if  it  was  ratified,  it  might  prodwe  a  horrid  state  of  ihxngt 
among  the  Indians;  that,  with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh,  and,  per- 
hajis,  two  others,  the  signatures  to  the  treaty  wore  either  chiefs  of  a 
low  grade,  or  not  chiefs  at  all ;  that  the  signers  were  from  eight 
towns  only,  when  there  are  fifty -six  towns  in  the  nation.    This  letter 
was  concluded  by  i*emarking,  that,  **if  it  bethought  necessary,  I  can 
give  you  ail  the  ]mrticularH  pending  the  negotiation."    Referring  the 
investigation  of  these  particulars,  and  the  circumstances  connected 
with  them,  together  witii  the  fact  of  ray  «<  aiming  to  prevent  the  rati* 
fication  of  the  treaty,"  to  the  succewling  branch  of  this  defence,  where, 
according  to  my  arrangement,   they  proi)erly  belong ;  I  will  here 
proceed  to  explain  why  I  witnessed  the  *•  formalities"  of  the  treaty, 
when  I  was  satisfied  of  the  improper  means  used  to  effect  it«     At  the 
time  of  the  execution  of  the  treaty,  I  was  present,  and,  at  the  special 
I'cquest  of  the  Commissioners,  I  signed  my  name  as  a  witness  to  the 
Jonnalities  of  its  execution.    In  doing  so,  1  did  not  tlien  believe,  nor 
do  I  now  believe,  1  was  tfiereby  attesting  the  correctness  of  the  trans- 
action, as  having  been  completed  according  to  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Government^  oi^  witli  the  consent  of  the  Creek  nation.    I  wit- 
nessed it  as  I  would  have  done  the  signatures  to  any  other  paiicr, 
which  1  might  be  called  on  to  witness,  with  this  exception,  that  Tttft^fc- 
ed  that  that  paper  might  be  again  identified  by  mysdf^  as  I  expected  to 
he  called  on  at  a  future  period.     At  the  time  when  tlie  Interpreter  and 
myself  were  i-equcsted  to  witness  its  execution,  it  was  distinctly  un- 
derstood, that  the  correctness  of  the  transactiotf  was  not  intended  by 
us  to  be  sanctioned  by  that  act,  although  the  attestation  may  be  riew* 
ed  by  the  witness  as  official :  reference  to  the  testimony  of  Captain 
Thomas  Triplett  ami  Col.  Hambly,  together  with  my  letter  to  the 
Wnr   Department,  above  referred  to,  will  be  suflScient  to  establish 
these  facts.     Captain  Triplett,  in  his  affidavit,  (composing  a  part  of 
the  evidence  herewith  submitted,)  states^  <<that  he  was  present  when 
the  treaty  was  signed.    The  manuscript  treaty  was  read,  section  by- 
section,  by  CoL  Campbell,  and  not  the  Secretary,  to  the  Interpreter^ 
who  interpreted  it,  as  read  by  Col.  Campbell ;  that^  after  the  treaty 
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V^jkB  intarprefed,  in|the  manner  above  stated,  and,  after  it  was  sighed; 
Ck>L  Can^bell  specially  requested  Col.  Crowell  and  the  Interpreter, 
to  witnesB  Us  execution ;  they  went  to  the  table  and  signed  it,  as  wit- 
Beaaes,  vrithoiU  reading  it  croer.  That  neither  CoK  Crowell,  or  tiie 
Interpreter,  bad  an  oj^ortunity  of  reading  it ;  that,  after  it  was  signed 
and  witnessed  Col.  Crowell  requested  a  copy  of  it ;  that,  after  witness 
and  C6I.  Crowell  had  left  the  room,  witness  remsuiLed  to  Col.  Crow- 
cUy  that  he  thought  he  had  committed  himself  by  signing  the  treaty; 
Col.  Crowell  replied,  that  he  had  merely  signed  the  treaty  as  a  wit- 
ness to  the  execution  of  it,  at  the  Commtosioners'  request^  and  with  a 
vieto  to  identtfy^  pmer  hertqfler  .*  for  that  he  miKht  be  called  on 
again.  CoL  Crowell  rarther  remarked,  that  be  had  only  witnessed 
the  signing,  as  he  would  have  witnessed  the  signatures  to  any  other 
i^per ;  not  intending,  thereby,  to  attest  the  correctness  of  the  transac- 
tion as  being  in  conformity  to  the  instructions  of  the  Government,  or 
I«^y  binding  on  the  Creek  nation/'  Col.  Hambly,  in  his  affidavii^ 
which  isalsp herewith  submitted,  stiOes,  «<thattheAgentandthe  witness 
were  required  by  the  Commissioners  to  witness  the  signing  of  the 
tnaifi;  wbicb  they  did.  It  was  understood  at  the  time,  that  the  wit- 
nessing the  treaty,  was  merely  witnessing  its  formid  execution,  and 
not  attesting  the  correctness  of  the  transaction/'  Mow,  if  the  under- 
standing at  the  time,  of  these  witnesses,  coupled  with  another  fiid^ 
that,  on  the  succeeding  day,  I  protested  aninst  the  treaty,  as  not 
Ming  made  according  to  the  letter  or  spirit  of  tlie  instructions,  and  the 
treasons  assigned  by  myself  to  Capt  Triplett,  immediately  afterwards; 
and  the  further  fact,  that  it  was  not  read  by  us,  and  no  opportunity  for 
that  purpose  aflbrded,  are  entitled  to  any  weight;  if  uie  intention 
with  which  an  act  is  done,  be  in  this,  as  in  all  other  cases,  allowed  to 
be  eirolained  by  expressions  and  understandings  accompanying  the 
act«.  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  its  true  character ;  then  is  the  act 
.  ot  signing  the  treats,  as  a  witness  to  the  formalities  of  its  execution, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  subsequent  protest,  n<vr  of  a  character  to  au- 
thorize the  in&Rinuation  which  closes  Cok  Campbell's  evidence.  Thus 
I  have  dispoiBed  of  the  third  and  last  fiict  in  tiie  testimony  under  exam- 
kiation ;  and,  whether  this  testimony  is  viewed  substantively,  or  in 
connection  with  other  circumstances,  among  upright  and  honorable 
men,  there  can  exist  but  one  opinion  as  to  Ibe  degree  of  credibility 
and  weight  to  which  it  is  entitled.  Substantivdv  considered,  we  find 
bim  recUess  of  the  suggestions  of  honor,  re^raless  of  the  dictates  of 
|roprit5ty,  and  unmindfol  of  his  character ;  disclosing,  according  to  bis 
own  statement  with  an  unblushing  assurance,  the  confidentiaLdeclar- 
ations  of  his  friend,  alleged  to  have  been  made  at  a  moment,  and  un- 
.  der  circumstances,  inducing  expressions  of  feeling  and  regret;  declara- 
tions, too,  which  have  been  shewn  never  to  have  taken  place.  Ac- 
cording to  his  own  shewing,  we  find  him  worming  himself  into  the 
bosom  of  an  unsuspecting  confiding  individual,  and,  at  a  moment  of 
deep  disappointment  in  which  he  pretended  to  partake,  drawing  from 
bim  declarations  aUeged  to  have  been,  as  he  says,  casually  made, 
and  nevelr  dreamed  m  afterwards,  and  used  under  the  influence  of 
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excited  £DeIing%  and  at  the  time  regarded  by  flie  wttness,  asite  ^!eSi# 
sioiis  of  tbe  momeat ;''  yet  these  declarations  are  treaaared  np^  and^ 
at  a  period  of  great  public  excitement^  while  tbe  Go^wnor  and  Lcn 
gislature  are  bending  every  effbrt  against  aie^  wbes  a  breath  may 
elevate  or  destroy,  with  a  perfidy  unequalled^  be  comas  Arth  and 
discloses  the  alleged  substance  of  tbe  deckratiomi^  under  the  wi^y 
and  specious  garbs  of  <<  I  think*'*  and^^HS  ihtuc^tu^*^  Pre^ 
senting  this  testimony  in  another  aspect,  but  judging  of  it  by  i^^ 
there  exists,  and  has  been  detected,  a  pi^able  contradictfea  ia  iecms# 
IVitBesa  considering,  at  the  time,  the  ^^dedaratioas,"  alfc^ged  fit 
^ave  been  made*,  as  not  importing  any  settted  feeling  on  tbe  sulyoct 
ef  a  cession  of  landa ;  yet,  before  the  committee^  aarigas  it  as  one  ef 
the  reasons  which  induced  a  belief,  not  to  be  resisted*  that  I  waa  apN 
posed  to  a  treaty.  Much  more  might  be  said  in  reladoa  to  .it|e  uiob»« 
ttstendes  detected  in  viewing  this  testimony,  in  connection  with  other 
circumstances ;  but  it  must  be  unnecessary*  I  will,  therefore^  pass  it 
byt  and  consider  the  testimony  of  the  next  witness  in  ordoTf  in  .ndft^ 
tion  to  tiie  first  question.  The  nanfe  of  tikis  vidtness  is  JaoMS  Mm-* 
wether.  In  commenting  upon  the  testimony  of  thia  witness,  I, shall 
omit  to  notice  all  tiiat  part  of  it  that  he  has  so  adroitty  communicated 
9s  coming  from  the  preceding  witne89»  D.  6.  Can^riidl,  fisr  these 
reasons :  Fir$t,  because  it  is  hearsay ;  siosndf  becaase  it  ha^  accoa^- 
pushed  the  object  which  induced  it  to  be  grafted  upon  the  stock  oC  hia 
own ;  it  being  evident  that  Col.  Gampbelrs  communications  to  Urn  are, 
repeated  only  to  enable  him  to  predicato  the  reasons  for  a  diffirent 
belief,  when  before  the  committee,  from  that  entertained  bv  him  at 
the  time  when  Col.  Campbelt^s  comnainications  wer^  made;  andr. 
thirdj  because  CoL  Campbell's  testimony  is  placed  in  such  a  point  of 
view,  that  this  witness  cannot  con^borato  hinu  even  if  be  were  to  n- 

Stat  all  that  Col.  Can^ibellever  knew^  or  heard  as  comfaig  from  faifl»i. 
isposing  thus  of  the  proemial  part  ef  this  testimony,  |  willprooe^ 
to  the  examination  of  what  remains.    The  witness,  after  detioling  a 
conversation  which  be  had  with  Col.  Campbell,  the  preceJir^^     :f  ness> 
proceeds  to  state,  that,  taking  into  view,  however,  the  time  wlicn,  and . 
the  occasion  upon  which,  this  declaratiou  was  made,  '^I  attiiljuted  it 
to  the  excitement  of  the  moment,  consequent  upon  his  disappointment 
in  the  iswie  of  the  contest  between  Gtovernor  Troup  and  Captain  Tal- 
bot    But  in  this  I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  I  was  mistaken  ;  1st,, 
because  Col.  Crowell  neglected  to  communicate  to  tlie  War  Depart- 
ipent  or  the  Commissioners,  the  Tuckabatchee  talk,  which,  I  believe^  ^. 
bad  been  held  principally  by  the  Chiefs  on  the  Alabama  side  of  the 
nation,  with  a  view  to  prevent  our  success,  in  the  Spring  of  iaS4f  and 
was  known  to  the  Agent  as  early  as  the  month  of  June  thereafler.*'  I 
will  dispose  o(  this  **  reason'^  before  I  proceed  in  the  examination  of  tbe 
others,    l^e  causes  which  inSuenced  me  in  not  reparting  tiiis  ^  ialk'^ 
to  the  War  Department,  and  which  this  witeess  impiatss  to  a^eo(» 
have  been  before  assigned  by  lae,  when  cooBmentiBg  an  the  testi- 
mony of  the  preceding  witoess*    It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  re- 
peat them  here.    ButlwiUtakeleayetoremarky  thaity  so  farfroai 
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Ml  coMdmicattng  ibis  <^talk^  to  the  <'  Comtikissionerg/'  I  availed 
njself  of  the  first  nuMWNit  when  it  was  in  mj  power  to  do  so.  Upon 
the  srriTal  of  Majot*  Meriwether  at  the  Aeencj,  on  the  Pimt  River^ 
m  fab  w«f  to  Brokm  Arrow«  I  i»«sented  the  paper  containing  the 
IMcabttichee  and  fde  Cat  Spring  proceedings,  to  him,  which  a  few 
boars  befbre  I  Iiad  nceived  hf  miul  from  Ahdvaaia.  At  the  time,  I 
did  notbelim  it  my  doty  to  do  so ;  but  it  arose  from  an  indinartion  to 
sftoi  iae  biai  of  those  yw?eedings»  which  had  been  but  recently  pub* 
llned^  not  witfa  *  view  to  inform  the  Moscogee  nation :  for  tludrhad 
Uen  doM  loiig  beto«  on  tiie  West  baniL  of  the  Odcmnljf^  river ;  but 
beeanne  it  WMManible  him  to  take  soch  measures,  at  the  approach- 
ing nMetfog,  at  lie  and  bis  coUeague  might  deem  most  advisable.  The 
fodU  that  the  Tteckabatchee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring  proceedings  were 
pregentod  to  lli|op  Meriwefliery  as  above  stated,  is  proven  by  testi- 
mony to  wUdi  1  will  now  advert  Captain  Triplets  in  that  part  of 
his  taslimony  rdatinqg  to  this  subject  says,  <<that  he  was  present  at 
the  Creek  4gMcv,  on  the  Flint  River,  on  the  arrival  of  Miyor  Me- 
riwether attfatptace,  on  his  way  to  Broken  Arrow ;  Col.  Crowell  had 
returned  a  day  or  two  before  from  Savannah.  On  the  day  of  Major 
Meriwether's  arrival  at  the  Agency,  the  Montgomery  paper  contain- 
ing the  Tockabatchee  and  I^le  Cat  Spring  proceisdings,  was  pre- 
aratod  by  Col.  Crowell  to  Migor  Menwe^r;  atid^  deponent  has 
heard  CoL  Jones,  on^  of  the  Georgia  Commissioners,  say,  that  (^ 
Campbell  received  the  paper  at  Twigg's  Court,  about  the  same  time.^ 
The  same  fact  is  testified  to  by  Luther  Blake  and  Col.  Hambly.  Now, 
it  will  be  perceived,  that,  in  reference  to  this  (act,  Mi^.  Merriwether 
otaadscmposed  to  these  Uiree  witnesses ;  and  this  communication  was 
made  bdore  he  went  into  the  nation. 

It  follows,  from  the  above  testimony,  that  1  did  not  neglect  to  com-* 
nranicate  to  the  Commissioners  the  **  Tockabatchie  talk,^  since  havinf^ 
coinmuniciited  U  to  one  of  them.  But  out  of  his  own  mouth  wiHT 
coademn  kiln.  Beferring  to  the  Journal  of  the  Commissioners^  of  the 
15tb  Beeeflriker,  1824,  it  will  be  found  there  stated,  that,  <<  in  a  con- 
versation with  Col.  Crowell,  the  Agent,  the  Commissioners  were  in- 
formed that  the  two  publicastions  dated  at  Tuckabatchie  and  Pole  Cat 
Springs,  signed  by  a  nundier  of  the  Upper  Town  chiefs,  were  written 
by  the  Sob- Agent,  Ci^itain  Walker;  that  the  first  was  bi^gbt  to 
tMa  i^aoa  in  June  last  No  signatures  were  obtained,  but  the  Agent 
understood  it  to  be  assented  to  generally.*'  It  is  difficult  to  perceive, 
if  the  above  communicafion  was  nuule,  as  above  stated,  bow  the  ^<  Tuck- 
aiatcUe  talk^  cooM  be  si^d  not  to  have  been  communicated  to  the 
^  GommissionerB/'  But  to  proceed  to  the  examination  of  the  testimo- 
ny :  Tlie  witness  forttier  renuuks,  that  he  believes  <<  that  the  Turka- 
batchle  talk^  had  been  <•  held  with  a  view  to  prevent  our  success.'^ 
Now,  considering  that  the  Commissioners  were  not  appointed  to  treat 
with  the  Creeks  until  the  16th  July,  1824,  as  has  been  before  shewn, 
and  consequently  c<mld  not  have  been  apprized  of  the  fact  until  twelve 
orfifteen  days  afterwards;  and,  considering  that  the  witness  alleges  tl|0 
^<  Tockabatchie  talk*^  to  have  been  held  in  <<  the  Spring''  of  that  year. 
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it  is  difficult  to  comprehend  with  whom  it  could  have  been  held  ^^  with 
the  view  to  jmvent  our  success.^'  So  much  for  t^e  first  reason  asaigtt- 
ed.  The  second  reason  is,  he  *^  assumed  a  neutral  position^''  as  tie 
(the  Agent)  stated  «<  during  the  negotiation  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  did 
not  afford  us  that  aid  which  we  had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  Agent 
of  the  Government  in  promoting  its  views,  especially  when  he  fir«- 
quentlj  declared  his  conviction  that  an  exchange  of  territorj,  and  a 
removal  to  tiie  West  of  the  Mississippi,  would  essentiallj  benefit  Hie 
nation.  And,  when  the  proposition  we  had  made,  or  had  intended  to 
mdkef  was  communicated  to  him,  he  observed  that  th0  Indians  would 

be fools  if  they  did  not  accept  it.^    Having,  in  the  examinatioit 

of  the  testimony  of  the  preceding  witness,  stated  my  reasons  for  tiia 
neutral  position  which  1  had  assumed  at  Broken  Arrow,  I  will  bardj 
addf  in  commenting  on  this  part  of  the  testimony,  that  those  reasons 
derive  additional  weight  when  examined  in  connection  with  this  part 
of  the  testimony  of  the  witness,  since  what  I  observed  to  the  witness, 
as  here  detaUed,  shows  that  I  had  no  disposition,  whatever  might 
have  been  my  private  opinion  of  the  advantages,  of  the  removal  df  the 
Ind^ns,  to  use  my  oflteud  influence  to  eflect  their  purposes,  and  there- 
by to  obtain  from  the  Indians  a  sort  of  constrained  consent,  while  a 
voluntary  one  could  not  be  obtained  by  the  arguments  and  inducements 
to  be  used  by  the  Commissioners.  The  witness  proceeds  to  state, 
Sdly,  ^<  because  I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  Colonel  Crowell  kww  - 
of  the  movement  by  which  the  departure  of  the  Cussetaus  from  the 
Indian  Springs  was  effected  after  we  had  been  informed  of  their  will* 
ingne&s  to  enter  into  a  treaty/'  <^The  reasons  for  which  belief^  are^ 
that  from  the  devotion  of  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  (whose  agency,  on 
that  occasion^  was  proven  to  my  satisfaction)  to  Colonel  CroweN,.  and 
bis  lodging  in  the  same  room  vdth  him,  I  cannot  bdieve  be  could  have 
taken  a  step  so  responsible,  without  the  privity  and  consent  of  tiie 
Agent;''  and  he  conclu^  his  testimony  by  remarking,  <^ these  cir- 
cumstances may  have  made  a  stronger  impression  on  my  mind  tiian 
they  might  have  done  on  others,  an^  if  they  be  too  strong,  I  bone  it 
will  be  made  apparent'*  If,  in  the  examinatu>n  of  this  part  of  the 
testimony,  I  shsdl  be  able  to  show  that  the  reasons  upon  ^ich  the 
witness  bases  his  belief  that  I  knew  of  the  movement  by  which  the  de- 
parture of  the  Cussetaus  from  the  Indian  Springs  was  effected,  are  in 
fact  without  foundation,  and  that  the  attending  circumstances  did  not 
exist,  I  apprehend  it  will  be  admitted  that,  not  only  the  witness' 
<<  stronger  impression"  should  be  removed,  but  that  he  is  responsible 
for  all  the  strong  <<  impressions"  which  his  testimony  has  made  upon 
the  minds  of  others  ^  and  I  promise  him  that  he  shaU,  at  least,  have 
the  opportunity  to  realize  thefull/ruttton  of  the  hopt  he  has  expressed. 
It  will  be  perceived  that  the  circumstance  upon  whidi  the  witness  predi* 
cates  his  belief,  that  I  knew  of  the  departure  of  the  Cussetaus,  are^    . 

1st.  That  Hambly  had  an  agency  in  the  removal. 

2d.  That  he  was  <<  devoted"  to  me. 

ad.  That  he  lodged  in  the  ^ame  roam  with  me. 
Hence  arises  the  witness'  belief  that  he  would  not  have  taken  ii  st^ 
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80  raiponsible  without  tiie  privity  and  consent  of  the  Agent.  Now, 
if  I  can  show  that  Hambly  bad  no  agency  in  the  removal  of  the  Cos- 
aetausy  the  two  latter  cift:ttm8tance8  can  farnish  no  grounds  for  the 
belief  of  the  witness ;  consequent!  j,  the  whole  fabric  cl  his  testimony, 
vdiich  has.  been  reured  with  so  much  care^  falls  unsupported  to  the 
0oiukL  The  testinumy  relating  to  this  particular  subject  was  inci- 
mntelly  referred  to  in  considering  the  motives  of  his  Excellency.  I 
propose  here  to  examine  it  somewhat  in  detail.  Colonel  Williamson's 
.rmrty  which  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  in  commenting  on  his  Ex- 
ceUen^s  letter  of  the  17th  February,  1825,  contains,  I  suroose,  the 
testimony  to  which  the  witness  alludes,  when  he  remarks  that  Hambly 's 
f  <  agency  on  fliat  occasion  wbb  proven  to  my  satisfaction.^'  It  will  be 
recollected  that  the  whole  of  the  drcumstances  detailed  in  that  refort 
in  relation  to  the  departure  of  the  Cussetaus,  as  have  been  alr^y 
shown,  are  predicated  upon  the  vague  and  uncertain  information  re- 
ceivcd  from  Indians,  who  heard  an  another  Indian  say  that  **  Steadham 
bad  told  him  to  go— Hambly  said  so.''  Williamson  remarks  in  his 
rqwrt,  that  he  went  in  search  of  Old  Tuskenahaw ;  that  he  <<  found 
him  extremely  indisposed  to  a  full  disclosure;"  but,  upon  being 
questi<med,  <<  he  acknowledged  that  Steadham  had  said  that  flie  order 
came  from  Hambly,?'  and,  in  the  language  of  the  report,  finally  <<  im- 
plicated Poethltyoholo,*^  that  <<  he  came  to  the  camp,  and  lold  them  to 
go^"  It  is  a  little  remaricable  that,  in  his  attempt  to  implicate  Ham- 
bly as  having  an  agency  in  producing  the  departure  of  the  Cussetaus, 
that  be  should  have  relied  upon  the  hearsay  information  obtained  by 
Williamson /fom  an  Indianf  who  heard  another  Indian  $ay  that  he 
heard  Steadham  «ay,  that  Hdnibly  said  they  must  go;  and  it  is  yet 
more  singularthat  tie  should  have  overlooked  the  bet  stated  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Conmussioners  of  the  llth  February,  1825,  Ihat  Poethle- 
yoholo,  (who  is  there,  and,  in  Williamson's  report,  called  the  head  chief 
of  Tuckabatchie,)  when  addressing  tiie  Commissioners,  stated,  <<this 
is  the  only  talk  I  shall  give  you.  I  shall  return  home  immediately. 
Such  is  the  message  I  have  received  from  my  head  chief,  and  I  am 
bound  to  obey."  Now.tbis,  taken  in  connection  with  what  William- 
scm  says,  viz :  that  ^<  Poethleyoholo  came  to  the  camp,  and  told  them 
to  go,"  and  the  fact  that  the  Indians  left  the  Indiian  Smrings  on  the 
evening  of  the  llth,  is  not  the  inference  stronger,  that  PoeOleydiolo 
ordered  them  awa^than  that  Oambly  did  f  But  it  does  not  rest  upon 
iniSBrence  alone.  The  certificate  of  Steadham,  a  half  breed,  given  to 
the  Special  Agent,  Major  Andrews,  states,  <<  that  neither  himself  or 
his  friends  were  induced  6y  eiiher  the  JStgentf  or  the  Interpreter,  Ham- 
bly, to  leave  the  treaty  ground,  as  supposed  by  Colonel  Williamson, 
nor  indeed  by  any  white  nuin  ;  and  that  the  real  cause  of  his  leaving 
was  this  :  the  chirfs  went  to  the  treaty  referred  to,  with  a  determina- 
tion not  to  cede  any  land ;  and  thal^  on  the  day  of  the  night  he  left  the 
treaty  ground,  a  message  was  received  from  the  Big  Warrior,  one  of 
the  two  principal  chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation,  by  Poethleyoholo,  in 
which  he  directed  the  latter,  if  he  had  exchanged  talks  with  the  Com- 
missioners, to  come  home  immediately  wifliout  signing  any  treaty ;, 
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that  ord^f  tiid  Kb  own  dcterminatfoii,  4we  UMtace*  tim  to  tekW 
thetrenQrnMmd.''  lUfereiicetDllM<<talk''rec«it|ylleM«etBMftM 
AiT0ir  wia  G6iMral0aiiMB  and  Muor  Andrew^  itefaetii  entibltai^ 
•d  ^  PocrtUeyoholo  himself  in  fMwmai^  that  the^epartdia  of  Am^ 
Indians  from  the  Indian  Springs  was  by  Ids  order;  that  he  (okt  1h6 
CommisBioBers  ihewshamligo;  and  inyited  the  CommnsiQMrs  4o  meet 
«tbe  Moscogee  nation''  In  foil  cooacily  three  moatha  afterwards,  at 
the  NationalCoiaicil  Sqnara^  Broken  Arrow.  Cohmd  IbmUyv  ht 
his  teslinoiQry  statm,  ^that^  on  the  dsj  previons  to  We  sigaiogof  tho 
trea^t  Poettleyobolo  told  the  Connnissioners,  ^ttatt  the  principal 
diieft  of  the  nation.  Little  Prince  and  Big  Warriory  had  sMt  hhaf 
Oere  to  hear  their  talks,  andretum  w  answer ;  if  thc^  hadexchailg- 
ed  talks,  to  bring  homo  their  chief;  and  that  he  invited  the  Goaniiis^ 
aioners  to  attend  a  fall  council  at  the  National  CSouacO  house atBrofate 
Arrow,  in  three  months ;  that  at  night,  as  it  appeared  afterwiirds,  he»' 
PoethlqrohoH  went  off  with  those  that  did  dqlart;'  fliat,  as  tother 
chiefiiandothersbeingsentoffby  white  men, the  witness  hasnohesiCafioii 
in  saying  that  he  belioTes  it  to  be  entirely  unfoanded.''  Here^  then^  wo 
haTe,^n^  the  testimony  of  Steadham^  through  whom  the  hearsay  eri*- 
dence  came,  denying  that  Hambly  or  myself  had  induced  him  and  his 
friends  to  leave  the  treaty  ground ;  $eoSnif  the  testimoiqr  of  Poethle-' 

Sholo,  who  himself  gave  the  order ;  and,  tAtritty,  ttie  testimony  ci 
uobly-^-aU  to  tike  same  point.  To  all  this  testimony  stand  oppooei 
the  bemay  information  collected  by  Willianison  in  his  ^iasoHc  ex^ 
pedition  to  bring  these  runaway  Indians  back  again.  Now,  1  wodd 
ask  how  stands  the  predicate  of  Major  Meriwethel^s  belief  j?  And 
what  becomes  of  the  whde  suptositructure  of  his  testimony^  when  tho 
foundation  upon  which  it  rests  is  thus  taken  away  ?  Havinc,  as  I 
conceive,  satisfactorily  proven,  and  thereby  redeemed  tim  |ledge  I 

£ve  at  the  outset  of  this  examination,  that  Hambly  had  no  ageneif  in 
>  removal  of  these  Indians  from  the  Indian  Springs,  it  is  nnnecea- 
sary  to  inquire  whether  he  was  devoted  to  me  m*  no^  or  wh^lier  ho 
fllqit  in  the  same  room  with  me  or  not ;  since  these  two  circnmiHangeg 
could  not,  by  any  ingenuity,  however  tpeewus^  heoometke  bmi$  sftks 
witne$^  belief:  it  would  tiierefore  be  entirely  supererogatory  to  *g(> 
into  the  inquiry.  The  testimony  of  the  two  witnesses,  Cohmd  Camp-^ 
bell  and  Miyor  Meriwether,  being  thus  disposed  o^  and  supposing* 
that  what  is  contained  in  tiib  part  of  Williamson's  testimony  rebting^ 
to  myself  may  be  of  importance  to  examine,  I  will  proceed  to  its  exa- 
mination. William  W.  Williamson  says, «« I  do  not  know  that  I  can 
l^ve  any  substantial  reason  for  believing  that  Hambly  would  subserve 
tiie  views  of  tiie  Agent.  I  did,  and  yet  believe,  that  Hambly  was  the 
cause  of  the  Indians  leaving  the  treaty  ground  at  the  Indiail  Springs, 
and,  under  the  then  excitement  offedtng^  and  the  statement  of  one 
<^ief,  I  was  disposed  to  believe  that  Colonel  CroweH  was  privy  to 
the  arrangement ;  and  it  is  from  that  curcumstance,  connected  with  tho 
various  other  causes  that  would  not  hear  detailings  tiiat  induced  me  to 
believe  that  the  Agent  was  unfriendly  to  the  treaty.'*  It  is  worthy  of 
remark  that  witness  cannot  give  any  <<  substantial  reason^'  for  his  he- 
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^^hil  limMf  would  8«kserte  my  views;  yet  lietdtescire  to  con- 
ymy  ^^itfermeeib$i  mich  ishis  beM^  It  is  aho  worthy  of  remark, 
that  lie  dficHaes  detailiiigt  in  bistestimeny^  theTarioiis  <^other  caases^ 
wUob  indlaoed  witness  to  belioTe  that  I  was  <^posed  to  the  treaty, 
bacawsa  thvf  ^^ipoM  luA  imr  ddmlimg;^^  and,  so  far  as  be  seems  .to 
imlinte  me  in  being  privy  to  the  '<  arrangement,^  it  is  scarcely  en- 
titled to  a  passing  remark ;  since  Ids  being  disposed  to  believe  that  I 
was  8o»  <<  wder  the  then  essdtement  (fftdingy*^  and  the  statement  of 
one  elites  whose  naoMd  he  appemrs  to  have  carefidly  witUield  in  his 
teitimmiyf  probaMty  fw  the  purpose  of  jpreventing  the  necessity,  and 
cepueqiieiit  exposire,  by  a  confirontation.  Connected  with  his  dtspo- 
sitioQ  to  suppress  thetrath,  is  the  flict  of  his  refusal  to  answer  interro- 
gatarasa  which  I  propounded  to  him  on  snbjects  of  importance  to  my 
defiraoe,  as  will  appear  by  his  letter  to  my  counsel,  the  reply  and  in- 
torrogi^tories  bereanto  annexed,  by  which,  If  any  thing  more  is  neces- 
sary to  show  bis  r^ogoance  to  disclose  any  thing,  by  which  there  is 
ayMribiytT^hisbefaigdet^^  will  be  found  in  ite  fullest  extent 
Tbiais  the  witness  who,  according  to  thetestimony  of  HamUy,  cor- 
roboratedby  Lems  Calflfrey  and  Drury  Spain,  and  other  circnButancesr 
mhidi'mU  ^hemrdetmUng^^  oflbried  bribes  to  Hambly  and  others, 
to  indoce  Ibem  to  use  their  influence  with  the  Indians,  to  eflbct  tiie 
eltlect  of  the  Commissioners.  Concerning  these  facts  I  will  now  pror 
ceed  to  inquire,  in  order  to  And  some  due  to  the  cause  of  this  <<.faxtfe^ 
WkentrffoiUMff**  imder  tbe  influence  of  which,  he  was  'dii^posed  to 
belieiw,  that  I  was  privy  to  tbe  arrangement  Hambly  states  in  his 
tostimoiqr,  m  that  Colonel  Williamson,  just  before  tiie  meeting  at  the 
Indian  Springs,  in  February  last,  came  to  CalffVvy^s  and  tarried  n 
49y :  CalflOrey  lives  opposite  to  witness,  and  twenty  miles  from 
Brdbea  Arvew.  During  theday,  CaMBrey  came  to  where  witness  was, 
imd  said  he  was  authonxed  by  Williaroson,  (who  is  nndentood  to  be 
the  brolb«viB4aw  of  Colonel  Campbell,  and  in  the  employ  of  the 
GouMnissioner?,)  to  offer  witness  eight  thousand  dollars  if  he  would 

CrsMde  the  Indians  to  sell  their  land  to  tbe  Commissioners.  Col. 
fllisniann  and  witness  started  in  company  for  the  Indian  Springs  : 
In  the  oeorae  of  conversation  he  stated  he  had  been  amolnted  by 
the  Cemfl^sshmers  to  cenduct  the  Indians  over  the  Misstaappi  ^  that 
he  was  to  have  the  money  ajppropriated  for  carrying  them  over;  ibai^ 
if  witness  would  use  his  influence  to  fffin^  a  treaty  and  a  removal,  he 
would  divide  the  profits,  and  would  puy  t6e  waees  of  any  other  per* 
son  who  might  be  necessary,  out  of  his  baUu  Witness  replied, 
that  be  laatw  that  there  were  Indians  who  placed  much  confidence  in 
him,  bnt  that  he  would  not  betray  that  confidence  ;^  and  this  witness  is 
corrobtHvted  by  CaUfreyand  by  SpAin,  \dio  were  present  Tbe 
other  witness  who  proves  the  otkr  of  another  bribe,  is  WURmm  Lottf 
who  states  that,  between  his  (the  witness,)  house  and  Moss%  Wil- 
liamson oSbred  Um,  if  he  would  go  to  tiie  Indian  Springs  and  assist 
them  in  getting  the  land,  he,  Wimamson,  would  give  him  one  thou- 
sand dollars ;  and,  if  they  succeeded,  he  should  have  a  mile  square  of 
V^'^    Witness  refoaed«  .  It  is  a  just  remark,  and  applicable  here, 
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that  W6  often  find  the  strictest  honesty  and  tnifli  in  Ihe  tmhfo  fjitii 
of  povertyy  and  we  too  often  find  knavery  and  falsehood  gliCtwiB|;  in 
the  tfamiings  of  wealth.  I  aj^rehend  whoever  attentiy^  peiimif 
Colonel  HamUy^s  testimony,  will  find  a  clue  for  the  ^^txcUemmt  €§ 
ftdin^^  under  which  Williamson  labored,  on  flie  occasioB4ibov^Fe» 
feired  to ;  since  the  departure  of  the  Indians  created  an  alarmiNi  his 
mind  that  the  treaty  would  fail,  and,  if  it  did  fail,  he  woidd  kse  a 
fatjcbf  in  the  profits  of  which  he  oflbred  to  share  with  Hamhly,  on 
certain  conditions.  The  witnesses  who  confront  him,  may  not  he  as 
well  known  as  Colonel  Williamson  is  in  this  community ;  bot^  never- 
theless, they  are  worthy  of  more  credit ;  since  they  have  not  the 
strong  motives  to  swerve  from  the  truth  thaA  he  evidently  had.  They 
were,  indeed,  too  poor  <<  to  offer  bribes, '^  but  they  were  too  Imteot  to  ac* 
cept  fliem  when  **  offered.''  A  moment's  reflection  upon  the  testanoDj 
and  conduct  of  the  two  Commissioners,  and  theur  Aid,  Cotondl  WiU 
liamson,  coupled  with  the  efforts  of  his  Excellency,  as  theil*  «Hx>- 
worker,"  all  tending  to  the  dismissal  of  myself  and  fho  United 
States'  Interpreter,  Hambly,  will  only  be  required^  to  iurodncea4m 
conviction  that  theur  jmnt  and  individual  purpose  has  been,  and 
is,  to  destroy  the  credit  of  both  with  Ihe  General  Government;  -stiice 
they  were  and  are  satisfied,  that,  if  an  inquiry  should  be  institntod  isto 
tiie  means  used  in  effecting  the  late  treaty,  its  attending  circnmstaac^es 
eonld  be  developed  by  both  of  us,  which  would  show  me  corrupt  part 
which  they  acted  on  that  occasion.  Thus,  then,  it  became  «m  fiaeiy 
and  matured  policy  i^ith  them  to  sacrifice  us  to  their  fears.  ^Bn^aaa 
testimony,  it  is  said,  is  the  source  from  whence  the  ^th  of  fiu^  BMst 
be  discovered ;"  yet  in  this  there  is  much  uncertainty,  as  is  illustrated 
in  the  testimony  of  Oe  three  witnesses,  the  ezaminatimiof  whichth«<re 
now  closed.  In  this  examination,  although  I  find  nothing,  when-all 
the  adjuncts  are  considered,  in  the  remot^t  degree  to  coat  a  shade  of 
suspicion  over  my  dficial  conduct,  or  to  sustain  the  charge  of  <<  pce^ 
determined  resolution  to  prevent  the  Indians,  by  all  the  means  in  ny 
power,  from  making  a  cession  of  lands^"  fix>m  atty  mativeSf  n^eh  Jess 
than  of  an  ^*unwortii/y  and  unjustifiable  character  ;'^  althoogh  it  is  not 
usual  or  necessary  to  prove  the  negative  of  an  afllrmative  charge^  an- 
til  it  be  established  by  affirmative  proof;  since  it  is  always  held  t»  be 
efficient  barely  to  deny  what  is  aflbmed,  until  the  contniry  be  prov- 
ed ;  and  since  any  person,  even  the  *^ Indian  Ageni^^^  is  to  becqiisi* 
dered  innocent  untu  the  contrary  appears ;  and  although  it  miiy  be 
unnecessary  for  me  to  adduce  supervenient  testimony,  since  the  i^ve 
witnesses  are  the  only  ones  who  pretend  to  say  any  thing  upon  the 
subject  of  my  supposed  opposition  to  a  cession  of  lands ;  y«t,  with  a 
view  to  divest  scepUdsm  of  all  doubt,  and  to  disarm  co^ttt^b^  its^of 
all  scruples,  in  r^erence  to  this  opposition,  I  will  briefly  advm^  to  a 
small  portion  of  the  mass  of  evidence  collected  in  my  behalf  on  this 
subject,  and  refer  to.  the  testimony  of  such  other  witnesses,  in  cchto- 
boration,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Proceeding,  then,  with  tiie 
evidence  under  the  above  limitation,  applicable  to  this  particular  topi^ 
Colonel  Hambly  is  the  first  witness.    In  his  testimony  he  ststes, 
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«  ibBi  he  Is  Hnslciiuainted  with  any  effort  made  by  tlie  Agent  to  create 
any  opposition  among  the  Indians,  as  to  the  selling  of  tlie  land ;  nor 
'  *icfl  be  believe  that  he^  the  Agent,  ever  held  any  council  with  them 
for  that  purpose.  If  he  had,  in  the  least  degree,  been  guilty  of 
:  any  flweh  conduct,  or  excited  or  advised  the  Indians  not  to  sell  their 
lands,  witness  is  certain  he  should  have  heard  it.**  Here  is  the  testi- 
wmvy  of  Hie  United  States'  Interpreter,  whase  intercourse  with  th« 
Indians  has  been,  and  is,  of  the  most  extensive  character.    If,  there- 

-  fiwrc,  any  eiq>osition  to  their  selling  their  land  had  been  made  known 
'  by  n»e,  a  circumstance  of  such  importance  to  them,  and  coming  from 
me>  would,  in  this  extensive  intercourse,  have  come  to  his  knowledge, 
llie  next  witness  is  John  H.  Brodnax,  who  states  :  <<That  he  was 
the  contractor  for  supplying  the  Indians  with  rations  at  the  meeting  at 
Braken  Arrow ;  that,  during  that  time,  witness  had  a  constant  inter- 
course with  Col.  Crowell ;  heard  him  frequently  converse  with  them 
(the  Indians)  upon  the  subject  of  the  treaty,  in  which  he  heard  Col. 
Crowell  remark  that  he  thought  they  had  better  seU  their  lands  ;  they 
would  have  to  sell  one  day  or  other,  and  now  there  was  more  offci-ed 
than  would  be  again.  Col.  Crowell  often  observed  to  the  chiefs  that  he 
hoped  that  there  would  be  no  division  among  them,  and  that  they 
wowW  all  go  together  to  the  West ;  he  would  go  with  them  ;  That, 
from  these  circumstances,  he  believed,  and  yet  believes,  that  Colonel 
Crowell  was  not  opposed  to  a  cession  of  lands.'*    In  another  part  of 

\1i«r  evidence  he  remarks,  in  relation  to  my  dcjiortment  at  the  Indian 
Sprmgfs  :  **niat  Colonel  Crowell  never  manifested  any  opposition  to 
the  Indians  selling  their  lands,  or  of  a  treaty  being  ma<le ;  but  the 
Agent  was  opposed  to  a  treaty  being  made  with  a  remnant  of  the 
nation,  contrail  to  the  instructions  of  the  Government,  and  so  ex- 
pressed  himself  after  the  treaty  was  made.  I  heard  him  often,  before 
tli6  treaty  was  made,  use  the  same  arguments  he  did  at  Broken  Ar- 
f«ow,  to  induce  tlie  chiefs  to  cede  their  lands.''  Captain  Triplett,  in 
his  testimony,  states  the  same  thing,  in  reference  to  my  conduct,  and 
ileportmertt^  tind  de<;larations,  at  the  Indian  Springs,  saying  <*  that  the 
Agent  advised  them  to  go  across  the  Mississippi,  in  tlie  strongest 
iemUm^^  Being  at  Broken  Arrow  but  one  day,  be,  of  course,  states 
nothing  of  my  conduct  there. 

Iddfd  W,  Harris,  in  his  tc^stimony,  states,  in  reference  to  my  de- 
portment at  the  Indian  Springs,  after  declaring  tlie  objection  made  by 
Roily"  M'Intosh  to  going  across  the  Mississippi,  goes  on  to  hsl^  : 
"To  which  the  Agent  replied  that,  from  the  map  of  the  coimtry,  there 
Were  parts  which  was  represented  as  mountainous,  ai>d  there  was  no 
do«bt  with  him  that  they  might  have  their  health  among  the  moun- 
tains, and  ample  hunting  ground  on  the  plains  below ;  and  he  would 
go  witli  them,  and  be  their  friend."  Jofin  WinsUtt  states,  in  reference 
to  my  deportment  at  Broken  Arrow  :  <•  That  he  was  there  during  the 
whole  meeting  between  the  chiefs  and  the  Commissioners,  in  Decem- 
ber last ;  had  ftn  opportunity  to  judge  of  Colonel  Campbell's  [presum- 
ed to  mean  Col.  Crowell's]  conduct  and  disposition  in  i*clation  to  tho 
selling  of  land  :  never  saw  any  thing  in  the  least  degree  which  could 
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induce  a  belief  that  be  was  opposed  to  a  cession  of  lands.''  John  A. 
Feck  (who  has  been  also  examined  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  State)  states  :  <«That  he  lived  on  intimate  terms  with  said  Crow- 
ell;  and  frequently  had  confidential  conversations  with  him,  a  great 
deal  of  which  related  to  tlie  Indians;  he,  Cro well,  always  thought 
it  was  best  for  the  Indians'  to  sell  their  lands,  and  has  frequently 
llfBard  him  advise  some  of  the  leading  men  to  do  so ;  and,  as  far  as  he 
knows  or  believes,  his  opinion  is,  that  the  said  Crowell  did  discharge- 
correctly,  as  Agent,  his  duty ;  he  always  appeared  disposed  and  anxious 
to  discharge  his  duty  to  the  General  Oovernment,  and  to  act  correctly 
towards  tlie  Indians.''  This  witness  had  my  confidence,  and  our  in- 
timacy  was  <<  confidential,"  as  he  says.  The  testimony  of  these 
witnesses,  upon  the  subject  of  my  deportment  and  declarations  in  re- 
lation to  the  Indians  selling  their  land  at  Broken  Arrow  and  the  In- 
dian Springs,  is  corroborated  and  supported  by  the  statement  of  the 
Bev.  Isaac  Smith  and  the  Rev.  Lee  Compere,  the  testimony  of  Nim- 
rod  Doyle,  Jesse  Wall,  Luther  Blake,  and  Bardick,  and  various 
others.  '  From  this  rapid  view  of  the  testimony,  it  is  manifested 
that  no  such  opposition  as  is  imputed  to  me  ever  existed.  On  this  tes- 
timony it  cannot  be  necessary  to  comment,  further  than  to  s^y,  that, 
if  it  be  possible,  in  any  instance,  to  prove,  by  testimony,  the  negative 
of  any  affirm^itive  proposition,  the  negative  of  my  **  predetermined 
opposition"  is  completely  established. 

Passing  then  from  a  furtlier  consideration  of  the  first  charge,  em- 
braced in  the  first  question,  I  will  proceed  to  the  inquiry  concerning 
the  character  and  weight  of  the  evidence,'  in  reference  to  the  second 
charge,  viz :  Whether  I  advised  and  instigated,  in  chief,  the  death  of 
Mcintosh,  and  his  friends?  In  approaching  which,  I  must  be  indulged 
in  referring,  particularly,  to  a  passage  contained  in  a  letter  of  his  E  jc- 
cellency  to  Major  Andrews,  before  referred  to,  wherein  his  Excellency 
takes  occasion,  in  regard  to  thia  charge,  to  state  his  belief,  <«from  the 
evidence  then  disclosed)  and,  exparte^  as  it  is,  that  I  «  am  so  for  inno- 
cent only,  that  I  was  not  present  at  the  time  and  place,  inflicting  the 
blow,"  with  my  own  hand.  Was  it  not  enough  that  I  should  be 
charged  with  having  advised  and  instigated,  in  chiefs  the  death  ef 
Mcintosh  and  his  friends?  Was  it  not  enough  that  I  should  be 
charged  thus  with  a  crime,  at  the  mention  of  which  human  nature 
shudders ;  not  with  taking  the  life  of  a  fellow  being  in  open  and 
honorable  combat;  not  putting  my  safety  at  hazard  by  the  act; 
but  ^*  advising  and  instigating,  in  chief/^  inducing  others  to  put 
in  execution  a  law,  sanguinary  in  its  terms,  and  for  the  violation 
of  which  Mcintosh  and  his  frieiMls  weretiie  victims?  Was  it  not 
enough  that  I  should  be  charged  with  all  this  I  But,  for  the 
purpose  9f  pr^udicii^g  the  community,  and  the  individual  entrust- 
ed by  the  Government  to  investigate  the  charge,  he  should  palm 
upon  the  public,  and  this  individual,  hi$  belief ^  which,  when  avowed, 
stood  opposed  to  asolemn  opinion  recorded  by  the  Legislature,  and  de- 
liberately approved  by  himself,  <<  that  there  is  nctt  sufficient  proef^ 
even  in  the  ex  parte  evidence,  to  justify  tliem  in  pi*esuming  that  the 
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Agent  ordered^  contriredy  or  instigated,  the  murder  of  Mcintosh/' 
The  termsof  peculiar  acrimony^  in  which  the  belief  of  his  Excellency 
is  conceived,  and,  indeed,  which  distinguishes  all  bis  communications, 
must  be  ascribed  to  its  proper  cause — a  deep  personal  interest  in  the 
oyent  The  only  difficulty  I  feel  in  meeting  this  charge,  and  expos- 
ing its  gpross  injustice,  arises,  in  controlling'  the  indignant  feelings 
with  wMch  I  view  it,  and  the  ineflTable  contempt  in  which  I  hold  the 
man  who  would  make  it :  but,  whatever  may  be  my  feelings  in  this 
regard,  they  shall  not  tempt  me  to  become  regardless  of  tinose  c6n- 
Siderations  which  should  influence  a  temperate  and  respectful  defence 
— ^temperate,  as  it  respects  its  objects^;  and  respectful,  as  it  regards 
the  Grovemment  to  which  it  is  submitted* 

But  for  the  high  respect  which  I  entertain  for  the  authorities  from 
whom  I  hold  my  appointment,  a|id  but  for  a  desire  to  comply  prompt- 
ly widi  all  their  commands,  I  should  never  have  deemed  myself  under 
any  obligation  to  refute  so  malicious  and  preposterous  a  charge :  ma- 
licious, because  of  the  motives  which  influence  my  accuser  in  making 
it ;  and  preposterous,  because  of  the  unreasonableness  of  ita  application. 
Little  did  1  believe  that  my  name  would  ever  be  coupled  with  an  act 
such  as  this,  implying  a  turpitude  inconceivably  greater  than  distin- 
guishes the  foulest  crime ;  nor  would  it  ever  have  been  so  coupled, 
but  for  the  existence  of  a  credulity  which  folly  itself  would  have  con- 
demned. 

Referring  to  the  evidence  collected  by  tlie  Committee  of  the  Legis- 
lature on  this  charge,  and  which  is  to  be  found  in  the  report  before  re- 
ferred to,  its  character  and  weight  will  be  considered,  occasionally 
referring  to  the  testimony  collected  on  the  part  of  the  defence. 

There  is  one  species  of  evidence  resorted  to  by  the  committee,  and 
to  which  the  Special  Agent  is  referred,  among  others,  by  his  Excel- 
lency, in  his  letter  heretofore  mentioned,  which  I  will  dispose  of  first. 
It  is  the  Indian  evidence  embraced  in  the  letter  of  both  the  Hawkins, 
the  wives  of  Mcintosh,  and  the  wife  of  Sam  Hawkins,  and  published, 
.with  all  circumspection,  among  the  documents  accompanying  his  Bx- 
*eellency*s  message  before  mentioned. 

How  far  I  may  be  presumed  to  be  implicated,  by  this  kind  of  evi- 
idesce,  I  will  leave  to  the  sage  reflections  of  those  wlio  have  collected  it, 
and  commented  on  it ;  since  I  cannot  conceive  that  evidence,  derived 
from  such  sources,  can  occupy  the  attention  of  the  General  Gk)vem- 
ment  or  its  officers,  for  a  single  moment  And  when  it  is  considered 
ftat  those  letters  do  not  contain  the  thoughts,  ideas,  or  words,  of  those 
whose  names  they  bear  ;  when  it  is  further  considei^  that  most  oC 
them  cannot  speak  English,  and  all  of  them  cannot  write  letters  thus 
dictated ;  and  how  easy  it  is  for  designing  persons  to  nrocui-e  their 
signatures  to  the  most  palpable  misstatements ;  it  would,  it  appears 
to  me,  be  worse  than  useless  to  incorporate  such  trash  in  this  defence, 
in  order  to  hp  seriously  controverted  or  irefutod.  I  shall  therefore  piass 
it  over  without  further  notice  or  remark. 

The  testimony  of  Francis  Flournoy,  although  proceeding  from  a 
Tvhite  manf  is  of  a  character  with  Indian  testimony,  and,  independent 
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of  its  being  founded  on  hearsay,  is  totally  un^woriliy  of  considersU^on, 
or  credit  A  brief  hif^tory  of  this  man's  knaveries  will  b6  sufficient 
to  prove  this.  It  seems,  some  sixteen  years  ago,  he  was  elected  by* 
the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  a  Commissioner,  with  two  others,  to  sell 
certain  fractions  of  jtlie  State;  but,  betraying  the.trust  confided  to  him, 
be  was  impeached  before  the  Senate,  and,  alter  an  investigation  of  the 
matter,  during  which  he  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  cross-eocaminalion  Ofut 
compulsory  process  to  procure  witnesses  in  his  favor ^  he  and  his  col- 
leagues were  convicted  ;  whereupon  the  President  of  the  Senate  pas^ 
sed  sentence  upon  them  ;  observing  that,  after  a  patient  examination, 
before  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  known  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  their  country,  tliey  had  been  found  guilty  of  barely  conspiring 
against  the  honor,  the  interest,  and  dignity,  of  the  People  who  had  con- 
fided their  property  to  their  trust  and  management ;  that  the  high 
Court  of  impeachment  were  satisfied  and  convinced  of  the  infamy  and 
guilt  of  their  conduct,  and  pronounced  Mr.  Francis  FlouiTioy  to  be 
disqualified  from  holding  and  enjoying  any  office  of  honor,'  trust,  or 
profit,  within  the  State,  for  and  during  the  term  of  twenty  years.  A 
certified  copy  of  this  sentence  accompanies  the  evidence  herewith 
submitted  ;  and  this  witness,  whose  character  has  been  festering  for 
tiie  last  sixteen  years,  and  who  is  yet  under  the  ban  of  the  sentence,  is 
raked  up  a  witness.  His  conduct  on  a  recent  occasion  shows,  that  the 
hope  of  reformation  is  extinct    But  let  him  pass. 

The  next  witness  brought  forward  to  inculpate  me,  is  Mram  MUeSf 
who  swears,  "  that  Col.  Crowell  informed  witness  that  Gen.  Mcln^ 
tosh  was,  at  the  time,  at  his  own  residence,  with  a  guard  around  him, 
and  that  he  would  be  killed  by  a  party  opposed  to  the  treaty.'*  .Wit- 
ness states  this  conversation  to  have  taken  place  on  the  87tli  April, 
18S5.  That  this  was  the  opinion  of  many,  I  presume  will  be  admitw 
ted ;  even  my  accuser  was  of  the  same  opinion,  as  early  as  tlie  26th 
February,  1825;  for,  at  that  time  he  despatched  his  Aid  with  a  talk 
to  the  ho^tlles.  as  he  chose  to  designate  tliem,  in  which  lie  says^  « if 
if  any  harm  is  done  by  you  or  your  people,  to  M'lntosb  a&4  his  peopfo) 
I  will  pursue  you  until  1  have  full  satisfaction  ;*'  and  yet,  theexpi*es^ 
sion  of  such  an  opinion  is  brought  up  in  judgment  against  me.  That 
his  Excellency's  interference  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation  hastened  th^ 
death  of  these  persons,  I  have  no  doubt;  but,  that  they  would  have 
suffered  for  a  violation  of  the  law,  at  a  remoter  period,  I  have  as  little 
doubt.  In  the  examination  of  the  subsequent  pari  of  this  defence,  cir- 
cumstances will  be  developed  to  satisfy  even  his  Excellency  of  the- 
justness  of  these  conclusions. 

But  to  return  to  the  examination  of  the  testimony.  Passing  over 
the  testimony  of  Elijah  M.  Amos,  who  states  no  material  fact ;  but, 
what  he  does  state,  reference  to  Doyle's  and  Jesse  Wall's  testimony 
will  shew  tliat  he  stands  contradicted.  I  will  take  a  brief  view  of  Mr. 
Jesse  Coxe's  testimony.  And,  in  considering  tliis,  it  is  subjection  Its 
face,  to  this  remark:  Tliat  the  questions  are  of  so  leading  a  character 
that  it  is  only  necessary  for  him  to  answer  in  monosyllables,  affirm- 
atively or  negatively,  in  oi*der  tp  convey  all  the  information  sought* 
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He  is  aakM  if  he  was  at  tbe  store  of  Thomas  Crowe]!,  iu  the  Creek 
natioDy  on  the  20th  of  April  last,  and  if  he  saw  Col.  Crowell  there ;  if 
be  did,  he  is  requested  to  state  whether  or  not  he  heard  the  Agent  make 
use  of  the  following  expreasions,  or  wonis  of  similar  im|K>rt :  **  Damn- 
ed cowards!  I  always  hated  them.  I  still  hate  them  woi'se  and  worse ; 
anj  people  that  would  suffer  one  man  to  sell  their  nation  ought  to  die 
and  go  hell.  I  once  put  that  fellow,  (meaning  Mcintosh.)  down,  where 
be  oughf  to  remain,  but  the  Big  Warrior  and  Little  Prince  reinstate<l 
him.  I  hope  the,  Big  Warrior  is  now  in  hell  for  it  and  that  the  Lit- 
tle Prince  may  soon  follow.  Wlien  I  was  at  Washington,  I  com- 
municated to  General  .fackson  the  grievances  of  the  people,  and, 
he  with  a  voice  of  thunder,  asked  if  the  Creek  nation  had  lost  all  spirit 
of  resentment  ?" 

£d  question  put  to  tlie  witness,  is  :  ^  If  you  did  not  hear  the  above 
expressions  quoted,  relate  what  you  did  hear  on  this  subject,  and 
wbetJier  any  persons  were  present  V* 

Witness  answers. 

To  the  1st  question^  '*  I  was." 

To  tbe  2d  question,  <<  I  did«" 

To  the  Sd  question,  he  answers,  <<  I  did  hear  the  Agent  make  use 
of  thase  words/' 

To  tbe  fourth  question,  he  answers,  <<  I  heard  nothing  more." 

Now,  considering  the  manner  tlie  questions  were  put  to  this  wit- 
r-  ss,-  and  the  answers  he  gave,  it  was  quite  a  convenient  way  of  get- 
ting a  witness  to  say  what  tlie  examining  member  of  the  committee 
wished,,  but  rather  a  singular  and  unusual  mode  by  which  to  get  legal 
evidence.  But  even  witli  all  tbe  aids  furnished  by  the  examiner  in 
making  the  statements,  I  affirm  it  to  be  entirely  untrue ;  and  the  proof 
of  this  affirmation  is  to  be  found  by  reference  to  the  testimony  of  Drury 
Spahfi  and  Enoch  Johnston  ;  the  former  of  whom  states,  <<  that  he  is 
well  acquainted  with  Jesse  Cox,  of  Jones  county,  in  Georgia ;  that, 
when  the  said  Cox,  on  his  way  to  Alabama,  put  up  for  the  night  at 
TboBMis  CrowelPs,  this  deponent  also  happened  there,  and  staid  all 
night;  that  Col.  Crowell  was  also  there ;  that  he,  the  witness.  Col. 
Crowell,  and  the  said  Cox,  were,  during  the  evening,  sitting  togetiier 
on  the  piazza ;  that,  when  supper  was  announced,  this  deponent  and 
CoL  CroiVell  went  into  the  supiier  ix)om.  After  a  little,  it  was  asked 
why  Mr.  Cox  did  not  come  to  supper.  It  was  answered  that  he  was 
taking  supper  in  another  room  with  his  family ;  and  s^id  Cox  was 
not  at  supper  witli  this  deponent  tliat  night.  After  supper  was  over, 
this  deponent  and  Col.  Crowell  retired  to  the  sitting  i^oom ;  there 
was  no  other  person  there  ;  presently  Col.  Crowell  said  he  would  re- 
tire to  his  room,  and  went  out  with  that  view,  and  to  his  room  ;  that 
this  deponent  did  not  see  the  said  Cox  and  Col.  Crowell  together  af- 
ter supper,  and  did  not  se«  Cox  again  that  night ;  nor  does  he  believe 
tliat  he  quit  his  room  that  night,  as  he  complained  of  being  very  tii*ed. 
In  tbe  HMrning,  tliis  deponent  rose  about  sunrise,  and  Cox  had  started 
to  Alabama.  This  took  place  about  the  £Oth  April  last  This 
deponent  hs^  seen  the  testimony  of  Cox,  taken  before  the  Com- 
mittee of  tlie  Legislature  of  Georgia ;  and  he  states  most  positively 
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that  he  heard  fio  such  conversation  or  remarks  from  Col.  Crowell  as 
are  attributed  to  him  in  the  testimony  of  Cox ;  nor  does  he  believe, 
from  the  above  circumstances  and  what  foHows,  tliat  any  such  coii- 
versation  or  remarks  were  ever  made  by  Col.  Cro^-cll. 

<<  And  this  deponent  further  says,  that  a  few  days*  after  Cox  passed 
with  his  family  to  Alabama,  a  traveller  said  that  a  man  from  Gteorgiaf 
)by  the  name  of  Cox,  had  stated,  in  Alabama,  that  Col.  Crowell  should 
have  stated  in  his  hearing  the  conversation  contained  in  Cox's  tes6- 
mony  before  the  committee.  In  the  fore  part  of  May  last.  Cox  stop* 
ped  at  this  deponent's  house  on  his  return  from  Alabama.    This  de» 

Sonent  then  stated  to  Cox  that  a  traveller  had  informed  deponent  that 
e,  Cox,  had  said  the  Agent,  Cdl.  Crowell,  in  a  conversation  with 
him,  Coi(,  said  that  the  Indians  were  damned  cowards,  and  that  the 
Agent  hated  them  worse  and  worse  ;  that  he  had  once  put'down  Mc- 
intosh, but  the  Big  Warrior  and  Little  Prince  bad  reinstated  him  ; 
and  he  hoped  the  Big  Warrior  was  in  hell  for  it,  and  that  the  Little 
Prince  would  soon  follow.  This  deponent  then  asked  Cox,  distinctly , 
whether  he  had  said  so,  or  heard  the  Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  say  so,  or 
say  any  thing  like  it :  to  this  question  Cox  distinctly  answered,  ht 
neroer  heard  the  Agent  say  any  thing  about  the  subject^  but  that  he,  CaXj 
had  said  he  heard  another  man  say  so." 

Enoch  Johnston  testifies  « that  he  was  present  during  the  night 
that  Jesse  Cox  staid  at  Thomas  CrowelPs.  on  his  way  to  Alabama, 
in  April  last ;  and,  from  his  observations  and  his  general  attendance 
during  the  time,  heard  no  conversation  like  that  attributed  to  €oL  OtofwM 
in  the  testimony  of  CoXf  whicfi  he  has  seen  and  heard  read;  nor  does 
he  believe  any  such  conversation  took  place.  His  reasons  for  this  be- 
lief are,  that  Cox  did  not  eat  supper  at  the  table  with  Col.  Crou-ell, 
but  supped  with  his  family  in  a  private  room ;  was  not  out  of  his  rocan 
after  supper,  as  witness  recollects,  because  he  started  very  early  in 
the  morning ;  and  he  soon  after  (Col.  Crowell)  returned  to  his  own 
quarters  in  anotlier  building ;  and  because  Col.  CroweU  seldom  visits 
the  bar  room,  and  seldom  visits  the  tavern,  exce))t  to  eat  hia.aiealsy 
and  then  again  returns  to  his  own  quarters.''  It  wiU  be  perceived 
in  the  testimony  of  Spain,  that  he  alludes  to  the  same  time  that  Cox 
does.  And,  from  thecircumstancesminutelystated  by  Spain  and  John- 
ston, it  is  quite  certain  that,  if  I  had  made  use  of  the  declarations  imputed 
to  me  by  Cox,  that  Spain,  at  least,  must  have  heard  it  too ;  yet  both 
Spain  and  Johnston  state  they  never  heard  any  such  declarations. 
Again,  Spain  having  heard  that  Cox  had  reported  such  a  storytn 
Alabama,  on  Cox's  return  he  puts  the  question  distinctly  to  him.  Cox, 
who  answered  he  never  had  said  any  such  thing  as  coming/mm  me^ 
but  that  he  had  said  he  heard  it  from  anotlier  man. 

I  am  apprised  that  it  is  said  that  one  affirmative  witness  will  out- 
weigh many  negative  ones;  yet,  is  it  not  extraordinary  that  the 
alleged  declarations  should  have  been  intended  for  the  prurtency  oF 
Mr.  Jesse  Cox's  ear  alone  ?  Besides,  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  last 
question  Mr.  Cox  does  not  choose  to  answer;  for  what  purpose  is 
apparent^  since  it  is  evident,  if  he  had  done  so,  he  might  huve  far- 
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nisfaed  Midence  against  hiniselt  This  fact^  taken  in  connection  with 
the  sQspicious  manner  of  putting  to  him  the  **  questions,^  quoting 
verbatim  the  very  words  to  which  it  was  desired  he  should  testify^ 
abewsy  that  the  veriest  wretch  who  ever  ate  the  bread  of  perjury  could 
not  have  sworn  more  at  random. 

J(9kn  C.  Kennedy 9  is  the  next  witness-brought  forth  to  prove  certain 
expressions,  which  he  alleges  to  have  heani  me  make,  pending  the 
Investigation  before  the  committee.  This  witness  evidently  details  a 
story  coin^  for  him  by  some  person,  to  be  used  before  the  committee, 
as  a  brief  reference  to  his  testimony  will  shew.  He  describes  me  in 
tbe  following  manner :  «  A  man  of  rather  a  DARK  COMPLEXION, 
wAmn  they  frequently  called  Colonel  Crowell.^  Now,  as  I  am  known 
to  have  quite  a  different  complexion,  it  must  be  evident  lie  meant  some 
oilier  man,  if  indeed  he  ever  heard  any  such  conversation.  Jyb  such 
oooversation  ever  took  place  as  he  has  alleged.  If  it  had,  it  is  qmtb 
possible  there  would  have  been  sought  an  opportunity  of  finding  the 
nameless  individual  with  whom  it  had  taken  place,  since  the  witness- 
say^  this  person  and  myself  appeared  to  be  <<  both  very  mad,*'  and 
<<  walked  off 

Such  is  tbe  species  of  testimony— -such  its  character  and  weight 
— which  a  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Republic  has  been  gravely 
engaged  in  collecting,  to  prove  that  I  **  instigated,  in  chief,  the 
death  of  Mcintosh."  In  reference  to  a  majority  of  this  committee, 
whose  labors  have  terminated  so  successfully,  I  will  remark,  that  it 
ie  painful  to-observe  to  what  lengths  men  will  go,  whose  minds  are 
under  the  influence  of  prejudice,  in  their  ruthless  efforts  to  injure 
one  whom  they  imagine  has  stood  in  the  way  of  a  favorite  purpose. 
They  are  welcome  to  all  the  enjoyment  such  efforts  may  yield  them, 
and  to  all  the  advantages  of  the  achievement.  I  shall  never  disturb 
the  pleasures  of  the  one,  or  interfere  with  their  claims  to  tbe  glory 
of  the  other. 

Before  closing  this  hasty  and  imperfect  view  of  the  testimony,  I 
will  here  take  occasion  to  remark  that,  hitherto,  I  have  passed  over 
iv  sHeoce  that  testimony  which  the  committee  has  collected,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  conduct  and  sayings  of  others,  with  a  view,  as  a  majo- 
rity of  the  committee  allege,  to  establish^*  an  unity  of  purpose  and 
concert  in  action''  between  those  persons  and  myself :  and  noticing 
this  evidence  at  this  time,  I  have  done  so  only  to  mark  more  clearly 
tbe  Injustice  of  the  whole  proceeding;  since,  whatever  may  be  tbe 
opinion  of  this  committee,  ia  reference  to  the  question  of  how  far  I 
osgbt  to  be  affected  by  the  sayings  and  doings  of  men  over  whom  I 
bad  no  control,  and  therefore  for  whose  conduct  I  could  not  be  re- 
sponsible, it  cannot  be  considered  than  anomalous  in  its  tendency, 
and  oppressive  in  its  consequences.  Before  taking  leave  of  this  branch 
of  the  subject,  (  deem  it  necessary  to  advert  to  one  or  two  more 
pieces  of  evidence,  connected  with  it,  in  reference  to  the  immediate 
causes  that  hurried  Mcintosh  to  his  fate.  It  has  already  appeared 
that  bis  Excellency  sent  his  Aid  into  the  nation,  threatening  ^^ven- 
geanei^*  and  destruction  if  Mcintosh  was  harmed;  and  it  was  then 
observed,  that  circumstances  would  be  developed  to  satisfy  even  his 
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Excellencyt  that  his  interFerence  accelerated  the  death  of  Mcintosh; 
though  intended  otherwise^  I  hav^  no  doubt*   Referring  to  tbe*docu- 
mants,  it  will  be  found  that  a  letter  has  been  published^  with  Mcin- 
tosh's name  to  it,  of  the  23th  April  last,  in  which  be  is  made  to  saj 
that  he  **  consented  to  the  immediate  survey  of  the  land,  and  purport- 
ing to  be  signed  <  in  behalf  of  the  nation,  and  ttte  consent  of  the  cfiiefii 
of  the  same/'    His  Excellency's  proclamation  convening  the  Legis- 
lature, which  is  a  matter  of  public  notorie^,  the  letter  above  referred 
to,  connected  with  Mcintosh's  violation  of  a  national  law,  were.the 
immediate  causes  of  his  death,  as  appears  by  the  testimony  of  OoL  ' 
Hambly  and  others.    The  existence  of  this  law  is  clearly  estabJisbed 
by  the  letter  of  General  Gaines,  of  the  10th  of  July,  to  the  Governor 
of  Georgia,  in  which  he  says,  **  1  met  them  (the  Indians)  at  Broken 
Arrow,'  the  usual  place  of  holding  the  Great  Council  of  the  nation. 
I  could  not,  therefore,  but  view  this  supposed  hostile  party  as  in  fact 
and  in  truth  the  Creek  JVUtionf  and  altogether  free  of  the  spirit  of 
hostility  ascribed  to  them.     I  have  received  from  them,  in  Council 
assembled,  the  most  deliberate  assurance  of  tlieir  determination  to  be 
peaceable  and  friendly  towards  their  absent  people^  as  well  as  towards 
the  United  States.    They  regretted  the  necessity  which  they  contend 
existed,  for  tlie  strong  measures  they  adopted  against  Greneral  Mcln* 
tosh,  and  others,  who,  they  affirm,  forfeited  and  lost  their  lives  by 
having  violated  a  well  known  law  of  the  nation.  They  have  engaged 
to  restore  all  property  taken,  and  to  pay  for  all  that  has  been  de- 
stroyed contrary  to  law ;  and  they  have  promised  to  allow  a  reason- 
able time  for  those  who  have  borrowed  and  run  off  with  money  out 
of  their  national  treasury,  to  reimburse  the  same."  By  the  testimony 
of  John  Winslett,  who  states,  that,  <<  wlien  Mcintosh  was  about  to 
sign  the  treaty,  Poethle  Yoholo  reminded  him  he  was  aboat  to  violate 
a  law  that  had  been  made  by  the  nation,  and  warned  htm  of  the  con- 
sequences." This  witness  is  corroborated  by  Capt  Triplett,  Colonel 
Hamblyi  Rev.  L.  Compere,  Bailey,  and  others.    The  Rev.  Isaac 
Smith  states,  <<  that,  at  a  ball  play  near  his  house>  about  one  yemr 
ago,  Mcintosh  proclaimed  it  to  the  Indians,  and  said  whoever  broke  it 
would  be  put  to  death.  Chilly  Mcintosh  has  mentioned  the  existence  of 
suob  a  law,  and  that  no  land  would  be  sold  in  consequence  of  that 
law."  He  is  corroborated  by  the  t^wo  Mr.  Berryhills,and  various  others* 

It  is  deemed  to  be  unnecessary  to  extract  more  from  the  maas  of 
testimony  collected  on  this  subject.  The  facts  disclosed  are  conclu- 
sive, that  Mcintosh  and  his  friends  became  the  victims  of  therr  own 
misconduct  in  violating  this  law;  that  their  fate  was  precipitated  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  and  the  letter  whicb  be  pofolished, 
connected  with  his  Aid  going  into  the  nation  :  for,  while  the  latter 
lolled  them  into  a  false  security,  the  two  former  produced  the  iaiiBe- 
diate  result  above  mentioned.  But  it  has  been  intimated,  that  the 
determination  of  the  Indians  was  known  to  me.  Reference  to  the 
Talk  of  the  chiefs  in  Council,  to  General  Gaines  and  Miyor  Andrews, 
proves  that  no  white  man  bnt  Button  knew  of  it. 

It  lias  been  supposed  that,  if  I  suspected  it,  I  onght  to  have  pre* 
vented  it.    There  was  but  one  way  to  have  done  that,  since  his  Ex- 
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cellency's  threats  had  no  eflfect;  and  that  was*  to  have  apprised  Mcln- 
tosh  of  the  danger.  He  waa  apprised  of  it:  for  it  appears  the  Gover* 
nor  sent  his  Aid  into  tlie  nation  at  the  request  of  Mcintosh  and  hia 
friends*  Bat  I  need  not  say  more  on  this  topic.  The  evidence  is 
conclusive,  to  sustain  what  I  have  said ;  and  I  now  leave  this  branch 
of  the  subject.  In  doing  which,  I  cannot  forbear  to  observe,  that, 
abstractly,  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  stepped  aside  from  the  legiti- 
mate objects  of  their  duty,  when  they  instituted  this  Inquiry ;  since, 
being  an  officer  of  the  General  Government,  whatever  my  official 
coo£ict  may  have  been  in  relation  to  this  matter,  they,  at  least,  bad 
no  right  to  institute  proceedings  for  its  investigation.  They,  doubt* 
less^  knew  that  exercising  the  right  of  investigating,  implies  also  the 
right  of  punishing;  and  this  latter,  thank  God!  they  did  not,  and 
could  not,  exercise.  Yet  their  proceedings  have  produced  one  result 
— an  opportunity  has  been  afforded  me  thereby  of  satisfying  tiie  Go- 
vernment of  my  country  that,  however  the  contrary  may  be  asserted^ 
there  exists  no  just  cause  for  the  char|;es  which  the  Chief  Magistrate 
of  Georgia  has  thought  proper  to  exhibit  against  me. 

This  brings  me  to  the  consideration  of  the  fourth  point,  namely : 

The  means  used  in  effiscting  the  late  treaty,  as  illustrative  of  the 
exciting  causes  which  produced  the  execution  of  M^ntosh  and  otliers. 
However  indisposed  1  may  be  to  incorporate  in  this  defence,  facts 
and  Circumstances  which  will  go  to  unmask  a  transaction  in  which 
the  United  States*  Commissioners,  and  their  ardent  co-workers,  were 
engaged ;  a  transaction  which,  for  fraud  and  corruption^  and  the  cul-  - 
pable  character  of  the  means  used,  is  calculated  to  cast  a  deep  strain 
upon*  the  national  escutcheon ;  yet,  feeling  myself  tender  the  im- 
perious necessity  of  doing  so,  in  my  own  justification,  I  will  proceed 
to  the  development  of  circumstantial  particulars,  in  connection  with 
the  means  used  in  effecting  the  late  treaty,  marked  In  their  character 
by  an  unholy  desire  to  attain  the  object,  regardless  of  the  consequen- 
ces, and  sustained  by  an  imposition  as  gross  as  it  Waseffectual» 
lirhicb  it  is  nty  purpose  to  investigate  as  illustrative  of  the  exciting 
caoses  of  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  and  his  friends. 

This  is  an  interesting  branch  of  the  subject*  and  will  therefore  be 
considered,  in  reference  to  the  following  particulars : 

Fir$i.  That  the  treaty  was  not  made  according  to  the  letter  or 
spirit  of  the  instructions. 

Second.  That  unusual  and  improper  means  Were  used  in  effect- 
ing it. 

Third.  That  imposition  was  practised  upon  the  Government  to  in- 
duce its  ratification. 

It  is  intended  to  consider  these  particulars  in  their  order. 

If  this  investigation  should  result  adversely  to  the  imifiediate  in- 
terest of  Georgia,  she  must  ascribe  it  to  the  conduct  of  her  Chief  Ma- 
gistrate, and  his  agents,  in  thus  imposing  upon  me  the  unwelcome 
task. 

As  to  ihefrst  particular^  the  subject  naturally  leads  to  the  inqiwry 
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into  the  extent  of  the  Commissioners'  instructions  to  treat  Ibr  a  ces- 
sion of  land. 

In  the  lettei'  of  Govi^rnor  Troup  to  the  President^  of  tlie  2$a  De- 
eember,  1824«  before  referred  tOf  he  remarlu :  *^  A  treaty  can  be  inw 
mediately  signed,  upon  the  conditions  ivhicb  will  be  disclosed  by  the 
Commissioners/'  This  letter  Colonel  Campbell  was  the  bearer  of 
to  the  President.  Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Washington  City,  he  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  date  of  the  Uth  Ja* 
nuary,  18£5,  accompanying  the  documents,  in  which  he  observes: 
**  The  facts  heretofore  disclosed,  shew  a  willingness  on  the  part  of 
the  Indians  within  the  Gkergia  limits,to  cede  their  territory*  and  to  emi- 
grate ;  but  insurmountable  obstacles  present  themselves  to  the  accept- 
ance of  a  treaty  thus  concluded.  I  now  propose  to  re- assemble  the 
chiefs,  of  the  whole  nation,  to  renew  the  oflTers  already  made  to  ob- 
tain  the  entire  Creek  country,  if  practicable;  but*  if  this  cannot  he 
effected,  then  to  accept  a  treaty  signed  by  the  chieb  within  the  limits 
of  Georgia ;  provided  such  treaiy  be  accompanied  by  the  assent  * 
of  the  other  chiefs,  that  the  land  to  be  abandoned  by  the  emigrating 
party,  shall  be  immediately  subject  to  the  disposition  of  tho  Govern- 
ment. If  the  President  entertains  the  like  views,  and  we  can  receivo. 
specific  instructions  that  the  plan  here  proposed,  coincides  with  the 
wishes  and  policy  of  the  Government,  I  have  a  ttrang  assurance  that 
a  treaty  highly  favorable  may  shortly  be  obtained."  To  which,  on 
the  18th  of  January,  1825;,  the  Secretary  of  War  replies:  <«Tb« 
President  has  deliberately  considered  the  proposition  submitted  by 
the  Commissioners,  to  treat  with  the  Creeks,  of  holding  a  separate 
treaty  with  Gen.  Mcintosh  for  a  cession  of  that  portion  of  the  Creek 
territory  lying  within  the  limits  of  Georgia;  and  although  he  is  ^ery 
desirous  of  acquiring  for  the  State  of  Georgia  the  land  in  question^ 
he  is  of  opinion  that  he  cannot^  with  propriety^  authorize  tbe^  treat- 
ing with  Gen«  Mcintosh  alone,  as  proposed  by  the  ComoHSsioners* 
There  can  be  no  objection  to  an  arrangement  with  him  to  abandoa 
the  country  which  he  now  occupies,  and  to  settle,  with  his  fpIlouerSf 
on  such  tract  of  country  as  might  be  assigned  to  him  on  the  Weat  of 
the  Mississippi ;  but  the  President  is  of  opinion,  that  it  is  not  in  the  pow- 
er of  General  Mcintosh  to  cede  any  portion  of  the  lands  belonging  to 
the  Creek  nation,  without  the  assent  of  the  nation  itself.  The  prin- 
ciple on  which  such  cession  woDld  be  made  without  such  consent, 
would  iuYolve  the  idea  that  every  individual  in  the  nation  would  have 
a  right  to  cede  to  the  United  States,  the  particular  portion  of  the 
country  in  which  he  might  be  in  actual  occupancy,  and  would,  in  ef- 
fect, completely  destroy  that  degree  of  independence  which,  under  the 
laws,  treaties,  and  usages,  of  the  Government,  they  have  ever  enjoyed. 
Though  (the  Secretary  proceeds  to  remark)  a  treaty  cannot  be  made 
for  these  reasons,  with  General  Mcintosh  alone,  for  a  cession  of  ter- 
ritory, yet  the  President  can  see  no  objection  to  a  renewal  of  the  ne- 
gotiation as  proposed  by  your  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  in  order  to 
obtain  an  arrangement  with  General  Mcintosh,  with  |A«  eonwiU  of 
the  nation,  for  a  cession  of  the  country  in  question^  and  you, are  ac- 
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cordingly,  in  conjunction  with  Major  Meriwether,  as  Commission* 
era,  authorized  to  renew  the  negotiation.  Tou  will  however  dis- 
tinctljr  perceive,  in  the  remarks  which  have  been  made,  that,  what- 
ever  arrangement  may  be  made  with  General  Mcintosh  for  a  cession 
of  territory,  must  be  made  by  the  Criek  nation,  in  the  usual  form, 
and  upon  the  ordinary  principles  with  which  treaties  are  held  with 
the  Indian  tribes.''  Thus,  we  find,  by  reference  to  Colonel  Camp- 
bell's letter,  the  «  conditions^*  alluded  to  by  Governor  Troup,  fully  ex- 
plained, and  a  proposition  formally  submitted  to  the  Government  to 
treat  with  a  particular  portion  of  the  Creek  nation,  provided  such 
treaty  be  accompanied  by  the  assent  of  the  other  chiefs.  This  pro- 
viso was  put  in,  doubtless,  because  Colonel  Campbell  viewed  the 
**  obstacles"  as  «<  insurmountable,"  if  a  treaty  with  a  part  of  the  In- 
dians should  be  made  without  such  **  assent*'  Passing  on  to  the  re- 
ply of  the  Secretary  of  War,  we  find  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  in- 
structions i9  the  Commissioners,  plainly  and  specifically  limited  by 
the  words  *•  you  will,  however,  distinctly  perceive  in  the  remarks  which 
have  been  made,  thati  whatever  iirrangement  may  be  made  with 
General  Mcintosh  for  a  cession  of  territory,  must  be  made  by  the 
Creek  nation,  in  the  usual  forni,  and  upon  the  ordinary  principles 
with  which  treaties  are  held  with  the  Indian  tribes."  Such  being 
the  nature  and  limits  of  the  instructions  of  the  Government,  I  will 
proceed  to  inquire  whether  they  were  pursued  by  tlie  Commissioners  5 
ror,  since  I  protested  against  the  treaty,  as  has  already  been  stated^ 
because  it  had  been  made  in  direct  opposition  to  the  letter  and  spi- 
rit of  the  instructions,  it  imports  me  much  to  shew,  that,  in  so  dofne, 
1  but  discharge  my  duty.  It  will  be  recollected^  from  what  has  al- 
ready been  sliewn,  that  there  were  two  principal  chiefs  of  the  nation. 
Little  Prince,  (whose  Indian  name  is  Tustunnuggee  Hopoe,)  Big 
Warrior,  (whose  Indian  name  is  Tustunnugge  Thlucko,)  and  Poeth- 
leyoholo,  was  their  representation  at  the  Indian  Springs;  and,  jon 
reference  to  the  treaty,  it  will  be  found  that  neither  of  these  signed 
it ;  and  when  we  advert  to  the  fact  that  tlie  Commissioners^  in  their 
letter  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  dated  the  1 3th  of  February,  at 
the  Indian  Springs,  the  day  after  it  was  executed,  communicate  to 
him,  that «'  the  long  agony  is  over,""  and  that  they  concluded  a  treaty 
yesterday  with  what  they  consider  '^the  nation"  Is  it  not  some- 
what singular  that  they  should  in  that  letter,  use  the  terms  « long 
agoiiy  is  over,  and  with  what  we  consider  tlie  nation  ?"  Comparing 
this  mode  of  expression  with  the  facts  that  have  transpired,  connect- 
ed with  those  which  here  follow,  it  is  pretty  evident  that  even  the 
Commissiofiers  themselves  were  not  satisfied  that  they  ought  to  an- 
nounce, certainly,  that  the  treaty  was  made  with  the  nation.  These 
facts  are  to  be  found  in  a  letter  from  General  Gaines  to  the  Governor 
of  Georgia,  dated  Flint  River,  lOth  of  July,  1825,  before  referred 
to,  in  which  he  says  :  <<The  reputed  hostile  party  consists  of  all  the 
principal  chieb,  and  of  nearly  forty-nine  fiftieths  of  the  whole  of  the 
chiefs,  head  men,  and  warriors,  of  the  nation,  among  whom  I  recog- 
jrixed  many  who  wjere  in  our  service  during  th^  late  war,  and,  who, 
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to  my  certaiB  knowIedgOf  have  beeii»  for  twentj  jears  paat^-  wiA  I . 
think  they  have  been  at  all  timeer,  aa  friendly  to  the  United  Statesf  mr 
any  of  our  Indiau  neighbors  could  have  been  known  to  be  f^  and  hi  . 
another  part  of  his  letter,  he  says :  <^The  council  strongly  and  unar 
nimously  objected  to  the  late  treaty,  as'the  offspriiig  of  Jraod,  entar^  * 
ed  into  contrary  to  the  known  law  and  determined  will  of  the  natimy . 
and  by  persons  not  authorized  to  treat.    They  refused  to  rectiteany 
part  of  the  consideration  money,  due  under  the  treaty,  or  to  ghreaiqr 
other  evidence  ol  their  acquiescence  in  if 

In  addition  to  this  evidence*  strong  and  conclusive  as  it  is^  I  will  > 
advert  also  to  the  testimony   of  Captain  Triplett*  who  says^  tba^ 
<*  when  Mcintosh  was  called  up  to  sign  the  treaty,   Poetbleyobolo 
advanced  and  met  him  at  the  table,  and  Aaid,  my  friend,  you  are  now 
about  to  sell  our  country;  I  now  warn  you  of  your  danger.^    Thia 
witness  further  states,  <*  that  the  head  men  of  no  other  town   in  the 
nation,  except  the  Cowetan  head  chiefs,  had  signed  tbatreaty^  who 
was  Mcintosh  |  and  Tome  Tustunnuggee  was  the  second  in  rank  ia 
the  same  town,  but  not  a  national  chief.    That  Mcintosh  was  the 
fifth  chief  of  the  nation.'^    Hambly  also  states  in  his  testimony,. that 
lie  <<  was  present  and  in^terpreted  for  the  Agent,  when  he  informed  (beat 
of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  and  letter  of  Mcintosh,  and  tbe  Gover- 
nor's proclamation :  general  consternation  and  distress  prevailed*  Wit« 
ness  thought  tb^y  manifested  more  extreme  sorrow,  than  he  hadever 
known  on  tbe  most  sorrowful  occasion.  They  considered  the  rati&cattoa 
of  the  treaty  as  a  national  calamity.    The  Agent  urged  them  lo  con-  ^ 
form  to  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  that  he  had  obtained  direo* 
tionsfrom  the  Government  to  have  tbe  8  200,000  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  several  annuities  had  been  distributed.  Thechiefo  and 
headmen  in  Council  declared*  one  and  all,  that,  having  sold  no  land 
to  the  Government,  they  would  receive  no  money }  that  they  wouM 
not  use  force  against  tbeir  Great  Father,  but  that  they  would  die^m  • 
their  beloved  land,  and  let  their  bodies  enrich  the  soil  by  tbeir  decays 
that  the  world  roieht  see  that  the  Muscogee  nation  died  for  the  fove 
of  their  native  land,  and  would  not  desert  the  graves  of  tbeir  fathers.'^ 
And  yet,  notwithstanding  all  this  evidence,  tbe  Commissiotters  write 
to  tbe  Grovernor,  that  the  long  agony  is  over ;  that  a  treaty  is  cua^ 
eluded  with  *'  what  we  conceive  to  be  the  nation.''    Tbe  long  struf  • 
gle  between  native  honor  and  cultivated  knavery,  in  which  the  latter: 
triumphed,  had  inde^  terminated.     In  this  point  of  view,  the  a^« 
tude  of  the  quotation  is  most  striking. 

In  establishing  the  second  particular,  that  unusual  and  improper 
means  were  used,  in  effecting  tbe  laic  treaty,  the  first  thing  that  hare 
strides  the  mind,  is,  the  place  where  the  treaty  was  held.  It  will  be  re* 
collected,  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  was  held  at 
Broken  Arrow,  the  National  Council  Square  of  the  Qreeks.  Wby> 
then,  was  the  place  of  meeting  changed  to  tbe  Indian  Springs,  la 
Munroe  county,  Georgia?  I  will  proceed  to  answer  this  qu^stioD,^dt. 
in  doing^  so,  if  1  should  disclose  conduct,  on  the  part  of  tbe  Commit* 
sioners  and  those  in  their  employ^  calculated  to  cause  the  crimaon^ 
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blirii  oCflbama  to  mantle  on  tbeir  cheeks,  they  must  recollect,  that  I 

am  but  drawing  a  copy  from  the  original,  which  they  themselves  have  i 

farjiisbed.  « 

In  addition  to  the  testimony  already  disclosed,  when  considering 
the  testimony  of  Williamson,  1  will  now  proceed  to  the  disclosure  of  , 

facta  IB  relation  to  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners,  and  those  in 
their  employ,  while  at  Broken  Arrow.      The  first  evidence  which  X  ^ 

fihaU  advert  to  on  this  point,  is  that  contained  in  the  testimony  of 
Joel  Baily,  who  states  that  he  ^<  was  at  Broken  Arrow  at  the  meet- 
ing in  December,  during  the  whole  period  of  the  meeting,  and  at- 
teaded  at  the  request  of  Mcintosh.      Witness  made  use  of  all  the  ex-  t 

ertiona  in  his  power  to  effect  a  treaty  at  that  place.  At  first  volun- 
tary, afterwards  authorized  and  sanctioned  by  the  Commissioners, 
be  made  propoeitions  to  Doyle  to  induce  him  to  favor  the  treaty. 
Witness  did  visit  the  Little  Prince  one  night  during  the  stay  at  Bro-  ^ 

kan  Arrow,  in  company  with  Doyle^  with  a  view  to  making  some 
propositions  to  him.  but  found  him  so  averse  to  making  a  treaty,  that 
neleft  bim  without  coming  to  any  understanding  with  him ;  went  with 
the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Commissioners ;  made  some  propo-  \ 

sitions,  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  General  Mcintosh,  by  authority  of  the 
Commissiooers ;  said  propositions  contemplated ,  a  cession  of  land 
within  the  limits  of  Georgia.  Mcintosh  agreed,  to  sell  all  the  land  in 
the  limits  of  Georgia  for  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  forty 
thousand  dollars  to  him,  viz.  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the 
reserves  purchased  by  the  late  treaty,  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars  as 
remuneration  for  his  trouble,  &c  *  That  McMosh  expressed  to  the 
Commissioners  his' willingness  to  sign  a  treaty  at  his  house^  but  objected 
to  doing  so  in  the  square^  as  ht  said  they  would  put  him  io  death  in  con- 
seqmence  of  the  lauoy  if  he  did  so**  Commissioners  declined  taking  a 
treaty  at  his  house ;  Mcintosh  became  alarmed,  having  gatbeined 
from  some  source  the  intention  of  the  Indians  to  execute  him  at  Bro- 
ken Arrow,  and  went  off  at  fright  to  one  of  bis  houses  on  tlie  Chatta- 
hottcbie.'' 

fflnsleU  states,  that,  ^'  at  the  Broken  Arrow  treaty,  a  party  of  In- 
dians were  way-laying  Mcintosh  to  kill  him,  for  attempting  to  sell 
some  of  the  land  ;  that  they  suspected  him,  in  consequence  of  having 
a  private  correspondence  between  him  and  the  Commissioners.  Mc- 
intosh made  his  escape  in  the  night  out  of  a  window,  and  went  to  ' 
Cowetaf  and  did  not  return  at  all/' 

J^imrod  Doyle  states,  that  **  Mcintosh  told  him  at  the  meeting  at 
Broken  Arrow,  that  the  Council  had  broke  him  as  Speaker/ the 
oauaa  was  a  suspicion  that  he,  Mcintosh,  was  holding  secret  talks 
and  meetings  with  the  Commissioners ;  that  the  Council  had  made 
him  aMul,  and  he  would  sell  the  land  to  the  Commissioners.  Upon 
being  informed  by  witness  that  much  distress  would  be  the  conse- 
qnence^  Mcintosh  replied  he  did  not  care ;  that  three  tliousand  dol- 
Iprup  in  the  pockets  of  his  friends,  would  take  them  any  where :  he 
went  to  Coweta  at  night  ^  the  Commissioners  followed  him.''  In 
another  part  of  his  testimony,  witness  says,  <<  he  went  with  Baily 
to  the  Little  Prince,  as  interpreter ;  understood  his  object  to  be  to 
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bribe  Little  Prince.  After  a  little  conversation,  witness  told  Bailjr 
it  was  of  no  use^  and  refused  to  interpret  further.  Col.  Campbell 
inquired  whether  Baily  had  given  Little  Prince  a  strong  talk.^^  In 
these- statements  these  witnesses  are  corroborated  by  the  chiefs  in 
Council,  in  the  talk  recently  held  with  General  Gaines  and  Major 
Andrews,*  by  the  letter  from. Col.  Campbell  himself,  of  the  8th  of 
January,  1825,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  which  he  says  the  ut- 
most consternation  was  discoverable  whenever  it  was  known  that  the 
Commissioners  and  the  Coweta  chiefs  had  had  an  interview,  and  we 
have  before  seen  that  Mcintosh  was  a  Coweta  cliief ;  by  the  letter 
of  the  Commissioners  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia  of  the  14tb  De- 
cember, 1824,  before  referred  to,  wherein  they  say.  •♦your  express 
found  us  absent,  on  a  small  exatrsion  up  the  river^  on  business  most 
importantly  connected  with  our  mission  ;''  also  by  Hambly,  the  inter- 
preter, and  John  H.  Brodnax.  The  question  recurs,  why  did  these 
Commissioners  change  the  place  of  the  second  meeting  with  the  In- 
dians* from  Broken  Arrow  to  the  Indian  Springs,  in  Georgia  7  Wby, 
but  to  relieve  the  fears  of  Mcintosh  ?  ^Vhy,  but  to  operate  upon  his 
avarice  more  successfully  ?  Why,  but  to  enable  their  agents  to  carry 
on  their  system  of  eorruptiont  of  so  rank  a  character  that  it  soella 
to  heaven.  Was  this  course  in  conformity  totheir  instructions  ?  The 
answer  is  to  be  found  in  a  part  of  the  Secretary  of  War's  letter  to 
CoL  Campbell,  before  referred  to.  Bere  it  is  :  <<  Whatever  ar- 
rangement may  be  made  with  General  Mcintosh  (the  Secretary  re- 
marks) for  a  cession  of  Jand,  roust  be  made  by  the  Creek  nation."  Is 
any  further  answer  required  ?  Again  it  is  to  be  found  in  tlie  instruc- 
tions: <^The  principle  upon  which  such  a  cession  would  be  made, 
without  such  assent,  would  involve  the  idea  that  every  individual  Jn 
the  nation  would  have  the  right  to  cede  to  the  United  States  the  par- 
ticular por4ion  of  the  country  in  which  he  might  be  in  actual  occu- 
pancy, and  would,  in  effect,  completely  destroy  that  degree  of  inde- 
pendence which,  under  tlie  laws,  treaties,  and  usages,  of  the  Govern- 
ment, they  have  ever  enjoyed."  Can  the  matter  be  phced  in  a  strong- 
er point  of  view  than  this  ?  Yet  we  find  the  treaty  was  made  and 
concluded  upon  the  y^ry  principle  involving  the  vety  idea  which  the 
Government  was  so  aiifxious  to  prevent ! 

Under  these  circumstances,  my  accuser  has  arraigned  my  motives 
before  the  world,  and  has  even  induced  Mr.  Forsyth,  in  his  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  of  the  9th  March  last,  to  remarks  that  'Ube  conduct 
of  the  Creek  Agent,  who  has  spared  no  pains  to  prevent  the  formation 
and  ratification  of  the  treaty,  justifies  an  apprehension  that  he  will  not 
fail  to  obstruct;  as  far  as  is  in  his  power,  the  accomplishment  of  the 
.wishesof  the  State.  Under  thisconviction,  a  request  that  the  conduct  of 
the  Agent  may  he  watched,  and  that  no  confidence  shall  be  placed  in 
him  that  can  be  consistently  withheld,  is  dictated  by  the  interests  of 
the  State  of  Georgia,  the  wishes  of  the  Creek  tribe,  and  the  honor  of 
the  General  Government."  That  I  was  opposed  to  tlie  treaty  Is  most 
true ;  that  1  endeavored  to  prevent  its  ratification,  is  also  true,  M^hichf 
if  I  had  not  done,  Ij  should  have  been  guilty  of  a  double  perfidy  ;- 
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l«ty  to  mj  Governinenty  2d  to  the  Indians,  whose  interests  were 
confided  to  my  charge  in  solemn  trust ;  and  thus  have  deserved  the 
execration  of  every  upright  and  virtuous  man.  Yet»  if  in  endeavor- 
ing to  prevent  the  ratification  of  <<  the  treaty,^'  for  the  causes  stated 
in  roy  letter  to  the  Department  of  War,  of  the  1 3th  Februaryy  I  hazard- 
ed a  rash  opinion,  I  have  at  least  the  consolation  in  reflecting,  that 
it  was  not  done  without  ptoof  of  no  ordinary  strength  and  weight,  and 
of  knowing  that  that  opinion  is  since  found  to  be  correct,  if  there 
beany  truth  in  testimony  nr conviction  in  demonstration.  What  I 
then  did«  I  would  feel  myself  bound  in  conscience  to  do  again  ;  it  was 
(be  result  of  a  solemn  conviction  of  duty,  and  if,  by  so  doing,  I  have 
unintentionally  injured  the  interest  of  Georgia,  or  cast  a  stain  upon 
ber  character,  it  has  been  effaced  by  the  stamp  of  a  deeper  one,  fixed 
by  the  hand  of  her  own  Chief  Magistrate. 

The  third  particular  in  connection  with  this  branch  of  thci  defence, 
is,  thai  an  imposition  was  practised  upon  the  Government. 

This  is  proven  by  reference  to  the  letter  of  Cul.  Campbell  of  the 
16th  of  February  last,  in  which  he  remarks,  **  on  the  15th  instant  we 
had  the  honor  of  enclosing  to  you,  from  the  Indian  Springs,  the  copy 
of  a  treaty  which  had  been  concluded  the  day  previously  with  the 
Creek  Nation  of  Indians.*'  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  the  Com- 
missioners' letter  to  the  Governor,  of  same  date,  and  therefore  pre- 
sumed to  be  written  on  the  same  day,  that  they  use  the  words  **  what 
we  consider*'  to  be  the  Creek  Nation.  Is  it  possible  to  conceive  a 
greater  contrast  between  two  letters  written  by  the  same  persons, 
upon  the  same  subject,  and  announcing  the  same  event,  than  tliis; 
yet  such  is  the  fact  here,  and  doubtless  a  knowledge  that  his  Excel- 
lency was  privy  to  the  means  used  in  effecting  the  consummation  of 
this  purpose  go  **  devoutly"  to  be  desired,  and  an  '*  ardent  co-werker'* 
in  bringing  it  about,  induced  the  writer  to  use  the  words  **  with  what 
we  conceived  to  be  the  JVa/ion,**  as  if  his  Excellency  or  others  had 
doubted  the  fact :  but,  in  the  letter  to  the  Department  of  War,  those 
considerations  had  no  influence ;  for  we  find  that  the  writer  used  tho 
words  "  with  the  Creek  JVa/fo/i:'*and  why  should  those  consideration!^ 
have  been  regarded  ?  The  writer  of  the  letter  well  knew  that  he  was 
communicating  with  the  Government,  who,  confiding  in  the  honor  and 
integrity  of  its  officer,  but  deceived  thereby,  could  not  suspect  that 
imposition  was  intended ;  besides  he  was  writing  upon  the  subject  of 
an  Indian  treaty,  and,  if  he  did  misrepresent  the  fact,  and  the  Indians 
should  afterwards  complain,  he  supposed  their  complaints  would  bo 
drowned  amid  the  clamor,  which  his  Excellency  would  raise,  should 
the  truth  of  the  statement  be  questioned. 

Again,  in  the  same  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  Col.  Campbell 
remarks,  *^  there  is  nothingof  singular  import  in  the  whole  proceedings 
except  the  sudden  and  mysterious  departure  of  the  Cussetaws  at  night, 
jifler  solemn  assent  to  a  treaty.**  In  another  part  of  the  letter,  he  re- 
marks, <\the  attendance  of  the  Chiefs,  was  a  full  one,  more  so  than  is 
usual  when  Chiefs  only  are  invited.  The  opposition  was  feeble,  and 
seems  to  have  been  directed  by  the  Big  Warrior.    That  all  opposition 
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will  now  cease«  and  that  the  dissenting  party  will  now  treat  and  re- 
unite themselves  with  the  majority,  I  have  no  doobf  A  slight  exam- 
ination of  these  remarks,  will  be  sufficient,  in  connection  with  what 
has  been  already  shown,  and  by  the  evidence  to  be  adduced,  to  prove 
the  fact,  that  impositif^n  was  intended;  and  this  is  manifest  equally 
beyond  the  power  of  specious  sophbtry  to  delude,  or  ingenuity  to 
destroy. 

Speaking  of  the  departure  of  the  Cussetaus,  he  remarks,  it  was 
sudden  ^and  mysterious;**  iiow«  reference  to  the  solemn  declara- 
tion of  Poetheyoholo,  who-  in  one  place,  in  their  journal  the  Com- 
missioners designate  as  the  deputy  of  the  Big  Warrior,  and*  in  anoth- 
er, as  the  head  Chief  of  Tuckabatcbee,  (and.  who  is,  nevertheless, 
one  and  the  same  individual,)  to  General  Gaines,  will  shew,  that  he 
told  the  Commissioners  ^  that  his  head  Chief  ordered  him  to  bring  his 
Chiefs  off  and  not  make  a  treaty.''    This  Chief  is  confirmed  hy 
Captain  Triplett,  who  states,  in  his  testimony,  **  that  the  day  before 
the  treaty   was  signed.  Poetheyoholo  stated  to  the  Commissioners, 
that  they  were  not  authorized  to  sign  a  treaty  then  ;  that  his  head 
Chiefs  had  instructed  him  to  come  there,  and  receive  their  talk,  and 
return  an  answer,  and  to  invite  them  to  meet  them  at  Broken  Ar- 
row, their  National  Council  Square,  in  three  months ;  and  that  the 
nation  would  defray  the  expense  out  of  the  annuity/'  Colonel  Camp* 
bell  i-eplied,  ^*  it  was  impudence  In  him,  to  talk  to  him  in  that  man^* 
ner ;  that  he,  Campbell,  had  met  them  there  to  make  a  treaty,  and  U 
should  be  done.    Poetheyoholo  (says  the  witness)  made  no  answer, 
but  manifesting  much  indignation  in  his  manner,  sat  down"     Wit- 
ness goes  on  further  to  state,  **  that  some  of  the  Chiefs  and  Toholo- 
mico,  and  the  son  of  the  Little  Prince,  made  some  remarks  in  opposi- 
tion to  Mcintosh,  when  Colonel  Campbell  told  the  Interpreter  to  tell 
them,  that  the  Commissioners  and  Agent  would  withdraw,  and  leave 
them  to  discuss  the  matter  among  themselves ;  and  when  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Agent,  and  other  white  men,  withdrew,  .Mcintosh  and 
his  friends  left  the  Council  also,  instead  of  remaining  and  discussiiig 
the  matter  with  the  Chiefs,  as  contemplated.  At  the  time  above  men- 
tioned,  Col.  Campbell  further  said,  that  the  Chiefs  would  b^  fur- 
nished with  candles,  and  continue  the  meeting  at  night;  at  night*  the 
Chiefs  opposed  to  the  treaty,  came  to  where  witness  was,  and  said, 
Mcintosh's  party  would  not  meet  them  in  Council,  but  had  met  the 
Commissioners  at  McIntosVs  home ;  that  night,  about  two  hundred 
Chiefs  went  off."    The  Commissioners,  in  their  Journal  of  lltk 
February,  1825,  admit  that  the  Big  Warrior's  deputy  said,  '*  I  shall 
return  immediately."    Now  it  is  asked,  how  does  this  testimony  com- 
port with  the  alleged  <^  sudden  and  mysterious  departure"  of  the 
Indians,  as  expressed  in  the  letter  under  examination.     Returning 
to  the  declarations  of  Colonel  Campbell,  in  reply  to  the  Cfatef«  there 
will  be  found  a  harshness  of  expression  ill  according  with  the  char- 
acter of  a  representative  of  a  Government  whose  magnanimity  has 
never  permitted  it  to  insult  the  weak  that  are  unable  to  resent ;  and 
these  expies3iona  shew  any  thing  but  the  solemn  assent  of  the  oppo- 
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sifigClitefe  io  a  treit^^  It  will  be  recollected,  tfaa^  Gen.  Gaines  nys, 
^  that  the  looted  hostile  party  consists  of  all  the  principal  Chiefs, 
and  dF  nearly  forty-nina  fiftieths  of  tlie  whole  of  the  Ghieb,  head 
men,  and  warriors,  of  the  nation ;  that,  in  full  Council,  they  de« 
Glared  the  treaty  was  obtained  by  fraud/'  Tet,  Colonel  Campbell 
tfeKberatdy  asserts,  in  the  above  letter,  that  the  Cassetaus  went  off 
tStdr  solemn  assent  to  a  treaty ;  and  here  mark  the  expression,  '^  a  trea* 
ty  f*  even  the  writer  had  not  the  effrontery  to  say,  < « the  treaty;"  those 
words  imply,  also,  that  ^«  the  treaty"  and  its  terms,  bad  not  then 
been  submitted  to  the  Chiefs  in  Council.  Pursuing  the  examination 
of  the  letter,  he  asserts  further,  that  *^the  opposition  was  feeble^'' 
General  Gaines  says,  tbe  opposition  consists  of  **  forty-nine  fiftieths 
•f  an  the  Chiefs  of  the  nation."  Tbe  Colonel's  facility  of  expression, 
enabled  him  to  iidd,  <«th^  dissenting  parly  will  now  treat  and  re- 
■nite ;"  yet,  we  find  th^n  declaring,  ^  one  and  all,"  that  tkiji  sold 
4w  iandf  and  <^  wmMf  therefore,  receive  no  numey ;  that  they  will 
mamre  the  land  with  their  bodies,  and  let  tbe  world  see  that  thqr 
wilt  not  desert  the  gravto  of  their  faCh^v." 

'  But  Colonel  Campbell  is  involved  in  anether  inoonsisteacy,  by  ner , 
means  an  unusual  result,  when  deception  is  tbe  objectr  By  reference 
to  the  often  referred  to  Journal,  of  tbe  ntaiiaraU^  1 1  tk  February,  t 
find  that  «<  the  Commissioners  were  told  in  Cooocy,  by  om  of  the 
Chieb,  flmt  Oenerid  Mcintosh  knew  that  bo  part  of  tbe  land  could  be 
sold,  without  a  full  Council,  and  with  tbe  consent  of  all  tbe  nation ; 
and  that  the  Commissionei^  were  invited,  io  three  months  hence,  to 
aieet  at  Broken  Arrow :  this  confirms  thd  testtmoby  already  given 
upon  the  solyeet  of  the  iwvUalion.  Wherefore,  then,  should  they  be 
ittoiied  to  meet  at  Broken  Arrow,  if  a  ^  solemn  assenf*  had  been  giv- 
•ntoatreaifl 

The  Journal  states  further,  <Mhat  the  Chieb,  who  were  it  fkvor 
of  a  cession,  were  vastly  superior,  in  grade  and  numbers,"  to  those 
in  o]^^ition 7  and,  in  the  letter  above  quoted,  be  says,  the  meetin|^ 
wtts  a  full  one,  and  more  so  than  is  usual,  when  Chiefii  only  are  invit- 
ed* Indeed,  bow  came  it  then,  that  only  eight  towns  were  represented 
tliere,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  treaty  ?  It  is  notorious,  that 
there  are  fifty-six  towns  in  tlie  nation,  and  the  signers  to  the  treaty 
eonsiatof  anderling  Chiefli,  broken  Chiefs,  and  boys. 

But  these  are  net  the  only  evidences  of  imposition  practised  upon 
tbe  Government  I  the  5th  article  in  tbe  treaty  itself,  which  requires 
tile  B200,00a  to  be  paid  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  Indians,  at 
ttieir  request,  was  n^ver  rnd  or  interpreted  to  them  in  CounciL 

Thid  fact  is  established  by  Captain  Triplett,  who  states,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  is  already  ^hewn,  in  relation  to  the  witnessing  of  the 
tf^aty,  before  commented  on,  <<  that  tbe  next  day  after  the  treaty  was 
signed.  Colonel  Crdwell  reodived  a  copy  of  the  treaty ;  and,  after 
the  letter  of  Colonel  CroweB  to  the  Secretary  of  War  had  been  sent 
oflT,  "witnestii  took  it  from  him,  and  read  it  to  himself,  until  he  came 
to  Vie  fifth  article  and  tha^  str&ing  him  as  strange,  he  read  to  CoL 
Crowelll  who  immediatrfy  sIMed  that  that  article  had  not  been  in- 
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terpreted,  and  adked  fitness  if  he  recollected  it ;  to  \rhicli  witness  re* 
plied,  be  had  not  heard  it  interpreted ;  both  witness  and  Col*  Crowdl 
was  struck  with  astonishment^  when  they  discovered,  as  above  rdat* 
ed.  that  that  article  was  in  the  treaty.  Witness  asked  the  Interpreter 
if  he  had  interpreted  the  fifth  article,  explaining  it  to  him  ?  to  which 
iie  replied,  it  was  not  read  by  Colonel  Campbell,  and  he  had  not 
interpreted  it.  In  consequence  of  this  discovery.  Col.  Crowell  deter* 
mined  to  go  on  to  Washington,  and  urged  witness  to  go  on  with  him ; 
which  they  did,  immediately .''  Hambly  swears  to  the  same  tUngy 
and  various  others. 

Upon  this  part  of  the  testimony,  establishing  the  facts  that  annr/tcfe 
was  inserted  in  the  treaty,  which  was  never  read  or  interpreted,  and 
no  request  of  the  kind,  as  stated  therein,  was  made  in  Council,  taken 
in  connexion  with  the  fact,  that  the  %  200,000  was  to  be  paid  to  ih% 
emigrating  party,  as  provided  by  the  eighth  article,  it  is  unhtces- 
sary  to  make  any  comment,  further  than  to  remark,  that  a  scheme, 
so  adroitly  planned,  evinces  a  masterly  genius ;  and  one^  who  is  some- 
thing more  than  a  Sciolist  in  the  science  of  Cbivance. 

Without  pursuing  the  subject  further,  the  three  particutars ;  1st, 
that  **  the  treaty'^  was  not  made  according  to  the  letter  or  spirit  of 
the  instructions ;  £d,  that  there  were  unusual  and  improper  means 
used  to  effect  it;  and  3d,  tliat  imposition  was  practised  upon  the  Go- 
Ternment  to  effect  its  ratification ;  in  reference  to  which,  the  fourtb 
point  of  my  defence  has  been  considered,  I  apprehend  are  clearly 
established.  These  means  used  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  treaty, 
as  developed  in  the  foregoing  examination,  illustrate,  it  appears  to  me, 
clearly  and  satisfactorily^  the  exciting  causes  of  the  death  of  Micln- 
tosh  and  his  friends.  The  remaining  pointf  according  to  the  order 
herein  before  laid  down,  is  the  uniform  tenor  of  my  official  conduct, 
as  deduced  from  the  evidence  collected  during  the  investigation. 

It  is  always  unpleasant  to  speak  in  one^s  own  behalf,  but  it  is  in- 
conceivably more  so,  when  to  riepel  the  attacks  of  the  matioious,  t» 
controvert  the  suggestions  of  the  revengeful,  or'todete^and  expose 
the  designs  of  the  interested  defamer  of  one's  character,  it  is  impo- 
sed as  an  act  of  solemn  duty.  Yet,  even  on  this  occasion,  iwid  unwr 
these  ciroumstances,  I  would  forbear  to  add  any  thing  on  this  parti- 
cular topic,  if  it  were  not  for  the  suggestions  contained  in  Mr*  For- 
syth's letter  before  referred  to,  in  which  he  sought,  at  the  request  of 
Hb  Excellency,  to  induce  the  Government  to  watch  <*  oyer  my  con- 
duct, and  to  withhold  its  confidence!'  in  me  as  itst)fficer  ;' added  ta 
**  the  conviction'*  wliich  the  writer  felt  that  it  was  dictated  by  the 
interest  of  Georgia,  the  wishes  of  the  Creek  tribe,  and  th«  <*  honor 
of  the  Genei*al  Government.*' 

How  far  the  interests  of  Georgia  have  been  advanced  by  the  man- 
ner of  effecting  the  late  treaty,  or  how  much  they  may  bare  been 
jeopardised  by  my  attemptSfto  *•  prevent  its  ratification,*'  arc  qoes- 
'  tions  which  it  does  not  become  me  to  determine.  The  propriety  of 
the  assertion  that  the  course  suggested  was  in  conformity  to  ttie 
wishes  of  the  Creek  tribe,  the  honor  of  the  Government,  may  be 
gathered  from  the  evidence  here  adduced.    JLuther  Blake^  in  ^  tes-

timony  on  the  subject,  remarksi  <^  that  he  is  particularly  acquainted 
with  the  official  conduct  of  Colonel  Crowell  as  Greek  Agent ;  that, 
firom  hifl  koowledgOf  derived  from  a  daily  intercourse  with  the  Indi- 
WM,  of  the  disposition  of  the  chiefs  and  dead  men  of  the  natlon»  wit- 
ness states  that  Colonel  Crowell  has  their  full  confidence.''  Drury 
Spain,  in  his  testimony^  remarks  that  <<  be  has  been  [Present  at  the 

Iiynent  of  every  annuity  since  I  have  been  agent»  and  the  annuities 
ave  always  been  paid  in  cash  to  the  various  chiefs ;  and  this  deponent 
fiirther  says,  that,  from  bis  knowledge  of  my  official  conduct  for  five 
years  past,  he  believes  me  to  be  a  faithful  public  officer^  and  worthy 
ef  the  trust  reposed  in  me/'  Captain  Triplett  observes  in  his  testi- 
mony, <<  that  he  has  bad  many  opportunities  of  forming  a  correct  judg- 
ment of  my  official  conduct,  and  is  enabled  to  state,  most  positively, 
that,  in  every  instance  that  has  come  under  his  observation,  my 
^*  o^cial  conduct  evinced  a  determination,  faithfully  to  discharge  my 
duty  to  the  General  Government  and  Creek  nation."  John  Buckhanon, 
in  his  testimony,  states  that  he  is  particularly  acquainted  with  me, 
and  from  his  knowledge  of  the  manner,  **  I  haVe  discharged  my  of- 
ficial duty ;  he  believes  me  to  be  a  faithful  public  officer.'!  John  A. 
Peck,  in  bis  testimony,  expresses  his  opinion,  from  a  long  and  intimate 
acquaintance  with  me  during  my  agency,  that  I  <*did  discharge 
correctly,  as  Agent,  my  duty,  and  always  appeared  disposed  and  anx- 
iotts  to  discbarge  my  duty  to  the  General  Government  and  the  Indi- 
ans." Joseph  Hardage  states,  in  his  testimony,  that  he  <f  has  had  ma- 
ny conversations  with  the  chiefs  and  head  men  of  the  Creek  nation, 
£rom  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  and,  except  Mcintosh,  they  have  al- 
"ways  manifested  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  me  as  their  Agent ; 
that  this  confidence  was  created  from  my  uniform  correct  deportment 
as  Agent,  generally,  and  particularly  from  the  uniform  faithful  man- 
ner in  which  I  distributed  to  tl^ero  their  annuities ;  and,  from  the  cir- 
-camstances  that  have  come  to  his  knowledge,  he  does  believe,  that 
the  cause  of  Mcintosh's  opposition  to  the  Agent,  was  because  he 
ivonld  not  allow  Mclnto^^h  to  control  tlie  disbursements  of  the  annui- 
tiee,  as  he  used  to  do  under  General  Mitchell;  another  cause  of 
Mcintosh's  opposition,  was  prosecuting  George  Stinson  who 
came  into  the  nation  as  a  trader,  by  the  instigation  of  Mcintosh,  in 
'd«^ance  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  without  license." 
Mmrod  Doyle,  in  his  testimony,  says,  that  I  <*  have  the  confidence 
of  the  Indians ;  has  been  present  when  the  annuities  have  been  paid 
by  the  Agent,  and  that  they  were  uniformly  paid  in  cash,  according 
to  the  instructions  from  the  General  Government ;  that  the  Indians 
have  frequently  remarked  the  difilerence  madex)f  i)aying  their  annui- 
ties bj  the  present  Agent,  and  the  late  one.  General  Mitchell ;  he, 
the  latter,  always,  according  to  their  account,  paid  them  in  goods, 
instead  of  cash."  The  foregoing  evidence,  in  conjunction  with  tlie 
testimony  of  various  other  witnesses,  I  apprehend,  will  be  sufficient 
to  shew  the  unjustness,  not  to  say  the  impropriety,  of  the  remarks 
contained  in  the  letter  above  referred  to.  The  facts  then  deduced 
from  the  evidencoi  shew  the  uniform  tenor  of  my  official  conduct. 
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mf  moMj  fluthfiilly  to  discbmrge  the  trust  wifli  wbich  the  Gh»?ern* 
amit  had  honorMl  mm ;  and,  altho^  ia  these  thiDgs  I  may  have  fail* 
cd  to  iidTaiiciw  the  ^^  boaor*^  of  my  GoYemment,  yet»  I  humbly  traet, 
before  its  oonMeiioe  is  withdrawnt  somethiag  more  will  be  required 
than  the  unsupported  suggestions  of  Mr.  Foray  tb»  or  any  otber  mao. 
Baring  thus  taken  the  several  Tiews  of  the  dirges  preferred  againsi 
met.  and  attempted  to  be  supported  by  ex  parte  evidence,  of  a  cbarao 
ler  aside  from  that  circttmstonoe»  must  df»rtroy  any  bdirfin  its  tmih  ; 
hating  establishedf  as  I  huoMjr  coneeive,  my  entire  innooenoe  of  th^ 
charges  made  again^  met  and  given  to  the  motives  of  wj  accuaer 
their  true  character;  having  shewn  the  arbitrary  and  oppressive 
means  used  in  coliecttng  tbe  evidence  against  msy  and  fixed  the  true 
standard  of  its  weigbt  and  influence;  having  developed  the  uisaM 
used  in  c0i)ctine  the  lato  treaty,  as  illustrative  of  tlie  e^icitiag  cauM 
which  produced  the  execution  ot  Mclntosht  and  others ;  and,  finally » 
havinj;  deduced  from  the  evidence  collected  in  my  behalf,  the  unifora 
tenor  of  my  official  conduct,  as  connected  with  tbe  General  Goveim* 
ment  and  the  Indian  nation ;  I  trust,  I  m^y  be  permitted  the  indul- 
gence of  the  hope,  that  I  have,  in  these,  dispelled  tv^rj  doubt  thut 
eould  cloud  the  dawn  of  an  honorable  acquittal. 

I  am  folly  sensible,  that,  in  this  defence,  voluminous  as  it  is,  there 
are  many  defects,  and  that  a  much  stronger  and  better  view  migrlit 
have  been  tolLcn  of  the  evidence  than  I  have  been  able  to  do.  I  must,, 
therefore,  respectfully  request  you  and  the  Governswnt,  to  refer  to 
tbe  evident  to  supply  such  defects  as  may  be  discovered ;  and  i&  in 
the  foregoing  defence,  I  should  not  have  been  able  wholly  to  com- 
mand  my  feelings;  if  some  pointed  remark,  or  bitter  reflection, 
'  should  have  escaj^d  me;  I  most  earnestly  beg  you  will  attriiMito  it  to 
the  infirmity  of  human  nature,  which  is  unable  wholly  to  control  the 
indignation  felt  at  so  unjust,  oppressive,  and  extraordinary  a  jm'o- 
eedure  on  the  part  of  my  accuser  aiid  bis  agents,  apd  which  baa 
rendered  this  defence  necessary.  To  you,  and  to  the  General  Gro« 
vernment,  it  is  submitted,  under  the  solemn  conviction  that,  however 
influential  the  character  of  my  accuser,  or  commanding  his  station ; 
yet,  that  these  adventitious  circulnstance^  wiU  add  nothing  to  the, 
accusation,  unsufqiorted  by  l^al  testimony,  nor  detract  from  the 
poor  merits  of  my  defence;  but  that,  under  any  circumstonoes,  the 
paramount  consideration  will  be,  to  poise  tbe  scales  of  justice  with 
an  even  hand.  Hiis  confidence  in  the  Govenunent  of  my  countryt 
arises  from  tbe  well  known  public  and  private  virtues  wbidi  adorn 
the  character  of  those  by  whom  it  is  administered.

Although  I  have  not  had  the  privilege  extended  to  roe,  hy  the  Le- 
gkhtare  and  Governor  of  Georgia,  which  is  granted  hy  the  constitu* 
lion  of  our  country  even  to  the  culprit  on  his  trial ;  althotigh  it  is 
apparent  from  the  course  pursued  (in  publishing  the  ex  parte  evidence 
coUectedf  proposedly  for  the  adjudication  of  another  and  different  tri- 
ftuiia^)  that  the  prejudice  of  the  community  is  sought  to  be  excited 
against  met  which,  like  the  sword  of  Brennus^  is  to  be  cast  into  the 
iade  against  me^  to  make  up  for  all  deficiencies  in  the  weight  of  the 
testimony ;  and»  although  this  course  of  proceeding  is  appreciated, 
yet  being  desirous  of  aflfording  my  accuser  the  full  benefit  of  a  cross, 
ea^mination  of  the  witnesses  to  be  addaced  in  my  behalf  l  desiring  a  fair 
and  impartial  investigation,  and  conscious  of  the  correctness  of  my 
«>ffieial  conduct,  I  herewith  invite  you  to  attend  the  examination  of 
my  witoesaes  in  the  Nation*  for  the  purpose  of  putting  to  them  such 
queafions  in  reference  to  my  deportment  as  yon  may  think  proper.

foundation  of  garbled  evidence  arbitrari^  taken,  and  improperly 
reported.

Tour  letter  of  this  date  is  received,  announcing  your  intentioA  to 
proceed  to  take  the  testimony  of  Moss  and  Lewis,  at  Mr.  Lewi^, 
at  II  o'clock  this  day,  a  distance  of  twenty-six  miles  from  this  place. 

Understanding  that  two  of  your  body  set  out  in  tihe  direcuon  of 
Lewis'  yesterday  afternoon  ;  believing  that  you  were  apprised  that 
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Moss  was  in  the  Ticinity  of  this  place  in  the  morning  of  yesterday  ; 
and  knowing  that  my  counsel^  M^j.  Iftockwelly  apprized  Mr.  Torrance^ 
in  you*  presence  and  hearing,  that  it  was  our  intention,  this  day,  at 
the  breaking  up  of  the  Council,  to  take  the  testimony  of  several  wit- 
jiease^  to  which  arrangement' there  was  no  objection;  under  all 
these  circmnstances,  I  must  be  permitted  to  remark,  that  it  seems, 
while  you  are  willing  to  make  a  parade  of  fairness  in  the  manner  of 
procuring  testimony  against  me ;  while  you  have,  in  a  formal  com- 
ttwaication  to  me,  offenMl  me  the  privilege  of  cross-examining  those 
witnesses  to  be  found  in  the  Indian  Nation,  you  take  such  measures  as 
eflectually  puts  it  out  of  my  power  to  avail  myself  of  the  offer^  <<  hold- 
ing the  word  of  promise  to  my  ear,  and  breaking  it  to  my  sense.  ^' 
Considering  the  manner  in  which  that  offer  was  made,  being  evident- 
ly  drawn  from  you  by  my  invitation  to  you  to  cross  examine  my  wit- 
nesses, I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  you  never  seriously  intended 
that  I  should  enjoy  the  advantages  of  a  cross-examination,  and  that 
your  offer  was  merely  a  hollow  pretext,  to  answer  some  hiddep  pur- 
pose. 

When  you  wrote  your  note  this  morning,  to  which  this  is  an  answer* 
you  were  doubtless  well  apprized  that  the  Council  would  meet  to-day  ; 
that  preparations  were  making  for  the  reception  of  General  Gkiines  ' 
by  the  Chiefs,  and  that  it  was  of  much  importance  that  I  should  be 
present  From  what  fell  from  some  of  yon  at  Mr.  Smith's,  and  from 
what  took  place  between  you  and  the  General,  I  expected  that  you 
deemed  it  of  importance  that  you  should  attend  the  Council  also. 
With  what  propriety,  then,  could  you  communicate  your  intentions 
to  me  of  taking  testimony  at  Lewis',  Line  Creek,  and  at  Montgo- 
mery, if  you  loere  siticere  in  your  invitation  to  me  to  be  present  and 
cross^xantine  those  witnesses  ?  I  had  hoped  that  the  spirit  of  persecu- 
tion and  oppression  by  which  your  Governor  is  actuated  towa^  me, 
^oiild  not  have  infiuenced  his  representatives ;  but  the  course  you  have 
pttrsued  satisfies  me  that  that  hope  is  illusive.

Sib  :  Your  letter  of  this  day's  date,  in  answer  to  ours  of  the  same^ 
has  heen  received.  In  justice  to  ourselves,  we  must  be  permitted  to 
^ny,  most  unequivocally,  tliat  your  <<  counsel,  Major  Rockwell,  did^ 
in  our  presence  or  hearing,  notify  Mr.  Torrance  of  his  intention,  this 
day,  to  take  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses,  after  the  breaking  up 
of  the  Council  of  Indians.'^   We  heard  no  such  declaration  ourselves. 
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and  we  were  not  apprtsied  of  anf  such  intention  on  yonr  jpart  by  Mr/ 
Torrance^'  exc^t  as  it  relates  to.  the  teettmony  of  Mr.  Smitht  wbosa 
tYidenoe  it  was  beliBved  was  uaimpovtant,  and,  as  lie  was  residmit  in 
this  vicinity,  it  could  be  diqwused  with  for  the  present  wKhoat  iiyury 
to  either  party.  Permit  as  to  assure  you,  that  we  have  been  posjtivehr 
instructed  by  his  fixcdlency  to  give  you  every  beneUt  of  eross-examii- 
nation,  and  that  it  was  in  obedience  to  those  instructkMis,  and  in  ner- 
lect  accordance  with  our  feelings,  to  withhcdd  no  opportunity  from 
you  which  might  enable  you  to  prove  your  innocence  to  the  woHcC  if 
practicable.    How  justfy,  therefore,  can  we  complain  of  gross  injos- 
tice  and  illiberality  manifested  towards  us  in  the  whole  of  your  com* 
munication.   We  have  no  bidden  purposes  to  accomplish ;  no  secret 
motives  to  influence  us.    To  subserve  the  best  interests  of  the  State; 
la  protect  and  shield  virtue,  intelligence,  and  disinterested  patriotiaro, 
in  our  Chief  Magistrate,  from  tiie  wily  aasaults  of  sdfidi  and  in$^- 
ei^ed  individuals,  from  within  and  without  |  have  been  the  objects  of 
•ur  most  anxious  solicitude  and  care.    From  the  fact  of  your  suspen- 
sion,  we  could  not  perceive  the  importance  you  seem  to  -attach  to  your 
being  present  at  the  Council.  You  must  have  heard  or  been  informed 
of  the  public  declaration  made  by  General  Gsunes,  that  our  attendance 
at  the  Council  would  be  in  the  chjuracter  of  private  individuals  ;  it 
coukl,  consequently,  be  of  no  avail  to  ns  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
inqiortant  objects  of  our  mission.    Objects  of  curiosity  and  novfilty 
might  have  influenced  us  to  attend.    The  intermediate  time>  betw^w 
the  commencement  and  termination  of  the  Council,  we  believed,  might' 
be  usefully  employed  in  obtaining  the  testimony  of  persons  in  this 
direction  of  Alabama.    We  bad  just  reasons  to  believe,  from  tiireato 
and  undue  influence  exercised  over  them,  they  would  not  attend  here.' 
In  coming  to  this  conclusion,  we  were  insensible  to  any  act  of  oppres- 
sion on  our  part  towards  you,  incidental  or  intentional.  We  believed/ 
and  do  still  believe,  that  no  important  interest,  right,  or  privil^e,' 
which  you  ai*c  entitled  to,  would  be  jeopardized  by  the  absence  for  ti 
few  days  of  yourself  and  counsel ;  and  we  were  the  more  conflrmed  in 
this  opinion  from  the  declaration  of  the  Special  Agent,  that  the  col- 
lecting of  testimony  in  your  favor  would  by  him  be  submitted  to  the 
Acting  Agent  for  Indian  Affairs. 

From  this  view  ot  the  subject,  we  are  free  to  declare  ^st  the  charge 
of  insincerity  and  oppression,  reiterated  again  and  again  by  you,  fall 
unsupported  and  unsustained  by  a  single  reason  or  argument,  other 
than  inflammatory  and-  idle  dedamation.  The  notice  of  our  intentions 
was  handed  you  this  morning,  in  time  we  believe  for  you  ta  have 
reached  Lewis' ;  and  wc-were  instructed,  if  required,  ti^  say^  that^^ 
reasonable  time  would  be  siven  for  your  arrival.  The  remaining  . 
members  of  the  Mission  did  not'  intend  taidng  any  measure  fbr  the 
procui^ment  of  testimony  until  the  return  of  the  absentees;  and  this 
course  we  would  now  greatly  prefer,  on  account  of  mi^tal^e  and  mis« 
npfffehension  somewhere,  and  to  enable  you  to  proceed  and  tove  the. 
benefit  of  cross-examination,  if  desirable. 

Permit  us  to  assure  you,  ^,  that  respect  for  ourselves,  and  the 
auOuority  undor  whicfei  we  ba^re  tfw  hwor  to  ac^  will  not  pennit  us  to 
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aeknovledge  the  receiot  of  any  further  cominunication  couched  in  the 
Wnguagey  and  dictatea  in  the  spirit^  of  illiherality  and  accusation* 

You  cannot  be  unapprized  of  the  great  delicacy  of  our  situation^ 
(oiidfr  present  circumstances,)  of  attending  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses in  your  private  apartments.  We  propose^  whenever  General 
Gaines  disposes  of  the  trust  confided  to  him  by  the  General  Croverd. 
menty  to  proceed  to  the  examination  of  a  number  of  witnesses.  Our 
object  ia  this,  is  not  to  embarrass  or  interfere^  in  any  manner,  the 
most  remote,  with  his  duties.  We  ask  of  you  to  pursue  the  like  course^ 
when  all  of  our  objects  can  be  obtained  without  inconvenience  to  any 
person.

Sib  :  The  correspondence  which  I  have  heretofcn^  done  myself  the 
honor  of  forwarding,  has  advised  you  of  my  proceedings  in  the  dif* 
Isrent  stages  of  tlie  duty  confided  to  me. 

I  have  now  ^he  honor  to  inform  you,  that  I  have  gone  through  a 
careful  examination  of  all  the  testimony  received  and  collected,  hav- 
ing a  bearing,  either  direct  or  remote,  on  the  conduct  of  the  Indian 
Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  erobraciiig  as  well  the  evidence  oflfered  in 
support  of  the  charges  preferred  against  the  Agent  by  his  Excellen- 
cy the  Governor  of  Georgia,  as  that  received  and  collected  during  the 
examination.  I  have  also,  according  to  your  instructions,  heard  the 
defence  of  the  Agen^  which  will  be  submitted  to  you.  The  examU 
nation  has  resulted  in  a  conviction,  on  my  part,  of  the  entire  inno- 
cence of  Colonel  Crowell,  on  both  of  the  charges  preferred  by  the 
Governor  of  Georgia,  or  those  preferred  by  Chilly  Mcintosh,  and 
others,  in  their  letters  to  the  Department,  of  the  17th  dT  May  last; 
and,  in  fact,  on  every  point  involved  in  the  investigation.  I  have, 
accordingly,  the  interests  of  the  Government  requiring  it,  (as  sug*^ 
gested  in  the  letter  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  you  from  Flint  river, 
on  the  1 8th  June  last,)  withdrawn  the  Agent's  suspension.  I  have 
also  given  him  a  written  opinionf  bearing  this  date,  (a  copy  of  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  enclose,)  and  referred  him  to  you  for  tiie  decision 
of  yourself  and  the  President,  which  is  to  confirm  or  reverse  that 
^nirni. 

My  report,  In  detail,  is  made  out,  but,  being  fengthy,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  take  a  copy  of  it  The  evidence  is  not  only  bulky,  but 
of  an  interesting  (and  some  of  it,  indeed,  important)  character  to 
the  Oovemmmt  I  (eel  unwilling  to  trust  it  to  the  accidents  of  the 
mail ;  I  shall,  therrfo^,  immediately  repair  to  Washington,  and  lay 
it  before  you. 
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Ton  will  perceive  that  the  opinion  I  have  eiven  to  the  Agent,  is  of 
a  decided  character  ;  but  I  feel  cohfident*  that  the  mass  of  evidence 
whichi  shall  submit,  will  fully  justify  that  opinion.

Sib  :  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  defence,  accompanied  by 
the  testimony  to  rebut  tjie  charges  preferred  against  yon  by  his  Ex- 
cellehcy  Governor  Troup,  as  well  as  the  testimony  taken  against  you 
by  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  and  that  interspersed 
throughout  the  volume  of  documents  furnished  me  by  the  Governor  oi 
Georgia. 

After  a  diligent  examination  of  all  the  testimony  taken  on  both 
sides,  during  the  investigation,  and  ooming  before  me,  I  feel  it  in- 
cumbent on  me  to  say,  that  I  consider  you,  in  reference  to  the  char- 
ges made  ag^nst  you,  not  only  an  innocent,  but  a  much  injured  man- 
This  result  IS  the  more  honorable  to  you,  as  you  have  only  had  it  in 
your  power  to  avail  yourself  of  voluntary  testimony.

Sib  :  The  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  18th  of  May,  in* 
froducing  to  this  Government  Major  General  Gaines  and  Major  An- 
drews, as  agents  of  the  United  States,  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of 
the  late  Indian  disturbances ;  to  adjust  the  differences  subsisting  be- 
tween  the  Indians ;  and  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  for 
Indian  Affairs,  recommended  them  as  officers  distinguished  for  abili- 
ty, prudence,  and  discretion*  They  were  received  and  treated  ac- 
cordingly. With  the  conduct  of  one  you  have  been  already  made  ac- 
quainted ;  with  that  of  the  other,  it  remains  for  me  to  place  you  in 
possession. 

^  In  the  several  confei*ences  held  with  Greneral  Gaines  on  his  first  ar- 
rival, 1  received  repeated  assurances  from  him  of  friendly  disposi- 
tions, of  upright  intentions,  of  freedom  from  ail  kind  of  bias  or  preju- 
dice which  could  mislead  his  judgment,  or  influence  his  decisions  on 
any  of  the  topics  which,  In  the  execution  of  his  trust,  might  present 
themselves  for  discussion.    Relying  implicitly  on  the  sincerity  of  these 
declarations,  I  began  with  regarding  General  Gaines  as  an  honor- 
able and  disinterested  ai*biter  between  the  United  States,  Georgia, 
and  the  Indians,  and  so  continued  to  regard  him,  until  a  short  time 
before  his  insulting  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo  was  received  at  this  De- 
partment.     It  was  impossible  for  this  Government  not  to  repel  that 
insult  with  indignation.    The  Chief  Magistrate,  in  his  official  mes- 
^ge  to  the  Legislature,  had  stated  explicitly  that  Mcintosh  and  his 
chiefs  bsul  given  their  consent  to  the  survey,  and,  in  support  of  this 
statement,  the  letters  of  Mcintosh  were  exhibited  with  his  name  sub- 
scribed^  in  his  own  hand,  of  which  General  Gaines  had  full  informa- 
tion.     Neverthdess,  the  certificate  of  an  Indian  Chief,  who  had  de- 
serted from  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  of  a  white  man,  of  whom  General 
Gaines  himself  does  not  pretend  to  know  any  thing,  is  procured  to  dis- 
credit the  statement  of  the  Governor,  and  to  exhibit  him  before  the 
public  as  the  dupe  of  the  vilest  and  shallowest  imposture,  and  in  hi» 
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solicitade  ^  accomiilish  this,  he  forgets  that  it  is  the  consmt  giv«it 
by  Mcintosh  and  liis  chiefs  to  the  sunrej  which^  on  the  iafbrmatioQ 
of  the  Agents  you  have  taken  for  granted  to  be  the  sole  cause  of  all  Ibe 
disturbances  jn  the  nation,  and  upon  which  you  have  recently  issued 
the  most  oflTensive  orders  to  this  Govemmtot  connected  ,witb  jtbat  .s«r- 
vey,  and,  in  your  last  9ne,  even  denounced  military  vengeance  against 
tiiose  who  shall  attempt  to  carry,  it  into  execution*  Xyhen  GeBftt^ 
Gaines  is  rebuked  in  the  mildest  language  which  the  unprovoked  in* 
suit  would  admit  of,  he  presents  himself  iigain  before  p&e  public,  in  a 
letter,  indulging  in  the  most  intemperate  abuse  of  all  the  co|i9titiited 
authorities  or  a  sovereign  State,  and  of  the  great  body  of  its  people, 
and  which  he  causes  to  be  published  almost  a  week  before  it  was  re- 
ceived at  this  Department 

With  regard  to  the  fii^st  letter  of  General  Gaines,  te  'Which  I  h»ve 
called  your  attention,  he  does  not  seem  to  have  been  cunlent  with  ad- 
dressing  a  letter  so  exceptionable  to  the  bead  of  this  Govemmevt ;  ke 
Skssomesthe  authority  to  order  its  publication  on  the  aliegatio«.of 
^me  pretended  and  undefined  malicious  falsehoods  ia  circiilatmi, 
and  which  be  makes  the  foundation  of  an  ^>peal  tothepidblieraii  ^^- 

fsal  more  censurable  than  that  for  which  Uie  gallant  and  medtoripiia 
orter  is  now  answering  before  a  court  martial,  assembled  by  your 
order,  inasmuch  as  the  latter  only  defends  himself  against  incidpa- 
iory  charges  made  by  his  own  Government,  whilst  th^  former^  who 
was  bound  by  equal  respect  to  this  Grovemment,  does  not  pretead  that 
any  charges  of  any  kind  bad  been^  preferred  by  it  against  hio^.  It  is 
in  this  letter,  too,  that  Gen.  Gaines  has  fallen  into  the  shoclung  extra- 
vagance of  asserting  what  nobody  can  believe,  that  the  JMklatodi 
parly,  which  made  the  treaty,  constituted  hut  a  fiftieth  part  of  the  na- 
tian,  and  it  was  in  the  same  letter  he  made  known,  officially^  io  this 
Government  that  he  had  happily  concluded  a  pacification  of  the  Indians, 
when,  at  that  moment  he  was  as  remote  from  the  pacification  aslietiver 
had  been,  of  which  fact  I  have,  even  within  the  passing  boor*  recfit- 
ed  the  most  incontestable  evidence.  ^       .; 

With  regard  to  the  second  letter  of  the  28th  nltfoio,  which-  now 
that  I  am  writing,  has,  for  the  first  time,  been  put  into  my  li»ida, 
and,  almost  a  week  after  its  publication,  I  have  to  remark^  that  4fae 
history  of  diplomacy  will  not  furnish  a  paraHd  so  marked  with  indis- 
cretion, intemperance,  deliberate  disrespect  and  the  ontrs^e  of  all 
decency.  General  Gaines  forgets  as  well  what  be  .owes  to  his  own 
Government  as  to  this — ^his  duty  to  you  required  him  to  show  respect 
to  this  Government  in  all  his  intercourse  with  it  If,  in  that  inter- 
course, he  had  found  himself  wronged  or  aggrieved  by  theautborttieo 
here,  it  was  not  allowed  him  to  take  the  repress  into  his  own  handa  ; 
upon  representations  to  you,  you  were  competent  to  decide  the  na- 
ture and  the  extent  of  the  ityury  he  had  received,  and  of  the  redreos 
most  suitable  to  it  He  would  not  confide  the  exercise  of  thiar  privi- 
lege to  you,  no  doubt  questioning  your  fitness  or  discretion  ibrsooh 
matters,  but  chose  to  rely  on  his  own  dexterity  and  prowess*  Be 
writes,  among  other  things,  of  the  ^  malignant  viilaay^  wfau^t  has 
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been  extensively  practised  on  the  credulity  of  many  of  the  good  citt« 
zens  of  Georgia,  and  other  States,  in  reference  to  the  Indians  and  the 
^treaty.      A  charge  so  vague  cannot  be  easily,  understood,  much  leas 
distinctly  answered. 

IVesuppo^ing  itto  be  directed  against  the  authorities  of  this  State^ 
and  to  be  in  all  respects  true,  wlie  made  General  Gaines  the  judge  to 
pass  this  condemnatory  sentence  on  the  conduct  of  those  authorities  ? 
It  had  been  understood  that  you  had  reserved  to  yourself  tlus  power, 
and  that  General  Gaines  was  here  only  as  your  Agent,  to  collect  the 
evidences  ujion  which  that  power  was  to  be  exercised. 

He  proceeds  to  make  another  I'eference  to  the  certificate  of  the  In- 
dian Chief  and  the  white  man ;  reiterates  the  expression  of  an  unli- 
mited confidence  in  the  veracity  of  Marshall ;  eulogizes  him  as  among 
tbe  most  worthy  of  the  ^^  little  treaty  making  party  ^*^  and  comes  again 
*to  the  conclusion  that  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Georgia  and  otiiers* 
are  not  to  be  credited  against  the  certificate  of  such  respectable  per- 
^9onages.  Within  tills  hour,  I  have  received  the  testimony  of  the 
Chiefs  of  the  friendly  party,  voluntarily  giveiif  *  •that  tlie  statement  of 
Jo  Marshall  to  Greneral  Gaines  is  false  ;''  and  I  enclose  you  the  cer- 
tificate of  my  Expi'ess,  a  man  of  tlie  fairest  character,  and  undoubted  . 
Areraclty,  tosatisfy  you  that  Marshall  has  added  falseh(»od  to  treachery. 
In  this  part  of  his  letter,  he  takes  occ-asion  to  manifest  his  resentment 
towards  tlie  friends  of  Mcintosh.  He  calls  them  the  *muic  treaty 
waking  party  f*  then,  again,  <<  the  vassal  chiefs  oJJUcInioshf^^  and  ques- 
tions  tiHeir  right  to  give  permission  to  make  the  survey.  What  a  dis- 
passionate and  impartial.umpire  is  this  General  Gaines!  One  would 
iiave  supposed  that,  consulting  the  magnanimity  of  a  soldier,  if  he  de- 
parted from  the  line  t>f  neutrality  at  all,  he  would  be  found  at  the  head 
of  the  weaker,  the  innocent,  and  injured  party  ;  but  the  General,  con- 
sulting the  better  part  of  valor,  and  pounting  the  odds  against  him  as 
ftf^  to  one,  throws  himself  into  the  ranks  of  the  stronger  party^  and 
tbas  commends  himself  again  to  you,  for  tlie  discietion  which  you  had 
given  him  in  advance. 

The  General  is  correct  in  one  qf  his  positions,  ami,  beii)g  in  the  right 
lumselC  puts  you  in  the  wrong,  and  so  conspicuously,  that  you  stand 
ON  the  insulated  eminence  an  almost  solitary  adx-ocate  for  making  and 
breaking  treaties  at  pleasure.  Greneral  Graines  says  «^  the  treaty,  no 
matter  how  procured,  had  become  a  law  of  the  land/'  &,c.  &c.  He 
had  said  to  the  Council  of  hostile  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow,  that  the 
treaty  could  not  be  annulled,  and  must  be  carried  into  effect,  &c.  &c« 
—.this  is  good  sense.  The  day  before  yesterday,  I  received  your  let* 
ter,  in  which  you  say  General  Gaines,  having  informed  you  that  the 
treaty  had  been  obtained  by  intngueand  treacliery,  it  w  ill  be  referred 
te  Congress  for  reconsideration.  General  Graines  tells  the  Indians 
that  DO  treaty  ^as  ever  yet  been  annulled  :  you  say  this  treaty  diall 
be  made  an  exception  to  all  others,  and  upon  the  information  received 
ftom  General  Gaines. 

General  Gaines  proceeds  to  manifrsl  bi3  respect  and  complaisance 
for  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  a  6ovei*eign  State,  by  informing  hUn  that 
66 
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he  lias  been  greatly  deceived  by  persons  in  whose  lionor  lie  placed  r^ 
liance,  btit  who  wei-e  unworthy  of  his  conffdence,'*  tlms  taking:  upon 
himself  the  responsibility  todecide  for  the  Chief  Magistrate  one  of  the 
'  mast  dclicate'bf  all  questions  connected  with  Government  and  Soyefy 
eignty,  viz  :  the  questi<vn,  who  are  worthy  of  trtist,  and  who,  amon^ 
tfie  public  ser>'ants,  are,  or  are  not,  entitled  to  his  confidence.,  laa 
littfti  time,  Sir,  with  yonr  cooiitcnance  and  encouragement^  Oeneiral 
Gaines  would  have  dictated  the  appointments  to  office  in  tiib,Statey 
and,  may  be,  the  letist  hesitancy  or  repugnance  to  coroplj  with  such 
dictation,  would  be  subdued  by  a  parade  of  the  United  Stated'  ti:Qo][is. 
After  quoting  a  maxim  that  «  tlic  king  can  do  no  wrong,**  and  eJK- 
patiating  on  tlie  moral  ex(;ellence  of  truth,  and  herimltscrinuu^telrab- 
itation  at  the  palace  and  i\\<*  cottage,  the  plough  and  tlie  bureau  of 
.  State,  with  the  wan^lcrers  of  tlio  wilderness,  and  the  honest  but  uiv 
fortunate  debtors,  of  all  which  I  cannot,  for  the  life  of  we,  under- 
stand the  application,  much  less  the  farrago  whi*^  follows  about 
somebody  regarding  money  a  Utile  morCf  i^id  truth  a  little  less  ^ 
condition  of  despised  ^lovdrty,  and  luxuries  of  plundered  wea{tk, 
&c.  &c.  and  which  is  equally  unintelligible ;  Generil .  Gsunes 
is  scarcely  more  distinct  and  intelligible  when,  in  passing  a 
meagre  compliment  to  a  portion  of  th«  citizens  of  Georgia*,  be 
professes  to  **  rely  on  the  wisdom,  justice,  and  patriotism,,  c^  at 
feast  nine-tenths  of  those  witli  whom  be  has  tlic  pleasure  of  an  i^- 
quaintaitce/*  many  of  whom  are  cultivators  of  the  land ;  and  tben^ 
agaii^,  that  **  the  cultivators  ai'e  the  adamantine  pitlars  of  the  U.m<ni» 
against  which  the  angry  vaporing  paper  squibs  ot  ibeliitle  and  tlie 
gi-eat  demagogues  of  all  countries  may  continue  to  be  hurlfd  for  hun- 
dreds of  centuries  <<  without  endangering  the  noble  edifice,*^  &c.  &c. 
all  of  which  may  be  intended  to  ceirvey  some  meaniugy  ^und  admit 
t)f  ready  explanation  by  Crenera)  Guines,  butwhich^  l^snreyou^Sirt 
is  altogether  above  my  comprehension.  ,-  . 

The  General  soon  becomes  a  littlenftore  exjilidt  wh^  ho  ears  there 
Is  in  Georgia  a  small  class  of  men  who,  like  the  ^<  Holy  Alliance,** 
pi-ofess  to  employ  themselves  in  tlie  laudaMe  wcurk  of  enlightening  and 
governltig  all  other  classes  of  the  community,  but  whose  labors  conaiBt 
o<"  vain  awl  daring jeffortsf  to^irove  that  tlie  light  of  truth  te  tohe  found 
only  with  tlie  party  to  which  thems6l>es  respectively  belong,  and  that 
all  otiiers  go  wrong.     Party,  Sir  J  An  Agent  representing  the  <}o- 
rernment  of  the  United  States  befbi*e  the  Govanment  of  (jeorgia, 
addressing  t^  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  St^te  an  oflSctal  paper,  in 
wliidi,  descanting  on  the  state  o(  parties,  the  writer  places  liMself  by 
the  side  of  the  t>ne  partjs  and  fulminates  a  denunciation  against  the 
otfier  !  Pi*ay,  Sir,  suffer  me  to  ask  if  Miy.  Gcp,  Gaines  receive*  spiedal 
V  thstnictions  at  your  liantte  so  to  deport  himself;  to  pry  i6to  the  sMe 
.  fef  jmrtiPS'T  to  find  out  the  relative  strength  of  4liem  ;  to  place  hiiQself 
6n  the  side  of  the  strongest,  giving  to  it  aid*  ceuntenanP^  and  co- 
operation, and  from  tliis  strong  hold  to  issue  ri^lent  anathemas 
agaiast  the  other,  through  the  Governor  of  the  State}  thus  directly 
intwmeddling  in  mir  local  politics,  and  availing  himself  of  om  on- 
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Kappy  divisions  to  make  tlie  exasperations  of  party  yet  more  bitter  ? 
Cieneral  6aines  will  not  permit  us  to  mistake  him.  He  proceeds  to 
call  tbe  particular  party  to  wiiicli  lie  is  opposed  the  <*  one-sided  en- 
Hl^eoed^elass  ;''  in  another  place,  he  calls  them  <<  the  small  class/' 
'  TI^  opportunrties  t)f  Creneral  Gaines  to  inform  himself  of  the  state  of 
imrfies  in  Georgia  have  been,  no  doubt,  mucii  better  than  mine,  which 
TOV^  indeed  been  very  limited ;  but  1  have  more  generally  heard,  from 
Bieti  better  uiformedy  tliat  the  relative  strength  pf  parties  was  some- 
nrhat  difierent  from  the  General's  estimate  of  it.  Ue  seems  to  Jiave 
adopted  the  same  rule  of  enumeration,  under  the  same  optical  delusion, 
as  in  meafiorlRg  the  strength  of  the  Indiaii  parties,  and  to  have  arrived 
at  tlie  very  gratifying  conclusion  that  the  numerical  strength  was.iu 
the  proportion  of  fifty  to  one ;  undoubtedly  a  very  incorrect  conclusion. 

This  officer  took  umbrage  at  my  request  to  permit  the  Commisioners 
on  the  part  of  tlte  State  to  act  in  friendly  concert  with  him,  in  making 
bis  investigation  for  the  discovery  of  truth.  Why  he  did  so,  I  cannot 
colycctare.  Ttiis,  however,  was  passed  by  witliout  notice,  as  was  his 
sufaRequent  refusal  to  admit  them  to  a  participation  of  the  Councils,  in 
gratters  involving  interests  of  Georgia,  His  indiscretion  in  declaring, 
before  the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  that  if  the  congregatiwl  world 
were  to  contradict  tlie  Chief  <*  Yoholo,**  he  would  not  believe  it,  lias 
been  already  noticed,  in  the  letter  which  I  last  had  the  honor  to  nd- 
iress  to  you.  It  is  upon  the  autliority  of  this  chief,  of  Hambly,  re- 
presented to  be  of  the  most  infamous  of  men,  and  of  the  Agent  of  Indian 
AHkirs,  that  you  havecometo  the  conclusion  to  return  the  treaty  to  Con- 
^;ress  for  revision,  it  having  been  procured  by  intrigue  and  treachery. 

General  Gaines  is  reported  to  mc  to  have  said,  in  the  presence  of 
one  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  pai't  of  the  State,  that,  if  twenty-three 
States  out  of  the  twenty-four  were  to  pronounce  the  Agent  guilty,  he. 
^ould  not  believe  them. 

General  Gkines  has  been  guilty  of  the  childish  indiscretion  of  threat- 
ening to  cut  off  the  heads,  #  ears,  of  the  citizens  of  Georgia  who  hap- 
pcfied  to  offend  him,  as  if  you  had  given  him  his  sword ior  this  sfiecial 
service.  But  indeed,  Sir,  it  is  high  time  to  dismiss  tlie  subject  of  this 
officer;        *  .  ,  . 

In  maintaining  correspondence  Vith  the  Govern ftient  of  the  United 
States,  I  have  not  permitted  any  false  considerations  of  dignity,  or 
any  false  estimate  of  ftirms  and  ceremonies,  which  usuajly  govern 
diplomatic  intcrcourjw*  between  States,  to  inteqHjse  the  least  difficulty. 
So  far  from  it,  I  have  cheerfully  descended  to  tlie  level  of  every  thing 
which  it  pleased  you  to  employ,  at  any  time,  as  yoiir  representative 
9r  oi*gan,  fi-om  the  Clerks  of  your  bureaus,  up  to  your  Major  General 
by  Brevet ;  and  I  have  acted  and  treated  with  them  as  equals. 

In  ific  deportment  of  some  of  th'es<?,  1  have*experienccd  arrogance, 
'self-sufBcicncy,  a  haughty  artd  contemptuous  carriage,  and  a  most 
iifsutting  interfri'ence  with  our  local  imHttcs;  and  these  characteris- 
tics'not  exhibited  to  one,  but  to  all  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  th« 
'  Stat^.*  Now,  Sir,  suffer  me,  in  conclusion,  to  ask,  if  these ,  things 
l^ave'bcen  done  in  virtue  of  your  instructions,  express  or  implied,  or 
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by  authority  of  any  warrant  from  you  whatsoever  I  and  if  iiot  so  done^ 
whether  you  will  sanction  and  adopt  them  as  yopir  own,  aad  tl^as  bold 
yourself  responsible  to  the  Ooveriiment  of  Greorgia  ? 

Be  persuaded,  Sir,  that  whenever  hereafter  you  shall  tbiak  proper^ - 
not  deceiving  yourselves  or  us,  to  send  gentlemen  to  represent  you 
before  this  Government,  of  the  cliaracter  given  to,  those  by  iboMtter 
of  the  Secretary  of  WaroC  the  18th  of  May,  tliey  will  he  received,  and- 
respected  as  officers  of  the  General  Grovernment  would  be  by.  the,ii|osti\ 
friendly  States  of  the  Union.

Sir  :  I  lierewith  transmit,  through  tlic  Department,  to  the  Second 
Auditor,  further  accounts  of  (lisbui^scmenis  in  connexion  with  the  late 
treaty  with  the  Creek  Indians.  The  original  fund  placed  at  our  con-v 
trol,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  negotiation,  is  chaiTgeable  with  a  far- 
ther item  or  two,  of  small  amount,  in  support  of  which  we  have  not~. 
yet  procm*ed  vouchers  in  proper  form. 

In  obedience  tothc  directiqn  of  the  President,  communicated  in*/ 
yours  of  the  t8(h  May,  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  first  instahnoit  ' 
of  -two  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  held  <*  subject  to  the  order 
of  Gcnei*al  Gatiies,**  and  has  been  uniformly  ready.    Pi-evious  to  the 
receipt  of  that  direction,  the  Commissioners  had  advanced  from  4be. 
ff^nd  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  six  bunted  and  thirty^one  dollars^  • 
as  per  account  and  vouchers  now  forwardcuT  The  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-one  thousand  tliree  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  has 
been  passed  to  the  credit  of  General  Gaines,  as  will  be  seen' by; his" 
'order,  tlia  correspondence  and  f>eceipt  of  his  Aid,  copies  of  which  are 
enclosed.    This  statement  will  be  found  to  embrace  the  whole  fond, 
except  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  being  the  premium  at  which 
the  draft  was  negotiated.    This,   together  with  the  premium  on  a 
smaller  draft,  has  already  been  reported  to  you.     About  the  time  of 
the  receipt  of  your  dirc(*tion  touching  this  fund,  a  draft  of  one  ttioo- 
sand  dollars  was  pi-escn(cd  to  the  Commissioners,  drawn  by  Chilly ' 
Mcintosh,  which  they  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  accept,  but  now  refer 
it  to  the.Department  whether  they  shall  liaye  leave  to  pay  it 

As  every  thing  connected  with  the  treaty,  both  anterior  aniisabse* 
quent  to  its  obtainment,  seems  to  be. undergoing  revision,  partly  ott* 
cial,  ajid  partly *by  individuals  of  assumed  authority,  it  was-iiot,peiV 
haps,  to  be  expected  by  the  Commissioners  that  their  prodMulgs' 
would  pass  unr]nestioned.  The  official  proceeding's,  as  far  as  Aey  have  ' 
been  \kaOr  at  the  instance  of  the  Government,  we  presaihe  have  iSettV  -• 
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rpfot^Mi.  Some  <yf  these  hare  been  disclosed^  and  have  recoiled  a 
constnictien  to  otii*  prejudice.  That  we  may  be  enabled  to  vindicate 
onnelves  before  the  Government,  as  whose  agents  we  have  accom-^ 
pKstod  important  measares/  and  from  the  reponsibility  of  which  we 
do  not  ^tek  to  be  exempt,  permit  us  to  ask  that  we  may  be  furnished, 
t»  MieedHy  as  possible^  with  copies  of  all  documents  within  the  control 
of  tne  Department,  which  bring  into  ^uestieiif  our  proceedings  in  tiie 
Idte  negotiation  as  being  inconsistent  with  justice  and  universal  usage.

Creeks,  and  which  results  in  the  employment  of  the  bayonet  on  your 
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(^rty  and  of  the  tomaliawk  and  scalping  knife  on  the  part  of  the  Id* 
dians,  if  tlie  survey  be  attempted.  1  thank  you  for  tliis  esplaamtiMi  ; 
for,  whether  youi*  intent  were  good  or  evil,  it  equally  became  you  to 
makje  it  You  make  known,  at  the  same  time,  the  resdutioiL  of .  ^fae 
President  to  refer  the  treaty  to  Congress,  on  the  allegatioD  that  Jb^ 
trigue  and  treachery  have  been  employed  to  procure  it  This  Mtimqk 
put9  a  stop  to  the  survey ;  and  you  will  inform  the  President,  ^at,  un- 
til the  wifl  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  is  expressed^  no  measured 
wMl  be  taken  to  execute  the  survey*  The  Executive  of  Gera^  has 
no  authority  in  the  civil  wai*  with  which  the  State  is  menaced,  ti^ 
stilke  the  first  blow,  nor  has  it  the  inclination  to  provoke  it  This  is* 
leufor  tho^e  who  have  bbtli  tlie  inclination  and  authorify,  and  who 
pretend  to  love  the  Union  best  The  Legislature  wilK  on  their  firsi 
meeting,  decide  what  in  this  respect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
Slate  demand*  In  the  mean  time,  tiie  right  to  make  the  survey  is  as- 
sertedy  and  the  reference  of  the  treaty  to  Congress  protested  against, 
without  any  qualification. 

It  is  true^  Sir,  that,  according  to  my  Own  opinions,  if  there  be 
fraud  and  corruptioti  in  the  procurement  of  the  treaty,  it  ought  to  be 
set  aside  by  the  indignant  expression  of  the  nation^s  will.  The  taint 
of  such  corruption,  accoi'ding  to  that  opinion,  would  suffice  to  render 
void  an  instrument  of  any  kind,  purporting  to  pass  a  ri^  ^may 
kiml.  But  of  wirat  avail  is  this  o|iinion  against  your  own  establisliecl 
maxims  «nd  precedents  ?  You  will  decry  it  as  the  visionib7.  spociila-^ 
tions  of  a  wild  enthusiast ;  because  you  would  r^fer  me  to  all  your  Iiu 
dian  ti-eaties.  You  wotvlil  pi*csent  to  me,  in  lull  reliet^  the  deetpiou^ 
your  Supreme  Coui*t,  in  the  case  of  Fletcher  attd  Peck,  wl^erea  fcign^ 
ed  issue  being  made  to  settle  the  principle,  the  principle  was  seitjed^: 
that  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  having,  by  bribei*y  and  corni]rtiMH

I  pre- 
sent my  own  opinion  on  the  one  hand,  you  Imd,  on  the  other,  |»y  |nA£9 
and  official  protestation  in  sti*ict  accordance  and  unison  with  jwvr 
and  all  your  constituted  authorities*  decisions,  and  which  pl»<y  the 
treaty  on  sucii  high  ground,  that,  no  matter  by  what  execrable bafpMW 
it  n»ay  have  been  elevated  there,  even  the  Congress  of  the  CTiuted

It  may  be  otherwise ;  but  I  do  sincerely  believe^  that  no*  ladiai^ 
treaty  has  ever  been  negotiated  and  concluded  in  better  faith  than  the 
cme  which  is  the  subject  of  this  letter.  If  it  be  -otlierwise,  having  been 
concluded  by  youro^n  officers,  against}  our  instructions,  without  any 
participation  of  the  authorities  of  Georgia,.  L  sincere^  bow  that  thefie 
officers  may,  ^o  far  as  you  liave  power,  be  brought  to  trialaiMlfOiiish-* 
ment;  but  yet,  accoi'ding  to  your  own  doctrine^  this  dees  Jiot  imp^. 
the  validity  of  the  treaty.  /      rj 
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The  Legislature  of  Georgia,  tJierefore,  will,  on  its  fii*dt  meeting,  be 
adrised  to  resist  any  effort  wlticii  may  be*made  to  wrest  from  the . 
Slate  the  territory  acqirired  by  that  treaty,  and  no  matter  by  what 
aothority  that  effort  be  ihadc.  The  hostile  Indians  having  resolved 
t&at  tti'ey  Wlllnever  suri'ender  it  but  with  their  lives,  and'you  having 
p^issively  acquiesced  in  this  resolution^,  because  of  the  appeal  made  to 
youf  idiiagt^animity  and  generosity ;  and  it  being  obvious,  that  our 
right,  not  Asserted  now,  is  lost  to  us  forever ;  if  the  Legislature  shall 
fSnl  to  vindicate  that  right,  ihe  resposibility  will  be  tlieirs,  not  mine.

It  appears,  by  virtue  of  authority  from  the  Department  of  War, 
Colonel  Campbell  negotiated  tiie' draft  at  i  per  ^ent  premium,  with 
the  express  proviso,  that  S  151,000  would  l»e  received  in  bills  of  the 
specie  paying  Banks  of  Georgia,  and,  with  an  understanding,  that 
it  wouki  be  disbursed  from  the  negotiating  Bank. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  renewed  tlie  deposite,  making  it  8ub« 
ject  to  the  order  of  General  Gaines,  that  it  may  be  removed  to  Sa-

The  Commissioners  had 
iTCctvtd  fi'om  theDeiiartinentof  War,  instintctions,  under  date  of  the 
18th  May,  to  hold  said  fund,  <^  if  it  had  not  been  paid  ovei*  to  the 
Chiefs,**  subject  to  the  oi*der  of  General  Gaines. 

Pi'eviouH  to  the  receipt  of  this  communication',  however,  the  Com« 
miasioiiei's  liad  disbursed,  of  tlie  fund,  the  suAi  of  eight  thousand  six 
hundred  and  thirly-one  dollars.  These  disbursements  consist  of  mo- 
neys advanced  to  Chiefs  who  were  on  the  eve  of  setting  out  to  explore 
tlicLr  contemplated  residence  beyond  the  Mississippi ;  to  tlie  deputa- 
tion who  visited  Washington  City  after  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh; 
to  the  family  of  Mcintosh  immediately  after  bis  death  ;  to  Chiefs  who 
Wsited  Milledgeville  in  May  ;  flfid  other  small  items^  as  per  account 
ffhmvti  you,  and  to  be  returned  to  tlie  Treasury  Department 

The  balance  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand,  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty -nine  dollars,  is  ready  tp  be  passed,  under  the  order  of 
General  Oaines,  to  the  credit  of  the  War  Department 

in  making  this  transfer,  it  is  due  to  myself  and  the  Bank  of  Angus** 
ta^  tiirtt  the  understanding  which  has  been  entered  into*  between  tt% 
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should  not  only  tic  stated,  but  also  preserved.  The  fund^  ad  remitML, 
was  in  a  Treasury  draft  upon  the  United  States' Branch  Bank  at  New 
York*  This  was  negotiated  at  the  Bank  of  Augusta,  under  theagre<>^ 
ment  that  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  were  to  be  paid  iir 
specie,  or  bills  of  titer  Bank  of  the  United  States,,  aa  I  might  electa 
and  the  balance  in  bills  of  the  specie  paying  Banks  of  this  State.* 
Keeping  the  principles  of  tliis  understanding  in  view,  the  Commis- 
sioners now  conform  to  the  direction  of  the  SecretSiry  rf  War,  and 
the  order  of  Greneral  Gaines.  The  CommissioRers  are  not  tenacious 
of  any  supposed  honor  or  profit  which  might  arise  to  them  in  the  dis- 
bursement of  this  fund  ;  but,  in  their  acquiescence  in  the  proposed  ar- 
l^ngement,  they  would  not  be  considered  as  waiving  any  of  tfae  rights 
or  obligations  created  by  the  treaty.

^Sjtfoti  of  Commissioners  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia. 

To  his  Excellency  the  Gorvenwr  of  Georgia  : 

Herewith  we  transmit  to  your  ExceUency  documents  numl)ei*ed  froi|» 
t>neto  nine  inclusive,  containing  fui*ther  testimony  connected  with  tlie 
Indian  afikirs.  From  the  testimony  now  adduced^  you  wit!  discover^ 
among  other  facta,  that  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith,  one  of  the  missionaries 
in  the  Creek  natiom  located  near  Broken  Arrow,  has  stated  tliat  he 
was  present  at  that  place  when  a  council  was  held  to  deliver  a  talk  to 
Colonel  H.  O.  Lamar,  at  which  time  and  place  the  Little  Prince,  who 
tiien  acted  as  Speaker,  requested -Colonel  Lamar  to  tell  tlie  Indians 
tiien  in  Georgia^  to  return  to  their  homes,  that  they  should  not  be  In- 
jured. 

In  the  course  of  the  collecting  «f  testimony  by  the^  Agent,  Colonel 
Ctowefl,  we  were  pi^esent  when  Mr.  Uambly,  the  national  Inter])reter, 
*(a  witness  for  the  Agent,)  stated,  on  oath,  that  the  filth  article  of  the 
jtrfeaty  Was  not  read  to  the  chiefs  in  coundL  yfe  were  much  surprised 
to  hear  evidence  of  that  cliaracter,  because  it  involved  directly  and 
XDOst  essentially  the  purity  of  character  of  tlie  Commissioners  aC  flu) 
^General  Government.  In  tbc  testimony  we  have  received,  you  will 
lind  in  documents  No.  1,  2,  and  8,  tltat,  so  far  from  that  being  true, 
that  the  matter  contained  in  the  fifth  article  was  cause  of  particular 
observation  by  persons  preset^  >at  tlje  reading  and  interpretation  of  the 
treaty,  and  grew  out  of  tlie  Apparent  effect  that  it  had  upon  the  Agent, 
Colonel  Crowell,  who  was  present.  Gentlemen  of  great  worthy  pure 
morals,  and  unblemished  integrity,  testify  that  they  were  present  when 
4he  ii^ole  of  the  treaty  was  read,  and  one  of  them^  that  he  has  a  most 
<Astinct  re-collection  of  the  reading  of  the  5th  aKicie,  from  tlie  circum- 
stance of  noticing,  at  the  time,  a  v-eiy  considerable  change  in  the  cou^ 
tenance  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  which  circumstance  wias  obr 
served  by  others  pi'esent,  and  was  the  subject  <)f  after  conversation. 
This  jou  will  find  is  corroborated  by  other  testimony.  That  article^ 
ft  tqipears,  was  inserted  reluctantly  b^  the  Commissioners,  and  en- 
tirely at  the  instance  of  the -chiefs. 

It  must  be  obvious  why  such  testimony  was  taken  by  the  Agent,  but 
the  object  has  been  overreached — he  proved  too  much.  This  Miv 
Hambly  is  a  sworn  oficer  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States* 
He,  as  well  as  the  United  States^  Agent,  have  given  sanction  to  a 
treaty  by  tlieir  official  attestation,  which  t^^aty  tliej  now  come  forward 
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l^ld  attempt  to  prove  was  obtained  by  foul  a^d  fraudiileiU  mean^.  In 
fact,  Sir,  the  omission  referred  to  in  the  Agent's  testimony;,  is  crimj-, 
pal  in  its  character,  arid  tliat,  too,  charges)  directly  against  the  Com- 
iniasioners  of  the  United  States — ^two  gentlemen  nf  high  standing  and 
appcoyed  integrity,  who  could  have  had  no  other  interest  tliau  tli^ 
country's  good  to  promote  so  desirable  an  end  as  tlip  one  tlicy  li^ve| 
after  mucb  labor  and  difficulty,  attained. 

There  is  a  r«le  of  moral  law  which  forbids  art^  individual  to  destroy, 
by  secret  and  covert  means,  the  eflect  of  doctrine  which  he  has  jim- 
mulgated*  A  principle  similar  is  applied  in  civil  and  municipal  law. 
He  who  gives  currency  and  authenticity  to  a  written  instrument  by 
liis  solemn  attestation,  is  not  allowed  to  invalidate  fiiat  instrument 
The  attempt  to  do  s6  loads  hini  with  reproach  and  pdium.  His  tp^. 
i^ony,  if  received  at  fill,  is  received  with  many  grains  of  allowance-, 
the  more  especially  when  he  alleges  in  support  of  its  ammlmcnt,  that 
a  fraud,  yea,  a  stupendous  fraud,  has  been  imposed.  Can  it  be  be- 
lieved that  this  Mr.  Hf^mbly  and  the  Agent  would  have  given  official . 
sanction  to  a  treaty  wliiclr  bore  on  its  mce  notliing  unfair,  when  tlicy 
knew  that  every  means,  other  than  fair  means,  were  pursued  to  obtain 
it  ?  No  :  the  weak  and  the  credqlons  cannot  give  faith  to  such  aver- 
ments. It  would  attach  a  foul  stigma  upon  their  official  charactei:  to 
say  so.  What  did  they  do  ?  What  effect  bad  their  j^tte^tatjqn  ?  Did 
fliey  not,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  say  to  the  Government  of  tlip 
United  States,  « thpre  we  present  you  a  treaty  duly  and  properly  ob- 
tained ?''  The  same  evidence  fuiTiishcs  tlie  prpqf,  thjit,  after  thetoea-. 
ty  had  been  fully  read  through,  signed,  aiid  sealed,  that  the  Agent  ;inil 

interpreter  were  called  on  to  attest  tlie  same,  which  tliey  severally 
brie  without  any  objection  whatevef.  "  We  understand  that  it  is  al- 
leged by  the  Agent,  as  one  ground  of  qbjqction  to  the  treaty,  that  the 
5th  article  was  not  read  in  council,  and  alsp,  as  anptber  ^*otir.(l  oC 
objection,  tliat  the  chiefs  wiio  made  the  treaty  were  not  competent  to 
do  so.  Eitlier  brancli  of  the  argument  is  an  unfortunate  one  fo*:  him 
whereon  to  build  an  opposition.  In  the  first  case,  it  is  jirasuming  tj^. 
far  to  say  that  the  Agent  would  witness  a  ti^aty  in  his. official  cUa<iac- 
ter  without  knowing  Its  contents;  and,  in  the  second  case,  it  is  wa- 
;^uting  to  him  an  absolute  abandonment  of  his  trust,  tosupp)Sc  that  tie 
would  stand  by,  a  careless  spectator,  and  witness  the  mere  fqrins  of  a 
treaty,  when  he  knew  that  one  of  the  parties  to  that  treaty  could  not 
legitimately  enter  into  any  of  its  stipulations  without  making  known 
the  same  ;  which  it  apjwars  he  did  not.  The  deduction  iVom  4>ilJ>er. 
IM)sition  is  most  obvious,  though  not  one  [word  omitted]  to  announpe*. , 
Upon  the  subject  of  the  consent  given  by  the  friendly  cliicfs  anil 
council  to  make  the  survey,  the  rudest  sceptic  can  no  logger  liave- 
causo  for  a  sliadow  of  doubt.  Contained  in  documents  Jiq.  4,  5,  6. 
r,  and  9,  y<)u  iiave  testimony  in  relation*  to*  that  particular.  Your 
Excellency  w  ill  discover  tliat,  of  the  existence  of  such  a  council,  and 
its  consent  so  given.  General  Gaines  received  information  before  the 
last  of  the  past  month.  At  the  same  time  he\^as  informed  that  Mar- 
shall had  given  Aw  consent ;  also,  he  was  then  informed  of  the  ti-uc 
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character  of  Mr.  E<1  wards.  The  fact  of  the  consent  so  given  by  tho 
chiefs  to  make  Hie  survey,  haying  been  announced  to  General  Gaines 
iMarlj  a  montli  ago,  and  before  his  letter  addressed  to  you  of  the  28th 
uhiiiio,  and  liis  failure  to  correct  the  erroneous  representation  of  that 
matter,  founded  upon  tite  false  certificate  of  Mai*shall  and  Edwards^ 
surely  ftnrnishes  cause  for  remark. 

From  the  information  we  have  received,  it  is  evident  that  there 
were  poreaent  at  that  council,  a  number  of  citizens  of  Georgia,  General 
Ware,  of  Fayette  county,  among  the  number,  several  of  whom  wc 
have  sten,  and  who  have  testified  tho  fact.  That  tJicre  was  such  a 
council ;  that' the  consent  to  make  tlie  survey  was  given  ;  also,  that 
Marsbatl  froely  gave  his,  and  that  Greneral  Gaines  had  been  long  since 
informed  of  the  same,  there  is  evidence  abundant.

(tlie  Chiefe)  by  tlie  interpreter  ?  Who  was  the  Interpreter  ?  Did 
the  .Comq^tssioners  omit  to  read  any  article  of  that  treaty  to  the  Chiefs  ? 
Are  you  cet*tain  thiittfae  5th  article  of  that  treaty  was  plainly  and 
distinctly  read,  and  was  it  understood  ?  Was  the  Agent  present  when 
that  treaty  was  made,  and  did  he,  or  not,  particularly  note  the  terms 
of  the  5th  article  ?  Did  not  the  Interpreter  explain  it  to  the  Chiefs  ? 
Were  not  tlK5  liead  Chiefs,  at  tiiat  treaty,  capable  of  reading  and  writ- 
ing, and  capable  of  understanding  ordinary  manuscript? 

Did  tlie  Agent  or  Interpreter  make  any  objection  to  witnessing  tliat 
treaty,  when  asked  to  do  so  ? 

Relate  all  that  each  of  yon  know,  concerning  tlie  execution  of  that 
treaty,  touching  the  reading  thereof,  and  the  interpretation  of  the 
sane,  and  by  whom,  and  what  was  said  and  done  by  the  Agent,  at^  or 
about  that  period,  connected  with  it.

The  annexed  interrogatories  being  exhibited  to  as^  by  Commisskm- 
ers  on  the  part  of  tlie  State,  we  havc^  this  dayi  appeared  befiire  the 
officer  attesting  tliese  our  answers,  and  being  sworn,  answered  as 
follows  : 

1.  D.  6.  Campbell  saith,  that,  at  the  late  treaty,  concluded  witb 
the  Creek  Indians,  he  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States. 

S.  A  Council  was  convened  on  Saturday  morning,  l£th  February 
last,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  a  treaty,  which  had  been  previously 
prepared.  The  Council  was  composed  of  all  Chiefs  and  warriors  wbo 
were  upon  the  ground,  as  far  as  I  know  or  believed.  I  did  not  discover 
that  any  were  absent,  who  had  attended  the  previous  meetings,  exc^ 
those  who  had  absented  themselves  the  night  before,  in  tlie night.  Thei*e 
were  also  present,  the  two  Commissioners,  William  F.  Hay,  Seci-ct^- 
ry.  Doctor  William  Meriwettier,  Colonel  Crowell,  tlie  Agents  Wil- 
liam Hambty,  the  Interpreter,  Tliomas  Triplett*  and  several  while 
men,  residents  of  the  nation.  The  reading  of  the  treaty  was  pre- 
ceded by  some  remarks,  from  one  of  the  Commissioners,  in  reference 
-  to  the  movements  of  tlie  over  night  The  Council  were  told  that  a 
step  of  that  sort,  let  it  be  produced  by  what  cause  it  Inight,  was  not 
to  defeat  the  objects  of  the  Government.  That  all  Chiefe  of  the  na. 
.tion  had  been  notified  and  invited  to  attend.  That  we  had  been  in 
Council  for  several  daysy  and  that  it  had  been  ascertained  who  were, 
and  who  were  not,  in  favor  of  a  treaty.  That  we  considered  the  na- 
tion as  still  fully  represented,  and  should  proceed  accordingly.  Tb^ 
remarks  wore  made  by  myself,  and  were,  in  snbsfance,  as  I  have 
stated. 

Tlie  treaty  was  then  produced,  and  the  Council  informed  that  H 
would  be  read  and  interpreted  to  tlicm  distinctly,  and  that  as  many  as 
chose  to  sign  it,  might  do  so,  and  those  who  thought  proper  to  decline, 
could  do  so.  The  reading  commenced  and  progressed,  article  by  arti- 
cle, sometimes  dividing  an  article,  when  it  was  too  long  for  easy  inter- 
pretation. Hambly  acted  as  Interpreter ;  he  sat  ck»se  by  me,  and  was 
requested  to  speak  loud  enough  lor  all  to  hear.  At  the  close  of  each 
article,  assent  was  expressed  by  the  Council  by  a  sort  of  exclamation, 
after  the  manner  of  Indians.  No  article  of  the  treaty  wflis  omitted  in 
the  reading.  I  do  not  believe  that  a  single  word  was  omitted.  Tbei*e 
w;is  nothing  in  it  which  we  wislted  to  suppress  or  conceal.  When 
the  reading  and  interpretation  were  over,  a  pause  ensued.  No  man, 
white  or  red,  objected  to  the  number  or  grade  of  those  wbo  compased 
the  Council.  No  opposition  was  intimated  from  any  quarter.  TliC 
Couimissioncrs  signed,  and  were  immediately  followed  by  the  Chiefs. 
Altcrone  or  two  of  these  had  signed,  Poyth-la-Yoholo,  of  the  Turkau- 
batch  Je  Delegation,  made  tbe  observations  ascribed  to  him  in  the  Com- 
yssioncrs^  Journal,  sis  I  understood  from  Major  Meriwciher,  who  re- 
jK^d  the  interpretation  moredistinctlythani  did.  The  remarks  of  this 
cliicl'  were  received  most  heai'tily  by  tbe  other  Cbieb^  as  was  evinced 
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by  tbeir  load  excIaoBation  of  assent  Himself  and  bis  followers,  about 
six  or  seven  in  all*  tbcn  shook  hands  with  the  Commissioners  and  some 
of  tbe  Chiefs,  and  retired. 

1  recollect  no  other  occurrence  which  took  place  during  the  execit- 
tlon  of  the  instrument,  except  when  one  of  its  signers  was  about  to 
make  his  mark,  the  Agent  asked  Mcintosh  if  that  was  a  Chief  f  The 
answer  was,  <^his  Chief."  Uur  Journal  states,  that  the  treaty  <<was 
signed  by  all  the  Chiefs  present,  except  the  delegation  from  Tuckau- 
batchie,  and  one  Chief  fmm  TaJiedega.'^  It  may  be  so,  that  all 
Chiefs  present  had  signed,  but  it  is  former  the  fact,  that  many  other 
(Ikiefs  or  warriors  were,  present  and  proposed  signing,  but  this  was 
declined,  as  it  was  getting  late,  and  tlie  signers,  already  affixed,  were 
deemed  sufficient 

.  The  document  was  then  handed  to  Col.  Crowell,  who  bad  been  pire* 
sent  the  whole  time,  and  be  attested  it  officially,  without  hesitation  or 
remark,  as  I  recollect  Our  Secretary,  Doct  Meriwether,  and  the 
Interpreter  tiien  attested  the  instrument  also,  and  the  Council  were 
requested  to  convene  again  on  Monday  morning.  Before  we  left  the 
Springs,  I  think  on  Sunday,  the  ]Sth,the  Agent  requested  a  copy  (^' 
the  treaty,  and  we  directed  it  furnished.

Having  been  required  to  answer  the  interrogatories  hereto  annex- 
ed, to  tlie  first,  I  say  that  I  was  present,  and  acted  a»  Secretary 
to  the  Commissioners  in  the  late  negotiation  with  the  Creek  Indians. 

In  answer  to  the  remainder  of  the  interrogatories,  I  say  that  I  have 
carefully  examined  and  perused  the  foregoing  statements  and  answers 
ef  D.  G.  Campbell,  and,  as  far  forth  as  they  represent  who  were  pre- 
sent at  the  execution  of  the  treaty ;  the  manner  of  reading  and  inter- 
preting the  same  ;  the  ceremony  of  signing  and  witnessing  ;  and  the 
occurrences  of  the  meeting,  generally,  when  the  treaty  was  signed; 
are  in  cori*e6pondence  with  my  own  recollection,  and  I  adopt  the  same 
as  my  answers  to  the  interrogatories  exhibited  to  us. 

I  state  further,  that  a  copy  of  the  treaty  was  furnished  to  the  Agent, 
copied  in  his  own  room,  od  the  iSth  February,  the  day  after  tlie  treaty 
was  signed.

Testimony  of  TFitu  Meriwether. 

GEORGIA;   Clarke  CoiinUj : 

Pci'sonally  caine  before  me,  William  Manlyt  one  of  the  Jtiilges  of 
tbe  Inferior  Court  for  said  county,  William  Meriwether,  who,  bcing^ 
duly  sworn,  saith,  That  he  attended  the  negotiation  fichl  with  the 
Ci*eek  indiaas  a^  Broken  Arxniw,  iu  December,  and  at  the  Indiarr 
Springs,  in  February  last ;  that  he  occn{>ied  the  same  aimrtments  with, 
and  enjoyed  tlic  full  confidence  of,  the  Commissioners ;  and  thift  de|>o- 
ncrjt  knows  that  the  leading  featui'es  of  the  treaty,  as  entered  Into  at 
the  Indian  Springs  in  February,  wci-e  well  understood  by  all  the  In- 
diaas who  took  any  intei*est  in  the  stibject,  inasmuch  cis  the  same  \>ru- 
]iositions,  in  substance,  wci-c  made  to  tliem,  and  fully  explained,  at 
Uroken  Ari-ow,  in  December  preceding.    This  deponent  attended  the 
ti*eaty  at  tlie  Cherokee  Agency,  in  1817,  and  also  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
in  1821,  at  which  last  he  acted  as  Secretary;  and  the  proceedings  at 
each  were,  in  substance,  as  follows  :  After  the  principal  articloer  w  fiich 
were  to  be  inserted  in  the  treaty  were  agreed  upon  in  private  canvci*- 
satipns  with  the  principal  chiefs,  various  rough  drafts  of  the  ti*eAty 
wei-c  mHde^some  of  the  chiefs  attending,  from  time  to  time,  and  sug- 
gesting such  alterations  as  tliey  wished.    After  it  w-as  completed,  and 
i-eady  Tor  signature^  the  whole  of  the  Indians  were  convened,  the  treaty 
i*cad  over  and  interpreted  to  them,  paragraph  by  paragraph,  and  tlie 
ccremoiiy  of  signing  and  sealing  gone  through.   This  course  was  pur- 
sued at  the  late  ti*eaty  witli  the  Creeks  at  the  Indian  Springs,  and 
every  article  had  been  fully  explained,  and  was  well  understood  by 
most  of  the  princi|)al  chiefs  who  signed  tlie  treaty,  prior  to  their  con- 
vention for  executing  the  instrument    After  the  treaty  was  drawn  ap, 
^ndtl»e  Indians  convened,  each  and  every  article  thereof  was  distinctly 
read,  paragriq)h  at  a  time,  and  inter|U'eted  to  tlic  Indians'by  Mr.  Ham- 
bly,  the  United  StatiV  Interpreter.    Thei'cweropreBefit  at tbctiuie,  lie- 
sides  the  United  States*  Commissioners  and  the  Intcqietor,  Cuptaiu 
Hay,  the  Secretary,  Colonel  Crowell,  the  Agent,  Captain  Triplett, 
tiie  present  Sub-Agent,  and  this  dejionent,  besides  sevcrstl  white  men, 
i-esidenls  of  tlic  nation.  Yhis  deponent  lias  a  most  diiitinct  recollection 
of  the  trading  of  the  5tli  article,  or  thaf  which  relates  to  tlie  d'lebunsc- 
inent  of  the  gSJOO.OOO  to  be  paid  immediately  after  the  ratification  of 
the  treaty,  fi-om  tlie  drcumstauce  of  noting,  at  the  time  tlie  article  was 
I'cad,  a  \evy  consider-ablc  change  took  place  in  the  countenance  of 
Colonel  Crowell,  the  Agent,  which  circumstance  was  observed  Uy 
othei-8  i)i*esent,  and  was  the  subject  of  after  conversation*    This  arti- 
cle of  tlie  tix?aty  was  reluctantly  inserted  by  the  Commissioners,  en- 
tirely at  the  instance  of  the  chiefs.     After  the  whole  treaty  had  been 
gone  through  and  exjdaiiied,  it  was  signed  and  sealefl   by  the  parties. 
There  was  no  objection  whatever  made  by  Colonel  Crowell,  or  the 
Interpreter,  w  hen  called  upon  to  witness  the  treaty  ;  nor  did  this  de- 
ponent ever  heai-  from  Colonel  Crowell  the  slightest  suggestion  that 
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the  dUefii  preaent  were  not  competent  to  make  a  trci^fy,  nw  does  he 
belieTe  any  such  suggestion  was  made.

He  does  not  recollect  tliat 
the  Agent  said  any  thing  about  the  5th  Article.  He  heard  him  say  to 
the  Chiefs,  that  some  bad  white  roan  had  said  that  he  was  opposed  to 
tliesale  of  their  land,  but  that  he  had  never  told  them  to  sell  or  not  to 
sM ;  that  if  they  thought  proper  to  cede  their  lands,  that  he  would  go 
with  them  to  their  new  counti^y.  He  sayR  that  the  Agent  said  noth- 
ing about  tlie  disposition  of  thc_  money.  The  witneas  says,  that  when 
the  5th  article  was  read,  he  was  standing  in  cohipany  with  Mr.  Sam- 
uel Seals,  wlw  observed  to  witness,  and  attracted  his  attention  by  a 
toucb  of  his  elbow,  to  look  at  him,  (alluding  to  the  Agent,)  that  it 
w«W  kill  liim,  or  that  he  looked  it  would  kill  him,  or  words  to  that 
effect    . 

As  to  the  last  interrogatory,  the  witness  says  that  his  information 
upon  the  subject  therein  embraced,  is  derived  from  the  Indians,  prin. 
cipally,  and  therefore,  he  considers  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  state  it

If  so,  was  it  held 
conoeming  the  contemplated  surrey  of  the  lately  ceded  territory  by 
the  Creeks  ?  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  that  Council  gave  its  con- 
sent to  the  snrrey  ?    Who  of  the  citizens  of  Georgia  were  tjiere  ? 

Sd.  Have  you  ex'er  heard  Joseph  Marshall  (the  Indian  Cbicf  of  tiiat 
name).say  any  tiling  upon  that  subject  ?  If  so,  when  and  where  ?  who 
was  inresent,  and  what  did  he  say  ? 

Sd.  Have  you,  at  any  time,  held  any  conversatTon  wMi  General 
Gaines  upon  the  subject  of  that  survey ;  of  Mai'sball  and  Edwards' 
certUicate  about  that  matter  >  If  so,  state  the  time,  and  what  was 
said.  Did  you  or  not  sit  the  sanie  time,  or  before  the  conversation 
conHMBccd.  band  to  General  Gaines  a  newspaper  roiitaining  ^  Jotter 
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from  Governor  Troop  to  the  C^ebmd,  bearisg  fbite  tfie  Mtk  t^iMir 
kcst  ?    Bo  particular,  and  iitate  thai  convorsatioil  at  fitlL  . 

4th.  Did  you  inform  him  any  thing  about  thecharacter  of  Miv  £#• 
wards,  before  alluded  to  ?    And,  if  so,  whatwcuit  I 

5th.  Have  you  not  been  examined  by  Maj.  T.  t.  Andrewtr'toaeh*. 
ing  the  treaty  lately  made  at  this  place,  (Indian  SprlngSp)  and  tfa0 
Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last ;  also,  conoeraing  the 
reputed  law  under  which  the  hostile  Indians  allegetiiey  eaEOdntnt-Gea. 
Mcintosh  ?  If  so,  did  youor  not,  inform  him  that,  as  toany  partica* 
lar  affecting  the  negotiations  of  the  late  treaty  at  this  place,  you  Ham 
nothing  ? 

Did  you,  or  not,  inform  him,  and  so  state  in  your  testimony  that  you 
l^ve  him,  that  Mcintosh  had  declined  to  come  out  upon  the  subject  of 
a  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  gate  as  a  reasmi  that  he  found  that 
some  of  tlie  Indians  would  put  him  to  death,  in  consequence  of  a  tew, 
if  he  did  so  ?  If  yon  made  such  a  statement,  did  you  not  immedipMty 
thereafter,  and  connected  with  the  statement  so  made,  prooeedto  es* 
plain  what  Mcintosh  meant,  and  said  thathe  meant,  abont  sadi  alav; 
and  that  it  was  in  reference  to  the  Tookaubatcbee  and  Pole  Cfit 
Spring  proceedings  only,  which  hedid  not  recognise  as  a  law  ofJiwioe 
in  the  Nation,  or  as  ever  having  be^  passed  by  mtliori^  oftheNa^ 
tion  ?  And  did  Maior  Andrews  receive  the  qnalaftcation  given  hj 
Mcintosh  about  that  law  ?  Relate  how,  and  in  what  manner,  yen  ex- 
plained that  statement  to  Major  Andrews. 

6th.  Did  or  not  Greneral  Gaines  occasionally  interrogate  yon  while 
under  examination  ?  ' 

7th.  Did eitlier  General  Gaines  or  Miyor  Andrews sayaay  thing 
to  you  about  their  surprise  at  your  not  testifying  as  they  afecM  ?

Relate  parttculariy  every  matter  and  thing  comieeted  mtfi 
that  examination.  After  fci^  M4itemeiits  had  been  reduced  to  writ- 
ing, did  any  person  or  persons  call  on  you,  and  say  toy^  any  thing 
about  your  evidence  i  If  so,  who  wasit,  what  sidd  he,  and  whiHras 
yourreply  ?

To  the  first  interrogatory  he  answers,  that  lie  was  at  coqndl  attbe 
time  and  place  stated.  The  council  was  held  for  the  purpos^  as'  wit- 
jicss  believes,  to  ascertain  if  the  chiefs  wonldgive  ttieir  comment  towr- 
mit  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  survey  the  'wrritoiy  latdy  ceM  h/ 
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thenif  withiB  the  liinifs  of  Georgia.  The  Council  was  in  session 
yrhea  the  witness  Jeft  them,  previous  to  which  he  had  been  informed 
by  Gen.  Mcintosh^  and  others  of  the  head  chiefs^  that  they  were  will* 
jmgtbQsarYty  should  be  made  immediately,  or  very  soon  thereafter. 

1%^  witness  does  not  recollect  all  the  citizens  of  Creorgta  who  wei*e 
at  that  ooaocilt  hat  recollects  ffolin  Smitlii*  of  Monroe  coanty^  Gen. 
Ware,  of  Fayette  coonty,  two  persons  named  Hudspeth,  formerly  of 
J^araeroomty. 

To  the  second  interrogatory,  witness  states,  tiiat  he  heard  said 
Marshall  say,  that  he  was  willing  that  tlie  survey  should  be  made  : 
Witness  says,  that,  on  his  way  to  the  council,  he  stopt  at  Mr.  Rook- 
er'a,  iMi  FUnt  Jftiver,  where  he  met  said  Marshall,  and  breakfasted  to- 
'  ^tor.  In  company  with  Marshall,  were  Mr.  J.  Prosser,  of  Bald- 
vrhi  canuty^  and  a  Mr.  Edwards,  then  of  the  Creek  Nation.  -  Mar- 
AfS}  infwmed  witness,  that  he  had  been  to  pilot  Mr.  Prosser  to  tiie 
.reflfdenoeof  Gem  Mcintosh,  who  was  the  bearer  of  an  express  IVom 
the  Crov^ikor  to  Mcintosh.  ,  Witness  states,  that  he  asked  Maiishall 
ifhadid  not  intend  to  attend  the  council:  Marshall  replied,  that  it 
was'Dut  of  his  power  to  do  so,  his  business  would  not  admit  of  it ;  but 
tbatiieJiad  authorized  Gen.  Mcintosh  to  sign  an  instrument  for  him, 

Ohis  consent  to  the  survey ;    that  he  was  perfectly  willing  it 
be  .done.    This  conversation  was  a  few  days  before  tlie  coim- 
cil  alluded  to,  and  about  the  seventh  or  eigthth  of  April  last. 

To  the  third  interrogatory  he  says,  that  he  has  had  some  coiivei^- 
tlon  with  Gren.   Gaines,  upon  the  subject  of  a  certificate,  signed  by 
/osepfa  Marshall  and  Willtaro  Edwards,  some  time  about  the  last  of 
the  past  month,  (precise  day  not  recollected.)    Gen.  Gaines  stated  in 
the  presence  of  witness,  that  he  did  not  believe  that  there  had  been  a 
conncil  held  for  the  purpose  of  giving  consent  to  the  survey ;   that  it 
¥ftts  BoflSctenUy  proven  by  the  certificate  of  Joseph  Marshall,  and  a 
Mr.  Edwards,  a  very  respectable  man,  that  there  had  been  no  such 
^  couBciJ.     Witness  then  stated  to  Gen.  Gaines,  that  there  was  such  a 
*  €dancjf ;  tiiathe,  the  witness,  was  present  at  it    The  witness  states, 
r  that  he  then  informed  the  General  of  the  statements  made  to  him  (wit- 
ness) by  Joseph  Marshall,  herein  before  detailed.         , 
<   Witness  says,  that  he  will  not  be  positive,  but  believes  that  he  did 
hand  such  a  newqmper  tor  Gen.  Gaines. 

.  To  the  fourth  interrogatory  he  states,  that  he  there  informed  Gen. 
Gaines  that  he  would  not  make  use  of  the  name  of  Edwards,  as  a  #ll* 
spectable  man.  That  he  believed  Mr.  Edwards  was  one  of  the  very 
lowest  class  of  mankind.  Cren.  Gaines  then  asked  the  witness  What 
he  knew  of  Mr.  Edwards.  Witness  informed  Gen.  Gaines,  that  he 
knew  that  Edwards  had  left  Georgia,  and  had  gone  into  the  Indian 
Nation,  to  avoid  paying  his  just  debts.  The  General  then  inquired 
of  vritness,  to  whom  Edwards  was  indebted  :  he  was  informed  by  wit- 
ness, that  EM  wards  was  indebted  to  him,  (witness.) 
.  The  witness  says,  that  he  has  known  this  Mr.  Edwards  about  five 
years,  and  can  stUely  say  that  lie  does  not  believe  him  entitled  to 
credit. 
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To  the  fifth  interrogatory^  ^i^itness  states,  that  he  has  been  exaoiia-^ 

ed  by  Major  Andrews  upon  the  subject  alluded  to.    The  witness  says, 

that  he  did  state  to  Miyor  Andrews,  that^  as  to  the  negotiations  cen- 

'  cerning  the  treaty  kt  the  Indian  Sprii^s,  he  Iniew  nothing  of  his  own 

knowledge. 

Witness  states,  that  he  did  inform  Migor  Andrews,  and  so  stated  in 
his  testimony,  that  Mcintosh  declined  to  come  out  upon  the  subject  oC 
the  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow/ and  gave  as  a  reason,  that  stated  inthe^ 
interrogatory. 

The  witness  states,  that  the  statement  had  reference  to  the  Tookan- 
bachee  and  Pole  Cat  law  exclusively,  but  from  the  hasty  manner  in 
which  the  testimony  of  witness  was  then  taken,  he  did  not  give  that 
explanation  that  he  wished  to  have  done. 

Witness  now  states,  in  explanation  of  that  matter,  that  wh^n  Q«n. 
Mcintosh  made  the  statement  about  the  law  before  referred  to^  he 
stated  distinctly  that  it  was  the  Tookaubachee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring 
proceedings  be  alluded  to ;  that  it  was  not  a  law  authorized  by  the  Na- 
-  tion,  and  illustrated  his  view  of  it,  by  marking  off,  on  the  ground,  the 
shape  of  a  handkerchief,  and  divided  it  into  four  equal  parts  in  squares, 
and  said,  that  the  Tookaubachee  and  Pole  Cat  law  was  like  that ; 
that  is,  for  dhe  square  to  make  laws  for  all  the  others.  Witness  states 
further,  that  Qen.  Mcintosh  then  said,  that,  notwithstanding  it  Was 
not  the  general  law  of  the  Nation,  there  were  a  number  of  Indians  who 
were  afraid  some  of  the  others  would  try  to  put  it  in  force  if  they 
signed  the  treaty  :  Thai  Gen.  Mcintosh  also  stated,  that  he  believed 
there  were  then  a  majority  in  favor  of  the  treaty,  but  were  afraid  to 
let  it  be  known  on  account  of  what  they  called  the  Pole  Cat  law. 
.  Witness  states,  that,  in  the  month  of  Noverobw  last,  previous  to  the 
meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  Gen.  Mcintosh  came  to  this  place,  (In- 
dian Springs,)  when  and  where  he,  the  witness,  exhibited  to  Gen. 
Mcintosh  a  newspaper  containing  the  proceedings  at  Pole  Cat  and 
Tookaubachee.  The  General  ^ftid,  ai  that  time,  which  was  the  first 
^  lie  had  seen  of  it ;  that  Pole  Cat  and  Tookaubachee  had  no  rlglit  to 
nfiake  a  law  for  the  Nation ;  that  all  laws  to  govern  the  Nation  must 
be  made  by  a  full  council  of  the  Nation.  Witness  then  asked  Gen. 
Mcintosh,  if  he  did  not  believe  it  would  prevent  the  treaty;  to 
whigh  the  General  replied,  that  he  did  not :  for  it  could  not  be  ^on* 
sidered  a  law  by  any  other  than  those  of  Pole  Cat  and  Tookaubachee. 
After  witness  arrived  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December  last,  to  attend 
the  then  contemplated  treaty.  Gen.  Mcintosh  informed  him,  that  the 
Indians  were  more  afraid  of  the  Pole  Cat  law  than  be  had  expected. 
Witness  states  that  Cren^  Mcintosh  uniformly  denied  the  existence  of 
such  a  national  law*  That  the  Pole  Cat  law  had  been  made  by  a 
party  which  had  no  voice  in  the  sale  of  the  land  ;  and  that  he  believ- 
ed that  the  party  entitled  to  sell,  were  all  willing,  but  were  still  afrai4 
of  the  Pole  Cat  law. 

To  the  sitth  interrogatory  lie  gays,  that  he  does  not  recollect  of 
having  been  distinctly  interrogated  by  Gen.  Gtaines,  though  hcreler* 
red  witness  several  times  to  previous  conversations. 
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To  the  fevcnih  inteprogatopy  he  says,  that  both  Gen.  Gaines  and 
Maiop  Andrews,  expressed  supprise  at  his  not  testifying  as  they  ex- 
pcdled  They  seemed  satisfied  with  the  testimony  of  witness,  until 
hTwasinteppogated  concerning  the  tpansactions  about  the  treaty  at 
ibis  place,  about  which  witness  informed  them  that  he  knew  nothing 
papticulap.  It  was  tlien  they  expressed  theip  surprise,  and  inquired 
of  witness,  why  he  had  not  kept  up  an  intercourse  concerning  the 
treaty  with  the  Commissioners,  as  lie  seemed  to  have  had  something 
to  do  witli  them  at  Broken  Arpow.  He  infopmed  them  that,  in  conse- 
quence  of  his  engagements  hepc,  being  then  the  ppoppietop  and 
keepep  of  a  tavepn  at  this  place,  he  was  cpowdcd  with  company,  and 
could  take  no  papt  in  assisUng  to  make  the  tpeaty. 

To  the  last  inteppogatopy,  the  witness  says,  that  what  may  have 
been  said  to  him  upon  that  subject,  can  be  of  m  imiwptance  to  tbe 

points  in  issue.  .  \       r  * 

Mp.  Baley  in  conclusion,  is  desipous  to  state  that,  so  fap  a»4«spects 
his  testimony  given  to  Majop  Andpews,  which  was  calculated  to  af- 
fect tlie  United  States'  Cpmmissioneps,  that  his  answers  wepe  given 
to  dipect  inteppogatories  only  ;  that  he  could  have  given,  if  inteppoga^ 
ted  to  ttie  points,  such  as  would,  in  his  opinion,  fuUjr  justify  the  coups© 
pupsued  by  the  United  States'  Commissioners  at  Bpoken  Arrow.

Snt :  I  am  directed  by  the  President  of  the  United  Staters  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  your  letters  to  him,  of  the  7th  and  26th  of 
July,  and  of  the  7th  instant,  wiUi  their  respective  enclosures ;  also, 
of  an  enclosure  containing  newspapers  of  the  2d  and  9th  of  August 

Deeply  regretting  the  different  views  of  the  treaty  concluded  last 
Febi*uary9  at  the  Indian  Springs,  wliich  you  have  enterUuned,  frtMu 
those  which  he  has  found  himself,  updn  the  most  deliberate  considera- 
tion,  and  under  the  most  solemn  of  i*e8ponsibilities,  compelled  to  take, 
he  is  anxiously  desirous  to  avoid  every  thing  which,  dictated  by  no 
absohite  necessity,  might  have  a  tendency  to  widen  differences,  in  hia 
belief*  otherwise  easily  reconcileable.  He  has  felt  it,  therefore,  bis  duty 
to  decline  entering  upon  any  discussion  with  you  which  can  be  for- 
borne; and  he  perpeives  nothing  in  your  letters  which  the  interests 
of  the  Peofde  of  Georgia,  or  of  the  rest  of  the  Union,  require  to  be  dis-  : 
cussed  with  you. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  is  folly  aware  of  its  duties  to 
the  People  of  Georgia ;  among  which  is  that  of  shewing  due  respect 
to  the  station  of  their  Chief  Magistrate.  A  duty,  if  possible,  still  more 
indispensable,  is  that  of  a  constant  and  faithful  attention  to  theii:  inter- 
ests, and  an  earnest  solicitude  to  fulfil  all  the  obligations  of  the  Union 
to  them. 

There  are  duties,  also,  not  only  of  justice,  but  of  humanity,  not 
only  of  natural  equity,  but  of  positive  stipulation,  which  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  is  bound  to  folfil  towards  the  unfortnnate 
aboriginal  inhabitants  of  this  country.  That  these  have  not  been  vio-. 
lated  in  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  the  Presi- 
dent would  winingly  b<^;  that  they  would  be  violated  by  tiieat«- 
tempt  to  survey  tlie  territory,  secured  till  S«pf Amber,  18i6>  to  the 
Indians,  he  has  no  doubt  He  has  heard,  therefore,  with  the  most 
lively  satisfaction,  the  determination  of  your  Excellency  to  proceed  wr 
farther  in  the  survey  till  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Legislature  of  Georgia,  shall  have  had  the  opportunity  of  acting  upon 
the  subject,  as,  in  their  respective  judgments,  the  rights,  duties,  and 
obligations,  of  all  the  parties  concerned,  may  require. 

The  alarm  naturally  occasioned  by  the  catastrophe  of  Mcintosh, 
and  which  threatened  an  immediate  bloody  and  desolating  war,  has 
now  subsided ;  the  internal  peace  of  the  tribe  has  been  restored  ; 
all  apprehension  of  hostilities  against  the  inhabitants  of  sGeorgtn 
has  vanished :  to  confirm  this  state  of  tranquillity,  and  t%  renew 
peaceable  and  reasonable  efforts  to  reconcile  the  Indians  to  the  mea- 
sure of  removing  from  the  territory,  appears  to  the  PrBsident  to ' 
be  his  duty ;  in  which  he  will  not  abandon  the  hope  of  being^eoonded 
by  the  Governor  and  authorities  of  Georgia.  The  subject,  in  all  its 
aspects,  will  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  at  their 
ajiproachi^g  session ;  and  all  the  instructions  to  the  officers  of  the 
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United  States,  ts  well  as  their  conduct  under  them^  Vrill  be  subject  t6 
the  animadversions  of  that  body  upon  them,  for  approbation  or  cenr 
sure,  as  they  may  appear  to  have  deserved.

Sib  :  In  the  enclosed  gazette  you  will  find  another  insolent  letter, 
dated  the  l6th  instant,  addressed  by  your  Agent,  brevet  Major-Gen. 
Saines,  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  this  State.  Having  been  betrayed 
by  his  passions  into  the  most  violent  excesses,  he  is  presented  before 
yoQ.  at  this  moment,  as  your  commissioned  officer,  and  authorized 
Agent,  with  a  corps  of  regulars  at  his  heels,  attempting  to  dragoon 
and  overawe  flie  constitute  authorities  of  an  independent  State ;  and 
on  the  eve  of  a  great  election,  amid  the  distractions  of  party,  taking 
side  witii  one  political  party  against  the  other,  and  addressing  elec- 
tionearing  papers,  almost  weekly,  to  the  Chief  Magistrate,  through 
the  pnbKc  prinfts,  couched  in  language  of  contumely,  and  insult, 
and  defiance ;  and  for  which,  were  I  to  send  him  to  you  in  chains, 
I  would  transgress  nothing  of  the  public  law.  The  same  moderation 
and  forbearance  with  which  I  have  endeavored,  heretofore,  to  deport 
myself  in  my  intercourse  with  you,  and  from  which,  I  trust,  there 
has  been,  in  no  instance^  a  departure,  but  on  the  highest  necessity, 
have  restrained  mo  from  resorting  to  harsh  or  offensive  measures 
against  him.  Tou  will  see,  however,  if  this  ofiicer  has  been  thus 
acting  liy  your  authority  or  o^wntenance,  you  have  an  awful  atone- 
ment to  make,  both  to  your  contemporaries  and  to  posterity ;  but  if, 
contrary  to  either,  he  has  assumed  the  responsibility  to  himself,  it  is 
expected  that  your  indignant  reprobation  of  his  conduct  will  be  mark- 
^  by  die  most  exemplary  punishment  which  the  laws  will  enable  you 
to  infiict*  I  demand,  therefore,  as  Chief  Magistrate  of  Georgia,  his 
immediate  recall,  and  his  arrc«t,  trial,  and  punishment,  under  the 
fides  and  articles  of  war. 

Ym  win  find,  in  tiiOMme  paper,  sundry  affidavits,  proving  the  fal- 
^  of  Hie  certificate  given  by  Marshall  and  Edwards  to  General 
Gt^nes^  and  which  further  proves  that  General  Gaines  must  have 
ubtiined  it  to  wield  as  an  instrument  in  the  pending  contest  on  the 
^t  of  one  party  against  the  other.  As  I  write  this,  another  gazette 
^  been  put  into  my  band,  containing  another  letter,  of  subsequent 
A*te  aad  siinllar  character;  which  is  also  enclosed  for  your  informa- 
tion.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the  6th,  potC 
marked  *'  MilledgeTille  8th  .\ug."  ackDowledging  the  publication  of 
a  letter  from  me,  the  original  of  which  you  say  you  had  not  received. 

To  this  1  have  only  to  say  that  it  was  forwarded  in  due  time.  It 
is  doubtless  known  to  you  that  yours  of  the  17th7uly,  viim  published^ 
as  it  is  presumed,  by  your  authority,  in  a  newspaper  before  I  replied 
to  it  Tou  could  not  therefore  feel  much  *^  surprise"  at  the  publica- 
tion of  my  reply.  I  had  seen,  with  regret,  that,  for  a  United  States^ 
officer  to  write  to  you,  was  in  fact  to  write  for  the  newspapers,  and 
that  to  differ  from  you  in  opinion,  was  to  be  denounced  as  an  offender. 

Since  this  was  apparent  to  me,  that  is,  since  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
the  irth  July.  I  have  been  well  aware  of  the  tax  which  our  little  dif- 
ferences of  opinion,  would  impose  upon  me — a  tax  which  conscious 
.  innocence  suffers  under  the  groundless  imputation  of  guilt  I  was 
not  therefore  much  surprised  at  the  gross  misrepresentation  of  your 
dtdimus  potestatem  Commissioners,  nor  at  the  concluding  paragraph 
of  yours  of  the  6th,  wherein  you  say  *^l  have  lost  no  time  to  direot 
you  to  forbear  farther  intercourse  with  this  Government."  These  ex- 
pressions, like  others  contained  in  some  of  your  previous  letters  (bat 
of  which  I  took  no  notice)  whei*ein  you  speak  of  my  using  the  militia 
against  Georgia,  &c.  &c.  appear  to  evince  a  very  high  degree  of  that 
prejudice,  and  inflated  pride  of  officct  which  might  well  be  expected  to 
prompt  some  little  European  despot  <<  to  feel  power  and  forget  right." 

Were  you  some  little  German  Prince  for  example,  (the  most  self- 
important  and  overbearing  of  all  tlie  crowned  tribe)  and  I  a  Turk*  it 
would  in  that  case  excite  no  surprise  that  the  little  German  Friace 
should  address  the  Turk,  as  you  have  more  than  once  addressed  me  $ 
and  after  freely  indulging  in  words  of  '*  learned  strength  and  thunder- 
ing sound,"  conclude  with  the  expressions  above  quoted,  viz :  <<  / 
have  lo$t  n$  time  to  direct  you  io  forbear  further  intercourse  wUk  this 
OovemmenU** 

But  I  am  not  a  Turk,  nor  are  you  a  Prince!  I  am  a  plain  native  of 
Virginia,  and  an  adopted  citisen  of  Tennessee.  I  am  an  officer  of  the 
United  States,  of  which  Georgia  is  an  honored  and  an  honorable  mem- 
ber— my  lawful  public  duties  have  called  me  into  this  State ;  where, 
yielding  due  homage  to  her  laws,  and  those  of  the  United  States,  I* 
find  myself  possessed  of  ample  privileges  which  depend  not  upon  the 
whim  .or  caprice  of  any  individual;  no,  not  even  the  Governor'  with 
whose  correspondence  1  confess  to  you.  Sir,  1  have  not  beeii  so  much 
delighted  or  instructed,  as,  individually,  to  wish  for  its  continuaooe. 

But  however  unprofitable  your  correspondence  may  be  to  me  indi- 
vidually, yet  the  respect  due  to  the  office  you  fill,  will  not  permit  me 
to  yield  to  the  noniotercourse  wUicb  you  bave^  without  autlim^^  t»^ 
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mined  to  ^'  direcf  On  the  contrary,  Sir,  I  haire  the  right  as  a  ctti- 
zen,  and  the  additional  right  as  a  pablic  functionary,  to  address  yon  : 
and  sboold  mj  official  duty  require  that  I  should  at  any  time  addreto 
the  ExeaitiFe  of  thb  State^  personally,  or  by  letter,  1  shall  not  fail  to 
do  HiAt  daty  with  the  respect  due  to  the  office  and  the  State  over  which 
you  preside*  In  this  State,  as  in  all  others  4(  the  United  States  that 
1  ha^e  Tisited,  I  am  gratified  to  find  around  me,  men  and  pairiotSf  and 
tke  descendants  of  men  and  palnots,  who  fought  and  bled  fortheinde-^ 
peadence  ef  our  country :  and  who,  in  September,  1787,  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  a  rare  and  very  interesting  work  which  I  would  recom- 
meaA  to  Voiir  attention,  united  with  the  patriots  of  other  States  in  say- 
mf^^yftf  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more 
perfect  unum,  establish  justice,  ensure  domestic  tranquillityt  provide 
tor  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure  the 
Ueamogs  of  liberty  to  ourselves,  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  es* 
tablish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America.?  Among 
sQcb  men  I  cannot  feel  myself  as  a  stranger  in  a  foreign  land  !  Mwij 
of  these  men,  I  am  assured,  will  do  me  the  justice  to  believe  that  the 
United  States^  soldier,  whose  respectful  communications  of  June  and 
Jdy  last,  you  answered  with  official  arrogance,  would  cheerfully  seize 
upon  any  proper  occasion  to  throw  himself  between  them  and  the  fire 
of  an  invaaing  foe,  to  save  from  harm  the  humblest  citizen  of  the  State. 
My  miltta^  command  has  alternately^  within  a  few  years  past,  ex- 
tended to  every  State  and  territory  of  the  Republic.  I  have  at  diflferent 
times*  been  honored  with  the  acquaintance  and  occasional  correspon- 
dence of  more  than  twenty  of  the  State  and  Territorial  Governors, 
from  neither  of. whom,  except  yourself  and  one  other,  have  I  ever  re- 
ceived any  expression  other  than  of  the  most  dignified,  amicable,  and  | 
polite  kind.  I  have  addressed  one  and  all  of  them,  and  you,  in  the  | 
same  heartfelt  terms  of  that  respect,  which  naturally  flows  from  an  \ 
habituat  devotion  to  the  belovetl  institutions  of  our  common  country,  1 
no  ftatore  of  which  is  Inm^  «*fhnation^so  valuable  as  that  which  se- 
cures the  jast  nglxis  and  privileges  of  the  individual  States :  rights 
and  privileges  defined  by  the  constitution  and  known  laws,  and  not 
such  as  depend  upon  the  prejudice  and  passion  of  a  few  individuals  :. 
rights  and  privileges  to  promote  which,  is  to  promote  the  interest  and 
honor  of  the  Union.  With  these  impressions  I  have  approached  the 
State  authorities,  not  2^  foreign  PriuceSf  but  as  brethren  of  one  great 
political  fiunily,  whose  fair  fame  has  already  attracted  the  admira- 
tion  of  every  civilized  country,  and  whose  example  has  led  to  the  es-  ; 
tabliriiment  of  liberty  in  South  America,  and  promises  to  aid  in  its 
final  extension  and  permanent  establishment  throughout  eveiy  nation 
of  the  world.  Such  institutions  should  not  be  sported  with.  A  pub- 
lic officer,  resolvfd  to  act  the  part  of  a  hold  man,  when  he  ha^tost  the 
character  of  a  wise  one,  may  sometimes,  perhaps,  innocently  amuse 
himsdfin  attempts  to  pass  off*  the  turbulence  of  his  thundering  words 
for/orce,  amf  the  frenzy  of  his  party  zeal  for  Jire;  but  when  he  thus 
writes  himself  into  a  great  passion  about  nothing,  and  when  ho  per- 
mits himself  to  utter  threats  in  the  face  of  such  institutions,  and  grave- 
ly appeala  to  his  comrades  and  **  co- workers''  and  ^ays  unto  theqi^ 
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<^  having  exhausted  the  argyiiient»  we  will  stand  by  our  ams;^  wt 
(the  people)  involontarily  call  to  mttid  the  ludicrous  idea  of  licentioiN* 
ness  peraonified  in  the  act  of «' tweaking  justice  by  the  nose,  and  ths 
babe  beating  the  nurse** — and  it  becomes  a  grave  question  to  dfter- 
mine  whether  to  smile  or  be  serious  at  such  eccentrtcities*

MiUedgeoiUej  August  29, 1825* 

Sib  :  I  have  received  your  communication^  through  Mr.  Secretary 
Fierce,  with  two  papers  purporting  to  be  copies  of  letters  from  yoor 
Excellency  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  bearing  date  the 
26th  July  and  6th  August ;  wherein  it  appears  you  are  pleased  to 
write  at  me  and  of  me,  notwithstanding  your  avowed  resolution  not 
to  write  to  me.  > 

To  this  wise  expedient,  to  preserve  the  immense  weight  of  dignity 
under  which  your  Excellency  labors^  I  can  have  no  objection*  Itako 
this  occasion,  before  noticing  your  assumed  **fads  and  arguniehit^'^  to 
assure  you  that  I  have  no  authorityt  whatever,  from  the  President  oC 
the  United  States,  or  Department  of  War,  to  write  or  tpelak  tayou 
upon  any  other  than  public  and  official  subjects — such  as  Ibave,  witk 
perfect  frankness  and  cordiality,  communicated  to  yon,  previotts  to 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  trth  July.  In  that  letter,  y6a  will 
recollect,  you  so  for  lost  sight  of  your  own  proper  sphere  <^actionf 
as  to  attem  pt  to  give  me  what  you  term  *'  a  gentle  rdmke***  Ton  thus, 
then  laid  aside  the  wonted  high  themes  of  your  brilliant  pen— tfte 
Federal  Oovemmentf  the  Federal  Judiciary ^  State  rights f  Fas66o  ctams, 
^  &C, — and  leaving  all  these  great  matters  to  stand  or  move  In  the 
separate  and  distinct  orbits  in  which  the  Federal  and  State  conatitv* 
tions  and  laws  have  wisely  placed  them,  you  have  * '  descended,'^  rather 
hastily  as  it  would  seem,  to  unauthorized  personal  animatfversion  and 
<^  rebuke,"  touching  cei<tain  official  duties  conided  to  me. 

In  repelling  the  personal  censure  and  menace  contained  in  what 
you  have  termed  your  **  mild  rebuke,*'  I  have  acted  on  my  own  indi- 
vidual responsibilityt  without  any  anthori^,  save  that  which  is  im- 
planted in  the  breast  of  every  upright  nuui,  civilized  and  savage*  and 
which  is  known  to  the  virtuous  and  wise,  as  the  ^Jirst  law  ofna^ 
tur^' — a  law  which  authorizes  the  free  use  of  tiie  bayonet  against  the 
highway  robber  of  money,  whose  weapon  is  of  i  deadly  hne^  andtbe 
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free  ^me  of  the  pen  against  the  official  robber  of  repuUtion,  whose 
Icnown  weapon  is  the  pen.     1  have  no  money  3  and  btit  littlo  property 
of  any  Icincly  that  would  command  money,  and,  therefore,  have  no  oc« 
caston  to  guard  against  the  highway  robber ;  the  little  store  of  wealth 
of  which  I  am  master,  consists  of  an  untarnished  reputation^  with 
aome  testimonials  of  applause,  generously  and  Spontaneously  bestow- 
ed on  me,  by  the  National  and  some  of  the  State  Legislatures,  of 
which  Georgia  is  one ;  and  by  which  she  and  they  have  secured  my 
lasting  gratitude,  and  strengthened  the  ties  of  friendly  feeling  and 
brotherly  union  between  us.     This  little  store  is  highly  valued  by  me. 
It  is  my  own — my  all.     It  will  be  held  in  trust  by  me,  for  my  chil- 
dren aud  my  country ;  and  it  is,  therefore,  my  right  and  boundcn  du- 
ty to  preserve  and  defend  it.   It  would  be  criminal  in  me  to  neglect 
it.    ISo  earthly  law  can  impair  the  higher  lieiw  of  self-defence  and  self-  . 
preservation. 

My  letters  of  the  14fh,  16tb,  and  22d  June,  and  those  of  the  1st 
and  10th  July,  have  convinced  my  friends,  whose  good  opinion  I  value 
mo8t  highly,  of  my  uniform  and  earnest  desire  to  abstain  from  col- 
lision with  you ;  and,  in  my  answer  to  yours  of  the  17th  July,  It  is 
known  that  your  suggestion  of  the  haste  in  which  you  wrote,  induced 
me  to  decline  a  reply  for  a  week,  and  until  your  letter  made  its  ap- 
pearance, as  usual,  in  a  newspaper,  doubtless  by  your  permission. 

If,  in  mine  of  the  28th  July,  of  which  you  complain  to  the  Pi'esi- 
dent,  or  in  my  last,  of  the  16th  of  this  month,  it  should  appear  that 
valure  or  a  defective  education  should  have  implanted  in  me  a  little 
spice  of  that  knight  errantry  for  which  your  Excellency  is  so  much 
renowned,  and  that  I  sliould  thereby  have  been  tempted  to  break  a 
lance  with  you  in  so^nething  like  your  own  proper  style,  I  cannot  but 
bopet|iat  my  fault, in  this  case,  in  following  your  example,  and  cjuoting 
your  own  expressions,  (the  only  fault  with  which  I  can  possibly  be 
charged,)  will  be  pardoned  by  the  President  and  People  of  the  United 
Statea*  ef  whose  wisdom,  aodjust^e,  and  magnanimity,  I  have  had  tl>e 
oiost  undoubted  proofs.  To  your  Excellency,  I  have  no  apology  to 
offer :  I  propose,  however,  that,  in  our  future  correspondence,  after 
disposfng  of  yoitr  futile  charges  against  me,  that  you  and  I  may  con« 
line  ourseUes.to  our  public  and  official  duties.  When  these  are  accom<- 
plished,  I  hereby  promise,  should  you  desire  it,  to  correspond  with 
you  unofficially^  until  **  we  shall  have  exhausted  the  argument  ^"  and 

then  we  will  stand  by  our -goose  quills«  and  talk  of  "vatorj** 

about  which  you  have  written  to  the  President. 

in  the  interim,  since  you  appear  to  be  fond  of  quotations  from  the 
poets,  upon  the  subject  of  <•  valor^*'  I  wHI  heie  give  yi)u  one  for  your 
particular  consideration  and  benefit:  *'The  brave  vent  not  their 
prowess  in  a  storm  of  words^  they  let  actions  speak  for  tliem.** 

In  your  letter  of  the  £6th  July,  recommending  to  the  notice  of  the 
President,  the  report  of  your  Commissioners,  you  remark  that  the 
report  •*may  indeed  be  said  to  carry  with  it  its  own  commentary,'' 
andyft  you  have  taken  care  to  furnish  it  with  an  elaborate  commci> 
tary  !  "ft  Uas^gone  forth  doubly  armed  with  its  owo  and  your  com- 
*    '      70 
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mentary.  Thus  armed  and  shielded  at  all  pointa»  it  remains  for  me 
to  approach  and  try  its  boasted  strength.  In  this  necessary  measure 
of  self-defence,  I  shall  proceed  upon  the  principle  indicated  in  the 
following  quotation  :  *<  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will  lixnmd  thee**' 

From  your  •«  documentary  evidence/'  and  from  the  report  of  your 
Commissioners,  it  is  my  purpose  to  prove-^lst  That  your  attempt 
to  associate  your  Commissioners  with  me  was  an  usurpation,  as  un- 
warrantable as  it  was  indecorous.  2d.  That  their  report  is  tainted 
with  misrepresentation  and  perfidy.  $d.  That  the  real  object  of  your 
Commissioners  was  to  thwart  my  efforts  to  restore  peace  among  the 
Indians,  notwithstanding  their  professed  desire  to  co-operate  witfr 
me  in  the  development  of  truth,  and  the  restoration  of  peace  and 
harmony. 

If  I  do  noty  in  my  next  letter,  establish  these  three  points,  then 
will  I  agree  to  submit  it  to  the  denunciations  of  your  Excellency  and 
the  whole  tribe  of  your  servile  newspaper  slanderers,  during  the  re- 
maining period  of  my  life.

Sir  :  I  have  received  tr^m  your  Department  MfyorYmndeventer^s 
letter^  of  the  dOth  August,  and,  pursuant  to  the  concluding  {Mmh^ 
graph  thereof,  have  addressed  Colonel  Croweil  a  letter,  requestfi^ 
him  to  employ  his  Assistant  Agent  in  taking  tlie  namM  of  bis  cliiefe 
and  wari*iors  with  the  actual  number  of  Indians  within  the  ceded  ter- 
ritory ;  and  to  notify  them  to  ajssemble  on  the  Chattaboudiie  ri^et 
the  20tb  of  November  next ;  a  copy  of  which  1  enclose  berewiUi|. 
No.  1. 

The  enclosed  No,  2,  is  the  copy  of  an  order  wkich,  it  appeared  to 
me,  necessary  and  proper  to  publish,  with  a  view  to  guard  ignoraot 
and  evil  disposed  persons  from  intruding  upon«  or  attempting  to  in- 
volve^ the  Indians  in  war,  or  other  difficulty.  . 

Having  ascertained,  with  some  certainty,  that  the  good  sense  Rnd 

food  principle  which  maH<  the  character  of  a  large  minority  of  tlie 
'eople  of  Georgia,  (of  all  political  parties)  have  liad  the  dH-et  of 
convincing  Govcmoi?  Troup  of  the  utter  impossibility  of  his  beine«Q8» 
tained  by  tliem  in  an  attempt  to  force  his  Surveyors  upon  the  indiaiia^ 
in  defiance  of  the  treaty ;  and  that  he  has  abandoned  the  bopelesa 
Project,  I  have  determinedto  resume  my  inspection  Y>f  ^  right  wiof 
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of  my  Department  For  this  purpose,  I  shall  leave  thh  place  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days,  for  Augusta;  and  shall  remain  there/and  at 
Coiumbia,  South  Carolina,  where  there  are  some  military  stores,  un- 
til tlie  li^tter  end  of  this  month  ;  at  which  time,  if  not  otherwise  in- 
stiiicted,  I  shall  repair  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  thence  to  GoYcrnor's 
Island,  New  York.

Grnerai.  :  In  the  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  4th  August,  by  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  this  Department,  you  were  advised  that  the  IVesident 
approved  of  the  steps  you  had  taken  to  ascertaia-the  number  of  In- 
dians within  the  ceded  territory,  and  also  of  convening  theChiefs  in 
Council  in  November,  at  a  convenifint  place  on  the  Chattahoucbie, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  their  money  ;  but,  that  the  Indians  hav- 
ing  refused  to  receive  the  first  instalment  of  the  late  treaty,  no  new 
tender  should  be  made  them  until  you  were  further  instructed  by  this 
Department.  The  wishes  of  the  President  heretofore  so  often  com- 
municated,  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  acquiescence  of  the  Indians  in 
tlie  treaty,  have  been  increased  rather  than  diminished,  by  recent 
awntfr  You  will,  therefore,  avail  yourself  of  all  fit  ana  proper 
means stin,  to  obtain  their  consent  to  the  treaty  in  its  present  shape, 
m  which,  if  you  succeed,  the  money  may  be  immediately  paid,  in  conr 
fmnity  to  the  provisions  of  the  treaty ;  and,  although  the  determined 
hoatility  manifested  by  the  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  9uch  ac- 
qutefcence,  discourages  any  sanguine  expectation  of  success ;  yet»  the 
experiment  is  worth  makings  the  more  especially,  as  it  is  believed, 
from  your  knowledge  of  the  People  with  whom  you  have  to  treat,  and 
your  influence  over  them,  you  would  he  more  likely  to  effect  so  desir- 
abk  an  object  than  any  other  |ierson  the  President  could  empluy.  I 
forbear  to  present  to  you  the  considerations  which  you  might  urge 
upon  the  Indians  as  motives  to  their  consent,  as  you  are  already  in 
fiUI  possession  of  the  subject,  and  because  your  experience  and  know- 
hdge  relieve  me  from  the  necessity.  If,  however,  your  efforts  should 
bt  nnavailing,  and  the  opposition  of  the  Indians  to  the  execution  of 
the  treaty  should  be  invincible,  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  a 
new  treaty  with  the  Creek  nation,  for  the  cession  of  so  mucli  of  their 
land  aa  lies  within  the  limits  of  Georgia.  The.consideratioii  for  such 
cefsiou  might  be  graduated  by  the  standard  furnished  by  the  present 
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treaty.  Such,  however^  is  the  solicitude  of  the  President  to  obtain  a 
cession  of  the  land  in  Georgia,  that,  if  better  terms  cannot  be  had,  he 
authorizes  you  to  give  land,  acre  for  acre,  and  the  sum  of  money 
^hichy  by  the  treaty,  was  to  have  been  given  for  the  whole  lasd  ceded, 
▼iz*  2400,000*  But  the  Indians  must  be  distinctly  informed,  that 
this  arrangement  is  altogettier  conditional,  its  validity  depending  on 
the  sanction  of  the  Senate  $  and  that,  if  this  last  arrangement  be  not 
agreed  to,  it  is  to  have  no  influence  whatever  on  the  existing  treaty, 
as  it  is  not  competent  to  the  Pi*e8ident,  if  he  even  was  disposed  to 
do  so,  to  cancel  it<  Tou  will,  of  course,  pay  no  part  of  the  money 
under  such  new  arrangement,  till  its  ratification.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  the  result  of  your  meeting  should  be  forwarded  with  the  least 

nible  delayt  so  as  to  be  here  by  the  meeting  of  Congresa,  or  as  ear- 
lereafter  as  practicable. 
'  Col.  Crowell,  the  Agent,  is  instructed  to  co-operate  zealously  with 
you  in  the  measures  you  may  thrnk  proper  to  adopt.

Sir  :  The  report  of  Major  Andrews  on  your  case,  and  the  accom- 
panying documents,  are  so  voluminous,  that  it  has  been  found,  from 
the  prem  of  other  business,  impracticable  for  the  President  to  give 
the  subject  the  deliberate  consideration  which  its  importance  de^ 
serves,  and,  therefore,  no  decision  has  been  formed  upon  it.  Ha 
will,  at  a  more  convenient  period,  decide  uptm  tliecase,  and  of  which 
you  will  be  promptly  informed  by  this  Department.  Meanwhile^ 
Gen.  Gaines  having  invited  a  Council  of  Chiefs  in  November,  for  the 
|>urpose  of  renewing  his  efforts  to  obtain  tlieir  acquiescence  in  the 
treaty,  an  opportunity  will  be  offered  you  of  displacing  your  zeal  in 
promoting  the  object  of  the  Government ;  and  the  President  will  hear 
with  pleasure  of  your  hearty  co-operation  with  Gen.  Gaines,  by  a 
cheerful  and  prompt  conformity  to  such  measures  as  the  General 
shall  enjoin  upon  you.  The  General  has  full  power  and  instinic- 
tions  upon  the  subject,  which  he  will  communicate  to  you.

Sir  :  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  approved  of  my  pro- 
position, *^  to  send  an  Assistant  Agent  to  visit  every  vilage  and  set- 
tlement within  the  ceded  territory  ;  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the 
chiefs  and  warriors,  and  the  number  in  each  of  their  fan^ilies  ;  and, 
to  notify  them^to  attend  at  a  convenient  place  on  tlic  Cbattahouchie, 
within  the  ceded  territory,  in  the  month  of  November  next;*'  for 
purposes  connected  with  the  late  treaty* 

I  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  instruct  your 
assistant  Agent,  Capt.  Triplett,  or,  in  the  event  of  sickfiess  or  other 
disability  on  his  party  such  other  assistant  Agent  as  you  may  appoint* 
to  visit  each  village  within  the  ceded  territory,  and  take  the  names  of 
tfie  dueh  and  warriors,  and  the  actual  number  in  each  family  within 
the  ceded  territory,  before  the  20th  November  next ;  at  which  time 
tbey  will  be  notified  to  attend  a  council  at  a  convenient  place^  which 
you  may  select  on  the  Cbattahouchie,  within  the  ceded  territory* 

The  commanding  officers  will  afford  every  requisite  facility  for 
the  safe  and  speedy  accomplishment  of  this  duty. 

I  presume  that  you  have  heard  from  the  Department  of  War,  but, 
legt  Uiis  should  not  have  been  the  case,  I  take  .this  occasion  to  address 
you  upon  the  subject,  in  virtue  of  the  Special  Mission  with  which  I 
am  charged,  in  reference  to  the  late  disturbances  and  the  treaty. 

l^e  census  will  be  taken  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  up- 
on oath.

ORDERS. 

The  Commanding  General  of  the  Department,  publishes,  for  the 
information  and  government  of  all  whom  it  may  concern,  Che  8th  ar- 
ticle of  the  treatj  between  the  United  States  and  Creek  lorfians, 
bearing  date,  the  12th  day  of  February,  of  the  present  year,  which 
is  as  follows : 

•'Article  B.  Whereas,  the  said  emigrating  party  cannot  pre- 
pare for  immediate  removial,  the  United  States  stipulate  for  their 
protection  against  the  encroachments,  hostilities,  and  impositions,  of 
the  whites,  and  of  all  others ;  but  the  period  of  removal  shall  not 
extend  beyond  the  1st  day  of  September,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  twenty-six." 

The  party  designated  in  this  article*  as  the  "  emigrating  party ,** 
is  deemed  to  consist  of  every  Indian  residing  within  the  ceded  ter- 
ritory, embraced  in  the  treaty.  Measures  are  taken,  pursuant  to 
orders  from  the  Department  of  War,  to  ascertain,  at  each  village 
within  the  ceded  territory,  the  names  of  the  Chiefs  and  Warriors, 
with  the  actual  number  of  men,  women,  and  children,  residing  therein, 
preparatory  to  a  meeting  to  be  held  In  the  said  territory,  for  pur- 
poses connected  with  the  treaty,  of  the  20tb  on  November  next. 

The  commanding  officers  in  the  Ci*eek  Nation,  will  afford  every 
requisite  facility  for  the  safe  and  speedy  accomplishment  of  this  duty  $ 
and  they  will  protect  the  Indians  agreeably  i%  the  treaty.  Intruders 
and  mischief  makers  found  among  the  Indians,  will  be  arrested,  and 
turned  over  to  the  civil  authority,  to  be  proceeded  against  accprding 
to  law. 

Reports  and  other  communications  for  the  General,  wUl  be  ad^ 
dressed  to  him  at  Augusta,  until  otherwise  directed.

Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  31st  of  August,  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  has  been  received  by  him,  and  referred  t»  this  De- 
partment-to  be  answered. 

The  President  bas  decided,  that  he  cannot  consistently  witii  Iri^ 
view  of  the  subject,  accede  to  your  demand  to  have  General  Gatt^ 
arrested. 
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He  perceives  no  sofiicient  necessity  to  depart  from  the  course  he 
had  determined  to  pursue  before  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  and  wbidi 
I  communicated  to  you  fully  in  thelastpariigraphof  mineof  tbesist 
of  August,  in  which  you  are  informed,  that  *<the  subject  in  all  its 
aspects  will  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  Cong^ress  at  their 
an»roachin{^  session,  and  all  the  instructions  to  the  officers  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  their  conduct  under  them,  will  be  subject 
to  the  animadversions  of  that  body  upon  them,  for  approbation  or 
censure,  as  they  may  appear  to  have  deserved.*' 

I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  General  Gaines,  and,  in  90 
doing,  1  give  you  a  new  proof  of  the  frankness  by  which  the  Execu- 
tive has  been  euided  in  its  intercourse  with  you,  and  furnish  you  with 
Che  means  of  learning  its  sentiments  on  the  unpleasant  occurrence 
referred  to  in  your  letter.

DBPABTMEJfT  OP  WaR, 

September  I9tkf  I BQ5. 

GfiTiERAL  :  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  froiu  Governor  Troup, 
in  which  you  will  see  he  has  demanded  jour  arrest,  for  having  vio- 
lated the  articles  of  war,  by  your  several  letters  of  10th  and  £8th 
of  July,  attd  l6th  and  29th  of  August  last,  addressed  to  him",  and 
which  you  caused  to  be  published.  The  President  has  decided  that 
he  will  not  accede  to  this  demand.  I  enclose  \ou  my  reply  of  this 
date,  to  Governor  Troup. 

There  is  no  part  of  his  duty,  which  the  President  more  anxiously 
pursues,  than  that  of  maintaining  the  most  scrupulous  decorum  in  his 
official  intercourse  with  the  State  authorities ;  a  line  of  conduct  from 
which  no  circumstances,  liowever  aggravated,  have  or  will  tempt 
him  to  depart.  He  feels  it  incumbent  on  him,  to  cause  every  officer 
of  the  Government  to  pursue  a  similar  course.  He  has  therefore 
seen  with  regret,  that,  in  the  letters  , published,  which,  though  not 
transmitted  to  this  Department,  he  presumes  are  authentic,  purport- 
ing to  be  from  you  to  Governor  Troup,  ycMi  have  permitted  yourself 
to  indulge  a  tone,  whose  effect  will  be  to  destroy  tliat  harmony  which 
the  President  is  so  much  disposed  to  cherish ;  and  the  publication 
of  which,  is  calculated  to  inflame  those  differences  which  moderation 
and  forbearance  would  not  fail  to  allay.  In  communicating  to  you 
the  disapprobation  of  the  President,  as  well  for  writing,  as  publish- 
ing ttM>8e  letters,.and  his  injunction  that,  in  your  official  intercourse 
with  Qovernor  Troup,  iu  future,  you  abstain  from  every  thing  that 
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may  be  deemed  offensive,  I  am  directed  to  add,  as  an  act  of  justice  to 
yoUf  that  the  President  sees  in  the  serious  charges  made  against  you 
by  Governor  Troup,  and  the  publicity  given  to  them,  and  which  the 
letters  complained  of  were  intended  to  repel,  circumstances  which  go 
far,  in  his  opinion,  to  palliate  your  conduct ;  and,  without  which  pal- 
liation, the  President  would  have  found  it  his  duty,  to  have  yielded 
to  the  demand  of  Governor  Troup.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  for  your  information  and  .sanc- 
tion my  abstract  of  payments  for  rations  of  corn,  corn  meal,  meat, 
and  salt,  furnished  the  Indians  of  the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow 
Creek  nation,  and  those  of  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  others,  report- 
ed to  belong  to  that  party  at  the  places  occupied  by  tbem»  in  the 
State  of  Georgia  ;  together,  with  the  requisite  vouchers,  numbci*ed 
1  to  IS,  inclusively,  amounting  to  i  10,891  £9  cents. 

The  want  of  an  officer  to  do  this  duty,  prior  to  the  arrival  of  Lieu- 
tenant Bell,  and  the  pressing  demands  of  the  contractors,  all  needy 
and  importunate,  induced  me  to  make  these  payments* 

Tlte  additional  payments  for  subsisting  the  Indians  up  to  this  time, 
which  I  have  directed  Lieutenant  Bell  to  make,  will  not,  I  think, 
exceed  S2,0C0,  or  2,500  more;  making  an  amount,  added  to  the 
S  10,891  29,  of  near  g  14,000;  principally,  as  you  will  pcrceive,/<w 
subsisting  the  Mclntosh'party. 

It  is  proper  to  remark^  that  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  particularly 
tlie  Mcfntosh  (kmily,havc  a  considerable  number  of  slaves,  who  were 
included  in  the  returns  for  rations.  The  defect  apparent  in  the 
vouchers  of  Joel  Baley  at  Indian  Springs,  for  issues  in  the  retufns 
of  Chilly  Mcintosh,  was  not  discovered  by  me,  until  the  last  pay- 
ment waiB  made.  This  defect  consists  in  the  omission  of  the  nvrnto* 
of  Indians  drawn  for.  Aft^r  discovering  this  omission,  I  empl^tyed 
Mr.  Luther  Blake,  a  young  man  nf  good  character,  to  visit  the 
places  whercrations  were  issued,  and  to  take  the  names  of  chiefs  and 
warriors,  with  the  actual  number  of  women  and  children  of  t)iat 
party.  I  have  but  recently  received  his  report,  of  which  I  enclose 
herewith,  a  copy  marked  A,  with  enclosures  therein  referred  to* 
No.  I  to  9,  inclusively,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  whole 
number  of  the  Mcintosh  party  consists  of  only  416,  indnding  menf 
women^  and  children*  The  whole  number  of  Creek  Indians,  by  the 
latest  accounts,  is  20,600.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  my 
estimate,  so  confidently  questioned  by  Governor  Troup,  is,  in  fact, 
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vithhi  a  sQiAll  fraotion  of  the  piroportion  stated ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
Mcintosh  partj  consists  of  but  a  small   fraction  more  than  one 
^fiftieth  part  of  the  nation ;  and  that  near  forty-nine  fiftieths  are,  and 
have  uniformly  been,  opposed  to  the  treaty. 

It  baa  been  a  favorite  object  of  Governor  Troup  to  augment^  by 
4II  possible  meansy  the  supposed  number  of  the  ostensible  Mcintosh 
party.  Hence  his  Brigadier  General  Ware^  of  Fort  Troup,  (whom 
the  Governor  appointed,  previous  to  my  arrival,  to  supply  the  Indi- 
ana  with  rations,  and  I  unfortunately  confirmed  the  appointment,  be* 
fore  I  learned  his  real  character,)  has  endeavored  to  frighten  many 
Indiana,  peaceably  residing  on  the  Chattahouchie,  and  not  of  the 
Mcintosh  party,  to  come  to  his  Fort  in  the  settlement,  and  draw  ra- 
tions ;  assuring  them,  that,  if  they  did  not  come*  they  would  be  re- 
Krted  as  hostile^ ;  (see  the  enclosed  certificates  in  package  A,  see 
;ewise  B,  and  C.) 

it  will  be  necessary,  for  some  time  to  come,  to  issue  rations  for  near 
$00  of  the  Mcintosh  party,  principally  women  and  children,  and  in- 
flrm  men  ;  as  they  are  without  the  means  of  subsistence,  and  I  think 
we  are,  in  honor  and  jusHctt  bound  to  take  care  of  themj:  for  they 
have  suffered  by  the  improper  conduct  of  our  Georgia  United  States' 
Consmissioners,  (as  I  cannot  doubt ;)  they  have  suffered  too,  und6ir 
the  impression,  that,  in  complying  with  the  demands  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, they  were  acting  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.

Cbbbk  Aqbnct,  JhiguBt  ISth,  1825. 

S» :  As  you  directed,  I  proceeded  up  the  country,  to  the  several 
places  where  the  Indians  have  received  their  subsistence.    * 

At  Colonel  William  O.  Wagnon's,  I  found  111  men,  women,  and 
children.  At  General  Alexander  Ware's,  there  were  fifty-se?en  air 
tbgether.  Some  of  those  at  this  place,  I  could  not  persuade  them  to 
give  their  names,  therefore,  put  them  down  without  any.  The  num- 
bers at  these  two  places,  is  much  larger  than  they  would  have  been, 
had  not  General  A.  Ware  wrote  to  them.  Commanding  them  to  come 
in ;  which  you  will  see  by  the  certificate  of  Colonel  Wm.  O.  Wagnon 
Aid  two  or  three  'other  respectable  men. 

I  was  informed  by  some  of  the  Indians,  that  they  objected  at  first 
to  come,  but  as  they  were  ordered,  they  dare  not  disobey. 
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At  Major  JohnrH.  Brodnax's  I  found  £04  ;  and  at  Indian  SpriM 
43 ;  making,  altogether,  96  men,  109  women,  and  2(1  children. 

General  Ware  and  Colonel  Wagnon  were  to  stop  issuing  on  the 
S6ili  Augtist ;  Major  Brodnax  on  the  S8tti. 

The  whites  arc  crowding  over  the  line  in  large  numbers;  and,  if 
allowed  to  remaiut  will  prevent  the  Indians  from  milking  ubj  ttung 
the  coming  season. 

Colonel  Wagnon  has  given  a  list  of  many  of  the' intruders,  an3 
Ims  promised  to  collect  all  the  information  that  will  he  of  benefit, 
before  the  talk,  which  will  be  on  the  25th  or  26th  iustanti  where  be 
will  attend  himself.  He  is  intelligent,  and  willing  to  do  anj  thing  in 
his  power,  which  will  promote  the  interest  of  (be  General  dovern* 
ment. 

The  names  of  the  head  mtn,  and  the  number  of  tbeir  fatalty»  rank, 
as  chiefs,  &c.  enclosed  with  this,  is  correct.

General  :  Agreeably  to  joor  instructions  of  the  27th  August* 
I  proceeded  bj  the  way  of  Marshall's  ferry,  to  De  Kalb  county,  ac- 
companied by  Mr.  Blake*  wbepe  we  arrived  on  the  9th  instant,  al 
the  house  of  Colonel  Wagnoo,  oH  tlie  Chattahouchte.  This  gentle- 
maut  who  appeared  to  possess  ample  information  of  every  thing  go- 
ing forward  in  that  quarter,  was  polite  enough  to  acconMair  up 
through  the  adjacent  country,  and  into  the  Creek  nation;  uoralng 
us  every  information^  in  relation  to  the  object  of  our  visit         >  <i 

You  will  receive,  herewith,  bis.  certificate,  together  M^ith  those  of 
tbree  other  persons  in  relation  to  tlie  character  of  a  letter  said  to 
have  been  written  by  General  Alexander  Ware.  One  of  these  certi- 
ficates was  given  by  Captain  James  Black,  of  Fayette  county,  who^ 
you  will  perceive,  was  the  bearer  of  the  communicatbn  from  Gene- 
ral Ware  to  the  lodianSf  and  who  read  or  published  it  to  them. 

From  the  respectability  of  the  signatures  to  these  certificates,  and 
the  number  and  diaracter  of  Uie  persons  who  saw  and  read  the  letter, 
and  can  at  any  time  testify  to  its  contents,  It  is  rendered  sufficiently 
evident,  that  each  a  letter  was  written  by  (the  contractor)  Oenciral 
Ware.  I  was  extremely  anxious^  if  possible,  to  gain  possessioif^rfr 
the  letter ;  and,  for  this  purpose,  crossed  the  Chattahouchie  intb  the 
Indian  settlement,  t6  which  it  was  directed }  but,  on  my  arrival  tfact^ 
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IbonfiUiat  CluiwkhHDtcco,  the  principal  Chief  of  tbefiftidTown  Tn- 
dians,  %bo  had  it  ih  poasessioiit  had,  a  Aw  days  previdas,  paned  inle 
the  Cbe^oitee  nation. 

.  Colonel  Wagaon  stated  it  as  a^  probable  ctrcmiistance,  that  he 
trooid  attindlbe  meeting  of  Indians,  to  be  held  on  the  25tfa  i>kiataiit» 
ciilbt  C^ttahonchie;  and  tbat,  in  that  evenly  hfi  would  endeatof  to 
^tain  this  letter,  together  with  other  evidence  necessary  in  the  set- 
tlement of  tlie  Mcintosh  claias,  whidi  could  iiot  be' obtained  by  me, 
in  soT  short  a  time. 

: AocompAoied  herewith,  jou  will  also  receive  a  list,  given  by  CoL 
WagnoB,  of  eighteen  or  twenty  persons,  (with  their  places  of  resr- 
d^ce  as  nearly  l»  possible,)  who  come  properly  under  the  denominff* 
tion  of  intruders  on  the  Indians ;  they  havinp;  established  themselvdB 
on  the  Indian  side,  bought  improveiiients,  built  houses,  mills,  &c.  &c. 

Tliia  Mst  iSy  however,  considered  by  Colonel  Wagnon  as  far  from 
being  con^jete ;  a  number  of  jiersons  having  settled  on  the  Indian 
aide,  whose  names  coiild  not  J>e  obtained  at  that  time. 

Ton  will  also  receive,  herewith,  a  list  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  persons, 
wboy  in  the  confusion  consequent  upon  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  descend- 
ed  theChattahoochie,  and,  as  they  say,  by  tlie  invitation  of  theMdn* 
tosh  party,  brought  off  com  and  otiier  articles  in  the  quantities  set 
opposite  their  names,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascertained. 

We  visited  the  majority  of  these  persons,  who  stated^  that  the  quan- 
tities that  they  respectively  took  was  accurately  measured,  with  a 
view  to  its  being  accounted  for,  should  they  ever  lie  called  upon  for 
this  purpose. 

In  some  cases,  being  unable  to  find  the  persons,  we  have  set  oppo- 
site their  names  [the  quantity]  they  were  said  to  have  taken.  Mr* 
Blake  has,  at  the  same  time,  completed  the  return  of  the  Mcintosh 
party  of  Indians,  which  now  appears  to  amount  to  ^bout  four  hun* 
dred,  men,  women,  and  children.

8ib:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  in  which  you 
^dbaerved,  it  had  been  represented  to  General  Oaine:!,  by  Roily  Mc* 
Intoah,  that  the  Indians  had  refused  to  deliver  to  the  widow  of  Gen- 
eral Mcintosh,  the  ferry  of  her  deceased  ba^band. 
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In  replyy  I  have  to  statef  tbtft  as  soon  as  I  leaned  that  the  wMoi^ 
attd  ssTsral  others  of  ttwt*  psrty*  had  reached  the  aeigbhorhoedy  I 
had  a  Bueeting  of  them  and  other  Chiefs  of  the  nation^  when  I  stated 
to  diem  distinctlyf  and  in  the  presence  of  Major  Donoho*  tiiatr  in 
4A^r  to  enable  me  to  have  the  bnsiness  in  relation  to  the  properly 
satisfactoriljr  aettledt  I  shoold  convene  the  Chiefs  of  the  natioa 
to  meet  the  Mcintosh  party^  in  the  sqmn^  wlien  I  woiiM  exandt^ 
their  claimSf  and  decide  as  I  thought  justice  demanded. 

I  have  appointed  the  25th  of  this  month  for  that  meetings  andhaiVB 
requested  Colonel  Chambers  to  attend.  Roily  Mcintosh  was  present 
wbisn  I  made  the  arrangement ;  hut.  Sir,  they  are  determiued  not  lb 
he  satisfied»and,  if  the  General  will  permit  thess»  they  will  contittne 
to  trouble  him^  and  to  make  fake  representiMons  to  hiau

Parawnalij  appeared  before  me,  Anfcus  Colquhoun,  who,  being  duly 
8W0f  lit  saitiif  that,  on  the  last  day  of  March  pant*  he  stopt  for  the  night 
at  the  Creek  Agency,  being  on  his  way  from  Louisiana.  Tlie  Creek 
Agency*  was  then  the  residence  of  Henry  Crowell.  the  brother  of  the 
Indian  Agent  M  the  supper  table,  that  night,  a  conversation  was  held 
between  said  Crowell  and  deponent*  concerning  the  Indian  Chief* 
General- Mclntbshy  ifi  which  Crowell  stated  that  Mcintosh  was  a 
damfbed  tory,  and  damned  traitor  to  his  country.  The  de|K>nent  stat* 
fd  to  htm  that  lie  thought  not  ^  that 'he  believed  that  Mcintosh  was 
the  best  friend  both  to  the  Creeks  and  United  States  that  was  among 
the  Indians;  and  asked  Crowell  if  he  considered  that  the  nation  was 
the  ally  of  Great  Britain  during. the  war.  He  said  not*  but  that  a 
majority  of  the  Creeks  were  in  favor  of  Great  Britain  ;  that  Mcin- 
tosh only  remained  friendly  to  the  United  States  through  fear,  and 
for  money,  if  his  principles  could  be  known.  Deponent  stated  to 
btm  that  aetion  spoke  louder  than  words. 

On  the  next  morning,  the  conversation  in  relation  to  Mcintosh 
was  resumed*  when  deponent  stated  to  Crowell  that  he  supposed  that 
a  treaty  had  been  effected  which  would  fulfil  the  compact  of  the 
United  States  with  Georgia  in  relation  to  the  Indian  lands.  He  re- 
pKedf  yes ;  that  damned  tory  Mcintosh  has  sold  his  country,  and 
himself  along  with  it ;  but  that  the  measure  of  his  days  were  nearly 
full,  and  he  would  be  damned  if  they  (using.  tl»e  expression  we)  did 
not  see  to  it

Testimony  of  Samuel  Thrscy*  ' 

Georgia,  Monroe  County. 

Personally  came  before  mc,  C.  M •  Coo(ly,.(ine  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  in  and  for  said  countyv  Samuel  Dorsey*  who,  being  sworn 
on  the  HolyEvang^listsof  Almighty  God,  de|>oseth  and  ssfth:  That 
lie  was  at  or  near  one  oftheplantationsof  the  late  Samael  Hawkina, 
in  the  mpnth  of  April  last,  when  a  party  of  Indians,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Hopoithleyobolo,  of  Tookaubatchee,  burnt  his  house,  and 
destroyed  and  took  off  a  great  quantity  of  his  property.  The  party 
afterwards  assembled  and  remained  a  few  days  at  old'Mr.Bawkitis', 
the  father  of  Samuel.  While  there,  this  deponent  was  also  there, 
and  had  frequent  conversations  with  Poithleyoholo^  who  inforibcd 
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tlri».48I>Piieiit several  tiines»  that  it  was  Crowell^  the  Aj^nt,  \ibo  had 
ordered  to  be  done  what  was  done;  that  Mcintosh  and  the  prinrtiial 
chiefii  wbo  signed  the  treaty  must*  be  killed,  and  their  pi'nperty  dcf- 
stroyed  or  taken  from  thenu  This  deponent  was  v  ilh  litis  party 
wfaoQ-ltejr  were  at  Mrs.  Eliza  Mcintosh's,  on  the  Talla|)o«>sa9  a  short 
diataace  from  Samuek  Hawkins'  place,  when  they  took  and  carried 
away  a  great  deal  or  alt  of  the  property  there  that  was  not  de- 
stroyed. Mrs.  Mcintosh  asked  the  chiefs  who  had  ordered  them  to 
do  to  t  and  Poithleyoholo,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  this  depo- 
nent and  Alexander  Reid,  statei^  that  it  was  Cruwell's  oi*ders  that 
tbey*  muat  kill  Mcintosh  and  flie  chiefs  who  sij^ned  the  treaty,  f^nd 
take  a^ ay  or  destroy  their  property^  This  deponent  unflerstood 
what  l^satd  in  Indian  in  i*eply  to  Mrs.  Mcintosh,  and,  as  soon  as 
lie  had  finished  s|)eaking.  Mrs.  Mcintosh  interpreted  it  to  this  de- 
poneiVt  and  Mr.  Reid;  and  it  was  tlie  same  as  this  deponent  had  un- 
derstood It  bimself,  and  as  above  stated.

The JoUonving  exjdatmtonj  inemorandnm  ha9  been  furnhhei  by  a  geH" 
-'tlemun  who  u  well  acquainted  in  the  Creek  nuUatu 

'  General  Mcintosh's  principal  resFdencc  was  on  the  Cbattahoochie, 
wilerc  he  had  two  wives^  Susannah  and  Peggy,  one  a  Creek,  the  other 
a  Gberokee  woman.  This  is  the  place  were  he  was  murdered.  Oo 
the  Western  branch  of  the  Tallapoosa,  about  50  miles  from  Chatta- 
hoocheet  Oeneral  Mcintosh  had  a  plantation,  on  which  resided 
another  of  his  wives,  named  Elixa;  she  was  the  daughter  of  Stephen 
Hawkins,  and  sister  to  Samuel  and  Benjamin  Hawkins. 

On  the  Easterq  branch  of  the  Tallapoosa  Samuel  Hawkins  had  a 
plantation,  (distance  from  General  Mcintosh's  24  miles,)  where  he 
was  taken  and  confined  by  the  Inistile  party  |  at  this  place  resided 
one  of  his  wives,  Jrnny^  the  daughter  of  General  Mcintosh.  On  the 
Western  side  t>f  the  West  prong  of  the  Tallapoosa,  he  had  another 
plantation,  were  one  of  his  wives  lived.  This  plantation  is  two 
niles  from  General  Mcintosh's  iilace,  ^here  hia  wife  Eliza  lived.

8iE  :  I  attended,  a  few  days  since,  a  Council  of  Chiefs  at  Broken 
Arrow,  in  company  with  Col.  Chambers  and  Maj.  Donoho,  >^ilh  a 
view  of  receiving  and  adjusting  the  claims  of  the  Mcintosh  party,  , 
for  property  taken  and  destroyeu^  contrary  to  law. 
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The  Council  appearcMl  willing  to  comply  vHii  tbeir  mid«tiimdtoy 
of  the  agreement  made  with  you,  in  relation  to  tbai  subject,  ^itii' 
was,  to  pay  for  such  property  as  had  been  taken  or  destroyed  Hbj  oi^ 
der  of  the  nation  contrary  to  4a w. 

The  claims  presented  by  that  party  were  so  very  exorbitaiitf  anil, 
in  most  instances*  so  wholly  inadmissible,  both  a9  r^ards  quBniitf 
and  prices,  that  I  determined  to  suspend^  for  the  present  any  deci- 
sion upon  them,  under  a  conviction  that  my  deciaiott  weiiki  not  muftt 
the  views  of  the  claimants.  1  shall»  as  early  as  praoticyrie,  after 
obtaining  some  additional  evidence*  report  the  claims  totbe^inar 
Department,  for  a  final  decision.  To  give  you  an  Idea  of  the  ex- 
orbitancy of  the  claims^  it  is  only  necessary  to  inform  yov  that  they 
amounted,  exclusive  of  Mcintosh's  negroesi  to  nearly  ninety  tliou* 
sand  dollars. 

The  property  of  the  nation  would  not  sdl  for  that  sum,  exclusive 
of  negroes  and  land  ;  and,  as  further  proof  of  the  extravagancy  of 
the  claims,  I  have  in  my  possession.  res|iectable  testimony  to  show, 
that  the  family  of  Mcintosh  and  others,  have  driven  into  Georgria 
large  quantities  of  stock,  and  sold  them;  some  of  then  have  aold-'a 
greater  number  of  cattle  than  they  ever  owned  in  theitatiirot  luid  (he 
Georgians  have  driven  off  a  g^rcatnumber  of  Mcintosh's  stock,  some 
of  which  was  given  to  his  fftmily»  in  Georgia;  yet  all  tbia  stock  Is 
charged  against  the  nation. 

In  relation  to  the  ferry  at  Coweta w,  claimed  by  the  Camily  of  Mc* 
Intosb,  the  nation  has  no  claim ;  it  is  claimed  by  the  Cowelaw  town. 
The  subject  was  investigated  in  council,  aiid  decided  in  favor  of 
the  town.  It  appeared  that  Mcintosh  took  peasession  of  it  without 
the  consent  of  the  town,  in  the  first  instance ;  and,  in  order  to  appease 
them,  he  agreed  to  pay  them  a  certain  price  annually  for  the  use  of  it. 
it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  Indians  jdo  not  recogniae  Individ* 
ual  property  In  land,  ferries,  or  toll  bridges,  in  the  nation:  iiis^iini^ 
versally  the  pro|)erty  of  the  town,  in  wliich  the  ferry  or  toll  t>rii^- 
may  be.  Not  viewing  the  nation  as  involved  in  thttt  conlrorer^r/ 
and  being  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  tlie  decision  of  tb^  Cbiei^  : 
was  a  correct  one,  I  did  not  believe  it  right  for  me  to  order  itothper**  < 
wise.  In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  madfrarranga^ 
ments  to  have  the  census  taken  of  the  Indians  oa  Xkt  ceded  la^ 
C'apt.  Triplett  being  absent  on  business  connected  with  our  DepaK*^ 
ment,  I  have  appointed  Messrs^^  Blake  and  Williamson  to  perfWm 
that  duty.  Tlie  difficulty  arising  from  the  sparseness  of  Indian  po- 
pulation, connected  with  many  other  inconceivable  diflicalties,  I 
thought  it  advisable,  in  order  to  ensure  tlie  completion  of  thaiobjectr 
to  appoint  two  persons;  and,  fi*om  their  known  persever»ice  and  In- 
tegrity, I  flatter  myself  they  will  be  able  to  accompKah  the  bustneas 
in  time  for  your  meeting. 

I  received  by  tliis^  evening^s  mail,  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  informing  me  of  your  intention  of  renewing  yoar  efforta  toob* 
tain  the  acquiescence  of  the  Chiefs  to  the  treaty,  and  directing  me  t« 
co-operate  witli  you  in  effecting  that  object  by  a  prompt  Conformity  lo- 
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8Mb  nmMres  IB  you  shall  enjoin  upon  me.    Being  at  all  times  will- 
ing to  obey  the  instructions  of  my  Government,  1  assure  you,  Sir,  it 
will  gi^e  mo  pleasure  to  aflTord  you  any  facilities  in  my  power,  in  ac«r 
compiling  the  object  of  your  mission.

JOURNAL  OF  EVENTS, 

Constquent  -091  tfn  order  from  the  Oeneral  in  Chief  to  Major  Oeneral 
^Edmund  P.Gainesj  dated  Wanhington^  May  IB,  1^259  directing  him 
to  repair  to  MUtedgevilU,  Georgia. 

May  SOth.  The  above  named  order  was  received  at  St.  Augustine  ; 
but  an  immediate  compliance  was  prevented  by  a  violent  storm. 

June  5th.  Sailed  for  Charleston  in  tlie  sloop  William  ;  9th,  depart- 
ed from  Charleston,  and  arrived  at  Milledgeville  on  the  morning  of 
tfaelSth. 

Jime  l^th.  Received  from  Major  Andrews,  United  States'  Special 
Agent,  the  communications  from  the  Depai*tnient  of  War,  of  the  18th 
and  SOth  Mio^,  containing  Instructions  in  illation  to  the  Ci*eek  In- 
diims.  General  Ckunesand  myself  called  on  Governor  Troup  at  the 
State  House,  at  1 1  o'clock  ;  dined  with  him  at  1  o'clock,  and,  in  the 
afternoon,  the  General  received  from  him  tlie  communications  mark- 
ed A  CMtd  B,  with  certain  letters  respecting  indications  of  hostility  on 
the-freoticrof  G^rgia,  and  a  copy  of  his  orders  to  Captain  James 
HamMn ;  the  receipt  of  which  was  acknowledged  in  the  comrauni- 
catkiR  marked  C. 

Jme  ISth*  Among  other  instructions  from  the  Department  of  War, 
General  Gaines  was  directed  to  receive  from  tlie  United  States^  Cooi' 
■lissaoners,  Cdonel  O.  G.  Campbell  and  M^or  J.  Meriwether,  tlie 
BSOOfOOO  placed  in  their  hands  for  disbursement  among  the  Creek  In- 
iKaas,  agreeably  to  tiie  5tb  article  of  tlie  treaty,  concluded  at  the  In- 
dian Spring,  00  the  12th  F^ruary,  1825,  tlie  bette^  to  enable  him  to 
reconcile  the  two  parties;  and  having  learned  that  it  was  their  inten. 
tUmtoiiistribut^  this  money  amongst  Mcintosh's  party,  at  the  Indian 
Spring,  on  tlie  15th  June,  contrary  to  the  £d  article  of  the  ti*eaty,  I 
was  deepatched  on  the  next  day  to  the  Indian  Spring. 

JuHcA4tb.  I  Idl  Milledgeville  at  an  early  hour,  with  onlers,  D,  to 
reach  the  Spring  by  noon  on  Ibe  following  day,  to  receive  the  money 
from  the  Commissioners,  and  to  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  tlie 
Indians. 
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General  Gaines  addressed  the  letter  of  instructionfl,  E,  to.Csptaln 
Harrison  ;  tiie  communication  mai'kcd  F,  to  Governor  Troupe  in  re« 
ply  to  Ilia  letter  of  Uie  daj  before,  and  i-eceived  that  marked  O. 

June  1 5/^.  Readied  the  Indian  Spring  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M*  and 
learned,  from  a  letter,  handed  to  me  by  Chilly  McInto:»h«  aixl  addressed 
by  Colonel  Campbell  to  Mr.  Joel  Baley,  that  the  Coramissioners  would 
visit  the  Spring  between  the  15th  and  I9tli,  for  the  purpose  of  disburse 
ing  the  '*  remaindci***  of  the  money  in  tlieir  hands* 

I'then  called  on  the  family  of  the  late  General  William  Mclntoshr 
and  found  them  comfortably  situated. 

After  breakfast,  Chilly  Mcintosh  brought  his  virarriors,  twenty-five 
in  number,  to  see  me.  I  stated  to  them  the  nature  of  my  instructions 
from  Major  General  Gaines,  and  explained  to  them  the  object  of  the 
President  in  directing  the  retention  of  their  money.  They  expressed 
their  perfect  acquiescence  in  every  thing  I  said  to  them,  an4  left  me 
with  evident  satisfaction. 

Young  Mcintosh  then  invited  me  to  walk  with  him  to^he  Spring; 
and,  during  our  walk,  I  repeated  to  him  what  I  had  said  to  the  In- 
dians ;  in  the  propriety  and  policy  of  which,  he  concurred  with  me. 
(General  Gaines  I'ecetved  Governor's  Troup's  comraunicationj^  II.) 

June  \6th.  He  came  several  times  to  my  quarters  ;  conversed  freely 
on  the  difficulties  of  his  Nation,  and  was  cheerful  andcominunicative. 

Joseph  Marshall  arrived  this  day,  and  brought  his  warrtoraimmer 
diately  to  see  me,  I  rei>eated  to  them  what  I  had  said  to  the  other 
Indians,  and  they  expressed  equal  satisfaction. 

General  Gaines  transmitted  to  Governor  Troup  the  communication 
marked  I,  and  then  departed  for  tlie  Indian  Springs. 

June  \7tlu  Indians  continue  to  come  in.  and  Genera!  Graines  ar- 
rived at  the  Spring  in  the  evening,  from  Milledgeville,  contna*y  to 
expcctatitm  ;  and  the  Indians  were  disappfunted  in  their  plan  of  oieet- 
ing  him  at  the  OkemuJgee  river,  and  escorting  him  in* 

June  18//u  Employed  in  contracting  for  supplies  of  provisions  witii 
Messi's.  Ware,  IU*odna\,  Dobbs,  and  Baley. 

June  \9tlu  £ngage4  in  official  correspondence,  and  in  examining; 
tlie  vouchers  of  the  above  named  gentlemen,  ibr  issues  giad^  bjordei; 
of  Governor  Troup, 

General  Gaines  received  from  the  Indians,  through  tlieir  committee, 
tlie  coimnunication  marked  K. 

-  June  20th.  General  Gaines  met  the  Indians,  in  CounciU  at  It 
Q^clock,  and  delivered  to  them  the  talk  marked  L,  which  was  inter* 
prcted  by  Joseph  Marshall.  They  asked  until  the  next  day  to  pre- 
pai-e  their  I'eply,  and  their  reqtiest  was  granted. 

During  the  session  of  the  Council,  Messrs.  Jourdan»  Torrance,  and. 
Williamson,  Commissioners,  appointed  under  the  Legislature  of  Geor- 
gia <*  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  the  recent  disturbances,  in  the 
Creek  Nation,  and,  more  particularly,  with  the  conduct  of  the  Agent 
connected  witli  them,''  arrived  from  Milledgeville,  and  submitted  to 
General  Gaines,  through  Mr.  Joel  Baley,  Governor  Troup's  commu-s 
nications  of  tlie  1 6th  anid  tSth  of  June,  marked  M|  and  N.     After  the 
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GineriA  hit  iii6  66uncilf  be  received  from  the  above  named  CQini6is« 
sioYiers  tbe  cominunication  marked  O^  with  Gtoverqor  Troupes  letter 
of  instrticffons,  marked  P. 

'  Jwfiit  2l^>  General  Gaines  addressed  to  the  Georgia  Commission- 
ers  llie  commanication  marked  Q,  in  reply  to  their*s  of  the  day  before, 
HHd  received  tbeir  protest,  marked  R. 

^Ke  p^^r  inarlced  S^  said  to  contain  an  Indian  talk,  was  submitted 
to  A^|or  Greneral  Gaines  this  day..  This  reply  was  written  by  Mc- 
Msrtm,  a  yonng  lawyer,  and  was  evidently  dictated  by  some  white 
man,  inimical  to  the  best  interests  of  his  country.  This  impression 
wlis  communicated  to  Marshall  and  Mcintosh  by  Major  Gen.  Gaines, 
and  thfey  did  not  attempt  to  remove  it,  though  they  refused  to  with- 
tfraw  the  paper.  The  style  and  tone  of  this  production^  together  with 
the  uncommon  reserve  of  Marshall  and  Mcintosh,  and  their  great  de* 
pression  during  tlie  two  preceding  days,  induced  tiie  belief  that  they 
had  sacrificed  the  interests  of  their  unhappy  followers  at  the  shrine  of 
some  base'jiolitical  intriguer's  unholy  ambition  ;  and  that  belief  was 
strengthened,  if  not  confirmed,  on  the  following  day. 

th  tl>e  afternoon,  General  Gaines  prepared  the  reply  to  Governor 
Tronp'd  communication,  of  the  18th,  marked  T. 

June  Q2d.  The  Georgia  Commissioners  departed  for  the  Broken  Ar- 
row at  an  early  hour  this  morning.  I  followed  them  at  11  o'clock ;  and^ 
when  preparing  to  start,  Mc  Martin  requested  a  private  interview, 
and  informed  me  that  Greneral  Gaines  had  just  sent  for  him  to  his 
room,  and  charged  bjm  with  an  improper  interference  in  the  aSkirs  of 
the  Indians,  in  having  dictated  their  reply  to  his  address.  He  stated, 
moreover,  that  the  accusation  was  so  unexpected  as  to  deprive  him  of 
the  power  of  making  the  proper  explanation ;  and  declared,  upon  his 
honor,  that  he  wrote  nothing  but  what'  was  communicated  to  him  by 
the  Chiefs^  He,  however,  expressed  tlie  belief  iimt  they  had  obtained 
their  ideas  from  while  men,  as  they  werc^  in  Council  all  night,  and 
sent  for  him  at  2  o'clock  in  tlie  morning  toofiiciate  as  their  clerk ; 
having  dismissed  Brodnax^  and  rejected  the  reply  which  he  copied  for 
them.  Mr.  Brodnax  says  it  was  a  becoming  reply,  and  that  they 
were  Once  satisfied  with  it.  He  also  gave  a  strong  reaspn  for  sus- 
peetingthat  its  rejection  was  attributable  to  the  impi*oper  interference 
of  a  person  wiiose  peculiar  situation  should  have  prevented  such  inter- 
ference. 

Gtoeral  0aines,  being  occupied  with  official  duties,  left  the  Spring 
ita  l»te  hour,  accompanied  by  Benjamin  Hawkins,  brother  of  Col. 
Hawkins^  who  was  a  feUow-suflerer  of  his  father-in-law,  General 
Mcintosh.  Hawkms  was  brought  by  Gen^iml  Gaines  as  the  Inter- 
pWter  and  r^nresontative  of  his  party,  and  with  a  view  of  convincing 
fteni'<)f  the  ansence  of  every  thing  like  danger  amongst  those  deemed 
to  be  their  enemies. 

Se^assed  through  a  rich  and  variegated  country,  between  the 
F8nt  and  Cbat^hoochie,  and  reached  the  Creek  Agency,  near  the 
Broken  Arrow,  on  the  25th  of  June. 
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All  persons  wlicmi  we  conversed  wifii  w  <Nir  route^  even  feMkies^vi- 
dicnled  the  idea  of  danger  from  the  Indians* 

June  25.  Major  Andrews,  United  States'  Special  As^U  aeriT^ 
ibis  morning,  from  tbe  old  Agency,  to  collect  testimony  in  the  case 
of  the  Agent  for  Indian  Affaii*s«  who  had  been  suspended  in  tlie  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties,  until  he  could  viridicate  his  conduct  i^ore 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  against  charge  preferred  by  the 
Qoveraor  of  Gbeoigia. 

Having  been  informed  by  Mr*  Thomas  Triplett,  Acting  Ag^  for 
Indian  AAirs^  that  the  Council  would  not  assemble  tlii9  4iiy,  ewine 
to  the  absence  of  certain  Chiefs,  Greneral  Gaines  desii^  him/ to  sera 
for  the  LiUle  Prince,  head  Chief  of  the  Creek  Nation.  Wken  he  ar- 
rived, the  General  stated  to  him,  in  presence  of  tivee  of  the  GeM^gia 
Commissioners,  and  many  oiher  citizens,  that  he  had  been  se^  hj  th^ 
President  of  the  United  States^  to  inquire  into  the  difficultleB  of  W 
nation,  and  that  he  had  seen  the  other  party  at  the  Indifm  Spring, 
and  -had  brought  Benjamin  Hawkins  to  listen  to  their  talk^  and  cw9^ 
it  to  his  friends^  He  stated,  also,  tliat  the  A^nt  fiad  been  euspenM^ 
aad  tbe  Deputy  Agent  dii*ected  to  discbarge  bis  duties ;  raai*eovee,4hat 
there  were  accusations  against  the  United  States*  Interpretei^  Who 
would,  th^^fore,  be  attended  by  ^wkins,  althdugh  be  stUl  enjoyed 
the  confidence  of  tlie  General  Government* 

General  Gaines  then  enjoined  it  on  the  Little  Prince  ta  be  peacea- 
ble and  kind  to  ail  white  perscms ;  to  prohibit  his  wuriors  fi^ni.  ap- 
proaching the  white  settlementB  and  holding  toMs  with  any  white  pei^ 
son  but  himflel£  He,  finally,  explained  to  the  Georgia  Commismii- 
ers  his  reasons  for  declining  their  co-operation,  and  notified  the  Ut^e 
Prince  that  he  would  meet  the  Council  when  notified  to  that  eflbct* 

This  afternoon.  General  Gaines  received  from  the  Qeorgia  Commis- 
sioners tiie  commnnication  marieed  U,  requesting  admission  to  the 
Council  at  Broken  Arrow  ;  also^  Governor  Troup's  eaessagSy.  with 
accompanying  dotmmcnts.  .        --  > 

June  26.  A  communication  marked  Y,  was  reoeived  froni  the 
Oomniissioners  of  Georgia,  announcing  tlie  arrival  ef  an  eipress  from 
the  Grovernor,  and  requesting  .an  answertojtheir  letter  of  the  daybe- 
fore,  which  was  accordingly  submitted  to  then  in  t^  p^ver  mock- 
ed W. 

The  letter  marked  X,  was  received  toM]ay,  from  tlie  IJnited  Btateb^ 
Commissionors,  under  tbe  5th  article  of  tbe  TretUy,  awclmled  at  tbe 
Indian  Spring,  on  tlie  !  2th  February,  1825. 

June  97.  General  Gaines  was  n9tlfied,  this  momtnJ^  tkat.4»^^Don- 
ttnned  absence  of  certain  Chiefs  prevented  tte  Cottnoil  froH|{moeeo|}* 
ing  to  business.  .   j 

June  98.  Major  General  Gaines  was  officially  nottted  tbieQisr>^ 
ing;  that  the  Council  was  ready  ta  proceed  to  bunineiM.  He  entered 
the  Council  Square  nt  12  o'clock,  where  more:  than  seven  hiiiidred 
headmen  and  diifefs,  and  about  twelve  huwIredwarriorSt  were  assem- 
bled, umter  the  white  flag.  The  General  was  conducted  te  an  w^ 
dience  place,  where  many  gentlemen  were  seated  ;  and,  after  a  short 
address  from  Yoliolo  Mico,  the  principal  Chiefs  advanced  ftnd  gave 
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thdr  fattnds  wMk  evident  sUtisfftCtiott.  The  Mad  Tiger  iiieii  "ffredent- 
cd  the  pipe  of  peace  ;  after  ^bicb  the  General  took  his  seat  }n  the 
CwmcUf  atid  read  the  jMiper  marked  Y. 

MapoitAltyeohol^,  Sj^ker  of  the  ^/^tien.'^^^Yfm  have  only  fivcn 
"  tlie^rst  of  your  talk  ;  when  you  give  «»  all»  we  ean  reply  to  ifc'^ 

GmeriU  0dine$.'^*^  The  remainder  of  my  talk  depends  on  the  tenor 
**  of  your  reply.  I  ask  if  hostilities  are  to  continue  ?  I  wish  to  know 
«<  ev^ry  thing.  1  come  not  to  buy  land,  but  to  inquire  into  your  diffi- 
<<  enltiea,  and  to  do  justiee  to  all.'* 

BbpaUhttgtokola  and  Littk  Prince. — '«Both  parties  tam»i  be  ^reafent 
tofcet  the  truth.*' 

Beneral  Gaines. — '<  I  have  heard  one  party,  and  when  I  hear  you,  I 
can  decide  who  is  in  faulf 

Bopaithleife&hoku — ^<  We  are  glad  tiiat  you  have  come  .to  get  the 
tratb*  We  view  you  as  the  ropfesentalive  of  our  Great  Father ;  our 
Nation  is  in  Council,  and  we  will  tell  you  no  lira^  The  Mu^ogee 
Nation  has  long  had  its  Councils  This  Gouneilmado  laws,  and  we 
did  ttot  think  so  soon  to  have  to  enforce  them.  We  do  not  think  we 
are  to  Uame  :  the  Muskogees  formerly  bad  mubh  land,  but  have  ceded 
It  nearty  alL  We  had  a  talk  \^th  the  Great  Warrior  Jackson  in 
MI4*  We  wellrecoUect  his  talks  ;  they  are  engraven  on  our  mem* 
ories.  He  told  us  our  Great  Father^  the  President,  would  ^larantee 
our  land  that  remained.  We  have  Aever  forgot  bki  promise.  After 
NM^  we  re-enacted  lai^  s  on  the  bank  of  the  Okemnlgee  river,  and  kf* 
poiirfeed  persons  to  execute  them.  These  laws  have  been  confirmed 
In  the  Great  Square,  by  a  Coiiacil  of  all  tiie  Chiefis,  to  continue  in  ef- 
fect under  all  future  Chiefs.  They  have  been  put  on  paper,  but  same 
pers&ns  have  run  too  (ast  ibr  them. 

<<  The  Georgia  Commissioners  eaa»e,  and  we  received  them,  ae  wa 
bare  received  you.  They  asked  for  land,  and  we  told  them  we  had 
no  land  to  sell;  that  we  had  ceded  all  We  <Sould  .spar6.  When  we 
commenced  treating  with  the  Cominissioners,  oar  commonications 
'ifwe  in  writing  ;  but  when  they  despaired  of  success,  they  changed  to 
tertol  coamOnicatione:  The  Commisston^rd  toM  tt»  our  talks  were 
wkite  talks  ;  and  they  placed  spies  over  our  Agent  and  Interpr^tei^  to 
prevent  us  from  getting  advise. 

^  Tlie  Muskogee  Nation  always  treat  in  open  Council,  but  the 
Commissioners  treat  at  night  and  in  the  bushes.  Whilst  the  Chiefs 
w«re  in*  the  Cojancil,  they  went  to  tiie  Upper  Ferry  to  hdd  private 
talks. 

«« When  the  Coonefl  was  ready  for  bHsiness,  we  had  ti^send  to  the 
Ferry  for  the  Commissioners. 

««  They  arrived  and  held  jMrivate  iaAka ;  saying  they  would  do  no 
Inaness  in  CounciL 

M  After  several  private  meetings,  they  said  they  were  going  away, 
1^  wdoM  return  in  three  months.  We  told  them  we  should  be  happy 
U  «M  them  as  friends.  The  day  they  were  to  depart^  the  Chiefs  ». 
scnMed  In  the  sipiare,  to  take  leave  of  them  :  when  lo !  they  bad  gone. 
When  asoembled  at  Tuckabatchee,  wc  received  too  short  a  notice  to 
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mett  at  the  Mineral  Spring  ;  and^  vhen  fliere,  we  nwre  nol  allowed  a 
free  intercourse  witb  our  Agent  or  Interpreter.  We  refused  W  mH 
our  land  :  for  none  of  our  he^i  chiefs  were  there^  MctnlMh  was  not 
a  head  Chief  :  he  acknowledged  to  Col.  Crowell  that  be  never  wouM 
do  any  thing  without  the  consent  of  the  Chiefs. 

<<  I  knew  the  consequences  of  those  at  the  Springs  cadiiq;  laaad^  and 
I  ordered  them  off. 

<<  During  our  general  annual  meeting,  the  Agent  retamcdiroai 
WashiHg^n.  We  then  learned  that  the  first  instalment  was  <hie»  We 
refused^  to  receive  it,  for  we  did  not  consider  our  laws  a  joke. 

«<  Mcintosh  was  notified  to  attend  this  meetings  and  he  refiised.  He 
made  the  hiws«  and  said  they  were  binding  on  all— even  Little  Prmce 
or  Big  Warri(n*t  or  my  others.  Thid  refusal  called  for  4fae  eoecution 
<^  the  law. 

<«  Another  law  had  been  passed  to  send  pen}^  from  one  tow»  te 
another,  to  enforce  this  law^  where  the  inhabitants  thereof  ceuU  not 
enforce  it ;  and  to  destroy  property.  This  law  only  extends  ta  Ae 
heads  of  towns. 

<<  The  Chiefs  merely  executed  the  law ;  and  McIntosh^s  friettds 
have  nothing  more  to  fear.  They  know  the  law,  and  that  they  had 
or  have  nothing  to  fear.  We  bear  that  the  Agent  ordered  us  te  fciV 
Mcintosh.  He  did  not.  He  advised  us  to  go  and  receive  our  money 
fit>m^ie  Commissioners,  and  told  us  that  he  got  it  to  be  equatty  ^ 
Tided.  We  would  not  receive  money  for  the  land  in  which  our  friesA 
and  fathers  are  buried.  We  tokl  the  Agent  it  was  useless  to  adviai 
ust  as  the  receipt  of  the  money  would  deprive  us  i^t  our  land^  fro« 
which  we  would  never  part  Our  children  have  scarcely-land  enengh 
to  settle  en.  We  love  our  land — ^it  is  our  mother — and  we  did  net 
think  that  any  one  would  take  it  from  us,  if  we  did  not  wij^h  te^part^from 
it 

« If  they  take  our  land  and  knock  us  on  the  head,  we  cant  hel^  it^ 
We  will  make  no  resistance,  but,  even  then,  extend  the  hand  of  friend- 
ship. ,   -  / 

«<  Thus  will  one  whole  nation  act,  wd  let  the  worU  see  and  heat 
ef  it''  .     ^

Oeneral  Gaines ^  I  will  now  be  abk  to  give  Ihe  Presidoit  the 

sense  of  the  Council.''

If  their  bead  ate  kad 
come  here,  they  are  my  towi^meni  and  I  should  have  known  «hew  to 
apeak  to  them*  ^  ^ 
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'  •^WfiMi  any  business  is  to  be  done  at  a  distance,  I  send,  as  the  Pi*e« 
sident  has  sent  you.    Tou  have  bad  a  long  and  tiresome  journey. 

<*  Feur  tinies  I  have  sent  mj  Chiefs  to  our  Father,  tlie  President ; 
ttMi:tliej  got  young  white  men  to  write  for  them.  There  are  two 
Creek  Chiefs  of  equal  grade.  They  were  not  at  the  Treaty ;  and,  if 
thetftftb  had  been  told,  yon  would  have  been  saved-  your  journey. 
Indians  and  Georgians  tell  a  great  many  stories.  I  have  no  desire 
«v  Intention  to  hurt  them  or  any  one.     Hopoithleyechola  has  ex- 

«Ained  4hat  it  was  a  strong  law  !  It  is  executed,  and  we  are  done, 
e  haT«  not  the  most  distant  idea  of  injuring  any  one.  The  offend- 
era  have  been  punished,  and  we  will  not  permit  the  other  party  to  be 
molested. 

<^  i  have  explained  the  law.  The  \vhite  People  have  laws  and  exe- 
cnte  them.  I  am  surprised  at  tlie  interference  of  Georgia. '  It  was  an 
Indian  law,  and  not  a  law  of  Georgia.'^ 

<  Cfeneral  (Sfatnf^-— <<I  will  begin  where  the  Little  Prince  closed  his 
vesiarks.  The  State  of  Georgia  is  one  of  the  United  States.  The 
President's  duties,  therefore,  extend  to  the  People  of  Georgia,  and  he 
istotmd  to  take-measures  for  their  protection. 

.  *<  He  is  the  President,  not  of  a  part,  but  of  all  the  United  States. 
Thiese  States  have  separate  Grovemments  of  their  own  :  but,  for  tiie 
wrposes  of  protection  and  defence,  he  is  at  the  head  of  tliem  all,  as  one 
Government  It  is  very  natural  that  the  Government  and  People, of 
fieorgia  shoaM  feel  the  interest  they  did,  when  so  great  a  number  of 
tbeir  red  neighbors  were  passing  the  frontier  into  their  settlements- 
It  was  proper  that  Georgia  should  look  about  her,  and  take  care  of 
her  frontier  People,  until  the  President  could  be  notified,  and  could 
iske  measures  for  their  protection. 

<^  Reports  reached  Georgia  that  your  chiefs  and  warriors  were  bos- 
tile;  and  would  pursue  the  retreating  Indians,  and  disturb  the  peace 
6f  tkeir  white  friends. 

-  <«  I  am  glad  that  these  reports  were  without  foundation.  I  did  not 
know  but  that  I  would  find  my  old  red  firiends  in  arms  against  me.* 
i.an  glad  to  meet  them  as  friends. 

<<  Joseph  Marshall^  and  several  of  bis  head  men,  were  anxious  to 
eome  with  me ;  but  I  would  not  permit  them  to  come  until  I  could 
see  you  and  liear  your  talks,  and  know  your  intentions  and  wishes. 

^  I  have  ordered  some  of  my  troops  from  Pensaoola.  They  are  com- 
ing to  keep  the  peace.  All  that  the  President  wishes  is,  to  do  you  jus- 
ti^  und  not  to  take  your  land  without  your  consent.     But,  the  trea* 

5  la  wade ;  and  the  Commissioners  told  him  it  was  properly  made, 
e  will  be  sorry  to  learn  that  yon  think  an  advantage  has  been  taken 
otyoo  :  for  be  did  not  authorize  it  He  directs  me  to  say  that  your 
money  wiU  be  ready  for  you,  so  soon  as  your  diflBculties  are  settled. 
If  you  have  any  complaints  to  lay  before  the  President,  he  will  be  hai^^ 
VT  to  «^  yoo  in  Washington,  next  Winter ;  and  he  will  do  all  that  he 
can  for  you. 

*«The  Conunissbners  were  antfiorl^ed  by  him  to  treat  at  the  In- 
dian  Spring ;  and  he  has  been  informed  that  you  refused  to  receive 
the  money. 
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<<  I  advise  you  to  receive  the  money,  because  the  treaty  <mmait  be 
revoked.  I  wish  you  to  reflect.  I  speak  to  you  as  your  frieAd/  mfd 
would  rather  lase  my  head,  thaii  deceive  you.  I  rejleat,  that  die  Pre- 
sident, trusting  in  the  fidelity  of  his  Connnissioners,  accepted  die  irea«- 
ty  ;  it  has  been  ratified,  and  cannot  »e  revoked. 

*^  The  white  People  thought  Mcintosh  a  g6od  tnan»  and  a  frieiMl  to 
bis  nation,  and  were  grieved  to  learn  his  death.  I  Will  iaferift  fte 
President  that  you  say  he  violated  the  Ifiws  of  his  nation,  whidi  be 
made.  We  are  sorry,  but  the  laws  must  be  obeyed.  The  treaty  is 
a  law,  and  no  white  man  can  break  it. 

<<  I  wii^  you  to  reflect  seriously  on  what  I  liaye  said;  and  to  in/brm 
me  to-morrow,  if  you  will  accept  the  money,  and  send  a  deputation  fo 
Washington.** 

June  29.  When  the  Council  was  ready  to  proceed  to  bus&iioss* 
Hopoithleyeohola,  (Speaker)  presented  to  General  Gaines  a  papef  2> 
tirepared  by  John  Rid^c,  a  young  Clierokee,  containing  tlifelr  reply  to 
the  General's  communications  of  yesterday. 

C^eneral  Gaines, — **  I  consider  this  to  be  a  subject  of  great  impcui*  ' 
ance ;  and,  before  I  receive  this  as  your  reply,  it  must  be  read  and 
confirmed  in  my  presence.*' 

I  here  reacl  tlie  paper  by  paragraphs ;  Jt  was  interpreted  by  Wbi» 
Hambly,  United  States*  Interpreter,  in  presence  of  three  Interpreters, 
Benjamin  Hawkins,  Charles  Cornells,  and  Wm.  McGilvery,  and  ac« 
knowledged,  separately,  by  each  chief  who  signed  it,  as  the  s^mt  €t 
the  Council. 

BffpdeOdeyoehola.'^^'  It  Is  tlie  talk  of  the  Chiefs.  Tliey  dictated  it ; 
and  it  was  penned,  lliey  then  bad  it  read  and  corrected,  and  if  b 
now  read  once  more.** 

Qeneral  Gaines. — <<  I  wish  yon  a^n  to  tak^  this  paper,  and  reflect 
on  it  I  repeat  once  more,  the  treaty  cannot  ie  rerooked.  It  is^  as.^uC^ 
ing  as  the  land.  We  have  never  broken  treaties  with  a  fareign  G^ 
Temment.  Violence  alone  can  change  a  treiaty.  Tottr  reasoning''  Is 
applicable  to  every  thing  but  treaties ;  but,  if  your  objections  had  jire^ 
ceded  the  treaty,  it  would  not  have  been  ratified.  I  wilt  r«4|dhl  t^ 
paper  a  few  days  tor  your  reconsideration.*^ 

They  pronounced  it  their  final  answer,  and  General  Gaines  ^Sieit> 
presented  the  papa*  No.  1. 

Jutke  SOth. — Hopoethlegeohcla — <<  We  have  reflected  in  Council  on 
Aeimperyou  presented  to  us  yesterday;  and  we.  now  submit  }ta» 
our  reply.** 

General  Gaines.— ^^  I  did  not  intend  to  insist  on  ^e^  papei'  iM^  I  ' 
gave  you,  as  a  form.     The  reply  is  such  as  I  expected,  (iare  tids 
clause  :    <The  property  taken  frdm  Mcintosh  and  Hawkins,  sball 
not  be  questioned.*  '  ..* 

«l  wish  you  to  introduce  after  the  word^Hawkiiis,  the  woMa  ac- 
cording to  law.  Should  the  other  party  tiien  deny  that  atii^-fliefr 
property  was  taken  under  the  law,  the  difficulty  may  be  se^^-  * 

<<  Tou  are  accountable  for  the  prqierty  not  taken  accbrmig  to  yoar 
laws ;  and  you  should  do  them  that  justice  which  you  would  wish  tbem 
to  do  you. 
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. ;  fiTlio  Agent  is  deemed  to  be  the  prcyper  person  to  decide  on  your 
claims,  when  tbey  are  laid  before  him  and  explained.  You  have  com- 
jdaioed  to  tiie  Govemment  that  injustice  has  been  done  to  you.  *TIie 
other  party  now  make  the  same  complaint  to  you/^ 

BopaUUefteohola*'-^^*  Tonr  remarks  are  just  They  urge  their 
plaims  at  a  distance ;  why  do  they  not  urge  tliem  here  ?  This  is  what 
ih|B  LitUe  Prinze  remarked  the  other  day.  We  do  not  wish  to  do  in- 
Justice  to  any  one  ;  aiid  will,  therefore,  submit  our  disputes  about  the 
property  to  a  disinterested  person.'' 

Beuerdl  Gaines.^*^  I  do  not  know  that  you  have  done  an  injustice, 
imdl  wish  you  to  hate  an  opportunity  to  prove  it.  I  am  ordered  to 
Be(Ue  yoair  disputes,  and  I  wish  to  do  so  on  just  principles."  [Chiefs 
liere'r^iised  to,  meet  the  Commissioners  out  of  Council.] 

/fhey  now  consented  to  make  the  corrections  which  Gen.  Gaines 
required ;  to  submit  all  cases  arising  under  the  clause  thus  inseHed,  to 
the  decision  of  tiie  Agent;  and  to  make  good  all  losses  sustained  by 
the  destruction  of  property,  contrary  to  tiie  law. 
^  Bapoithlq/tohola-^**  We  now  wish  to  go  home  to  our  crops.  Wc 
have  nothing  to  eat  here  but  meat  and  water." 

Gfen.  Gmnes.-— >*^  I  ^m  sorry  there  is  no  corn  in  the  nation." 
I  here  read  ttie  little  Prince's  letter  to  Chilly  Mcintosh,  of  the  4th 
of  March,  1825  ;  and  he  denied  tlie  expression  <<  and  all  of  you."  Va- 
luoHs  questions  were  then  put  to  the  Council  by  General  Gaines,  at  the 
instance  of  the  United  States'  Special  Agent,  which  will  be  found  with 
the  answers  in  the  Agent's  report 

Jubf  l9t. — Hf^tMeyiohola. — ♦♦.We  promised,  yesterday,  to  submit 
•ur  disputes  to  the  Agent,  or  some  other  person.  We  have  reflected, 
and  now  recall  that  promise. 

<<  The  Muscogee  nation  has  laws,  and  this  would  place  tliem  in  the 
\aiids.6f  strankers*     The  Agent  kiiows  that  all  disputes  are  decided 
in  Council,  md  left  to  the  chiefs.     If  the  other  party  feel  themselves 
aggrieved  by  the  execution  of  the  laws,  let  them  submit  their  grievan- 
ces to  the  CoundL     We  have  made  some  corrections,  but  do  not  think 
.we  can  make; any  more." 
"Bi  then  submitted  the  ps^r. 

General  Gaines,  tkm  date,  addressed  Govei'nor  Troup  the  letter 
mmbered  2. 

Oeneral  Gtftim. — <<This  does  not  accord  with  my  views  of  justice. 

fTbere  are  now  two  distinct  parties,  and  an  umpire  is  necessary." 

Sop&iMeyeohda.'^^*  The  other  party  has  friends  and  relations  here, 

.  %^  will  do  them  jostice.    We  cannot  make  any  further  corrections." 

.  OeneraT €i^ne$. — «« I  then  propose,  that  when  any  difficulties  arise 

^fromtfae  lata  destruction  of  property,  each  party  may  appoint  one 

person  to  argue  the  case  before  the  Agent ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 

tfaey.wiU  select  a  t^rd  person,  or  authorize  the  Secretary  of  War  to 

make  (be  selection.     Spmetiiing  of  this  nature  must  be  adopted." 

Ajfciihiefftaholcu    The  other  party  have  no  such  difficulties  to  ap- 
IV^^d  here.     We  do  not  think  it  right  to  appoint  persons  to  decifle 
:  laws.  It  irill  be  like  tying  our  hands." 
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General^aiiies  b^^  cited  the  cas^  of  tlie  United  States  knd  Great

Hop&iihUyeohiAa. — <<  We  are  8oi*ry  fliey  were  not  brougiit  here  ta 
settle  tbeir  claims.     We  fear  you  suspect  us  of  injustice." 

General  Gaines. — **  I  do  not  doubt  your  intention  to  do  justice;  but 
I  wish  some  pfedge  fV*om  you  in  writing/' 

HapoUhleyediola.''^^  There  will  be  no  difficulties  in  settling  our 
i^airs.  If  we  do  not  do  justice^  the  President  can  reprove  us  when  we 
go  to  Washington.  We  pledge  ourselves  to  do  justice  when  ti»ey  come, 
though  yon  heard  imports  in  G^rgia  to  the  contrary;" 

Gen.  Gaines. — **  I  wish  something  authentic ;  and  I  am  now  under 
ilie  necessity  of  communicating  to  you  an  important  fact,  viz :  Mi> 
Intosh^s  friends  claim  chief  for  chi^— 4)lood  for  blood.  You  say  that 
Mclatosb  and  others  died  by  the  law*  If,  therefore,  you  wiU  compily 
with  my  wishes^  I  hope  to  convince  them  that  you  are  rights  and  to 
render  them  satisfied  wifli  theh*  just  claims^  They  say  that  you  killed 
Mcintosh  because  he  was  friendly  to  the  United  States.  Tbo  are, 
consequently,  at  issue,  and  I  am  sent  to  decide  between  jou.  I 
should  be  grieved  to  see  my  red  friends  at  war.  'Hie  white  People 
would  find  it  diflicuU  to  distii^uish  their  friends  from  thdr  enemies, 
and  you  might  all  be  kilted.  I  hav^  imported  that  I  could  settle  your 
difficulties  ;  and  I  am  afraid  the  People  WiU  ^y,  I  have  reposed  too 
much  confidence  in  you.  You  have  no  caos^  to  doubt  my  fnendsbq^  ] 
I  require .  notliing  but  justice,  and  that  you  must  do.  The  white^ 
People  know  that  I  am  the  Indian's  friend ;  and,  if  you  dont  do  r%li^ 
after  all  that  I  have  told  them,  you  will  deceive  me. 

<<  You  say  that  you  will  do  justice,  and  I  sent  your  promise  to  tte^ 
President  yesterday.  If  yon  now  withdraw  that  promise^*  I  shidi  isdke 
leave  of  you.'* 

JBopoithleyeohdla.'^We  will  take  tlie  ^per  and  reflect  oh  it  omo 
more.     We  hope  the  Council  Will  not  be  dtvidod  by  one  <»bject9on.'* 

Gen.  ChUnes. — **  I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Commisslonert* 
of  Georgia,  respecting  tlieir  wish  to  examine  a  few  <^the  cbAfit,  on 
matters  connected  with  the  Agent's  conduct"  .         . 

ffopoitMeyeohola. — *^The  plan  pursued  by  the  Georgians  of  taking 
tbe  Indians  out  of  their  Square,  has  caused  idl  of  oiir  trmMes,  and 
brought  you  here.  We  cannot  meet  the  Commissioners  out  of  the 
Council ;  private  meetings,  where  persons  do  not  adhere  to  llie^mth) 
make  difficulties,  and  have  brought  you  here.  We  do  not  know  wliit 
more  to  say  to  the  Commissioners.  They  have  Icuned  our  diAcilI- 
ties  from  Mr.  Compere.  We  thought  that  our  business  was  with  yoti» 
as  the  President  wants  information.  Our  present  dilBcaltiet  were 
caused  by  the  Georgians;  and,  as  you  are  about  to  terminate  them» 
we  think  it  best  to  Imvc  no  private  talks* 

<<They  might  prevent  your  success^  and  give  you  the  tfonUeof 
coming  to  us  again." 

«  Greorgia  intrieuers  have  brought  us  from  our  crops,  which-arc  to 
feed  our  littJe  children  ;  and  Georgia  and  the  Muscc^^  nation  are  Khe 
two  little  children  that  quarrel :  and  if  one  is  stronger  &asi  tl»  other% 
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heiMts  Mm'  ia  the  wrong  by  tolUiig  lies  on  bim,  and  then  gets  bijn 
whipped  for  if' 

Generol  Oaines.'^^*  Then  are  good  People  in  Georgia  as  in  all 
oilier  States." 

BbpaiMegeohola. — <<That  isrery  true;  and  I  suppose  the  Master 
of  Breath  has  decreed  that  the  Muscogee  nation  shall  be  reduced  and 
inposed  on*  That  time  is  now  arrived,  and  I  presume  it  must 
happen*'^ 

General  Oaines.^^  I  have  sent  to  Alabama  for  Spok-oak-hajo,  and 
his  friends  :  I  wish  all  the  Indians  to  come  home." 

Mid  fFo{f-~<^  We  sent  for  them  ;  they  all  came  home,  and  have 
gmie  on  a  hunting  party/' 

Oeneral  Oaiues. — <<  When  the  paper  is  corrected,  I  wish  to  see  you, 
and  we  will  then  part  friends."  ^ 

SapoethUyeohola. — <<  If  we  do  not  bring  it  to  you  this  evening,  we 
wish  you  to  come  to  the  Square  early  m  the  morning." 

Iliis  aftei-noon  the  Georgia  Commissioners  stated  that  they  had 
received  from  Gov*  Troup  instructions  to  notify  the  Council,  that  he 
had  been  authorized  by  tiie  President  to  commence  the  survey  oi  the 
land  acquired  by  the  late  treaty.  A  copy  of  these^  instructions  was 
particularly  read  by  Col.  Jourdan  to  General  Gaines. 

The  Gen^*al  then  declared  to  the  Commissioners,  ia  the  most  solemn 
jumner,  that  the  eatracft  from  the  Chief  Clerk's  letter,  so  far  from 
eontaining  authority  from  the  President  to  survey  the  land,  positively 
prohibited  it 

He  stated  to  them  that  he  had  been  instructed  by  the  Prerident  to 
aasnre  the  Indians  tiiat  thdr  land  would  not  be  surveyed,  until  the 
time  specified  in  the  treaty  ;  and  that,  until  those  instructions  were 
countermanded,  he  could  not  permit  any  interference  on  their  part 

JWy  ftit  Hopo§thleye0hola.^^*^yfe  did  not  distinctly  understand 
your  wishes  yesterday.  We  now  present  you  the  paper  in  its  cor- 
rected  form." 

Oemural  €kune$. — <«  As  wehavehad  so  much  tolk  about  it,  I  will  re- 
ceive it  and  make  it  acceptable  to  the  other  party  if  possible :  and  I 
once  BMire  enjoin  it  on  you  to  be  peaceable  and  kind  to  the  white  peo« 
^  and  ihe  other  iiarty. 

Ml  ^figi^  you  to  give,  out  a  talk  to  thateflbct  immediatety.  We 
murt  BOtbave  war  or  furttier  hloodshed ;  they  are  ruinous  to  the  hap- 
piness and  peace  of  your  nation. 

^1  shall  send  all  that  you  have  said  to  me  to  the  President,  as  the 
talk  of  the  Mustogee  nation. 

^  Ileave  with  you  my  best  wishes  for  your  happiness,  and  hope  that 
we  shall  mtei  as  we  part,  friends.'^ 

C^donel  Jourdan,  one  of  the  Georgia  Commissioners,  rose  from  his 
■eat  (notwithstanding  he  had  been  repeatedly  informed  by  General 
Gaines  fliat  he  could  not  be  allowed  to  act  before  the  council  in  his 
eflcial  capacity,)  and  expressed  his  wish  to  muke  known  his  instruc- 
tiona  t*  the  coundL 
Geaeral  Gaines  replied  to  Colonel  Joordan,  that,  if  he  did  thuf 
74 
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force  his  instructions  on  the  council,  he  would  compel  him  to  make 
known  his  instructions  from  the  President,  in  which  he  was  autho- 
rized to  say  to  the  Indians  that  their  land  would  not  be  surveyed  be- 
fore tlic  time,  of  delivery  mentioned  in  the  treaty  %  but  which  he  had 
withheld  thi*ough  courtesy  to  Governor  Troup*  Colond  Jourdan 
then  askedy  emphatically,  if  he  could  be  allowed  to  communicate  bis 
instructions.  General  Gaines  reminded  him  of  the  promise  of  tbe 
GoTcrnor  and  himself,  not  to  interfere  with  his  duties  ;  and  informed 
him  that  he  could  not  be  permitted  to  communicate  his  instructions  to  - 
the  couTicii.  Mr.  Richards,  of  Florida,  then  requested  Gen.  Gaines 
to  submit  his  claim  for  certain  negroes  taken  by  the  Indiana;  the 
General  re/juested  the  council  to  investigate  his  claims,  and  do  him 
justice.  The  Little  Prince  here  explained,  that  tlie  negroes  original- 
ly belonged  to  the  hostile  Indians,  and  were  confisc^kted  under  the 
laws  of  the  nation  ;  that  Mr.  Richards  carried  off  the  negroes  and 
sold  them:  after  which  Mcintosh  seized  them  and  jsold  Uiem,  and 
placed  the  money  in  the  treasury. 

AU  business  being  now  completed,  Telioli-mico  addressed  the  in« 
dians  in  a  long  and  eloquent  discourse,  in  which  he  reviewed  all  tbe 
proceedings  of  the  council.  Two  of  tiie  principal  ,cliiefs  of  each 
town,  amounting  to  one  biihdred  and  fourteen,  then  advanced  and 
shook  hands  with  General  Gaines.  The  head  chiefs  notified  the  Gen- 
eral of  their  intention  to  call  on  him  at  his  quarters,  and  we  left  the 
council  square. 

July  Sd.  I  received  from  the  Georgia  Commissioners  the  commum* 
cation  numbered  s,  and  addressed  them  the  one  numbered  4. 

JulyAih.  General  Gaines  received  the  communication  numbered  5, 
from  the  Geoi^ia  Commissioners,  and  I  replied  to  th^n  in  the  letter 
letter  numbered  6. 

Benjamin  Hawkins  was«  this  day,  despatched^o  Marshall's  Ferry, 
on  Flint  nver,  with  the  communication  marked  7,  requesting  the  Mc<« 
Intosh  party  to  assemble  at  tliat  place  on  tbe  9th  instant 

Jidy  7  th.  General  Gaines  and  myself  left  the  Agency,  and  proceed* 
ed  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Portess,  near  Marshall's  Ferry,  which  wt 
reached  on  the  evening  of  the  8th. 

July  9t/u  Tiiis  morning  Greneral  Gaines  met  the  Mcintosh  party 
in  council,  excepting  Chilly  Mcintosh,  and  a  few  others,  who  were 
prevented  from  attending  by  a^  letter  written  by  WiUUrm  Bowen^  (he 
says  at  the  request  of  Marshall,)  and  signed  by  Marshall,  in 
presence  of  two  of  the  Commissioners  of  Greorgia.  llie  council  as- 
sembled under  a  tree,  and  General  Gaines  addressed  tiiao  in 
presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  People,  citizens  of  Georgia, 
in  nearly  the  following  words :  ^  When  last  I  saw  you,  I  informed 
you  of  tlie  object  of  my  visit  among  you ;  I  have  since  had  long  talks 
with  the  council  at  Broken  Arrow.  My  trade  is  war,  but  I  have 
been  trying  to  make  peace  :  for  the  President  has  seen  no  necessity 
for  waK  and  there  must  be  none.  I  inqnired  into  the  causes  of  youp 
differcjice,  and  learned  them;  I  also  inquired  if  Mcintosh  and  other* 
were  kilieil  because,  they  were  our  friends,  and  informed  them  that 
you  demanded  *  blood  for  blood  ;'  they  replied,  that  they  were  killed 
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lor  bfcakrog  the  law,  and  betraying  the  interests  of  their  nation^  and 
produced  evidence  to  prove  the  correetneas  of  their  assertions. 

**  If  Mcintosh  died  under  the  H^^  the  President  will  not  interfere ; 
■either  will  he  permit  more  blood  to  be  spilt.  .Indians  have  laws,  and 
Ifaej  should  be  justly  executed.  The  other  paHy  promised  every 
timg  but  blood ;  they  promise  to  receive  you  as  brothers,  and  to  pay 
you  for  all  your  property  taken  or  destroyed  contrary  to  law ;  and 
the  commanding  officer  in  tlie  nation  shall  make  them'  comply  with 
tbeir  promises.  I  now  wish  to  know  if  you  accept  these  terms? 
Seme  mischief-makers  say  you  want  war,  but  I  wish  to  convince  the 
President  to  the  contrary.  I  have  suffered  .much  to  make  you  happy, 
and  I  advise  you  to  accept  titese  propositions.  Time  will  convince 
you  that  the  President  isyour&e^f/ri^nd/and,  were  he  here,  he  would 
give  you  the  same  advice.  There  are  white  men  who  advise  you  to 
go  to  war  ;  if  you  do,  it  will  cause  your  ruin ;  and  tliey  wish  your 
ndn,  and  hate  me,  iMieause  I  am  your  friend.    ^ 

**  The  national  council  disown  the  treaty,  and  refuse  to  receive  any 
part  of  the  S  £00, 000.  When  ^ou  go  the  nation,  and  afford  evidence 
of  your  disposition  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Pi*esidcnt,  he  will 
settle  every  thing,  and  you  shall  not  be  losers.  I  speak  as  your  friend, 
and  I  will  not  deceive  you.'^ 

The  Indians  here  retfuested  to  be  allowed  time  to  put  their  reply  on 
papci*,  and  General  Gaines  granted  it,  and  retired.  In  a  siiort  time 
be  appeared  again  before  the  council,  and  Colonel  Brodnax,  acting 
as  Secretary,  read  the  paper  marked  8,  in  presence  of  many  citizens ; 
it  was  interpreted  by  Joseph  Marsliall,  tlie  head  chief  of  the  Mcin- 
tosh party,  approved  by  all,  and  signed  by  tlie  principal  chiefs. 

Joseph  Marshall  then  remarked,  that  the  United  States'  Commis- 
sioners had  distributed  amongst  them  the  surplus  of  the  fund  appropri- 
ated for  rations  ;  and  assured  them  that  they  were  authorized  by  the 
President  to  say,  that,  if  they  would  sign  the  treaty,  he  would  send 
troops  to  protect  then4  He  further  declared,  that  tJie  Mcintosh  jwir- 
ty  never  consented  to  the  survey  of  their  land,  which  was  raterated 
by  several  of  the  chiefs ;  and  then  ob.si*rved,  that  he  did  not  believe 
General  Mcintosh  ever  gave  his  consent :  appealing  to  Mr.  William 
£dwards,  who  was  standing  among  many  gentlemen,  and  who  there 
publicly  avowed  what  he  a  few  moments  afterwards  certified  to,  viz  : 
•*  That  he  and  Josej)h  Marshall  accompanied  the  express  from  Gover« 
i^r  Troup  to  General  Mcintosh,  conveying  the  request  that  he  would 
allow  the  survey  of  the  land  acquired  by  the  treaty  at  the  Indian 
Spring*  to  be  immediately  commenced  ;  and  that  General  Mcintosh 
repUed  that  he  could  not  grant  the  request,  but  would  call  the  chiefs 
together,  and  lay  it  before  them  ;  which  was  never  done. 

This  afternoon  General  Gaines  took  leave  of  tlie  Indians,  who  pro. 
mised  to  return  to  the  nation  so  soon  as  the  United  States'  troops 
arrivjfd  ;  and  we  departed  for  the  Agency,  {Jutif  10,)  on  Flint  river, 
wbere  we  arrived  the  following  eVening,  and  found  Governor  Troup's 
letter  of  the  4th  July,  marked  9^  to  wiiich  General  Gaines  replied  in 
No.  10. 
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Jidy  IS.  After  forwarding  an  order  to  Capt  T.  Harrtion,  of  tbe 
Cteorgia  cavalry,  for  the  disbandment  of  bis  troop,  General  Gaines, 
accompanied  by  Major  Andrews,  Captain  Triplett,  and  myself,  de- 
parted {JnUf  14)  for  the  Indian  Spring  ;  wKere  we  arrived  early  the 
next  day,  and  I  received  from  Chilly  Mcintosh  the  letter  signed  bj 
MarshfUl,  in  jastification  of  his  (Mcintosh's)  absence  from  the  Coan^ 
eil.  After  dinner,  General  Gaines  and  myself  i»t>ceeded  to  Monti* 
cello. 

July  16.  General  Gaines  returned  to  tl^  Indian  Spring ;  and,  find* 
ing  that  white  men  were  trying  to  thwart  his  plans,  by  an  improper 
intei'ference  with  the  Indians  at  tliat  place,  he  remuned  there  until  the 
16th  August 

July  17*  I  received  an  order  from  the  General  to  repair  to  the  re- 
sidence of  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  and  recdved  from  them 
the  S  200,000,  placetl  in  their  hands  as  the  first  instalment  under  th« 
late  treaty  ;  and,  after  placing  it  in  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  United 
States  at  Savannah,. to  await  orders  at  Augusta. 

July  20.  I  arriv^  at  Washington,  Georgia,  and  finding  CoL  Camp^ 
bell  unprepared  to  make  tlie  transfer,  we  appointed  the  f  tfa  of  Aogusti 
for  the  transfei^  to  take  place  at  Augnsta. 

August  8.  CoL  Campbell  arrived  in  Aognsla. 

August  9.  I  addressed  the  Colonel  the  communication,  nnmbered 
1 1,  and  received  from  him  that  marked  12 ;  after  which  he  tranaCerred 
to  me  tlie  remainder  of  the  first  instalment  under  the  treaty  at  ttie  In- 
dian Bpring,  which  had  been  placed  in  his  hands  for  disbursement; 
and,  in  consequence  of  the  nature  ^  the  deposite  in  the  Augusta  Bank, 
I  was  induced  to  renew  it  until  furtiher  instructions  could  be  received 
from  Gen'^ral  Gkiines, 

August  25.  General  Gaines  arrived  in  MilledgevUle  from  the  Weal^ 
Und  I  joined  him  on  the  2f  th. 

Sept.  8.  Received  from  Ms^.  Brodnax  the  oeitificates.  No.  15  and 
14,  as  evidence  of  Gen.  Mcintosh's  acknowledgment  of  the  existence 
of  the  law  under  which  he  was  executed. 

Sept.  14.  General  Gaines  and  myself  left  Milledgevilhy  aiidreacli- 
ed  Augusta  the  following  day. 

Sept.  18.  Received  from  Lieutenant  Bell,  of  the  United  States  Ar- 
tillery, the  certificates,  numbered  15,  16,  and  If,  convicting  Gen. 
Alexander  liTat^e  of  having  ordered  the  chiefs  of  the  Sand  Town  In- 
dians to  repair  with  those  Indians  to  his  plantation  for  the  ptirpose  ot 
drawing  rations.  This  gentleman  was  one  of  the  contractors  for  sup- 
plying the  Indians  of  the  Mcintosh  party  with  rations ;  and,  notwith- 
atanding  he  is  honored  with  the  commission  of  a  Brigadier  General 
under  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  had  been  intrusted  with  its  firantier 
defence,  he  baa  thus  used  threats  to  draw  the  Indians  from  thdr  na- 
tion, contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  General  Governraent^  and  in  oppo- 
sition to  tlie  efibrtsof  General  Gaines. 

Whether  Genersd  Ware  was  influenced  by  the  desire  of  thud  enrich- 
ing himself  at  the  expense  of  the  General  Government,  or  of  prevent- 
ing a  pacific  adjustment  of  Indian  difficulties,  it  is  yet  to  be  asceirtaiiied*

in  my  hands  in  r^toring  peace  between  the  opposing  parties,  and  se- 
curing their  co-operation  in  tlie  execution  of  the  late  treaty  ;  and  that 
you  have  been  requested  to  hold  the  money  to  my  order.  I  have, 
therefore,  to  i*equest  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  pay  the  aboveniention- 
^d  S  200,000  to  my  i\id-de-camp,  Lieut  £•  G.  W.,  Butler,  who  is  in- 
structed to  repeipt  to  you  for  the  same.

Sir  :  I  have  just  now  learned  frolm  Governor  Troup,  that  the  im- 
portant duty  of  reconnoitring  the  frontier,  and  protecting  the  slender 
«et<len\ents  of  Early  and  the  Adjacent  county,  has  been  cott&ded  to 


you, 
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I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  advise  you  of  the  probability  of 
my  being  able,  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  to  settie,  amicably ,  the  dif- 
ferences that  exist  Vfith  the  Indians,  and  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the 
frontier.  I  wish  to  i*eceive  your  report,  with  the  muster  roll  of  your 
company,  at  Macon,  where  I  expect  to  he  in  the  course  of  a  few  daya. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  have  to  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of  keeping 
your  company  together  within  the  frontier  setilements,  and  avoiding 
hostile  measures. 

I  place  much  reliance  in  your  discretion  and  circumspection  in  the 
d^harge  of  the  important  duty  assigned  to  you.

Sir  :  In  reply  toyour  ^Excellency's  letter  of  yesterday's  date,  I  have 
to  observe,  that,  although  it  is  not  my  province  to  enter  into  tlic  dis- 
cussion of  any  matters  of  controversy  between  the  Government  of 
Georgia  and  that  of  the  United  States,  not  immediately  connected  with 
the  duties  confided  to  me;  yet,  perceiving  as  I  do,  on  this  occasion, 
a  direct  collision  between  the  views  of  your  Excellency  and  those  em- 
braced in  my  instructions  from  the  Department  of  War — a  collision 
that  may  tend  to  produce  much  embarrassment  in  our  Indian  relations^ 
and  which  the  Interests  of  the  General  and  State  Governments  equally 
require  should  be  obviated — I  deem  it  proper  to  address  you  upon  the 
subject,  in  a  manner  less  liable  to  misconception  or  misconstruction 
than  that  employed  in  our  late  intcrAiews.  Your  letter,  which  I  shall 
refer  to  the  Department  of  War,  announces  your  intention,  at  an  early 
period,  to  cause  the  line  to  be  run  between  this  State  and  Alabama, 
and  to  survey  the  lands  within  the  late  ceded  territory.  Upon  the 
last  mentioned  subject,  I  am  distinctly  authorized  to  say  to  the  Indians 
thattlie  President  of  the  United  States  has  <«  suggested  to  Governor 
Troup  the  necessity  of  his  abstaining  from  entering  into,  and  survey- 
ing, the  ceded  land  till  the  time  prescribed  by  tlie  tt*eaty  for  their  re- 
moval.*' 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  principle  of  national  law  better  established, 
or  more  universally  admitted,  than  that  the  cxintracting  parties  to  a 
treaty  possess  the  right,  and,  in  a  case  like  the  one  in  question,  tlie  ex- 
clusive right,  of  expounding  and  carrying  into  effect  such  treaty. 

The  decision  of  the  President,  in  this  case,  must  govern  me  in  my  in. 
tended  conference  with  the  Indians ;  and  this  conference  moat  neeet. 
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sarily  take  place  bef(m  the  subject  can  be  submitted  to  41ie  PrCHETideiit  ? 
ilor  is  it  probable,  if  it  weee  i^aiii  submitted,  that  it  would  undeo^^ 
any  change. 

I  cannot,  therefore,  but  express  a  confident  hope  that  your  Exod- 
lency  may  see  the  propriety  of  abstaining  from  the  proposed  survtySf 
both  of  the  boundary  line  and  of  the  land  within  the  late  ceded  terri- 
tory, until  the  period  arrives  at  which  the  removal  of  the  Indians  is 
required.  In  the  expression  of  this  hope,  I  am  actuated  by  no  otiV^' 
Ibdtng  than  that  of  an  earnest  desire  to  devote  my  best  efforto  towaMt^' 
an  amicable  adjustment  of  existing  diflferences  with  the  Indians  upcyii' 
just  principles — regarding  the  interests  of  the  State  as  in  all  refipecis 
the  same  as  the  interests  of  the  Union  or  General  Chroemment.  They 
are,  in  fact,  the  same  as  different  parts  of  one  great  animated  bodj,^ 
through  which  the  vital  principle  of  life  must  circulate  with  ec^ual' 
freedom,  affording  equal  health  and  vieor  to  each,  as  essential  to  the' 
yreaervation  and  efficiency  of  the  whole  hody.  \,     ~^

Sir:   i;  have  this  moment  had  the  honor  to  receive  ywt  cotn- 
VMHucatkn  of  th#  14Ui  in^ant^  oa  the  subjeot  of  flie  mirv^  of  tiie 
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ceded  CMtolry  vni  ike  ramiog  of  the  diridiiig  Kne  betweea  Akbuoft 
and  <2eorgia»  and  in  which  yoa  request  tbat^  in  conformity  with  the 
eacpr^ssed  will  of  your  Govemment,  both  the  survey  and  the  runniiig 
of  tlie  Ktoe  may  be  forborne  until  the  period  arrives  at  which  the  re- 
moTid  of  the  Indians  is  required.  It  would  give  me  great  pleasure 
to  h0  able  to  comply  with  any  request  made  by  yourself,  or  your  Go* 
vemoi^it ;  yoi|  would  make  none  that  did  not  to  your  own  apprehen^ 
sioii^  seem  reasonable  and  proper.  As,  however,  there  exist  t^a  in- 
dependent parties  to  the  question,  each  is  permitted  to  decide  for  itself; 
andt  with  all  due  deference  to  yours^  I  must  be  permitted  to  say,  that 
my  aiq^rehensioo  of  the  right  and  or  the  wrong  leads  me  to  the  oppo-. 
site  conclusion;  the  conclusion  to  wluch  the  Legislature  of  Georgia, , 
upen  mature  reflection,  had  recently  arrived  by  an  almost  unanimoost 
vote,  and  which  was  made  the  foundation  of  my  late  communication  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  and  my  mqre  recent  one  to  yourself,  upon  the 
same  subject. 

I  would  deeply  lament  if  any  act  proceeding  from  myself  should 
cause  the  least  embarrassment  to  you,  or  to  your  Government,  espe- 
cially considering  the  critical  relations  in  which  the  United  States. 
stand  to  the  Indians,  and  the  great  interest  which  the  Government  of 
Greorgia  feels  in  their  early  ara  satidactory  aid^ustment  But  it  can* 
not  be  ^qiected  by  your  Government,  that  important  interests  are  to 
be  surrendered,  and  rights  deemed  unquestionable  abandoned,  by  Geor- 
gia, because  of  any  embarrassment  which  may  arise  in  the  intercourse 
and  negotiations  between  the  United  States  and  the  Indians* 

I  set  too  just  a  value  on  your  high  character,  to  believe  that  you 
would  willingly  create  tliem.    I  am  equally  persuaded  that  none  will 
be  suflbred  to  exist,  which  can  with  propriety  be  removed;  and  I 
know  you  will  pardon  me  when  I  take  the  liberty  of  saying,  that  those . 
to  which  you  refer  ought  not  to  exist  for  a  single  moment    Upon 
every  principle  and  practice  of  diplomacy,  the  particular  instmctioii 
of  your  Government,  which  has  given  rise  to  these  embarrissnientB^ 
ou^b^  at  this  moment  to  be  iafcen  aiid  hdd  as  no  instntction  at  all :  for 
it  IS  now  known  to  you,  that  ^hat  purpcMrts  to  be  an  instruction  was 
givfm:upon  infbMation  wbi^  was  believed  to  be  true,  but  which  has 
turned  out  to  be  imse ;  and  the  ^sumption  is  irresistible,  that,  thestate 
of  things  having  changed,  your  Government,  so  far  from  desirins  to 
press  the  exeeutiony  would  gladly  withdraw  the  instruction,  and  mA, 
without  incuriring  ^9y,the  least,  responsibility,  you'are  at  perfect  liber- 
ty to  consider  it  withdrawn.    It  is  not  for  me  to  instruct,  but  to  i^> 
ceive  instruction  firom  you,  in  every  thing  connected  with  the  military 
artf  and  you  know  as  well  as  I^  that  no  principle  is  better  settled 
than  the  one  which  justifies  disobedience  to  positive  orders  under  a 
change  of  circumstances.    I  say  that  the  instruction  had  its  <nrigia 
singly  in  a  fidsehood  imposed  upon  your  Government  by  its  own  Agent,^ 
and  that,  but  for  that  falsehood,  the  instruction  would  not  have  been 
given.    Ton  have  tibe  proof  of  it  in  common  s^se,  and  in  tj^-docu- 
ments  and  evid^M^e  connected  with  the  late  disturbances.  If  you  wai^ 
more  proof,  look  into  the  Gazette  of  yesterday,  where  you  will^flad 
75 
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«  cMncil  9i  hostile  Indtttns,  assenaliM  by  tbe  Ajretit,  prodailidiqf^lijr 
tcclatnation,  h\»  innocence  of  tbe  death  of  Mcintosh,  bectfnde  fbut 
death  followed  not  from  the  »urvey»  bnt  the  Izw  <rf  tlie  natiom  ToBt* 
CJotemment  is  informed,  by  tbe  Agents  that  the  hostlte' Indiaffl)  aM 
in  airay  against  us,  because  tbe  Crovernment  of  Georgia  interfintied  t6 
procnre  the  consent  to  tlie  sarvey.  The  same  Indians  testily  tb  ^th9 
falsehood  of  the  declaration ;  and  ^ne  dilemma  is,  that^  if  the  Agetit  is 
to  be  beltevod  in  tlie  one  case/  the  Indians  cannot  be  in  dtiier  of  tlk^ 
other. 

Tou  see,  tlierefore.  Sir,  plainly  the  result  The  Government  of  the 
United  Staters,  identifying  itself  in  all  things  with  tlie  Agent,  assumes 
for  granted  what  is  false ;  issues,  in  consequence  tliereof,  a  perempt^ 
ory  ord^r  to  tliis  Government  to  forbear  an  act,  which  it  fee/s  it  is  its 
right,  and  duty,  and  interest,  to  perform.  The  falsity  U  made  known 
to  the  officer  instructed  to  carry  that  order  into  effect,  and  the  ofllcei^ 
feels  it  to  be  his  duty  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  the  order,  notwitb^ 
standing  the  change  of  circumstances  which  produced  it.  - 

On  the  part  of  tlie  Government  of  Georgia,  tiie  will  of  its  highest 
constituted  authorities  has  been  declared,  upon  the  most  solemn  delibe- 
ration, that  tlic  line  shall  be  run,  and  the  survey  executed.  It  is  for 
you,  therefore,  to  bring  it  to  tbe  issue.  It  is  for  me  only  to  repeat, 
Chat,  cost  what  it  will,  the  line  will  be  run,  and  the  survey  efiected. 

The  Government  of  Georgia  will  not  retire  from  the  position  it 
occupies,  to  gratify  the  Agent,  or  the  hostile  Indians ;  nor  will  it  do 
so,  I  trust,  because  it  knows  that,  in  consequence  of  disobedience  to  an 
onlairfid  msmdate,  it  may  be  very  soon  recorded  that  <<  Gcbrgia  was.^ 

£u<fer  me  to  say,  also,  that  your  Government  has  acted  very  pre- 
cipitately and  unadvisedly  in  this  ^air.  After  receiving  the  notice 
of  my  intention.to  make  dbe  survey,  it  interposed  no  cAgecBon,  though 
it  had  time  to  do  so.  A  considerable  time  elapsed,  and  it  receives 
false  information  from  4he  Agent,  upen  which  it  issues  its  per^ptury 
order.  Soon  alter,  it  receives  further  false  infbrmation  from  tke'sam^ 
Agent,  upon  wtdch  it  issues  other  orders,  eonflrmatory  ctf  tikfirs^  alid' 
w£ioh  you  seem  to  consider  final.  '  *' 

But  for  my  direct  and  active  interferencf^  hostHitfes  woddP^ave 
iaimefliately  billowed  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  and  of  a  tibaiMtC^  tio 
faiveterate  as  to  put  to  defiance  any  intederence  whatever,  ^venon' 
your  part  Your  power,  not  your  influence,  might  have  been  iiidl^ 
ing,  to  be  sure ;  but  your  power  was  not  here.  And  for  prc^eHliijj; 
Ms  peace,  you  know  what  a  r^pectful  testimonial  I  bave  of  flie  tblSnls 
%f  your  GoveriMnenlycmichedin  most  delicateand  eompKoM^iltajr  teftt«^ 
The  suggestion  you  make,  in  derogation  of  our  daim  to  parttci^^in 
the  construction  or  execution  of  the  treaty,  (git^g  to  ttit^sdteesM 
its  utmost  force,)  is  merely  that  we  are  not  nominally  parmTtli  ftb 
treaty ;  whilst  the  answer  to  it  is,  that  we  ave  the  paHy,  in  Intanflll^ 
deeper  tenfold  than  they  who  appear  on  tbe  p^per;  and  tbftt  tb»)A0ey 
in  virtue  of  anotfier  paper  to  whteii  we  were  parties,  boA'nooiroalj  ^ 
and  in  interest,  passed  a  vested  right  of  soil  and  of  jurisfictioil  fi 
iSeorgia,  wbicfa  nothing  but  the  great  Jehoi^eaniBfest.  '' 
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Yon  "^  ptottBe^to  uiMlerfiteiidy  lii«t  there  is  raotncMmlbii  faere  to 
iirm  hamr  eitfaerthe  survey  or  the  rumiing  of  the  line,  so  m  to  ia« 
temre  in  we  Umt  with  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  pacify  and  mn« 
V^life  jS(e  Indians.  On  the  contrary,  all  the  fueilities  we  can  give 
&r  tiM.oiyect,  will  be  readily  afforded.  Bot  it  is  believed  that$  in 
reaaonaUe  time,  this  happy  result  can,  with  wise  and  prudent  mea* 
si(rfiidy.  ef  whkh  your  Special  Agc^nt  was  advised  yesterday,  be  easily 
ac^GOQiplinhed ;  but  never  to  be  accomplisned,  if  the  coupon  of  thafc 
acconraiEsfammt  be  the  abandonment  of  the  survey  and  running  of  ttio 

Whatin  onr  verbal  conuaunications  had  been  promised,  is  now  re* 
peated  :  that  tfie  .military  requisitions  which,  in  complianoe  with  your 
inrtrvctions^  you  may  think  pnmer  to  make  upon  the  Governor  of 
Georgia,  will  be  promptly  attended  to,  and  the  force  placed  under 
ymn£  commmd  with  the  least  possible  delay,  llie  implicit  reltmcc 
in  ^onrhigh  sentiments  of  honor,  is  my  sufirient  security  ttet  thsft 
forces  if  it  could,  will,  in  no  event,  be  rmpkgred  agwttt  us.

.  8i&:  In  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  ExcellencT's  letter  of 
yesterday  evening,  I  hasten  to  assure  you,  that,  in  virhatever  I  have 
said,  v€«*ba))y  or.in  writing,  as  to  tlie  inrobable  evU  effects  or  impoNi^^ 
o(  ^ntenng  upon  the  late  ceded  land,  and  of  making  the  amrvcys,  bo- 
fcire  the  Indian  can  bis.  required  to  depart  tho^roro,  I' have  not  per* 
mitted  mysdf  to  be  influenced  by  any  statements  from  Col.  Crovyell, 
the  JLgent,  (th^gh  by  no  imeans  pi*epared  to  condemn  that  officer 
without  a  bjBaring.)  On  the  contrary,  my  impre^ions  v^re  the  result 
0^  many  years'  i^Uentive  observation  and  c^menence  In  official  and 
uipofficial  intercourse:  with  the  Indians ;  added  to  a  knowledge  of  th^ 
ci^Mrtruction  which  the  treaty  has  received  fvem  the  President  of  the 
lldit^  Spates.  These  impressions.  lead  me  to  the  conclusion,  that  the 
proposed  surveys,  with  ibe  consequent  influx  of  white  men,  strangers 
to  the  Iiidisnsy  during  the  existence  of  their  violent  feuds,  would  we^ 
fail  to  fan  the  flame  of  discord  that  has  already  produced  so  mi^ch 
nHschief  iMfuong  them*  I  cannot  but  regret  the  difference  of  opinion 
between  us  upon  this  subject ;  and  that  it  should  have  called  forth  a 
&eliag  oreiqaression  of  controversy,  is  still  more  to  be  regretted. 

Having  no  doi^bt  that  you  will,  in  due  time,  hear  from  the  proper 
Departipwt  of  the  General  Government,  fully  and  satisfactorily,  upon 
the  subject  of  your  letter  generally,  I  can  only  refer  you  to  that  De* 

partment 
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I  take  tMfl  wxtmm  to  oAir  mj  sckn^wMgnents  for  Um  pMmfjtS^ 
titde  and  frtnknmn  with  wbkh  you  have  farni^cd  me  with  thff  lafm  m^L 
tion  yott  have  obtained  in  IreRpedt  to  the  late  disturhances  oii  the  fron- 
tier ;  and  with  which  you  hare  given  mt  assurance  of  ^onr  wiBifiigiMSB 
to  co-operate  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  dntiaii  to 
which  my  attention  has  been  called. 

Although  there  is  much  reason  to  hoipe  tiiat  the  sptritof  hostiitty 
aaKtng  the  Indians  may  be  restrained,  and  that  peace  may  be  restar- 
ed  between  the  contending  parties;  and,  moreover,  that  thefluiiiit 
Biay  be  r^dered  secure  without  a  resort  to  furUm*  bloodshed  ;  yel, 
as  these  desirable  objects  may  be  facilitated  and  bmm  cftfetoaitj 
secured  by  preparatory  measures  for  coercion,  I  have  Id  nqtKsi  that 
your  Excklency  will  be  pleased  <o  order  a  detail  oftwa  complete  r^- 
ments^  one  of -cavalry  and  one  i^  infSuitry,  to  be  beM  lareaMnees  -fo 
assemble  at  a  moments  waming.j  Arms,  ammunition,  and  wbetetoM^ 
will  be  provided  at  the  Agency^  or  at  some  other  suitable  place  ii|K» 
the  frontier,  where  it  may  become  necessaiy  to  assemble  the  foreeSf 
of  which  due  notice  will  be  given.

s  MiNERJUi  SpmiKGs,  ISihJmi^,  ItMr  ^ 

GbrkraIi:  It  would  be  needless  for  ns  to  attempt  to  desqibe  ^ 
great  satisfaction  it  gave  us  when  wc  understood  that  yon  w«h0  ^. 
pointed  by  our  Father,  the  President,  for  the  purpose  of  inve»tfg8tiil|; 
the  difference  that  now  exists  between  us  as  a  nation.  Expect^W^aa 
we  do,  that  you  are  left  vrith  discretidnary  power,  after  hiM^i|^lN|ll 
botli  parties,  we  have  every  confidence  in  bcJievinr  that  ja^mifeAHn  b^^ 
donei  The  charges  that  we  shall  make  caii  be  suhstantkted  not  cinl^ 
by  ourselves,  but  by  a  number  of  others,  if  you  shall  deem  It  necesa^; 
ry.  General,  otir  situation  is  not  altogether  unknown  to  you.  ^^^tertl 
the  band  of  sorrow  has  been  pressed  lieavily  upon  lis,  we  hare  h^een 
comfoi'ted  by  knowing  that  our  white  brethren  folt  for  our  fron^^* 
and  wished  us  Well.  Our  forefathers  formerly  owned  a  kdf^  an^ 
beautiful  cmmtry  that  abound^I  with  game  and  many  otiier  advantug^ 
In  this  situation  we  were  applied  toby  your  Government' Ar  ^ne^^ 
Iand«  Believing  the  i*equest  of  our  Father,  the  President,  to'be  a  rca-r 
sonable  one,  we  listened  to  the  talk  sent  ns  by  his  Coihmlssion^iiB,  an4 
accordingly  entered  into  a  treaty.  Foreseeing  the'  difficulty  fliKif 
might  arise  from  some  dissatisfaction  that  had  manifesied'itsc^ir  among' 
our  nation,  we  thought  proper  to  require  from  the  fyommismotati'  a 
promise  for  protection.  This  was  done,  and  the  eighth  artielb  t^  the 
treaty  agreed  upon,  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer  you.  Coiifilteaejit''' 
ly,  wc  agreed  to  the  treaty,  and  do  now  agree  to  it,  if  this  arniDie  fa 
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fnA.  We  are  now  left  without  land,  or  any  place  to  settle 
.9to  'women  and  children  in  safety*  Our  land  bad  been  sdd  to  the ., 
United  States  in  a  number  of  instances,  by  treaties ;  tfaerdbre  we  had 
pref^^edeacy  in  sealing  at  the  late  treaty  at  this  place.  Not  only  that, 
but  we  bad  the  promise  of  oar  Father,  the  President,  of  a  b<^Qtiftil 
country  West  of  the  Mississippi,  where  we  would  never  be  interrupt- 

'  ed/jtpgetber  with  a  sufficient  compensation  for  our  improvements,  and 
to  embJe  us  to  erect  others.  At  the  death  of  our  leader,  General  Wm. 
14c^ntodi,  W9  have  become  much  troubled.  He  was  our  b«id  :  be  ' 
bad  wisdom  to  guide  us  through  all  difficulties  in  that  far  Western 
c^inntry,  particularly  should  we  ever  be  attacked  by  any  of  the  pow- 
ifaifal  jHitions  in  that  country. 

.  We  acknowledge  him  our  bead  :  we  were  atAy  tiie  hands  and  fiset* 
fie  is  now  cut  off  from  us ;  we  have  little  encouragement  to  move  to 

^tlnhtfac  country,  and  place  ourselves  in  tiie  hands  of  our  enemies. 

'  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  every  obstacle  will  be  placed  in  omr 
way» ,  We  have  received  many  talks  that  came  from  our  enemies  in 
the  Creek  nation,  that  all  who  went  West  of  the  Mississippi  would 
be  treated  as  intruders;  that  the  United  States  bad  no  right  to  that 
coiintrj;  that  all  who  emigprated  there  wouk^be  certainly  murdered ; 
that  there  was  a  powerful  nation  there  that  would  destroy  us  all. 
There  has  been  lately  a  talk  handed  out  in  the  nation  of  this  kind : 
wh^her  by  the  Agent  or  bad  Indians  we  are  not  able  to  Say.  Furthery 
that  all  who  did  not  come  in  in  a  few  days,  and  settle  among  them  again, 
were  to  be  driven  out  to  the  Mississippi,  even  without  a  leader ;  that 
you.  Sir,  was  not  sent  by  our  Father,  the  President,  to  protect  us,  but 
to  keep  Governor  Troup  and  his  soldiers  out  of  tlie  nation;  that 
tLej  had  not  damaged  the  white  People,  and  that  tlie  whites  did  not 
intend  interfering  with  our  disputes.  This  talk.  Sir,  has  caused  our 
number  to  be  so  small  at  this  place :  therefore,  we  allege  and  lay  be- 
fore yon  the  following  charges  for  your  consideration. 

We,  the  Cowetas  at  this  place,  do,  for  ourselves  and  for  those  not 
Mt9enty  charge  and  accuse  the  Little  Prince,  Hopoithyoholo,  and 
Toskeeneehaw.  (Big  Warrior's  son,)  now  Principal  Chiefs  ot^e  Creek 
nation,  and  such  others  as  may  be  hereafter  identified,  in  being  instru-> 
menw  in  causing  the  death  of  General  Wm.  Mcintosh,  Etome  Tus- 
tenuggee,  and  Colonel  Samuel  Hawkins,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
Creek  nation,  and  derogatory  to  the  Sth  article  of  the  late  treaty, 
promising  us  protection,  &c. 

Charge  £•  Against  the  Little  Prince  and  his  adherents,  for  taking 
ani^conyerting  to  their  own  use  all  the  negroes  belonging  to  Graend 
If^tosh  and  Colonel  Hawkins;  also,  robbing  them,  after  killing 
them,  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money  ;  destroying  all  their  papers, 
there  being  bonds  of  considerable  vidue;  killing  a  quantity  of  hogs 
ahd  cattle;  taking  all  their  horses,  and  driving  off  the  remaining  part 
of  their  stocky  And  burning  up  all  their  houses.  All  of  which  we  con*  - 
oeive  to  be  entirely  contrail  to  the  laws  of  the  nation* 

Oiarge  S.  For  forfeiting;  their  pledge  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia 
an4  to  us,  by  promising,  m  several  talks  and  letters,  that  there  was 
M  hostilities  intended,  which  has  been  groasly  violated. 
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'  Charge  4.  ^or  ceiithawl  depred|dlfm» since  ilie  death  of  Mclntodi; 
Ulfaig  and  dl*tving  off  ovr  cattle  within  the  Hmits  of  Georgia. 

On  the  first  chai^  ottreMmies  will  say  to  yoa  that  they  were  authoriz- 
ed to  take  the  tife  of  McIntosAy  and  others,  hy  a  law  of  the  nation.  We 
will  only  deny  the  assertion,  for  comments  are  not  necefeary,  inas^ 
nnidi  as  we  can  lay  before  you  a  copy  of  ail  the  laws  governing  the 
Creek  nation  since  1817 ;  and  all  laws  prertous  to  that  time  were  re-_ 
pealed. 

Imknediately  after  receiving  information  of  the  ratification  of-tte 
trtety*  at  BMcen  Anrow,  Little  Prince  and  biff  fellow  manftv^ers  con^" 
venedy  and  then  planned  the  death  of  Mclntosby  and  all.  others  "^rt* 
were  in  favor  of  the  treaty;  and,  until  this  time,  no  law  of  tfaekM 
was  in  existence.     Consequently,  Little  Prince  ordered  Aout  three 
hitndred  of  his  warriors  to  put  his  plan  in  ezecntion,  whidt  ww  9f> 
cordingly  done.     After  kllluig  the  General,  not  being  safifllled^*  re* 
p^led  their  hostilities,  by  shooting  a  number  of  baib  thiNMdi  bia.' 
Mhid  and  body ;  and  made  A  great  parade,  and  woold  aay^  ^  This  is 
the  great  General — the  white  roan's  friend.'^    In  considentticm  where*-  • 
of,  a  satisfaction  by  us  is  demanded,  and  such  <nify  bs  we  conc^ve^t^ 
be-' reasonable.     Blood  fbc  blood  is  tiielawof  the  land,  and- a  law 
which  Christ  himself  has  tolerated*    This  is  what  we  demand ;  and  a 
restoration  of  all  damage9.

Mr  Fbienbs,  Chiefs,  and  Warriors  :  I  have  read  the  accomil 
of  your  wrongs^  and  am  ordered  by  your  gi'eat  friend  and  Fatfier,  the 
tVesident  of  the  United  States,  to  pi*otcct  you  from  the  violence  gf 
yoar  enemies ;  to  inquire  into  tlte  cause  of  your  troubles ;  to  mitignte 
your  sufferings,  and  to  restore  harmony  between  yon  and  the  deluded 
par^  of  your  nation  opposed  to  you.  For  your  protection,  I  am  au*- 
Uiorized  to  march  an  army  to  any  part  of  the  Creek  nation,  and  to 
statton  it  there  until  peace  be  restored*  To  lessen  the  evils  of  your 
pveaeat  distressed  condition,  the  President  has  directed  me  to  provide 
for  ttie  comfortable  subsistence  of  yourselves  and  families,  apd  to  take 
under  jay  protection  such  as  may  be  disposed  to  revisit  the  nation, 
irbe  cbieft  opposeil  to  you,  have  been  notified  to  mefst  me  at  the  Chat> 
takoachie,  five  days  from  this  time.  I  shall  forewarn  them,  in  strong 
language,  of  the  displeasure  of  the  President  at  their  past  conduct^ 
hmA  of  the  severe  retaliation  it  will  become  my  duty  to  inflict  on  theo^ 
if  their  hostility  should  be  continued.  But,  should  I  find  tbem«  aal 
have  reason  from  report  to  expect,  sincerely  lamenting  the  rashiieMi 
and  foUy  of  their  past  conduct,  and  willing  to  make  atonement  for  the 
injuries  you  have  sustained  from  them,  I  am  instructed,  in  this  caae^ 
to  setUe  tfie  difierence  between  you,  without  fuHher  bloodshed. 

Tour  lamented  General  Mcintosh,  and  other  Chiefs,  who  fell  wiUi 
hira,  had  often  evinced  their  friendship  and  fidelity  to  us,  in  war  and 
in  peace.  We  have,  therefore,  heard  of  their  death  with  that  heaH> 
Celt  sorix^w  which  the  foil  of  long-tried  friends  could  not  fail  to  pro* 
duce.  You  claim  the  lives  of  those  by  whom  your  beloved  Chieitaina 
were  slain.  CouM  they  be  thus  restored  to  us,  I  doubt  not  that  the 
President  would  willingly  order  me  to  punisli  their  murderers ;  but 
the  dead,  however  valued,  cannot  be  restore<I  to  this  life ;  and  as  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  has,  in  no  instance,  deemed  it  pro- 
per to  interfere  in  th^  intestine  feuds  of  our  red  neighbors,  in  cases  like 
the  present,  when  their  hostilities  have  not  continued  or  extended  to 
the  whito  inhabitants,  I  am  not  authorized,  under  these  circumstance^t 
to  saDCtion  the  measure  of  revenge  proposed  by  you*  If  the  opposite 
party  is  found  to  be  sincerely  desirous  of  peacei,  and  willing  to  restore 
the  monej  aod  pn^eHy  taken  by  them,  it  is  expected  that  you  will, 
in  this  case,  moderate  your  demands ;  meet  them  in  Council,  and  re- 
tttm  to  the  Nation,  until  you  have  selected  your  intended  i-esideuce  to 
the  Westward.  Bat,  should  I  (ail  in  my  cdBbrts  to  restore  harmony ; 
should  I  find  your  enemies  determined  to  renew  their  acts  of  violence 
agsfnst  you  ;  I  shall,  in  this  case,  advise  you  to  remain  liere  a  few 
weeks,  nntil  my  tifoc^  are  in  veadiness  for  action,  when  I  shall  pat 
down  every  hostile  hand  that  I  find  raised  against  you.  Your  con- 
Aoct  has  been  discreet,  and  it  has  been  approved  of  by  the  President* 
Wlien  your  eaenics  assailed  you,  and  murdered  your  Chiefs^  year 
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irst  step  was  to  r^atr  to  your  white  friends^  and  appeal  to  tbem  for 
redress.  Had  you  then  determined  to  follow  the  impulse  of  irritated 
feelings^  and  attempted,  with  no  other  than  your  own  limited  means, 
to  avenge  your  wrongs^  your  country  would  have  been  involved  in  a 
bloody  intestine  war.  In  such  a  war,  your  white  friends  that  sur- 
round you,  would  have  been  forced  to  anps  in  their  own  deieope.  Tb» 
consequences  would  have  been  fatal  to  most  of  the  red  men,  of  botl| 
parties,  in  tlie  Nation  :  for  we  could  not  always  discriminate  between 
firiends  and  foes.  The  innocent  might  have,  therefore,  fallen  for  the 
crimes  of  the  guilty.  Tour  wisdom  and  foHiearance  has  enabled  your 
Father,  the  President,  to  interpose  his  authority  and  friendly  admoni- 
tion. A  continuance  of  that  wisdom  and  forbearance,  will  enable  us 
Id  preserve  you  from  a  war  of  extermination,  and  to  do  you  that  jus- 
tice to  which  you  have  the  strongest  claims.  Having  seen  and  ad- 
dressed you,  and  having  received  from  you  the  evidences  of  your 
wrongs,  my  next  duty  will  be  to  see  the  Chiefs  opposed  to  you,  and 
to  address  them,  and  to  hear  them  and  their  witnesses  :  for,  bad  as  we 
may  suppose  them  to  be,  it  is  known  tbat  they  have  laid  down  thefr 
arms,  and,  tiierefore,  the  laws  of  civilized  nations  will  not  sanction 
their  condemtiation  without  a  hearing.  You  must,  in  the  mean  time^ 
persevere  in  the  judicious  course  you  have,  heretofore,  pursued  \  yoii 
most  bear  in  mind  the  wishes  of  the  President,  which  I  have  commu- 
■icated  to  you  ;  be  quiet  and  peaceable,  and  listen  not  tlie  bad  coun- 
sels of  those  who  would  ])lunge  you  into  the  evils  of  war,  when  war 
would  not  relieve,  but  would,  inevitably,  add  to  your  misfortunes. 

The  8200,000  due  to  the  Indians,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  late  treaty,  will  be  withheld  fi^om  them  until  their  differences  are 
settled  :  and  I  am  instructed  to  say,  that  the  Ciiief  who  commits  fur- 
ther violence,  will  forfeit  his  share  of  the  money.  After  the  differ- 
ences are  settled,  the  220O9OOO  will  paid  on  the  same  scale  of  distrf- 
biition  of  their  annuity. 

I  have  read  your  laws,  and  am  gratified  to  find  none  so  sanguinary 
f»  that  alleged  by  your  enemies  to  exist;  undercolor  of  which,  it  has 
b#en  stated,  they  peri>etrated  the  murders  of  which  you  complain.

connected  with  them,  v^ill  make  you  acquainted  with  my  instructions. 

Hailn^  like  yourself,  no  otiier  object  than  the~ development  of  truth, 
no  doubt  is  entertained  that  they  will  receive  your  confidence,  and 
ttet»  by  concert  and  co-operation,  such  aids  and  facilities  may  be  aC- 
ibnled  as  would  be  desinJble  to  you. 

They  are  particularly  charged  mi  to  InterJcre  in  any  dcliberafions 
or  negottations^hicfa  tlie  United  States  laay  tiold  with  the  Indians  £at 
other  obiects,  unless  solicited  fK>^  do  by  yourself.  From  what  has 
occurreo,  it  is  highly  ifl\portant  that  tliis  Oovejrnroent  should  be  re- 
presented at  the  Council,  to  be  held  at  Broken  Arrow,  on  the  25th. 
The  many  inconsistencies,  in  the  <conduct  of  the  Indians,  to  be  ex- 
^ained  and  reconciled,  and  their  recent  convocations  by.  the  Agent, 
w  the  purpose  of  repelling  charges  made  against  him  by  the  Gover- 
nor of  this  State,  at  tlie  instance  of  Ihe  Government  of  the  United 
Btates,  make  it  indispensable,  for  the  attsiinnient  of  truth  aind  justice,  . 
Unit  ibe  Commissioners  should  be  present  there.  If,  for  tliis  pui^ese, 
it  should  be  th<Might  adrisakie^otaiie  with  them  some  of  the  friendly 
Chieft,  vfko  are  deeply  interested  in  vindicating  their  character 
against  reiterated  attacks  upon  it  by  the  hostile  party,  it  is  hoped 
"that  this,  likewise,  will  meet  your  concurrence,  and  that  they  will  be 
placed  under  your  safeguanl  and  pretedion.

Genti^emen:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
eommimication,  of  yesterday^s  date,  announcing  the  objecte  of  your 
Mssioii. 

In  reply  I  have  to  observe,  that,  however  much  I  might  be  aided  by 
the  lights  of  your  experience^  I  do  not  feel  myself  authorized,  without 
tiew  instructions  from  the  Depai*tment  of  War,  to  comply  with  your 
demand  «'  to  be  admitted  to  a  full  and  free  participation  of  the  Coun- 
cils of  the  Indians.^ 

This  Council  is  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  me  to  dis- 
ebarge  duties  of  a  very  delicate  and  important  nature,  confided  to 
iie  by  the  General  Qtovernment.  I  deem  it  proper,  therefore,  that 
lalMMiM  Exercise  the  entire  control  of  every  ^subject  to  be  acted  on,  * 
aad  itf  every  expression  uttered  to  the  Council  by  any  officer  or  citi- 
aen  permitted  to  address  it,  whether  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any 
ivNtfffldual  State,  or  Territory. 

'   Without  suth  control,  our  Councils  would  be  involved  in  confiision, 
iMd  tiMy  wouM  be  wholly  useless,  if  not  worse  than  asek»s.

Indian  Sphii^gs^  ^Ist  June,  1825: 

Sir  :  Your  note  of  ike  present  dftte,  we  have  had  the  honoc  to  re^ 
ceive.  We  are  free  to  confess,  Sir,  that  its  contents  have  surprized  Ha* 
Your  note  furnishes  us  with  the  kiforniation  that  your  dutks  mtfuim 
vei7  deKcate  and  important  nature.  We  had  ao  doubt  of  thtir  im'« 
porlanee*  The  occasion  calls  for  important  measures.  Tiic,  cbiefe 
of  a  once  po^erfiil  nation  have  to  bere-establish^i^n  tkem  imrpotl 
houses,  power,  and  fortunes,  in  and  amon|^t  a  Peopn  over  wMpi  you 
arer  deputed,  for  the  time  being,  to  preside.  Your  measures  m  tiieir 
destiny  and  that  of  their  posterity.  High  respcui8U)Utty — dclipale 
trit*^t. 

Your  Government  has-informcd  you  of  the  existing  relations  betvrceit 
that  nation  and  tiie  State  of  Georgia.  We  are  tlie  Representatives  of 
that  State  in  connexion  with  certain  matters  touclif  ng  the  disturibaaces 
therrln» 

The  Croverrinient  of  the  State  of  Georgia  has  vested  in  us  certaut* 
powers,  the  exe<;utton  of  whicii  was,  and  is  believed  to  be,  closely 
identified  with  the  objiM^ts  of  your  present  mission.  On  our  arrival  at 
this  place,  we  deemed  it  prudent  to  lay  before  you  a  copy  of  our  in- 
structions from  Ifis  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  by  whick 
you  wei*e  infoi*nied  that  we  were  expressly  instructed  not  to  interJbrc 
HI  any  matter  disconnected  with  the  objects  of  our  appointment ;  but, 
at  tlie  same  time,  clearly  expressing  the  opinion  that  we  would  be  ad* 
mitted  to  a  full  and  free  participation  of  the  Indian  Coundls.  This 
opinion  wa^  the  more  readily  advanced  by  our  Government,  because 
it  was  known  that  your  object  in  convening  a  Council  of  the  Indians 
was  insqiarably  conneeted  with  the  duties  assigned  to  us.  Therefore 
the  State  of  Georp;ia  considered  tliat  she  might  make  the  request  that 
has  been  made,  with  much  confidence  that  it  would  be  r^i{y  j^i'anted  ; 
relying  upon  tiie  strongest  assurances  which  it  w^  believed  wouki 
be  made  by  you,  as  the  Agent  of  the  €rencral  Giitemiiient,to  reo^ve 
the  aid  and  assistance  and  co-operation  of  Greorgia,  in  cai-rying  fiilly 
into  effect  tlie  views  of  your  Govei^nnient.  We  ai*e  instructed  to  1n^ 
that  our  Government  disclaims^  in  the  strongest  terms,  any  wish  or 
intention  io  embarra^in  any  wise  your  movements  as  counKjWd  wKb 
ai^  matter  growing  out  of  tlio  present  unfoi'tunate  and  peculte'^tiHi- 
Uam  of  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians. 

Tlte  Government  of  Greorgia  has  created  the  commission  imder  ^vttob 

we  have  ii\»  bonm*  to  act,  f«)r  no  otiier  purpose  than  to  inquirehito'tte 

-tacts  as  connected  with  tlie  conduct  of  an  officer  of  ycioriirotewJiieti** 

tlio  conduct  of  which  officer  lias  been  arraigned  by  the  Government  of 

Georgia,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pi^esideiit  of  the  United  States. 

In  tlie  investigation  of  tiie  coniluctof  that  officer,  the  State eit<5cor» 
gia  has  g^reat  iuterest*  It  Is  of  the  liigi\e«t  impoi*talfi1ce  16  iMr  tbat 
there  sliottid  be  a  full  and  clear  development  of  alt  the  factflV  wMdi,  if 
had,  it  is  believed  will  fully  establish  the  several  charges  as  preferred. 
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To  arrive  at  tbe  certainty  of  all  tliese  Facts^  in  tlie  moBl  imposing 
•nd  oSctai  manner,  it  was  considered  by  our  Government  necessary 
to  constitute  tlie  present  mission*  It  was  further  deteitnincd  by  tbe 
satne  Government  to  be  of  the  ftrst  consequence,  that  tlie  members  of 
that  iiii?«sion  shouhl  present  themselves  clothed  in  their  official  charac- 
t^'in  tbe  Cooilcils  of  the  Indiiuis,  to  be  convened  by  you  ;  believing 
ftintf  in  those  Coundls,  information  might  be  elicited,  material  to  the 
l^oitit  in  issue  between  the  State  of  Greorgia  and  the  Agent  fiir  Indian 
Affairs.  For  this  purpose,  and  no  other,  have  we  been  directed.bjr 
6tir  €k>v6mment  to  i*epair  to  this  place,  and  to*inform  you  of  the  same, 
and  to  respectfully  ask  your  pej*mtssion  for  admittance  therein.  We 
liave  done  so  by  reqtiest  only  ;  we  have  not  demanded  it.  That  per- 
mission has  iiceii  denied  us.  We,  theiTfore,  in  pursuance  of  our  in« 
structions,  andalso  as  a  jM*opcr  sense  of  duty  toward  our  Government, 
do  hereby  enter  our  fonnal  protest  against  such  denial ;  believing  tha^ 
in  cottscquence  of  being  debarred  the  participation  in  those  Councils, 
the  State  of  Georgia  will  unquestionably  be  deprived  of  that  that  is  to 
herof  vital  interest  and  gi'eat  magnitude.

Indian  Chiefs  to  Oeneral  Oaines. 

Indian  Spuikgs,  June  ao^  1825. 

Obnkrai.  and  Friend  :  Tour  talk  of  yesterday  we  have,  and  have 
givf^n  to  the  same  proper  construction.  In  some  part  of  your  talk 
we  disagree.  We  will  reply  to  it  in  the  order  you  have  given  it  We 
are  glad  that  our  Father,  tbe  President,  has  instructed  you  to  afford  us 
ibejurotection  you  offcr^  A  number  of  us  ai-c  anxious  to  go  with  you 
to  Bi*oken  Arrow,  to  the  talk  to  be  held  tliere,  and  desii*e  of  you  to 
a|KH*d  to  and  assui'c  us  of  that  protection.  We  know  our  Father,  the 
j^^estdept  wishes  us  to  be  protected.  So  his  Commissioners  in  the 
tnaty  have  told  us.  We  will  let  you  know,  to-morrow,  wlio  of  us 
t^isk  to  go  to  Broken  Arrow  with  you.  We  have  no  doubt  but  that 
tlie  information  you  have  received,  relating  to  tlie  friendly  dispositions 
oit  the  .hostile  Indians  is  not  true.  We  are  too  near  them,  and  know 
t^  well  wliat  they  wisfi,  to  believe  so.  You  may  have  been  imposed 
on  by  b^  men,  who  wish  ns  and  our  friends  harm.  We  are  sorry  our 
.Father  has  ^ked  to  you  about  us,  as  we  hear  from  your  talk.  We 
.  dUai^ree  with  you  in  that  talk,  in  this :  we  must  have  the  murderers 
of  our  great  Chief,  and  other  head  men,  given  up  to  be  tried  by  our 
b||^    If  tlioy  have  spilt  blood  against  the  nation^s  law,  they  must 
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siitiTer  HA  that  law  directs  for  such  crimes^  Tou  ktiow  oui*  Father, 
the  rresldent,  wouk!  have  called  upon  our  nation  to  give  up  any 
of  our  chiefs  or  warriors,  ff  they  had  murdered  any  of  oar  white 
brothers,  to  be  punished  as  the  law  said.  We  expect  and  demand  ttre 
same  in  this  case.  It  is  right,  and  should  be  done  so.  N«t  oi^ihe 
Great  Fathor  before  the  present  one  has  said  so,  bot^th^  Grea£t  Spirtt 
has  said  so.  Tou  have  said  that  you  have  read  our  law,  and  ^at 
you  find  no  such  law  as  the  hostile  Indians  say  our  Chief,  General 
Mcintosh,  violated,  which  caused  his  death.  That  istnt^  The^e  isiio 
such  law,  nor  ever  was.  *lf  thei'ehad  been  such -ft  law^as  i|^^  and  made 
when  it  said  it  was,  why  were  not  alj  our  chiefs  t^  ^ead  ineo  put 
to  death  for  signing  a  ti-eaty  made  m  ith  the  Coomnssioaers  J|*^<nir 
Gi*eat  Father  at  this  place,  in  1821  ?  You  can  tell  our  (lreat#iktlicr 
that  we  never  knew  any  such  law.  Bad  men,  both^rliltc  and  red* 
made  the  story  to  suit  them.  You  tell  us  the  dead  cannot  be  restored 
to  life.  Wc  kpcw  that  before  :  but,  as  they  cannot,  you  say  we  must 
not  ask  tlie  law  to  be  enforced  upon  th6se  who  took  away  life.  That 
is  not  the  way  our  white  brothers  talk  to  one  another.  .  When  One  of 
tliem  murders  another,  he  is  tried  by  your  law,  and,  if  found  guilty, 
you  punish  him.  This  is  all  we  ask.  Give  us*  the  same  chance  : 
Our  law  requires  it;  justice  demands  it ;  aifl  we  expect  you  will  as- 
sist in  the  execution.  You  say  our  Great  Father  will  not  interfere 
amongst  liis  red  children,  when  they  quarreL  Wc  were  always  taught 
to  believe  otherwise  :  that  he  would  interfere,  when  one  party  was 
plundering  and  murdering  another,  without  any  cause  Whatever,  as 
has  been  flic  case  with  his  red  children  of  the  Creek  natfon.  It  was 
on  that  account  that  some  of  us  went  all  the  way  to  Washington  cit^, 
to  see  our  Father.  We  were  of  the  opinion,  from  what  he  said  in  his 
talk  to  them  who  went  to  see  liim,  that  he  would  interfere  to  protect 
us.  That  has  been  promised  us  in  another  place,  and  at  anotlier  tiiae. 
That  is  iu  the  treaty  made  last.  When  the  l^t  treaty  was  made  at 
tliis  place,  some  of  the  Chiefs  left  here,  before  it  waS  signed,  because 
tliey  had  heard  that  some  of  the  Tuckcbatchies  said  they  would  {i:^ 
any  who  signed  it.  Those  that  did  sign  it  then,  reqofredthe  Own- 
missionersof  our  Father,  the  President,  who  was  sent  to  uSby  hl«^  atid 
to  act  for  him,  that  he  would  agree  to  protect  us  fh)m  « the  encroach- 
ments, hostilities,  and  impositions,  of  the  whites,  and  of  alt  igtherSf^ 
which  was  done  by  tlie  treaty.  These  arc  tiie  words  of  the  COihihis^ 
sioners,  speaking  by  tlie  authority  of  our  Fattier,  the  President.  "We 
have  been  imposed  upon  by  the  whites  and  othci*^  since  thkt  tiiiie, 
and  on  us  and  our  friends  that  ai-c  gone  to  the  Great  Spirit,  they  MaVe 
committed  open  hostilities,  and  made  great  encroachments  apoti  6ar 
property.  Besides,  our  all  is  nearly  destroyed  by  them ;  and  motr 
we  are  told,  after  having  been  driven  from  our  peaceful  horned,  in  the 
dead  of  the  night,  by  the  Red  Sticks,  that  our  Father,  thnwrgh  yo«, 
will  not  interfere  to  assist  us.  We  ask  and  require,  in  gww  filth, 
an  execution  of  that  article.  Our  Father,  the  Presid^  hto  not 
yet  disappointed  us.  We  hope,  therefore,  be  will  take  tliai 
part  of  your  talk  back,  and  render  us  the  satisfaction  we  daim,'  a»d 
are  entitled  to.    You  request  us  to  meet  the  Hostiles  in  Coundk    '"^^ 
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bays  aireadj  UM  yoa/that  many  of  as  wish  to  go  to  the  Counqil  at 
Broken  Arrow.  Say  you  will  protect  us,  wc  go.  Our  wi*ongs  re- 
quire our  ptresencft  in  that  Council.  Justice  cannot  |>e  done  without 
some,  of  US;  arei  there.  Many  of  the  Hostiles  will  deny  what  they  have 
9aidy  if  we  are  not  there  to  confront  them.  You  want  trutli  :  let  us 
go,  and  youUl  get  it,  when  we  all  meet  together. 

In  yoyr  talk,  you  tel)  us,  it  is  known  the  Hostiles  have  laid  down 
their  arms»  and  therefore  the  law  of  civilized  nations  will  not  sanction 
their  oondemnation  without  a  bearing;      We  have  no  douht  but  what 
yon  have  been;  told  so.     Whoever  told  you  was  not  our  friend  :  for  it 
|s  no^so*     Wc  bear  from  the  nation  as  well  as  others,  and  more  cer- 
.^tain«|  The  HoJUes  still  threaten  us  with  death,  if  to  be  found  in  the 
'  ttatton.     This  we  knttfr.  We  do  not  know  whether  the  laws  of  civiliz- 
ed nations  in  4)1  cases  require  a  hearing  before  condemnation.     We 
^.pot.wisfa  the  Hostiles  condemned  before  a  hearing.    Take  them  up. 
Try  them.    Hear  the  proof.  .  Decide  for  yourselves.    You  will  find 
tliem  guilty.    If  you  do  not,  we  do  not  wish  them  condemned. 

We  n'ish  yon  to  say  to  our  Father,  the  President,  that,  in  his  officer. 
Colonel  Crowell,  the  Agent  for  our  nation,  we  have  lost  aU  confidence: 
we  believe  him  our  worst  enemy  !  We  have  the  strongest  possible  rea- 
sons to  believe  that  he  ^vised  and  consulted  the  death  of  our  Chief. 
Bis  hand  is  against  us,  and  has  been  for  a  long  time.  He  has  not 
given  to  us  a  good  talk  for  years  !  His  best  friends  in  the  nation  are 
of  the  hostile  party  f  AU  his  feelings  and  prt^judices  are  in  their  far 
vor«^  and  against  us. 

He-has  said  to  our  Great  Father,  that  the  cs^use  of  the  death  of  our 
great  chief  Oen%  Mcintosh,  was  the  talk  of  the  Georgia  Governor, 
about  surveying  the  land  we  sold.  That  you  have  seen  is  false ;  his 
hostik  friends  said  it  was  becausehe  violated  a  law.  This  certificate 
the  Agent  has  published  as  a  part  of  his  defence.  This  you  have  seen, 
and  say  in  your  talk  Is  not  ^ue.  The  Agent,  we  believe,  gets  both  white 
and  r^  men  to  tell  false  tales  for  him  about  tliis  mattei*,  that  ai*c  not 
tnK*. 

It  is^done  to  reach  our  Father,  the  President,  and  make  him  believe 
the  Agent  is  innocent  He  is  not !  the  proof  to  tlie  central^  exif^s« 
and  can  and  will  be  had ;  dont  let  him  be  Agc^nt  any  longer ;  we  will 
never  receive  another  talk  from  him  ;  he  has  deceived  ue^  he  has  in- 
jured us  more  than  we  can  tell. 

You  have.tokl  us  in  your  talk,  that  the  money  wc  were  to  get  for 
our  land,  will  not  be  paid  until  all  our  difTerences  are  settled,  and 
that  it  will  be  paid  on  the  same  scale  as  our  annuities.  This  is  what 
fw  never  expected  to  hear  from  our  Father,  because  he  has  said  other- 
wise. In  the  treatv  it  is  expressly  provided,  tliat,  whereas  said  Creek 
Nation  have  considerable  improvements  within  the  limits  of  the  Ter- 
ritory hereby  ceded,  and  wlH  moreover  have  to  incur  expenses  in 
their  removal  it  is  further  stipulated,  tliat,  for  the  purpose  of  ren- 
dering a  fair  equivalent  for  the  loss  and  inconvenience  which  said  Na- 
tion will  sustain  by  removal,  and  to  enable  them  to  obtain  supplies 
in  ihmr  new  settlement,  tiie  United  States  agree  to  pay  the  Math>n, 
jwigialhigfrom  the  lasd  herein  ceded,  the  ^um  of  8400,000.    By 
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the  terms  oC  tbu9  tmtty,  wc  always  understoody  attd  so^lt  is  ptikdr 
written,  tlmt  the  money  was  to  be  paid  to  those  who  emigrate^  and 
to  those  only.     The  compensation  was  nade  entirely  on  a^ciMin<;qf 
losses  anstaified  by  the  emigrating  paKy,   and  for  expuises  incyre^ 
in  the  act  of  emigrating.     Such  of  the  Indians  as  sold  nv  land,  no» 
-deprived  tlieraselves  of  any,  were  notbmind  to  emirate;  andof  tiiat 
class,  are- includod  all  w*o  i*estde  Westof  IbeCiforgiattic^  ^  We  jive 
East  of  that  Inie,  have  sold  our  land«  l%t  tlie  rei^wst  t>f  otir  l<*atlier,  and 
lioond  >nurse1ves  to  go  in  a  certain  time ;  all  our  impmveoientai arete 
i}e  sacrfficed  ;  other  losses  be  sustained  to  a  igr^t  amoottt-;  heavy^x- 
))en9cs.to  be  incurred  in  tlie  transpoiitttton  of  our  women  and  chil- 
dren.    All  this  considered^  and  we  are  told  that  Kir  red  bnUireii^ 
that  have  sold  no  land  ;  who  ai-e  not  conipellcikto  remove ;  whoTncif^' 
410  exfienses  ;  who  remain  in  possession  of  their  all  ^i^all  receive  aa 
equal  shai-e  with  us.    Justice  says  not ;  the  ti-eaty  says  tmt ;  our  mMl- 
ing  of  the  article  says  not ;  our  duty  ssum  not ;  and  our  determiiiatton 
says  not     We  were  pei*suadcd  to  sell  our  land  to  Gt^orgia,  that  a 
treaty  made  by  our  Father,  the  President,  with  Creorgia,  in   1802, 
night  be  honestly  fulfilled*     For,  and  on  h)s  account  we  did  seJl ;  it 
was  done  that  our  Fatiter,  the  President^  might  not  viqlate  his  word. 
For  ao  doing,  we  had  his  promise  to  pay  us  £400^000  ;  i 200,0004^1 
whidi  were  to  be  paid  on  the  ratification  of  ^e  ti-caty*    That  treaty 
i¥as^i!atified  in  March  last,  we  have  no  money  yet,  and  ave^  now  m 
great  need  of  some*     For  signing  th|8  trca^  we  have  made  mny  en^ 
«mies,  but  they  do  not  live  on  the  land  wc  sold.     They  have  inurd^^ 
«d  our  fotbi^rs  and  friends,  pHtaged  our  plantations,  bnmed  and  de- 
flta^yed  some  of  our  houses,  run  off  pur  negroes,  cattle,  iiorscs,  and 
li^gs,  and  forced  us  to  fly  from  our  nation,  fte  home  of  our  depart^  ' 
chief,  the  s|)pt  of  all  others  to  us  the  most  dcaK     We  arc  now  wrgnder^ 
ing  a  life  of  pain,  hunger,  and  misfortune,  I'cady  to  be.preyed  upoal^r 
those  who  seek  to  dc^i^ur  us  ;    atrt?L^t8  from  l«»me,  strangers  anmwg 
-our  white  brothers,  no  land  to  cultivate^  no  cattle  to  herd,  pa  b>mtflq(^ 
ground  whereon  to  pursue  the^ame  :  in  aliort,tlic  remnant  of  a  9ti$qp^ 
^oble,  but  iio^  ajHior  deluded  and  HnUapi^y  race,  wbose  extwmlwu' 
tion  and  ruin  now  seems  to  be  the  object  of  those  in  whom  they  here* 
tofore  most  fuHy  confid<^d.     In  clohing  our  talk,  we  wiA  yon  tosajr 
to  our  OiMjat  Fatliw,  the  l*r<^sideiit,  that  you  have  seen  lis  red  childitJ^ 
and  delivered  them  a  talk.     That  they  have  delivered  you  a  talkie 
reply,  touching  their  unfortunate  Nation.    In  tbat  talk,  you  wiU  teU 
him,  that  we  request  and  expect  some  things  to  he  done. 

1st.  The  murderers  and  it^ir  aiders  and  abettors  of  our  great  chie^  ^ 
Gen,  Mcintosh/ and  others  of  our  head  men,  shall  be  given  up  to  Ut 
ti'ied  According  to  law.

2d.  We  cannot  any  longer  transact  any  bustne^  with  fJol;  Crow* 
cH  as  Agent  for  our  Nation,  for  tlie  reasons  before  stated  :  he  miat 
be  sent  away  fh)m  among  us. 

5d.  We  must  have  om*  money  according  tothe  traa^;  gM  feitl^ 
ought  to  be  kejit :  we  are  in«jrtrcme  wsMit.  •    - 
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We  yiMSljM  f6  teflcfto  Fftfber,  tfa«  PresMent^  that  we  must  H 
VH^  Mf  every  thing  that  we  have  lost ;    our  rank  and  statiofi 
Iftustte,  asBigiM^d  and  gaarantied  to  us  in  the  Nation.     Tha<9e  are  tb^ 
cMd^^iM^MthMtwhich  our  difibrences  never  can  be  settled.  We  have 
Ai^)BOn»  Wk§  till  that  «3'  agreed  to ;  any  oth^  talk  we  will  send  back*

tU«&  mow  Irt  this  place,  having  been  authorized  to  do  so.

8tB  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  honor  of  your  Excellency's  letter 
nf  the  Idth  of  the  present  month,  in  reference  to  Commis8|^ers  ap* 
ppinted  under  the  authority  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Geor- 
na,  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  the  recent  disturbanoes  in  the  Creek 
Nation,  and  more  particularly  into  the  conduct  of  the  Agent,  connect* 
ed  with  them* 

la  reply,  I  have  to  observ^  that,  however  mueh  I  might  be  aided  bjT 
the  experience,  talents,  and  integilty  and  honcnr  of  the  Commission* 
era  referred  to,  on  ibe  part  of  the  State  of  Geovgia,  I  do  not  feel  my- 
self anlborized,  without  new  instructions  from  the  Department  of  War, 
to  comply  wi&  the  demandi  contained  in  thdr  letter  of  yesterday's 
.  date,  <<  to  be  admitted  to  a  full  and  free  participation  of  the  Council 
of  the  Indians." 

Th^  Council  will  te  ass^nbled  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  me  to 
discharge  important  duties  confided  to  me  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  which  your  Excell<^cy  has  beien  apprised*  The 
IndianaAppeiM^itisposed  to  yield  to  the  just  ^nd  pacific  views  of  the 
President ;  but  they  ore  still  laboring  under  some  delusion  and  ex- 
citement This  would  be  increased,  rather  than  diminislied,  by  ad- 
ding to  the  number  of  individuuls  by  whom  they  are  to  be  addressed ; 
w  bjr^any  addition  or  multipIicaitioQ  of  the  matters  of  controversy  to 
wM^  their  o^ianti^n  jmay  be  called.  I  am  fuUy  authorized  and  in- 
itnicted  by  ^  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  protect  tlie  fi*iend* 
ly  I^^ians ;  to  mitigate  their  calamitous  condition ;  and,  in  the  event 
of  hostilities  having  ceased  on  the  part  of.  the  opposite  party,  to  re- 
store harmony  among  theip.  Hostilities  have  indeed  ceased,  and  I 
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have  received  satMaolory  aasuranoe  of  an  eaneat  deirirey  on  ttepart 
of  the  cUefs  of  both  parties,  to  remain  at  peace  with  each  otMr,  m 
veil  as  with  the  United  States* 

It  becomes  my  datjr,  therefore^  to  make  peace  iipoji  jwl  piinciniesy 
and,  consequently,  to  avoid  an  Indian  war.  My  impre«lM  of  Urn 
high  responsibility  of  tlie  trust  reposed  in  me,  suggests,  clearly,  the 
propriety  of  my  having  the  entire  control  of  every  individoal  lAite 
man,  aNowed  to  address  the  Council ;  and  that  I  should,  moreover^ 
have  the  entire  control  of  every  expression  uttered  to  the  Council  by 
any  citizen  or  ofllcer  of  the  United  States.  Without  such  eontrpl^  our 
councils,  on  both  sides,  might  be  involved  in  confusion ;  and -the  bene* 
volent  objects  of  the  €k>vemment,  entrusted  to  me,  might  by  ny  kn* 
proper  acceptance  of  .the  proposed  '<  participation,'^  bo  defeated. 

To  avert  an  evil,  so  pregnant  with  mischievous  consequences  te  the 
Creek  nation,  to  the  peace  and  honor  of  my  country,  and  to  my  own 
reputation,  I  must  decline  the  demand  of  the  (Georgia  Commissioners. 

Should  I  be  iiflstructed,  by  the  proper  authority,  to  recognize  the 
proposed  co-operation  of  the  Qoorgia  Commissioners,  I  shall  take 
great  ple^ure  in  serving  with  them.  My  whole  duty,  as  a  pubUc 
officer,  is  comprised  in  one  single^ord,  which  suggests  the  propriety 
of  the  course  pursued  by  me,  upon  Qm  occasion — and  that  word  fe 
obedience — obedience  to  the  laws,  and  to  tiie  authorities  placed  over 
me. 

I  renew  to  yoir  Excellency  assurances  of  my  respectful  considera- 
tion.

Sir  :  Since  our  arrival  at  this  place,  we  have  been  joined  by  Gol*. 
Seaborn  Jones,  who  is  associated  with  us  in  the  commission,  by  the 
Crovemor  of  Georgist. 

In  obedience  to  the  instroctions^  (with  a  copy  of  which  you  have 
J^en  furnished,)  we  beg  leave  again  to  call  your  attention  to  that  part 
bfV.hese  instructions,  by  which  it  was  contemplated  by  Ihe  Governor, 
that  Ve  would  be  admitted  to  a  free  participation  of  the  Council  of  tw 
Indiaits,  to  be  convened  at  Broken  Arrow,  as  ii'dt  as  of  that  la^y 
held  at  tfjie  Indian  Springs.  We  would  repeat  the  i*eques^  on  our 
part,  that\we  may  be  admitted  to#hat  Council.  In  your  tettet*  ofthe 
Slstinstant^in  answer  to  a  similar  request  made  at  that  ]^ace,  you 
say,  <«  I  dentil  proper,  therefore,  that  I'  should  exercise  the  entire 
control  of  evej*  t  subject  to  be  acted  on,  and  tof  eiVe^  expression  ut- 
tered, to  the  CoMcii,  by  any  officer  or  citizen  permitted  lo  ad^^^ss  it . 
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whether  gf  the  United  States,  or  any  individual  State  or  territory. 
Wjtbout.8ttch  control,  our  councils  would  be  invcdved  in  confiision^ 
and  ttey  would  be  wholly  useless,  if  not  worse  than  useless. '' 

We  cat!  your  attention  to  this  part  of  your  letter^  for  the  purpose  of 
cimsQptaigMniatiikey  under  which  you  have  fallen,  with  regard  to  our 
motives,  mA  the  course  of  conduct  we  might  pursue  in  attending  the 
Council. 

r  We  have  been  particularly  instructed  <<  not  to  interfere  with  the 
CSoundl  in  matters  disconnected  with  the  objects  of' our  mission,  and 
which  appertain  exclusively  to  interests  and  relations,  purely  politi- 
cal, subsisting  between  the  General  Government  and  the  Indians/' 
<  Permit  us  to  assure  you.  Sir,  that  we  shall  strictly  adhere  to  those 
instnietions,  and  carefully  avoid  any  interference ;  and  tliat  we  shall 
expect  only  to  make  suggestions  to  yourself  in  the  Council,  and 
^through  yon  to  obtain  all  the  information  which  can  be  acquired. 
The  information  thus  obtained,  will  be  of  an  official  character,  and 
will,  perhaps,  be  more  satisactory  than  any  derived  from  any  other 
source* 

From  Mr.  Kenan,  our  Secretary,  yon  will  receive  a  copy  of  the 
message  of  the  Gk>vemor  to  the  liCgislature,  with  the  accompanying 
documents  and  oth^f-papers ;  and  we  have  the  honor  to  subscribe  our- 
selves,

I  am  under  no  such  mistake  as  that  y^m  ascribe  to  me,  and  which 
you  are  pleased  to  attempt  to  correct  In  your  letler  of  the  i20tb» 
you  claim  <<  a  full  and  (Vee  participation  of  the  Council  nf  the  Indiana. '^ 
Whatever  may  have  been  your  meaningy  the  manifest  import  of  Ae 
expressions  employed  by  you,  could  be  nothing  less  than  a  demand 
to  exercise,  wittiout  control,  certain  privileges  before  tiie  Coundli 

The  force  of  this  construction  is  sfarengthened  rather  than  diminish- 
ed,  by  your  instructions  firom  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Ge(xrgia| 
to  whidi  yon  refer.  Ton  say— <<<  We  have  been  particularly  instructed 
not  to  interfere  with  the  Council»  in  matters  disconnected  with  the 
objects  of  our  mission,  and  which  appertain  exclusively  to  interests 
and  relations,  purely  political,  subsbting  betwew  the  General  Go- 
vemment  and  the  Indians."  I  cannot  perceive  xk  admit  of  the  ex- 
istence of  any  such  distinction.  The  General  Government  can  Iiave 
no  interests  or  relations,  purely  political^  either  with  the  Indians  or 
with  any  other  People,  or  nation,  in  which  the  State  of  Georgia  is  not 
concerned.  But  his  Excellency  the  Govermn^  of  Ge^cgia,  deems  it 
proper  that  the  State  should  l>e  represented  at  the  Council  at  the  . 
Broken  Arrow;  and  you  have  been  appointed  for  that  purpose.  ^  I 
have  advised  yon  that  the  President  has  seen  fit  to  confide  to  me  the 
exchisive  misfiuon  to  this  nation,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  t 
have  now  to  add,  that  the  duties  assigned  to  me  are  substantiaUy  the 
same  as  those  with  which  you  ai^  charged ;  with  the  excqitiim  of 
tidying  testimony  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  Agent  Thus  have  I.tho 
honol*  to  represent  Georgia,  with  each  other  member  of  the^Uniiet 
States,  in  the  Indian  Council  at  Brek»  Jkrow.  With  due  deferenof 
and  respect  for  tlie  authorities  of  the  States  who  have  bad  t^e  kindnep? 
to  appoint  a  mission  to  afford  me  aid,  which  the  Cieneral  Qh^veni^ 
meat  appears  not  to  have  been  ftiR^ttre  thut  I  «tQod  in  ni»ed  o^  I 
cannot  permit  myself  to  recognize  the  mission,  without  flie  aiMiMv 
thority  of  the  President.  It  would  afford  me  great  sati3fapti09  to  pea^ 
sess  the  confidence  of  the  State  authorities ;  I  can  win  it  oidy  bf  i^ 
fliithfiil  dhicharge  of  my  duty :  but  if  I  fail  thua  to  win  i^  IfMeea* 
vinced  that  I  shall  not  fait  to  retain  what  will  be  equally  gratiCpingt^ 
me— the  conscious  persuasion  that  I  merit  that  ionfidenoe. 

In  the  subsequent  part  of  your  letter,  you  assure  me  ti|i^  yqa  mtt 
strictly  adhere  to  your  instructions,  ami  carefully  avoid  any  inicfy 
ference ;  and  that  you  shall  expect,  only  to  make  suggestions  to  v/m^ 
in  the  Council^  and,  thixwgh  me,  to  obtain  the  information  which  caa 
be  aeqiii'red. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  timt  you  did  not  sooner  favor  me  with  4us 
moderate  definition  of  your^wlshes;  as,  in  that  case,,  no  otyectictA^ 
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haTe  been  cAsred  hj  me  to  your requesty  individually  and  unofficiallr. 
Te«  are  entifelj  at  liberty  to  Attend^  as  any  other  geDflemen  would 
1w»  I  reserve  to  myseir,  however,  the  right  to  control  every  subject 
to  be  acted  upon,  and  every  expression  to  be  uttored  to  the  CounciL 

It  afMpfltte  pleasure  to  profit  by  the  suggesHom  of  my  fellow  elti^ 
SSDS;  bit^:tfiese  suggestums  to  be  acceptoble  to  me,  must  be  free  ftm, 
every  flnng  lik^  official  power  or  control.  In  tondering  to  you  my 
ftaaks  fcr  the  polite  offer  contained  in  your  note  of  this  afternoon,  t 
hf^ve  to  observe  that  I  shall  not  have  occasion  to  send  despatches  be- 
ftre  tike  departure  of  the  regular  mail. 

»T  renew  to  you,  gentlemai^  ussinramces  of  my  respectful  considera- 
tion.

8iB :  I  have  made  a  visit  to  this  place  for  the  purpose  of  paying  over 
to  the  heirs  of  General  Mcintosh,  the  amount  to  which  lie  was  entitled 
unior  the  supplemental  article  of  the  late  treaty  with  the  Creeks.  If 
I  bftd  been  apprised  of  the  convention  which  has  just  been  held,  I  would 
have  made  the  jaunt  a  few  days  earlier,  as  well  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
newinK  with  you  an  old  acquaintance,  as  for  the  sake  of  an  interview 
updm  the  subject  of  a  flirther  disbursement^  provided  for  in  the  same 
treaty. 

The  Commissioners  ai*e  at  a  loss  to  determine  whether  any,  and 
whttl,  flirther  duty  is  expected  of  them,  in  relation  to  the  last  men- 
tiomMEl  flmd.  The  ftind  was  transmitted  to  us;  it  was  shortly  followed 
by  instructions,  prescribing  the  rule  of  distribution,  and,  shortly  after, 
we-wei^  ordered  to  hold  the  undisbursed  balance^  «  subject  to  your 
erder/^ 

Pmnit  me  to  inquire  whether  we  are  to  consider  our  authority  as* 
iuperseded,  and,  if  so,  when  we  may  expect  your  order  for  the  fund  ? 
An  answer  to  this  last  inquiry,  is  no  otherwise  necessary  than  to  en- 
able us  to  prevent  any  inconvenience  or  delay  which  might  arise  from 
our  absence^  or  the  like  cause. 

fl^Ofti  bearing  of  the  contemplated  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow,  Tde- 
tennlf#d  to  be  present,  and  wrote  to  my  colleague.  Major  Mcri- 
wetb^vv  requesting  his  attendance.  He  is  detained  by  the  severe  in- 
disposMhin  of  his  family.  A  settlement  of  tiie  differences  which  un- 
happily i^vail  amongst  the  Creeks,  appears  to  be  the  laudable^ject 
of  yomp  mission.  It  occurs  to  me  that  the  dissatisfaction  which  has 
art9en  fr#«  the  manner  In  which  the  instalment  is  ordered  to  be  dis- 
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tributedy  can  be  no  bow  so  well  reconciled,  as  hj  a  conseaty  on  ti» 

Crt  of  the  Chiefs,  to  a  cession  of  tbe  bidance  of  their  territory*  Thi

general  fund.  Thusy  one  fruitful  source  of  altercation  wduU  be  tecoi»- 
ciled«  Our  commission  is  still  open,  and  we  should  be  ^lad  to  f«-imii^ 
the  broken  fragment  of  the  tribe,  and  further  the  poUty  of  the  Qemfetk^ 
nent  by  their  entire  removal.  I  make  these  suggestions^  Sir^  not  iii 
tiie  spirit  of  hoistility  to  your  jdans  of  conciliation,  bu%  on  the  cart- 
trary,  as  auxiliaries  to  the  scheme.  If  then,  in  the  course  of  your  ne- 
gotiations, you  discover  tliat  there  is  any  tendency  to  such  a  result^  I 
should  be  very  thankAil  for  information,  and  will  convene  a  couiicllto 
effect  it.  The  proposition  would  be  an  advantageous  one  to  aH  pirlte 
concerned.  The  term^  would  be,  in  all  things,  similar  to  those  <rirthf^ 
other  treaty,  except  the  money  consideration  for  impihovements  aad 
expenses  of  removal,  which  would  be  an  hundred  thousand  doH^^ 

I  wish  you  great  success  in  the  benevolent  employment  in  wUcll 
you  are  engaged.  The  difficulties  which  you  are  called  to  recondte^ 
nx^  not  the  product  of  the  treaty,  liut  are  found  in  the  train  of  its  ille. 
gitimate  consequences.  I  should  very  much  regret  the  circumstaiioe 
of  y^ur  leaving  the  South  without  my  having  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
ymi ;  and  if  the  interview  could  happen  at  my  own  house,  ft  would  be 
the  more  gratefuL

Bkokbn  A&bow,  June  fiS,  1825. 

Chieits  and  Wabriors  :  I  am  by  profession  a  warrior,  but  Ibar» 
now  come  among  you  to  make  peace.  < 

.  Before  I  pi*oceed  upon  the  subject  of  my  mission,  t  have  a  t&w 
words  to  say  to  you  in  reference  to  your  Agent  and  the  public  Jnter^ 
preter.  -  . 

You  perceive  that  your  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  is  not  at  this  time 
attending  to  the  duties  of  the  Agency.  You  may  have  beard  it>e- 
ported  that  he  has  been  displaced.  It  is  proper  that  I  aiiould  do  hioi 
the  justice  to  say  to  you,  that  the  confidence  of  the  President  ht^  99t 
been  withdrawn  from  hinu  He  is  not  displaced;  but  some  accusations 
having  been  made  against  him,  by  the  Governor  of  one  of  the  United 
States,  entitled  to  great  reqiect,  the  President  deemtd  it  proper  to 
scad  Major  Andrews,  the  Government  Agent,  to  obtain  proof,  and  to 
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Colonil  Crowell  in  his  defenee.     He  is  therefore  suspended  from 
the  doty  of  the  Agency^  and  will  so  continue,  until  it  can  be  decided 
whether  he  has  been  doing  right  or  wrong.     M^or  Andrews  informs 
sie  that  tBh^a  not  yet  seen  any  proof  that  would  justify  the  removal 
•f  CoIoiMil'Crowell.    The  public  Interpreter^  Wm.  Hamjbly,  has  been 
likewise  accused  and  censured,  and  although  he  possesses  my  eonft* 
dence,  I  have  tiiought  fit  to  bring  with  me  Benjamin  Hawkins,  who 
is  a  good  Interpreter,  and  who  belongs  to  the  opposite  party.    I  have 
directed  him  to  stand  by,  and  hear  what  is  said  on  both  sides,  and 
should  there  be  any  misstatement  or  wrong  interpretation  of  a  speech 
or  a  wordy  he  is  ordered  at  once,  to  report  it  to  me,  or  fiii-ever  after 
hold  his  peace.   I  have  likewise  employed  Charles  Cornells  and  Wil- 
fiam  McGilvery,  who  are  respectable  Interpreters,  to  aid  in  the  cor- 
rection of  any  error  or  misstatement,  and  to  settle  any  difference  of 
opiniofi  that  may  occur  between  Hambly  and  Hawkins.    The  first 
^ject  of  my  mission;  to  which  I  wish  your  particular  attention,  is  to 
notify  you  of  the  surprise  and  deep  regret  with  which  the  Qovernr 
Hient  and  People  of  the  United  States,  have  beeti  ad^ased  of  the  late 
extniordmary  acts  of  violence  that  have  been  perpetrated  by  a  part  of 
your  Chiefe  and  People  upon  anotlier,  and  a  highly  esteemed  part  of 
our  red  friends  of  this  nation.    In  these  acts  of  violence,  two  of  your 
Chiefs,  with  an  Interpreter,  are  reported  to  have  been  killed;  their 
houses  burnt ;  their  property  taken,  or  destroyed,  and  their  families 
and  friends  driven  from  their  homes,  and  forced  to  seek  refuge  among 
their  white  nrighbors.  I  have  already  seen  in  the  settlement  of  Greor- 
ria,  the  families  of  the  fallen  Chiefis,  with  some  hundreds  of  their  un- 
fortunate followers,  consisting  of  men,  women,  and  children,  where 
they  receive  the  care  and  kindness,  which  the  virtuous  and  the  wise 
are  ever  willing  to  bestow  on  the  helpless  and  unfortunate.     When 
fends  of  this  kind  occur  among  the  People  of  a  civifized  or  savage 
nation,  and  a  large  portion  of  them  are  driven  into  a  neighboring 
country,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  that  neighbor  to  take  immediate  mea- 
sures for  the  security  of  its  frontier,  and  to  ascertain  tlie  causes  by 
-which  its  safety  is  threatened.     For  this  purpose  the  President  of  the 
United  States  has  given  orders  that  I  should  call  on  this  council  for 
infi^nnatiott  upon  the  subject  of  the  late  disturbances.     I  have,  there- 
fore, to  require  you  to  state  to  me,  distinctly,  why  you  have  suffered 
these  outrages  to  be  perpetrated.    When  I  receive  your  reply  to  what 
I  have  said  to  you,  I  shall  then  inform  you  of  the  further  instructions 
edT  the  President  He  desires  only  to  do  justice;  to  preserve  peace  ; 
afld  to  promote  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  his  red  children,  wlio 
acknowledge  him  as  a  friend  and  father.

HoNOBBD  MiUTABT  Chibftaik:  As  an  officer  of  flie  President 
you  have  appeared  at  our  Council-fire,  and  we  Iiave  been  pc^rmitted  to 
take  you  by  the  hand,  as  the  representative  of  our  Great  I^Mlien  iM 
President  of  the  United  States.  Permit  uato  express  our  ^ratituaefiAr 
the  attention  you  have1)estowed  to  our  yerbal  eiqilaaaitioB  in  rebtiim  tm 
the  causes  of  the  execution  of  General  Mcintosh,  and  two  oOim  o^  Us 
party. 

We  still  regret  that  our  duty  to  our  laws,  to  our  country,  aB^  1^ 
our  posterity,  compelled  us  to  enforce  our  law.  •  We  dp  not  acknow- 
ledge that  we  have  done  wrong,  as  we,  as  well  as  the  white  pet^li^ 
have  our  own  laws  for  our  government 

We  have  told  you  that  we  do  not  intend  violence  to  be  done  to  jthf 
simple  few  who  pretend  that  they  have  taken  refuge  anume  our  breth- 
ren the  Georgians.  They  were  influenced,  misguided,  and  kd  aatny 
by  the  chiefs  who  are  no  more.  3nt  we  yrish  it  to  be  understood  by 
yourself,  by  your  people,  and  by  the  President  of  the  United  Statao^ 
that,  by  this  indulgence  and  forgiveness  on  our  part^  a*  a  natio«»  wf 
do  not  acknowledge  the  treaty  they  have  recently  attenqpted  to  jnalul 
is  a  legal  treaty.  We  now  proceed  most  respectfully  to  toMmpt-  jmt 
questions  in  relation  to  the  2200,000  which  you  have  stated  is  now  d^ 

We  are  sincerdy  sorry  to  dissent  from  your  opinion,  and  to  r«s|ec^ 
the  advice  of  our  Father,  who  had  {lie  goodness  to  send  you.  Weda 
not  acknowledge  the  treaty  made  by  Mcintosh. a&  a  Iso^rtrsaty^  fit 
had  no  instructions  from  us,  either  wi*itten  or  verbid  tocedeavw 
our  lands.

Mcintosh,  Hawkins,  and  Tustenuggee  Tommee,  were  not  tibe  ma- 
tion.  We  therefore  infer  that  the  contracting  partis- 4id  not-  iiK$ 
agreeable  to  the  usages  of  the  United  States,  or  of  ber  ronii%itioHi 
The  Commissioners  obviously  treated  with  artrifling^  b^bot^^  The 

S remises  of  this  minority,- and  their  obligations,  are  not  binding  nn 
le  nation.  This  will  be  plain  to  the  President  and  Senate^tbs 
United  States  to  observe.  The  President,  when  he  aj^^todymiy 
and  gave  you  the  Instructions  you  have  stated  to  our  CmbcU,  imi| 
have  acted  and  have  spoken  on  the  presumption  that  the  tf^aty  in 
question  was  a  just,  and  legal,  and  impartial  treaty* 

Should  we  accept  of  the  money  as  stip^ated  to  be  paid  the  nation 
by  that  treaty,  we  should  be,  In  effect,  ratifying  a  baif^  wbioh  km 
the  most  injurious  tendency  to  our.country. 

-  We  speak  from  what  we  ponceive  the  proper  state  of  the  subjeoki 
We  are  ignorant  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  prifttiplM 
by  which  she  is  governed.    We  believe  that  a  nation,  however  strong, 
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cannot,  y^Khout  violating  the  laws,  tlic  rights  of  the  human  fiiniily, 
foi-ce  a  ti'ibe  or  iiatioa  to  conform  and  acquiesce  in  a  bargain  which 
tliey  never  made.  We  are  the  sons  of  nature.  Small  have  been  our 
advantages,  and  we  speak  what  our  minds  dictate-  We  believe  that  a 
natipn,  w)ki;  have  been  led  into  error  either  by  intrigue  or  misconduct 
of  rbcir  officci'Sy.  have  a  rectifying  jwwer  within  tliemselves.  That  be- 
cause they  have  been  imposed  upon  by  misrepresentation  by  their  offi- 
ce*^ it  is  no  reason  that  they  should  persist  in  error  to  the  injury,  per- 
haps destruction^  of  the  innocent  victims  who  haVc  been  embraced  in 
a  [>erfidious  act  of  parties  who  had  no  fight  to  s[>cculate  on  their  [leace^ 
happinesS)  and  i-ejiose. 

The  fcori-ective  power  of  the  United  States  ought,  in  this  instance, 
to  be  applied  wilh  the  least  possible  delay.  Laws  that  are  not  agi-ee- 
able  to  justice,  t^>  a  constitution  of  a  country,  can  be  repealed  :  for  it  is 
always  cousiJered  that  they  ai*e  established  on  fairness,  and  for  the 
t>encnt  and  Lohor  of  the  country  which  has  enacted  them. 

Respecting  the  second  question  in  relation  to  the  invitation  of  the 
Pt-esidVnt  to  us  to  send  a  deputation,  we  have  to  state,  that  we  had 
resoI\'ed,  some  time  since,  to  send  a  delegation  to  speak  to  our  Father^ 
and  tell  him  our  grievances,  face  to  face. 

Wo  congratulate  ourselves  of  the  President's  kindness  in  being  dis- 
posed to  listen  to  us,  and  to  do  all  in  his  jiower  to  make  us  happy. 

W^e  request  you  to  inform  him  that  we  will  send  a  deputation,  in  the 
coui-sc  of  next  Fall,  or  Winter,  to  See  him.  Tell  him,  from  us,  that  we 
place  fuH  confidence  in  his  pn>verbial  kindness  and  magnanimity.  Wer 
jrdy  on  tlie  General  Government  for  protection. 
'  SVe  flatter  ourselves  that  we  shall  always  be  equal,  in  practice,  to 
oor-profcssions.  We  wish  nothing  but  justice.  Trifth,  like  the  sun, 
uiil  always  roll  on  in  ceaseless'  ages ;  and  although  it  is  sometimes, 
yea,  often,  eclifised  by  the  designing  intriguing  man,  yet  it  will  dispel, 
in  time,  the  shadow  that  encircles  it  in  its  dark  month.  But  when  the 
truth' can  be  known,  and  injustice  rectified,  we  ought  not  to  delay  to 
make  the  former  triumpliant  If  we  leave  it  to  time,  we  may  do  inju- 
ry to  the  present  living  thousands,  who  are  prepared  to  enjoy  the 
blessings  of  the  active  operations  of  justice. 

'As  the  United  States  have  the  power  to  ratify  a  bargain  which  their 
oncet*s  make  for  tliem,  we,  as  a  nation,  claim  the  same  privilege*  We 
haver  but  one  heai*t,  and  one  tongue.  We  feel  that  we  have  done  o\m 
duty  in  addressing  this  letter  to  you. 

You  are  acquainted  with  bur  sentiments ;  but  we  wisli  our  Father, 
the  President,  to  know  them. also:  we  therefore  resi)ectfully  request 
ki^  attention  on  our  remarks.  We  are  ignorant  if  we  have  said  any 
Allig  dmagreeablc.     We  beg  of  blm  to  make  a  proper  allowance* 

We  do  not  pretend  to  argue  with  the  Genei'al  Government ;  argu- 
ment is  net  necessary  to  show  that  \ve>have  been  imposed  upon. 

Misrepi-eseutations  liave  re]icatedly  boen  made  to  him  concerning 
^mv  disposition.  We  have  frankly  told  you  the  true  state  of  our  feel'- 
ings.  May  tlie  golden  tljain  that  connects  its  to  our  Father,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  gi'ow  brighter  aijd  brighter  as  days,  months, 
and  y«irs  shall  pass  away,  in  thei/ successive  i>ertods  of  duratidn.

Council  House,  Brok£N  Abrow, 

Creek  naiionj.SL^ili^  JufUy  18£5. 
(Resolved  by  the  Chirfs  a^d  WArriars  in  Council  assembled,  That^ 
After  a  suitable  consideration,  wliicli  the  nature  of  the  case  demand^ 
ihey  solemnly  and  strictly  declare,  f^  themselves,  and  for  tlie  whole 
Muscogee  nation,  thatall  of  thp  late  Gen.  Mcintosh's  party,  who  have 
opposed  the  laws  of  tlie  nation^  are  hereby  ]>ardoned,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes ;  and  they  ai-c,  liercby,  invited  to  return  to  their  usuajl 
places  of  abode,  pr  elsewhere,  and  there  to  dWell,  in  the  firiljcnjoy- 
4ncnt  of  peace  and  security,  and  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  guaran- 
tied to  them  by  oiu-  laws.  The  property  which  they  have  with  tliem, 
and  that  wliicJi  is  in  this  nation,  owne4  by  tliem  when  they  left  it,  19 
theirs.  Such  of  their  property  as  may  have  been  lost  or  desti-oyed, 
contrary  to  the  known  laws  of  the  nation,  which  once  belonged  Co  Gen. 
Mclntosli,  or  Samuel  Hawkins,  and  4?Uiers,  shall  b.c  rcstwed  or  ^laji^ 
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fop,  to  the  proper  owners,  by  the  nation,  whenever  it  shall  appear,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  United  States' Agent,  after  hearing  both  parties 
in  Council,  that  it  was,  or  any  part  of  it,  taken  or  destroyed,  contra- 
ry to  the  laws  of  the  nation.  Either  partv  m^y  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  ,the  Agent,  to  the  Secretary  of  War^  whose  dedsion  in  the 
case  shall  be  final. 

Some  individuals  of  the  pardoned  party,  arc  justly  indebted  to  the 
nj^tion  for  moneys  borrowed,  in  different  amounts,  and  otherwise.  Cor 
which  the  nation  expect  to  he  paid  ;  but  the  autliorities  of  the  nation 
will  wait  patiently,  a  reasonable  time,  imtil  these  debtors  cah  be 
prepared  to  reimburse  the  National  Treasuiy. 

In  every  case,  at  all  times,  these  misguided  and  unfortunate  people, 
are  required  to  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  nation,  and  to  obey  and  1*6- 
spert  the  proper  authorities,  and  conduct  themselves  as  good  citizens 
of  the  nation.  -  •        ■ 

A  genera]  talk  shall  be  given  in  pablic»  and  observed  by  the  whole 
nation,  that  these  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons  and  proper- 
ty. Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  kill  any  of  the  pardoned  party 
on  any  pretence,  for  past  offences^  shall  suffer  death  ;  and  it  is  clecM'ly 
to  be  understood^  that  they  are  to  be,  in  no  respect*  punished  or  held, 
accoimtable  for  the  past ;  but  are,  in  future,  subject  to  all  the  rcsti*atnts 
.  of  the  law.  and  entitled  to  the  privileges  of.  good  citizens.

'  StBL :  I  had  promised  myself  the  pleasure  of  sending  yi«  a  de- 
tailed account  of  my  conference  with  the  Indian-  council  at>  (Wis 
|>lace,  by  this  day's  mail ;  bu^  the  mail  is  on  tjie  point  o(  closing,  lUid 
Aiy  account  is  not  ready. 

I  have,  therefore,  only  to  say,  that  the  council  here  promise  to  be 
^^ceable,  and  to  settle  their  differences  with  the  friends  and  G^w"- 
€rs  of  Gen. '  Mcintosh  upon  Just  priiifciples. 
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They  protest  against  the  treaty.  They  refuse  to  receive  any  part 
of  the  consideration  money,  or  to  give  any  otlier  evidence  of  their  ac- 
quiescence in  the  treaty.  But  they  havt^  in  the  strongest  terms,  de- 
liberately declaiTd,  that  they  will  not  raise  an  arm  against  the  United 
States,  cytii  shotiid  an  army  come  to  take  from  them  the  whole  of  their 
.country  ;  that  they  will  make  no  sort  of  resistance,  but  will  sit  down 
qnietly,  and  be  put  to  deatli  where  the  bones  of  their  ancestors  are  de- 
posited, that  the  world  shall  know  that  the  Muscogee  Nation  so  loved 
their  country  that  thpy  were  willing  to  die  in  it,  rather  than  sell  it, 
or  leave  it  This  was  their  mode  of  expression,  as  intcr])rcted  in 
presence  of  B.  Hawkins,  and  several  other  intcrpretQfs,  who  were 
instnictcd  to  state  whether  or  not  the  public  interpreter  did  his  duty. 
The  council,  fully  attended,  has  thus  appealed  to  our  magnanimity — 
an  appeal  which  never  can  be  unavailing,  when  addressed  to  citizens 
of  the  United  States.

Sir  :  I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  Georgia, 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  1st  instant, 
detiiiling  at  great  length  the  reasons  assigned  by  Hopoithle  Yeohola, 
and  oth^T  chiefs,  for  declining  the  proposition  of  the  Georgia  Com- 
missioners to  be  •<  examined  in  private."  No  such  requisition  as  tliis. 
Sir,  has  as  yet  been  made  ;  nor.  was  it  ever  intended.  The  wish  and 
request  of  the  Commissioners  was,  that  he,  together  with  other  chiefs, 
should  be  examined  separately  and  apart,  and  under  every  restriction 
and  safeguard  which  the  General,  the  Special  i^gent,  and  the  counsel 
for  the  Agent,  might  suggest. 

In  replying  further,  1  have  been  directed  to  say  to  you,  that  tlie 
Coramissionei-s  believe  the  statements  attributc<l  to  Hopoithle  Yc^hola 
\o  have  been  interpreted  to  you  in  the  manner  related.  But  that,  if 
the  Recording  Angel  was  to  make  such  a  statement,  as  coming  from 
hopoithle  Yeohola,  they  should  still  be  increduloiifi  and  of  little  faith. 
In- making  this  declaration,  they  wish  not  to  be  understood  as  intcn<|. 
ing  any  Insiyiuation  tlie  most  remote  against  tiie  majesty  of  him  who 
Bits  enthroned  in  justice,  wisdom,  and  truth,  and  who  they  believe  is 
«t  this  moment  taking  special  cognizance  of  tliQ  transactions  of  men  ; 
but  t«  convey  to  you  in  the  strongest  terms  the  utter  and  unavailable 
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attempt  to  imposo  such  statements  on  the  representatives  of  Greoi^^ 
as  the  unaided  effusions  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Cotlncil  of  tlie  Creek  na^ 
tion  of  Indians.  They  most  conscientiously  believe  that  every  per- 
son who  possesses  an  acquaintance  with  their  situation  and  capacities, 
and  who  would  bo  governed  in  their  opinions  and  belief  by  the  dic- 
tates of  truth  and  impartiality,  would  irresistibly  conclude  tliat  tiiis  * 
is  not  the  language  of  an  untutored  savage.  No,  Sir;  they  believe  it 
to  be  the  work  of  that  ^<  wily  and  perfidious  individual  whose  life  and 
character  have  been  too  much  diversified,  and  too  strongly  marked, 
to  make  him  a  fit  officer  of  public  trust  ;*'  of  him  who,  if  half  that  ia 
said  be  true,  is  the  most  corrupt  and  unprincixded  being  tliat  disgraces 
and  dishonor^ven  Indian-  society  ;  of  him  who^  it  is  said,  was  the 
failliful  inlot  to  Packenham's  army  in  their  advance  upon  New  Or- 
leans; who,  it  is  also  said,  was  the  commander  of  a  large  dotac4i« 
mcnt  of  Seminole  Indians  in  the  late  war,  and  aftei*wards  commanded 
a  celebrated  negro  fort  on  the.  ApalachicoLa,  at  the  close  of  the  war ; 
and  who,  to  cap  the  climax,  is,  at  this  time,  tlio  trustworthy  and  cmi&r 
dential  interpreter  of  your  Government.  And  this.  Sir,  is  the  imma- 
culate individual,  whose  vices  and  whose  crimes  are  proverbial^  who, 
imder  the  specious  pretext  of  an  Indian  talk,  is  licensed  to  abuse  in* 
disci'iminately  the  Government  of  Cteorgia^  its  public  functionaries, 
and  its  citizens.  From  i«uch  an  Administration,  and  such  Agents, 
may  we  speedily  obtain  a  happy  and  constitutional  deliverance.  1% 
is  due  to  the  Commissioners,  and  to  the  legitimate  authorities  of  (jeor- 
gia,  to  say  thus  much ;  and  not  from  any  respect  to  the  indiyiduaj 
who  is  the  subject  of  it :  for,  if  he  atone  had  been  iconcemed,  a  mo- 
ment's reflection  would  not  have  been  bestowed  on  him.  You  will  no 
doubt  think  the  remarks  concernjing  Mr.  Hambly  to  be  acrimonious. 
They  arc  nevertheless  deemed  just  and  necessary  to  a  vindication  of 
their  conduct,  and  the  respectable  citizens  of  our  much  beloved  State; 
upon  whom,  of  late,  copious  showers  of  slander  and  abuse  have  been 
gratuitously  and  wantonly  ponivd. 

An  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  Revjprend  L.  Compere.     A  pass- 
ing remark  will  suflSce  on  that  subject.      The  Commissioners  thin^* 
him  a  fit  associate  and  comi)anion  of  the  Interjireter  of  your  Govern- 
ment; and  they  are  confirmed  in  this  bplnion,  from  the  reflection  that 
lie  UtiH,  with  the  most  unblushing  efl*rontery,  made  public  a  statement 
relative  to  the  late  disturbances  in  Clie  Creek  nation,  which  he  refuses 
to  coHfirm  by  affirmation,  or  oatli— a  statement  with  which  trutli  has' 
no  connection.     And  they  are  justified  in  the  conclusion,  that,  when 
gentlemen  of  his  cloth  turn  hyjiocrites,  and  degrade  the  dignity  of  their 
ollire,  thry  become  the  most  mercenary  and  deceitful  revilersoftinith, ' 
regardless,  alike  of  every  moral  principle  and  every  sentiment  which 
bind,  govern,  or  iiifiuence  the.  conduct  of  pious  or  honest  men.     They 
nsk  pardon  of  the  ivvcrend  gr.nUeinan  fm*  not  assigning  him  an  hoiio- 
i-ary  I'juik  and  nicmbersJiip  in  the  dishonorable  purpose  of  misi-cpre- 
Hcntat ion,  defamation,  and  falsehcmd. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  j-emark,  that  no  offence  is  intended  yon 
in  this  reply.  They  wholly  disclaim  any  fcuch  wish  or  intention. 
Yonr  deportment  has  been  marked  with  more  courtesy  and  respecl 
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(ban  any  other  public  functionary  belonging  to  yx>ur  misstoiiy  with 
wbomthey  Itfive  transacted  business.  '

Gentlemen:  Your  comnHinication  of  this  date  is  now  before  me. 
't'he  remarks  which  I  submitted  to  ybu,  yesterday, -Were,  as  I  then  in- 
formed you,  <^  for  your  information  and  satisfaction  ;''  and  I  owe  itta 
Georgia  and  to  myself  to  say,  tliat  delicacy  would  have  prevented  me 
from  furnishing  tliose  remarks  had  you  not  urged  the  separate  (not 
private)  examination  of  certain  Chiefs,  after  they  had  positively  de- 
clined, in  presence  of  Colonel  Willian^son,  to  meet  you  oulof  counciL 

If,  in  using  the  expression  ^<  examined  in  private,'^  in  contradis- 
tinction to  examined  in  council,  i  did  not  convey  your  meaning,  I 
hope  you  will  pardon  me. 

In  replying  to  your  remarks  concerning  the  incapacity  of  Hopoith- 
leycohola,  1  cannot  but  express  to  you,  gentlemen,  the  pride  and^satis- 
faction  L  experience  in  being  afforde^l  an  opi^rtunity  of  offering  my 
feeble  testimony  to  the  independence,  frankiYess,  and  astonishing  na* 
tural  abilities,  which  so  eminently  distinguish  this  noble  warrior. 
There  can  exist  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the  extraordinary  powers  of 
his  comprehcHsive  mind.  I  have  seen  them  elicited  on  various  occar 
sion?,  through  the  medium  of  four  diffci*ent  Interpreters;  and  wit* 
nessed  by  men  of  talents  and  integrity. 

So  far  as  relates  to  Mr.  Hambly,  United  States'  Interpreter,  I  beg 
you  will  forgive  me  for  not  concurring  with  you  in  your  opinion,  l 
nave  no  reason  to  doubt  his  integrity  :  and  when  1  say  he  possesses 
the  confidence  of  Andrew  Jackson,  willi  whom  he  served  on  trying 
occasions,  1  offer  you  tliQ  highest  evidence  I  can  afford  of  his  integrity, 
at  least  so  far  as  he  was  concci'ticd  with  tlie  Seminole  Indians,  and  at 
New  Orleans. 

Of  the  correctness  of  his  interpt*etations  before  the  council,  I  will 
roer^  remark,  that  it  is  confirmed  by  the  testimony  of  four  Interpre- 
ters, one  of  whom  belongs  to  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  had  been  se- 
lected by  tiie  Georgia  Commissioners. 

I'he  im|K>rtance  of  my  ofticial  duties  prevents  me  from  replying 
more  fully  to  your  communication:  but,  wliilc  I  tender  to  you  my 
moat  i^)ectful  acknowledgments: for  the  complimentary  manner  in 
vrhioh  you  mention  my  deportment,  I  spurn  your  insinuations  against 
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tbe  General  Government;  under  wliich  I  have  thfe  honor  to  bold  a 
commission.

Maj,  Gen.  E.  P.  (Raines. 

Sir  :  We  have  tliis  evening  received  a  lejtter  from  Major  Butler, 
as  Aid-de-camp  and  Secretary  of  the  mission,  in  which  we  find  he  has 
made  a  mistake*  We  notice  it,  that  it  may  be  corrected.  Major  But- 
ler states,  that,  "  of  the  correctness  of  his  (Hambly's)  interpretations 
before  the  Council,  I  will  merely  remark,  that  it  ia  confirmed  by  the 
testimony  of  four  inter  pre  tei's,  one  of  wliom  belongs  to  the  Mcintosh 
party,  and  had  been  selected  by  the  Georgia  Commissioners.** 

In  tlie  employment  of  Benjamin  Hawkins,  (for  Ave  pi*esume  he  is 
tlie  one  alluded  to,)  as  ain  Interpreter,  we  must  positively  disclaim 
any  agency,  even  a  recommendation.  It  was  a  matter  about  which 
we  were  not  consulted;  and  the  first  intimation  wc  had  of  it,  was  your 
declaration^  at  the  time  you  were  about  entering  into  the  convei*satioR 
with  Little  Prince,  (and  iit  which  you  had  invited  us  to  attend,)  that 
**you  had  bi*ought  him  with  >ou  as  a  check  ujion  the  other  Interpre- 
ter.*' We  then  expressed  ourselves  satisfied  witlithe  arrangement  you 
had  made. 

Instead  of  answering  to  the  interrogatories  submitted  by  us  to  Ken- 
dal Lewis,  we  this  morning  received  ilie  interrogatories  themselves 
with  information  tliat  he  had  absented  himself.  We  are,  therefore, 
under  the  necessity  of  requesting  you  to  issue  an  oi-der  that  he  may  be 
brought  before  us  for  examination.  ^ 

Wc  wmild  be  glad  to  have  copies  of  tlie  talks  which  have  passed  be- 
tween yoi|rself  and  the  Indian  Council,  either  in  writing  or  which 
were  taken  down  by  Major  Buller,  that  we  may  be  able  to  lay  tliem 
before  the  Governor  of  Georgia.  As  Major  Butler  may  be  very  much 
engaged,  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Kenan,  will  take  great  pleasure  in. 
making  the  transcript,  and  he  will  only  have  to  subjoin  his  cei*tt|^te} 
after  he  has  examined  them.

You  say  that  I  was  mistaken  in  my  remark  that  one  of  the  Inter- 
preters (meaning  Hawkins)  ^^  had  been  selected  by  the  Georgia  CommiS' 
sioners.*^  You  acknowledge  that  you  expressed  your  satisfaction  with 
General  Gaines'  arrangement  of  using  Hawkins  as  a  check  upon  the 
United  States*  Interpreter ;  and,  in  your  communication  to  General 
Gaines,  of  the  1st  instant,  you  remark  :  «'  We  shall  olfject  to  Colonel 
Hambly  as  an  Interpreter :  we  shall  select  Ibiickins.*^ 

The  General  further  instructs  me  to  say  to  you,  that  Kendall  Lewis 
declared  to  him. that  he  knew  nothing  but  from  reports;  and,  if  hei 
has  refused  to  give  liis  testimony,  he  has  not  the  power  to  compel  him. 
That  the  authenticity  of  the  Indian  talks  having  been  denied  by  the 
Commissioners,  lie  deems  it  pfOper  tb  retain  them  until  they  caii  ht 
officially  promulgated :  and,  finally,  that  his  courtesy  having  been 
impeaclied,  notwithstanding  his  efforts  to  meet  tlie  wishes  of  the 
Georgia  Commissioners,  so  far  as  was  consistent  with  his  official  da^ 
ties,  he  thinks  it  proper  that  their  correspondence  should  cease*

(General  Gaines  to  the  Mcintosh  Partyt 

Head  Quarters,  Eastern  Department, 

Creek  J^gency^  July  3,  1825. 
Friends,  Ciiifeps,  and  ^IVarriors  :  I  have  seen  the*red  pedfile 
whom  you  sup])ose  to  be  your  enemies.  I  have  heai*d  them,  and  the  v 
evidence  they  have  offered  in  their  defence.  They  cot^i&t  of  the 
principal  chiefs  of  the  Muscogee  nation,  and  of  more  than  nine* tenths 
of  all,  the  chiefs  and  head  men  of  the  nation.  I  met  them,  in  council,  at 
the  Broken  Arrow,  the  usual  place  of  holding  the  great  National  Coun- 
cil. I.hav^  received  from  tliem  the  most  deliberate  assiii*pnce  of  their 
Willingness  and  determination  to  be  friendly,  and  to  be  just  to  you  and 
to  the  United  States.  They  assure  me  that  they  never  intended  to 
injure  you,  or  yo^r  property.  They  regret  the  necessity  which  they 
believe  existed  for  tlie  measures  they  adopted  against  those  chargdl 
with  violating  their  laws.  They  invite  ail  of  you  to  return  to  your 
homes,  and  to  live  in  peace  with  them^  as  one  family.  They  promise 
79 
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'you  protection  and  security  in  yoair  persons  and  propei*ty.  ^ourpro* 
perty  in  tlie  nation>  and  that  now  with  you^  will  remain  your  own^ 
Whatever  has  been  destroyed  or  taken  contrary  to  law,  will  be  re* 
stored  to  yotr^  or  paid  ibr  as  soon  as  it  can  be  ascertained ;  and  a 
reasoitable  trme  will  ber  allowed  to  those  who  have  borrowed  money 
from  the  National  Treasury,  to  reimburse  the  same. 

Assured  of  your  willingness  to  comply  with  the  just  and  pacific 
wishes  of  your  Father*  the  President,  and  to  prevent  a  ruinous  war, 
which  none  but  the  worst  of  imsrhief-makers  can  flesire,  f  have  to 
re^e^  yeil  to  meet  me  at  Marshall's  Ferry,  on  Flint  river,  on  Friday 
next,  wlien  I  will  cemmunicate  to  you  the  mcrasure?  taken  to  ensure  art 
^act  fjilfilment  of  all  the  promises  which  have  been  made  to  me  it^ 
yo«r  behalf,  and  for  your  subsisteitec  at  the  military  post  which  I 
shall  establish  in  the  nation.

Jtchtta^h  Tarty  to  General  Gahtes. 

9th  July  9  1^25, 

GKTTERAik :  Tour  talk  to-day  we  have  heard,  and  have  had  it  under 
consideration.  We  do  not  doubt  but  what  you  have  acted  agi*e«able 
to  your  instructions  fjx>m  tlie  President,  our  Father,  and  we  must  ex- 
press our  thanks  for  your  exertions  iiv  our  behalf.  We  a^  sorry 
that  there  was  a  necessity  for  our  leaving  our  bomesr  and,  if  every 
tiling  should  have  gone  on  as  it  ought  to  Iiave  done,  it  would  never 
have  been  the  case.  We  have  been  most  cruelly  imposed  on.  We 
were'  of  the  opinion,  when  we  wore  ti*eated  with  for  the  late  land,  that 
(he  President,  our  Father,  had  instructed  the  Commissioners  to  treat 
vcith  U9r  to  the  exclusion  of  others  of  the  Creek  nation  ;  and,  particu- 
larly, that  we  were  to  be  pixitected  from  the  encroachments  of  the 
whit^,  and  the  hostilities  of  all  others;  wltich  certainly  implied  the 
Indians  who  were  our  enemies  in  consequence  of  signing  the  late  trea- 
fy^^  When  we  signed  the  treaty,  we  calculated  to  move,  in  a  short 
time,  West  of  the  Mississippi;  but  now.  Sir,  in  consequence  of  tb» 
deat4i  of  that  man,  who  was  able,  and  had  wisdom  to  manage  for  u» 
h\  that  far  country,  we,  most  sincerely  protest  against  leaving  the 
oomitry,  inasmuch  as  that  saci*ed  promise  which  was  made  to  us^ 
that  of  protection  and  satisfaction  in  the  event  of  depredations  being 
committed,  has  been  most  cruelly  violated*  That  promise  was  the 
cause  of  our  agreeing  to  the  treaty,  with  tliat  of  being  moTed  peace- 
ably tor  a  fine  country.  This  promise  was  made  as  if  tliough  it  came 
Ifrom  the  President,  our  Father,  and  we  had  no  other  calculations. 

The  consideration  of  the  treaty,  as  we  viewed  it,  has  not  only  been 
violated  in  our  case,  but  in  many  instances.  Therefore,  wo  sec  that 
tlie  President,  our  Fatlier,  has  advised  measures,  and  you,  wbe  we 
&ave  ever^  confidence  in,  hav^  promised  that  those  measures  shall  be 
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taunplied  with.  We  shall  acquiesce  in  your  proposition.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  us  to  be  fumisiied  with  provisions  until  we  can  make 
them.  We  urge,  if  it  is  consistent  with  your  instructions,  that  such 
MS  those  who  have  families  and  stock,  be  permitted  to  draw  provisions 
for  a  number  of  days  together,  so  that  they  may  have  it  in  their  power 
to  take  care  of  their  property.  Their  situation  to  you,  probably,  is 
unknown.  Their  cattle  and  property  is  very  much  scattered,  of  Which 
it  will  take  some  time  for  us  to  gather  it  together^  We  further  beg 
leave  to  state  to  you,  that  we  have  no  desire  to  go  to  the  nation,  until 
your  troops  arrive,  and  arc  «tatiotted  at  the  post  designed  for  tiiem. 

It  will  be  very  inconvenient  for  us  to  get  provisions  from  Fort 
Mitchell.  It  will  be  tended  with  less  expense  to  the  Gk>vemment  for 
provisions  to  be  deposited  on  the  Chattahouchie,  in  different  places^ 
or  on  Flint  river :  for  there  are  a  number  of  our  people  who  have 
crops,  and  will  liberally  divide  with  us  who  have  none.  Therefore, 
we  request  that  you  will  make  a  small  station  of  your  tnM^s  some- 
where on  Flint  river,  and  one,  also,  high  upon  Chattahouchie  i:iver--»- 
say  at  General  Mcintosh's  Ferry.  It  wiU  not  bo  needed  very  long. 
On  taking  our  leave  of  you,  we  do  assure  you  that  no  hostilities  on 
our  part  are  intended  to  the  Indians  in  the  nation,  should  they  conti- 
mie  to  keep  the  promise  they  made  to  you.  You  are  re^uestc^  to  in- 
form our  Father^  the  President,  of  the  same ;  for  which  we  will  ever  b^^ 
Yoio*  most  humble  servants,  ice,

Sir  :  I  had-  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  first  instant^  this 
tnorning,  for  wliich  be  pleased  to  acce[>t  my  thanks. 

How  does  the  obstinate  refusal  to  remove,  consist  with  the  universal 
i:onsent  given  at  one  time  to  the  treaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Took-au-batchies,  or  witli  the  report  made  by  Ham- 
Uy  to  Co).  Williamson,  that  he  had  the  yea  or  nay  in  the  matter,  and 
by  the  authority  of  these  same  People,  f»r  the  placid  contentment  and 
good  fteling  for  Mcintosh  manifested  in  their  talk  to  Colonel  Lamar, 
&c.  ?  I  much  fear  this  ardent  love  ef  country  is  of  recent  origin. 
We  can  scarcely  believe  that  ttie  amor  patriaf  is  all  upon  tlie  one  side, 
and  that  side  the  hostile  one«  Will  you  not  be  afble  to  discover  in  the 
/<:ourse  of  your  investigation  that  every  thi|ig  had  been  said  and  done 
Jjy  ^hite  men  to  prejmlice  them  against  their  new  home  ? 

|t  is  indeed  a  pity  that  these  unfortunate  men  should  be  the  dupes  of* 
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^most  depraved  of  our  own  color,  and  so  far  the  dupes  as  to  be  made 
to  act  in  direct  repugnance  to  their  own  best  interests.  It  is  more  to  bo 
lamented  that  the  im|)ostors^ and  knaves  cannot  be  dragged  frmn  tlieip 
liiding  places  and  punished.  Presup)M)8ing  these  unhappy  People  to 
continue  blind  and  obdurate,  tlie  utmost  which  your  Government  can 
doy  in  thespiritof  magnanimity  and  forbearance,  will  be  to  rch'nquisU 
the  benefit  which  would  result  to  it  from  the  execution  of  the  treaty, 
and  guarantee  to  them,  for  their  permanent  home,  the  lands  Westof  tiie 
Georgia  line.  If  the  Qherokees  continue  to  conduct  themselves  in 
like  temper,  the  like  provision  may  be  made  for  them  ;  but  how  will 
this  accord  with  the  recent  policy  adopted  by  the  United  Sfates»  or 
with  the  substantial  and  lasting  interests  of  the  Indians  ?  In  every 
estimate  of  humanity,  it  would  be  better  that  this  deceitful  charm,  by 
"which  they  are  bound,  should  be  broken  and  dis{)elled ;  that,  after 
adjustment  and  reconciliation  of  differences,  the  entii*e  body  should 
niove,vwithout  sorrow,  to  the  country  allotted  to  them.-  1  am  perr 
suaded  that  no  effbrts  of  yours  will  be  unessayed  to  accomplish  thi^ 
most  desirable  and  holy  end — holy,  I  8?iy,  because  it  is  the  only  one 
which  can  consist  with  their  peace,  safety,  and  happiness. 

Pardon  me  for  throwing  out  these  hasty  and  desultory  reflections  ; 
they  have,  no  doubt,  presented  themselves  to  your  own  mind.  Pre- 
suming that  the  followers  of  Mclntoshj  who  almost  ei^clusivel^  occu- 
py the  Greorgia  lands,  will  remove,  and  that,  in  their  present  unsettled 
condition,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  them  to  do  s^  whilst  it  would 
save  the  United  States  the  expense  of  their  maintenance  and  8upx>ort 
latere,  I  would  feel  myself  obliged,  if  consistently  with  your  duty,  yoti 
would  ^ve  every  encouragement  to  such  dispositions.

General  Gaines  to  Governor  Troup. 

Head  Quaktbrs,  Eastern  Department, 

Flint  River  J  Jidy  10/A,  1825. 

Sir  :  The  excesssive  heat  of  the  weather,  added  to  tlie  many  iur 
conveniences  and  interruptions  which  I  have  daily  encountered  in  the 
course  of  my  visit  to  the  Creek  nation,  has  deprived  me  of  tiie  pleat 
sure  of  writing  to  your  Excellency  as  often  or  as  fully  as  I  have  been 
desirous  of  doing. 

I  have  now  the  honor,  without  entering  into  details  that  could  af- 
ford but  little  interest,  to  communicate  to  you  the  result  of  my  confer? 
ences  with  the  Indians. 

After  meeting,  in  this  State,  tlie  chiefs  of  tlie  Mcintosh  party,  and, 
at  Broken  Arrow,  those  of  the  opposite  pa^-ty,  and  hearing  their  re- 
spective statements,  with  the  evidence  for  and  against  eadi  party^  I 
have  urged  them  to  an  adjustment  of  differences ;  to  which  they  have 
iputually  assented,     ^fhe  Mc|ntos^  party  demanded  retaliation  for 
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flieir  fiaJlen  chiefs,  with  the  immediate  restoration  of  property  taken 
01*  destroyed.  Their  demands  were  founded  on  the  8th  article  of  the 
treaty  of  February  last,  which  promises,  on  our  part,  proteetion  to 
the  *^ emigrating  party/'  against  the  whites  kml  all  others;  which 
party  they  (the  followers  of  Gen.  Mcintosh)  assume  themselves  ex- 
clusively to  be*  Whether  this  provision  of  the  treaty  was,  or  was 
noty  intended  to  protect  the  Creek  Indians  against  themselves,  or  to 
protect  a  comparatively  small  part  of  them  against  the  main  body  of 
the  nation*  were  questions  which  I  was,  happily,  not  called  upon  to 
decide  ;  as,  in  the  event  of  hostilities  having  subsided,  my  instructions 
$imi>ly  required  me  to  make  peace  upon  just  principles,  and  to  require 
the  complainants,  as  well  as  the  opposiil^  pAi'ty,  to  abstain  from  acts 
of  i^etaliation  or  violence.  The  reputed  hostile  pai'ty  consists  of  all 
the  principal  chiefs,  and  of  nevktly  forty  niiie-ytieths  of  the  whole  of 
tlie  I'liUcDs,  headmen,  ^d  warriors,  of  the  nation ;  among  whom  1  re- 
cognized many  who  were  in  our  sorvice  during  the  late  war,  and 
jvho,  to  my  certain  knowledge,  have  been  for  twenty  years  past  (and 
I  think  they  have  been  at  all  times)  as  friendly  to  the  United  States 
as  any  of  our  Indian  neighbors  could  have  been  known  to  be.  1  met 
them  at  Broken  Arrow,  the  usual  place  of  holding  the  gi*eat  Council 
of  the  nation.  I  could  not,  tlierefore,  but  view  this  supposed  hostile 
party,  as  in  fact  and  in  truth,  the  Creek  nation,  and  altogether  free 
of  the  spirit  of  hostility  ascribed  to  them.  I  have  received  fi*om  them, 
in  council  assembled,  the  most  deliberate  assurance  of  their  determi- 
nation to  be  peaceable  and  friendly  towards  their  absent  people,  as 
lyell  as  towards  the  United  States. 

They  regretted  the  necessity  which  they  contend  existed  for  the 
8ti*ong  measures  they  adopted  against  General  Mcintosh,  and  others, 
who  tliey  affirm  forfeited  and  lost  their  lives,  by  having  violated  a 
well  known  law  of  tlie  Nation.  They  have  engaged  to  i*estore  all 
property  taken,  and  to  pay  for  all  that  has  been  destroyed,  contrary 
to  law  ;  and  they  have  promised  to  allow  a  reasonable  time  for  those 
who  have  borrowed  and  run  off  with  money  out  of  their  National 
Treasury,  to  reimburse  the  same.  The  council  sti-ongly  and  unani- 
moiisly  objected  to  the  late  treaty,  as  the  off^^pring  of  fraud,  entci-ed 
into  contrary  to  the  known  law  and  determined  will  of  the  Nation, 
and  by  persons  not  authorized  to  treat. 

They  refused  to  receive  an>  part  of  the  consideration  money,  due 
under  the  treaty,  or  to  give  any  other  evidence  of  their  acquiescence 
in  it.  In  conclusion,  they  expresi»ed  the  hope  that  their  white  friends 
would  pity  their  deplorable  condition,  and  would  do  them  the  justice 
to  reconsider  and  **undo  tliat  wliidi  has  been  wrongfully  done.** 

I  have,  pursuant  to  my  instructions  from  the  Department  of  War, 
endeavoi^  to  convince  the  Council,  but  without  success,  of  the  fal- 
lacy of  tlieir  objections  to  the  treaty,  and  to  dissipate  their  delusive 
hopes  that  it  can  ever  be  annulled.  1  have  assured  them  that,  in  all 
our  treaties  with  the  Powers  of  Europe,  as.  well  as  with  near  fifty  In- 
dian Nations,  there  has  not  been  one  instance,  to  my  knowledge,  of  a 
tr^ty  having  been  revoked  or  annulled,  after  being  didy  ratified,  ex- 
pept  by  the  free  consent  of  all  the  parties  to  it,  or  by  war. 
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I  yesterday  met  in  Councily  near  Joseph  Marshall's  Ferry,  th« 
Chiers  of  the  Mcintosh  party ,  and  communicated  to  them  the  propo- 
sition of  the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  to  wliich  they  have  acceded. 
They  promised  to  return  to  their  home9  as  soon  as  they  are  advised  of 
<he  arrival  of  the  United  States*  troops  ordered  from  Louisiana  and 
Pensacola  to  the  Creek  Agency,  at  Chattalioadiie.    The  chiefe  of  hoik 
parties  have  distinctly  and  solemnly  assured  me,  that  tiiey  will  re^ 
main  at  peace  with  each  other,  and  that  they  will,  in  no  case,  raise  an 
arm  against  the  citizens  of  the  United  States.     Under  these  circum-^ 
stances,  it  is  my  duty  to  notify  your  Excellency^  that  there  wSl  be  no 
occasion  for  calling  into  service  any  part  of  the  militia  or  vofmiteersr 
of  the  State  over  which  you  preside.     The  certificate,  of  which  I  en- 
close licrewith  a  copy^  marked  A,  added  to  the  dedarations  of  the 
chiefs  in  Council,  of  whcm  Joseph-  Murshall  was  the  principal  and 
interpreter,   pn>ve  that  your  Excellency  has  been  greatly  deceived 
in  supposing  that  the  Mcintosh  party  ever  consented  to  the  survey 
of  the  cedeil  Territory  being  coromenced  before  the  time  set  forth  iQ 
the  treaty  for  their  removal.     This  fact  giving  jaltogetiier  a  new  as- 
pect to  the  proposed  survey  of  the  land,  added  to  a  strong  conviction, 
on  my  mind,  that  the  attempt  to  make  the  survey,  would  be  a  {lositive 
violation  of  the  treaty,  and  will,  under  existing  causes  of  eqccitement, 
be  certain  to  produce  acts  of  violence  upon  the  persons  or  property  of 
iinofllending  Indians,  who  we  are  bound  to  protect;    it  becomes  my 
duty  to  remonstrate  against  the  surveys  being  commenced,  until  the 
Indians  shall  have  removed,  i^reeably  to  the  treaty.     1  cannot  doubt 
th^t  the  fact  disclosed  by  the  accompanying  certificate,  with  the  con- 
rwrrcnt  testimony  of  the  chiefs  in  council,  will  induce  your  Excellen- 
cy, without  hesitation,  to  flbaadoB  the  project  of  surveying  the  land,* 
before  the  month  of  September,  1 826. 

This  will  be  particularly  gratifying  to  me,  as  it  will  i*dieve  me  of 
the  painful  duty  of  acting,  not  in  concert  with  the  venerated  author- 
ities of  an  enlightened  and  patriotic  member  of  the  United  States,  tp 
whom  I  stand  pledged  by  every  principle  of  honor,  and  under  the  so- 
lemnity of  an  oath,  to  serve  thfrm  honestly  and  faithfully.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  note  of  this  date,  accompanied  by  acer* 
iified  copy  of  an  order  of  General  Gaines  to  yourself,  in  relation  to 
the  fund  intended  as  the  first  instalment  under  the  treaty  lately  con* 
eluded  with  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  llie  jDoromissioners  had 
received  from  the  Department  of  War,  instructions,  under  date  of  the 
18th  May,  to  hold  said  fund,  "if  it  had  not  been  paid  over  totlie. 
Chiefs,*'  subject  to  the  onler  of  General  Gaines.  Previous  to  the 
receipt  of  tins  communication,  however,  the  Commissioners  had  dis- 
bursed, of  the  fund,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  dolbrs.  These  disbursements  consist  of  moneys  advanced  to 
Chiefs,  who  were  on  the  eve  of  setting  out  to  explore  th«ir  contemplat- 
ed residence  beyond  the  Mississippi ;  to  the  Deputation  who  visitod 
Washington  City  after  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh.;  to  the  famOy  of 
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Mclntosli,  iramcdiatelj  after  his  death;  to  Chiefs  who  visited  A)illedg&< 
\ille,  in  May  ;  and  other  small  itemsy  as  per  account  shewn  you,  and 
to  he  returned  to  tJic  Treasury  Department 

The  halance  of  one  hundi-ed  and  ninety-one  thousand  thre«  hundred 
and  sixty  nine  dollars,  is  ready  to  he  passed  undet  the  oi'fler  of  Gen. 
Gaines  to  the  credit  of  the  War  Department 

In  making  this  transfer,  it  is  due  to  myself,  and  the  Bank  of  Au- 
gusta, that  the  understanding  which  has  heen  entered  into  between  us^ 
should  not  only  be  stated,  but  also  preserved.  The  fund,  as  remittedf 
was  in  a  Ti'easury  draft  ujwn  the  United  States'  Branch  Bank,  at 
New  York.  This  was  negotiated  at  the  Bank  of  Augusta,  under  the 
agreement  tliat  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  were  to  be  ])aid 
in  si>ecie,  or  bills  of  the  Bank  of  thf  United  States,  as  I  might  elect 
and  the  balance  in  bills  of  the  s|>ecie-paying  banks  of  this  State.  Keep- 
ing the  principle  of  this  nndet*standing  in  view,  the  Commissioners 
now  conform  to  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  oi-dcr 
of  General  Gaines. 

I'he  Commissioners  are  not  tenacimis  of  any  supposed  honor  or  pro- 
fit which  might  ai*ise  to  them  in  the  disbursement  of  this  fund,  but  in 
their  acquiescence  in  the  pr<»posed  arrangement  they  would  not  be 
considered  as  waiving  any  of  the  rights  or  obPigations  created  by  the 
ti-eaty.

This  is  to  certify  that  we  were  present  some  time  in  January  last, 
at  Major  Brodnax's,  in  the  town  of  Newnan,  when  General  Mclntosht 
Col.  Hawkins,  and  several  other  Indians  were  there  on  their  way, as 
they  stated,  to  Washington  city,  to  see  the  President  themselves,  for 
the  purpose  of  selling  their  land,  or  swapping  It  for  land  over  the 
Mississippi,  and  wished  Major  Bi*odnax  to  do  their  writing ;  that 
they  wanted  to  i*emonstrate  to  the  President  concerning  difficulties  in 
tlie  nation  ;  and  one  of  these  difficulties  was,  that  the  Indians,  under 
the  influence  of  the  Little  Prince  and  Big  Warrior  had,  some  time  be- 
fore  tliat,  met  in  the  Grand  Council  Square,  and  passed  a  decree  or 
law  to  kill  any  Indian  Chief  who  proposed  selling  land  to  the  Wliitcs. 
This  statement  we  particularly  heard  from  Gen.  Mcintosh  and  Col. 
Hawkins  ;  and  if  tliey  should  cffi^t  a  treaty -with  the  President,  they 
should  require  i>rotcction,  or  there  w  ould  be  considerable  dilBcultj 
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in  their  returning  to  their  homes,  and  these  were  reasons  why  they 

wished  to  go  on  and  see  the  President  themselves.

I  do  hereby  cei*tify,  that  I  was  in  Newnan  some  time  in  the  latter 
part  of  January  last,  when  Gen.  Wm.  Mcintosh,  Samuel  Hawkins, 
and  several  other  Indians  were  present,  and^  as  they  stated  to  me,  on 
their  way  to  Washington  City. 

After  getting  acquainted  with  Mcintosh  and  Hawkins,  (both  pf 
whom  spoke  the  English  language  well  enough  to  be  understood  per* 
fectly  well,)  Mcintosh  related  to  me  the  circumstance  of  the  Indians' 
edsign  to  kill  him  at  tlie  Treaty  Ground  at  Broken  Arrow,  which  but 
a  short  time  before  had  taken  place,  and  that  he  had  to  run  off  from  the 
treaty  gi*ound  in  the  night,  and  had  since  been  guarded  by  his  warriors. 
The  Indians  of  the  opposite*  party,  he  stated,  supposing  him  in  favor 
of  a  sale  of  their  lands.  General  Mcintosh  and  Hawkins  then  related 
to  me  that,  sometime  before  the  treaty  at  Broken  Ari*ow,  the  Indians 
opposed  to  the  treaty  had  met  in  the  Grand  Council  Square,  and  de- 
civ^ed  the  death  of  any  Chief  who  should  offer  to  sell  anyof  their  lands; 
and  both  stated  that  they  were  going  to  the  President,  and  would 
make  a  treaty  with  him,  if  the  President  would  protect  them  and  their 
people.

Major  Anirenvs  to  the  Secretary  of  JVar. 

City  of  Washington, 

Octoher  7th,  1825. 

Sm  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  certain  papers  marked  from 
No.  1  to  No.  3,  as  follows  : 

No.  I,  is  the  affidavit  of  Major  Samuel  Rockwellt  of  MHledge- 
i?illc,  Georgia^  Attorney  of  Colonel  John  Crowell,  the  Creek  Agent, 
which  shews  the  fairness  of  the  Indian  Agent,  in  the  manner  of  tak- 
injsr  his  testimony  in  the  late  investigation,  and  the  unfairness  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Georgia  towards  tlie  Agent,  as  exhibited  in  their 
manner  of  proceedings  and  taking  testimony.  &c. 

No  2,  is  an  original  letter  from  the  late  General  William  Mclo- 
tosht  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians,  addressed  to 
**  the  President  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Cherokee  Indians/' 
in  which  said  Mcintosh  attempts,  (ineffectually,)  to  bribe  said  Ross 
and  other  Cherokee  Chiefs,  to  betray  the  interests  of  their  nation. 
It  has  been  shewn,  conclusively,  it  is  thought,  in  the  general  report 
which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  that  said  Mcintosh 
betrayed  his  own  people^  and  it  is  believed,  this  document  will 
shew,  that  he  was  not  only  willing  to  betray  his  own  nation,  but  that 
be  bad  been  made  use  of  as  an  instrument  to  corrupt  the  Chiefs  of 
other  Indian  nations. 
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I  beg  that  those  documents  may  be  annexed  as  a  part  of  my  report^ 
dated  the  Ist  of  Augu'it,  at  Milledgeville. 

I  have  lately  understood,  that  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Georgia,  have  been  forwarded  to,  and  placed  on  file 
in  the  Department.  A  large  portion  of  these  reports  is  taken  up  io 
personal  accusations  against  Individuals,  the  undersigned  among  the 
number.  Having  made  a  public  reply  to  the  accusations  of  the  Com- 
missioners, I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  you  a  printed  copy  of  the 
same,  (No.  3,)  and  beg  that  it  may  be  placed  on  file  with  the  reports 
referred  to.  1  trust  your  Excellency  will  not  consider  this  an  unrea- 
sonable request^  when  it  is  recollected  how  intimately  the  character 
of  the  (government,  and  the  conduct  of  its  Agents  are  connected^ 
and  how  painful  it  would  be.  to  one  of  its  Agents,  (conscious  of  rec- 
titude,) to  know,  that  injurious  allegations  were  on  file  against  him, 
(to  be,  perhaps,  hereafter  referred  to,)  without  his  having  the  privi- 
lege of  filing  a  reply^  to  accompany  them.

The  Statfitntnt  of  Samuel  RockwelU 

The  undersigned  states,  that  he  was  engaged  as  Counsel  for  Colo- 
nel  Crowell,  in  the  investigation  of  the  charges  preferred  against 
him  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  and  in  that  capacity  he  reduced  to 
writing  the  testimony  of  the  following  witnesses  in  behalf  of  Colonel 
Jiihn  Crowell,  in  wliich  he  preserved,  in  most  instances,  the  very 
words  of  the  witnesses,  in  all  the  ideas  they  intended  to  convey,  viz  : 
William  Han^bly,  John  and  Andrew  Berryhill,  L.  B.  Nicliol/s,  Ly- 
sander  Burwick,  Lewis  Wynn,  Samuel  Srclls,  William  Lett,  Jesse 
Wall.  James  Randell,  Enoch  Johnson,  NImrod  Doyle,  Drury 
Spain,  John  Buchanan.  Joseph  Dardage,  John  H.  Brodnax,  John 
Winslett,  and  Luther  Blake.  During  the  examination  of  the  fore- 
going witnesses.  Colonel  Crowell  did  no  moi*e  than  suggest  to  his 
counsel  the  points  to  which  he  desired  the  examination  to  be  direct- 
ed. Written  and  verbal  instructions  were  given  to  one  or  more  of 
the  gentlemen  composing  the  Commission  on  the  part  of  the  State 
of  Georgia,  to  be  present,  and  cross-examine  the  witnesses  above 
named,  except  Burdick,  Buchanan,  and  Blake.  The  examination 
of  those  three  witnesses  were  taken  after  the  Commissioners  bad 
left  the  nation. 

On  the  2d  of  July  last  the  undersigned«  at  the  request  of  Colonel 
Crowell.  presented  a  paper  containing  sundry  interrogatories  to  be 
answered  by  Colonel  Williamson,  one  of  the  Commissioners*  a  copy 
of  which  has  been  furnished  Major  Andrews*    Colonel  Williamson 
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read  them  over;  stated  that  he  would  answer  them  ;  but,  on  the  4th 
July,  tHO  days  afterwards,  he  addressed  to  the  undersigned  a  letter 
which   accompanies  the  evidence  furnished   Major  Andrews,   and 
the  answer  of  Colonel  Crowell  is  also  furnished,  refusing  to  answer 
the  interrogatories.     As  counsel   for  Colonel  Croweil,  the  under- 
signed requested  to  see  the  evidence  taken  by  two  of  the  Commis- 
sioners in  Alabama,  which  request  was  refused,   with  the  remark, 
that  neither  Colonel  Crowell,  nor  his  counsel,  could  see  any  testimo- 
ny to  the  examination  of  which  he  had  been  invited.    The  correspon- 
dence  on  the  subject  of  their  invitation  to  take  the  testimony,  has 
been  furnished  Major  Andrews.    Tiie  facts  contained  in  'Colonel 
CrowelPs  letter,  replying  to  one  giving  the  invitation  to  take  the  tes- 
timony of  Lewis,  and  others,  are  substantially  true  as  therein  stat- 
ed ;  and  in  relation  to  the  distance  to  Lewis'  from  Princeton,  it  is  26 
niiles,  from  information  received  ;  and  from  the  time  the  letter  was 
received  by  Colonel  Crowell,  to  the  time  fixed  fortlie  taking  tlie  tes- 
timony, but  four  hours  intervened.    The  undersigned  had,  previous 
to  the  two  Commissioners  setting  out,  apprised  one  of  them,  verbal- 
ly^   of  Colonel  Croweil's  intention  to  take  testimony  at  Princeton, 
near  Broken  Arrow,  the  next  day,  after  the  breaking  up  of  the  Coun- 
cil.    The  evening  upon  which  this  notice  was  given,  the  two  Com- 
missioners departed  in  the  direction  to  Lewis',  and  the  next  morning 
the  notice  was  received  of  their  intention,  as  before  stated.    Taking 
into   view  the  shortness  of  the  time,  the  previous  notice  from  the 
undersigned,  he  was.  and  is  yet  of  the  opinion,  that  an  intention 
was  manifested  to  prevent  Colonel  Crowell  from  exercising  the  pri- 
vilege of  cross-examination  according  to  the  mode  usually  pursued, 
and  to  the  extent  which  the  words  cross-examination  imply;    From 
the  manner  of  the  witnesses  making  their  statements,  and   answer- 
ing the  questions  propounded  to  them,  the  undersigned  does  not  be- 
lieve  it  would  have  been  in  any  person's  power  to  have  induced 
them  to  have  swerved  from  the  truth.     In  every  instance,  before  the 
witness  was  sworn,  his  testimony,  as  taken  down,  was  read  to  him 
.  (the  witn**^s)  slowly  and  distinctly,  and  where  alterations  were  de- 
sired by  the  witness,  they  were  made  in  conformity  to  his  desire. 
There  are  many  interlineations,  erasures,  and  obliterations,   in  the 
several  affidavits  made  by  the  undersigned ;  they  were  all  made  before 
the  signing  by  the  witnesses,  and,  before  they  were  sworn,  and  in 
every  instance,  the  witness  was  apprised  of  the  alteration. 

The  undersigned  noticed  a  circumstance  connected  with  this  inves- 
tigation, and  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
'Which  relates  to  the  refusal  of  Kendall  Lewis  to  be  examined.  This 
man  was  summoned  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners.  When  the 
examination  was  about  to  proceed  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners, 
Colonel  Jourdan  presented  a  paper  which  he  desired  Lewis  to  sign. 
The  undersigned  read  the  paper  to  him  ;  it  purported  to  be  a  refusal 
on  his  part,  to  be  examined,  alleging,  that  the  security  of  himself, 
property,  and  family,  required  that  he  should  not  give  testimony 
against  Colonel  Crowell,    After  it  was  read,  he  said  he  had  never 
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heard  of  it  before,  .and  had  said  no  such  thing.  Upon  its  being  re- 
marked by  General  Gaines,  and  also  by  Major  Andrews,  that  tbej 
would  protect  him,  and  to  state  all  he  knew,  Lewis  replied,  that  be 
knew  nothing  for  or  against  Colonel  Croweil.  Much  other  conrer- 
sation  passed,  and,  finally,  he  took  the  interrogatories  (which  the  un- 
dersigned desired  to  see,  but  which  was  refused  by  the  Coromission- 
erst)  to  answer  them,  and,  it  is  understood,  did  answer  them.  Wheth- 
er he  ever  gave  them  to  the  Commissioners  or  not,  the  undersigned 
does  not  know.  It  is  also  said,  in  the  report,  that,  when  the  Com- 
missioners were  invited  to  cross-examine,  they  attended,  and  found 
the  statement  of  Hambly  already  drawn  up.  Now  they  were  invrt- 
ed  two  or  three  times,  or  at  least  one  of  the  Commissioners,  to  the 
examination  of  this  witness,  with  others,  and  the  reason  why  more 
than  one  invitation  was  given  in  this  particular  instance^  was,  that, 
in  a  conversation  with  Colonel  Williamson,  the  undersigned  had  in- 
formed him  that  Hambly  had  implicated  him  (Williamson.)  This 
was  after  the  first  notice  of  the  intention  to  examine  H>imbly.  Col. 
W  illiamson  then  expressed  a  desire  to  be  present  when  he  wKs  sworn, 
in  which  desire  he  was  gratified.  A  portion,  and  it  la  beiieved  all 
the  Commissioners  attended,  and  were  present  wlien  Srelis,  Hambly, 
and  one  or  two  others  wei*e  sworn,  although  two  of  them,  as  ap- 
pears from  their  letter,  manifested  a  disposition  to  decline  attending 
at  Colonel  Crowell's  quarters,  although  the  buildings  were,  at  the 
same  time,  in  the  occupation  of  several  besides  Colonel  CrowelU 

On  the  4th  of  July  last,  at  the  request  of  Colonel  Croweil,  the 
undersigned  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Commissioners,  expressing  his 
desire  to  have  the  witnesses  w^ho  were  examined  befoi*e  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Legislature,  re-assembled  at  some  convenient  place,  and, 
at  9n  early  day,  to  enable  him  to  examine  them.  This  letter  was 
delivered  on  the  day  of  its  date;  a  copy  is  also  furnished  Major  An- 
drews. No  answer  was  ever  returned,  or  any  notice  taken  of  its 
contents.

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I  will  make  the  United  States'  Commissioners  give  you  two  thousand 
dollars,  A.  McCoy  the  same,  and  Charles  Hicks  three  thousand 
dollars,  for  present  and  nobody  shall  know  it ;  and  if  you  think  the 
land  wottlden  sold,  I  will  be  satisfied.  If  the  land  should  be  sold,  I 
will  get  you  the  amount  before  the  treaty  sign ;  and  if  you  get  any 
friend  you  want  him  to  received,  they  shall  receive.  Nothing  more 
to  Inform  you  at  present.

GEORGIA  AND  CREEK  AFFAIRS. 

Tothe  Editor  of  th£  NatumalJournal. 

Sib  :  I  observe  in  your  paper  of  the  6th  instant  the  three  reports 
^^of  the  Commissioners  who  represented  Georgia  at  the  late  confer- 
ences with  the  Creek  Indians."  These  reports  were  published  some 
time  in  Jast  month  in  the  National  Intelligencer  i  I  was  then  confined 
to  bed  with  a  bilious  fever,  and  unable  to  answer  them.  They  relate 
chiefly  to  matters  of  a  public  nature,  on  most  of  which  I  too  have 
made  reports — not  based,  however,  on  the  same  kind  of  foundation  : 
mine  are  sustained  hy  evidence^  which,  I  trust,  will  be  considered  as 
full  and  satisfactory  on  every  \\o\ni  on  which  it  touches.  Those  of 
the  Georgia  Commissioners  appear  to  rest  solely  on  their  veracity  or 
assertions^  which,  unfortunately,  (where  those  gentlemen  are  person- 
ally be^t  known,)  is  not  a  matter  of  boastfulness  among  their  neigh- 
bors. The  reports  verify  the  prediction  which  I  made  in  a  letter  to 
bis  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  that  "the  pursuit  by  the 
authorities  of  Georgia  was  to  be  transferred  from  the  Indian  to  the 
Special  Agent  of  the  Government."  It  is  not  my  intention  to  enter 
into  a  discussion  of  any  public  matters  referred  to  in  the  documents 
in  question.  Indeed,  having  handed  in  my  reports,  I  am  not  at  li- 
berty to  allude  fully  or  particularly  to  them,  until  they  have  been 
made  puhlic  by  the  Government.  But,  the  Commissioners  of  Geor- 
gia, having  thought  proper  to  asperse  my  character,  as  a  man,  by 
impugning  my  impartiality  or  fairness  as  an  Agent,  I  feel  called  on 
to  answer  so  much  of  their  reports  (which  have  been  industriously 
circulated  through  the  newspapers)  as  relates  tg  me  personally.    It 
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^as  not  my  with  to  have  a  controversy  with  those  i^ntlemen,  but  as 
they  have  made  an  attack  on  me,  which  was  uncalled  for*  and  un- 
warranted bj  truth  or  fairness,  they  shall  not  find  me  backward  in 
repelling  their  aspersions.  In  doing  so,  it  may  become  my  duty  tp 
show  thatt  if  they  are  ever  moved  by  the  workings  of  conscience, 
they  must  hereafter,  in  their  moments  of  reflection,  look  to  (be  re- 

Grts  which  I  am  about  to  notice  as  the  record  of  their  own  misconduct 
y  reply  will,  from  its  nature,  like  most,  if  not  all,  personal  publi- 
cations, be  of  a  harsh  character:  but  that  harshness  will  be  found  in 
the  matter  or  facts  it  contains,  and  not  in  its  language. 

I  will  first,  acting  on  the  defensive,  notice  the  aspersions  of  the 
Commissioners  in  the  order  they  present  themselves  in  their  reports : 
I  will  then  essay  to  put  the  Commissioners,  themselves,  to  the  wall, 
that  they  may  have  a  fair  opportunity  of  showing  their  dexterity  in 
getting  from  it 

Their  first  insinuation  is  contained  in  the  first  part  of  the  second 
para^^raph  of  the  first  report,  as  follows :  **  From  the  anxiety  of  tbe 
Special  Agwt,  Major  Andrews,  to  satisfy  the  mind  of  the  Little 
•  Prince  as  to  the  suspension  of  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  we  feft 
anxious  forebodings  that  we  need  not  expect  to^nd  in  him  a  man  who 
sought  only  to  extend  impaKial  justice  to  the  accused.^' 

The  explanation  of  this  aspersion  will  be  found  in  the  following 
brief  statement :  General  Gaines  held  a  preparatory '<  talk''  with 
the  head  of  the  Creek  nation,  I  think,  the  day  before  he  met  the  nation 
in  council.  I  requested  the  General,  in  that  interview,  to  make 
known  to  the  Little  Prince  the  fact  of  the  Agent's  suspension,  and 
to  explain  the  causes  which  produced  it.  This  was  of  course  neces- 
sary,  from  a  regard  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Government ;  for 
the  information  of  the  Indian  nation ;  and  injustice  to  the  Indian  Agent 
and  his  accusers.  The  Commissioners  have  not  had  tbe  effrontery  to  as- 
sert that  any  thing  was  stated  to  the  Little  Prince  which  was  not  strict-^ 
ly  true  and  correct ;  they  merely  complain  of  my  anxiety  *•  to  satisfy 
the  mind  of  the  Little  Prince  as  co  the  suspension  of  the  Agent,  Coli 
Crowell."  After  this  explanation,  1  deem  comment  on  thia  point 
altogether  unnecessary. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  same  paragraph,  the  Commissioners  insin- 
uate that  I  improperly  withheld  my  opinion  when  appealed  to  by  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Compere,  and  the  Commissioners,  as  to  the  absolute 
necessity  of  his  making  oath  to  the  evidence  which  the  Commissioii- 
ers  had  demanded  of  him.  I  was  not  the^  keeper  of  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Compere's  conscience,  or  of  that  of  any  other  clergyman  or 
gentleman :  and,  having  never  made  theology  a  profession*  I  did  not 
consider  myself  capable  of  arguing  a  learned  divine  out  of  a  reli- 
gious scruple  or  prejudice.  If  the  Commiasioners  intend  to  complain 
that  I  would  not  use  force  to  compel  that  Reverend  gentleman  to  do 
what  his  conscience  dictated  to  him  he  ought  not  to  do,  they  should 
recollect,  that,  so  far  from  possessing  that  power  myself,  it  was  not 
in  the  Government  even  which  had  delegated  to  me  all  tlie  little  au« 
thority  I  possessed  us  its  Agent    This  complaint  is  so  futile,  that  I 
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'cftfi  see  but  one^tbiD^  proved  in  it  by  the  Coromiisaidners;  whidi  ia^ 
that  4bey  had  rio  just  accusations  to  make  against  me,  and  were, 
tirarefore^  compelled  to  resort  to  such  charges  as  that  now  referred 

'  to.  The  official  correspondence  between  the  Commissioners  and  my- 
self, (copies  of  which  are  annexed,)  v/i(\  throw  further  light  on  this 
charge  against  me,  as  well  as  others.  Ttie  Commissioners  can  best 
tell  why  this  dorrespondencc  was  withheld  from^ubUcation  in  giviBg 
their  re|Mirts  pubPicity. 
In  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the  same  report,  other  insiiruations  are 
*  mysteriously  made  as  to  an  alleged  suggcstiorf  of  nune  to  General 
Gaines,  that  the  interrogaWies  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  Indians 
6ho4ild  be  submitted  for  my  examination  before  they  were  put  to  the 
Indianis.  These  insinuations  are  perversions  of  truth.  General 
Oaines  can  bear-witness  that  t  never  made  such  a  suggestion  to  hio}* 
I -did  suggest  that  aU  interrogatories  put  to  the  Indians  (whether  by 
the  ComnMssion^rsor  myself)  opglit  to  be  in  writing,  that,  through 

.  ttteir  clerks,  they  might  have  an  opportunity  of  giving  th^ir  answers 
in  writing,  and,  in  that  way«  both  the  interrogatories  and  answers 
might  be  placed  on  record,  a^d  beyond  the  possibility  of  misappre- 
hension  or  misrepresentatien.  The  misrepresentations  and  distor* 
taonsof  fact»  which  have  been  since  committed  by  the  Qtmmission- 

.erSf  show  the  propriety,  and,  indeed  necessity,  of  that  suggestion^ 

In  the  sixth  paragraph,  of  the  same  report,  tl|ey,  for  the  second 
time,  myst&riousiy  allude  to  my  being  found  at  tbe  house  of  the  mis- 
sionary, the  Reverend  Mr.  Smith.  This  <)fiending  on  my  part  (be- 
ing found  in  the  house  of  a  clergytnan)  will  bo  fully  explained  when 
I  state  a  fact,  (well  known  to  the  Commissioners,)  that  I  lodged  and 
boarded  there;  and  that  the  room  they  say  I  was  in,  was  that  which 
i  used  for  my  bedroom^  office,  and  parlor*  They  assert  that  the 
Attorney  of  Colonel  Crewell  was  in  the  room  with  me  when  they  en- 
tered the  house :  -this  may  be-  tbe  laet,  -  although  my  present  impres- 
sion ia,  that  it  was  the  Rev.  Mr.  Compere  who  had  paid  me  a  visit. 
That  the  door  of  the  room  was  closed,  as  they  assert,  I  think  is 
quite  probable,  if  not  certain — because  that  door  opened  into  a  gen- 
eral family  parlor  in  constant  use,  and  because  the  room  I  was  in 
yras  occupied,  as  I  have  stated,  as  my  bed-chamber,  as  well  as  office. 
That  i  was  frequently  in  conversation  with  the  Attorney  of  Colonel 
Orowell  is  also  quite  certain,  because  I  was  necessarily  compelled  to 

.  have  a  constant  interoourae  with  hfrai  en  the  btwiness  which  earned 
us  both  to  tb^  nation.  They  might  have  added,  with  truth,  that  I  w^ 
filSequtotly  in  conversation  with  tfie  Agent  himself.  ^  I  offer  these 
mysterious  allusions  of  the  Commissioners  to  circumstances  which 
they  ktttw  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  and  of  a  perfectly  negative 
.  Md  infmcent character,  as  an  additlenal  evidence  that  they  had  it  not 
in  their  power  to  make  a  just  allegation  against  me. 

In  the  4th  paragraph  of  the  3d  report,  that  of  Colonels  Jourdan 
and  Williamson,  they  refer  to  my  letter  to  CoK  Cro well,  suspending 
him  from  the  exercise  of  liis  functions,  as  evidence  of  the  Agent's 
^ocliaving  beeo  pr^j^dged.    As  the  Commissioners  are  courteous 
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e«eu^  on  tiifo  occtsion  to  admit  that  letter  to  be  gA>d  e?idei)cc  m 
anx  pointy  I  wiH  reciprocate  that  courtesy  by.  an  acknowledgment 
tliat  that  letter  does  ftirnish  evidence  of  the  Agent's  case  bavin^  bfen 
pngndged :  there  i8»  however,  a  material  difference  of  opinion  be^ 
tween  the  Commissioners  and  myself  as  to  the  authorities  by  whldi 
tbat  prejudgment  was  committed. 

I  baye  tbos  gone  <thrQOgh  the  tangible  charges  ma^e  ag^titsl  me 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Georgia,  who,  I  presome^  have  |n*eferred, 
teem,  having  none  of  a  n»ore  manly  eharacter  to  offer,  f  sbatt  sdw 
laabe  some  statements^  from  which,  if  they  are  credited,  it  may  be 
inferred,  that*  if  these  charges  had  been  triie^  they  ou^ht  not  tab^ 
credited  on  the  assertions  of  those  gentlemen  where  tbc^  Are  Mt 
kiiown»  and  that  they  letU  not  be  credited  ott  their  assertions  wfaei'- 
ever  they  are  personally  known  to  the, public. 

The  commission  appointed  to  aid  Gieiieral  Gaines,  and  to  take 
all  tte  troable  and  all  my  little  labors  off  my  bands,  consisted  of  the 
following  gentlemen,  who  I  sbalLtake  the  liberty  of  presenting  ta 
the  public  in  a  proper  manrler,  vis  :  CofeneU  Seabora  Jones,  war^ 
ren  Jourdan,  William  H.  Torrance,  and  William  W.  WiHiamaoi^ 
Commissioners ;  Captain  J.  S.  Thomas^  and  Captain  William  Bow- 
en,  aa  <*  Marshals  ;**  and  Mr.  Kenan,  the  Clerk  of  the  Commiaaion. 

Colonel  Seaborn  Jones,  who  is  the  Aid-<le-tJarap  of  his  EifceltpDcy' . 
the  Governor  of  Georgia,  is  all^ady  known  to  the  {wblic,  as  the  gen- 
tleman wh(t  gave  a  certtfi^'a^te  of  certain  remarks  alleged  to  have  beeii 
made  by  Mr.  Wirt  $  which  remarks.  hp\\^ever»  appear  (nnfartunately 
for  the  veracity  of  tlie  Colonel)  never  to  Bave  been  uttered.  He  is 
Considered  as  a  general  <' certificate-man.''  who,  in  the  abaenceof . 
other  tcsUmony.  will  always  bo  ready  to  give  bis  certificate,  oir  iiake 
a  rtport,  whenever  the  interests  of  the  pi^iticai  party  to  which  he  ia 
attached  are  in  jeop^y.  This  gentleman  has  been  publicly  accu^ 
vith  sundry  acts,  which  arc  not  calculate. te  establish  fhr  him  a  higb 
character  for  veracity  or'  honor.  '  He  has  been  accas^  of  bavio^ 
purchased,  in  a  private,  improper  manner,  certain  j^sonal  p4roplert|)F 
of  a  man  in  distress,  which  was  liable  to  executions  hpTd  by  bimseit 
as  an  attorney »  and,  in  that  way,  appropriating  to  hioiself  property 
ivhich  slioold  have  beefi  held  to  the  uses  of  his  clients^  He  has  been, 
convicted  of  having  taken  a  double  fee  in  the  same  thtere^  io  disptUe^  . 
one  of  each  party.  HeHias  been  accused  of  ^obtaiidf^th^^c^atrol  of 
an  execniion  on  false  pretences^  and  attem|kia|^  knowihglyv  to  re- 
cover a  debt  tv^ice,  for  his  own  use.  He  has  been  chai*giMl  Witfa  aH 
this  ^*  professional  treachery''  hf  a  Xellowr  meniber  of  the  bar,  y  gen* 
tlemao  of  property  and  high  standing,  and  has  never  vindica^ted  buit 
character  in  a  proper  manner  from  it.  The  belkf  ia  tbeir'*lMlfc  at 
his  hoi^e,  *  (Milledgevilie,)  is  so  ^reat,  that  he  was  i^eeted-l^*  tbfe 
People  as  a  candidate  for  the  Legislature.     ^    . 

Col.  W.  W.  Williamson  stands  convicted,  (itt  the  evidMca  lltaldl 
accompanies  my  report  to  the  Govemment^y  by  the  ta|tiaonyr  ot-im^ 
merous  witnesses^  of  being  an  active  iasteament  in  the  hiibds  d  tbb 
Commissioners  who  made  the  Jate  treaty,  in  atteQqjjing  JOb  i|ii^ 
various  persons  to  betray  their  duty  and  horinr.  Jtfe  Is  shown tb  bi^ 
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offoped:  a  bribe  of  8  8,000  to  the  tTnited  States'  Interpreter,  if  hose 
cbahictor  he  has  since  endeavored  to  destroy,  to  prevent  an  exposure 
if  bis  own  corruption.     He  is  shown  by  the  evidence  to  hav«  been 

{aid  a  thousand  dollars  for  his  services,  and  to  have  received  twenty- 
ve  or  thirty 'thousand  dollars  of  the  United  States*  funds  placed  ia 
the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  who  made  the  tr^aty^  and  to  have 
been  engaged^  with  that  money,  e^r  since,  in  speculating  on  negroes' 
as  a  common  negro  trader*  Such  is  the  opinion  of  this  man's  cba>- 
racter  where  he  resided,  and  was  best  known,  that  tlie  Grand  Jury 
of  Twiggs  county  Superior  Court,  in  March  term,  1822,  discredited 
liis  affiuavit,  and  pronounced  the  bill  which  he  attempted  to  sustain 
^y  that  affidavitj  '*  no  bill,"  malicious  prosecution.  I  subjoin  th6 
ai^davits  of  John  l^inslett,  Lenf)nel  B.  Nicholls,  and  J.  H.  Campt»eil» 
to  show  the  character,  habits^,  and  temper^  of  this  one  of  the  Com- 
IDissiqners.    ~ 

(Joionel  W.  H.  Torrance.  This  gentleman  has  been  convicted, 
within  about  a  year,  by  a  sentence  of  the  Court  of  the  place  in  whidi 
he  resides.  (Miltodgeville,)  of  a  disgraceful  slander,  and  a  conslder*- 
able  fine  imposed  by  the  sentence  of  the  Court  as  a  punishment. 

Col.  Warren  Jourdan.  This  gentleman  has  been  accused,  before 
t^e  publM;«  of  having  screened  a  notorious  smuggler,  wh6  had  been 
iengaffed,  during  the  late  war,  in  smuggling  a  large  quantity  of  blan*- 
kets  into  Georgia  fcom  Amelfa  Island.  Tlie  accusation,  which  was 
tnade  by  his  neighbor,  a  man  of  high  standing  In  society,  has  never 
been  repelled  ;  and  was  so  far  sustained  by  his  fellow  citizens,  as  to 
cause  bim  to  be  rejected  as  a  candidate  for  the  Legislatore.  I  regret 
itfaat  the  attack  of  tins  gentleman  on  myself  has  compelled  me,  in 
showing  their  want  of  character  and  credit,  to  aliudeto  a  circumstance^ 
the  mention  of  which,  I  understand,  gives  him  as  much  uneasines^^'IM 
did  the  mention  to  Sancho  Patiza  of  his  blanketing  at  the  tavern. 

Captains  Bowen  and  llioipas,  tliQ^two  Marshals,  are  already 

\nown  to  the  fmblic.   By  rererence  to  the  report  o'f  Mr.  Wirt  (maoe 

•In  1822)  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  iii  the  case  of  General 

p.  B.  Mitchell,  the  former  Indian  Agoat  for  the  Creek  nation,  (tVho 

was  convicted  of  having  smuggled  between  one  and  two  hundred 

iUrican  negroes  into  the  Indian  nation  f^*om  Amelia  Island)  it  will 

Wseeit  that  these  two  gentlemen,  who  were  his  deputies  in  office^ 

%ere  the  instruments  of  General  Mitchell  in  introducing  those  negroes 

into  the  nation.     It  will  be  there  seen,  that  Captains  Bowen  and 

T^oinas  were  the  persons,  by  whom  the  negroes  w^re  obtained,  and 

^rried  into  the  Indian  nation.    General  Mitchell   was  dismissed, 

op  that  report,    from  office ;  and  Captains  Bowen  and  Thomas 

compelled  to  leave  the  nation.     Captain  Thomas  Is  now  living,  or 

Connected  in  business,  with  General  Mitchell,  to  whom  he  is  related  j 

nnd  Captain  Bowen  has  been  shown,  by  the  exposures  of  the  Assistant 

Indian  Agent,  Captain  Triplett,  to  bare  been/ of  late,  engaged  in 

cBTortS  i^  counteract  tjie  measures  of  General  Gaines  in  the  Creek 

Y^atinn.     Jt  was  Bowen  who  wrot^  tlie  correspondence  signed  with 

tl^^ameof  Gen.  Mcintosh,  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  relating  to 

|temissi6|i.to  make  a  survey  of  the  landi^  acquired  by  the  late  treaty. 
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Mr.  Kenanf  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Gonraiissioiiera)  w  &r 
M  I  observed,  or  learned  any  thing  of  his  character  or  coi)(Ii/ct»  is  a 
young  gentleman  of  capacity  and  merity  who,,  at  the  same  lime  that 
lie  dischargt^  bis  duty  to  the  Board  and^the  Stats  of  Georgia,  con- 
ducted himself  ^8  a  gentleman  towards  atl  those  who  had  occasion  to 
have  any  intercourse  with  bim.  '- 

I  have  thus  attempted  to  show,  in  taking  a  view  of  their  individual 
characterAi  the  decree  of  credibility  which  should  be  accorded  to  tbe 
Coitimtssioners  of  Georgia^  who  have  attempted,  on  the  weight  of  their 
a8serimL$  or  veradty  (Uone^  to  derame  the.  character  of  Gie»eral  GaiMs, 
Ihe  Reverend  Gentlemen  resk|ing  as  Missionaries  in  the  IndUu  tBation» 
•and  myself.  I  shall  next  allude  to  certain  private  acts  of  those  gen- 
tlemen^ to  show  their  charact^^and  conduct  as  a  Board  of  PubKc  0&- 
«rs*  -         ^ 

Whilst  the  Commissioners Vere  in  the  Indian  nation^  ii  was' made 
|»l«Wfi  to  the  Acting  Agent,  Captain  Triplctf,  that  a  quantirjr  ot 
wbiakey  bad  been  clandestinely  iatrodaced  (through  the  woods,  and 
at  nighty)  into.a  back  building  in  the  rear  of  the  houses  at  Priocetony 
near  the  Indian  Council.  As  the  sale  or  distribution  of  liquor  is  al- 
ways prohibited  in  the  neighborhood  of  an  Indian  Council  in  session, 
the  Acting  Agent  bad  the  whiskey  thrown  out  bf  the  vessel  whicb 
contained  it.  Whilst  the  Agent  was  present  superintending  those 
ordered  to  perform  this  duty,  the  slave  serva;nt  qf  C(>lonei  Jones,  one 
of  the  Commissionersi  presented  bimself,  and  contended  that  it  ought 
*  not  to  be  thrown  out,  as  it  was  the.  property  of  his  master  or  th# 
Commissioners.  Captain  Triplett  infornied  the  servant*  that  if  his 
master  or  either  of  the  Commissiouers  ^buld  say  so.,  that  the  same 
quantity  of  Tiquor  would  be  procured  in^mediately  and  restored,  what- 
ever he  might  think  of  the  transaction.  (L^olonel  Jones  did  accord- 
ingly ackho\yledge  that  he  owned  it^  and  the  r^toration  took  place 
immediately.  A^  the  saino  time.  General  Gaines  was  inforwedf  hjr 
the  Indians  and  others,  that  Cajitain  Bowen  bad  visfted  (heir  camps; 
had  jeered  them  with  the  fact  of  General  Gaiues.no!  having  given, 
them  any  liquor  5  and  Informed  them,  if  they  would  golo  the  lodgings 
of  the  Commissioners^  they  should  have  as  much  as  t^ey  wanted.  The 
Commissioners  could  not  have  wanted  the  wlHskeyfor  tbeir  own  «s^ 
for  they,  or  Iny- other  persons,  except  the  Indians,  -could  have  pro- 
cured, at  the  bouse  they  boarded, 'what  liquors  they  wanted  for  tbejr 
own  tabled.  The  presumption  in  the  nation  was,  that  the  whiskey 
was  Introduced  to  produce  confusion  among  the  Indians,  through  tM 
agency  qf  Captain  Boyi^en.  *     .       . 

The  condact  of  4he  Commissioners  towards  Jhe  Reverend  Gentle- 
men residing  in  the  nation  as  Missionaries,  was^of  the  most  eittraor- 
dinary  character.  The  first  qn^stion  put  lo  one  o£  these  gentlemen, 
(Mr.  Compere,  of  the  Baptist  Hisslon,)  ajieatlemsLii  of  thoiaostploud 
and  exemplary  character,  waS)  whether  he  w^is  presort  with  thepar^ 
who  killed  Mcintosh.  Towards  another^  (Mr.  Smifli,  of  the  M^ho- 
di'it  Mission,)  they  acted,  if  possiWo,  in  a  sttl^iR|«^«a  shaQiefiil  manner. 
AHtJr  giving  him  certain  i nterrogf at orics  to  answer,  bM*»ft)^. C«i- 
wissioners  (Colonel  Jourdan)  declared,  before  tfiby;^<t^^ve4  hk 
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ktiawersythat  tbey  would  not  believe  one  word  he  might  state,  even 

^oa  oath.    This  Was  known  to  Mr.  Smith  before  be  answered  the 

jAlerrogatocies.  .  The  Missionaries  had  had,  a  year  or  two  ago,  as 

.  tbey  thought,  cause  of  complaint  against  the  Indian  Agent,  because 

Mt  W4HiId  not  compel  or  Induce  the  Indians  to  attend  preaching;  but, 

at  the,  same  time,  they  accorded  him  the  justice  in  stating  that  he 

hack  done  all  in,  his  power  to  forward  the  interests  of  the  Missionary 

.Sclraola  in  the  ujitlon.   From  that  cause,^  the  Commissioners  appeared 

to  thkik  that  the  Missionary  Gentlemen  were  bound  to  give  evidence 

.  against  the  Agent^  on  any  subject  or  charge,  true  or  untrue,  made 

^^against  bim;  and.  when  they  discovered  the  willingness  of  those  gen- 

.Uemen  to  bear  testimony  in  his  favor^^  in  matters  in  which  they  thought 

or  kriew  him  to  be  innocent,  at  the  isame  time  tl^at  they  repeated^  their 

te&timony  against  him  on  other  points,  their  rage  appeared  to  carry 

.  ihem  beyond  alLtha  bounds  of  justice  and  discretion.    Their  deport- 

ment  towards  those  Reverend  Gentlen[)fln»  in  their  own  house,  was 

^ucb,  that  the  amiable  females  of  their  families  were  thrown  into 

.grief  and  confuaion*.. 

At  the  house  of  the  Rev.  Mr<r  Smith,  the  day  after  I  reached  the  ow- 

tion,  I^informedthjt^  three  clergymen  who  were  present,  (Mr.  Bmith, 

Mr^  Compere,  and  Mr.  Hill,)'that  1  wished  to  take  their  testimony  for 

or  agaiast  the  Agent»  on  the  charges  made  against  him.  They  asked 

V  if  I  re^iuired^^al^ten^^  or  qffidavits  from  them;  at  the  same  tilne 

that  they  ex^iresscd  their  willingness  to  make  oath  to.thei^  evidence^ 

if  the  Grovernment  required  it  of  them  as  absolutely  necessary.  They. 

also  stated^  that  tltsy  wished  to  avoid  taking  an  oatbt  if  it  could  be 

done  with  propriety.    After  proper  reflection,  I  informed  them,  from 

..the  knowlMlge  I  had  gained  of  their  characters,  and  from  respect  ta 

their  sacred  callings,  I.  should  not  requirean  oath  from  them;  but. 

If  the  GovernHieni considered  an  oath,  necessary*  their  evidience  could 

.  hereafter  be  returned  tO'them  from  Washington,  tim«  enough  for  them 

■W  iadd  their  affidavits*    Thi^tottTersctiqn,  I  think,  took  place  at 

.dinr^er*   Shortly  after,  tlie  Commissioners  came  in»  and  made  known 

their  determinatioo  to  examine  thpse  gentlemen.    The  Rev.  Mr. 

Compere  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  arraiigement  which  I 

had  made  with  the  Missionaries,  and  asked  if  a  similar  one  would 

-answer  the  Comn(issioaer8«    They  informed  him,  with  great  rude- 

nessy  that  it  would.not;  and  be  stated  to  them,  in  reply,  that,  aa  ha 

,  .^vld  see  rio  necessity  for  giving  tjiem  a  duplicate  of  his  evidence  at 

.  .all>  (the  Indian  Ageiit  who  was  under  trial  bring  an  officer  of,  jbluA 

annenable  only  to«  the  General  Government,)  ho  must  decline  giving 

it  aa^t^ey  demanded  it.    The  other  clergymen,  as  well  as  I  recollect, 

assented  to  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Compere^s  positipn;  and  the  Com* 

UMsaipners,  i^ter*  having  made  use  of/ some  &irther  harsh  language 

towards  tho^  gentlemen,  retired,  declining  to  take  their  testimony 

iil,ttl»^8l|ape:pioflRered.    They,  however,  afterwards  applied  for  ,an^ 

received  it,  without  the  affidavit.    It  was  for  declining  to  interfere  in 

ihe  conversation  referred  to,  that  the  Commissioners  have  charged 

ma  with  a  dereliction  of  duty :  and  thi^  forms  tho^'  beard  and  fiont 
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of  the  ofTending'^  of  tirasB  Reverend  gefiilemeiit  wtio  hare  thus  draWn 
doiwn  upon  tliemselves  the  full  measure  of  wrath  n6w  heaped  eii 
them.  I  venture  to  assert  (and  leave  it  to  time  to  test  the  trurft'of 
the  assertion)  that  there  are  not  attached  to<an|r  Cbarch;Or  Ctercfcii 
in  this  country, .  three  clergymen  of  more  Urrcproachable  characteni^ 
or  who  are  more  devoted  to  religion  and  virtue,  than  the  thr^  gen- 
tieneu  alluded  to.  One  of  tbem^  the  Rev*  Mr«  Smith,  Vi^aa  a  Revoltt- 
tiooary  patriot  and  soldier ;  but  who  has  been*  for  the  bttrt  forty 
years,  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.  1  understood,  in  BoMli  CifMlmu 
that  he  had  resided  from  515  to  SO  years  of  h'yi  lift  in  one  jibtee 
(Camden)  in  that  State,  where  he  is  now  venerated  for  his  yesrs,  biS 
piety,  and  his  virtues.  The  people  of  that  State,  to  whom  he  is  getie- 
rally  well  known,  are  anxious  forbid  return  among  them. 

It  was  made  known  to  the  Acting  Agent  for  Indian  Aflfbirs,  wild 
informed  me  of  the  fa^t  whilst  at  Brolmi  Arrow;  that  the  Commis- 
•toners  of  Georgia  had  carried  with  tbeqi  Into  the  nation  a  hirge 
amount  of  money,  say  four  to  six  thpfwand  dollars  f !  The  personal 
expenses  of  the  Commissioners,  (who  all  live.witMn  sixty  miles  of 
th^' Indian  Iine»  and  travelled  with  their  own  horses,)  could  not  have 
been  more  than  £0  or  30  dollars  apiece  ia  the  nation.  For  what 
purposes  tbey  carried  so  much  money  into  the  Indian  coimtry,  tb^ 
can  best  explain.  If  it  was  intended  that  Colonel jSV^i  11  iams<fn  ^onld 
make,  with  that  money,  new  eflfbrts  at  bribing  the  white  men  in  the 
nation,  and  Indian  chiefs,  he  bad  bought;^t  enoagli,  by  experience 
one  would  suppose,  to  have  informed  bis  colleagaes  tliat^  aItboag£ 
|>oth  the  white  men  and  Indians  wer^  poor^  they  were  proof  againsft 
bribery.  The  money, was  not  madeuse  of. ^ 

On  leaving  the  Nati<in,  two  of  the  Commissioners  (Colonels  Jooi^' 
dan  and  Williamson)  went  a  considerable  diMance  oot  of  their  way 
home,  to  go  by  ^tbe  place  at  wbjcb  the  Mcintosh  Indiana  nveVe  station- 
ed, on  the  Flint  River,  afid  in  Georgia.^  "One  of  ih^se  geHtJemeh  \ 
(ColonelJourdan)  has  had  the  temcri^  ^eaofcnow  ledge  ^at  he  was' 
present  with  one  detachment  of  tbeselnjiiaiis,  whea  o^e  of  the  ''*iAar'^ 
shals''  of  the  Georgia  Gommissian  {-Captain  fio«vta)'Wrofe-a Tetter, , 
in  the  name  of  the  bead  -man  of  one  of  those  nttle  delacbttentis^  (Joe 
Mar^all,)  to  Chilly  Mclritosfaf'advising <»> directing  him' Hot  to  m^f^ 
General  Gaines  in  council  wiAbisdetacfameaty  accbrdingto  amkidtt^' 
ment,  at  the  FliatRiver*     Indeed,  aitfaoogb- front  resjiect  io  the^O^ 
ficial  situations,  the  Commissioners  were  traated  with  all  Itbe.ctfifrte- 
sy  ^vbich  their  deportment  would  permit  the  (General  to  abow  them,  . 
yet  he  ooald  not  tmt  vJew  them,  as  he  did;  Judging  frofti  thafdt^rt* 
ment  and  their  acts  generaHy*  as  so  many  nien  neterfhined  oh  mis- 
chief,  by  counterapting  all  his  pacific  and  jost  a^eaMres.    The  tfpi- 
Dions  which  they  have  since  appeanSd  to  express^   In  favor  «fhavnrg    . 
more  blood  shed  amoi»g  an  onfertunite  and  <^9Cracted  race  of  beings^ 
who  have  been  much  and  deeply  figured,  prove  Ibe  correctneiss^tto 
general  opinions  whicb  prevailed  in  the  Nation^  as  to  theif  r^al  id^dbed 
and  intentions.  ■  -,  .  .     . 

There  is  one  circumslanc^  of  a  ^blle  nature^wMc^  f  abaM  iriMK 
to  ID  this  re})ly,  as  it  has  not  been  aUudedtoia  my  r^K^As  to  the€b*  \ 
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Tenmiiitf  (no  ofljcial  act  or  proc^oding  baviDg  grown  out  of  it,) 
.    vehick  will  tend  to  show  tfafi  ediirae  of  proceeding  of  the  Commissioa- 
ei«.    It  16  the  caseof  ^Seaida/^  Ltwisy  which  the  Conmiasionerff  have 
attempted  to  diatort  to  such  an  extent  that  it  can  scarcely  be  recog- 
nised^  in  their  reports^  as  the  aame  transaction.     The  Commissionerji 
Wd  complained  to  General  Gaines  that  they  wished  to  take  the  tes- 
Hmtmy  of  Lewis»  who  ta  a  tavern  or  stand  keeper,  in  the  Natioo^and 
Who  was,  as  they  stated^  not  willing  to  give  testimony.      General 
Gaines  ima^dlately  ia»ied  an  order  to  request  that  Lewis  slionld  at- 
tend*  to  be  examtned  by  the  Commissioners  :  He  forthwith  presented 
himself.     The  Commissioners  were  fuvniaiied  wjth  every  thing  ne- 
cessary for  tbcfttselvestrnd  Sed^taryf  in  writing  down  the  testimony. 
Buttba  Anting  Commissioner  on  this  occasion  (Colonel  Jonrdan)  had 
scarcely  taken  his  seat  at  the  table,  before  he -drew  from  his  pocket 
an  affidavit*  already  written^  which^he  presented  for  Lewis  to  swear 
to*     Lewis  was  asked  If  be  bad  4ieard  the  paper  read  which  was  pre-* 
sented  to  hin^  to  ^ear  to^  or  had  any  knowledge  of  its  contents  ;  to 
which  be  replied  b^.had  not^  and  that  he  could  not  snbscribe  or  swear 
*  to  miy  pa|ier.  with  tlie  ooatents  of  whidi  he  was  unacquainted.     Tha 
^paper  was  then  read  to  him— -Col.  Jonrdan  manifesting  much  anger 
'at  his  refusing  toswear  to,  without  rofiding  it.    It  contained,  in  sub- 
stmi^er  un^hisikiuUion  tbaA  he  bad  important  information  in  his  pos- 
session, affecting  the  characto*  oftlio  Indian  Agent,  und  bad  heard 
conversationa  held  by.  hiis  of  a  character  cakulatad  to  injure  him,  if 
disclosed!  but  that  be  apprehenAsd  semns injary  to  his  family  or  . 
property,  if  he  disclosed  either.    So  soon  as  iit  was  read  to  him,  he 
toM.  Colonel  Jourdan»  lAthsomewArmth,  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
fimnbor  of  persons,  tiiat  ho  bad  never  made  a  statement  to  bim>  ot  any 
one  ehNr,  which  wonld  warrant  swcb  inshiaatieins  ;  4hat  he  was  not 
on  friend^  terms  wit^  the  Agent  ;  but  that  he  ba4  a»  knowledge  of 
any  factn  or  xarcwaiataiiawi  <  shalnkL  li  lo  iravB  the  sUgbtest  effect  for 
or  against  him,  in  ;lha  presnctf  tnvest%allon.    t>olonel  Jonrdan  in* 
sisted that  W  bad  made^ith  a  tStatemant,  imd  ex))rftsed  a  belief  tliat 
ka  did^  possess  soma  s«ch  infonaatim,  bat  that  lie'  was  afraid  to  dis-* 
ebse  il.^   'On  this,  both  Ctaiiieral  Oalnestand  myself  urgied  Lewis,  in, 
the  alrongest  maniisrt  if  1^4id  possesa  any  information  fori>r  against 
^e  Agent,  to^diselosa  ij^;-  and  assared  him,  at  the  same  time,  of  the 
protection  of  the  .Government.     He  persisted,  in  the  most  solemm  as« 
snranceSf  that  be  knew  nethnig  of  any  eirciimstances  having  the 
sli^test  bearing  on  Hm  matters  under  investigation :  he, .  at  the 
*.  same  ftme^  admitted  baling  said  that  he  was  <<  afraid  to  give  an  afB« 
rdavit,''  becanse-  he  did  not  wish,  fvom  peculiar  circumstances,  per- 
somJ  to  himself,  to  draw  the  notice  or  animadversions  of  any  partyn' 
or  set  of  men,  who  might  feel  disappointed  in  finding  testimony  in  it, 
wbicb  they  imMier  wished  kor  expected. «  Pfanding  that  Lewis  would 
not  swear  tQ  Ibe  affidavit  alraady  drawn  up  far  bim,  Colonel  Jaurdan« 
no  longer  able  to  fcitp  Us  temper^  tooenptbe  paper  which  be  wished 
Lewis  lo  sup  anA.  9wear  to,  without  readHsg,  and  departed  to  bib 
^uarlars'f  Lewis 4m?ing  pretinusly,  at  the  ni^anl  regnesl of  Genornl 
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Gaines  and  myself,  ajs^reed  to  answer^  on  oath,  any  interro^tories 
put  to  him  by  the  Commissioners.  Lewis  afterwards  explained  to  se* 
yeral  gentlemen  his  reasons  for  wishing  to  decline  givine  testiroonjr 
which  must,  at  best,  be  of  a  negative  character*.  He  atat^^  that  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  since,  (being  then  a  citizen  of  G^rgia»)  he 
unfortunately  engaged  in  an  affray  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  hia 
opponents  that  the  affair  had,  heretofore,  been  suffered  to  die  away 
in  Geoi*giai  but.  should  he  give  an  affidavit,  it  could  not  tneet  the 
wishes,  or  apparent  expectations  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  they 
might  be  the  means,  on  that  account,  of  reTiving  the  heretofore  dor- 
mant laws  of  G«^rgia  against  him.  In  fact,  his  reasona  appeared  %» 
be  generally  understood,  before  he  himself  had  stated  tb^m';  and  I  have 
BO  hesitation  in  believing,  that  by  no  persons  were  they  beder  antler- 
stood,  than  by  the  Commissioners  themselved.  And  yet  they  have 
attempted  to  distort  the  transaction,  in  -such  a  manner  as- to  create  m 
belief  that  it  was  the  enmity  of  the  Indian  Agent  Lewis  dreaded  in 
|;ivittg  evidence. 

Various  other  circumstances'will  hereafte!*be  referred  tOy  Wttfecea-* 
aary,  to  show  the  general  course  of  the  Commtssionei*9  ef  Geoi*ghu 
Finding  this  communication  drawn  to  an  unexpected  length,  I  defer 
further  expositions  for  the  present.  It  will  be  obswved  that  I  have . 
'  carefully  abstained  from  particular  allusions  to  pnbli*  transactioae 
which  it  may  be  inferred  are  alluded  to  to  my  official  reports  to  the 
Government.     When  those  reports  and  their  eytdence  arefet^fdre  the 

{mblic,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  corruptioii  to  Which  I  have  bereia  at* 
uded,  is,  If  possible^  much  exceeded  by  that  which  has -preceded  it. 

I  trust  I  have  said  enough  to  convince,  all  unprqedioed  persolM, 
that,  if  there  is  a  wish  to  attack  the  t)ffloers  of  the  General  Gevcrtt- 
ment  with  success^  ft  must  been  other  groimdB,  and  the  weiapeaa  en- 
trusted to  other  hands  than  those  I  have  noticei^*^  Had  the  Ceawiit- 
gipners  confined  their  atteoas  t6  myaeif^  being-  generaHjy  wiknowii^ 
their  reports  would,"  no  doubt,  (wherever  ^Aey  were  not  per»ofialt|r 
known,)  have  hiTd  great  effect  By  tittackiv/^  Gen.-  ijUgnea,  whbaci 
fair  fame  and  honorable  character  are  aiingled^  in  ike  biatory  uC  Us 
country;  and  by  attacking  the  Reverend  GenttaineB  who*reaidete 
the  Nation  as  Missionaries,  w)|o  are  alwaji^  foaiidton  the  ^e.of  juei* 
tice  and  virtue;  and  who  are  much  better  known  ia  the  Southeca  couni^j 
try  than  themselves ;  they  have  destroyed  alf  prospect  of  eSectieg 
their  purposes.  ^The  charges  atid  insinuations  against  Oten^  GmiDeay 
(who,  it  ts  thought,  will  consider  them  unworthy  of  kit  reply,)  awl 
those  against  the  Missionaries,  w41l  be  known  to  be\intrue  ;  ^ndCrapi 
that  cause.-  if  from  no  other,  I  found  a  strong  hope4bat  thoaeagaiiuil 
Biyself  wiH  be  generally  discredited. 

1  cannot  conclude  these  reflMirkSf  without  an  acicnowled^^aieat  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  high  compliment  tfag^  pay  meJatfae  varioea 
insinuations  In  their  reports.  Ftom  those  It  wttuld  appear*  I  bad 
circumvented,  at  every  step,  lb«r  men  jwfao  app^  to  .have  been  bent 
on  circumventing  me  in  a  faithful  djschai^af  m^  duty, 

I  eonclude  this  reply,  by  quptina  the  worda  ef  We  Excelleov  •— 
Governor  ef  Georgia,  used  la  bis  Meseage  to  the  Li^Ialur^  in  No^

Sn :  I  had  i^e  honor  to  receive  on  the  7ih,  postmarked  Milledge- 
Tille,  Qeorgias  October  5ttif  yoarsereral  letters  of  the  16tfa9  19tb, 
wbA  2t8t»  tf  the  last  month,  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Governor 
Troi^  gpeakkif  of  <<  cluims,"  and  demanding,  in  terms  of  charac- 
taristic  modcraHm  and  coartesy,  my  arrest^  trial;  and  punishmentf 
together  with  your  reply  to  that  oQcer. 

Kefcrrlni^youto  my  letter  of  the 4th  of  this  month*  wheretQ  I 
hjave  in  part  anticipated  the  last  mentioned  sabject*  and  promising 
won  to  lay  before  yon  copies  of  my  several  letters  tn  Governor  Tronp, 
I  take  this  occasion  to  observe,  that  although  I  duly  appreciate  the 
notires  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  yielding  to  the  un* 
bridled  tfirbnleflce  of  Governor  Troup*  so  far  as  to  authorize  you  to 
express  his  disapprobation  of  my  conduct,  yetf  so  far  am  I  from  be- 
ing <$onacioa8  of  having  deserved  this  reproof,  1  cannot  but  persuade 
myself,  confiding  in  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  the  President,  as  I  do, 
Uiat,  when  bis  leisare  will  allow  him  to  take  a  deliberate  view  of  the 
whole  sQ^ect  referred  to,  be  will  take  a  different  view  of  my  con- 
docty  and  at  least  spare  me  the  mortification  of  reproot    * 

To  enaUe  me  to  eoant  upon  a  favorable  result  in  the  duties  yon 
have  assigned  me,  to  treat  with  the  Indians  alone,  and  to  counteract 
tlie  mischievous  schemes  of  swindlers  and  political  intriguers,  such 
as  have  recently  been  so  far  snccessfol  as  to  triumph  in  their  efforts 
to  obviate  present  exposure,  and  consequent  pnblic  indignation  and 
nferited  censure,  I  have  requested  the  Agent  to  notify  the  Chiefs^  that 
no  white  man  will  be  suffei^  to  attend  £0  Coandl  except  such  Unit- 
ed States'  officers  as  I  may  select  for  the  purpose.  I  have*  further- 
more^ urged  the  propriety  of  your  ii^tructioni  to  me,  (of  which,  I 
KjMrehend,  tbe  Agent  has  been  furnished  with  a  copy,)  being  con- 
sioered  by  him  as  strictly  co;ifidentiaK  / 

Without  a  question  as  to  the  integrity  of  the  Agent,  I  have  to  re- 
quest  of  yon,  tba)^  If  be  has  not  been  furnished  witfi  a  copy  of  my  in* 
atitfctions,  be  may  abt  be,  flifb  I  may  deem  it  proper*  The  AgenI 
tkmM  never  be  placed  in  a  ||j|ition  so  embarrassing,  as  to  poss^^ 
Information  important  to  the  iiler^ts  of  tho  Indians  of  his  ageiicr, 
tuki,  at  tbe  time  they  most  need  it,  withhoM  it  from  them.  Should 
lie  deceive  them,  he  loses  their  oenfidence,  and,  with  it,  tbe  power  ef 
heiag  nseM  to  theoi>  and  to  the  Government  who  employs  him.  For 
as 
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examplCf  if  be  is  adirised  that  I  am  permUtad^  io  a  certalii  ataaji  A» 
offer  the  Indians  400*000  dollars  for  that  part  of  Aeir  cooatrj  'wttU» 
the  established  boondanr  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  with  am  «i|Mai 
quantity  of  land  in  the  West,  and  should  he  be  consiilted  by  theBi,  aa 
be  probably  may  be^  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  accedii^  to  my  prir 
Tjous  proposition,  which  I  am  aothoriz^  to  make  to  tbean,  be  wouM 
at  once  feel  the  difficulty  against  which  I  wish  to  guard.  He  would 
b^ompelled  either  to  deceive  them,  by  withholding  from  them,  aa  a 
public  agent  in  their  confideuce,  the  information  all  import^ant  to 
their  interests,  or,  by  communicating  it,  he  would  defeat  the  olyectf 
and  disappoint  the  just  expectations  of  his  Government,  aad  thus 
force  me  to  abandon  all  but  the  dernier  proposition  that  I  am  autho* 
rized  to  make.  For,  illiterate  and  ignorant  as  tbe  f ndians  are  aup^ 
posed  to  be,  they  would  not  be  likely  to  yield  to  a  minor  pr^q^itipn« 
vrhen  advised  of  the  existence  of  authority  to  place  at  their  optkm  ooa 
of  greater  value  to  them, 

i  have  been  occupied  every  day,  and  occasionally  through  the  nightl 
since  the  receipt  of  your  letters,  in  attending  Lieutenant  HoUaadt 
of  the  4th  regiment  artillery,  in  his  last  illness.  This  fine  young 
officer  died  last  nieht.  He  was  in  excellent  health  ten  days  ago,  and 
not  deemed  to  be  dangerously  ill  until  within  the  last  four  days.  He 
was  an  officer  of  good  education,  a  graduate  from  the  Military  Aca^ 
emy  of  great  worth  and  still  greater  promise.  It  was  hut  a  few 
days  prior  to  his  illness,  that  we  lost  our  excellent  young  Ass^taot 
Surgeon  Hall,  with  four  men.  There  is  not  now  an  officer  or  maa 
at  the  Arsenal  fit  for  dutv  but  Miyor  Payne,  and  one  Corporal ;  aU 
the  rest  are  sick,  several  dangerously.

SiB :  Notwithstanding  the  resolution  of  the  President  rqieated  ia 
your  letter  of  the  1 9th  ultimo,  to  refer  the  complaints  of  this  Govern- 
ment against  the  officers  of  yours  who  have  given  it  offence,  to  the 
consideration  of  Congress  a  resolution,  considered  Jiere  of  moat 
extraordinary  character,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  transfer  of  a  saluect 
.over  which  the  President,  by  the  constitution,  has  exdasiveJariadiG* 
tion,  to  a  power  which  has  no  jurisdiction  of  it  at  alt — I  manot  fof? 
bear  calling  his  attention  to  a  statement  contained  in  yonr  leltw  4a 
Geoaral  Qiigmf  whidv  Muuned  to  be  true^  although  nol^  tf«fl^  ii 
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Mrfe  tke  jQflMiAtioii  4>f  the  Piwident  in  resisting  the  demand  of  the 
Oorerner  of  Georgia,  and  in  extenuating  the  conduct  of  his  oflBcen 
Vhe  paragn^ih  in  your  letter  embracing  the  statement,  reads  as  fol* 
hwtf:  *^  I  am  directed  to  add,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  you,  that  the 
PlwUent  sees  in  the  serious  charges  made  against  you  hy  Governor 
Troup,  and'the  publicity  given  to  them,  and  which  the  letters  conw 

eined  of  were  intended  to  repel,  circumstances  which  go  hr,  in 
opiaion,  to  palliate  your  conduct  ^^ 
New,  Sin  so  far  from  this  being  true*  flie  opposite  is  true.  No« 
tting  oflfonsive  or  exceptionable  was  ever  written  to  that  officer  before 
he  \Sa  sanctioned,  by  his  approbation,  an  offensive  letter  written  by 
your  Special  Agent,  on  the  £lst  of  June,  and  addressed  to  the  Agent 
ef  Indian  Affairs,  in  which  the  authorities  of  Georgia  are  wantonly 
abused  for  injustice,  oppression,  and  granny,  practised  against  that 
Agent  I  or  before  he  bad  obtained  a  mlse  certificate  from  two  base 
and  unworthy  men,  to  traduce  and  vilify  the  character  of  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  Georgia^  which  he  ordered  to  be  published  of  his  mere 
imHtion,  on  pretence  that  false  rumors  were  in  circulation*  of  what, 
ir  about  whom,  he  does  not  say ;  and  this,  too,  done,  as  was  after* 
wards  made  manifest^  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the  general 
ek^on  hi  this  State,  in  behalf  of  hisfavoritie  candidate.  That  yon 
wtmy  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  this  statement,  and  the 
incorrectness  of  the  statement  of  the  President,  you  have  only  to 
aompare  the  dates  of  the  various  letters,~and  of  tlieir  publication.  1% 
wiH  be  seen  that  before  General  Gaines  could  have  received  my  let- 
ter of  the  16th  July,  of  which  be  complained,  he  had  already  orders 
ad  the  publication  of  his  of  the  10th  of  July,  to  which  it  was  an  an* 
awer. 

Tou  will  be  furnished,  in  a  short  time,  with  additional  testimony^ 
t6  sh^w  the  very  reprehensible  conduct  of  the  same  officer,  in  his  de^ 
portment  towards  the  authorities  of  Georgia,  not  with  any,  the  leastf 
expectation  that  justice  will  be  rendered  by  the  President  to  those  au« 
timrities^  but  in  discharge  of  duties  which  they  owe  themselves.

8nt :  On  ibe  a6th  of  June,  we  had  the  honor  to  ondoaa  to  year 
Eteelleacy,  copies  of  a  correspoadsnce  hdd  at  flitlnfian  Spfii^ 
wift  Qenend  Ghaines.  Toar  Excellency  will  percdvey  Ihi^  tberCoai-^ 
BiissionerB  of  (Georgia  were  inhibited  li^  him  fhMn  any  paitklpatios 
ia  that  Cooncil,  and^  in  obedieaoe  to  their  inatructioas,  tihey  entered  « 
protest,  and,  without  delay,  set  ftrwdrd  fer  Fort  Mitchell  near  Bra^ 
ken  Arrow.  .        ^ 

After  our  arrival  at  that  place,  we  again  addressed  a  note  (No,  •) 
to  General  Craines,  renewing  our  reque^  and  ^iplaining  to  hka  oar 
notives  and  intentions  in  wishing  to  attend  the  Coaaeil.  This  M 
nvft  appear  satisfactory  to  the  General,  and  he  adhered  to  bis  pre«ii> 
eus  determinatioii  to  exclude  us  from  the  Council  m  Commiaiiengnf 
while  we  were  left  at  libM*ty  to  attend  as  other  individnats  (aae  No* 
7.)  We  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  enter  pur  protest  against  tUs  re* 
fusal ;  and  determine  not  to  do  so,  <h>m  a  sincere  and  anxious  deu 
sire  to  give  no  cause  of  complaint  to  the-  General,  end  to  aittead  the 
Council  as  individuals,  that  we  might  avail  ourselves  of  every  ineaaa 
within  our  power,  of  accomplishing  the  objects  of  our  appointment 
-  After  we  had  prepared  our  letter  to  General  Gaines,  (No«  6}  aaid 
before  it  bad  been  banded  to  him,  we  were  invited  by  the  General  to 
attend  a  tdk  about  to  be  held  between  him  and  the  Little  Prince» 
(A  copy  Of  this  talk  ia  marked  No.  8. )  From  the  anxiety  of  the  8pe* 
cial  Agent,  Mtyor  Andrews,  to  satisfy  the  mind  of  the  Littte  Prince 
as  to  the  suspension  of  the  Agent,  Col.  CrowelK  we  felt  anxious  fiure- 
bodings  that  we  need  not  expect  to  find  in  him  a  mta,  who^^oii|^ 
only  to  extend  Impartial  justice  to  the  accused.  In  tlie  aftemoon  oi 
the  same  day,  (the  8Sth  of  June,)  we  rode  to  the  AAury  Missioti, 
{the  Methodist  Mis8Jk>nary  Elstablisbments,)  to  see  the  Rev.  Isaac 
omith,  (whom  we  proposed  to  examine  as  a  witness)  to  a^n^iae  him 
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of  4taiiMi^  «d  io  9Bc»tBin  wlmt  tidie  would  Wttoat  Gonyeiitoit  to 
IwB.     When  n^  anived^  we  found  Col.  CroweU,  M^op  Rock« 
w«U,  1h8  oovisel,  and  Miyor  Andrews,  the  Special  Agents  alreodjr 
flbenu    Beiog  introduced  to  Mr.  Sioitb,  after  a  short  lime,  we  in* 
fbmied  hua  c^  oer  wish  and  intention  to  swear  and  examine  him  as 
a  wifateso,  and  wished  to  know  what  time  would  suit  him.    His  an- 
ewer  was^  tiii^  any  time  would  be  convenient  to  htm.    We  then  pr^ 
poiod  to  make  the  examination  on  the  Monday  rooming  thereaJl^ 
and  Inquked  of  Ck>I.  Crowell  (to  whom  we  had  written  the  letter 
marked  No.  5)  whether  that  time  would  suit  him ;  to  which  he  as- 
flJBOled*    At  tlHs  time,  we  were  asked  by  Major  Andrews,  whe^r 
we  and  Col.  Crowell  had  made  any  arrangement  as  to  the  taking  of 
testimony  $  to  which  it  was  replied,  that  we  had  informed  each  other, 
tiiat  each  should  have  the  oj^iortunity  of  cross-examining  the  witnes« 
aaa  examined  by  ihe  other ;  and  that  no  other  arrangement  had  becvi 
iDade.    While  these  conversations  were  passing,  a  gentleman  came 
isto  the  room,  whom  we  understood  to  be  the  Rev.  Lee  Compere, 
f ttie  Baptist  Missionary  and  author  of  the  letter  to  the  Southern  In- 
telligencer.) .  He  was  informed  that  tlie  Commissioners  would  exa- 
ndne  him  abo.    Mr.  Compere  made  some  objections  to  being  atc^om, 
and  he  was  distinctly  informed,  that  the  law  had  provided  that  the 
aOriMition  would  be  equally  obligatory  with  an  oatb,^  when  any  per* 
800  had   eomdentums  «cnqries  about  taking  an  oath.    He   would 
■ot  say  he  bad  any  conscientious  scruples  about  tailing  an  oath  gene* 
Ballryy  but  lliat  he  had  conscientious  scruples  about  toking  an  unneces- 
sary oath ;  that  he  conceived  one  unnecessary  in  this  case ;  that  he 
would  fflve  a  statement ;  and  that  was  all  he  presumed  Mr.  Smith 
wmM  do.    He  at  last  declared,  he  would  not  swear  or  affirm  to  hit 
$iMUemmt^  as  he  presumed  his  statement  would  be  sufficient  with  the 
n^sfdeni  witliout  an  oath  or  affirmation  ;  but,  if  Major  Andrews 
said  it  was  necessary  to  swear  to  it,  he  would  do  so«     Major  An- 
dhnews  was  then  informed  by  one  o(  the  Commissioners,  that  he  knew 
Ihe  oMect  of  tiieir  takiiq;  the  testimony,  and  if  be  would  say,  in  writ-  ^ 
lag,  that  the  stotoment,  without  oath  or  affirmation,  would  be  suffici- 
ent, the  Cookmiraioners  would  be  satisfied.    To  this  he  replied,  t)iat 
he  did  not  know  the  object  for  which  they  ^ere  takine  testimony ; 
that  it  was  a  matter  between  the  Commis9ioners  and  Mr.  Compere/ 
and  that  he  roust  decline  saying  any  thing.     He  was  referred  to  your 
letters  to  him  as  explanatory  of  our  object*    Be  said  he  did  not  think 
those  letters  did  explain  it ;  he  did  not  know  whether  we  intended  to 
li^  the  testimony  before  the  President,  the  Legislatorc  or  Executive 
of  Georf^  or  before  a  judicial  tribunal.     He  was  informed  that  he 
must  know  that  it  could  not  be  intended  for  a  Judicial  tribunal.  Major 
Andrews  persisting  in  his  refusal  to  give  an  opinion,  and  believing 
the  controversy  worse  than  ubdess,  we  took  our  leave. 

Immediately  on  retorning  to  Fort  Mitohell,  we  wrote  Major  An- 
drews ihe  letter  No.  9,  which  remained  unanswered  till  two  of  the 
CooKnissioners,  Jones  and  Torrance,  left  that  place  for  Alabama.  To 
persons  not  present,  and  particulaHy  those  unacquainted  with  all  the 
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arcimsimoct^  this  btto  may  appear  hanh,  mA  the  iiMtwfttioi»4Ufa> 
warranted ;  but  we  can  assure  your  Excellency  that  nothing  bat  the- 
most  positive  conviction  could  have  induced  us  to  take  this  st^ 
Should  circumstances  have  tranqdr^d  to.  satisfy  us  we  were  wroiic» 
we  should  most  cheerfully  have  retracted ;  but  we  are  sorjj  Sh*  the 
interests  of  Georgia  and  of  truth,  we  are  compelled  to  dedans  that 
subsequent  eventi  have  only  confirmed  us  in  the  correctniw  of  that, 
opinion. 

In  the  evening  of  that  day^  ftbe  SSth^)  two  of  the  fifWi«Mniioiirn% 
walking  along  w  public  imiUjaet  and  held  .a  casual  conyccaatio^ 
with  Josiah  Gray*  (a  half  breed  Indian,  and  me  of  the  Chiefs  whaj^ 
signed  ttie  treaty.)  The  next  morning  we  received  information  that 
William  Hambly  (the  National  Interpreter)  had  told  Gnay  that  G^m 
Gaines  was  displeased  with  him  and  us  for  holding  conversations  to- 
geti^r,  and  that  he  must  do  so  no  more.  Fpqm  (Cray's  statemeat^  N%r. 
Mp  you  Will  see  what  was  said  to  him  by  the  Indians*  i 

On  ttie  morning  of  the  2^%  two  of  the  Conlmissioners  walked  oul^ : 
and  with  them  a  white  man  by  the  name  of  Richards,  (a  man.  wh^.  had 
lived  in  the  nation,  and  had  been  Interpreter  to  the  Sominole  Indians,) 
who  had  a  claim  against  the  Creek  Nation,  and  who  attended  at  Br0r.. 
ken  Arrow  to  have  it  settled.  After  he  returned  from  the  walk,  hei 
went  into  the  Commissioners'  room  to  shew  his  pikers  relative  to  hia. 
claim  to  one  of  them.  After  dinner  of  that  day,  standing  near  one  q£ 
the  Commissioners,  he  was  asked  by  him  what  was  the  name  of  the^ 
Indian  who  passed  by  at  the  time%  Upon  ri^lying  that  he  tid  aol: 
know,  he  was  requested  to  ask  it.  He  asked  an  Indian  who  stoiod  by^ 
and  informed  the  Commissioner  the  Indian  lived  below.  He  was  thwr 
told  that  the  name  of  the  Indian,  and  not  his  place  of  residence,  wasr 
inquired  after.  Richards  then  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  give  ttia. 
Commissioners  any  information  and  assistance  in  his  power,  and  to 
oblige  them  in  any  way  he  was  able,  but  that  he  had  received  an  order 
not  to  have  any  intercourse  with  the  Commissioners,  or  to  interpret 
between  them  and  the  Indians  for  any  purpose.  He  was  then  aske^ 
who  gave  the  order  ?  Was  it  ^ven  by  General  Gaines  ?  To  this  W 
answered,  the  order  was  not  given  by  General  Gaines;  but  that  l»t 
had  received  an  order,  and  begged  that  no  more  questMQS  fldght  he^ 
asked  him. 

About  this  time  Col.  Williamson  joined  us,  and,  unm  ooiiaultatiQ%  . 
we  determined  to  ask  an  interview  with  General  Gaines,  from  whou^ 
we  had  just  received  his  letter  of  the  26th,  (No.  7,)  to  assure  hiufrof 
the  confidence  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  and  of  the  Commissiwers,. 
in  his  exertions  and  determination  to  quiet  the  di^rbances  in  the  na- . 
tion,  and  reconcile  their  difierences ;  to  state  to  him  the  difficulties 
attending  us  from  the  interdict  which  was  placed  on  our  commanicap 
tions  witli  the  Indian  countrymen,  (white  men  living  in  thenatjofi,^ 
sjid  with  the  Indians  tliemselves ;  to  detail  to  him  the  dbov«  cirpwi* 
stances  relative  to.  Gray  and  Richards ;  and  to  assure  him  that  we, 
wpuld  have  no  intercourse  whatever  with  the  Indians,  until  liis  hw^ 
ness  was  closed,  to  prevent  any  misconstruction  of  our  mativea  aW' 
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c^ihwt,  If  lie,  GenaM  Cbdnoe^  woahl  promise,  on  bis  {(art,  tbiU  he 
wOaM  keep  the  IndilUi  Chiefs  there  after  lie  was  done  with  them,  and 
ghre  us  an  opportunity  of  examining  them  separately  and  apart  front 
Mcb^  other  before  him.  0e  then  stated  that  Major  Andrews  would 
wish  to  exMnine  them  in  Council  after  he  was  doi^  and  that  he,  Ma- 
jor Andrews,  suggested  the  prqiriety  of  our  drawing  up  our  uiterro^ 
gatories,  and  submitting  them  to  him  for  his  examination  before  thejr 
were  put  to  the  witnesses.  He  was  immediately  told,  by  one  of  our 
mission,  that  we  could  not  submit  to  such  a  requisition  from  Major 
Andrews;  that,  if  he  identified  himself  with  Col.  Crowell,  as  his 
counsel,  and  proposed  such  an  arrangement  as  reciprocal,  we  would 
consider  of  it  But  that  he,  as  acting  impartially  between  us,  and  as 
a  judge,  had  no  right  to  ask  or  demand  any  such  thing,  and  that  we 
would  not  accede  to  it.  We  further  told  him,  thi\t  we  were  well  sa- 
tisfied* and  we  had  no  doubt,  from  his  knowleflge  of  the  Indian  cha- 
racter, that  he  must  be  satisfied  of  the  inutility  of  examining  them  in 
Council ;  that  they  would  repeat  the  same  story  whether  true  or  folse ; 
indeed  that  the  talk  would  be  delivered  by  one  man,  and  that  we  could 
only  b^  to  obtain  the  truth  from  them  by  a  separate  examination ; 
tibat  we  wished  it  in  his  presence,  and  that  we  would  put  our  questions 
in  writing.  The  General  then  assured  us  he  would  with  {deasure 
give  us  all  the  facilities  in  his  power;  that  he  had  the  power  to  de- 
tain the  Chiefs,  (as  long  as  he  pleased,)  and  that  he  would  do  sa;  that  he 
would  let  us  know  when  he  was  done  with  them,  and  we  should  then 
have  an  opportunity  of  examining  tiiem  as  we  wished.  We  then  took 
oar  leave,  resting  with  full  confidence  in  the  assurances  of  aid  and  as- 
sistance which  we  had  received.  How  well  our  expectations  were 
ftilfilled,  and  how  justly  our  confidence  was  repo^,  will  be  seen  by 
your  Excell^cy  in  tlie  report  of  Cols.  Jourdanand  Williamson. 
.  Off  Monday,  the  S7th,  in  the  morning,  we  repaire<l  to  the  Asbu* 
17  Mission  House,  to  submit  interrogatories  to  Mr.  L.  Compere. 
When  we  arrived,  we  again  found  Ccdonel  Crowell,  Major  Bock- 
well,  and  Miyor  Andrews,  already  there.  The  two  latter,  in  a  p^i- 
vate  room,  the  door  of  which  was  carefully  closed  and  fastened,  on 
•nr  entrancrinto  the  House.  In  a  short  time,  Mr.  Smith  came  into 
the  room  where  we  sat,  and  handed  us  the  letter  (23)  signed  by  himf- 
self,  Mr.  Compere,  and  Mr.  Hill,  the  last  of  whom  seems  to  have 
enlisted  himself  as  a  volunteer,  as  he  had  not  been  asked  by  us,  nor 
luid  we  intended  to  examine  him.  By  this  letter,  you  wilt*  perceive, 
they  had  come  to  a  positive  determination  not  to  swear  or  affirm  to 
any  stat^oient  they  might  give.  Without  entering  into  any  discus* 
sion  as  to  propriety  of  that  determination,  we  submitted  some  inter- 
rogatories to  Mr.  Compere.  To  these  we  could  not  tben  receive  any 
answers.  We  were  informed  they  would  be  prepared  in  tiie  course 
<tf  the  day,  and  handed  to  us  in  the  evening,  as  the  .Council  was  ex- 
pected to  meet  that  morning.  The  Commissioners  declined  submit- 
ting any  questions  to  Mr.  Smith  at  that  time,  and  departed,  leaving 
^  rest  of  tiie  company  together,  no  doubt  to  consult  and  determine 
on  the  answers  proper  to  be  given  to  ttiequestions.    When  we  called 
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in  flte  evmungf  the  ai^irmi  were  alreedy  male  out  to  iSat 

before  propounded^  and  answers  made  to  additional  queetioos  tten 

eubmittad. 

We  are  unable  to  give  you  a  proper  idea  of  tlus  ezaminatmi ;  mt 
fice  it  to  say,  webecame  well  satiaAed  that  any  attemptp  on  oar  pai% 
to  obtain  the  truth  from  men  liring  In  the  Indian  nation,  (wbedbar 
white  or  red»)  and  under  the  influence  and  power  of  the  Agpat,  iota 
whose  conduct  we  were  then  exandningt  must  be  fruittess.  For  wh«t 
could  we  expect  from  others,,  who  pretended  to  have  no  regard  fiir 
the  jsacred  obligations  of  religion,  wben  we  (bund  a  Minister  ct  febe 
Gospel,  an  JBmbassador  of  Chris(^  covering  himsdf  with  OesanGtHjr 
d[  his  mantle,  to  protect  himself  flrom  the  consequences  of  perfnrj '; 
when  we  find  him  prevaricating  and  equivocating  In  the  statmeflt 
which  his  conscience  would  not  permit  him  to  verffj  by  an  oatti  or  t^ 
4rroath>n  f 

Under  this  conviction,  and  fo  prevent  them  from  prepaiii^  tiia 
other  witnesses,  as  they  had  done  those  about  Fort  MUt^eH^  k  wae 
determined  that  tMfo  of  our  mission  should  immediately  proceed  to  Ah 
abama,  to  talie  testimony  on  the  road,  and  at  Line  creek  and  Mm#» 
Mmery«  in  that  State.  Messrs.  Jones  and  Torrance  were  selectoA 
lor  that  business.  They  left  Port  Mitebell,  and  ^^receeded  ^as  &r  as 
Crd^tree's  tliat  evening,  (a  distance  of  4  mil^) 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  we  had  received  from  your  Rxcel^ 
lency,  Cokmei  Crowell  was  served  with  a  notice  on  the  dStt,  eaA4f 
in  the  morning,  that  we  would  take  tte  testimony  of  Kendal  Lewis, 
and  James  Moss,  at  the  house  of  Kendal  Lewis,  about  jtff  or  d6  mfleii 
distant  from  Fort  Mitchell,  at  It  o'clock  that  day.  Tou  witt  per-' 
ccive  from  Colonel  CrowelPs  letter  of  that  date,  (No.  10^)  that  be 
com^ains  of  the  time  as  too  short  to  aferd  him  the  ^qipmimiity  ^ 
cross-examination.  While  vtw  admit  the  time^was  shorC  we  ddnjr  it 
was  too  Hroited  for  him  to  reach  there.  We.  Intended  to  give  oiriy 
time  enough  to  enable  ffim  or  his  counsel  to  get  th^re,  aitd  to  allow 
:them  no  time  to  tamper  with  and  prepare  the  witnesses,  eiftier  to  an^ 
swer  as  they  wistied,  or  not  to  answer  at  all. 

As  proof  of  the  suficiency  of  the  time^  we  would  reflsr  yomr  £xeel« 
lency  to  the  report  of  Messrs  Jones  and  Toraaneey  muAced  K. 

The  r^rt  of  Messrs.  Jourdan  and  WiHiamson,  (marlM  B,)  w81 
shew  their  proceedings,  and  tbe^  difficulties  they  encountered  ^terng 
the  abseNEe  of  Messrs.  Jones  and  Torrance. 

You  will  hate  seen>  by  a  former  part  of  this  report,  thai  two  of 

the  members  of  the  mission,  (Messrs^  Jones  and  Torrance,>4eperCed 

^from  Port  Mitchell,  on  tlie  evening  of  the  S7th,  for  Lewis/  Line 

Creek,  and  Montgomery,  for  tlie^urpose  of  procuring  the  testSmmqr 

'    of  certain  witnesses  at  those  places.     They,  having  accompliiribed  that 

object,  so  far  as  they  ware  enabled  to  do,  returned,  and  joined  the 

Commissioners  at  Crabtrees,  on  Sunday  the  8d  instmit    Having 

^  been  informed  ^n  that  morning  that  Mr«  Kendal  Lewis,  to  whom  we 

had  pi*opounded  certain  interrogatories  on  the  day  before,  in  writingii 

(and  who  had,  at  bis  request,  been  alkkwed  a  short  time  to  draft  his 
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miswei^s,)  had'  refused  to  answer  them  at  all,  and  had  also  left  tlie 
neighb(N4iood  for  his  residence,  we  determined  to  inform  General 
Gaines  of  the  same,  and  request  of  him  an  order,  whereby  Mr.  Lew. 
is  might  again  be  brought  to  Fort  Mitdiell,  to  testify  ;  this  was  done 
on  the  4th  instant,  (see  No.  21.)  In  that  communication,  you  will 
obscn'e,  that  we  cautiously  avoided  the  tise  of  any  language  the 
feast  calculated  to  interrupt  the  very  friendly  feelings  manifested  to- 
wards the  Government  of  Georgia,  and  her  Commissioners,  by  Gene- 
ral Gaines,  shortly  after  their  arrival  at  Fort  Mitchell.  We  sought 
only  to  correct  what  we  considered  a  mistake,  made  by  the  (General, 
through  his  Aid,  doubtless  unintentional,  to  request  the  order  for 
Lewis,  and  a  copy  or  copies  of  the.taffcs  to  and  from  the  Indians. 
Bow  far  that  communication  authorized  the  reply  we  i-eceived,  for- 
bidding further  corres])ondence  with  the  united  mission,  then  in  the 
Creek  nation,  touching  the  objects  of  the  disturbances  therein,  your 
Excellency  wilf  readily  determine.  Whether  tlie  Special  Agent  was 
hichided  in  that  mission,  we  know  not ;  but,  suppose  that  he  was, 
and  that  our  correspondence  may  have  been  dosed  under  a  feeling 
produced  by  your  Excellency's  note  to  one  of  its  members,  (Major 
Andrews,)  bearing  date  the  28th  ultimo. 

Oh  the  evening  of  the  3d,  we  were  notified  that  the  counsel  for 
Colonel  Crowd!  would  proceed,  on  the  next  morning,  at  about  the 
hour  of  nine  o'clock,  to  take  the  examination  of  William  Hamblyr 
(tlie  Interpreter.)  In  pursuance  of  the  notice,  we  attended  at  the 
time  and  place  designated.  When  we  arrived,  we  were  informed 
that  they  were  not  ready,  but  would  be  in  a  short  time.  After  we 
bftd  been  there  about  an  hour,  we  were  informed  that  they  were 
ready  to  close  the  examination  of  Mr.  Hambly.  To  our  surprise,  we 
found  the  whole  of  the  testimony  of  the  Interpi'eter  had  been  commit- 
ted to  paper  by  Colonel  Crowell's  counsel*  before  we  were  caUed  in. 
It  was  read  to  him  by  the  Counsellor  of  the  Agent,  who  stated  to  the 
witness,  before  he  began,  that  he  would  read  over  his  testimony 
again,  slowly  and  distinctly.  He  did  so;  and  then  said  to  Mr. 
Hambly,  <<I  have  read  over  the  testimony  slowly  and  distinctly; 
indeed  not  once,  but  two  or  three  times,  and  you  cati  say  if  any 
tiling  is  wrong.''  The  witness^  said,  all  was  right;  and  then 
rwore  to  the  statements  he  had  heard  read,  as  true.  Such  a 
course  we  considered  very  unlike  what  is  termed  an  examin^on* 
Having  heard  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Hambly,  we  determiyd  at 
once,  not  to  cross-interrogate  him,  his  evidence  being  mainly  con* 
ftned  to  points  itfbctin^  the  means  1rha*eby  the  late  Indian  treaty  waa 
obtained^  and  attempting,  by  a  sdection  of  statements,  that  we  be>- 
lieved  to  be  wholly  false,  and  unworthy  of  credit,  to  defome  the 
ftir  character  of  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  and  every  per* 
son  connected  with  them,  in  their  duties  as  such.  8vch  testimony^ 
tf  from  respectable  characters  for  trntii,  might  be  considered  impor- 
tant, if  tiie  Government  of  the  United  Statra  were  prosecuting  an 
inquiry  by  her  Special  JSgent,  whether  or  not  a  fraud  had  been  com- 
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mitted  upon  Hiat  Government  by  her  Commissioners.    Such  as  opiiN 
ion  we  could  not  for  a  moment  entertain. 

A  perusal  of  the  testimony  of  Mr.  liambly,  would  convince  you  in 
a  momenty  of  the  correctness  of  the  opinion  wc  hold,  in  relation  to 
his  veracity.     He  has  Airnished  abundant  matter  for  the  remark. 

You  will  see  from  Colonel  CroweiPs  letter  of  the  £8th  ultimo^  (Now 
10i)  to  two  of  the  Commissioners,  that  he  complains  of  unfairness  in 
our  conduct,  for  having  given  him  notice  that  we  should  proceed  to 
take  testimony  at  some  distance  from  Br6k^i  Arrow,  during  the  ^it* 
ting  of  the  Indian  Council,  because,  says  lie,  /<  it  was  of  much  im- 
portance that  I  should  ^c  present  at  the  Council."  The  Commission- 
ers  were  not  allowed  to  be  present  at  that  Council ;  and  wherefore  it 
could  have  been  of  **  much  importance,''  for  an  officer  of  the  General 
Government  to  be  pit^sent,  who  was  then  suspended  from  the  func- 
tions of  his  office,  is  for  him  to  explain.  We  Jjad  distinctly  heard  in 
public,  from  Creneral  Gaines,  that  it  wasliis  wish  that  no  white  man 
should  hold «  any  talk"  with  the  Indians  until  he  was  done  with 
them.  From  the  coui*se  pursued  by  the  Agent  at  that  Council,  and 
his  permission  to  do  so,  ffor  the  omission  to  prohiUit  him,  waspenais- 
sion.J  his  suspension  was  purely  nominal ;  it  was  a  mere  mockery, 
^e  havf  no  doubt  but  timt  liis  fi*ee  admission  into  Uic  Indian  Coun- 
cils, aided  and  assisted  by  his  former  Sub*Agent,  Mr.  YTalker,  gave 
to  lam  quite  as  much  influence  over  the  minds  of  the  Indians,  as  he  ever 
exercised  in  the  days  of  liis  utmost  prosi>erity  and  autliority. 

How  well  the  Indians  adhered  to  the  instructions  of  General  Gaines, 
in  not  receiving  talks  from  Nvhite  men,  you  can  determine^  when  you 
examine  the  written  reply  made  by  fhem  to  himv  as  official.  In  that 
document,  you  will  observe  that  they  speak  of  the  **  usages  of  the 
United  States ;  of  her  Constitution ;  and  the  piinciples  by  which  she 
is  governed."    Truly  a  savage  protection. 

Upon  the  subject  of  a  law  which  the  hostile  party  allege  that  Mc- 
intosh violated,  and  which  led  to  his  death,  you  are  referred  to  tlie 
report  of  Messrs.  Jourdan  and  Williamson.  We  have  not,  from  the 
very  many  contradictory  stories  that  we  liave  heard  in  the  nation, 
touching  the  origin  and  enactmetit  of  such^  a  law,  tliat  no  such  was 
ever  known  among  the  Creeks.  We  are  confirmed  in  this  opinion  by 
the  reply  of  General  Gain^  to  the  friendly  Chiefs  at  the  Indian 
Spmngs,  on  tiie  20th  ult.  If  we  are  cori'ectly  informed  upon  that 
pointy  he  there  stated  that  he  had  read  their  laws,  and  was  gratified 
to  finn  none  so  sanguinary  as  that  alleged  by  their  enemies  to  exist, 
under  cotor  of  whicfi,  it  has  been  stated  that  the  murder  of  Mcin- 
tosh was  i^erpetrated. 

The  chie&  in  Council  did  not  pretend  that  they  had  any  such  law 
reduced  to  record.  A  white  man,  who  informed  one  of  the  Commis- 
sioners that  he  had  resided  in  the  nation  20  or  50  years,  stated  that 
he  knew  of  no  such  law.  The  very  manner  in  which  these  unfortu- 
nate  men  were  put  to  <|^ath«  proves  tliat  tlie  Indians  did  not  execute 
them  for  having  violated  any  law.  We  believe,  that»  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  enforce  such  sanguinary  edicts  upon  any  of  that  tribe,  the 
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^{ufpritis  arrested  and  conducted  to  some  town  or  public  square  in 
the  nationi  and  there  undergoes  a  species  of  (rial ;  sentence  of  death 
is  there  pronounced  ;  the  accused  is,  thereupon,  publicly  put  to  death 
by  shooting;  How  unlike  such  a  precedence  was  ihe  foul  murdor  of 
Mcintosh  and  his  friends  ;  his  house  was  suri*oiinded  at  the  dead  hour 
of  nighty  and  set  on  fire  by  a  hand  of  lawless  assassins,  and  there, 
encircled  by  the  scorching  flames,  produced  by  the  conflagration  of 
his  own  mansion,  was  he  inhumanly  and  most  unlawfully  put  to 
death.  When  witnesses  are  called  on  in  the  nation,  whom  it  is  sup- 
posed know  something  of  Indian  laws  and  Indian  jiolicy,  they  ac- 
count for  these  murders,  by  saying  it  was  for  violation  of  their  law, 
which  law,  answers  a  church  missionary,  was  "seen  by  nobody.** 

Yrhen  asked,  what  law'  condemned  to  death  a  distingtiished  man 
amongst  them,  who  was  of  the  party  slain,  but  who  did  not  sign  the 
treaty  ?  The  answer  is  given  by  a  Reverend  Clergyman,  •<  the  Law 
of  Nations,**  (see  Mr.  Smith's  testimony.)  It  would  have  been  well 
if  this  dignitary  had  informed  us  when  the  Indians  adopted  the  prin- 
ciples of  Vattcl,  Martins,  and  Bynkershoek.  Tlie  gross  inconsisten- 
cies  in  the  statements  of  the  Indians  and  white  men,  resident  among 
them,  to  establish  the  existence  of  such  a  law,  fix  indelibly  on  the 
minds  of  the  Commissioners,  that  no  such  law  is,  or  ever  was.  The 
argument  in  supi)ort  of  such  a  law  proves  too  much.  The  Aicent  him* 
self  did  not  rely  on  it,  at  the  commencement  of  these  Indian  distur- 
bances. 

As  an  instance  of  tlie  determination  of  those  gentlemen  resident  in 
the  Nation,  who  have  assumed  the  robes  of  sanctity,  to  avoid  any  thing 
like  plain  truth,  whenever  it  was  to  operate  against  the  Agent  or  hos- 
tile chiefs,  we  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  our  tenth  in- 
terrogatory to  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith.  You  will  observe  that  he  has" 
thought  proper  to  take  the  liberty  to  alter  that  interrogatory,  to  read 
in  such  a  way,  as  would,  according  to  his  notions,  give  him  the  oppor- 
tunity of  an  answer,  it  is  under  tlie  words  that  he  has  interpolated 
into  that  Interrogatory,  and  without  our  authority,  he  has  furnished 
us  with  his  national  answer. 

We  shall  not  here  express  an  opinion  on  this  conduct  of  Mr.  Smith, 
nor  sliall  we  say  what  might  be  the  consequences  to  him,  if  he  had 
done  tliis  within  the  acknowledged  jurisdictional  limits  of  Georgia. 

How  far  the  whole  of  the  testimony  taken,  in  support  of  the  charges 
against  the  Indian  Agent,  sustainsi  tliose  charges,  is  not  for  us  olTi- 
cially  to  determine ;  nor  do  we  desire  to  express  an  opinion  of  an  offi- 
cial charsicter  upon  ttie  subject. 

There  is  a  subject  not  directly  within  the  objects  of  our  appointment, 
but  is  inseparably  conneicted  with  the  treaty  and  its  consequences, 
upon  which  we  beg  leave  to  offer  a  remark.  It  is  upon  the  subject  of 
the  contemplated  survey  of  the  territory  lately  ceded.  During  the 
stay  of  the  Commissioners  at  the  Indian  Springs,  three  of  them  were 
informed  by  several  of  the  leading  chiefs  of  the  friendly  part>,  that 
they  weixj  willing,  and  even  desirous,  that  the  survey  should  be  ma^e 
during  the  ensuing  Fall,  and  assigned  as  a  reason  that  the  surveyors 
and  their  people  being  amongst  them  at  that  period,  would  aflbi*d  them 
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ail  opporiunity  of  disposing  of  ifiuch  of  their  prodacte  tliat  they  couM 
not  transport  with  them  to  tlie  Westward  ;  that  tliey  intendeil  remor- 
ing  beyond  the  Mississippi  liefore  anotlier  crop  was  raade,  if  the  Cror« 
ernmeQt  would  pay  them  the  money  accortiing  to  the  terms  of  the 
treaty. 

Connected  witli  tliis,  Sir^  we  remai-k,  that  it  is  somewhat  strange 
that  the  chiefs  who  reside  bejf^md  the  limits  of  the  territory  ceded  to 
the  United  States,  for  the  bcinefit  of  Georgia,  are  tlie  only  chiefs^  with 
a  few  exceptions,  so  far  as  we  are  infornted  who  are  oi>{>osed  to  the 
survey.  The  fact  is  notorious,  we  belie^^e,  that  the  chiefs  and  their 
leaders  who  oppose  this  measure,  are  resident  near  Tallapoosa  river 
and  Alabama.     What  injury  then  can  tliey  sustain  by  the  survey. 

Herewitli  we  transmit  toyour£xceUency,  copies  of  our  correspon- 
dence with  General  Gaines  and  Miyor  Andrews,  connected  with  the 
subject,  and  numbered  from  one  (l)  to  twenty-three  (23)  inclusive  : 
Also,  the  testimony  received  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  assigned 
to  us.

Indian  Springs^  June  £l«f,  1825. 

GMmcxBifKN :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
conninnicatioot  of  yesterday's  date^  annoancing  the  objects  of  yoar 
nission. 

In  repl}  I  have  to  observe  that,  however  much  I  might  be  aided  by 
the  Uglits  of  your  exfierienoey  I  do  not  feel  myself  authorizedt  wHIi* 
out  new  instructions,  from  the  Department  of  War*  to  comply  with 
your  demand  to  beVBmitted  <*to  a  full  and  free  participation  of  the 
council  of  the  Indians.'' 

The  council  is  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  me  to  dis« 
charge  duties  of  a  very  delicate  and  important  nature^  confided  to  mit 
by  the  General  Government. 

I  deem  it  proper^  therefore,  that  I  should  exercise  the  entire  con* 
trol  ot  ewery  sutiject  to  be  acted  on,  and  of  every  expression  uttered 
to  the  council  by  any  oiBcer  or  citizen  permitted  to  address  it ;  whether 
of  the  United  States  or  of  any  individual  State  or  Territory :  with- 
out such  control,  our  councils  would  be  involved  in  dE^fusion ;  and 
they  would  be  wholly  useless,  if  not  worse  than  useless.

Commissioncn  of  Georgia  to  General  Gaines. 

Indian  Springs,  2\st  June,  1825. 

Sir  :  Tour  note,  of  the  present  date,  we  have  had  the  honor  to  re- 
ceive. We  are  fi-ee  to  confess.  Sir,  that  its  contents  has  surprised  us. 
Tour  note  furnishes  us  with  the  information  that  your  duties  are  of  a 
▼ery  deKcate  and  important  nature.  We  have  no  doubt  of  their  im- 
portance. The  occasion  calls  for  important  measures.  The  chiefs  of 
a  once  powerful  nation  have  to  be  re-established  to  their  usurped  ho- 
nors, power,  and  fortunes,  in  and  amonest  a  people  over  whom  you 
are  deputed,  for  tlie  time  beings  to  preside.  Tour  measures  fix  their 
destiny,  and  that  of  their  posterity.  High  responsibility !  delicata 
trust ! 

Tour  Government  has  informed  you  of  the  existing  relations  be- 
tween that  Nation  and  the  State  of  Georgia :  We  are  the  repi^enta- 
tives  of  that  State  in  connection  with  certiUn  matters  touching  the 
disturbances  therein. 
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The  Gk>vernment  of  tlie  State  of  Georgia  has  vested  in  us  certain 
powers^  the  execution  of  which  was  and  is  belieired  to  be  closclj 
identified  with  the  objects  of  your  present  mission.  On  our  arrival 
at  this  place  we  deemed  it  prudent  to  lay  before  you  a  copy  of  our 
instructions  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  GiM>rgip,  by  which 
yon  were  informed  that  we  were  expressly  instructed  not  to  interfere 
in  anymatter  disconnected  with  the  objects  of  our  appointment ;  but* 
at  the  same  time,  clearly  expressing  the  opinion  tliat  we  would  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  full  and  free  participation  of  the  Indian  Councilsw  Hiis 
opinion  was  the  more  readily  advanced  by  our  Gbvemijient,  because 
it  was  known  that  your  object  in  convening  a  council  of  the  Indians 
was  inseparably  connected  with  the  duties  assigivBd  to  jks.  Tberefiire 
the  State  of  Georgia  considered  that  she  might  matce  the  request  that 
has  been  made^  with  much  confidence  that  it  wouM  be  readily  granted* 
relying  upon  the  strongest  assurances,  which  it  was  believed  would 
be  made  byyou,  as  the  agent  of  the  General  Government,  to  receive 
the  aid,  and  assistance,  and  co-operation  of  Georgia,  in  carrying  fulljr 
into  effect  the  views  of  your  Government. 

We  are  instructed  to  say  that  our  Government  disclaims,  in  ttie 
strongest  terms,  any  wish  or  intention  In  any  wise  to  embarrass  your 
movements  as  connected  with  any  matter  growing  oift  of  the  present 
unfortunate  and  peculiar  situation  of  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians. 
The  Government  of  Georgia  has  created  the  commission  under 
which  we  have  the  honor  to  act,  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  Inquire 
into  the  fttcts,  as  connected  with  the  conduct  of  an  officer  of  your 
Government,  the  conduct  of  which  officer  has  been  arraigned  by  the 
Government  of  Georgia,  at  the  instance  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  In  the  investigation  of  the  conduct  of  that  officer, 
the  Stale  of  Georgia  has  great  interest  It  is  of  the  highest  Im- 
portance to  her  that  tlierc  should  be  a  full  and  clear  development  of 
all  the  facts,  which  if  had,  it  is  believed,  will  fully  establish  the  seve- 
'  ral  charges  as  preferred.  To  arrive  at  the  certainty  of  all  these  facts, 
in  the  most  imposing  and  official  manner,  it  was  considered  by  our 
Government  necessary  to  cohstitute  the  present  mission.  It  was 
further  determined,  by  the  same  Government,  to  be  of  the  first  con- 
sequence that  the  members  of  that  mission  should  present  themselves, 
clothed  in  their  official  character,  In  the  councils  of  the  Indians  to  be 
convened  by  you ;  believing  that  in  the  councils  information  might  be 
elicited  material  to  the  points  in  issue  between  the  State  of  Georgia 
and  the  Agent  for  Indian  Affairs.  For  this  purpose,  and  fur  no  other, 
we  have  been  directed  by  our  Government  to  repair  to  this  place,  and 
to  inform  you  of  the  same,  and  to  respectfully  ask  your  perniission 
for  admittance  therein.  Wc  have  done  so  by  request  only  :  we  have 
not  demanded  it.  That  permission  has  been  denied  us.  We,  there- 
fore, in  pursuance  of  our  instructions,  as  also  a  proper  sense  of  dutj 
towards  our  Government,  do  hereby  enter  our  formal  protest  against 
such  denial ;  believing  that,  in  consequence  of  being  debarred  a  par- 
ticipation in  those  councils^  the  State  of  Georgia  will  unquestionably 
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be  ikqprived  of  that  which  is  to  her  of  vital  interest  and  great  mag* 
nitude.

CoL  Crowell  to  tlie  Georgia  Commissioners* 

Creek  Agbngt^  June  20^A,  1825. 

Gbntlemen  :  I  have  understood  that  you  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Ck>vernor  of  Georgia  to  superintend,  in  the  Creek  Nation,  the 
investigation  of  the  accusation,  whicli  he  has  deemed  expedient  to 
make  against  me. 

Although  I  have  not  had  the  privilege  extended  to  me  by  the  Le- 
gislature and  Governor  of  Georgia,  which  is  guarantied  by  the  con- 
stitution of  our  country  even  to  the  culprit  on  bis  trial ;  although  it 
is  apparent,  from  the  course  pursued,  (in  nubiishing  the  ex  parte  evi- 
dence collected  professedly  for  the  adjudication  of  another  and  dif- 
ferent tribunal,)  that  the  prejudice  of  the  community  is  sought  to  be 
excited  against  me,  which,  like  the  sword  of  Brennus,  is  to  be  cast 
into  the  scale  against  me,  to  make  up  for  alt  deficiencies  in  the  weight 
of  the  testimony ;  and  although  this  course  of  proceeding  is  properly 
apprec^iated.;  yet,  being  desirous  of  afibrding  my  accusers  the  full 
benefit  of  a  cross-examination  of  the  witnesses  to  be  adduced  in  my 
behalf;  desiring  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation,  and  conscious  of 
the  correctness  of  my  official  conduct,  I  herewith  invite  you  to  attend 
the  examination  of  my  witnesses  in  the  Nation,  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  to  them  such  questions,  In  reference  to  my  deportment,  as 
you  may  think  ppeper :  of  the  time  and  place  of  examination  you 
will  be  notified. 

In  giving  you  this  invitation,  I  wish  you  distinctly  to  understand, 
that  it  is  not  given  under  the  impression  that  it  is  your  right  rsince 
I  have  not  been  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  me.  But  it  is 
given  under  a  foil  conviction  of  being  able  fully  to  establish  my  in- 
nocence, by  witnesses  who  shrink  not  from  the  ordeal  of  a  cross-ex- 
amination^  and  to  show  you  that  my  defence  rests  not,  like  the  accu- 
sations against  me,  upon  the  flimsy  foundation  of  garbled  evidence^ 
arbitrarily  taken,  and  improperly  reported.

Fort  Mitchell,  25th  June,  1825. 

Sir:  Since  our  arrival  at  this  place  we  ha\e  been  Joined  by  Colo- 
nel Seaborn  Jones,  who  is  associated  with  us  in  the  commission  by  the 
Governor  of  Georgia. 

In  obedience  to  the  instructions,  (with  a  copy  of  which  you  have 
been  hirnisbed,)  we  beg  leave  again  to  C4ill  your  attention  to  that  part 
of  those  instructiops  by  which  it  was  contemplated  by  the  Governor 
that  we  would  be  admitted  to  a  free  participation  of  the  council  of 
tlie  Indians  to  be  convened  at  Broken  Arrow,  as  well  ms  of  that 
lately  held  at  the  Indian  Springs. .  And  we  would  repeat  the  request 
on  our  part,  that  we  may  be  admitted  to  that  council* 

In  your  letter  of  the  ^Ist  instant,  in  answer  to  a  similar  request 
made  at  that  place,  you  say,  **  I  deem  it  proper^  therefore,  that  I 
shouU  exercise  the  entire  control  of  every  subject  to  be  acted  on,  and 
of  every  expression  uttered  to  the  Council  by  any  ofllcer  or  citisen 
permitted  to  address  it ;  whether  of  the  Cnit^  States,  or  of  any  in- 
ufvidual  State  or  territory ;  without  which  control,  our  councils  would, 
be  Involved  in  confusion,  and  tliey  would  be  wholly  useless,  if  not 
worse  than  useless.'' 

We  call  your  attc^ntion  to  tliis  part  oC  your  letter,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  correcting  a  mistake  under  which  you  have  fallen,  with  m-. 
gard  to  our  motives  and  the  course  of  conduct  we  might  pursue  in 
attending  the  Council.  We  have  been  particularly  instructed  ^  not 
to  interfere  with  the  Council  in  matters  disconnected  with  tbo  ob- 
jects  of  our  mission,  and  which  appertain,  exclusively,  to  interests 
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m 
mud  relattonsy  purely  politicali  subsisting  between  the  Oeneral  Qo- 
vernment  and  the  Indians." 

Pei'init  UBto  as3Ui*e  you.  Sir.  that  we  sliall  strictly  adhere  to  those 
instructionsvand  carefully  avoid  any  interference;  and  that  we  shall 
expect  only  to  make  suj^^^tlons  to  yourself  in  the  Council,  and, 
tJuroogb  you*  to  obtain  all  the  information  which  can  be  acquired. 
Tlie  information  thus  obtainsdy  will  be  of  an  official  character,  and 
i^illy  |)erhape»  be  more  satisfactory  than  an^  derived  from  any  other 
source. 

From  Mr.  Kenan,  our  Secretaryt  you  will  receive  a  copy  ef  the 
message  of  tlie  Governor  to  the  Legislature,  with  the  accompanying 
documents  and  other  papers.  And  we  have  the  honor  to  subscribe 
ourselves,  With  high  consideration  and  respect.

Heaik  Quabtebs,  Eastebn  Depabtment, 
Creek  Agency ^  June^eth^  1825. 

Gbntlembn  :  I  have  received  your  communication  of  yesterday*8 
date,  requesting  to  be  admitted  to  t(ie  Council  convened  at  Broken 
Arrow* 

I  am  under  no  such  mistake  as  that  you  ascribe  to  me,  and  which 
you  are  pleased  to  attempt  to  correct.  In  your  letter  of  the  20th, 
you  claim  ^<  a  full  and*tree  participation  of  the  Council  of  the  In- 
dians.'' Whatever  may  have  been  your  meaning,  the  manifest  im- 
port of  the  expressions  employed  by  you^  could  be  nothing  less  than 
8  demand  to  exercise,  without  control,  certain  piivileges  before  the 
Council.  The  force  of  this  construction  is  rather  strengthened  than 
diminished^  by  your  instructions  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
of  Georgia,  to  which  you  refer.  ^ 

Tou  say,  *''  We  have  been  particularly  instructed  not  to  interfere 
with  tlie  Council  in  matters  disconnected  with  theofajectsof  our  mis- 
sion, and  which  anpertain  exclusively  to  interests  and  relationSf 
purely  piolitical.  subsisting  between  the  General  GU>vernment  and 
tlvD  Indians^''  You  are  consequently  insfructed  to  interfere  with  tho 
Council  ill  matters  connected  with  the  objects  of  your  mission ;  or^ 
in  other  words,  to  do  what  you  are  instructed  to  do,  an^  nothing 
more.  But  your  instructions  exhibit  an  attempt  to  discriminate  be* 
tween  the  duties  assigned  to  you,  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Georgia, 
and  subjects  appertaining  <<exclu^vely  to  interests  and  relations, 
purely  political,  subsisting  between  the  General  GoTemment  and 
the  Indians.'^ 
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I  cannot  perceive  or  admit  the  existence  of  any  sucb  distincthm* 
The  General  Government  can  have  no  interests  or  relations^  ptn'dj/ 
political,  either  with  the  Indians^  or  with  anjr  other  People  or  nation, 
in  which  the  State  of  Georgia  is  not  concerned.  But  his  Elxcellency 
the  Governor  of  Georgia  deems  it  proper  that  the  State  should  lie  re- 
presented at  the  Council  at  Broken  Arrow,  and  you  have  been  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.  ' 

I  have  advised  you  that  the  President  has  seen  ftt  to  confide  to  me 
the  exclusive  mission  to  this  nation,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 
I  have  now  to  add,  that  the  duties  assigned  to  me  are  substantiali/ 
the  same  as  those  with  which  you  are  charged,  with  the  excaptldn  of 
taking  testimony  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  Agent. ;  Thus  have  I  the 
honor  to  represent  Georgiat  with  each  other  member  of  the  United 
States*  in  tlie  Indian  Council  at  Broken  .tfrroto. 

With  due  defei*ence  and  respect  for  the  authorities  of  the  Stalet 
which  have  had  the  kindness  to  appoint  a  mission  to  afford  me  aid^ 
which  the  General  Government  appears  not  to  have  been  aware  that 
I  stood  in  need  of,  I  cannot  permit  myself  to  recognize  that  missioUf 
without  the  authority  of  the  President. 
^     It  would  afford  me  great  satisfaction  to  possess  the  confidence  of 
the  State  authorities.    I  can  hupe  to  win  it  only,  by  a  faithful  dis- 
charge of  my  duty  ^but,  if  I  fail  thus  to  win  it,  1  fed  convinced  that 
I  shall  not  fail  to  retain  what  will  be  equally  gratifying  to  me — the 
conscious  persuasion  that  I  merit  that  confidence. 

In  the  subsequent  part  of  your  letter,  you  assure  roe,  that  you  will 
strictly  adhere  to  your  instructions,  and  carefully  avoid  any  inter- 
flerence ;  and  that  you  shall  expect  only  to  make  sug^tions  to  me,  in 
the  Council,  and,  through  me,  to  obtain  the  information  which  can  be 
acqufred. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  you  did  not  sooner  favor  me  with  tbia 
moderate  definition  of  your  wishes,  as,  in  that  case,  no  objection 
would  have  been  offered  by  me  to  your  r^uest,  individually  and 
unofficially. 

You  are  entirelj^  at  liberty  to  attend,  as  any  other  genttemen 
would  be. 

I  reserve  to  myself,  however,  the  right  to  control  every  subject  to 
be  acted  upon,  and  every  expression  to  be  iitter^  to  the  Council.  It 
affords  me  pleasure  to  profit  by  the  suggestions  of  my  fellow  citizens ; 
but  these  suggestions,  to  be  acceptable  to  me,  must  be  free  of  every 
thing  like  officini  power  or  control;  In  tendering  to  you  my  thanks 
for  the  polite  offer  contained  in  your  note  of  thfs  afternoon,  I  have  to 
observe,  that  I  shall  not  have  occasion  to  send  despatches  before  the 
departure  of  the  regular  mail. 

I  renew  to  you,  Gentlemen,  assurances  of  my  respectful  considera* 
tion.

Talk  of  Gen.  Oaines  to  the  LitiU  Prince. 
Fort  Mitch£IiL» 

'  Saturday f  25th  June,  1%2S. 

The  Commisaioiiera  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Georgia^  ( Jourdan, 
Jonesy  and  Torrance,)  were  waited  on  bjr  the  Aid  of  General  Gaines, 
and  informed  that  he  was  about  to  hold  some  conversation  with  the 
Little  Prince;  that»  if  we  wished  to  hear  it,  we  would  attend  it|  the 
Pia»ra^  They  repaired  there  accordingly.  Presentf  General  Gaines 
and  Aid,  the  Commissioners  above  named,  the  Special  Agent»  Major 
Andrews,  Little  Prince,  Thomas  Triplett,  Acting  Agent*  et  aL 

General  Gaines  stated,  that  he  was  about  to  hold  a  talk  with  the 
Little  Prince;  that  he  had  informed  us  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  that 
we  might  hear  what  was  said. 

He  stated  to  the  Little  Prince,  tbat  he  must  tell  his  chiefs  and 
warriors  that  they  must  not  go  the  white  settlements  until  all  their 
difficulties  and4isturbances  were  settled ;  that  they  must  be,kind  and 
friendly  to  all  travellers  and  white  people  in  and  through  the  nation ; 
that  he  had  been  sent  here  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to 
have  their  difficulties  settled;  that  it  wascleemed  necessary  to  suspend 
the  Indian  Agents  charges  having  been  preferred  aeainst  him; 
that  he  must  remain  suspended,  until  the  charges  could  be  ittf  uired 
into;  that  the  Agent  Waa  only  suspended  for  a  time,  until  the 
charges  preferred  against  him  could  be  inquired  into ;  that  he  should 
take  Hambly,  whp  was  the  national  Interpreter^  as  his  loterpre-  / 
ter,  though  statements  had  been  made  against  him,  but  the  Go- 
▼ernn^ent  yet  had  confidence  in  him,  and  that  he  bad  such  confi- 
dence in  him  as  to  use  him  as  such ;  but,^  to  ppevent  any  imposition, 
lie  bad  broueht  with  him  Benjamin  Hawkins  as  a  cheeky  who  was 
recommendea  by  the  other  part  of  the  nation  as  being  a  good  Inter- 

{ireter,  and  tbat  he  had  Instructed  Mr.  Hawkins^  if  Hambjy  did  tiot 
nterpret  correctly,  to  let  him  CGeneral  Gaines}  know  it ;  that  the 
Little  Printe  must  tell  his  chiefs  and  warriors  to  holt}  no  talk  with 
any  white  person  at  all,  about  their  present  difficulties,  except  him- 
self; that  they  must  receive  no  talk  but  fram  his  own  Lips. 

Major  Andrews,  the  Special  Agent,  stated,  that  h&did  not  think 
General  Gaines  had  been  sufficiently  jexplicit,  and  requested  him  to 
say  to  the  Little  Prince,  that  the  Agent  was  suspended  merely  through 
courtesy  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  having  been  frequently  urged  to 
do  it.  Major  Andrews  also  stated  to  General  Gaines,  to  say  to  the 
Little  Prince^  that  his  confidence  in  Hambly,  as  an  Interpreter,  was 
not  the  remilt  of  investigation,  as  iie  had  made  none;  but  that  he  had 
seen  nothing  to  mAe  him  doubt  him.  He  was  asked  by  Col.  Jourdan 
if  he  had  not  seen  Colonel  Williamson's  testimony?  Said  he  had; 
but  that,  taken  with  other  things  which  had  been  shown  him,  he  did 
not  deem  it  sufficient.     General  Gaines  then  stated  to  the  LUtla 
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prince^  tbat  it  was  considered  meeMsary  to  sufipend  ttie  Agent,  charges 
having  been  made  against  hiudf  and  tbat  he  could  not  act  as  Agent 
until  the  President  of  the  United  States  had  determined  upon  them.

Georgia  Commissioners  to  Major  Andrews. 

FOBT  MlTCHELIv  JUJU  25,  1B25. 

Major  T.  P.  Andrews  : 

Sir  :  We  were  not  a  little  surprised  to  hear  from  yourself^  this 
evening,  that  you  were  unacquainted  with  the  object  for  which  we  were 
taking  testimony.  We  were  then  of  the  opinion,  and,  upon  examina- 
tion«  have  become  confirmed  in  that  opinion,  that  the  papers  which 
haVe  been  submitted  are  siifliciently  explicit.  By  a  reference  to  tbo 
letter  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia  to  yau,  of  the  20th  instant,  you 
will  find  he  says,  **The  Commissioifers  authorized  by  the  Legisla- 
ture to  take  further  testimony,  will,  for  that  purpose,  proceed,  forth- 
with, to  the  nation,  and  under  orders  to  make  all  possible  despatch.** 
By  a  reference  to  the  printed  documents,  delivered  to  you  at  the 
Agency  on  Flint  River,  you  will  see  a  copy  of  the  resolution  retferrcd 
to.  To  these  we  can  add  nothing  which  will  convey  in  stronger 
terms  the  object  of  taking  testimony,  unless,  perhaps,  it  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  remind  you  of  the  charges  preferred  by  the  Governor  of 
Georgia. 

While  you  seem  to  be  ignorant  of  the  object  of  our  appointment, 
we  presume  that  does  not  extend  to  the  appointment  itself.  To  avoid, 
however,  any  possible  mistake,  we  would  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the 
conversation  which  took  place  between  you  and  Cotenel  Jones  at  tlie 
Agency,  in  which  you  Inquired  if  any  mutual  arrangementhad  been 
made  between  Colonel  Crowell  and  the  Commissioners ;  whether  we 
would  re  examine  the  witnesses  sworn  before  the  committee,  to  enable 
Colonel  Crowell  to  cross-examine  them  ;  and,  wliether  we  wonid 
assist  him  to  compel  witnesses  to  testify  who  might  refuse.  We 
would  also  remind  you  of  the  Inquiry  you  agnin  made,  this  evening, 
whether  we  and  Colonel  Crow'ell  had  made  any  arrangements,  &c. 

We  regret  we  have  been  compelled  to  be  thus  minute,  and  feel 
more  regret  to  remark,  that  our  object  can  be  recognized  when  it  is 
necessary  to  make  inquiries  for  the  benefit  of  Colonel  Crowell,  lest 
injustice  may  be  done  him,  and,  when  inquiries  are  made  of  you,  to 
facilitate  the  business  and  quiet  cohsclentiotis  scruples,  you  should 
decline  to  give  any  answer,  and  thereby  (we  hope  unintentionally) 
throw  difficulties  in  our  way,  ali^eady  sufficiently  obstructed.  We 
would  beg  leave  further  to  remark,  tliat  while  the  testimony  which 
has  been  taken  against  Colonel  Crowell  has  been  made  public,  and 
he  has  had  every  opportunity  of  seeing  and  disproving  it,  (if  in  his 
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powvr^)  9mA  vfaUe  our  instructions  are  posttire  to  permit  him  to  he 
present  and  cross-examine  the  wit nesees»  complaint  has  been  made 
bjr  yon  <<  of  the  appallinr  influence  and  power  of  the  Executive  and 
Legislative  branches  of  the  Government  of  Georgia/'  you  have  not 
tbdnght  proper  to  apprize  either  the  Governor  or  ourselves  of  the 
testimony  which  has  been  already  shown  you  by  the  Agents  in  his 
own  faYor,  or  that^  to  which  you  referred  to-day,  which  had  been 
shown  you  in  favor  of  Hambly»  the  Interpreter*  As  we  could  not 
doubt  the  ascertainment  of  truth  to  be  the  object  of  your  mUsion^  we 
could  not  be  insensible  of  this  diflference;  and  we  hope  a  second  read- 
ing of  the  papers  we  have  referred  to»  will  satisfy  you  fully  of  the 
object  of  our  appointment

Pbincbton,  June  88,  182^. 

GBMTLEMEir :  Tour  letter  of  this  date  was  received  a  few  minutes 
before  7  o*clock«  announcing  your  intention  to  proceed  to  take  the  tes- 
mony  of  James  Moss  and  Kendall  Lewis,  at  Mr  Lewis%  at  1 1  o'clock 
this  day — a  distance  of  26  miles  from  this  place. 

Understanding  that  two  of  your  body  set  out,  in  the  direction  of 
Lewis'^  yesterday  afternoon ;  believing  that  you  were  apprized  that 
Moss  wa^  in  the  vicinity  of  this  place  in  the  morning  of  yesterday; 
and  knowing  that  my  counsel,  Major  Rockwell,  apprized  Mr.  Tor- 
rance^  in  your  presence  and  hearing,  that  it  was  our  intention  this 
day,  at  the  breaking  up  of  the  Council,  to  take  the  testimony  of  se- 
Teral  witnesses,  to  which  arrangement  there  was  no  objection; 
under  all  the  circumstances,  I  mu3t  be  permitted  to  remark,  that 
it  seems,  while  you  are  willing  to  make  a  parade  of  fairness  in  the 
manner  of  procuring  testimony  against  me ;  while  you  have,  in  a  formal 
communication  to  me,  offered  me  the  privilege  of  cross-examining 
those  witnesses  to  be  found  in  the  Creek  nation  ;  you  take  such  mea- 
sures as  effectually  put  it  outof  my  power  to  avail  myself  of  the  offer — 
**  holding  the  word  of  promise  to  my  ear,  and  breaking  it  to  my  sense/' 
Considering  the  manner  in  which  that  offer  was  made,  being  inciden- 
tally drawn  from  you-  by  my  invitation  to  you  to  cross-examine  my 
witnesses,  I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  you  never  sincerely  in- 
tended that  I  should  enjoy  the  advantage  of  a  cross-examination,  and 
that  your  offer  was  merely  a  hollow  pretext,  to  answer  some  hidden 
purpose.    When  yon  wrote  jour  note  tliis  morning,  to  which  this  is 
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«ii  answer^  you  were  doubthes  vmAI  apprized  that  tbe  Council  wmM 
meet  to-day ;  that  preparations  were  malcing  for  tiie  reception  of 
General  Gaines,  by  tbe  chiefs ;  and  that  it  was  of  nradi  importance 
that  I  should  be  present  From  what  fell  from  some  of  you  at  Bfr« 
Smith's,  and  what  took  place  between  you  and  tbe  Oeneral,  I  ex* 
pected  that  you  deemed  it  of  importance  that  you  should  attend,  tbe 
Council  also.  With  what  propriety^  then,  could  you  communicate 
your  intention  to  me  of  taking  teatimony  at  Lewis%  Line  Creek, 
und  at  Mon|[omery  in  Alabama,  if  you  were  sincere  in  your  iuvitn* 
tion  to  mo.t9  be  present  and  cross-examine  those  witnesses?  I  ka4 
hoped  that  tie  spirit  of  persecution  and  oppression,  by  which  your 
Grovernof^is  actuated  towards  me,  would  not  have  influenced  bis 
represenliiti  ves,  but  tbe  course  you  have  pursued  satisfies  me  that  that 
bo^  is  illusrve.

PsiircsTON,  June  28,  1825* 
Colonel  Ceowell.  a. 

Sir  :  Tour  letter  of  this  ^^s  date,  in  answer  to  ours  of  the  same, 
bas  been  received.     In  justictt  to  ourselves,  we  must  be  permitted  to 
deny,  most  unequivocally,  thdt  your  **  counsel,  Maj.  Rockwell,  did^ 
in  our  presence  or  hearing*  notffy  Mr.  Torrance  of  his  intentions, 
this  day,  to  take  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses  after  tbe  break* 
ing  up  of  the  council  of  Indians.''     W«  heard  no  such  declarations 
ourselves,  and  we  were  not  apprized  of  any  such  intention  on  your 
part  by^Mr.  Torrance,  except  as  it  relates  to  the  testimony  of  Mr* 
bmith,  whose  evidence,  it  was  beliieved,  was  unimportant ;  and,  as 
he  was  a  resident  in  this  vicinity,  it  could  be  dispensed  with,  for  the 
present,  without  injury  to  either  party.    Permit  us  to  assure  you,  that 
we  have  been  positively  instructed  by  his  Excellency  to  give  you  every 
.benefit  of  crussexamination  ;  and  that  it  was  in  obedience  to  tbost 
Instructions^  and  in  perfect  accordance  with  our  feelings,  to  withhold 
no  opportunity  from  you  which  might  enable  you  to  prove  your  in* 
nocence  to  the  world,  if  practicable.     How  justly,  therefore,  can  we 
complain  of  gross  injustice  and  iljiberality  manifested  towards  us  in 
the  whole  of  your  communication.     We  have  no  hidden  purposes  to 
acconr|i1ish  ;  no  secret  motives  to  influence  us  i  to  subserve  the  best 
interests  of  the  State,  to  protect  and  shield  the  virtue,  intelligence, 
and  disinterested  patriotism  of  our  Cbief  Magistrate  from  the  wily 
assaults  of  selfish  and  Interested  individuals,  from  within  and  with- 
out* have  been  the  objects  of  our  most  anxious  solicitude  and  care. 
Prom  tbe  fact  of  your  suspension,  we  could  not  perceive  the  impor- 
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tance  yon  seem  to  attach  to  your  being  present  at  the  council ;  you 
must  have  beard,  or  been  informed,  of  the  public  declaration  made 
by  General  Gaines,  that  our  attendance  at  the  council  would  be  in 
the  character  of  private  individuals ;  it  could,  consequently,  be  of  no 
avail  to  us  in  the  accomniishment  of  the  important  objects  of  our 
fllission— objects  of  curi^ity  and  novelty  might  have  influenced  us 
to  attend.  The  intermediate  time  between  the  commencement  and 
termination  of  the  council,  we  believe,  might  be  usefully  employed  in 
obtaining  the  testimony  of  persons  in  the  direction  of  Alabama.  We 
bad  jo9t  reasons  to  believe,  from  threats  and  undue  influence  exerci- 
sed over  them,  they  would  not  attend  here. 

In  coming  to  this  Conclusion,  we  were  insensible  to  any  act  of  op- 

{iression  on  our  part  towards  you,  incidental  or  intentional.  We  be- 
ieved,  and  do  still  believe,  that  no  imi>ortant  interest,  right,  or  pri- 
vilege, which  you  are  entitled  to,  would  be  jeopardized  by  the  ab« 
sence,  for  a  few  days,  of  yourself  and  counsel ;  and  we  were  the 
more  confirmed  in  this  opinion,  from  the  declaration  of  the  Special 
Agents  that  the  collecting  of  testimony  in  your  favor  would^  by  him, 
be  submitted  to  the  Acting  Agent  tor  Indian  Affairs. 

From  this  view  of  the  subject,  we  are  free  to  declare  that  the 
charge  of  insincerity  and  oppression,  reiterated  again  and  again  by 
youy.  fails  unsupported  and  unsustained  by  a  single  reason  or  argu- 
inenty  other  than  inflammatory  and  idle  declamation*  The  notice  of 
our  intentions  was  handed  you  this  morning  in  time,  we  believe,  for 
you  to  have  reached  Lewis' ;  and  we  were  instructed,  if  required^  to 
say  that  reasonable  time  would  be  riven  for  your  arrival*  The  re* 
mainlng  members  of  tbe  mission  did  not  intend  taking  any  measure 
for  the  procurement  of  testimony  until  the  return  of  the  absentees  ; 
and  this  course  we  would  now  greatly  prefer,  on  account  of  mistake 
and  misapprehension  somewhere,  and  to  enable  you  to  proceed,  and 
hava  tbe  bea#fit  of  cross-examination,  if  desirable. 

Ton  cannot  be  apprized  of.  the  great  delicacy  of  our  situation  (un- 
der present  circumstances)  of  attending  the  examination  of  witness* 
OS  in  your  private  api^^itonts.  W^  propose,  whenever  Gen*.  Gaines 
disposea  of  tbe  trust  confidbd  to  him  by  the  General  Government,  to 
proceed  to  the  examination  of  a  number  of  witnesses*  Our  object  in 
this,  is  not  to  embarrass  or  interfere,  in  any  manner,  the  most  re« . 
mote,  with  his  duties.  We  ask  of  you  to  pursue  the  like  cdorse, 
when  all  of  our  objects  can  be  obtained  without  inconvenience  to 
any  parson* 

Permit  ns  to  as9ure  yon,  Sir^  that  respect  for  ourselves,  and  the 
authority  under  which  we  have  the  honor  to  act^  will  not  permit  us 
to  aclmowiedge  tbe  receipt  of  any  further  communication,  couched 
In  tbe  language  and  dictated  in  the  spirit  of  illiberality  and  accu- 
sation.

Gentlbmbn  :  I  received  jour  letter  daM  the  25tb,  taaitveniDg, 
and  was  not  a  little  surprised  at  the  misapprehension^  on  jour  par^ 
which  appears  to  irave  rendered  such  a  letter  necessary. 

You  remark,  that  you  were  surprised  to  hear  me  remark  on  the 
25th,  in  reply  to  an  observation  of  Colonel  Jones-,  that  *<  I  was  on- 
acquainted  with  the  object  ibr  which  you  were  taking  testimony  i*^  I 
must  deny,  in  the  most  positive  matiner,  having  made  any  remark 
which  would  fairly  justify  such  a  conatruction.  In  your  conversa- 
tion with  the  Reverend  Mr.  Compere,  whicli  took  place  accidentidly 
in  my  presence,  he  remarked,  iJiat  be  had  conscientious  scruples  to 
taking  an  oath,  unless  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity^  He  then  addedt 
if  1  would  say  that  I  viewed  his  giving  you  bis  oath  as  such  a  case  of 
necessity,  he  would  give  iti  my  reply  was.  that  it  was  a  matter  en- 
tirely between  yourselves,  which  I  did  not  wish  to  Interfere  inf  and 
that  I  must  decline  giving  an  opinion  as  to  the  absolute  necessity  of 
an  affidavit;  being  incapable  of  forming  a  judgment  on  it,  as  ^*  J  tods 
umuqtminted  ,wiih  the  olgects  or  uses  to  wltich  the  testimoinf  coUecUd 
.  hy  yourselves  was  to  he  applied.*^  Ton  expressed  some  surprise  mt 
the  remark ;  I  took  occasion  to  add,  that  I  did  not  know  whether  yvm 
testimony  was  to  be  laid  before  the  Executive  or  the  Legislature  ef 
Georgia,  the  General  Government,  or  its  Agent,  or  to  be  md  before  a 
Court  of  Justice.  I  did  not  makemy  being  kept  unacquainted  with  them 
objects  or  uses^  a  matter  of  complaint,  because  (as  the  authorities  of 
Georgia  had  not  thought  proper  to  make  me  acquainted  with  their 
particular  intentions  as  to  ^e  use  to  be  made  of  tlie  testimony  collec« 
ted  by  yourselves)  I  did  not  consider  it  a  matter  on  which  I  bad  « 
right  to  ask  iitformation.  As  it  lias  become  a  subject  of  quesllaiiy 
and,  in  a  measure,  of  discussion,  1  beg  leave  to  ask  yq^,  distinctly^ 
to  what  objects  or  uses  the  testimony,  you  ooilect  wiiJ  be  applied  ? 
Whether  it  is  to  be  submitted  to  tlie  AgeHt  of  tl>e  General  Govem- 
ment,  or  to  the  United  States  Government  direct  ?  or  whettter  it  i» 
only  intended  to  produce  a  convicttoffl  of  guilt  in  the  Indian  Agent 
before  the  Legislature,  the  Executive,  the  Peo{de,  or  the  Courts  of 
Justice  of  Georgia?  I  am  more  particularly  induced  to^  ask  tbaso 
questions  to  convince  you,  that,  although  I  have  re-examiaed  all  ^he 
letters  and  sources  of  information  you  refer  me  to,  as  well  as  your 
letter  now  before  me,  I  am  still  totally  unacquainted  with  the  objecia 
or  uses  to  which  the  testimony  to  be  collected  by  yea  is  to  be  ai^riied* 
At  the  same  time,  I  disclaim  all  right,  on  my  partf  to  reeeive  an* 
swers,  unless  perfectly  agreeable ;  and  state  distinctly  that  since  my 
interview  with  Colonel  Jones  on  FJint  river^  I  could  not  enlertan  a 
doubt  that  one  object  ^  your  afipoinimeut  was  to  criuMnate,  if  poaai* 
ble,  the  Indian  Agent  ,  --. 

You  v^ill  certainly  excuse  me  for  declining  whatyott4ippear  towiair 
mo  to  attempt^  to  **  quiet  the  conscientious  scruples'*  of  the  Reverend 
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Mr.  Cmspere,  or  uny  other  person,  on  any  subject.  I  told  that  re« 
Tercfid  fj^ntlem^nt  iminediatelj  on  your  leavinjsp  us,  as  be  can  tegtiry^ 
that  1  would  greatly  prcrer  his  givin<^  ytiu  an  affidavit,  if  cunsisient, 
on  reflection,  with  his  prmci|»ieH;  but  that,  in  saying  so,  1  did  not 
wish  to  be  considered  as  stating  my  belief  as  to  its  absolute  neressi- 
ty :  not  havipgbeen  made  acquainted  with  that  necessity,  and  having 
ftlso  inrorroed  hinit  as  well  as  theothei^  clergymen  in  the  nation,  that 
(respecting  tiieir  characters  and  their  religious  scruples)  I  should 
▼iew  a  conscientious  statement  from  them,  without  their  making  oath'. 
to  ity  as  all  sufficient,  so  far  as  their  testimony  was  to  be  applied  tv 
the  objects  of  my  mission. 

I  recollect  the  Inquiries  you  refer  to,  as  made  of  Col.  Jones,  on  the 
Flint  River;  and  take  this  opportunity  of  remarking,  that  I  have,  as 
yet,  received  no  answers  to  them :  particularly  as  to  the  intention  of 
tlie^  Commissioners  to  summon  the  witnesses  already  examined  by 
tlie  committee,  to  afford  an  opportunity  of  cross-examination. 

I  do  not  see  the  light  in  which  the  Commissioners  wish  the  first 
IMirt  of  tlie  third  paragraph  9f  their  lettei?  received.  If  no  insinua- 
tion was  intended  by  it  it  appears  to  me  that  their  expressions  were 
Qncalled  for  and  unnecessary.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  intended 
to  convey  an  insinuation  of  a  disposition,  on  my  part,  to  act  in  an  un- 
fair or  partial  manner,  I  feel  called  on  to  say,  that  such  an  iiisinua- 
tioti  is  not  warranted  by  my  acts,  or  intentions,  or  truth,  and  that  a 
repetition  must  put  a  stop  to  all  official  correspondence  between  us^ 
as  I  am  determined  to  avoid  allofficialcorresiKindence  (which  I  am 
at  liberty  tp  avoid)  tliat  is  not  conducted  in  a  proper  spirit  of  cour-^ 
tesy  and  justice.  In  reply  to  the  latter  part  of  the  same  paragraph, 
I  %vou]d  remark,  that  I  am  not  in  official  possession  of  the  evidence 
you  refer  to^  relating  to  the  Agent ;  having  returned  it  to  him  for  tiiei 
present  I  am,  however,  informed  by  the  Agent,  that^  in  due  time,, 
joii  will  have  an  opportunity  ot  cr«*8S> examining  his  witnesses,  and, 
consequently,  of  seeing  that  testimony. 

The  course  pursued  by  General  Gaines,,  in  relation  to  the  United 
States*  Interpreter,  is  one  which  is  conceived  to  be  entirely  between 
himself  and  his  Government  $  and,  as  it  regards  the  statement  >%hicb 
I  have  made  to  him,  in  repty  to  his  demand  for  it  of  my  present  im- 
pressions in  relation  to  the  Interpreter,  it  is  between  the  General  and 
myself,  and  our  Government 

•It  will  readily  occur  to  you,  that  yon  will  receive  a  great  amount 
of.  information  (if  you  have  not  already)  not  immediately  connected 
WCth  the  {^articular  object  of  investigation,  but  proper  to  be  submitted 
to  yovr  Government.  Whether  such  is  tho^  fact  in  relation  to 
yourselves,  or  not,  I  take  this  occasion  to  inform  -you,  that  I 
should  be  wanting  in  respect  to  the  Government  which  I  have 
the  honor,  on  a  {lart'icular  point  to  represent.  If  I  should  ofler  to 
others  the  first  knowledge  of  a  great  deal  of  information,  which  may 
incidentally  come  before  me.  Such  is  the  case  in  reference  to  thsr 
United  States'  Interpreter,  who  is  not  under  trial.  Tbe  PresidenC 
has  so  far  thought  proper  to  disregard  the  impressions  of  others, 
85 
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which  have  been  laid  before  hint  and  to  continue  the  Interpreter  in 
office.  The  Cominissioners  oC  the  late  treaty,  notwithstanding  their 
impressions  against  hinit  continued  to  avail  themselves  of  his  servi* 
ces  whilst  in  want  of  an  Interpreter*  His  capacity  renders  his  ser* 
Tices  necessary^  to  facilitate  business.  It  was  only  in  r^ard  to  the 
propriety  of  bis  being  employed  or  not*  as  an  Interpreter,  on  the 
present  occasion,  that  I  have  given  an  opinion  to  tbe  Greberal,  and  I 
understood  your  body,  in  the  presence  of  General  Gaioes,  on  Satur- 
day evening,  to^pruve  of  his  employment,  with  At  precautions 
which  the  (^nci*al  has  taken  on  the  occasion.

Dear  Gbitbrai.  :  We  shall  attend,  to-day«  at  the  hour  of  2  o'clock, 
P.  M.  to  take^  the  testimony  of  the  Little  Prince,  0-poetble.Toholo, 
Sandy  Oraisdn,  Jno.

You.  will  please  iiwite 
the  above  witnesses  to  your  quarters^  where,  by  your  permission^ 
the  examination  will  take  place.

Gbnti*embi7:  Your  letter,  of  this  date^  to  General  Gaines,  has 
been -referred  to  me,  as  well  as  the  subject  to  which  it  relates.  Col. 
Williamson  was  present  in  the  square  yesterday,  when  the  Chiefv 
positively  refused  to  have  a  conversation  with  you,  or  suflTer  any  ex- 
mroinAtions,  except  in  public,  in  the-open  square,  or  Council,  and  made 
no  objections,  or  was  not  understood  as  making  any.  I  have,  there- 
fore, to  remind  yim  of  that  ^termination,  and  to  inform  you  that 
you  shall  have  for  your  Clerk,  all  the  facilities  which  hi^ve  been  en« 
joyed  by  the  General  and  myself  in  our  written  httercourse  with  tliem^ 
which  has  been  considerable.  Both  the  General  and  myself  will  take 
pleasure  in  affording  you  all  desirable  and  piisaible  facilities ;  but  all 
questions  put  to  the  Indians  must  be  in  writing,  that  they  may  not  be 
subject  to  be  misapprehended.  This  is  a  aiurse  which  tlie  officers  of 
the  General  C^overment  have  felt  tliemseives  bound  to  pursue,  and  one 
which  it  is  thought  is  due,  in  fairness,  to  the  Indians.

6tR :  Tour  comrounication  or  tli^s  morning,  in  reply  to  ours  of  Uio 
same  date,  has  been  received.  We  camiot  s6e  the  analogy  between 
the  cases  cited. 

In  your's  and  the  General's  correspondence  with  the  Indians*  we 
presume^  from  your  note*  it  lias  been  conducted  in  i^rriting;  you  have 
had  time  and  leisure  in  your  rooms  to  make  jour  communications  ; 
the  Indiana«  on  the  other  hand,  have  had  reasonable  time  allowed  them 
to  respond..  Tour  objects  have  been  national-;  ours  relate  to  the  eluci« 
dation  ot  a  Tew  facts*  and  to  correct  erroneous  opinions  in  re\atioj»  te 
a  few  incidents  connected  with  the  late  disturbances.  We  respectful- 
ly, and  in  great  deference  to  the  opinions  of  you  and  the  General^ 
ask,  as  a  right  due  to  Georgia*  to  examine  a  few  Chiefs  in  Gen. 
Gaines'  room,  or  Major  Rockwell's,  the  counsel  for  Col.  CrowelL 
Wea&k  it  from  the  following  considerations:  First,  that  the. exami- 
nation and  cross-examination  would,  in  all  probability,  consume  a 
day.  Secondly,  that  we  always  intended,  and  have  always  so  express- 
ed ourselves,  that  it  should  be  under  the  immediate  observation  and 
control  of  General  Gaines  and  yourself,  under  the  observatioo  of  Col. 
Crowell  and  his  counsel ;  under  such  an  arrangement,  we  cannot 
withhold  the  expression  of  the  opinion  that,  if  any  advantage  existed, 
it  would  certainly  be  on  the  side  of  the  Agent.  Thirdly,  it  does  net 
seem  reasonable  to  us,  in  the  compliance  of  an  onreasonable  re- 
quest by  tlie  Indians,  that  they  will  hold  no  converse  or  communica- 
tion with  the  Georgia  ^Commissioners,  unless  in  the  open  square,  that 
we  shimld  be  suliijected  to  all  the  inconveniences  of  the  most  inclement 
season,  when  no  possible  injury  could  result  to  themselves  or  th^ 
Agent,  in  pursuing  the  course  we  propose.  Fourthly,  from  the  factUtj 
of  communication  with  themselves  by  signs,  as  well  as  in  language 
we  do  not  understand,  we  are  firmly  of  tlie  opinion,  that  no  possible 
good  could  result  in  the  examination  we  |N'opose,  if  their  firopositioa 
be  adopted.  No  possible  injury  could  result  to  any  persont  from  tbe 
adoption  of  the  course  we  propose,  under  the  restrictions  and  safo- 

Siards  we  accede  to.:'  Fifthly,  if  we  hare  not  been  misinformed,  the 
gent  has  bad  all  the  benefits  and  indulgences  extended  to  him  we  ask 
for,  or  claim.  We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  General  Gaines,  to 
recall  to  his  recollection  the  distinct  and  positive  understanding  ou 
this  subject  in  bis  room,  between  the  Georgia  Commissioners  and 
bimsejf. 

The  interrogatories  we  pniposed  exhibiting,  are  reduced  to  writing* 
and  we  had  no  wish  to  submit  them  in  any  otiier  form.  It  belongs 
to  yon,  gentlemen,  exclusively,  to  say,  whether  the  like  indulgence 
will  be  afforded  us*

GsNixsMSN :  Tour  commuiiication,  in  reply  to  my  letter  of  this 
Biorntngt  was  handed  to  me  whilst  General  Gaines  and  myself  were 
engaged  in  Council  with  the  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow;  I  immediate* 
Ij  banded  it  to  the  General,  who  stated  yodj*  request  to  the  Chiefs  ia 
Council,  and  urged  them  to  accede  to  it* 

I  am  requested,  by  General  Gaines,  to  say,  )hat  he  has  no  objec- 
tion to  the  Chiefs  meeting  you  at  anyplace;  but,  that  the  objection  is 
made  by  the  Chiefs  themselves;  and  that  he  is  not  disposed  to  insist 
on  their  doing  «o  against  their  own  determination*  My  objection  re- 
lates «olely  to  any  questions  being  put  to  them,  that  are  not  in  wri- 
ting f  and,  by  that  means,  pfaced  on  record,  and  out  of  danger  «»f  be- 
ing misappreJiended.  My  objection  was  elicited  in  consequence  of 
having  understood  from  Gen.  Gaines,  that  Col*  Jones,  of  your  Boards 
refused  to  put  tb^m  in  writing. 

Tou  will  permit  me  to  remark,  that,  on  the  score  of  time,  neither 
General  Gaines  nor  myself  can  but  think  that  you  have  had,  at  leasts 
as  much  time  iu  which  to  make  your  examinations,  as  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  whatsoever.  Indeed,  from  the  number  of  ycuir  Boardf 
it  is  thought  that  you  enjoy,  in  that  respect,  very  great  advantages* 
The  only  quer«tiou8  put  to  X\\e  Indians,  in  relation  to  the  Indian  Agent, 
were  propounded  to  them,  and  answered  in  tlie  course  of  an  hour  or 
8o,  without  leaving  the  Council,  and  jiot  as  supposed  in  your  commu- 
nication* 

As  regard^  the  exposure  of  the  Commissioners  of  Georgia  to  the 
inclemency  of  the  weallier,  I  cannot  but  remind  you.  that  it  is  an  ex- 
posui*e  >%'hich  the  General  and  myself  would  have  taken  pleasure  to 
share  with  you«  although  we  have  already  been  exposed  to  that 
weather  for  some  time  without  intermission. 

1  takethi^  opportunity  of  assuring  you,  that  you  have  been  misin* 
formed  in  supposing  fhat  the  Agent  has  had  the  **  benefits  and  indul- 
gences which  you  ask  for.*' 

The  General  directs  me  to  say,  t!>at  he  does  not  consider  himself 
as  having  had  any  understanding  which  militates,  in  the  smallest 
degree,  from  his  present  determination,  of  not  compelling  the  Indiana 
by  force  (if  he  had  a  force  near  him,  which  you  know  is  not  thcLcase,} 
to  i^ttend  the  examinations  in  the  particular  manner  you  request  of 
him.  He  has  not  only  n-quested  them,  but  urged  them,  so  far  as  he 
could  do  so  with  propriety,  to  accede  to  your  request,  which  they  have 
replied  to  with  great  fixedness,  as  you  will  perceive  from  their  reply, 
which  he  requested  me  (o  say,  will  be  handed  to  you  as  soon  as  it 
can  be  Uiade  out  and  copied.

GBifTLEMEir :  Major  General  Gaineg  yesterday  commviiicated  (o 
the  Indian  Coiincilt  in  the  presence  otJooL  WUIiamsony  the  wishes  of 
the  Georgia  Conmissioners  to  examine  a  few  of  the  chieb  ;  and  re* 
marked^  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  them  to  remain  in  Council 
after  to-day,  as  the  Commissioners  were  desirous  to  take  their  testi* 
niony  out  of  Council.  Hopoethleyeobola,  Spe'iker  of  the  Creek  na- 
tiooy  answered,  that  the  Council  would  remain  in  session  it  the  Gen- 
eral wished  it ;  but  thait  he  would  transact  no  business  in  private  with 
the  QeorgitL  Commissioners. 

Havinr  rtceived  your  request  this  day,  the  General  accordingly 
notified  tne  Council. 

Hoiioetlileyeohola  replied,  that  the  plan  porsoed  by  the  Cieorgiaas 
of  taking  them  out  of  their  aquare,  had  caused  all  th^  titMibl^  and 
imposed  on  the  General  the  necessity  of  coming  here. 

Be  repeated  their  determination  not  to  meet  you  prirately ;  and  re- 
marked, that  private  meetings,  where  persons  do  not  adhere  to  the 
truth,  make  difficulties,  and  have  brought  General  Gaines  here. 

He  observed,  moreover,  that  he  did  not  know  what  fuKher  to  say 
to  you,  as  you  bad  learned  tlieir  difficulties  through  Mr.  Compere, 
and  that  he  thought  their  business  was  with  Genei^  Gaines,  as  the 
President  requir^  information.  That  the  Indians  were  involved  In 
their  present  difficulties  by  the  Georgians ;  and,  as  the  General  was 
about  to  succeed  in  settling  them,  they  thought  it  best  to  refrain  from 
any  interview,  leal  it  should  prevent  his  success,  and  put  him  to  the 
inconvenience  of  returning  again ;  that  Georgia  intrigues  had  brought 
them  fj*om  their  crops  which  were  necessary  to  feed  their  littte  chit- 
dren ;  and  that  the  Mosco^;ee  nation  and  Georgia,  were  like  two 
children  that  quarrel,  and,  if  one  is  stronger  than  the  other,  he  tells 
lies  on  him,  puts  him  in  the  wrong,  and  then  gets  him  whipped  for  it. 

General  Gaines  here  remarked,  that  there  were  good  people  in 
Georgia  as  in  all  other  States ;  to  which  Hopoetbleyohoio  assented. 

He  concluded  bis  remarks  by  saying,  that  he  supposed  ttie  Master 
of  Breath  had  decreed  that  the  Muscogee  nation  should  be  reduced 
and  imprisoned ;  that  the  time  had  arrived»  and  he  presumed  it  must: 
happen. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  above  remarks,  literally,  as  they 
were  taken  down  by  me,  for  your  satisfaction  and  information.

Major  BiTTLBB. 

Sir  :  I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  Georgia 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  comrannication  of  the  1st  instant, 
detailing,  at  great  length,  the  reasons  assigned  by  Hopoetbleyohoio 
and  other  chiefs,  for  declining  the  proposition  of  the  Georgia  Com- 
Bussioners  to  be  <<eiamined  In  prirate.^  No  sueh  requisition  as 
this,  Sir,,  has  as  yet  been  made,  nor  was  it  ever  intended.  The  wish 
and  request  of  the  Commissioners  was,  that  he,  together  with  other 
chiefs,  should  be  examined  separately  and  apart,  and  under  every  re- 
striction and  safe-guard  which  the  General,  the  Special  Agent,  and 
the  counsel  for  the  Agent,  might  suggest 

In  replying  further,  I  have  been  directed  to  say  to  yoh,  tliat.the 
Commissioners  believe  the  stat^nents  attributed  to  Hopoetbleyohoio, 
to  have  been  interpreted  to  you  in  the  manner  related.  But,  that  if 
the  Recording  Angel  was  to  make  such  a  statement  as  coming  from 
Hopoetbleyohoio,  they  still  should  be  incredulous,  and  of  little  faith. 
In  making  this  declaration,  tbey  wish  not  to  be  understood  as  Intend'* 
iog  any  insinuation,  the  most  remote,  against  the  majesty  of  Him  who 
sits  enthroned  in  justice,  wisdom,  and  truth;  and  who,  they  believe, 
is,  at  tbts  moment,  taking  special  cognizance  of  Uie  transactions  of 
men  ;  but  to  convey  to  you,  in  the  sti^ngest  terms,  the  utter  and  un« 
available  attempt  to  impose  such  statements  on  the  representatives 
of  Georgia,  as  the  unaided  effusions  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Council  of 
the  Creek  nation  of  Indians. 

~  They  must  conscientiously  believe  that  every  person  who  possesses 
an  acquaintance  with  their  situation  and  capacities,  and  who  would 
be  governed  in  their  opinions  and  belief  by  the  dictates  of  truth  and 
impartiality,  would  irresistibly  conclude  that  this  is  not  the  language 
of  an  untutored  savage.  No,  Sir,  they  believe  it  to  be  the  work  of 
'<  that  wily  and  perfidious  individual  whose  life  and  character  have 
been  too  much  diversified  and  too  strongly  marked,  to  make  him  a 
ftt  officer  of  public  trust ;''  of  him,  who,  if  half  that  is  said  be  true, 
is  the  most  corrupt  and  unprincipled  being  that  disgraces  and  disbon* 
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oris  even  Indian  society  V  ^f  him  who  it  is  said  was  tlie  faUliTiil  pilot 
to  Packenham^s  army  in  their  advance  u|K)n  New  OHeans ;  who,  it 
is  also  said,  was  the  commander  of  a  lar^  detachment  of  Seminole 
Indians  in  the  late  war,  and  afterwards  commanded  a  celebrated 
Negro  Fort  on  the  Apalachicola*  at  the  crose  of  the  late  war ;  and 
wbo«  to  cap  the  climax^  is,  at  this  time*  the  trustworthy  and  confi- 
dential  Interpreter  of  yoor  Government  And  this«  Sir,  is  the  im- 
maculate individual  whose  vices  and  whose  crimes  are  proverbial* 
whOy  under  the  specious  pretext  of  an  Indian  talk*  is  licensed  to  abuse 
indiscriminately  the  Government  of  Georgia,  its  public  functionariesy 
and  its  citizens.  Prom  such  an  Administration  and  each  Ageiils 
may  we^speedtly  obtain  a  happy  and  constitutional  deliverance. 

It  is  due  to  the  Commissionera  and  to  the  legitimate  authorities  of 
Greorgia,  to  say  thus  much,  and  not  from  any  respect  taiheiudtvU 
dual  who  is  the  subject  of  it :  for,  if  he  alone  had  been  concerned,  a 
moment's  reflection  would  not  have  been  bestowed  on  him. 

Tou  will,  no  doubt,  think  the  remarks  concerning  Mr.  Hambly  ta 
be  acrimonious :  they  nevertheless  are  deemed  just  and  necessary  to 
a  vindicatron  of  their  conduct,  and  the  respectable  citizens  of  our 
much  l>eloved  State,  upon  whom,  of  late,  copious  sliowers  of  slander 
and  abuse  have  been  gratuitously  and  wantonty  poured. 

An  allusion. has  been  made  to  the  Rev.  L.  Compere— a  passing  re* 
mark  will  suffice  on  that  subject.  The  Commissioners  think  him  a  fit 
associate  and  companion  of  the  Interpreter  of  your  Government;  and 
they  are  confirmed  in  this  o|Hnion  from  the  reflection  that  he  has« 
with  the  most  uoblushing  efiVontery,  made  pubiic  a  statement  relative 
to  the  late  disturbances  in  the  Creek  nation,  which  he  refu^s  to  con* 
firiii  by  affirmation  or  oaths  A  statement  with  w^hirh  truth  lias  no 
connexion ;  and  they  are  justified  in  the  conclusion  that  when  gentle- 
men  of  his  cloth  turn  hypocrites  and  degrade  the  dignity  of  their 
oflice  they  become  the  most  mercenary  and  deceitful  revilersof  truth, 
regardless  alike  of  every  moral  principle  and  every  sentiment  which 
bind,  govern,  or  Influence,  the  conduct  of  pious  or  honest  men.  Tbey 
ask  paKlon  of  the  Rev.  gentlemen  for  not  atisigning  him  an  honorary 
rank  and  membership  in  the  dishonorable  purpose  of  misrepreseata* 
tibn,  defamation,  and  falsehood. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  remark  that  no  offence  is  intended  you 
in  this  reply.  IJiey  wholly  disclaim  any  such  wisti  or  intention. 
Tour  deportmeut  has  been  marked  with  more  courtesy  and  respect 
than  any  other  public  functionary  belonging  to  your  mission^  with 
whom  they  have  transacted  business.

Gentlemen  :  Tour  communication  of  this  dare  is  now  before  me. 
Tlie  remarks  which  I  submitted  to  you  yc^stenlay,  were,  as  I  then  in- 
formed you  «  **  for  your  information  and  satisfaction ;''  and  I  owe  it  to 
Georgia  and  to  myself,  to  say,  that  delicacy  would  have  prevented  roe 
from  "furnishing  those  remarks  had  you  not  urged  the  separate  ex- 
amination of  certain  Chiefs,  after  they  had  |Nisitively  declined,  iii 
presence  of  Col.  Williamson,  to  meet  you  out  of  council. 

If,  in  using  the  expression,  ^'examined  in  private,'*  in  contradis* 
tinction  to  examined  in  council,  I  did  not  convey  your  meaning,  I  hope 
jrou  ^vill  pardon  me. 

In  replying  to  your  remarks  concerning  the  incapacity  of  Hopoethic 
Yoholo,  I  cannot  but  express  to  you,  gentlemen,  the  pridoand  satis- 
faction I  experience  in  being  aflforded  an  opportunity  of  offering  my 
feeble  testimony  to  the  independence,  frankness,  and  astonishing  na- 
tural abilities,  which  so  eminently  distinguish  this  noble  warrior^ 
There  can  exist  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the  extraordinary  powers  of 
his  comprehensive  mnid.  I  have  seen  them  elicited  on  various  occa- 
sions, through  the  medium  of  four  different  interpreters,  and*witnesa* 
ed  by  men  of  talents  and  integrity. 

So  far  as  relates  to  Mr.  Bambly.  U.  8.. Interpreter,  I  beg  you  will 
forgive  me  for  not  concurring  with  you  in  your  opinion.  I  have  no 
reason  to  doubt  his  integrity,  and,  when  f  say  he  possesses  the  confi- 
dence of  Andrew  Jackson,  with  whom  he  served  on  trying  occasions, 
I  oiler  you  the  highest  evidence  I  ran  afford  of  his  integrity,  at  least 
8o  far  as  he  was  concerned  with  the  Seminole  Indians  and  at  New 
Orleans. 

Of  the  correctness  of  his  iViterpretations  before  the  Council,  I  will 
merely  remark,  that  it  is  cnniirined  by  the  testimony  of  four  inter- 
preters, one  of  whom  belongs  to  the  M'Intosh  party,  and  had  becnse- 
lected'by  the  Get^rgia  CommissionerH.  The  importance  of  my  official 
duties  prevents  me  from  replying  more  fully  to  3'our  communication, 
but,  while  I  tender  you  my  most  respectful  acknowledgments  for  the 
conipltmeotary  manner  in  whicii  you  mention  my  deportment,  I  spurn 
your  insinuatictis  against  the  General  Government^  under  which  I 
have  the  honor  to  hold  a  commission.

Sift  :  We  have,  this  eretiing,  received  a  letter  from  Miyor  Batlert 
as  Aid-de-cainp  and  Secretary  to  the  Mission,  in  which  we  find  ^e 
has  made  a  mistake.  We  notice  it  that  it  may  be  corrected. .  Miyor 
Butler  state?,  that,  ^<  of  the  correctness  of  his  (Uambly's)  interprets^ 
tions  before  the  Council,  I  will  merely  remark,  that  it  ia  confirmed  by 
the  testimony  of  four  interuroters,  one  of  whom  belongs  to  tbe  M'ln- 
tosh  party,  and  had  been  selected  by  the  Georgia  Commissioners.^* 

In  the  employment  of  Benjamin  Hawkins,  for  we  presune  be  U  the 
one  alluded  to,  as  Interpreter,  we  must  positively  disclaim  any  Agen- 
cy, even  a  recommendation.    It  was  a  matter  about  which  we  were 
not  consulted ;  and  the  first  intimation  we  had  of  it,  was  your  decla- 
ration, at  the  time  you  were  about  entering  into  the  conversation  with 
Little  Prince,  (and  at  which  you  had  invited  us  to  attend)  that  you  bad 
brought  him  with  you  as  a  dieck.  upon  the  other  Interpreter.    We 
then  expressed  ourselves  satisfied  with  the  arrangement  you  had  made. 
Instead  of  answers  to  the  interrogatories  submitted  by  us  to  Ken- 
dal Lewis,  we  this  morning  received  the  interrogatories  themselves, 
with  information  that  he  had  absented  himself.     We  are  therefore  un- 
der the  necessity  of  requesting  you,  to  issue  an  order  that  he  may  be 
brought  before  us  for  examination.    We  would  be  glad  to  have  co* 
pies  of  the  taU^s  which  have  passed  between  yourselT  and  the  Indian 
Council,  either  in  writing,  or  Which  were  taken  down  by  M»j.  But- 
ler, that  we  may  be  able  to  lay  them  before  the  Governor  of  Geor- 
fia.    As  Maj.  Butler  may  be  very  much  engaged, our  Secretary,  Mr. 
Lenan,  will  take  great  pleasure  in  making  Uie  transcript ;  and  he  will 
only  have  to  subjoin  bis  certificate  after  he  has  examined  them.

Creek  Agency ^  July4ih,  1825. 

Gentlemen  :  I  am  instructed  by  Maj.  Gen.  Gaines  to  reply  to 
your  communication  of  the  Sd  instant. 

You  say  that  I  was  mistaken  in  my  remark,  that  one  of  the  Inter- 
preters, meaning  Hawkins^  ♦*  had  been  selected  by  the  Georgia  dmmiS'- 
fioners.** 
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Yau  acknowledge  that  you  expressed  yoar  satisfaction  with  Oen. 
Gaines'  arrangement  of  using  Hawliins  as  a  check  upon  the  United 
States*  Interpreter ;  and^  in  your  communication  to  Gen.  Gaines,  of  the 
1st  instanti  you  remark,  <<  we  shall  object  to  Col.  Hambly  as  Interpre- 
ter;'' we  shall  select  Hawkins. 

The  General  further  instructs  me  to  say  to  you,  that  Eendal  Lewis 
^clared  to  him  that  lie  knew  nothing  but  JTrom  reports ;  and,  if  he  has 
reftised  to  give  his  testiraony,  he  has  not  the  power  to  compel  him  : 
that  the  authenticity  of  the  Indian  talks  having  be^n  denied  by  the. 
Commissioners^  he  deems  it  proper  to  detain  them  until  they  can  be 
officially  promulgated  ;  and,  finally,  that  his  courtesy  having  been  im- 
peached by  the  Commissioners,  notwithstanding  his  efforts  to  meet 
their  wishes,  so  far  as  was  consistent  with  his  official  duties,  he  thinks 
it  proper  that  your  correspondence  should  cease.

Messrs.  Smithy  Compere^  and  Hitl,  to  the  Georgia  Commissioners. 

To  Messrs.  Jones,  Torrance,  and  JoraoAN  : 

Gentlemen  :  Since  our  interview  with  you  on  Saturday  last,  we 
have  considered  your  request,  and,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  assure  you 
that  while  for  your  individual  persons  we  entertain  sentiments  of  the 
highest  respect,  and  feel  no  desire  to  infringe  on  you  in  your  offlpial 
capacity,  we  are  compelled,  by  a  sense  of  propriety,  to  decline  answer- 
ing^any  questions  either  upon  oath  or  affirmation. 

But  as  we  have  no  disinclination  to  afford  you  what  information 
may  be  in  our  power*  we  are  willing  to  answer  questions  you  may 
propose  to  us,  provided  such  inquiries  are  made  in  writing,  and  our 
answers  may  be  given  in  the  same  way.  We  beg  leave  further  to 
state,  that,  if  our  communication  should  be  deemed  important,  and  the 
United  States  should  require  us  to  give  it  the  validity  of  an  oath, 
that  we  shall  be  willing  to  accede  to  it 
AYith  sentiments  of  respect,

Report  of  Messrs.  Jones  a/nd  Torrance. 

MlLLEDGEVIIX£»  July  ISy  1825. 

Gbhtlembn  :  We  arrived  at  Kendal  Lewis*  about  10  oVIfx;k  on 
the  morning  of  the  28th  June.  After  waiting  Rome  time,  we  entered 
into  conversation  with  Kendal  Lewis,  and  were  informed  bv  him  that 
lie  was  present  when  the  observations  were  made  by  Col  John  Crow- 
ell,  the  Agent,  which  were  proven  by  Jesse  Cox.  That  he  had  seen 
Cox's  statement  in  tlie  newspapers,  and  that  Cox  had  sworn  to  the 
truth  ;  and  had  not  told  any  more  than  was  said.  We  informed  Mr. 
Lewis,  we  had  cotneon  to  takeliis  testimony ;  to  which  he  objected^  say- 
ing he  did  not  know  any  thing  but  what  he  had  heard.  We  told  hun 
we  wished  to  examine  him  as  to  what  he  heard  Crowell  say.  This 
he  said,  could  be  proved  by  others  as  well  as  himself.  That  Jesse 
Cox,  Drury  Spain,  and  othei^s  were  present,  and  that  Cox  had  sworn 
to  it,  and  that  was  sufficient  We  told  him  tiiat  Cox  had  sworn,  but 
that  we  understood  the  Crowells  said  Cox  had  stated  a  lie.  Be  said 
Cox  bad  sworn  to  the  truth,  but  that  he  could  not  give  his  testimony. 
We  then  told  him  we  M'ould  apply  to  Gen.  Gaines  for  an  order  to 
compel  bim  to  appear  before  him,  to  give  his  testimony,  which  we  had 
not  a  doubt  he  would  give  ;  but^  if  he  refused,  wew*ould  make  a  state- 
ment  of  the  facts  to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  and  he  would  apply  for 
an  order  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  President  He  ^said  he  would 
not  give  his  testimony.  But,  if  Greneral  Gaines  issued  an  order,  he 
would  not  disobey  his  oiiler.  We  then  wrote  a  letter  to  Cols.  Jourdan 
and  Williamson,  informing  them  of  these  facts,  and  requesting  them 
to  apply  to  Gen.  Gaines  for  an  order  to  i-eqiiii-e  Lewis*  attendance. 

while  urging  Mr.  Lewis  to  be  sworn,  we  inquired  into  the  cause 
gf  his  refiisal.  He  declared  that  he  was  afraid  all  his  property  would 
1^  taken  away  from  him  if  he  te43tified.  He  told  us  that  it  was  gen- 
erally understood  among  the  Iridian  Countrymen,  (white  men  in  tlie 
tation,)  that,  if  they  all  adhered  to  the  Agent,  and  he  wa^  not  displa- 
ce, tlie  treaty  would  be  bi*oken,  and  they  would  get  their  land  back.. 
But,  if  they  testified  against  him,  and  he  was  discharged,  the  treaty 
would  be  goody  and  they  would  have  to  give  up  their  lands }  and  that 
tliey  were  all  afraid  they  should  lose  all  their  pi-operty  if  they  swore 
any  thing  against  the  Agent 

About  two  o'clock  we  took  the  testimony  of  James  Moss,  and  about 
three  o'clock,  left  Lewis'  and  reached  CrowelPs  house,  twenty  miles 
off,  that  evening.  We  proceeded  to  Montgomery,  (Alabama)  and  took 
the  depositions  of  John  A,  Peck.  Henry  Finch,  and  Jolm  M.  Bach. 
Being  unable  to  find  Cjiptain  Anthony,  we  returned  to  CrabttXH^,  on 
Sunday  the  3d  of  July,  and  joined  the  otiier  Commissioners.

Gbntlbmrn:  On  Tuesday  the  2ath  ultimo,  we  pi^occeded  tii  the 
duties  fissigned  us  in  relation  to  prepaiing  and  arranging  int<'n*oga< 
lories  to  be  propounde4l  to  several  of  the  Head  Cliiets  of  the  nation, 
andt  also,  to  some  of  the  white  men  resident  tlicre,  which  we  propo.sed 
to  have  answered  immediately  after  Greneral  (THines  had  announced  (0 
OS  that  he  had  concluded  his  (^unincss  with  the  Council. 

In  a  conversation  sliortly  after>*  ard.**,  >viih  Cieneral  Gaines,  on  thi« 
subject,  one  of  the  Commissioners  frankly  stated  to  him  that  we  haA 
no  reliance  on  aid  being  afforded  us  fi*om  any  other  (fuarter ;  he  stated, 
ill  confirmation  of  his  former  assurance  to  us,  that  he  hiul  the  power, 
through, the' Agent  for  In<lian  Affairs,  to  assemble  the  Chiefs  and  ln« 
dian  countrymen  at  any  time  anil  place  he  thought  pit)|»er,  and  that 
our  wishes  in  that  particular  should  be  attended  to.  From  tliis  two* 
fold  assurance^  we  felt  confident  no  obstacle  would  be  interposed.  A 
list  of  witnesses  we  were  desirous  of  examining,  was  made  out  and 
banded  to  General  Gaines.  Interrogatories  corres|Hmding  were  made 
(Hit  which  consumed  two  or  thi*ee  davs  in  the  pre|mration  and  arrange- 
ment. From  an  examination  of  ihe  correspondence  lierewith  sub- 
mitted, you  will  ])erceive  tliat  an  objection  was  interposed  as  coming 
from  the  Chiefs,  to  tlie  transaction  of  any  business  with  the  Georgia 
Commissioners  unless  in  full  Councilt  and  tlie  insulting  and  indeco- 
rou8  language  in  which  they  wei'e  indulged  in  communicating  that  ob- 
jection to  us.  You  will  also  be  informed  that  the  objection  w*as  siis< 
tained.  Our  feelings  will  not  permit  us  to  comment  on  this  transaction 
in  a  becoming  manner;  because  it  would  necessarily  involve  the  in- 
tegrity of  chak*acter  which  all  should  sustain,  holding  high  offices  un- 
der, and  possessing  tlie  confidence  of,  tlie  Greneral  Government.  Wlien 
it  suited  Getiei*al  Gaines'  purfioses  and  convenience,  we  were  denied 
a  ^*  participation''  in  the  Council  for  reasims  stated.  AVhcn  it  com- 
ported with  the  views  of  tlie  Chiefs  to  enable  them  to  evade  truth,  wd 
were  invited  to  the  Council.  \Yhen  white  men  attended  for  examina- 
tion, whom,  it  was  believed,  had  honesty  enough  to  swear  the  triith# 
and  thi*ougli  fear  for  their  safety  evaded  it,  ihe  exercise  of  the  jiower 
which  could  coerce  their  attendance^  was  denied. 

You  will  not  need  t!ie  spirit  of  inspi|*ation  to  enable  you  to  under- 
stand and  properly  appreciate  (as  we  believe)  tlie  moti%es  which  in- 
fluenced such  conduct  When  you  are  infoi*med  that  General  Gaimsr 
declai'ed,  in  our  presence  and  hearing,  that  the  statements  of  Hopoetli- 
leyoholo  made  in  council  were  tnie,  and  that  it  was  impossible  to  resist 
the  conviction ;  tliat  be.  General  Gaines,  would  believe  bis  statements* 
against  the  congregated  world.  During  this  ccmversatiou,  we  Ntati*d 
to  General  Gaines,  tliat,  if  Hopoethleyoliolo's  statement  ^as  under* 
stood  by  us,  it  was  generally  untrue,  and  that,  if  he,  General  Gaines, 
would  permit  us  to  examine  the  Chiefs  separately,  under  any  and  c\ery 
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restriction  he  might  impose^  we  pledged  ourselves  to  prove  to  his  sa- 
tisfaction, that  Hopoethleyoholo  had  lied.  General  Gaines  replied,  it 
was  impossible^  and  said  that  he  never  knew  an  Indian  to  tell  a  lie  in 
council.  The  Commissioners  then  asked  him  if  he  had  .not  the  same 
confidence  in  the  friendly  Indians ;  to  which  Grcneral  Gainc3  assented. 
We  assured  him  that,  if  Uopoethlejoholo- s  statement  was  itubmitted  to 
them,  they  would  give  it  the  lie,  and  that  their  statements  would  be 
confirmed  by  the  Commissionei*s  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
every  person  attached  to  the  mission.  To  which  General  Gaines  re« 
plied,  ho  would  submit  our  proposition  to  the  council  the  next  day. 

From  sucl)  unqualified  declarations,  (to  say  tlic  least  of  tliem,^  very 
insulting  to  the  cliaracter  and  dignity  of  tlie  State;  with  the  testimony 
of  the  United  States'  Commissioners ;  the  testimony  of  many  other  re- 
spectable witnesses,  confirming  their  statements  in  relation  to  one  of 
the  charges,  (his  opposition  to  the  ti*eaty,)  staring  him  in  tlieface;  we 
are  constrained  to  believe  and  to  declare  to  the  world  our  opinion, 
that  this  case  has  been  prejudged.  And  we  are  tiie  moi*e  confirmed  in 
this  view  of  the  subject  when  we  take  in  connexion  the  views  of  tlie 
Special  Agent,  couclied  in  his  letter  to  Colonel  Croweii,  lately  pub< 
Iished  in  the  Patriot;  and  which  letter,  from  a  subsequent  letter, 
seems  to  have  been  approved  of  by  General  Gaines  befoi-c  publication. 

The  suspension  of  the  Agent,  with  the  accompanying  explanation, 
so  far  from  having  the  eflTect  to  <«  elicit  unbiassed  testimony,'*  pi-o- 
duced  the  opposite  result  It  was  a  very  general  belief  entertained  by 
both  white  and  red  men,  that  his  removal  from  office  was  certiun. 
When,  therefore,  the  fact  was  publicly  announced  at  Bi*oken  Arrow, 
that  he  was  suspended  temporanly,  and  that,  too,  fi'om  mere  courtesy 
to  the  Governor  of  Georgia,  the  effect  produced  was  obvious  and  ex- 
tensive. The  conviction  could  not  be  resisted ;  his  re-instatement  in 
office  was  no  longer  doubted.  Wo  shall  still  feel  the  influence  ^f  his 
authority  and  power.  This  was  remarkably  exemplified  in  many 
cases,  a  few  of  which  will  be  cited  :  The  case  of  Kendal  Lewis,  of 
which  you  are  informed,  who  eloped  secretly  without  testifying.  The 
case  of  a  respectable  gentleman,  resident  in  Florida,  who  for  having 
casually  conversed  with  one  of  the  Commissioners  was  ordered  (as  he 
stated)  not  to  hold  any  conversation  with,  or  interpret  any  convei*sa- 
tion  held  between  the  Commissioners  and  Indians,  who  was  grossly- 
insulted  publicly  by  General  Gaines,  and  his  head  threatened  to  be 
cut  off.  The  case  of  Josiah  Gray,  (one  of  the  Chiefs  who  signed  the 
treaty,)  who  had  a  like  conversation  with  two  of  tlie  Commissioners, 
was  told  by  Hambly  (as  he,  Gray,  informed  us,)  that  General  Gaines 
was  much  offended  with  him  and  us.  The  case  of  an  Indian  whom  we 
hired  as  a  pilot  to  facilitate  an  examination  of  the  river,  with  a  view 
to  ascertain  where  the  line  of  Georgia  would  leave  tlie  Chattaliocliee; 
on  his  being  spoken  to  by  some  pe^-sons  to  us  unknown,  he  immediately 
returned  the  money  given  him  for  the  trip,  and  said  juc  could  not  ac- 
company us,  as  he  had  been  much  abused  for  consenting  to  go.  The 
case  of  Mr.  Martin,  a  gentleman  who  had  been  selected  by  tlie  friend- 
ly Chiefs  to  write  their  talk;  for  this  little  manifestation  of  friendship 
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he  wias  much  insulted  and  abused,  and  threatened  with  decapitation. 
Durihg  the  development  or  these  unto>vard  occurrencedt  an  express 
was  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  notifying  us  of  hi» 
wish  that  the  Indians  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  intentions  of 
our  Government  in  relation  to  the  contemplated  survey  and  the  inno* 
cency  of  the  measure*.  In  obedience  thereto  a  short  talk  was  prepared ; 
we  attended  the  council  for  the  pui-pose  of  communicating  it.  General 
Gaines  jieremptorily  forbid  the  communication,  and  added,  that  he  was 
instructed  to  say  the  surxcy  would  be  pi*evenfed. 

The  circumstances  and  incidents  just  detailed,  trifling  and  unim- 
portant as  some  of  them  may  appear  to  distant  observers,  had  a  most 
powerful  influence  in  directing  every  thing  in  a  given  channeh 

We  have  detailed  some  of  the  causes  which  operate  the  non-fulfil- 
ment of  the  principal  object  of  our  instructions,  and  which  came  more 
immediately  under  our  observation.  The  following  consideration  sug- 
gests itself  on  tins  branch  of  the  s^ubject:  that  the  declaration  of  Gene- 
ral Gaines  to  tlie  Indians  to  hold  no  talks  with  white  men,  operated 
wholly  to  our  exclusion  ;  and  that  while  all  conversation  about  matters 
then  the  snbjectof  investigatiim  and  negotiation  was  wholly  interdicted 
to  us — the  most  free  and  unresti*ained  conversation  aiid  communication 
was  kept  up  and  permitted  witlrthe  Indians  by  all  other  pei'sons  pre- 
sent, even  with  notorious  Sub-Agent  Walker. 

We  feel  it  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  State  and  to  humanity,  to  offer  a 
few  brief  remarks  in  relation  to  the  sanguinary  law  which  has  been 
offered  as  a  full  justification  and  extenuation  of  tlie  cruel  and  unjusti- 
fiable murders  lately  committed  in  the  Indian  nation,  and  to  enforce 
which,  the  meek,  charitable,  and  unbounded  philanthropy  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  the  Saviour  of  the  World  have  been  called  into  requisition. 
If  murders,  rapine,  plunder,  and  devastation,  are  the  doctrines  best  to 
inculcate  in  the  nystem  adopted  by  these  Missionaries,  instead  of 
peace  and  good  will  to  men,  and  charity  and  hive  as  extensive  as  crea- ' 
tion  itself,  then  all  Christendom  have  to  leaiMi  what  a  few  Missionaries 
have  discovered  by  a  short  residence  in  a  peculiarly  appropriate  situ- 
ation for  the  exercise  of  the  finer  feelings  of  our  natui-e. 

The  inconsistent  and  contradictory  statements  of  those  whose  inter- 
est it  is  to  establish  the  law,  confirm  the  opinion  that  no  such  law  ex- 
isted until  the  Tookaubatcliee  and  Pole  Cat  pi-oceediiigs.  Some  con- 
tend it  was  passed  at  Fort  Hawkins:  thei*e  are  others  who  refer  to  a 
time  for  its  passage  immediately  attei'  the  treaty  at  Fort  Jackson ; 
some  others  contend  for  Broken  Arrow ;  while  otheis  contend  that  it 
was  promulged  last  year  at  or  near  the  Missionary  establishment  at 
a  ball-play,  and  solemnly  proclaimed  from  •*  a  cart  on  the  Lord's 
day."  The  latter  is  the  declaration  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith.  The 
Interpreter,  Hambly,  from  his  long  residence  in  the  nation,  must 
have  known  the  time  and  place  of  its  enactment,  if  ^uch  a  law  was  in 
existence.  In  his  testimony  he  swears  (and,  firom  his  character,  we 
woMld  suspect  him  of  a  willingness  to  swear  any  thing,)  such  a  law 
was  passed  several  years  ago,  and  re-enacted  in  all  tlie  towns.  He 
conceals  the  truths  and  evades  detection  by  nut  adverting  to  the  time  or 
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ptoo0  of  its  pMisitfge,  Hiifl  is  the  celebrated  law  not  to  be  foond-Jn  the 
NattinUil  Code*  and  vliich  has  never  been  seen  by  any  person ;  (so  says 
the  Hey.  Isaac  Smith  in  his  examitiations,)  which  has  been  conjured, 
up  by  white  men  (and  put  into  the  mouths  of  the  Indians)  to  suite  their 
own  purposest  and  tfie  pretext  fot*  the  murder  of  Mcintosh  and  his 
friends.  If  such  a  law  has  ever  existed^  made  and  enacted  in  ifuU 
council,  as  contended  for,  with  such  severe  penalties  annexed,  is  it  rea- 
sonable to  supiiose  that  so  much  uncertainty  would  exist  as  to  the  time 
and  place  of  its  enactment  ?  Is  it  not  irratiotial  to  suppose  that,  if  such 
«  law  was  passed  witli  so  much  solemnity  as  is  apparently  urged^  t5e 
nation  would  not,  have  inflicted  itf|  penalties  upon  those  Yfho  ceded 
away  lands  in  *1S  or  'I9«  and  upon  those  ^-ho  subsequently  ceded 
away  tlie  lands  between  che  Ocmulgee  and  Flint  rivcw  in  itel  ? 
When  by  refcri'ing  to  the  latter  treaty,  it  will  be  fountl  but  two  Ala- 
bama Ctiiefs  signed  it,  why  did  this  law  sleep  on  those  several  occa?- 
sions  so  important,  and  calling  so  im|ierious!y  for  its  execution  f 
'Wfierefore  have  not  its  terms  and  its  |)enalties  been  heretofore  pror 
claimed  to  deter  delinqucntH  from  its  repeated  violation  ?  So  much  for 
this  imaginary  law. 

We  sliall  proceed  concisely  to  notice  two  other  facts  connected  with 
these  transactions,  and  ch»se  this  re|iort.  '  It  seems  to  have  passed  un- 
noticed, thattlic  Chiefs  who  gave  the  onler  for  the  death  of  M'lntosh  and 
his  foIlowei*8,  as  well  as  those  who  executed  that  onler,  were  fn)m 
those  towns,  who  were  excluded  in  the  late  treaty,  who  cedetl  no  land  and 
'who  sustained  no  injury  ;  and  that  the  same  Chiefs  governed  and  di- 
rected in  the  late  council  at  Bi«okcn  Arrow,  with  uliat  propncty  or 
justice  let  those  answer  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  suitable  atonement, 
and  repair  the  wrong.  It  should  also  be  recollected  by  those  wha 
have  to  weigh  the  merits  and  demerits  of  tlie  injured  party,  and  whose 
duty  it  is  to  judge  of  the  extent  of  the  double  obligation  imposed  by 
important  services  i*endei*ed,  and  the  most  inviolable  attachment  and 
fidelity  manifested  on  the  most  trying  occasions ;  that,  during  the  late 
war,  the  C^reek  nation  experienced  a  civil  disunion;  those  resident 
principally  beyond  the  geographical  limits  of  Georgia,  identified  tbetn- 
selves  with  tlie  enemies  of  the  United  States,  and  fought  in  their  ser* 
vice,  the  pi-escnt  Interpreter  amongst  tlie  number ;  tiwise  resident  oa 
the  Georgia  side,  united  themselves  with  the  foi*ces  of  the  United 
States,  and  fought  bravely  in  our  defence.  The  latter,  in  the  fortuitoua 
and  fortunate  coarse  of  events,  became  the  conqueroi*s.  Tliey  held  the 
country,  not  by  the  slight  and  uncertain '  tenure  of  possession  only, 
but  by  right  (»f  conquest ;  a  principle  recognized  by  civilized  nations^ 
and  acknowledged  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  con<- 
liiined  by  their  subsequent  acts.  It  was  in  jHirsuance  of  this  incon- 
testable right  and  welt  established  principle,  tliat  the  Mcintosh  party 
have  held,  and,  at  their  good  pleasure,  have  ceded  away,  at  various 
times,  their  rightful  domain.  If  in  any  instance,  they  enacted  such  a 
law,  as  before  referred  to,  their  subsequent  acts  must  have  abrogated* 
it  The  Red  Stick  party  was  conquered ;  they  forfeited  tlieirlaiids  to, 
the  United  States,  as  the  price  of  their  defection,  aud  tP  compensate 
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ilie.QGvmuiWt  for  tto  expensed^f  the  war  and  losses  sustained*  By 
this  acty  fbef  were  disseized  of  that  common  and  general  interest  in 
the  county  which  rightfully  banged  to  them  previous  to  the  war* 
They  became  tributary  to  the  dominion  of  Mcintosh  and  his  follow- 
«r8*  The  United  States  exercised  the  right  and  the  power  claimed  in 
the  treaty  at  Fort  Jacksmi;  they  reo^piiaed  the  same  power  as  be- 
ioaging  to  those  who  fought  and  Ided  in  her  cause,  by  a  public  act,  so 
long  ago  as  18 17.  The  United  States  are  bound  by  the  universal  prin- 
Q|tes  of  justice,  by  humanity  and  gratitude  for  important  services 
rendered,  for  attachment  and  fidelity  unequalled ;  by  the  solemn  and 
imposing  stipulations  rf  a  treaty ;  to  do  ample  justice  to  the  sufferers, 
when  thrir  sufferings,  ruin,  and  distress,  have  been  the  consequence  of 
their  devotion  to  the  General  Government.  In  calling  to  our  reool- 
lection  the  events  alluded  to,  we  find  among  those  signing  the  lafe 
treaty,  the  distinguished  Chiefe  (living)  who  acted  as  dBcers  in  the 
late  war. 

It  only  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  the  General  Government 
will  stand,  by  as  a  disinterested  qpectater  of  soch  tragic  scenes,  with 
folded  arms,  and  see  her  faithful  ally  and  friend  murdered,  and  his 
iSnmilv  and  friends  ingulphed  in  inextricable  misery  and  ruin ;  whether 
the  plunderers  shall  revel  in  their  unholy  gain  with  wanton  impunity ; 
whetiier  the  cries  of  innoo^ce,  the  widows  weeping  wail  shall  be 
mocked  at  and  pass  unnoticed ;  in  fine,  whether  the  General  Govern* 
ment  will  solemnly  promise  protection,  and  refiise  it  when  most  needed.

Personally  came  before  me,  William  Manley,  one  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Inferior  Court  for  said  county,  William  Meriwether,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  saith,  that  he  attended  the  negotiations  held  with  the 
Creek  Indians  at  Broken  Arrow,  in  December,  and  at  tbe  Indian 
Springs,  in  February,  last ;  that  he  occupied  the  same  apartments  with, 
and  enjoyed  ttie  full  confidence  of,  the  Commissioners ;  and  this  de- 
ponent knows  that  the  leading  features  of  the  treaty,  as  entered  into 
^t  the  Indian  Springs  in  February,  ^ere  well  understood  by  all  the 
Indians  who  took  any  interest  in  the  subject,  inasmuch  as  the  same 
propositions,  in  substance,  were  made  to  them,  and  fully  explained,  at 
Broken  Arrow,  in  December  preceding.  This  deponent  attended  tbe 
treaty  at  the  CheroKc^e  Agency,  in  1817,  and  also  at  the  Indian  Springs, 
in  1821,  at  which  last  be  acted  as  Secretary,  and  the  proceedings  at 
each  were,  in  substanoe,  as  follows  :  After  the  principal  articles  which 
were  to  be  inserted  in  Uio  treaty  were  agreed  upon  in  private  conver-

pnrsned  at  me  late  treaty  with  the  Creeks  at  the  Indian  8prlli(St  M^ 
tffetf  article  had  been  ftiUy  expialned,  and  was  YftSU  anmrntooA  ^ 
most  of  the  principal  chiefs  who  signed  the  treaty  prior  to  tbefr  eo^ 
▼entton  for  execatii^g  the  instrument ;  after  the  treaty  was  dran^  np^ 
and  the  Indians  con vened^  each  and  every  article  theroof  was  dMinct^ 
)y  ready  paragra^  at  the  time^  and  interpreted  to  the  Imfians,  hf 
Mr.  Hambly,  the  U.  8.  Interpreter.  Tliere  were  preseMattli^liM^ 
besides  the  U.  8.  CommisBioners  and  the  Interpreter^  Caj^lduiB^r* 
the  Secretary,  Colonel  Orowell^  the  Agent,  Captain  IViplcll,  the  pre- 
sent Sub- Agent,  and  this  deponent,  besides  several  white  niM,  redl- 
dents  of  the  Nation.  This  deponent  has  a  most  disttect  rec<rill6ctfon 
t>f  the  reading  of  tho  5th  article,  or  that  which  relates  to  ttie  diii> 
hnrsement  of  tiie  St200,000  to  be  paid  immediatdy  after  the  raiSSiolh 
Von  of  the  treaty,  fimn  tke  circuiMtotoee  of  notking,  at  the  Ifaie  1M 
article  was  read,  a  very  conrideraMe  change  tocJk  t^Rce  in  tlie  eowst*' 
tenance  of  Colonel  Crowdl,  the  Ag^nt ;  which  cilt^nmstaiice  ^nnas  ^ 
served  by  ottiers  jn^esent,  and  was  the  snbject  of  after  convehsatlon* 
This  article  of  tiie  treaty  was  relactantly  inseHed  by  the  Gontmis^ 
sioners  entirriy  at  the  instance  of  the  Chiefs.  After  the  whole  treaty 
had  been  gone  throogh  and  explained,  it  was  signed  and  sealed  by 
the  parties.  There  was  no  objection  whatever  made  by  ColonS 
Crowell  or  the  Interpreter  when  called  upon  to  witness  the  treaty; 
nor  did  this  deponent  ever  hear  firom  Colonel  Crowell  the  slightest 
suggestion  that  the  Chiefs  present  were  not  competent  to  make  a  trea- 
ty;  nor  does  he  believe  that  any  such  suggestion  was  made.

C&ABTREEs,  Creek  J)ration,  Sri  July,  1825.    . 

Josiah  Gray  says,  that,  during  the  couiigU  at  Broken  Arr6w,  (that 
is,  on  the  third  day,)  he  received  orders  from  the  Little  Prince  to  take 
the  track  back  home,  that  he  had  no  business  at  the  council  t  and  that^ 
if  he  did  not  obey  the  orders  in  four  hours,'  they  would  think  further 
about  [word  omitted]  meaning,  as  I  supposed,  they  would  do  me  some 
injury ;  that  I  was  talking  with  the  Georgia  Commissioners,  which  Aey 
did  not  like,  and  that  they  had  given  orders  to  their  people  to  hold  m 
talk  with  the  Georgia  Commissioners  ;  this  order  was  givefeto  m<&  by 
the  chiefs  from  the  Oswechee  and  Ucliec  Towns ;  they  said  they  re- 
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beWed  odkups  ^m  the  Little  Prince  as  above  stated ;  the  namels  of 
die  chleft  luw  Thdoc  Tustunnuggee,  Tbelewahley  Tustennuggee^  and 
Skelidteah,  from  ttie  Ucbees.

TeiHfmnii  of  John  W.  Freeman^ 

OcorgiOf  Baldwin  Ckmntji. 

John  W,  Freeman  was  this  day  bronght  before  nst  two  of  the  Com- 
nMssioners  anpdnted  by  the  Governor  of  tiie  State  aforesaid,  to  take 
testimQQy  relative  to  the  conduct  of  John  Crowell,  Agent  for  Indian 
Affairs  for  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  in  obedience  to  an  wder,  (is- 
sued by  us  for  that  puipose,)  and,  bein^  duly  sworn  to  state  all  the 
fiicts  and  circurastanees  whWh  came  ta  his  knowledge,  and  also  what 
be  bad  heard,  u{ion  which  his  i^nions  were  fonnded,  deposeth  as  fol- 
lows : 

That,  on  or  about  tlie  third  day  of  May  last,  he  arrived  at  the  house 
of  Haynes  Crabtree,  in  the  Indian  Nation,  four  miles  from  Fort 
Mitchell,  at  night,  where  information  was  given  that  foar  painted  In* 
dians  had  been  se^n  near,  inquiring  if  that  was  not  Crabtree's  house. 
From  this  circumstance,  and  the  fact  that  Garr  (a  mixed  blooded  man) 
had  run  away  from  tlieir  house,  a  considerable  alarm  was  excitedl 
and  apprehensions  ^tertained,  tiiat  the  Indians  intended  some  other 
great  violence,  in  addition  to  the  murder  of  Mcintosh,  which  had  just 
then  taken^  place.  Having  my  fittmily  with  me,  we  set  forward  the 
Bext  morning,  on  our  way  to  Georgia.  When  we  arrived  at  Sucky 
RandalPs,  on  Little  Uchec,  she  said  that  the  Indians  were  going  to 
kill  ^rowell,  and  that  she  told  them  that  if  they  did,  they  would  pday 
bell,  nethcn  proceeded,  and  arrived  at  Fort  Mitchell.  We  there  saw 
Colonel  John  Ci*o\vcll,  (the  Agent,)  who  informed  me  that  a  runner 
had  come  to  him  from  a  town  thirty  miles  off,  who  informed  him  the 
night  before,  that  the  Indians  were  going  to  kill  him  that  nigh^  . 

Stiesday  night ;)  that  he  had  collected  a  guard  to  protect  him,  and  ' 
d  about  one  hundred  to  guard  him.  I  saw  his  bouse  (in  which  he 
ataid)  had  been  barricaded  by  bales  of  blankets.  (General  Bernard, 
and  the  others  who  were  exploring  the  road  route,  were  at  Fort  Mitch- 
ell that  night  I  saw  many  of  the  Indians  who  were  painted ;  and 
Cokmcl  Crowell  said  that  he  could  raise  about  three  or  four  hundred 
|o  guard  him  by  night  and  that  they  were  not  necessary  in  the  day, 
as  the  Indians  did  not  attack  in  the  day.  I  suggested  to  Colonel 
Crttwell  the  prc^riety  of  his  calling  on  the  Governors  of  Georgia  and 
Alabama  for  assistance ;  that  I  thought  they  were  bound  by  the  con- 
stitution to  render  him  aid.    He  said  he  differed  with  me ;  ti^at  he  had 
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not  a  doubt  but  that  tiie  GoTemor  of  Alabama  wodd  relid«r  hfaa  dl 
the  aid  in  his  power ;  that  as  to  Georgia  he  had  nottiiiig  to  aay ;  he 
had  rather  be  damned  or  go  to  Hell,  (I  do  not  recollect  vbichy)  than 
to  ask  assistance  of  Goremor  Troup.    He  toU  me  he  would  send  tat 
Ae  Little  Prince,  (and  did  send  while  I  was  preseiit,^  to  ask  Ms  opi- 
nion  whether  he  had  better  leave  the  Nation ;  and,  if  he  concluded  to 
go  when  he  saw  the  Little  Prince,  that  he  would  accompany  me;  but 
Biat  hethoucht  ithis  dutjr  to  stay  tfiere  at  all  hazards.    I  left  him  aft 
the  river.    I  met  a  number  of  Indians  going  to  Fort  Mitchell.  When 
I  arrived  at  Moss,'  I  learnt  that  Hambly's  wife  and  family  had  left 
their  house,  and  taken  to  the  woods,  which  is  usually  done  when  the 
Indians  go  to  war.     Colonel  Orowell  said  he  was  not  surprised  at  the 
^  damned  fiiss,''  nor  ought  the  Government  to  be,  as  he  had  apprized 
it  that  a  similar  exdteraent  would  take  place  if  the  treaty  was  rati* 
fted.    When  I  tfrived  at  the  Agency,  I  saw  Henry  Crowell,  and  in- 
formed  him  of  his  brothei^s  mtaation,  at  the  request  of  his  brother, 
(John  CrowelL)    He  said  that  wheh  he  wai  at  the  talk,  the  Monday 
before  the  death  of  Mcintosh,  he  saw  the  devil  was  in  them,  (the  In- 
dians j|)  that  he  advised  his  brother,  Tom  Crowell,  to  move  his  goods 
away  rroin  Fort  Mitchell,  and  ofiiared  him  his  (Henry  Crowell's)  own 
wan>n  to  teke  them  €&    With  regard  to  what  txiok  place  atthe  house 
of  Kendal  Lewis  in  the  Nation,  I  must  decline  to  give  miy  teatilnoiqr 
until  it  be  ascertained  whether  he  can  be  compelldl  to  give  his  testi* 
mony  ;  and,  in  case  of  his  continued  refusal  to  do  so,  I  wUl  tlien  have 
no  objection  to  state  it  in  full.

Lett  has  resided  in  the  Creek 
nation  since  that  period ;  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  ^  general 
character  of  said  Lett ;  that  said  Lott,  from  his  gemnl  duunctv 
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fitr  «M  or  fw«he  yens  put,  is,  as  tbe  d^oaent  Tcrily  beinves, 
vihaXtr  aowwthy  «f  credit  on  ««th  or  otherwise.

Testimony  of  James  Moss. 

CsEEK  Nation,  at  Kimdal  Lewis^. 

By  virtue  of  a  coiQmission  firom  Ms  Ex€eUency  tbe  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Georgiay  to  us  directed,  to  receive  and  examine  testimony 
in  relation  to  the  condacf  of  Colond  John  Crowell,  Agent  for  Indian 
jAJhirs  for'the  Creek  nation  of  Indians,  we  have  caused  James  Moss 
to  come  before  us,  who»  beingduly  sworn,  saith  :  That,  shortly  after 
Ae  time  that  the  Reverend  William  Capers  made  application  to  the 
Coancil  of  Indian  Chiefs  for  liberty  for  Missionaries  to  preach, 
(where  thqr  had  been  prohibited)  he  was  msent  at  conversations  <^ 
tiie  Agent,  CoL  Crowell,  at  the  housfr  of  Thomas  Crowell,  at  ^ort 
Mitchell,  in  the  Creek  nation,  and  at  other  places,  when  the  Agent 
states  that  Mr*  Capers,  in  his  application  to  flie  cfaiefo  for  leave  to 
preach  in  the  nation,  referred  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
urged  the  right  to  preach  wherever  the  United  States  had  authority ; 
hot  that  the  chiefs  refused  him  :  that,  to  get  them  to  refuse,  he,  the 
Agent,  before  the  chiefs  went  into  Council,  went  to  the  tent  of  the 
Big  Warrior,  and  gave  him  a  talk  not  to  let  the  Missionaries  preach 
to  the  nation. 

Deponent  further  states,  that,  some  time  since,  he  believes  in  the 
year  1822,  in  a  conversation  that  flie  Agent  had  with  him,  the  Agent 
tcdd  the  deponent  that  himself  and  Thdmas  Crowell,  his  brother,  had 
failed  for  a  large  amount,  he  bdieves  between  the  sums  of  fliirteen 
thousand  and  seventeen  fliousand  dollars :  Aiat  he  had  placed  bis 
brother,  Thomas  Crowell,  at  Fort  Mitchell,  to  make  what  money  he 
could,  to  pav  off  the  debts  of  the  firm ;  that,  at  the  time,  Thomas 
Crowell  had  a  considerable  stock  of  goods  in  tlie  nation,  at  Fort 
Mitchell ;  that,  while  David  B.  Mitchell  was  agents  Drury  Spain, 
a  white  man  resident  in  the  nation,  sold  to  the  Cussetah  Indians  about 
twenty  hundred,  or  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  worth  of  ^oods,  for 
which  several  of  the  Cussetah  chiefs  gave  him  an  obligation  to  pay 
ttie  same;  that  the  same  was  not  paid  until  the  present  Aeent 
came  into  office ;  that  Mr.  Spain  applied  to  the  Agent  to  aid  and  as- 
sist him  in  setting  the  amount  but  that  the  Agent  refiised,  and  said 
that  he  woda  not  render  Mr.  Spain  any  assistance  to  get  the  same ; 
that,  after  a  lapse  of  more  than  a  year,  Mr.  Spain  sold  the  obliga- 
tion to  ttie  Agent's  brother  Thomas,  and  another  person,  at  a  reduc- 
tion c^  five  hunAred  dollars,  or  thereabouts ;  the  Agent  said  that  he 
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wiiMiiQDiMlir.  %«iii  wi«p«UforikFltt(ftfim7boi«)1lMtlM 
biult;  that,  aOer  tho  tmiiafe*  of  tho  ^ligtHon  ahon  nawA  4lit 
dqionent  was  ke^or  of  a  toll  bridge  in  the  natioiif  which  belonged  to 
the  Cuflsetah  Indiana;  thai  be  received  order*  to  pay  atver  tiM  mth 
Mj  be  remTod  as  toil,  to  the  holders  of  the  obltgatton,and  he  done  so, 
while  he  kept  the  bridge ;  that  he  also  saw  credits  on  the  same  6b* 
ligatkMt  on  account  of  payments  made  by  money  received  from  the 
FBnt  rim  ferry,  at  the  Agency ;  that  the  depon^it  setfled  in  the 
Creek  nation  in  the  Smnmer  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenfy-one, 
within  about  forty  miles  of  the  Agency. 

After  the  forq^oing  statem^ts  ware  made,  Mr.  Moss  was  asked  by 
tte  CTommissioneiB  whether  or  not  he  believed  (and,  if  so,  the  reasons 
of  that  belief )  that  the  Agent  was  friendly  or  unfriendly  to  the  treaty. 
He  stated  that  he  heard  the  Agent  say,  a  few  days  brfore  the  dnitti  ^ 
General  Mcintosh,  that  he  had  brought  fruit  trees  fhun  New  locki 
and  planted  at  the  Agency,  and  fixed  bimj9elf  well,  and  tiiat  Mcla^ 
tosh  had  then  sold  him  out ;  and,  from  a  variety  of  drcumst^noeB,  h^ 
verily  does  believe  that  the  Agent  was  decidedly  opposed  to  the  treaty ^ 
That  he  heard  one  of  the  Cusaetah  chiefs,  who  went  to  the  Indian 
Springs  to  attend  the  Treaty,  say,  that  tiia  Ag««it  toM  Paddy  Carr, 
wno  had  acted  as  Interpreter  for  individuals,  to  state  to  some  IndiiWf 
that,  if  they  remained  at  the  S^ngs  that  night,  they  wmdd  be  con* 
polled  to  sign  the  treaty  next  mcmung*

By  virtue  of  a  Commission  to  m  directed,  to  take  testimony  rela* 
tive  to  the  conduct  of  Colonel  John  Crowell,  Agent  of  Indian  Afiairs^ 
we  have  caused  Henry  Finch  to  come  before  os,  at  the  house  of  Beib- 

{'amin  Williamson,  in  the  town  of  Montgomery,  who  made  the  fid- 
owing  statement,  and  was  duly  sworn  to  the  same  : 

That,  in  the  month  of  October,  in  the  year  1821,  he  a^died  to 
Colonel  John  Crowell,  Agent  of  Indian  Affairs,  for  a  license.to  trade 
witti  the  Indians,  and  to  know  of  him  the  terms  on  which  it  could  be 
granted ;  that  Colonel  Crowell  told  him  he  would  grant  him  one  on 
his  producing  a  certificate  fixHn  some  respectable  person,  that  was  a 
man  of  fair  and  respectable  character,  and  give  a  bond  with  good 
security,  in  2  1000,  that  he  would  violate  i^o  regulations  relative  to 
the  Indian  trade.    That  he  inquu^  of  Colonel  Crowell  if  he  were 
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jOfirtitiii  wMi  Amm  F«  FitMoiH  fisQ.  tad  iT  his  certliettte 
^rnuNi  IMIIW«^  «s  <to  yby  FiB6lk%  dbimctor,  and  fte  MAcic^ftcy  of  ft 
flHto  by  the  tikiiie  cf  BlMe^  whom  he  proj^osed  to  get  bs  his  Moaritjr; 
1\>  ty^  GoL  Cuttwell  replied,  Ihht  he  wm  weU  M^uaiBted  with  Mi*; 
WtaMMiy  «iid  that  hte  certificate  wmM  be  sufficient  That  he» 
Klifch^  then  preceeded  to  Georgia ;  and  tew  Mr.  Friersort)  who  teM 
hta  be  Would  write  the  Agent  a  lettaar  on  «he  snhject.  That  he  tften 
Moeeded  emd  pardMised  a  load  of  goods  for  the  Indian  nn-ket,  and 
hhvfiig  the  letter  firon  Mr.  Frierson,  tad  the  bond  (wMdh  the  Agent 
had  gtvea  him)  ^execitted  bv  Mmself  aad  Ston^  his  secnrily^  he  one 
fadio  the  nation  and  amlied  fcr  a  Hoense  to  the  Agents  and  was  posi- 
titelj  refused.  That  he  tdd  the  Amnt  of  his  promise^  of  his  having 
lifd  eint  his  money  in  conseqnence  of  \%,  for  goods  suited  only  for  the 
Indian  knartoet,  and  <sf  the  loss  he  weoM  eostain.  That  the  Agmft 
tsM  Mm  Spiin  wonM  buy  his  goods.  He  replied,  Spain  had  nomo^^ 
ney,  andy  if  heseld  on  acredit^  he  [woaMI  lose  the  tools  he  had  to 
work  with.  That  Ae  Agent  then  toM  Um  Thomas  Crowell  (Agent's 
Ibwiher)  would  tMiy  them;  and  to  this  he  made  no  reply.  Nextmom- 
isgy  A|fmt  toM  him  he  had  concluded  to  give  him  a  license  to  sell  out 
ttat  WMon  load«f  goodsi  and  asked  him  if  he  oonM  doit  in  thirty  days) 
tl»  wliieh  he  answered  yes;  upon  which  flie  Agent  replied,  there  was 
one»  He  then  left  him  and  sold  Ms  goods.  After  the  month  was  ended; 
on  Ms  way  from  the  Alabattia  to  Georgia,  he  had  a  conversation  wilh 
Thottias  OroWeU^  at  Port  Mitchell  or  Princeton,  and,  talking  aboirt  the 
profits  of  his  latetldventure,  a  partM4rshm  was  proposed  by  him  (Finch) 
between  himselTimd  Thomas  Crowd!,  if  he  could  get  a  license  firom  the 
Agent  Thomas  Crewell  said  he  would  write  to  his  bro^r  (the  Agent) 
his  views  on  the  siAgeet,  if  he  (Finch)  would  remain  till  nert  day. 
Next  4ay  (which  be  now  thinks  was  about  the  4th  of  February,  1822) 
Thomas  Cro¥fell  ga^  him  a  letter  for  the  Agent,  and  he  (Finch) 
proqposed  they  should  talk  over  the  terms  of  a  copartnership.  To 
virhich  l%omas  Crowell  replied,  it  was  not  necessary,  as  his  bro^r 
(the  Agent)  eould  arrange  the  terms  with  him,  if  a  license  were  grant^^ 
ed.  He  thnen  proceeded  to  the  Agency,  on  Flint  river,  and  handed  the 
letter  to  the  Agent  After  the  Agent  had  read  the  letter  they  conn 
menced  a  conversation  about  the  copartnership,  the  terms,  &c« 
When  there,  the  Agent  drew  up  the  articles  between  them,  by  which 
ftvc  hundred  dollars  were  to  be  advanced  by  each,  to  constitute  a 
trading  capital,  to  be  managed  by  him  (Finch)  In  the  name  of  him 
(Finch)  for  the  benefit  of  him  and  Thomas  Crowell ;  the  profits  wero 
to  be  equally  divided,  after  dcdnctyig  all  expenses,  including  reason- 
able wages  for  him,  (Finch)  and  the  partnership  to  continue  during 
their  mutual  pleasure.  That  John  Crowd),  the  Agent  tlien  signed 
Thomas  CrowelPs  nam&  to  the  articles,  and  advanced  four  hundred 
dollars  of  the  money  to  him  (Finch.)  The  other  one  hundred  dollars 
was  never  advanced  by  any  one.  ITiat  he  never  saw  the  contents  of 
the  letter  written  by  Thomas  Crowell  to  the  Agent;  and  that  his  se- 
cond license  was  dated  about  the  6th  of  February,  1822.  That  he 
traded  among  the  *tndians  for  nearly  three  years,  and  settled  with 
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Thomafl  Crowdl  what  he  cIo8«lt  and  nve  Um  v^  the  arttdes^riueh 
lad  been  ao  signed  by  JohD  and  himaei^  and  took  his  recdpt  for  up. 
wards  et  g  ISOO,  in  full  fiir  the  stock  and  profits.    ThaV  ^wUle  the 
co-partnership  amtinned,  he  and  Thomas  Crowell  bou^  jEram  Bmry 
Spain  an  account  he  had  against  tfie  Cnsaetau  Indiana  for  aboirt 
g2t500  or  S^^OOy  *nd  gave  iiiai  for  the  same  S  2,000,  0De4ialf  to 
be  taken  in  goods,  S  600  to  be  paid  down,  and  the  otiier  S400  tohe 
paid  a  fow  months  after.    The  reason  wby  Spain,  sold  them  tiie  ac- 
connt,  as  he  then  naderstood,  was  because  the  Agent  refosed  to  give 
Spain  any  assistance  in  getting  his  money  from  tlie  Indians,  and  re- 
fused to  pay  liim  out  of  the  money  which  came  through  the  Agent^s 
hands*  for  annuities,  ferriage,  &c.    Tbatt  after  he  and  T«  Crowdl 
purchased  the  account,  they  bad  no  difficulty  in  nttimg  the  monqr 
paid  over  to  tfann  as  it  came  Into  the  Agents  hands,  siMh  as  annul- 
ties,  fiuriage,  &c.    That  a  considerable  part  of  the  account  hadbcmi 
patdt  part  by  the  Agent,  out  of  the  annuities,  and  part  by  him  from 
the  firary,  when  the  Agent  resided  at  Flint  river.     When  ha  settled 
With  Thomas  Crowell,  about  the  first  of  last  January*  Crowell  took 
the  balance  of  ttie  Spain  debt  as  so  much  of  his  share.     This-  depo- 
nent further  states,  that,  when  the  partnerAipwsfli  entered  into,  there 
was  a  verbal  restriction  imposed  on  him,  not  to  trade  within  ten 
miles  of  Fort  Mitchell  (Thomas  Crowell's  stand)  excei^  in  passing. 
This  d^onent  knows  that  tiiere  has  been  a  store  kept  at  Walker's, 
the  late  Sub-Agent,  since  the  Fall  of  ISES^  which  was  always  under- 
stood to  belong  to  him ;  that  he.  Walker,  purchased  and  supidied  it  with 
soods,  and  acted,  in  all  respecto,  towards  it  asowners  of  stores  usually 
So;   that  it  was  on  the  miun  trading  Federal  Road,  fnmi  Lino  credc 
to  Fort  Mitdiell,  and  must  have  [been]  seen  and  known  by  the  Agent 
This  deponent  saith,  in  explanation  of  that  part  of  his  testimony 
which  relates  to  the  annuity,  that  he  received  a  part  of  the  annuities 
of  1823,  the  balance  remaining  after  paying  the  account  due  Thomas 
Crowell,  but  that  he  received  none  of  the  annuity  of  1884,  there  be- 
ing so  small  a  balance  remaining  after  paying  lliomas  CrowelPs  ac- 
count (made  after  the  payment  of  tiie  previous  annuity)  that  U  was 
n6t  worth  attention.

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Testimony  of  John  d.  Ptck. 

State  of  Axabama^I 

Montgomcni  County.  J 

By  virtue  of  a  commission  to  us  directed^  by  his  Excellency  the 
Gorernor  ofCreo^a,  to  examine  testimony  in  relation  to  the  conduct 
of  CoL  John  Crowelly  the  Agent  for  Indian  Afikirs  in  the  Creeic  Na- 
tion, wd  have  caused  John  A.  Peck  to  come  before  us,  at  the  house  of 
Benjamin  Williamson,  in  the  town  of  Montgomery,  who  answered  the 
following  interrogatories,  and  was  duly  sworn  to  the  truth  of  tiie 
same : 

1st  Have  you  not  lately  resided  in  the  Creek  Nation,  at  the  Agen- 
cy ?  If  yea,  how  long  did  you  live  there ;  whetlier  on  the  Flint  or 
Chattahoochee  river ;  and  in  what  capacity  did  you  act  ?  When 
did  you  TO' there  to  live,  and  when  did  you  leave  there  ? 

2d.  Where  was  the  di^Ptribu'ting  Post  Office  kept  in  the  Creek  Na- 
tion, when  you  first  went  there  to  live,  and  by  whom  ?  Was  it  re- 
moved, and  to  what  place  ?  How  long  was  the  distribution  really 
made  at  the  place  to  which  it  was  renM>ved  ;  and  were  not  package^ 
for  a  long  time,  addressed  to  the  Creek  Agency,  when  they  were  really 
distributed  at  Fort  Mitchell  or  Princeton,  on  the  Chattahoochee  ;  and 
who  was  Postmaster  when  it  was  done  ?  . 

'  Sd.  Were  you  present  at  Broken  Arrow,  when  the  treaty  was  at* 
tempted  to  be  made  in  December  last,  by  Col.  Campbell  and  Major 
Meriwether,  United  States'  Commissioners,  with  the  Creek  In- 
dians ? 

4th.  Did  you  not  act  as  Clerk  to  the  Indians  in  their  Council,  to 
draw  up  their  talks,  and  do  such  other  writing  as  you  were  directed  by 
them  ? 

^  .'5th.  Do  you  not  know  or  believe  (and  state  the  reasons  of  your  be- 
lief) that  Col.  John  Crowell  was  opposed  to  a  treaty  and  cession  of 
lands  ;  and  that  he  exercised  his  influence  with  the  Indians  to  pre- 
sent one  ? 

6th.  Did  not  Col,  Crowell  and  Wm.  Walker,  late  and  then  Sub- 
Agent«  or  Walker,  with  the  knowledge,  consent,  and  approbation  of 
Colonel  Crowell,  assist  the  Indians  by  advise  and  counsel,  and  other 
ways^  (and  in  what  ways,)  in  drawing  their  talk  or  talks  in  answer 
to  the  Commissioners,  and  refusing  to  sell  any  land  ? 

7th.  When  the  United  States'  Commissioners  called  on  Colonel 
Crowell  for  certain  papers,  (some  of  which  were  in  your  possession,) 
did  not  Col.  Crowell  advise  you  not  to  give  them  up,  and  were  they 
not  withheld  ? 

8th.  Do  you  know  of  any  act  or  conversation  of  Colonel  Crowell, 
which  goes  to  show  that  he  opposed  tiie  treaty  at  Fort  Mitchell  or 
Broken  Arrow  ?    If  yea,  state  tiie  same. 

9th.  Were  you  present  at  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs  ? 

lOth.  Did  you  know  of  any  act  or  conversation  of  CoL  Crowell 
'Wrhich  goes  to  show  that  he  did  uQt  sincerely  and  eamestiy  endeavor 
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to  influence  the  Indians  4o  a  cession  of  land  at  ^e  Indian  Springs  ?  If 
yea^  state  the  same  at  large. 

1  ith«  Have  you  seen  the  testtmoay  of  Jesse  Cox,  as  publidiedin  thp 
newspapers  at  Milledgeville^  Georgia  ? 

18tb.  Were  you  not  at  Fort  Mitchell  or  Princeton^  when  that  c<hi- 
versation  which  he  testifies  to,  took  place  ?  If  yea,  state  whatter  yoo 
did  not  hear  it^  or  one  substantially  the  same,  at  that  place  and  ttme^ 
and  whether  you  hare  not  heard,  at  other  times,  similar  obseirvations 
made  by  the  Agent,  CoL  Crowell ;  and  when  and  where  ? 

13th«  Were  not  the  Indiana  unfriendly  to  the  treaty,  and  Mcintosh 
or  many  of  the  Chieb  and  head  men,  about  that  time  assembled  at 
Broken  Arrow,  and  holding  secret  Councils  ?    If  yea,  what  was  the 

Ssneral  understanding  of  the  business  they  were  on  f  Did  not  the 
gent  know  nr  hear  that  general  report,  and  did  he  really  and  earn, 
estiy  take  any  measures  to  prevent  their  violent  councils,  or  aoottie 
or  conciliate  their  angry  feelings  ? 

14tb.  Was  it  not  known  by  many  persons,  and  have  you  not  reason 
to  believe  that  Col.  Crowell  knew  that  some  of  the  Chiefs,  at  that 
time,  determined  to  kill  Mcintosh  ?  If  yea,  state  those  reasons,  and 
wbetiier  CoL  Crowell  gave  any  information  of  it,  or  attempted  to 
prevent  it 

Mtweri  ef  John  A  Peck  to  theinterrogaUnies  p^  to  him  hy  the  Oawu 
musiofierx,  appmUed  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia. 

Jmwer  to  the  Isf— That  he  removed  to  the  Agency,  on  Flint 
river,  about  the  5th  of  February,  188d,  and  resided  there  until  about 
the  12th  of  March,  1824,  when  he  i^emoved  to  Fort  Mitchell,  where 
he  resided  till  near  the  last  of  April,  1825,  when  he  removed  to  this 
place  (Montgomery ;)  about  a  month  after  he  came  to  the  Agmcy,  he 
attended  to  a  store  for  Thomas  Crowell,  and  acted  as  Aasistaot  Post- 
master :  aftco-  a  short  time,  he  quit  tiie  store  and  attended  only. to  the 
Post  Office,  and  did  such  writing  for  the  Agent  as  he  called  on  him  to 
do ;  and,  when  he  resided  at  I^rt  MitcheU,  he  Wfis  Assistant  Post- 
master* 

To  the  2iul.— The  distributing  Post  Office  was  k^t  at  Fort  Mitch- 
dl,  (called  Coweta,)  now  Princeton,  by  John  Y.  Porter.  It  was  re- 
moved to  the  Agency  on  Flint  river.  For  some  time  the  distributing 
was  done  at  the  Agency,  and,  from  the  inconvenience  of  opening  the 
mail  in  the  day  time,  theunhealtbiness  of  the  Agency,  anq  other  rea* 
sons,  I  spoke  to  CoL  Crowell  to  apply  for  its  removal  toFortMitdi- 
ell.  Upon  receiving  a  letter  from  tlie  Postmaster,  authorizing  it  to  be 
done,  tiie  distributing  Post  Office  was  removed  to  Priocetoly  and  the 
business  done  there ;  the  packages  were  addressed  to  the  Agency— as 
mdst  be  the  case  on  every  removal  for  some  time.  CoL  Crowell  waa 
^  the  Postmaster,  and  I  was  his  Assistant. 

To  the  9d  and  4th. — I  was  present  Mid  acted  as  Clwk  to  the  Coun- 
cils, though  I  did  not  attend  the  Council  every  day,  and  X  drew  up 
their  talks,  and  did  such  writing  as  they  requ^ited  ma  to  do.  . 
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Zb  the  5<%.-^I  do  not  know,  nor  do  I  belkve  that  CoK  Crowell  ¥^88 
^poaed  to  a  treaty  for  ttio  cession  of  lands  from  any  reasons  tbat  I 
have;  nor  do  I  know  of  his  exercising  any  infioence  to  prevent  a 
cesdkm. 
'    lb  the  6th.^^I  do  not  know  that  he  did. 

lb  the  7t/k— When  the  call  Was  made.  Col.  Crowell  came  and  np- 
pIM  to  me,  and  asked  if  I  had  any  pi^rs  which  had  been  given  to  me 
by  Little  Prince  in  Council.  He  then  requested  me  to  give  them  up ; 
tb  which  I  replied,  I  would  not  give  them  up,  except  to  the  Chiefs,  and 
I  was  ready  to  do  so  at  any  time  ;  Col,  Crowell  did  not  advise  me 
not  to  give  them ;  but  requested  me,  if  they  were  not  very  important, 
'  to  gite  them  up,  as  the  Commissioners  were  already  jealous  of  him. 

n  the  Sth* — I  know  ot  none ;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  quite  reserv- 
ed with  DM  on  that  point 

3b  the  9tlL — ^I  was  not 

3b  the  10<A^— *I  do  not 

11th  and  Uth. — ^I  was  living  at  that  place,  at  tliat  time,  and  have 
no  reoollectioa  of  seeing  Mr.  Jesse  Cox  there,  at  that  time,  and,  of 
of  course,  have  no  recollection  of  any  conversation  held  in  his  presence, 
rhave  heard  the  Agent  say  the  Big  Warrior  was  dead,  and  he  ex- 
pected he  was  gone  to  Hell,  where  he  expected  many  more  of  us  would 
go.  This  was  in  joTial  conversation  at  table.  I  have  also  heard  it 
it  stated  there,  but  whether  from  the  Agent  I  cannot  now  recollect, 
that  the  Indians  were  damned  fools ;  if  they  did  not  enforce  their 
law,  and  kill  Mcintosh,  he  would  never  do  any  thing  for  them,  as 
long  as  he  lived ;  but  I  never  heard  him  say  so. 

To  the  ISth. — I  know  of  one  Council  that  was  held  there  in  April 
last,  which  was  for  the  payment  of  their  annuity.  That  the  Agent 
there  told  them,  tliey  most  put  up  with  the  bargain ;  that  he  had  been 
At  Washington,  and  had  been  able  to  do  this  much  for  them ;  that  the 
money  was  to  be  divided  amongthem  all,  as  well  those  who  did  not,  as 
those  who  did,  si^n  the  treaty.  They  asked  him  if  he  signed  the  treaty. 
Be  told  them  he  did  only  as  a  witness.  He  then  left  the  Square.  Af- 
ter a  few  hours,  Big  Warrior's  son,  Hopoetbleyoholo,  and  a  few  others, 
eame  to  Intn^ireter^s  quarters,  and  abused  die  Agent  Uop  having  sold 
tiieir  land.  The  Interpreter  (Hambly)  then  sentfor  the  Agent;  wheti 
he  came,  the  Indians  abused  him,  and  said  he  was  a  land  seller.  He 
'  endeavored  to  explain  to  them  the  deference  between  his  signing  as  a 
witness  and  as  a  party ;  but  tliey  were  not  satisfied,  and  left  him  ab- 
ruptiy.  While  tiie  Indians  were  abusing  Hambly,  it  was  done  in  In- 
dian, and  they  appeared  to  be  in  a  passion  ;  Tuskenah  (Big  Warrior's 
Iwm)  appeared  very  much  so.  I  asked  Hamblv  what  tiiey  said,  as  soon 
as  they  ceased  and  were  talking  tM^ether.  Hambly  told  me  Hopoetii- 
ley  Toholo,  and  the 'others,  abused  him  for  selling  the  land,  and  fliat 
he,  Hambly,  replied,  yes,  that  he  had  done  so,  and«  if  they  did  not  be- 
have themselves,  he  would  sell  the  balance,  and  them  with  it  After 
this  I  saw,  Tuskenah.  (Big  Warrior's  son).Hopoethley  Yoholo,  Little 
Prince,  and  Yaha  Hargo,  Toholo  Mico,  and  another,  go  out  in  the 
woods,  and  hold  a  secret  or  privatie  council ;  but  I  do  not  know  what 
it  was  for. 
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[JVUe.  Tbe  Indian  name  was  first  written  in  this  answer  wrong, 
wben,  at  witness^  request,  it  was  stricken  out,  and  written  Tciskenah, 
who  is  Big  Warrior's  son.]  -  ^ 

lb  the  l4fA*  I  suspected  the  secret  council  was  for  Aat  purpose^  and 
named  it  to  Captain  Triplett,  who  laughed  at  me,  and  said  tbej  dare 
not.  I  told  him  I  had  a  great  mind  to  tell  the  Agent  my  su^icions. 
He  replied,  he  will  only  laugh  at  you  ;  and  then  1  said  no  more  abont 
It     1  do  not  know  whether  the  Agent  knew  or  suspected  it. 

To  the  1 5th.  When  I  first  came  to  tbe  Agency,  I  did  believe  Co« 
lonel  Crowell  was  interested  in  the  store,  and  remained  6f  that  .opi- 
nion till  he  came  from  Washington  in  1822,  and  I  have  semetimes 
thought  so  since.  When  I  was  first  spoken  to,  to  come  out,  it  was 
by  Colonel  Crowell,  though  he  then  told  me  he  was  not  interested  in 
the  store ;  that  it  was  his  brother's ;  and  he  was  employing  me  for  his 
brother.  While  I  was  acting  as  Clerk  iii  the  store,  he  was  particu- 
lar in  looking  over,  and  telling  me  how  things  ought  to  be  done,  though 
'ttis  may  have  been  from  bis  interest  for  his  brother's  doing  well.

Testimmy  of  B.  0.  Camphdl  and  Wiiliam  F.  Hay. 

Geobgia,     1 
ffWtes  County,  J 

The  annexed  interrogatories  being  exhibited  to  us  by  Commission- 
ers on  tbe  part  of  the  State,  we  have  this  day  Appeared  before  the  offi- 
cer, attesting  these  our  answer^ ;  and  being  swom^  answered  as  fol- 
lows: 

ist  D.  G.  Campbell  saith,  that,  at  th^  late  treaty  concluded  with 
the  Creek  Indians,  he  was  one  of  tbe  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States. 

2d.  A  council  was  convened  on  Saturday  evening,  12th  February 
last,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  a  treaty  which  had  been  previously 
prepared*  The  council  was  composed  of  all  chiefi)  and  warriors  who 
were  upon  the  ground,  as  far  as  I  know  or  believe.  I  did  not  disco- 
ver that  any  were  absent  v^o  had  attended  the  pvevious  meeting^  ex- 
cept those  who  had  absented  themselves  tbe  night  before,  in  the  night 
There  were  also  present,  the  two  Commissioners,  William  F.  Hay, 
Secretary,  Dr.  William  Meriwether,  Colond  Crowell,  the  Agent, 
William  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  Thomas  J.  Triplets  and  several 
white  men,  residents  of  the  nation.     The  reading  of  the  treaty  was 
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preceded  hj  some  remarks  by  one  of  the  Commissioners  in  reference 
to  the  movements  of  the  over  night.  ^  The  council  were  told  that  a  step 
of  that  sort,  let  it  be  produced  by  what  cause  it  might,  was  not  to 
defeat  the  objects  of  the  Government ;  that  all  chiefs  of  the  nation  had  ' 
been  notified  and  invited  to  attend;  that  we  had  been  in  council  for 
several  days,  and  that  it  had  been  ascertained  who  were,  and  who 
were  not  in  favor  of  a  treaty ;  that  we  considered  the  nation  as  still 
fully  represented,  and  should  proceed  accordingly.  These  remarks 
were  made  by  myself,  and  were,  in  substance,  as  f  have  stated. 

The  treaty  was  then  ,produced,  and  the  council  informed  that  it 
would  be  read  and  interpreted  to  them  distinctly,  and  that  as  many  as 
chose  to  sign  it,  might  do  so,  and  those  who  thought  proper  to  decline, « 
could  do  so.  The  reading  commenced,  and  progressed  article  by 
article,  sometimes  dividing  an  article  when  it  was  too  long  for  easy 
interpretation.  Hambly  acted  as  Interpreter :  he  sat  close  by  me,  and 
was  retfuested  to  speak  loud  enough  for  all  to  hear.  At  the  close  of 
each  article,  assent  was  expressed  by  the  council  by  a  sort  of  excla- 
mation, after  the  manner  of  Indians.  I  ilo  not  believe  that  a  single 
word  was  omitted.  There  was  nothing  In  it  which  we  wished  to  sup- 
press or  conceal.  When  the  reading  and  interpretation  were  over,  a 
pause  ensued.  No  man,  white  or  red,  objected  to  the  number  or  grade' 
of  those  who  composed  the  council.  No  oppositipn  was  intimated 
fhim  any  quarter.  The  Commissioners  signed,  and  were  immediately 
followed  by  the  chiefs.  After  one  or  two  of  these  had  signed,  Poyth- 
leyoholo,  of  the  Tookaubatchee  delegation,  made  the  observations  as- 
cribed to  liim  in  the  Commissioners'  Journal,  as  I  understood  from 
Major  Meriwether,  who  received  the  intepretation  more  distinctly 
than  I  did.  The  remarks  of  this  chief  were  received  most  heartily 
by  the  other  chiefs,  as  was  evinced  by  their  loud  exclamation  of  assent. 
Himself  and  his  followers,  about  six  or  seven  in  all,  then  shook  hands 
with  the  Commissioners,  and  some  of  the  chiefs,  and  retired.  I  re- 
collect no  other  occurrence  which  took  place  during  the  executron  .of 
the  instrument  except  when  one  of  its  signers  was  about  to  make  his 
mark,  the  Agent  asked  Mcintosh  If  that  was  a  chief.  The  answer 
was,  •*hi8  chief.*'  Our  Journal  states  that  the  treaty  *<  was  signed  by 
all  the  chiefs  present,  except  the  delegation  from  Tookaubatchee,  and 
one  chief  from  Talledega.*'  It  inay  be  so,  that  all  chiefs  present  had 
signed,  but  it  is  further  tlie  fact,  that  many  other  chiefs  or  warriors 
were  present,  and  proposed  signing,  but  this  was  declined,  as  it  was 
getting  late,  and  the  signers  already  affixed  were  deemed  sufficient 

The  document  Was  then  handed  to  Col.  Crowell,  who  had  been  pre- 
sent the  whole  time,  and  he  attested  it  officially,  without  hesitation  or 
remark,  as  I  recollect  Our  Secretary,  Doctor  Meriwether,  and  ibe 
Interpreter,  then  attested  to  the  instrument  also,  and  the  council  were 
requested  to  convene  again  on  Monday  morning.  Before  we  left  the 
Springs,  I  think  on  Sunday,  the  Idth  August,  the  Agent  requested  a 
copy  of  the  treaty,  and  we  directed  it  furnished.

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Having  been  required  to  answer  the  intern^satories  hereto  annexed ; 
to  the  firsts  I  say  that  I  was  present,  and  acted  as  Secretary  to  the 
Commissioners  in  the  late  negotiation  with  the  Creek  Indians. 

In  answer  to  the  remainder  of  the  interrogatoriesy  I  say  that  I  bam 
carefully  examined  and  perused  the  foregoing  statements  and  answers 
of  D.  6.  Campbell,  and,  as  far  forth  as  they  represent  who  were  present 
at  the  execation  of  the  trealy,  the  manner  of  reading  and  intOTpreting 
the  same,  the  ceremony  of  signing  and  witnessing,  and  the  occurren- 
ces of  the  meeting,  generally,  when  the  treaty  was  signed,  are  in  cor* 
respondenoe  with  my  own  recollection,  and  I  adopt  the  same  as  my 
answers  to  the  intem^tories  exhibited  to  us. 

I  state  further,  that  a  copy  of  the  treaty  was  furnished  to  0^  Agent, 
oc^ed  in  his  own  room,  on  the  ISth  February,  the  day  afiw  the  treaty 
was  signed.

By  rirtue  of  commission  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Greorgia,  to  us  directed,  to  receive  and  examine  testiaiony  in 
rdation  to  the  conduct  of  Colonel  John  Crowell,  Agent  fi>r  Indian  Af-* 
£Etirs,  for  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  we  have  caused  John  M^  Bach 
to  come  before  us.  who,  being  duly  sworn,  saith,  that,  during  the  time 
when  the  late  Indian  treaty  wi»  held  at  the  Indian  Springs,  in  Geer* 
gia,  in  February  last,  that  he  was  in  conversation  with  Col.  CroweU, 
the  Agent,  concerning  the  Indian  affairs,  during  which  time  be  fDan^ 
tioned  to  the  Agent  the  death  of  the  Big  Warrior;  when  the  Ageni^ 
replied,  that  it  was  ^ood  he  was  dead ;  that  he  was  a  damned  coward, 
and  ought  to  have  died  ten  years  ago ;  that  if  he  bad  cut  McInlDsh^s 
throat  ten  years  ago,  the  Indian  land  would  not  have  been  sold. 

After  the  foregoing  conversation  had  passed,  the  Tuckabatchee 
chiefs  passed  the  Agent's  office,  returning  bom  the  room  whore  the 
United  States'  Commissioners  were  holding  the  treaty ;  they  were 
stopped  by  Paddy,  (a  lad  about  16  or  17  yesu*s  old,  from  qipearance, 
a  half  breed,)  who  was  standing  before  the  Agent's  office,  who  address* 
ed  them  in  a  short  talk ;  though  the  deponent  does  not  understand 
much  of  the  Indian  tongue,  yet  believes,  from  what  the  saw  and  heardt 
(the  Agent  being  near  them)  that  the  lad,  Paddy,  spoke  to  the  Cbiefiir 
above  named,  to  oppose  the  treaty,  and  tliat  what  he  said  cme  from 
the  Agent  From  the  foregoing  circumstances,  connected  with  many 
others,  he  has  no  doubt  but  what  the  Agent  was  opposed  to  ttie  treaty. 
The  deponent  believes  tliat  Paddy  was  in  the  emfJoy  of  t^  CroweUn 
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Bfi  has  seen  him  in  the  store  of  Thorns  Crowell,  at  Fort  Mitchell, 
and  at  the  Aeent's  office  at  the  Springs.

Gek TXBMEx :  In  answer  to  your^  interrogatories  I  have  to  state, 
that,  with  respect  to  your  inquiry,  if  I  were  present  when  Mcintosh 
and  Etonie  Tustennoggee  were  killed — I  was  not 

S.  Tour  inquiry  reUUive  to  the  cause  of  their  death,  &c  My  be^ 
lief  is,  that  the  cause  of  their  death  was  their  signing  a  treaty  which 
ceded  away  a  part  of  their  land  to  the  United  States,  in  violation  of 
their  own  laws.  My  understanding  is,  that  the  particular  law  was 
one  made  some  years  ag<),  which  had  been  renewed  at  Broken  Arrow, 
and  afterwards  at  Pole  Cat  Springs.  This  impression  I  received  from 
a  conversation  had  with  tlie  Big  Warrior,  soon  after  &e  hreaking  up 
of  the  meeting  held  between  the  United  States'  Commissioners  and 
the  Cherokees,  and  from  several  conversations  with  different  Chiefs, 
after  the  Indians  met  at  Pole  Cat  Springs.  Willi  regard  to  thesi(^- 
ing  of  such  a  law  by  Mcintosh,  I  know  nothing  about  It. 

S.  After  Mcintosh  was  shot,  I  have  been  frequently  informed,  he 
was  taken  out  of  the  house  by  a  Chief,  whose  name  I  do  not  now  remem- 
ber, ^^iih  respect  to  a  conversation  passing  J)etween  him  and  the 
Chiefs  at  tiiat  time,  at  first  I  did  understand  that  such  a  circumstance 
did  take  place,  but  I  have  now  some  reason  to  believe  tliat  my  infor* 
mation,  with  respect  to  that,  was  circumstantially  incorrect  For  the 
substance  of  that  conversation,  I  refer  you  to  a  paragraph  in  my  letter 
published  in  the  S.  Intelligencer.  To  the  editor  of  which  paper  I 
have  subbcquently  forwarded  on  a  notice  to  inform  him  in  what  re- 
spect it  is  iucorrect 

4.  As  to  what  I  know  of  these  matters*  yoo  will  perceive  from  my 
ans^^ers  to  your  2d  inquiry,  that  it  is  all  derived  from  other  persons. 

5  and  6.  As  it  respects  Col.  CrowelPs  opposition  and  agency,  witt 
regard  to  a  cession  of  land,  I  know  nothing  at  all  about,  more  than  I 
understood  from  some  of  ti>e  Chiefs^  after  tlie  meeting  of  Broken  Ai^- 
row,  that  he  was  altogether  neuter. 

7.  On  your  last  inquiry  I  am  as  unable  to  give  you  any  informa- 
tion as  on  some  others;  for  whether  Col.  Crowell  and  Capt  Walker 
have  opposed  the  treaty,  in  conjunction  or  separately,  I  know  not ;  and 
that  I  should  not  know  any  thing  cannot  be  wondered  at,  ^4ien  it  is 
kno\^n  that  our  communications  with  each  other  have  not  been  insti- 
gated by  our  friendship  for  each  other.

P.  8.  In  connection  with  what  I  have  stated  in  answer  to  the  7th 
inquiry,  as  I  do  not  know  any  thing  on  the  subject,  I  therefcn^  cannot 
believe  any  thing  about  it  L.  C. 

The  first  time  I  heard  of  the  killing  of  Mcintosh,  was  w  the  day 
the  Chiefs  arrived  at  Tuckeebachee,  with  the  information  to  that  ef- 
fect.   That  morning  I  had  intended  to  go  to  the  U&wley  Town  on 
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buBiness  relative  to  oor  mission^  but  was  informed  by  oor  boys  that 
the  Indians  were  gone  up  the  river  to  kill  Mcintosh  ;  and,  <m  further 
inquirie.s  was  told  that  this  was  known  among  our  boys  iivQ  days ; 
on  being  asked  why  they  did  not  tell  me,  was  answered^  because  we 
thought  you  would  tell  somebody  else.  I  have  written  to  the  editor  of 
the  intelligencer,  in  refei^nce  to  tfiis  subject  It  has  been  published  with 
my  name,  and  it  was  dune  so  to  give  information,  which,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  part  of  a  paragraph,  (the  circumstances  of  which  para*' 
graph  1  have  already  explained,)  I  believe  to  be  correct^  upon  the 
information  I  have  received  from  different  Chiefisy  and  other  Ink 
dians  in  the  nation.  Some  paii;  of  tlie  interrogatories  I  can  say  no^ 
thing  about  as  I  know  nothing  about  them.  As  it  respects  CoL  Crow* 
ell's  being  the  instigator  of  the  murder  of  Mclnto^,  I  can  only  state 
that  I  do  not  believe  it.  for  two  reasons ;  Ist,  the  principal  Chiefs  in 
my  neighborhood  deny  it  in  the  most  unequivocating  terms ;  2di  after 
tiie  Agent  met  the  Indians  and  informed  them  that  the  treaty  was  ra- 
tified, some  of  the  Indians  called  at  our  place, '  and  declared  that  the 
Agent  and  they  had  not  been  friendly  all  the  meeting,  for  that  the 
Chiefs  had  quarrelled  with  him  all  the  time. 

With  regiml  to  any  furtiier  inquiries  about  the  letter^  I  cannot  an- 
swer them^  as  it  is  before  the  public.

Testimony  of  Stephen  Hawkins* 

IifDiAji  SPRINGS,  2lst  June,  1825. 

By  virtue  of  a  commission  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of 
Georgia  to  us  directed,  to  receive  and  examine  testimony  in  relation  to 
the  charges  lately  preferred,  by  the  Governor  aforesaid,  against  John 
Crowell,  Agent  for  Indian  Affiairs  in  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indiand, 
we  have  taken  the  examination  of  Stephen  Hawkins,  a  white  man,  re- 
sident in  said  Nation  of  Indians,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and 
saith,  that  he  has  resided  in  the  Creek  Nation  thirty-eight  years,  or 
thereabouts.  That,  on  the  second  day  of  May  last  he  was  on  his  way 
firom  Fort  Jackson  to  his  residence  at  Chilokonojah  in  the  Nation  |  he 
was  stopped  by  eight  or  ten  Indians,  who  belonged  to  the  hostile  party ; 
they  seemed  to  be  headed  by  John  Ryley,  a  half-breed ;  Ryley  told 
him  that  they  were  sent  by  Opothleyobolo,  a  Tuckabatchie  chief, 
to  take  all  the  property,  speaking  of  the  Hawkins's  and  Mcintosh, 
and  carry  it  to  Tuckaubatchie :  they  took  what  property  he  had  with 
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himf  except  two  horses,  one  which  he  was  ridings  and  the  oflietr  rode 
by  his  wife,  which  they  afterwards  took  and  carried  away  :  the  pro- 
perty he  had  on  the  road  was  two  negro  boys,  a  thousand  yards  of 
bomespan,  two  sacks  of  salt,  besides  a  number  of  other  articles  :  he 
told  them  that  they  ought  not  to  take  his  property ;  that  he  had  no- 
thing to  do  with  the  treaty :  Riley  replied  to  him.  that  Opoithleyoholo  had 
ordered  them  to  do  so,  and  that  the  Agent,  Colonel  Crowell,  had  or- 
dered Opoitiilqroholo  to  have  it  done:  some  of  the  same  party  also  went 
to  his  house  and  took  what  he  had  there,  being  some  other  negroes 
and  other  property*  That,  in  consequence  of  the  conduct  of  the  hos- 
tile party  he  left  the  Nation,  apprehending  that  they  would  kill  him. 
They  did  kill  his  son,  Samuel  Hawkins.  All  his  family  had  to  leave 
the  Nation  through  fear*  He  now  lives  near  Fort  Jackson,  in  Ala- 
bama.

AugustOy  Georgia^  October  10,  1825. 

Sir  :  I  desired  my  Aid-de-Camp,  Lieutenant  Butler,  by  the  last 
mail,  to  notify  you  that  I  am  authorized  by  the  War  Department  to 
meet  the  chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nation  upon  a  subject  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  tbem,  connected  with  the  late  treaty,  and  to  request  you 
to  eause  them  to  be  assembled  at  Princeton,  Creek  Nation,  on  the  25th 
of  the  present  month,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable;  and  to 
notify  them  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  have  no  white  man  present  at  the 
council,  except  such  United  States'  officers  as  I  may  select 

Further  reflection  suggests  to  me  the  propriety  and  absolute  neces- 
sity of  a  rigid  adherence  to  this  precautionary  measure ;  and  I  have, 
furthermore,  to  add,  that,  if  the  Department  of  War  should  have  fur- 
nished you  with  a  copy  of  my  instructions,  you  will  be  pleased  to  con- 
sider them  strictly  conJidentiaL  Should  they  be  known  to  the  Deputy 
Agent,  or  to  the  public  Interpreter,  be  pleased  to  instruct  those  officers 
of  your  Department  to  disclose  to  no  pei*son  those  instructions,  with- 
out my  sanction. 

If  they  are  not  known  to  the  public  Interpreter,  they  may  not  be 
communicated  to  him  until  after  my  arrival,  and  in  the  course  of  the 
intended  conference* 
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I  am  resolved  to  have  no  mes  near  me,  nor  any  intermeddUr$  ;  and 
I  am  moreover  resolved  to  effect  the  object  in  view,. agreeably  to  my 
instructions,  honestly  and  faithfully j  or  not  at  all ;  and  that  the  trans- 
action shall,  if  posttbUf  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  to  baffle  the 
most  profouna  efforts  of  the  greatest  intriguers. 

All  that  I  wish  from  the  chiefs  is  to  meet  me  vidthout  prejudice,  and 
with  the  confiding  frankness  due  to  a  friend.  If  they  comply  with 
the  proposition  I  am  authorized  to  make  to  them»  it  may  be,  and  I 
think  it  will  be,  the  means  of  their  deliverance  from  perils  that  may 
otherwise  overwhelm  them  with  ruin,  in  spite  of  our  (the  United  States) 
best  efforts  to  protect  them.

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by  indisposition,  from  submitting  to  you  in  person  ;  and  from  whfeli 
you  ^ill  perceive  that  he  declined  again  urging  their  acqui^cence  to 
the  treaty. 

In  falling  to  comply  with  that  part  of  your  instructions*  the  Gene- 
ral instructs  me  to  say  that  he  was  influenced  by  the  cbnviction  that  a 
proposition  of  such  a  nature  would  not  only  have  been  rejteted,  but 
would  have  defeated  the  plan  of  obtaining  a  new  treaty. 

A  part  of  the  deputation  of  chiefs  from  the  Creek  Nation  will  reach 
here  to-night,  on  their  way  to  Washington,  where  the  (General  hopes 
to  be  in  tlie  next  week.

JOURNAL  OF  THE  MEETING 

Held  between  General  Gaines  and  the  Creek  JNTaHon,  commencing  SOtii 
OdobeTy  1825,  at  the  Creek  Agency. 

Creek  Agency,  October  SO,  1825. 

Miuor  General  Gaines,  attended  by  Col.  Chambers,  and  his  adju- 
taut.  Major  Donoho,  and  the  officers  of  his  command,  the'United  States 
Agent  for  Indian  affairs,  and  his  deputy,  with  the  R^v.  Mr.  Smith, 
met  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  Creek  Nation,  this  day  in  Camp,  for 
the  purpose  of  communicating  to  them  the  nature  of  his  instructions, 
contained  in  the  Secretary  of  War's  letter,  of  the  16th  September,  1 825, 
which  was  received  at  Augusta,  Georgia,  on  the  7th  October,  1825. 

After  saluting  the  chiefs,  General  Gaines  addressed  them  to  this 
effect :  <<  A  compliance  with  tlie  wishes  of  the  President,  w^hich  I  am 
about  to  communicate  to  you,  will  ensure  to  you  his  continued  confix 
dcnce  :  for  he  still  confides  in  your  disposition  to  do  right  notwith- 
standing the  reports  of  mischief  makers.  The  Nation's  talk  which 
Hopoithleyeohoio  gave  me,  has  been  sent  to  Washington,  and  the 
President  will  lay  it  before  Congress ;  but  he  will  also  lay  the  talks 
of  the  other  party  before  Congress ;  and  as  there  will  probably  l>e  ft 
difference  of  opinion  concerning  your  difficulties,  he  wishes  your  co^ 
operation  in  their  adjustment  The  President  and  myself  did  not* 
cause  your  distress  ;  you  must  therefore  aid  us  in  our  efforts  to  reKeve 
you.  I  told  you,  when  last  here,  how  difficult  it  would  be  to  cancel 
the  treaty.  I  now  repeat  it,  however  painful  it  may  be*  The  ques* 
tion  is,  will  you  give  a  substitute  ^r  it,  or  risk  its  continuance  ?  If 
the  treaty  stands,  (though  you  say  it  is  bad)  you  will  lose  a  great 
part  of  your  land.  Georgia  insists  on  an  immediate  compliance 
with  the  treaty  of  1802  j  and  as  the  President  is  anxious  to  satisfy 
her,  and  yoiirsclvc;*,  he  authorizes  me  to  offer  you  land  on  the  West 
side  of  the  Mississippi,  for  that  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  acre  for 
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acre^  together  with  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  the  ratificatioa 
of  the  treaty,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  afterwards. 

The  land  will  belong  to  the  nation,  and  you  shall  have  time  to  look 
at  it  Your  acquiescence  to  this  proposition  will^  I  think,  end  your 
troubles  ;  but»  if  you  do  not  accede  to  it,  the  present  treaty,  which,  Ibe- 
lieye,  tu  be  corrupt,  may  stand,  and  your  enemies  will  triumph.  I  am 
the  Indians'  friend,  and  am  not  ashamed  to  own  it ;  and  may  death  be 
my  punishmeht  if  ever  I  deceive  you.  I  have  no  bribes,  and  could  I 
Offer  them,  I  would  be  unworthy  of  your  confidence.  I  wish  you  to 
understand  that  this  treaty^  if  agreed  to,  will  be  subject  to  the  appro- 
val of  the  President,  and  ratification  of  the  Senate.  This  is,  per- 
haps, the  last  time  I  shall  talk  with  you,  and  I  hope^you  will  comply 
with  my  wishes.** 

Hopoi  Hajo  replied:  «  The  Indians  are  your  friends ;  and  as  they 
believe  you  are  their  friend^  they  will  hold  you  fast  by  the  hand.  Ton 
have  disicharged  your  duty  to  us  and  to  the  President,  and  have  never 
changed  your  talks.  We  have  kept  your  talks,  and  have  listened  to 
those  of  bad  men,  for  you  talk  to  us  like  a  father  to  his  children.  We 
have  sent  our  chieCs  to  Washington,  as  you  i*equested  us,  and  we  think 
our  differences  can  be  settled  there  alone.  God  made  the  Indians 
poor,  and  put  them  on  this  land,  and  they  are  still  poor,  as  you  all  can 
isee.  Though  poor,  we  did  not  wish  to  part  from  our  land,  but  our  fa- 
thers made  two  large  cessions^  and  supposing  them  the  white  man's 
friends,  we  have  made  cessions  from  tlie  other  side  of  Oconee.  We 
will  meet  you  to-morrow  in  the  square^  and  give  you  our  answer.** 

Adjourned. 

CoUKCIL  SitUARE, 

Broken  Arrow ^  SUt  October,  1825. 

Agreeabfe  to  adjournment,  General  Gaines  met  the  Indian  Chiefs 
tliis  day,  in  tiie  National  Square ;  and,  after  repeating,  in  substance, 
his  remarks  of  yesterday,  he  urged  the  propriety  of  an  immediate  ef- 
fort, on  their  part,  to  extricate  themselves  from  impending  difficulties. 

Tuskeneehaw  replied:  ^*  When  you  came  to  us  before,  you  said  that 
you  came  to  settle  our  difficulties,  and  to  get  our  land  back  ;  it  now 
appears  you  wish  to  take  half  of  it  from  us.  We  were  pleased  with 
the  President's  invitation,  and  sent  our  Delegates  to  Washington.  You 
now  say  they  can  do  nothing.  If  we  bad  thought  so,  or  that  we  could 
do  any  thing  here,  we  would  not  have  sent  them ;  but  they  are  gone, 
and  we  will  trust  to  them." 

General  Oaines*  Are  you  not  aware  that  the  Chiefs  belonging  to 
the  Delegation  were  ordered  to  meet  me  here  7 

Tuskenehau  was  going  on  to  state  that  the  General's  orders  were 
not  pniperly  explained  to  those  Chiefs,  nor  the  nature  of  his  business 
with  them  communicated,  when  the  Agent  rose  and  stated  that  he  was 
unadvised  of  the  object  of  General  Gaines'  visit,  untU  his  arrival ; 
knd  that  he  had  seen  fiopoithleyeoholo,  and  used  bis  best  efforts  to  in- 
duce him  to  attend  the  Council. 
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6eneral  Oama*  ^*  You  should  hare  known  that  my  basinesli  yas 
important  to  your  happiness,  and  that  I  was  incapable  of  practising  a 
deception  on  you.  It  is  true  that  I  desired  you  to  send  a  deputation  to 
Washington,  but  I  never  told  you  that  deputation  could  break  the 
treaty ;  and  though  I  may  hav€  been  charged  by  wandering  liars  with 
attempts  to  deceive  you,  or  those  opposed  to  you,  I  never  believed  a 
naHowU  chief  could  harbor  such  a  thought  The  President  wishes  a 
£air  treaty  to  offer  to  Congress,  as  a  substitute  for  the  existing  treaty, 
and  I  wish  to  know  what  your  delegation  is  authorized  to  do  at  Wash- 
ington*'' 

Tuskenehau.  <<  If  yon  are  going  to  Wariiington  you  can  learn 
from  them." 

General  Oaines.  <<  May  not  those  chiels  say,  when  I  see  them  in 
Washington,  that  they  can  do  nothing  without  instructions  from  yon 
in  ttiis  matter  ?'' 

Tuskenehau.  <<  J  don't  know  what  they  will  say,  but  I  thought 
our  friends  would  not  desire  us  to  part  from  our  land.'' 

General  Gaines.  <^  I  repeat,  that,  in  asking  you  for  a  part  of  your 
land,  Uie  President  is  influenced  by  a  desire  to  end  your  troubles." 

l\Lskenehau.  ^^  I  ^ish  to  know  if  property  sold  by  an  unauthor- 
ized  person  can't  be  recovered  by  its  owner  ?" 

General  Gaines.  <<  The  President  will  lay  the  treaty,  with  all  the 
testimony,  before  Congress ;  and,  if  it  can  be  positively  proven  that 
it  was  improperly  made,  it  may  be  revoked ;  but  it  is  doubtful  what 
Congress  will  decide  on,  and  it  will  be  gratifying  to  the  President  to 
present  a  new  treaty,  as  unequivocal  evidence  of  the  friendly  disposi* 
tion  of  the  Creek  JVhficm." 

Tuskenehau.  *^  If  all  th^  chiefs  were  here,  we  would  act  on  your 
proposal ;  but  you  must  go  to  Hopoiethleyeoholo,  and  the  rest  of  our 
delegation." 

Cfeneral  Gaines.  <<  Now  is  the  time  to  act,  and  the  President  must 
not  bo  trifled  with." 

MopaUiajo.  <<  We  think  the  proposal  a  reasonable  one,  and  that  it 
should  be  agreed  to ;  but,  the  delegation  is  appointed,  and  we  cannot  acf 

General  Gaines.  ^*  I  am  afraid  that  you  equivocate.  Hopoitbleyeo- 
holo  sent  word  that  you  could  act,  and  that  he  would  acquiesce  in 
your  decision." 

Tuskenehau.  <<If  Hopoithleyeoholo  had  known  your  object,  wben 
he  gave  his  sanction,  we  could  act" 

General  Gaines.  <<  It  was  enough  for  him  to  know  that  I  had  order- 
ed a  meeting,  and  I  can  yet  send  for  him." 

[Tuskenehau  here  stated,  that  he  had  said  all  be  had  to  say,  and 
Hopoi-hajo  proposed  Tx>  adjourn.] 

GeneriU  Gaines.  '<  As  you  will  not  accede  to  my  proposition,  I  wish 
you  to  give  me  written  authority  for  your  delegation  to  treat  with  me^  . 
or  such  person  as  the  Pr^ident  may  appoint" 

Tuskenehau.  <<  We  gave  our  delegation  a  talk ;  we  don't  like 
writing,  as  those  who  read  cheat  us^  even  when  the  Agent  is  here  to 
tsAud  care  of  us." 
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tteiieral Chmes.  '^IfyouwillnottnistthePresideiit^iiorhisAgeiitSy 
nothing  can  be  done  for  you,  and  you  will  be  roined.'^ 

Tuskenehav*  **  To  show  that  we  have  confidence  in  you,  and  in  our 
ddegation,  we  will  send  the  paper  yon  wish  us  to  sign  after  we  have 
seen  the  Little  Prince/^ 
'  The  Council  adjourned  till  to-morrow. 

CouHcn.  SauAREy  JiToveniber  If  1825. 

The  Little  Prince^  who  is  confined  to  his  bed,  having  signed  the 
articles  of  agreement  in  presence  of  the  head  chiefs,  the  Council  con- 
vened ;  and,  after  they  were  signed  by  the  principal  chiefs  of  the 
difierent  towns,  the  Mad  Tiger  rose,  and  explained  to  all  the  chiefs 
present  the  nature  of  the  proceeding. 

General  Graines  then  remarked :  f<  I  have  long  exerted  myself  to 
adjust  the  difficulties  tliat  unfortunately  exist  between  tlie  United 
States  and  the  two  parties  in  the  Creek  nation,  and  sincerely  hope 
that  I  shall  now  be  enabled  to  succeed.  Both  parties  promised  me  to 
wait  patiently,  and  to  conduct  themselves  with  propriety.  I  have 
heard  of  many  fodish  things  that  have  been  said ;  but,  as  no  blood 
has  been  shed,  I  will  pass  them  all  over.  I  have  tried  to  reconcile 
and  unite  you,  under  the  full  conviction  that  a  separation  will  be 
ruinous  to  both.  The  Mcintosh  party  have  complained  of  delay,  but 
they  must  be  patient— this  aflTair  will  require  a  long  time  for  adjust- 
ment I  have  stationed  my  troops  among  you,  under  Colonel  Cham^- 
bers  and  Major  Donoho,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  you  protection. 
They  are  ordered  to  protect  the  peaceable,  and  to  check  the  disorderly^ 
of  both  parties ;  and  thereby  prevent  a  war  in  the  same  family. 

<<  I  have  served  with  many  of  the  chiefs,  and  will  always  view  them 
as  friends.  I  wish  you  to  be  friendly  with  each  other,  and  formt  the 
past — and,  no  matter  what  may  be  the  termination  of  aflbirs,  1  wish 
to  meet  you  all  as  friends.'* 

Genera]  Gaines  now  read  a  paper,  and  handed  it  to  Chilly  Mcin- 
tosh, containing  his  reply  to  a  communication  from  the  Mcintosh 
party,  in  which  he  stated,  that,  their  accounts  having  been  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  War,  it  was  unnecessary  for  them  to  go  to  Wash- 
ington. 

Chilly  Mcintosh  and  B.  Hawkins  were  then  asked  who  wrote  the 
reply  to  General  Gaines'  talk  at  the  Indian  Springs* 

The  first  replied,  that  Martin  wrote  it ;  and  the  second,  that,  to 
the  best  of  his  belief,  it  was  written  in  the  room  of  the  Georgia  Com^ 
missioners. 

Old  Mr.  Hawkins  then  presented  a  claim  for  certain  sheep,  said  to 
be  in  possession  of  the  Indians;  which  was  referred  to  the  Agent : 
after  which,  the  chiefs  shook  hands  with  General  Gaines  and  the  offi- 
cers attending  him,  and  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die* 

Note.  This  morning  General  Gaines,  attended  by  Colonel  Cham- 
bers and  the  Agentf  on  his  way  to  the  Square,  called  on  the  Little 
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Pltncei  Md  feimd  the  principal  chiefs  with  him.  They  stated  ttieir 
intention  of  appointing  Ridge  and  Vann,  intelligent  young  Cherokeesi 
members  of  their  delegation;  to  which  the  General  objected.  They 
tiien  insisted  on  employing  them  as  Clerks,  saying  ttey  wished  per- ' 
sons  of  their  own  color,  in  whom  they  had  confidence,  to  explain  to 
tiiem  such  papers  as  might  be  addressed  to  them*  Finding  them  fi|]l 
of  distrust,  and  fearing  that  further  opposition  to  their  wishes  might 
entirely  defeat  the  object  of  his  visit,  tiie  General  acquiesced. 


Powen  of  the  Creek  Ddegaiian. 

Whereas  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  authorized  our 
friend  Major  General  Gaines  to  treat  with  the  Head  Chiefs  of  the 
Creek  Nation,  and  settle  amicably  all  differences  connected  with  the 
nnauthorized  and  illegal  proceedings  at  the  Indian  Springs  in  Febru- 
ary last :  And  whereas  the  head  chiefs  of  the  said  Creek  nation,  here 
present,  being  satisfied  of  the  great  desire  of  their  Father,  the  Prest- 
dent,  to  restore  peace  and  tranquillity  to  their  nation ;  and  feeling 
disposed  to  yield  as  much  on  our  part  as  possible  to  eflbct  so  desirable 
an  object,  we  deem  the  last  preposition  of  the  President,  made  by 
General  Gaines,  to  be  reasonable,  and  as  just  as  existing  circum- 
stances would  authorize :  but,  they  cannot  now  enter  into  a  treaty 
npon  the  subject,  because  of  their  having  sent  to  Washington  City  a 
delegation  of  their  principal  chiefs,  with  a  view  to  a  final  settlement 
of  all  their  affairs  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  to  all  whom  it  may  concern,  that  w^ 
the  undersigned  head  chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation,  in  Council  assem- 
bled, do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  our  said  delegation,  consisting 
of  eight  viz.  Hopoythleyoholo,  Mad  Wolf,  Teoholomicco,  Emarthla- 
yeoholo,  John  Stidharo,  Tus-kee-gec-Tustenuggee,  Coweta,  Tuste- 
nuggee  Manoway,  Ar-par-lar-Tustenuggee,  and  Charles  Cornells, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  enter  into  any  such  treaty  or  arrangement,  at 
Washington  City,  with  General  Gaines,  or  sucli  other  person  as  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  appoint  for  that  purpose :  and  we 
hereby  bind  ourselves,  and  the  Creek  nation,  to  abide  by,  and  carry 
into  effect  honestly  and  faithfully,  any  such  treaty  or  arrangement,  in 
the  same  manner  as  iT  the  same  had  been  entered  into  by  us  in  Ciene- 
nd  Council  assembled.

Outline  f^  an  interview  between  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Delegation 
of  Creek9 — OpothlehoUh  Head  Chief  and  Speaker. 

Secretary  of  War.  Arc  you  prepared  to  enter  upon  tbe  business  of 
your  mission  ?  or,  is  it  your  wish  to  defer  it  until  the  arrival  of  your 
flriends? 

Opotldeholo.  We  are  prepared ;  and  I  think  it  desirable  to  proceed 
to  business,  at  once,  as  the  Great  Council  of  our  Great  Father,  is  about 
to  assemble,  and  we  want  to  know,  before  the  Great  Council  fire  is  lit, 
"wbat  are  tt>e  views  of  the  Govemmentin  relation  to  us.  We  do  not 
think  it  necessary  co  wait  the-coming  of  our  brothers.  We  have  power 
to  proceed. 

Secretary  of  War.  I  wish  you  to  state  by  what  power  you  have  been 


appointed. 
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OpothUholo.  At  the  oouncil  at  the  Broken  Arrow,  fikneral  Gaines, 
-expressed  a  wish  tft  see  some  of  us  here,  and  when  at  Tuckabatcliee. 
We  were  delegated  by  the  whole  nation  to  come  on. 

Secretary  of  War.  Have  you  any  written  document  showing  this 
appointment? 

OpothUholo.  We  have  no  writing.  We  got  our  power  from  the 
mouths  of  the  nation,  as  is  usual.  We  thought  of  a  written  power,  and 
intended  to  come  to  the  Cheroke'e  nation  to  get  Clerks;  but  the  power 
was  afterwanls  written,  and  will  be  seen,  as  wq  know  it  was  to  be 
sent  on. 

Secretary  ijf  War.  I  wish  to  correct  m  mistake  which  it  a))pears  you 
labor  under.  You  are  here  now  at  your  own  request,  which  was  made 
known  to  your  Great  Father^  by  your  Agents  Colonel  Crowell,  in 
April  last  That  request  was  granted.  It  is  true,  General  Gaines 
said  whtft  you  state,  but  it  was  only  a  repetition  by  him,  of  what  was 
granted  before*  I  mention  this  only  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  an 
error,  in  regard  to  tlie  origin  of  this  visit 

Opothleholo.  It  is  true.  The  Head  Chiefs  of  the  nation  were  talking 
Jast  Sprkig  of  their  distresses  before  the  Agent  Our  troubles  bore 
hard  upon  us.  ^e  turned  our  eyes  to  our  Great  Father.  He  is  our 
guardian.  We  said  we  want  to  see  him.  We  asked-the  Agent  to  say 
so.  We  got  his  answer,  as  you  say.  We  heard  the  same  thing  from. 
General  Gaines. 

Secretary  of  War.  I  am  directed  by  your  Ghreat  Father,  the  Presi- 
dent, to  whom  you  looked  in  your  troubles,. and  who  sent  you  word  to 
come  and  counsel  with  him  as  you  wished,  to  tdl  you  how  deeply  you 
grieved  him,  when,  after  that  permission  ^as  given,  you  took  up  Ibe 
tomahawk  and  did  the  great  violence  with  it  which  you  have  dk>ne. 
He  expected  you  to  seek  your  redress  of  him,  and  not  to  strike  your* 
selves.     But  you  did  strike,  and,  Uy  so  doing,  you  have  caused  very 

Seneral  and  deep  dissatisfaction ;  made  yourselves  many  enemies ;  em- 
arrassed  your  Gi*eat  Father,  and^  filled  him  with  deq^  rq;ret  He 
thinks  it  due  to  the  occasion  that  he  should  make  this  known  to  you, 
frankly. 

OpothLehoLo.  *Tis  true,  we  did  in  oar  grief,  strike.  But  it  was  an 
affair  of  the  nation.  In  all  cases  of  national  concerns,  the  conseid;  of 
the  nation  is  first  had.  Tlie  nftmes  of  its  Chiefe-are  taken  doipm  :  the 
namds  of  the  Agent  and  the  Interpreter  also.  In  the  late  aflhir  this 
was  not  done.  A  new  way  was  attempted,  not  known  to  the  nation. 
The  nation  could  not  walk  in  it 

Secretary  of  War.  These  violences  embarrass  the  United  States. 
Had  they  not  been  committed,  yout*  Great  Father  would  not  fed  the 
difficulties  which  now  attend  tii»  interview,  and  which  must  attend 
every  step  of  this  business.  The  other  party  say  they  are  aggrieved. 
They  are  coming  on — at  least  the  papers  tdl  us  so.  What  their  olyect 
is,  they  will  make  known  also. 

Opoihleholo.  1  expect  all  the  transactions  of  the  late  disturbances 
have  been  laid  before  our  Great  Father.  I  know^  writings  were  entered 
into  in  our  nation  on  both  sides.    I  doubt  not  the  President  has 
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them  alL  He  can  Judge.  We  are  willing  that  be  should  judge.  I  wish 
oar  negotiation,  now  begun,  to  foe  in  writing  also.  I  wisli  it  for  my 
People.  I  look  for  prottetion  to  the  United  States.  I  expect  Oie  late 
treaty  to  be  cancdled.      * 

Secretary  of  fFor.  What  is  the  number  of  the  other  party  ? 

Opothleholo.  The  number  of  McIntosh^s  followers  is  very  small. 
They  all  lived  near  him.  Since  his  death  they  fled— some  to  Georgia, 
and  others  elsewhere.  The  heads  of  families,  I  do  not  think  exeeed 
twenty.  When  th^  Agent  arrives  with  the  Coweta  part  of  our  dele* 
gatioti,  he  will  be  able  to  tell  bow  many  there  were  wKo  undertook  to 
sell  our  country. 

Secretary  of  War.  I  have  no  objection  to  conduct  the  negotiation  in 
writing.  I  think  it  l^est,  however,  first  to  converse  with  you,  to  ascer-' 
tain  tlie  nature  and  object  of  your  visit,  from  yourselves,  that  when 
these  are  ftilly  disclosed,  we  may  prck^eed  to  business  upon  the  points 
which  you  may  wish  to  discuss,  and  confine  the  discussion  to  them. 

Opothleholo.  I  am  well  satisfied* 

Secretary  of  War.  What  are  your  objections  to  the  late  treaty  ?  Do 
you  .object  to  the  substance  pf  it,  or  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
made  ?    If  your  objections  be  to  tlie  manner  only,  and  the  President ' 
would  be  willing  to  look  across  it,  as  if  it  did  not  eiust,  would  you  be 
willing  to  make  another,  substantially,  like  it  ? 

Opothleholo.  I  hffve  objections  to  the  fnanner  of  making  that  treaty, 
and  to  the  substance  of  it  too*  It  was  not  made  by, the  Muscogee  na- 
tion, and  who  else  had  a  right  to  make  it  ?  But  that  is  not  all.  The 
Muscogee  nation  have  objections  to  selling  any  more  lands.  Thqr 
have  parted  from  a  great  deal.  The  land  that  stands  fast  under  the 
white  People's  feet,  keeps  slipping  from  under  the  feet  of  the  red  Peo* 
pie.  We  have  now  hardly  enougli  for  our  women  and  children  to  stand 
upon.  Why  cannot  we  be  allowed  to  have  land,  and  homes,  and  live 
like  our  white  brothers,  and  learn  of  them  how  to  be  comfortable  ? 

Secretary  of  War.  Tou  say  you  have  but  little  lands  left,  and  hardly 
enough  for  your  women  and  children  to  stand  upon,  what  is  the  num- 
ber of  your  people  who  live  on  the  ceded  territory  ? 

OpothUholoi  We  do  not  understand  any  thing  about  lines  that  we 
cant  see— all  the  lands  belong  to  all  our  People,  the  ceded  and  those 
that  were  not  ceded.  Here  are  four  present,  as  delegates,  who  live  on 
1^  ceded  territory.  Selocta,  Mad  Wolf,  Ledagi,  and  Yoholo  Micco. 
They  have  so  little  land,  that  they  could  not  live  upon  it. 

Secretary  of  War.  How  many  acres  of  lands  were  left  you  under 
the  late  treaty  ? 

OpofMeholo.  We  do  not  know  how  to  reckon  by  acres,  but  the  coun- 
try left  by  the  treaty^  is  so  small  that  the  nation  could  not  live  upon  it 
We  have  come  here  to  make  complaint;  to  tell  our  sorrows ;  to  utter 
our  grievances  to  our  Great  Father ;  to  show  that  the  treaty  was  made 
by  fraud,  by  thieves,  by  walkers  in  the  night.  The  Muscogee  nation 
would  notjobject  to  a  fair  treaty,  honestly  made,  a  treaty  that  had  no 
foul  blots  on  it,  and  that  should  be  made  at  their,  council  house  where 
their  Ciilefs  sit,  and  who  shqiild  be  properly  authorized. 
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Secretary  <^  War.  Tour  Grea  Father,  in  sending  Commissioners  t» 
you  to  treat  for  your  lands  did  not  intaend  to  commit  fraud.  Tbey 
were  sent  to  make  a  fair  treaty;  And  now  that  a  treaty  is  made,  there 
is  great  difficulty^  because,  if  it  be  fradulent,  your  Great  Father  cannot 
cancel  it.  It  can  be  done  only,  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  nation  who 
put  their  seal  upon  it  and  made  it  fast — if  it  is  done  at  ail.  Tour 
Great  Father  did  hope  that,  as  there  is  so  much  difficulty  in  this  af- 
fair, some  method  would  be  agreed  upon  by  you  for  a  reconcilement  of 
the^e  difficulties;  and  tiiat  you  would  agree  to  carry  the  substance  of 
this  trcat>  into  effect,  in  a  new  one  made  by  yourselves,  as  the  heada 
of  the  nation;  and  that  you  would  be  willing  to  occupy  lands  West  of 
the  Mississip|>i,  away  from  tlie  white  man,  to  live  in  futui*e^  and  under 
some  friendly  lielps  for  your  improvement  in  peace  and  prosperity.  If 
to  accomplisli^sudi  a  reconcilement,  an  additional  sum  of  money  would 
be  acceptable,  and  you  wmild  name  it,  your  Gi'eat  Father  would  con* 
sider  the  ofiTcr,  and  do  all  he  could  to  settle  this  difficulty. 

OpothUholo.  The  Creek  nation  are  not  unfriendly  to  the  whites,  and 
liavc  no  objection  to  live  near  the  white  People,  and  it  is  their  wish  to 
live  near  their  Great  Father,  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
land  they  live  on  is  their  own.  Their  homes  are  there.  They  never 
sold  tliem.  But  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  take  these  all  away. 
We  have  come,  as  oqihans,  to  ask  o^r  Great  Fathei**s  protection.^ 

Secretary  of  War.  Your  Great  Father  saw  and  pitied  your  situa- 
tion, and  seeing  that  your  difficulties  had  grown  to  a  great  height,  and 
wishing  to  reconcile  tl»e  parties,  as  far  as  |)os8ible,  determined  to  con- 
vene your  nation,  which  was  done  by  General  Gaines.  He  was  in? 
structed  to  ask  you  as  a  nation,  whetlier  you  had  any  objection  to  cede 
your  lands  tn  Georgia;  and  what  price  you  Would  be  willing  to  take 
for  those  lands.  Your  nation  consented  to  dispose  of  tlieir  lands  within 
the  limits  of  Georgia,  and  have  stated  the  price  they  are  willing  to 
take  for  them.  They  fixed  the  price  at  S  300,000,  and  an  equal  quan- 
tity of  lands,  acre  for  acre.  West  of  tlie  Mississippi*  and.  I  now  htdd 
iu  my  hand  the  written  agreement  to  that  effect,  with  the  names  of 
your  Chiefs  to  it.     Vou  will  know  them  when  tliey  are  read  to  you. 

[The  paner  was  read,  and  tlie  nam^  of  tlie  Chiefs.]  Tour  Interpre- 
ter, Hambty^  has  one  of  tliese,  and  will  bring  it  with  him. 

OpothUholo.  I  have  heard  of  tliat  pa|)cr  before.  It  is  the  power  I 
referred  to  at  the  beginning  of  this  Councih    I  believe  it  to  be  correct 

Secretary  of  War.  IwiU  now  read  you  a  letter  from. General 
Gaines.    In  it  is  his  talk  to  ^ur  nation.     [It  was  read.] 

Secretary  of  War.  Are  the  names  to  that  paper  [the  paper  contain- 
ing the  terms  of  the  proposed  cession,  &c.]  the  najmes  of  yourjchiefii  ? 

OpoiMeholo.     Yes  ;  they  are  the  Chiefs  of  our  naUon. 

Secretary  of  War.  After  the  deepest  r^ection,  and  bes^  with 
gl*eat  embarrassmi^t,  your  Great  Father  thought  it  best  to  direct 
General  Gaines  to  make  you  the  proposal  he  did,  and  which  has  been 
read  to  you.  I  suppose  you  have  no  objection  to  carry  the  agreement 
into  effect,  according  to  the  direction  of  your  nation. 

OpotldeluAo.    The  subject  is  embarrassing  to  us  alsa     It  is  of  grei^ 
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importance.  Clouds  rest  upon  it  Our  nation  expects  us  to  act  un- 
der a  clear^ky.  We  must  reflect  well,  and  counsel  about  i^bat  is  to 
bo  done,  and  will  give  you  an  answer  to-morrow. 

Secreiarif  of  War.  It  is  not  the  wish  of  your  Great  Father  to  urge 
you  as  to  time.  You  can  wait,  if  you  think  it  desirable,  till  your 
friends  arrive.  But^t  would  be  agreeable,  if  the  business  could  be 
settled  this  week. 

Opoihlehalo.  I  have  full  confidence  in  the  Government  of  the 
United  States. "  I  am  here  as  a  suppliant.  I  am  glad  to  be  spoken 
to  familiarly  and  kindly.  The  delegation  will  reply  in  writing  to- 
morrow, if  possible ;  if  not,  as  soon  lis  they  can. 

Secretary  of  War.  We  can  do  no  more  than  prepare  an  agree- 
ment The  Congress  must  decide  upon  it;  and  accept  or  reject  it 
Your  Great  Father,  as  I  told  you,  has  no  power  beyond  this,  in  this 
case.  The  power  is  with  the  Great  Council  of  the  Nation,  to  which 
all  will  be  submitted. 

OpothUhoio.  As  i  have  said  before,  the  subject  is  of  great  import- 
ance to  us  ;  and  we  must  think  much  about  it.  Our  responsibility  is 
groat 

Secretary  of  War.  Your  responsibility  is  lessened  by  the  instruc- 
tions to  you  from  your  nation.  Your  nation  has  agreed  to  what  it 
will  do  ;  and  you  arer  instructed  to  caiTy  their  decision  into  effect. 
This  will  make  your  Councihi  light 

OpathUhelo.    1  have  nothing  more  to  add,  for  the  present. 


OpothleholOf  and  others,  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Brown's  Hotel,  Sd  Dccemher,  1825. 
Hon.  James  Bakbovr,  Secretary  of  War: 

Friend  and  Brother  :  Since  we  had  the  honor  of  an  interview 
with  you,  in  regard  to  our  difficulties,  we  have  had  your  proposals 
under  our  careful  consideration.  We  have  particularly  attended  to 
the  instrument  of  writing  given  by  our  Ctiiefs  in  Council  to  General 
Gaines,  in  which  onr  great  Council  fire  has  expressed  the  opinion  that 
General  Gaines'  *«  last  proposition  was  reasonable  and  just,  agreeable 
to  existing  circumstances.*'  We  also  In  that  paper  find  that  we  are 
clothed  with  the  highest  authority  of  our  nation,  at  a  time  our  hearts 
arc  compelled  to  look  on  the  dark  clouds  which  hang  over  our  nation. 
We  know,  and  we  hope  that  you  are  convinced,  as  the  Oreal  Master  of 
Breath  knows,  that  our  troubles  and  difficulties  have  been  produced 
by  our  enemies,  men  wlio  regard  speculation  more  than  truth  and  ho- 
nor. But  it  is  vain,  at  this  time,  to  complain  of  our  wrongs  ;  wefeelf 
but  cant  find  utterance  to  ex|>ress  them.  We  are  convinced  that  our 
Gceat  J<*ather  is  a  just  and  magnanimous  man.  We  see  this  in  his 
talk,  and  we  also  know  that  tl^  nature  of  his  Government  is  such, 
that,  however  well  convinced  he  may  be  of  the  badness  of  the  Treaty 
ratified  in  his  Council  last  Winter,  that  he  alone  has  not  the  power  to 
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declare  it  null  and  void.  When  we  first  started  to  see  our  Father^  it 
was  our  detennination  to  appeal  to  Congress  for  redress,  and  request 
of  that  civilized  body  the  annulment  of  the  treaty  made  by  the  Unital 
States'  Commissioners  and  the  trattor  Mcintosh.  We  oome  to  tell 
them  that  our  destiny^  and  the  happiness  of  our  wives  and  babes  were 
in  their  hands«  to  restore  the  whole  of  our  landt^  and,  as  ws  bad  not 
done  wrong,  to  withhold  their  strength  from  oppression.  But  we 
have  heard  the  talk  from  our  Father  the  President.  It  has  done  our 
hearts  good  to  notice  his  disposition  to  render  justice,  and  restora 
peace  and  harmony  to  his  children.  We  have  yielded  to  paternal 
kindness.  Long  has  been  the  struggle,  and  painftil  the  effort  to  sa- 
crifice a  piece  of  our  heart  to  aid  our  Father  to  restore  tranquillity  to 
his  children.  We  have  yielded  to  poHcy,  and  contrary  to  our  previ- 
ous determination.  Nothing  but  those  powerful  reasons  has  inftu- 
cnced  our  decision ;  that  tlie  tears  of  our  grey-headed  motliers  may 
cease  to  flow,  and  that  the  Muscogee  females  may  no  longer  suckle 
their  babes  in  grief.  It  is  on  their  account  we  have  consented  not 
to  run  the  risk  of  hazarding  the  whole  in  our  appeal  to  the  Represent- 
atives of  a  great  nation.  As  we  have  no  desire  to  leave  the  graves  ai 
our  fathers  for  the  West,  we  have  agreed  to  surrender  our  claim  and 
title  to  the  lands  East  of  the  Chattalioochie  river,  for  money.  We 
respectfully  suggest  to  you  our  determination  not  to  cede  any  more 
than  the  lands  East  of  the  river,  and  to  have  the  East  bank  up  to  high 
water  mark  as  the  boundary  between  us  and  Georgia.  A  dry  line 
will  never  do  between  us.  The  acknowledgment  of  tliat  line,  on  your 
part,  will  afford  facility  to  an  arrangement  with  you.  On  no  other 
conditions  will  the  Delegation  consent  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
We  may  as  well  be  annihilated  at  once,  as  to  cede  any  portion  of  land 
West  of  the  river.  We  have  enclosed  a  sketch  of  the  terms  on  which 
we  will  make  the  desired  arfangement,  and  liope  that  it  will  meet 
your  approbation,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  Great  Council.  Our 
sketch  contains  the  items,  which  we  wish  entered  in  the  articles  of 
agreement,  and  will  expect  the  instrument  to  be  signed  by  the  con- 
tracting parties,  to  be  written  at  your  order.  As  our  lands  are  now 
reduced  to  narrow  bounds,  we  shall,  in  earnest,  commence  the  work 
of  civilization,  to  render  our  state  of  existence  tolerable.  We  eihaU 
expect  to  address  a  memorial  to  the  Great  Council  of  our  Father, 
when  he  submits  the  talk  on  paper  connected  with  the  base  treaty. 
We  h<Kve  strong  enemies,  who  from  childhood  have  talked  with  hooks. 
We  can  say  but  little,  and  that  little,  we  are  proud  to  say,  will  spring 
from  uncorrupted  sources.  We  are  sons  of  tiie  forest,  but  endowra 
in  intellect  by  the  same  Spirit,  who  thought  us  not  unworthy  of  hts 
creation.  Free  as  air,  and  as  free  as  the  birds  of  sweetest  song,  We 
claim  the  privileges  acknowledged  to  all  nations,  and  entitled  to  be 
considered  as  friends  and  allies  of  the  United  States.  We  know  that 
an  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  Governor  of  Georgia  and  hisfri^ids, 
to  prejudice  the  good  People  of  the  United  States  against  us.  We, 
however,  console  ourselves  with  a  belief  that  Gk)vemment  will  nc^ 
respect  an  assertion  without  proof.     When  the  frontiers  of  Georgia 
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were  pillaged  by  the  Red  Stickfl,  we  were  the  first  to  protect  it  In 
the  fierceness  of  battle,  when  the  war-whoop  was  keenest,  were  we 
npot  found  by  the  side  of  tlie  white  man  ?  Let  those  who  have  been  so 
unkind  as  to  call  as  «<  hosHUf^'  seek  a  reply  from  General  Jackson. 
Our  characters  have  been  assailed,  and  we  ha\e  thus  frankly  told  our 
feelings  to  our  Father  the  President  We  entertain  the  best  friend- 
ship for  the  United  States,  and  we  shall  never  be  found  wanting  in 
duty  to  assist  our  white  brothers  in  repelling  the  assault  of  enemies 
from  over  the  Big  Water. 

In  concluding  our  letter  we  will  observe,  that  the  last  proposition 
mentioned  by  our  Chiefis,  made  by  General  Gaines,  was  the  request 
to  our  nation  to  cede  to  the  United  States  all  the  lands  East  of  the 
Chattahoochie.  This  was  the  understanding^of  our  Council,  and  the 
understanding  of  the  Chiefs  now  present,  who  have  signed  that  paper. 
This  explanation  may  have  been  omitted  by  tiie  General  in  his  journal 
to  which  you  have  called  our  attention.  When  we  shall  suf^mse  you 
have  perused  this  letter,  we  will  call  on  you  to  receive  your  reply. 
We  arc^  with  g;reat  respect^  your  friends  and  brothers.  *    ~

EndoAire  in  Creeic  Delegitioa's  letter  to  the  Secretaiy  of  War. 
Sketch  of  a  treaty  proposed  hy  the  Creek  Delegation. 

Whereas,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the  Creek  Na- 
tion are  anxious  to  settle  amicably  all  differences  which  have  arisen 
out  of  tiie  late  unauthorized  and  illegal  proceedings  at  the  Indian 
Springs,  in  February  last,  by  Duncan  G.  Campbell  and  James  Me- 
riwether, on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Gen.  William  Mcin- 
tosh, and  sundry  Indians  ;  and,  whereas  a  Delegation  of  the  Creek 
Nation^  clothed  with  full  powers  tn  settle  said  difference,  entertain  the 
highest  regard  for  the  honor  and  magnanimity  of  the  United  Statesi 
and  disposed  to  yield  as  much  as  possible  to  the  wishes  of  the 
said  United  States,  do  enter  into  the  following  articles  of  agreement 
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Tvitli  James  Barbour^  Secretary  of  War,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States: 

Art  1.  The  Treaty  entered  into  between  Duncan  G.  Campbdl 
and  James  Meriwether,  on  the  part  of  tlie  United  States,  and  Wil- 
liam Mcintosh  and  sundry  Indians,  at  the  Mineral  or  Indian  Springs, 
in  G^rgia,  in  February  last,  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void,  and  . 
shall  have  no  effect,  but  shall  forever  be  considered  as  if  it  had  never 
been  made. 

Art  2.  All  and  every  one  of  the  signers  of  the  said  illegal  treaty, 
shall  be  compelled  by  the  United  States  to  leave  the  Creek  Nation, 
and  each  head  of  a  family  shall  be  entitled  to  one  mile  square  of  land,  to 
be  located  in  the.  United  States*  Western  lands,  beyond  the  Mississip- 
pi ;  and,  for  the  said  Western  lands,  an  equal  quantity  of  acres  shall 
be  exchanged  for  by  the  Nation  £ast  of  the  Chattahoochee  river. 

Art  3.  The  United  States  will  pay  the  expense  of  the  removal  of 
said  party,  who  call  themselves  the  friendly  or  Mcintosh  party,  and 
their  number  shall  be  allowed  to  consist  as  equal  to  tlie  census  made 
of  them  by  General  Grained,  at  the  Mineral  Springs. 

Art  4.  The  Qreek  Nation  cede  and  surrender  to  the  United 
States  all  of  their  lands  East  of  the  Chattahoochee  river,  after  deduct* 
ing  the  quantity  of  land  provided  for  the  use  oX  the  Mcintosh  party, 
in  the  second  ai'ticle,  and  which  is  exchanged  for  an  equal  quantity  of 
Western  lands  for  the  use  of  the  Mcintosh  party  aforesud.  And  it 
is  hereby  understood,  that,  in  the  cession  of.  land  by  the  Creek  Na- 
tion, that  the  Eastern  Bank,  up  to  the  high  water  mark  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochee river,  except  a  reservation  for  the  Creek  Agency,  the  limits 
of  which  willi)e  described  in  the  fifth  article,  shall  be  the  boundary 
line  between  Grcorgia  and  the  Creek  Nation. 

Art  5.  The  Creek  Nation  reserve  to  tliemsclves,  and  for  their  own 
use  and  jurisdiction,  a  quantity  of  land  on  the  East  bank  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochie,  where  the  Federal  Road  crosses  the  same,  to  be  three  miles 
long,  and  one  and  a  half  mile  broad  :  The  reserve  to  be  so  surveyed 
as  to  extend  it  a  half  a  mile  above  the  ferry  landing  and  road,  down 
the  river,  and  to  be  one  mile  and  a  half  wide  from  the  river  aforesaid. 

Art  6.  I'lie  Creek  Nation  shall  possess  all  the  Islands  in  the 
Chattahoochee  river,  and  all  the  ferries  on  the  roads  that  run  through 
the  Nation,  and  shall,  at*all  times,  demand,  and  enjoy  a  reasonable 
toll  cm  said  ferries,  such  as  is  now  paid  on  said  ferries. 

Art.  7.  John  Ridge  and  David  Yann  sliall  have  and  possess  a  re- 
servation of  one  mile  square,  or  640  acres  each,  in  fee  simple;  Ridge's 
reservation  to  be  located' on  the  East  bank  of  the  Chattahoochie,  on 
the  Mineral  Spring  road,  called  Canard^s Ferry,  to.be  so  surveyed  as 
to  include  the  best  portion  of  the  soil  exte^nding  to,  up  and  down  the 
river,  and  as  far  back  from  the  river  as  will  embrace  and  complete 
the  number  of  acres  aforesaid.  Vann's  reservation  to  be  located  on 
the  East  hank  of  the  Chattahoochie,  at  the  mouth  of  Ooseoka,  or  first 
big  Creek  above  the  Federal  Road,  to  extend  up  the  river  from  the 
moutli  of  said  creek,  and  as  far  back  fram  the  river  as  will  make  a 
good  figure  to  embrace  the  640  acres  aforesaid. 
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Art  8.  The  reservations  shall  be  surveyed  at  tTie  expense  «f  the 
fJnKed  States,  agreeable  to  the  clescription  of  swi  reservations,  pro. 
vious  to  the  survey,  to  be^made  by  Georgia,  of  the  ceded  land,  and 
the  result  to  be  repoliied  to  the  War  Department  by  the  Surveyors* 

Art  9.  The  United  States  agree  to  paj  to  individuals  who  reside 
on  the  ceded  land,  fei*4lieir  imjirovements,  which  add  real  value  to  the 
lands  on  which  such  imprmements «re  maile. 

Art  10.  The  United  States,  in  consideration  of  theisaid  cession^ 
and  the  sun^ender  of  the  title  and  daim  on  the  part  of  the  Creek  Na- 
tion, promise  to  pay  the  Delegation  of  said  Nation,  now  in  this 
city,  two  hundred  thousand  drtlars  at  the  ratification  of  the  ^treaty'^ 
and  one  hundred  thousand  more  at  the  expiration  of  one  year«  besides 
twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  in  perp^ity  and  forever.

¥*Ri£NDS  AV9  BROTHERS  :  I  Iiave  received  your  talk  of  the  sd  « 
anstaiTt,  and  immediately  presented  it  to  your  Great  Father,  the  Pre- 
-sident  of  the  United  States.    It  has  had  bis  most  deliberate  attentiot^ 
and  he  directs  me  to  convey  to  you  the  following  answer. 

When  it  was  made  known  to  your  Great  Father,  that  year  pe<^U 
were  involved  in  deep  distress,  and  that  bloody  consequaices  bad  been 
produced  by  your  ^^cj teamen ts  with  one  another^  he  felt  for  your  situ- 
ation, and  took  measures  to  relieve  you,  so  far  as  U  was  in  his  pow- 
er to  do  so.  When  you  made  known  your  wish  to  visit  him^  a^f 
bear  bis  counsels,  he  complied  with  it  j  but,  in  the  mean  ti^pi/e,  bop 
ing  to  reconcile  the  deferences  which  he  saw  were  not  endedybut^yr 
stifled,  he  directed  General  Gaines  to  make  a  proposal  to  yoU;  in  the 
hope  thdt  meaisui*cs  might  grow  out  of  rt  /rjendly  to  your  own  peace 
und  prosperity,  ,and  tending  to  allay  the  agitations  which  existed 
also,  and  in  regard  to  you,  among  his  fellpw  ciljiaen^  of  Georgia^ 
Your  Great  Fati^er  ^  the  friend  of  i>eace.  He  didTiMe  ihat,  under 
the  iiresent  state  of  grievances  which  arc  complaiqeo  of,  you  would 
coivsent,  for  a  suitable  compensation,  however  painful  for  you  it 
might  he  to  dispassess  yourselves  oT  your  tei-ritory,  t9  give  up  to 
the  possession  of  Georgia  so  much  of  yom*  lands  as  lie  wjthiii  the 
chartered  lhi(tits  of  that  State.  It  Wits  t9  .thiis  point  ^^r  attention 
was  cailM  by  Genera}  Gaines,  and  those  w^ei'e  the  reasons  which  le4 
your  Great  Fatlier  to  make  that  jinopositioe  to  you  through  that  offi* 
rer-  General  Gaines  i-cported  tfie  agneem^nt  of  your  nation  to  this 
proposition  ;  and  it  is  with  surprise  your  Great  Father  has  seen  your 
views  of  anew  and  a  diflTcrcnt  one*    It  was  well  known  io  youjr 
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Qreat  PftOMV  that  if  biA  m^aitipii  bad  b^9  accented,,  and  his 
terms  agrae»d  to  by  yoii«  he  could  do  no  more  than  refei*  any  agree- 
ment tb(^  might  havf  been,  made  with  you  to  the  Senate  of  the  Unit- 
ed Statoa  for  its  adoption.  He  could  not  have  bound  either  you  or 
bimaelf  without  aueh  reference,  any  more  than  lie  can  cancel  the 
treaty  made  at  the  Mineral  or  (ndian  Springs  in  Febrtiary  last,  and 
which,  unless  tlie  Great  Couocilf  whose  fire  has  just  been  lighted  up, 
shall  forbid  it,  he  will  be  compelled  to  carry  into  effect 

By  your  talk  of  the  Sd  instant*  you  have  entirely  deprked  him  of 
tte  power  to  mwre  one  step  further.  He  coutid  not  consent  to  the  ba- 
#18  you  propose,  and  agree  that  the  Chatahoodiy  shall  be  the  bpuadn- 
ry  betwecii  yoorselvas  and  Georgia*  He  sees  it  would  no^  firee  you 
from  the  agitations  and  fears  which  have  hitherto  troubled  you.  His 
iellow  citizens  of  Georgia,  he  apprehends,  from  what  has  past, 
would  be  still  anxious  for  all  the  lands  within  that  State  It  would 
be  usdessy  therefore,  to  make  a  partial  arrangement.  His  object  was 
to  put  you  at  rest ;  to  give  you  peace.  Fauifig  in  this,  be  directs 
me  to  say,  he  cannot  accept  the  terms  proposed  by  you  as  the  basis  of 
an  agreement.  He  will,  therefore,  unless  on  reconsideration  you 
may  be  disposed  to  accede  to  tlie  proposition  heretofore  submitted*  of 
fun^endering  all  your  land  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  refer  the 
subject  to  Congrpss,  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  wisdom  and  justice  of 
that  body  may  direct. 

It  Is  deemed  unnec^essary  to  make  any  remarks  upon  the  detaifs  of 
a  treaty  whiph  you  have  submittedy  the  basis  of  which  is  inadmissi- 
ble^  other  ftan  that  these  also  are,  in  some  reqpects^  exc^onable. 
I  am^  withregard.

Fribnd  and  BROT)TlEtt :  Tour  lett^  of  tbe  5tb  instftiity  in  reply 
to  otirs  or  the  3dy  has  been  attended  to  with  the  iitmoBt  respect  an4 
delibel^tioii.  To  our  Gi-cat  Pather^s  talk  w6  respectfully  answer^  thi^ 
we  entertain  the  fiighest  respect  for  his  ina|(naniiiiity  and  kindness^ 
and  oflicially  take  this  method  to  express  to  hun  our  cordial  and  ffrate^ 
ful  obligatipnsy  In  lyermitting  us  to  take  him  by  the  right  hand,  and 
to  cxpi*e8S  our  grievances  to  the  General  GrOTernnMMit,  and  personally 
to  submit  ourselves,  our  rights,  and  our  hamHnesSy  to  his  protection. 

It  appears  from  your  expression  that  ««the  diflRelvntea''  (in  our  na* 
tion)  <<  were  not  ende<l,  but  stifled/'  you  labor  under  tbe  impression^ 
that  our  internal  agitdtions  are  of  a  character  as  materially  to  disturb 
our  repose.  These  differences  among  ourselves  are  not  the  leading 
ercihj  were  we  permitted  to  close  them  by  the  authority  of  our  own 
laws.  Mcintosh  has  been  laid  asle^  by  that  authority^  and  from  it 
the  balance  of  his  party  sought  refuge  in  Georgia^  and  were  protect- 
ed, as  a  party  distinct  from  the  nation,  by  Greorgrans,  and  on  then 
high  honors,  rights,  aiid  powers,  were  ascribed  and  fabrtCaled,  un- 
known to  Die  proper  authorities  of  our  natloh.  At  the  request  of 
General  Gaines  at  Broken  Arrow  Cduncil,  in  June  last,  we  sdemnly^ 
pai*doned,  «<to  all  intents  and  purpos^^  this  party,  and  permitttd 
them  to  rettirn  among  us,  and  there  dwell  in  peace  and  obey  the  laws. 
Instead  of  doing  this,  they  are  now  hertf  in  this  city,  for  purposes  best 
known  to  themselves,  and  which  we  have  reason  to  think  are  in  oppo- 
sition to  tlie  Muscogee  nation.  By  what  power  they  are  sent,  and 
what  power  they  represent,  would,  if  inquired  for,  be  hard  to  deter- 
mine. We  make  these  remarks,  not  that  we  wish  to  recall  the  chari- 
table act  of  our  nation  in  pardoning  tliis  party ;  but  tx^  show  that,  by 
it,  they  have  not,  as  yet,  been  idaced  oti  the  footstool  of  repentance. 

The  greatest  smirce  of  our  trials,  and  which  is  beyond  our  control 
is  the  ratification  of  the  base  treaty  entered  into  at  the  Indian  Springy 
The  nature  of  your  law,  it  appears,  is  such,  tliat,  after  a  treaty  is  ra- 
tified, though  unjustly  effected*  cannot  be  annulled,  but  by  the  Great 
Council  fire  of  the  United  States.  We  are  far  from  indulging  any 
suspicions  of  the  honesty  of  tlie  Council  fire  that  ratified  tbe  treaty. 
Ignorant  of  our  laws,  the  names  of  our  head  chiefs,  and  seeing  on  a 
long  talk  a  long  list  of  Indian  names,  they  accepted  the  treaty  under  the 
presumption  that  it  was  effected  in  good  faith.  Our  nation,  as  sooa 
as  practicable,  informed  our  Father,  the  President,  their  positive  disa- 
vowal of  said  teeaty,  and,  in  a  respectful  and  filial  manner,  refused  to 
receive  a  single  dollar  of  the  money  stipulated  to  be  paid  hj  that 
treaty.  As  we  were«  and  are  npw,  anxious  to  aid  our  Great  Father 
in  restoring  tranquillity  to  our  people,  by  giving  to  the  possession  of 
Georgia,  a  portion  of  our  lands,  we  yielded  to  our  Great  Father's 
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ktndnessf)  and  promised,  as  the  basis  of  an  arran^ment*  to  sntr^nde^ 
6ur  lands  to  the  Chattahoochy  river.  Painful  as  tlie  effort  was  to  wfy 
^e  6anaot  elai^  i^edit  to  ourselves  in  promising  a  part  of  our  terri- 
tory to  effect  a  reconcilement  of  troubles,  not  occasion^  by  us,  but  b^ 
those  who  would  have*  realized  the  benefit  of  tliosQ  lands. 

We  have  reconsidered  our  Fatber*s  proposition,  and  we  still  find 
that  our  nation  co«M  not  adbstst  on  the  land  after  giving  up  the  char- 
tered limits  of  Georgia.^  And,  a»  for  an  emigration  to  the  Wes^  our 
eyes  are  overwhelmed  at  tiie  thotiglit.  We  therefore  prostrate  our- 
selves to  the  protection  of  the  United  States^  Let  the  Great  Council 
ire  look  on  us  as  children,  guilty  of  no  other  crime,  but  being  placed 
by  the  Great  Mast»  of  Breatli  in  the  neighborhood  of  Georgia;  lel  * 
them  picture  to  themselves  our  aged  females  in  tears,  callmg  upon^ 
them  to  cure  and  restore  their  mother  cartli,  which  is  now  pierced  by 
walkers  in  the  night,  and  who  have  permitted  strangers  to  stand  rea- 
dy to  kick  her  sons  from  off  her  bosom. 

As  w^  fta^e  not  had  the  pleasure  of  addressing,  from  the  moiitti  of 
our  Speaker,  oiiy  Father,*  the  President,  we  respectfully  request  an 
interview  with  him  in  tho  presence  of  our  .Gi*eat  Bfotherv  the  Secre- 
tary of  War^  and  from  otn*  lips  state  our  grievances  to  him,  befiire  fie 
submits  the  papers  connectea  with  the  treaty  to  Congvess.  We  do- 
not  wish  to  obtmdo  loo  much  on  hi<  time,  wbi^Ii,  at  &s  time,  must 
be  precious  :  but  H  would,  if  permitted,  afford  us  some  roMidation  to^ 
^ak  even  of  our  sorrows  to  our  Fatlier.  If  this  interview  is  granted, 
we  would  wish  the  Secretary  of  War  to  invite  the  Melntosh  ]mrty  to 
bei)reseot,and,  in  case  of  refusal^  that  their  IntorpreteFshcHildattend,' 
and  listen  to  the  int^*pretatton  of  our  talk  in  detail.

He  cheri^es  for  you,  as  his  cluldreu,  a  sincere  desire 
for  your  happiness.

Friend  and  Brother  :  Yours  of  the  ISib^in  reply  to  ours  of  the 
lOth,  has  been  perused  with  attention  The  motives  of  an  interview 
we  requested,  and  which  is  declined  by  our  Father,  on  the  ground  of 
IncoBsisteiicy  to.nsa^e,  wei-c  to  show  tlie  General  Government  that  we 
were  not  afraid  to  speak  in  the  face  of  day. 

The  time  approaches,  when  the  merits  of  a  treaty,  so  called,  are  to 
be  discussed,  the  issue  of  which,  is,  in  the  highest  degree,  interesting 
to  our  nation.  A  natioa  wealthy,  powerful,  and  enlightened,  as 
yours,  and  whose  influence  is  felt  beyond  the  expanse  of  the  Big  Wa- 
ters, we  \^\ievt  will  not  suffer  itself  to  yield  to  interested  clamor,  and 
knowingly  decide  to  the  jirejudicc  of  the  Creek  nation  ;  its  character 
will  be  canvassed,  and  as  politics  seem  to  be  involved,  we  hope,  that, 
in  the  war  of  words,  tlie  great  men  will  not  forget  the  infant  object  that 
gave  rise  to  discussion,  and  unconsciously  trample  its  interests  under 
foot. 
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Tlie  €i*cek  uaiion  has  held  niftny  tremties,  at  dlflferent  th^fis  and  dif- 
ferent places.  Never  have  they  disputed  a  bargain  legally  made,  or 
have  they  been  guilty  of  prevarication.  Many  yeai*9  ago,  the  imnior* 
tal  Washington  and  Alexander  McGillvray,  and  certain  Chiefs  of  our 
nation,  shooii  hands  and  made  ))eaceat  New  York.  The  talk  received 
from  that  great  roan,  at  that  time,  has  been  handed  down  to  us,  in  wbick 
lie  promised  that  the  United^tates  would  treat  the  Muscogces  as  chii^ 
drcn,  pnitept  them  from  intrusion,  and  resi^ect  their  boundaries, 
as  they  should  be  defined  by  treaties;  that,  as  Jong  as  they  cotiducted 
well,  peace  and  protection  should  be  their  portion,  until  the  Gi*eat 
Spirit  saw  cause  to  destroy  the  world  by  the  elements  of  water  or  fire, 
wlien  boundaries  and  land  marks  should  cease  in  general  oblivion* 
This  talk  has  been  kept  by  the  proper  authorities  of  our  natton^  to  this 
day. 

From  foreign  emissaries  and  superstitions  fanaticism^  a  part  6t 
our  citizens  became  hostile,  and  painted  themselves  red.  Our  head 
and  Chief,  the  Little  Prince  and  the  Big  Wamor,  with  their  warn- 
oi*s,  adhered  to  good  talks,  and  assisted  General  iackson  to  conqaer 
the  deluded  people ;  and,  at  Fort  Jackson,  in  18 14,  entered  into  a  trea- 
ty with  the  General,  when  peace  was  proclaimed,  boundaries  prescri- 
bcfl,  anil  protection  promised.  He  told  our  Chiefs  to  surrender  land, 
and  permit  the  United  States  to  populate  the  country  all  around  ua  ; 
and  as  we  had  been  faithful  frienusto  the  President,  we  should,  here- 
after, live  in  peace,  as  he  would  keep  at  a  distance  tlie  bad  people  from 
over  the  big  waters  ;  that  his  friends,  the  Creeks,  should  sleep  in  se- 
curity, and  awake  in  jieace.  Our  talks  to  the  United  States  have  b^n 
scrupulously  observed  and  fulfilled,  and  the  United  States  have  also 
walked  in  tlie  white  path  of  truth.*  They  are  now  soon  to  tell  the 
world,  whether  tbey  still  intend  to  respect  treaties,  even  with  the  least 
of  their  allies.  The  nature  of  treaties  issacretl,  and  for  trivial  rea- 
sons should  not  be  subject  to  reinvestigation,  in  the  present  instance, 
the  Creek  nation  declares  the  treaty  of  Mcintosh  and  certain  Indians, 
and  the  United  States'  Commissioners,  at  the  Indian  Spriii|;8,  on  tiie. 
12th  February  last,  to  be  counterfeit,  and  effected  contrary  to  usage 
and  justice.  A  few  ooesttons  may  not  b^  anii»»  to  insert  here,  by  way 
of  illustration,  and  let  the  inf(»«nc^  be  drawn  agre^Uily  to ^  dic- 
tates of  candor  and  impartiality. 

Were  Duncan  G.  Campbell  and  James  Meriwether,  instmeted  bj: 
the  President,  to  treat  for  lands  with  Mc|ntosb  and  bis  party  ;.  or 
weiTi  tbey  sent  to  the  Creek  nation,  at  the  head  of  which  were  tiie  Lit- 
tle Prince  and  Big  Warrior  ?  . 

Were  not  the  Commissioners,  at  Broken  Arrow,  met  l^a  vast  body 
of  Chiefs,  and  there  told  the  nation  had  no  land  to  sell  ? 

Was  it  right,  after  the  sense  of  the  nation  vvas  thuagif  ea,  to  iqipoiirt' 
a  meeting  within  the  jurisdicftion  of  Georgia,  and  that  at  •short  notice  ? 

After  a  meeting  was  so  convened,  and  the  authortzed^Chiefa  dissent- 
ed  and  invited  the  Commissioners  within  the  nation^  if  tbey  bi^  any 
communications  to  make,  to  treat  with  tlie  nation,  was  it  reasoaable 
to  hold  official  intercoui-se  with  unautliorized  individuals? 
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After  tbc  Cbieb  i>f  the  natioQ  were  recalled^  and  obeyed  the  siun- 
monsy  if  they  weit)  Chiefs  of  low  grade,  as  the  Cominissioners  say, 
what  object  bad  they  in  sending  the  indefatigable  Colonel  Williamson 
to  pursue  and  try  to  induce  them  t(»conie  back  ? 

When  all  weregpne,  except  Mcintosh  and  his  party,  what  right  had 
the  CcHumissioners  to  pronounce  Uie  Council  to  be  a  legal  one,  and  the 
soil  stffU  represented  ?  And  coMld  such  a  declai-atton  make  it  a  lawful 
Council  ? 

If  Mclntosli  and  his  party  were  the  reigning  authority  of  the  na- 
tion, why  did  the  Commissioners  promise  him  protection  in  the  ti*eaty  ? 

If  a  loaded  gun  was  not  in  the  corner,  and  a  rope  sus|)ended  over 
Mcintosh's  lieadt  and  if  tliis  law  was  unknown  to  the  Georgians,  why 
did  Grovenior  Troup,  for  purposes  of  intimidation,  send  his  Aid,  Co* 
lonel  Lamar,  to  our  bead  chiefs,  to  tell  us  that,  if  we  did  any  harm  to 
Mcintosh  or  his  friends,  De  would  pursue  us  for  full  satisfaction,  as  if 
the  same  had  been  done  to  the  People  of  Creorgia  ? 

Are  not  all  nations  entitled  to,  support  and  interpret  tlieir  own  laws, 
and  punish  their  own  citizens  agreeable  to  those  laws  ?  And  had  not 
the  Creek  nation  a  right  to  execute  an  outlaw  who,  like  Mclntash,  had 
rendered  himself  such  ?  And  would  not  tlie  United  States,  for  a  less 
offence,  hang  a  traitor  ? 

Could  the  compact  of  1802,  between  theUnitad  Staters  and  Georgia, 
specifying  that  the  Indian  title  to  lands  should  be  extinguished  on 
<< reasonable  and  peaceable  conditions,''  excuse  an  officer  in  departing 
from  instructions  to  effect  a  treaty  calculated  to  injure  a  nation  ? 

Would  such  a  treaty  stand,  made  by  a  nobleman  of  France  or  Bri- 
tain, unauthorized  either  by  a  written  or  verbal  power,  and-  would  it 
be  insisted  upon  as  lawful,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  once,  with  othei-s, 
been  invested  with  diplomatic  powers  ?  And  would  it  not  be  more 
consonant  to  the  magnanimity  of  a  great  nation  to  render  justice  to 
the  weak  than  to  oppress  them  ? 

As  the  Creek  nation  has  refused  to  receive  a  dollar  of  the  money 
stipulated  to  be  paid  in  that  treaty,  what  excuse  can  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  make  to  4tsclf  in  confirming  a  bargain  which  our 
nation  has  not  sanctioned,  and  (br  wliich  tliey  have  not  value  received  ? 

We  do  not  expect  answers,  in  detail,  to  the  above  questions,  but  it 
in  our  wish  that,  upon  these  principles.  Congress. .sliould  decide.  Tlic 
leading  principles  of  justice  in  all  nations,  will  trach  all  councils,  that, 
te  keep  clear-of  error,  to  decide  for  tlic  afflicted  nation,  as  tliey  would 
wish  to  be  treated  were  tliey  in  like  circumstances* 

Our  nation  respectfuUy  demands  the  repeal  of  the  treaty  of  tlic  In- 
dian Spring  in  February  last  In  doing  this,  sufficient  reasons  are 
asflign^t  and  none  stronger  to  be  found  on  earth,  than  the  fact  that 
Mr  natioiiv  kl  its  legal  capacity,  was  not  a  party  to  the  treaty,  and 
that  they  hav^  refused  to  ratify  a  bargain  calculated  to  annihilate  tlie 
baminess  of  our  people. 

In  our  irst  letters,  in  the  spirit  of  reconciliation  and  loyalty  to  the 
UniUcd  Statesr  we  agreed  to  snri*ender  all  the  lands  East  of  the  Chat- 
Wioocby  riv«r.   This  ougl^t  to  convince  the  General  Government  that 
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we  are  not  inai]HA}e  of  reciprocating,  in  proportion  to  our  ability, 
the  liberality  of  the  United  States.  Farther  conce^ssions  f^not  be 
made,  and,  afler  tlie  reasons  first  assigned,  more  y^u  cannot  well  de- 
fnand.  We  now  appeal  to  the  magnanimity  of  tiie  United  States.  We 
liave  travelled  a  long  road  to  perform  tliis  duty.  It  is  ordained  by  tbe 
Great  Creator  that  wc  arc  so  reduced  as  to  be  dependent  on  your 
pomcr  am)  mercy :  and  i^  in  the  hugeness  of  strength,  you  determine 
io^  decide  hy  power  and  not  by  right,  we  shall  return  to  bur  friends, 
nnd  live  there  until  you  take'  possession  of  our  country.  Then 
sliall  we  beg  bread  from  the  whites,  and  live  the  life  otf*  vagabonds  on 
the  soil  <if  our  progenitors.  We  shall  not  touch  a  cent  of  money  for 
<)ur  lands  thus  forced  from  our  hands,  and  not  a  drop  of  white  man'* 
blood  will  we  spilL  And  as  fast  as  we  arc  knocked  in  the  head,  the 
throats  of  our  wives  aikl  children  are  cut  by  the  first  tide  of  population 
iliat  know  not  law,  we  will  then  afford  the  United  States  a  spectacle  of 
emigration,  which  we  hope  may  be  to  a  co^ntry  prepared  by  tiieOrea^ 
Spirit  for  the  honest  and  unfortunate  Indums.

Sir.:  I  liaxT  just  now  been  honored  with  yeur  letter  of  the  8th  of 
4his  month,  and  hasten  to  i*Qnly  tlmt,  in  the  course  of  my  conferences 
with  the  late  Crcrk  National  CouncM,  after  having  dearly  ascertain- 
ed that  --)  now  treaty  could  he  effected  at  that  m^  in  conformitj 
*vith  my  instj-urtions  from  y^ur  i)epartmcnt»  ana  after  stating  to  the 
rouiicil  distijirtly  that  I  was  vol  authorixcil  to  make  any  proposition 
for  a  new  treaty  oth<;^r  than  titat  embracing  the  Whole  of  tlic  Creek 
lands  within  the  limits  of  tlie .State  of  Georgia,  f  made  to  the  Conn* 
« iJ  a  i»-oposition,  avowedly  «©  uuauUtorixedprojmilicnj  to  treJft  for  tlM 
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land  East  of  the  Chaltalioochie  river;  stating  to  the  Council  tlie  ne- 
cpssity  of  aii  effort,  on  their  pai*t,  to  extricate  themselves  from  their 
embarrassments  by  a  treaty  comprehending  the  principal  part  (as  they 
had  refused  to  treat  for  the  Whole)  of  the  land  required  by  the  United 
States  ;  adding  that,  if  they  were  disposed  to  treat  for  the  land  East 
of  the  Chattahoochie,- 1  «  ouhl  endeavor  to  prevail  on  the  President  to 
sanction  such  treaty,  and  that  the  circumstance  of  its  making  the 
Chattahoochie  river  the  boundary,  would  probably  render  it  accept- 
able. 

The  Council,  however,  refused  to  make  a  new  treaty,  even  to  the 
limited  extent  of  this  unauthorized  proposition.  I  deemed  it  proper, 
tJiercfoi-e,  to  abstain  from  noticing  it  in  my  official  reports  to  you. 

The  paper  signed  by  the  principal  cliiefs,  and  submitted  to  you, 
autliorizing  the  delegation  about  to  visit  the  Seat  of  Government  to 
inakca  trenty,  was  intended,  and  distinctly  stated,  to  refer  to  the 
authorized  proposition  explained  to  the  council  by  me,  through  the 
l)ubiic  liiterpretcr,  comprehending  all  tlie  land  claimed  by  the  Creeks 
witliin  the  limits  of  Georgia. 

I  have  packed  up  my  papers  with  a  view  to  commence,  to-morrow, 
my  journey  to  the  West,  via  Washington,  where  I  shall  be  in  the 
rourse  of  the  present  week ;  when,  by  referring  to  my  memorandums, 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  you  any  further  information  that  you  may- 
require  upoa  this  subject 

I  made  and  submitted  to  the  Council  a  sketch  of  the  Creek  country, 
which  I  think  is  among  my  papers,  exhibiting  the  supposed  boundary 
vf  the  Creek  rtatipn,  as  well  as  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  North  of  the 
Bend  at  which  it  leaves  the  Chattahoochie  river,  near,  the  Broken 
Arrow.  Had  I  been  authorized  to  6x  the  boundary,  I  should  have 
c]e<:ided  in  favor  of  the  Chattahoochie  river ;  although  there  is  a  small 
Dkirtof  land  to  the  West  of  that  river  belonging  to  the  State  of  Georgia.

The  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Qeorgia  Bepresentation  in  Congress. 

Dkpabtmbnt  o7  War, 

December  24,  1825 

Gentlemen:  The  £  xecutlvi^,  in6uenced  by  the  strongest  desire  to 
relieve  the  controversy  with  the  Creeks,  so  far  as  Georgia  was  parti* 
cularly  concerned,  from  the  diiBeiilties  produced'  by  their  determined 
opposition  to  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  has  been  negotiating 
some  time  past  on  the  ba<(is  )]£  a  surrender  of  all  their  lands  within 
^40  limits  of  Georgia.  The  posp^t  of  success  was  for  a  time  flatter-

ing ;  recent  events,  however^  have  entirely  dissipated  ily  as  td  th^ 
whole  of  their  lands  in  Georgia.  They  are  willing  to  make  a  cession^ 
to  iUp  £ast  oftlie  Chattalioochiey  insisting  on  the  necessity  of  a  natu- 
ral  boundary  as  a  protection  a(;ainst  those  trespasses  which  they  suf- 
fer when  separated  only  frbm  the  white  population  by  an  artificial 
line. 

By  reference  to  the  map,  it  appears  that  a  very  large  proportion  of 
tiie  laiids  within  the  limits  of  Georgia  will  be  acquired  by  the  esta* 
bllshnient  of  the  Chattahoochie  as  tlic  line  of  demarcation.  They 
bare  incumbered  tliis  proposition  with  some  conditions  which  are  ex- 
ccptionable,  but  which  it  is  ho|)ed  might  be  satisfactorily  modified. 

The  Executive  has  refused  to  accept  any  proposition  short  of  an 
entire  cession  witliln  the  limits  of  Georgia,  ^nd  have  used  all  the 
means  in  its  power,  consistent  with  a  scnseof  duty,  to  induce  them  to 
yield.  To  a  communication  signifying  this  determinaftoh  on  the  partf 
of  th«  Executive,  they  have  returned  uie  enclosed  reply,  so  asto  leave 
ii».g'roUnd'  on'  which  to  justify  an  expectation  tliat  they  will  recede 
fbrther.  The  Executive  is  brought,  therefore,  to  tlie  question,  whe- 
ther it  is  most  advisable  to  refer  the  treaty,  with  the  objections  made 
to  its  validity  te  Congi*ess  for  their  decision,  or  to  aecept  the  new  ba- 
sis of  the  Chattahoochie,  and  resume  the  ne^^otiation.  As  the  course 
hc^^ct^re  pursued  by  the  Executive  has  been  dictated  alike  by  a  sense 
of  duty  and  a  most  sincere  wish  to  pface  the  subjject  on  a  footing  ac- 
ceptable to  Georgia,  her  wishes  on  the  question  which  tlie  Executive 
lihds  itself  obliged  to  decide,  would  have  great  influence  on  its  deci- 
sion. To  learn  her  wishes,  thei*efore,  is  desirable.  Her  Delegation 
ih  Congress  may  be  safely  resorted  to  as  being  able  to  furnish  tho 
most  satisfactory  information  on  tliis  poin^ ;  and  the  posture  of  the 
affair  is  made  ki^own  with  a  view  to  enable  you  to  make  such  a  com- 
munication to  the  Executive  as  in  your  own  judgment  the  circum- 
^ances  may  justify  or  require.

Major  Meriwether  to  the  Secretary  of  War: 

WAsitjLlrGToir,  5/A«^anuary«  1826. 
Sir  :  1  have  read  with  as  great  attention  as  my  situation  and  duties 
.wouW  permit,  the  report  of  T.  P.  Andrews,  made  upon  his  inve^ga- 
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<ion  of  the  charges  preferred  bj  the  Grovcmor  of  Grcorgia,  s^gainpt  John 
Crowelly  United, States'  Agent,  for  t)]e  Qreek  Nation,  and  .the  doc^- 
fnents  upon  which  it  purport^  to  be  founded. 

It  is  true  that,  from  public  rumor  and  the  newspaper  publications  of 
Mr.  Andrews  himseli^  I  was  iii  )9on)e  measure  prepared  to  expect  that 
it  would,  to  some  extent,  impeach  my  conduct  as  one  of  the  Unit- 
ed States*  Commissi6ners,  who  negotiated  the  late  treaty  with  the 
Creek  Indians.  But  I  cannot  conceal  froip  you  piy  surprise  at  see- 
ingy  that,  at  the  outset,  in  order  to-ensure  the  acquittal  of  the  Agents 
Mr.  Andrews  has  found  it  necessary  to  impeach  the  ^ntej^rity  and  ve- 
racity, on  oath,  both  of  CoL  Campbell  and  myself.  K  we  bad  been 
the«ccusers  of  Col.  Crowell,  and  the  prosecutors  o(f1)i«  charges  iagainst 
him ;  or  had  volunteered  in  giving  evidence  against  6im,  either  be- 
fore the  Cnminittee  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  or  elsewhere ;  then^ 
indeed,  Major  Andrews,  as  the  judge  between  .the  accusers  and  accus- 
ed, might  have  formed  some  excuse  for  his  unjust  insinuations  against 

But  it  will^be  borne  in  mind,  that  ^e  made  no  charges  against  Col. 
Crowcll,  we  instigated  no  prosecution  against  him ;  nay.  Col.  CamjH 
'bell,  expressly  declined  becoming  his  accuser  before  the  late  Execu- 
^ve  of  the  United  States ;  and,  when  we  did  testify  before  the  Comratt- 
-tee  of  the  Gieorgla  Legislature,  we  wei*e  summoned  by  a  regular  pro* 
•cess,  which  il  would  have  been  criminal -in  us  to  have  disobeyed.  - 

Admitting  however, -that  it  was  proper  to  impeacfa  the  credibility  of 
onr  evidence  given  before  that  committee,  I  cannot  conceive  how  thfs 
validity,  er-in validity  of  the  treaty  made'by  •us,i(>rfte  measures  we 
adopted  to  effect  it,  *became  the  subject-matter  of  review,  tn  order  to 
est^lish  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  the  diarges  made  against  Colonel 
Crowell.  These  charges  .were;  1st,  predetermined  resolution  (on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Crowell)  to  prevent  the  Indiana, 4iy  alltKo  means  in 
his  power,  from  making  any  cession  of  their  lands  in  favor  of  the 
Ijreorgians,  and  this  from  the  most  onwortliy  and  unjustifiable  of  all 
motives.  Sndly,  with  advising  and  instigating,  in  chief,  the  death  of 
Mcintosh  and  his  friends. 

Here  the  questions  were ;  1st,  did  the  Agent  entertain  such  prede- 
termined rescdtrtion,  and  from  what  motives  did  he  form  it  ?  And 
2d,  did  he  Instigate  the  death  of  Mcintosh  and  his  friends  ?  In  order  to 
his  conviction  or  acquittal,  under  those  charges,wa»itnecessary  toshew 
tliat  the  treaty  was  a  nullity,  and  that  tlie  Commissioners  who  made 
it,  were  guilty  of  corruption,  intrigue,  or  treachery,  in  negotiating  it  ? 

But,  if  tlio  trial  of  Crowell  was  to*  result  in  tlie  accusation  of  Col. 
Campbell  and  myself^  of  official  misconduct,  the  propriety -of  giving  us 
notice  that  such  accusation  was  in  a  course  of  prosecution  by  Major 
Andrews,  is  too  evident  to  requii'e  i*emark.  How  it  happens  that  the 
fx  parte  proceedings  of  the  Georgia  Legislature  against  Col.  Crowell, 
is  so  much  the  subject  of  reprehension  by  the  Special  Agent  of  the 
4}overnment,  while,  at  the  same  time,  he  is  collecting  evidence  of  the 
same  character  to  impeach  tlie  Commissioners  of  acts  scarcely  less 
criminal,  without  .an  intitnatton  to  them  of  any  siich  proceeding,  is 
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left  to  the  sense  of  justice  of  the  President,  or  tliose  to  whom  he  maj 
refer  the  subject  to  decide.  Had  we  been  the  Agent*?  of  the  State  of 
GiH)rgia  in  treating  with  the  Itulian.%  ihei*e  would  have  been  s«»uie 
shadow  of  excuse  fo^  the  course  pursued  by  Major  Andi*ews.  Had 
we  been  removed  from  the  scene  of  bis  operations  by  any  consider- 
able distance,  yet  more  excuse  might  haye  been  lound  for  his  conduct ; 
but  two,  or  at  most,  three  days*  journey  of  a  messenger,  or  theoi'di' 
nary  communications  by  mail,  would,  within  a  w©ek,  have  brought 
ijs  intelligence  of  the  kind  of  evi^*»ncc  he  was  f^iliecting ;  afid  had  wo 
then  neglected  to  sustain  our  characters,  or  our  measures  In  making 
tlie  treaty,  the  blame  would  have  properly  rested  upon  ourselves. 

My  situation  is  such,  that  I  might  with  jgreat  propriety  claim  at  the 
hands  of  the  President,  as  an  act  of  mere  justice,  towitldiold  tVom  the 
public  a  document,  so  seriously  affecting  my  private  reputation  ami 
oilicial  conduct,  until  I  could  have  time  to  adduce,  ami  the  i*cquisite 
facilities  afToidcd  me  of  obtaining  evidence  to  sliow,  that,  at  least,  so 
far  as  respects  my  conduct  individually,  or  in  coi\junction  with  my 
associate.  Col*  Campbell,  the  imputations  contained  in  Major  An* 
di-cws*  report  are  either  wantonly  uiijust,  of  founded  upon  testimony 
totally  unworthy  of  credit.  It  will  be  recollected  that  I  have  had  no 
notice  of  the  contents  of  this  report,  otherwise  than  by  rumor,  or  the 

Jublications  which  Major  Andrews  has  been  permitted  to  make,  until 
arrived  here.  So  soon  as  from  these  sources  we  understood  the  na- 
ture  of  some  of  the  evidence  collected  by  the  Special  Agent,  (in  Au- 
gust last,]  we  made  application  to  your  Department,  for  copies  of 
mich  as  impeached  our  conduct.  From  information  derived  froni 
yourself,  I  learn  that  copies  were  lor  warded  to  us  in  October  ;  iHrtio 
had  arrived  when  I  left  home,  nor  have  I  yet  been  infci^tned  of  their 
having  reached  Col.  Campbell.  They  had  not  reached  him  at  tho 
time  our  exposition,  which  you  have  seen,  went  to  the  press,  as  from 
tlie  most  respectable  authority  I  have  reason  to.  believe.  ' 

Hie  tardiness  with  which  these  documents  were  tmnsmittedr  an4 
the  particular  moment  at  which  they  must  have  reached  me,  if  they 
reached  me  at  all,  (just  on  the  eve  of  my  departure  for  tbis  plai'e} 
would  afford  sufficient  ground  of  complaint,  were  I  disposed  to^mako 
any.  But,  as  I  cannot  conceive  that  the  President  cai|  be  so  unjust 
B9  to  entertain  the  wish  of  shielding  the  Special  Agent  from  reprehen- 
aioitf  or  of  sustaining  Col.  Crowdl  in  his^  office,  at  our  expense,  I 
am  disposed  to  attribute  this  delay  to  accident,  or  the  pressure  of  offi- 
cial  business  ;  as,  otherwise,  I  cannot  conceive  that  two  months  could 
be  i*equired  to  copy  the  rejjort  and  evidence  on  which  it  was  founded. 

Situated  as  I  am,  I  can  do  little  else  than  suggest  SQcb  observations 
*lis  occur  on  perusing  the  report  and  depositions,  limiting  my  remarks 
to  so  much  as  affects  me,  iudividually,  or  in  conjunction  with  my  col- 
league in  the  commission.  It  is  more  than  once  mentioned  by  Major 
Amlrews.  that  the  testimony  of  Col  Cumpbell  and  myself,  before  the 
committee  of  the  Georgia  Legislature,  does  not  appear  to  be  sworn  to,: 
Mine  was  sworn  to,  and  I  entertain  no.donbt  but  that  €ol.  Campbell's 
was  also.     Indeed,  in  the  printed  copy  of  his  testimony,  wlilcb  I  have, 
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tt  iff  expressly  stated^  Uiat  Col.  Campbell  appeared  under  process  oC 
subpoena,  ^^and  being  stvorn  jn  the  presence  of  said  committee,  and 
furnished  with  interrogations,"  &c.  This  pri}ited  copy  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request 

By  way  of  attacking  the  credit  both  of  Col.  Campbell  and  myself,. 
Major  Andrews  adverts  to  tlie  different  course  of  reasoning,  by  which 
we  arrive  at  a  similai*  conclusion  in  regard  to  Col.  Crowcll's  co^iduct. 
Tbis'is,  by  no  means,  an  uncommon  circumstance.  I  shaM*  however, 
refer  it  to  the  candid  judgment  of  the  President,  or  the  piiblir,  to  do» 
cidc,  whether  Col.  CampbelFs  or  my  veracity  should  be  doubted,  be- 
cause we  have  formed  a  similar  opinion,  from  the  same  facts,  by  a  dif- 
ferent mode  of  reasoning.  Leaving  to  Major  Andrew s  the  full  benefit  of 
all  the  aid  he  can  draw  fmm  distinguished  writers  on  ti»e  law  of  evi* 
dence.  I  proceed  to  notice  w  hat  he  has  chosen  to  consider  a  discrejian- 
cy  beween  Col.  Campbell's  testimony  and  his  letter  to  tlie  Secretary 
of  War,  dat^d  28th  November,  )  823.  This  letter  was  dated  after  tho 
conversation  sworn  by  him  to  have  been  held  with  Crowell,  and  con- 
tains the  expression  confirmed  by  the  Agent,  &c.  On  which  Major 
Andrews  inquires  whether  lie  would  have  used  such  expression  if 
lie  had  had  such  a  con^ersatioi  as  is  testified  to.  The  facts  afford 
an  answer  most  satisfactory  :  At  Newtown,  in  the  Cherokee  nation, 
before  the  conversation,  the  Creek  Chief,  General  M'Intosb,  at  tho 
bead  of  a  Creek  deputation,  had  intimated  to  us  that  we  might  pols- 
sibly  obtain  a  cession  of  lands  from  the  Creeks,  and  this  was  the  cir- 
cumstance ♦<  since  confirmed  by  the  Creek  Agent.'* 

In  his  testimony.  Col.  Campbell  says,  <*  that,  in  the  conversation, 
Crowell  informed  him,  that  he  had  prepared  the  Indians  to  cede  a 
part  of  their  lands,  or  <<  tliat  he  had  it  all  fixed."  Can  any  thing  be 
niore  obvious  than  tliat,  by  using  such  ex))re8sion3,  the  Agent  did  con>. 
firm  what  had  befbre  been  eoramMnicate<l  by  Gen.  Mcintosh,  to  w  it : 
«« that  the  prospect  of  getting  land  w^as  much  more  favorable  in  that 
quarteir,'*  (the  Creek  Nation.) 

It  is  true,  that, Col.  Campbell  goes  on  to  testify,  that  the  Agent  in- 
timated, that  as  Troup  had  been  elected  Governor,  he  (Campbell) 
must  not  expect  success,  while  be  remained  Governor.  But  this  ex- 
pression by  no  means  changes  the  conjiriuation  of  the  prospect  of  a 
cession  held  out  by  the  Creeks ;  the  pi^ospcct  was  then  good.  It  had 
not  tben  been  changed,  whatever  the  Agent  might  be  enabled  there- 
after to  do:  nor  had  Col.  Campbell  any  reason  to  believe,  between 
the  date  of  the  conversation  (Nov.  6,  1823,)  and  that  of  his  letter, 
(28tb  of  the  same  month*)  that  tho  Agent  had  operated  a  change  in 
the  minds  of  tho  Indians,  or  unjixed  tlie  "tiling'^  which  he  <«had  fix- 
ed.*' 

The  relation  exist ini;  between  the  Agent  and  Col.  Campbell,  should 
be  here  understood.  The  Agent,  before  his  removal  to  Alabama,  liad 
lived  in  Georgia.,  Their  acquaintance  had  been  long.  They  belong- 
ed to  the  same  political  party.  The  removal  of  the  Agent  had  not,  it 
seems,  impaired  the  deep  Interest  he  felt  in  the  politics  of  the  State, 
and  his  zeal  tor  the  success  of  the  party  to  which  both  he  and  Col. 
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Campbell  belonged,  was  as  warm  as  ever.  The  acquisition  of  ter- 
ritory was  a  matter  of  sueh  consequence  to  Georgia,  that  the  popu- 
larity of  an  j  Administration  in  that  State  \i as  likely  to  be  promoted 
by  it.  Cols*  Campbell  and  Crowell  wc^re  both  attached  to  the  party 
of  TfAbot,  the  opponent  of  Troup,  and  bmh  equally, chagrined  at  the 
success  of  the  latter.  Their  tong^  acquaintanoe  and  'similarity  of  po^ 
litical  opinion,  naturally  led  to  conversation  on  ttiat  subject. 

But  Col.  Campbell  was  actuated  by  a  feeling  to  which  the  Agent 
ii]ipears  to  have  been  a  stranger.  He  dared  to  promote  tfae  interest 
Dftlie  State,  ofwluch  he  was  a  citizen,  nnder  any  administration. 
Col.  Crowell  had.  110  such  sentiment,  except  as  connected  with  his 
political  partial ifics.  Col.  Campbell,  as  much  chagrined  as  he  might 
liavc  been  at  Troup*s  stscccss,  was  not  less  so  at  our  disappdntment 
in  the  mission  to  the  Chcrokces. 

Remembering  what  liad  been  said  by  the  Credc  Chiefs  at  Newtown, 
tind  influenced  by  a  desire  to  promote  tiie  interest  of  the  State,  it  was 
natural  for  him  to  inquire  of  the  Agent,  whether  flie  prospect  of  a 
cession  was  as  had  been  represented,  and  it  was  equally  natural  (or 
Crowell  to  answer  as  he  did,  if  **  the  thing  had  httnfioced^*  by  him,  as 
he  stated ;  and  it  was  finally  almost  a  mahbter  of  course,  that,  when  he 
informed  the  Secretary  of  War  of  our  disappointment  at  Newtown,  in 
the  Clicrokee  Nation,  he  should  also  communicate  what  he  had  heard 
from  the  Creeks,  and  its  confirmation  by  the  Agent 

Nor  is  the  evidence  of  Cd.  Campbell  invalidated  by  his  expressions 
as  quoted  from  his  other  letters,  viz ;  that  to  the  Agent,  dated  27th 
July,  1B24,  in  which  lie  says, -<'/ am  AajTpy  thai  our  acquaintan^ 
will  authorize  a  free  discussion  &c.;''  or  that  to  the  Secretai^  of  War, 
4lated  8th  August,  1824,  wherein  he  speaks  of  the  Agent  as  '*  intelli- 
^entand  communicative,''  and  expresses  his  conviction  that  he  <'  will 
^ifford  all  t?i€ facilities  in  his  control;^*  or  in  that  to  Mr.  Triplett,  dated 
^4th  August,  1824,  wherein  he  expresses  his  anticipations  of  plea- 
auvt  from  a  jaunt  to  the  Agent's  country,  *<  to  whidi  his  ovtrfioto  of 
good  feeling  will  contribute  not  a  little.'* 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Col.  Campbell  did,  at  the  dates  of 
those  letters,  entertain  for  the  Agent  all  the  feelings  he  expressed. 
Believing  him '^  intelligent  and  communicative,''  and  so  regardful  of 
his  duty,  that  he  would  "contrtburte  all  the  facilities  within  hts  con- 
trol," and  possessed  of  such  -♦<  good,  feeling,"  as  that  he  would  contri- 
bute allbc  could  to  the  pleasure  of  his  private  and  political  friend  5  he 
woirtd  have  done  injustice  to  his  friend,  if  he  had  believed :him  capa- 
ble of  such  a  departure  from  the  obvious  line  of  his  dirty,  as  to  pre- 
vent a  cession  of  land  so  beneficial  to  Oeorgia,  merely  from  u  disap- 
jmintmentin  the  result  of  an  election  in  which  he  took  an  interest. 

On  the  contrary,  his  reasoning  in  relation  to  his  friend;  wrtuld  be 
just  such  as  hctixpresses  it  to  be;  that  the  change  in  his  feelings  upon 
the  subject  of  a  cession  was  the  result  of  momentat*y  excitement, 
while  smarting  under  the  se^isations  of  disappointment,  and  would  be 
evaporated  by  time,  reflection,  and  tlie  plain  dictates^of  duty.  Such 
ivottid  be  the  construction  put  u|)on  CoJ.  Campbells  evidence  and  let- 
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tcrsy  by  an  honest  roind^  though  endowed  with  no  extraordinary  de- 
gree of  charity^  If  CoL  Campbell's  epinien  of  the  Agent  was  afters 
wai*ds  changed,  it  was  from  an  irresi»ttbte  conviction,  produced  by 
his  subsequent  conduct,  that  he  had  entirely  niisconcetred  his  charac- 
ter.  My  .relation  tti  the  Agent  was  very  di0ei*ent«  I  bad  but  a  slight 
acquaintance  with  hiih,  was  attached  to  a  difierent  potiiical  paHyv 
ana  felt  for  bkn  no  particular  regard.  It  is,  therefore,  not  sui*prising 
if  my  opinions  (»f  lum  were  not  so  entii*ely  favorable  as  those  of  CoU 
Campbell.  . 

Major  Andrews  seems  to  admit,  that,  if  indeed  the  Agent  used 
ihe  expressions  testified  to  by  Col.  Campbelh,  he  «<  disgraced  him- 
self." Whether  he  disgraced  himself  or  not  wonliL  depend  upon  aftev 
circumstances.  If  tlie  e3:prcs8ion8  were-ulteredin  a  rfioment  of  strong 
excitement,  and  liis  feelings  subsided  with  the  causes  by  which  they 
were  aroused,  or  by  reflection,  at  most,  they  wouU  have  subject^ 
him  to  the  charge  of  imprudence,,  wlwh  might  admit  of  excuse.  But 
If,  aftertime  for  due  deliberation,  he  proceeded  t&  act  in  conformity 
with  such  expressions,  tlien  indeed  tliey  would  become  dishonorable 
and  highly  criminal.  Col.  Campbell's  favorable  opinion  ofthe  Agenl^ 
would  naturally  lead  him  to  put  a  kindly  construction  upon  his  words^ 
nor  did  he  change  that  opinion,  until  he  was  compelled  to  do  it  by 
^bsequent  circumstances. 

But  Major  Andrews  can  form,  nr)  excuse  for  Cok  Campbell's  not 
revealing  tliis  conversation  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  when  called  on 
to  designate  the  persons  to  whom  we  alluded  in  our  journal  at  Brok- 
en Arrow,  as  being  the  active  agents  in  counteracting  our  exertions. 
Although  I  might  and  probably  would  have  adopted  a  difierent  course 
from  that  pursued  by  Col.  Campbell  while  on  his  visit  to  this  city, 
yet,  I  (;annot  conceive  that  his  refhiining  from  the  adoption  of  mea- 
.sui?e8  which,  in  Major  Andrews'  opinion,  were  so  obviously  proper, 
should  destroy  his  credibility.  The  crisis  of  the  nwment  would  for- 
nish  a  satisfactory  reason  for  withholding  the  coDununication  of  these 
remarks  of  the  Agent  Their  revelation  might  possibly  have  prodo- 
cedhis  removal :  an  abortive  attempt,  however,  would  have  been  wbrse 
diau  no  attempt  at  all.  It  would  only  have  served  to  increase  the 
opposition  of  an  individual,  already  more  than  sufficiently  disposed, 
as  w^e.believed,  to  frustrate  our  purpose.  £xcept  to  enable  us  to  suc- 
ceed in  the  negotiations  with  tlie  Indians,  neither  of  us  could  have 
suflScient  motives  to  wish  the  removal  of  tlie  Agent  Nay,  thei-o  was 
jio  other  |icrson  in  the  nation  whose  official  station  would  render  his 
co-operation  so  effectual ;  and  Cok  Campbell  entertained  the  confi- 
dent expectation,  that  instructions  of  so  specific  a  character  would  be 
issued,  as  tliat  tiie  Agent  would  be  enforced  thereby  to  the  hearty 
performance  of  his  duty.  His  cordial  aid  would  have  ensured  our 
success;  while,  on  the  contrary,  had  he  been  dismissed,  his  enmity, 
and  that  of  his  brothers  and  dependents,  to  a  treaty,  would  have 
been  redoubted,  while  we  should  have  found  ourselves  entirely  desti- 
tute of  the  means  of  counteracting  their  opposition.  These  considera^ 
tions  would,  at  least,  render  the  policy  of  making  formal  charges 
against  the  Agent  doubtfol^  and  I  believi^  influenced  Col.  Camp- 
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bell  to  witlihold  tlic  comnuinication  oPtbe  eonversation  testified  to  by 
bim*  I  iT|)eat  that  we  had  no  wish  to  remove  the  Agent  from  office, 
if  by  his  aid  (an  aid  which  we  were  certain  could  be  made  not  only 
useitil,  bat  effecttial,  by  tlic  united  exertions  of  himself  and  bis  dejien- 
dents« )  the  objects  of  our  mission^  which  we  belitped  to  be  highly  desir- 
ed by  the  United  States,  and  which  we  know  io  be  so  desirable  to  Geor- 
gia, could  have  been  effbcted.  It  may  also  1>e  true,  that  Col.  Camp- 
bell had  not  yet  lost  all  regard  for  a  n^an  witli  whom  he  had  been  sa 
long  friendly  in  private  life,  and  with  whom  he  had  co-operated  politi- 
cally. Nor  should  it  be  forgotten,  that  this  conversation  occurred  ih 
theprcscnce  of  no  third  person  by  whom  it  could  have  been  proven  ;  and, 
in  caseof  denial.  Col.  Campbell's  ci-cdibility  must;liave  been  tried  wifii 
li»at  of  the  Agent  These  considerations  combined,  might  well  lead 
him  to  pause,  before  Ite.  made  such  conversation  the  ground  of  charge 
against  Col.  Crowcll.  It  is,  however,  proper  to  inform  the  Presi- 
dent, that  Col.  Campbell  did  informally  make  known  this  conversa- 
tion to  the  Ge-orgla  Delegation,  and  to  one  member  of  Mr.  Monroe^s 
Cabinet,  through  whom  it  is  believed  to  have  been  communicated  to 
tlie  President. 

The  letter  addressed  to  the  Agent  by  the  Commissioners,  in  which 
we  expressed  our  gratification  at  his  exiiected  co-operation,  was  in 
answer  to  one  written  by  him^  in  which  such  co-operation  wi^  pro- 
mised. It  was  a  proiier  answer  under  tlie  circumstances  :  any  other 
would  have  been  an  act  of  folly.  To  have  doubted  his  word  would 
have  been  the  surest  means  of  exciting  his  opposition.  Whether  he 
fulfilled  the  promise  contained  in  his  letter,  or  not,  is  a  question  that 
I  am-  mit  called  on  to  discuss.  Even  now  I  do  not  wisli  to  be  con- 
sidereal  the  Agent's  accuser.  It  would  have  been  an  act  of  no  less  folly 
to  have  issued  •<  express  and  explicit  orders''  requiring  hid  aid.  What 
could  be  expected  from  such  orders  to  a  man  who  had  already  receiv- 
ed *< express  and  explicit"  orders  from  the  Secretary  of  War;  and 
wiio  «<  expressly"  promised,  in  conformity  therewith,  that  he  would 
co-operate  with  us  ?  Under  such  circumstances,  an  order  would  have 
implied  a  dou^t  of  his  sincerity,  which  would  have  aroused  him  to 
more  active  exertions  to  counteract  our  views.  These  exertions  could 
have  been  used  (and  ^  whether  they  were  or  not  I  shall  not  say)  with- 
out the  j)0SsibHity  of  detection.  His  situation  as  Agent,  having  an  ex- 
tensive acquaintance  with,  and  great  personal  influence  over,,  the  In- 
dians ;  the  subserviency  and  devotion  of  a  cunning  Interpreter,  wliose 
influence  we  frequently  saw  and  felt ;  the  subserviency  of  his  brothers 
and  others,  enjoying  advantages  in  the  nation  by  his  license ;  and 
many  other  circumstances  which  coujd  be  enumerated,  placed  it  com- 
pletely in  his  i)ower  to  *<  undo,"  privately,  that  which  he  himself  had, 
apparently f  done  in  public  -     ' 

On  the  whole,  it' is  obviousthattho  better  course  was  that  which  we 
pursued  ;  that  is,  to  permit  him  without  molestation  or  orders,  volun- 
tarily to  pursue  his  course,  according  to  his  own  views  of  duty,  by 
which  his  neutrality,  co-operation,  or  counteraction,  would  manifest 
itself. 
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The  cenversatioTi  between  Col.  Campbell  and  the  Agent,  is  testi- 
fied to  by  me  as  I  received  it  from  the  fbrmcr,  and  of  which,  contrary 
to  my  usual  custom,  I  made  a  mehioranduro  soon  after  it  was  detailed  ; 
from  timt  mefnorandum  alone  my  evidence  was  given. 

Major  Andrews  attempts  to  draw  a  strong  inference  against  tlie 
credit  of  both  Col.  Campbell  and  myself,  by  emieavoriitg  to  shew  an 
anacfaroniam,  to  wit :  that  Crowell  never  could  have  advised  Colonel 
Campbell  to  rrstgn,  1>ecause,  In  truths  the  latter  tlien  held  no  commis* 
•ion  to  negotiate  witli  the  Creeks.  This  objection  to  our  evidence 
admits  of  easy  solution.  It  is  true,  that,  at  the  time  of  the  conversa* 
tion  between  the  Agent  and  Col.  Campbell,  the  latter  held  no  corn- 
Mission  to  treat  with  the  Creeks ;  but  it  is  believed  to  be  equally  true 
lAot  ih^  cUnnmstance  was  ttnhiown  to  the  J^gmt.  He  had  never  seen 
fair  coronussion,  and  his  only  knowledge  of  our  snitbority  must  have 
been  drawn  frcSm  tl»e  appropriation  law,  under  which  we  wot*e  ap^ 
pointed,  or  the  newspaper  accounts  founded  upon  tliat  law.  '.  The  ap- 
propriation of  i  30,000,  in  consequence  of  which  wo  wci*e  api)ointed, 
was  for  the  porposQ  '*of  holding  treaties  with  the  Ch«*okce  and 
Creek  tribes  of  Indians,  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  the  Indian 
title  to  all  tiie  lands  within  the  State  of  Georgia, '^  &c*  (9ce  act  7th 
May,  1Sd2.)  Under  this  act  we  were  commissioned  ;  and,  from  the 
phraseology  of  the  law,  not  only  Col.  Cjrowel}^  but  all  others,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  would  naturally,  and,  no  doubt,  did  believe,  that 
the  commission  accorded  in  extent  with  the  a}^H*<^riation>  and  that 
we  were  authorized  to  treat  with  both  tribes. 

it  ii,  however,  true  that  the^  President,  belie\ing  the  appropria^ 
tion  insufficient  for  the- expenses  of  treaties  with  both  tribes,  thought 
it  best  to  apply  the  whole  of  it  to  an  attempt  at  that  object  with  the 
Cherokees;  and  our  commission  was  fk*amed  accordingly.  Of  this, 
it  IS  believed  tlie  Ag^t  was  not  apprized  at  the  date  of  the  conversa- . 
tion  ;  on  the  contrary,  having  a  right  to  believe,  as  doubtless  he  did, 
thi^t^aflerofirfatlmreinthc  Cherokeeiiation,  our  next  attempt,  pursuant 
to  the  law,  would  be  with  the  Ci^eeks ;  and,  wishing  to  save^his  friend 
the  mortification  of  a  second  defeat,  which,  according  to  bis  own  ex- 
pressions, he  had  determined  should  take  place,  because  of  the  '<  change 
ki  his  feeltngs/*  produced  by  tlie  result  of  the  Governor's  election^ 
in^that  regard  ;  he  advised  him  to  resign  his  commission. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  another  circumstance.  Col.  Campbell 
was,  at  that  time,  acting  uMer  the  orders  of  the  President  in  the  dis- 
bursement of  another  apph>priation  of  g  50,000,  made  in  March,  18£S, 
to  extinguish  the  Indian  title  to  reserves  allowed  by  the  last  treaties 
with  both  tribes.  Our  duties,  in  regard  to  the  (3herokees,  had  been 
completed,  l»  far  as  they  could  be  at  that  time ;  and  I  had  been  on  an 
expedition  to  perform  the  same  service  among  4he  Creeks,  durin^^ 
which  I  passed  near  the  Agency.  Now,  is  if  not  reasonable  to  sup« 
pose^  th&t,  inasmuch  as  the  appfopriation  of  8  30.000  was  made  to 
hold  treaties  with  both  tribes,  and  the  one  of  1 50,000  was  made  to 
extinguish  the  Indian  title  to  reserves  held  under  treaties,  made,  like* 
wl$e,  "With  both  tribes,  that  the  Agent  would  believe  that»  as  we  were

jniithorizcfl  to  purchase  reserves  from  tlie  nUiiTes  of  both  tribes,  m^ 
likewise,  we  were  authorized  to  treat  witirboth  ?  Unless,  then,  it 
can  be  shown  that  Col.  Crowell  had  positive  hiformattmi,  not  only 
thai  oitr  first  commissioh  authorized  us»  contrary  to  the  inference  to 
be  drawn  from  tlie  appropriation, -to  treat  with  the  Cherokees^y, 
and  that  we  had  not  been  commissioned  to  treat  with  the  Creeks — 
neither  of  which  is  pretended  by  Maj.  Andrews-^the  explanation  is^ 
I  humbly  conceive,  conclusive  as  to  all  his  difllcultie^  on  this  point- 
In  adverting  to  the  next  {Mirtion  of  Maj.  Andrews'  report,  It:annot 
forbear  pointing  your  attention  to  the  evident  partiality  which  it  mam* 
fests  towards  the  Agent  Indeed,  no  man  can  read  It  without  ^  con^ 
viction  that  tlie  whole  nl^port  is  an  argument  in  iUfenctt  ratlier  than  a 
digpa$8umatt  optnion  acquitting  the  Agent  Even  tlic  admitted  neQ* 
tratity  of  Col.  Crawell  finds  in  Maj.  Andrews,  what  it  did  not  find  ui 
llir.  Monroe— <a  warm  apologist. 

The  reasons  for  tliat  neutrality  are  worthy  of  notice ;  and,  although 
it  ts  not  my  buniness  to  remark  upon  theni,  yet  the  cxcnsb  for  his  re- 
fusing to  ad,  otBcially,  in  aiding  our  efforts,  is  .too  flagrantly  incon- 
sistent to  be  passed  In  silence.  Tlie  Agent  then  would  not  interfere^ 
officially,  to  effect  a  treaty  at  Broken  Arrow,  because  of  a  <<  wish,  on 
bis  part  not  to  excite  the  jealousy  or  HI  will  of  tlie  Indians,  &c«.;^' 
and  a  severe  censure  Is  cast  upon  tlie  Ckmitaiissioners,  because  they 
4id  not  communicate  this  reason  for  hi3  not  interfering  to  tlie  Govern- 
nient,  so  as  to  have  saved  him  from  rebuke  ;  especially  as,  from  our 
^<  understanding  aiid  talents,''  we  must  have  had  a  knowledge  of  it 
Yet  it  seems  he  had  **  unofficially  advised  the  Indians  to  consent  to  a 
treaty.''  How  it  is  that  his  <<  official*'  advice  would  have  excited  the 
jealousy  of  the  Indians,  and  yet  tliat  his  «unoflicial"  advice  would 
not  produce  the  same  effect  is,  to  me,  notwithstanding  my  «'  under- 
standing and  talerits."  utterly  inconceiveable.  Inctoed,  I  aheuM  con- 
ceive that  tlie  <<  umffidaP^  advice  was  more  likdy  to  ]MY>dfice  ttis  ef- 
fect th^  the  <<  qffidttU*  Acting  <'  offidaUjif*^  even  the  Indians  might 
infer  that  he  acted  by  the  order  of  his  Government  Giving  the  same 
advice  **  utwffidfiUy^**  was  clilcultfted  to  excite  asu^ckm  that  his 
"  fl^ciftP  reserve  was  affiecteit 

.  The  truth  is,  however^  tliat  the  Agent  was  in  duty  bound,  as  the 
officer  of  the  United  States  placed  in  the  Creek  nation  toeffieot  the 
views  of  the  Government  in  all  reJipectg^  to  have  affiirded  ns'biu  sin- 
cere ami  cordial  aid,  both  <«  officially  and  unoffidnHy."  This-ia  m 
obviously  true,  as  to  require  no  proof.  As  to  C<^onel  Crowell's  ««• 
official  acts  favoring  the  object  of  oor  mission^  we  had  no  knowledge 
of  any,  except  such  as  we  believed  to  be  very -suspicious.        ^    ^ 

It  seems,  however,  that  the  Agent  did  co-opei*ate^  <<  whilst  .dieri 
was  a  prospect  of  the  chiefs,  generally,  agrcMng  to  a  treaty."  If  his 
aihlress  to  the  Council  on  the  renewal  of -the  negotiation  at  the  Indian 
Spring,  be  any  evidence  of  co*operaiion,  he  did  co-operate.  That  ad- 
dress was,  in  substance,  placed  on  our  Journal,  and  its  correctness  is 
not  questioned  |k>w,  neither  was  it  by  the  Agent,  to  whom  it  was  T«i4. 
I  solirit  the  attctitim  of  the  President  to  it;  ami  I  think  be  will  admit 
bat  it  it  was  but  little  calculated  to  aid  the  object  of  the  mission. 
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Here  Major  AndrewR  admits  thd  Coaocil*  to  wbom  tliis  address  was 
made,  to  be  cooipetent  to  make  a  treaty.  The  admission  is  noticed^ 
befcaitse  it  may  hereafter  1>e  adverted  to.     . 

Maj.  Andrews  tliitiks  tliat  no  censure  should  be  cast  upon  the  Agent 
for  hot  restraining  tiie  adverse  movements  of  his  Assistant  Agent, 
**  Walker,'*  because  we  did  not  show  that  these  ^<  ad\'er8c  movements^ 
were  known  to  him.  This  failure  to  make  a  showing  is  attributed  to 
UB  a0  a  fault,  althou^  we  were  not  tlie  prosecul^rs  of  the  Agent 
Here  is  a  spedmen  of  the  Major's  justice  and  impartiality  to  us. 
Having  made  ua  Colonel  CiH>welPs  accusers  against  our  wiH,  and 
then  impeached  our  veracity,  it  places  us  in  such  a  situation  as  that 
whatever  either  us  may  now  say  would  be  unworthy  of  credit  in  his 
estimation.  If  he  will  give  himself  the  trouble  of  examining  our  tes- 
timony again,  he  will  And  the  charge  s^stanUaUy  established,  at  least 
BO  far  as  it  could  be  done  by  our  oaths*  Let  us  see,  however,  if  it  is 
not  elsewhere  established,  that  these  proceedings  of  the  Sub-Agent, 
Walker,  Were  known  to  the  Agent,  even  before  our  comuiissions 
were  received,  and  whether  he  did  any  thing  to  counteract  them,  or 
reported  them  to  the  Government  * 

•  The  first  intimation  I  received  of  the  proceedings  at  Tuckabatcliie, 
and  those  at  Polecat  Spring,  was  derived  from  jin  Alabama  ncwspa- 

ET,  handed  to  me  by  Colonel  CroweH  at  the  Agency,  on  my  way  to 
roken  Arrow,  in  November  last 

Major  Andrews  gives  Colonel  Crowell  considerable  credit  for 
showing  me  this  newspaper ;  but  it  should  be  recollected,  that  this 
promptitude  of  the  Agenlfs  never  manifested  itself  until  after  the  pro« 
oeedings  were  published,  and  I  was  on  my  way  to  tlic  treaty  ground. 
At  that  period,  the  knowledge  of  (liem  could  no  longer  be  withheUK 
Even  tfitii  he  did  not  censun*.  Walker's  conduct,  but  disclaimed  all 
knowledge  of  tlie  atitiior  of  the  Tuckaubatchie  talk,  and  attributed 
Hie  one  at  Polecat  Spring  to  tlie  Rev.  Lee  Compere. 

•  But,  did  not  the  Agent  know  of  tliese  proceedings  (at  least  that  at 
Tuckaubatchie)  heft)i*e  he  handed  me  the  newspaper  ?  His  official 
situation  would  of  itself  offer  conclusive  proof  that  he  did.  He  was 
in  the  nation,  {lossessing  all  tlic  facilities,  through  his  brothers  and 
atbers,  of  receiving  infiirmation  ;  not  a  Council  could  be  held  with- 
out his  knowledge;* his  Stib-Agent  was  active  in  the  busineas;  the 
proc<^ding  was  so  public,  that  no  one  pretends  that  concealment  was 
attempted.  Umler  tliese  circumstacces,  It  is  beyond  belief  that  lie 
GouM  be  ignorant  of  it 

i  But,  In  our  Journal  of  tlie  15th  December,  1S'24.  is  the  following 
entry,  the  truth  of  which  is  not  and  will  not  be,  denied  ;  <<  In  conver- 
sation with  Colonel  Crowell,  the  Agent  the  Commissioners  wei«  in- 
formed that  tlie  two  publications,  dated  at  Tuckaubatchie  and  Polecat 
Spring,  -signed  by  a  nunil>er  of  the  Upper  Town  chiefs,  were  written 
by  the  Sub-Agent,  Captain  Walker;  that  the  first  (that  of  Tiickan- 
Imtchie,)  was  bi*ought  to  this  place  (Broken  Arrow)  in  June  last :  no 
aifiiatirres  were  obtained,  but  the  Sgent  undei*stood  it  to  l»e  consented 
to  generally.    It  was  then  (in  .Time)  in  the  hand  writing  of  Captain 
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Walker.  'I%e  last  meeting,  wbeti  ttie  Polecat  proceedings  accttrrod, 
was  at  Walker's  house.  No  communication  was  made  to  tbe  Govern- 
meut  of  either  of  these  proceedings. *'  Inasmuch  as  our  veracity,  when 
on  oath,  has  been  attacked,  I  know  not  whether  I  am  acting  with  a 
prudent  self-regard,  to  superadd  to  this  extract  Irorn  our  Journal  4i 
fact  distinctly  recoUeciedy  viz :  tliat  be  told  us  be  bad  seen  and  rMd  • 
this'Tuckaubatchie  proc^iiig  when  produced  at  Broken  Arrow  in 
June,  and  then  ^aw  that  it  was  iu  tiie  band  writing  of  Walker-^*«the 
extract  from  our  Journal  sufficiently  proves  the  same  fact- 
Colonel  Cro^'ell  then  did  ktww  of  these  proceedings  ait  Tuckaii* 
batchie,  in  June,'  if  eitlier  our  Jouruai,  or  my  statement  (wUoh  t  am 
willing  to  verify,)  is  entitled  to  credit 

That  both  are  tinie^  is  strongly  inferable  from  tbe  circumstaiice  that 
the  fact  is  no  where  denied  by  Major  Andrews  or  Colonel  CrowelL 

As  though  aware  of  the  case  with  which  the  Agent's  knowledge  of 
this  proceeding  could  be  established,  Major  Andrews  assumes  the 
position  that  neither  that,  nor  tbe  subsequent  one  at  Polecat  Spring, 
appears  to  be  of  any  importance  in  **  regard  to  the  point  under  exand* 
nation.^  Th»  point  under  examination  was,  whether  there  was,  pit 
the  part  of  the  Agent,  a  ^<  pi*edetermiued  resolution''  to  prevent  a 
cession  of  land^  and  the  motives  of  such  resolution*  Both  tliese  pFo« 
ceediHgs,  at  Tuckaubatciiie  and*  Polecat  Springs,  contained  an  ex* 
pression  of  the  unalterable  determination  of  the  Indians  who  signed 
tltcm,  not  to  code  any  more  lands,  and  denouncing  death  against  such 
as  stiould  consent  to  a  cession.  Th^y  bad  a  dii^ect  bearing  upon  th6 
object  of  our  commission,  and  were  calculated  to  prevent  and  obstruct 
that  object  Colonel  Crowell  was  a^qirtzed  of  the  obligation  of  the 
United  States,  under  the  compact  of  1802^  to  obtain  such  cession  for 
the  benefit  of  Georgia. 

The  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  that  purpose,  (wlddi  at 
its  previous  session  had  been  increased  to  S  SOydoo^  in  order  to  ensure 
success,)  was  also  known  to  him,  and  must  have  aflfbrded  the  ^est  evi- 
dence onhe  anxious  desire  of  the  United  States  to  discharge  this  obli« 
gation  to  Georgia. 

To  defeat  measures  thus  calculated  to  obstruct  tbe  Govermn^it  in 
fulfilling  its  engagements,  must  ttien  have  been  a  dictate  of  duty  sof hda 
mfid  obvious,  that  cither  a  refusal  or  ikeglect  to  attempt  its  defeat,  w^a- 
highly  censurable,  not  to  say  criminal*  Colonel  Crowell  did  not  at- 
tempt it ;  whetlier  from  refiist^l  or  neglect,  is  for  the  President  tode- 
cide.  That  he  knew  of  these  proceedings,  so  far  as  they  took  place^t 
Tuckaubatclife  ia  the  Spring,  as  early  as  Jurte,  is  undeniable.  When 
at  that  time  this  proceeding  came  to  bis  knowled^  at  Brdcen  AnH>w, 
and  tliat  his  Sub-Agent  was  active  in  getting  the  measure  adO)ited,  he 
ought  to  have  informed  against  him,  if»  after  trial,  he  could  not  con* 
ti-ol  him.  He  should  have  apprized  the  Government  of  a  proceediing 
so  well  calculated  to  prevent  its  desires,  and  thwart  its  tree  poficy. 

We  received  our  commission  in  July,  and  on  tiie  i?7th  of  the  same 
month  he  was  written.  tO|  and  must  have  received  the  lettor  by  the  fitb 
of  Augusts  if  not  sooner.    Informed,  then,  of  our  appokitmeiit  and  its 
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oltfedt,  and  kMrming  the  TuckMbatcbie  ]»TOGeeding  saditectiy  at  war 
mth  that  object,  oiif^  be  not,  wben  writing  to  Colonel  Campbell  on 
that  day^  to  have  given  ^me  intimation  of  it  ? 

Between  the  6tb  of  Augnst  and  last  of  November,  when  we  set  out 
for  the  Agency^  more  than  three  months  elapsed.  Within  that  period 
codd  he  not,  and  ought  he  noU  to  have  intimated  to  the  Government 
something  of  these  proceedings,  especially  as  it  is  believed  that,  within 
that  time,  he  baa  a  personal  interview  with  Colonel  Campbell  ? 
Should  he  not  have  said,  <«  It  is  in  vain  for  you  to  come,  the  Indians 
have  deteruMned  not  to  cede  any  more  lands,  and  the  Sub-Agent  has 
encouraged  them  to  make  the  determination  ?^  Colonel  Crowell 
does  nothing  of  this  kindf  and  the  omission  ai^ues  more  than  forget- 
folness — ^it  is  strongly  presumptive  of  a  want  of  inclination  to  aid  the 
views  of  Government ;  and^  if  so,  it  is  worse  than  idle  to  say  thcee 
proceedings,  connected  with  the  Agent!s  knowledge  and  silence  in 
regard  to  them,  were  matters  of  no  importance  to  the  point  under 
Major  Andrews'  examination.  Colonel  Crowell  is  entitled  to  no  cre- 
dit for  causing  the  papers  relative  to  this  transaction  to  be  produced. 
He  did  so  unoer  the  express  order  of  the  Commissioners:  to  have  dis- 
obeyed, would  have  afforded  incontrovertible  proof  tliat- he  was  partis 
oeps  criminis  with  Walker. 

Major  Andrews  attributes  our  failure  at  Broken  Arrow  not  to  the 
Tnckaubatchie  and  Polecat  Spring  proceedings,  the  opposition  of  the 
Sub- Agent,  or  the  neutrality  of  the  Agent ;  but  to  the  <<  intrigues  of 
the  Craimissioners  and  tlieir  Agents  with  a  corrupt  chief,  instead  of 
pursuing  their  object  in  an  open  and  frank  manner  with  the  Coimcils 
of  the  nation.''  It  is  matter  of  deep  regret,  that  this  gentlemaiS's  skill 
in  the  manner  of  making  Indian  treaties  had  not  been  hitherto  imparted 
to  all  Commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose :  we  were  jierhaps  un- 
fortunate in  not  having  tlie  benefit  of  his  profound  knowledge  of  Indian 
character.  But  we  had  necessarily  to  proceed  without  the  aid  of  his 
c^nions,  and,  therefore,  adqited  such  measures  as  we  understood  had 
been  used  on  such  occasions  by  others  clothed  with  commissions  simi- 
lar to  our  own. 

As  to  Agents,  we  employed  ontf  and  one  only,  viz :  Major  Wm.  W. 
Williamson,  and  he  was  not  autliorized  to  offer  bribes.  If  any  others 
were  employed,  I  know  It  not,  and  1  am  yet  to  learn  that  th^  wer« 
any  others.  Many  tendered  their  services,  and  extolled  their  pecu- 
liar qualifications :  many  volunteered  to  obtain  and  communicate  in- 
formation, to  which  we  always  listened,  but  never  gave  them  instruc- 
tions. They  were  willing,  no  doubt,  to  create  the  impression  that^ 
by  their  instrumentality,  wondera  could  be  wrought  Major  Andrews 
has  doubtless  been  misled  by  the  imprudent^  not  to  say  foolish,  expres- 
sions proved  to  have  been  made  by  some  such. 

Mr.  Joel  Bailey,  who  states  that  he  made  exertions  with  the  know- 
ledge and  sanction  of  the  '<  Commissioners^^  never  was  emploued  by 
nUf  or  with  my  knowledge  or  consent  If  Colonel  Caropbefi  ever 
gave  him  authority  i  make  propositions,  I  am  ignorant  of  it ;  neither 
do  I  believe  it    lt<  ^  true,  he  was  very  busy-^o  were  others ;  but  I 
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faftreiio  doubt  h»  aded  more  witti  a  view  to  oecure  Uo  ovn  iutermtoift 
the  Indian  Spring  jneservation,  thaH  for  any  other  objeet  Had  a 
treaty  been  nBade,  that  reserve  on  which  he  held  « lease  wouM  havi 
been  purchased  :  and  here  is  tlM  whole  secret  of  bid  A((oacy.. 

I  am  also  yet  to  learn  that,  ia  negotiating  an  Indian  tK«tyt  it  is 
improper  to  hold  private  confbrences,  hjf  dny  or  nighU  with  inlkiential 
chiefs. 

If  this  is  an  unworthy  intrigoe*  I  fear  I  dudl  have  to  labor  onder 
Miyor  Andrews'  imputations.  Nor  did  I  conceive  that  there  was  a 
moral  or  political  guilt  in  availing  ourselves  of  the  acts  of  (hose  who 
we  believed  had  an  influence  over  the  chiefs.  If  there  is«  I  am  per^ 
suaded  that  many  others,  whose  names  and  characters  are  more  con« 
spicuous  than  ours  in  the  history  of  tliis  Rqpublic^  will  become  the 
victims  of  the  Major's  reprobation.  1  presume  the  ^  corrupt  chiefs 
alluded  to,  was  Ueneral  Mcintosh.  It  was  not  thus  tliat  this  distin-' 
guished  chief  was  spoken  of  when  he  was  subduing  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  and  those  enemies  his  own  countrymen.  Did  I  pos- 
sess^the  will,  this  is  no  occasion  to  pronounce  his- eulogy.  This  mucl^ 
however,  I  will  say,  that  he  was  in  every  respect  the  efualf  and,  n 
attachment  to  the  United  States,  saperior  t»  his  fellows.  How  tiie 
official  abuse  of  this  deceased  ally  of  .the  United  States  is  likety  tb 
contribute  to  the  honor  of  this  nation,  is  not  for  me  to  inquire.  The 
Commissioners  had  early  proofs  of  Mcintosh's  willingness  to  accede 
to  the  wislies  of  the  Grovernment,  as  expressed  by  us. 

To  have  neglected  hira  ;  nay,  to  have  failed  to  conciliate  him  and 
Lis  immediate  adherents  and  friends^  wcnild  have  been  the  sure  means 
of  defeating  our  views.  Finally,  Major  Andrews'  opinion  to  tbe 
contrary  notwitbsthanding.  1  venture  tlie  assertion,  that,  without  pri-. 
vate  iiiterviews)  conversations,  and  discussion,  with  the  cbtels,  and 
without  tlie  aid  of  persons  having  a  knowledge  of  Indian  character 
and  customs.  We  might,  have  reiterated  our  propositions  in  fair  mid 
open  CauneU9  until  this  time,  without  attaining  our  object*  It  Is  ad^ 
mitted  that,  in/mr  and  open  Couneilf  tlie  Indians  were  ^  apparenfly** 
firmin  their  determination  to  cede  no  lands.  That  they  were  p0t4iiilf^ 
^* apparenUyt^*  but  really  so,  our  own  experience  hut  too  Miy  proves. 
But,  if  we  were  to  be  confined  to  what  he  is  pleased  to  cidl  ^a fair 
and  frank  manner  with  tlie  Council  of  the  nation,'^  how  we  were  Hkel^ 
to  remove  their  objections  to  a  cession,  whatever  time  should  be^allow- 
ed  them,  I  am  unable  to  conceive^  Perhaps,  had  Major  Andrews  been 
employed,  his  more  persuasive  eloquence  would  have  succeeded,  wbm 
our  feeble  logicfailed. 

It  is  a  misfortune. that  the  superior  qualifications  of  this  gentl^BaOf 
Who  has  thus  boldly  advcntuiied  his  «<  opinion"  upon  tlie  improptiiety  of 
our  conduct,  had  not  been  put  in  requisition  upon  this  occasion.  I  wMi 
not  to  s))e4ik  of  my  own  qualifications,  and  therefore  will  only  si|y» 
that,  as  I  was  appointed  to  discharge  an  important  trust,  I  did  it  in 
the  best  manner  I  could,  by  pursuing  measures  ad^ed  previously  by 
otiiers,  in  similar  situations,  against  whose  coaduQt  no  complaint  hm 
e^  er  been  uttei*ed.    If  my  colleague  and  myself  lure  to  be  the  ftret  viC'^ 
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tittft  of  a  ii69r  policy  in  tliis  regard,  we  must  prepare  to  submit  to  oar 
fate  with  as  much  fortitude  asvposfukle.  I  am  however  persuaded  that, 
hy  4-eciirring  to  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Wm,  Meriwether,  (of  whose  cha- 
racter and  standing  you  can  be  informed  by  application  to  the  Geor- 
gia delegation,  or  to  others  who  knew  him,)  the  President  will  dis- 
cover, that,  in  the  measures  we  adopted,  there  was  nothing  novel  or 
unprecedented.        _ 

I  cannot  here  omit  ti»  notice  the  Tsu*ious  intimations  contained  in 
MiVl^r  Andrews'  report,  and  the  evidence  on  which  it  purports  to  be 
founded,  concerning  the  sums  of  money  ofibred  or  distributed  among 
the  Indians,  I  think  I  may  safely  defy  the  production  of  proof,  easy 
as  a  maybe  obtained  on  the  prindpal  theatre  of  Major  Andrews*  pro^ 
ceedingSf  of  the  distributioitof  any  presents,  to  any  anaount,  worthy 
of  consldei*atioti,  previous  to  the  signing  of  the  treaty. 
.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  deny  that  tlie  chiefs  were  informed,  that  a 
considerable  sum  was  placed  in  our  hands,  which,  after  paying  all 
other  expenses,  we^wero  authorized  to  distribute  in  presents.  It  is 
submitted  to  tlie  President  to  determine  whether  in  this  there  was 
any  thing  unusual,  and,  after  examitdng  our  instructions f  also,  to  de- 
cide whether  we  were  not  authari%ed  thus  to  apply  the  money  placed 
in  oyr  hands*  Th^at  we  did  dbtribute  considerable  sums,  after  tlie 
treaty  was  concluded,  is  a  fact  wblch  we  never  attempted  to  conceal ; 
nor  could  we  have  concealed  it  from  the  Government,  if  we  had  tried* 
Our  accounts  must  necessarily  have  shown  it  These  accounts  are 
rendered,  and  from  them  the  Government  can  be  informed  of  the  pre- 
cise amount  thus  distributed. 

If,  however,  this  conduct  is,  for  the  first  time,  criminal  in  im,  it  is 
submitted,  whether,  as  an  act  of  justice,  the  accounts  of  all  other  In- 
dian Commissioners  should  not  be  published  simultaneously  with  ours, 
that  it  may  boseen  whether  we  are  more  reprehensible  than  oth^*$.  I 
now  repeat.  Sir,  what  I  had  the  honor  of  stating  to  you  in  conversa- 
tion, that,  so  far  as  respects  my  act  or  deed,  in  negotiating  this  treaty, 
I  have  nothing  to  conceal^  and  only  ask  to  be  protected  from  falsehood 
and  glaring  misconstruction ;  I  may  venture  to  say  the  same  of  my 
colleague  luso. 

In  order  to  justify  ttie  Agent,  and  more  effectually  to  discredit  the 
testimoi^  of  Colonel  Campbell,  MMor  Andrews  next  proceeds  to  at- 
tack the  treaty  Itself^  ^<  as  a  deception  on  the  Grovernment  because 
tiie  sigjners  were  not  tlie  representatives  of  the  nation,  and  that  the 
nation,  or  its  representatives,  had  not  consented  to  if 
.  Upon  this  point,  introduced  into  the  report  with  such  a  parade  of  "* 
afBscted  solemnity,  I  beg  your  indulgence,  while  I  submit  a  few  re- 
marks, in  which  I  shall  not  attempt  to  follow  him  through  all  the 
windings  of  his  efforts  at  a  connection  of  minute  circumstances,  I 
beg  leave  to  i-ecur  to  a  few  facts,  the  truth  of  which  will  not  be  con- 
troverted«  The  large  sum  appropriated  by  Congress,  in  order  to  cover 
the  expense  of  negotiating  this  treaty,  the  especial  object  of  which  was 
to  acquit  the  Federal  Governmcut  of  its  obligations  to  Georgia,  and 
the  {wrticular  instructions  given  to  us  to  consult  the  ^<  feelings  and 
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wishM  of  Georgia**  in  any  treaty  wc  mrght  make,  mitBciently  mani^ 
ftat  the  anxious  desire  of  the  Government  for  tfie  stircessAiI  result  of 
our  mission.  I  will  not  repeat  the  history  of  om*  operations  at  Broken 
Arrow,  or  canses  of  our  failure  at  that  place  ;  tlitse  have  been  oA* 
daily  made  known,  and  can  receive  no  elacidation  by  additional  re^ 
nark. 

I  will,  however,  observe,  that  we  could  have  succeeded  in  making 
a  treaty  with  the  chiefs  representing  tlie  Indiana,  within  the  NmitB  of 
Georgia,  at  that  place.  Under  a  doubt  of  otir  authority  we  declined 
it  We  conceived  it  proper  that  one  of  us  should  come  personally  to 
Washington,  mora  effectuaMy  to  make  known  the  difficulties  we  bad 
to  encounter,  and  Colonel  Campbell  was  selected  for  that  purpose.  It 
18  true,  that  authority  to  treat  with  the  Georgia  Indians,  separately, 
was  refused ;  whether  properly  or  not,  is  not  for  me  to  decide.  Wo 
had  seen  but  too  plainly  the  propriety  of  changing  the  place  of  ne^ph 
tiating,  because,  at  Broken  Arrow,  we  could  not  either  detector  coun- 
teract the  machinations  of  those  in  the  nation,  whether  agents,  sab* 
agents,  traders,  Cherokees,  Indian  countrymen,  or  other^  whose  In- 
.  terest  it  was  to  obstruct  a  fUrther  extinguishment  of  Indian  title.  It' 
will  be  seen  we  had  express  authority  to  choose  a  different  pla^,  and 
thitlier  to  summon  the  chiefs  of  the  nation. 

We  selected  the  Indian  Springs,  and,  by  letter  to  the  Agent,  dated 
18th  January,  1825,  expressed  our  desire  that  «^all  the  chiefs  of  the 
nation  who  were  in  the  habit  of  transacting  public  business,  and  of 
signing  treaties,''  should  attend.  The  Agent  was  furnished  with  a 
summons  **  to  all  the  chiefs  of  the  Creek  nation,''  requiring  their  at- 
tendance ;  and  it  is  not  pretended  by  the  Agent,^or  Mr.  Andrews,  that 
this  invitation  was  not  circulated  in  time  to  admit  of  their  attendance. 
In  fact,  as  many  as  wished  to  do  so  did  attend. 

Did  the  Indians  thus  assembled  represent  die  nation  ?  It  is  true 
that  the  Little  Prince,  who  is  represented  as  the  principal  chief  of^die 
nation,  did  not  attend,  whether  from  age,  infirmity,  or  sickness,  (but 

Serhaps  from  all)  I  am  unable  to  say.  But  his  presence  was  not  in- 
ispensable  to  a  treaty.  The  town  in  which  he  lived,  Tbiecatcbkay 
or.  Broken  Arrow,  and  the  tribe  to  which  he  belonged,  (the  Cowetas) 
were  represented  by  a  numerous  deputation.  The  Big  Warrior  was 
represented  as  being  the  principal  chief  and  Speaker  of  the  Upper 
Towns,  which  includes  most  of  the  towns  in  Alabaimu  He  did  not 
attend  because  he  was  sick.  But  a  certain  number  of  Indians  repre- 
sented him  and  his  towns,  Pothieyoholo  at  their  head  ;  and  these  at« 
tended  under  positive  instructions  to  make  no  treaty.  Had  none 
others  IW>m  tlie  Upper  Towns  attended,  this  deputation  would  have 
represented  them.  From  the  Cusseta  Towns  a  numerous  deputSition 
attended,  widi  Tuskenehaw  at  dieir  head.  It  is  not  known  that  any. 
chief  attended  from  Osweetche,  the  fourth  principal  town ;  but,  iVom 
Sowagalo,  one  of  its  dependencies,  as  has  been  rqiresented  to  us, 
Stedham,  who  is  a  chief,  attended.  Coweta,  Cusset^  Tuckubatchie, 
and  Osweetchic,  are  said  to  be  the  four  great  towns,  upon  which  the 
other  towns  or  villages  are  dependent    To  give  an  instance  of  this 
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dqiendence,  Thiecatchka  or  Broken  Arrow  is  a  separate  tdwii«  yet 
Little  Prince,  and  all  others  who  live  in  it,  call  themselves  CotvetaSf 
and  are,  in  some  respects,  under  the  government  of  the  principal 
Coweta  chief.  But  there  was  a  numerous  attendance  from  many  of 
these  principal  dependent  towns,  viz  :  Newyocco,  Sand  Town,  Hit* 
cheta,  Big  Shoal,  and  Tailedega.  These  towns  are  scattered  from 
^ne  end  of  the  nation  to  the  other.  It  will  be  remembered  thtit  chief Sf 
nil  those  in  the  habit  of  transacting  public  business  and  signing  trea- 
ties, were  alone  invited.  The  whole  number  who  attended  was  little 
short  of  four  hundred.  I  do  not  pretend  that  the  Commissioners 
were  so  intimately  acquainted  with  the  Indians  as  to  know  who  were 
or  were  not  chiefs.  How  could  we  know  but  by  information  ?  We 
Invited  **  cliiefs ;''  near  400  Indians  attended,  and  a  large  number  of 
these  are  represented  as  being  chiefs  and  head  men,  by  Mcintosh  and 
ottiers.  The  Agent  and  Interpreters  are  in  attendance,  and  they  give 
us  no  notice  that  we  are  laboring  under  a  delusion.  If  any  ought  to 
know,  they  should,  whether  the  assemblage  before  us  were  chiefs  or 
not,  or  were  sufficient  in  number  and  grade  to  constitute  such  a  Coun- 
cil as  was  in  the  habit  of  transacting  public  business  and  signing 
treaties.  Not  the  slightest  intimation  of  the  insufficiency  of  the 
authority  with  which  we  were  about  to  treat,  reached  us  JjVow  any 
quarter  when  we  commenced  the  negotiation.  Pothleyohofo  himself 
never  intimated  an  objection,  until  after  the  negotiation  was  com- 
menced, and  its  probable  success  distinctly  ascertained  by  us.  Under 
these  circumstances,  were  we  authorised  or  bound  to  proceed  in  the 
business  for  which  we  were  commissioned  ? 

We  proceeded.  We  renewed  the  proposition  made  at  Broken  Arrow, 
as  detailed  by  our  Journal.  What  was  there  to  prevent  our  proceeding  ? 
Of  the  sufficiency  and  authority  of  those  pi-esent  to  make  a  treaty,  we 
entertained  no  doubt  ?  What  was  there  to  excite  a  doubt  ?  Had  we  en- 
tertained one,  it  would  have  been  removed  by  the  conduct  of  tlie  Agent 
He  knew  the  persons  of  tlie  Indians  present.  He  knew  whether  they 
were  chiefs,  and  of  what  grade.  He  addressed  tliem  as  a  competent  trea'- 
ty  making  body,  and  confirmed  to  tliem  the  truth  of  what  we  said.  Ue 
told  them  that  the  President  wislied  them  to  sell  their  lands  and  re- 
move beyond  the  Mississippi.  That  it  was  his  (the  Agent's)  wish 
also,  because  it  was  the  President*»  wish,  &c  I  think  f  may  safely 
say,  that,  at  this  stage  of  the  negotiating,  if  we  had  paused  or  doubt- 
ed in  fulfilling  our  commission,  we  should  have  deserved  the  severe 
censure  of  the  Groveniment  of  the  United  States,  and  the  just  con* 
tempt  of  the  People  of  Georgia,  for  whose  essential  benefit  we  had 
been  delegated  on  this  business.  If,  indeed,  it  had  been  a  fact  that 
vre  were  aware  of  a  doubt  of  the  cliaracter  and  authority  of  the  as- 
sembly of  Indians,  by  being  told  that  they  did  not  represent  the  na- 
tion ;  that,  among  the  persons  attending,  very  few  were  chiefs,  and 
those  of  low  grade  ;  then,  indeed,  it  might,  with  some  plausibility,  be 
said,  that  we  ought,  at  least,  to  have  hesitated  until  we  had  satisfied 
•urselves  of  the  truth  of  tlie  suggestion. 
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Bat,  ahbougb  the  Agents  and  officers  of  the  Government  were  pre- 
sentf  whose  especial  duty  it  was,  as  well  fur  tlie^i^pose  of  preserv- 
ing the  character  of  the  Government  from  imputations  of  fraud  or 
immorality,  as  to  iu*otcct  the  Indians  from  being  defi*auded  of  their 
rights,  to  have  given  information,  or  suggested  doubts,  on  these  points, 
DO  word  is  uttered«  and  no  warning  given* 

If,  notwithstanding  these  circumstances,  it  should  still  he  the  opin- 
ion of  the  President  that  we  were  treating  with  an  incompetent  re]ire- 
sentation  of  the  nation,  I  think  he  will  at  tlie  same  time  admit  that 
we  were  the  persons  imposed  on  and  cheated,  and  not  the  Indians. 

In  our  subsequent  conduct  there  was  nothing  which  deserves  re« 
{M^hension.     We  did  not  precipitate  a  conclusion  of  a  treaty. 

After  submitting  our  propositions,  we  advised  the  Indians  <^  to  con- 
sult among  themselves,  and  give  the  subject  a  full  and  dispassionate 
consideration.'*  On  the  same  evening,  all  the  chiefs  present,  as  we 
vndei'stood  and  believed*  with  the  exception  of  the  Tuckaubatchie  dqm- 
tation,  and  perhaps  two  others,  did  meet  in  a  eouncil  of  their  own,  and 
discussed  the  subject  fully,  <<  as  we  wei-e  informed,  and  have  no 
doubf  **  A  vote  was  taken,  and  was  mtanimotM,  with  exception  of 
two  inconsiderable  chiefs,  in  favor  of  a  cession."  After  they  had  deci* 
ded,  they  came  in  a  body  to  the  quaiiei-s  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
communicated  the  result  of  their  consultation.  They  wei^  un^er  no 
restraint  It  is  here  necessary  to  state  one  or  two  facts  within  my 
jownknowledge^  whatever  may  be  the  ci*cdit  whicli  may  be  attached  to 
them.  Stedham,  the  Sowagalo  Chiet^  came  w  itli  this  a'owd,  and  told 
us  in  English,  that  he  had  agreed  to  cede  the  land,  and  remove  over 
the  MississipiH.  On  that  evening,  many  of  tlie  Cussotas,  the  Old 
Chief,  Tuskenchau,  at  their  head,  Said,  through  interpreters,  the  same 
thing.  On  the  next  day,  this  same  old  chief,  Tuskenehau,  came  to 
our  room  to  procure  some  articles  for  a  sick  associate,  and  then  again 
rei>eated,  through  an  interpreter,  that  he  had  taken  the  President*$ 
talk^  to  cede  lands,  and  go  over  the  Mississippi.  In  short,  the  assent 
of  the  Cussetau  Chief,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Chiefs  fi*om  all  the  other 
towns,  Tuckaubatchie  excepted,  was  as  fully  expre-ssed,  and  as  weli  un- 
derstood, as  was  that  of  the  chiefs  from  Cowctau,  or  Mcintosh  him- 
self. Up  to  this  moment,  it  should  be  remembered  that  no  presents  or 
^^dovceurSf*^  worthy  of  notice,  had  been  distributed  or  bestowed. 

It  is  ti*ue,  however,  that  we  made  known  to  all  with  whom  we  con- 
versed, that  the  Government  had  placed  at  our  disposition  a  conside- 
rable sum,  in  the  distribution  of  which  we  should,  according  io  ens- 
torn,  not  be  illiberal,  in  C/ase  tlie  Indians  should  accede  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Government  as  expressed  through  lis.  We  conceived  ourselves 
authorized  to  use  this  language,  as  well  from  the  amouTi^  of  the  appro- 
priation, and  the  terms  of  our  instructions,  as  from  our  knowledge,  de- 
rived from  undoubted  informatit  n,  of  the  Usages  of  the  Government  in 
similar  cases. 

If  there  was  crime  or  error  in  It,  we  must  submit  to  the  censure 
which  they  deserve.  But  I  foi-bcar  further  remarks  on  this  topic  at 
this  time. 

Sucb^  then^  was  the  state  of  things  on  the  evening  of  Thursday, 
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February  10,  18S5.  I  expt*ess  the  confident  opinion  that,  on  the  suc- 
cc^ing  morning,  ( I  Itk)  we  might  have  had  a  treaty  signed  by  all  the 
Chiefs  present,  (inclusive  of  the  Cussetas,)  with  the  exception  of  the 
Tuckaubatchie deputation  and  two  or  three  otliers.  Our  error,  and 
perhaps  on  a  fair  examination  it  might  be  said,  our  atUy  error,  con- 
sisted in  not  doing  so  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  February. 

But  wo  were  desirous  of  fully  accomplishing  the  wishes  of  the  Go* 
vernroent  as  expressed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  War  to  Col. 
Campbell,  and  as  afterwards  expressed  by  the  President  in  his  mes- 
sage to  Congi*essof  tlie  *— —  January,  18259  and  which,  before  this 
time,  had  reached  us  at  Indian  Springs;  we  were  desirous  of  procur- 
ing the  acxession  of  the  Tuckaubatchie  deputation,  and  the  two  or  three 
other  Chiefs  who  held  out  in  opposition  with  them,  and  thus  procuring 
a  cession  of  all  tlieir  lands  in  Georgia  and  Alabama. 

Relying  confidently  upon  the  words  of  those  who  had  acceded  to  our 
proposition  ;  believing  that  neither  Old  Tuskenehau,  or  Stedham,  or 
aiiy  other  Chief,  would  lie  in  council,  or  retract  an  engagement  once 
made;  entertaining  no  fears  that  they  would  break  their  promise 
solemnly  and  deliberately  given  ;  we  conceived  it  politic  to  defer  the 
mere  signing  of  the  treaty^  until  we  could  make  another  eflbrt  with 
Big  Warrior's  deputation;  yet  we  took  care  to  warn  them  at  our 
meeting  at  12  o'clock  on  the  next  day,  (the  11th)  when  they  were  all 
present^  and  befbre  any  had  left  the  ground,  <<  that  the  nation  appeared 
to  be  fully  represented,  and  that,  if  any  of  them  thought  proper  to  leave 
the  place  before  the  business  was  closed,  they  (tlie  Commissioners) 
should  conceive  themselves  fully  authorized,  and  carry  on  and  con- 
clude tlieir  negotiation  with  those  who  remained.''  It  will  not  escape 
ttie  notice  of  tlie  President  that  this  warning  was  addressed  to  the 
same  council,  composed  of  the  sanu  ])ersons,  without  a  solitary  excep- 
tion within  my  knowledge,  as  that  with  which  we  commenced  our  pro- 
ceedings, on  the  day  previous,  and  to  which  the  Agent  had  made  his 
speech  or  talk.  The  Agent  and  Interpreter  were'  present  when  this 
*  warning  was  given,  and,  certainly,  then  was  the  proper  time  to  have 
notified  us  that  our  warning  was  useless :  for  ihat,  if  any  of  the^Clifefe 
departed,  the  council  would  be  broken,  and  our  treaty  with  those  who 
remained  would  be  void.  He  said  not  a  word  by  way  of  notice,  or 
disapprobation,  or  ailvice.  At  this  time,  the  Cosseta  Chiefs  were 
present,  and  expressed  no  change  of  sentiment,  and  it  was  after  this 
warning  that  t)ld  Tuskenehau  renewed  his  assurance  that  he  had 
<<  taken  the  President's  talk,"  as  before  mentioned,  in  my  presence. 
.  During  that  day,  (the  i  ith,)  we  conferred  privatdy  with  the  Tuc- 
kaubatchie deputation,  making  a  ft*uitlcss  effort  to  remove  thcsr  objec- 
tions— was  this  right  or  wrong  ?  They  remained  firm,  constantly  re- 
curring to  the  orders  they  had  received  from  their  head  Chief,  Big 
Warrior,  to  cede  no  lands.  In  the  mean  time,  in  conference  with  Mcin- 
tosh and  other  Cbiefis,  we  agreed  upon  inost  of  the  details  of  the  treaty. 
We  had  information  that  such  was  the  course  pursued  in  other  treaties, 
(see  evidence  of  Doctor  Meriwether.)  They  were  not  finally  adjusted, 
when,  on  Saturday  morning,  fthe  12th,)  we  were  tdd  that  the  Cu9s«« 
tas  and  some  few  others  had  left  the  ground-^Stedham  went  with  them. 
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Vbat,  iiiHler  the  circumstftncea,  were  we  to  do  ?  I  shall  not  diagnise- 
from  yody  Sir,  that  I  felt  our  situation  to  be  embarrassing.  I  knew  tbe 
d|MBp  interest  which  the  Grovernment  of  the  United  States,  and  the  yet 
de^r  interest  which  the  State  of  Georgia  felt  in  the  happy  accom^ 
pliriunent  of  the  object  of  our  commission*  We  had  encountered  and 
surmounted  diUfeiilties  which  would  have  deterred  more  experienced 
nqpotiiitors ;  we  had  proofs,  leading  to  irresiatible  conviction,  that  the 
Cherokeea,  (with  whom  we  had  latdy  failed  on  a  similar  mission,)  tbe 
Indian  traders,  Indian  countrymen,  nay,  the  officers  of  the  Grovem- 
neot  itselC  had  been  opposing  our  operations,  and,  by  tiieir  active  ex- 
ertions rendered  formidable  by  their  local  situation,  had  greatly  coun- 
teracted our  measures.  Instead  of  finding  in  tlie  princi^  Agent,  an 
active  associate,  we  found  an  individual  possessing,  by  his  ofl&cial  sta- 
tion, an  undoubted  influence,  occupying  an  ayowcdly  neutral  position^, 
from  which  nothing  but  a  positive  order,  to  which  I  think  be  yielded 
a  most  reluctant  obedience,  could  drive  him.  We  had  circutiistance 
upon  circumstance,  proving  the  intrigues  and  machinations  of  tiie  ene- 
mies of  Georgia,  not  to  say  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  defeat  a 
succcHsful  result.  From  the  first,  we  had  no  doubt  but  that  tiie  uiqier- 
towns,  (those  in  Alabama,)  misled  by  these  enemies,  would  warmly 
oppose  a  treaty.  We  had  heard  of,  and  seen«  the  proceedings  of  the 
upper  town  Chiefs  at  Tuckaubatchie  and  Pole  Cat  Springs,  made  with 
the  express  view  to  counteract  the  wishes  of  Uie  Government.  All 
those  difficulties  we  had  overcome,  and  obtaine<l  the  assent  of  the  whole 
oooncil  present,  the  Tudmubatchies  and  two  or  three  others  excepted. 
Tbe  (Towetas  had  consented  to  a  cession  ;  so  had  the  Cuss^as  in  the 
most  explicit  manner.  The  Talledegas,  with  tbe  exception  of  one 
Chief,  the  Hitchetas,  New  Yoccos,  those  from  Samltown,  Big  Shoal, 
and  Tlecatcfaka,  f  Broken  Arrow,)  nay,  Stedham,  from  Sowagalo^  who 
so  actively  interrered  afterwards  to  defeat  what  was  his  own  act^  had 
all  consented  to  our  nmin  proposition.  We  had  warned  tbe  whole 
council  not  to  d^art  until  the  business  was  concluded,  otherwbc  we 
should  proceed  with  those  who  remained.  At  this  period,  the  Qussetas 
were  induced  to  go  away  in  the  night  Were  we  to  stop  procf«dinga  ? 
or  was  it  our  duty  to  proceed  in  the  work  given  us  to  be  done  by  die . 
Government  P 

The  reasoning  npoh  which  we  finally  determined  to  conclude  tb& 
treaty,  was  as  follows:  We  were  satisfied  that,  at  tlie  commencement  • 
of  the  negotiation,  the  natimi  was  represented.  We  had  every  evi^ 
dence  of  that  fact  which  we  could  have  in  negotiating  an  Indian  traaty.. 
The  number  of  persons  jiresent  was  sufficient  They  came  froneverf 
paK  of  the  nation,  including  that  which  refused  to  cede.  They  pre- 
(Wted  themselves  In  Hke  characters  of  Chu^s  and  Head  meu»  They 
met  in  council  as  such^  The  Agent  recognized  and  addressed  Hkem  as 
9ueh.  No  objection  was  made  to  their  sufficiency,  until  after  the  aasent 
of  a  vast  majority  was  obtained  to  the  leading  stipulations  of  the  tnatyp 
and  then  only  by  Poetbleyoholo  in  the  manner  stated  in  oor  jouroa]. 
After  t^  departure  of  the  Cussetas,  a  large  minority  of  those  who  at- 
tended at  firsts  still  remained.    They  (the  Cussetas)  did  not  dqiart 
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anttt  liter  tbey  bad  solemnly  assented  to  odr  propositions,  orf  as  they 
eKpressed  it,  <^  taken  the  Presidenf  s  talk,^  and  until  we  had  notified 
the  council  that  a  departure  of  any  of  them,  before  the  conclusion  of 
the  buraiess  on  which  we  were  sent^  would  not  prevent  us  from  con- 
dudtng  a  treaty  with  such  ad  remained.  We  had  no  doubt  tiiat  tliey 
bad  been  miserably  deluded  as  to  their  true  iuterest,  or  tbeii*  fears 
alarmed  by  an  annunciation  of  dangers  that  never  existed*  My 
opioion  has  been  confirmed  by  subsequent  inquiry  and  information* 
Yfe  knew  that  their  assent  to  the  proposed  treaty  had  been  given  with- 
out <*  "intrigue, •'  bribery,  or  threats,  on  our  part  We  resorted  to  no 
intrigues,  unless  argument  and  persuasion  be  called  such  ;  we  used  no 
threats  or  menaces ;  and  neither  gave  or  promised  them  bribes,  unless 
the  annttnciation  of  the  fact  before  mentioned,  that  we  were  stip{riied 
with  funds  from  which  we  felt  ourselves  authorized  to  make  liberal 
presents  as  had  been  customary,  be  considered  a  promise  of  a  bribe* 
Tiiose  who  remained,  the  Tuckuabatchies  excepted,  were  willing  to  re- 
duce  to  writing,  and  sign  that  which  they  had  previously  promised  in 
conjunction  with  the  Cussetas.  Even  after  the  departure  of  these,neither 
the  Agent,  nor  any  others,  suggested  the  idea  timt  such  as  remained 
were  an  insuflicient  council.  I^  in  our  opinion  of  its  sufficiency,  we 
were  in  error,  however  neutral  the  Agent  might  have  been  in  his  feel- 
mgHf  he  was  bound,  both  as  an  honest  man,  and  as  tlie  officer  of  the 
Government,  to  have  made  an  efibrt  to  undeceive  us.  So  far  from  it, 
I  solemnly  declare  I  never  heard  a  word  from  him,  to  myself  or  any 
other,  as  opinion,  advice,  or  warning,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  coun* 
oil  remaining.  Knowing  tlie  eflbrts  which  had  been  made  there  be- 
fore to  prevent  a  treaty,  and  the  Influence  of  tliose  from  whom  they 
proceeded  in  tha  nation,  wa  believed  that  as  strong  an  expression  of 
consent  from,  the  nation  as  that  we  had  obtained,  was  not  probable  at 
a^y  fiiture  period.  The  terms  of  the  treaty  agreed  on  were  extremely 
liberal  imd  lilghly  beneficial  to  the  Indians  themselves,  more  so,  pro- 
bably, than  those  of  any  other  treaty  which  had  been  made  with 
them.  Under  these  views,  we  formed  the  opinion  that  the  interest  and 
tiie  rij^ts  of  Georgia,  tiie  interest,  the  policy,  and  the  obligations,  of 
the  United  States,  the  interests  of  the  Indians  themselves,  and  the 
solemn  dictates  of  duty,  re(|uired  us  to  execute  the  treaty;  and  we  did 
execute  it  Even  when  it  was  signing,  no  objection  was  made  to  any 
mgner,  but  one  i  and  the  Agent  himself  attested  it  without  repugnance 
or  the  expression  (»f  a  doubt*  Tlie  signature  of  every  Indian  present, 
except  the  Tuckaubatcbie  deputation,  and  a  few  others  before  alluded 
to,  could  have  been  obtained  had  we  required  it,  and  there  yet  re- 
Buuned  on  the  ground  more  than  two  hundred*  We  received  such  a 
number  as  waS|  in  our  opinion^  sufficient  to  show  the  assent  of  the 
council  present* 

Such  is  a  succinct  history  of  the  making  of  this  treaty.  If  I  have 
been  cempelled  to  repeat  ihe  same  ideas,  or  to  rely  upon  facts  within 
my  own  knowledge,  not  contained  in  tiie  evidence,  it  is  because  I 
deemed  it  neeeasary  in  defence  of  my  conduct  and  motives*  I  proceed 
to  notice  some  of  ^e  particular  objections  to  the  treaty. 
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l8t.  It  is  said  that  the  treaty  was  made  by  the  IU4>re8eiitative8  ef 
only  eight  towns,  when  there  are  fifty-six  in  the  nation.  To  this  I 
will  remark,  in  the  first  place,  that  this  is  a  miserable  attempt  to  de- 
lude the  Government.  Since  I  first  saw  the  Agent's  letter,  laid  be- 
fore the  Senate  with  the  treaty,  I  have  inquired  of  those  who  ought  to 
know,  and  have  become  satisfied  that  there  are  not  fifty-six  lowns  in 
.  the  nation,  unless,  indeed,  small  villages  and  settlements  coro|M>sed  of 
a  very  few  houses,  be  called  towns.  But,  supiMXsing  it  to  be  so»  it  is 
demonstrable  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  all  or  even  a  majoii ty  of 
those  should  be  represented,  in  order  to  comiK>3e  a  council  capaJile  ef 
transacting  public  business  and  signing  treaties.  Take  the  case  of 
that  assembled  by  u$  at  Indian  Spring. 

I  think  I  have  shewn  that,  on  its  fii*st  assemblage,  tliis  was  a  oom- 
petent  CauncUf  and  was  so  recognized  by  the  ^gent  himself ;  aad  yet, 
from  the  best  inquiries  i  can  make,  I  am  confident  tliat  the  number 
of  towns  from  whence  the  Chiefs  came,  did  not  exceed  twelve  op  tbir* 
teen,  to  wit :  Tuckaubatchie,  tJusseta,  Coweta,  Tlde-catch-ka  Hitcbe- 
ta,  New-yo-coo,  Talledega,  Sandtown,  Big  ShoaL  So-waga4o^ 
Uchee,  and  perhaps  two  others,  whose  names  ai*e  not  recollected.  Os- 
weet-che  had  no  chief  {iresent,  unless  Stedham,  of  So-wag-a-lo,  be  so 
considered.      And  yet  the  chiefs  so  assembled  were  a  legal  CounciL 

Again  :  Examine  the  signatui-es  to  the  treaty  at  Indian  Springs^ 
in  182^1,  and  it  will  be  found  that  not  more  than  one  fVom  tlie  upper 
towns  signed  it.     Tet,  that  treaty  has  never  been  impeached. 

2d.  It  is  said  that  '<  Mc'Intosh  was  induced  to  aigUr  and  contjietted 
his  adherents  to  sign^  the  treaty,  by  large  douceurs,  or  bribes,  offered 
or  given  to  him  by  the  Commissionerst  at  tlie  same  time  remarking^ 
that  he  had  forfeited  his  life  in  doing  so^  under  tlie  lavs  of  hismition.^ 
On  the  first  branch  of  this  assertion,  1  speak  with  confidence.  No 
bribe  or  douceurs  was  offered  to  induce  him  to  sign,  otherwise  than  as 
I  have  stated,  nor  did  we  give  him  a  dollar  as  a  dmceiir  or  bribe  to  in*  • 
duce  him  to  sign.  After  the  treaty  was  executed,  Mcintosh  andothW* 
chiefs,  whose  names  can  befurni^ed  when  requirod^  received,  at  the 
hands  of  the  Commissioners,  considerable  donations,  in  money;  and.  In 
oar  presence,  lie  distributed  a  large  sum  giveu  by  us  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  among  the  Indians  in  attendance. 

All  proof,  representing  the  bestowing  of  tiiese  presents  otherwise 
than  hei-e  stated,  i$  false.  What  I  did,  I  am  willing  to  admit ;  and, 
before  the  President,  Congress,  and  the  nation,  am  prepared  to  jus-, 
tify  it  by  precedent^  by  policy^  and  by  our  instructums. 

As  to  tlie  second  branch  of  this  objection,  I  observe,  that  Mcintosh 
never  did  use  the  expression  attributed  to  him  in  my  bearing,  nor  did 
I  hear  of  it,  until  I  met  with  it  in  Mr.  Andrews*  report 

In  this  declaration,  I  have  no  doubt  I  shall  be  supported  by  the  evi- 
dence of  Col.  Campbell,  and  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Hay  ;  to  tbecharac* 
ter  of  which  last,  even  Major  Andrews,  with  all  his  disposition  to  de* 
stroy  reputation,  cannot  find  an  objection. 

As  I  was  present  and  saw  Mcintosh  sign,  and  heard  and  saw  all  that 
passed,  and  did  not  hear  him  make  this  remark,  either  in  English,  or 
by  an  Interpreter,  I  am  disposed  not  to  believe  in  its  trtftlu 
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Sd.  But  it  seems  l-^  committed**  myaelf  by  signing  a  jpint  note  with 
McInto^«  for  goods,  *^  before  visiting  the  place  at  which  the  treaty 
was  made.'*  Yos,  Sir,  I  did  sign  a  joint  note,  for  between  S500  and 
S6OO9  with  Mcintosh,  before  I  arrived  at  tlie  Indian  Springs,  and 
feel  80  little  compunction  for  it,  that  I  can  even  spar6  a  portion  of  my 
fity  for  the  man  who  would  attempt  to  impeach  my  veracity  or  gene- 
ral character,  by  perverting  one  of  the  most  innocent  acts  of  my  life. 
I  shall  simply  relate  the  motives  by  which  I  ¥(as  impelled  to  tliis  act 
of  c&ntmUsiofh  ^^  leave  tlie  President  to  judge  of  it  as  he  pleases.  At 
MiUedgevUle,  Mcintosh  applied  to  me  for  money  to  buy  goods.  Un- 
der our  instructions,  I  concei\^  I  could,  If  I  had  chosen,  have  ordered 
to  him  the  amount  he  required,  out  of  the  funds  placed  at  Col.  Camp- 
bells and  my  disposition. 

I  did  not  think  it  right  thus  to  dispose  of  tlie  public  money  ;  yet  I 
did  not  wish  to  offend  Mcintosh,  upon  whose  aid  and  influence,  I  con^ 
fess,  I  placed  much  reliance,  in  negotiating  a  treaty.  I  had  long 
known  hrs  character,  entertained  no. doubt  of  his  solvency,  and  had 
lie  fears  that  he  would  throw  upon  me  the  burden  of  the  note.  I  knew 
lie  possessed  the  nuanSf  and  I  believed  he  passessed  the  will  to  pay  his 
debts.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  thouglit  it  better  to  lend  him  my 
individual  credit,  than  the  public  money,  and  signed  the  note  in  ques- 
tion with  him.  After  the  treaty,  he  paid  into  my  hands  the  money, 
with  which  I  discharged  the  note.  Such  are  the  facts,  on  which  I 
make  no  comment. 

It  is  said  that  this  treaty  was  made  in  violation  of  a  law  of  the 
Creek  nation,  and  the  inference  is^  that  it  is  void  on  that  account 
The  law  here  alluded  to  must  be  either — 1st,  the  Tuckaubatchie  and 
Po\e  Cat  Spring  proceedings ;  or,  2dly,  that  alluded  to  by  Pothleyo- 
hoto,  in  one  of  his  talks  at  Indian  Springs,  wherein  he  says,  that 
*»  what  is  not  done  in  the  public  square,  in  General  Council,  is  not 
binding  on  the  nation  :**  or,  Sdly,  that  more  recently  gotten  up  in  or- 
der to  justify  the  death  of  Mcintosh.  In  relation  to  all  those  laws 
it  is  first  to  be  observed*  tliat  the  autlienticity  of  tlie  whole  of  them  is 
denied  by  the  Indians  who  made  the  treaty.  The  first  and  third  are  such 
as  the  Government  of  the  United  States  would  itself  not  permit  to  have 
validity,  because  they  arc  at  war  with  its  policy,  and  tend  to  defeat  a 
compliance  with  its  engagements.  Upon  the  first,  the  Elxecutive  Depart- 
mentof  tlie  United  8tatesdid,in  fact,  put  its  veto,  by  dismissing  >yalker^ 
who  was  active  in  attempting  to  procure  their  adoption,  and  authorize 
ing  us  to  renew  our  negotiations  in  the  face  of  them.  Of  tlie  second,  wo 
never  beard,  until  it  was  mentioned  by  Pothleyoholo,  at  Indian  Springs, 
and  there  its  existence  was  denied,  and  that  denial  supported  by  re- 
ference to  precedents.  Tlie  Agent  gave  us  no  notice  of  any  such,  and, 
like  ourselves,  met  and  addressed  the  Council  at  Indian  Springs,  as 
one  authorized  to  make  a  treaty.  This  he  would  not  have  done,  had 
he  known  of  such  a  law,  and  he  ought  to  have  known  of  it,  if  any  ex- 
isted. Of  the  third,  we  never  heard  until  the  death  of  Mcintosh.  But 
I  go  Airther,  and  say,  that,  had  the  Agent  himself  informed  us  of  oZI 
of  them,  I  should  have  disregarded  them^  and  have  told  the  deluded 
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beings  who  had  been  led  to  adopt  them,  that  the  United  ^ates  G«dd 
not  recognize  their  validity.  In  fact,  such  was  the  manner  in  which 
we  treated  the  first  arBroken  Art*ow9  and  our  declaration  was  adout- 
ted.  or,  at  least,  not  denied.  We  felt  authorized  to  du  so  bj  ow  in* 
structions,  and,  tndc^l,  adopted  the  language  of  tfie  hite  Secretary  of 
War,  in  his  lettei*s  to  Governor  McMinn,  or  Col.  Meigs,  in  reJatiott 
to  similar  proceedings  by  the  Cherokees.  If  in  this  we  were  not 
correct,  then  it  would  be  well,  by  a  solemn  act,  to  recognize  the  inde- 
pendence of  these  tribes. 

The  expression  attributed  to  Mcintosh,  tiiat  he  had  forfeited  bis 
life  under  the  laws  of  his  nation,  no  doubt  has  reference  to  one  or 
all  of  these  laws ;  and  hence,  it  is  argued,  arises  the  reason  otpremis* 
ing  him  protection  in  the  treaty.  L^  us  suppose,  for  a  momeat,  the 
existence  and  validity  of  such  laws.  If,  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of 
the  Government,  in  violation  of  them,  he  agreed  tio  a  cession  of  laad» 
then  it  was  proper  that  the  Government  should  not  only  premue  him 
protection,  but  afford  it  also.  Ilie  fact  is,  however,  tha^  at  Brokn 
Arrow  and  Indian  Springs,  he  denied  most  positively  the  existence  of 
the  two  first,  and,  ef  the  last,  we  have  no  doubt  lie  was  as  ignorafit  as 
we  were.  As  to  the  reasons  by  which  we  wci*e  influenced  in  promise 
ing  protection  against  the  **  whites  and  all  others,^  they  are  already 
before  the  world.  Mcintosh  did  not  ask  it,  for  flie  treaty  making 
party,  because  thry  had  violated  any  law  of  his  nation  ;  nor  did  we 
promise  it  on  that  account  But  he  believed,  and  frequently  expres- 
sed that  belief  to  us^  tliat  he  had  enemies  who  would  seek  his  life  on  the 
slightest  pretence.  Nor  was  he  backward  in  telling  who  those  ene- 
mies were.  They  were  to  be  found  among  the  Indians  hostile  to  the 
United  States  dui'ing  the  late  war,  whom  he  had  so  severely  chastised 
hy  his  prowess  in  battle.  Thcgr  were  to  be  found  in  Big  Warrior,  (his 
competitor  foriioMrer^  and  influence  in  the  nation^)  and  his  adherents 
ill  the  Upper  Towns."  They  were  to  be  found  in  the  Cherokees  whose 
▼ihdictivc  hatred  he  had  excited  by  not  uniting  with  them  in  resisting 
the  wishes  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the  people 
of  Georgia.  Tliey  were  to  he  found  nmong  the  Indian  coontrymen^ 
and  the  licensed  traders  and  tavern  keepers.  Lastly,  they  were  to  be 
found,  as  he  openly  and  emphatically  insisted  to  us,  in  Uke  prindpal 
itgtnt  and  his  assistants. 

Had  we  even  thought  that  his  suspicions  ^-ere  irafounded,  I  know 
not  whether  it  would  have  been  pi*o[)cr  to  have  withheld  a  promise  of 
protection  when  solicited  by  hiro.  But,  in  truth,  we  did  not  believe 
that  they  were  unfounded.  Of  one  thing  there  is  no  doubt  and  that 
is,  that  not  only  Mcintosh  and  Etomme  Tustunnuggee,  who  did  sign 
the  treaty,  but  Hawkins,  who  did  not,  have  been  murdered^  and  from 
the  utter  indifference  manifested  on  tlicf  occasion,  as  may  be  seen  iit 
the  whole  body  of  the  evidence,  it  wiH  be  decided  by  posterity.  If  wot 
by  the  present  generation,  that  his  suspicions  were  justj  and  his  ap- 
prehensions of  danger  by  no  means  visionary. 

That  tlie  money  was  stipulatecl  to  be  paidto  the  <<  emigrating  par- 
ty,'* and  not  to  the  nation,  admits  of  rendj  explanation.    Such  as  did 
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not  emigrate  were  not  in  justice  entitled  to  anj  part  of  it.  It  was 
aslced,  and  promised,  to  paj  ttiem  for  tlie  improvements  tliejr  were 
about  to  r^nquisli,  for  tlie  es^^ses  of  their  journey,  or,  as  expressed 
in  the  treaty  itself,  <<  as  an  equivalent  for  the  loss  .and  inconveniences''^ 
they  would  sustain  by  removal,  and  ^*  to  enable  them  to  obtain  sup. 
I^ies  in  their  new  settlement  Under  this  view,  those  who  would  not 
emi^ratCf  had  no  claim  upon  the  money. 

Nothing  has  yet  occurred  to  prove  to  my  mind  that  CoL  Caropbell's 
estimate  of  the  number  of  the  Georgia  Indians,  or  of  those  who  were 
believed  to  be  willing  to  exchange  their  lands,  was  too  great  a/  th€ 
time  it  tvas  made*  That  tliey  are  not  noWf  or  were  not  when  Mr. 
Andrews  drew  his  report,  as  numerous  as  tliey  were  when  Colon^ 
Campbell  made  his  estimate,  is  by  no  means  wonderful  The  Indians 
are  not  remakable  for  a  pertinacious  adherence  to  their  party,  or 
tlieir  principles.  During  tlie  late  war,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  a 
vast  majority  of  the  Nation  were  hostiUf  while  those  who  remained 
friendly,  were  a  **  little  treaty-making  party.**  At  present,  scarcely 
one  can  be  found  who  wiJI  admit  he  was  of  the  Iiostile  party.  Yet  no 
one  will  contend  that  tliey  were  all"  destroyed.  The  truth  is,  a  fear 
of  the  powers  of  the  Government  wrought  a  wonderful  change  in  tlieir 
sentiments. 

Their  changes  of  opinion,  on  the  recent  occasion,  may  be  attribute^ 
to  similar  causes.  I  yet  entertain  the  confident  belief  tliat  Colonel 
Campbell's  estimate  was  not  too  large ;  and  had  the  Agent  and  ht9 
Assistants,  and  the  Spedul  Jigents,  despatched  to  the  nation  during 
the  past  year,  have  held  with  them  a  difierent  language ;  had  tbej 
told  to  the  opposing  party  that  complaint  was  fruitless;  had  they  Ibr- 
Ibidden  the  exercise  of  violence,  or  punished  it  when  it  was  manifest^ 
ed ;  had  they  taken  Mcintosh  and  his  adherents  by  the  hand  as  the 
true  friends  of  the  United  States,  I  confidently  venture  the  opinion, 
(and  if  Mr.  Andrews  can  be  tolerated  in  giving  a  mere  winion  a^ 
to  probabili'ies,  I  presume  I  may  be  also,)  that  the  estiifiate  of  Colonel 
Campbell  would  have  been  found  correct  with  an  accession  of  numb^rs« 

But  how  different  was  the  course  pursued  :  Mcintosh,  an(l  all 
friendly  to  the  treaty,  were  denounced  as  traitors.  The  Commission* 
ers  of  the  United  States  are  charged  with  bribery  and  <^rruption  ; 
and  the  treaty  declared  to  be  the  work  of  intrigue  and  treachery. 
The  Indians  do  not  want  sagacity  to  discover  in  what  direction  the 
Current  of  favor,  proceeding  from  the  officers  of  the  United  States,  is 
setting.  To  those  acquainted  with  their  character,  no  surprise  is  ex* 
cited  by  the  rapid  diminution  of  those  originally  included  in  Colonel 
Cainpbeirs  estimate. 

It  is  askeii,  by  what  right  we  included  a  part  of  tlie  Alabama  lands 
in  the  cession  ?  I  answer,  that  tliese  considerations  induced  us,  ist^ 
because  a  part  of  that  territory  was  repi-esented  in  the  councils 
The  whole  of  the  chiefs  of  Talledega,  one  of  the  most  considerable 
Indian  towns  in  Alabama,  witli  one  exception,  agreed  to  a  cession* 
2d.  That  the  nation  was  competently  represented  by  those  with  whrai 
wecommciiced  our  negotiations,  as  I  have  attempted  to  shew  |  and, 
95 
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Sd,  becftuse,  by  catting  them  off  from  the  Cherokee  nation,  the  rerno* 
val  of  the  whole  tribe,  and  of  the  Cherokees  also,  would  be  rendered 
more  probid>le9  and  greatly  promoted.  These  reasons  are  submitted 
without  comment. 

The  additional  article  appended  to  the  treaty  two  days  after  its  sig- 
nature, concerning  the  reserves,  is  adverted  to,,  for  the  purpose  of  in* 
validating  tlie  treaty,  and  impeaching  the  Commissioners.  A  few 
words,  it  is  believed,  will  give  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  this  ar- 
ticle :  Under  the  treaty  of  18SI«  Mcintosh  claimed  two  rcsen^ations, 
both  of  which  were  under  lease  for  a  long  term  of  years.  That  at 
the  Indian.  Springs,  though  not  valuable  for  its  soil,  had  become  a 
place  of  great  resort,  because  of  the  mineral  quality  of  the  watei*s,  on 
which  account  considerable  improvements  had  been  made ;  the  other 
was  a  valuable  tract  of  land  on  the  Oakmulgec. 

The  leases  ufon  these  reservations  had  to  be  purchased  before  the 
Indian  title  could  be  extinguislied ;  the  lessees  demanding  prices 
possibly  somewhat  greater  than  their  value. 

For  both  reservations  we  stipulated  to  pay  jS25,000  ;  out  of  which, 
to  my  knowledge,  Mcintosh  had  to  pay  his  lessees,  Bailey  and  Ectors^ 
the  sum  of  2  13,000.  The  nett  sum  obtained  by  him,  was  therefore 
2 12,000t  a  sum  it  is  believed  considei'ably  short  of  the  value  of  the 
lands  at  the  time  of  making  the  treaty. 

Had  we  failed  to  extinguish  his  title  to  these  reserves,  we  had  no 
doubt  their  increasing  value  would  have  increased  the  cost,  and  again 
imposed  upon  Congress  the  necessity  of  making  an  appropriation,  as 
in  a  former  case,  for  their  purchase. 

But  the  next  charge  made  by  Mr.  Andrews  against  the  validity  of 
the  treaty,  which  I  shall  notice,  is  that  stating,  that  •«  it  would  ap- 
pear, from  the  affidavits  of  Captain  Triplett,  Colonel  Hambly,  John 
Winslett,  Samuel  Srells,  and  Joseph  Hardage,  that  tlie  5th  article  of 
the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  which  places  two  hundred  thmisand 
dollars  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  who  effected  the  treaty^ 
has  been  surreptiiiotisly  introduced  into  it,  inasmuch  as  it  was  never 
read  or  interpreted  to  the  Indians  who  signed  the  treaty,  or  those. who 
were  present  at  the  signing.''  Although  this  heavy  chai^ge  is  Introduced 
with  an  "  it  would  appear ,**  by  the  way  of  a  salvo  for  the  witnesses, 
or  for  other  ingenious  purposes,  hereafter  to  be  developed,  it  is  y^ 
brought  forwanl  in  a  shape  which  is  tangible,  and  will  enable  the 
President,  or  Congress,  or  the  nation,  or  other  tribunal  to  which  it 
may  be  referred,  to  decide  according  to  the  credit  given  to  the  testi- 
mony on  either  side,  who  is  to  be  believed ;  and  upon  that  decision, 
probably,  will  the  validity  of  the  treaty  depend,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
deciding  tribunal. 

Among  the  witnesses  here  enumerated  by  Mr.  Andrews,  are  two, 
{Triplett  and  Hambly,)  upon  whom  he  has  bestowed  unbounded 
praises.  Major  Andrews,  himself,  admits,  that,  before  the  making  of 
the  treaty,  the  standing  and  character  of  Colonel  Campbell  and  my- 
self were  highly  respectable. 

I  state  then,  in  the  most  explicit  terms,  that  this  article  of  the  trea- 
ty wa«  in  the  order  in  which  it  stands,  and  immediately  before  the 
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at^tft;^  cdnrnttteedj  distinctly  and  plainly  read  in  the  presence  and 
hearing  of  the  Interpreter^  (Humbly,)  and  of  thos§  who  were  present 
ai  the  reading  of  the  other  part  of  the  treaty  :  and  although  I  cannot 
-say  it  was  intenfreted  to, the  Indians,  because  I  do  not  know  the  Credc 
language,  yet  i  can  say  that  the  Interpreter  (Hambly)  understood  itf 
and  seemed  to  interpret  it;  and  that^  ir  a  fraud  was  committed  about 
that,  it  was  committed  by  Hambly^  and  not  the  Commissioners. 

Here,  then,  is  an  issue  formed,  the  affirmation  being  with  me  ;  and, 
in  order  to  support  my  statement,  I  refer  you  to  the  testimony  of  Col. 
Campbell,  and  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Hay,  and  the  affidavit  of  Doctor 
William  Meriwether,  my  brotlier,  who  is  now  dead,  but  who  made 
his  affidavit  after  hearing  that  such  evidence  had  been  collected  by 
Mr.  Andrews,  in  anticipation  of  his  own  death,  which,  from  his  situ- 
ation,  he  found  would  happen  before  it  could  be  taken  more  formally. 
To  these  I  am  ready  to  ^dd  my  own  affidavit,  which  Major  Andrew? 
shall  see  sworn  to  if  he  chooses.  1  say  nothing  about  Stinson's  affi- 
davit, who  has  sworn  to  the  same  fact.  I'his  may  impose  upon  the 
President  a  delicate  task,  yet  it  is  one  not  of  difficult  i)erformance.  The 
characters  of  all  are  known,  it  has  so  happened  that  circumstances 
have  made  all  the  persons  named  on  my  part,  extensively  known  in 
Georgia.  I  refer  to  no  names*  The  President  may  apply  to  any 
man  of  resfiectability  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  whether  friend  or  ene- 
my, to  whom  we  were  knoVn,  for  tlieir  characters.  Nor  should  the 
President  feel  atiy  difficulties  on  this  subject  It  is  a  trial  of  the 
eredtbUity  of  the  most  material  witnesses  sworn  on  this  occasion.  If, 
in  that  trial,  it  appears  that  we  are  unworthy  of  credit,  then  neitlier 
the  President,  or  any  one^  sliould  regard  any  thing  urged,  or  said,  or 
sworn  to,  by  us.  If,  on  the  conti»ary,  we  are  to  be  believed,  then 
will  he  be  enabled  to  estimate  the  character  of  the  testimony  against 
115),  and  of  the  Special  JlgenU  by  wiiom  it  was  collected. 

There  were  many  other  of  Mr.  Andrews*  sophisms,  upon  which  I 
was  desirous  of  remarking;  but  I  am  sensible  of  the  propriety  of 
closing  this  communication,  unembellished  and  rude  as  it  is,  if  I 
should  desire  its  perusal.  The  necessity  of  extending  it  is  also  less- 
ened by  my  remarks  as  to  the  last  objection  noticed.  I  claim  the 
indulgence  of  the  President,  tlien,  until  I  make  a  few  observations  in 
regard  to  the  management  of  the  funds  placed  by  Government  at  our 
disposal.     The  first  I  shall  make  is  entirely  personal  to  myself. 

bitiiated  as  I  was,  at  a  considerable  distance  from  any  bank,  I  had 
no  safe  place  of  deposite  for  the  funds  transmitted  to  us.  On  this  ac- 
count, therefore,  even  when  urged  by  Colonel  Cam|)bell,  I  refused 
receiving  into  my  custody  any  considerable  portion  of  thetai ;  but  in- 
sisted tliat,  as  he  lived  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  a  branch  of 
the  State  Bank  of  Georgia,  of  which  he  was  a  Director,  that  he 
should  receive  the  money,  and  deposite  it  there,  or  in  some  Bank 
more  convenient  for  disbursement  Acconlingly,  the  whple  of  it  has 
come  to  his  hands  in  the  first  instance.  From  the  commencement  of 
our  operations,  therefoi*e,  under  the  commissions  and  instructions 
given  us,  I,  have  never  had  more  than  about  %  1,500  in  my  possession, 
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at  any  one  itme,  unless  when  actnaHy  engaged  in  eompany  In  onr 
duties  ;  nor  did  this  remain  but  a  short  time  in  mj  possession.  This 
statement  will  be  supported  by  a  circumstance,  of  the  truth  of  which 
you  can  be  satisfied  by  turning  to  most  of  our  accounts,  which  have 
been  made  out  and  returned  by  Colonel  Campbell,  indivtdQally*  My 
impression,  from  memory,  is,  that  I  aided  in  making  up  only  one  of 
those  accounts.  You  will  be  better  satisfied  of  it  by  tiie  admission 
of  CoL  Camjibell,  in  our  exposition  already  pubKsbed.  I  am  under 
the  belief  that  this  was  not  unknown  to  Mr*  Andrews,  and,  if  so, 
notliing  can  more  plainly  exhibit  the  strong  prejudice  under  which  he 
•act^  than  bis  blending  the  Cammim4merSf  when  he  speaks  of  the 
management  of  these  funds. 

The  amount  of  four  appropriations,  first  and  last,  has  been  ^aeed 
in  our  hands,  Ist  The  sum  of  0  30,000,  to  hold  a  treaty  with  the 
Cherokees.  The  n^otiation  failed,  as  you  know,  and,  consequently, 
but  a  small  amount  of  it  expended,  for  which  the  account  is  rendered. 

9d.  The  sum  of  S  50,000,  apprc^riated  to  purchase  the  tracts 
w  reserved**  to  the  Indians  by  the  Cberokee  Treaty  of  1819,  and  by 
-  the  Creek  Treaty  at  Indian  Spring,  of  January,  1821.  This  duty 
was  parformed.  The  account  of  ttie  disbursements  made  by  us  has 
been  rendered,  and  the  balance  unexpended,  now  under  the  control  of 
CoL  Campbell,  I  am  authorized,  by  my  last  conversatioa  with  him,  to 
say,  is,  and  always  has  been,  ready,  and  awaiting  the  order  ef  flie 
GovemnMut 

3d»  The  sum  of  g  50,000,  appropriateil  ta  hold  the  treaty  vift 
the  Creeks.  This  amount  was  constituted  by  the  unexpended  balance 
of  tlie  appropriation  first  named  (about  S.^.OOO)  and  a  sum  in 
addition  thereto,  sufficient  to  make  i  50,000.  Out  of  this  we  defray- 
ed the  expenses  of  the  lat^  treaty,  ^^including  those  of  our  commis- 
sion, issue  of  i^rovisions,  and  presents  under  ouf  orders,  and  sucb  preli- 
minary expenses  as  tlie  Agent  may  be  authorized  to  incur."  (See  our 
ia«3tructioiis,  l6th  July,  1824.)  Itie  only  limitation  put  upon  our 
discretion,  in  regard  to  these  expenses,  was,  that  they  should  not 
exceed  the  appropriation  of  S  50^000.  The  accounts  of  the  disburse- 
ments under  tliis  appropriation  have  also  been  i*endefed  by  Coldnd 
Campbell,  showing,  after  all  the  clamor  of  intrigue,  bribery,  and 
corruption,  an  unexpended  balance  of  about  i  I  St  000,  which,  I  am 
in  like  manner  authorized  to  say,  is,  and  always  has  been>  ready, 
and  at  the  order  of  the  Govemme^it. 

4tb.  A  draft  on  Branch  Bank  of  the  United  States,  for  8^200,000, 
issued  under  the  appropriation  of  ,  of  the  last  session  of  Con* 

Sress,  to  pay  the  first  amount  stipulated  in  the  late  treaty.  This 
raft  reached  Colonel  Campbell's  hands  in  April.  I  never  saw* 
the  draft.  In  order  for  its  negotiation  it  was  necessary  that  mine 
and  Colonel  Campbell's  names  should  be  endorsed  on  it.  It  being 
inconvenient  for  him  to  see  me,  and  meeting  with  my  brother,  the 
latter,  to  enable  Colonel  Campbell  to  negotiate  the  drat  as  soon  as 
possible,  took  tlie  responsibility,  after  consulting  a  friend,  to  endorse 
my  name  on  the  drafts  a  responsibility  which,  subsequently,  and  as. 
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soon  as  I  fli^  m j  brother,  IsaneHoned  and  approroed.  The  draft  was 
negotiated,  as  I  have  understood  and  believe,  through  the  agency  of 
McKenzie  and  Ponce,  a  mercantile  house,  at  that  time  as  responsible 
and  reepectable  as  any  in  Augusta*  Of  this  sum,  a  portion  has  been 
expended,  for  which  ajfi  account  has  been  rendered  by  Colonel  Camph 
beU;  and  the  r^idue  would  speedily  have  been  paid  to  the  Indians, 
but  for  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  directing  us  to  suqiend 
its  payment,  and  to  pay  the  sum  to  General  Gaines. 

I  have  no  doubt  the  unexpem1e<l  balance,  amounting  to  about  8  19I9- 
000,  has  been  paid  to  General  Gaines.  I  have  recently  learned, 
through  the  Second  Auditor,  that  General  Gaines  has  given  to  Col^ 
.  Campbell  no  receipt.  But  General  Gaines  is  at  present  in  the  citv, 
and  froih  him  it  can  be  known,  if  it  is  not  already  known,  wheth^  he 
received  the  money. 

5th.  The  sum  of  fH  25,000,  transmitted  under  the  same  appropria-^ 
tion  of  last  year,  to  pay  for  Mcintosh's  reserves,  according  to  tho 
ad^Ktional  article  of  the  late  treaty.  This  sum  has  been  paid,  and,  I 
presume,  the  account  rendereil  to  the  proper  oiScers. 

Major  Andrews'  repoK  abounds  with  insinuations,  and  what  he  is 
pleased  to  term  pi-oof,  of  the  misapplication  of  these  various  sums. 
I  beg  leave  here  to  say,  A  at  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  misapplica- 
.  tion  of  any  portion  of  ttiem,  and  that  /  never  did,  directly  or  intlirect- 
ly,  authorize  or  sanction  the  application  of  them,  or  any  part  of  tliem, 
to  other  than  the  leg^tinmte  objects  for  which  they  were  placed  in  our 
hands  :  nor  was  I  ever  applied  to  for  such  sanction  or  authority. 

It  is  said  that  2  10,000,  of  some  of  tliese  amounts,  were  advanced 
to  Colonel  Williamson,  for  the  purpose  of  speculating  in  negroes.  I 
liave  understood  and  believe,  that  Colonel  Williamsont  during  the 
time  that  these  moneys  were  at  our  ordei^,  diti  purchase  a  parcel  of 
negroes  in  South  Carolina*  (whether  for  speculation  or  his  own  pri- 
vate use,  I  know  not,  nor  do  I  care  :)  But  1  have  also  understood,, 
irom  a  most  respectable  source,  and  believe  it  can  be  proven,  that  tlie 
moneys  with  which  these  negroes  were  bought  (and*  it  is  to  the-se  that  I 
Ufiderstand  tlie  charge  to  api4y)  was  pi*ocured  by  a  draft  of  the  house 
of  McKenzie  &  Ponce,  of  Augiista,  (given  not  to  the  credit  of  any 
part  of  those  public  moneys,)  on  a  house  of  Fitzsimmons,  in  Charles- 
ton. Of  one  thing  II  am  sure^  that  I  never  authorized  any  sum  out  of 
tlie  public  money,  or  otherwise,  to  be  advanced  to  Colonel  William- 
son for  the  purpose  of  buying  negroes,  and  that  I  have  no  knowledge 
of  Col.  Campbell's  having  done  s<i ;  neither  do  I  believe  he  ever  did. 

It  is  said  tliat  the  public  money  confided  to  us  was  used  in  mercan- 
tile si)eculations.  I  presume  this  charge  has  relation  to  the  0  200,000 
above  mentioned,  the  draft  for  which  was  negotiated,  as  I  am  inform- 
ed, by  Colonel  Campbell  to  the  bank  of  Augusta,  thnnigh  the  agency 
of  McKenzie  and  Ponce.  I  have  no  knowledge  that  such  was  the 
fact.  It  tnay  be  true,  however :  for  I  shall  not  deny  that  reports  of 
tills  kind  have  reached  me;  but  I  know  that,  if  true,  it  was  done 
without  my  consent,  knowledge,  or  approbation  :  and,  no  doubt.  Sir, 
y^u  are  now  satisfied  that  the  unexi>ended  balance  of  this  sum,  as  soon 
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aflber  jonr  ordtn*  as  was  practicable,  waa,  aa  before  s  tated ,  paid  to  GeSi 
Gaines.  The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  this  fact  is,  by  no  means, 
favorable  to  the  truth  of  the  reports,  or  evidence  In  question,  espe- 
cially as  it  was  known  in  Georgiat  for  some  time  previous  to  its  pay- 
ment, that  Mc&enzie  and  Ponce,  who  are  said  thus  to  have  jused  the 
money,  had  become  embarrassed. 

Major  Andrews  introduces  into  his  report  the  following  remark  : ' 
**  Documents  are  now  in  my  possession,  not  connected  Ttnth  tkeprtunt 
investigatiotif  which,  however,  show,  that,  in  tiie  purchase  of  one  of 
the  reserves  yvhich  the  Commissioners  of  the  late  treaty  were  author- 
ized  to  purchase,  tliesum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  was  to  have  been 
given  for  it ;  that  title  deeds  were  given  to  the  Commissioners^  but  that 
tlie  claimant,  up  to  this  time,  has  received  hut  six  hundred  dollars  of 
the  atnount,  and  has  sought  after  the  balance  in  vain  fromthe  Com* 
missioners.**  Nothing  can  more  conclusively  show  the  malignant 
prejudices  and  partialities  of  Mr.  Andrews,  tiian  the  introduction  of 
these  remarks,  into  his  report  on  tlie  trial  of  tlie  Agent,  seeing  that 
they  were  <<  not  connected  with  the  present  investigation.''  It  shows 
conclUsiyelyt  that  the  investigation  of  the  Agenfs  condact,  as  con- 
ducted by  him,  has  been  a  mere  farce.  Major  Andrews  felt  himself 
engaged  in  the  investigation  of  the  Commissioners^  conduct,  and  not 
that  of  tlie  Agent. 

But,  Sir,  I  never  did,  and  never  will,  shrink  from  the  investiga* 
tion  of  any  portion  of  my  public  (an^  I  hope  I  may  say,  without  van- 
ity,) or  private  conduct.  Tou  are  at  liberty  to  pursue  the  investiga- 
tion of  this  business  to  any  extent  you  please,  ana  I  venture  to.  affirm, 
that,  so  far  as  my  agency  goes,  you  will  find  the  facts  to  be  as  follows  : 

The  reserve  alluded  to,  I  presume,  is  that  of  Michee  Barnard,  held 
by  him  under  the  Indian  Spring  treaty,  of  1821.  The  instructions 
under  which  we  were  authorized  to  purchase  those  reserves,  were  re- 
ceived pi*eviousty  to  the  commission  under  which  we  made  tiie  treaty. 
I,  at  one  time,  made  an  effort  to  purchase  this  reserve ;  but  the  price 
demanded  was  so  great,  that  I  refused  the  offers ;  not  long  aftep  this, 
I  resigned  my  commission  to  negotiate  with  the  Cberokeos,  under 
which  these  my  instructions  wci-e  given.  My  resigaAtioa  iSf  or 
ought  to  be,  in  the  War  Department  « C^^l.  Campbell  subsequently 
made  tlie  purchase,  from  the  authorized  agent  of  Barnard.  The  title 
deeds  may  have  been  gi  ven  to  a  Commissioner ;  but  [not]  to  tlie  Commis- 
sioners. Such  was  my  agency  in  this  business.  I  have  no  doubt  but 
that  Col.  Campbell  has  made  a  satisfactory  communication  to  you  on 
this  subject,  as  regards  his  acts,  and  to  tliat  I  refer  you. 

In  concluding  these  remarks  upon  Major  Andrews*  report,  which 
I  am  willing  to  admit  are  imperfect,  I  shall  not  disguise  from  you 
that  my  anxiety,  as  to  the  result,  is  most  painful.  I  had  hoped  that 
my  public  life  would  be  passed  without  reproach,  though  I  never  en- 
tertiiiied  tire  vain  ex|>ectation  of  making  it  brilliant  From  my  pa- 
rents, I  inherited  but  little  more  than  an  honest  name,  and  my  great- 
est solicitude  has  been  to  preserve  tliat  inheritance  untarnished* 
It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  obuin  the  confidence  of  the  Peofde  of

Georgia  on  more  occasions  than  one,  and  by  ttieir  last  act  of  kind- 
ness and  favor^  I  have  been  selected  as  one^of  their  Representatives 
in  the  councils  of  the  nation.  The  two  commissions  which  I  have 
namedf  were  conferred  upon  me  without  solicitation^  and  without 
the  prospect  of  other  reward  than  the  pleasure  derived  from  the 
faithful  discharge  of  a  public  trust  Though  uufortujiate  in  the  first, 
I  was  not  without  hope^  that  the  successful  result  of  the  last — a  re- 
sult which,  I  cannot  doubt,  was  in  accordance  with  tlie  wishes  of  the 
Oovemment,  and  with  the  instructions  under  which  t  acted— -would 
have  obtained  for  roe,  at  least,  an  acknowledgment  of  an  honest  zeal, 
faithfully  to  do  my  duty.  Of  this^]KM)r  consolation,.  I  feel  that  I  am 
about  to  be  deprived,  by  the  insinuations  of  a  man  w  hom  X  know  not, 
and  who  never  knew  mc  !  Were  this  trial  of  my  character  to  be  had 
among  those  to  whom  my  past  life  was  known,  1  should  not  fear  the  issue. 
But  it  is  to  be  had  before  a  tribunal  to  which  I  am  as  much  un- 
known as  to  my  accusers,  and  from  whose  decision  there  is  no  ap- 
peal. A  tribunal  created  by  whomj  or  ofwhonif'l  am  utterly  ig- 
norant. It  may  be  the  President,  it  may  be  Congress,  it  may  be  the 
nation ;  but,  be  they  who  they  may,  I  appeal  to  theii*  justice,  and  not 
their  humanity.

Secretary  of  War  to  the  Creek  Deputation* 

DePARTHEI^T  of  WARf 

10th  January 9  1826. 

2b  OpotfileyoholOf  and  others^ 

Delegates  from  Hie  Creek  nation: 

Fribi?d8  and  Brothers  :  Your  Oreat  Father,  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  Tiewing  you  as  his  children,  and  being  anxious 
for  your  peace  and  happiness,  has  directed  me  i^gain  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  late  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs.  This  would  have 
beeii  sooner  done,  but  be  waited  to  hear  fi'om  Georgia  in  regard  to 
your  proposal  to  make  the  Chattahoochy  the  boundary,  and  give  up 
the  country  East  of  that  river.  The  answer  was  received  yester* 
day,  and  the  offer  is  rejected. 

I  have  heretofore  explained  to  you  the  embarrassing  circumstan^ 
ces  in  which  your  opposition  to  the  treaty  has  placed  your  Gi'eat 
Father.  U|»on  the  one  hand,  the  treaty  has  been  made  and^  ratified 
by  his  council ;  and,  as  mfitters  now  stand,  he  is  bound  to  carry  its 
provisions  ibto  effect.  Upon  the  other  hand,  you  not  only  protest 
against  any  measures  being  taken  towards  fulfilling  its  provisions^ 
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bot  ask  for  its  annolmeat,  whilst  Georgia  demands  its  exac«tio«» 
Under  such  circuiiistaiices«  your  Great  Father,  who  is  the  friend 
of  peacoy  and  anxious  for  jour  prosperity*  is  destrou^  of  obtaininf 
at  least  so  much  of  your  assent  to  that  treaty  as  will  secure  to  Geor- 
gia  all  the  lands  within  the  chartered  limits  of  that  State.  Tou 
will  see  in  this  new  effort  to  urge  upon  you  a  compliance,  with  this 
proposition,  the  great  anxiety  of  your  Great  Father  for  your  peaca 
and  prosperity.  Tou  are  too  well  acquainted  with  the  past,  not  to 
know  how  utterly  impossible  It  is  for  the  red  and  the  white  man  ta 
live  and  prosper  together.  Look  at  the  present  reduced  state  of 
the  Indian  population  in  every  State  in  which,  as  a  People,  you 
were  once  numerous  and  powerfuL  In  the  place  of  thousands,  you 
see  only  a  few  scattered  bands,  and  these  are  fast  disappearing.  la 
there  any  thing  in  the  constitution  of  the  Creeks,  or  their  Gh>vem- 
nent,  to  save  them  from  a  like  destiny  ?  But  how  disheartening  is 
your  prospects  even  mote  so  than  was  that  of  otiier  tribes,  once  even 
More  numerous  than  yours,  when  you  look  at  the  present  and  con- 
template  the  future!  The  fires  of  discord  are  lit  in  every  part  ot 
the  country  you  now  inhabit.  Your  quiet  is  disturbed,  and  your  Peo* 
pie  bend  before  the  blast  which  in  thinning  your  numbers,  like  the 
wind  in  Autumn,  which  scatters  in  all  directions  the  leaves  of  the 
forest  Will  you  still  cling  to  your  purpose  of  living  ampng  theae 
disquieting  circumstances,  with  every  thing  to  convince  you  ttiaf 
you  are  fit^t  approaching  the  same  state  of  the  thousands  who  hnve 
gone  before  you,  whose  situations  were,  comparatively,  so  much 
more  likely  to  preserve  them  than  is  yours  I  I  wish  to  impress  it  up- 
on you,  that  you  owe  it  to  your  children  to  pursue  that  policy  which 
will  not  only  be  best  for  you,  but  for  them  also.  I  ^insider  you  in 
the  light  of  intelligent  men,  and,  therefore,  it  is  that  I  reason  wi^ 
you ;  I  know  you  have  hearts  that  cherish  a  warm  attachment  for 
your  children,  and,  therefore,  I  would  point  to  you  the  way  for  their 
J^appiness. 

You  have  yourselves  expressed  a  willingness  to  make  the  Chat« 
tahoochy  the  boundary.  Of  what  avail  to  you  would  be  the  itttie 
country  that  would  remain  beyond  ?  You  might  i-etire  to  iU  but 
would  Georgia  be  satisfied  ?  Would  you  net  be  subject  there,  to 
tiia  same  embarrassing  consequences,  which  would  produpe,  like 
they  have  in  former  times,  and  amting  other  tribes,  your  extinction 
as  a  race?     Why,  then  be  so  blind  to  your  own  interests? 

But  there  is  another  consideration  which  you  caai^ot,  as  a  high- 
'minded  People,  be  insensible  to.  There  is  indulged  towards  our 
Indiana  a  dueling  of  great  kindness*  not  only  by  the  Government, 
but  by  our  citizens  generally.  It  is  wished  to  4»lace  them  all  as  a 
People  in  situations  where  they  shall  no  longer  be  subject  to  the 
causes  which  have  operated  hitherto  to  destroy  themt  but  where 
they  may  live  and  flourish,  and,  under  a  Government  suited  to  them, 
enjoying  places  of  honor,  and  trust,  and  profit.  The  opportunity  is 
now  offered  to  you  to  talie  a  lead  in  this  great  work.  It  would  be- 
caoM  the  Creek  nation  to  do  so.  Why  not  therefore,  be  the  first 
4o  take  this  step  in-  the  way  which  is  pointed  out  to  you  ? 
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.Bbfi  When' your  present  Tery  perilous  condition  is  viewed,  the 
ipbligation  appears  binditij^  on  you  to  do  so*  The  treaty  has  ^een 
inacl^  and  ratified.  The  compact  with  Georgia  presses  upon  your 
Great  Fiither;  but  therd  id  no  sttcb  compact  with  regard  to  any 
other  section  of  country.  It  is  to  this  I  am  directed  specially  tci 
caM  your  attention.  You  have,  been  told  that  your  Great  Father 
has  no  power  over  this  treaty.  All  that  remains  for  him  to  do,  is 
to  execute  Its  provisions.  He  reasons  with  you,  and  counsels  yoii. 
He  wishes  to  see  you  do  well.  His  advice  in  given  with  the  best 
feelings.  If  you  resist  it,  he  cannot  answer  for  the  consequences; 
Upon  the  other  hand,  if  you  approve  and  will  act  according  to  hid 
iMvice,  you  will  entitle  yourselves  to  his  special  p>*otecti6n  knd 
,  friendship.  Tou  will,  in  addition^  be  paid  for  your  country,  and 
have  one  given  to  you,  in  its  steady  In  all  respects  suited  to  your  pros- 
{lerity*  There  is  too  much  of  reason  in  this  proposition  to  authorize 
a  belief  that  you  will  reject  it.  By  acquiescing,  yon  have*  &  bright 
prospect  before  you,  and  every  thing  to  gain^  by  rejecting  it,  your 
destiny,  viewed  in  regard  to  the  present  question,  is  dark  and 
doubtful ;  certain,  however,  as  to  the  wasting  away  of  your  People^ 
like  the  nations  which  once  lived  like  you,  but  are  noW  no  more ! 

r  wish  your  answer  as  soon  as  you  can  think  well  upon  the  pro- 
position ;  and  that  you  bring  it  in  person,  as  it  is  iny  yiUh  to  se^ 
you  all  before  you  return  to  your  homes.

Friend  AiTD  Brother:  ^e  Have  perused  yours  of  the  10th  in- 
stant, in  which,  by  order  of  the  President,  you  urge  our  acquiesconse 
In  the  proposition  which  demands  the  surrender  of  all  our  lands  In 
the  chartered  limits  of  Georgia^  Too  well,  and  with  an  able  tOHgue^ 
have  you  painted  the  degradation  of  the  Indian  raCe,  and  the  Cause 
that  impels  the  last  remnant  to.  the  goal  of  tbeir^nal  extinction. 

If,  in  the  womb  of  the  United  States  winds  are  confined,  and,  at 
their  pleasure,  a  tempest  can  be  raised  to  disperse  the  Indians,  as 
winds  in  Autumn  drive  before  it  the  leaves  of  the  forest,  cannot  they 
tiow^  whet)  all  art  nearly  blown  away,  stem  the  torrent,  and  permit 
the  few  to  liveon  the  soil  that  gave  them  birth  ?  We  thank  the  Pre- 
sident for  his  parental  regard,  and  we  hope  that,  as  children,  he  can 
love  us  as  well  East  of  the  Mississippi,  as  in  the  wilds  West  of  that 
river.  Speaking  of  our  race,  you  observe^  <Mn  the  place  of  thou* 
sand%  yoti  see  only  a  few  scattered  bands,  and  these  are  fast  disap- 
96  - 
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pearing.    Is  there  any  thing  in   the  Constitation  of  the  Creekr/oy' 
their  Oovernmenty  ta  save  them  from  a  like  destiny  ?" 

This  is  an  important  question,  and  we  only  can  observe,  tbat«  when- 
civilization  shines  on  a  nation,  they  generally  grow  in  knowledge 
and  in  number.  Look  at  the  Cherokcesi  who  are  not  only  beconHng 
civilized,  but  religion  illumines  their  hearts,  and  they  worship  the 
Great  Spirit  in  the  same  way  asyou  do.  Their  population  is  Increas* 
ing.  The  Ct*eek  nation  has  long  been  in  darkness,  hot  now  the 
first  rays  of  civilization  gilds  their  forests*  and  two  missionary  sta- 
tions, like  stars  in  tlie  night,  are  seen  by  the  Muscogee  nation,  and 
their  benefits  are  already  enjoyed  in  the  heart's  anticipation. 

We  believe  that  we,  as  a  nation*  are  atso  gradually  Increasing  in 
numbers.  But  if,  in  the  awful  destinies  of  the  Great  Spirit,  we  are 
doomed  to  melt  away  from  the  face  of  tite  earth,  may  ^e  not  be  per- 
mitted to  mingle  our  ashes  with  the  dust  of  our  ancestors  on  our  own 
soil,  bestowed  on  us  by  the  Master  of  Breath  ? 

As  we  have  so  far  agreed  to  surrender  onr  lands  to  the  ChataboO'^ 
chy,  you  ask,  '^  of  what  avail  to  you  would  be  the  little  country  that 
would  remain  beyond.  You  migfit  retire  to  it,  but  would  Georgia 
be  satisfied  r'* 

Georgia  would  not  be  satisfied,  we  know  from  what  has  passed.  It  is 
our  policy  to  secure  a  natural  boundary,  as  we  are  convinced  that  a 
dry  one  would  not  do.  Our  property  would  be  ei^sed  to  continual 
depredation  from  Georgia,  and  theirs  range  over  into  our  country, 
(br  which  the  Georgians  would  impeach  our  citizens  as  the  cause. 
Tl»e  land  of  itself,  is  not  of  so  much  value  as  if  It  was  located  East 
of  the  river.  As  it  is  acknowledged  that  this  portion  of  land  West 
of  the  river  is  comparatively  trifling,  why  cannot  the  Georgians  be 
satisfied  with  the  possession  to  the  Chatahoochy  7  If  It  is  any  ac^ 
commodation  to  the  Government,  w^  will,  after  the  base  treaty  is  an- 
^  nulled, [cede  to  them  all  the  lands  East  of  the  Chatahoochy,  for  a  rea- 
sonable compensation^  If  the  Georgians  refuse  to  settle  u|)on  and 
take  possessioif  of  it,  the  compensation  can  be  withheld. 

We  claim  our  country  by  a  firm  title ;  our  fothers  discovered  it} 
we  haA'e  It  by  possession  and  inheritance ;  and  our  boundaries  are  de- 
fined by  treaties  made  with  yourselves.  We^^annot  acknowledge 
the  right  of  a  self-important  King  of  England  to  give  away  lands 
he  never  saw,  and  in  the  possession  of  a  race  placed  there  by  the 
God  of  Heaven. 

If  this  title  is  not  good,  and  who  can  say  it  Is  not,  and  if  the  Ped- 
])le  of  tbe  United  States  are  anxious  for  our  preservation,  let  tbem 
protect  us  as  they  have  promised  in  treaties,  and  [lermit  us  to  flourish  > 
in  our  own  climate,  and  place  within  our  reach  ** places  of.  hanotf 
truM,  and  profit*' 

As  the  decision  of  Congress  is  of  vital  importance  to  our  nation^ 
we  wish  to  be  permitted  to  remain  and  witness  the  result. 

Our  presence,  we  know,  would  be  of  no  effect  In  our  favor,  but  we 
wish  to  be  saved  from  the  pain  of  returning  with  an  empty  mouth. 
What  report  couM  we  render  to  our  council  and  bead  chiefs  of  our 
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ination  r  This  request  is  officially  made  to  oar  Fathfir,  and  we  hope 
that  he  will  permit  us  to  remain  and  see  our  destiny  fixed.  If  it  is 
not  agreeable  to  him,  and  if  he  determines  to  send  us  away,  we.  as 
ihe  representatives  of  the  Mqscogee  nation,  demand  the  annuity  due 
our  nation  from  the  Governmeiit,  ^, be  paid  in  our  hands.

Fbibnd  and  Bbotheb  :  Tour  private  letter  to  me,  I  received  on 
yesterday,  it  is  in  these  words : 

**  Tou  know  me  $  I  am  your  friend,  and  the  friend  of  your  people, 
and  of  all  red  men.  i  need  not  refer  you  to  proofs ;  they  are  to  be 
seen  in  your  own  courrtry,  in  the  schools  there,  and  in  all  my  acts. 
I  can^  therefore,  feel  at  liberty  to  speak /reeiy  to  you.  The  Secreta- 
ry of  War  does  not  know  any  thing  of  this  j  it  is  my  own  ttnoffic;jaI 
act.  What  I  have  to  say  is  this:  advise  0|iothleyoholo  to  ivritc  a 
few  lines  to  the  Secretary ^  authorising  him  to  propose  to  his  Great  Fa- 
ther the  small  variation  suggested  by  the  Secretary f  from  the  great 
liend  in  the  Chatahoochy,  following  the  Creek  (Cedar  creek,  as  it  is 
^•called  on  the  map,)  to  where  it  strikes  the  Cherokee  boundary.  It 
J8  a  small  thing,  hut  it  may  lead  to  peace,  and  a  settlement  of  differ- 
•enccs.  If  possible^  send  up  the  letter  by  the  beai*er.  I  do  not  know 
that  it  will  be  accepted,  but  it  is  worth  the  trial.  I  advise  you  in  tlie 
sincerity  of  my  heart,  and  for  the  good  of  my  friends  and  brothers 
the  Creeks.

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This  delegation  is  composed  oHhe  choice  men  of  their  iffition,  and, 
as  patriots*  are  second  to  none  in  the  world*  They  were  particular- 
ly instructed  to  secure  the  natural  boundary,  whirh  they  have  attempt- 
pd  to  do.  A  letter  of  the  l»t  instant  was  yesterday  received,  which 
urges  them  to  be  firm  on  their  proposition.  This  they  were  deter- 
mined to  be  previously. 

Ciovernor  Cass  had  made  large  promises  to  them  at  Baltimore. 
Colonel  Crowell  has  been  assiduous  in  urging^  by  all  means,  to  pre- 
vail with  them  to  yield  to  the  wishes  of  the  President,  so  much  so, 
that  he  has  altogether  loipt  his  influence  with  them. 

Major  Bambly,  in  his  attempt  to  co-operate  with  the  Agent,  is  in- 
jured* and  the  del^g^tion  had  authorized  me  to.  wait  upon  the  Secre- 
tary to  notify,  that  they  would  shake  hands  with  the  President,  and 
start  home.  Such  was  the  state  of  things  when  your  letter  was  band- 
ed to  me.  I  was  convinced  that  the  Secretary  of  War  had  conduct- 
ed I  he  negotiation  [with]  ability,  and  was  disposed  to  do  them  jus- 
tice ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  I  was  acting  in  the  confidence  of  the 
Cre^k  nation,  Mr.  Barbour*s  question,  <*  is  it  wprth  the  hazard  to 
risk  all,  by  not  yielding  the  little  strip  of  land  West  of  the  river  ?? 
came  with  force  to  my  miiid.  Your  friendship  has  prevailed,  and  Mr. 
Vann  and  myself  have  attempted  to  convince  them  of  the  duty  of 
this  delegation  from  the  least  possible  uncertainty,  as  to  their  destiny, 
to  secure  it.  They  have  agreed,  if  the  President  will  accept  the  pro- 
position of  Mr.  Barbour,  to  make  the  arrangement.  Mr.  Vann  and 
myself  are  authorized  to  agree  with  the  Secretary  on  the  articles  of 
the  treaty.  If  the  President  will  authorize  the  Secretary  to  make 
ibis  arrangement,  we  are  ready  to  commence  the  work ;  if  not,  we 
^ufit  shortly  leave,  and  let  the  world  witness  the  result  '  This  dele- 

J;ation  have  no  secrets  to  hide,  and  what  they  have  already 'said  to 
he  Governmentf  you  may  rest  assured  to  be  strictly  the  (kct.  -■  U 
they,  the  President  and  the  Secretary,  will  make  the  arrangement,  I 
am  glad  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  close  witk  tbemon  the  conditions 
l^hich  have  been  suggested,  as  the  Delegation  is  not  ip  a  condition  to 
talk  on  a  subject  which  excites  their  hearts  to  bleed. 

Whatever  arrangement  is  made,  it  will  be  done  by  the  delegation 
from  a  full  conviction  that  it  is  best^  all  things  considered,  ferthei^ 
to  do  so.  -

Friend  and  Vrother  :  On  the  receipt  of  yoor  note,  conveying 
the  assent  of  the  Chiefs  to  the  basis  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  that  no  new  difficulties  might  arise  from  errors  in  the  map 
of  the  United  States,  which  was  before  the  Secretary  on  the  day  of 
his  last  council  with  the  Chiefs,  I  procured  what  is  considered  to 
be  a  correct  map  of  Georgia.  1  Qnd  there  is  no  delineation  of  a 
creek  called  **  Cedar  Creek''  upon  it,  and  that  the  map  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  is  wholly  incorrect.  There  need  be  no  difficulty,  however, 
on  this  point,  as  you  know  the  proposition  of  the  Secretary  was,  to 
follow  the  Chattaboocby  to  the  Great  Bend,  then  smne  creek  near 
that  bend^  (should  there  be  such  a  one,)till  it  should  intersect  the 
Cherokee  boundary.  The  map  of  the  United  States  referred  to  by 
the  Secretary,  places  a  water  course,  and  calls  it  */  Cedar  Creek,'' 
jnat  in  that  position,  but^  as  I  have  said,  erroneously. 

The  basis,  in  point  of  fact,  therefore,  is  the  same,  and  if  you  es- 
teem  it  so,  a  negotiation  will  be  ppened  upon  it.

Affidavit  of  Wnu  Hay.  *

Personally  appeared  before  me»  a  Jastice,of  tbelnrerior  Court,  of 
the  county  aforeaaid,  If^illiaoi  F.  Hay^  who,  after  being  duly  sworn* 
deposed  as  follows: 

Deponent  saitht  that  he  was  present  with*  and  acted  as  Secretary 
to,  the  Comnrissioners,  Duncan  G.  Campbell  and  James  Meriwetbert 
Esqrs.  who  held  a  negotiation  with  the  Creek  Indians,  at  Broken 
Arrow^in  December,  18€4yand  who  concluded  a  treaty  with  said 
Indians,  at  the  Indian  Sprinrs,in  February.  1895.  Deponent  lieiog 
now  called  on,  and  requested  to  disclose  his  knowledge  toucliing  cetv. 
tain  matters,  which  transpired  pending  the  negotiation,  saith-*- 

At  the  Indian  Springs,  in  February,  18£5,  all  who  were  connected 
with  the  negotiation,  had  reason  to  notice,  with  accuracy  and  concern, 
the  occurrences  which  happened. 

Our  arrival  at  the  Springs  was  on  the  7th,  (Monday,)  but  no 
council  was  formed  until  Thursday,  the  lOtb.  On  that  day,  the  talks 
of  tlie  Commissioners,  the  Agent,  and  the  Chiefs,  were  delivered  and 
returned,  as  stated  iu  the  Conunissioners'  journid.  On  the  next  day, 
tlie  Council  and  Commissioners  met,  and  proceedings  took  place,  as 
also  stated  in  the  journal.  It  was  on  this  day,  in  the  evening,  that 
a  private  Oouucil  was  held  by  the  Indians  themselves.  Upon  break* 
ii)g  up,  they  came  in  great  numbers  to  tlie  quarters  of  the  Commis^ 
sioners.  The  Cussetas,  generally,  seemed  to  be  in  company*  De- 
ponent particularly  remarked  their  head  chief,  old  Tuskeaebau,  and 
a)8o  a  chief  from  So(vgo-1oo  town,  Col.  Stedharo.  General  Mcintosh 
seemed  greatly  elated  a-t  the  general  consent  which  the  Chiefs  had 
come  to,  in  their  private  Council,  to  cede  their  lands ;  he  stated,  par- 
ticularly, in  Stedham^s  presence,  that  Stedham  had  come  over,  and 
was  now  a  friend. 

He  staled  further,  aitd  publicly,  that  all  who  were  in  the  Council  of 
Thursday,  had  agreed  to  sell,  •^but  Billy  Barnett^*  It  was  stated* 
and  understood,  that,  at  this  Council,  all  attended  except  the  Tuckau- 
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batchee  delegation  of  seven  or  eight  Those  who  thus  visited  tho 
\  Commissioners^  remained  for  some  time^  and  appeared  free  and 
'  friendly.  The  next  dayy  in  Coancii  with  the  Commissioners,  a 
long  session  was  had,  and  the  Commissioners  endeavored  to  satisfy 
the  Tuckaabatchees  of  the  propriety  of  assenting*  as  ail  the  rest  had 
done,  and  great  pains  were  taken  to  explain  to  them  the  whole 
grounds  upon  which  the  application  was  made.  A  discussion  then 
commenced  amongst  the  chiefs  themselves,  in  which  Mcintosh,  Old 
Tuskenehao,  Stedham,  and  Marshall,  took  part,  in  favor  of  a  treaty, 
as  was  understood  and  stated  by  those  who  comprehended  the  lan« 

Poethleyohoh),  Toholomico,  and  one  or  two  others,  spoke  on  tho 
other  side.  On  the  night  after  this  proceeding,  the  Cussetas  and 
Stedham  secretly  departed  from  the  place*

Colonel  Campbell  to  the  Secretary  of  ffar. 

Wasuingtoh,  Geo.  QOth  January,  1826. 

Sir:  Under  date  of  the  14th  August  last,  I  had  the  honor  of  ad- 
dressing the  Department  from  this  place,  upon  the  subject  of  differ- 
ent topics  relating  to  the  Creek  treaty,  remarking,  that,  **  as  every 
thing  connected  with  the  treaty,  both  anterior  and  subsequent  to  its 
obtainment,  seems  to  be  undergoing  revision,  partly  otBcial,  and 
partly  by  individuals  of  assumed  authority,  it  was  not  perhaps  to 
be  expected  by  the  Commissioners,  that  their  proceedings  would 
pass  unquestioned.  The  official  proceedings,  as  far  as  they  have 
been  had,  at  the  instance  of  the  Government,  we  presume  have  been 
,  reported.  Some  of  these  have  been  disclosed,  and  have  received  a 
construction  to  our  prejudice.  That  we  may  be  enabled  to  vindicate 
ourselves  before  the  GUivernment,  as  whose  Agents  we  have  accom- 
plished important  measures,  and  from  the  responsibility  of  which 
we  do  not  seek  to  be  exempt,  permit  us  to  ask  that  we  may  be  fur- 
nisbed,  as  speedily  as  possible,  with  copies  of  all  the  documents 
within  the  control  of  the  Department,  which  bring  into  question  our 
proceedings  in  the  late  negotiation,  as  being  inconsistent  with  justice' 
and  universal  usage."  In  your  answer  of  the  I9(h  Sep^mber,  it  is 
stated,  that  my  ^*  request  for  copies  of  the  documents  will  be  com- 
plied with,  as  soon  as  such  an  examination  of  them  can  be  made,  as 
to  enable  mo  to  distinguish  those  embraced  in  the  designation,  from 
those  which  are  not."  Tours  of  the  26th  of  October,  accompanied 
by  tbe^  report  of  the  Government's  Special  Agent,  Major  Andrews^ 
reached  my  residence,  after  I  had  left  there  for  Miiledgeville,  upon 
a  tour  of  duty  as  a  representative  in  the  Legislature,  from  the  county 
of  Wilkes.    I  did  not  obtain  possession  or  these  documents  until  the 
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^<  Expogition'^  of  the  Commissioners  conceming^  the  treaty  hta 
been  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  printery  and  was  undergoing  pub- 
tication.  By  that  documenty  **  there  is  not  a  single  position  'worthy 
of  notice,  in  the  labored''  defence  of  the  Indian  Agent  prepared  bj 
his  jii^^e,  <<  whether  it  relates  to  the  conduct  of  the  Commissionerst 
or  to  the  circumstances  attending  the  formation  of  the  treaty,  which 
IS  not  fairly  met,  and  fully  refuted.''  That  evidence,  together  with 
the  **  mass"  already  before  the  Department,  and  such  as  I  have 
had  it  in  my  power,  under  the  most  pressing  engagements,  to  pro- 
cure, I  trust  will  be  found  satisfactory  to  any  and  all  tribunals,  wfaoser 
office  it  is  to  administer  justice. 

The  circumstances  under  which  my  attention  has  been  drawn  id 
the  report  of  the  Special  Agent,  have  been  such  as  to  preclude  the 
opportunity  of  cv^n  a  minute  examination  of  the  docnroent  itself.^ 
Much  rebutting  proof,  therefore,  could  not  be  reasonably  expected. 
In  bet*  the  furnishing  of  proof  at  all,  would  seem  to  be  wholly  gra« 
tuituus,  for  tlie  Commissioners  are  conducting  no  prosecuHan  ;  nd« 
ther  are  they  so  diarged  as  to  be  put  upon  a  formal  defence*  As  the 
proceedings  of  the  Commis8ionei*s,  however,  are  in  a  situatfon  to'bo 
affected  by  the  report,  it  may  be  proper  to  give  it  some  notice. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  most  common  observer  to  read  that  insttn-' 
ment,  without  being  struck  at  once  with  Us  most  distinguishing  fea- 
ture — a  predetermination  on  the  part  of  the  Reporter,  to  arrive  at  a 
certain  conclusion,  and #  of  course,  to  make  all  the  means  subserve 
that  end.  Commencing  with  an  aflfteted  gravity  in  the  use  of  a  the- 
oretic sentiment  of  a  writer  on  the  law  of  evidence,  he  proceeds  in 
the  most  obvious  de|>arture  from  legitimate  construction,  pronounc- 
ing on  the  proofs,  on  the  one  hand,  the  most  unmerited  censure;  and 
oh  those,  on  the  other,  the  most  undeserved  approval.  He  early 
abandons  the  position  of  Special  SgenU  and  assumes  to  himself  the 
office  of  Special  Mvocate. 

In  the  proceedings  of  the  Special  Advocate,  he  attempts  to  evad€ 
the  force  of  the  testimony  which  I  gave  wb^n  called  to  testify 
against  the  Indian  Agent,  by  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  of  G«or» 
gia,  in  May,  1825.  In  a  part  of  that  deposition,  I  detailed  part  of 
a  conversation  which  passed  between  the  Indian  Agent  and  myself, 
in  November,  1823.  I  then  stated,  that  that  conversation  was  had' 
<<  just  after  the  Commissioners  had  returned  fh>m  an  unsuccessful- 
mission  to  the  Cherokees ;  that  we  had  both  been  disappointed  in 
our  wishes  and  calculations  as  to  tlie  result  of  tbt  Governor's  elec- 
tion, and  expressed  to  eacii  dther  that  disappointment,  in  terms  of 
feeling  and  i*egret.  In  the  course  of  the  conversation,  we  spoke  of 
the  prospect  of  a  negotiation  with  the  Creeks  for  a  cession  of  terri- 
tory. The  Agent  observed,  that  he  had  had  the  thing  fixed,  and,  I 
thinks  added,  we  should  have  got  the  land  below  the  Federal  road. 
He  advised  me  to  resign  my  appointment  as  United  States'  Commis- 
sioner, intimating  that  the  result  of  the  election  had  operated  a 
change  in  his  feelings  in  that  regard.^ 

The  Special  Advocate  decides  against  the  verity  of  this  my  deposi- 
tion, on  the  grounds  that  the  Agent  <<  most  positively  asserted  to  bhs/ 
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that  no  sacb  coiiTersation  ever  took  place  f*  that  (according  to  his 
quoted  theory)  *'  the  first  and  lowest  proofs  is  the  oath  of  one  witness 
only:''  and,  upon  a  course  of  j^asoning»  and  upon  collateral  facts, 
more  fallacious)  if  possible,  than  the  two  first  grounds  of  his  decision. 

Let  the  **  positive  assertion"  of  the  Agent,  and  the  credence  given 
to  it  by  the  Advocate,  pass  for  what  they  are  worth ;  and  let  the 
*<  theory*' of  the  <<  celebrated  writer,"  be  disposed  of  in  the  same 
way.  The  reasoning  which  has  bisen  adopted,  and  the  additional 
facts  attempted  to  be  adduced,  will  receive  a  closer  consideration. 
Pursuing  the  *<  report"  in  its  own  order,  a  letter  which  I  addressed 
to  the  War  Department,  on  the  £8th  November,  1823,  is  examined 
and  relied  on,  as  containing  evidence,  rebutting  what  I  afterwards 
testified  to  before  the  committee.  I  stated,  in  that  letter,  that,  '<  from 
information  derived  from  Mcintosh,  and  since  confirmed  by  the  Creek 
Agentf  the  prospect  (as  to  getting  land)  in  that  quarter  is  much  more 
favorable."  This  letter  was  written,  as  it  purports  to  be,  some  time 
after  my  interview  with  the  Agent  at  Milledgeville.  The  Advocate 
condndes,  that  such  an  interview  and  conversation  could  never  have 
occurred,  else  such  a  letter  could  never  have  been  written.  If  he 
had  looked  further  into  the  same  deposition,  he  would  have  found  the 
jttstificatioo  for  the  expressions  contained  in  that  letter.  I  stated, 
first,  that  the  indications  afforded  by  Mcintosh  vfef^favordbUf  and 
that  these  favorable  indications  were  confirmed  by  the  Agent  If  he 
<5  had  bad  it  fixed,"  so  that  ^  we  should  have  got  the  land  below  the 
Federal  road,"  I  certainly  had  a  right  to  regltrd  this  as  a  ^^favora* 
ble  prospect.^'  Bnt-it  further  appears,  and  in  the  same  depositioUf 
that  he  plainly  intimated  **  that  the  result  of  the  election  (for  Gover- 
nor) had  operated  a  t;hange  in  his  feelings  in  that  reeard ;  that  he' 
advised  me  to  resign,"  &c.  These  are  the  •  <  effusions  of  the  moment,*^ 
which,  at  the  timet  I  did  not  consider  as  evidence  of  **  settled  hostility 
to  the  interests  of  Georgia^  and  the  policy  of  the  General  Govern- 
nient,"  or  of  a  disposition  ^*  decidedly  inimical  to  a  cession  of  terri-. 
tory  by  the  Creeks."  His  idle  shrug,  and  his  unmeaning  impreca- 
tions, were  well  calculated  to  induce  the  belief,  that  he  uttered  but 
the  f&ffusions  of  the  moment.  But  wlien  these  expressions  came  to 
be  contrasted  with  what  ought  to  have  been  his  convictions  of  his 
duty,  it  was  no  great  exereise  of  charity  to  place  upon  them  the 
construction  which  1  did,  and  still  retain  a  confidence,  that,  (if  these 
were  hjs  only  objections)  he  would  <<  afford  us  all  the  facilities  in  his^ 
control,"  when  we  commenced  the.business  of  negotiation.  What- 
ever may  have  been  the  strength  of  bis  prejudices  against  Governor 
Troupe  they  were  not  altogether  unlike  my  own ;  but  the  manner  in 
whirJi  we  permitted  them  to  operate,  I  trust,  was  wholly  different 
It  may  not  have  been  true,  that  *^  he  h^d  had  the  thing  fixed,  or  that 
we  should  have  got  the  land  below  the  Federal  road,"  hut  I  doubt 
not  he  might  have  enabled  himself  to  have  spoken  truly,  and  to  a 
greater  extent- 

Another  letter  is  quoted  by  the  Advocate,  addressed  by  me  to  the 
Agents  on  the  srth  July,  1824.    'Tis  stated  that  this  letter  oom« 
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mences  in  **•  endearing  terms,''  add  that»  in  the  close  of  it,  I  expressed 
a  happiness  ^*  that  an  acquaintance  would  authorize  a  free  discussion 
of  all  matters  connected  with  the  proposed  subject/'  (the  treaty.) 
The  objection  I  take  to  be,  that  I  should  hare  addressed  the  Agent 
UB^*  Dear  Sir,**  and  proposed  the  free  discussion  of  a  subject  of  ira- 
meAse  moment  to  Georgia  and  the  General  Goternment,  and  which 
be  was  greatly  concerned,  or  ought  to  have  been,  in  discasslng,  and 
placing  it  in  that  shape  that  the  object  might  have  been  most  easily 
attained :  or,  in  otiier  words*  that  I  did  not  commence  the  nego- 
tiation in  a  quarrel  with  the  Agent,  as  the  Advocate  commenced  his 
career  in  a  quarrel  with  the  Governor  of  Ckorgta. 

Another  letter  is  noticed,  addressed  by  me  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
under  date  of  8th  August,  1BS4.  It  seems  that  in  this  also,  I  have 
expressed  myself  in  terms  of  approbation  of  the  Agent,  by  calling 
him  '*  intelligent  and  communicative,^  and  of  intimating  a  confi- 
dence that  ^*  he  would  afford  all  the  fkcilities  within  his  control*** 
Such  was  my  estimate  of  tho  Agent  at  the  time.  I  thonght  him  tn- 
Miigent  and  communicaHve,  and  hoped  that  he  would  do  his  duty  in 
the  approaching  negotiation;  his  disappointments' and  his  prejudices^ 
to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding.     1  take  leave  to  retract. 

Again  :  reference  is  had  to  a  letter,  which  I  wrote  to  T.  T.  Trip- 
lett,  on  the  24th  of  August^  1824;  adventitious  con^qnence  is  at- 
tempted to  be  given  to  tnis  letter,  by  the  manner  in  which  the  Ad vo* 
Gate  obtained  it,  and  the  affected  solemnity  with  which  he  treats  it« 
Mr.  Triplott  is  represented  as  handing  it  in  with  great  diffidence,  im- 
pelled only  by  a  sense  of  justice,  to  assist  in  the  <<  defence  of  an  in- 
jured man/'  This  bears,  very  strongly,  the  semblance  of  a  vol- 
unteered apology.  The  person  to  whom  that  letter  was  addressed, 
knows  very  little  of  what  is  confidential,  and  still  less  is  he  capable 
of  appreciating  its  obligation.-  The  first  is  evinced  by  the  letter  it- 
self, and  the  second,  by  the  character  of  the  man.  There  is  nothing 
confidential  in  the  one,  or  meritorious  in  the  other.  On  another  oc- 
casion, the  Commissioneirs  had  intrusted  the  making  of  a  contract  for 
rations,  to  the  Cherokee  Agents  Col;  Meigs,  and  he  had  executed  it 
with  promptness  and  fidelity.  The  same  arrangement  was  spoken  of 
in  the  contemplated  negotiation  with  the  Creeks,  and  we  were  ditfcl- 
cd  t<^  correspond  with  the  Agent  upon  tlie  subject.  I  knew  that  Trip- 
lettwas  an  applicant:  for  hd  had  so  informed  me  at  this  place,  m 
company  with  the  Agent,  about  the  middle  of  August  After  their  de- 
paKure,  W.  L.  Campbell  made  an  application  to  me,  and,  by  ^e  tet- 
ter in  question,  I  referred  him  to  Triplett,  who  resided  at  the  Agen- 
cy;  and,  as  I  understood  from  both,  they  united  their  interestain  the 
matter  of  the  contract,  whether  it  was  let  by  the  Agent  or  the  Coni* 
missioners  themselves.  Both  offered  sealed  proposals  when  the  con* 
tract  was  left,  and  neither  succeeded.  But,  herein  again,  I  am  cbai^ged 
with  the  inconsistency  of  sending  my  friendly  remembrance  to  the 
Agent,  and  of  treating  him  with  individual  and  official  kindness. 
Such  a  course  was  politic,  justifiable,  and  even  qi^stentf  at  the  date 
of  that  letter.     If  the  tendency  of  the  Agent's  feelings  was  unfayora- 
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ble  to  our  pi*08peets>  it  wa$  Mfell  to  conciliate^  and  win  him  over  to 
Jus  duty.  But  the  period  had  not  jetarrived,  in  the  which  the  Agent 
had  <^  dishonored  himself,  by  the  ex|M>8ure  of  the  most  disgraceful 
motives  which  could  actuate  a  public  officer  ;^'  such  exposurCf  to  be 
sure,  had  an  inchoate  existence,  in  my  mind,  from  the  date  of  the 
conversation  in  November*  18£S,  but  was  8US|)ended,  to  be  controlled 
by  future  events;  and  these  events  had  not  occurred. 

The  report  further  brings  into  view,  a  letter  which  I  had  the  honor 
to  address  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  on  the  14th  January,  18S5,  when 
on  a  visit  to  Washington  City,  upon  the  subject  of  the  treaty.  The 
Reporter  seems  to  regard  that^  as  a  fit  occasion  to  have  made  known 
every  thing  wliich  I  possessed,  in  relation  to  the  Agent,  and  that, 
<<  in  justice  to  the  United  States'  Government,  and  in  justice  to  the 
Government  of  Georgia,"  a  full  disclosure  should  have  been  made. 
He  adds  <<  that,  If  such  a  conversation  had  been  made  apparent  to  the 
President,  it  would,  no  doubt,  have  produced  the  immediate  removal . 
of  the  Agent,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  the  State  and  Governor  of 
Georgia."  I  believe  that  I  should  be  as  far  from  doing  an  act  of  in- 
justice4othe  United  States' Government,  as  the  Reporter  himself,  and 
from  doing  such  act  to  the  Government  of  Georgia,  I  know  I  should 
be  much  farther.  I  am,  therefore,  wholly  insensible  to  the  intended 
rebuke.  For  myself,  i  never  doubted  the  disposition  of  the  venera* 
ted  individual,  who  administered  the  Government  at  that  time,  to  do 
justice  to  every  State  and  to  every  person  ;  but,  whether  the  remorval 
of  the  Agent  would  have  been  the  consequence  of  a  fu^l  disclosure  of 
liis  conduct,  is  a  matter  which  nothing  short  of  the  extraordinary  saga- 
city of  the  Reporter,  could  possibly  determine.  But,  in  this  same  letter^ 
from  which  the  Reporter  has  quoted,  I  state,  distinctly,  that  <<  I  regard 
the  impeachment  of  an  individual,  of  official  delinquency,  as  matter  of 
delicatp  import."  1  had  been  an  eye  witness  to  Walker's  perfidy. 
1  knew  that  lie  had  identified  his  interests  with  those  of  the  Indians, 
by  marrying  a  native ;  and  that,  if  he  would,  he  dare  not  do  his  duty. 
1  therefore  sued  for  his  removal,  and  efieoted  it  I  had  bead  the  ex- 
^rfissed  disapprobation  of  the  Government,  at  the  conduct  of  the 
Agent  in  his  assumed  neutrality,  and  knew  that  his  future  course 
would  be  dictated  by  authority,  and  not  left  to  bis  crude  conceptions, 
warped  by  interest  or  prejudice.  1  knew  that  a  special  message  to 
Congress,  upon  the  subject  of  the  removal  of  the  Indians,  had  been 
promised  me  by  the  President,  and  that  it  must  have  its  influence.  I 
knew  that,  with  all  these  aids,. we  should  be  authorized  to  renew 
the  negotiation  at  a  time  And  place  of  our  own  appointment  i  and  I 
confidently  believed,  that,  with  such  aids,  our  success  was  certain. 
Walker  removed ;  Crowell  reprimanded ;  the  President  reiterating 
his  benevolent  \\o\icy ;  none  but  Chiefs  to  be  convened,  and  at  a  place 
wfiere  they  would  be  less  exposed  to  the  beguilings  of  intrigue  and 
perfidity;  1  regarded  the  reprimand^  as  relating  to  our  purposes,  as 
better  than  a  reinovaL  With  the  one,  I  was  satisfied  we  should  suc- 
ceed; with  the  other,  we  should  have  encountered  delay.  Under  the  in- 
fluence of  these  considerations — in  eager  pursuit  of  an  important  ob« 
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jectt  Rnd  seekingy  at  any  iiicotiTetiience«  the  means  of  eflTectiiig  it-^^-I 
did^  from  motives  of  policj*  as  well  as  forbearance^  on  the  I4tfa  Jami- 
ary,  1825,  withhold  from  the  Department,  the  conversation  I  had  with 
the  Agent,  in  I  MS,  altliough  the  same  was  still  <*on  my  memory.^'  The 
policy  has  proven  itself  to  have  been  good :  for  with  the  Agent's  oo-ope^ 
ration,  sparing  as  it  was,  we  did  succeed  ;  bot  thtforbearance  is  shewn 
to  have  been  exercised  towards  one  who  was  unworthy  of  it,  at  least, 
from  my  hands. 

In  the  next  paragraph  of  the  report,  the  ComnMssiotters  are  call' 
ed  to  answer,  jointly,  for  a  courtesy  which  they  extended  to  the 
Agent  on  the  Sth  February,  1825,  at  the  Indian  Springs.  In  their 
note  to  him  of  that  date,  they  are  detected  in  saying  that  they  rtiouM 
**  recommence  proceedings  pis  soon  as  the  chiefs  arrived ;  and  that  thc^ 
should  expect  a  free  and  unreservcil  intercourse  with  him,  durine  their 
progress.''  This  was  in  answer  to  the  Aeent'snote,of  the  same  ute^in 
which  be  made  a  proffer,  in  obedience  tokis  instructumSf  of  liis  eheerfid 
exhuperaiion  in  obtaining  a  treaty.  We  were  willing  to  be  furnished 
with  this  evidence  of  his  conversion,  although  it  Was  the  result  of 
^*  works,**  and  not  of  **  faith,**  and  to  admit  him,  as  a  new  convert, 
to  all  the  privileged  of  orthodoxy.  The  doctrine,  however,  beiog^o 
interruutiveofhis  worldly  arrangement,  soon  became  irksome  and  in- 
tolerable, and  we  find  him,  on  the  13th,*  recording  bis  own  apostacy^ 
in  a  letter  to  the  Department  of  War* 

The  Reporter  proceeds  lb  another  view  of  the  testimony,  which  I 
gave  beff^re  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature.  He  says,  I  relate  the 
conversation  which  passed  between  myself  and  the  Agent,  **  with  the 
prelusive  and  cautious  expression  ItiuiUt  added.**  If  there  be  any 
thing  of  prelude  or  caution  in  the  words,  I  beg  leave  to  limit  and 
confine  them  to  that  portion  of  my  deposition,  for  which  they  were 
exclusively  intended.  To  the  words  then  ^^  I  think  added,**  I  would 
append  the  words,  «^  that  we  should  Mve got  th^tandbdow  the  Feder^ 
at  Road.**  According  to  fre^then.  and  now,  too,  he  designated  that 
particular  portion  of  territt>ry.  That  the  Agent  advised  me  to  re« 
sign,  and  that  he  intimated  that  the  result  of  the  Governor's  eleetitm 
had  changed  his  feelings,  with  respect  ton  treaty,  may  betaken  witheiirt 
the  Incumbrance  of  the  ^  ^prelusive  and  cautious  exprem&u^  and  in  a 
form  as  positive  as  it  could  be  made,  by  the  hearty  en^hasiSf  Md  vAie* 
ment  gesticulation  used  by  him  at  the  time  of  utterance.  The  Reporter, 
pursuing  this  part  of  his  defence,  and  as  he,  no  doubt,-  imagined^ 
with  most  extraordinary  sagacity,  inquires  what  itwas  that  Colonel 
Crowell  wiHhed  me  to  resign.  I  took  the  advice,  to  relate  to  my  ap*>. 
pointmentas  United  States'  Commissioner.  I  held  none  other  at  the 
time.  He  knew  that  I  had  just  returned  from  a  negotiation  with  the 
Cherokees,  as  United  States^  Commissioner,  and  we  were  speaks 
ing  of  the  prospect  of  making  a  trial  with  the  Creeks. '  The  advice 
to  resign,  therefore,  could  have  had  reference  to  nothing  else  but  tte 
appointment  of  Commissioner.  But,  it  turns  out,  that  this  conver- 
sation was  had  on  the  6th  November,  1 SSS,  and  I  was  not  commia^ 
sioned  to  treat  with  the  Creeks,  until  6th  July,  1824*  The  a^wo- 
priation  made  by  Congress,  in  1822,  was  to  hold  treaties  with  the 
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Creeks  And  Cherokees  for  land,  for  the  use  of  Georgia.  Oor  first 
comfoission  and  instructions^  were  to  negotiate  with  the  Chero- 
kees. These  are  the  facts;  and  what  is  the  conclusion»  which  the 
Advocate  draws  from  them  ?  Why,  that  as  I  held  no  commission  io 
treat  with  the  Creeks^  I  could  not  he  advised  to  **  resign  ;"  and  that, 
therefore,  the  conversation  of  the  6th  November^  1828,  could  never 
have  talLen  place.  A  much  more  legitimate  conclusion  would  have 
been<  that  the  Agent,  knowing  the  tenor  of  the  appropriation  law,  sup^ 
posed  the  tenor  of  our  commissions  to  be  the  same,  and  that  we  were- 
then  Commtssionersy  having  authority  to  treat  with  the  Cherolcees 
and  Creoles  lUso.  The  one  conclusion  involves  me  in  a  deliberate  per* 
jury  ;  the  other,  involves  the  Agent  in  an  excusable  ignorance  of  a 
{larticular  fact.  But  even  to  this  imputatiouf  his  Adv.oeate  could  not 
permit  liim  to  be  exposed.  Let  the  unprejudiced  judge,  wliether  there 
be  most  corruption  in  the  ftffidavit  itself,  or  the  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  re-examined.  But  the  Advocate,  in  the  fertility  of  his  geni* 
us,  and  the  ardor  of  bis  partisan  zeal,  to  acauit  the  Agent,  finds  anoth- 
er, and,  to  himselti  a  satisfactory  apology,  for  discrediting  both  Com* 
missioners,  as  relating  to  this  conversation.  He  cites  it  as  a  '^aafe 
maxim  in  life,  that  any  evidence*  however  imiiosing,  affecting  to  dis* 
close  what  must  have  been  a  conMefUial  amversationj  if  it  ever  took, 
place,  should  always  be  received  with  more  or  less  caution.''  Unless 
the  term  <<  confidential,''  has  some  occult  meaning,  best  kn6wn  to 
parasites  ar^d  courtiers,  then  have  I  not  violated  any  of  its  obligations. 
I  take  it  to  be  a  ^*maxim  in  lifey**  equally  **  safe,**  when  under  oathf 
man  is  under  paramount  obligaiion  to  disclose  the  truth,  even  though  the 
discomfiture  of  an  Indian  Agent  may  be  the  consequence. 

The  report  next  proceeds  to  <*  examine  the  reasons  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, for  attaching  importance  to  a  conversation  which  they,  at 
firsts  viewed  as  proceeding/ram  the  eoceitement  of  Uie  moment.**  The 
reasons  examined,  are  cimtained  in  our  afildavits,  takeiubefore  a 
Committee  of  the  Legislature,  and  already  in  the  possession  of  the 
Department.  But  tl^se  are  of  a  substantive  character,  in  mere  con- 
timiatlon  of  the  evidence  which  the  conversation  disclosed.  The 
l>oint  of  inquiry  was,  whether  the  Agent  was  opposed  to  a  treaty. 
My  belief,  and  the  reasons  of  it,  were  asked.  I  believed  that  he  was, 
and  gave  the  reasons  which  my  affidavit  contains.  I  might  have  ad« 
ed  my  4>elief,  thpt,  with  him,  no  conviction  of  duty^  qould  overcome 
bis  feelings  of  interest;  and  that  such  was  the  monopoly  enjoyed  by 
himself  and  his  immediate  adherents,  in  the  Creek  nation,  and  such  the 
extent  of  their  profits,  that  they  were  determined  npt  to  be  interfered 
with,  even  by  tlie  Government  that  placed  him  there.  I  repeat,  that 
the  declarations  of  the  Agent  to  me,  on  the  6th  of  November,  18£d, 
on  the  evening  of  that  day*  near  Uuson's  tavern,  were  then,  and  long 
after,  regarded  as  **  the  effusions  of  the  moment,"  in  so  far,  as  they 
intimated  an  opposition  to  a  treaty,  because  of  Governor  Troup's  sue- 
cess«  But  they  afterwards  chaneed  character,  and,  from  momentary 
efl^ions,  became  the  pretexts  of  determined  purpose.  I  say  tbepre- 
teaA  of  determined  purpose,  because  I  do  not  now  believe,  that  such 
motive  was  more  than  secondary.    He,  no  doubt,  had  the  folly  to  sup- 
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poset  that  such  -Teeling  might  have  found  acceptance^  and  tliat»  there- 
by,  tlie  true  grounds  of  bis  opposition  might  be  kept  concealed.  But^ 
the  report  asserts  that»  notwithstanding  the  neutrality  aasugied  bj  the 
Agent  at  Broken  Arrowy  in  his  official  cond'ticlf  that  yet  **  it  is  shewn, 
by  a  great  mass  of  testimony*  that  be  did  advise  the  Indians*  uwM- 
dally^  to  consent  to  a  tr^ty.*'  Having  none  of  the  fruits  of  the  Re- 
porter's labors  before  me,  except  the  report  itself*  and  the  depositions 
of  Wiiitama  and  Laroar^  I  am  unable  to  say  what  composes  the 
••^7110^^"  of  testimony,  which  establishes  the  unofficial  cooperation  of 
the  Agent*  at  Broken  Arrow*.  The  Agent's  own  declarations  negative 
the  statement*  let  the  mass  consist  of  what  it  may.  In  his  address* 
by  compulsion*  at  the  Indij^n  Springs*  on  the  lOth  of  February*  to 
the  Chiefs,  he  advised  them  to  cede*  and  stated  ^*  that  the  reason  why 
he  had  not  given  the  advice  at  Broken  Arrow*  was,  because  he  was 
not  instructed  to  do  so*  and  did  not,  thereftire*  consider  it  to  be  his  du- 
ty." These  are  the  words  of  tlie  wary.  Agents  taken  down  at  the 
time*  read  to  him  afterwards*  and  recognized  as  his  own*  The  dis- 
tinction between  official  and  unofficial  advice*  is  too  minute  to  have 
been  taken  by  the  Agent  or  his  Indians*  but  is  aptly  within  the  scope 
of  defence*  as  resorted  to  by  the  Advocate.  Duty  being  departed 
from*  some  apology  was  thought  necessary.  There  could  be  no  hesi- 
tation in  manufacturing  one*  particularly  as  there  wa?  a  corps  of 
regular  witnesses  always  at  hand*  ready  to  furnish  a  '*  mass"  of  testi- 
mony in  support  of  any  position  which  the  exigencies  of  th&defeuce 
might  lequire.*.  Great  credit  is  claimed  iu  the  report  for  the  Agent* 
on  account  of  the  co-operation  which  he  manifested  at  the  Indian 
Springs.  The  Commissioners'  Journal  shews  to  what  extent  he  co- 
oj>erated  with  them  in  effecting  a  treaty.  His  co-operation  with  oth- 
ers in  defeating  one*.  I  have  no  deubt*  were  mi|ch  mor;e  earnest  and 
extensive. 

The  report  next  undertakes  to  supply  the  true  reasons  of  the  fail- 
ure at  Broken  Arrow.  While  we  ascribe  that  failifre  to  the  busy  and 
faithless  foi^estalling  efforts  of  Walker*  sanctioned  by  the  Agent*  and 
aided  by  a  host  of  underlings  and  dependents*  the  report  Hccounis 
for  it  by  the  manner  in  which  the  negotiation  was  conducted.  In  an- 
swer to  this  insinuation^  I  beg  leave  to.  jrefer  the  Department  to  the 
Journal  in  its  possession*  kept  by  the  Commissioners*  from  the  Ist  to 
the  17th  of  December*  1824*  inclusive.  I  am  a  stranger  to  persever- 
ance* if  it  is  not  there  manifested*  and*  to  the  course  of  reasoning 
best  calculated  to  convince  savages*  if  it  is  not  there  shewn  to  have 
been  resorted  to.  The  fact  is*  that*  by  that  course*  we  had  con- 
vinced the  missionary*  and  eveiuthe  Agent  himself*  but  nev^r  heard 
of  any  ^^uni^cio/'Vadvice- being  volunteered  in  behalf  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  Georgia. 

All  were  co^nvinced*  but  remained  of  the  same  opinion*  firm  in  tlieir 
determination  of  adhering  to  the  edicts  of  Tookaubatchie  atid  Polecat 
Spring :  resolved  *^  never  to  cede  another  foot  of  land*''  but  to  '^  per- 
ish among  the  tombs  of  their  fathers."  The  Commissioners  knew 
whence  this  idle  doclrikie  was  derived*  that  it  was  not  as  general  as  it 
appeared  to  b^  and  that  it  could  be  overcome*  but  in  no  way  so  effectu^ 
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ally  as  by  ovefcomin^  its  authors*     This  was  done  by  the  trip  to  > 
Washington  City,  and,  accordingly,  when  we  again  convened  in  a 
council  of  between  tliree  and  four  hundred,  only  seven  are  to  be  found 
maintaining  the  opposition,  and  this  under  **  order**  from  Big  War- 
rior, the  fatber-in-law  of  the  exasperated,,  removed  Sub-agent. 

The  Reporter  next  proceeds,  like  some  of  his  witnesses,  ^>  with 
great  reluctance,''  <»to  speak  freely  of  an  instrument  which  had  be- 
come a  supreme  law  of  the  land*''  In  answer  to  so  much  of  the  re* 
port  as  consists  of  the  «  free  reluctafeit"  animadversion  of  the  Repor- 
ter upon  the  treaty,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  **  exposition  of  the 
United  States'  Commissioners  in  relation  to  the  treaty  concluded  by 
them  with  the  Creek  Indians,"  a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  annexed. 
This  last  document  to  be  sure  is  not  supported  by  the  frail  props  of 
sixty  or  seventy  affidavits  of  Indians,  Indian  countrymen  and  their 
accomplices^  like  the  report,  brut  may  be  safely  relied  on  as  not  less 
authentic. 

I  shall  also  omit  the  notice  of  such  parts  of  the  report,  as  relate  to 
the  testimony  of  my  colleague  Major  Meriwether.  That  gentleman 
is  now  in  your  presence,  enjoying  the  highest  confidence  of  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  having  little  to  apprehend  from  such  puny  assaults. 

The  Reporter  here  concludes  the  .^  examination  of  the  testimony 
given  by  the  two  gentlemen  who  acted  as  Commissioners  in  forming 
the  late  treaty,"  and  proceeds  to  <«  notice  various  testimony  which 
appears  to  casta  doubt  on  their  motives  in  testifying  against  the 
Agent,  and  to  implicate  the  Commissioners  themselves  as  honorable 
men  and  faithful  public  officers." 

The  first  item*  in  what  a  prostituted*  advocate  of  a  delinquent 
Agent,  considers  a  black  catalogue  of  charges  against  the  Commis- 
sioners, IS  the  affidavit  of  John  H.  Brodnax.  This  merely  states  that 
a  deputation  of  Indians  with  Mcintosh  at  their  head,  were  about  to 
proceed  to  Washington  City,  and  with  these  the  Government  might 
have  made  a  treaty,  and  saved  the  expense  which  we  incurred  at  the 
Indian  Springs.  This  deputation  had  set  out  without  knowing  what 
had  trapspired  between  myself  and  the  Government.  When  they 
reached  Miiledgevitle,  they  heard  of  my  return,  and  immediately  put 
back  to  the  Springs,  where  we  met  the  nation  about  the  7th  of  Fe- 
bruary,  and  concluded  the  treaty. 

The  nest  item  is  introduced  with  an  acknowledgment  on  the  part 
of  the  Atlvocate,  that^'it  is  not  connected  with  the  present  in ves« 
tigation." 

I  am  the  more  surprised  that  it  was  not  introduced  with  a  protes- ' 
tat  ion  of '^  relndante  ;**  this  being  the  cant  phrase  under  which  some 
of  his  witnesses  disguise  their  knavery.    The  documents  which  I  now 
here  transcribe,  and  ^hicb  I  have  beforre  forwarded^  will  form  the 
best  refutation  of  this  part  of  the  Reporter's  libel.

Sib:  A  reference  is  made  to  the  Department  by  Michee  Barnard, 
or  Barnet,  of  his  claim  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  a  reservation 
sold,  by  him,  and  for  which  he  represents  (and  sustains  bis  statement 
bj  sandry  documents,)  he  has  received  but  six  hundred  doHars. 

It  appears  by  your  letter  of  advice  of  the  8tb  September,  1824, 
that  you  drew  for  the  sum. of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  pay  this 
claimant ;  and  moreover,  that  the  said  draft  was  paid  on  the  2d  day 
of  October  following.  I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  tore- 
queat  such  an  explanation  of  the  caste,  as  will  enable  the  Department 
to  give  the  piioper  answer  to  the  appUcant  in  behalf  of  said  Michee 
Barnard.

SiB  :  I  have  lately  received  from  Colonel  Thomas  L.  McKenney 
a  request  that  I  should  furnish  to  ihe  Departnrent  an  explanation  of 
my  proceedings  in  the  purchase  of  Michee  Barnard's  reservation  of 
land.  I  bad  expected,  before  this  time,  to  hive  met  my  brother, 
Walter  L.  Campbell,  at  this  place.  He  has  not  yet  arrived,  and  I. 
am  only  able-to  give  a  statement^  which  I  intended  ahonld  have  been 
affirmed  by  his  attidavit. 

W.  L.  Campbell  resided  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  re- 
servation occnpied  by-  Barnard,  until  the  time  of  tlie  sale.  He  was 
Barnard's  agent,  acting  under  letter  of  attorney,  and,  in  August, 
1824,  proposed  the  sale.  Major  Meriwether  had  visited  the  place  and 
furnished  the  description,  which  etiabled  me  ta  estimate  the  value. 
Fifteen  hundred  dollars  waa  the  price  agreed  to  be  given.  ipr^fKar- 
ed  the  deed,  inserting  the  cnnsideratiotr  on  the  face  of  it,  aodsentit 
to  Barnard  for  execution,  having  t|egotialed  a  draft  in  Augusta  in 
September,  I  attended  at  this  place  in  the  sameraeath,  received  the 
deed,  and  paid  over  the  fuU  sum  of  fifteen  hundred'  dollars.  The 
.original  receipt,  taken  at  ttie  time,  accompanied  the  account  hereto- 
fore- forwarded^  At  Broken  Arrdw,  in  December, ^Barnard  com- 
plained that  he  had  not  received  all  his  money,  but  acknowledged 
that  he  had  received  muc  hundred  dollars.  1  gave  him  a  letter  to  W. 
L.  Campbell  on  the  subject.  I  know  not  who  the  *^  applicant  in  be- 
half of  the  said  Michee  Barnaitl"  is,  but  if  he  belongs  to  tlie  Agent's 
Department,  I  doubt  not  but  that  the  fact  was  well  known  to  him, 
that  every  cent  of  the  purchase  money  had  been  paid  to  Barnard's 
authorized  attorney,  and  1  have  as  little  doubt  of  the  motive  which 
induced  a  reference  of  the  matter  to  your  Department. 
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W.  L.  Campbell  received  the  amoanty  and  if  he  owes  Barnard  anj 
thing,  he  is  able  to  pay  it

The  Re|mrter,  after  making  the  direct  charge  of  improper  conduct  ^ 
on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  in  the  purchase  of  this  reserve,  with 
malicious  artifice,  remarks,  *^  whether  the  same  course  has  been  pur- 
sued in  the  purcliase  of  other  reserves,  or  not,  he  is  unable  to  say,  as 
this  is  the  only  case  which  has  come  under  his  observation."  He  pan 
be  informed,  that,  as  respects  the  Commissioners,  exactly  the  same 
r4[>ur9ehas  been  pursued,  in  every  instance.  They  made  the  purchase, 
took  the  conveyance,  paid  the  money,  and  returned  the  account  and 
vouchers  to  the  War  Department  I  cannot  dmibt,  however,  but,  if 
""more  cases  had  occurred  irf  the  Creek  nation,  they  might  have  been 
distorted  by  a  <  ^  tims^^' of  evidence,  and  reported  upon  in  the  same 
manner. 

The  Commissioners  are  next  charged  by  the  Reporter,  upon  the  affi- 
davits of  Cnvtain  Tripliett,  Colonel  Hambly,  John  Winslett,  Samuel 
Si-ell»  and  Joseph  Hardage,  with  **  suri-eptitiously"  intniducing  the 
5tli  article  into  the  treaty,  <<  Inasmuch  as  it  was  never  read  or  inter- 
preted to  the  Indian^rwho  signed  the  treaty,  or  tliose  who  were  pre. 
sent  at  the  signing.'*  This  seems  to  be  introduced  into  the  report, 
portentously  and  with  exultation,  involving  nothing  short  ofthedown- 
fai  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the  triumphant  acquittal  of  the  Agent 
The  Commissioners  ai'e  willing  to  reet  their  own  destinies,  and  that 
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of  the  treaty  also,  upon  tte^imple  qnestioii  of  wUafli^  the  5th  article 
waSt  or  was  not  read.  A  slight  examination  of  tte  circumstances, 
and  comparison  of  the  evidence,  I  trust  will  be  satisfactory  in  putting 
this  point  to  rest  First,  as  to  the  evidence  ^f  the  thing  itielL  Ac- 
cording to  all  the  doctrines  of  all  tlie  opposers  at  the  Treaty,  such  an 
article  could  not  have  been  objectionable  to  the  treatf -making  In- 
dians. We  jsay  that  it  was  matter  of  previous  atipulatioji.  That  it 
was  often  talked  of  and  insbted  on ;  that  it  was  matter  of  perfect 
understanding ;  that  the  payment  pravidod  for  in  that  article,  was  tlie 
indemnity  for  loss  of  improvements  ;  that  it  was  expressly  objected 
that  tlie  Agent,  from  his  opposition  to  a  treaty,  and  hostility  toincKvidii- 
als,  would  not  pursue  an  equitable  rule.  These  were  the  reasons  tot 
inserting  ih»  article.  What  reason  could  we  have  had  for  omitting 
to  read  it  ?  Being  inserted  for  the  benefit  of  the  Chiefs,  and  at  their 
instance,  we  could  have  had^  fears,  of  offending  them,  and,  at  tliat 
stage  of  our  proceedings,  we  did  not  need  the  aid,  neither  did  we 
dread  the  opposition  of  the  Agent  Under  the  naked  state  of  the  facts 
then,  the  article  was  read  as  matter  of  course.  But  fortunately  for 
us,  tliere  were  those  present  whose  affidavits  have  been  taken,  and 
placed  by  the  Executive  of  Georgia  \i\  possession  of  the  Departmentf 
and  to  ^hich  I  ask  that  reference  may  be  had.  They  are  the  affida- 
vits of  Dr.  Wm.  Meriwether,  WilKam  F.  Hay,  our  Secretary,  and 
of  Sttnson.  If  others  have  been  taketi,  besides  the  Commissioners^  I 
am  not  af^irized  of  it  But  these  are  enough.  I  would  not  believe 
them,  to  be  sure,  <'  against  the  congregated  world  ;''  but  against  ^ 
five  witnesses  enun^rated,  and  against  every  other  man  in  the  Creek 
nation,  1,  and  very  unprejudiced  man^  would  betirve  thenu  But  it  seems 
that  **  one  or  two  of  the  witnesses  nam^  do  not  swear  positively  ;^ 
and  tliat  the  ^  evidence  is  of  so  serious  a  character  that  the  Repcnrter 
would  not  have  aHuded  to  it"  but  for  the  evidence  of  Captain  Trip- 
lett  This,  it  appears,  is  «<stropg,  clear,  and  positive, **  and,  in  the 
*«  opinion**  of  the  Re|iorter,  ^^  entitled  to  as  much  weight  as  any  other 
individual  whatever.'*  1  am  glad  that  one  individual,  whatever  may 
be  the  value  of  bis  .opiition,  places  so  high  an  estimate  upon  Captain 
Triplettv  the  Sub-Agentof  the  Creek  nation.  I  should  be  the  more  gra- 
tified, if,  iu  Georgia,  tliis  opinion  were  not  so  singular.  It  is  true  thai 
the  treaty  was  signed,  and  all  our  nq^tialions  conducted  in  a  ^^toom 
guarded  by  a  door  keeper."  This  was  done  to  keep  off  intruders 
and,  if  we  had  kept  off  this  witness,  it  is  possible  he  might  have  been 
saved  the  commission  of  a  very  high  offence.  .  He  was  notoriously  op» 
posed  to  a  treaty  in  ev^7  stage  of  the  negotiation ;  boastful  of  his  iti- 
iueuce  in  preventing  our  making  it;  and  active  and  zealous  in  his  ef-  . 
forts  to  break  it  This  witness  dangled  at  the  heels  of  bis  patron 
fipoih  Georgia  to  Washington  City,  where  they  an-ived  previous  to 
tiie  ratification.  They  had  a  copy  of  the  treaty  in  their  pockets,  and 
bow  cokues  it  that  neither  of  them  discloses  this  migiity  diarge  in  aid 
of  the  Agent's  letter  of  protest,  which  accompanied  the  treaty  before 
the  Senate  ? 
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The  utory  doc«!  Dot  keep  probability  in  view,  and  therefore,  carries 
with  it  its  own  refutation*  1  have  only  to  repeat  the  request,  that  the 
Department  nay  refer  to  the  rebutting  proof  upon  this  point.  Such  tes- 
timony, given  by  such  men  as  Hay  and  Meriwether,  needs  no  com« 
ment*      « 

The.  next  head  of  the  report,  purports  to  embody  a  great  deal  of 
mysterious  matter,  and  contains  many  subtile  allusions,  relating  to 
the  mranagement  of  the  funds- placed  in  the  hands  of  tiie  Commission- 
ers. There  is  no  subject  upon  which  the  world  indulges  so  much  jeal* 
oiany  as  the  maftageinent  of  public  funds  hy  public  officers.  M  either  is 
there  any  department  of  ]Mjblic  life  so  much  expos(*d  to  unfounded  sus* 
picions,  malicious  rcjiorts,  and  unrighteous  recriminations.  Instances 
might  be  cited,  entbi*acing  but  a  shoi*t  jicriod  of  history,  of  imputed 
delinquencies,  from  the  highest  financiuj  officer  ot  the  Governmentp 
down  to  the  lowest  disbursing  servant.  These  seeni  to  be  the  choicest 
weapons  of  contrnversy,  because  when  they  can  be  brouglit  to  bear, 
they  are  considered  the  most  destructive^  In  this  instance,  I  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  a  full  development  of  the  whole  of  my  transac- 
tions in  regard  to  the  funds.  The  i-epoi-t  furnii^hes  three  specifications. 
The  report  states : 

**l  add,  that  it  is  clearly  shown  that  the  wliole  amount  of  money 
I^aced  in  the  hands  of  tlie  Commissioners,  under  tliat  article  of  tli'e 
treaty,  (5th)  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  has  been  diverted  from  the 
purposes  for  which  it\As  placed  by  the  Government  in  their  posses* 
sion  and  used  in  mercantile  speculations.^ 

"  Again  :  **  The  Commissioners,  in  paying  off*  what  money  they  haTO 
paid  out,  have  paid  away  lai*ge  amounts  of  bank  paper,  \%hich,  in 
Georgia,  is  at  a  considerable  discount^ 

Again  :  **  The  evidence  also,  of  Micajah  C.  Williamson,  which 
although  circumstantial  is  sti-ong,  goes  to  show  that  a  part  of  the 
money  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  has  been  used  in  the 
purchase  of,  or  s|)eculations  in,  negroes,  by  Col.  W.  W.  Williamsod, 
the  relative  of  Col.  Campbell,  who  is  shtiwn  to  have  been  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Commissioners  at  an  extravagant  salary .'' 

The  evidence  relied  on  by  the  Reporter  in  making  these  specifica* 
tions.  consists  i>f  the  affidavits  of  Joel  Baley,  John  T.  Lamar,  and 
Mioiyah  C.  Wtiiinmson.  Having  no  copy  of  the  testimony  of  Baley, 
I  know  not  its  precise  im]>ort.  From  the  notice  taken  of  it  in  the  re- 
port ufKm  this  branch  of  the  subject^  i^  seems  to  limit  itself  to  the  fact, 
that,  at  tiie  close  of  the  ti-eaty  at  the  Indian  Springs,  he  was  furnished 
with  a  draft  of  Gltceti  hundred  dollars  upon  McKenzieand  Ponce,  in 
part  discharge  of  what  was  due  him  for  supplies  furnished  during  the 
treaty* 

A«d  what  does  this  prove  ?    It  may  have  been  the  most  acceptable 

mo^  of  payment^-a  method  of  transferring  funds.  We^may  have  had 

funds  in  Augusta,  or  prepareil  to  place  them  therein  a  few  days ;  or  the 

'  transaction  may  admit  of  many  otiter  inferences  Just  as  probable  as 

Ihe  one  best  suited  to  the  purposes  of  tlie  Advocate — that  the  funds 
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were  engaged  in  specalaiion.  On  no  occasion  did  we  take  the  entire 
fand  with  us«  and  on  any  occasion  woald  we  have  drawn  on  Miiledgo- 
ville,  WashingtoHt  or  Augusta*  at  sight,  and  have  placed  funds  io 
these  places  to  have  met  our  drafts. 

The  evidence  of  John  T.  Lamar  has  rePerence  to  the  same  subject 
He  stat^  that  a  ^«  report  was  in  circulation  in  the  upper  country,  that 
Gt^n.  Gaines  had  demanded  tlie  8^00,000  of  the  Commissioners; 
Hiat  difficulties  existed  on  the  part  of  tlie  Commissioners  as  to  the 
payment  of  the  money  ;  and  that  the  money,  or  a  part  of  it,  bad  been 
vested  in  cotton.  Mr.  Lamar  lives  in  Mncon,  {on  the  road  to-theagen- 

2.)  He  liad  heai*d  the  report,  and  before  the  15th  of  July :  for,  on  that 
ly,  he  acknowledged  that  lie  had  circulated  it  in  Augnista.    The  es- 
sence of  tlie  report  was,  that  Gen.  Gaines  had  demanded  the  money, 
ami  could  not  ect  it,  because  it  was  embarked  in  8])ecuIation.  The  i*eport 
was  a  palpable  falsehood,  as  Gen.  Gaines  and  hh  aid.  Major  Butter, 
can  attest :  for  no  application  was  made  for  the  money  until  about  the 
£6th  of  July,  and  then  by  Major  Butler,  at  this  place.    The  witness 
then  details  his  conversation  with  Mr.  Mackenzie  on  the  15th  in  Au- 
gasta.     That  conversation  is  also  detailed  by  Mr*  Mackenzie  himi^f 
hi  an  affidavit  hereto  annexed. .  'I*he  Department,  upon  a  compariton  of 
the  two,  in  connexion  with  the  circumstances,  will  be  able  to  arrive  at 
the  truth.      It  would  seem  that  the  re|M>rt  was  very  acceptable  to 
Mr.  Lamar,  fVom  his  having  given  it  circulation  in  Augusta,  ^nd 
then  in  Milledgevillo  three  days  afterwards,  having  volunteered  his 
misconceptions  to  gi\ e  it  confirmation.  The  afiadavit  of  Mackenzie  re- 
lates, with  iierfect  fidelity,  the  history  of  that  fund,  fi*om  thenegotiatioii 
of  the  drafts  in  Augusta,  until  their  pi^oceeds  were  passed  to  ^e  credit 
of  General  Graines  at  the  same  place.    Thus  much  in  answer  to  the 
first  specification,  for  the  present.    The  second  is  easily  disposed  of. 
It  is  unsiistained  by  proof,  and  is  not  true.  «*In  paying  off,  what  mo- 
ney we  have  paid  out,"  we  have  not  ^*paid  away  large  amounts  of 
Bank  paper,  which,  in  Georgia,  was  at  considerable  discount  All  oor  • 
late  disbursements  have  been  in  State  and  Augusta  bills  and  mcie, 
except  a  sum  in  bills  of  the  State  Bank  of  North  Carolina^     These  . 
were  very  current  at  par,  befoi'e  and  at  the  time  they  were  paid  outf 
and  are  so  now.     I  will  explain,  presentty,  bow  this  currency  came 
into  my  hands,  and,  what  benefit  has  resulted  to  the  Government 
from  the  fact 

It  yet  remains  for  me  to  answer  the  charge :  <<  that  a  part  of  the 
money  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners,  has  been  used  in 
the  purchase  of^  or  speculations  in,  negroes,  by  Col.  W.  W.  William- 
son.*' 

This  charge  is  posittvely  made,  but  when  the  proofs  are  referred  to, 
they  are  found  to  consist  alone,  of  the  affidavit  of  Micajah  C*  .Wil- 
liamson, and  this  is  undei*stood  by  tlie  Reporter  under  the  ^  prelusive 
and  cautious  expression,**  that,  **  although  drcumstandaU  it  is  strong,** 
We  will  look  to  the  drcumsiances^  and  then  examine  ttieir  strengtlh 
as  establishing  a  chai*ge  against  any  person. 
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llie  witness  states  that  be  was  fn  Milledgeville  in  March,  and  saw 
Col.  "Williamson  on  hb  way  to  Charleston;  witness  went,  in  a  few 
weeks  afterwards,  to  my  residence  in  Wilkes^  and  foQnd  me  ffiom 
home.  Upon  asking  his  aunt  how  much  money  Col.  Williamson  car- 
ried  to  CharlestoKi,  was  answered,  if  negroes  could  be  purchased  upon 
good  terms,  he  hadf  or  would  have,  at  his  commaVid,  a  draft  of  twenty 
or  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  by  calling  on  Mr.  Mackenzie;  wit- 
ness aftei*wards  saw  Col.  Williamson,  who  informed  him  that  he  had 
purchased  negroes,  and  left  them  at  Richmond  Hill,  a  place  belonging 
to  Col.  O.  G.  Campbell ;  witness  afterwards  saw  some  of  tlie  ne- 
groes near  and  in  Montlcello,  where  Col.  Williamson  resides,  &c. 
The  Inference  which  the  witness  intended  should  be  drawn,  and  which 
it  very  well  pleased  the  Repoi-ter  to  draw,  was,  that  I  bad  furnished 
the  means  of  conducting  this  expedition  to  Charleston.  But  take  the 
whole  circumstances,  and  grant  them  to  be  true^  exactly  as  detailed, 
and  they  warrant  no  such  conclusion  as  tiiat  which  bas  been  drawn. 
But  the  fact  that  such  conversation  ever  occurred  at  my  house,  is  in 
no  wise  admitted.  It  might  receive  a  negative  in  the  most  solemn 
form,  but  I  know  that  tlie  Department  will  not  expect  it,  and  will  ap- 
preciate the  motives  which  dictates  ihe  omission. 

It  appears  tiiat  tliis  is  another  oLthe  Reporter's  relttctant  witnesses : 
that  he  •'gave  evidence  i*eluctantly,  but  having  made  similar  state- 
ments with  those  in  his  affidavit,  to  his  friends,  and  being  called  on  to 
testify  to  it,  and  being  a  man  of  great  integrity  and  independent  feel« 
ingt  gave  his  testimony  when  it  was  requested.^'  I  have  quoted  the 
words  of  the  Reporter,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  comparifwn,  will 
quote  the  xxincluding  clause  of  the  affidavit.  **  W Itness  states,  that  all 
the  evidence  herein  given,  was  elicited  by  verbal  questions  put  to  liim 
by  Major  Andrews,  United  States'  Special  Agent,  who  called  on 
witness  for  his  affidavit*  Witness  give-s  testimony  in  the  case  reluc- 
tantly, being  nearly  related  to  both  Colonel  Camjibell  and  Colond 
Williamson.''  It  ap])ears  to  me  that  here  are  contradictions  difficult 
to  be  reconciled.  A  witness  makes  statements. /ree^y  and  grahtitojis^ 
iy^  to  his  friends,  and  then  swears  to  them  reluctantly  on  account  of 
the  delicacy  of  -the  disclosure.  Correct  sentiment  would  certainly 
feel  much  stronger  restraints  in  the  first  instance,  than  in  the  latter. 
The  one  disclosure  is  wholly  voluntary,  tlie  other  measurably  coercecL 

But  tlie  Reporter  declares,  that  the  reason  why  the  witness  deposed^ 
was  because  he  had  made  similar  statements  to  liis  friends.  Now  the 
witness  swears  that  **all  tlie  evidence"  he  gave,  **  waseficited  by  ver- 
bal questions  put  to  him  by  Major  Andrews."  Why  all  tliis  equivo- 
cation and  duplicity,  but  to  disguise  a  deformed  witness' !  The  wit- 
ness takes  his  affidavit  in  Crawtord  county,  near  the  Creek  Agency. 
Be  hud  no  residence  of  his  own,  although  he  has  a  family.  He  had 
no  relaticm  in  that  quarter  to  u  hom  he  was  making  a  visit,  and  whose 
family  he  might  abuse.  So  far  then  from  his  entitling  himself  to 
credit  for  his  aflfected  reluctance,  he  expose.s  himself  to  the  imputation 
of  having  fabricated  a  story,  and  having  ran  oflT  to  tell  it.     I  under- 
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stand  that  he  enjoys  tbcrfconors  of  ^a  Creek  Nation  residence ;  of  tboM 
lie  i»  altogether  worthy,  being  pronounced  by  the  Reporter,  <<a  man  ^ 
great  integrity,  and  independent  feelings.*' 

It  lA  witli  reluctance,  but  not  like  tliat  «>f  the  wttnesSy  that  I  have 
gpoken  tlius  freely  of  /Um,  and  hU  evidence :  for  reaily  I  bare  moM 
regret  for  bin  degeneracy,  tliau  resentment  for  his  crimes. 

1  will  now  shew  the  iailacy  of  the  circumstances,  from  whfcb  flie 
inferences  have  been  so  strongly  drawn.  To  do  this.  1  ask  that  ref- 
erence may  be  again  had  to  tlie  testimony  of  Mr.  McKeuzie,  hereto 
annexed  :  and  as  impeachment  of  witnesses  seems  to  be  the  order  of 
the  controversy,  I  refer  you  to  the  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  dele* 
rations  in  Congress,  and  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  UnUed  Btatefl^ 
for  Mr.  McRenzieN  character.  He  states  distinctly  the  comiectioa 
between  himself  and  ^CoL  Williamson ;  the  time  that  it  was  femwA ; 
its  object;  the  amount  of  capital  invested,  and  the  manner  in whick 
it  was  obtained.  If  corroboration^  is  necessary,  1  refer  to  the  certifi- 
cate of  Col.  Briethaupt,  and  the  letter  of  Mr«  Fitzsimmoas  annexed 
to  the  affidavit,  and  all  in  confirmation  of  each  other.  1  was  not  deal- 
ing in  drafts  at  the  time ;  I  had  received  no  inlimsLtioa  when  or  bow 
the  United  States*  funds  would  be  transmitted. 

Some  stress  is  laid  upon  that  pyt  of  Micajah  C.  WtiUamson's  tes- 
timony, which  defines  the  route  of  the  pn^Ky  after  it  waspurcbaaad, 
^  and  brought  into  Georgia.  Shortly  previous,  the  small  pox  liad  been 
"  carried  from  Charleston  to  Monticello,  and  the  country  was  in  gener- 
al alarm,  and.  very  watchful,  not  only  <Mf  ttiis  properly,  but  of  every 
other  passenger  from  eitlier  of  tliose  places.  Under  these  circumstaii- 
ces,  1  had  an  opiiortunity  of  performing  an  act  of  kindness  to  my 
friends,  by  permitting  their  property  to  remain  some  days' upon  an 
unoccupied  plaqe  near  my  residence. 

Their  traffic  was  lawful,  and  knowing  no  danger,  in  giving  them 
countenance,  I  feai*ed  none.  Inhere  was  notfiiug  covert  in  the  pro- 
ceeding, because  no  criminality  was  involved. 

But  I  am  under  promise  to  explain,  or  to  give  a  reason  why,  in  my 
late  disbursements,  I  paid  out  a  portion  of  North  Carolina  State  bills. 
I  state  it  to  be  a  fact,  which  will  be  established  by  the  oScera  of  tim 
Darieu  Bank,  if  necestei^y,  that,  in  tbecoursteofourne^otuitloiis,  w«^ 
were  directed  to  draw  upon  that  Bank  for  the  sum  of  thirty  thfiuaaiMi 
dollars.  That  we  did  so,  and  i*ecelved  the  amount  eittire  in  I>arien  . 
bills.  1  exchanged  a  portion  of  tltese  bills  for  the  currency  paid  out ; 
a  most  favorable  o^ieration  of  the  Government.  The  Darien  money 
lias  long  been  u|Km  the  decline,  and  is  now  at  a  discount  of  twelve  te 
twenty  per  cent. 

There  is  yet  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Government,  in  the  hands  ^if 
the  Commissioners,  but  not  in  Darien  money,  as  they  might  tndy 
have  reported,  but  for  tb^irown  precautions.  They  will  takean<earfy 
occasion  to  review  the  whole  of  their  accounts,  and  to  ask  a  full  dis- 
charge. 

So  much  of  the  weight  of  tlie  repoi*t  ajqiearing  to  reai  upon  the  fi- 
nancial proceedings  of  the  Commissioners^  I  deem  it  not  improper  by 
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way  of  further  illustration,  to  introduce  here  copies  of  the  correspond- 
ence conducted  with  the  Government  and  others,  upon  the  3ubject 
of  the  funds.

.  Gehtlemek  :  The  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  of  the  8th  Janu- 
ary last  entered  into  by  you  as  Commissioners,  on  tlie  part  and  in'be- 
balf  of  the  United  States,  and  certain  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Creek 
Indian^  having  been  ratified  in  due  form  ;  1  am  dii*ected  by  the  Presi« 
dent  of  the  Unit^  States,  to  carry  the  same  into  effect 

By  the  2d  article  of  the  said  treaty  it  is  provided  that  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  paid  as  soon  as  practicable,  af- 
ter  the  ratification  of  tlie  treaty ;  and  by  the  5th  article  it  is  stipu- 
lated, at  tlie  particular  request  of  the  pai*ties  to  tlie  second  part,  that 
■^the  payment  and  disbursements  of  the  first  sum  provided,  viz  :  two 
hundred  tliousand  dollars,  shall  be  made  by  the  present  Commission- 
ers negotiating  said  treaty.  To  carry  this  provision  for  the  payment 
of  8  200,000  dollars  into  effect,  a  requisition,  has  been  issued  in  your 
fietvor  for  tliat  sum,  which  will  be  transmitted  to  you  by  the  Treasury. 
In  paying  and  disbursing  it,  the  President  directs  that  it  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  rule,  viz  :  Among  all  the  chiefs  of  the  tribe 
bei'etofore  acknowledged,  as  such,  and  on  the  same  scale  as  the  annui- 
ties are  distributed.  The  motive  for  this  aiTangement,  is  found  in  es« 
tablished  usage,  in  the  dictates  of  justice,  and  as  furpishing  the  whole 
with  the  means  by  which  they  may  be  enabled  to  transport  themselves 
to  the  country  destined  for  their  residence.  You  will  apply  to  the 
Agent,  Col.  Crowell,  for  a  list  of  the  chiefs,  and  their  respective 
proportions  of  the  annuities  beretofoi'O  granted  to  them,  and  act  upon  it 
as  the  basis  of  the  distrihution.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  President  before 
ytMi  distribute  the  money,  that  you  should  convene  the  chiefs,  or  have  an 
interview  otherwise  with  them,  and  explain  to  them  tlie  object  of  the  pay- 
ment, viz :  That  it  ist  the  first  payment  agreed  upon  in  the  treaty,for  the 
compensation  of  their  lands.  It  is  to  be  presumed  when  they  are  ad. 
vised  that  the  treaty  will  be  eventually  carried  into  effect,  they  will 
readily  receive  tlieir  respective  ])ortions  ;  if  not  altogether,  at  least  a 
large  number;  and  therefore  those  who  may  at  first  refuse^  will  suc- 
cessively acquiesce  in  the  measure.  In  the  disposition  of  the  pay- 
ment, yott  will  look  to  this  as  a  probable  result,  and  retain  as  much 
money  in  your  hands  as  that  event  may  require.  You  will  keep  this 
Department  regularly  advised  of  your  proceedings. 
I  have  the  honor  to  be.

*  Sir  :  The  ratification  of  the  treaty  lately  conduded  with  tlie  Creek 
Indiansy  imposes  the  further  duty  on  the  Commissioners  of  <*  paying 
and  disbursing^'  the  first  instalment,  which  was  stipulated  to  be  give-n 
for  the  acquired  ton*itory.  The  sum  agreed  to  be  paid  to  Qtnml 
Mcintosh,  in  tlie  supplemental  article,  is  placed  upon  the  same  foot*^ 
ing.  Perceiving  that  an  appropriation  has  been  made  to  meet  the 
exigency,  I  would  respectfully  inquire  when,  and  in  what  manner, 
can  the  fund  .be  placed  at  our  control.  The  communTcation  of  CoL 
McKuonney.  of  the  12th  instann  under  the  direction  cf  the  Depart- 
ment, enclosing  a  commission  to  Mi^r  Meriwether  and  mjsel^  baa 
been  received.  We  propose  continuing  the  negotiation^  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  reuniting  the  Creeks,  and  of  effecting  t^w  entire  venoval  at 
once.

1  have  the  honor,  in  his  absence,  to  refer  you  to  bis  of  the 
22d  ultimo,  informing  you  that  a  requisition  was  issued,  for  the  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  favor  of  yourself  and  Mr.  Meriwether, 
to  carry  into  eflfect  one  of  the  pi*ovi8ions  of  the  treaty  of  tRe  Indian 
Springs,  and  which,  it  Is  presumed,  had  not  reached  you  at  tFie  date 
of  yours.

Sir  :  I  have  lately  received  from  the  Department  and  Col.  McKcn« 
ney,  communications  touching  the  sums  first  required  by  the  treaty 
to  be  paid  the  Creek  nation  and  Gren.  Mcintosh.  No  time  will  be 
lost  in  reducing  the  drafts  to  cash,  and  disbursing  the  proceeds.  The 
amount  which  shall  be  realized  will  be  dulv  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Second  Auditor,  where  wc  are  informed  we  arc  account- 
able. 

Yours  of  the  23d  of  March^  under  the  direction  of  the  President, 
prescribes  the  rule  to  be  observed  in  the  disbursement  of  the  instal-  ^ 
ment*  It  was  not  without  reluctance  that  the  Commissioners  yielded 
to  the  st>l!citations  of  the  chiefs,  in  taking  upon  thentselves  this  ad- 
ditional and  highly  responsible  duty.  In  their  various  negotiations 
and  intercourse  with  the  Indians,  they  are  not  conscious  of  having  de- 
parted  from  <«  established  usage**  and  the  <♦  dictates  of  jnstice.'*  To 
secure  a  distribution,  innccorfkince  with  these  principles,  was  their 
chief  motive  in  accepting  the  office.  No  apprehension  need  he.entcr- 
tained  that  the  chiefs  will  not  i-eadily  receive  their  respective  por- 
tif>ns. 

Accounts  of  their  discontent,  if  not  wholly  unfounded,  have  at  least 
been  greatly  exaggerated.  They  disclaim  the  feeling  themselves ; 
and  1  regard  as  criminal,  all  attempts  to  excite  it,  or  to  establish  its 
existence.  We  propose,  within  a  short  period^  again  to  assemble  the 
chiefs.  It  will  be  our  object,  at  such  Convention,  to  propose  a  pur- 
chase of  the  remainder  of  their  territory ;  to  reconcile  the  whole  na- 
tion; and  to  effect  their  entii'e  removal,  if  possible,  agreeably  to  the 
benevolent  scheme  of  our  late  Chief  Magistrate.

Sir  :  I  have  received  from  your  Department  two  communications 
covering  drafts  upon  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  United  States  at  New 
York,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  tweniy-Jhe  thousand  doUqrn. 
These  sums  were  required  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  meet  the 
stipulations  of  the  ti*eaty  lately  concluded  with  the  Creek  nation  of 
Indians.  A  negotiation  is  pending  with  the  Banks  of  Augusta  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  these  demands  to  cash.     A  small  premium  will 
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be  obtained ;  and,  so  soon  as  the  object  is  eflRsctedy  the  Department 
shall  be  informed  of  the  amount  received.

Ueab  Mackbkzib  :  During  my  late  absence  at  Clark  and  Ogle- 
thorpe Courts,  communications  reached  this  place  from  the  War  De- 
partment, and  were  forwarded  ta  me  by  my  family.  To  enable  the 
Commissbners  to  carry  into  effect  the  late  treaty  with  the  Indians, 
as  far  as  relates  to  the  payment  of  the  first  instalment*  they  have  been 
furnished  with  a  Treasury  draft  upon  the  United  States  Branch  Bank 
at  New  York,  for  S  200, 000.  1  knew  of  no  motive  for  this  circuity 
in  the  transmission  of  the  fund,  except  it  be  founded  in  the  expectation 
that  the  draft  may  be  negotiated  at  a  premium.  1  have,  on  several  oc- 
casions, realized  a  profit  totlie  Government  upon  the  sale  of  drai'ts,  and 
been  complimented  for  the  operation.  Although  I  am  not  ambitious  of 
having  the  compliment  repeated,  yet  it  will  be  some  consolation  to  know 
that  1  deserve  it.  I  am,  therefore,  desirous  to  dispose  of  the  draft,  and 
upon  terms  which  will  be  favorable  to  the  Grovernment.  The  chiefs  are 
busily  engaged  in  arranging  for  removal.  Their  engagements  with 
the  whites,  and  with  each  other,  make  it  desirable  to  distribute  the  in- 
stalment as  speedily  as  possible. 

They  are  making  frequent  inquiries  and  demands  on  me  for  ad- 
▼ances.  I  have  enclosed  the  draft  witli  my  own  and  MaJ.  Meriwether's 
endorsement  The  Augusta  Bank  has  been  prompt  and  liberal  in  af- 
fording me  facilities  heTetofore ;  and  I  shall  tie  gratified  if  they  can 
find  an  advantage  in  embracing  the  occasion  to  continue.  The~object 
is  to  obtaui  the  highest  premium-  Will  you  allow  me  to  value  agsun 
on  your  kindness  and  agency  in  the  transaction  of  the  matter.  1  shall 
attend  Lincoln  Court  a  day  or  two  this  week,  and  then  pass  to  Au- 
P^usta,  where  I  may  be  expected  on  Wednesday  or  Thursday.  My 
jaunt  will  be  to  receive  the  money.

Sib:  The  Commissioners  wlio  negotiated  the  late  treaty  with  the 
Creek  Indians,  will  soon  he  in  preparation  to  comply  with  the  article 
which  stipulates  the  payment  of  4;he  first  instalment  of  the  purchase 
money.  That  we  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  determine  the  rule  of 
distribution,  we  request  to  be  informed -as  speedily  as  ^our  conve» 
nience  will  permit, 

1st.  How  many  inhabitants  compose  the  Creek  nation  ? 

8d.  How  many  original  and  leading  towns  the  nation  contains  ? 

Sd.  The  number  of  subdivisions,  of  towns,  and  their  names  ? 

4th.  The  number  of  inhabitants  in  each  original  town  ? 

5th.  The  number  of  inhabitants  residing,  and  the  number  of  original 
towns  lying,  within  the  ceded  territory  ? 

6th.  The  names  of  the  chiefs,  and  the  proportions  in  which  they 
have  received  the  annuities  since  1820  ? 

It  is  still  the  object  of  the  Crovernment,  and  the  Commissioners  are 
greatly  disposed  to  eflbct  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian  claim  to 
all  lands  on  this  side  of  the  Mississippi.  For  this  purpose,  when  at 
the  Springs  in  February,  we  desired  that,  if  any  feeling  favorable 
to  such  result  should  manifest  itself,  that  we  might  be  informed  of  the 
fact. 

I  take  leave  to  repeat  the  request,  and  to  add.  that  the  reasons  for 
an  entire  removal,  are  ndt  only  multiplying,  but  are  taking  to  them-- 
selves  the  character  of  strength  and  of  necessity,  which  will  not  admit 
of  resistance.  We  are  hopeful  that,  with  your  aid,  we  shall  be  able 
to  convince  tlie  judgments,  and  satisfy  the  good  sense  of  the  Tookau- 
batchians,  of  the  obvious  propriety,  and  great  benevolence  of  the 
scheme,  as  suggested  by  the  late  President.  The  remaining  territory, 
abstractedly,  is  but  of  little  moment  They  are,  however,  political 
and  moral  considerations,  which  claim  tlie  most  imposing  influence, 
and  which  induce  perseverance.  At  our  next  visit,  which  will  be  at 
some  convenient  period  in  the  course  of  the  Summer,  we  propose  to 
distribute  the  instalment  under  the  late  treaty.  At  ttie  same  time, 
we  design  to  ask  a  cession  of  the  territory  retained,  ufion  terms  which 
we  feel  to  be  reasonable,  and  highly  beneficial  to  both  parties.

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  the  Department,  a  short  com- 
muhication,  undep  the  date  of  the  4th  ultimo.    At  that  time,  I  had  not 
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been  informcdy  neither  could  I  have  entertained  the  most  distant  ap- 
prehension of  the  afflicting  calamity  wliich  had  already  occurred,  on 
the  SOth  iiltiinoy  at  the  residence  of  General  Mcintosh,  in  the  territory 
Jately  ceded  by  the  Creek  nation^to  tlie  United  States.     Froiq'the  very 
prompt  and,  apparently»  ingenuous  manner  in  which  the  qiposing  chicfe 
disavowed  all  feeling  of  rescKtment  against  the  signers  of  the  treaty, 
all  apprehensions  of  hostility  were  quieted,  and  we  believeil  tlie  natioa 
to  be  in  a  state  of  repose.    That  a  lamentable  reverse  is  the  fact,  you 
will  have  been  informed  before  this  reaches  you.     We  have  recently 
received  from  the  families  of  two  of  the  sufferers,  their  own  detail  of 
the  horrid  catastrophe,  and  its  immediate  conse(|uences.     I  would  not, 
if  I  could,  attempt  an  embellishment  of  the.  language  of  the  afflicted 
females.    Coppes  of  their  letters  are  ^iciosed.     Your  own  sensibility, 
and  the  justice  of  the  Government,  will  fumisb  the  commentary. 
The  individuals,  whose  loss  we  deplore,  were  of  a  committee  who 
were  on  the  eve  of  setting  out  to  explore  the  intended  residence  of  the 
nation  beyond  the  Mississippi.     A  sura  of  money  had  been  advance 
them  for  that  purpose.    A  council  had  been  held  at  Broken  Arrow, 
and,  immediately  upon  its  adjournment,  the  hostile  party  embodieil, 
and  proceeded,  with  unparalleieid  celerify,  to  the  reaideaceof  Mclntosli, 
a  distance  of  upwards  of  seventy  miles,  and  executed  the  deied  of  butch- 
ery. The  instruction  given  by  the  President  touching  the  distribution  of 
the  instalment,  seems  to  contem^ate  the  sillotmcnt  of  a  portion  toeodi 
diief.     We  would  respectfully  submit  the  inquiry,  Whether,  if  the 
assailants  and  murderers  be  comfdetely  ascertained  and  identified^ 
their  portions  may  not  justly  be  withheld  as  indemnity, for  the.amouiit 
by  them  destroyed  ?    There  is  another  point,  and  a  material  one  too, 
upon  which  we  beg  the  instruction  of  the  President.     I9  it  intended, 
in  the  distribution,  that  alt  chiefs  shall  be  embraced,  as  well  those 
who  remain. upon  the  unceded  territory,  as  those  who  are  about  to 
•migrate  ?    The  sum  stipulated  to  be  given,  is  expressed  in  the  treaty 
to  be  the  equivalent  for  the  improvements  abandoned,  the  expenses  to 
be  incurred  in  the  removal,   and  in  the  new  settlement     This  view 
taken  by  the  treaty  itself,  would  seem  to  exclude  all,  except  the  emi- 
grants, from  a  participation  in  tli6  purcbiase  money.

With  the  same  object,  a  letter  was  lately  addressed  to  the  Agent,  to 
which  no  answer  has  been  received,  a  sufficient  time,  probably^  not 
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having  yet  elapsed.  A  deputation  of  chiefs  have  presented  themselves 
to  us,  and,  amongst  other  things,  are  making  inquiries  on  this  subject 
To  enable  ourselves  to  give  them  an  answer,  and  to  obtain  such  facts 
as  will  aid  41s  in  the  further  discharge  of  our  duty,  we  propose  to  hold 
a  tali^  Ihis  morning.  We  nhaU  be  glad  of  your  attendance,  as  the 
Agent  of  the  Government  and  of  the  Indians,  and  of  all  information 
which  you  may  have  it  iii  your  power  to  communicate.  The  meeting 
will  be  about  ten  o^dockf  perhaps,  in  some  room  about  the  Statehousc, 
if  such  can  be  procured.

Sir  :  The  drafts  which  were  forwarded,  by  order  of  the  Depart- 
ment, to  the  Commissioners  who  negotiated  the  late  treaty  with  the 
Creek  Indians,  have  been  cashed  at  the  Banks  in  thb  place.  They 
were  disposed  of  at  a  premium  of  one-half  per  cent  On  thb  account 
we  stand  chargeable  with  8^26,187  50.  The  first  draft  was  intend- 
ed to  meet  the  first  instalment  under  the  treaty*  Of  this  fund,  a  small 
portion  has  been  disbursed.  The  balance  will  be  held  '<  subject  to 
the  order  of  General  Gaines/*  as  directed  by  your  communication  of 
the  18th  ultimo.  The  amount  of  the  small  draft  being  intended,  ex- 
clusively, for  Gen.  Mcintosh,  has  been  paid  over  to  his  order,  to  a 
large  extent,  and  the  balance  will  be  handed  to  his  heii*s,  who  will 
shortly  convene  at  the  Springs  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  it  Be 
pleased  to  pass  this  statement  to  the  Second  Auditor,  that  we  may  be 
debited  accordingly.

To  Colonel  Duncan  G.  Campbeix  : 

Sib  :  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  1 5th  instant,  enclosing  co- 
pies ol  two  letter^  addressed  to  you,  by  three  females  of  the  families 
of  Gen.  Mcintosh  and  Col.  Hawkins.  These  letters  set  forth  in  for- 
cible language,  the  affliction  in  which  the  writers  have  become  in- 
volved by  the  massacre  of  their  father  and  husband.  The  event  ip 
deplored ;  and  you  may  assure  the  writers  of  the  sympathetic  feel- 
ings of  the  President,  and  of  his  deep  regret  at  the  misfortune  which 
has  overwhelmed  them.  What  he  can  do  for  them,  consistently  ^th 
the  relations  with  which  the  entire  transaction  may  turn  out  to  be 
connected,  he  will  be  happy  to  do.  When  the  tidings  of  the  massacre 
reached  the  Department  such  measures  were  immediately  taken  as 
the  crisis  seemed  to  demand,  as  well  for  the  protection  of  the  friendly 
and  suflTertng  party,  as  for  the  defence  of  the  settlements,  should  the 
hostile  party,  under  the  excitement  in  which  they  were  represented  to 
he  acting,  attempt  their  invasion. 

In  reply  to  your  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  indemnifying 
the  sufferers  out  of  the  first  instalment  and  of  the  principle  of  ap- 
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plying  it  to  the  emigrating  party,  I  have  th«  honor  to  refer  yon  to 
my  letter  to  yourself  and  Maj.  Meriwether,  of  tlie  l8th  instant,  since 
which  time,  no  information  has  been  received,  justifying  a  variation 
in  the  instructions  to  General  Gaines,  connected  therewith.

Sir  :  I  have  made  a  visit  to  this  place  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
over  to  the  heirs  of  Gen.  Mcintosh  the  amount  to  which  he  was  enti- 
tled, under  the  supplemental  article  of  the  late  treaty  with  the  Creeks. 
If  I  had  been  apprized  of  the  convention  which  has  juat  b^n  held,  I 
would  have  made,  the  jaunt  a  few  days  earlier,  as  well  for  the  pur- 
pose of  renewing  with  you  an  old  acfiuaintance,  as  for  the  sake  of 
an  interview  upon  the  subject  of  a  further  disbursement,  provided  for 
in  the  same  treaty.  The  Commissionei*9  are  at  a  ibfl3  to  determine 
whether  any,  or  what,  further  duty  is  expected  of  them,  in  relation  to 
the  last  mentioned  fund.  The  fund  was  transmitted  to  us.  It  was 
shortly  followed  by  instructions,  prescribing  the  rule  of  its  distribu- 
tion, and,  shortly  after,  we  were  directed  to  hdd  the  undisbursed  ba- 
lance **  sufarjcct  to  your  order.**  Permit  me  to  inquire,  whether  we 
are  to  consider  our  authority  as  superseded,  and,  if  so,  when  we  may- 
expect  your  order,  for  the  fund.  An  answer  to  this  last  inquiry,  is 
no  otherwise  necessary,  than  to  enable  us  to  prevent  any  inconvo- 
riience  or  delay,  which  might  arise  from  our  absence  or  the  like  cause. 
Upon  hearing  of  the  contemplated  nieetine  at  Broken  Arrow,  I  deter- 
mined to  be  pre<9ent,  and  wrote  to  my  coTleagne,  Major  Meriwether, 
requesting  Ids  attendance.  He  is  detaindl  by  the  severe  iitdisposition 
o€  his  family.  A  settlement  of  Ibe  difficulties,  which,  unhappUy,  pre- 
vail amongst  the  Creeks,  appears  to  be  the  laudable  object  of  your 
mission.  It  occurs  U}  me,  that  the  dissatisfaction  which  has  arisen 
from  the  manner  in  which  the  instalment  is  directed  to  be  distributed, 
can  be  no  how  so  well  reconciled,  as  by  a  consent,  on  the  part  of  the 
chiefs,  to  a  cession  of  the  balance  of  their  territory.  The  late  treaty, 
and  the  removal  of  a  part  of  the  nation,  virtually  efieci  a  severance  of 
that  community  .of  interest  whicii  exists  among  savages.  A  cessioa 
would  reatore  the  tenancy  in  common,  which  has  been  destroyed,  and 
rightfully  entitle  the  whole  to  a  diati'ibutive  share  of  the  general  fund. 
Thus,  one  fruitful  source  of  altercation  -^jjA^  be  reconciled.  Oar 
commission  is  still  open,,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  re-unite  the  brok« 
en  and  deluded  fragment  of  the  tribe,  and  further  the  policy  of  the 
Government,  by  their  entire  removal.  I  make  these  suggestions. 
Sir,  not  in  the  spirit  of  hostility  to  your  plans  of  conciliation;  bat,  on 
the  contrary,  as  auxiliaries  to  the  scheme.  If,  then,  in  the  course  ist 
your  negotiations,  you  discover  that  there  is  any  tendency  to  such  a 
result,  I  should  be  thankful  for  information^  and  will  poQvwe  a  coun* 
100 
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cil  to  efllbct  it  Tbe  propositton  would  be  an  adrantageoas  one  to  all 
parties  concerned.  'Hie  terms  would  be,  in  all  tHTngs,  similar  to  those 
of  the  other  treaty,  except  the  money  consideration  for  improvements, 
and  expenses  of  removal,  which  would  be  one^undr^d  thousand  dollars^ 
I  wish  you  great  success  in  the  benevolent  employment  in  which  you 
are  engaged.  The  difllculties  which  you  are  called  upon  to  reconcile^ 
are  not  the  product  of  the  treaty,  but  are  found  in  the  train  of  its  ille- 
gitimate consecjuences.  I  should  very  much  regret  the  circumstance 
of  your  leaving  the  South  without  my  having  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
you ;  and,  if  ue  interview  could  happen  at  my  own  house,  it  would 
be  the  more  grateful.

SiB :  I  have  received  your  note  of  this  date,  accompanied  by  a  cer* 
iified  copy  of  an  order  of  General  Gkiines  to  yourseU;  in  relation  to 
the  fund  intended  as  the  first  instalment  under  the  treaty  lately  con* 
"^  eluded  with  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians.  The  Conunissioners  bad 
received  from  the  Department  of  War,  instructions,  under  the  date  of 
the  18th  of  May,  to  hold  said  sum,  if  it  had  not  been  paid  4>ver  to  the 
chiefs,  <<  subject  to  the  order  of  General  GHaines.'^  Previous  to  the 
receipt  <rf  the  communication,  however,  the  Commissioners  had  dis- 
bursed of  the  fund  the  «um  of  eight  thouswd  six  hundred  and  thirty* 
one  dollars.  These  disbursements  consist  of  moneys  advanced  to 
chiefs,  who  were  on  the  eVe  of  setting  out  to  explore  their  contemplat- 
ed rcfsiAsnce  beyond  ^e  Mississippi ;  to  the  deputation  who  visited 
Washington  City  after  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh;  to  the  femily  of 
Mcintosh,  immediately  after  his  death ;  to  chiefs  who  wittd  Mil- 
ledgtroiUe  in  May ;  and  other  small  items,  as  per  account,  shewn  you, 
and  to  be  returned  to  tite  Treasury  Department.  The  balance  of  one 
hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dd- 
lars,  is  ready  to  be  pM«ed  un4^  the  o»d^  of  General  Gaines  to  the 
credit  of  the  War  Department- 

In  making  this  transfer.  It  is  due  to  myself  and  the  Bank  of  Au- 
gusta, that  the  understanding  ^hieh  bas  been  entered  into  betv^een 
us  should  not  only  be  stated,  but  pursued.  The  fund,  as  remitted,  was 
in  Treasury  drafts  upon  the  United  States*  Branch  Bank  at  New  York. 
This  we  negotiated  at  tlie  Bank  of  Augusta,  under  the  agreement  that 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  were  to  be  paid  in  tpecie,  or  bills 
of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  as  I  might  elect,  and  the  balance  in 
bills  of  the  specie-paying  banks  of  this  State.  Keepkig  the  principle  of 
this  understanding  in  view,  the  Commisiioners  now  conform  to  tiie 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  theordw  of  Gen^*al  Gaines. 
The  Commissioners  are  not  tenacious  of  any  supposed  honor  or  profit 
which  might  urise  to  them  In  the  disbursement  of  this  fund;  but,  in 
their  acquiescence  in  the  proposed  arrangement^  tliey  wooU  not  be 
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considered  at  waiving  any  of  the  rights  or  obligations  crated  by  the 
/treaty.  '  ^

SiK :  I  herewith  transmit,  throogh  tlie  Department,  to  tiie  Second 
Auditor,  furdier  accounts  of  disbursements  in  connection  with  the  late 
treaty  with  the  Creek  Indians*  The  original  fund  placed  at  our  con- 
trol to  defray  the  expenses  of  ne^ttation,  is  chargeable  with  a  Garther 
item  or  two,  of  small  amount,  in  support  of  which  we  have  not  yet 

Srocured  vouchers  in  proper  form.   In  obedience  to  the  directipn  of  the 
^resident,  communicated  in  yours  of  the  18th  May,  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  first  instalment  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  has 
been  held  '<  subject  to  the  order  of  General  Chunes,''  and  has  been 
uniformly  ready.     Previous  to  the  recei[ft  of  that  direction,  the  Com- 
missiotiers  had  advanced  from  the  fund  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  six  ' 
hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars,  as  per  account  and  vouchers  now 
forwarded.    The  sum  of  S  191^369  has  been  passed  to  the  credit  of 
General  Gaines,  as  will  be  seen  by  his  order,  the  correspondence,  and 
receipt  of  iiis  Aid ;  copies  of  which  are  enclosed.    The  statement  will 
be  found  to  embi*ace  the  whole  fund^  except  the  sum  of  S  1000,  being 
tiie  premium  at  which  the  draft  was  negotiated.    This,  together  with 
the  premium  on  a  smaller  draft,  has  already  been  reported  to  you. 
About  the  time  of  tiie  receipt  of  your  direction  touching  this  fiind, 
A  draft  of  8  1000  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners,  drawn  by 
Chilly  Mcintosh,  which  they  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  accept,  but  now 
refer  it  to  the  Department  whether  we  shall  have  leave  to  pay  it. 
As  every  thing  connected  with  the  treaty^  both  anterior  and  subse- 
quent to  its  obtainment*  seems  to  be  undergoing^  revision,  partly  offi- 
cial and  partly  by  individu^  of  assumed  authority,  it  was  not,  per- 
haps, to  be  expected  by  the  CommlsMoners  that  thdr  proceedings 
Ifould  pass  unqnestioned.    The  oficial,  as  far  as  they  ha^e  been  bad 
at  the  instance  of  the  Government,  we  presume,  have  been  reported. 
Some  of  these  have  been  disclosed,  and  have  received  a  constructiiMi 
to  our  prejudice.    That  we  may  be  enabled  to  vindicate  ourselves  be- 
fore the  Government,  as  whose  agents  we  have  acoomplisbed  impor- 
tant measures,  and  from  the  responsibility  of  which  we  do  not  seek  to 
be  exempt,  permit  us  to  ask  that  we  may  be  furnished  with  oopies  of 
Idl  the  documents,  within  the  control  of  the  Department,  which  bring 
faito  4|ue8tion  our  proceedings  in  the  late  negotiation,  as  being  incpo- 
sistent  with  justioeand  universal  usage.

By  the  correspondence,  thus  introduced,  it  will  be  peiTcived  what 
degree  of  yigiiance  and  activity  I  proposed  to  exercise  in  obtaining 
the  funds  to  comply  with  the  treaty ;  the  profit  whic!)  1  realized  to 
the  Gk)vemnient;  and  the  speedy  and  equitable  manner  in  which  T 
proposed  to  make  the  distributibn  amongst  the  emigrating  party  of 
the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians.  Immediately  upon  hearing  that  the 
treaty  was  ratified,  I  inquired,  by  the  letter  here  inserted,  of  tlie  29tli 
March,  <*  when,  and  in  what  manner,  the  fund  would  be  placed  at  our 
control  ?*'  This  inquiry  had  beeii  anticipated  by  the  letter  from  tlie 
Department,  dated  the  23d  same  month.  The  first  draft  reached  me 
on  the  29th  April,  and  on  the  23d,  by  tlie  letter  to  Mackenzie,  I 
commenced  the  arrangement  to  reduce  it  to  cash.  On  the  4th  of  May, 
I  acknowledged  to  the  Department  the  receipt  of  the  drafts,  after 
baring  visited  Augusta  and  communicated  with  tlie  Banks.  On  the 
lOtli  of  June,  (having  been  absent  at  Milledgeville,  in  the  interim, 
where  I  disbursed  to  the  Indians  a  portion  of  the  fund,)  I  stated  to 
the  Department  the  terms  upon  which  the  drafts  were  ne^tiated. 
Before  this,  on  the  13th  of  May,  I  called  upon  the  Agent  for  informa- 
tion, preparatory  to  the  distribution.  On  the  28th,  the  same  call  is  re- 
peated upon  tiie  Sub-Agent  On  the  3t$t,  it  is  repeated  again,  upon  the 
Agent  himself.  On  the  6th  June,  I  returned  to  Wilkes^  and  found  yours 
ofthe  18thMay,directingthatthe  2200^000  be  Hield  subject  to  tlieorder 
of  General  Gaines.^*  On  the  2Sd  June,  1  settled  with  the  heirs  of  Mcin- 
tosh, at  thelndian  Springs,  (you  have  the  voucher,)  and,  on  tfte  same  day, 
addressed  a  letter  to  Grenerai  Gained,  wlio  had  proceeded  to  Broken  Ar- 
row. General  GMnes  never  answered  this  letter.  He  was  now  In  the 
factory  of  iUsehood  and  detraction.  He  had  no  donbt  heard  of  the 
report  alluded  to  by  Lamar;  and,  from  the  signs  of  tlie  times,  and 
the  tone  which  he  assumed,  and  the  company  which  he  kept,  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  his  silence  was  insidious,  and  that  he  aimed  to 
give  efficiency  to  the  repbrt  by  a  call  for  the  money  which  to  me  should 
be  unexpected.  Accoi-dingly,  about  the  26th  of  July,  Major  Butler, 
General  Gaines'  Aid,  presented  a  military  order,  dii*ected  to  himself,, 
rehiring  him  to  <<  repair  forthwith  to  the  residence  of  Ms\jor  Meri* 
Wther  and  Colonel  Campbell,  and  to  present  tliem,  jointly  and  seve- 
rally, (his)  order  for  the  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  placed  in  their 
hands  as  6ommissioner8,  which  sum  he  had  been  authorized  by  the 
Department  of  Ww  to  receive. *'   The  Major  was  fmihcr  ordered  to 
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make  a  depodte  of  the  amrant  in  tiie  United  Stiitea*  Bpiuidi  Bmk  in 
Savannah^  and  report  to  his  Genrral  at  Augusta^  The  call  of  the 
Miyor  was  near  the  time  of  mj  setting  ont  for  Athens^  on  a  qpecud 
occasion,  where  I  expected  to  spend  some  days  with  mj  colleague.  I 
Vierefere  arranged  with  the  Major  to  meet  him  at  Aiigiista  a  few  days 
subseqnently  to  that  time.  Our  meeting  was  according  to  appotnt- 
ment.  The  matter  was  promptly  adjusted,  and  I  took  a  receipt  in 
full.  The  extract  from  my  accoonts  already  reported,  shews  an 
amount  of  upwards  C(  three  thousand  dollars  addition  to  the  funds  in 
our  hands,  by  the  sale  of  drafts.  I  doubt  whether  any  more  of  your 
Agents,  general  or  special,  can  make  the  like  shewing.  The  Govern* 
ment  has  upon  its  list  defaulters  to  the  number  of  thousands,  and,  in 
tiie  amount,  of  millions.  I  am  not  reported  dead,  or  insolvent,  neither 
am  I  a  defaulter.  I  have  but  little  property ;  but  that  is  not  the  pro-i 
duct  of  peculation,  but  the  hard  earnings  of  a  laborious  life.  I  have 
a  residence  and  a  name,  and  tiiat  which  cannot  be  filched  from  me — a 
Qonscumsness  of  having  done  my  duty.  Nevertheless,  tlic  Commts* 
sioners  may  be  sacrificed,  and  the  treaty  annulled.  But  if,  for  these 
purposes,  tiie  reports  of  your  Agents,  and  the  evidence  which  accom- 
panies them,  be  relied  on,  then  we  protest  against  their  sufficiency. 
The  one  pursues  a  course  of  reasoning  and  examination  evidently 
delusory,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  other  is  irrelevant  and  corrupt. 

1  trus^  Sir,  that  I  am  not  insensible  to  the  elevated  character  of 
the  tribunal  to  which  this  communication  ia  made,  or  of  the  veneration 
to  which  it  is  entitled.  I  am  not  conscious  of  a  departure  from  either 
sentiment  If  such  be  detected,  it  will  be  pardoiied,  upon  the  aver- 
ment that  it  was  not  intended.

Testimony  of  Alexander  McMSenxie* 

State  of  Gboroia>  "}  .     , 

City  of  Jlugtistaf  Richmond  County.  J 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  Samuel  Hale,  a,Justice  of  the  In^ 
ferior  Court  of  said  County .  Alexander  McKenzie,  of  tiie  late  firm  of 
McKenzie  &  Ponce,  who,  being  duly  sworn  upon  bis  oatii,  saith  : 
That,  from  the  increasing  price  of  cotton  before  and  about  the  1st  of 
April,  in  the  year  1825,  he  had  come  io  the  opinion  that  there  would 
be  a  proportionable  advance  in  the  pi*ice  of  negro  propei*ty ;  and,,  on 
this  account,  spoke  of  an  arrangement  for  speculating  in  such. 
Knowing  of  the  fact  that  Colonel  W.  W.  Williamson  had  madea  trip^ 
or  two  in  that  trade,  after  the  loss  of  his  property  by  his  accommoda- 
tion as  endorser  in  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Darien  Bank,  and 
being  disposed  to  afibrd  him  a  benefit,  as  well  as  to  realize  a  pro^t 
myself,  I  accepted  a  proposition  to  become  interested  with  Mm  in  the* 
purchase  of  negroes  in  Charleston,  S.  Carolina;  accordingly,  early 
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in  April,  about  the  5tb,  Colonel  Wiliiamson  arrived  in  this  place, 
and,  after  some  arrangements  between  us,  be  proceeded  to  Charl^ton. 
After  determining  to  embark  to  a  small  extent  in  the'bnsiness,  I  was 
not  altogether  prepare<l  to  arrange  immediately  for  the  funds*  I  had 
form^  some  acquaintance  with  Christopher  Fitzsimmons,  Sen.  who 
resided  a  short  distance  from  this  place,  in  South  Carolina^  and  knew 
he  had  considerable  influence  in  Charleston,  his  son  being  in  business 
there,  and  in  whose  hands  I  had  dbtton  at  the  time  for  sale.  I  pro- 
cured a  letter  fhnn  Colonel  Breithaupt  (an  intimate  friend  of  botti  of 
us)  in  my  behalf;  when  Mr.  Fitzsimmons  very  promptly  directed  his 
8on  to  make  me  such  advances  as  I  might  need  in  tbe  project  of  making 
purchases.  Accordingly,  advances  were  made  on  my  account  to 
Colonel  Williamson,  in  Charleston,  of  SlO,761  50,  with  which  he 
purchased  negroes  to  the  number  of  thirty -two  or  thre^,  as  well  as  I 
can  now  recollect.  Williamson  returned  through  this  place  with  the 
negroes  about  the  middle  of  May,  say  the  isth ;  for  on  that  day  I  find 
I  paid  his  passage  up,  as  well  as  that  of  tlie  negroes  :  he  proceeded 
with  them  into  the  country,  where  he  has  disposed  of  most  of  them  by 
sale.  I  have  reimbursed  Mr.  Fitzsimmons  the  amount  advanced. 
Deponent  further  saith,  that,  as  regards  certain  other  funds  with 
which  his  name  appears  to  be  connected  in  an  investigation  pending 
at  the  instance  of  the  General  Government,  the  facts  within  his 
knowledge,  or  &uch  of  them  as  now  occur  to  him,  and  in  which  he  has 
had  an  agency,  are  as  follows : 

Deponent  resides  in  the  city  of  Augusta,  is  a  director  in  tbe  Bank 
of  Augusta,  and  is  the  brother-in-law  of  Colonel  Duncan  G..  Camp- 
bell ;  he  has  been  frequently  consulted  by  Colonel  Campbell  in  many 
transactions,  the  business  of  exchange,  and  the  negotiation  of  draf^ 
upon  the  Government.  On  one  occasion,  in  1823,  as  well  as  depo- 
nent recollects,  he  purchased  of  Colonel  Campbell  a  large  amount  in 
drafts  on  the  War  Department  at  a  considerable  premium,  and  has 
had  nmny  transactions  with  him  in  having  his  drafts  discounted,  and 
in  drawing  and  transmitting  large  sums  of  money  which  he  had  the 
control  of  as  Commissioner  of  the  Government  The  matter  to 
which  his  attention  is  mainly  directed  at  the  present,  relates  to  the 
negotiation  of  two  Treasury  drafts  upon  the  IT.  S.  Branch  Bank  at 
New  York,  amounting  to  8225,000.  About  the  s3d  of  April,  1825, 
these  drafts  were  placed  in  his  possession  with  directions  (as  will  be 
seen  by  Colonel  Campbell's  letter  hereto  annexed)  to  ascertain  where 
and  upouAvhat  terms  they  could  be  most  advantageously  negotiated. 
Within  a  few  days,  Colonel  Campbell  came  to  this  plaoo  himself,  as- 
sisted in  the  negotiation,  and  received  propositions  from  both  banks 
equally  favorable,  and  left  the  place;  leaving  the  drafts  with  me  to 
accept  the  offer  of  the  Bank  of  Augusta,  as  this  had  been  prompt  in 
affording  him  facilities  before. 

The  amount  was  placed  in  the  bank  by  my  direction,  at  my  cre- 
dit; I  checked  for  large  sums  and  remitted  them,  particularly  as  I 
now  recollect  it,  one  time  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  settle  with 
Ihe  heirs  of  General  Mcintosh  for  the  purchase  of  reserves  under  the 
treaty  {  tbe  fund  thus  remained  until  tbe  9th  of  August,  when  Colonel 
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CampbeH  and  Major  Butler  m^t  in  thit  place^  and  I  checked  for  tlie 
amount  called  for^  in  favor  of  Colonel  Campbell,  and  he  passed  the 
same  amount  to  tlie  credit  of  Gveneral  Gaines»  say  S 1 91,369.  WhUe 
this  deposite  was  at  my  credit,  I  had  other  funds  in  bank,  and  checked 
generally  for  various  sums«  and  used  them  in  the  course  of  business 
sometimes  no  doubt  exceeding  my  own  funds ;  but  I  state,  unequivo- 
cally,  that  tbe  Commissioners,  fior  either  of  them,  was  jntereitted  or 
intended  so  to  be,  in  the  investment  of  a  single  dollar  of  saiddeposite. 
While  I  was  thus  in  the  use  of  a  small  portion  of  said  funds,  I  was  in 
daily  expectation  of  being  called  on  for  the  whole  amount,  and  was 
always  ready  to  comejto  a  settlement,  and«  when  called  on,  did  settle. 
Deponent  saith  further,  that  ho  has  been  furnished,  by  a  friend  at 
Washington  City,  with  copies  of  the  affidavits  of  Micajah  C.  Wil- 
liamson and  John  T.  Lamar,  upon  the  subjects  hereinl^ore  alludei 
to.  The  first  of  these  individuals  deponent  never  saw,  bat,  from  the 
character  he  has  had  of  him,  and  the  testimony  he  has  given,  depo- 
nent would  view  his  evidence  with  suspicion^  and  in  no  wise  strength-  ' 
ened  by  the  affectation  of  << reluctance,"  with  which  it  is  famished.. 
-  The  affidavit  of  Mr.  Lamar  must  have  been  made  under  ver/  great 
misapprehension  of  what  had  passed  between  bifti  and  myselC  I  ne- 
ver sent  to  Millodgeville  to  Col.  CampbeU,  for  any  draft,  by  express* 
or  otherwise,  nor  was  any  draft  disposed  of  at  a  premium  of  one^nd 
a  half  per  cent.  The  drafts  had  been  here  for  more  than  a  fortnight 
before  the  Legislature  bad  commenced  its  session,  ai^d  had  been  sold 
only  for  a  premium  of  a  half  per  cent  The  benefit  alluded  to  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  as  resulting  to  Augusta,  was  from  the  cir- 
curastahce  that,  by  the  operation  upon  these  drafts,  the  bank  was  ena- 
bled to  greatly  extend  her  i^ccommodation  to  the  citizens.  The  rea- 
son of  my  having  a  conversation  with  Lamar  at  aH,  was  in  consequence 
of  various  slanders  whiph  were  in  circulation,  some  of  whch  /  knew 
came  from  the  Agency,  **  that  these  funds  had  been  wasted  or  dispos- 
ed of,  or  could  not  be  produced  when  called  foT  by  Greneral  Gaines.^ 
The  General's  Aid  can  say  whether  this  was  was  true.

T  do  hereby  certify  that  Mr.  Alexander  McKenzie,  of  the. house  of 
McKenzie  and  Ponce,  in  Augusta,  applied  to  me  in  the  month  of 
April,  18S5f  to  give  him  a  letter  of  credit  of  about  ten  tliousand  dol- 
lars, on  Charleston,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  with  a  friend  of  his 
in  the  purchase  of  negroes.  I  cheerfully  complied  with  his  request, 
and  directed  my  letter  ta  Christopher  Fitzsimmons,  J^sq.,  which  was 
acted  upon.

Mixed  lots  ^M  freely  at 
SSi  to  24.  Prime  is  held  at  26  and  27  cents.  I  sold  200  bales  yes^* 
terday,  that  cost  ten  days  ago  20  cent^  at  23i.  Almost  all  the  cotton 
h^re,  about  2500  bales,  is  held  on  speculation.  It  is  impossible  to 
form  an  idea  to  what  it  will  go,  but  I  should  not  like  to  hold  cotton 
long. 

If  we  should  not  meet  before,  I  hope  to  have  tlie  pleasure  of  seeing 
you  in  May  or  June,  when  I  expect  to  be  in  Augusta.

BesduHan  of  the  Legislature  of  Qeorgia* 

IN  tHE  IfOUSE  OF  BEPRESENTATIVES, 

Thursday,  17^  Jnrvemher,  1825. 

Whereas,  in  the  heat  and  effervescence  of  party  feelings  and  politi- 
cal disQuisitions,  the  character  and  standing  of  two  of  our  most  wor- 
thy and  distinguished  fellow  citi^ei^s,  lately  appointed  by  the  General 
Government  to  negotiate  a  treaty  with  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians, 
for  the.extinguishment  of  the  Indian  title  to  lands  within  the  limits  of 
the  State  of  Georgia,  have  been  improperly  aspersed,  and  their  lip- 
Tightness  and  integrity  called  into  question. 

And  whereas  gi*eat  benefits  have  resulted  to  the  good  citizens  of 
this  State,  by  the  exertions  of  our  fellow  citizens  aforesaid,  in  obtain- 
ing fur  the  State  of  Georgia  an  extensive,  fertile  and  important  ter- 
ritory within  the  limits  thereof: 

Resolvedf  unanimoushif  thereforef  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse^  Repre^ 
tentatives  of  the  State  of  OeorgiOf  in  Op^eral  Ji$$0mbly  met,  That  they

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feel  deeply  and  grateftiUy  impressed  wttli  the  imporUnt  SMnrices  of 
the  Honorable  Duncan  G.  Campbell  and  James  Meriwethefv  in  ob- 
taining the  late  cession  of  lands  from  ihe  Creek  Nation  of  Indians, 
and  that  their  confidence  remains  unimpaired  fat  the  honor,  upri|^t- 
ness,  and  integrity,  of  those  gentlemen* 

Stsdvedj  JurtheTy  That  Uie  General  Assembly,  representing  the 
feelings  and  wishes  of  the  good  citizens  of  this  State,  do  not  faesitatg' 
in  saying  that  they  conceive  that  the  treaty  contains,  itself,  intrinsic 
evidence  of  its  fairness,  in  the  liberal  and  extended  provisioas  which  It 
contains  for  the  removal,  preservation,  and  perpetuity,  of  tlie  Creek  na* 
lion ;  such  treaty,  so  beneficial  to  the  United  States,  the  Stateef  Geor- 
gia, and  the  Indians  themselves,  havine  been  negotiated  under  circum<^ 
stances  requiring  the  most  devoted  zeal,  and  perse vering  industry  an4 
flrmness,  we  pronounce  upon  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners  our  most 
Cordial  aj^robation ;  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  eadi  of 
Bjid  Commissioners,  and  also  a  copy  to  each  of  our  Senat<»s  and  Re* 
presentatives  in  Congress.

Expotithn^ihe  Vmted  8iuUs^  Cmnmitsiotcers,  in  rciatioii  to  tM  late 
Treaty  eonduied  by  them  with  the  Creek  Indians. 

The  CoflMnissionerson  the  part  of  the  United  States  wlio  concluded 
the  late  treaty  with  the  Creek  Indians,  are  placed  by  circumstances 
beyond  their  eontrol»  in  a  situation  not  less  painful  than  peculiar* 
Introated  with  a  negotiation  of  great  national  and  local  Importance, 
they  had  conducted  it  to  a  successful  result,  and  the  treaty  itself  had 
received  the  fullest  sanction  of  public  authority,  after  t{^e  only  argu- 
ment which  could  be  suggested  against  its  validity,  had  been  presented 
both  to  the  Execntive  and  the  Senate  of  tbe  United  States.  ( t) 

In  a  short  timo  theresifterf  Gen.  Mcintosh,  a  chief,  equally  distin- 

Sished  for  his  influence  among  his  own  countrymen,  and  An:  his 
endship,  attachment,  and  services,  to  the  white  people,  and  some  of 
bis  most  conspicuous  friends,  were  assassinated  by  a  band  of  those 
Indians  who  had  opposed  a  cession  of  territory,  wbile  reposing  wjfh 
perfect  confidence  on  the  solemn  pledge  of  protection  against  the 
<<  hostilities  of  the  whites  and  all  others,*'  given  in  the  8th  article  of  the 
treaty,  and  at  the  very  moment  they  were  preparing  for  the^speedy 
removal  of  the  <<  emigrating  party/'  The  Indian  Agent,  Col.'  Crow- 
ell  was  accused  of  having  instigated  the  massacre, (2)  <«nd  Maj-An 
drewst  of  the  War  Department,  was  speedily  delegated  to  invtetfgate 
the  charge,  while  Gen.  Gaines  was  simultaneously  commanded  to 
suppress  the  disorders  of  the  Creek  nation,  and*  if  {lossible,  compose 
its  dissensions.  Believing  that  the  powers  confided  to  tiKise  gentle- 
men, would  be  exercised  exclusively  in  an  examination  of  the  subjects 
referred  to  them,  the  Commissioners  never  entertained  a  thought  that

the  integrity  of  their  official  and  private  characters  impeached.  As 
little  did  they  suspect  that  the  Execntive  Dcmrtment  of  the  United 
StpUes,  wasyin  any  degree,  dissatisfied  widi  the  course  they  had  pttr- 
sued.  They  have  maintained  a  correspondence  with  the  Secretary  of 
War  froDn  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  to  the  present*  and  no  disap* 
|M^ation  has  been  expressed.  Soon,  however^  after  these  ffentlemeh 
£ad  entered  upon  the  performance  of  their  duties,  both  of  them,  in 
terms  more  or  le^s  direct*  pronounced  the  Commissioners  guilty  of 
corruption  in  negotiating  the  treaty*  or  of  such  a  departure  from 
justice  as  could  scarcely  be  considered  less  culpable  (5)  It  is  how 
officially  announced*  that  the  treaty*  notwithstanding  its  solemn  rati- 
fication, is  to  be  submitted  to  Congress,  burthened  with  the  eharge  of 
being  <<  tainted  alike  with  intrigue  and  treachery/^  (4) 

The  clearest  principles  seemed  to  require  that  the  Government  should 
protect  its  own  negotiators  from  a  partial  inquisition  into  their  con- 
duct, by  Agents  subsequently  appointed,  and  for  purposes  ostensibly 
diffidrent.  We  repeat,  that  the  Commissioners  had  received  no  inti- 
BUition  of  a  design  to  examine  their  dijdomatic  proceedings*  and  can- 
jiot  now  believe  that  the  head  of  the  Government,  in  delegating  Gen* 
Gaines  and  Mi^.  Andrews  for  specific  purposes*  intended  that  they 
should  extend  their  investigation  to  a  subject  embracing  so  many  in- 
.  terests  which  were  not  represented  before  their  tribunal.  The  riefats 
of  the  United  States*  of  Georgia*  and,  let  it  be  respectfully  adde^  of 
the  Commissioners  also,  demanded  that  they  who  must  be  supposed 
best  qualified  to  defend  them*  so  far  as  they  were  involved  in  the  trea- 
ty, should  receive  notice  of  the  ground  on  which  their  public  acts 
were  assailed*  and  enjoy  the  opportunity  of  sustaining  them.  Bat 
as  no  sttcli  measures  were  adopted,  and  the  Commissioners  were  not 
stoical  enough  to  regard  with  indiflbrence  the  possible  effect  of  the 
accusation*  if  it  remained  uncontro verted,  they  applied  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  War  for  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  alleged  proofs  which  had 
been  derived  from  the  investigation*  and«  as  yet,  copies  have  not  been 
received.  Hence  we  are,  at  this  time*  compell^  to  confine  outlives 
to  a  general  view  of  tlie  conduct  of  the  Special  Agents,  so  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  derive  a  knowledge  of  it  from  the  publications  of 
the  day ;  to  a  view  of  the  state  of  the  Creek  nation,  and  to  a  more 
particular  notice  of  the  meaeuret  wbicli  we  pursued  in  obtaining  the 
treaty.  The  principles  obviously  deduclble  from  this  arrangement^ 
will*  we  think,  remove,  or  at  least  suspend,  any  prejudice  excited  by 
the  denunciations  of  the  treaty  and  its  makers. 

It  is  with  the  dee|)est  regret  that  tlie  very  nature  of  the  defence  re- 
quires us  to  censure,  but  we  shall  endeavor  to  perform  this  disagree- 
able  task  in  such  a  manner  as  to  convince  the  impartial  that  we  are 
impelled  by  necessity*  and  guided  by  a  sense  of  justice.  One  prom- 
inent individual,  most  obnoxious  to  animadversion,  must  discover* 
from  our  past  forbearance,  unquestionable  proof  that  personal  en- 
mity does  not  enter  into  our  motives.

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lAnch  no  doubt  of  what  we  bIiaII  sabmit  has  already  been  comnm- 
nicatod  in  detached  portions  to  the  public ;  but  it  is  our  object  to 
blend  into  one  yfieW  ^  principal  facts  and  reasoning  relative  to  ttie 
subjects  as  bridy,  per8picuously»  and  calmlyt  as  posttble,  that  men  of 
all  parties  may  receive  the  simple  impressions  of  troths  aided  by  ar-  ~ 
rangement  and  undisturbed  by  passion* 

We  commence  with  the  Special  Agent,  Miy.  Andrews»  who*  pre^ 
ceding  Oen.  Gaines,  first  became  the  object  of  public  attention. 
The  duty  prescribed  to  this  gentleman  was  an  examinatioa  of  (be 
conduct  of  tbe  Indian  Agent,  and  the  contingent  adoption  of  certaki 
measures  in  relation  to  his  office.  Col.  Crowell  was  accused,  and 
tbe  regular  scope  of  the  inquiry  was,  whether  hU  accusers  hai  spoteit 
Ac  truth.  It  as  M^j*  Andrews  asserts,  the  very  evidence  adduced 
acainst  the  Agent  seemed  to  establish  his  innocence(5)  what  necessity 
did  then  exist  for  seekine  an  indirect  justification  by  inculpating^^he 
Commissioners  ?  If  be  chose  to  prolong  his  judicial  career  by  collect- 
ing superfluous  evidence,  consisting  of  proof  (bat  the  Indians  had  been 
provoked  to  the  murder  of  Mcintosh  by  tbe  misconduct  of  the  ne^* 
tiators  of  the  treaty,  would  It  not  havelieen  just  that,  before  the  in- 
quiry was  extended,  he  should  procure  a  notification  of  the  persons 
most  deeply  interested,  and  who  alone  could  be  c6nsidered  the  proper 
defenders  of  their  own  acts  of  diplomacy  7  And,  finally,  if  he  can  be 
pardoned  for  disregarding  this  very  obvious  consideration  ;  iC  inseiH 
sibly  and  unconsciously,  he  allov^d  the  defence  of  Criwell  to  become 
the  impeachment  of  the  Commissioners,  did  justice  or  delicacy  per- 
mit him  under  these  circumstances  to  pronounce  hie  opinion  of  their 
guilt,  as  he  has  maniiestly  done  in  his  compliment  to  Col.  Crowell  for 
*'  stemming  a  torrent  of  corruption  diseraoeful  to  tbe  nation  ?''  (6) 
This  proc^ure,  sufficiently  otgectionaUe  in  itself,  appears  still  less 
reputable  when  contrasted  with  bis  animated  ^^ensures  of  the  Legb* 
lattire  of  Qeorgia  for  taking  ex  parte  testimony  against  the  Indian 
Agent  It  would  have  been  well  if  Maj.  Andrev^'s,  economising  his 
sensibility  to  injustice,  had  reserved  enough  to  restrain  himself  from 
wrong,  instead  of  exhausting  the  whole  in  a  volunteer  reprehensum 
of  that  which  he  unadvisedly  imputed  to  others.  The  Ctoremar  of 
Georgia  solicited  such  a  susponnion  vf  the  Agent  as  would  prevent  or 
diminish  his  influence  over  the  witnesses  to  be  examined  on  Ma  trial. 
With  extreme  reluctance  the  Special  Agent  agrees  to  suspend  him  in 
**  courtesy'^  to  the  authorities  of  the  State,  arfd  yet,  in  the  profession 
of  his  extraordinary  courtesy  to  Georgia,  denounces  tlie  conduct  of 
her  Legislature  as  unjust,  if  not  persecuting.  Since  ibis  gentleman  ^ 
uniformly  afibcts  the  air  of  a  fastidious  observer  of  all  theaioeties  of 
propriety,  what  could  have  induced  him  to  offer  this  gratuitous  in- 
sult I  He  was  commissioned  to  try  CrowelL,  not  the  Legjislature  or 
the  negotiators  of  the  treaty ;  and  nothing,  it  would  seem,  but  the  vi- 
olence of  partizan  seal  could  blind  a  cautious  judge  to  an  indecorum 
so  flagrant.  The  letter  of  suspension  alone,  is  sufficient  to  stamp  the

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character  of  his  operations.  In  a  docament  which  he  knew  would 
be  published  before  the  triaU  he  tells  the  man  who  is  suspended  to 
prevent  his  official  influence^  that  he  (the  Judge)  considers  him  injured, 
if  not  persecuted  ;  that  his  impressions  are  all  in  favor  of  the  ac* 
cused ;  that  the  suspension  is  a  mere  matter  of  form  ;  and  intimates, 
in  a  manner  plain  enough  to  be  understood  by  the  humblest  capacity, 
that  the  Indian  Agent  will  doubtless  be  speedily  restored  to  his  office 
with  the  honors  of  a  full  acquittaU  Charity  and  ingenuity  united 
would  find  it  no  inconsiderable  task  to  palliate  such  a  measure.  If 
the  trial  had  proceeded  without  a  suspension,  and  Maj.  Andrews  had 
remained  silent,  persons  in  fear  of  Crowell  might  have  been  embold- 
ened  to  testify  the  truth,  under  the  apprehension  that  justice  would 
be  done  in  ordering  his  removal ;  but  here  was  an  official  caveat,  no* 
tifying  all  such  that  they  would  testify  at  their  peril. 

With  the  nature  of  the  charge  of  corruption,  so  boldly  and  gratui- 
tously exhibited  by  the  Special  A^nt,  and  with  the  specifications  which 
be  has  doubtlessly  furnished  the  Department  of  War,  we  are  not  ac- 
quainted, and  hence  cannot  be  expected  to  give  a  particular  and  spe- 
cie answer.  If  it  shall  become  necessary  to  us  to  be  more  minute, 
we  hazard  nothing  in  venturing  tlie  pledge  that  we  shall  be  prepar- 
ed to  meet  the  exigency.  Before  proceeding  however  to  another  and 
distinct  branch  of  the  subject.  We  will  bestow  a  few  additional  remarks 
upon  a  late  and  further  proceeding  of  this  Special  Agent.  It  will  be 
recollected  that,  during  the  period  of  his  operations  in  the  Creek  coun- 
try, aboard  ot  State  Ccmmtsmners  was  constituted  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Legislature,  and  instructed  to  collect  testimony  in  support 
of  the  charges  against  the  Indian  Agent.  I'his  board,  in  cloning 
their  duties,  submitted  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Governot* 
of  Greorgia,  from  whom  they  derived  their  commission.  In  answer  to 
this  report,  Maj.  Andrews  has  lately  made  a  publication  in  the  papers 
at  Washington,  in  which  he  has  indulged  in  terms  of  the  most  un- 
sparing invective  and  licentious  recrimination.  With  the  proceed- 
ings of  Maj.  Andrews,  or  of  those  gentlemen,  in  the  discharge  of 
tjieir  respective  duties,  we  had  no  connection,  and  little  expected  to 
be  involved  In  tbv^r  collisions.  It  is  not  our  duty  to  vindicate  that 
board,  nor  shall  we  attempt  it.  They  are  competent  to  their  own  de- 
fence, wheiv  imjilicated  even  by  M^.  Andrews'  superior.  But  the 
Special  Agent,  in  his  anxiety  to  defame  Col.  Williamson,  makes  him 
the  conductor  by  which  certain  allegations  are  communicated  to  us. 
In  speaking  of  that  gentleman,  he  says,  **  Col.  W.  W.  Williamson 
stands  eonvicteg  Iff  the  evidence  which  accompanies  my  report  to  the 
Government,  by  the  testimony  of  numerous  witnesses,  of  being  an 
active  instrument  in  thie  hands  of  the  Commissioners  who  made  the 
late  treaty,  in  attempting  to  bribe  various  persons  to  betray  their  du- 
ty and  honor.  He  is  shewn  to  have  offered  a  bribe  of  28,000  to  the 
United  States*  Interpreter,  whose  character  be  has  since  endeavored 
to  destroy,  to  prevent  any  e^posui'e  of  his  own  corruption.  He  is 
shewn  by  the  evidence  to  have  been  paid  a  thousand  dollars  for  his 
servicesi  and  to  have  received  twenty-ftve  or  thirty  thousand  dollars 
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of  the  Unttcd  States  ftmdsf  placed  in  the  basds  of  the  Gommhsian* 
era  who  made  the  treat^f  and  to  have  been  engaged  wUb  (bat  noacy 
ever  since  in  specalating  in  negroes  as  a  common  ne|p*o  trader*" 

^e  readily  admit  that  Col.  WilKamson  was^r  Agent,  wr^'ac* 
^TO*'  agentf  daring  the  nep^ttation^  and  as  soeh  rendered  iiiil^iiioi 
tant  services.  His  acquaintance  with  many  persons  in  the  NatiMf 
his  industry  and  seal  for  our  snccess»  with  bis  capacity  for  bnsinessy 
made  him  eminently  nsefiil.  He  performed  long  journeys  for  us; 
suffered  fatigue,  exposoret  and  privations  at  Uie  most  inclement 
season  of  the  year,  in  obtaining  for  us  information,  essential  in  over** 
coming  intrusion  and  perfidious  opposition,  and  condoctiag  us  to 
success.  He  was  instructed  to  use,  and  no  doubt  did  use,  his  best  ex- 
ertions in  removing  from  the  minds  of  the  chieb  all  false  impres? 
sions,  let  them  have  been  derived  from  what  quarter  they  might»  M 
however  insidiously  made.  These  impressions*  thus  made,  were 
the  obstacles  against  which  we  had  mainly  to  contend.  Hud  othors 
who  ought  to  have  acted  from  duty,  been  even  joiUing  for  oui^  sue*' 
cess,  and  moderately  zealous  in  their  co-operation^  Col.  Williamson 
had  been  spared  his  labor,  and  the  United  States  tfie  expense  of  his 
employment  It  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  object  of  our  mia^jion 
was  to  obtain  a  cession  of  territory,  to  enable  the  United  States  to 
comply  with  her  compact  with  Georgia.  The  execution  of  that  com- 
pact, was,  and  still  is,  a  subject  of  the  most  general  and  interesting 
discussion,  inv<dvtng  princinle,  and  exciting  feeling,  which  it  was 
greatly  desirable  to  settle  and  allay.  The  method  adopted  to  do  this 
was  through  the  medium  of  treaty,  and  to  defray  the  expense  of 
such  treaty,  a  competent  appropriation  was  made,  and  placed  at  the 
control  of  CommissionerB.  No  sooner  Iia4  they  commenced  the 
discharge  of  (heir  duties,  than  they  were  met  by  opposition  from 
different  quarters,  varying  in  motivf ,  but  of  the  same  degree  of  ob« 
stinacy.  This  proceeded  from  intermeddlers»  some  of  them  beiB|; 
Cherokees,  (8)  and  olLeis,  white  men,  who,  with  untiring  industry i^ 
had  been  struggling  to  obstruct  our  progi^ess  andcounteract  our  per- 
sonal exertions*  In  this  situation,  if  we  had  contented  ourselves 
with  making  a  cold  and  formal  proposition,  and  receiving  a  flat  If 
not  insolent  dcniul,  then,  indeed,  we  had  been  unworthy  of  the 
commission  which  we  held,  most  feeble  negotiators,  bi^y  lukei^' 
warm  patriots,  and  subject,  with  more  plausibil^y,  to  t^e  eharge  of 
**  corruption  ;*^  a  corruption,  however,  but  little  offensive  to  nseUdo 
philanthropists,  and  the  mock  moralists  of  the  day.  Our  ioeas  of 
doty  led  us  to  exert  ourselves  more  actively  as  tlie  obstacles  in- 
creased. When  we  found  ourselves  resisted  by  insiditflis  and  hidden 
measures,  their  discovery  was  nocessary  to  enable  us  to  evade  their 
force.  Surrounded  by  these  untoward  circumstances,  we  did  avail 
ourselves,  not  only  of  the  assistance  of  Col.  Williamson,  but  ofoth-

careless  of  tiie  number  of  witnesses  by  whom  Major  Andrews  has 
proved  it  Hiat  Col.  Williamson  ever  offered  to  Bamblj,  the  Uni- 
ted States^  interpretert  a  bribe  or  KByOOO,  we  do  not  believe ;  that  he 
was  not  authorized  by  us  to  make  such  offer,  we  Icnow.  But,  that 
the  Major  has  proven  both,  we  think  probable  |  for,  upon  Hambly, 
and  various  others  with  whom  he  had  to  deal,  an  oath  imposed  no 
obUcations.l90 

We  beg  leave  to  repeat,  that  we  had  done  nothing  to  provoke 
Major  Andrews  to  make  the  charges  against  us.  We  had  preferred 
no  accusation  against  him,  and  whatever  may  have  been  our  opin- 
ions of  the  manner  in  which  he  had  discharged  his  (iuties,  and  of 
its  tendencv  to  illegitimate  results,  we  had  foreborne,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  interfere.  Let  the  public  decide,  upon  a  full  view 
of  the  course  pursued  by  this  Agent,  whetlier  he  was  not  totally  in- 
Capacitated  for  the  duties  fissigned  him,  either  by  the  force  of  his 
partialities,  or  the  weakness  of  his  understanding.  Let  them  deter- 
mine, on  either  supposition,  how  much  reliance  is  to  be  placed  in  the 
result  of  his  inquiries* 

The  proceedings  of  General  Gaines  are  of  a  character  not  less  to 
be  reprehended.  An  attentive  observer  of  the  course  of  these  t^o 
special  Agents  of  the  United  States,  cannot  have  failed  to  remark 
the  impassioned  and  ilnbecoming .  manner  in  which  it  was  pur- 
sued, and  the  singular  analogy  of  tlie  conclusions  arrived  at.  This 
analogy  is  the  more  striking,  when  it  is  discovered  to  lie  beyond 
the  regular  scope  of  their  res|)ective  commissions.  We  have  already 
exposed  the  inconsistencies  of  Maj.  Andrews,  and  shall  next  look  to 
the  assimilated  movements  of  Gen.  Gaines* 

The  Creek  nation  had  become  the  seat  of  disorder  in  consequence 
of  the  murder  of  three  of  its  chiefs,  who  had  favored  the  treaty  late- 
ly ponclnded.  Tb  sup[iress  these  disorders,  to  restrain,  or  protect, 
as  occasion  might  require,  and  to  restore  tranquillity  to  the  nation, 
were,  as  we  conceive,  the  only  duties  assigned  for  his  performance. 
That  be  should  have  assembled  the  two  parties  in  the  nation^  and  re- 
ceive their  respective  statements  relating  to  the  rupture,  wasrenson- 
abte*  TImt  these  statements,  whatever  they  were,  and  no  matter 
how  influenced,  should  have  been  communicated  to  the  Government, 
and  taken  for  what  they  were  worth,  may  also  be  granted.  But,  when-

others.  D.  G.  CampbeU  admits  that  Ccdonel  V^illiamson  is  his  brother-in-law,  and  is 
willing  to  submit  Uie  decinon  to  those  who  know  him,  whether,  **  negro  tr^uler"  as  he 
j«  charged  to  be,  any  Agent  of  the  Government  would  be  (Ushonored  by  the  connection. 
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ever  he  resolved  btmseir  into  a  tribtinaly  and  tat  in  jjod^smei^  vpon 
the  validity  of  the  treaty*  or  the  conduct  of  the  Coramissioners  in  ob- 
taining ity  interests  were  in volvedt  Important  and  delicate,  which 
iiurht  to  have  been  represented.  That  he  has  impeadied  the  treaty 
and  assailed  the  Commissioners  also^  will  be  seen  in  his  several  com- 
munications upon  the  subject  ( 10)  We  have  no  apprehension  thai  fan 
was  instructed  to  do  sih  at  least  by  his  Government.  He  hasy  there- 
fore, under  usurped  authority,  practised  an  Indecorum  from  which  his 
own  sense  of  justice  ought  to  have  deterred  him. 

JustifmHon  for  such  a  course  may  be  searched  for  in  vain ;  ancl 
even  his  apologies  are  greatly  weakeqpd,  when  we  look  to  the  place 
and  circumstances  of  bis  operations.  When  he  arrived  at  Broken 
Arrow,  we  can  assure  him  that  he  was  in  a  soil  and  climate  extremely 
unfavorable  to  the  production  of  truth.  His  dealings  were  with  those 
who  stood  charged  themselves.  It  was  for  the  Council,  there  con- 
vened, to  account  for  the  outrage  which  occasioned  the  commotion^ 
and  the  members  uf  such  council  had  long  been  under  the  tutelage  of 
others  who  were  not  free  from  implication.  They  were,  literally, 
cnminals  ttsHf^ii^  in  tlidr  awn  defence.  They  bad  murdered  Mcin- 
tosh, and  were  now  to  answer  for  it.  The  erbund  taken  by  them, 
on  this  occasion,  was,  that  he  had  been  executed  for  a  violation  of  law. 
The  ground  taken  far  them  shortly  previous,  was,  that  the  prospect 
of  a  survey  of  the  ceded  lands,  before  tlie  time  limited  ii|  the  treaty, 
^  «*  had  produced  in  them  feelings  of  melancholy  and  great  distress.^'  (1 1^ 
Both  these  erounds,  although  they  are  contradictory,  presupposea 
the  treaty  valid.  Its  solemn  ratification  was /itrt/ifr,  and^  to  a  Gbo- 
vernm^nt  agent,  should  have  been  condusivef  evidence  of  its  validity. 
That  in  an  ex  parte  procedure,  then,  its  force  should  have  been  con- 
sidered questioned,  and  its  negotiators  as  impugned,  displays,  at  leastp 
an  easy  credulity,  leading  to  conclusions  obviously  uniust  The  fur- 
ther proceedings  of  that  Council  evince,  still  more  plainly,  the  im- 
propriety and  danger  of  the  course  pursued.  A  chiet,  that  is  to  say, 
an  Indian,  prepar^  for  the  purpose,  and  decorated,  perhaps,  witlrthe 
spoils  of  the  late  aggression,  makes  a  statement,  which  a  State  Com- 
missioner present  offers  to  expose  as  false :  the  offer  is  rejecttfl^  and  cre- 
dence is  given  to  the  statement  <<  against  the con^regaCecf  world/' (1 2) 
The  subtle-fitted  chief,  seeing  that  his  declarations  find  si|ch  ready 
access  to  the  feelings  and  confidence  of  his  only  acknowledged 
hearer,  resolves  to  push  his  success  until  he  should  again  become  a 
lordling  of  the  soil,*of  which  he  never  dreamed  till  then  he  had  been 
unlawfully  deprived ;  gives*  utterance  to  <<  sentimental  trash 'which 
had  been  manufactured  for  him  ;*'  is  now  so  humiliated  that  htf  would

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not  lift  a  hand  against  the  whites  ;  that  he  would  die  Mnong  the  to^bs 
of  his  fathers  ;  would  lay  down  at  the  corners  of  the  fenceSy  and  ma- 
nure the  ground  with  his  bones.  With  all  General  Gaines'  boasted 
•'experience  of  twenty  years  with  the  Western  and  Southern  Indians/' 
be  has  certainly  been  imposed  on  by  the  solemn  affectation  of  this 
•'  distinguished  chieftain/'  Poeth-la-yo-ho  la.  He  now  recognizes 
this  Council  as  the  *^  Creek  Natiout''  sarcastically  denominates  the 
othe^  party  •<  the  tittle  treaty-making  party;"  calls  it  *•  not  mora 
than  one-fiftieth  of  the  nation  ;"  attempts  to  depreciate  the  treaty,  by 
saying  of  it»  **  no  matter  how  obtained ;"  and,  finaliyy  in  the  overflow 
of  benevolence^  expresses  a  hope  **  that  the  appeals  of  the  chieftain 
will  not  be  disregarded. "(1 3)  The  information  and  its  commenta- 
ries are  reported  to  the  Government^  and  the«dctermtnation  is  imme- 
diately taken  to  refer  the  treaty,  improperly  burthened  as  it  is,  to  the 
consideration  of  Congress.  If  we  are  to  regard  the  report  of  General 
Gaines,  founded  upon  the  talk  of  an  Indian,  as  being  the  ground  of 
the  reference  of  the  treaty  to  Congress,  then  have  we  already  shown^ 
from  the  mere  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  unsubstantial  foundation 
of  such  a  reference.  But  if,  peradventure,  the  General  has  fortified 
and  accompanied  his  opinions,  wishes,  and  report,  with  other  facts 
drawn  from  the  body  of  the  Creek  nation,  then  we  proceed  to  shew 
that  any  fact,  so  acquired,  must  come  in  a  shape  at  least  qiiestionable. 
The  great  effort,  on  the  part  of  the  Broken  Arrow  Council,  gnd  of 
those  who  act  in  concert  with  them*  has  been  to  furnish  the  means 
of  **  breaking  the  treaty/'  Some  of  the  means  furnislied  have  come 
to  our  knowledge,  and  we  shall  take  occasion  to  examine  them  before 
we.conclude.  If  testimony  has  proceeded  from  the  highest  authorities  ' 
in  the  territory ;  from  the  Agent,  or  from  the  Acting,  or  dismissed 
Sub-Agent,  it  is  but  the  testimony  of  those  implicated  for  their  oppo- 
sition to  the  treaty,  both  before  and  since  its  conclusion,  and  there- 
fore incompetent  on  the  ground  of  interest.  If  the  statements  of  the . 
Rev*  Missionaries,  Smith  and  Compere,  are  relied  on,  even  they  are 
not  exempt  from  the  imputation  of  prejudice  and  inconsistency.  If 
Indian  countrymen  have  been  examined,  most  of  them  are  i^efugees 
from  the  penal  laws  of  the.  States,  dependent  upon  Uie  Agents  for 
the  guilty  privilege  of  enjoying  a  degraded  retreat.  But  let 
the  evidence  have  been  derived  from  whom  it  may,  the  General 
seems  to  treat  it  as  authentic,  and  may  possibly  continue  to  re- 
ly upon  it  ^*  against  the  congregated  world.''  We  will  take  the 
liberty  of  examining  one  of  his  conclusions ;  and,  as  it  appears  to 
be  a  favorite  one,  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  he  is  prepared 
to  sustain  it  He  has  stated  that  the  ^'  little  treaty-tnaking party**  is 
not  more  than  «  one-fiftieth  of  the  Creek  nation.^*  The  entire  ter- 
ritory occupied  by  the  Creeks  is  divided  into  foiH*  original  or  mo- 
ther towns  I  these  are  variously  subdivided  into  villages.  A  village 
representation  is  not  requisite,  or  ever  regarded  in  the  formation  of 
an  Indian  council.  The  actual  representation  from  tlie  original  torvnSf 
and  tlie  actual  extent  of  territory  which  they  occupiedf  formed  our  cri- 

(13)  See  General  Gaines*  letter  to  the  Gtnrernor  o\  Alabama. 
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terion  whilst  neg;otiating,  and  we  'shall  pai-sae  the  same  criterion  for 
the  purposes  of  the  present  inquiry.  The  four  original  towns  are^ 
Cowetuh,  Cussetuhy  Osweechee,  and  Tookaubatcbee.  Cowetuh  com- 
niences  on  the  Chatalioochee  river*  below  Broken  Arrow,  runs  seve- 
ral miles  West  towards  the  Alabama  settlements,  thence*  Northward- 
^ly^  to  the  Clierokee  line,  and,  with  that  line,  to  Sand  town  on  Cha- 
talioochee. Thus  n^ch  Cowetuh  inclodes  on  the  West  of  that  river, 
a  portion  whereof  is  within  the  Alabama  limits.  The  same  town, 
commencing  on  the  East  of  Chatahoochee,  runs  eastwardfj  to  Flint 
River,  and  thence  to  the  head  of  that,  and  thence,  with  the  white  set- 
tlements, to  Chatahoochee.  Cussetuh  is  immediately  below  Cowetuh, 
funning  from  the  Flint  across  the  Chatahoochee  into  the  rtserTcd 
lands  in  the  Alabama  limits ;  thence,  down  the  rivers,  for  quantity. 
Hitchatee  and  Uchee  are  the  only  other  tribes  within  the  limits  of 
Georgia.  The  first  was  fully  represented  at  the  treaty,  and  the  lat- 
ter is  considereil  as  a  subdued  tribe,  having  no  authority.  Osweechea 
tiid  Tookaubatcbee  bound  upon  the  Alabama  settlements.  The  first, 
and  a  portion  of  the  latter,  are  reserved  by  the  treaty  to  the  nation, 
but  a  part  of  Tookaubatcbee  is  ceded.  Taking  the  geographic  defi- 
nition of  the  limifs  of  the  several  towns  to  be  sufficiently  correct  we 
ahall  proceed  to  inquire  wh%t  pbrtion  of  the  soil  was  represented* 
The  Indian  Agent  declared,  in  his  letter  of  pretest,  that  the  **  treatj 
Vas  signed  by  Mcintosh  and  his  adherents  alone;"  and  General 
Gaines  says  that  it  was  concluded  <*  with  but  one-fiftieth  of  the  na- 
tion.** We  take  it  for  granted  that  neither  will  deny  that  the  town  of 
Cowetuh  was  represented  at  the  treaty.  We  admit  that  the  whole  town 
were  the  adherents  of  Mcintosh,  and  Uien  remark,that  a  treaty  *^igned 
bv  Mcintosh  aad  his  adherents  alone,**  the  Cowetuhs,  embraces  more 
tnanonefmrthofthe  territory  and  population  o( the  whole  Creek  nation. 
The  Hitchatees,  a  tribe  not  attached  to  Cowetuh  or  Cussetuht  )uit  of 
considerable  territory  and  population,  were  represented  by  their  head 
chiefo,  and  signed  the  treaty.  Even  this  assemblae^  qf  our  forces, 
seems  very  satisfactorily  to  throw  back  the  odium  of  the  expression, 
•*  little  treaty-making  party.**  But  we  proceed  further  to  augment  ' 
that  much  derided  party,  and,  in  the  same  proportion  that  it  increases, 
the  boasted  **  Creek  nation,''  which  intends  to  **  die  among  the  tombs 
of  their  fathers,**  will  be  necessarily  diminished.  We  rejoice  that  we 
are  enabled  to  diminish  it  so  much  :  for  homanity  would  be  grieved 
to  see  many  of  the  sons  of  the  forest  **  lying  down  at  the  corners  6f 
Uie  fences  manuring  the  ground  with  tlicir  bodies,**  while  thousands 
of  the  same  race  were  exulting  in  their  prosperity,  in  a  delightful 
region  upon  the  Canadian  fork  of  the  Arkansas.  To  our  numbers, 
then,  already  formidable,  we  add  a  numerous  representation  from 
die  old  and  extensive  town  of  Cussetuh.  These  were  there,  and 
« took  the  fa(fc.**  as  we  shall  hereafter  shew,  and  were  not  only  wiU- 
ing^  but  proud  to  be  considered  of  the  **  little^  treaty-making  party.** 
We  yet  jconsider  them  as  of  tho  treaty-making  party,  as  the^*adhe- 
rents  of  Mcintosh,**  and  associated  ^ith  the  Co  wetuhs  and  Hitchatees, 
claiming  and  occupying  a  much  greater  extent  of  territory  than  lay 
within  the  limits  of  Georgia.    But,  as  the  treaty  has  gone  beyond  the 
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Georgia  bdandAry^  it  may  not  be  amiaa  to  shew  the  motite  ^hich 
inda<^  us  to  include  in  the  treaty  a  portion  of  Alabama.  It  hae 
^ready  been  shown,  that  the  Cowetuh  and  Cussetuh  tewni  extend 
considerably  within  the  limits  of  that  State.  This,  of  itself,  was 
a  sufficient  reason  wliy.  we  should  include  in  the  treaty  a  portion 
of  its  unlocated  territory.  Another  reasoUf  however*  not  less  plau- 
sible, consists  in  the  fact,  that,  of  the  sixteen  Tookaubatchee  Indians  . 
present*  eight  only  opposed  a  cession.  Seven  of  these  were  from 
Tookaubatcheeproper,  and  one  from  Taladega,  a  village  of  Tookan-^ 
batcbee.  Bight  yef  remained  of  the  I'aladega  deputation,  who  signed 
the  treaty.  But  this  minuteness  of  calculation  might  well  have  been  . 
omitted  ;  it  only  serves  to  make  up  ihe  superior  and  more  pervadinr 
fact,  that  we  treated  with  a  National  Council,  duly  asaenibled  anl 
properly  organized^  which  might,  in  the  exercise  of  its  legitimate 
powers,. have  ceded  the  entire  territory  of  the  Muscegee  nation.  IV e 
know  of  no  exception  to  the  rule,  that,  in  a  deliberative  body,  the 
m^ority  governs.  In  an  Indian  council,  such  rule  always  prevails. 
All  chiefe of  the  nation  had  been  irivited  to  attend.(l4)  Hundreds 
did  attend.  By  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Government's 
Agent,  and  their  own  Agent,  all  chiefs,  all  Indians  present,  except 
eight,  assented  to,  and  were  willing  to  sign  a  treaty.  It  may 
possibly  be  insisted  by  some,  that  the  Cussetuhs  should  be  strick«> 
en  from  the  estimate.  General  Gaines  is  very  t:pnftdent  <<that 
an  Indian  in  council  never  lies.''  These  Indians  in  council  agreed 
to  a  cession,  and  we  are  equally  confident  that  an  Indian  having 
once  ^  taken  the  talk,^  never  retracts.  We  include  the  Cussetuhs  a«' 
rightfully  as  we  do  the  lamented  Mcintosh.  They  bad  consented 
as  solemnly  and  as  boldly  as  be;  they  were  as  obnoxious  to  assassina- 
tion  as  he ;  but  neither  were  miliy  of  higher  crimes  than  <*  stem* 
minga  torrent  4>f  corruptioii^  diwracefnP'  to  those  who  had  long 
and  earnestly  held  them  in  cruel  delusion ! 

We  are  sensible  that  the  statements  and  facts  just  furnished,  will 
have  to  undergo  a^comparison  with  some  of  those  herietofore  furnished 
by  General  Gaines  upon  the  same  subject.  We  despair  of  convincing 
the  General  himself,  that  he  has  been  deceived  and  betrayed  into^ 
error ;  for  it  is  probable  that  be  would  rely  upon  the  evidence  which 
he  has  acquired,  not  only  against  us,  but  <'  against  the  congregated 
world."  One  consolation  in  still  left  us,  that  the  trial  and  conclemn- 
ation  to  which  he  has  subjected  the.  treaty  and  ourselves,  has  been 
under  usurped  authority;  and  that,  before  a  legitimate  tribunal,  we 
shall  be  content  with  what  we  have  a  right  to.— the  award,  of  justices 
We  protest  against  the  mockery  of  investigation  which  these  Special 
Agents  have  conducted^  With  a  due  portion  of  prejudice  themselves, 
and  furnished  with  every  weapon  of  detraction  which  ;the  arsenal  of 
Indian  profligacy  contained,  or  its  keepers  could  invent,  we  may, 
perha|)s,  esteem  it  good  fortune  that  we  have  not  been  compelled  ta 
make  a  visit  to  Washington  under  the  escort  of  a  military  or  Indiaa

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diief.  Wo  had  a  right  to  expect,  that,  in  the  eseroise  of  that  high 
sense  of  honor  to  which  the  General  lays  claim,  those  who  **  stand 
high  as  honorable  men*'  would  have  escaped  an  attack  by  mysterioii^ 
allusions  and  covert  insinQations.  In  the  highest  tone  of  indignation, 
be  is  prompt  to  repel  the  slightest  insinuation  of  impropriety  in  him- 
self. The  Christian  precept,  or,  if  he  disregards  that,  then  his  own 
code  of  chivalry,  oUght  to  teach  him  *'  to  do  unto  others  as  lie  woald 
they  should  do  unto  him.*' 

But  the  General's  hostility  to  us,  is  not  less  perspfcuoas  than  his 
manifested  hostility  to  the  treaty.  He  certainly  must  he  apprized  of 
the  great  and  humane  policy  of  the  late  Administration,  of  concen- 
trating the  various  Indian  tribes  on  an  appropriate  territory  beyond 
the  Mississippi ;  a  policy  worthy  of  the  distinguished  benefactor  with 
whom  it  originated,  and  of  those  of  his  Cabinet  who  so  zealously 
labored  to  carry  it  into  effect.  This  policy  should  meet  universal 
advocacy,  tending  as  it  does  to  the  preservation  and  reform  of  the 
<*  sons  of  the  forest/*  and  to  the  g^wth,  prosperity,  and  safety,  of 
the  Union.  Nor  can  he  be  ignorant  of  the  solemn  obligations  of  the 
United  States  to  remove  the  Indians  from  the  limits  of  Georgia.  Still 
less  can  he  be  ignorant  of  the  re[)eated  unsuccessful  eSbrts  of  the 
Federal  Government  to  acquit  itself  of  this  obligation.  The  causes 
of  failure  must  also  be  known  to  him.  They  are  principally  to  be 
found  in  the  subtle  devices  (^the  self-interested^  and  in  the  waUings  of 
morbid  philatUhrophy  over  the  condition  of  ^^  untutored  man.**  Whether 
the  policy  which  has  been  recommended  will,  or  ought  to  be  pursued 
by  the  present  Administration,  need  not  now  be  inquired.  Thus  far, 
we  are  satisfied  thatthe  courseof  the  new  Administration  will  not  be 
the  dictate  of  General  Gaines;  and  that  *^what  has  beendont^**  will 
not  ^^beundone^**  even  though  the  consequence  may  be  that  **  untu- 
tored man**  may  be  deprived  of  an  opportunity  of  dyinr  **  among  tlie 
tombs  of  his  fathers.**  It  is  possible  that  the  General  may  possess 
the  ability  to  give  a  proper  explanation  of  his  conduct  to  those  under 
whose  authority  he  has  acted ;  but  he  must  be  sensible  that  it  will 
require  from  him  a  very  different  course,  to  satisfy  the  People  of  Geor- 
gia that  he  has  not  been  influenced  by  a  feeling  adverse  to  their  pollc/ 
and  best  interests. 

In  recurring  more  minutely  to  the  state  of  the  Creek  nation,  and 
in  Analyzing  the  elements  of  which  it  is  composed,  we  are  abundantly 
'  supplied  with  the  means  of  accounting  for  difficulties,  of  explaining 
many  of  the  positions  which  have  been  taken,  and  of  solving  seeming 
mysteries  concerning  the  late  treaty.  Those  who  are  conversant  with 
Indian  affairs,  or  ever  reflect  on  the  present  constitution  of  them,  will 
easily  perceive  how  great  an  influence  the  Agents  of  the  United  Stat&i 
must  possess  over  the  tribes  among  which  they  reside.  An  Agent 
derives  consequence  from  the  very  fact,  that  he  is  a  man  of  a  superior 
race,  sufficiently  important  among  his  fellows  to  receive  the  a|ipoint^ 
nent.  His  official  power  enables  him,  in  a  thousand  ways,  to  make 
bis  favor  desirable;  and  this  consideration  does  not  more  forcibly 
mflfect  the  Indians,  than  the  white  men  settled  in  their  territory. 
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Whatever  traffic  or  lucrative  eaiployroent  the  latter  may  pureue,  ie 
mafertally  affected  by  the  Agent's  patronage  or  discouragement,  and 
they  become  his  ready  and  efficient  instruments  of  operation  on  their 
savage  neighbors,  whenever  Ae  deems  it  expedient  to  withhold  his  direet 
interfet*ence.  These  remarks  are  at  least  as  much  verified  in  the 
Creek  nation,  as  among  any  dtlier  aboriginal  community  in  the 
United  States.  It  will- not  be  doubted  by  men  of  competent  informa- 
tion but  that,  in  this  tribe,  a  great,  if  not  predominant  power,  is  at 
present  exercised  hy  John  Crowell,  the  Agent,  Thomas  Triplett,  the 
Sub-Agent,  Hambly,  the  Interpreter,  Walker,  the  Sub-Agent,  lately 
removed,  and  Henry  and  Thomas  Crowell,  brothers  of  John,  en- 
gaged in  Indian  trade.  The  influence  of  all*  the  Agent  concentrates 
in  his  own  ])erson,  by  his  superiority  of  station,  which  renders  the  others 
subservient.  To  what  degree  this  has  extendelf,  may  be  inferred  from 
its  eflRsct  uppn  the  chief  Mcintosh,  the  strongest  and  boldest  oppo- 
nent of  the  designs  of  his  Agent  An  extensive  and  profitable  traffic 
had  been  for  some  time  prosecuted  by  the  bi'others  of  the  Agent,  in 
which  he  himself,  however,  asserts  tiiat  he  had  no  participation* 
Mcintosh  having  determined  to  engage  in  commerce,  a  white  man 
named  Stinson,  who  had  married  his  sister,  became  the  conductor  of 
the  business,  either  in  the  capacity  of  partner,  or  clerk.  The  estab- 
lishment was  so  productive  as  materially  to  affect  the  profits  of  the 
Crowells*  Whether  this  circumstance  operated  on  the  Agent  or  not, 
it  is  certain  he  caused  Stinson  to  be,  arrested  as  a  violator  of  the  law 
regulating  Indian  intercourse. .  Mcintosh  interposed,  gave  bonds  for 
the  appearance  of  Stinson  at  th^FederalCouft^  and,  in  the  end,  comr 
pletely  prevailed.  These  proceedings  produced  a  hostility  between 
the  parties,  which  neither  affected  to  conceal..  Those  who  recollect 
the  division  among  the  Creeks,  in  the  late  war,  will  readily  appre- 
hend how  this  quarrel  attached  the  Alabaopa  portion  of  the  tribe  to 
Crowell.  They  had  been  opposed  to  the  Americans,  and  Mcintosh, 
the  firm  adherent  of  our  cause,  by  his  valor  and  ability,  had  greatly 
contributed  to  their  subjugation.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  they  were 
in  disgrace,  tolerated  as  inhabitants,  rather  than  recognized  as  mas- 
teraof  the  soil  they  occupied.  The  common  feelings  of  human  nature 
made  them  inimical  to  himj  who  had  been  the  instrument  of  their 
defeat  and  d^radationi  and  i(  is  not  wonderful  that,  with  them«  the 
ordinary  respect  for  an  Agent  wa»  converted  into  a  decided  partiality 
for  Crowell,  the  proclaimed  enemy  of  their  conqueror.  Mcintosh 
was  too  sagacious  not  to  appreciate  this  state  of  affairs,  and  to  per- 
ceive clear  indications  of  the  dangers  with  which  he  was  menaced. 
The  talks  of  Tookaubatohee  and  Polecat  Springs,  which  denounced 
death  to  him  who  should  advocate  a  ce^ioo  of  lands,  were  the  acts  of 
a  part  of  the  Alabama  chiefs,  and  had  not  the  force  of  national  laws. 
When  it  was  proposed  to  confirm  the  former,  in  June,  1824,  at  Bro- 
ken Arrow,  in  General  Conventian,  the  proposition  was  successfully 
resisted  by  Mcintosh.  Yet,  afterwards,  when  our  conferences  com- 
menced at  the  same  place  in  December,  at  the  principal  seat  of  the 
Agent's  influence,  this  chief,  who  was  alwa}  s  favorable  to  a  cession, 
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sMiiied  less  ardent  in  promoting  it  than  we  htd  reason  to  expect 
The  cause  was  inquired,  and  lie  answered,  substantially :  ttiat  he 
knew  that  the  talks  of  Tookaubatcbee  and  Polecat  Spring  were  not 
]aws,  and  that  he  should  fear  no  trial  for  acting  in  opposition  themi 
but  there  were  some  who  w^uld  be  ^lad  for  a  pretext  to  have  m^ 
murdered ;  many  of  ttie  Upper  Town  cbiels  are  hostile  to  me,  and 
many  are  still  living  who  I  helped  to  chastise,  and  whose  relations 
I  had  to  kill,  in  the  late  war,  as  enemies  of  the  whites;  that  Croweil 
and  Walker  were  also  against  him  $  that  many  were  present,  wjlltng 
to  a  treaty,  but  for  fear  of  secret  injury  and  the  displeasure  of  the 
Agents.  If  the  apprehensions  of  a  gallant  warrior  could  be  thus 
excited,  it  is  easy  to  infer  how  much  intimidation  would  be  produced 
among  ordinary  men.  The  nation  knew  that  their  Agelits  were 
opposed  to  a  cimion,  and  it  required  more  magnanimity  than  they 
l^ssessed,  or  dared  to  exercise  at  such  place,  and  under  such  dr« 
comstances,  to  resist  the  opposition.  Hence  the  adjournment  to 
artother  time^  and  diflbrent  otoce.  But,  as  these  Agents  have  disdatm'^ 
ed  this  opposition,  we  shall  new  take  the  Jiberty  of  reviewing  their 
conduct,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  public  to  determine  wfietber 
the  principal  of  them  is  that  *<  innocent  and  injured  man''  he  has  bean 
80  triumphantly  pronounced  to  be.  That  we  may  the  aiore  satisfacto- 
rily pursue  the  proposed  examination,  we  would  premise  a  few  worda 
by  way  of  history. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Congress  of  lMd-5,  was  for  the  purpoaa 
of  holding  treaties  wit^  the  Cherokee  and  Creek  nations  of  Indians, 
for  cessions  of  territoi^  for  the  use  of  Georgia.  With  this  appropria- 
tion we  proceeded  three  several  timea  to  the  territory  occupied 
by  the  Cherokees,  bu^  succeeded  only  op  one  occasion  in  obtaining 
a  meeting,  and  at  this  we  failed  of  success.  A  report  of  this  fsil- 
ure,  accompanied  by  a  suggestion  of  more  favorable  prospects 
with  the  Creeks,  produced  the  increase  of  appropriation  by  the 
Congress  of  1823-4.  In  the  Summer  of  1824,  our  commissions 
were  received,  and  we  were  instructed  to  commence  a  negotiation 
with  the  Creeks,  and  to  •<  attend  particularly  to  the  feelings  and 
wishes  of  Georgia  in  any  treaty  that  might  be  made.*'  The  terrho^ 
ry  to  be  treated  fer,  the  price  to  be  given,  jhe  ttoc  and  manner  of 
negotiation,  &c.  wm«  matters  left  to  our  own  discretion.  *  Thus  ap« 
pointed,  and  thus  instructed,  we  commenced  our  proceedings.  Oxi 
the  very  day  that  we  acknowledged  to  the  War  Department  the  re- 
ceipt of  our  commissions,  27th  July,  1824,  we  commenced  a  corres- 
fiondence  with  the  Agent,  Colonel  Croweil,  preparatory  to  a  meet- 
ng.  At  Milledgeviile,  on  the  9th  November  last,  after  closing  a 
contract  for  rations,  we  drew  more  closely  to  the  subject  of  our  mis- 
aiori,  and  communicated  fre^y  and  reciprocally  our  views,  senti- 
ments, and  feeling^.  As  we  ask  no  compliment,  we  make  no  apolo- 
gy for  saying  that  we  felt  a  deep  and  hearty  interest  in  the  business 
on  which  We  were  about  more  actively  to  enter.  In  the  spirit  of 
candor  and  duty  we  cast  about  to  ascertain  and  satisfy  ourselves  of 
the  obstiEiclea  we  should  probably  encounter^  and  of  the  means  by^ 
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irbicb  tbey  were  to  be  overeome.  Regarding  the  Agent  as  being  ca- 
pableof  ezdrctBing  a  powerful  influence,  a  control  little  short  of  ab- 
solute, parties  larly  over  the  chiefs  of  tke  Upper  Towns,  his  probable 
course  was  made  matter  of  discussion*  It  was  on  this  occasion,  and 
for  the  first  time,  that  mention  was  made  of  his  declarations  to  one  of 
as  twelve  months  before,  November,  1823.  We  have  stated  on  oa^ 
beibre  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  that,  in  that  con- 
versation, in  allosion^  to  a  treaty  with  the  Creeks,  he  said  ^^  that  he 
had  had  the  thing  fixed  ;'*  that  he  advised  one. of  the  Commissionera 
to  resign,  and  intimated  plainly  that  theresultof  tbeGU>vernor'selec- 
tioa^ad  changed  bis  feelings  with  respect  to  a  treaty.  Weackaewledge 
that,  but  for  after  occurring  circumstances  and  facts,  we  should  not 
have  given  to  his  wild  and  heated  efiustons,  on  that  occasion,  the  force 
and  character  of  settled  hostility.  It  was  regarded  at  the  time,  and 
afterwards,  as  evidence  of  a  willingness  on  the  paK  of  the  Indians  to 
cede  at  least  a  portion  of  tl>eir  terKtory.  On  the  fifth  of  September, 
18£4f  in  a  letter  to  the  Agent,  we  expressed  our  great  concern  for  the 
resnit  of  our  mission,  and  begged  that  he  would  **  prepare  the  In^ 
dians  for  the  issue  we  desired.^'  His  answer  of  the  92d  same  month, 
begins  to  display  him  in  that  character  o( affected  neutrality  in  which 
We  find  him  when  the  negotiation  commenced.  He  says  ^*  I  will 
with  pleasure  close  a  contract  for  you,  or  do  any  4hing  you  may  ^*e» 
quire  me  to  do  in  relation  to  the  contract  or  any  other  matter  toueh- 
ing  the  business  of  the  treaty  that  I  can  censUtenU^.  But  it  must  be 
UstincUy  understood  ikat  U  must  be  under  your  special  instructions^' 

Early  in  the  last  wrek,  in  Novembert  1824<  one  of  the  Commission* 
ers,  Meriwether*  arrived  at  the  Agency^  and  there  first  cameto  a  know* 
ledge  of  the  celebrated  talks,  dated  Tuckaubatchee,  25th  May,  and 
Pole  Cat  Spring,  29tb  October,  1824.  The  Agent  had  known  both 
of  the  easistence  and  authorsMp  of  the  former  ever  since  June,  and, 
although  in  correspondence  with  us,  and  the  War  Department,  bad 
qommunicated  no  information  concerning  it  He  affected  to  treat 
these  papers  lightly,  but  the  Commissioner  giving  to  them  more  con- 
sideration, inquired  who  wrote  them.  The  answer  was,  that  the  one 
dated  at  Pole  Cat  Spring  waa  written  in  his  absence  at  Savannah, 
that  be  did  not  know  poeittvely  who  wrste  it,  but  was  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  it  was  written  by  Mr.  Compere,  the  Baptist  missionary. 
As  to  the  Tuckaubatchee  talk,  he  diaclalnied  all  knowledge  of  its  au- 
thorship; said  that  he  had  seen  and  read  it  at  Broken  Arrow  in 
June,  and  that  Mcintosh  refused  to  sign  it.  A  disposition  to  preva<* 
ricate,  and  a  treacherous  memory?  are  unfortunate  accompaniments. 
On  our  route  to  Broken  Arrow  from  the  Agency,  and  in  a  few  days 
after  our  arrival,  also,  the  Agent  informed  us  that,  as  far  back  as 
June,  he  knew  the  IXicltaubatchee  talk  was  written  by  Walker:  for  be 
had  seen  it  and  knew  that  it  D»as  in  his  band  writing.  On  the  1 5th 
December,  he  repeated  the  same  information,  and  added  that  tke  PoW 
Cat  Spring  talk  was  written  by  Walker  also;  at  his  own  house.  In 
relation  to  these  talks  we  would  remark,  that  they  urport  to  contain 
fte  solemn  declarations  of  the  Creek  Nation  never  to  cede  «<  another 
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foot  of  land*^  and  to  listen  to  no  proposition  for  tiuit  purpose*  an* 
Dot  even  to  meet  ComAissioners  opon  that  subject  Tbej  forlher^ 
more  denounced  death  by  «  guns  and  ropes''  against  such  as  sbould 
dare  to  sell.  They  were  directly  at  war  with  the  wishes  and  policy 
of  the  Qovemmentf  and  calculated  to  obstruct  the  object  of  our  com- 
mission. The  Agent  had  long  knawut  as  well  by  the  actof  Conjgrrss 
^ashy  our  correspondence,  that  a  treaty  was  to  be  held,  and  for  the 
speckl  purpose  of  extinguishing  the  Indian  claim  to  landa  in  Georgia. 
He  was  present  in  June,  and  knew  of  Walker's  direct  agency  in  ere* 
ating  opposition,  and  giving  it  effect  Was  it  not  hia  duty  to  have 
restrained  him  effectually  by  procuring  bis  removal  from  office,  and 
his  expulsion  from  the  natiou  ?  Was  he  not  bound  to  have  guwrded 
his  people  against  such  mischievous  delusion  ?  Was  he  not  hontA  ta 
have  candidly  and  promptly  disclosed  to  us  the  obstacles  again^ 
which  we  had  to  contend,  and  to  have  exposed  the  insidious  opposers 
of  the  wishes  of  the  Government?  He  will  not  say  that  he  pursued 
any  one  of  these  obvious  dictates  of  duty.  In  connection  with  these 
talks,  also,  we  would  further  remark,  that  the  Cherokees  had  held  an 
industrious  intercourse  with  the  Upper  Creek  towns;  Jiad  wrttten 
to  Big  Warrior,  and  sent  him  documents  which  we  drew  frotu 
the  hands  of  his  son-ln  law.  Captain  Walker,  pending  the  nor 
gotiation  at  Broken  Arrow.  We  had  witnessed  similar  proceedings 
before,  on  the  part  of  the  Cherokees,  at  Fortvilie  and  Spring  Places 
while  attempting  to  make  a  treaty  with  them.  We  had  experienced 
too  sensibly  their  forestalling  influence,  not  to  reg^ard  the  papers 
dated  at  Tuckaubatcbee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring,  from  the  beginning,  as 
serious  obstacles  to  our  success«  Perc<siving  the  influence  they  had 
upon  our  proceedings,  displayed  in  the  unconquerable  obstinacy  of 
the  Tuckaubatchians ;'  contending,  as  we  didf  without  hisr  aid,  if  not 
against  his  exertions  ;  encounterine  the  eflfects  of  the  long  and  conti« 
nued  opposition  of  others ;  placed  as  we  were,  under  the  sentinel 
watchfulness  of  unexpected  adversaries,  it  is  singular  that,  at  Broken 
Arrow,  we  should  have  been  able  to  produce  the  slightest  favorable 
symptom.  But,  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  at  one  time,  agaimt  aU 
these  obstacles,  our  success  was  rendered  more  than  probable.  TAm 
reasonable  declared  for  us  ;  the  Rev*  Miastaaarjr  Smitk  said  that  it 
would  be  best  for  them  to  go,  and  that>  if  he  was  not  quite  so  old,  he 
would  go  with  them.  The  Agent  himself,  but  not  to  (he  Indians, 
said  they  would  have  to  go  ip  a  short  time  any  how,  and  that  they 
were  fools  if  they  did  not  accept  our  proposition.  The  stoutest  of  tlie 
opposition  wavered,  and  required  to  be  reclaimed  by  the  all-powerful 
mandate  of  Big  Warrior,  obtained  by  express,  despatched  by  his  son- 
in-law,  Walker.  Hambly,  the  United  States' Interpreter,  was  put 
on  the  alert,  and  has  since  stated  <<  that  he  thought  the  Commission- 
ers would  succeed,  but  that  he  used  every  effort  to  prevent  a  treaty, 
and  had  prevailed."  Captain  Triplett,  the  present  Sub -Agent,  and 
Henry  Crowelt,  the  Agent's  brothert  were  also  there.  These  gentle- 
men did  not  e^en  pursue  the  course  of  tlieir  conscientious  friend,  and 
keep  within  the  limits  of  '<  neutrality."  The  first  never  disguised 
his  decided  opposition,  and  the  latter  repeatedly  declared  that  we  ne- 
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yer  fihoold  iiave  llmd  <^  while  Troup  was  Governor.^  having  ex- 
erted our  bestf  but  fruitless  efforts  :  for  sixteen  day^,  to  overcome  a 
cembinatioti  so  formidable,  we  came  to  the  conclusions  expressed  in 
the  following  extract  from  our  journal,  recorded  when  they  were 
neither  old  nor  counterfeit. 

'  *^  On  the  evening  of  this  day,  ( 1 6t^  December,  1 8S4,)  the  Commis- 
sionera  consulted  as  to  the  course  best  to  be  pursued.  Believing  that 
tiM7  had  been  defeated  by  combioHtion  and  preconcert,  they  resolved 
to  pursue  tiie  sul^ectty  every  means  of  which  they  could  avail  them- 
selves. It  appeared  that  the  most  active,  industrious,  and  insidious 
means  had  been  resorted  td  for  months,  for  the  purpose  of  inspiring 
confidence,  determinatioB,  prejudice*  and  obstinacy,  in  one  part  of  the 
nation,  (upper  towns,)  and  of  spreading  fears  and  alarms  in  the 
other,  by  threats  and  menaces.  These  were  frequently  repeated  in 
the  course  of  the  negotiation.  The  Commissioners  found  themselves 
overreached  in  the  seUcHcn  of  tkepUnce*  The  combination  had  every 
opportunity  ofexerting  its  devices,  and  the  Commissioners  had  but 
few  facilities  of  counteraction.  We  satisfied  ourselves  that  a  treaty 
could  be  obtained  from  the  Chiefs  within  the  limits  of  Georgia^  and 
to  the  extent  of  the  CkK>rgia  claim.  The  basis  of  such  treaty  would 
hmve  been  exchange  of  territory,  and  would  have  effected  the  re- 
aiofal  gt  one  half  of  the  nation,  10,000.  The  Commissioners  enter- 
ialniog  some  doubts  of  the  validity  of  a  treaty  signed  by  a  divided 
CQUtfcilt  and  fearing  to  expose  such  part  of  the  Chiefs  to  the  resent- 
SSenl  of  the  combination,  resolved  upon  a  temporary  adjournment  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  further  instructions  of  the  Government  We 
wit!  not  leave  unexplained  the  expreasion»  ^  resentment  of  the  combina- 
tion.'^ Wehadno  <  <fbars*' of  exposing  the  friendly  C|iiefs  to  the  penal- 
ties of  any  national  law :  for  neither  they  nor  their  opposers  ever  hinted 
at  the  existence  of  any  law  restraining  a  cession  of  territory*  except  the 
edicts  of  Toockaubatcliee  and  Pole  Cat  Spring,  and  the  authority  of 
these  was  positively  denied.  But  that  some  of  the  Chiefs  did  enters 
tain  a  secret  dread,  we  are  ready  to  admit;  not  of  execulion  for  vio« 
lated  law,  but  of  a$sa$sinatum  to  gratify  a  murderous  maligoity. 

We  pursue  our  narrative.  One  of  the  Commissioners  proceeded 
iflMaediately  from  the  adjournment  at  Broken  Arrow  to  Washineton 
City,  having  but  a  sinf^  motive,  and  that  to  become  better  fortified 
to  continue  the  negotiation.  The  means  by  vhich  we  became  strength- 
ened were  various.  The  direct  prfliH>siti)»n  which  we  made,  to  be 
sure,  was  rejected,  but  it  WM  not  wUh4at  its  advocates  in  the  cabi- 
net and  in  Congress.  The  Presid^at  and  Secretary  of  War  af- 
forded their  prompt  and  eflicient  aid  in  every  other  matter  referred 
to  their  consideration.  The  Sub- Agent,  Walker,  was  removed  from 
ottce;  the  principal  Agent  was  made  to  know  thet  he  was  the  oiBcer 
of  the  Oiroemmentj  and  not  the  tutelary  deity  of  the  Tookaubatchee  In- 
dians. Injurtherance  of  this  particular  Mgotiation^  and  for  the  ef- 
fectuation of  a  general  system  of  benevolent  policy,  the  President 
made  the  special  communication  to  Congress  of  tlie  S7th  January, 
18S5,  which  reached  us  at  the  Indian  Springs  after  the  negotiisti^n 
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vm  renew^*  This  originated*  Md  was  rarnished,  not  in  tbe  covert 
and  questiofiafcl^  mamier  of  a  Tookanbatcbee  decree,  or  Pole  Cut 
Spring  rcmive,  but  R  originated  with  tbo  distingiuabfd  CliierMaflpiB- 
trate  of  the  United  Stateti  and  was  intended^  and  abould  have  beim 
received,  as  a  charter,  securing  the  aborigines  of  the  couatry  in  pre* 
servation  and  perpetuity.  •  Under  these  auspices,  evidently  favora- 
ble, we  bad  special  aatbority  to  raaew  the  mcatiation.  Wa  did  si^ 
under  circumstances  of  periect  notoriety,  by  addresainga  cjroular  ia 
the  «'  Chiefs  of  the  Creels  Nation,''  requesting  <«  all  to  be  present  00 
the  day  appointed  who  wer^  in  tlie  habit  of  traosaeting  Ibe  basinnis  of 
the  nation,  and  of  signing  trsaiies.**  To  leave  nothing  to  tbamos^ 
negligence*  or  design,  we  not  only  sent  this  notice  to  the  AgenI,  with 
a  request  that  it  should  be  circulated,  but  Colonel  WiUiamson  was 
also  despatched  to  give  universal  notice  of  the  intended  meeting*  It 
has  been  objected  that  the  notice  was  «<  too  shorf  It  was  short, 
and  so  intended,  not  for  the  purpose  of  excluding  aaingle  Chief,  but 
for  avoiding  machination.  This  objection  ftnda  a  siilicient  answer 
in  the  fact  that  the  Chieb  from  the  Pole  Cat  Sftrkig  were  present,, 
and  others  more  remote* 

On  the  lOtii  (^  February  last,  we  iaond  in  attendance  fonr  hundred 
Indians,  as  reported  by  our  issuing  commissai^*  Ai  ttie.first  at^. 
tempt  to  form  a  council,  the  oM  opposition  disfrtayed  itself  ie  a  new 
form.  That  which  was  deluded  ignormnce  before,  was  new  doluded* 
trnpudenee*  We  invited  the  chiefe  to  meet  in  a  large  and  weU  frwH^ 
ed  council  room,  and  the  Tookaubatcbeedelegation  answered  that  ihey^ 
shouM  not  meet  except  at  their  own  camp.  A  meeting,  however,  was 
soonlmd,  sjid  in  the  room  provided,  where  abne  we  cmiM  be  protected 
from  intrusion.  The  Agent  had  informed  us,  which  we  weU  knewy 
that  he  was  then  instructed  to  co-operate ;  and  added,  .that  he  was- 
pn^pared  cheerfully  to  do  so.  We  answered,  in  terms  of  ponci{iation,. 
that  we  regarded  his  cooperation  as  an  essential  auxiliaryf  and  were 
happy  to  be  informed  of  a  cheerfulness  on  his  part  to  assist  inhringtng 
the  negotiation  to  a  suceessfol  close.  : 

Being  assembled,  we  addressed  a  crowded  council,  enggestvig  no 
fabehoodt  siqipressing  no  truth,  practising  no  de(^tioa^  using  wo  in- 
trigue^ transcending  no  inotruotion.  The  Agent  addressed  Ifacin  also, 
approving  all  that  we  had  said^  under  the  general  sanction  thai  the 
talk  we  had  delivered  was  the  «< President's  talk.''  He  told  thenk 
that  it  was  his  wish,  because  it  was  the  President's  wish,  tfiey  should 
sell  their  land  and  move.  But,  according  to  his  dedaratjoa^  three 
days  after,  in  his  letter  to  the  Secretary  ^*  War,  we  were  adftmsing 
those  who,  with  the  <«  exception  of  Mcintosh,  and  perhaps  two  others, 
were  either  chiefs  of  low  grade,  or  not  chieft  at  all.''  His  advice  to 
.  the  council,  and  his  protest  to  the  Secretary,  are  strangely  f^  wai> 
witli  each  other.  A  single  glance  at  the  asscmiMy  would  have  satis-. 
fled  him  whether  it  was  a  legal  council,  or  a  promisoiQus  rabble^  as- 
sembled by  intrigue,  for  the  purpose  of  being  swindled  by  cormntion. 
He  was  released  from  the  obligatnms  of  neutrality  which  ha  had  deK- 
trously  taken  npoh  himself,  by  a  positive  anstructiM  to<:«H9«rate-n 
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'an  tnstructton  unexpectedly  received^  and  most  relnctanHy  ob^cd. 
He  knew  that  Mre  wei-e  engaged  in  a  bosineas  of  vast  import  to  the 
General  and  State  €k>verninent»  and  to  the  Indians,  and  that  what 
y^ns  done,  required  to  be  yifM  doncw  He  was,  in  fact^  ex  officii,  a 
Commissionery  and,  in  influence  and  local  informationy  the  most  im* 
pbrtant  memberof  our  board.  He  knew  that,  with  flie  exception  of 
what  information^  we  had  acquired  'mX  Broken  Arrow,  we  could  have 
no  proper  knowledge  of  the  chiefs,  grades,  or  towns,  of  the  nation,  ex- 
'^ept  through  him ;  and  that,  if  he  was  sincere  in  his  tender  of  co-op^-a* 
tion,  it  was  his  duty^  have  informed  us,  that  we  were  laboring  in 
Vain.  But  bis  lips,  after  the  delivery  of  his  equivocal  talkf  were  her- 
fnetically  seated,  as  for  purposes  of  information  or  assistance.  His 
'denunciations  of  a  tr^ty  obtained  under  these  circumstances,  must 
have  proceeded  from  motives  very  different  than  the  promptings  of 
-duty.  On  the  evening  of  this  day,  10th  February^  the  chiefs  of  all 
the  towns  present,  Tookatibaichie  exeepttd,  met  in  a  council  of  their 
own,  discussed  the  question  of  a  treaty,  and,  on  taking  the  vote,  it  was 
-unanimously  agreed  (with  the  exception  of  one  or  two)  to  «<  take  the 
talk  of  the  Commissioners."  This  decision  was  communicated  by 
themselves,  in  a  body^  immediately  after  they  adjourned.  We  were 
satisfied,  from  the  beginning,  of  the  sufficiency  of  tlie  council,  and 
^ere  now  satisfied  of  a  vast  superiority  in  numbers  and  grade  in  fa- 
TOT  of  a  treaty.  In  coudcil,  on  the  next  day,  all  restraints  appeared 
to  be  removed  ;  aud  many  chiefs  were  fr^to  declare  themselves  openly 
-in  fovor  of  a  cession.  The  chief  objection  was,  that  a  treaty  would 
iiot  be  good  except  it  was  made  in  the  jmhUt  square.  This  was  de- 
rtfed,  and  successfully  disproved,  by  the  precedent  of  the  treaty  of 
IdSI,  made  at  the  same  place.  Finally:  Payethia  Itoholo  himself, 
acknowleged  that,  from  what  we  had  told  them,  he  was  induced  to 
bciie^'c  tliat  it  would  be  best  for  them  to  remove,  but  that  he  must 
have  time  to  think  of  it;  that  lie  had. received  a  mesisage  fi*om  his 
liead  chief,  Big  Warrior,  directing  htm  to  listen  to  the  talk  of  the 
Commissioners,  to  meet  friendly  and  part  friendly,  but  tosel^no  land, 
■dnd  to  invite  us  to  a  meeting  at  Broken  Arrow  three  months  thereaf- 
ter. It  is  impossible  not  to  perceive  how  absolutely  tliis  chief  and 
hte  associates  wei*e  under  the  dicMkm  «f  Big  Warrior,  and  whence 
also  he  derived  his  new  creed  of  •<  never  selling  another  foot  of  land.'* 
T4«e  Sub-agent,  Captain  Walker,  had  married  a  princess  of  the  blood  ; 
4ad  found  an  interest  in  inculcating  the ^e  doctrines  In  the  dukedom  of 
»( Pole  Cat  Spring ;''  and,  however  deairable  it  was  with  the  Govem- 
laentr  advantageous  to  the  Indians,  and  consistent  with  the  rights  of 
Georgia)  that  the  whole  nation  should  ac(»pt  tlie  offer  of  a  new  home, 
yet  there  were  those,  whose  stores,  whose  fami%  whose  stands,  whose 
salaries,  and  whose  herds,  had  an  unconquerable  aversion  to  giving 
encoiu-agement  to  the  ^  emigrating  party/'  Even  the  reverend  mis* 
sionaries,  Smith  and  Compere,  have  imbibed  the  same  arersioQ,  knd 
seem  to  consider  it  a  convenience  that  their  <0ine8  are  cast  upon 
spots^  where  ^ey  cannot  be  compelled  to  testify  on  oafii. 

R  is  true  that  the  advocates  of  a  cession  were  reduced  in  numbers  by 
the  departure  of  the  Cussetahs  the  night  before  the  treaty  was  signed  :

it  M  eqaaUy  trim,  flmt  this  dqp»rt»m  was  myt  tmtO  their  assent  to  tfie 
greal  point  in  discassion  had  been  twice  solemnly  eiLpressed ;  thfttsnch 
departure  was  perfidiously  obtained  by  PoyeUifai  Yobolo,  HaraUy^ 
and  Stedbam^  the  greatly  lauded  fiavoriteB  of  Gen.  Gaines,  Ma>  An- 
drews, and  Col.  Crowell.  These  Cussetabs,  in  their  deluded  flighty 
protested  thrir  friendship  for  tbe  Commissioners  and  Mcintosh,  ffivinc 
the  reason  of  their  d»arture^  that  they  had  been  told  by  HanMy  and 
Stedhara,  as  coming^irom  PoyetMa  Yoholo,  that,  if  they  did  not  all 
go,  the  white  people  would  have  them  in  jail-;  that  they  must  go^  lor 
old  Tuskena  being  one  of  the  oldest  chiefe,  a  treaty  emdi  not  be  nmie 
witfumt  him,  iind  tliat,  by  going,  they  would  break  op  tbe  trbaty  for 
the  present.  The  very  pticeedings  of  these  our  wily  adversaries^ 
contain  the  admission,  that,  if  the  Cussetabs  had  remained,  and  a 
treaty  had  been  formed,  it  would  have  been  valid.  Hie  questi<m  now 
occunk:  situated  as  we  were,  ought  we,  or  ought  we  no^  to  have  ac- 
cepted a  treaty  from  (hose  who  remained  ?  We  had  forewarned  the 
council  two  days  bdbre,  that,  if  any  of  them  left  the  ground  b^N«  we 
concluded,  we  should  condder  the  nation  still  represented,  smA  pro- 
ceed  accordingly ;  we  had  overcome  too  many  perplexities  ;  we  knew 
too  wdl  the  wishes  of  the  Govemme^  and  felt  too  strongly  the 
rights  of  Georgia,  to  be  overcome  by  such  shallow  devices,  wnellimr 
they  pixiceeded  fitmi  ignorance,  prejudice,  or  knavc»*y.  We  placed 
ourselves  in  the  condition  which  we  occupy  knowingly,  and  much  pre- 
fer it  to  the  deri<9on  we  should  have  incui-redy  if  we  had  submiHed  to 
the  imposition  and  trickery  of  guile  and  cunning.  We  submit  our- 
selves to  tbe  decision  of  candor,  and  the  experience  of  Indtim^negbti^ 
ators.  But,  in  the  absence  of  this  tribe,  tiim  was  left,  on  SatuNiay, 
tbe  12th,  a  council,  tlie  sufficiency  of  which  was  not  pretended  to  be 
doubted.  There  were  upwards  (^  two  hundred  cliie&,  bead  men,  and 
warriors,  of  the  Creek  nation  present.  They  convened,  the  Speaker 
of  the  Nation,  and  the  Cletk  of  the  Council^  being  in  attendance.  The 
Interpreter,  Col.  Hambly,  having  the  <<  yea  oit  nay  at  tbe  ^per 
Towns,''  was  there.  The  Agent,  sufficiently  jealous  of  the  encroach- 
ments ofthe  whites,  and  in  no  wise  unmindfui  of  ttie  retd  or  imagina- 
ry interests  of  the  Indians,  was  looking  and  acting  with  ei^;er  s^ci- 
tude.  The  Agent  and  Interpreter  themselves  aro^chi^  whether  re- 
gular or  homrani  we  cannot  tell ;  #e  have  it  from  themselves  ihiat 
they  are  chiefe,  aiid  this  we  know  from  experience,  that  they  are  very 
infiuential  ones.  Tbe  leadi*;^  provisiovis  of  the  treaty  bad  been  fre- 
quently discussed,  and  it  only  remained  to  prepare  its  drills.  This 
was  accordingly  done.  It  was  presented,  read^  interpreted,  arttde 
by  article^  signed  by  fifty-two  Chiefs,  and  miglit  have  been  sijpied  by 
every  Indian  present,  ^cq>t  one  from  Broken  Arrow,  nx  from  Too- 
kaHbatcliee,  tmd  one  fi-om  Taladega.  While  the  signing  was  in  pro- 
gress^  Peyethia  Yoholo,  as  if  <<  almost  persuaded''  to  throw  off  his  re- 
straints, and  defy  his  deceivers,  stated  that  he  bad  been  instructed  by 
his  head  chief  not  to  sign  a  treaty,  but,  on  seeing  him,  he  miglit  yet 
Conclude  to  Join  his  bretliren,  and  all  be  frienAi ;  that  he  wished-^o 
part  in  perfect  friendship.     Himself  and  his  followers  did  pifrt  with 
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Melni^  and  the  Gotmdly  wider  tte  moei  cordial  tmlatatioa^  in  pre- 
sence of  the  Commissioners.  Will  any  one  believe  that  tUs  dbie^ 
then,  bad  ever  beard  or  dreamed  of  a  law  which  doomed  Mcintosh  to 
death  for  the  deed  be  had  just  done  ?  It  he  bi^,  his  conduct  was  a  iie^ 
and  bis  afl^tation  butchery.  After  be  had  taken  his  leave  of  the 
cooncil,  and  left  the  room,*  the  signing  of  the  treaty  was  continued  to 
a  close,  and  waa  handed  to  the  Agents  who  bad  witnessed  the  whole 
ceremony,  and  he,  without  hesitation,  affixed  to  it  the  official  attesta* 
tion  of  <<  John  Crowell,  Agent  for  Indian  Affairs.^*  It  was  also  wit- 
nessed by  William  Hambly,  <<  United  States'  Interpreter/'  On  the 
next  day,  our  Secretary,  at  the  request  of  tiie  Agent,  furnished  hite 
with  a  copy  of  the  treaty  ;  and,  without  the  slightest  intimation  of  dis« 
sivtisfaction,  he  wrote  and  forwarded  his  celebrated  letter  or  protest 
to  the  Secretary  of  War,  denouncing  the  treaty  as  being  in  direct  (^ 
poeition  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Commissioners'  instructions ; 
warning  him  against  the  ratification,  and  foretelling  the  cimsequences  ; 
declaring  that,  with  the  exception  of  Mcintosh,  and  perhaps  two 
others,  the  signatures  to  the  treaty  were  either  chiefs  of  low  grade,  or 
not  cfaiefe  at  all ;  that  the  sign^v  were  from  eight  towns  o3y,  wlien 
there  were  fifty-six  in  the  nation ;  that,  although  the  treaty  was  not 
made  in  conformity  with  instructions,  that  yet  one  could  be,  at  nodistant 
day,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Grovemment.  While  we  do  not 
yield  to  him  any  extraordinary  capacity  in  amstruinginMruciiaHBf  we 
cannot  deny  but  that,  in -this  instance,  his  propheqr  has  been  fulfilled. 
Truly,  a  <«  horrid  state  of  things"  has  been  produced,  not  by  the  rati- 
fication of  the  treaty,  but  by  a  settled  purpose  to  dei^  its  operations. 
There  is  no  prophet  so  true  as  he  who  has  the  will  and  the  power  to 
fulfil  his  own  predictions?  When  did  it  eome^  to  his  knowledge  that 
the  signers  of  the  treaty  <<  were  chiefs  of  low  grade,  or  not  chiefs  at 
all?''  Did  he  possess  s«ch  knowledge  on  the  lOth,  when  be  so  eqiuTo- 
cally  ca4>perated  by  addressing  the  coitncil,  and  expressing  it  to  be 
<^  his  wish  because  it  was  the  Presidmit's  wish"  that  they  should  cede 
their  land  and  emigrate  ?  Did  he  possess  this  knowledge  on  Satur- 
day, when,  in  his  presence,  iiv  council,  the  Commissioners  denounced 
t^  j^oceeding  of  the  overnight  by  tiie  Cussetahs,  and  its  autb(n^ 
and  distinctly  declmred  that  th*  Cvaak  nation  was  still  tiiere  by  its  re- 
presentatives, and  would  be  sq  treat^?  He  sat  in  that  council  even 
to  the  end ;  beard  the  treaty  read  article  by  article  ;  sat  by  while  the 
signing  was  in  progress,  and  chaUengjed  one  and  but  one  of  the  sign- 
ers, as  not  beiuK  a  cA^f,  and  finally  approved  the  whole  by  his  official 
attestation.  Ail  objecttons  to  the  treaty  must  have  occurred  to  him  in 
tiie  dreams  of  Saturday  night,  and,  while  yet  dreaming,  be  must  have 
recorded  them  on  Sunday  morning  m  this  fabulous  epistle*  The  Se* 
cretary  of  War  had  said  to  this  Ag^t,  in  a  letter  of  istb  January 
last,  ^the  treaty  is  about  to  be  renewed,  ouft  the  Fretidentf  feding^ 
much  intenst  in  iU  snccessfvl  terminaHMf  looks  with  confidence  to 
your  hearty  co-operation  with  the  Cbnunissioners.  You  will  spare  no 
paiwhtn  preparing  the  Indians  for  the  meeting,  and  cantrUntiiHg  to  the 
massjul  termlmtum  t^  the  negotMon.^^    It  is  easy  to  discover  the 
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prediciuaetit  in  \vfaicfa  the  Agv^t  is  piiK^ed,  by  his  letter  from  tbe  tVar 
Department      His  dufy  is  made  to  war  i^ainst  his  intereH,  and  his 
instructions  commafMl  him  totio  that  which  Ids  prejwUces  fbrbid.  With 
not  enough  of  inttgrity  to  adopt  tlie  one  course,  or  boldness  to  pnrsve 
the  other,  he  ooca^es  the  ground  of  eqiHTOcaticni  and  dnpliciQr,  One 
part  cf  his  conduct  is  a  satire  upon  the  otluH*.     He  advisea  the  conn^ 
cil  to  cede,  and  thev  do  so ;   the  next  day  he  tells  the  Goremment 
there  was  no  council  present  and  their  cession  must  not  be  ratified. 
He  sanctions  an  instrument  as  with  a  nation^  and  then  denowi^c^it 
as  being  with  an  iiuUviduoL      He  declares  that  he  co-operated,  imd 
tiien  disclaiflM  the  woric  of  his  own  hands*     Herejs  a  state  offering 
find  of  fact  tumultuary  indeed,  strangely  inco.n6istenty  and  strikingly' 
contradictory !      But  even  in  tbel  agony  of  all  this  conflkt  it  niftei^ 
occurs  to  himself,  his  friend  Hambly,  or  even  the  intrepid  Peyetiifo 
Toholo,  that  there  existed  a  fnghtful  law,  proclaimed  on  the  banks 
of  the  Ocmnlgee  in  1817,  dooming  Uiat  chief  to  death  who  shouM 
consent  to  <^ceda  another  foot  of  land/'    If  such  a  strong  hold  had 
been  known  to  them,  they  would  have  entrenched  themselves  behind 
it  and  the  General  Government  and  Georgia  mi^it  hare  besieged 
tfaem  in  vain*    Tiiis  letter  of  the  Agent,  of  which  we  have  been 
speaking,  was  forwarded  from  tlie  Spi*ings  on  the  day  ot  its  date* 
But  lest  it  might  not  be  sufficient  to  ^rform  its  tiffice,  the  writH^ 
speeds  his  way  to  Washington,   and  more  zealoasly  than  if  QMnmi»f 
fiioned  and  instructed,  gives  his  <<  hearty  cor-4>peration''  toovertbrow 
the  treaty.     Ho  arrived  before  the  ratification  occio-red,  and  in  fuU 
time  to  expend  his  utmost  efibrt,  and  to  witness  his  own  defeat    We 
may  well  ask  whether  these  movements  of  tlie  Agent  were  vohintary, 
er  at  the  instance  of  the  opposii^  Indians  ?    The  opposing  Indians 
left  the  treaty  ground  on  Sunday  morning,  having  expressed  no  dis- 
Batisfiiction  other  than  what  occurred  in  council  the  evening  pre* 
Tions,  which  contained,  in  fact  an  implied  assent  His  letter  ^  pre* 
test  and  his  visit  to^  the  city,  were  at  his  own  instance,  and  in  these 
be  incontestibly  establishes  what  he  bad  long  believed,  that  he  con* 
aidered  himself  onr  competitor^  under  an  inveterate  determination  to 
defeat  us  if  he  could.    The  opposing  Indians  not  only  witbheMaU  ex- 
pressions of  dissatisflaction  and  hoeHkiltty  at  the  Springs,  after  the  trea* 
ty  was  signed,  but  for  weeks  afterwsods  disclaimed  to  Col.  Laanaf 
nil  such  feelings.    The  fir^t  evidence  we  bave  of  their  existence,  was 
not  until  after  the  ^gent  had  returned,  and  inet  his  Indian$  in  eoumU  on 
the  Q^  of  Jpril.     And,  even  then>  tlie  complaints  were  of  a  Umilod 
and  sjiecific  character,  not  directed  against  the  treaty,  its-signers,  or 
the  manner  of  its  attainment      The  Agent  ascribe  them  to  the  par- 
lK)se  of  the  Governor  of  Georgia  of  surveying  the  territory,  atating 
that  <<  when  this  was  made  known  to  them  in  general  council,  H  had 
Y)roduced  feelings  of  melancholy  and  great  distress.''    That  "  ex- 
ceptions wene  taki^n  by  them  to  tlie  survey,  and  that  their -assent  bad 
never  been  given,  never  been  asked.''  These  exceptions,  say»  tb^ Se- 
cretary of  War,  "  were  communicated  by  tlie  Agent,  together  witi| 
the  request  of  the  chiefs  that  the  Government  3A0uld  intei^iose  its  att- 
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thority,  and  pat  a  stop  to  the  contemplated  survey."      If  Uiere  were 
any  other  reasons  than  those  above  expressed,  foi'  the  '*melanclioly 
and  distress"  of  the  Indians,  surely  that  was  the  time  for  them  i»  be 
communicated,  and  tliey  no  doubt  would  have  beea  communicated  if 
they  had  existed.     But  it  remained  fa*'  tlie  penetrating  sagacity  of 
the  Agent  imd  his  co-workers^  Maj.  Andrews  and' Gen.  Gaines,  to 
discover  that  there  were  other  reasons,  and  tliatthey  had  their  ori^n 
in  a  <*  torrent  of  corruption,  disgraceful  to  the  nation.*'    The  oom-« 
HKunication  first  referred  to  from  the  Agent  to  the  Departmenti  was 
after  the  massacre  of  Mcintosh,  and  was  intended  to  furnish  an  apd- 
ogy  for  that  savage  outrage.     Up  to  the  time  of  its  date,  we  hear  no- 
thing of  the  violation  of  a  {general  law  forbidding  a  cession  under  pain 
ofdkath..   But  the  homicide  being  committeil,  it  was  necessary  to  jus- 
tify it  by  law,  reaUy  expostfactot  but  established  by  exparte^  inter^ 
e$ltd  Indian  evidence,  to  have  long  existed.     It  was  soon  discovei^ 
that  no  credit  was  given  to  the  allegation,  that  the  contemplated  sut% 
vey  produced  tiie  excitement     The  Indians  tliem,selves,  in  the  excr*> . 
else  of  their  ^<  untutored"  faculties,  knew  tlie  fiedlacy  of  such  a  reli* 
ance,  and  took  occasion,  by  all  early  notice  in  the  Alabama  papers,  to 
seek  anotiier  justification  in  the  Walker  code,  first  enacted  at  Tookau- 
batcbee,  and  afterwards  revived  and  amended  at  Pole  Cat  Spring. 
Both  of  these  have  been  abandoned  as  unsafe  :  for,  by  the  dismission 
qS  Walker,  their  author,  the  Government  had  too  plainly  shewn  that 
they  wonld  be  disregarded.    The  Oomulgee  tradition,  then,  is  their 
last  resort     And  how  does  this  miserable  and  unstable  subterfuge 
vanish  when  we  refer  to  the  treaties  of  I8t8  and  ISSI,  both  conclud* 
ed  by  a  small  representation  of  chiefs  since  the  pretended  enactment  of 
the  latVf  and  without  producing  dissatisfaction  or  excitement    Tlie 
Acent  had  been  four  years  in  office,  and  under  constant  obligation  to 
inu>rm  himself  of  the  laws,  customs,  government,  and  even  traditions 
of  the  Indians.  The  fact  is,.i*ude  as  they  are,  they  have  a  written  code^ 
but  this  contains  no  such  «<  sanguinary"  provision,  denouncing  death 
as  the  pf^alty  of  a  consent  to  cede.      But  we  are  free  to  admit,  tliat, 
if  we  had  known  of  the  existence  of  such  a  law,  we  should  have  treat- 
ed itaSi.^jMllity,  imposing  no  obligations  upon. the  Indians  which  wo 
ouglit  tohavc  resp^rted.    The  Umted  States  cannot  recognize  the 
validity  of  anv  such  jnH>ceediiig,  because  it  is  calculated  to  obstruct 
her  policy,  and  defeat  her  purposes.     The  ivcognition  o^  such  law 
would  be,  virtually,  a  recognition  of  the  independence  of  tJie  sevend 
tribes ;  an  idea  too  preposterous  to  require  comment  or  refutation.  Be. 
sides,  we  had  been  taught  ourselves,  and  had  sotauglit  (|^e  Indiana  in 
our  conferences  with  them,  that  their  existence  as  a  nation  or  oommu* 
nity^  within  the  limits  of  Georgia,  or  any  otiicr  State,  was  incompati- 
ble with  our  system,  and  must  yield  to  it     Above  all,  the  admit* 
ted  obligation  of  such  a  law  was  totally  destructive  of  the  sovereign 
right  of  Georgia  to  tlie  territory  occupied  by  the  Indians  witbiii 
her  limits,  and  the  especial  object  of  our  mission  to  the  Creek  nati^n^ 
wm  <^  peaceably,  and  on  reasonable  terms,''  to  reduce  that  right  to 
possessioiH    To  this  end  we  were  i/istructed  to  <<  attend  particufanrly 
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to  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  the  State  of  Georgia  in  any  titatf  Oat 
inif^t  be  made  wilh  the  Creels  nation.''  We  well  knew  what  ^  those 
wishes  and  feelings''  were ;  they  were  identified  with  our  own,  and 
we  acted  alike  from  inclination  and  from  duty.  Under  these  impolses, 
in  the  pursuit  of  so  great  an  object,  we  had  deserved  the  rqirobation 
of  our  fellow-citizens,  and  the  censure  of  tlie  Government^  if  we  bad 
accommodated  ourselves  to  the  ^adyice'  or  to  the  wishes  of  our  ad- 
versaries, superinduced  by  prgudice  and  sdf-interest  Tis  true  that 
we  «^  resolved  to  pursue  the  subject  by  every  means  within  our  con- 
trol/^ but  it  is  not  true»  that  any  of  those  means  were  not  warranted 
by  universal  usage.  With  such  an  array  of  opposition,  it  may  wcdl  be 
regarded  as  matter  of  surprise,  flmt  we  obtained  any  success  at  all. 
ThD  Cherokees  had  suggested  tiie  plausible  scheme  of  alliancBf  and  it 
found  an  active  and  perfidious  advocate  in  the  Agent's  department  In 
furtherance  of  the  design^  decrees  were  insidiously  procured  and  in- 
dustriously proimdged,  confirming  the  confidence  of  one  part  of  the 
nation,  and  exciting  the  fears  of  the  other,  fiven  Mcintosh  dreaded 
the  consequences  of  doing  richt :  let  his  ashes  attest  bow  well  ground- 
ed were  his  fears!  Himself  and  his  adherents  had  attested  their 
friendship  to  the^nited  States  and  to  Georgia,  not  only  in  (be  coun- 
cils of  their  own  nation,  but  in  many  a  hard  fought  action.  Hima^ 
and  his  adherents  at  the  Springs  in  Fdiruary,  were,  «<  in  fact,  the 
Creek  nation  ;"  but  Creek  nation  as  they  were,  tiiey  had  their  ene- 
mies ;'and,  from  thcih  character,  foreknew  their  operations.  We  had 
witnessed  some  of  the  disi^ays  of  bitter  hatred  and  unrelenting  re- 
Tenge.  For  these  reasons  we  stipulated  the  <<  protection"  of  the 
<<  emigrating  party  against  the  encroachments,  hostilities,  and  impo- 
sitions, of  the  whites,  and  of  all  others."  The  terms  used  in  this  arti- 
cle of  tfie  treaty  cannot  be  misunderstood.  By  the  «^  emigrating  par- 
ty" was  meant  not  only  those  who  made  the  treaty,  but  all  whom 
they  represented,  and  who,  living  within  the  ceded  limits,  should  re- 
solve to  remove  to  the  ianda  given  Ih  exchange  beyond  the  Mississip- 
j>L  The  nation  had^assented,  **  Tookaubatchee  excepted."  This|,  and 
some  of  its  dependent  towns,  fblt  themselves  secure  under  the  alliance 
of  the  Cftcrokees,  and  of  Walker  and  Hambly,  and  otheni^  ^Brotec- 
tion  for  them  was  not  desired,  but  protection  agmnst  them  %  ra^  abso- 
lutely necessary.  That  tlie  United  States  should  stipulate  with  the 
Credi  Mition  to  protect  it  against  itself,  may  appear  a  soledsm, 
though  it  is  not  without  precedent  in  piinciple.  We  plainly  perceive, 
tiien,  who  were  the  subjects  d*  protection,  and  against  whom  it  was 
to  be  exercised.  Viewed  in  this  sense,  there  is  nothing  absurd  or 
inconsistent  This  pledge  of  protection  has  been  ratified  according  to 
the  solemn  forms  of  the  constitution,  and  has  thereby  become  fiio  com- 
pact of  the  United  States'  Government.  Although  we  were  the  instru- 
ments by  whom  the  promise  was  made,  alter  tiie  ratification  of  tlie 
treaty,  we  stood  in  the  same  relation  to  it  as  did  others.  We  may, 
indeed,  be  able  to  explain  what  is  doubtful,  but  we  have  no  power  to 
enforce. what  we  stipulated  should  be  done.  We  may,  with  others, 
deplore  the  apathy  which  leaves  the  murder  of  Mcintosh  unavenged, 
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^nd  arraign  the  delusion  and  folly  which  make  favorites  of  bis  assas* 
^ins,  but  must  leave  the  decision  to  the  impartial  tribunal  of  public 
opinion.  * 

In  the  anxious  search  made  by  so  many  for  excuse  or  justification 
for  the  assassination  of  this  chieftain  a?id  his  associates,  every  effort 
js  exhausted  which  ingenuity  could  design  or  art  suggest  and  that 
which  was  murder,  was  murder  still.  But,  by  the  new  fights  of  the 
€k>vemment,  new  discoveries  are  made,  and  it  is  announced  that  the 
ti^ty  <<  is  tainted  with  inti*igue  and  treachery,^  and  ought  to  be  can- 
celled. The  worl&ers  of  iniquity  seize  upon  the  suggestion,  and  re- 
solve tQt&2^t  it  The  difficulties  of  such  a  task  vanish  at  once^  when 
it  is  deteroi^^^ed  to  make  the  Creek  nation  the  theatre  of  the  inquiry. 
There,  the  interests  of  all  were  suspended  on  the  investigation ;  there, 
were  to  be  found  those  whose  prejudices  were  greatly  excited, 
and  whose  passions  were  higlily  inflamed ;  there,  too,  were  those  whose 
consciences  were  so  very  flexible,  and  imi^inations  so  prolific,  as  to 
furnish  facts- in  any  form  and  in  any  quantity.  Of  the  latter  class, 
.and,  pechaps,  the  most  conspicuous,  is  Interpreter  Hambly.  With 
devotion  to  the  Agent,  and  possessing  more  understanding  and  inge- 
nuity, he  consents  to  be  his  tool.  So  destitute  of  character  as  to  bUve  no 
inducement  to  act  rightly,  and  nothing  to  lose  by  doing  wrong.  Tn  the 
late  examinations  comiocted  bya  <«  Special,"  for  the  benefit  ofan  Indian 
Agent,  we  are  informed  that  the  Interpreter  has  sworn  that  the  5th  arti- 
cleof  the  treaty  was  not  read  or  interpreted  before  it  was  signed  by  the 
chiefs.  It  was  certainly  unkind  in  his  patron  to  exact  an  oath,  when  a 
mere  siatement  would  have  had  the  same  credit  before  his  impartial 
judge.  How  many  more  of  the  <  ^otuntary^*  witnesses  who  testified  in  be- 
half  of  the  <<persecuted"and  ^'highly  injured'' Agent,  were  guilty  of  per- 
jury, we  cannot  undertake  to  say,  but  doubt  not  but  that  theiiarvest  was 
plenty.  If  notliing  had  occuri*ed  subsequent  to  the  treaty,  more  ex- 
ceptionable and  more  ciiminal  than  what  preceded  its  signing,  neither 
the  treaty  nor  its  negotiators  would  have  ought  to  fear.  Thebe  subsequent 
proceedings,  felonious  in  some  instances,  extraordinary  and  unprece- 
dented in  others,  can  produce  nothing  more  than  temporary  incon- 
veni^acc.  There  are  tribunals  which  h^ve  not  prejudg^  ourselves 
or  our  proceedings,  and  before  tliese  we  are  ready  to  appear. 

We  proceed  to  notice  the  last  entry  In  the  jourital  wbich  we  keptf 
while  our  proceedings  were  pending.  This  entry  was  made  on  the 
14th  Feb.  1825«  and  consists  of  this  statement :  <<The  Commission- 
ers then  convened  the  Chiefs,  distributed  some  pt^eseniSf  ordered  them 
furnished  with  rations jt6  take  them  home,  advisfd  them  to  tenperanca 
and  unanimity,  took  friendly  leave*  and  adjourned."  We  have  some- 
times thouglit  that  the  words  •<  distributed  some  presents/^  have  given 
rise  to  the  ciiargcs  of  frauds  bribery,  &c.  which  have  been  so  lavishly 
heaped  upon  us.  We  should  certainly  forbear  to  make  any  remaru 
upon  this  branch  of  the  subject,  had  not  these  accusations  been  princi- 
pally made  by  the  Ageiits  of  the  Government.  However  imposing 
these  imputationsmay  appear  to  bOf  on  account  of  the  characters  from 
whom  they  cam^  we  jire  not  without  confidence,  that,  to  the  general 
Government  and  the  people  of  Georgia,  we  sbaM  be  enabled  to  de- 
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BMiifttrate  that*  whatever  we  have  done  in  tUs  reepecU  can  be  $up* 
parted  bji  the  principles  of  saand  pelicy^  by  manbcrUss  prtcedents^  and 
by  our  instructions.  All  that  was  done  in  this  regard,  is  known  to 
the  Goverumenty  to  a  single  cent,  and  we  have  no  objections  to  the 
publication  of  our  accounts,  item  by  item.  If  further  particulars  be 
reqaired«  we  are  prepared  to  furnish  them ;  but,  until  they  are  required, 
we  are  left  to  infer  that  the  administration  is  satisfied,  and  toiqfer 
further,  that  the  Special  Affeiit  and  Greneral  Gaines  have  rtolunteered, 
without  instructiqnSf  their  uusy  efforts  upon  this  subject  We  make 
no  appeal  to  them;  but  to  others^  in  whom  reliance  may  be  placed,  we 
fa  appeal,  for  justification  of  this  part  of  our  proceedinj^^Hieneral 
Jackson  has  treated  with  the  Chickasaws,  Choctaws,  Cherokees,  and 
Creeks ;  General  Harrison  has  made  many  treaties  with  the  North- 
ern tribes;  Gov.  Clark  and  Grov.  Cass  have  rendered  conspicuous 
services  to  the  Govc^rnment  in  this  department ;  General  Atkinsoii  is 
reporting  treaties  almost  daily,  whicli  he  has  cdncluded  wKh  separate 
tnbes  odht  great  Sioux  nation  of  the  West,  and  this  too,  with  such 
fiicility  as  scarcely  to  retard  Ma  march^;  Gkn.  Meriwether  and  M^• 
Forney  concluded  a  treaty  on  the  8th  Jan.  1820,  at  the  same  places 
with  Creeks,  fewer  in  number,  and  not  higher  \n  |;rade,  than  those 
with  whom  we  treated  on  the  l£th  February,  1825.  Te* the  decision 
of  these  distinguished  negotiators,  and  to  the  decision  of  any  and  all 
other  impartial  tribunals,  do  we  submit  the  treaty  and  the  manner  of 
its  procurement  But,  we  protest  against  the  decision  of  men  who 
have^shewn  themselves  capable  of  being  duped  by  Indians  and  Indian 
Agents*  It  has  been  objected  to  the  treaty,  that  it  shews  upon  the 
face  of  it,  such  extraordinary  partiality  to  Mcintosh.  A  word  in 
explanation  will  greatly  weaken  if  not  entirely  destroy  the  force  of 
the  objection;  He  had  procured  the  nation's  relinquishment  to  the  In- 
dian Spring  and  Ocmulgee  reservations,  and  had  leased  them  to  tenants 
for  the  term  of  twenty  years.  Valuable  improvements  had  been  al- 
ready made,  and  to  remove  the  incumbrance  of  the  lease,  and  enable 
himself  to  convey,   he  gave  to  one  tenant  the  sum  of  AHir  thousand 

•  dollars,  and  to  the  other  nine.  So  that  the  amount  which  has  accrued 
to  th^  benefit  of  his  family,  isonly  twelve  thousand  dollars,  a5«/i»^iicfa 
Iess.than  a  fair  equivalent  for  the  property.  Let  the  treaty  then,  be  es- 
timated accoiding  to  the  circumstances  which  attended  its  negotiatieh^ 
or  let  it  be  tried  by  itself  SLtid,  it  seems  to  us,  that  the  most  rigid  ob- 
server would  be  at  a  loss  to  discover  a  competent  reason  for  its  revi- 

•  sion«  The  circumstances  were  such  as  ordinarily  attend  such  transac- 
Monp,  except  the  perfidious  opposition  which  'we  encountered,  and  a 
treaty  was  never  formed  with  Indians,  lialf  so  beneficial  to  themsdves, 
as  thb.  No  error  then  being  detected  in  the  treaty  itself,  or  in  the  iNin- 
Aor  of  itsobtainment  we  are  to  look  for  the  cause  of  the  mischief,  to 
the  manner  in  which  both  have  been  misrepresented.  Let  those  who 
ha%'e  originated  the  misrepresentations,  and  those,  also,  who  have  giv- 
en them  currency,  be  arraigned  before  their  own  conscience  and  their 
country,  and  we /mote  that  their  trial  will  be  more  fearful  than  ours-

Sm  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you,  that,  in  compliance  witfi 
▼oor  request,  I  had  aa  interview  with  tlie  Mcintosh  party  of  the 
Creek  Indians,  in  order  to  ascertain  what  would  he  their  views  and 
wishes  in  regard  to  themselves,  in  the  event  of  the  treaty  at  the  In- 
4ian  Springs  being  cancelled,  either  by  a  new  treaty,  or  by  an  act  of 
Congress.    They  distinctly  stated  it  was  their  wish  to  emigrate  to 

-the  West  of  the  Mississippi,  and  they  then  proceeded  to  enumerate 
the  various  stipulations  they  were  anxious  to  procure  in  their  own 
lavor.  Such  of  these  as  affected  the  c^posite  party  were  then  exr 
lilained  to  thenr,  and  the  assent  of  that  party,  with  some  UKKtifica- 
tions,  and,  after  much  difficulty,  was  ohtain^.  Such,  however, 
was  their  reluctance  to  accede  to  some  of  these  propositions^  ttiat 
it  eventually  became  necessary  to  assure  them  the  Gk>vernnient 

*. would  not,  under  any  circumstances,  abandon  the  minor  party,  and 
fliat  the  course  prqM>sed  was  a  sine  qua  non.  After  obUduing 
this  assent,  the  subject  was  again  discussed  with  the  Mcintosh 
party,  and  the  stipulations  in  their  favor,  read  and  explained  to 
them.  They  were  then  reported  to  you,  and,  agreeably  to  your  in- 
structions, 1  informed  them  the  Grovemment  would  cheerfully  as- 
sent  to  these  stipulations  in  their  favor.  They  then  signified  their 
unanimous  concurrence,  and  I  supposed  all  difficulty  was  rented. 
But,  after  the  execution  of  tlie  treaty  by  the  Creek  Delegation,  when 
the  minor  party  were  requested  to  sign  a  note,  to  accompany  the 
treaty,  signifying  their  assent  to  the  stipulations  affecting  tliemselves, 
they  declined  doing  it,  unless  tlie  Government  would  make  provision 
for  paying  to  them  the  full  value  of  all  the  improvements  they  might 
abandon,  within  that  part  of  the  Creek  countiy  no^  ceded  to  the 
United  States.  Such  a  proposition  being  wholly  inadmissible,  it  was 
not  thought  proper  even  to  discuss  it,  and  the  treaty,  consequently, 
appe«*s  without  any  accompanying  note,  signifying  the  assent  of  the 
Mcintosh  party  to  these  stipulations.  These  facts  are  as  well  known 
to  Colonel  McKenney  as  to  myself.  He  was  present  and  took  part  in 
iM~the  discussions,  and  his  exertions  have  been  very  important  iti 
conductins  this  negotiation  to  a  favorable  Issue.  '

FRiEims  AND  Brothbbs  :  I  esteem  it  proper  to  correct  ftiiernir»in 
to  which  it  appears,  from  your  note  just  now  received,  you  have  fallen. 
Yoa  say,  <<  We,  therefore,  decline  signing  the  present  treaty,  or  anj 
notes  that  may  be  affixed  to  the  same."  You  were  tiskcd  to  do  neither. 
It  was  thoiig^ht,  as  you  had  stated  in  behalf  of  the  friends  mod  fol* 
lowers  of  the  late  General  Mcintosh,  what  your  desires  were  in  re- 
gard to  emigration,  and  the  terms  upon  which  you  would  emigrate, 
and  as  these  were,  in  all  respects,  complied  wiUi,  and  your  unani- 
mous but  verbal  assent  given  in  presence  of  Governor  Cass  and 
mysdf,  that  it  would  look  better  not  for  you  <<  to  sign  the  treaty,  or 
notes  that  may  be  affixed  to  the  same,"  but  a  separate  paper,  sus« 
taining  that  assent  with  yonr  names. 

It  is  not  very  material,  however,  in  which  way  you  understand  it, 
bat  as  you  have  misconceived  it^  I  think  it  jntiper  to  offer  this  cor- 
rection.

Chilly  Mcintosh  and  others  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Waihington,  D.  C.  Z6th  January,  I8£i. 

Prikvd  akd  Brother:  We  have  received  from  Col.  McKenney  a 
letter  dated  January  25,  I8£6,in  which  he  observes,  that  he  esteems  it 
proper  to  correct  an  error,  into  which  he  says  we  have  fallen.  Be 
tells  us  we  were  neither  asked  to  sl|gn  the  treaty  which  jrou  ikaye 
recenfly  concluded  with  our  adversaries,  nor  any  notes  that  might  be 
affixed  to  the^ame ;  hut  that,  as  we  had  given  our  unanimous  butter- 
bal  assent  to  ceMain  conditions  on  which  we  would  emigrate  to  tiie 
Mississippi,  which  had  in  all  respects  been  complied  with,  it,  was 
thought  that  it  would  look  better,  not  for  us  to  sign  the  treaty,  or  notes 
to  be  affixed  to  the  same,  but  a  separate  paper  sustaining  that  assent 
with  our  names.  Sii*  we  are  also  desirous  of  correcting  the  error  of 
this  statement,  and  for  this  purpose  we  make  the  following : 

When  we  w^re  first  invited  to  state  to  Governor  Cass,  whether  we 
were  willing  to  emigrate,  and,  if  so,  on  what  terms,  we  answered 
that  we  were  willing  to  do  so  in  terms  of  the  treaty  of  the  Indian 
Springs.  It  was  H^en  inquired  firom  us,  if  that  trea^  was  annulled, . 
on  what  terms  we  would  be  disposed  to  go,  and  we  answered,  saying, 
that  we  would  take  time  to  consider }  but  still  insisted  on  the  vaUdi^ 
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of  the  former  treaty.  We  theh  requested  that  'Hie  propositioBs  of 
Ctovernor  Cass  should  be  given  to  us  in  writing,  which  was  refused 
us.  If  this,  our  request  had  been  complied  with,  no  dispute  would  now 
occur,  as  to  what  bad  passed  between  us.  We  subsequently  gave  in 
our  propositions,  and  when  we  afterwards  met  Gov.  Ctm  and  Col. 
McKenney  at  the  office  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  heard  read  what  they 
proposed,  we  thought  it  correct.  I'hey  then  read  to  us,  from  a  small 
sheet  of  paper  which  we  afterwards  found  when  tiiey  read  the  treaty, 
was  a  different  instrument  from  what  we  understood  it  to  be.  We 
then  found  that  provisions  were  inserted  in  a  treaty  made  with  our 
enemies,  by  which  yon  had  declared,  that  the  acts  of  our  Great  Chief, 
and  the  other  Chiefs  who  signed  the  treaty  at  Indian  Springs,  to  be 
null  and  void,  and  by  which  you,  as  we  understood,  had  departed  from 
the  terms  which  they  had  recently  read,  by  providing  that  the  com- 
pensation for  property  and  improvements  destroyed  should  be  confined 
to  property  and  improvements  in  the  ceded  lands.  They  then  i*equested 
us  to  sign  an  instrument  in  the  following  terms  :  * 

^  Washjnoton,  Januatif  24,  1826. 

<<The  undersigned  friends  and  followers  of  the  late  General  William 
Mcintosh,  having  had  read  to  them  a  treaty  concluded  this  day 
between  James  Barbour,  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  delegation  now 
in  Washington  from  the  Creek  nation,  hereby  snbcribe  their  assent  to 
such  articles  in  said  treaty  so  far  as  there  are  interested.'' 

We  refused  this,  and  the  conference  wa»broken  up;  they  declared 
that  it  was  immaterial  whether  we  signed  it  or  not  We  declined 
signing  it ;  first,  because,  as  we  believed,  it  made  us  to  declare  that 
our  Great  Chief  and  our  other  Chiefs  had  acted  without  authority  in 
signing  the  treaty  of  Indian  Springs  ;  and  second,  because  the  com* 
pensation  for  property  and  improvement  was  limited  to  such  as  was 
111  the  ceded  lands.  No  consideration  will  tempt  us  to  degrade  the 
memory  of  our  great  Chief,  nor  to  impeach  the  rightful  acts  of  those 
who  survive;  and  our  claim  to  compensation  for  our  property  is,  v^e 
think,  not  to  be  denied  on  principleo  of  justice.  Our  Intepreter,  Hawkins, 
at  the  close  of  the  above  conference,  took  the  paper  they  required  us 
to  sign  ;  and,  on  the  way  down  to  our  lodgings,  told  Gov.  Caas  that  he 
had  taken  it  to  interpret  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  delegation,  which  Gov. 
Cass  said  he  might  do,  but  told  him  not  to  shew  it  to  any  body  else. 
It  was  for  this  purpose,  and  this  only,  that  this  paper  wa^*  taken  by 
Hawkins  :  for  we  could- not  think  of  signing  such  a  paper,  any  more 
than  we  could  reconcile  it  to  our  feelings  to  take  by  tiie  hands  the 
murderers  of  our  Chief  as  they  proposed  to  us. 

We  will  add  %  single  remark  :  Col.  McKenney  addresses  us  sim« 
ly  as  representatives  of  the  friends  and  followers  of  tiie  late  General 
William  Mcintosh,  and  speaks  of  our  adversaries  as  <^the  delegation  of 
the  Creek  nation."  Now  we  think  it  necessary,  distiRbtiy  to  say  to 
you,  that  we  are  not  merely  the  friends  and  followers  of  General . 
Mcintosh^  but  that  we  are,  and  have  been,  for  many  yeu*s,  acknowledged 
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Ghieb  of  tbe  Creek  nation,  ud  that  wefaave  not^  hoi^  ha^e  those  whom 

we  represent,  delegated  an j  power  to  those  whom  m  distingaishes  as 

tbe  delegation  of  the  Creek  nation.

£XEGITTITE  DefARTMEITT,  GrEORGIA, 

JdiUedgeroiUef  1 1  th  July,  1 826. 

Sir  :  As  I  will  proce^^d  on  the  second  day  of  September  next,  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,'to  occupy  the  country 
ceded  by  the  treaty  concluded  at  the  Indian  Springs  on  Ae  12tb  day 
of  February,  1 825,  and  as  the  running  of  the  dividing  line  bet'^reen 
this  State  and  the  jState  of  Alabama  must  necessarily  precede  the  siuv 
vey  which  will  immediately  follow  that  occupation ;  as  the  Govern- 
ment of  tbe  United^  States  having  been  formerly  invited  to  co-operate, 
has,  in  declining  it,  officially  made  known  to  the  Government  «tf 
Georgia,  that  the  running  of  the  line  is  a  matter  in  which <xeorgia 
and  Alabama  are  alone  concerned,  and  with  which  the  United  States 
have  nothing  to  do  ;  as  Alabama  did  consent,  and,  as  it  is  believed,  no- 
tified that  consent  to  the  United  States,  as  she  certainly  did  to  (>eor« 
gia ;  as  Alabama  is  well  disposed  to  co-operate  with  Georgia  in  tlie 
execution  of  the  work ;  as  it  can  have  no  assignable  connexion  with 
the  existence  or  non-existence  of  the  treaty,  the  line  having  been  fix* 
ed  unalterably  by  the  Constitntion  and  the  articles  of  agreement,  as 
the  permanent  boundary  ;  and  as  the  treaty  recognizes  and  conftrms 
it :  as  the  Government  of  Georgia  is  resolved,  after  having  encoun- 
tered very  many  obstacles,  equally  unlooked  for  and  unnecessary^ 
immediately^  carry  into  effect  its  repeated  decree ;  as  the  season 
will  soon  arrive  most  favorable  to  its  execution  with  accuracy  and 
precision ;  and  as  General  Gaines,  in  his  letter  of  the  14th  June  }as|, 
had,  in  the  name  of  l^s  Government,  expressly  forbid  the  running  of 
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the  line  as  well  w  Xtm  mrvty  of  tbe  lands,  and  bad  assembled  troc^ 
on  the  frontier  to  eirfbrce  ^e  prohibition ;  and  as  the  Secretary  of 
War,  by  order  of  the  President,  notified  this  Governhient  that  no  en- 
try upon,  or  survey  oft  the  territory  would  be  permitted,  and,  more- 
oyer,  directed  the  Commanding  General  to  employ  a  military  force 
to  prevent  any  such  entry  or  survey— it  is  respectfully  asked  of  the  Pre- 
•ident,  whether  his  resolution  in  tliese  respects  remains  unchanged, 
and,  if  unchanged,  whether  the  military  forpe  will  be  employed  against 
us  with  or  without  the  auxiliary  aid  ami  co-operation  of  the  savages  ; 
or  whether  these  last  will  be  restrained  by  the  authority  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  from  interposing  their  arms  at  all ;  or  whether  they  will  be 
left  to  the  indulgence  of  their  natural  feelings  under  the  artificial  ex- 
citements oAhe  day,  to  assume  the  character  of  neutrals,  or  of  parti- 
zan6,.and  marauders,  as  tliose  feelings  and  excitements  may  dictate  ? 
It  is  hoped  and  expected,  that  tlie  frankness  of  the  President's  an- 
swer will  correspond  with  the  importance  of  the  occasion  which  prompts 
to  this  inquiry;  so  that  nothing  hereafter  will  be  chargeable  to  the 
imperfection  of  our  language,  or  the  insincerity  of  either  of  the  par- 
ties. And  that  the  President  may  be  in  full  possession  of  the  con- 
siderations which  influence  this  Government,  and  moi*e  especially, 
that  he  may  acquit  the  autliorities  here  of  precipitancy,  prejudice,  or 
undue  diffidence  in  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  the  Councils  of  the 
Union,  I  will  take  the  liberty  to  submit  the  documentary  and  official 
evidence,  which,  it  is  trusted,  will  sustain  and  justify  this  Grovem- 
ment  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  in  tbe  measures  to  which^  for  its  own 
safety  it  may  be  obliged  to  have  recourse. 

FirsL  I'hen,  the  running  of  the  dividing  line  between  Alaba- 
hama  and  this  State,  has  no  assignable  connexion  with  the  existence 
or  non-existence  of  the  treaty;  the  right  to  run  that  line  having  ac- 
crued to  Georgia,  by  the  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  of  1802; 
a  right  undisputed  until  now,  and  which  ought  to  be  indisputable 
now,  because,  at.  that  time,  made  by  the  Constitution  the  permanent 
boundary  of  the  State. 

The  Constitution  in  the  S3d  section  of  the  tst  article,  after  defi- 
ning the  boundaries  of  the  State,  proceeds  to  authorize  a  sale  to  the 
United  States  under  the  authority  of  the  Iiegislature,  but  that  sale  be- 
ing effected,  (as  it  was  by  the  articles  of  Hgraement  and  cession  of 
1802,)  the  remaining  territory  is  declared  to  be  the  property  of  the 
whole  body  of  tlie  people,  and  inalienable  but  by  themselves.  (See* do- 
cuments No.  I  &  2,  marked  A.) 

Secondlu.  The  repeatedly  official  assertion  of  the  right  of  Georgiay 
the  official  concurrence  of  Alabama^  and  the  official  acquiescence  of 
the  povemment  of  the  United  States.  (See  documents  numbered  1,  2, 
and  3,  niai*ked  B.) 

Thirdly.  The  public  acts  and  resolutions  of  Greorgia,  have  kept 
separate  and  distinct  the  subject  of  running  the  line,  and  that  of  sur- 
veying the  lands,  any  furtlier  than  that  the  one  must  necessarily  pre- 
cede the  other.  But  with  rednect  to  the  right  to  run  the  line  at  plea- 
sure, never  having  ^entertaineo  but  one  opinion  concerning  it,  and  dis- 
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cl^iiDing  wf  MflioritT  m  the  part  of  the  VmiftA  States,  to  bring  it 
into  controversy  at  all;  whilst,  in  deference  to  the  Councils  of  the 
Union,  the  Legislature  consented  to  postpone  the  survey,  they  did 
not  consent  to  &e  postpone  running  of  the  line,  and,  of  coarse,  left  it 
where  they  found  it,  viz  :  discretionary  with  the  Governor  to  run  it 
whenever  he  might  deem  pr<^^. 

When  the  L^islature. authorized  the  Executive  to  poi^ne  the 
survey  until  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  the  treaty,  but  to 
proceed  in  it  immediatriy  on  the  expiration  ot  th«t  time,  they  could 
not  have  intended  to  postpone  the  running  of  the  line,  becuise,  afi  that 
must  necessarily  precede  the  survey,  such  postponement  would  defeat 
the  survey.  (See  documents  marked  C.) 

FourtMp  The  Legislature  were  therefore  indifferent  whether  the 
treaty  was  declared  null  and  void  or  not,  as  regarded  the  running  of 
the  line;  the'running  having  been  ordered  before 4he  treaty  was  even 
in  contemplation,  had  notliing  to  do  with  it,  and  was  therefore  to  be^ 
carried  into  execution,  whether  such  a  treaty  Was  ever  brought  into 
existence  or  not  If  the  treaty  expedites  the  running  now,  it  is  only 
because  the  running  must  necessarily  precede  the  survey,  which  will 
commence  on  the  second  day  of  Se^^ember  next,  the  day  afto*  the 
tioie  limited  by  the  treaty  for  the  occupation  of  the  Indians. 

Fifthlp  We  are  prohibited  by  military  force,  from  running  the 
same  description  of  boundary  line,  which  we  are  almost  daily  in  the 
practice  of  running  without  murmur  or  complaint  from  you.  I  mean 
the  exterior  boundary  line  which  separates  our  frontier  counties  from 
the  Indians.  Here  the  Indians  are  equally  liable  to  trespass,  en-^ 
croachment,  and  interruption  of  all  kinds  frem  the  whites ;  to  be  cheat- 
ed and  defrauded  of  their  effects ;  ill  treated  in  their  persons,  and 
even  their  lands  taken  from  them  by  the  unskilfulness  or  dishonesty  . 
of  surveyors.  It  has  been  shewn,  that,  in  the  contemplated  measure, 
the  Gk)vernment  of  the  United  States  has  been  repeatedly  invited  to 

Sarticipate,  not  only^  to  protect  ite  own  interests,  but  those  of  the  In- 
ians ;  the  Indians  themselves  would  have  been  invited.  In  run- 
ning the  line  between  the  Cherokees  and  Georgia  under  die  treaty", 
both  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokees  would  be  invited  to  6e  pre- 
sent If  the  Indians  therefore  should,  in  either  instance,  suffer  detri- 
ment by  an  act  of  the  Gkivemment  of  iStoorgia,  the  Gkmrernment  oi  the 
United  States  would  be  there  present  to  correct  or  redress  it. 

Sixthly^  Other  States  have  run.  lines  separating  their  territory 
from  that  of  the  Indians,  without  pennissionof  ^e  General  Gtovem- 
ment  The  States  of  Tennessee,  and  North  Carina,  and  Georgia, 
hav6  done  so,  and  their  legality  has  not  been  questioned  by  tiiat  Go- 
vernment ;  in  many  instances  to^  these  lines  have  passed  tiirough 
territory  in  the  exclusive  occupation  of  the  Indians^  (See  the  reports 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  State,  one  dated  15th  October,  1819,  the 
other  dated  Idth  July,  1818,  running  'Vba  lines  between  Teiinessee 
tad  North  Carolina,  and  Georgia.) 

Seotnthly.  The  Executive  of  the  United  States  has  repeatedly, 
uniformly,   and  without   reservation^   or  omdition,'  admitted^  the 
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iif^t  of  Georgia  both  to  itin  the  line  and  make  the  survey  at  the  expi- 
rafiottof  the  time  limited  by  the  treaty,  and  in  the  letter  of  the  Se* 
cmtary  of  War,  so  late  a»  the  SOth  day  of  August  last,  viz  :  after  the 
€k>veitimeiit  bad  been  placed  in  possession  of  all  the  information 
which  it  now  has,  of  the  bribery,  and  corruption,  and  abuse  of  in- 
struction^ practised  to  procure  itj  the  Executive  of  the  United  States 
expressed  itself  highly  gratified  and  delighted  that  the  Executive  of 
Georgia  hsid  consented  to  postpone  the  survey  even  until  tlie  meeting 
of  the  Legislature.  It  will  be  seen,  on  comparing  the  correspondence 
and  ofScial  message  of  the  Governor,  with  tiie  paragraph  of  the  letter 
of  tiie  Secretary  of  War,  (marked  D,)  thattlie  Secretary  has  commit- 
ted A-yery  great  error.  So^ar  fn>m  the  Governor  consenting  to  await 
ttedecisioii  of  the  Congress,  he  protesteil  in  the  most  positive  termsu 
against  a  reference  of  the  treaty  at  all ;  the  Governor  never  engaged 
todomore  than  to  pos^one  the  survey  until  the  meeting  of  the  Lc^- 
lature  of  the  State. 

Ton  will  have  perceived.  Sir,  fh>m  every  past  indication  of  public 
sentiment,  that  nothing  can  shake  the  confidence  of  the  Government  and 
people  of  Ge(n*gia,  in  the  validity  of  the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs^ 
and,  as  I  flatter  myself  with  tb^  hope,  that  the  preceding  illustration 
may  afibrd  some  insight  into  ^be  absolute  right  of  the  State  of  Geor- 
gia to  ran  the  dividing  line  between  Georgia  and  Alabama  wbenso- 
•vo*  she  pleases,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  trouble  you  thus  far. 

It  is  my  unpleasant  duty  to  trespass  upon  your  attention  yet  a  lit- 
tle longer.^  Information,  not  wholly  of  official  character,  has  been  re- 
ceived, that,  in  the  new  treaty  lately  negotiated  witli  tiie  faostUe  chids, 
ft  line  has  been  designated  as  a  true  dividing  line  between  tlie  two 
tribes,  by  which,  something  like  300,000  acres  of  land,  as  acquired  by 
the  treaty  of  the  Indian  Springs,  are  taken  from  as  and  given  to 
the  Ch^rokees*  For  this  treaty  of  course  we  care  nothing,  because 
itt'doclarinp;  the  inviolability  of  the  old,  We  have  already  proclaimed 
the  invalidity  of  the  new ;  but  neitiier  yourself  nor  myself  can  be  al- 
together indiftrent  to  the  consequences  of  this  ill-judged  measure ; 
a  false  line  has  been  adopted,  which  favors  the  Cherokees ;  the  true 
one,  whieifrikvoaa  the  Georgians*  has  bj^en  blotted  out.  The  true  line 
wiU  be  the  one  followed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Georgia,  who  are 
appoiflieA  to  mn  it.  The  folse  line  will  be  the  one  claimed  by  the 
Ch(Ut>kees  as  tHb  true  one*  I  much  fear  you  have  not  been  made  fo- 
miliar  with  the  territorial  history  of  both  tribes ;  it  is  short,  but  not, 
on  that  account,  the  more  appropriate  to  the  subject  of  this  letter. 
But  I  cannot  help  saying  to  you,  that,  of  all  the  measures  which  you 
have  thought  proper  to  adopt,  in  relation  to  the  matters  in  controversy 
between  the  two  Governments,  there  is  no  one  which  has  given  me 
more  pain  or  solicitude,  because  no  one  partaking  of  more  injustice, 
kardship,  and  oppression,  than  tiu^  now  complained  of.  In  giving  a 
now  beipidary  to  the  Ghmikee8,'you  have  given  them  new  feelings, 
bottlile  to  the  interests  and  p^ple  of  Georgia ;  tiiey  wiU  recognize  no 
liMfbi  fiitnrfli  than  that  you  hare  thought  proper  to  prescribe  ;  they 
will  suffer  none  other  to  be  run  bnt  by  coercion  of  the  sword.  With- 
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^t  any  contravfroy  between  the  Csjiebs  wmA  Ckmium^  fa^dhiiy 
territoriel  boondaryt  or  bringing  this  line  into  qnes^m,  bet  sedias 
night  easily,  according  to  tbeir  usages  and  cuatom^  him  been  eet« 
tied  waumgi  t&emsdvea^  you  h^YO  become  graiiutoesiy  «  vobiBlMr 
in  the  service  of  the  Cberokees,  to  iNrocor^  for  tban,  by  oeeaifiiy  tEoai 
the  hostile  cUeis,  land  which  belonged  neither  to  then  nor  to  the 
Cherokeest  £ut  which  belong^  iQcwe  particularly  to  the  fijmdjgi 
Creeks,  and  which  now  bdong  to  us,  by  ces8ieu.froni  botklko  friends 
ly  and  hostile  chiefe;  thus  giving  the  Cherokees  a  \^^  more  ^aoe^ 
fortibe  pursuits  of  agriculture  and  the  civili^  arts,  by  a^iBraianenl 
location  assured  to  them  adverse  to  the  clsyhns  and  demands  ^  Qooiv 
gia,  imd  preparing  tliem  for  tke  promtsod  adnussion  wto  the  Um«a» 
as  an  inflepcndeiit  State.  Not  only  so«  you  will  have  prohaUy  caai^ 
ed,  on  all  these  accounts,  an  expenditure  of  blood  and  treasure  to  tha 
State  of  Gfeorgia,  from  which  she  would  hare  beea  elliermniae  exempt. 
And  suffer  mc  in  no  unkindly  Hpirit  to  inquire,  if  such  be  the  conse* 
qumces  resulting  from  these^  '  ^  11  be  those  which  must  folfew 
the  ulterior  and  not  distant  assertion  by  fSeorgiay  ot  her  rigU  to  all 
the  territory  of  the  Cherokees,  witiiin  the  limits  s^ed  by  the  arti- 
cles of  agreement  and  cessions  ?  (See  the  oopy  ota  tresAy  of  boundary: 
between  the  Creeks  and  Cherdceea,  accompanying  this  letter.)  One 
of  two  tihings  has  happened  :  either  the  people  of  Georgia  and  the  aR- 
thoriUes  who  represent  them,  have,  by  the  iltuston  of  interest  or  pre* 
judice,  or  both,  been  overwhelmed  by  sudden  and  impenetrahle  dark- 
ness, benumbing  and  stlipifyilig  their  faculties  ;  or  the  councils  of 
those  of  whose  measures  they  complwi^  have  been  directed  by  astrangr 
infatuation. 

The  old  treaty'  is  proposed  to  be  annulled,  either  becausrof  on^- 
ruption  practised  to  procure  it ;  of  an  abuse  of  powers  by  the  Commis- 
sioners ;  or  of  an  inadequate  representation  of  the  nation ;  or  of  tiie 
boundary,  on  one  side,  being  a  natural  instead  of  an  artificial  boan* 
dary.  If  an  irreversible  sentence  of  denunciation  and  annukneBl  iir 
to  be  pronounced  against  the  eld  treaty  because  of  tiiese,  what  is  to 
become  of  the  new  ?  The  old  treaty,  negotiated  by  yoor  own  agents;^ 
in  the  woods,  700  miles  from  tlie  Scat  of  Ooverrnnant  ^*^  j»efclng 
but  their  written  instructions  tor  direct  them,  in  a  simjAe  unostenta- 
tious manner,  without  any  display  «f  power,  even  a  guard  or  an  es- 
cort, and  with  a  comparatively  limited  command  of  money,  with  w 
poor  knowledge  of  their  accountsAility  to  you,  both  &r  the  fuUHaeai 
of  their  instructions  and  the  application  of  tiie  money,  and^  finally, 
the  format  ratification,  agreeably  to  the  forms  enjc^ned  by  the  CMsti- 
tution. 

The  new  treaty  negotiated  at  Washington,  in  the  presence  nf  the 
Government,  with  enougti  of  pomp  and  circumstam^  to  dazzle  or 
.  overawe  ;  where  a  smUe  gives  ammation  and  buoyance  to  dcspaii^ 
and  where  the  lion-hearted  savage  can  he  made  to  qudcs  and  cower 
beneath  a  frown ;  where  moneyed  means  lead  into  temptation,  and  tim 
annals  of  Indian  diplomacy  furnish  no  moral-Tiomencbiture  by  wbidi 
to  estimate  the  terms  perfidious,  tJceaGh^H)us,.&c.;  where  instau^ma 
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<Mld  be^rvriiia  iVom  brntrto  hour,  to  every  exigency ;  where,  indeed^ 
any  party  Bright  be  cottsida^ed  as  the  nation,  and  any  boundary  a 
good  one.  ^ 

It  is  under  all  tiiese  circumstances  that,  at  Washington,  we  are  to 
presnlkie  the  existence  of  perfect  freedom  of  will,  uncontrolled  and  un- 
constrained, united  to  ronaantic  love  of  country,  dictating  every  arti- 
cle and  paragraph  of  the  new  treaty ;  whilst,  in  the  woods  of  Geor- 
eia^  the  same  freedom  has  been  corrupted  by  gold,  and  the  will  mis* 
directed  to  the  rnin  of  Indian  rights  and  interests.  We  cannot  look 
upon  theflfc  things  with  the  same  eyes  ;  but  wh6n  the  effects  and  con- 
seqnences  come^  however  they  may  be  regarded  by  others,  I  can  assure 
you  they  wtll  inflict  a  deep  wound  upon  ourselves.  The  augmented 
expense,  and  the  almost  inevitable  bloodshed,  in  running  both  the  Ala- 
bama and  Cherokee  lines,  to  say  nothing  of  the  multiplied  obstacles 
opposed  to  the  Executive  of  Georgia  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  by 
these  unfortunate  events,  combine  to  make  this  a  long,  complaining^t 
and,  perhaps,  importunate  letter.  The  same  public  duty  which  impels 
roe  to  ¥rrite,  wifi  incline  you  to  a  patient  reading.  We  are  never  bet- 
ter employed  than  in  heading  the  grief  and  lamentations  of  our  friends, 
unless  in  the  kindliest  of  all  offices,  that  of  assuaging  and  comforting 
them.

Treaty  of  Boundary  between  the  Creeks  and  Cherokees* 
Creek  Mitiofh 

General  William  Mcintosh,  in  Counoilt  between  the  Creeks  and 
ChenrfLees>  has  this  day  made  a  treaty  about  their  boundary  lines, 
via: 

Art  1.  We  do  hereby  acknowledge  shall  be  the  line  from  the  Buz* 
zard  RoMt,  dn^  the  Chattabooehie,  a  direct  line  running  to  the  moutli 
of  Wilk^a  Creek,  on  the  Coosa  river,  all  North  of  sjud  line,  is  the 
Cherokee  lands ;  all  South  of  said  line  is  the  Creek's  lands. 

Art  2b  We  the  Cobmissionersdo  further  agree,  that  all  the  Creeks 
North  of  the  said  line  abovementionedy  shall  become  subject  to  the 
Cherokee  nation. 

Art.  5.  All  the  Chcrokees  South  of  said  lines'  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Creek  nation. 

Art  4  and  5.  Provide  that  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  chiefs^  who 
fall  North  and  South  of  the  above  line,  shall  still  be  chiefs. 

Articles  6,  7,  8«  and  9,  relate  to  crimes  committed  in  the  Creek 
and  Cherokee  nations,  and  their  punishment  ^ 

Articles  10  and  1 1  relate  to  the  claims  of  the  nations  on  each  oth- 
er, and  debts  of  individuals. 

Article  12.  We  the  Commissioners  of  both  nations  do  hereby  agree 
within  b^alf  of  our  toation,  do  agree,  the  lines  subscribed  in  the 
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d9»  [Bep.  1^0.90.3 

ftoegoing  treaty  Bhalt  Ve  ratified  when  the  heads  of  botfalurtioBB  rfgn 
this  treaty.  We  the  CommissioiiM^  do  hereby  set  our  hands  and 
seaJ,  this  11th  day  of  December^  1821.

The  diicitfiig  line  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  Alabama  ne- 
ver having  been  ran  in  conformity  wifli  the  articles  of  agreement  and 
cession  entered  into  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  180^,  between  the  Com- 
missioners of  ttie  State  of  Georgia  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Uhited  States  on  the  other  part,  from  the  mouth  of 
Uchee  Creek,  on  the  Ghatahoochie  river ;  thence,  in  a  direct  line,  to 
Mickajack)  on  the  Tennessee  river ;  and  as  it  is  now^  in  contempla- 
tion to  hold  a  treaty  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  from  the  Indians 
which  must  bound  upon  said  line ;  and  as  it  is  highly  important  to 
the  two  States,  for  various  considerations,  tliat  the  said  line  should  no 
longer  remain  undefined  by  the  proper  and  usual  marks;  and  the 
Legislature  being  of  opinion  that  the  said  articles  of  agreement  and 
ei0esion  render  it  obligatory  on  the  United  States  to  cause  said  line  to 
be  ran,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  General  Government : 

Resotvedj  That  the  Governor  be  i-equested  to  take  as  speedy  mea- 
sures as  possible  to  present  this  subject  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  bring  the  same  before  Congress,  if  necessary,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  the  said  line  to  be  run  as  early  as  possible.

The  regular  period  for  which  will  happen  in  No- 
venber  next  It  is  presumed  that  this  will  be  in  very  convenient 
iKMMon  to  meet  the  views  of  the  Government  of  Georgia,  even  should 
it  be  CErand  convenient  to  cem«ieiice  at  an  earlieor  pei^  to  survey  its 
own  portion  of  ti^e  ceded  territory  ;  considering,  also,  the  jieriod  i*e- 
served  by  the  late  treaty  for  the  occupancy  of  tte  Creeks.

Sir  :  I  have.tlie  honor  to  send  you,  cnclased,  the  MS.  memorial  of 
the  Mcintosh  party  of  Indians  to  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  which 
was  forwai*ded  to  Milledgevtlle  to  be  presented  at  the  called  se^ion  in 
May  last,  but  which  was  suppressed  **  by  the  people  of  Milledgeville/' 
I  received  it  at  Miliedgeville,  in  July  last,  from  Maj.  John  H.  Bi-od- 
^ax,  under  cover  of  a  letter  dated  the  1  Ith  of  that  month,  which  I  now 
enclose.  1  transmitted  it,  the  day  after  its  receipt,  to  General  Gaines, 
then  at  Indian  Springs,  from  whom  I  received  it,  through  Maj.  Uook, 
a  day  or  two  since ;  he  having  been  unable  to  find  it  among  his  papers 
until  his  arrival  at  Wheeling,  Major  BrodnaX>  from  whom  I  i*eceiv- 
ed  the  mami^cript,  is  a  gentleman  of  great  respectability  :  he  is  now 
in  the  Senate  of  Georgia.  He  received  it  from  the  Mcintosh  party 
themselves ;  who  assured  him,  up  to  the  date  of  his  letter,  (1 1th  July, 
1825,)  that  it  was  their  defiire  to  have  it  presented  to  the  Georgia  Le* 
gislature  and  tlieir  prayers  granteil. 

It  will  appear  from  the  manuscript, 

1st.  That  the  Mcintosh  party  of  Indiam  have  no  intentum  of  emigrat- 
ing beyofid  theJVissisidppi. 

2d.  That  the  party  were  Apposed  by  <<ihe  people  of  their  nation.'^ 

3d.  That,  although  the  party  in  question  have  lately,  In  conjunction 
with  the  Commissionei*s  who  made  the  treaty,  asserted  their  right  to 
the  whole  of  the  money  due  under  the  surreptitious  treaty  of  the  In- 
dian Springs,  they  were  very  willing,  a  few  montlis  after  making  that 
treaty,  to  give  up  to  tlie  State  of  Georgia  tiieir  share  of  the  purchase 
money  under  the  treaty,**  for  a  tract  of  poor  land  40  by  20  milea  square, 
forming,  perhaps,  .not  more  than  a  twentieth  part  of  tlie  territory 
affected  to  be  dis))osed  of  by  said  treaty. 

4th.  That  the  Mcintosh  party  are  but  ^^ few  in  number.** 

dtii.  That  the  Mcintosh,  or  treaty  making  party.  wei*e  <*  the  head 
men  and  warriors  of  Coweta;**  only  one  of  the  numerous-towns  of  the 
Creek  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians. 

The  high  character  of  Mr.  Cuthbert,  who  drew  up,  in  his  profes- 
sional  capacity,  the  memorial  in  question,  forbids  for  a  moment  that 
it  contains  an  idea,  except  of  tlie  party  by  whose  request,  and  under 
whose>  immediate  dictation  it  was  drafted — the  party,  being  present 
with  Mr.  Cuthbert  when  he  drafted  it  An  exact  copy  was  made; 
and,  after  being  signed  by  the  Mcintosh  party,  was  forwarded  to  be 
presented  to  the  Georgia  legislature;  but,  as  stated  in  the  letter  of 
Maj.  Broilnax,  it  was  suppressed  by  tlie  \mi[Ac  at  Miliedgeville,  but 
deprived  of  all  such  facts  as  might  pmve  injurious  to  the  later  views 
of  the  Mcintosh  party,  and  those  who  uphold  tliem,  and  presented  to 
the  Legislature  of  Oeorgiiu

fUtcloMure  in  Bfajer  Brodnex's  letter  to  Major  Andrews. 

JFVwn  the  Bead  mta  and  Warriors  of  Conceta  to  Chief  men  of  Georgia^ 

FitiEWBS  :  Our  situation  is  not  unknown  to  you ;  and  when  the 
hands  of  sorrow  has  pressed  heavily  on  us,  we  have  been  comforted 
by  knowing  that  our  white  bi'ethren  felt  for  our  troubles,  and  wished 
us  well.  Our  fathers  formerly  owned  a  large  and  boaiitifuj  country » 
abotioding  with  fish  and  game,  and  everything  that  they  wished.  We 
are  now  without  a  foot  of  land  that  we  can  call  our  home,  or  a  place 
where  we  can  keep  our  wives  and  children  iiv  safety.  Our  lamls  we 
have  vfduntarily  sold  to  you  in  a  number  of  fair  and  honorable  titrndea. 
In  the  late  treaty  held  at  the  Indian  Spiinfrs,  by  the  advice  of  our 
Great  Father,  weyid<led  to  the  wishes  of  Georgians,  and  gave  up  the 
laat  that  remained  of  the  land  of  our  fathers,  except  that  part  in  Ala^  ^ 
bama  which  is  in  the  hands  of  <)ur  enemies.  And  we  do  not  now 
object  to  a  treaty  v^  hicb  we  voluntary  and  fleliberately  signed.  Bui, 
in  the  day  of  our  trouble,  we  now  call  upon  our  white  neighbors  ami 
brethren  of  Georgia  to  be  our  friends  and  pi-otectoi*s.  When  >%e 
signed  the  late  treaty,  we  liad  a  chief,  under  whose  protecting 
band  we  felt  sal^.  He  had  wisdom  to  'guide  us  through  the  many 
difficulties  of  a  long  journey  to  a  distant  land.     He  had  courage  to 
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head  us  if  we  should  be  attacked  by  any  of  tlijB  powerful  nations  in 
that  far  Wctt^tem  country.     Mcintosh  wad  our  head,  and  we  were  the 
body,  and  the  hands,  andtlie  feet.     But  our  head  is  now  cut  oif.  and  ^ 
we  cannot  more  to  that  distant  country,  and  put  ourseli^s  in  tlic  bands 
of  our  enemies. 

The  nations  who  live  tliere  would  watch  an  opportTinity  to  destroy 
us  before  we-could  have  time  to  procure  tlie  aid  of  oif(*  Grent  Fath^* 
Tbe  people  of  our  nation  have  now  become  our  deadly  enemies.  After 
killing  Mcintosh,  and  several  other  distinguished  chiefs,  they  have 
drawn  us  from  our  homes,  plundered  our  property,  and  threatetled 
our  lives.  Tbey  first  became  our  enemies  because,  in  the  late  wars, 
we  w«re  the  friends  of  the  white  men ;  because  we  fought  by  the  side 
of  the  white  man,  and  hazarded  our  lives  and  spilled  our  blood  'in 
the  same  cause.  They  now  threaten,  and  rob,  and  kill  us,  b^at4^ 
we  have  followed  the  advice  of  our  6i*eat  Father,  tlie  President^  and 
sold  our  lahd  t'^  the  Greorgians.  We  are  not  safe  with  them  evod 
near  our  white  friends  in  Georgia;  and  we  cannot  be  so  blind  as  to 
put  ourselves  in  their  power  in  a  distant  land.  We  have  now  no 
slielter  left  us,  but  in  the  bosom  of  our  white  neighbors.  While  we 
hold  thft  ti'eaty  saci*ed,  we  earnestly  request  you  not  to  leave  us  and 
our  wives,  and  our  little  ones,  to  starve  to  death,  or  to  fall  by  the  . 
hand  of  our  enemies.     We  propose  to  you  to  allow  us,  out  of  tite  late 

Iiurcliase,  a  small  spot  where  we  can  lie  down  in  safety,  and  get  a 
iving  by  our  labor.  We  are  but  few  in  number,  and  expect  to  find 
our  safety  only  in  peaceful  conduct  among  you.  We  are  mcHicratc  In 
our  desires,  and  do  not  wish  for  the  best  of  your  lamf.  We  will  be 
satisfied  with  a  tract  of  country  on  the  East  of  the  Chattahoochy,  ex.* 
tending  from  some  point  a  few  miles  above  the  high  shoals,  to  the 
Horse  Piatt,  about  forty  mile.s  in  length,  and  extending  about  twenty 
miles  East  from  tliat  river.  The  large  part  of  this  tract  is  poor  and 
mountainous.  In  excliangc  for  tliis  settlement  we  will  give  up  our 
share  of  the  purchase  money  under  the  late  treaty  held  at  the  Indian 
Springs.  We  wish  to  raise  stock,  cultivate  ttie  soil,  and  learn  the 
useful  arts  of  the  white  men.  We  will  live  quietly  under  our  laws, 
and  will  faithfully  pcrforni  any  civil  or  military  dutios  which  you  maV 
tell  us.  In  exchange  for  protection  we  will  fight  with  you  against  all 
of  your  enemies.  From  being  a  powerful  nation,  we  shall  be  only  a 
handful  of  men.  From  owning  a  large  and  rich  country,  we  will, 
settle  down  on  a  narrow  strip  of  mountainous  land.  But,  hereafter, 
we  will  be  content  if  we  can  find  safety  and  subsistence.  We  pray  to 
ihe  Great  Spirit  to  put  kind  and  generous  sentiments,  and  feelingii 
into  the  hearts  of  the  People  of  G^rgia;  and  to  tell  theip  not  to  let 
an  unfortunate  and  afflicted  people  be  entirely  mined  by  friendship 
for  them.  We  trust  tliat  tlie  head  men  of  Georgia,  after  making  a 
great  State  out  of  lands  that  formerly  belonged  to  us,  will  leave  to  men 
who  have  long  been  tlieir  friends,  a  little  corner  in  which  they  live.

DEPARTMEIfT  OF  WaR,

Sir  :  In  reply  to  yours  of  the  28th  ultimo,  I  am  instructed  to  say^ 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  the  force  which  you  have  caH- 
e<finto  service  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Georgia  from  the  outrages 
of  the  Indians,  was  justified  bjr  the  circumstances  on  which  yoa 
acted,  and.  consequently,  that  the  expense  attending  the  measure  ii 
a  proper  debit  against  the  United  States;  to  meet  which,  ao  appro* 
priatlon  will  be  aslied  for  from  Congress. 

I  avail  myself  of  the  occasion  to  reply  to  a  paragraph  in  your  let- 
ter of  the  11th  ultimo,  in  which  you  say  ^Mhat  the  President  of  the 
United  States  has  thought  proper  to  declare,  that  it  was  the  interi- 
tlon  of  the  parties  to  that  instrument  (the  new  treaty)  to  cede  to 
Georgia  all  the  lands  claimed  by  her  within  the  Creek  limits.''  Ton 
can  readily  appreciate  my  surprise,  If  I  am  to  understand  yo)i  as 
drawing  this  inference  from  my  letter  of  the  27th  November,  where 
1  endeavored  to  expi'ess  myself,  as  distinctly  as  possible,  directly  the  - 
Veverse.  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  again  to  that  letter,  in  which  t 
expressly  declartd  to  you,  **  that  the  Creeks,  when  pressed  to  make 
a  cession  to  that  effect,  peremptorily  refused ;"  and  I  then  went  on 
merely  to  sti&te  the  presumed  reason  for  so  refusing — the  uncertainty 
of  the  direction  of  the  line.  Hence  specific  limits  were  agreed  on  in 
the  treaty,  beyond  which  the  United  States  or  Georgia  cannot  go, 
without  a  violation  of  the  faith  of  the  nation,  solemnly  pledged;  and- 
if  there  be  any  ambiguity  in  the  laneua^e  which  J  emphfed,  which 
I  cannot  perceive,  it  surely  must  nave  been  removed  when  I  saj^ 
that#  so  soon  as  certainty  is  given  to  the  direction  of  the  dividing 
line  between  Georgia  and  Alabama,  the  Executive  of  the  United 
States  will^endeavor  to  obtain,  by  fresh  negotiation^  what  it  so  much 
desires-^an  entire  surrender  of  the  Creek  lands  within  the  limita 
of  Georgia.     I  trust  you  will,  by  reference  to  my  letter,  a  small 

tart  of  which  only  I  have  given  you,  perceive  how  greatly  you  have 
een  mistaken,  (if  I  have  understood  tou  correcdy,)  in  supposing 
that  the  President  had  declared  that  all  the  Creek  land  within  tite 
limits  of  Georgia  was  intended  to  have  been  ceded  by  the  new  treaty.

Sib  :  Since  my  letter  to  yon,  of  29th  instant,  the  Department  baa 
bad  information  submitted  to  It,  which  appears  to  be.  entitled  to  re* 
tpectf  tbaty  on  a  proper  representation  being  made  to  the  Chiefs  of 
the  peculiar  state  of  things*  as  these  now  eslst,  in  regard  to  the  re- 
mainder  of  their  lands  within  the  limits  of  Creorgia,  they  will  not  ob- 
jecty  for  a  suitable  moneyed  consideration,  to  sell.  This  information^ 
and  which  Is  from  a  source  of  great  respectabilityt  is,  in  substance, 
that  the  Indians  would  sell  this  remaining  portion  of  their  land, 
within  the  limits  of  that  State^  if  they  were  assured  of  a  prompt  and 
suitable  compensation. 

I  therefore  enjoin  it  on  you,  as  a  duty  of  great  importance»  to 
adopt  such  mode  as  may  seem,  in  your  discretion,  to  be  best,  to 
obtain  their  consent  to  relinquish  their  hold  upon  those  pine  barrens, 
which  can  be  of  no  value  to  them ;  and  thus  secure  that  state  of 
quiet  which  it  is  so  much  the  desire  of  the  Executive  to  realize. 

On  ascertaining  the  views  of  the  Chiefs,  you  will  communicate  them 
to  the  Department ;  and  also,  at  the  same  time,  the  amount  of  the 
consideration  money  which  tbey  will  be  willing  to  receive  for  those 
lands.
